OUTSTANDING EVENTS 


OF THE PAST YEAR. 


The year that closed yesterday cannot be 
classed as a prosperous one in the trades we 
represent, for although at its opening, after 
the close of hostilities, great things were pre- 
dicted as to the wonderful trade boom that 
would take place, yet that boom, so far as 
the allied trades were concerned, failed to 
materialise. Instead we have had disturbing 
elenents that distracted the industrial and 
business world and made trade unsettled. 
The printing trade has not escaped, and the 
year has been one of demands on the part of 
labour and concession after concession by 
employers. The great advance in the prices 
of materials used also had an adverse effect on 
those compelled to purchase, although doubt- 
less many sellers made excellent profits. All 
this has tended to enhance the price of print- 
Ing to the consumer, with the result that 
orders have in very many cases been cut 
down to an alarming extent. 


Co-operation and Standardisation. 


The idea of co-operative buying for printers 
has been before the trade and has been ap- 
Proved at meetings of master printers, Mr. A. 
Bennett (James Truscott and Sons, Ltd.) being 
a pioneer of the movement and addressing 
several gatherings at which the co-operative 
Principle was discussed and approved, the 
general opinion being that a system of co- 
operative buying would be of great value. 
_The question of the standardisation of paper 
sizes and weights has been before the trade, 
and itis likely that in the near future some 
practical scheme will be brought forward that 
will do away with the many sizes and weights

that now prevail to the worry and confusion 
of the printer. The standardisation of 
coloured inks, too, has been mentioned and 
discussed. 

In accordance with a Board of Trade an- 
nouncement the paper import restrictions 
were finally removed on August 29th and the 
Paper Import Restriction Department at 
Buckingham-gate was closed on September 
6th, thereby removing one source of worry 
from printers to which they had been sub- 
jected during the war. 

After an existence extending over twenty 
years the Institute of Printing and Kindred 
Trades was dissolved, greatly to the regret of 
many of its members. 


The Paster Printers. 


Throughout the country the year has been 
a somewhat difficult one for the employing 
printer. The frequent demands for increased 
wages have unsettled the trade to a consider- 
able extent. The London Master Printers’ 
Association has done much good work, and 
metropolitan printers are now well organised 
by means of the district associations. 

The Federation of Master Printers has not 
been idle, and amongst the forward steps 
taken has been the formation of “ Alliances " 
of master printers for different provincial dis- 
tricts under a scheme drawn up by General 
W. Wright Bemrose. The alliances deal with 
purely local matters, leaving national and 
general questions for the consideration of the 
Federation Council. Another important de- 
parture during the year was the adoption of 
the National Wages Agreerhent,. by which it 
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is hoped to bring more stability into printing 
trade conditions. 


Labour Matters. 


A feature of the year was the industrial dis- 
content with hours of labour and rates of 
wages, and demand after demand has been 
the order of the day in the printing and allied 
trades. In the early months of the year a 
demand for a forty-eight hour week for all 
departments of the trade, payment for all 
bank holidays, and a week's holiday with pay, 
was made, and an agreement was arrived at, 
after much discussion, the demands of the men 
being practically granted, the agreement 
coming into force on March 3rd. In the same 
month a new agreement as to overtime rates 
for the members of tne London Machine 
Managers' Trade Society came into operation, 


.: фу which these rates were considerably in- 


creased. In May a demand by the federated 
London Unions for an increase of 7s. 6d. per 
week was made, and a compromise was 
effected by granting an increase of 5s. to men 
and 3s. to women, the new rates taking effect 
on the first pay day in June. In the same 
month an agreement was ratified between the 
Federation of Master Printers, the organisa- 
tions representing newspaper interests, and 
the Typographical Association, which pro- 
vided for the grading of towns and districts 
and the fixing of wages for the same. Sub- 
stantial increases in wages were at the same 
time made, and linotype and monotype 
operators participated in the general advance. 
August saw a new London agreement as to 
overtime and night work, and in October the 
London Printing and Kindred Trades Federa- 
tion made another demand for an increase of 
15s. per week. Strong opposition was mani- 


fested by the London Master Printers' Associa- * 


tion, and, as in the case of the country de- 
mand, it looked like resorting to the strike or 
lock-out. But after several meetings and con- 


ferences a settlement was arrived at, and an: 


advance of 7s. 6d. for men, 3s. 6d. for women, 
and is. 9а. for juniors was agreed to. A settle- 
ment was also effected in the matter of the 
demand for an advance of Ios. per week made 
by the Typographical Association, and at a 
conference at the offices of the Federation of 
Master Printers, in London, it was agreed to 
give an increase of 6s. per week and an addi- 
tional increase of 1s. 6d. per week on the first 
pay day in January. It is understood that no 
further demand will be made by the T.A. 
within six months from January Ist, if condi- 
tions remain normal. Їп August the Scottish 
Alliance of Employers were presented with a 
demand from the Scottish Typographical 
Association for an advance of :6s. per week 
to all male workers, female workers doing the 
same class of work as males (such as female 
compositors), and apprentices of 21 years of 
age and over, and for an increase of 8s. per 
week to apprentices under 21 years of age.- 


Many conferences were held with no result, 


but, finally, after much negotiation, the men- 
decided to accept the offer of the employers 
of 7s. per week to all male workers and to 
women doing the same work as men. This 
advance applies to all branches of the tradd 


in Scotland. In Ireland wages have been in- 
creased considerably in the various towns, but 
unfortunately a demand for an advance in 
Dublin developed into a strike that lasted for 
several weeks. The men eventually resumed 
work at the old wages, the demand for an 
advance to be submitted to arbitration, and 
each man to get a week's holiday per year, or 

a week's wages in lieu thereof. 


The Р. П. and O. A. 


The work of the Printers Managers and 
Overseers Association has been carried on 


: with energy and enthusiasm, and the meet- 


ings have proved interesting and profitable 
to the members. Forthe first time theannual 
meeting of delegates from the various centres 
of the Association was held in London, at the 
Cannon-street Hotel. A feature of the pro- 
ceedings was the presentation to the general 
secretary, Mr. E. C. Moyce, of a suitably in- 
scribed gold watch and chain and a sum of 
money, in recognitiun of his great services to 
the Association during the past twenty. one 
years In July, a new branch of the Associa- 
tion, for the West of England, was inaugur. 
ated at Bristol. The annual report in June 
showed the total membership of the Associa- 
tion to be 1,071, the Parent Association taking 
the lead with 624 members, followed by Man- 
chester and Yorkshire with 75 each. The 
finances, too, were shown to be in a satisfac- 
tory position, the capital account standing at 
£2,508, an increase of £ 388 on the assets of the 
year. Mr. E. C. Moyce having resigned the 
position of general secretary, he was succeeded 
in that office by Mr. G. Phillips, who has lately 
resigned office on account of pressure of work. 
Unfortunately, Mr. Moyce, in October, had a 
serious illness, and was operated on at St. 
Bartholomew's Hospital, where he lay for 
some time in a very grave condition. After 
his return home, however, he failed to recover, 
and passed away in November, in his 58th 
year. 
The Bookbinders' Overseers. 


The Printing, Bookbinding and Kindred 
Trades Overseers' Association has prospered 
during the past twelve months. At the Feb- 
ruary meeting Mr. A. J. Daines was elected 
president and Mr. А. W. Hunt vice-president ; 
Mr. С. A. Eden took the position of general 
secretary, and Mr. А. С. Aves was elected 
financial secretary. 


Technical Bducation. 


In London the various technical classes for 
printers have during the year been devoted to 
the educating of the students for the serious 
business of earning their living at their 
selected trades and becoming thoughtful and 
energetic workers. Amongst the London 
centres of education whose work has been 
from time to time noticed in our columns, the 
St. Bride Institute takes first place as a teach- 
ing institution. Its facilities have been in- 
creased and its teaching staff considerably 
augmented by the appointment of men of 
wide practical experience in some of the best 
offices in the kingdom. Under the supervision 
of the principal, Mr. J. R. Riddell, the effi- 
ciency of the Institute should be assured, and 
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its high reputation for practical training in 
the various branches of the allied trades still 
further enhanced. The classes for composi- 
tors, machine-minders, lithographers and 
bookbinders at the L.C.C. Schools of Arts 
and Crafts in London are also doing 
good work, with both day and evening 
classes. The Camberwell classes are noted 
for the thorough teaching given, and may be 
looked upon assupplementary to the teaching 
in the workshop. The printing classes at the 
Borough Polytechnic were, after a career of 


twenty-six years, closed at the end of the last ° 


session, and many will regret this, as the 
school was extremely handy for students resi- 
dent in South London. The Manchester Muni- 
cipal College of Technology has made ample 
provision for the practical training of students 
in typography, machine and press work, litho- 
graphy, lithographic printing, commercial 
bookbinding and photo-mechanical processes, 
while there are also classes dealing with 
organisation and costing, printing technics, 
estimating for printers’ clerks, mechanism 
of composing machines and composition. 
Special day classes are held for typography 
and machine work, lithography, process en- 
graving and photo-lithography, including an 
advanced class in offset printing. In fact, no 
branch of the trades has been overlooked at 
this excellent and well-equipped centre of 
education, the printing section of which is 
under the control of Mr. R. B. Fishenden. 
Leeds, Birmingham, Glasgow, Edinburgh, 
Belfast and other cities also possess good 
technical schools for printers which are being 
carried on greatly to the advantage of the 
students attending them. 


The Trade Charities. 


The chief institution for the benefit of the 
decayed members of the trade is the Printers’ 
Pension, Almshouse and Orphan Asylum Cor- 
poration, and this organisation has carried on 
its good work during the past twelve months 
in an excellent manner. At the annual 
dinner the subscriptions amounted to £25,188, 
which was the largest sum ever collected for 
the Corporation. 

The Bookbinders' Pension and Asylum 
Society and the Vellum Binders and Machine 
Rulers' Pension Society have also done good 
service to their needy members, and have re- 
ceived the support of the members of the 
trades they represent. 

The Lloyd Memorial Home at Deal, and the 
Caxton Convalescent Home at Limpsfield 


have both carried out excellent work in the 


treatment and care of convalescents. 

The Printers' Medical Aid and Sanatoria 
Association continues to make steady pro- 
gress in its useful work, and has entered into 
new premises at 30, Fleet-street. 

A scheme has just been inaugurated with 
the object of providing funds to erect a 
memorial home to perpetuate the memory of 
those members of the National Society of 
Operative Printers and Assistants who fell in 
the war. This is intended to include a sana- 
torium to fight the scourge of consumption, a 

convalescent home and a home foraged mem- 
bers and their wives. А considerable amount 


has already been subscribed and the success 
of the scheme seems assured. 
New Inventions. 

It could scarcely be expected that the first 
twelve months after the nation's emerging 
from a great war would be prolific in new 
inventions in the way of machinery and ap- 
pliances Now that hostilities have been 
over for some time things are gradually 
getting back to normal. Perhaps the most 
important machine of the year is the new 
Display Linotype, an appliance which repre- 
sents an advance second only in importance 
to that of the original Linotype. With this 
appliance display composition is placed on а 
straight-matter basis, and body sizes up to 
36-point may be cast, 18 and 24-point faces 
and 3o- point faces may berun,and the change 
from one to the other is made in less than 
30 seconds. Several new machines for ex- 
pediting the work of the printer have got as ` 
far as the patented stage, but are not yet ready 
for sale to the trade. 

Business Changes. 

Among the changes that have taken place 
in business firms in the allied trades we note 
the following :— The printing ink business of 
Messrs. Morris and Bolton has been amal- 
gamated with that of Messrs. Ch. Lorilleux 
and Co. (England) and is now carried on 
under the style of Lorilleux and Bolton, Ltd., 
at 17, Took's-court, E.C. Mr. E. S. Lendrum 
has purchased the goodwill of the home and 
export departments of Messrs. Edward Lloyd, 
Ltd., and while the existing offices of Messrs. 
Lendrum, Ltd., will still be continued the 
new branch will be carried on from 2-,, St. 
Paul's- churchyard. Messrs. Langley and 
Sons, Ltd., of the Euston Press, have acquired 
the goodwill and a portion of the plant 
of the old-established business of music 
printing carried on by Messrs. Kenny and Co. 
at Camden-road, and have transferred it to 
the Euston Press. The publishing house of 
Messrs. W. Н. Allen and Co., Ltd., has been 
transferred to Messrs. Sampson, Low, Mar- 
ston and Co. The extensive works of the 
well-known firm of Messrs. Taylor, Garnett, 
Evans, Ltd., at South Reddish, have been 
purchased by the Co-Operative Wholesale 
Society. This change followed on the recent 
deaths of Mr. John Edward Taylor Allen, the 
managing director, and Mr. Mark Smith, the 
well-known inventor of printing and other 
machinery. The goodwill of the business has 
been acquired by Messrs. Hudson and Kearns 
of London. Mr. John Walsh, the manager of 
the book and periodical department of Messrs. 
Spottiswoode, Ballantyne and Co, has re- 
tired after 68 year'sservice. Several removals 
have taken place, and we may note that 
Messrs. Smyth-Horne, Ltd., have gone from 
19, Cursitor-street, to more commodious pre- 
mises at Baldwin's-place, Gray's-inn-road, E.C. 

In closing this brief review of the past year, 
may we be allowed to hope that 1920 may be 
a more prosperous period than 1019 in the 
various branches of the allied trades, and 
that it may result in good prefits with satis- 
factory balance sheets. In this hope we wish 
all our readers

А ** Fryotype '' Record. 


An excellent smoking concert was held at 
the Cannon-street Hotel on Monday, in aid 
of the Printers’ Pension Corporation, under 
the auspices of the Electrotypers' and Stereo- 
typers' Auxiliary. 

Mr. John Fry, of Fry's Metal Foundry, was 
in the chair, and was supported by many 
members of the printing craft, including 
Messrs. W. C. Warren (general secretary, S. 
and E. Union), Joseph Mortimer (secretary, 
Printers' Pension Corporation), T. E. Naylor 
(secretary, London Society of Compositors), 
G. W. Sharvell (treasurer, Stereotypers' and 


Electrotypers' Auxiliary), Chadwell, and 
H. . Parker (hon. general secretary, 
P.A.T.S.A). The hall was well filled. The 


" Roosters’ Concert Party” (late of the 60th 
Division) supplied the bulk of the musical 
items, whilst an artistically sung duet from 
Mrs. Nancy Fry and Denee Dantra was much 
appreciated. 

Mr. Sharvell, the treasurer of the Auxiliary, 
proposed a vote of thanks to the Chairman 
and Mrs. Fry, and stated that £600 had been 
realised as the result of Mr. Fry's appeal—a 
total which beat all records for similar collec- 
tions. Of this sum, £500 woutd establish a 
new pension, which would be known as "The 
Stereotypers' and Electrotypers’ (Fryotype) 
Pension No. 4," whilst the remaining £100 
would be allocated to the orphans of the 
printers who fell in the great war. A large 
proportion of this amount was collected in 


the form of dross, a unique scheme which Mr. - 


John Fry instituted. 

Mr. W. C. Warren, in seconding the vote, 
announced that the Council of the Printers’ 
Pension Corporation had decided to increase 
the pensions by 50 per cent. 

In replying, Mr. John Fry, who was enthu- 
siastically greeted, stated that the whole of 
the subscriptions were raised from the print- 
ing trade itself, all branches of the trade 
having supported him generously. About 25 
per cent. of the total ainount received was 
from the provinces, divided as follows :— Eng- 
land, £150; Scotland, £10; Wales, £2; Ire- 
land. £2. Vhe balance of £450 was subscribed 
by the London printers.

the inside of which is painted a silver-grey 
colour, and throws the light against a screen 
shaped like a parasol.

Sheringham. The light thrown down from 
the screen shows colours almost as well as in 
full daylight. The new light was predicted 
to be of enormous commercial use.

Are High Prices the Cause ? 


THERE seems to be a decided falling off in 
the number of New Year calendars to be seen 
about at the present time. The position is 
unfavourable even in comparison with war 
time. Complaint is made that there are no 
artistic calendars, but, in fact, calendars of 
any kind are scarce. The same applies to 
Christmas cards. It is pretty obvious that the 
custom is now almost more honoured in the 
breach than in the observance. One wonders 
whether the cost of production has anything 
to do with the decline. That is most likely 
the case in regard to the calendars, although 
they served the purpose of a useful advertise- 
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ment. With regard to Christmas cards, how. 
ever, the custom was waning even before the 
war. It is a pity, of course ; but perhaps as 
the country becomes more settled and the 
fact of higher prices is more established the 
excellent practice of sending the season's 
greetings in the form of a neatly printed and 
artistic card will revive.

State Printing. 


THERE appears to be a real danger in the 
gradual nationalisation of printing. The 
Stationery Office has been steadily spreading 
itself, and more and more of the Government 
work has been taken over by that department. 
Now we hear that an important contract 
which formerly provided work for private 
firms is to be performed by the Government 
printers. This fact is so serious that it be- 
hoves master printers to give the matter close 
attention. Sir G. Rowland Blades, M.P., who 
is aware of the position, ought to receive 
whole-hearted backing from the craft if any- 
thing is to be done to check the tendency 
toward the nationalisation of printing.

Attractive Paper Lines. 


А FEW attractive lines have passed before 
our notice these last few days. Among 
other things varnishable S.C. has been offered 
at 63d. per lb., S.C. litho at 6id. per lb., М.С. 
sulphite at £56 to £60 per ton. Asa contrast 
the average mill price for making orders of 
S.C. litho's runs about 73d. per lb. Certain 
mills in Lancashire, which had been making 
very good M.F. printings at 6d. per lb., have 
at last been compelled to advance their price 
by from id. to 3d. per Ib. Similarly, common 
banks, which a few months ago had fallen to 
7d. per lb., have gone back stage by stage to 
83d. per lb. which is the price to-day. 
Against this, agents are now asking 824. to 
gd. per lb. for Swedish banks. It is interesting 
to observe that English tub-sized water- 
marked bank and bond papers are available 
at 104. per lb. Prices are on the upward 
grade for all the E.S. writing and printing 
papers, and the turn of the year promises to 
see still further difficulties for the paper 
buyer.

Paper Consumption. 


IT was suggested the other day that the 
paper consumption per head of the population 
in this country was less than in the United 
States. The normal manufacture of paper in 
the United Kingdom is estimated to be some- 
thing like 30,000 tons per week, or over 1j 
million tons a year, айа in I913 we imported 
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640,000 tons, making together practically 21 
millions of tons. From this figure, however, 
we have to take away 180,000 tons, which in 
1913 represented the exports of paper from the 
United Kingdom. We have, then, something 
like 2,000,000 tons of paper consumed every 
year in this country,so that on the population, 
say, of 50,000,000, the consumption per head is 
roughly 1 cwt. per annum. In America, the 
consumption, according to Mr. W. C. Powers, 
is 124 lbs. per head. There would thus seem 
to be big opportunities for developing the use 
of paper in this country. At the present time, 
of course, consumption is limited by the 
quantity available, and also by prices, but 
there is little doubt that there will bea steady 
growth in the quantity of paper coming into 
use in the United Kingdom. The standard of 
civilisation reached by a people is marked to 
a certain extent by the amount of paper they 
consume. We should not, therefore, allow 
the Americans to maintain this advantage 
over us. 
* ы 
News-Print Prices. 


Tue world-demand for news-print not only 
continues but grows, and with it prices are 
advancing. It may be said that there is 
almost a scarcity of this class of printing 
paper, although the position in this country 
does not appear to be quite so acute as it is 
on the other side of the Atlantic. In both 
areas, however, prices are on the rise. We 
understand that the minimum prices of news- 
print in this country are now as follows : 34d. 
in reels and 3łd. in sheets. Thisisan increase 
of 4d. per lb. upon the minimum figure which 
previously prevailed. Of course, business 
has been done at higher figures, owing to the 
fact that supplies are not equal to the demand 
In America news-print has been selling at 
over seven cents a lb. The International 
Paper Co., however, are willing to enter into 
contracts for next year with the price for the 
first quarter at 4.50 dollars per cwt., f.o.b. mill, 
and we understand that the Canadian price 
will not be more than 23d. f.o.b. mill. It is 
stated from the other side that the figure in 
the Dominion will reach four cents and for 
the commodity delivered over the border the 
quotation may be four and a half. Prices for 
Scandinavian news-print are also in the 
ascendency, the latest quotation being around 
575 kr. for reeled news. Americans are mak- 
ing big efforts to meet the demand which has 
arisen, and it is to be hoped that British mills 
may be enabled to do likewise.

Messrs. James C. Lake and Co. 


Messrs. J. C. Lake and Co., paper merchants, 

of Little Sutton-street, E.C., gave a dinner 
and concert at the Holborn Restaurant on 
Saturday, December 2oth, in honour of those 
members of the staff who enlisted in H.M. 
forces during the war. Mr. James C. Lake 
presided, supported by his father and his only 
surviving son, Philip. Forty ladies and 
gentlemen sat down to dinner, the only guest, 
apart from the staff, being Mr. J. Johnson, of 
the Master Printers’ Association. 
‚ An extremely enjoyable and happy even- 
ing was spent. The proceedings commenced 
with the presentation of a handsome shower 
bouquet of roses to Mrs. Lake from the staff. 
After justice had been done to an excellent 
repast and the toast of “ The King " had been 
duly honoured, the musical programme and 
speeches became the order of the evening, 

Mr. Lake, from the chair, proposed " Our 
Heroes from His Majesty's Forces." Hespoke 
of the early days of the war and the call for 
men. Out of their staff of one hundred, 
twenty-six, being eligible, responded and their 
names are duly enshrined on the Roll of 
Honour. Though many were wounded, some 
several times, all managed to return, except 
Mr. Lake's eldest son Harold, an officer in the 
R.A.F., who, after 3} years’ service, was killed 
whilst flying. Mr. Budgen was awarded the 
"Croix de Guerre." He (Mr. Lake) felt 
strongly the call, and his own two sons 
obeyed the demand. As the men went away 
he promised them their positions when they 
returned and undertook to look after the 
families of the married men, making up full 
wages. They did their duty ; hethanked them 
for it; and that evening's pleasant gathering 
showed his appreciation of what they had 
done. They had seen in the trenches and in 
the various theatres of war the happy co- 
operation of officer and ranker, which had 
such good effects, and which should not end 
with the declaration of peace. That spirit 
should be carried into commercial life. (Hear, 
hear). There was more of this spirit wanted 
in business, that was what he wished for and 
what he would aim at in his own works, 
and it would also be the best for the country. 
He hoped the happy spirit now prevailing 
among his employees would long continue. 
(Loud cheers). 

Lieut. S. R. Stannard, in reply, thanked Mr. 
Lake for his kind remarks and referred to the 
great consideration they all received at his 
hands. Mr. Lake was always so optimistic 
that his cheery hopefulness pervaded every- 
thing, encouraging them at all times, even in 
the darkest hours, and while they were away 
they were not forgotten. He felt honoured in 
being called upon to respond to such a toast. 
None of them ever thought they would be 
included in a list of heroes; really they did 
not feel a bit like it. What they had seen and 


done in the past five years was just an episode. 
The real heroes to them would always be 
their " absent friends." One pleasing feature 
was to see the name of Mr. Philip Lake in- 
cluded in the list of heroes. He enlisted at 
{һе age of 174 years. (Applause). It wasfine 
to feel that one's future governor had been 
"through it," knew what it wasto “rough it," 
and studied in the finest school in the world 
for studying men—the British army. That 
knowledge should be a great asset to him, and 
also a benefit to those who may have the 
pleasure of working for him, for when a 
governor understood men they could rest 
assured the conditions under which those men 
would work would be ideal. (Hear, hear). 
He concluded by thanking Mr. Lake for the 
splendid way in which they had been enter- 
tained that night, and expressed gratitude for 
what Mr. Lake had done for them while they 
were away. (Cheers). They knew they had 
an employer whose thoughts were always 
with them, who knew that in the past condi- 
tions were not ideal, but in the future those 
conditions would be improved if it lay in his 
power. (Cheers). 

Mr. А. C. Morris proposed “ The Firm." He 
recalled the early days of the war when for 
nine months business was practically at a 
standstill; but in those dark days Mr. Lake 
kept them all on the pay-roll and promised 
all who joined that their places would be 
kept open. With regard to those who had to 
leave families behind, Mr. Lake felt that the 
separation allowance was not sufficient to 
live upon and so he generously made it up 
to the amount of their full wages. (Ap- 
plause.) Further he most kindly kept in 
touch with them throughout the war. In Mr. 
Lake they had an employer who studied them 
in every way. It was upto them to do all 
they could for him. They would re-double 
their efforts in the future and ensure the pro- 
gress and prosperity of the firm so that there 
would be a still larger business for Mr. Phil 
Lake to control when it came to his turn to 
take up the reins. (Cheers.) | 

Mr. Phil Lake, їп a charming maiden 
speech, thanked the speakers for the various 
kind remarks made about himself. He had 
before him the example of his father, whose 
whole heart and soul were in his business, 
and he would endeavour to tread in his foot- 
steps. (Cheers) It was fine to see his grand- 
father still working with them. (Hear, hear.) 
He had longed for the day when he could see 
all his colleagues back again and that day 
had now arrived. (Cheers.) 

Mr. James C. Lake also responded. He 
could say in truth that that was the happiest 
day in his career. In 1914 the outlook was 
very black, and in March, 1915, 1t seemed as 
though the worst had come. Withal he never 
lost heart and ultimately an improvement 
came. lt all turned out for the best. They 
were then in the shadows, now they had the 
sunshine, and with his employees' help they 
would, God helping, remain in the sunshine. 
If they worked together with the same happy 
spisit that existed now they had nothing to 
fear. Their business was increasing. The 
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wages bill now was four times that of a year 
ago and he looked forward to a great tuture 
for them with every confidence. The speaker 
mentioned that as his office staff left to take 
their places in the ranks, he began to engage 
lady clerks, and he told them ne hoped to re- 
tain them when the war was over. ‘This he 
had been able to do, and he had also re- 
placed all his men in their old positions. He 
feared nothing with his excellent staff who 
had stood by him, and there was a gloriou 

prospect before them. (Loud cheers.) 205 

Mr. Ballard proposed the “Old Guard "— 
those who, by reasons of age, carried on while 
the others fought—coupling the toast with 
the name of Mr. Lake, sen., founder of the 
present firm.

The above pleasant function, in which the 
company registration staff from Chancery- 
lane, the printing staff from Bishop's-court, 
and the Broad-street-place staff all partici- 
pated, took place on Saturday, December 
20th.

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The official figures relating to the balance 
between employment and unemployment 
during November indicate that in the print- 
ing and bookbinding trades generally, the 
state of employment showed an improvement 
on the previous month, but it was not so 
good as in November of last year. 

With letterpress printers employment was 
generally good, and showed an improvement 
on October, especially in London, where the 
usual amount of overtime was worked. A 
little overtime was also worked in the pro- 
vinces. In the lithographic printing trade 
employment was good,an improvement being 
reported fron a number of provincial 
centres ; overtime was occasionally worked. 

Employment in the bookbinding trade was 
good on the whole, and showed an improve- 
ment on the last few months. Some overtime 
was worked in London and in several pro- 
vincial towns. 

In the printing trades out of a total union 
membership of 65,083, го per cent. were un- 
employed at the end of November, a decrease 
of 0'5 per cent. as compared with the previous 
month, but an increase of 0'8 per cent.as com- 
pared with November of last year. In the 
bookbinding trades, out of a total union 
membership of 12,263, 1:3 per cent. were un- 
employed at the end of November, a decrease 
of 07 per cent. as compared with the previous 
month, but an increase of ra as compared 
with November of last year. 


Wages—worked out on the very incomplete 
returns available—show an average increase 
for November of 64 per cent. over the pre- 
vious month, and of 648 per cent. over 
November of last year.

There was an exceedingly pleasant aud 
sociable gathering at the Cafe Monicoon Mon- 
day night, December 22nd, when Mr. W. E. 
Hebditch, who is retiring from the controller- 
ship of Messrs. Eyre and Spottiswoode, Ltd., 
the King's Printers, was entertained to dinner 
by his friends in the printing trade. 

Sir G. Rowland Blades, M.P., presided over 
the function in his usual genial manner, and 
there was an air of bonhomie about the 
assembly which was a tribute at once to the 
success of the gathering and to the affection- 
ate esteem in which Mr. Hebditch is held 
throughout the trade. Thearrangements had 
been ably and carefully planned by the fol- 
lowing committee :—Messrs. А. F. Blades 
(Blades, East and Blades), Mr. Jas. Thompson 
(Wm. Clowes and Son, Ltd.), Mr. T. Atkinson 
(Lanston Monotype Corporation), Mr. C. W. 
[уеѕоп (Williams, Lea and Co.), who acted as 
hon. secretary, and Mr. Herbert C. Bolton 
(Lorilleux and Bolton), who was the hon. 
treasurer. 


Following the excellent dinner, the com-, 


pany settled down to an agreeable pro- 
gramme of music and toasts. 

After the loyal toast had been honoured, 
the chairman proposed that of “ Our Guest." 
He thought he had been chosen to preside at 
the gathering because Mr. Bolton was his 


W. M. and he very heartily accepted the 


honour. The chairman recalled that 73 years 
ago, the father of Mr. Hebditch came up from 
Somerset to try his fortune with the great 
firm of Messrs. Eyre and Spottiswoode, which 
he believed was founded in the early years-of 
1700. Mr. Hebditch, senior, prospered with the 
firm, and when his son arrived at the age of 
1I years he was given the position of assistant 
to the reader. A few years later, at the age of 
14, he was apprenticed in thecomposing- room 
and from that period their guest worked his 
way upward until he eventually became con- 
troller of the big business of Messrs. Eyre and 
Spottiswoode. 

Sir Rowland mentioned the sporting and 
musical instincts of Mr. Hebditch, which he 
thought had assisted him in the great success 
he had attained. Quoting from the circular 
which had been sent out in connection with 
that dinner, the chairman stated that on 
December 31st their mutual friend would have 
completed upwards of 56 years with His 
Majesty’s Printers, and on that day he would 
relinquish his appointment. During all these 
years he had acquired, in and out of the 
printing trade, a host of friends who had 
learned to honour and respect him. (Cheers). 

As showing the diversity of Mr. Hebditch's 
work, the chairman mentioned that he had 
had control of the printing of hundreds of 
thousands of bibles and prayer books, and at 
the same time he had control of papers such as 


the Tatler and the more recent Eve. He had 
had to look after the printing of Acts of Par- 
liament and Board of Trade returns and, 
during the war, secret and important work 
for the Admiralty. He had, in fact, done a 
tremendous amount of work. Mr. Hebditch's 
delightful personality, his true kindness and 
his great ability, marked him as a true 
English gentleman. (Loud cheers). 

The chairman then presented to Mr. Heb- 
ditch a gold albert and match box, together 
with an album containing the signatures of 
the subscribers. The match box bore the fol- 
lowing inscription, "Presented to Mr. William 
Њ Hebditch by some friends on his retire- 
ment from business. December 22nd, 1919." 
There was also a gold bracelet for Mrs. Heb- 
ditch. In making the presentation, the chair- 
man wished their friend many years of health 
and happiness with Mrs. Hebditch and his 
family. 

Twenty Years as Controller. 


On Mr. Hebditch rising to acknowledge the 
gifts, he was received with cheersand musical 
honours and a special cheer for Mrs. Hebditch. 
Addressing the gathering as "highly valued 
brethren, boon companions and triends," he 
said he could not refer to them that night as 
gentlemen (loud laughter), because it was too 
commonplace a description on such an occa- 
sion. It was difficult for him to express his 
feelings, because the spontaneity of the whole 
thing touched him very deeply. Incidentally 
he mentioned that he had held the position of 
controller for 20 years, and he went on to in- 
dicate the very important secret work which 
his firm had to do during the war for the Ad- 
miralty. Their difficulties were increased by 
the number of men who joined the forces. Mr. 
Hebditch spoke of letters he had received from 
admirals such as " Jackie" Fisher and Lord 
Charles Beresford. He also treasured a letter 
from King George when he,as Prince of Wales, 
and the Queen as the Princess of Wales, 
visited the works. With regard to his retire- 
ment, Mr. Hebditch expressed the view that 
it was not fair to the rising generation for a 
man to stick to his job until he dropped, and 
he felt now that the firm of Messrs Eyre and 
Spottiswoode was so well manned in every 
department, that the ship could proceed on its 
journey without the old man at the wheel. 

In conclusion, Mr. Hebditch expressed his 
pride in the many friends he had made, and 
acknowledged the kindness which had been 
shown towards his wife. He wished to thank 
all his friends for the great honour they had 
conferred upon him, making that evening an 
epoch in his life. (Cheers.) 

Although this was the end of the official 
toast list, the chairman introduced one on his 
own account, and thanked Mr. Bolton, Mr. 
Iveson and the committee for the excellent 
arrangements they had made. He described 
Mr. Bolton as a man of very great energy and 
an excellent example of an English business 
man, and recalled that, through his guidance, 
printers in this country had sent £2,000 to the 
distressed printers of France. 

Mr. Bolton was very cordially received on 
rising to respond to the toast on behalf of the 
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committee. He mentioned that he had had 
three labours of love recently, and that was 
not the least of them. The other members of 
the committee had worked as hard as he had 
in connection with that dinner, and their 
reward was the success which had attended it. 

Mr. James Thompson submitted the toast of 
“The Chairman," and said, next to the great 
pleasure of having Mr. Hebditch with them 
that night was the pleasure they experienced 
in sitting under the presidency of Sir G. Row- 
land Blades. (Applause.) The chairman re- 
presented the house of Blades, which was one 
of the most famous printing establishments 
in the most wonderful city in the world. 
(Hear, hear.) Sir Rowland came there that 
night out of pure goodwill, being eager to 
testify to the merits of a man who had given 
а life service to an eminent firm. The speaker 
referred to the splendid public work of the 
chairman and to the respect and honour 
which were entertained for him throughout 
London. As time went on Sir Rowland would 
find no more sincere friendship, no more 
sincere goodwill, no keener desire for his 
greater prosperity in life than those which 
emanated from the gentlemen who sat round 
that board. (Loud cheers.) 


Government Competition. 


The Chairman acknowledged the eloquent 
tribute of Mr. Thompson, and mentioned that 
it had been stated when he attended a recent 
luncheon of the Master Printers’ Association, 
that he was the only representative of printers 
in the House of Commons. He described this 
as a great responsibility, and added that he 
felt the responsibility all the more when he 
heard of a certain important contract having 
been taken over by the Government with a 
view to having it done in Government offices. 
He wanted them to realise that master 
printers must be united in seeing that this 
possible curse of nationalisation did not 
eventuate. If they were to have it in any 
other trade, then why not in printing, and 
they had to keep that in view. Although the 
Government might have their difficulties and 
their reasons for the action they proposed, 
although he could not accept them without 
. investigation, still personally he felt, as the 
only master printerin the House of Commons, 
that it was his duty to stick to the printers, 
and see that they had justice done to them. 
(Loud applause.) If he was to do anything 


in the direction indicated, he must have the . 


support of the printing trade, and they must 
tell him their difficulties, so that if anything 
transpired they could go to the Government 
and point out any misunderstanding or any 
mistake. lf they were going to have nation- 
alisation in printing, then they would do 
away with all the personality in the printing 
trade, and under the Government it would 
become expensive, less efficient, and unsatis- 
factory. (Applause.)

London Master Printers’ Association. 


Important Matters at the 
Annual General Meeting. 


Although items of great importance were 
on the agenda for the annual general meeting 
of the L.M.P.A., held at Stationers’ Hall on 
the 18*h ult., the attendance of members was 
not large, and contrasted strongly with the 
overflowing attendance on the occasion of 
the wages discussion a fortnight earlier. 


The President's Address. 


Mr. J. J. Keliher, who was in the chair, 
opened the proceedings by delivering his 
address as retiring president. He recalled the 
fact that the end of the war had brought great 
restlessness in the industrial world, and that 
the printing trade had had to do its part in 
resisting the flood of increased wages de- 
mands, which threatened to swamp British 
trade. The association's labour committee 


had hardly had a week free throughout the . 


year. He commented briefly on the work on 
the other committees, and said that each of 
these had done most useful work during the 
year. The foundation and development of 
the district associations had been an immense 
gain, bringing to the notice of master printers 
the advantages of joining the association and 
spreading the knowledge of the costing 
system. The thanks of all, he said, should be 
given to the chairmen and officers of these 
associations, also to the staff of the parent 
body, to Major Fordyce Birch, the secretary, 
to Mr W. Whyte, the assistant secretary, to 
Mr. J. Johnson, the organiser, and the rest, all 
of whom had served in most efficient fashion. 
To the trade Press also, he said, acknowledg- 
ment should be made; those who read the 
trade organs—and he trusted there were not 
many who did not—knew how much assist- 
ance had been rendered to the association by 
the trade Press. In conclusion, he thanked 


them all for their support, and said that, 
whatever shortcomings there might have 
been, his aim had been to serve the interests 
of master printers generally and to secure 
harmonious working amongst members of the 
L.M.P.A. He moved the adoption of the 
report as printed. 

Mr. J. Dunbar Heath (Perkins, Bacon and 
Co.) seconded the adoption of the report, re- 
marking that he thought the work of the staff 
was about ten times as much as it was at 
Covent Garden in the old days. The report 
showed a record of hard work in a very try- 
ing year, and he thought the meeting would 
have no hesitation in adopting it. 

On being put to the meeting, the motion 
for the adoption of the report was carried 
unanimously. 

Mr. J. H. Williams, the treasurer of the 
association, next presented the financial state- 
ment for the year. He expressed regret that, 
in spite of increased subscriptions, they had 
only a small balance of between one and two 
hundred pounds. He proceeded to read the 
details of income and expenditure, showing 
an income for the year of £5,027 and an ex- 
penditure of £4,922, giving a balance of 
£105. In the coming year they would have 
to find at least eleven or twelve hundred 
pounds more than in the past year. 


Increased Subscriptions Approved. 


The next item on the agenda being a dis- 
cussion of the “ Basis of future subscriptions," 

Mr. Mould was understood to move that 
members' subscriptions be increased as sug- 
gested in the council's printed report, 

Mr. C. A. Bates urged members to give 
greater support to the council. They had a 
membership in London of approximately 950. 
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and the subscriptions paid by that member- 
ship represented, on the average, under four 
pounds per head. He spoke of the power and 
efficiency of the unions, and said that in order 
to obtain adequate organisation themselves 
they should double or treble their subscrip- 
tions. It would be the best investment they 
had ever made. 

The Treasurer explained what the levy of 
4d. in the / on wages —as suggested by the 
council—would mean. It would mean, he 
said, that ordinary cpmmercial firms would 
have to pay three and a-half times their pre- 
sent subscription, while firms with a great 
deal of night-work, periodical firms, etc., 
would have to pay more than that. It wasa 
very important question, and he wished them 
all thoroughly to understand what they were 
doing before they voted upon this matter. 

A question having been asked as to the 
amount of money to be expended on propa- 
ganda work, the Chairman replied that they 
had not bound themselves to any fixed sum; 
the Council would apportion the just amount 
that should be paid to the Federation. 

Mr. Croft (C. Ashford) spoke in support of 
the proposed increase of subscriptions. 

On a suggestion being made to fix the levy 
at id. instead of 4d., the Treasurer pointed 
out that even the 3d. levy would be a heavy 
tax upon some firms, and in tbe interests of 
the unity of the Association he thought the 
proposed levy should not be increased. 

Mr. Crowle-Smith re-asserted the business 
point of view as presented by Mr. Bates. He 
reminded them of the variousorganisations of 
consumers uniting to cheapen the printing 
they buy, and of the nearly perfect organisa- 
tion of labour, and insisted that in their own 
interests it was absolutely essential to have 
efficient organisation. Thiscould not be done 
unless they were prepared to foot the bill. 


Mr. C. H. Lee raised the question of whether 
too much money was paid to the Federation, 
and asked the council to be frank with them 
in the matter. 

The Chairman replied with the assurance 
that no sum had yet been arranged and that 
no more would be paid than was propertion- 
ate to the position held by London master 
printers. 

Mr. А. F. Blades said that, as President of 
the Federation, he expected id. in the £ from 
the London members, as the whole of the 
other alliances had agreed to pay that amount 
at least. He cited higher rates paid else- 
where and said that if London paid less they 
would put themselves in rather a parlous 
state. 

The Treasurer pointed out that while the 
Scottish Association paid the Federation £250 
а year, and the Yorkshire Association paid 
£664, they in London were asked to give 
between £6,000 and £7,000. It was an 
absurdity; £1,500 or even £2,000 would be a 
reasonable amount. The greater part of their 
contributions ought to be spent for the bene- 
fit of London. 

Mr. W. H. Burchell asked what support 
London would get from the Federation in 
time of emergency. 
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The Chairman said this problem was a very 
knotty one, and would take up more time 
than they could spare. Не asked to be 
allowed to put the motion as proposed, men- 
tioning that he thought it would only be fair 
that, before any arrangement was made to 
pay the Federation so large a proportion as 
suggested, a further general meeting should 
be called. 

Mr. Saunders proposed that the levy be 
raised to Id., but no seconder was forth- 
coming. 

The Secretary (Major Fordyce Birch) then 
read the resolution: " That the new subscrip- 
tion to the L.M.P.A.be on a basis of id. inthe 
£ on wages paid. On wages paid in excess 
of £50,000, 25 per cent. discount, and beyond 
£100,000 50 per cent. discount be allowed. 
These discounts only to operate on amounts 
in excess of £50,000 and £100,000 respec- 
tively.” 

The Treasurer asked whether there was not 
a reservation about paying to the Federation. 

The Chairman said he thought that before 
a large amount was paid they should ask the 
assistance of another general meeting. 

Mr. Eaton Hart supported the resolution on 
the understanding that the sum to be paid to 
the Federation would be discussed again. 

Mr. T. J. Hunt moved an amendment to the 
effect that another special general meeting be 
called to discuss the question of the levy, and 
also the question of the payment to the 
Federation. 

Mr. Saunders seconded. 

The Chairman said he did not think this a 
wise step. They needed the money. They 
would not geta large meeting together until 
too late. 

Mr. Hunt withdrew his amendment, and on 
the resolution being put to the vote, it was 


carried unanimously. 


The New Rules. 


Mr. R. A. Austen-Leigh briefly introduced 
the new draft rules of the Association, printed 
copies of which were distributed to members. 
He described the growing need for modified 
rules, and pointed out the principal features 
of the new draft, the most important change 
being that the council, instead of being elected 
at a general meeting, is to be elected chiefly 
by the district associations. 

Mr. Reynolds seconded the proposed altera- 


. tion of rules. 


The Chairman spoke of the large amount 
of work given by Mr. К. А. Austen-Leigh, 


-who was chiefly responsible for the drafting 


of the new rules. The proposed rules had 
been very carefully considered, and he 
thought they would not do wrong in adopt- 
ing them. 

On a vote being taken, the new rules were 
adopted unanimously. 

Mr. Griffiths proposed, “That the officers, 
council, and committees be retained pending 
the new election." Не spoke of the strenuous 
work of these members, to whom he expressed 
the gratitude of the meeting. 

Mr. Saunders seconded, and the motion was 
agreed to. 

Mr. Burt then referred to the valuable and 
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unremitting services of Mr. J. J. Keliher as 
their chairman for the past two years, and 
proposed a very hearty vote of thanks to him. 

Mr. T. J. Hunt, speaking “as one of the 
members who has given our chairman a little 
trouble occasionally "—though he hoped the 
chairman would believe it had been done for 
the benefit of the association— most heartily 
seconded the vote, which was then carried 
unanimously and with acclamation. 

Mr. Keliher fittingly acknowledged the vote 
of thanks, and amid hearty applause the 
meeting came to an end. 


* PRINTING: A PRACTICAL TREATISE ON THE 
ART OF 'TÜYPOGRAPHY AS APPLIED MORE 
PARTICULARLY TO THE PRINTING OF Books,” 
by Charles Thomas Jacobi. Sixth edition. 
London: G. Bell and Sons, Ltd., York 
House, Portugal-street, Lincoln’s- inn. 
Price 105. 6d., net. 

This volume from the pen of Mr. Jacobi 
should be welcomed by all who have the 
practical interests of the trade at heart,as it 
brings the technical study of the art of print- 
ing in a concise form before the student and 
very clearly explains the work of the printing 
office and how it should be carried on accord- 
ing to modern methods. Beginning with a 
chapter on the art of typefounding, which 
gives the student an insight into the methods 
of manufacture of the various bodies, the 
next thirteen chapters are devoted' to com- 
position and distribution and cover the whole 
field of that department of the printing office, 
describing the materials, tools and appliances 
used, the lay ef the cases, setting up of type, 
method of distribution. Making-up of pages, 
imposition, locking-up forms, pulling proofs, 
jobbing work, colour work and newspaper 
work are fully described, and tabular work, 
type music, and other matters are given at- 
tention. Reading has a chapter devoted to 
its mysteries, and several chapters deal with 
hand-press work and illustrative and colour 
work, the author entering into practical de- 
tails in a manner that cannot fail to be easily 
understood. Motive power in the form of 
steam, gas, oil, water and electricity is dis- 
cussed, and the author then goes on to de- 
scribe machine printing, dealing with the 
various classes of machines, from the small 
platen press up through the various grades of 
cylinders to newspaper rotaries in a clear and 
understandable manner. Warehouse work, 
the cost of production and selling, methods of 
book illustration and other matters receive 
attention, and the chapter dealing with 
lithography, wood engraving, line and half- 
tone blocks, the three-colour process, collo- 
type and photogravure is not the least inte- 
resting portion of the book, and will give the 
letterpress printer an insight into the practice 


of the varieus methods of which he is often 
woefully ignorant. For the benefit of the 
technical student, the various examination 
papers which were set by the examiners of 
the City and Guilds of London Institute for 


_the three years 1917 to 1919, inclusive, are 


given, and there is an excellent index that 
renders the finding of any subject dealt with 
an easy matter. A number of samples of 
paper are also given that will be serviceable 
for familiarising the learner with the different 
grades and qualities. In this sixth edition of 
Mr. Jacobi's book the whole of the matter has 
been revised and brought up-to-date, and it 
forms an indispensable text book for techni- 
cal classes, while at the same time the indi- 
vidual student who is in a district where such 
classes are not available will derive much 
benefit from its careful study. The volume is 
most profusely illustrated with diagrams and 
pictures of machines and appliances of 
modern make which add greatly to its useful- 
ness. 


"Some Aspects 01 Display.” 


A St. Bride Brochure, 


The students at the Saint Bride Foundation 
Printing School have produced an admirable 
example of letterpress printing in the form of 
a 20-page octavo pamphlet bearing the title 
“Some Aspects of Display," being a lecture 
given before the Cleveland Guild of Printers, 
on December 12th, 1919, by Mr. Joseph Stuart, 
the composing instructor at the St. Bride 
School. The brochure is itself a good adver- 
tisement for the return to simplicity and 
purity in the use of type. The mixing of 
type faces is rigidly eschewed, as is also the 
use of non-essential points in display lines, 
and the lavish use of unnecessary ornament ; 
yet the effect is pleasing, and the pages— 
especially the title page—carry an air of art 
and superior craftsmanship which the old- 
time printer, with his careful "blending" of 
several different founts and his ingenious in- 
troduction of rules and flourishes, might have 
failed toachieve,although spending much more 
time upon the composition. The lecture sets 
forth in simple and interesting fashion some 
of the principles of this new-old style of typo- 
graphy, which throws into prominence, as the 
more meretricious styles can never do, the 
graceful lines of our best type faces, and 
which, by the simple but artistic disposition 
of black masses of type on white paper, 
pleases the eye with that beauty which was 
achieved in the work of the greatest printers 
of days gone by.

6d. for a black 
bordered writing pad. Mr. Cummins took 
the preliminary objection that stationery is 
not scheduled under the Act, and quoted 
cases where committees had ruled accord- 
ingly, but the committee decided by a vote 
that they should regard a writing pad as a 
household requisite. The chairman said they 
as a committee recognised 33} per cent. as a 
fair profit upon all articles other than perish- 


able goods. The committee decided that the 
pad should have been sold for 15. 1d., and 
ordered Mr. Cummins to refund 5а. to the 
purchaser.

IN order to secure an increased output in 
paper manufacture, which has for some time 
been reduced by one-fourth, Swiss firms have 
considerably decreased their selling charges, 
says The Times (Trade Supplement). As a 
result, imports of foreign paper are expected 
to be curtailed in the coming half-year. 


Messrs. JORDAN AND Sons report that the 
dist of companies registered during the half 
year just ended, compiled by them in the 
course of their business as company regis- 
tration agents, shows an unprecedented in- 
crease in the number of new companies 
Tegistered and in the amount of capital in- 
volved. In some 45 classes of trades listed, 
paper and printing are not separately indi- 
cated. Publishing companies number 114, 
with a total capital of £2,671,190; stationers 
number 99, with a capital of £ 2,260,350. 


CENSUS OF PAPER PRODUCTION IN 1921.— 
The paper, printing and chemical trades are 
included in a number of trades and businesses 
9f which a Census of Production will be 
taken in the year 1921, by an order of the 
Board of Trade. Returns will not be required 
from persons, companies, or firms who do not 
employ on the average more than five persons, 
exclusive of officers of the company or mem- 
bers of the firm, during the year 1920, pro- 
vided that signed declarations are made of 
the average number employed. 


MONOTYPE STRIKE SETTLED.—The strike at 
the works of the Lanston Monotype Cor- 
poration, Salfords, Redhill, was settled as 
a result of interviews between Mr. J. E.

Holding Up the Printing Trade. 


LookiNc forward into the New Year printers 
find themselves confronted with many prob- 
lems, of which an important one is the 
congestion of transport. This matter 15 
causing a great deal of concern, as upon its 
smooth working depends to a large extent 
the prosperity of the industry. In spiteof the 
attention which has been directed to the dis- 
location of traffic, both on the railways and 
at the docks, there has been no improvement 


' in the conditions prevailing. As a matter of 


fact, the position is even worse, and business 
is being hampered to an alarming extent. 
Some people even predict that a crisis will be 
reached before very long, when the extent of 
the damage inflicted upon industry will at 
last be realised by the authorities. In the 
meantime, however, congestion continues and 
there is practically nothing being done of a 
practical character to remove the cause of 
complaint. 
* Ld = 
A Remedy Wanted. 


THE problem appears to be to get the ap- 
propriate Government department to move in 
the matter. The task, however, is so big that 
officials are not at all anxious to take it up. 
There is complication also in the fact that, 
while the Ministry of Transport might be ex- 
pected to have some say in the matter of the 
railways, when it comes to shipping and the 
unloading at the docks, they have no juris- 
diction. . The question is so urgent, however, 
that steps should be taken to bring home to 
the Government and the permanent officials 
their responsibility. If only something could 
be done to permit free circulation of supplies 
for papermaking, output would be imme- 
diately increased, for we understand that 
papermakers could deal with much more of 
the raw material than they are now receiving. 
What applies to pulp applies to the other in- 
gredients of paper and to paper itself. The 
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congestion is holding up deliveries of the 
finished article, which is in such demand, not 
only in this country, but throughout the 
world. With stagnation at the source, it is 
obvious that the whole machinery of the in- 
dustry is being surely held up, and what ap- 
plies to the paper trade, is equally true of 
other industries. It is to be hoped that those 
who guide the destinies of the trade of this 
country will bring pressure to bear on the 
proper authorities, in order to save the 
country from disaster. If printers can move 
in this direction, they will be rendering 
good service, not only to themselves, 
but to the whole of the community. 
Doubtless the problem of transport is one of 
extreme complexity, but it certainly does 
seem that an urgent and practical handling 
of the matter is necessary, and unless some- 
thing is done, nothing but disaster can ensue 
to the whole of the commercial interests of 
the United Kingdom.

New Burdens. 


WHILE printers are already labouring 
under many burdens, new ones are being 
forced upon them, rendering the carrying on 
of the industry still more irksome. Newrail- 
way rates, however, appear to be unavoid- 
able, and with the consequential increase of 
something like as. per ton on coal, costs of 
production in the printeries are bound to in- 
crease still further. The higher charges will 
not, of course, end with the 50 per cent. or 100 
per cent. on railway rates alone, because these 
will have to be paid not only on the mer- 
chandise which the printer forwards, but 
there will be additional charges on all raw 
materials which he uses. Thus there is a 
prospect of paper prices having to go still 
higher, through no fault of the manufacturer. 
So the troubles of the printer are not by 
any means at an end.

Printing Paper Orders. 

OwiNG to the holidays, paper buyers 
have practically withheld from ordering for 
the past fortnight, due to lack of inclination 
rather than dearth of business. Printers and 
stationers have been holding back orders for 
about a month, owing to the annual stock- 
taking. Beyond this, there can be no more 
respite for the papermaker other than that 
which he imposes upon himself. From now 
onwards for a considerable time there will be 
an overwhelming demand for printing and 
writing papers, and there is no possible hope 
of the mills being able to cope with the de- 
mand except under conditions of long date 
for delivery. Very few home mills making 
S.C. or M.F. printings, common bank papers 
and E.S. writings are able to premise earlier 
deliveries for making orders than two to three 
months. Foreign mills are worse if anything, 
for while the delay in getting to machine is 
equally as great, there is the additional diffi- 
culty and confusion of shipping.

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The past few weeks have again recorded 
further improvemeats in the paper and box- 
board trade. The market is decidedly flourish- 
ing, and the trade itself seems to be reverting 
to pre-war activity, but the Norwegian and 
Swedish mills can only inadequately cope 
with the enormous demands for all classes of 
papers and box-boards. Most of the mills, 
being overwhelmed with orders, have sold 
their entire output for several months to 
come, says the official organ of the Nor- 
wegian Chamber of Commerce, London, and 
buyers are now experiencing some difficulty 
in getting their requirements placed, even at 
In consequence of this great 
demand such mills as are in a position to 
quote have increased their prices consider- 
ably. The following figures indicate ap- 


proximately the prices which are being 
, quoted at the present time. 


Kraft, unglazed 
quality, fetches £52 105. per ton nett. f.o.b., 
whilst M.G. quality, which is very scarce, 15 
quoted at £55-£56 per ton nett.f.o.b. For M.G 
hard-sized 50 per cent. mechanical envelope 
paper there is again an appreciable advance 
in price, the quotation of to-day being £50 
per ton nett., f.o.b., and only very few mills 
can offer the paper, even at this figure. М.С. 
pure sulphite in the thin substance of d.c. 7 lb., 
480s., as well as in thicker substances, 1s prac- 
tically unobtainable. Thesameremark applies 
to news and printings, although we under- 
stand that a few mills can offer the ordinary 
unglazed quality, in substance of $5 grs. and 
upwards, at a price approximating £37-£38 
per ton nett., f.o.b. Glazed printings in vari- 
ous light shades are fetching £42-£43 per ton 
nett. f.o.b. Mills making leather boards and 
white wood pulp boards are not anxious to 
entertain making orders, owing to the scar- 
city of water supply, and for lines they have 
in stock, they ask for leather boards 431-4 32 
per 1,000 kilos, and for wood pulp boards, 
£26- £27 per 1,000 kilos. nett., f.o.b. Norwegian 
and Swedish ports. 'The Norwegian rate of 
exchange is still above normal, and the 
Swedish rate is still improving. Insurance 
against marine and war risk, as well asfreight 
charges, have remained unaltered. 
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New Premises Opened. 


At the opening of Messrs. Fry’s latest ex- 
tension of their works, at 42, Holland-street, 
Blackfriars, on Thursday last, upwards of 60 
visitors attended, the crimson cord barring 
entrance to the new premises being removed 
by Mrs. John Fry. The proceedings were of a 
quite informal character, no speeches accom- 
panying the opening ceremony, but Mrs. Fry 
was presented, on behalf of the staff, with a 
handsome bouquet of violets. 

The works manager, Mr. Leslie Sarjeant, 
showed the visitors round, explaining points 
of interest, in which service he was capably 
assisted by several members of the staff. 
Among processes seen in action were the 
pouring of monotype metal, and the making 
of sticks of solder. Exhibits included page- 
stereos of familiar journals, such as the Daily 
Mirror and Punch. 

The new premises, besides providing up-to- 
date managerial offices and a well-equipped 
metallurgical and chemical laboratory, make 
a substantial addition to the firm's capabili- 
ties in the manufacture of printing metals and 
of anti-friction metals. 

Founded in June, 1912, at 25 and 27, Hol- 
land-street, the rapid growth of the firm 
called for increased accommodation, and fur- 
ther premises in Holland-street, were added 
gradually in 1913, 1914, 1915 and 1918. The 
Manchester foundry ‘was opened in 1916, the 
Bristol and Dublin foundries in 1918, and the 
Glasgow depót early in 1919. he present 
office staff is over 50. The London foundry 
includes a chemical laboratory, a model 
foundry for experimental work, nine 2-ton 
melting pots, one 7-ton melting pot, one 
боо-1Ь. tilting crucible furnace and two 
smaller ones for high temperatures, and 
more than a dozen other furnaces of different 
patterns and dimensions. The furnaces are 
heated by the most up-to-date means of gas 
firing, i.e., a mixture of town gas and fan air, 
the working temperature being controlled by a 
pyrometer. 

Labour, which nowadays is such a costly 
item, is economised by the help of an elec- 
trically-operated overhead transporter, which 
loads and unloads from the vans on to the 
scales and carries the material to the far end 
of the foundry. The metal, when taken from 
the ingot moulds, is immediately placed on 
stands, which can be raised from the floor by 
a mechanical elevating truck and moved as 
required without further handling—a great 
labour-saver. 

The work carried out in the foundry consists 
mainly of the manufacture of all alloys of 
tin, antimony, lead and copper. These in- 
clude the “ Fryotype" printing metals, the 
production of which is the main part of the 
work. 

There are also manufactured anti-friction 
metals, solder, burnished leads, metal furni- 


ture, quotations, quads, driers, etc. Therefin- 
ing of dross and ashes is conducted in an en- 
tirely separate foundry, and Mr. Fry points 
out that metal recovered is not put into the 
" Fryotvpe " printing metals, but is reserved 
for inferior alloys and castings. 

An interesting novelty seen in Messrs. Fry's 
offices is the " Dictograph" modern inter- 
communicating private telephone system, a 
British invention marketed by America, which 
makes it possible to dispense with receivers, 
a loud voice sounding in the room,somewhat 
in the style of a gramophone. 

There is a separate records department, also 
a department dealing with foreign trade. the 
firm having agencies in a large number of 
foreign countries. 

During the war Fry's Metal Foundry was 
mainly engaged in the output of shrapnel 
bullet metal, of which the firm made nearly 
20,000 tons. When it is realised that each ton - 
of metal should manufacture approximately 
90,000 bullets, it can be quite appreciated that 
the output was not altogether negligible. 
The firm were also supplying bearing metals 
for aeroplanes, submarines, tanks, etc. 

So in peace or in war Fry's Metal Foundry 
serves the public well.

A patent has been granted to Messrs. G. H. 
Glover, R. A. Dibdin, and Compendiums, 
Ltd., in which hidden or changeable pictures, 
designs, or other representations are made by 
first applying the design, by printing, paint- 
ing, etc., to the surface in a sensitive ink or 
pignient, which may be rendered visible or be 
changed in colour by a developing agent, 
then covering the design and surface with a 
soluble coating, and finally applying the 
developing agent to this coating. The de- 
sign may be formed in one or more inks or 
pigments, which may be invisible or change- 
able in colour, for instance, uranium nitrate 
may be used to produce red colour, ferric 
chloride for blue, and lead nitrate for yellow. 
The soluble coating may be gum arabic, and 
the developer, which may be common to all 
the pigments, when more than one are 
used, may be a mixture of chromate of 
potash and ferrocyanide of potassium, and 
may be applied in the form of powder to the 
soluble coating by dusting on. When water 
is applied the soluble coating is dissolved, 
and the developer acts upon the sensitive pig- 
ments. A coating soluble in a solvent other 
than water may be used.

Scientific Management for Printers. 


Mr. J. W. Carley acclaims itas the 
Main Road to Prosperity in the Craft. 


A very interesting evening was spent at the 
St. Bride Foundation Institute on Friday last, 
when a “scientific management" enthusiast 
lectured before a large audience which in- 
cluded enthusiasts in "scientific costing." In 
the lecture itself, and in thespirited discussion 
that followed it, some suggestive expressions 
of opinion were made as to the relation of the 
two systems, and consideration was given to 
many points of practical importance to the 
printing craft. The lecturer was Mr. J. W. 
Carley, who took as his subject “ The Factors 
of Scientific Management." 

Mr. W. Howard Hazell had been announced 
as chairman, but owing to the re-union enter- 
tainment arranged at short notice by his firm 
in honour of returned service employees, he 
was prevented from being present. Mr. T. W. 
McAra acted as chairman in the emergency, 
and, as is his wont, presided in very accept- 
able fashion. 


What Scientific Management Is. 


Mr. Carley began by defining scientific 


management as “a study of man, of his nature 
and of his ideals "—a definition, be it noted, 
which would refer equally well to, say, 
phrenology or theosophy ; and it was soon evi- 
dent that to the lecturer scientific management 
meant something very like the be-all and the 
епа all of existence. 

He spoke of various suggested means for 
consolidating the recent eimprovements in the 
conditions and the remuneration of labour. 
He deprecated the putting of the burden on 
the consumer, pointing out that the worker 
himself consumes 95 per cent. of what he pro- 
duces. He had little hope of increasing the 
amount of work performed рег worker. 


# 


creasing of wages. 


Profits he held to be sacred to capital and 
management, and not reducible for the in- 
Hence he concluded that 
the right line of progress was that of increas- 
ing the efficiency of service, eliminating all 
that would diminish efficiency and doing 
everything that might reinforce it. He said 
that the object of his lecture was to show that 
there was a means by which wages could be 
increased, and which —instead of increasing 
costs—actually reduced them. This method 
which meant high waxes, shorter hours and 
low labour cost, was known as scientific 
management. 


Money, llachine and Пап. 


n Industry," he said, “may be said to rest 
upon a tripod, the supports of which are 
money power, machinery power, and man 
power; and though all of these factors are 
necessary to production and are interdepen- 
dent, we are bound to recognise that the 
greatest power in this tri dimensional com- 
bination is the last, because it is the producer 
of the other two. 

" Scientific management seeks to secure wise 
use of man power. Suited as it is to the con- 
trol of men, it rules out all considerations as 
to money or machines. 

"Scientific management is not system. 
System tends to reduce the power of the 
human element, whereas scientific manage- 
ment seeks to increase its value. Scientific 
management is not organisation, for organi- 
sation is more or less a co-ordination of rela- 
tively separate parts of a system. 

" Scientific management is not slave driv- 
ing. If you wish to ensure the interest of 
your workers, offer them some incentive asso- 
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ciated with their work, which has some im- 
mediate connection with their personal in- 
terests. 

"Scientific management is not philan- 
thropy—philanthropy does harm. 

"Scientific management is not costing. 
Accountancy deals with the past and at best 
gives a diagnosis. Scientific costing has first 
asymptomatic importance. Scientific costing, 
then, cannot operate as an independent factor. 
The notion that costing is some inherent and 
abiding property of scientific management 
has no validity whatever. Can scientific 
costing be as genuine or vital a source of 
economic satisfaction as scientific production? 
I do not think so. Any system of commercial 
costing employed as a means of increasing 
production, is as useless as a cart with one 
wheel. Costing is a mere statical science that 
does not produce an active force." 


Beginnings of Scientific Nanagement. 


Mr. Carley next referred to the work of the 
late Dr. Frederick Wm. Taylor, of Phila- 
delphia, in whose life and thought could be 
found, he said, the roots of scientific manage- 
ment. Не told how Taylor had endeavoured 
to ascertain scientifically the time required 
for certain work, also to introduce payment 
by results. He said that Taylor discovered 
that hearts, not clubs, were trumps, and he 
therefore sought to provide an incentive 
whereby it would become a necessity anda 
joy to the worker to attain maximum pro- 
duction. 

A further and later phase of scientific man- 
agement was the controlling of the manner 
in which work was carried out. It sought to 
teach the worker how the job should be 
«lone. 

"There is no unskilled labour," said the 
lecturer. " The labourer who handles the paper 
and the boy who washes the rollers must ac- 
quire a modicum of skil! before either are 
capable of performing satisfactory work in 
their different occupations. 

"'The usual method is to leave it to the 


learner to choose any method which happens . 


to be convenient to him in order to produce 
results as early as possible. The expert is the 
man who has replaced his first habits of work 
by a new set of movements which have be- 
come standardised by careful experiments. 
The point is to train from the start those 
impulse combinations which can slowly lead 
to the quickest and best work. 

‘But what of the journeyman who has not 
learned to apply the best methods to his work, 
due in many cases to lack of opportunity and 
in others to a deficient sense of appreciation? 
Bodily actionsin the service of economic work 
are taught and learned. The ways in which 
we should use our hands and limbs indicating 
in every branch of ordinary physical activity 
the right way to set to work in order to satisfy 
our economic desires with the minimum of 
effort, is a chief characteristic of scientific 
management. There can be no doubt that 
there lies in the development of the physical 
common-sense of the worker, a potential pro- 
ductive value which has been cons:derably 
neglected. 


ATIONE 


Motion Study. 


“Economy of movement has always been 
the subject to which our engineers have given 
great consideration. Опе of the chief efforts 
of scientific management is directed to the 
greatest possible achievement by eliminating 
all superfluous movements and by training in 
those movement combinations which are 
recognised as the most serviceable ones. А 
movement is less fatiguing and therefore 
economically most profitable if it occurs in 
the direction in which the greatest possible 
use of gravitation is made. 

“АЦ interrupted movements should be 
avoided; stoppages absorb energy, and 
after the interruption a new start must be 
made. Movement and time add to cost. 
Rythmical activity ensures a physical saving 
of power, and a final maximum rapidity may 
be secured by the choice of those motions 
which have been standardised by careful ex- 
periments. 


Instructing the Worker. 


" Preparation must precede speed. Scientific 
management selects the best men in the fac- 
tory to act as teachers. А worker who has 
been instructed carefully and sympathetically 
in this manner will naturally be able to do 
better work than under the present system. 

“ Scientific management creates interest and 
incentive—not monotony. It neither sweats 
nor stultifies the worker, but has a stimu- 
lating and tonic effect on his character. 

“ The management makes itself responsible 
for the success of each employee, studies the 
causes of each individual's failures and dis- 
couragements, and is, in fact, a teacher ever 
ready to lend a helping hand. 

" Considering everything, therefore, the 
amount of direction under scientific manage- 
ment is often much greater than under ordin- 
arysystems. The result, however, is two-fold. 
The employer profits by diminished waste 
and improved work; the worker by his in- 
creased ability to earn higher wages with 
greater ease and increased happiness. 


Elementary Time Study. 


“The next phase in scientific management 
is elementary time study. As compared with 
methods usually employed in timing jobs,the 
unique cbaracter of elementary time study is 
this: that it involves an analysis of a job as 
a whole into the elementary movements of 
man and machine, which, when followed,the 
one by the other, accomplish the desired end. 

“Thus, if a job be the cutting of paper, the 
following analysis might be made: Work 
done by man—Lift paper from floor to ma- 
machine table; knocking-up paper; setting 
work true on machine ; setting cutting gauge; 
securing locking screw ; removing sections of 
paper from machine. Work done by machine 
—Making cut. Add ...... per cent. for un- 
avoidable delays. Mere fully stated, the first 
step in elementary time study is to divide a 
task into its simple elements; the second is 
to jot down the number of seconds or minutes 
which it takes a workman to perform it; the 
third is to add these unit times together to 
obtain a total time; and the fourth is to add 
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to this sum a time which allows for rest and 
other necessary delays. By this method is 
obtained astandard time. It is mainly upon 
the analysis of the job into elemental opera- 
tions by means of an investigation into the 
best method of accomplishing the desired 
result that scientific management is estab- 
lished. 
The Task and the Reward, 


"Piece rates which are either too high or 
toolow are not fair, and are the source of 
considerable friction and promote jealousy in 
the former case and dissatisfaction in the 
latter. The setting of standard times is best 
done by trained experts possessing the con- 
fidence of both employer and employee, for 
it is found in practice if re - adjustments 
are necessary, as is extremely rare, that 
they are easily effected. Mutual agreement 
on these matters provides the mental agree- 
ment which is conducive of harmony. 

" Each individual factory should determine 
its own rates. А national or district piece 
rate is not practicable, because the conditions 
under which the work is carried out and the 
methods employed in its production vary to 
a considerable extent between one factory 
and another. 

" No distinct method of payment by piece 
or piece bonus is laid down as being specially 
applicable to scientific management, but it is 
now recognised that the standard guaranteed 
day rate be paid, no matter what the output, 
but as soon as the worker tuins out even 
slightly more than the amount fixed as a fair 
average day's work under normal conditions 
his wages begin to rise. 

"When a piece rate is once fairly estab- 
lished, it should never be cut. The ruthless 
cutting indulged in by unscrupulous em- 
ployers in the past has resulted in creating an 
atmosphere of suspicion and distrust which 
is greatly to be regretted. If a tradition be 
built up that rates once established are per- 
manent, the men should have no motive for 
restricting output. 


Planning and Routelag. 


“The separation of the planning from the 
performing is quite as notable a feature of 
scientific management as are its several other 
characteristics. Scientific management re- 
leves the foreman of those duties which are 
not essential to the direct performance of his 
work, and for which he is, by reason of his 
technical knowledge, unfitted. It is recog- 
nised that clerical work is not his job, and, 
further, that his factory duties do not permit 
him to be anything buta badclerk ; being un- 
trained in this work he can only pick it up. 
All the clerical work is, therefore, removed to 
theoffice,inorder that the foreman may be able 
to devote hisentire energy and thought to the 
maintenance of quality and to increasing out- 
put. A works organisation or planning de- 
partment is established, and the work pre- 
viously done by the various foremen is thus 
brought under the control of the works organ- 
iser. It is the head and heart of the whole 
production system. Its primary function is to 
secure economical production. Every order 


involving a manufacturing process is passed 
through this department, subjected to scrutiny, 
and the best method to date for its produc- 
tion is there decided, and duly noted on the 
work ticket, which is a combination order 
and instruction sheet. 

“The planning department is also respon- 
sible for the routeing and progressing of the 
work. Thelonger the job stays in the factory 
the more money it costs, and something more 
than planning is necessary to success. The 
planning department must see that its plans 
are carried out. If there is a check anywhere 
in the process of production, due to lack of 
men, machines or material, it is up to the 
planning department to forestall that check, 
if possible, by the exercise of foresight or by 
circumvention. 


Organisation. 


“The trouble in many printing works to- 
day is that there are too many people work- 
ing and not enough thinking. The non- _ 
producer makes profit, the producer does as 
he is told, and it is the acceptance of this 
principle that dictates the plan of bringing 
into the office of works organiser the execu- 
tive work which has hitherto been scattered 
among the different departments. 

“Scientific management does involve an 
increased office organisation, but this does 
not mean that in theaggregate a larger num- 
ber of men are employed. It is also probable 
that the ratio of on-cost or overhead charges 
may be increased to some extent, but this does 
not necessarily mean extravagance, for the 
same reason that a low ratio does not indi- 
cate efficiency. 

To quote Dr. Taylor, ‘among the risks of a 
manufacturing business, by far the greatest is 
bad management. This risk arises, not so 
much from evident mismanagement, as from 
the daily more insidious and fatal failure of 
the superintendents to secure anything even 
approaching the maximum work from their | 
men or machines. This, to my mind, is due 
to the failure to observe the relation that 
work of a contributory character bears to | 
production. Modern business is 20 per cent. 
technical, 80 per cent. contributory. 

“In scientific management everything that 
a man may need to complete a job is brought to 
him. All walking time is waste time, which 
not only produces unnecessary fatigue, but 
causes valuable time to bespent on workthat 
is capable of being performed by semi-skilled 
labour. 

Productivity. 


"The productivity of scientific manage- 
ment is destined to become the big feature. 
The actual results already obtained have been 
of sufficient interest to attract the attention 
and inquiry of many engaged in our chief in- 
dustries. 

"Scientific management is not a workers' 
question, it is essentially an employers’ 
matter. All talk of more work and more toil 
do harm when the tendency is towards effect- 
ing an economy of physical toil by means of 
labour-saving devices. Scientific management 
is a labour.saving movement; it is mot 


synonymous with increased toil. А wake-up 
of management is more to be desired at this 
juncture than mere spasmodic spurring- 
on of men. With proper leadership, the 
educated intelligence of the worker will re- 
cognise the advantages to be secured by co- 
operative effort in the direction of the 
commonwealth of printing. With co-opera- 
tion nothing can fail; without it, success 
cannot be achieved. 

"[n the printing industry more attention 
has hitherto been paid to the material organi- 
sation than to the human factor with the re- 
sult that it ranks very low in the scale of 
productivity; and I doubt very much, if 
figures were available, if it would show a 
sixty per cent. return, in which case there is a 
forty per cent. investment waste at least. 
This is a big figure, but it is one that is given 
as the result of an investigation into this 
matter in America, and I have no reason to 
believe that it is less in this country. In seek- 
ing the elimination of this waste, scientific 
management is sounding the key-note of a 
new campaign in which all should join and 
in the success of which lies great hope. 


The Human Side. 


“ One of the worst features of the old sys- 
tem is the notion that labour is a commodity, 
something that is akin to merchandise. 
Labour is human life, and it is as a community 
of heads and hearts that we should view the 
workers in the factory and not as hands. The 
Taylor system helps to give higher wages, 
shorter hours, and the best conditions money 
can buy. The benefit to the worker from 
high wages speaks for itself. The benefit to 
the worker from reduced cost of production is 
not so obvious, but just as real, for when pro- 
duction costs are lowered it means greater 
purchasing power of tbe wages of the worker 
and reduced cost of living. 

“Some of you will have read an account of 
the estimated deaths from tuberculosis in the 
printing trade. I cannot help thinking, with 
these figures before me, that had a more 
scientific form of management existed this 
great white scourge would have been unable 
to run up such a score against a great indus- 
try. Scientific management eliminates human 
waste as nothing else does. 

" When I look back to the early days and I 
see in my mind's eye the printing office, in 
which it was my honourand privilege to learn 
the mysteries of the art of printing, with its 
flourishing palms and singing birds, I think to 
myself which way are we going—backward 
or forward? Give back the singing birds! 
Give back the singing тап!" 

The lecturer concluded by emphasising the 
advantage of having methods of work based 
upon scientific principles. The worker could 
have more confidence in the method adopted, 
he said, if he believed it had theory as well as 
practice at its back.  " Which will you 
choose," he asked, “luck or law?" 

An interesting discussion followed, a report 
of which will appear in our next issue.

ASSOCIATION. 


Important Meeting of Parent Association. 


An exceptionally full attendance of mem- 
bers taxed the available accommodation on 
the occasion of the January monthly meeting 
(followed by special general meeting) of the 
P. M. and O. A., which took place on January 
6th at the " Old Bell" Hotel, Holborn. The 
president, Mr. A. E. Jarvis, was in the chair. 

The minutes of the previous meeting having 
been read and approved, ten new members, 
whose nominations had been previously an- 
nounced, were unanimously elected, their 
names being:—Mr. E. J. Boddington (The 
Leadenhall Press, Ltd.. manager); Mr. Н. A. 
Boddington (Messrs. Pearce, Duff and Co., 
general overseer); Mr. К. Day (Messrs. Geo. 
Pulman and Sons, Ltd., overseer—machine) ; 
Mr. W. H. Faber (Messrs. Burrup, Mathieson 
and Sprague, overseer—letterpress machine) ; 
Mr. F. W. Frazer (Messrs. C. and E. Layton 
(overseer, letterpress—machine); Mr. A. E. 
Furbank (Messrs. Harrison, Jehring and Co., 
Ltd., overseer—composing); Mr. R. W. Garrett 
The Cranford Press, Messrs. Geo. Pulman and 

ons, Ltd., works manager); Mr. L. S. Hill 
(Church Army Press, Oxford, works manager); 
Mr. D. F. Hynes (Messrs. Mather and Crowther, 
Ltd., manager); Mr. W. H. Riche (Great 
Eastern Railway Printing Works, overseer— 
composing). To several of these gentlemen 
who were present the president gave the right 
hand of fellowship, welcoming them in the 
name of the Association. 


The Dublin Centre. 


The next business was the consideration of 
a recommendation of the Council, that as the 
membership of Dublin Centre has for some 
time past been greatly below the number 
allowed by rule for the establishment of a 
centre, and as the centre seldom send reports 
of their meetings, the Dublin centre be dis- 
solved, six months' grace being given toallow 
them the opportunity to bring their member- 
ship up to the required number. 

After reading this recommendation, the 
secretary intimated that he had written to the 
secretary of the Dublin centre, but he had not 
yet received a reply from the Dublin secre- 
tary, who was probably awaiting the next 
meeting of the centre. 

Mr. Pugh, who said that he was responsible 
for bringing the matter to the notice of the 
Council, pointed out that for over two years 
the Dublin centre numbered much fewer 
members than, according to the rules, were 
requisite to form a centre. At the present 
time the active membership was about eigh- 
teen. He mentioned that the expenditure 
upon the centre greatly exceeded income from 
it, and he suggested that it was not necessary 
that the Dublin centre should continue to 
exist. If it were dissolved, he said, no hard- 


ship would be inflicted upon individual Dub- 
lin members, who would remain members of 
the Association and could pay their fees either 
to London or to Liverpool, as preferred. Не 
pointed out also that this centre had been 
very remiss in sending reports of their meet- 
ings. The Association as a whole would be 
saved a considerable amount of money if the 
Dublin centre were dissolved and he felt that 
the dissolution would be a benefit to the 
Association. It was about time the centre 
was given an opportunity to bring its mem- 
bership up to the required number or, in 
accordance with the rules, be dissolved. 

Mr. Bateman seconded the proposal, point- 
ing out that at a conference Dublin, with 
about 18 members, had two representatives, 
while London, with 639 members, also had 
only two. 

Mr. J. R. Riddell expressed regret that the 
recommendation should have come forward. 
He spoke of the very unsatisfactory state of 
affairs in general in Ireland at the present 
time. True the centre had fallen below the 
minimum of membership, but to put the 
matter on a money basis was to place the 
Association at a very low level. It would 
have come more kindly had the recommenda- 
tion been brought at an earlier date, when 
Ireland was not in such a disturbed state. 

Mr. Reid said it was necessary to be just 
before being generous. 

Mr. Freeman remarked that with a mem- 
bership of 18, it was probable that Dublin's 
representation at a conference was in the ratio 
of about one delegate to every four active 
members. This might result in a very small 
minority settling questions of great import- 
ance to the Association. 

Mr. Bateman recalled that in the past the 
Dublincentre had beenshown every considera- 
tion, one conference having even modified, for 
their special benefit, the rule regarding mini- 
mum membership. They could not run the 
Association on sentiment any more than they 
could a business. The rule should beadhered 
to. 

On the recommendation being put to the 
meeting, it was passed with only one dis- 
sentient. 

Mr. Phillips mentioned also that the new 
West of England centre was to hold its first 
annual dinner on Saturday, the loth inst. He 
proposed that Mr. Jarvis be asked to attend. 

Mr. Gill seconded. | 

Mr. Jarvis was asked to convey the compli- 
ments and good wishes of the parent body to 
Bristol, and the proposal was carried unani- 
mously. 


Salaries. 


Mr. Gray asked whether any tangible re- 
sults had been forthcoming from the notice 
sent out about theadvance of salaries to com- 
pare with pre- war standards. | 

Mr. Phillips replied that he had received а 
few letters indicating that the circular had 
been effective. Advances had resulted. 

Mr. Gray maintained that 1f workmen were 
given I20 per cent. increases over pre-war 
rates, overseers were entitled to the same. 


A member expressed the opinion that one 
reason why overseers had not fared better in 
the matter of increases was because of the 
concealment of what passed at meetings of 
the P. M. апа О. A. He urged that everything 
be reported. “ Let them know what we are 
doing." he said,“ it will be a great deal better 
for us." 


New General Secretary Elected. 


At this point the chairman declared the 
meeting special, for the purpose of electing 
a general secretary. 

Mr. Jarvis emphasised the importance of the 
election. He hoped members would nominate 
and vote for the right man, and he asked for 
nominations. 

Mr. Phillips mentioned the receipt from 
several centres of letters expressing regret at 
his resignation from the general secretaryship, 
also willingness to support any decision of the 
parent body with regard to a successor. He 
also read a letter from the Yorkshire Centre 
nominating Mr. J. Wigglesworth for the post, 
and representing him as a most capable man 
to act as general secretary. 

Mr. Jarvis said that although he had ruled 
that he would accept nominations in writing, 
it would make his position more secure if two 
members of the London branch would nomin- 
ate Mr. Wigglesworth for the office. 

Mr. Pugh thereupon proposed Mr. Wiggles- 
worth, saying he maintained that the presi- 
dent had no right to accept nominations save 
in'accordance with rule; he would not guar- 
antee to vote for the gentleman, but he had 
pleasure in nominating him. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Gill seconded the proposition. 

Mr. Wigglesworth was then subjected to 
questions as to whether he had previously 
held any similar position, and as to the per- 
manency of his position in London. 

Mr. Greig proposed Mr. Whittle as an alter- 
native nomination. 

Mr. Dyer seconded. 

Mr. Whittle, in reply to a question from the 
chair, expressed willingness to stand for the 
position. 

Mr. Phillips said he thought it his duty to 
point out that Mr. Whittle already held the 
position of financial secretary, and that if 
elected general secretary he would for a month 
or two be holding two offices—a thing not 
allowed by rule. 

Mr. Blackwell asked whether Mr. Whittle 
thought he might be promoted in his firm, 
and consequently have toresign thesecretary- 
ship. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Jarvis emphasised the point that any 
gentleman nominated must have the consent 
of his firm. 

Mr. Whittle gave the required assurance. 

A somewhat lengthy discussion then ensued 
as to whether or not Mr. Whittle's nomina- 
tion was inorder. It was pointed out that it 
was not reasonable that the holding of an 
inferior office should debar a man from being 
appointed to a superior one. Much praise 
was forthcoming for Mr. Whittle as having 
performed his duties very satisfactorily in the 
past, and having all the details of the Asso- 
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ciation at his fingers' ends. The difficulties: 
that would confront a comparative new- 
comer, not so well acquainted with London. 
affairs, were also pointed out. 

The Chairman said he thought no rule of 
the Association stood in the way, and he 
therefore accepted the nomination of Mr. 
Whittle. (Applause.) 

Mr. Wigglesworth supportedthe ruling that 
the holding of an office should not debar from 
nomination. 

A vote being called for, Messrs. Elwood, 
Dixon, and J. French were chosen as scruti- 
neers, and a ballot was taken. The result of 
the voting was that Mr. Whittle received 109 
votes, and Mr. Wigglesworth 11. 

Mr. Whittle was therefore, amid applause, 
declared elected. 


Financial Secretary. 


A discussion followed as to the appointment 
of a financial secretary in place of Mr. 
Whittle, who could not occupy two offices. 
Names were suggested—Mr. Moore, Mr. 
Wigglesworth, Mr. Gill— butit was eventually 
thought best that it be left to the council to 
provide temporary assistance until the 
election of a new financial secretary. 

The question of Mr. Whittle's resignation 
being raised— 

Mr. Whittle formally tendered his resigna- 
tion as financial secretary, thanking the 
meeting for his election as general secretary, 
and assuring them of services to the best of 
his ability. 

The Chairman asked for a show of hands 
on the proposition to leave the carrying on of 
the financial secretary's work to the council, 
and the proposition was carried. 

There was then brought before the meeting 
the case of an ex-provincial secretary who 
had fallen upon very difficult times, being 
seriously ill. It was eventually decided that, 
in addition to some assistance that had 
already been given, £10 be sent him from the 
local London fund. А further sum of about 
£5 was subscribed by a few members present. 

Mr. Jarvis, as the new president, and speak- 
ing at the first meeting of the new year, 
thanked members for the very large attend- 
ance that evening, and expressed the hope 
that the interest shown would be maintained 
throughout the year. 

Mr. Gill proposed a vote of thanks to Mr. 
Jarvis as chairman, commending the manner 
in which he had presided overthe meeting. 
He spoke of Mr. Jarvis' severe bereavement 
during the Christmas season, in the death of 
his daughter, and asked members to rise in 
their places as a mark of condolence. 

АП present accordingly stood for a moment 
in silence, after which Mr. Jarvis in a few 
simple words expressed his thanks.

Forty-four Hours for Printers? 


Now THAT wages in the printing trade have 
been established at a higher level, there fol- 
lows a demand from the Printing and Kindred 
Trades Federation for a "reduction in the 
maximum working hours to 44 hours per 
week, and 40 hours for night work for all 
those engaged in the general trade." This 
new demand has caused something like a 
sensation in the printing trade, since em- 
ployers, after the recent advances, thought 
they were to havea rest. According to the 
Union's Federation, a ballot of the members 
showed a majority of 6-1 in favour of the 
movement for the shorter working week. The 
feeling among master printers is that, in view 
of the largely-increased cost of production 


which has resulted from the curtailment of 
hours which took place as recently as March, 
1919, the hours and holidays agreement, the 
5s. advance in June, 1919, the 7s. 6d. increase 
just granted, and the heavy increase in over- 
time rates, it would be disastrous to con- 
cede a 44 hours week. A special meeting of 
the London Master Printers’ Association is 
being called to consider the question.

Imports of Printing Machinery. 
COMMENT was made in our issue of October 


'23rd last upon the difficulty of obtaining data 


as to the imports into this country of printing 
machinery, and the hope was expressed that 
in the revised imports and exports list of H.M. 
Customs such machinery, which had pre- 
viously been grouped with the “ unenumer- 
ated," would be given a separate heading. 
We now see that according to the new system 
of recording imports and exports, printing 
and similar machinery is to be separately en- 
tered in six different classes, and that the 
tonnage is to be specified in each case. The 
six classes are: (a) typesetting, (D) newspaper, 
letterpress and lithographic (c) bookbinding, 
including blocking, embossing, stitching, 
ruling and cutting, (d) bag and envelope 
making, (e) cardboard box-making, (f) other. 
Thus British makers and others interested in 
the market for printing machinery, should 
now be able to form sotne adequateidea as to 
the amount of machinery of a certain class 
imported, and as to thecountriessupplying it.

Dumping German Printing in England. 


THE executive council of the “ Т.А.” have 
under consideration the question of the 
evasion of the law by German printing firms. 
As mentioned previously in these pages, post 
cards and other printed matter in sheet form 
are being sent to England with the imprint, 
“ Printed in Germany," placed in the margin 
according to the law. ‘These sheets are, how- 
ever, being cut up by English firms and the 
margins and imprint removed, thus leaving 
no clue as to origin of the printed product. 
The matter has been placed before Parlia- 
ment by Mr. F. О. Roberts, M.P., and stepsare 
being taken to prevent this evasion of thelaw 
if possible.

Scientific Management. 


IN a lecture before the Manchester 
Association of Engineers, Mr. Н. W. 
Allingham told an interesting story which 
illustrates the wrong view which workmen too 
often take of new measures to effect speedier 
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and better output. The experience related to 
а factory which started to set rates by 
analysing operations into elements with a 
stop watch. The investigator, equipped with 
a stop watch and time study sheet, openly 
approached a man who was drilling a series 
of holes of different sizes in steel. The man 
looked at him and at the watch, and growled: 
“If you think you are going to make me work 
harder, you are mistaken." The group was 
joined by two other men, one of whom was 
the departmental delegate. The investigator 
replied: " No, I think you are working too 
hard, and your efforts are not being used to 
the best advantage." The men were quite 
favourably impressed when it was pointed out 
that the machinery was unsuitable for the 
class of work being done, and that certain 
modifications would make for faster handling 
with less effort. While Mr. Allingham did 
not say that all suspicion was immediately 
dispelled, there had not been any further 
opposition to the open use of a stop watch, 
or to alterations in speeds or feeds. Headded 
that this country would be better able to 
compete in the world’s markets by adopting 
scientific management, which treated all 
work as a scientific problem.

Standardisation. 


lT is complained that the subject of 
standardisation of paper has been looked at 
in the past largely, if not entirely, from the 
point of view of the individual concerned. 
It is obvious, of course, that the printer's 
interpretation of thestandardisation of paper 
is not that of the papermaker, and probably 
not that of the wholesale stationer, and it is 
argued that the printers who are clamouring 
for these reforms overlook the fact that the 
office of the papermaker is to supply the 
articles for which he has the greatest sale, 
while the wholesale stationer does not main- 
tain a stock line unless there isa consistent 
demand for it. We have heard it pointed out 
that for printers to suggest that wholesale 
stationers should not stock certain classes of 
paper and then to consistently demand these 
from the wholesale stationer is a peculiar 
pesition which needs justification. We have 
reason to believe, however, that the various 
trade interests are seriously grappling with 
this problem, and no doubt in the near future 
we shall learn that definite steps have been 
taken to remove some, if not all, the anoma- 
lies which at present exist.

An interesting gathering was held on Fri- 
day, at the Stationers’ Hall, when the direc- 
tors of Hazell, Watson and Viney, Ltd., 
entertained the returned soldiers belonging 
to the London staff, and their wives, as well 
as the heads of the various departments. No 
more suitable building could be found in 


London for a gathering of printers than this | 


ancient hall, which for hundreds of years has 
been connected with paper and printing, and 
the 250 guest®pent a very enjoyable evening: 

Mr. and Mrs. W. Howard Hazell sho 
hands with all their guests as they arrived, 
and personally expressed the good wishes of 
the directors for the coming year. 

After the supper, Mr. 
addressed the gathering and fora few minutes 
they stood as an act of silent homage to the 
memory of their comrades who had fallen in 
the war. Mr. Hazell, in his speech, on behalf 
of the directors, welcomed all the returned 
soldiers. He stated that the gathering had 
been delayed until all the men had been de- 
mobilised, and with the exception of one or 
two, they had now all left the army. From 
all the company's works, 473 had entered His 
Majesty’s Forces, of whom 63 had died; the 
total included 198 from the London Works, 
and of these 24 had died. He referred to 
Major Н.

Brewer (deceased) had won the Military 
Medal. The men from the firm had fought 
on land and sea, on every battle front from 
Iceland to India, and Flanders to the swamps 
of Eastern Africa, and though the great ma- 
jority had no training in military matters, 
they had left the office desk, composing frame 
and printing machine at the call of their 
country's need, and had acquitted themselves 
valiantly wherever duty had called them. 
Throughout the war the attitude of cheery 
optimism had been most noticeable, and was 
shown in the letters from the soldiers which 
had appeared in the firm's magazine “ With 
the Colours."

The report on the prospects of British trade 


in India by the Senior Trade Commissioner

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Serious Question for the Printing Trade. 
[CONTRIBUTED BY A MASTER PRINTER.] 


The Executive of the Printing and Kindred 
Trades Federation have asked for a confer- 
ence to consider the advisability of agreeing 
to the above. 

By all means let us confer, for if it can be 
conclusivelv shown that we can further reduce 
hours without injury to our trade and our- 
selves, then the employees will not bealone in 
desiring it. 

The application states it is the “ desire of 
the membership." Quite so; but is this a 
strong enough argument to justify what we 
shall show will be very detrimental to all 
concerned? Will the " members " still desire 
it if it is detrimental to their individual 
interest ? 

Let us go down to basic principles. 

If we desire anything in this world we must 
first produce it. 

Nature unaided will not meet our require- 
ments. 

The more we produce the more we can 
have; the converse also holds good. 

Production in daily life means money— 
wages. 

Does as much water run out of a tap in 
hours as in 48? 

Can we, then, produce as much in 44 hours 
as in 48? 

А machine with a fixed hourly output cer- 
tainly cannot. The human producer might 
for a short time, but could not healthily sus- 
tain it unless labour admits it is not now 
giving a fair output. 

It must be remembered that we are not con- 
sidering the reduction of, say, 60 hours to 56. 
In such a case output might not have been 
affected; but when we come to an 8 hour day 
experience has shown it is not too long for a 
reasonably sustained effort, and so a reduction 
would result in less output. 

Let us ascertain the relative effect of a re- 
duction in hoursascompared with an advance 
in wages. For argument's sake, we will say 
4 hours equals 65. in wages. If a manis given 
6s. additional per week this affects the labour 
cost of production to that extent; but if the 
4 hours are given the effect is very different, 
for not only has it increased the labour cost 
by exactly the same amount (6s. per week), 
but it has reduced production by nearly to per 
cent., so for the increased labour cost we get 

10 per cent. less work done. But we also find 
we also require 10 per cent. less of materials, 
and so the same proportion of the profit on 
materials is lost. But it does not even end 
there, for our working expenses remain prac- 
tically the same, and so these are proportion- 
ally increased. | 

This is indeed a large increase in cost of 
production to face. Further, it means a de- 


crease in production generally, when it is too 
abundantly clear that greater production, and 
still greater production, is required to re- 
instate us after the war. 

It may be said by some that the last reduc- 
tion in hours, including holidays, has not had 
a bad effect on our trade. It is too soon to 
determine this. Conditions are still abnormal, 
and higher prices are for the present obtain- 
able. Yes; but for how long are we going to 
countenance them, and a possible further in- 
crease in prices? What better are we for 
increased wages if prices continue to increase 
in proportion to each advance? Again addi- 
tional wages do help to meet higher prices, 
but lost time— which will cause an even 
greater advance in prices—will not help the 
worker to meet them. 

Let us also note that a reduction in timeon 
the top of a former reduction is cumulative in 
its bad effects. The source of our wages is no 
cruse of oil— we are ourselves the source—and 
if we don't put into the business on which we 
depend what we " desire" to take out of it, 
what we shall actually take out will soon 
become a rapidly decreasing amount. 

No; it is transparently obvious to all who 
will consider the question that we cannot 
safely further reduce the hours of the indi- 
vidual, except by employing a larger number 
in a given factory. But.as sufficient men are 
not available, many trades, and the smaller 
o in a trade, could never work a double 
shiit. 

. We of the printing trade have of late clearly 
shown the new spirit. We have met those we: 
employ far more liberallv than any other 
trade: our future anxiety will be to main- 
tain опа falling market what we have granted. 

We also suggest, in the same spirit, that 
those dependent on our success do not mis- 
take past concessions as meaning that the 
trade can stand additional and more drastic 
demands. 

Indeed, the time seems to havearrived when 
the employers must, in the interests of their 
employees as well as their own, stand fast 
and say NO.

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The Sherlngham Daylight. 


In these days of reconstruction, when one 
hears on all sides the cry for production, and 
yet more production, anything that will help 
towards that much-desired end is sure of 
favourable consideration. Мо doubt this is 
one of the reasons for the unusual interest 
which has been displayed in a device, the іп. 
vention of Mr. George Sheringham, the well- 
known artist and designer, which wasrecently 
exhibited for the first time before the Society 
of Illuminating Engineers. It consists of an 
indirect lighting unit, by means of which 
daylight can be made artificially, or to speak 
more correctly, our present forms of artificial 
illumination can be so modified as to produce 
a light which so closely resembles daylight 
that dyes and pigments, when examined under 
it, retain the same colour as when seen in the 
diffused light of a north window, which artists 
and craftmen alike have always adopted as 
the standard light by which to judge colour 
values. 

Itis not by any means the first time that 
attempts have been made to introduce into 
our lighting system this desirable quality, as 
the records of our Patent Office show, and 
some of them have met with a certain measure 
of success, but the fact remains that no one of 
them has been generally adopted, and that, 
in so essential a matter as colour matching, 
our industries have still to depend on natural 
daylight or take the risk which the use of our 
present system of artificial lighting involves. 
Itisnot that this risk 1s unimportant; far 
from it. The most experienced colour matcher 
in the trade knows only too well, the extra- 
ordinary way in which artificial light will 
change the appearance of even the most 
apparently simple colours. Purples and 
violets take on a curious pink shade; reds 
become more vivid; delicate shades of yellow 
are difficult, if not impossible, to distinguish 
under an ordinary electric bulb, and the alter- 
ation in white is so subtle as to make its 
valuation perhaps the most difficult of all. 

The reason for these apparent changes, 
though in reality quite simple, is not always 
clearly understood. Daylight—the diffused 
light from a north window—consists of rays 
of all colours mixed in a certain proportion. 
in artificial light these colours are all present, 
but the proportions are very different, the red 
and yellow rays being found in much greater 
strength as compared with the blues апа 
violets than is the case in daylight. 

Coloured material, it should be remem- 
bered, is simply a material that reflects 
a large excess of rays of one particular 
colour, or combination of colours, and 
will consequently change its appearance 
according to the amount of that parti- 
cular colour in the light that shines on 
it. In order that such materials may appear 
the same in artificial light it is necessary that 


the proportion of coloured rays in the light~ _ 
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should be the same, that is to say the energy 
Qf the red and yellow rays in artificial light 
must be reduced, and that of the blues and 
violets proportionately increased. It is this 
that Mr. Sheringham has succeeded in doing 
in his “daylight shade," and it is this in effect 
that gives the illusion of daylight. 

The apparatus itself is simple. The light 
from an electric bulb is thrown on to a large 
shade, the under surface of which is covered 
with a design in colour. The colours in this 
design have the effect of absorbing the excess 
red апа yellow rays, and so altering the pro- 
portion of the other colours that the light re- 
flected from the shade is indistinguishable 
[rom daylight for all practical purposes. 

It is over a year ago tliat Mr. Sheringham 
proved the possibilities of his system in his 
own studio, but a large amount of optical 
research work has been necessary for the per- 
fecting of the apparatus, and for this he has 
been indebted to Mr. L. C. Martin, of the 
.optical department of the Imperial College 
of Science, who has been at work for many 
months testing and improving the apparatus 
in conjunction. with Major Adrian Klein, 
M.B.E., adviser in colour physics to the Calico 
Printers' Association, and formerly head of 
the Experimental Department of the Camou- 
flage School, whose expert knowledge of dyes 
and pigments has been largely responsible for 
the efficiency of the completed unit. If, as 
seems probable, the invention can be put 
upon the market at a reasonable price, it may 
well prove a popular form of lighting in those 
trades which depend on colour matching for 
their success.

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Art and the Printer’s Craft. 


Some Notes on the Work of the L.C.C. 


Central School 


Among the several institutions providing 
technical instruction for those entering upon 
the printer's craft, one which does not receive 
much general notice, but which is nevertheless 
doing educational work of a very high order, 
is the L.C.C. Central School of Arts and 
Crafts, at Southampton-row, W.C.1. This 
institution, with its different departments, 
covers a wide range of art work and varied 
craftsmanship, but the particular section most 
interesting to printers is what is known as the 
* School of Book Production," a department 
which itself covers a comprehensive field, the 
subjects of instruction including not only 
compositors' work and machine printing, but 
also bookbinding, writing, lettering and illu- 
mination, book illustration, wood engraving 
and wood cutting, punch cutting for type, 
and bookbinders' tool cutting and metal block 
making. 

The fact that in this case the same institu- 
tion that teaches practical printing is also an 
art school, is not without special significance. 
The instructors in typography are highly- 
qualified enthusiasts in the artistic use 
of type, and the departments of the 
school are sufficiently inter-related to 
make possible the co-operation, when 
desired, of the art and the printing depart- 
ments in the production оѓ any given piece 
of work. Thus it is not surprising that the 
printing department should specialise in the 
artistic side of typography, and should be able 
to claim some distinction in this direction. 
Moreover, when students combine the study of 
lettering and drawing with the practice of 
compositors' work, one would expect the art 
side of the tuition—with its emphasis upon 
beauty of form, and upon proportion, symme-

try and unity of construction—to have a bene- 
ficial effect upon the quality of students' lay- 
outs. The school claims to make a special 
feature of lay-out design; and certainly the 
excellent productions of students in the form 
of brochures, book title-pages, advertising 
leaflets, and the like, as shown in the exhibi- 


: tions held at the school from time to time, do 


much to support this claim. 

As regards the study of lettering, it is in- 
teresting to note that the revival of an ad- 
mirable style of poster lettering based upon 
pen-drawn characters, which has gained wide 
popularity— Messrs. W. H. Smith and Son, for 
example, have made extensive use of it for 
poster work and for other purposes —origi- 
nated at the Central School. Its originator 
was Mr. Edward Johnson, who, a few years 
ago, was teachirg lettering in this institution. 
Besides its popularity in this country, thenew 
style of lettering is now gaining a consider- 
able vogue in America and in Germany. 

To the boy of 13 or 14 wishing to adopt the 
printer's or bookbinder's craft, the department 
known as the дау technical school for boys in 
book production (printing and binding) has 
much to offer. Prominent members of the 
London Master Printers' Association and of 
the Federation of Printing and Allied Trades, 
also of the several associations in the book- 
binding industry, are on a consultative com- 
mittee assisting in the management of the 
school, and every effort is made to encourage 
"early and thorough technical education. At 
yery cheap rates—and with ten scholarships. 
offered annually—the boy leaving school is 
not only taught the craft of his choice, but is 
enabled to continue and improve his general: 
education, also to study valuable subsidiary

subjects such asjdrawing, lettering and wood 
engraving. Thus the lad entering upon this 
pre-apprenticeship course makes a vastly 
better start upon his career than he could if 
his first after-school years were spent in 
Tunning errands for a Printing office, or in 
other work of a non-technical kind. 

In addition to the full day-school educa- 
tional facilities of the institution, there are pro- 
vided day classes for apprentices employed in 
the printing and bookbinding crafts, also 
evening classes at which apprentices—and 
older persons too—may receive instruction in 
compositors' work, machine work, and other 
of the subjects above-mentioned. 


poses, a Victoria and a Wharfedale, and 
Students are given practical training in the 
printing not only of letterpress but also of 
Jine blocks, half-tones and three-colour work. 

Worth mentioning also is the fact that at 
this school facilities are provided for learning 
and practising the setting of Hebrew and 
Greek. 

Up to the early months of the war, lectures

gaged in the printing and allied trades were 
frequently given in the excellent lecture-hall 
of the school. Опе remembers, for instance, 
that among the last lectures given wasone by 
Mr. R. P. Gossop on “ Lettering in Advertise- 
ments," one by Mr. R. W. Sindall, F.C.S., on 
* Paper," and one by Mr. A. J. Newton, of the 
Kodak Co., on '* Photo-Mechanical Printing." 
We understand that it is intended to revive 
the holding of these very helpful lectures, and 
that next session's lecture-programme will 
include lectures on various subjects of great 
interest to those concerned with printing and 
the allied crafts. 

Thus the Central School is making a com- 
prehensive contribution to London typo- 
graphical education. The uniting of art with 
craftsmanship is the aim toward which all its 
activities are directed, and undoubtedly it is 
sowing seed that must produce widespread 
‘beautification of printers’ work. It is carrying 
forward the William Morris tradition of purity 
of style, and by precept and practice is bring- 
ing home to nascent printers the fact that 
simplicity is the soul of art, that the artistic 
quality of printed matter is not measured by 
tts elaborateness—by the multiplicity of 
founts that can be “ blended,” and the number 
of heterogeneous ornaments which can be in- 
troduced without making the product ridicu- 
lous—but rather is measured by the extent to 
which the simplest material, preferably noth- 
ing but type of only a single face, can be used 
to produce that harmony of line, that nice 
proportioning of masses, and that unity of the 
whole, which result in giving to a page of 
type the indefinable hall-mark of beauty.

Examiners’ Report and Awards.

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The Costing System Discussed. 


The monthly meeting of the L.SC. Jobbing 
Guild was held at the Society House, 7-9, St.

A. E. Goodwin was in the 
chair, and opened the meeting by pointing 
out how important a development the cost- 
ing system was. He congratulated the print- 
ing trade on being the pioneers of the move- 
ment for a uniform system of ascertaining 
costs. | 

The lecturer commenced with a brief his- 
torical introducticn, and made clear the 
meanings of the words “ cost,” * cost system," 
also discussing the question of“ Why a cost 
system is needed." The essentials for a cost 
system were explained and the principles 
upon which the system is based were detailed. 
Then came the explanation of“ Form 1 "— 
the most important form in the system. This 
was gone through in detail, and the questions 
which were raised by members of the Guild 
were dealt with by Mr. Goodwin and the 
lecturer. Forms 2 and 3 were next explained, 
as was the method of finding the hourly cost 
for the composing. room. Time not permitting, 
the other forms were only referred to—except 
thecost sheet(Form 13). This was dealt with 
in detail, the method of charging the costs to 
the customer being fully explained. 

Mr. Goodwin, in closing the meeting, ap- 
pealed to the members of the Guild to do 
their utmost to help along the system, as it 
was only by knowing costs accurately that 
the industry could continue to maintain a 
high standard of profit, with a high standard 
of wages and conditions. 

Votes of thanks to the chairman and lec- 
turer concluded a very enjoyable evening. 

The next meeting will take place on Feb- 
ruary 11. All L.S.C. members are heartily

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The Cost of BOOK-Production 


That publishers are profiteers, as is some- 
times said, is to-day an entirely unfounded 
charge, says the Bookseller. For though the 
prices of books have no doubt gone up, the 
increased price is by no means proportionate to 
the increased cost of production. Take, for 
example, the cost of the ordinary one-volume 
novel, published before the war at 6s., now 
usually priced at 7s. The cost of an edition 
of 2,000 copies to-day works out at something 
like £350, as compared with the pre-war cost 
of something over £200.

The Shorter Hours Demand. 


CONSTERNATION reigns throughout the ranks 
of master printers over the latest demand put 
forward by the unions—a working week of 
44 hours for day workers and 40 hours for 
night workers. With all the costs and 
charges which the craft has to bear, it is felt 
Ahat this additional burden, if forced upon it, 
would test the trade to the utmost. Although 
printers are admittedly busy at the present 
time, the fact should be recognised that much 
of the business is of an abnormal character. 
‘But just because they are busy, it is necessary 
that production should not be curtailed, as it 
*vould be with such a reduction of hours as is 
suggested, unless, of course, employees put in 


overtime at the higher rates which now pre- 
vail. It is not too much to say that a great 
deal depends upon how far printing makes 
good in these days of reconstruction, for other 
methods of keeping records and disseminat- 
ing information are coming to the front. 
High costs, on the other hand, check orders, 
and such a tendency would injure all con- 
cerned in the craft. Therefore, it is to be 
hoped that wise counsels will prevail in the 
consideration of this latest demand.

National Trade Marks. 


Ir appears that the idea of introducing 
national trade marks—to which we made 
editorial reference in our issue of November 
20th—is exciting a good deal of interest in 
the United States. It has been objected that 
the use of a common trade mark on goods of 
all grades would tend to obliterate the dis- 
tinction between the qualities of the products 
of different makers, also that the value of the 
good- will of private trade marks which have 
established reputations would tend thereby 
to be diminished, while if inferior goods were 
sent out stamped with the national trade 
mark, this would not be a good advertise- 
ment for national manufactures. As a safe- 
guard, it has been suggested to make the use 
of the national trade mark permissible only 
on goods that are up to a certain standard of 
quality, an exporter being liable to forfeit his 
right to use the mark, in case of his being 
found guilty of applying it to inferior goods. 
While such an arrangement would doubtless 
tend to give dignity to a national trade mark 
and create confidence among buyers of ex- 
ported goods distinguished by its use, yet the 
utility of the mark as a means of protecting 
home manufactures would seem to be greatly 
curtailed by excluding a large proportion 
of exported goods from the necessity for 
using it.

Paper Prices. 


THE latest advice from paper mills is of an- 
other id. per Ib. advance on cheap writings 
and printings.  Practically all E.S. papers 
have advanced during the last week or two. 
So far, the high-class stock has not increased 
in selling price, although the cost of produc- 
tion has gone up as much as, if not more 
than, in the case of cheaper papers. Beneath 
the surface there is a fair amount of keen 
competition between the makers of high.class 
writings and ledger papers, where watermark 
counts for a lot. The demand is nothing like 
so great as for cheap paper, and the makers 
are in a better position to keep close behind 
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their order book. In the case of common 
writings and printings, the shortage is so 
acute and the demand so much in excess that 
orders will be put anywhere if they can only 
be accepted. Not so with named tub-sized 
papers, for the mills making them have 
always a keen eye on maintaining their 
watermarks in use. Substitution once may 
lose future orders at a time when they are 
badly wanted.

Dutch Strawboards. 


DurcB strawboards have undergone a rapid 
rise in price, while the rate of exchange is 
very much against our favour. Consignments 
recently arriving have been costing 20 per 
cent. on the value in rate of exchange alone. 
Despite this, the recipients of boards ordered 
a month or two ago are well in hand against 
future deliveries. The price per ton, which 
had at one time fallen so low as £13 105., 15 
now up to £16, and the prospects are of a 
still further increase.

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Bookbinding Notes and News. 


The split between the various unions repre- 
senting the printing and binding sides is on 
the way toward being healed. It is high 
time that this became an accomplished fact, 
for neither the workers nor the administrative 
side stood to gain anything by disassociation. 
Probably a vast amount of time would have 
been saved in recent months if negotiations 
could have been carried out as between joint 
T.U. bodies and the M.P.F. Considering that 
the settlements between the M.P.F. and the 
respective binders'and printers’ unions have 
been arranged on an identical basis, the one 
sitting of joint bodies might have achieved 
the same result. It is not generally realised 
that recent negotiations (extending over 
several months) have claimed almost the 
whole time of many London and provincial 
principals, for which their businesses must 
. suffer. On the men's side the problem was 
long ago settled by the election of whole-time 
representatives, whose sole interest and busi- 
ness аге the welfaree and, progress of their 
union. There is food for thought as to 
whether the principal of any business is in a 
position to devote the concentrated zeal and 
thought adequate to the post of representa- 
tive. Certainly,thereare whole-timesecretaries 
for the Centre Association and Alliances, but 
for every secretary there are at least one or 
two masters whose attention must, of neces- 
sity, be divided between the Federation and 
their own business. 


Assuming that the wage question is some: 
thing like settled, it may be assumed that 
the Costing Committees up and down the 
country are busy at work preparing their 
schedules of hourly rates. Since January last 
it appears to be safe computation that costs 
have gone up something like 20 per cent. 
This 1s serious, and more so because there is 
no assurance that, although the wages 
memorials are disposed of, they will notcome 
again. The cost of living is still advancing, 
and this is the thing that will govern the 
wage question. 


Frankly the 44-hour week. is, under pre- 
vailing conditions, an unpracticable proposi- 
tion. Eventually it may come; and if it 
comes at the same time as the Education Act 
comes into force, it will mark a distinct 
social and intellectual developmet. Reduced 
hours аге а factor inseparably bound up with 
improved machinery, and adequate labour 
supplies. The present period is the most in- 
opportune that could possibly be devised. 
There is no surplus labour, practically no 
unemployment, and the amount of work in 
hand and in prospect is even more than a 48 
hour week can cope with. If there was an 
abundance of machinery and some improve. 
ment in machinery or method available, the 
prospects of increased production might 


- the new basis. 


counterbalance the shortage of labour and 
abundance of work. But there is no new 
development in machinery and no time or 
opportunity to devote to the subject. There 
is not even new machinery of existing types 
to be secured except after months and months 
of waiting. Consequently, a 44 hour week 
would simply mean 44 hours on the present 
standard wage and so many hours of over- 
time at timeand a quarter. Isthe ideaof a 
44 hour week at the present time merely an 
appeal for higher wages in anew guise? The 
unions know the labour and general business 
situation quite as well as anyone ; and if they 
do not close their eyes to the ultimate result 
of reduced hours at a time when existing 
hours are quite inadequate to cope with the 
volume of work to be done, they must realise 
that itis to their own detriment to make a 
actor for higher prices in general. The times 
are abnormal,and what is wanted is work all 
round. When things become more near to 
normal, the remaining phases of labour 
emancipation must come as surely as the 


| time itself. 


There is little to record in reference to the 
market for bookbinding materials. Dutch 
strawboards are probably the source of most 
anxiety, owing to the rapidly increasing cost. 
Orders secured on quotations of a month or 
two ago based on the price of strawboard at 
at that time turn out unsatisfactory on to- 
day's price. The rate of exchange 1s badly 
against us, and to cover loss about 20 per cent. 
has to be added to the cost of boards. There 
is a distinct scarcity of boards threatened, for 
the Dutch mills have sold their production 
for months to come and we are not the only 
buyers At the present time the Dutch canals 
are frozen over and transport impeded ac- 
cordingly. English boards are selling at £18 
per ton and Dutch at £20 10s. per ton (802. 
basis). Sewing materials are the same price 
as last report ; calicoes have risen about id. 
per yard. Bookcloths have got to work on 
Glue has risen almost week by 
week, and the prospect is of steadily ad- 
vancing prices. Marble papers are still 
scarce and top price is asked There is no 
hope of reduction for months to come, and 
meantime the English substitutes are ad- 
vancing in correspondence. Leathers are 
steadily going up, and supplies are as scarce 
as ever. Skivers are quoted rid. per square 
foot, basils Is 3d. to Is. 5d., anglos 2s. gd. to 
3s., calfs 4s. 6d., morocco 4s. 6d., and fleshers 
2s. 9d.

The recent Christmastide was a wonder- 
fully good selling season for books, and while 
trade was booming for the retail bookseller 
and the publisher, the bookbinder also pio- 
fited by the heavy sales which necessitated 
repeat orders and gave work to forwarder and 
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finisher with, let us hope, a profit to their em- 
ployer. A curious feature of the season's 
demand for books was the way that volumes 
on all technical subjects were purchased, the 
sales of these publications which in previous 
years had but little demand, have been ab- 
normal, and this shows that an interest is 
being taken in the various trades and handi- 
crafts, and that the worker is endeavouring to 
fit himself for his work by gaining as much 
practical knowledge as possible. The fiction 
of a past generation also sold freely, and 
Scott, Dickens, Thackeray and other authors 
had quite a vogue. All this brought grist to 
the bookbinder, and was encouraging after 
the recent bad seasons caused by the war. 


A feature of the modern book, and onethat 
does not enhance the appearance of the bind- 
ing is the book jacket, or outer cover that has 


become so popular with publishers during the’ 


past year ог two. These " decorative” paper 
covers are mostly of a very gaudy description, 
especially those of new novels, and the sensa- 
- tional pictures of incidents that are supposed 
to be described in the book, while they mav 
lead to a few more sales, are in extremely bad 
taste, in many instances, while their brilliant 
colours are an offence to the eye. Besides 
this, and perhaps the greatest objection to 
them, they hide the work of the binder and 
have a tendency to induce publishers to go in 
for cheaper and plainer bindingsto the loss of 
that section of the binding trade who cater 
for publisher's, or edition work as it is termed. 
lt would seem that to sell a book nowadays 
reliance is not placed on its actual contents, 
its literary value, or its appealing interest, but 
to the appeal to the eye that is made by a 
glaring jacket, that is probably torn off and 
thrown away the first time the volume is read. 
And yet these book jackets must entail a con- 
siderable amount of trouble and expense to. 


the publisher in their production, which, if- 


not added to the price of the book, must be. 
taken off the' cost of the binder's work. Still, 
if one may judge by the sales that are made 
of many of the present works of fiction the 
jacket may influence their selling, for it iscer- 
tainly not the quality of their contents, and 


the writers must owe a good deal of their . 


success to the designer of the paper cover for 
popularising what, in too many cases, is mere 


piffle.

The firm's representative explained that 
Katapodes called upon his firm with manu- 
script to be set in type, the agreement being 
that when the proofs were submitted the ac- 
count should be paid. | 

His Honour Judge Granger: What wasthe 
title of the article? , | | | 

The plaintiff's representative replied that it 
was entitled “ Greece and the War," and in 
the view of his firm it cast aspersions upon 
the political policy of this country. The Press 
Censor was informed, and Scotland Yard men 
destroyed the type. 

His firm, added plaintiff, was now suing for 
the amount expended on labour. 

A solicitor for the deféndant argued that as 
the work was not completed Katapodes was 
not liable. 

His Honour: But the type was broken up 
in accordance with the instructions of the 
Press Censor. mE 

Defendant's solicitor held that the printing 
firm should have made themselves acquainted 
with the nature of the manuscript before set- 
ting it in type. | 

His Honour: Do you think that printers 
read every manuscript before giving it to the 
staff to set up ? 

The Solicitor: If Scotland Yard destroys 
the type, then my client is to bear the loss? 

His Honour: Certainly. If you write 
against the interests of your country, you 
must take the responsibility. How could the 
printers be held liable? Instead of being 
responsible, they very wisely gave informa- 
tion to the Press Censor.

The Bookbinding Examination. 

The syllabus for the bookbinding examina- 
tions of the present session covers two parts— 
A, Forwarding ; and B, Finishing. Details of 
the first part having previously been given, 
we publish below corresponding particulars 
of the second part. 

B.—Finishing. 
GRADE I. 

(1. Written Examination.—The written 
examination in Grade I. will include ques 
tions founded on the following subjects : — 

I. Names and qualities of the various 
leathers used in covering books. 

2. Ordinary materials used in covering 
books, other than leather. 

3. Names of tools, and their respective ap- 
plications in finishing the back of a book « 

4. Paste, paste-water, size, vinegar, and 
glair; their preparation, mixture, and effect 
on the various leathers. 2 

5. Marking-up, and methods of preparing 
for finishing the backs of half-bound books 
with bands. 

6. Successive operations in “ tooling.” 

7. Blocking. 

8. General rules for arranging the lines of 
lettering. 

g. Designing simple arrangements of tools 
for the backs of half-bound books. 

10. Methods in cleaning off the gold after 
tooling. 

11. The pressing and “finishing out " of a 
half calf, and half morocco book, plain or 
polished. 

12. Causes of gold not adhering, and the 
remedies. 

(2) Practical Examination. — Candidates 
may be required to show proficiency in any 
two of the following processes:— . 

I. Finishing a half-calf back (five bands), 
with one or two lettering pieces in a “ neat " 
style— ` 

(a) The preparauen not to show on the 


calf. 
(b) To be polished all over. 

2. Finishing a half-calf gilt run-up back. 

3. Finishing a half-calf back with plain 
two or three line mitred panels, and single- 
line mitre round lettering pieces — 

(a) The preparation not to show on the 
calf. 
(b) To be polished all over. 

4. Finishing a half-morocco back, the pre- 
paration not to show in any case. 

Wood blocks with leather covered backs, or 
leather covered boards, will be supplied by 
the Institute for each candidate, but all 
finishing tools and letters must be provided 
by the school. 

FINAL EXAMINATION. 
Candidates for the final examination at 
centres outside England and Wales must 
hold a certificate in Grade I. 


A rorem 


(1.) Written Examination.—The final ex- 
amination may include more difficult ques- 
tions on the subjects of Grade 1., and in 
addition a knowledge will be required of :— 

1. Methods of preparing for finishing—calf, 
morocco, pig skin, sheep skin, seal skin. 

2. Designing backs, sides, and lettering 
panels fer hand tooling. 

3. Cost of finishing materials and tools. 

4. Equipment and organisation of finishing 
shop 

Candidates will be expected to be able to 
work out in detail estimates for any given 
work, showing the time and materials needed 
and their cost. 

(2.) Practical Examination. — Candidates 

may be required to show proficiency in any 
branch of extra finishing and simple design- 
ing. 
Wood blocks with leather covered backs, or 
leathered covered boards, will be supplied by 
the Institute for each Candidate, but all 
finishing tools and letters must be provided 
by the school. 

(3. Specimen Work.— Candidates for the 
final examination will also be required to 
submit a specimen of their work and the 
working drawing, done in the twelve months 
previous to examination, which must be for- 
warded so as to reach London not later than 
April 26th « 

A certificate signed by the candidate's em- 
ployer or by the class teacher and a member 
of the school committee, stating that the 
work has been executed by the candidate 
himself without assistance, must beforwarded 
with the specimen. In cases where the work 
has been executed at the candidate's own 
residence, a statutory declaration will be re- 
quired. Forms for either the certificate or the 
declaration may be obtained on application 
to the Institute. 

Prizes.—With a view to encourage ap- 
prentices to pursue their studies ata technical 
school, provided they are under 23 years of 
age and have been working at the bookbind- 
ing trade fora period of at least three years, 
the Worshipful Company of Stationers offer a 
prize of three guineas and a silver medal in 
each section, forwarding and finishing, to the 
apprentice working or residing within a 
radius of 20 miles of Stationers' Hall who 
passes the Institute's final examination in the 
first class and obtains the highest number of 
marks among qualified candidates. In the 
event of no regularly indentured apprentice 
being eligible, the prizes would be open to 
bona fide learners at the trade. All candi- 
dates must also be eligible under regulation 
34 of the programme. 

Prizes are also offered by the Skinners' 
Company. 

Full Technological Certificate.—For the 
full technological certificate, candidates who 
have passed the final examination will be re- 
quired either to pass the examination of the 
Board of Education in industrial design in 
relation to the craft of bookbinding, or, if 
students of a school approved under regula- 
tion 30 (6), to pass satisfactorily school 
examinations in drawing of ornament in-

As shown in the drawings, the feed rolls A, 

, together with the web or reel of paper C, 
are mounted in a separate frame D, which is 
adapted to belongitudinally adjusted relative 
to that part E, of the machine, in which the 
cutting or severing device F is carried, and 
so that when desired the distance or space, 
between the feed rolls A, B, and the cutting, 
or severing device, can be varied, that is to 
say, increased or reduced, whereby the ma- 
terial forming the web is severed in pre- 
determined lengths, and so that the printed

distance or space between these parts can be 
varied, whereby the material forming the web, 
is severed in pre-determined lengths, and so 
that the printed matter will approximately 
occupy the same position on each completed 
bag. The speed of the paper and the speed of 
the knife remain constant; further, the posi- 
tion of the knife is not varied. 

In carrying out the invention the feed rolls, 
together with the web or reel of paper or other 
material, are mounted in a separate frame 
which can be longitudinally adjusted relative 
to that part of the machine in which the cut- 
ting or severing device is mounted, and so that 
when desired the distance, or space, between 
the feed rolls and the cutting or severing de- 
vice, can be increased or reduced. The frame 
carrying the feed rolls may be operated in 
various ways, for example by a screwed rod 
and nut, or a rack and pinion. 

Fig. 1 is a side elevation of a part of a 
machine for making paper and like bags to 


matter thereon will approximately occupy 
the same position on each completed bag. The 
frame D, carrying the feed rolls A, B, and the 
reel of paper C, may be operated in various 
ways, but it is preferred to employ a screwed 
rod G, and handwheel Н, аз shown. Thefeed 
rolls A, B, are driven from the main shaft (not 
shown) through any suitable gearing at a 
constant speed, but the rollsJ, K, are driven 
ata slightly higher speed than the feed rolls. 
It will be obvious that the frame of the ma- 
chine may be made in one piece, always pre- 
vided the feed rolls A, B, are mounted so that 
the distance between them and the cutting or 
seVering device F, can be varied.

The 44-hour Week Demand. 


Mass Meeting of Master Printers Passes 
Strong Resolutions Against the Proposal. 


At the Stationers’ Hall, on Monday after- 
noon, the L.M.P.A., faced with the demand 
for a 44-hour week, held another very fully- 
attended special general meeting—a meeting 
even more crowded, and evincing more 
unanimity of purpose, than was the case with 
the meeting of December 4th, when the de- 
mand for increased wages was considered. 

Mr.J. J. Keliher presided. After apologising 
for being in the chair—the new president not 
having yet been elected—he told of the re- 
ceiving of the demand from the Federation 
of Printing Trade Unions of the whole country, 
and the calling of this general meeting. 

He went on to speak of the questionnaire 
which had been sent out to members, and said 
the country’s answer had been very emphatic. 

Replies from the Scottish M.P.A.—which 
represents something like 95 per cent. of the 
master printers of Scotland—showed that 97 
per cent. of their number were in favour of 
extreme resistance. (Cheers and applause.) 
In the Leeds district 95 per cent. had answered 
in the same way. Moreover, the Home 
Counties Alliance had also made a return 
that 95 per cent. of their members were pre- 
pared to resist to the utmost. For the whole 
country the returns so far had shown a per- 
centage of a little over 9o. So they would 
see pretty clearly the feeling of the whole of 
the printing trade. In addition to that, the 
British Association of Trade and Technical 
Journals had had a meeting, and passed the 
following resolution: “That this meeting of 
proprietors of trade and technical journals 
views with grave concern the demand of the 
operatives in tiie printing trades for a 44-hour 
week. Following, as it does, a long series of 
substantial improvements in wages and con- 


ditions of employment, the increased cost of 
production involved by the new demand 
comes at a time when publishers of trade and 
class papers have barely been able to adjust 
their resources to meet even the conditions 
already existing. While they are not unsym- 
pathetic with all reasonable claims of labour, 
they consider the present demand most un- 
justified, and calculated to react on the in- 
terests of labour by restricting the sizes of 
papers, and even threatening their very exist- 
ence. The proprietors represented at this 
meeting are prepared to recommend strongly 
the suspension of publications rather than 
agree to printing charges being forced up in 
the proposed inconsiderate manner." They 
passed also the following resolution: “That 
the B.A.T.T.J. immediately appoint a com- 
mittee of three of its members, with autho- 
rity to approach the three other newspaper 
societies concerned, with the object of securing 
their co-operation in resisting increases in 
printing charges." Mr. Keliher also men- 
tioned that the proprietors of weekly papers 
had expressed their intention of showing 
every possible resistence to this movement 
and of assisting the master printers. They 
had been good enough to send representatives 
to this meeting. 

In asking the assistance of the meeting in 
framing a case to put before the trade union 
represeutatives, he said it was judged inadvis- 
able to make a point blank refusal to their 
requests for a conference, as it was considered 
that master printers had such a case that they 
could surely influence the trade union leaders 
to check this movement. 

He then read the resolution which the Fed- 
eration Council had passed on the 2oth inst. : 


то? 


“That this Council of the Federation of 
Master Printers’ and Allied Trades of Great 
Britain and Ireland, holding as it does the 
"unanimous opinion that any further reduc- 
tion in working hours would inflict irrepar- 
able injury to all concerned in the printing 
and allied trades, in consequence of the great 
increase in the cost of printing which would 
result, instructs the Labour Committee, when 
in conference with the representatives of the 
Federated Trade Unions, to makeit clear that 
no further reduction in hours can be con- 
sidered.” 

He said that a similar resolution would be 
put to this meeting. Before doing so he asked 
tor an expression of the views of large em- 
ployers, and called first upon Mr. Edgar 
Waterlow. 

Mr. Edgar Waterlow spoke of the serious 
effects of the reduction from 50 tu 48 hours, of 
the present accumulation of arrears of work, 
and ‹ the need for greater production in 
view of the state of the foreign exchange. To 
ancrease premises, machinery, or labour was 
difficult or impossible. Skilled labour was in 
some branches quite extinct; there might be 
some unemployedon the books ot some unions, 
but for the most part they were probably un- 
employable. He urged that it would be more 
reasonable and more patriotic to go back to 
à 52-hour week for a certain period, rather 
than to reduce the hours under the present 
very serious conditions. 

He seconded the resolution before the meet- 
ing and asked leave to put a further resolu- 
Aion of his own later. 

Mr. A. F. Blades, speaking as President of 
the Federation of Master Printers, expressed 
pleasure at seeing what he termed the most 
anfluential meeting ever held in that hall, and 
said that.it would strengthen him in any fight 
he might have to put up. He said the life of 
the printing trade would be squeezed out if 
this demand were conceded to. He quoted 
Mr. Balfour's saying, “the war is not over." 
1n the present transitional period, with short- 
age of men, machines and material, he urged 
that any reduction of hours ought to be 
brought about nationally or internationally. 
in resisting these demands they would have 
behind them the Confederation of Federations 
of the United Federations, also the Federa- 
‘tion of British Industries. Besides the many 
large printing firms represented at the meet- 
ang, they had firmly at their back the Federa- 
ition of Paper Box Manufacturers, the Federa- 
tion of Paper Bag Manufacturers, the Federa- 
tion of Envelope Makers and the Wholesale 
Stationers. All these had said: We will 
agree to sign your resolution that we will re- 
sist to the extent of either strike or lock-out, 
af necessary. 

Mr. T. J. Hunt urged that hours had already 
been quite sufficiently reduced. He said it was 
anfair that in these disputes the masters had 
always to find the stake. Не suggested they 
should say to the теп, “ We will go on with 
the hours now worked while you continue to 
work them, but if you once go out, our hours 
will be 50 and no holidays paid for.” Then it 
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would be a fair fight. He strongly supported 
the resolution before the meeting. 

Mr. Vincent Brooks suggested that it would 
be wiser to press for an arrangement that any 
steps with regard to further limitation of 
hours should be taken by Parliament, on 
nationallines. He emphasised the great dis- 
advantage which, in view of foreign competi- 
tion and the state of the exchange, would 
accrue from a reduction of hours. 

The question of the position of H.M. Sta- 
tionery Office having been raised, Mr. Hill 
asked whether the Government were not 
pledged to a 48-hour week for all the country 
and all trades. 

Mr. A. F. Blades replied that the Govern. 
ment were distinctly pledged to a 48-hour 
week, and he did not see how they could go 
back upon it. 

Mr. C. A. Bates expressed the feeling that if 
the men in the workshops were properly ap- 
proached and it were pointed out to them 
how every other activity in the country is 
dependent upon printing, and how great is 
the need for bigger output, it could be 
arranged that a second ballot be taken, a 
ballot working from the men back to head- 
quarters instead of the other way about. At 
present the men might not realise the need 
for greater production and might think they 
were afraid for their pockets, though they 
were not. That was because the masters 
were not close enough to their men. If they 
had the solid good opinion of the men behind 
them, they should be able to get them to look 
at the matter from the point of view of the 
good of thetrade as a whole. 

Mr. A. E. Goodwin, secretary of the Federa- 
tion of Master Printers, said they had already 
heard what the rest of the country was doing. 
London was an integral part of the Federa- 
tion, and upon the opinion of London would 
depend the decision taken on this important 
matter. In Leeds, question forms were sent 
out to 70 printers, and in less than three days 
the whole of the forms were returned. Їп 
London, 9oo forms had been sent out, and the 
returns were quite satifactory so íar as they 
hadcomein. They wanted every oneof these 
forms returned so that they might know they 
had full aurhority from their members. 

"The chairman then put to the meeting a 
resolution in the name of the London Master 
Printers, in exactly the same terms as the 
Federation Council resolution cited above. 

‘The resolution was carried unanimously. 

Mr. Edgar Waterlow's resolution was then 
read, viz: —" That the Federation Council be 
instructed to ask the Federated Trade Unions 
to seriously consider and confer with the 
Council on the necessity of having a 52-hour 
week for a period to be agreed, and on terms 
agreeable to both parties." 

Mr. T.J. Hunt seconded this resolution. 

On its being put to the vote it was carried 
with only seven dissentients. 

‘The chairman, in closing the meeting, ex- 
pressed gratification at the very large attend- 
ance of members and the absolutely unani- 
mous feeling shown. 
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Forsaking on this occasion their usual

the enterprising Central Districts branch of 
the L.M.P.A., gathered for their first annual 
general meeting in the St. Bride Institute. 


Although there was room to spare during the 


business meeting, which began at 5 o'clock, 
the choice of larger accommodation was 
amply justified by the full attendance ob- 
tained at Mr. Williamson's lecture on “The 
Federation Costing System " (reported in part 
on another page) which followed at 6.30. 

The minutes of the previous meeting as 
printed having been taken as read, Mr. J. D. 
McAra, F.C.LS.,,in the chair, explained briefly 
the need for an alteration in Rule 9 of the 
Branch Association Rules. On the motion of 


Mr. T. J. Hunt, seconded by Mr. O. G. Poulson, , 
it was proposed to substitute new wording as : 


follows .— 
"The business of the Association shall 


be conducted by a president, vice-presidents, ' 


hon. treasurer and hon. secretary, together 
with an executive committee of 24 members, 
to be elected at the annual general meeting, 
which committee shall appoint their repre- 
sentatives to sit on the council of the London 
Master Printers’ Association. The president, 
hon. treasurer and secretary of the parent 
Association shall be ex-officio members. The 
executive committee shall have power to co-, 
opt four additional members." ‘The proposi- 
tion was carried unanimously. 

The chairman next presented the annual 
report, tracing in interesting fashion the 
doings of the branch since its inception in 
July, 1918. He told how Mr. Burchell had 
first stirred enthusiasm by his round. table 
conferences. Rightly or wrongly they had 
felt that headquarters was not giving due 
consideration to the smaller printer. The 
bronch had done much to remedy this., They 
took credit to themselves, he said, that it was 
through their efforts that headquarters found 
it necessary to appoint an organiser. In their 
district the organiser had been able to reap a 
good harvest through the branch's spade 
work. On behalf of the executive he rendered 
very hearty appreciation to Mr. Burchell, to 
whom chiefly they attributed the success 
achieved by the branch. To Mr. J.J. Keliher 
also the gratitude of the members was ex- 


pressed. Mention was made of his presiding 


at their meetings, and of his energy in pro- 
noting the interests of master printers gener- 
ally. From Major Birch, he said, they antici- 
pated much good work in consolidating the 
affairs of the L.M P.A., in conjunction with 
Mr. Whyte whom they knew to have a wide 
experience of association matters. Going on 
to emphasise the need for educative propa- 
ganda, the chairman said their meetings had 
been characterised by freedom from restraint 
in the discussion of practical questions, and 
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he enumerated the various subjects that had 
come under consideration. He made appre- 
ciative reference to the work of the council 
and the labour committee in connection with 
labour demands, to the work of the costing 
committee and its able officials, also to that of 
the organisation committee, and especially of 
Mr. R. A. Austen-Leigh in the production of 
the Jobbing Price List and of the new and 
more democratic rules of the Association. . In 
conclusion he mentioned the “campaign 
fund” instituted by Mr. Burchell to meet 
special expenses, and said that the amount 
standing to the credit of this fund was / 76 3s. 
He mentioned also that a sum of £195 17s. 3d. 
was due to the branch from headquarters. In 
future all subscriptions would be paid to 
headquarters and the expenses of the branch 
defrayed by the parent body. He moved the 
adoption of the report. 

Mr. J. Crowle-Smith seconded, speaking of 
the efficient services of the chairman, Mr. J. 
D. McAra, in representing the Association on 
various occasions, and bearing further testi- 
mony to the large amount of effective work 
done by Mr. Burchell for the benefit of the 
Association. 

The report was then unanimously adopted. 

The Treasurer, Mr. J. Crowle-Smith, next 
read the income and expenditure account 
and the balance sheet, and moved the adop- 
tion of the report. 

Mr. O. G. Poulson seconded. 

The Chairman mentioned that it was in- 
tended to waive part of the income due from 
headquarters. 

Mr. Crowle-Smith moved “ That it be left to 
the Executive Committee in their discretion to 
make the best arrangements possible with 
headquarters in connection with the balance 
due to the branch up to October 31st, 1919."

On the outbreak of war the business 
came practically to a standstill, and there- 
after, until the end of 1018, he lost money on 
the trading. In 1910, 1911 and 1912 the bank- 
rupt's mother, as he alleged, transferred to 
him by way of absolute gift certain stocks, 
shares, furniture, silver and plate. At the 


beginning of 1018 she issued a writ against 
him claiming that such securities were held 
on trust for her; he entered a defence, but on 
the advice of counsel consented to judgment 
for £1,000, and costs, and to deliver up the 
furniture and silver ; he offered £700 in settle- 
ment of the claim, but the offer was refused 
and tLese bankruptcy proceedings were 
instituted by the mother. He attributed his 
failure to the before mentioned judgment; 
to loss of £1,500 over the Crystal Palace 
venture; to falling away of business since 
the war, and to heavy removal expenses. 
The offences reported by the official receiver 
were (1) omission to keep books of account; 
(2) trading with knowledge of -insolvency ; 
(3) contributing to the bankruptcy by rash 
and hazardous speculation ; and (4) miscon- 
duct in making a false affidavit in the litiga- 
tion with the petitioning creditor, he having 
sworn that prior to the war the profits of the 
business averaged £700 per annum, whereas 
in I91 I and 1912 the net profits were £238 and 
£312 respectively; in 1913 there was a loss of 
£806, and in 1914 a profit of £118. Mr. king- 
ham, for the joint trustees, associated them 
with the official receiver's report. Mr. Tin- 
dale Davies, on the bankrupt's behalf, asked 
for the discharge to be granted subject to a 
judgment for £10, but his Honour said that 
having regard to the misconduct it was not a 
case fur a judgment and the discharge must be 
suspended for three years. Order entered 
accordingly. 


Re HERBERT JAMES Gibbins, 56, Ludgate- 
hill, E.C., Printers’ l'raveller.—An application 
for an o der of discharge was made at the 
London Bankruptcy Court on January 23rd 
on behalf of this bankrupt, who failed in 
August, 1919, with liabilities £634 105. 4d , and 
assets nil. Mr. D. Williams, official receiver, 
reported that two previous failures were re- 
corded against the applicant in 1893 and 1912 
respectively. Since the latter failure he had 
been employed as a printer's traveller ou 
salary and commission. Owing to the war his 
earnings by way of commission were con- 
siderably reduced, and since February, 1917, 
he had been in the hands of monevlenders. 
In May, 1918, he joined the army, from which 
he was discharged on April 3rd last, and he 
was subsequently ei ployed by a firm of 
printers at a salary of £7a week and com- 
mission. He attributed his bankruptcy to his 
income, owing to reduced commissions, being 
insufficient to meet his household and per- 
sonal expenses, and to interest on borrowed 
moneys. The application was opposed by 
the official receiver on the grounds (1) insuffi- 
ciency of assets to equal rios. in the £ on the 
amount of the unsecured liabilities; (2) con- 
tributing to the bankruptcy by unjustifiable 
extravagance in living ; and (3) two previous 
bankruptcies. Mr. Eddy, on behalf of the 
applicant, offered to take an immediate dis- 
charge, subject to a judgment for £25, but Mr. 
Registrar Francke held that it would be 
against public policy to allow that to bedone 
іп а case where a man had been twice pre- 
viously bankrupt, and imposed a suspension 
of two years.

MASTER printers are at last fully alive to 
to the serious attack which is being made 
upon their industry. So far, they have been 


able to buy off the besiegers with concession | 


after concession. Now there comes the test- 
ing wisp of straw in the shape of a demand 
{ог a shorter working week of 44 hours. 
“tt seems as if employing printers have at 
fast the bit between their teeth. Monday saw 
the largest meeting of London master printers 
that has ever assembled at the Stationers' 
Hall, a fact which, indicates the seriousness 
with which the present demand is regarded. 
Many arguments were put forward against 
the proposal for shorter hours. There is a 


suspicion that the demand arises not so much 
from the idea of working fewer hours, but to 
obtain the higher rates for overtime which 
would follow. Furthermore, there seems to 
be some ground for the suggestion that the 
ballot which was taken on this subject does 
not indicate the real feeling of the men. Any- 
one who was asked whether he would prefer 
to work 44 hours instead of 48 hours might be 
expected to give only one answer. Butasa 
matter of fact quite a large number of those 
who were canvassed actually voted against 
the 44 hours, and many papers were not re- 
turned. Astronger argument than this against 
any reduction of hours at the present time 
could scarcely be conceived. What is wanted 
just now is not less work, but more. It used 
to be an argument for shorter hours, that the 
men would turn out more work in the shorter 
period because they would be fresh and alert 
for their task. Whatever the cause, during 
the recent strenuous and weary months, this 
result has not been achieved. It seems to be 
not only in the interests of the printing trade, 
but of the general welfare of the country that 
there should be no shortening of hours, at the 
present juncture at all events. One of the 
evils resulting from the high cost of printing 
is a loss of export trade and the bad effect 
which this has upon the rate of ел -hange. 
Much printing business formerly executed by 
British houses is going to America and other 
countries, and when the present abnormal 
orders for printing have abated, this will 
reflect upon employment among our working 
printers to a serious extent. Ап alternative 
suggestion is made that instead of reducing 
the hours to 44, they should be increased to 
52. In any case it is to be hoped that reason- 
‘able counsels will prevail during the forth- 
‘coming negotiations, and that the men's 
leaders will see the necessity of at least with- 
holding their demand for the 44 hours.

' Federation System. 


The keenest interest was evinced by a large 
gathering of master printers on Thursday 


evening, when, on behalf of the Central Dis- s 


tricts branch of the L.M.P.A., Mr. A. William- 
son, F.C.W.A., the costing secretary of the 
Federation of Master Printers and Allied 
Trades, lectured at St. Bride’s on “ Objections 
to and Advantages of the Federation Costing 
System.” Мг. Williamson proved himself not 
only a master of his subject but also a fluent 
speaker able to treat in quite an entertaining 
manner a subject from which some of his 
hearers might have expected little but thedry 
bones of technical theory. The lecture and 
discussion are of such importance that in 
order to give a full report, we propose to 
publish it in three instalments. beginning 
with this issue. 


Mr. J.J. Keliher was in the chair, and in his'y 


introductory remarks said that in the whole 
ot the British Isles there was по finer ex- 
ponent of scientific costing than Mr. William- 
son. He mentioned that since Mr. William-. 
son had been attached to the parent associa-. 
tion the demands for the installing of the 
system throughout the country had increased 
by leaps and bounds. The costing system 
had been a great blessing to the printing 
trade; there could be no two opinions about , 
that. He had been disappointed to hear from 
Mr. Williamson that as regards the installa- 
tion of the costing system London was rather 
behindhand as compared with other large 
towns in the country. He had no doubt, 
however, that reports of this meeting getting 
into the trade papers would give an im- 
petus to it in the London district. 

Mr. Williamson said that the title given 
him for his lecture was "Objections to and 
Advantages of the Federation Costing Sys- 
tem," and he found that their excellent branch, 


secretary had, on his circular, added the words - 


" The system which has revolutionised print- 
Ing accountancy, and made profits possible." 


The most important part of that rather ex 


tensive title was the last two words, “ Profits 
possible." His experience of the printing 


trade for many years had proved to him that | 


in the past the profits secured from the print- 
ing trade were almost infinitesimal. He was 
afraid there were some concerns even to day 
still labouring under the delusion that it is 
not possible to make profits in the printing 
trade. He had the other day come across a 
man still charging out composition at a 
shilling an hour. 


Before objection could be raised, he said, to ^ 


any system or any thing, there must be know- 
ledge of the system or the thing itself. He 
knew from personal contact with printers in 
the United Kingdom, including Ireland, that 
many of the objections that had been raised 


e readily answered.

in a certain town, and when they were seated 


. in the office the printer said : " Are you going 


into the office of Mr. So-and-So?" “ Yes,” 
was the reply. "Then you don't see my 
balance-sheet,” said the printer. ‘You in- 


sult me, sir !” exclaimed Mr. Williamson. The 


printer saw the point, and apologised. 

“ Gentlemen,” said the lecturer, " do you fo 
one moment think that if I were to enter the 
office of any printer in this room this evening, 
and pass into the office of a competitor and 
disclose the secrets of that balance-sheet that 
I should be worth my salt, or be allowed to 
continue in my position?" 


The Senior Partner's Objections. 
As an example of another objection the 


lecturer told of his going into an office on 
the invitation of two sons who had been given 


-executive positions in the business. ‘hey had 


invited hitn to come and explain the system 
—somewhat against the wishes of the father, 
who on his arrival put to him as many and as 
awkward questions as he could. Many of 
these were stock questions, and were very 
"Isee you have got these 
answers all ready," said the governor, “апа 
its not much use my trying to fasten you 
down. 1 have no objections at all to the 


* System coming in, but I do object to anybody 


thinking they can conduct this business better 
than I have conducted it in the past." ‘lhe 
system was installed, the head of the business 
watching at first in a very critical attitude. 
But a few weeksago, said the lecturer, he met 
this gentleman again, and saw at once that 
an entire change had come over his outlook. 
Speaking later to his son, he asked, “ What 
has happened to your father?" “A lot has 
happened to him. Look at that." He handed 
over a batch of job cost sheets. “My father 
estimated for all these jobs." Mr. Williamson 
looked at the place where he always looks— 
the bottom right-hand corner, where profit 
ought to be. On every one of these sheets 
there was shown a loss. ‘“ Now,” said the 
young man, ‘‘this is some of the work esti- 
mated for on the lines of the system." At the 
same place in the sheets there was shown a 
very substantial profit. "My father and I 
have been discussing these this afternoon," 
he said; "the result staggered him, there- 
fore he is critical no longer." 


The Cost of the System. 


A more serious objection, said the lecturer, 
is the fear in the minds of perhaps 50 per cent. 
of printers, that the installing of the costing 
system is going to mean an increase in the 
He said that was an en- 
tirely mistaken idea. No firm yet that had 
installed the system had been able to give 
proof that the introduction of the system had 
increased the cost of production. 

Another objection was that the system en- 
tailed a great deal of work. “This one book’ 
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that might well be designated the printer's 
Bible," said the lecturer, holding up a copy of 
“Cost Finding,” “has done more damage to 
the costing system than all the advocacy of, 
the men engaged in it has been able to undo." 

He said that printers in the past had never got 
sufficient return from their labours to give 
them the time to sit down and learn from the 
book what the system means. They had 
turned over casually and read a few pages; 


they had seen thirty or forty forms in the book,- * 


and had run away with the idea that that 

was the costing system, and that if they in- 

stalled it they would have every one of those 

forms to fill up. Не was not at all surprised · 
they said the costing system was no good to 

them. Asa matter of fact, the system could 

be worked on three forms in many offices, and 

on four in the biggest offices in the country 

to-day. 

It was because of ignorance that this system 
had not received the attention which it richly 
deserved. Notwithstanding the propaganda 
work of the Federation Costing Committee, 
propaganda carried out by men who are well 
known to London printers and to whom the 


industry owes a great deal—including Mr. +‘ 


Howard Hazell, Mr. Harry Cooke, the late Mr. 
J. E. T. Allen and Mr. A. E. Goodwin— not- 
withstanding the whole of the propaganda of 
these men, recognised as authorities in print- 
ing and printers' costs, the system was still 


unknown, said the lecturer, to at least 25 рег. 


cent. of printers in this country. It was un- 
known, and therefore these men—the 25 per 
cent.—could not logically object to the 
system. He reckoned further that 50 percent. 
of printers in this country did not read their 
trade journals, and because they did not read 
them the system was misunderstood.

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Discussion on Mr. J. W. Carley's Lecture. 


The following is a report of the interesting 
discussion that followed the lecture by Mr. J. 
W. Carley on “The Factors of Scientific 
Management" reported in our issue of the 
15th inst. 

Mr. McAra, in briefly opening the discussion, 
refrained from dealing with the costing versus 
management question, remarking that he 
saw all the costing experts with nerves on the 
quiver waiting to “go for" the lecturer. He 
said there would be general endorsement of 
some of the points made by Mr Carley, as, for 
instance, his advocacy of increased wages, 
shorter hours, and the like; also of some of 
the things that had been said about the man 
at the top that didn't know his business. He 
had never come across a compositor who 
didn't know twice as much as his boss, and as 
for managing directors, it was always a case 
of ** How the devil the business goes on with 
the managing director we've got is a puzzle." 
He commended the lecture as full of ideas, 
most suggestive, and bristling with points 
affording abundant scope for discussion. 

Mr. Goodwin, whom the chairman called 
upon as a probable critic, said he had 
thoroughly enjoyed the lecture, in which the 
lecturer's subject had been ably treated. He 
was sure the lecturer would agree with him 
that there was no conflict between scientific 
costing and scientific management. In en- 
deavouring to obtain increased productivity 
they would find themselves unable to compare 
output in different years unless they had a 
proper system of recording the amount of 
production. Scientific costing was essential 
to scientific management. It was, as the 
lecturer had said, a means of diagnosis. One 
could not cure a complaint until one knew 
what the patient was suffering from. He did 
not agree that scientific management was not 
a matter for the men. He considered it an 
essential part of the workers’ education that 
they should be brought into sympathy with 
the movement for improved methods of 
management. He was not prepared to admit 
that there was not a good deal of science in 
printing offices before Mr. Taylor made his 
discoveries. The lecture had been an impor- 
tant and interesting one and would give rise 
to a good deal of thought. 

Mr. Attill said he thought motion study a 
slow means, as compared with scientific cost- 
ing,for discovering where delay occurred. 

Mr. Riddell, who claimed to be an advocate 
of scientific management and one of theearly 
advocates also of scientific costing, said that 
neither system would secure the end desired 
unless there was the requisite intelligence and 
technical knowledge. He pointed out that 
scientific costing itself tended to greater 
productivity. It showed, for instance, where 
a printer was paying for wasted labour when 
his money would be far better spent on mate- 


rial. He characterised as “ tommy rot" the 
statement that modern business was twenty 


' per cent. technical, eighty per cent. contribu- 


tory. How were they to get production 
unless they had the necessary technical know- 
ledge to put into it? He strongly objected to 
the office man, without technical skill, who, 


. in the name of scientific management, hin- 


dered the practical man from using his dis- 
‘cretion in the use of machines, etc. He was 
very glad the lecture had taken place, and 
commended Mr. Carley's treatment of his 
vey interesting subject. 

r. Crofts pointed out that to increase pro- 
duction would not alter the balance-sheet 
unless, with the help of the costing system, 
in ез of production were properly regu- 
ated. 

Mr. Collis expressed agreement with the 
suggestion that efforts should be directed to 
reducing the cost of living rather than to in- 
creasing wages still further. He hoped trades 
unions and workers generally would move in 


.that direction. After commenting upon 


upon several other points, he moved a very 
hearty vote of thanks to the lecturer. 

Mr. Watkins said that to endeavour to 
locate delay by means of the costing system 
was іп many cases shutting the stable door 
after the horse was gone. Before results 
could be checked by the costing system there 
must be standardisation. Не spoke of 
attempts made in America to get standardisa- 
tion in the printing trade. If they had a 
planning department with a practical man 
who could give the necessary instructions to 


- secure uniformity of production in every 


department they could get scientific manage- 
ment. Costing ‘would afterwards determine 
whether that scientific management was 
effective or not. He seconded the vote of 
thanks to the lecturer. 

` Оп the Chairman's putting the vote to the 
meeting, it was carried with acclamation. 

Mr. Carley, in his reply, said he regretted 
that owing to the lateness of the hour he 
would be unable to deal fully with the ques- 
tions raised in the discussion. Hesaid hehad 
no desire to deprecate the use of cost systems, 
because he believed that the costing system 
used by the printing trade provided the only 
sure basis for successful trading. But trading 
was not producing. These two activities 
were each governed by an entirely different 
set of principles. For the cost expert to arro- 
gate to himself all costs data, and to say that 
he would show the printer what was right 
and what was wrong, that he would point out 
the weak spots, was all nonsense; for the 
costing experts were in this difficulty, that 
they had no standard except that which was 
given to them by the printer, and any depar- 
ture from that standard was something upon 
which they were not qualified to criticise. 
When output fell per hour they could only 
point out differences. À steam gauge on a 
boiler might indicate the pressure, but it 
could do nothing to develop the steam. |t 
must follow that the printer and the accoun- 
tants might work together, but the technical 
man was to be the “star,” and they were to 
help him.

A Variety of Subjects Discussed 
at the Third Annual Meeting. 


Important local business matters, together 
wih some points of general interest to the 
trade, came up for discussion at the third 
annual meeting of the North London Master 
Printers’ Association, held on the 28th ult. at 
the Finsbury Park Congregational Church 
Room. The interest taken was evinced by 
the specially good attendance obtained in 
spite of inclement weather, members coming 
even from far-outlying districts. 

The minutes having been disposed of, the 
Secretary, Mr. W. J. Mizen, read a letter of 
apology for absence from Major H. Fordyce 
Birch, who was expected to be present, but 
was prevented by a severe cold. А letter was 
also read from Mr. F. А. Perry, president of the 
W. and N.W.M.P.A.,suggesting that a joint 
propaganda meeting of the two associations 
should be held in the neighbourhood of 
King's-cross. Thesecretary intimated that he 
had already replied approving of the sugges- 
tion. The proposed meeting would probably 
take place about the third week of February. 

The election of eleven new members was 
next made or confirmed, their names being 
A. J. Butterton, A. T. Redmond, P. Fisher, 
Williams and Sons, C. Coventry, E. S. Warm- 
ington, Cosmo Press, Ltd., G. Etherington, 
А. M. Butterton, Н. W. Stone, and Rawlinson 
and Phipps. The Chairman, Mr. G. B. Moore, 
welcomed these on behalf of the association, 
and wished them the same experience as had 
resulted to himself from association member- 


ship— the turning of competitors into friends. 


Mr. Johnson, organiser to the L.M.P.A., next 
made a report as to his experiences duriug four 
or five days' energetic work in the northern 
district. He was able to report the obtaining 
of several new members, and made practical 


suggestions for the bringing together of 


master printers іп the North of London. The 


thanks of the meeting were heartily accorded 
him. 
Reports of the Year's Work. | 

Mr. Mizen, in an interesting report of the 
past year's work of the association, laid еп)- 
phasis on the difficulties presented by the in- 
creasing costs of production during the year. 
He was able to record an increase of member- 
ship from 35at the last annual meeting to 70 
at the present time. He recalled the many 
interesting discussion meetings which had been 
held, and thanked those whose assistance had 
made them so successful. He concluded with 
a strong appeal that each member should set 
himself the task of obtaining at least one 
new member during the next twelve months. 

The Financial Secretary, Mr. D. A. White- 


. head, followed with a statement of the ac- 


counts for the year ending October 31st, 1919. 
His report showed a healthy state of affairs 
financially, a balance of over £17 being in 


hand after the paying of all expenses. Не 


urged theimportance of having a good reserve 
fund,and said that his ownexperience was that 
his payments in respect of membership of the 
association and in respect of the costing de- 
partment were one of his best investments. 
Mr. H. C. Hill, in proposing the adoption of 
the treasurer's report. congratulated the execu- 
tive upon their efficient handling of the 
finances of the branch, making it possible to 
carry forward about half the income received. 


Election of Officers and Representatives. 


The next item was the election of officers, 
and committee, also of two representatives to 


: the central council. The officers elected were

Mr. Hill proposed a very hearty vote of 
thanks (afterwards. carried unanimously) to 
the retiring president, Мг. G B. Moore, who, 
the said, had fulfilled the wishes and hopes of 
the branch in every possible way, attending 
not only local meetings but meetings of the 
Parent Association also, and representing 
North London in a very satisfactory manner. 

Mr. Moore made suitable acknowledgement 
of the vote of thanks. 

The two members previously serving as re- 
presentatives on the central council, Mr. H. C. 
Hill and Mr. W. J. Mizen were unanimously 
elected to continue as representatives under 
the new constitution. Both briefly returned 
thanks for election, Mr. Mizen at the same 
time paying a tribute of high appreciation of 
Mr. Hill's valuable services on the council. 


Joint industrial Council Matters. 


‘Consideration was next given to a com- 
munication from headquarters submitting a 
letter from the health committee of the Joint 
Industrial Council appealing for the interest 
of members in the improving of hygienic con- 
ditions in printing offices by the providing of 
better methods of ventilation and better 


sanitary arrangements. It wassuggested that’ 


the subject be made a matter for discussion. 

Mr. Hill said they all knew that in some 
respects the printing trade was not the most 
healthy business, and sometimes —especially 
in the city —conditions were not ideal. Whilst 
the matter might not apply to North London 
particularly, he proposed that the secretary 
send а sympathetic reply saying that the 
branch would certainly do all in its power to 
improve, where possible, the hygienic con- 
ditions in the establishments of its members. 

A further communication was also sub- 
‘mitted to the meeting regarding the forma- 
tion of district committees and works advi- 
sory committees under the Joint Industrial 
Council, and setting forth suggested rules for 
these committees. 

Mr. Hill spoke to having had some twelve 
'months' experience of a works committee іп 
his own business, and having found it ex- 
ceedingly useful. He thought that in every 
establishment where there were 20 or 30 work- 
men, a works advisory committee was ad- 
visable. 11 tended to the improvement of 
workers' conditions without increasing costs, 
perhaps even reducing them. It helped to 
create a satisfied body of workers, and more- 
over was very valuable as bringing em- 
nployers and employees into more direct con- 
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tact, and creating a better understanding 
between the two. 

It was agreed to recommend that members 
adopt the proposal with regard to a works 
committee wherever practicable. 


The Profiteering Act. 


Mr. Whitehead drew attention to the 
Stationers’ Association circular (cited on an- 
other page) regarding the Prefiteering Act. 
He urged the reasonableness of the Board of 
Trade decision that present market prices 
may be charged irrespective of the original 
cost of goods. He mentioned that one of 
their own members was not long ago haled 
before the Hornsey Profiteering Committee, 
when that Committee ruled out his claim, 
now admitted, that stationery does not come 
within the schedule; moreover, when this 
gentleman produced, as evidence of fairness 
of price, goods of similar lines bought at 
similar establishments in the West End, at 
prices which showed his own to be even 
favourable to the customer, the Committee 
would not even consider this evidence. Un- 
fortunately, he said, that gentleman had been 
victimised, though not fined. It might have 
been better for him if the case had been sent 
for prosecution, as he thought it would pro- 
bably have been discharged. Не thought 
the Board of Trade decision now made 
known was of importance to printers as well 
as stationers. | 


The 44.Hours Demand. 


The Chairman having referred to the special 
general meeting at Stationers' Hall with re- 
gard to the 44-hours demand, some discussion 
on this subject ensued. Emphasis was placed 
on dangers arising from increased costs of 
printing. Not only would printed matter 
cost more but other goods also, and this 
country's foreign trade would thus be 
damaged. One member mentioned that some 
of his own customers were now using im- 
ported American printed matter. Mr. Hill 
spoke of the very strong support which the 
master printers were receiving in resisting the 
demand, and he urged members to act as one 
man in the matter. He thought this would 
result in preventing a reduction of hours, and 
without recourse to strike or lock-out. 

A vote of thanks to the chairman brought 
the meeting to an end.

EARLY PAPERMAKING AT Bury.—It has been 
stated that the business of Messrs. James 
Wrigley and Sons, Bridge Hall Paper Mills, 
Bury, which has just been acquired by Mr. G. 
H. Wilkinson and Mr. Charles Baker, was 
founded in the latter part of the 18th century, 
and another statement gives 1800 as the date. 
But probably there was papermaking in that 
part of the then township of Heap two hun- 
dred years ago, or more, says the Bury Times. 
At any rate, one George Warburton, whose 
will was proved in 1721, is described in that 
document as a papermaker of Heap. 
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As it Is, and As It Ought To Be. 


Continuing his address on ‘costing to the 


‚ members of the Central Districts Branch of 


the L.M.P.A., Mr. Williamson proceeded to 
discuss right and wrong methods of estimat- 
ing printers’ costs. Prejudice, he said, was 
responsible for inuch Opposition to the 
Federation Costing System — prejudice due to 
very mistaken ideas as to what constituted 
the cost of printing. “ What is cost?" he 
asked. He answered that cost is the sum 
total of the wages paid, the materials used, 


and an equitable proportion of the expenses 
of the business. 


Some Rough-and-Ready Methods Used. 
. Reviewing some of his experiences in call- 
ing upon printers, Mr. Williamson said he had 
соте across some wonderful methods of find- 
ing the cost of printing. He inquired of one 
printer who had told him he had been trained 
in an excellent establishment, the head of 
which was “an expert in costing." Thereply 
had been: “ We take the wages paid, so much 
an hour, and we put 333 Per cent. on that; 
we add the cost of the material, and we put 
33t per cent. on the two; then—if we can get 
lI-we put on another 333 per cent.” The 
beauty of that method, said the lecturer, was 
the adding of the third percentage “if wecan 
get it.” А system that depended upon the 
man at the other side of the counter, he said 
was in his opinion worthless. 

Another method—a favourite method with 
auditors and accountants of the past—was 
the use of a fixed Percentage to cover ex- 
penses. "The auditor had told the printer 

thé percentage of your expenses to your 

usIneéss is so much; if you put so much per 
Сеп. on your labour and materials you will 
Cover the whole expenses.” A number of firms 
Were to-day working under that process. This 
was how it operatea, said the lecturer: if a 
job was carrying a large percentage of labour 
and a small percentage of material, the cus- 
tomer might be paying too little, while, on 
the other hand, if the percentage of labour 
Was small and material predominated, the 
Customer was Paying through the nose. 
* used as an illustration the case of a large 
office which he visited some few months ago. 
fter making his examination he had reported 
at such and such hourly rates would be 
Necessary to cover the firm's costs of produc- 
Поп. They had said “ these are considerably 
higher than any we have been using in the 
Past. Will you explain, if these rates are 
necessary, how is it that we have secured the 
satisfactory balance which you have seen in 
the accounts?" It was true there was a satis- 
factory balance, said the lecturer—satisfactory 
as printers had reckoned it in the past, though 
€ was very hopeful that before long such a 
hgure would not be considered satisfactory. 

* was prepared for the question and pointed 

Out that the only w2y to explain the matter 


was to refer to their job notes of work done 
and compare methods. On the production of 
a pile of notes, he asked them just to take out 
any one, give him the number of hours worked 
and the value of the material used, and he 
would work out what he thought a fair charge. 

The first job considered was one in which 
there were only three or four Hours—not 
much composition, not much machining, a 
fair amount of cutting—but the total of the 
paper somewhere about £4 to £5. The price 
he worked out on the lines of the system was 
£6. They passed the sheet along to him, and 
showed him that their price had been £8. 
"If this is the way your Federation Costing 
System is going to work," they said, “ good 
morning!—we don't want anything to do 
with it." "Don't репа hurry," he replied ; 
"suppose we try another." For the next job 
his price worked out at £80. They were not 
SO quick in showing him their figures for that. 
Their price had been £67. They tried another. 
His price was £140. They were still less 
anxious to show that sheet. Their price was 
£103. "When they asked him to explain the 
discrepancies, he pointed out that in the first 
job the bulk of the order had been paper. 
They had made that customer pay through 
the nose. It was not a square deal. In the 
second job, the biggest item waslabour. That 
was notasquare deal. The third job was 
even more glaringly out in the proportions of 
labour and material. And that was nota 
square deal. The possibilites were that if 
the customer of the first order had asked 
another printer for a price, and particularly 
if that printer were using the Federation 
system, the price would have been £6, and 
not £8, and the confidence of that custome 
would have been badly shaken, and the firs 
printer would have accused the other o 
having cut the price. 


The Only Remedy. 

If such methods of arriving at costs were 
unsatisfactory, what, asked the lecturer, was | 
the remedy? In his opinion, there was only 
one remedy—the Federation Costing System. 
He said he was out for the square deal. He 
wanted the print-buying public of this country 
to have so much confidence in the printing 
industry that they would be prepared to come 
to the printer's office, lay down an order on 
his desk, and say, “Go ahead ; I have confi- 
dence that when that job is finished the price 
will be Satisfactory.” He believed that when 
the system had received the recognition it 
deserved, that day would come. In fact, it 
had already come in some cases. A certain 
firm, one of the largest consumers of printing 
and stationery in the North of England, had 
said to their printers: “ We understand your 
Federation has a costing system. Are you 
using it?" "No." “Well then, one of the 
conditions of continuing our work is that you 
install that system. And when the experts of 
the Federation can Say that the system is 
working satisfactorily we will accept that 
certificate, and we will come and discuss with 
you the proportion of profit that is to be 
added to the cost, and we are brepared to be 
generous.” What better testimonial to the 
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value of the Federation Costing System, 
5 the lecturer, could be wanted than 
that : 

Mr. Williamson proceeded next to explain 
briefly how the system is applied. They take, 
he said, from the printer's profit and loss 
account fhe expenses of the business—rent, 
rates, insurance, lighting, heating, water rate, 
power, departmental sundries (so often for- 
gotten), interest on capital (another item often 
forgotten), and depreciation of plant.. These 
expenses they term factory expenses. These 
are allocated on three distinct lines. They 
are divided among machines or departments 
in proportion to the amount of floor space 
occupied. Another item handled on these 
lines is the workmen's compensation, which is 
allocated to departments on the basis ‘of 
wages paid. | В 

Appreciation of Plant. 

The last line of allocation is that of plant 
value. He said he laid special emphasis upon 
the necessity of securing interest on capital 
invested. If there ever was a day when that 
ought to be emphasised it was to-day. Here- 
ferred to that remarkable phenomenon now 
occurring—the appreciation of plant value. 
He cited à case of such appreciation at..a 
Lancashire cotton mill, and remarked also 
that any printer who had bought second- 
hand machinery during the last twelve 
months has had to pay more than what 
would have bought it new in 1014. It was 
necessary, therefore, that they should secure 
on the product passing through their factories 
not only interest on capital invested in plan}, 
but also an enhanced amount for deprecia- 
tion. A machine bought ten years ago for 
£100, and depreciated year by year since then, 
would be shown to-day on the books as 
worth, say £12. Probably, however, it could 
now be sold for £50. Hedid not advocate, 
he said, putting that machine down at £50 in 
costing, but undoubtedly depreciation should 
be very considerably increased. He antici- 
pated great changes in the machinery world 
within the next few years, and unless firms 
had set apart funds whereby purchases could 
be ‘made, they would find themselves in a very 
serious position. 

Another department, he said, which was 
overlooked very often, was the paper store or 
paper warehouse. One frequently heard the 
term “ handling charges.” Of all the terms 
used in the costing system that term had been 
more misunderstood than any other. He was 
frequently asked whether 15 per cent. was not 
too much for handling. He had to point out 
the floor space occupied,by stock, the need for 
interest on the capital invested, rent, lighting, 
heating, the time of the principal or the 
paper buyer in buying. All these were in- 
cluded in that 15 per cent. Then there wasa 
proportion of expenses left ; 
into the overhead expenses. 

Administration and Spoilage. 

The factory expenses, he repeated, had to 
be allocated on the three lines indicated. 
There remained certain administrative ex- 
penses such as salary for the proprietor and/or 
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his manager, the clerical salaries, the travel- 
lers' salaries, postage, and the printer's own 
stationery and advertising. Не asked how 
many firms in that room gave out a job note 
for their own printing and stationery. Every 
firm, he said, ought to send its own printing 
and stationery through the house in the 
ordinary way of a job, and charge it up to an . 
account. Another item often overlooked was 
spoilage. “Oh!” said one printer a few 
months ago, “ we have no spoilage here." A 
little later Mr. Williamson asked for scrap 
paper. He noticed there was printing on the 
other side. On his pointing it out they ad- 
mitted “ Yes, we did spoil that the other day." 
In another office a short time ago he was told 
that they had just discovered two reams of 
oblong double medium Whatman, which had 
been put away underneath a bench. Оп in- 
vestigation it proved to have been buried 
there 10 years! They found out that the 
storekeeper of that day had given out double 
quantity, and it had been ruled up and was 
worthless. 

The spoilage item, he said, included the 
jobs that they knew about and the jobs that 
they did not know about. He ventured to 
say that there were very few offices that did 
not run into an item of £10a year. Не had 
had a case the other day when he was given 
an item of £500, and he thought that was 
about right. 

Thus they found the expenses for the de- 
partments. The composing-room costs came 
to so much for the year. They divided that 
by 50, added to it the actual wages paid 
the particular week, and thus got the depart- 
ment weekly cost. Every compositor, hesaid, 
occupying floor space in the composing-room 
was costing 22s. a week for departmental ex- 
penses. If they added the wages paid to the 
man, they got the departmental cost of that 
man. On this they must recover the overhead, 
administrative and selling expenses incurred, 
and the average was found to work out at 
somewhere about that magical figure 334 per 
cent. Therefore, if they took the wages paid 
and the departmental expenses and added that 
33% per cent., they got the cost of production 
in the composing-room. But they were not 
going to find the cost of production quite so 
easily as all that. 

A man had said the other day, “I am using 
the hourly rates of the district; why should і 
put the costing system in?" Mr. Williamson 
asked him to leave that question until the ex- 
penses had been worked out, and the answer 
would be found. He had been charging 4s. 
for composing and had considered it exces- 
sive. When the costs had been worked out, 
the composing-room figure stood at 4s; 4d. 
Thus with every hour's composition he had 
been giving away 4d. 

Every other department had to be treated 
in the same way —adding to the departmental 
expenses the actual wages paid, and placing 
whatever percentage might be necessary to 
recover the overhead expenses. They Lad 
there not only a simple system, but a scient fic 
system. - j 

Some of them, said tpe lecturer, might 'be 
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asking, " How isit done?" He must answer 
that it was necessary to use some means of 
time-recording. Many of them were using 
dockets, perhaps, or a job cost sheet that 
travelled round the establishment, but without 
some means of checking the day's work with 
the time charged out, they would not know 
where they were. 


Chargeabie Costs. 


He went on to tell of a man he had seen at 

the Blackpool Costing Congress buttonholing 
printer after printer, asking what was meant 
by "chargeable costs.” Having found out, 
this man had gone back to his office and got 
out some of the job cost sheets that went 
round with the job. He took two months of 
them, and laboriously reckoned up the time 
charged. He found out that out of the 48 
hours for which he had paid, only 24 hours, 
over these two months, had been charged to 
customers. Some method of time recording, 
therefore, was an absolute necessity. A man 
who had worked nine hours should show how 
that time had been allocated, either to cus- 
tomers, or to the house as non-chargeable 
time. On the chargeable side, such a rate 
must be put as would recover the non-charge- 
able. His experience was that in an ordinary 
jobbing office, out of the 48 hours paid for, 32 
were chargeable, and out of these 32 they had 
to recover the cost of the other 16. Having 
proved in one's own business by means of the 
system that the chargeable time was a certain 
figure, they could go ahead with confidence. 
He contended that unless they had a means 
whereby they could draw together the ex- 
penses of the business, allocate them on cer- 
tain definite lines, get the proof that this allo- 
cation was correct, and also get proof that 
the figures they wereusing were honest figures, 
such as could be definitely proved — there could 
not be any confidence in charging for a job. 
He told of a case where a printer, who was 
using the costing system, received a complaint 
from a customer, and was able to show at 
once just how the price charged was arrived 
at, and that a profit of only Io per cent. 
had been added. The outcome was that 
the customer was not only satisfied with 
the explanation, but called the printer a fool 
for working for so small a profit. That wasa 
man convinced, said the lecturer, and a con- 
vinced man was going to remain a customer. 
He defied any printer in that room to present 
to a customer a job cost sheet, unless it was 
worked out on the lines he had indicated. 
How could they possibly explain an arbitrary 
50 per cent. added somewhere ? 

He said he was able to point with pride to 
a number of firms who had accepted his 
assistance and had been able to show a very 
considerable increase in commercial pros- 
perity. This had not been done at the ex- 
pense of the public. The use of a flat percen- 
tage was bound to operate unfairly. It meant 
that if they lost on one job, they had to make 
up for it on another; and the customer on 
whom they lost might be the man most will- 
ing to pay the price. He mentioned that 
when he was lecturing to the students at a 
certain technical college, the chairman of the 
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meeting, a builder in a large way, told the 
meeting that as a business man he knew that 
no business could be conducted unless at a 
profit, and said he welcomed such a system as 
had been indicated. He was prepared to pay 
the profit when he knew that the price was 
honest. { 


. The Securing of Confidence АН Round. 


If they were to secure to the printing trade, 
said Mr. Williamson, the confidence of the 
public, it would have to be on the lines he 
had advocated, namely, by the use of figures 
that could be demonstrated when called into 
question; moreover,only on these lines could 
confidence be restored between printer and 
printer as individuals. He had heard of a 
case of a wholesale draper in a large manu- 
facturing town, who said that whenever he 
wanted printing done, he looked at the job 
and fixed his own price; and he said his 
order was never placed with a printer until 
he found the man who would take it at his 
price. He first went to Jones. Jones felt the 
paper, held it up to the light, and gave him a 
price. Then he went to Brown and said, "I 
have just been to Jones, and he has given me 
such-and-such a price" There might be 
another examination of the paper, or there 
might not ; and the price would probably be 
so much less than Jones's price. Thus he 
would go round to half-a-dozen printers or 
miore in the course of the morning, and by 
lunch time he would have placed the order at 
the figure he had fixed. 


. ^* The lecturer concluded by expressing the 


hope that the day of such things was past. 
He was laying bare, he said, what he knew to 
be true, and he wanted them to take it just 
as he was giving it—with the desire to elevate 
their industry into the position which Бе 
hoped it would very soon secure. They loved 
their industry ; they considered it the finest 
industry in the world. Without this industry 
civilisation would come to an end. There- 
fore it behoved them all to adopt such means 
as would place it in the high position which 
it deserved. 

The lecture was followed by an interesting 
discussion, the report of which, owing to 
Pressure of space, is held over to our next

EXIT. 


Members of the Bury branch of the National 
Union of Printing and Paper Workers ex- 
‘press themselves as dissatisfied with the 
present wages agreement and the incidence 
of Sunday labour. They have resolved, there- 
fore, that, in view of the 30 per cent. increase 
in the cost of living since the last agreement 
-became operative, the officials be recom- 
mended to apply for a 50 per cent. increase on 
the present minimum rates. 

The agreement now in force was dated July 
29th last, and was to remain operative for 
twelve months.

‘The kind offer of the Prime Minister to 
submit my name to the King for appoint- 
ment as an Officer of the British Empire is 
greatly appreciated. Such recognition of 
what little work I wasable to do during the 
war 1S a compliment which I shall always 
remember with pleasure. It is not my desire, 
however, to receive the decoration, feeling, as 
I do, that distinctions of this kind are out of 
date in a democratic age, and carry with 
them political and social obligations for 
which I am unable to assume responsibility. 
. In the circumstances I beg to be excused from 
acceptance of the honour proposed." 


NORWICH 


Printers and Technical Education. 


“That this meeting, representative of the 
Printing and Allied Trades urges the necessity 
for technical education in the Printing Craft 
in Norwich and district, and desires to bring 
before the education Authority of Norwich 
this resolution and requests that it be given 
their sympathetic consideration.” 

The above resolution was adopted by a 
large and enthusiastic gathering of Norwich 
printers on January 22nd, when Mr. J. R. 
Riddell, Principal of St. Bride Printing 
School, addressed them on the need for a 
technical training suited to modern require- 
ments. The address was followed closely by 
the large audience. Many interesting points 
were raised on the completion cf the address 
by those present, indicating that more than a 
passing interest was taken in a matter neces- 
sary to the progress and development of the 
printing business in Norwich and district. 

Mr. W. T. Jarrold made an excellent chair- 
man, and was supported by a number of 
prominent local printers and educationists in 
the district. 

It is to be hoped that public opinion will 
assist the printers in Norwich to obtain the 
educational facilities which are required to 
maintain the best traditions of the craft in 
their ancient city.

The Conference on Hours. 


FEBRUARY 24th has now been fixed as the 
date of the conference between the Federa- 
tion of Master Printers and the Federated 
Trade Unions to consider the demand for a 
44-hour week. It seems clear that the points 
of any consequence on both sides will find 
adequate expression, and one has only to 
believe that both parties are wishful to do 
what they see to be for the good of the trade 
as a whole, to be able to rest assured that the 
printing industry has littleto fear from the up- 
shot of events. The question to be decided 
is whetherthe time is anything like ripe for a 
severe cut in hours. That which might 
benefit all under one set of conditions may be 
disastrous to all under another. And it can- 
not be denied that we are living at present in 
а very abnormal and difficult time, a time of 


transition between the old world and thenew, 
when the future is beyond calculation, when 
values and ‘standards of every kind are in a 
state of bewildering uncertainty, and the 
strings of our foreign trade still far from dis- 
entangled. It is a time in which drastic de- 
cisions should be made only on grounds of the 
strongest reason or expediency. Therefore it 
behoves all who take any part in the present 
dispute to give full and unprejudiced con- 
sideration to every aspect of the question at 
issue, and above all to avoid urging on either 
side any course of action which is not certain 
to react to the national prosperity of the 
printing and allied trades. One thing is 
certain, and that is that master printers 
throughout the country have expressed them- 
selves in no uncertain fashion on the question.

Priating Trades In South Africa. 
THERE has just reached us the report— 


printed as a substantial pamphlet—of the first 


national conference of the printing and news- 
paper industry of South Africa. This con- 
ference, which opened on November 1oth last, 
is characterised as “the most important in- 
dustrial event in the history of the South 
African newspaper and printing industry." It 
was a joint conference between the represen- 
tatives of the Federated Master Printers of 
South Africa and the Newspaper Press Union 
on the one side, and representatives of the 
South African Typographical Union on the 
other. Representatives from all the impor- 
tant centres of the Union and Rhodesia were 
present. The proceedings, which seem to 
have been marked by a most amicable spirit 
throughout, resulted in the signing of a de- 
tailed national agreement on wages and other 
conditions of labour, also in the drawing-up 
of a constitution of a National Industrial 
Council of the printing and newspaper indus- 
try of South Africa. According to the. wages 
agreement, journeymen's minimum rates for 
day work range from £6 тоз. a week to £8 105., 
while for night work they range from £7 35. 
to £9 7s. The minimum wages payable to 
typesetting machineoperatorsare: Day work, 
£7 3s. to £9 7s. according to grade of town; 
night work, £7 17s. 6d. to £10 5s. 6d. It was 
agreed that no claim shall be made by either 
party for a readjustment of wages unless or 
until the rise or fall in the cost of living 
figures discloses an increase or a decrease of 
5 per cent. as compared with the figures for 
July-September quarter 1919. The men's re- 
presentatives asked for recognition of the 
principle of the 44-hour week, but in view of 
the busy state of the trade and the scarcity of

unemployment it was agreed that an imme- 
diate reduction to 44 hours wasimpracticable; 
an arrangement was, however, arrived at 
whereby a gradual reduction is agreed. 


The Paper Market. 


THE present phase of the paper trade has 

much init that reminds us of the market of 
1917 and 1918. The strange thing is that 
February has for the last few years been the 
one particular month to usher in the most 
remarkable tendencies in the transformation 
of paper prices. The first direct influence of 
war was felt in the paper trade by the com- 
mencement of a restrictions policy which came 
into force February, 1916. In that month the 
loss of relative value became a fact and the 
days of big prices began. The Paper Com- 
mission was instituted and Control set in with 
all its influence for good and ill. Just prior 
to this the Swedish Governnient had an- 
nounced its embargo on wood pulp. The 
accumulative effect of all these happenings 
was correctly reflected in the panicky state of 
the market. Then at the commencement of 
1917, the news of impending further restric- 
tions, culminating in another drastic cutting 
down of paper and pulp imports in February, 
caused prices to soar upward again, and once 
more February bore the brunt of upheaval. 
The submarine menace assumed its most 
sinister aspect, apprentices were called up, 
and exemptions to men under 31 years of age 
were withdrawn. Їп February, 1918, the 
priority certificate and rationing scheme was 
in process of formation and a wild scramble 
for stocks began, which let in the profiteer and 
marked the commencement of the worst phase 
of extortionate prices. The armistice saw the 
decline of this period, and Ьу February, 1919, 
the downward trend had begun in earnest. It 
is a sinister commentary on our progress 
toward peace stability that within a year of 
that date we should have once more assumed 
the path of high price and made a place for 
the profiteer. 


Scarcity of Coated Paper.* 


THERE appears to bea most acute scarcity 
of coated papers, particularly in chromos and 
bright enamels. The warehouses are almost 
entirely cleared of stock, and inquiry at the 
mills elicits the fact that orders in the books 
will occupy the machinery for months ahead. 
On everyday stock lines one of the biggest 
mills in the country wants eight weeks for 
small supplies, while large special makings 
are not desired at all. Another prominent 


coating mill cannot take orders except for 
delivery some time after June. Meantime the 
advertising lines are coming forward, and a 
huge demand for art papers is arising. А 
month or two ago there were ample stocks to 
be picked up as low as 10d. per lb. To-day it 
is difficult to find stock anywhere, and even 
job lines are asking Is. per lb. Doubtless 
some of the more speculative dealers have 
long since summed up the situation, knowing 
the certainty of an eventual overwhelming 
demand for art paper for catalogues and 
magazines, and have acted accordingly. If 
this is so, we may look to some amount of 
exploitation at the appropriate time. 


Peer Opposes Storer Hou 


A meeting of the Peterborough Association 
of the Federation of Master Printers was held 
to consider the attitude towards the request 
for a 44-hour working week. The secretary 
reported that the Midland Alliance refused 
even to consider this reduction, and that the 
members had pledged themselves to close 
down rather than to concede it. The local 
printers associated themselves with this de- 
cision, many of the members giving instances 
of how printing orders had been curtailed or 
lost to duplicating processes through the high 
prices which already prevailed, and which 
would have to be seriously increased if the 
working week was further reduced by four 
hours. [t was pointed out that the Associa- 
tion met the men to the latter's satisfaction 
at the last meeting, and the opinion was ex- 
pressed that the request was not the sponta- 
neous aspiration of the local branches, but 
was pushed forward by organisers and ex- 
tremists. 


A PRINTING FIRE.—4À serious fire occurred 
‘last week on the premises of the Smith Print- 
ing Co., in Hutton-street, a small turning 
behind Tudor-street, Blackfriars, and in the 
heart of the newspaper quarter. Three floors 
and the roof were partly burnt through. For- 
tunately asit was the dinner hour only about 
twenty employees, men and women, were in 
the building, and they all got out very quickly. 
'The building, which is of four storeys, is about 
100 feet long by 30 feet, and is separated from 
the Observer offices and Messrs. Iliffe's premises 
in Tudor-street by a narrow wall. The fire 
started on the ground floor, which is largely 
used as a paper store, worked through in the 
second floor, which is all machinery, up to the 
third, where type is kept, and broke through 
the roof inside a quarter of an hour. It roared 
up the staircase, and the firemen had a narrow 
escape when the upper portion collapsed. The 
damage must run into thousands of pounds.

Probably the most interesting event іп the - 


history of the Huddersfield printing world 
took place on Wednesday, January 28th, when 
the members of the Huddersfield and District 
Master Printers' Association and numerous 
guests assembled at the Queen's Hotel, Hud- 
dersfield, for their second annual dinner. The 
function was presided over by Mr. J. A. 
Netherwood (president of the association), 
and amongst the many guests were Mr. Alfred 
F. Blades (president of the United Kingdom 
Federation), Mr. E. W. Humphreys (president 
of the Yorkshire Alliance), Mr. Harry Cooke 
(president of the Leeds Federation), Mr. H. 
Mortimer and Mr. J. S. Newsome (presidents 
of the Halifax and Dewsbury Associations 
respectively), Mr. H. J. Gledhill (representing 
the Bradford M.P.A.), Mr. E. Womersley and 
Mr. C. Field, of Halifax, and Mr. J. H. King 
(secretary of the Yorkshire Alliance). 

After the loyal toast of “The King," the 
President made a few introductory remarks, 
welcoming the guests and expressing gratifi- 
cation at seeing so many present.

The toast of ** The United Kingdom Feder- : 


ation of Master Printers" was proposed b 
Mr. George Dyson (ex-president of the Hud- 
dersfield Association) in a bright, brief, but 
adequate speech, adding that he was glad to 
see the “ High Priests" of the craft as their 
guests. 

Mr. Blades responded, and after expressing 
pleasure at being able to take part in the 
function, he emphasised the great need for 
unity and strong support being given to the 
federation.

Until it was universally adopted, no 
argument could be forthcoming to show why 
the “ handmaiden " of all trades should be the 
first in the field with the suggested inaugura- 
tion. | 
In proposing the toast of “The Yorkshire 
Alliance," Mr. W. Halstead expressed parti- 
cular pleasure in doing so because when the 
Alliances were first proposed or suggested, he 
was a sceptic in regard to their formation, but 
after attending a few of the Yorkshire Alli- 
ance meetings he was converted, and had not 
the slightest hesitancy in saying that he now 
realised that the Alliance was rendering valu- 
able assistance to the printing trade generally. 

The toast was responded to by Mr. E. W. 
Humphreys (president of the Yorkshire Alli- 
ance), who associated himself with the senti- 
ments expressed by Mr. Halstead so far as the 
work of the Alliance was concerned and its 
value to the members of the printing trade. 
Also he referred to the valuable work of Mr. 
Blades, Mr. Harry Cooke and Mr. Arnold on 
the Federation and in connection with the 
negotiations of the Joint Labour Committee. 
They had a vast amount of work to do, and 


they had doneit well. In regard to agree- 
ments that had been made, although in a lot 
of instances the masters appeared to have 
given more than they really ought to have 
done, yet he felt that the arrangements made 
had worked out satisfactorily. He concluded 
by complimenting the Huddersfield Associa- 
tion on the splendid arrangements they had 
made for their annual gathering, the musical 
part of the programme including some first 
rate talent. | 

The toast of " The Guests" was proposed 
by Mr. A. L. Woodhead, J.P., who coupled 
with it the name of Mr. Harry Cooke, of 
Leeds. | | 

In responding, Mr. Cooke said he did not feel 
so much a guest аѕ “ one of them," because 
formerly the Huddersfield members were 
members of the Leeds Association, and there 
were quite a number of people present whom 
he . recognised .as formerly attending their 
meetings. He referred to the 44-hours ques- 
tion and also to the concessions which had 
been granted to the men during the last 
twelve or eighteen months. Не did not see 
how it was possible to get the same produc- 
tion in 44 hours as they had been getting in 
48, any more than they had got more pro- 
duction out of 48 than they had previously 
-got out of the 52-hour week. He concluded 
by thanking the Huddersfield Association on 
behalf of the many guests for their hospi- 
tality. 

The toast of “The Huddersfield Associa- 

tion " was proposed by Mr. H. J. Gledhill, of 
Bradford, who referred to a time in the early 
days of its formation when he gave an ad- 
dress to the members on costing. From the 
appearance of those present what he had told 
them had been successful, and from the fact 
that since that time Huddersfield had been 
able to buy their own city “ lock, stock and 
barrel," it spoke very well for the advantages 
of the costing system. If the printers had not 
done it all, their trade would certainly have 
contributed its share towards that purchase. 
He thought that asa rule printers lacked sales- 
manship. There weremany men who got orders 
by undercutting prices. What was wanted was 
improvement m the quality of the work, and 
instead of under-cutting the price to get a 
better one for it and to show that a job ceuld 
be turned out in accordance with the im- 
proved price. : 
"^ Mr. J. W. Roberts (vice-president of the 
Huddersfield Association) responded, and 
pointed out the necessity for members having 
confidence in, and assisting, each other. They 
had a great gathering, but there were still 
firms outside the Association and they ought 
to be prevailed upon to join. | 

In proposing the toast of “ Our President," 
Mr. L. Graham said he felt sure that they had 
for the coming year the right man in the right 
place, and he reminded the members that that 
date happened to be the president's birthday, 
and in addition to toasting his health he 
asked the members to'wish him “ many happy 
returns." 

The President responded, and after thank- 


ing the proposer for his kind remarks, added . 


that he hoped to devote his efforts during the

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Government Pronouncement as to 
Stationery. 


The Stationers' Association is circularising 
its members stating that so much trouble and 
injustice have been caused by the contradic- 
torv decisions of various local tribunals—and 
particularly by the suggestions of illegality of 
fixed prices—that it has been deemed neces- 
sary to obtain some definite pronouncement 
from the Government authorities. 

The Association has been called upon to 
express its views and to give help in many 
cases that have come before local committees, 
and it is gratifying to note that the advice 
and opinions then given, are now fully sup- 
ported by the Board of Trade— 

Firstly, the authorities state their opinion 
that "stationery is not within the class of 
articles covered by the Profiteering Act." 

Secondly, that “in all cases goods may be 
sold at present market prices, irrespective of 
original cost." 


Picketing outside the premises of Messrs. 
James Cropper and Co., Ltd., in Southwark- 
street, led to a charge of insulting behaviour 
at the Tower-bridge Police Court against 
Emily Hayes, described as a trade union 
delegate, who was bound over to keep the 
peace for the next twelve months in the sum 
of £10. 

It was stated that the following words had 
been used as employees were leaving their 
work: “1 have known the time when fore- 
men and workmen had to run for their lives 
from the pickets, and that's the way to win. 
You pickets are too quiet. People working 
here think you are out for a holiday. You 
want to rouse them up and let them know 
you are on strike." 


The incident which gave rise to the charge, 


however, is not dignified with the description 
ol ‘a strike" by the firm. The trouble con- 
cerned some of the young girls, and arose out 


of an effort to obtain union recognition. In, 


view, however, of the size of Messrs. Cropper's 
business, and the fact that some eight or nine 
unions are represented in the factory, it was 
not possible to do this, since it might follow 
that a small dispute elsewhere might dis- 
organise the whole of the firm's work. The 
skilled workers took no part in the matter, 
and only about 130 girls out of 600 workers 
left work. More than half of these returned 


on the firm giving them a specified time in“ 


which to do so, and the other vacancies were 
filled by old hands.

Profit Sharing Scheme for Employees. 


Recently the employees of Abbey Paper 
Mills, Holywell, were entertained to an ex- 
cellent dinner by their employers, Messrs. 
Grosvenor, Chater and Co., Ltd. Mr. L. G. 
Chater (chairman of the firm) presided,‘ 
and was supported by Mr. Petrie (manager.) 

Mr. CHATER said that it afforded him much 
pleasure to be with them that night and to 
assist in re-organising these annual social 
gatherings which had, perforce, been discon- 
tinued for the past four years. It enabled him 
to give a personal welcome back to the men 
who had fought for them, and to thank thent 
for their loyal service to King and country. 
He felt grateful to see them back again. 
There were two who had not returned ; they 


had paid the sacrifice. One of their number - 


had distinguished himself by winning the 
M.M. for bravery on the field, viz., Joseph 
Thomas. In the army they had worked to- 
gether and true comradeship prevailed. They 
had also been pulling and working togethef , 
in the spirit of comradeship at Abbey Paper 
Mills, which was most important for the suc- 
cess of any firm. In order to promote this 
spirit they had worked out a scheme for 
sharing the profits of the mill with the work-? 
people in addition to their minimum wage 
and bonus. The idea wasto provide an extra 
incentive to foster the spirit of true comrade- 
ship. They had had lean years, and had been 
disappointed. They had not, however, beet 
discouraged, and he (the chairman) wanted 
the workpeople to possess the same spirit. If 
their profits were large, the workpeople's 
share would be large also ; but if they were 
small then their share would be small too. 
It was for them all to make them as large as 
possible. In conclusion, the chairman said he: 
was charged with a message of good will from 
his co-directors, Capt. Chater and Mr. Rutt, 
who joined in wishing them a pleasant even- 
ing. 

Mr. PETRIE submitted the toast of “ Messrs. 
'Grosvenor, Chater and Co., Ltd., and success 


to the paper trade" Не was sure they all re- 
joiced to have Mr. Chater with them that 
evening. Early in March last when the fight- 
ing men began to come home they were put 
on to an 8-hour shift, probably the first mill 
in the trade to do so. Mr. Chater had given 
them that night a further evidence of the firm's 
generosity and sympathetic treatment by the 
scheme of profit sharing which wastobea future 
featureat these mills. He,however, would like 
to emphasise Mr. Chater'sremark not to be too 
expectaut regarding their share in the profits, 
as he must tell them that there had been and 
would be lean years in the paper trade when 
profits have practically dwindled down to 
nothing. The wage of the workers, however, 
does not depend upon the profits of the mill, 
but the scheme of profit-sharing would de- 
pend upon the dividend paid, and it behoved 
all workers to put their best into their work 
to make the concern a paying one. The mini- 
mum wage was fixed, but there was no limit 
to the maximum. Не had no reason to com- 
plain of the support they had given him in the 
past, but he still thought that with united 
efforts all previousrecords could be surpassed, 
and profit-sharing would act as an incentive 
to that end. It wasup to them to make it so, 
and it could be done by every man and woman 
doing his and her best. 

Mr. CHATER briefly and suitably responded. 

Mr. PETRIE gave the toast, " The Foremen, 
Workpeople and Their Families," which was 
responded to by Mr. А. Foster Williams. He 
said they had heard Mr. Chater's remarks, 
which must give gratification to the workers 
in Abbey Mills. He need hardly remind them 
of the stimulus they had to put their back to 
their work during the year 1920. The more 
paper made, the more their wages would be. 
Mr. Chater had referred to the way in which 
we won the war under one man. Their one 
man was“ Mr. Petrie” who would lead them оп 
to victory. They ought to continue to give him 
that whole-heartedsupport which he deserved; 
then, said Mr. Foster Williams, they need not 
fear about the size of the plum at the ter- 
mination of the period.

Prospect Works - OTLEY. 
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Printers’ Paper Troubles. 


Mr. A. E. Dawe talks of Paper Maladies, 
and How to Avoid or Cure Them. 


If any man knows the multitudinous 
troubles presented to the printer by his paper, 
that man is the printer’s manager or overseer. 
Hence it goes without saying that Mr. E. A. 
Dawe, in lecturing on Tuesday, February 3rd, 
before a large gathering of members of the 
Printers’ Managers and Overseers’ Association 
(the meeting is reported on page 151), had a 
most attentive and appreciative audience. 
Taking as his subject ‘Printers’ Paper 
Troubles; or Paper Maladies and Obstacles 
Avoided,” Mr. Dawe was able to put forward 
а résumé of important practical facts and 
observations which will be of interest to 
printers every where. 

In cataloguing many of the difficulties that 
arose in the printers experience—some of 
which Mr. Dawe said he had encountered at 
frst hand and many at second-hand, when 
Printers had poured their troubles into his 
ears—he proposed to follow an analogy, and 
deal with paper maladies in the manner of a 
medical man. 


Difficulties of Diagnosis. 


They knew, he said, that the patient who 
concealed the facts of the case from his medi- 
Caladviser increased the doctor's difficulties. 
Paper concealed its complaints from the 
printer, who had to bethe physician. The 
Printer had to ascertain the cause of any 
trouble that arose; he had to find out if the 
Cause still existed, and if the cause could be 
removed, and the complaint thereby cured, or 
incase the cause had disappeared but the 
effects still persisted, he had to decide whether 
or not those effects could be got rid of ; then 
hecould proceed to adopt remedies. Unfor- 


tunately, paper troubles did not always yield 
to treatment. Some, however, could be cured, 
and others could be avoided if certain rules 
were observed. 


A Resume of Papermaking. 


Paper, the lecturer said, was not like steel 
or cement; itscondition varied not only from 
day to day, but from hour to hour. It was 
necessary to give a brief outline of the pro- 
cesses of papermaking, in order to make clear 
why paper did certain things and why it did 
not do something else. He proceeded, there- 
fore, to tell something of the making of paper. 
He first dealt briefly with the fibrous constitu- 
tion of paper. To the fibrous materials, he said, 
were added one or more of the following: 
colouring matter in the form of dye or pig- 
ment, sizing materials such as gelatine, rosin 
and alum; also mineral filling (usually china 
clay). He mentioned the considerable dilu- 
tion of the fibres, these going to the machine 
in the proportion of 1 lb. of paper to 100 lbs., 
or 10 gallons of water—that is to say, five 
ordinary buckets of water go to І lb. of paper. 
He also described the making of paper into 
sheets, emphasising the felting process which 
is adopted in order to obtain a more equalised 
tearing strength in paper. Theremoval of the 
large proportion of water, he said, was one of 
the papermaker's difficulties. The fibres are 
liable to expansion —20 per cent. in diameter, 
and about 4 per cent. in length. In the drying 
of paper the fibres have to be reduced from 
their maximum size almost to their minimum. 
This could be done only gradually. Mr. Dawe 
went on to outline the drying processes, ex- 
plaining that drying had to be done slowly, 
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and particularly so with certain kinds, such 
as litho paper, in order to avoid shrinkage 
and distortion of the sheet. 

Proceeding to describe briefly the addition 
of a coating to papers, Mr. Dawe mentioned 
that the coating consisted of a mineral enamel 
composed of glue, china clay and barium 
sulphate or calcium sulphate—one or other, or 
a blend of {һе two—while sometimes casein 
was used asan adhesive. He pointed out that 
the coating of the paper was done not merely 
to make a whiter paper, but to give a per- 
fectly flat surface on which to print with half- 
tone blocks. The finer and the thicker the 
coating, within limits, the better the adhesive 
worked, he said, and the better the quality of 
art paper obtained. The lecturer concluded 
his outline of papermaking by referring briefly 
to the various "finishes" given to papers, 
mentioning machine-finished paper, super- 
calendered, water-finished, friction-glazed, 
plate-glazed,andthus completing a considera- 
tion of the “ previous history of the patient." 


Troubles in Connection with Register. 


Proceeding next to enumerate the ills from 
which the patient suffered, Mr. Dawe dealt 
with difficulties in printing due to paper 
changing colour, cockling, electricity in 
paper, etc. Trouble and delay on account of 
defective register were possibly the most fre- 
- quently met with of all printers’ difficulties. 
The simplest cases were those of sheets being 
out of square, on account of slight sidewise 
slipping in the machine. Trimming two 
sides before printing was a simple remedy. 
When angle paper for envelopes was being 
used, great difficulty was often experienced, 
and in such cases particular attention had to 
be given to side-lay, which should be little 
more than a point. Care had to be taken, 
also, to get the position exactly the same 
every time the paper went through the ma- 
chine. 

Then troubles often developed, he said, 
during the run of a second colour. Іп such a 
case blame could attach either to the printing 
surface or to the paper. Hard papers were 
likely to give more trouble than soft papers. 
In making hard papers the beating was 
carried on for a longer time; the fibres were 
closer together, and the paper was ready to 
take up the water that had been dried out. 
A careful study of register difficulties would 
reveal the fact that when expansion (or 
“stretch ") of a sheet occurred it took place 
across the sheet and was not constant. 
All papers contained some moisture— in our 
climate an average of about 7 per cent. of 
water. Excess rendered paper liable to ex- 
pansion, with the possibility of subsequent 
contraction. 

Mr. Dawe went on to speak of the advant- 
age to the printer of a knowledge of weather 
conditions. If the subjects of temperature 
and moisture of the atmosphere were studied, 
the incidence of cause and effect would sug- 
gest remedies for some of the printer's 
troubles. He proceeded to give some striking 
facts regarding the wide variation of the 
atmospheric conditions in this country in re- 
spect of temperature .and moisture held in 
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suspension. It was often really necessary, he 
said, to carry out what were known as 
" hygrometric readings," and he described the 
use of dry.and wet-bulb thermometers as 
used for the purpose of indicating the amount 
of moisture present in the atmosphere. 


Controlling Atmospheric Conditions. 


The ideal atmosphere for register work was 

one with a temperature of 60 degs. Fahr., and 
with a moisture content of 65 per cent. To 
maintain this was often a difficult problem. 
It was not sufficient to follow the rule of 
thumb which directed that if the atmosphere 
were too dry the floor should be watered, and 
if too moist the windows should be opened. 
On a November day, for instance, when the 
temperature was never above 55 degs. and the 
moisture content 95 per cent, to open the 
windows and let іп the outside air was asking 
for further trouble. In these days when em- 
ployers were spending so much money on 
various improvements in other directions, they 
should install apparatus for modifying the 
atmosphere as desired, in which connection 
he mentioned the "Sirocco" system. ‘The 
machine-room, he said, must not open to the 
street or staircase, but there must be a system 
of locked doors giving a cushion of air be- 
tween the outside door and the door of the 
machine-room. 
- Speaking next of the maturing of paper, 
the lecturer ridiculed the use of ball frames by 
means of which paper was pulled up among 
the heated air of the ceiling, there to be con- 
tracted and dried, while in the morning the 
windows were opened, so that the day undid 
what the night had done. Maturing, he said 
must be done at the machine level. А means 
of doing this was to use the “Swift” paper- 
curing machine. This was a simple device 
for exposing four to six reams of paper to the 
atmosphere of the machine-room, two fans 
being used for circulating the air around the 
paper, so that the paper was quickly brought 
to the condition of the atmosphere surround- 
ing the machine. 

In the case of lithographic printing, he re- 
marked, it must not be overlooked that the 
paper was at each impression coming into 
contact with a certain amount of moisture. 
That had to be diffused between impressions. 
Some people, when they wanted to test the 
stretching properties of paper, fed it through 
and through the machine, and when one edge 
came about a pica out, they thought it a bad 
sign. But that was not a surprising thing, as 
the paper had expanded because of the added 
moisture. To hismind it was not so astonish- 
ing that printers got so much register trouble 
as it was that they got so much good register 
with so little control of temperature. 

In order to make sure of getting paper suit- 
able for printing with more than one colour, 
the lecturer advised printers to add a note to 
their order stating this requirement.

Mr. Gill was accordingly declared elected, and 
the meeting closed with a short speech by him, 
expressing thanks for election and his deter- 
mination to do all in his power for the benefit 
of the Association. 
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Interesting Lecture to Master Printers. 


The quarterly meeting of the North and 
East Lancashire Federation of Master Printers, 
which includes the local associations of Acc- 
rington, Blackburn, Burnley, Darwen, Nelson, 
and Colne, Preston and Rossendale, was held 
at the Mechanics’ Institute, Burnley, on Satur- 
day, January 24th. The President (Mr. W. H. 
Walker, Preston), presided over a very large 
attendance of members. After the transaction 
of the business, the members adjourned for 
tea, and on re-assembling Mr. T. H. Cunane 
(of Messrs. A. M. Peebles and Son, Ltd.), gave 
а most interesting and instructive lecture on 
papermaking, entitled * From Forest to Print- 


ing Works," which was illustrated by nearly ` 


100 very fine lantern slides. Mr. Cunane also 
showed specimens of various grasses and 
fibres and different kinds of pulp, etc. 

The lecturer illustrated and described the 
distinguishing characteristics of the various 
fibres from which pulp is produced, and the 
different methods of production. Не then 
took his audience to the virgin forests and the 
logging camp, where the trees are felled, and 
followed the journey of the logs to the pulp 
mill, and showed the many processes of bark- 
ing, cutting, chipping, grinding, beating, 
screening, drying, rolling, etc., necessary in 
the production of mechanical and sulphite 
pulp, and the packing for export. The making 
of chemical pulp, the treatment of esparto, 
straw, rags, etc., the breaking, washing, 
bleaching and many other processes were 
shown in succession, and clearly described. 
This brought him to the papermaking ma- 
chine, and here the pulp was followed through 
the straining, drying, calendering, coating, 
reeling, cutting, etc., up to the finished article. 
A number of slides especially interesting to 
the printer, showed the effect of a process 
block printed on various papers, and largely 


magnified sections of these papers clearly in- | 


dicated the reason for the differences in effect. 
A picture of a large news machine printing 
60,000 complete newspapers an hour com- 
pleted the series. 

Mr. Cunane evidently knows his subject 
thoroughly from a practical point of view, 
and presented a mass of technicalities in a 
plain and lucid manner. 


RINTER 
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London (ШШШ Wages. 


At a special delegate meeting of the L.S.C. 
recently, it was decided to approach the 


Printing Trades Federation for the purpose of — 


securing a further increase in wages. The 
chapel of the Co-operative Printing Society 
had expressed the opinion that the skilled 
nature of their craft demanded a higher rate 
of remuneration than was now secured, not- 
withstanding the recent advance.

The latest mail news from Australia in- 
cludes particulars of the wages demands 
made early last month—with 14 days’ notice 
to the employers and to the Department of 
Labour and Industry of the members’ inten- 
tion to strike—by the Letterpress Printers’ 
Machinists’ Union. It was further declared 
that no Overtime would be worked during the 
currency of the 14 days’ notice. 

The union claimed that 17s. should be 
added to the present rates of wages. This 
addition, according to the union, would 
bring the minimum up to £4 0s. 6d.a week, 
and the maximum to £4 14s. 6d. 

Over 700 members of the union, mostly em- 
ployed in the Government Printing Office and 
various commercial printing houses in Syd- 
ney will be involved in any stoppage that 
may occur. 


L.S.C. PRocREss.— The membership of the 
L.S.C. is now 14,800. Unemployment benefit 
was paid last year to the amount of £2,331. 
At the end of last year there was a sum of 
£ 100,640 standing to the credit of the society, 
an increase of over £17,000 during the twelve 
months. The superannuation fund has a 
. surplus of £4,000.

A Lecture on ШШ. 


Mr, Joseph Goodman at Middlesborough. 


A very attractive and interesting lecture on 
up-to-date lithography and allied processes 
was delivered under the auspices of the Cleve- 
land Guild of Printers in the lecture hall of 
the Literary and Philosophical Society, 
Middlesborough, on Tuesday, January 27th, 
by Mr. Joseph Goodinan, of London, author 
of " Practical Metalithography ", and tech- 
nical expert of Messrs. Johnstone and Cum- 
‘bers, London. 

The title-subject of the lecture was: 
“Triumphs of Lithography; Methods, ma- 
chinery, processes (English and foreign) 
that will become epoch-making events in 
printerdom.” 

The master of the Guild, Mr. P. W. Hun ter,. 
presided over a good assembly. 

The lecturer explained in considerable 
detail the latest developments in the craft. 
Continental methods were compared with 
purely native ones, and the respective ad- 
vantages of each carefully analysed and ex- 
plained. The modern revival оѓ“ dry " litho- 
graphy was compared and related to the older. 
form of it in vogue over 20 years ago, and the 
reasons for its lapsing into desuetude. The 
prospects of the new application were clearly. 
indicated, and the merits of the specimens 
just to hand from America fully canvassed. 
Amongst many other items dealt with was. 
the combination of lithography with photo- 
gravure ; lithography and collotype ; the ever- 
developing domain of the craft in the world's 
industries— pottery, textile, shipping, build- 
ing, metal trades, aviation, etc. Mammoth 
chromo-lithography and reel printing methods 
of the craft upon both paper and textile 
fabrics, cloth, silk, canvas, velvet, etc., new 
and old, were dealt with. One,two, threeand 
four-colour rotaries were described, and the 
principles explained. the chief automatic 
feeders favoured by the craft being described. 

The lecture was illustrated with a specially 
prepared set of lantern slides, and the vari- 
ous processes depicted by a complete and. 
thoroughly representative collection of ex. 
amples of the various processes of litho- 
graphy and the combination processes, making. 
the finest display ever shown out of London. 

Mr. Hunter, the chairman, in proposing a 


hearty vote of thanks to the lecturer, said he 


was sure they would all agree with him that 
they had all enjoyed the lecture, as the 1ес- 


.turer had been most eloquent and painstaking. 


in making everything clear to them. 

Mr. Scaife, litho foreman of Messrs. Jordi- 
sons, in seconding, said the display of really 
tip-top lithography wes a rare treat. He 
would rather have some of the chromo speci- 
mens there shown hanging upon his own 


walls at home, than some of the so-called oil. 
paintings which he had seen in the art gallery..

OVER 3,000 new members have been accepted 
by the Typographical Association during the 
past six months; the superannuation fund has 
gained £6,000 and the general funds £3,000. 

Tuis week the regrading of individual 
towns is being dealt with in conference with 
the Master Printers’ Federation. The Typo- 
graphical Association hope ultimately to 
reduce the grades from six to four. 

“STICKS AND STONES,” the house organ of 
the Grafton Printing Works (Hill, Siffken and 
Co., Ltd.) for January is full of excellent and 
thoughtful matter, which is relieved by many 
lighter touches and smart illustrations. 

THE two leading Catholic publishing firms, 
Messrs. Burns and Oates and Messrs. Wash- 
bourne, have amalgamated, and are now 
known as Messrs. Burns, Oates and Wash- 
bourne. Both firms have been in existence 
for a generation. 

THE special train in which Trotsky travels 
(according to details given to Reuter by a 
Russian authority) carries not only a power- 
ful wireless equipment, a library, and a 
garage, besides a company of machine gun- 
ners, but also a printing office which prints 
Trotsky's paper “ on the way."

Qn completing his apprenticeship 
he enlisted in the Royal Engineers, and in 
1884 proceeded to Egypt in charge of an army 
printing press. After 12 years’ service, he 
joined the staff of the Printing and Stationery 
Department of the Egyptian State Railways 
and was made superintendent of the depart- 
ment. In 1909 he was decorated by the Khe- 
dive with the fourth class of the Imperial 
Ottoman Order of the Mejidieh, and permis- 
sion to wear the insignia in England was 
given by the late King Edward. His services 
were further appreciated in 1916, when he was 
raised to the dignity of a Bey. 

Tue death occurred suddenly, at Notting- 
bam, of Mr. H. A. S. Grant, editor of the 


Nottingham Journal, with which he had been 
associated for about 40 years.

Annual General Meeting. 


The annual general meeting of this Associa- 
tion was held on the 3rd inst., at the head- 
quarters, St. Bride Institute, Bride-lane, E.C.4. 


There was a very large attendance of mem- 


bers, and the chair was occupied by the pre- 
sident (Mr. A. J. Daines), supported by the 
vice-president (Mr. A. W. Hunt). Consider- 
able importance was given to the meeting 
owing to the alteration of several rules of the 
Association. 

The Chairman, in a few opening remarks, 
said he hoped the members would realise in 
any discussion that would take place that the 
executive had worked hard and strenuously 
in the formation of the new rules, and that 
they would give credit in any views they ex- 
pressed to the executive for having the best 
interests of the Association in view. 


Annual Report and Baiance Sheet. 


The annual report and balance sheet, the 
adoption of which was formally moved and 
seconded, dealt with many matters concern- 
ing the welfare of the Association. Among 
other things it was stated that the balance 
sheet gave evidence of the strain to which the 
funds had been subjected, and the financial 
outlook called for close consideration. With 
the desire for reconstruction dominating every 
section of the community, the Association had 
launched ambitious enterprises. Membership 
had increased by 20 during the past year. 
With several changes in various businesses, 
unemployment had been more rife, but was 


met by a benefit fund well in a position to. 


withstand it. The funeral fund had now a 
balance which the founders of the scheme de- 
sired should be used to meet a future claim. 
The entertainment fund has been drawn upon 
very heavily for social events during the year, 
but while able to bear the cost it showed a 
lesser reserve than formerly. Lectures during 
the past year had been of a high order. Com- 
munications with the London Master Printers’ 
Association and the London Chamber of 
Commerce had resulted in congenial relation- 
ship with those august bodies, and the 
courteous assurances given appear to be 
already fruitful in a number of instances. А 
Technical Trades' Council for the better edu- 
cation of apprentices had been formed and 
included many influential members of the 
kindred trades. Lord Riddell cordially sanc- 
tioned the inclusion of the Association's repre- 
sentative on the Council. The report con- 
cluded by stating that " having found the 
breach in the towering wall of old custom, it 
is open for us to enlarge our sphere of influ- 
ence with new ambitions and resourcefulness, 
which are the foundation stones of progress. 
To remain stationary and stagnant is theanti- 


icu to the spirit of the present member- 
ship." 


Blection of Officers. 


The President (Mr. Daines) said that when 
last year he was elected to the presidential 


. chair, he felt somewhat diffident about hold- 


ing the position ; not because he did not ap- 
preciate the honour they had paid to him, but 
because he felt there were older members in 
the Association who were more deserving of 
it. He hoped they would elect Mr. Hunt, 
who had been tried and proved, first as 
treasurer and then as vice president, as the 
future president of the Association. 

Mr. Hunt said he did not think they should 
adopt the precedent that the president should 
only hold office for twelve months. His con- 
tact with Mr. Daines had been very close 
during the last twelve months, and he was 
sure that no better man could be found to 
continue in office. 

At this juncture of the proceedings the secre- 
tary (Mr. Eden) took the chair. 

Mr. Daines and Mr. Hunt left the room 
while the matter was being discussed, it being 
unanimously agreed to ask the two gentlemen 
to retain their present positions. 

Upon being recalled, Mr. Daines and Mr. 
Hunt thanked the members for the further 
honour they had paid to them, each express- 
ing his determination to do all he could for 
the prosperity of the Association. 

Other offices filled were: Messrs. A. W. 
Sandilands (treasurer); С. A. Eden (general 
secretary); А. С. Aves (financial secretary); 
S. J. Wills and J. Lee (trustees); W. T. Ling- 
ham, R. Gardiner, J. Cox, C. Peek, A. S. 
Harvey and J. H. Millwood (committee). 

The President expressed thanks to the re- 
tiring auditors, Messrs. A. Н.

The secretary announced that he and his 
co-stewards had not yet succeeded in securing 
a suitable hotel for the Bohemian Concert, but 
hoped they would be successful in their efforts. 


Alteration of Rules. 


^ The new draft rules, which were in the 


hands of the members, had been prepared by 
the executive as an instruction from the last 
annual general meeting. Rule 6, which had 
regard to subscriptions, was voted to remain 
as printed, after considerable discussion. Rules 
8 and 9 were also passed as printed, and give 


'a better recognition to the services of the 


general and financial secretaries than did the 
old rules. Rule 18 -(Unemployment)—is so 
framed as to make it stronger financially, and 
received the assent of the meeting. Rule 20— 
(Benevolent Fund)— passed as printed. Rule 
21 — (Funeral Allowance)—has been made 
more generous. The old rule under this head 
granted £10 to a deceased member's nominee, 
the new scale allows to the widow of a de- 
ceased member of two years membership, 
£10; five years, £12 105.; 8 years, £15; 12 
years, £ 20. 

Several members expressed themselves as 
dubious whether the Association’s financial 
position could stand this increase. 

Mr.J.E. Dixon, a former president, remarked

Those German Cards. 


PRINTERS interested in the regulation of this 
country's imports of foreign printed matter 
will be glad to know that the master printers 
are taking an active part in the Governmental 
inquiry into the subject. Mr. A. E. Goodwin. 
secretary of the Federation of Master Printers, 
has been one of those who have given evidence 
before the special committee appointed to 
consider the amendment of the Merchandise 
Marks Act. We understand that Mr. Good- 
win was able to produce specimens of some 

om among two million German cards which 
have been imported into this country recently 
and, by the erasure of marks, have been sold 
without any indication of their foreign origin. ' 
There was also submitted as evidence a photo- 
graph of a letter which not only indicated the 
origin of these cards, but which definitely 
stated that the words “ Printed in Germany " 
would not appear on the cards. The commit- 
tee were urged to present an interim report in 
order to deal with this as a matter of 
urgency.

Price of ** News.” 


THE pressing demand for "news" paper 
continues in the home market, and there is 
scarcely enough to go round. A new official 
price has been fixed at 4d., which is a modest 
figure in all the circumstances. We have heard 
of Swedish “ news" being offered at £45 a ton. 
But unless the scarcity of this class of paper is 
to be accentuated, economy in its use would 
appear to be necessary. The consumption at 
present is considerable, and with a world- 
shortage any aggravation will be quickly felt. 
Canada furnishes an extreme example of the 
news-print crisis. It is refreshing to think 
that dealings are conducted on a more rea- 
sonable footing in this country. The manner 
in which Dominion papermakers have kicked 
over the traces shows what may happen when 
misguided efforts are made at repression.

Mr. А. Williamson's interesting lecture on 
“ Objections to, and Advantages of, the Fed- 
eration Costing System "—a full report of 
which was concluded in our last issue— gave 
rise to a lively discussion with regard to some 
of the points raised. The following is a 
résumé of the questions or expressions of 
opinion put forward, together with the 
lecturer's replies. — 


Depreciating Piant for Costing. 


The first question related to the apprecia- 
tion of plant values, the questioner inquiring, 
in case of plant which was now worth double 
the price which was first paid for it, and which 
was entered in the books, whether a deprecia- 
tion percentage should be taken on the figure 
as it stands, or whether the plant should first 
be written up to its present market value. 

Mr. Williamson replied that this was a very 
important matter, and one that the Federa- 
tion Costing Committee had had under con- 
sideration for some time. It had recently been 
decided, he said, after very careful considera- 
tion, to recommend to the industry two 
methods of dealing with this matter. The 
first was to take the ordinary recommended 
depreciation figure of то per cent., and double 
it as a costing item; and the alternative 
method was to have a revaluation of the plant 
and take 10 per cent. depreciation on the re- 
valuation figure. Further, it had been decided 
to recommend that this 10 per cent. should 
not, as it had in the past, go into current 
funds, but should be definitelyset apart asa re- 
serveor replacement fund. Some firmsconcluded 
that because their banking accounts showed 


a satisfactory balance they could go ahead. 


feeling that all was well, while as a matter of 


fact, that balance covered a proportion of. 


depreciation, and was an incorrect figure, 
in so far as profit was concerned. 
И they took in a new machine to- 
morrow, and attempted to sell it the day after, 
it was a second-hand machine; they would 
find that depreciation had begun at once. 
To ensure adequate profit they must make 
proper allowance, and provide a replacement 
fund. Р 

А question being asked as to the attitude 
of the income-tax people on the subject, the 
lecturer mentioned that the income-tax sur- 
veyor insisted upon no more than the usual 
amount of depreciation being shown. Не 
suggested they should prepare one balance- 
sheet on the usual lines, but have for their 
own guidance a second balance-sheet showing 
double depreciation and the amount set apart 
as replacement or reserve fund. He believed, 
however, that the Government were now con- 
sidering the question of whether they would 
allow a revaluation figure to appear on the 
balance-sheet and the usual percentage of de- 
preciation to be taken on that. 
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Competition and the Costing System. 


It being asked whether the Costing System 
would eliminate competition, the lecturer said 
that it had already eliminated a good deal of 
unfair competition. Competition was not a 
disastrous thing; competition was life; but 
unfair competition was death, and death to 
the industry that allowed it to exist. The 
Costing System, proving what costs actually 
were, was gradually, but most surely, re- 
moving the unfair competition, with which 
they were too familiar. 

A suggestion was made that in the rough- 
and-ready costing methods sometimes em- 
ployed, which were apt to be rendered in- 
accurate by varying ratios between material 
and labour, the use of very cheap labour 
would tend also to cause discrepancies. The 
lecturer agreed. If there were an ill-paid de- 
partment, say, at 6d. an hour, only 2d. would 
be recovered by the 331 per cent., while if the 
wages were Is. 6d. an hour 6d. would be re- 
covered. The Costing System did away with 
that serious inequality of recovery, overhead 
expenses being recovered on the actual wages 
paid and the separate departmental expenses. 


The Docket System. 


A speaker who showed— by several quota- 
tions, without acknowledgment—that he had 
been impressed by Mr. J. W. Carley's recent 
lecture on “ Scientific Management " (reported 
in our issue of January 15th), criticised the 
Costing System as conflicting with scientific 
management. It meant, he said, more clerical 
and similar work, and less production. He 
claimed that dockets were regularly faked 
both by workman and overseer, and much 
time wasted in the operation. “ We speak of 
the ‘art and craft’ of the printing trade, he 
said; "surely the ‘craft’ refers to the mani- 
pulation of the dockets.” He thought that if 
technical experts were employed in the appli- 
cation of scientific management there would 
be no need for the Costing System. 


Mr. Williamson said he thought the last 
speaker had shown himself not quite familiar 
with the Costing System or he would not 
have criticised it as he had. He (the lecturer) 
believed in human nature. He believed that, 
given a fair chance, 99 men out of 100 would 
do the right thing. Не refused to accept the 
statement that men were spending a lot of 
time on finding out how to "cook" their 
dockets. Апа as for the time of the overseer, 
less was spent on clerical work under the 
docket system than under any other system. 
The use of a docket did not entail a great 
deal of time. Thedocket should be entered 
up, not at the end of the day, but as the work 
was completed ; and the foreman who allowed 
a docket to be handled in any other way was 
not worth his salt. He knew, he said, for a 
definite fact that the introduction of the 
Costing System had not only located wastage, 
not only removed from the producing depart- 
ment a quantity of unproductive work, but 
also had shown hundreds of firms how to im- 
prove both the amount of output and the 
quality of their work. 
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Charge for installing the System. 


Ап objection being raised against the 
charge made by the Federation for installing 
the system, Mr. Williamson replied that the 
reason why they had to pay was that mem- 
bers’ subscriptions had been insufficient to 
provide a satisfactory salary for those en- 
gaged in the work. There was also propa- 
ganda work to be paid for. They had a fixed 
basis for the fee, he said, a guinea per 
thousand on turnover, with a minimum of 
four guineas. To that was added, when 
necessary, travelling and any other incidental 
expenses—though London escaped Scot free 
of these. “ Whatever the size of your busi- 
ness," he concluded, “and whatever it may 
cost to instal the system —it is worth it." 

The chairman, Mr. J. J. Keliher, who re- 
ferred to Mr. Williamson's lecture as a very 
illuminating one, pointed out the futility of 
criticising the Federation system unless one 
had some better alternative to offer. Going 
on to speak of the necessarily largeamount of 
non-chargeable time in a printing office, he 
said that the 16 hours used as an average figure 
had been worked out by Mr. Williamson after 
visiting hundred of offices in the kingdom. 
“If you had told me years ago," said Mr. 
Keliher, “that I had to charge 16 lost hours, 
] should have replied ‘That may be in your 
office, but not in mine!'" But very careful 
investigation had shown that the average 
figure suggested was a reasonable one. He 
added that one of the objects of the Associa-. 
tion had been to improve the efficiency of the 
printing trade; they had various committees 
at work on apprenticeship, technical trainin 


and promoting the establishment of technical 


colleges. He concluded by moving a very 
hearty vote of thanks to Mr. Williamson. Mr. 
J. D. McAra seconded, and the motion was 
carried with acclamation.

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Mr. Edgar Waterlow's Views. 


We are now able to give a fuller report than 
pressure of space allowed us to give previously 
of Mr. Edgar Waterlow's forcible speech 
against the 44-hour week at the London Mas- 
ter Printers' meeting. 

Mr. Waterlow prefaced his remarks by men- 
tioning that he did not speak officially as a 
committee member, but that, representing as 
he did a firm with a large number of em- 
ployees, he gave an entirely independent 
opinion. | 

It could not be urged, he said, that 48 hours 
were too much for апу man. The latest re- 


duction of the working week in the trade—. 


from 50 to 48—made itself felt more now than 
when it was first introduced. The trade as a 
whole had now got an accumulation of 
arrears of work which was piling itself up day 
by day, and they were jeopardising their 
trade; yet they were asked to produce more 
goods in order to make the £1 in America 
worth more than 15s. 7d., its present-day value, 
for the purchase of food. To produce more 
goods and make up arrears, they must work 
more hours. More premises, more machinery, 
and more labour were required, each of which 
had to be obtained in the order mentioned, 
and all of which were unprocurable. New 
premises could not be built, as the sites most 
convenient and economical to present pre- 
mises could not be obtained, probably due to 
the tenants of buildings now standing being 
unable to find other accommodation, and 
builders would be very fully occupied build- 
ing cottages rather than factories for the next 
eighteen months or longer. Machinery was 
almost as difficult to obtain, promises of de- 
livery in nine months or so being about the 
best, and then not kept. Surplus skilled 
labour was in some branches quite extinct, 
and semi-skilled was nearly as Баа. - There 
might be some unemployed on the books of 
some Unions, but for the most part they were 
probably unemployable. Under such condi- 
tions the present was not the time to ask 
for a reduction of hours, neither was it 
patriotic; they would think far more of tne 
Federated Unions if they asked them to go 
back to a 52-hour week for a period, say two 
years, in order to try and make our foreign 
exchange better and thus help the country,at 
the same time it would help themselves by 
causing living to be less expensive. He said 
he had not referred to the increase of cost 
which always must follow a reduction of 
hours or an increase in wages, but the in- 
creased cost was a factor that had to be con- 
sidered in connection with foreign exchange. 
Increase in costs hampered export trade. The 
Union officials should be got to see this. It 
was a question of lost trade with other coun- 
tries. We had to improve our exchange: cost 
"vas not the only factor. He felt sure the 


Union officials were sufficiently intelligent to 
understand this. His own company, he said, 
had already lost considerable trade to the 
U.S.A. and Japan, and had also lost work 
they had done for certain other countries 
which now found it more economical to pro- 
duce it themselves. He understood that the 
printing trade was the first (outside excep- 
tional trades such as mining) to be approached 


` for a 44. hours week, and he did not take it as 


a compliment. It made him wonder whether 
they were considered to be the most pliableto 
demands. If harmony was to be maintained 
between the employers and the Federated 
Trade Unions, unreasonable demands and 
weak-kneed concessions must cease. (Ap- 
plause. What was necessary for their trade 
and for the country in general was longer 
hours and not shorter, better output, not less. 
It would be unpatriotic on their part and dis- 
astroustothe workersthemselves if theyagreed 
to a 44-hour week, and hehoped that that re- 
presentative meeting would decisively refuse 
the request on the groundsthat he had stated. 
He proposed that the Federated Trade Unions 
be asked to agree to a 52-hour week, on terms 
of payment mutually to be arranged — ѕау, 8-7 
Mondays, Tuesdays, Wednesdays and Thurs- 
days, 8-5 Fridays, and 8-12 Saturdays, with 
the usual breaks for dinner, that this should 
be worked for two years and considered again 
with a view either to continuing it for a fur- 
ther period or to reducing it, according to the 
economic state of the country in comparison 
to other countries from whom we drew our 
supplies. 

He did not anticipate that the Unions 
would press their point to the extent of a 
strike, but he hoped that should they do so 
every emplover present would be patriotic 
enough to face it. 
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AN agreement between Jugo-Slavia and 
German Austria provides for the handing 
over of 47 million kroners worth of paper as 
part of the compensation.

An Electrical 


Engineer Tells 


What It Can Do for Printers. 


That electricity has revolutionised the 
methods of the printing trade, was claimed 
by Mr. E. G. Phillips, M.I.E.E., A.M.I.Mech.E., 
in a lecture delivered at the St. Bride Printing 
School on the 6th inst. The lecturer's re- 
marks were followed with close atten- 
поп by а good-sized audience — pre- 
sided over by Mr. G. Eaton Hart—and а 
short discussion and vote of thanks at the 
close showed general appreciation of what 
had been said. 

Speaking first of the application of elec- 
tricity to new premises, Mr. Phillips urged 
that in the designing and laying out of 
a printing works the electrical engineer 
should be called in as early as possible, as 
тау of the points raised would require 
incorporating in the actual building itself, if 
the greatest efficiency and utility were to be 
obtained. 


Electric Lighting. 


The efficient general lighting of the various 
rooms, he said, should in all probability be 
quickly settled, immediately it was known 
for what purpose the rooms would be used. 
Го many individuals this was a matter easily 
and quickly settled, Now, however, illumina- 
tion of any area had developed to an exact 
Science, and it should be treated as such if 
such things as eye strain, headaches and 
eficiency in both work and cost were to be 
considered. 

l'he lecturer went on to explain the action of 
the iris of the eye, and urged that in order to 
avoideve-strain it was necessary to provideeven 
and diffused illumination throughout a room. 


‘here were three easy ways, he said, of obtain-. 


Ing this effect :— Firstly, by placing the source 


of light sufficiently high to be well above the 
eye level, and in scientifically designed re- 
flectors, which would reflect the light in 
known intensities over definitely known 
areas. This must be termed “direct lighting." 
The second way was to enclose the lamps in a 
semi-transparent container, diffusing the light 
evenly and preventing “glare,” due to the 
actual filament being in the line of vision. 
This was the ‘“semi-indirect’ method of 
lighting. The third method was known as the 
“fully indirect" system of illumination, and 
was by far the most scientific way of obtain- 
ing ideal lighting. In this system the lamps, 
or other sources of illumination, were placed 
in entirely opaque bowls hung from the ceil- 
ing, and the light directed by means of 
reflectors to the ceiling, and then again from 
the white ceiling reflected evenly and abso- 
lutely without shadow throughout the area to 
be illuminated. 

Naturally, the height of the room, the 
position of the workers’ eyes, the colour of the 
furniture and fittings, had all to be taken into 
consideration before deciding upon the system 
to be employed. These remarks, he said, 
referred only to the general lighting, but 
special circumstances and special machines 
required special consideration and methods. 


Lighting Composing and Press Rooms. 


The composing room was probably the 
most difficult room to light economically 
with success,and a great many schemes had 
been brought forward to deal specially with 
this problem. 

The lecturer mentioned that high praise 
had been given tu lighting by inverted arc 
lamps, in which the reflector is under the 
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lamp, and all light is thrown to the ceiling, 
but personally he thought it not ideal, in view 
ofthe fact that thewholeroom was illuminated 
to one intensity, and the eye was inclined 
to wander, which was not the case when the 
rest of the room was kept in comparative 
darkness, with a high concentrated light on 
the cases. 

Scientific reflectors, which almost “hood ” 
the light, hung just above the eye-line, are 
successfully used in many installations now, 
said Mr. Phillips, and he mentioned that he 
could claim to be one of the first to have 
decided upon this type of lighting for this 
particular department. 

The press rooms, he said, are best lighted 
with high candle-power units, placed as high 
as possible, with local lights fixed under the 
feed-boards, etc., to assist in making ready. 

[t was useless, he added, to try and definitely 
say exactly how and why a department 
should be lighted, as so many conditions had 
to be considered and decided separately in 
each individual case. 

The lecturer proceeded next to make a few 
descriptive remarks on different lamps and 
sources of light, the following being the main 
points made : — 

Half-Watt Lamp.— The latest thing in 
lamps. In the lamp as now made, the fila- 
ment consists of pure Tungsten wire wound 
into а very small helix, and enclosed in a 
bulb filled with nitrogen. As this lamp does 
not burn in a vacuum considerable heat is 
generated. The spectrum of this light very 
closely approaches that of daylight, with, 
perhaps, a slight addition of blue rays. 

Mercury Vapour Lamp.— Has lately made 
very remarkable progress. This lamp is now 
manufactured to give a very different light 
from the original long glass tubes, which 
were so conspicuous by the ghost. like greenish 
light which they gave. 

“Silica” and “Quartz " tubes, only about 
eight inches long, are now used, and the light 
is very much better. This light is quite use- 
less for colour work, but where height is 
available, it is distinctly useful in the com- 
posing room. The preponderance of violet 
rays makes the type very clear owing to the 
peculiar colour of the metal, but this lamp 
should not be considered unless it can be sus- 
pended from a fairly lofty ceiling, owing to 
the action of the violet raysupon the hair and 
skin when in close proximity for considerable 
periods. | 

The lecturer forbore to describe several 
other kinds of lamps which he named, men- 
tioning that his only point had been to prove 
that illumination was not any longer con- 
trolled by the amount of money available for 
spending, neither wasit guess work, but an 
application of science in a definite manner to 
to the actual circumstances concerned. 

Having been asked to say something of the 
Sheringham light, Mr. Phillips described it 
briefly, his remarks being in keeping with the 
article on the subject in our issue of Jan. 15th. 

Eiectric Power. 


Having outlined the advantages to be ob- 
tained by scientific lighting by electricity, 
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Mr. Phillips went on to deal with “ power," in 
which field, he said the electric “ juice" made 
even greater advances towards increased effi- 
ciency, output, and high-class work. Review- 
ing the old-fashioned method of installing a 
steam or gas engine and then transmitting 
the power by numerous lengths of shafting, 
counter-shafting, pulleys, and belting, he 
pointed out several serious drawbacks. He 
mentioned that as a rule the engine would 
be running at a load varying perhaps any- . 
where between half load and full load— 
whereas all prime movers, whether gas or 
steam, run much more efficiently at full load 
than at any other. Then there were the 
losses in transmission, and these, he said, by 
means of ordinary shafting, etc., might be 
anything from fifteen per cent. to fifty per 
cent. These figures might appear exorbitant, 
but actual experience had proved that even 
the fifty per cent. could beexceeded in excep- 
tional cases. Further, at times it was neces- 
sary to work overtime on one or two of the 
machines, but the engine must be run as 
before, and all transmission losses remain just 
Y high as when the works were running full 
oad. 

АП this was immediately obviated as soon 
as electricity was installed in the most efficient 
method, namely, a motor directly connected 
to each machine. Under this arrangement. 
power is used only by the machines in actual 
operation, and perfect control over the speed 
of the machine would be obtained without 
interfering with others. In the event of a 
breakdown only one machine was affected ; 
the cost of working overtime was only just 
exactly as much as the machine required, and, 
even more important, the operator had the 
machine under control to a much greater 
degree than was possible under any other 
method. *''Croppers," sewing machines and 
various other machines could be grouped as 
found most convenient, and a motor directly 
connected to the shafting of each group. 


Going on to speak of motors for driving 
printing machines, the lecturer explained that 
some motors are what is termed "shunt" 
wound, and run at a fairly constant speed 
between “ no load " and “full load," but tend 
to drop in speed as the load increases. A 
second type is the “ series" machine, which is 
so wound that its speed is inversely pro- 
portional to its load. This type of motor, 
said Mr. Phillips, is one of very little use to 
printers, except for running cranes, hoists, etc., 
where this characteristic is very valuable. 
But a third type, the “compound” wound 
machine—a combination of the “shunt” and 
" series " machines, сап be constructed to give 
almost any speed characteristic required ; it 
has the advantage of a higher starting torque 
than the “ shunt " machine, andcan be ‘‘ com- 
pounded "to giveanabsolutely constant speed 
throughout its fluctuating loads, a feature 
that is, of course, very frequently an advan- 
tage in printing work. 

Having selected the type of motor most 
suitable, it could be put down right under the 
press, and coupled up by means of belts, 
gears, or silent running chains. 
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Controlling Electric Power. 


' The next point to be settled was the con- 
troller, and it was here that so many mistakes 
were made. The controller was the “brain” 
of the electrical side of the machine, and could 
easily “ make or mar” the whole scheme, and 


must consequently be chosen with care and. 


thought. 


The perfect controller, the lecturer said, has 


to be capable of the following functions: It 
must start the motor easily, and without 
demanding excessive current ; the acceleration 
must be even, and as rapid as is consistent 
with the machine controlled; it must be 
capable of “inching” without burning the 
contacts; it must prevent the motor being 
overloaded, and shut it down if this should 
occur; it must be capable of preventing 
damage to the machine in the event of the 
electric supply being discontinued, and must 
replace the conditions for restarting whenever 
it is switched off; it must allow of speed 
regulation being carried out at will, and, 
above all, must be extremely robust and 
strong mechanically, and simple to operate. 
The whole of these operations must be as 
automatic as possible, remembering that the 
machine attendant is a printer, and not an 
electrical switchboard attendant. 

Mr. Phillips emphasised the special diffi- 
cultv of the “inching " requirement, and ex- 
plained how momentary starting andstopping 
tended to burn the contacts when the starter 
broke the current. He said that a very 
delightful controller for hand operation, 
built especially for this type of work, is manu- 
factured by the Igranic Electric Co., of 
Bedford. In this the whole of the making or 
breaking of the main circuit takes place on a 
special circuit breaker. Immediately the 
handle is brought backwards at all, the 
circuit breaker opens the main current, the 
contacts are dead, and no possible burning can 
result. 

For the larger machines, however, the 
lecturer said the fully automatic system of 
control is by far the most suitable, only the 
pushing of a button being necessary either to 
start or stop, and both hands of the operator 
being left free to attend to the feeding of the 
machine, etc. He proceeded to describe 
briefly the fully automatic system. 

Passing from- the consideration of flat- bed 
machines and the smaller and more common 
type of presses, Mr. Phillips went on to 
describe some of the special applications of 
electricity to the mammoth newspaper print- 
ing machines, such as are used in the pro- 
duction of the large London and provincial 
newspapers. He pointed out that the motor 
for such large machines must be capable of 
tremendous variatiou of speed, and yet be 
able to develop its full power at whatever 
speed it is running. 

The most popular type of control, he said, 
is the Holmes-Clackworthy system, and con- 
sists of two motors, one known as the sub- 
sidiary motor, and the other as the main 
motor. He proceeded to explain briefly the 
ingenious manner in which the two motors 
co-operate in the regulation and driving of 
the machine. 


Motor Speed Regulation. 


Speaking next more particularly of speed 
regulation, he distinguished clearly between 
the wasteful method of using series resistances 
and the much more economical method of 
inserting resistance in the field circuit, t.e., 
“shunt regulation." 

He advised printers in selecting a motor, to 
arrange for it torun at a speed not necessarily 
the lowest, but the slowest speed at which the 


press will be working for fairly lengthy . 


periods. The controller can then be arranged 
to have, say, three or four "series" steps for 
lowering the speed below the standard speed, 
and a long series of “shunt” studs, each giv- 
ing a speed above the normal. 

The lecturer explained that his remarks had 
all referred to direct current motors, alter- 
nating current machines not having made 
great headway in connection with the print- 
ing industry. | | 

Other Uses of Electricity. 


After making interesting reference to vari- 
ous subsidiary applications of electricity more 
or less directly connected with printing 
(which space does not allow us to deal with 
here), Mr. Phillips concluded by emphasising 
the immense field open to the application of 
electricity, and said that almost all problems 
are worthy of at least some consideration bv 
the electrical engineer, who has at his com- 
mand the most flexible form of energy exist- 
ing, and who has the great advantage that he 
can take the power to the job instead of hav- 
ing to take the job to the source of power.

Mr. E. A. Dawe's Lecture. 


No. И. 


In the earlier part of his lecture before the 
Р.М. and О.А. on “ Printers’ Paper Troubles ; 
or Paper Maladies and Obstacies Avoided " 
(reported in last week's issue), Mr. Dawe, after 
outlining the process of papermaking so as 
to indicate the past history of the “patient” 
to whom the printer had to act as medical 
man, dealt with various troubles met with in 
connection with register, and then discussed 
the question of troublesome atmospheric 
effects on paper, and the means available for 
remedying these. 


Troubles Due to Inks. 


Proceeding to deal with other difficulties, 
the lecturer remarked that insufficient know- 
ledge on the part of the printer was the cause 
of certain troubles which were sometimes 
attributed to paper. Obviously, for instance, 
an ink which would dry on imitation art 
paper might not behave quite so well on a 
hard tub.sized paper. That was purely a 
matter of ink, and he was not prepared to go 
into that subject on the present occasion. 
But cases pointed to a need for larger know- 
ledge. He cited the instance of a big firm of 
papermakers who submitted at the request of 
the printer sheets of art paper for a certain 
job, and, the samples having been approved 
after proofing, made up the paper required 
from exactly the same formula as the samples. 
When printing was started, however, the first 
impression was all right, but gradually it got 
worse and worse. Cleaning of blocks was 
found to make no difference. In tbe end the 
explanation of the trouble was found to be 
that the first proofing had been done in a cer- 
tain ink, a yellow о! English make, but the 
job was being run off with ink of a Conti- 
nental make, and there was some chemical 
interaction between the coating of the paper 
and the Continental ink, and after a few runs 
the chemical reaction became so pronounced 
that the paper only took the ink in a patchy 
manner. ‘lhe only cure was to go back to 
English ink. 

Although paper was usually quite neutral— 
neither acid nor alkaline -he had found art 
papers distinctly alkaline. This might be at 
the root ot some troubles printers could not 
trace. Sometimes also paper might beslightly 
acid. 

Printers, he said, ordinarily knew little 
about the chemistry of paper. The chapter 
of chemistry which covered paper included 
cellulose, some of the metals and the salts of 
the metals. In addition to this there was the 
wider field of aniline colours. Indeed the 
scientific world with which the printer had to 
do was fairly extensive. 


Paper Colour Troubles. 


Proceeding to speak of other difficulties in 
regard to colour, the lecturer said that the

fibrous constituents of paper might predispose 
the paper either to degradation of its white- 
ness or else to the fading of added colour. 
Papers which contained mechanical wood in 
their composition would discolour at the 
edges if exposed to the light—or over the 


whole surface if all the sheet were exposed. 


He referred to the bad effect of using sheets of 
mechanical wood paper together with others 
in making up a composite poster or the like, 
the result being that after a short time part 
of the paper was brown and part white. 

Esparto papers, he said, if exposed to an 
atmosphere in which there were gas tar pro- 
ducts, became pink at the edges. Careful 
storing was therefore essential. Acid paste or 
glue might affect colours in cases where ultra- 
marine or some other metallic pigments were 
used. He mentioned a curious case of paper 
discolouration in which bright yellow paper 
held in stock a long time was found to have 
turned black at the edges. On a claim being 
made to the firm supplying the paper, an ex- 
pert chemist was sent to investigate, and his 
experiments led to the discovery that dis- 
colouration was due to the presence of a drain 
near the stock-room, the fumes acting chemi- 
cally on the paper. 

The lecturer—to the evident slight appre- 
hension of some of his hearers—proceeded to 
demonstrate this effect by heating a test-tube 
which gave off fumes of sulphuretted hydro- 
gen, and holding over the tube pieces of yel- 
low paper which were afterwards handed 
round aud seen to be blackened at the edges. 

Speaking of the fading of three-colour work, 
Mr. Dawe mentioned a case of show-cards 
fading, a case which proved very puzzling. 

Exhaustive chemical tests in all directions 
having failed to fix responsibility for the 
fading on paper or boards, a sample was sent 
abroad to a country where there was plenty of 
sunshine at the time. It was then discovered 
that the trouble was due to fugitive inks. 

Cockling of paper—the production of a 
wavy edge on the sheets— was nine times out 
of ten due to faulty storage. He spoke of 
the great difficulties encountered in printing 
on such paper. It might be possible to get 
over the а: сиу to some extent by cutting 
the sheets in half and letting the cockle go 
through coincident with the periphery of tne 
cylinder. 


Electricity in Paper. 


Touching on the subject of electricitv in 
paper, he explained that static charges were 
due to two causes: to friction of the paper, 
and changes of temperature. The resultant 
difficulty was that sheets of paper tended to 
stick together, thus giving trouble in feeding, 
in delivery, and in set-off. lo show that 
paper if dried and subjected to friction be- 
came electrified, the lecturer made an experi- 
ment on the spot, warining a sheet, brushing 
it vigorously, and showing that it then had 
the power to attract looselv-hanging threads. 
In regard to remedies for electrification, he 
deprecated the introduction of dampness in 
any way, aS that led to register troubles. He 
spoke also of the use of metal plates inter- 
spersed with the sheets and connected to 


earth. He thought there was a good deal of 
"faith. healing" in such a method. Long 
storing of paper resulted in dissipating 
charges. One scientific apparatus he knew 
which was effective as a remedy —the Chap- 
man neutraliser, much used in America. 
Taking current from an electric lighting 
socket, the apparatus is designed to lead 
alternating current to the paper, conducting 
it through a series of small copper points 
nearlv touching the paper and thereby neutral- 
ising any static charges. He had seen the 
apparatus in operation and found it fully 
effective. The neutraliser, however, required 
periodical overhauling. 

Referring next to * picking" of art papers— 
the coating coming away in patches—this, he 
said, might be due to faulty coating, some- 
times also to the paper not being perfectly 
dry. In trying to remedy the trouble by dry- 
ing, care had to be taken not to carry the 
temperature above 9o degs. Fahr., otherwise 
the glue would be cracked and the trouble in- 
creased. Не told of a case of serious “ pick- 
ing " where the trouble was eventually traced 
to the fact that the paper had been stored in 
a stock. room with a broken window, and so 
had got damp. Similarly a case of defective 
register had been found to be due tothe paper 
being stored in a new stock-room, the brick- 
work of which was not vet quite dry ; from 
this room the paper had been taken, printed 
in one colour and dumped down beside the 
machine close to hot water pipes before the 
second printing. It was only to have been 
expected, therefore, that these violent expan- 
sions and contractions of the paper would lead 
to trouble. 

In conclusion, Mr. Dawe suggested that the 
papermaker was not always to blame for 
paper troubles, and he advised his hearers 
before putting the blame in that direction 
just to see whether it did not happen that the 
printer swas the sinner. 

Mr. Dawe was very heartily applauded on 
taking his seat, and on the motion of Mr. 
Bateman, a cordial vote of thanks was ac- 
corded him.

are opened and vice versa.

The Poor ** Printer." 


Tae “printer” came in for severe criticism 
recently at a lecture on “The English Lan- 
guage and International Trade" before the 
Royal Society of Arts. Miss A. Deane Butcher 
recalled that at a recent meeting of the 
Society, Professor Armstrong suggested that 
a very drastic remedy should be applied to 
English headmasters, namely, that they should 
be crucified. Asa matter of fact,she said, the 
headmaster was not theculprit: he was simply 
the victim of a very bad system of education 
«under which three years were spent in the ele- 
mentary education stage in teaching printers’ 
errors. After being taught, the children could 
mot understand their own language; they 
could not pronounce a single word, and they 
could not explain to a foreigner the meaning 
of English print. The real criminal was not 
the headmaster, but the printer. The printer 
had made no progress in a hundred years, and 
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printed exactly as he did а hundred years ago. 
In a progressive world every book that was 
printed ought to be better printed than its 
predecessor. She had spent eleven years on 
the Continent studying the question from the 
commercial point of view, and she was able 
to echo Mr. Gladstone's statement that the 
English printer made this nation a laughing- 
stock on the Continent. Providence had ar- 
ranged that English ideals should go all over 
the world in English speech and in English 
writing. The English language was not an 
art, but the English print was; it wasa graphic © 
art of expression; but nevertheless there was 
a whole army of printers who had forced upon 
the nation an iniquitous and pernicious print 
for over a hundred years. The printer said it 
was not his fault, but that it was due to the 
typefounder, who made him buv founts of 
type which he was obliged to use. It wasa 
disgrace that the nation should be absolutely 
under the thumb of the typefounders, some of 
whom could not even read. If an absolutely 
false notation was used, illogical children 
must as a consequence be brought up, and it 
was absolutely impossible that English trade 
should go all over the world. Every business 
man knew perfectly well that what he sold 
abroad depended on the character of the cir- 
cular he sent out. During the eleven years 
that she was in France, Italy and Germany 
studying the question, she did not find asingle 
man, from the Chamberlain of the Pope down 
to a Paris coachman, who did not want to 
learn the English language, because they 
thought they were going to make money 
thereby. They all wanted to learn the 
English language, and why should the 
English printer prevent them? Dr Cody, Minis- 
ter of Education in Canada, said that the Ger- 
mans from Chicago held the whole of the 
trade with the French Canadians simply be- 
cause English printers would not send a 
sensible circular to them. She suggested that 
every patent medicine, every piece of soap, 
every piece of machinery, should be wrapped 
up in intelligible Eoglish print, and that the 
trader should thereby circulate the English 
language. 


ОкАТН OF MR. J. А. CausrToN.— The death 
occurred on Wednesday, at Bournemouth, 
after a short illness, of Mr. James Albert 
Causton, third son of the late Sir Joseph 
Causton. Mr. Causton was educated at Ton- 
bridge School and afterwards entered the 
great printing house of which his father was 
the founder.

death. 
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The New President of the London Master 
Printers' Alliance, 


The London Master Printers’ Association 
(No. r Alliance) are fortunate in securing às 
their president to succeed Mr. J. J. Keliher, а 
gentleman of such vigour and intellectual 
alertness as Mr. Richard Arthur Austen- Leigh. 
Born at Maidenhead in May, 1872, he is still 
in the prime of life, and in spite of the great 
amount of work he hasalready done on behalf 
of master printers, a further valuable contri- 
bution in that direction may be expected 
during the term of his presidency. 

Mr. Austen-Leigh was educated at Eton, 
and afterwards at King's College, Cambridge, 
where he obtained first class* honours in 
Classics. For three years after leaving the 
University he was a clerk in the House of 
Commons, at the termination of which period, 
1900, he became a director of the great busi- 
ness of Spottiswoode, Ballantyne and Co., 
Ltd. (then known as Spottiswoode and Co., 
1 1а.), of which his brother, Mr. E. C. Austen- 
Leigh, is chairman. 

" R. A." is the second son of Mr. Cholmeley 
Austen- Leigh, who, a partner for many years 
with Mr. A. G. Spottiswoode, was identified 
with the business from 1862 to 1899. Mr. E. C. 
Austen-Leigh, the present chairman, was a 
partner from 1894—1900. When “ К. A." en- 
tered the business as a director in 1900, it was 
formed into a limited company, the other 
direct ors being Mr.John Spottiswoode,Colonel 
Charles Chenevix-Trench, and Mr. Robert 
Stansfield Herries. 


A Romantic History. 


The history of the house of Spottiswoode, 
of course, is one of the great romances of the 
printing trade, and Mr. R. A, Austen-Leigh 
has recounted the salient features in а fasci- 
nating little volume entitled * The Story of a 
Printing House, being a short account of the 
Strahans and the Spottiswoodes." When one 
learns that Mr. Austen- Leigh is a great-great- 
nephew of Jane Austen (1775-1517), one is not 
surprised at the fine literary flavour which 
characterises this work, with its happy side- 
lights on the printing days of London in the 
time of Samuel Johnson and the other literary 
magnates with whom the founder of the busi- 
ness, William Strahan, was associated in а 
long and brilliant career. The New-street 
firm published some of the greatest literary 
and historical works of that remarkable 
period, including Gibbon's “ Decline and 
Fall," which had been rejected by *“ my friend 
Mr. Elmsley," Johnson's Dictionary, and the 
works of Richardson, Fielding, the Wesleys, 
besides the London Gazette, the Public Adver- 
tiser, the, London Chronicle, and many other 
important publications. 

Mr. Austen - Leigh's volume tells how 
William. Strahan became the partner of 
Charles Eyre, the King’s Printer, in 1770, at 
which date “his Majesty's Printing Office is 


removed from Blackfriars to New-street, near 
Gough-square, in Fleet-street, where all Acts 
of Parliament, etc., are printed and sold by 
Charles Eyre and William Strahan, His 
Majesty's Printers." 

At this point it will be interesting to men- 
tion the distinction which exists between the 
firm of Messrs. Spottiswoode, Ballantyne and 
Co., Ltd, and that of Messrs. Eyre and 
Spottiswoode, Ltd. In “The Story of a Print- 
ing House" we read: “ Wm.Strahan's private 
printing business was always kept quite dis- 
tinct from his share in the business of Eyre 
and Strahan, the King's Printers, and this dis- 
tinction explains the fact that at this day the 
business of ,Messrs. Spottiswoode, Ballantyne 
and Co., Ltd., is distinct from that of Messrs. 
Eyre and Spottiswoode, Ltd. 

The business of Messrs. Spottiswoode, Bal- 
lantyne and Co., Ltd., built upon such sure 
foundations by William Strahan from the 


.year 1739, has grown and extended in a steady 


and progressive fashion, until it embraces the 
extensive premises off Shoe-lane, besides a

model factory at Colchester. The firm pro- 
duce a number of papers every week, the Col- 
chester factory being specially designed for 
book and magazine work. 

During the past twenty years Messrs. 
Spottiswoode, Ballantyne and Co., Ltd., have 
absorbed a number of important printing 
establishments, including that of Mr. Ingalton 
Drake at Eton (1901), the good-will of Messrs. 
Ballantyne, Hanson and Co., Edinburgh and 
London (1915), and the good-will of the book 
printing section of The Complete Press, Nor- 
wood (1919). And there is по sign of decadence 
in the business yet ; quite otherwise. 


Craft Activity. 


A volume might almost be devoted to the 
work which Mr. R. A. Austen-Leigh has 
already performed on behalf of master printers 
in general and the London Master Printers’

Association in particular. A man of great 
energy, application and business aptitude, he 
has probably done more than any other single 
individual in helping on the organisation of 
master printers in London and in establishing 
a sound system of costing. He became a 
member of the Council of the London Asso- 
ciation in 1911 and he has been a member 
ever since. He was treasurer from 1912 to 


1915. Organisation, however, has been almost . 


his chief labour, and he still occupies the posi- 
tion of Chairman of the Organisation Com- 
mittee, to which he was appointed in 1917. 
Of the value of costing in the printing 
office, the new president is firmly convinced, 
and in this matter also he has rendered valu- 
able service. His voice has been heard in a 
great many towns throughout the United 
Kingdom in advocacy of the value of costing 
and organisation. He is one of the original 
members of the Costing Committee of the 
Federation of Master Printers, which was first 
formed in 1011, and, of course, he still holds 
office. Such was his interest in the subject 
that he went to America in 1912 and attended 
a Cost Congress in Chicago. In the following 
year he was present at a similar congress at 


Gothenburg, Sweden, and, of course, in that : 


same year he was a prominent figure at the 
first British Cost Congress in London. Thus 
Mr. Austen-Leigh has shown his foresight in 
grasping the meaning of new trade develop- 
ments and entorcing them upon the attention 
of the trade. 

In addition he has been treasurer of the 
Linotype Users' Association for many years. 
Then he acted as chairman of the Fund for 
the Relief of Distressed French Printers dur- 
ing the war, and recently received from the 
treasurer of the French fund a handsome 
medal in recognition of his services. 

Thestory of the new president's work on 
behalf of London master printers would not 
. be complete without reference to his pains- 
taking labours which resulted in the publica, 
tion of the Minimum Jobbing Price List. He 
was chairman of the committee which took 
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this matter in hand, and hespent an enormous - 


amount of time, not only in preparing the 
elaborate details of the list, but in explaining 
them with perfect frankness to the master 
printers in the various districts of the 
metropolis. 


AS Author. 


In the realms of literature, Mr. К. A. Austen- 
Leigh has also rendered good service to his 
day and generation. " The Story of a Print- 
ing House," to which we have already re- 


ferred, was published in 1911 and has gone, 


into a second edition. It is a delightful and 
interesting volume, besides representing a 
permanent record of an important printing 
business. Then he was joint author of “The 
Life and Letters of Jane Austen," being a 
direct descendent of that lady's brother. 
Now a resident of Eton, and an old Etonian 
himself, he has dipped deeply into the 
archives of the college. He has already 
produced several books on the history of the 
college, and is still engaged upon another 
which has been in preparation for the past 20 


years. In addition to being editor of the 
* Falcon," started in 1919, the house organ of 
Messrs. Spottiswoode, Ballantyne and Co., 
Ltd., he is joint editor with Mr. Gerard T. 
Meynell, of “The Master Printer's Annual 
and Typographical Year Book, 1920," which 
is shortly to be published, and which is the 
first real handbook to be prepared covering 
the activities of organised inaster printers. 

In politics, Mr. R. A. Austen-Leigh is a 
strong Liberal. He was prospective Liberal 
candidate for the East Grinstead division of 
Sussex for three years, but retired on leaving 
the district. 

Mr. Austen-Leigh may be depended upon 
to fulfil the office of president to the last 
detail. Youth and energy are on his side. 
Although a singularly modest man so far as 
his personal achievements are concerned, this 
is no drag upon his energies when they can 
be devoted to public service.

The Price of Books. 


The chairman made an eloquent appeal on 
behalf of the Society which has been esta- 
blished for something like 100 years. He had 
а ;good cause to plead for, and did his task 
wel. He mentioned that he had criticisms to 
answer and prejudices to overcome for daring 
to ask for assistance for a bookbinder’s 
charity— criticisms and prejudices which had 
been directed not against the Society as such, 
but against the fact that he had dared to bea 


bookbinder at all. One English author de- . 


scribed bookbinders as “a gang of extor- 
Попа{е scoundrels who do far more bad 
work than good, and profiteer shamelessly.” 
(Laughter.) He (Mr. Hall Caine) did not 
apologise for being a bookbinder, and he went 
on to show what the bookbinder had done to 
perpetuate literature. He denied that 
the bookbinder had been chiefly responsible 
for the large increase in the price of books. 
They were constantly told by their labour 
fnends that the cost of living had gone up 
125 per cent., yet the 15. book was still only 
25.апа the pre-war 6s. book had never yet 
reached 135. 6d., or anything like ії. Books 
were dearer the world over. Thecost of book 
Production in America had gone up over 200 
per cent., and this notwithstanding the fact 
that their paper was made from raw material 
grown practically at their very door. The 
Chairman reviewed the position in France, 
Italy, Holland, Scandinavia and Germany, 
Where the condition of things was similar. 
Therefore they could take it that Great 
Dritain was not the only country where a rise 
In the cost of production, and therefore in the 


price of books, had taken place. The speaker - 


went on to maintain that the workman had a 
complete right to share in the prosperity of 
any trade, and asserted that if any article 
could. not be sold at such a profit as would 
ive a living wage to all those engaged in its 
production— from author to bookseller — then 
he would venture to say that, except in rare 
cases, it were better it were not produced at 
all. (Hear, hear.) While a workman had a 
right to share in a trade's prosperity, that 
LAM however, also entailed a responsibility. 
(Hear, hear.) Proceeding, he said everything 
to-day seemed happy in the book world. 

ks were selling, orders were plentiful, and 


prospects looked bright, but he hastened to - 


observe that the rise upon rise in the cost of 
book production, and consequently in the 
price of books, might turn them from a neces- 
sity into a luxury, in which case the day of 
remunerative book publishing would be over 
and the day of professional authorship at an 
end. Speaking of the responsibilities resting

upon the working man and the master man 
alike in the book business, Mr. Hall Caine 
urged the necessity of co-operation.  Co- 
operation, he pointed out, was the law of life ; 
division was the law of death. He did not 
mean combination of businesses, but combi- 
nation of interests, combination of brains. 
The toast was enthusiastically endorsed, 
and Mr. F. E. Bailey, honorary treasurer to 
the society, who had been connected with it 
for 50 years, suitably responded. Mr. Bailey 
recalled how the chairman, who was a lover 
of the aged, was anxious to increase the 
allowances to the inmates of the asylum. An 


appeal to the trade was made, and men and 


employers responded admirably, so that they 
were still able to continue more adequate 
allowances to the old people. The speaker 
mentioned that the institution encouraged 
thrift, because every man and woman who 
was a member must have joined the society 
before he or she had attained the age of 40. 


Allied Trades. 


Viscount Burnham, who was received with 
cheers, proposed “ Prosperity to the Allied 
Trades." He said it wasa great pleasure to 
be present under the chairmanship of the son 
of one of his oldest and most honoured friends, 
who had done sterling service in connection 
with the war and on behalf of those national 
trades represented at that board. (Hear, 
hear.) It gave him some pride at a Victory 
banquet to propose the toast of “ Тһе Allied 
and Associated Powers." Lord Burnham pro- 
ceeded to pay a tribute to the work of book- 
binders. 

Mr. A. F. Blades, in response, spoke of thead- 
vantages of federation in industry, and men- 
tioned that the trades represented that night 
were well advanced in that respect. Labour 
was very well federated, and with organisa- 
tion on the employers side as well,they were 
approaching something like the ideal. (Hear, 
hear.) He wasdisappointed with the Govern- 
ment with not having got on better with the 
joint industrial council scheme, and declared 
that the prosperity of this country depended 
upon how these councils carried on their 
business. He would like to say that he was 
very grateful that his own Federation was so 
completely linked up with the allied trades, 
and for the manner in which all sections had 
met them in any dispute or question that 
arose. He went on to refer to the historical 
meeting as mentioned in our leaderette last 
week, and spoke of the necessity for technical 
education, pointing out how difficult it was 
to find a foreman outside one's factory to take 
charge. They must get the lads educated, 
and he was sure the trade unions would help 
them in that direction. (Hear, hear.) 


The Prosperity of Bookbinding. 


Mr. Grey also acknowledged the toast. Не 
pointed out that combination did not always 
mean the fixing of prices, but working toge- 
ther hand in hand for the general prosperity 
of the industrv, as was the case in the section 
of which he was proud to be the chairman. 
(Hear. hear.) He thought he was correct in 
saying that the bookbinders of London were

second to those of no other city in the world 
in the quality of their craftsmanship. (Ap- 
plause.) They manufactured the finest book- 
binding in the world. They had representa- 
tives there that hight of some of the finest 
hand bookbinding establishments in the 
country ; firms which had done binding for 
years and years, and would continue to do so 
in the beautiful manner which had charac- 
terised their work from the beginning. Не 
referred to the difficult times through which 
they were passing, pointing out that they 
seemed to live at conferences with the men's 
representatives, and they tried to put up a 
very good case, not only on their own behalf, 
but also for the public. Mr Blades would 
agree with him in inviting publishers to 
attend their conferences and listen to thelong 
and earnest discussions which took place on 
the question of the correct wage which should 
be paid to-day. In offering a welcome to the 
representatives of the unions who were there 
that night, Mr. Grey mentioned that through 
all the recent strenuous time there had never 
once been a hint or any question of a strike. 
So far as the bookbinding industry was con- 
cerned, he was determined there would be no 
profiteering of any description; and as for 
prices, they were prepared to lay the cards 
upon the table, and tney would be delighted 
it any critic of the prices which they estab- 
lished would come along and try and main- 
tain his case. They were the last people in 
the world to injure their trade by attempting 
to do anything so foolish as to profiteer. l'hey 
realised that the success of their business was 
the success of their customers, and it was no 
earthly use trying to fix fictitious prices. 
(Hear, hear. They were prepared to combine 
with papermakers and printers, so that books 
might be offered to the public at the lowest 
possible prices. They did not desire that 
books should be a luxury, but that they 
should be a necessity. He had the greatest 
confidence in the world in the success of their 
business, and he believed that if they could all 
pull together during the next few years, with 
the assistance of the Government in the form 
of a new Education Bill which would compel 
boys and girls to remain at school for two or 
three years longer, their efforts would lead to 
a very large demand for educational works in 
the future. Now was the time for all of them 
to work together, and he believed not only 
they on his side, but the labour representa- 
tives as well, would help in promoting the 
success of the bookbinding industry in this 
country. (Applause.) 

The toast of “ Our Guests ” was submitted 
by Mr. Joseph Brown, who intimated that 
when they talked of publishers they were on 
delicate ground. (Laughter. He remarked, 
however, that they were all good friends with 
the publishers so long as the price was low, 
and he felt that when they educated the pub- 
lisher up to realising that an increase of price 
was an absolute necessity and could not be 
avoided, they would still remain friends. 
(Applause.) 

Lord Riddell was cordially received upon 
rising to respond, which he did in his own 
inimitable fashion. He intimated that he 


' had the honour of being a customer of the 


gentlemen he saw belore him, and when they 
made their next estimate he hoped they would 
bear in mind what Mr. Brown had said in re- 
gard to the old and needy. (Laughter.) 


Sound Advice. 


The Right Hon. С. N. Barnes, M.P., was 
invited to address the gathering, and in the 
course of a very impressive speech, he said we 
have been too much accustomed in the past 
to combinations being launched for the 
simple purpose of fighting and oppressing 
one another, but it seemed to him the time 
had come in this age of education that in- 
stead of striking they ought to have more co- 
operation —(cheers)—that instead of stopping 
the wheels of industry, organisation ought to 
be used, not for the purpose of fomenting 
strikes, but for the purpose of carrying on 
industry with more regard for one another's 
interests, and it was just in proportion as they 
had that, that they would get over many of 
those troubles which vex the souls of 
sympathetic men and women to-day. He 
went on to show that the increased prices of 
commodities were due to the scarcity of 
goods, and the only remedy was to produce 
greater and greater quantities. There was 
nothing surprising about these hard times, 
but what was wanted was that employers 
and employees and everyone of them should 
somehow or another get into their heads the 
sense of responsibility, and that each and 
every one of them should try and carry on 
the industry of the country, certainly to yield 
the largest wage which was possible for it to 
yield, but, at the same time, if a man gota 
fair day's wage to produce at least a fair 
day's work. (Loud cheers.) 

Sir Hall Caine, who was warmly received, 
contributed one of his thoughtful and arrest- 
ing speeches. He held it was their duty as 
authors, printers, bookbinders, and so on, to 
work together so that every man did a fair 
day's work for a fair day's wages, so that the 
end might be that they would give the books 
to the public at the cheapest price at which 
they could possibly be made. On that, and 
on that alone, it seemed to him. the pros- 
perity of the book trade must in the ultimate 
result depend. 

The Chairman at this point did a little bit 
of auctioneering on behalf of the festival, and 
he used such persuasion that the autograph 
book which had been signed bv all present, 
was knocked down at 116 guineas to Mr. John 
Long, the publisher, after a keen fight with a 
well-known bookseller. 

The toast of the Chairman was proposed by 
Mr. G. W. Knight (secretary of the Society) 
and honoured with enthusiasm.

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Forty-Four Hours and Output. 


The trade is now facing the 44-hour pro- 
blem, and already meetings have been held 
up and down the country to ventilate the 
subject. Masters are exceedingly strong in 
their opposition to any reduction in working 
hours at a time when the existing hours are 
insufficient to cope with the demand. Unem- 
ployment in the trade is practically nil; 
almost every town is finding overtime neces- 
sary to keep track with incoming orders ; and 
the boom is as yet only in its infancy. To 
help production, there is no new machinery 
available, and when extra help is wanted it 
cannot be got. The ratio of production per 
man is lower than it was before the war, and 
the enthusiasm of the workers for their work 
isless than it should be considering the pro- 
gress that has been made in bettering condi- 
tions of working. Time may rectify this, but 
not time in the sense of a shorter working 
wek until more labour and machinery are 
available. The whole future of the country 
5 dependent upon present output; and as a 
reduction of hours to 44 per week would at 
once diminish output, the case is an unthink- 
ableone. Far better increase the week to 50 


hours and pay double for the extra time. It . 


is not so much a matter of pence as output ; 
everything, of course, in reason. 


Rising Costs. 


The cost of bookbinding has undergone an 
alarming increase in recent months, due partly 
to advanced wages to men and girls, but 
mainly to rises in cost of material. It will 
probably be correct to assume that the total 
cost of materials used in making a book on 
the average exceeds the cost of labour con- 
sumed on the job, disregarding overhead and 
departmental costs. his shows the para- 
mount importance of keeping track of ma- 
terial costs. While wages and hours may 
alter once or twice in a year, itisthe common 
experience to find materials altering in price 
almost week by week. When a wage ad- 
vance occurs, the binder usually immediately 
tackles his hourly charge, but it is to be 
doubted if the majority of houses exhibit the 
same alacrity in regard to materials. 


impeoved Methods Needed. 


The method of computing costs of material 
used in bookbinding is not good in all esta- 
blishments, even in those using the Federa- 
tion costing system. It is impossible for the 
binder to specify on the materials-issued sheet 
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the whole list of items. Such prominent com- 
ponents as leather, cloth and board are easy 
enough to calculate and specify, but sundries, 
such as tape, glue, thread, paste, tabs, etc., are 
too formidable a proposition for correct 
specification on every job. The best method 
to adopt 15 to devise a schedule of costs of - 
material covering all sizes and classes of 
work, embodying every detail of material 
which goes into the binding of a book. For 
clear and quick reference а summary of 
chargeable costs should then be typed for use 
by all concerned in estimating or costing. The 
detailed tables are maintained under one 


control for periodic examination and revision. 


Under current conditions a monthly revision 
is essential, as material costs are changing so 
frequently. 


Strawboards. 


Advances all round have occurred since our 
last notes on the subject. Strawboards are 


: quoted £22 105. per ton for 8 to 16 oz. unlined 


boards, and £2 10s. per ton extra for thick 
boards. The loss on rate of exchange with 
Holland has been equal to 20 per cent. on the 
cost of the boards, and agents have been 
“placed in an exceedingly difficult position 
where they have given firn quotations. There 
are signs now of an improvement in the value 
of the £ in Holland, but it will be a long time 
before the price of strawboards falls to what 
it was six months ago. For one thing, the 
mills have sold their product for nearly a year 
ahead, and at a high price. For another 
Xhing, transport charges, both in Holland and 
here, have undergone an advance which 
means at least /3 to £4 per ton on the boards. 
Those users whose stocks of Dutch straw- 
boards are ample must. congratulate them- 
selves on their fortunate position.

Other Advances. 


Book cloth has had its second advance 
within a month, and 2s. per yard is now being 
charged for standard quality. Outside the 
big combine there are a few houses offering 
cheaper lines of book cloth, one of very good 
quality at 19d. per yard. Within the next 
day or two this will go up, however. Calicoes 
have gone up another id. per yard, and fine 
pasting qualities are now quoted 944. їо 10}d. 
per yard. In pre- war days equally good stuff 
could be bought anywhere at 2}d. to 2id. per 
yard. Linen threads and tapes are keeping 
to their new standards of price, and at the 
moment no change is in prospect. Gold leaf, 
too, is steady, but glue has advanced at a -

terrific rate, the best Scotch unstamped glue 
now being quoted 170s. per cwt. Cheaper 
qualities are available, but on comparison 
they do not turn out to advantage owing to 
their big content of water. 


Marble Papers. 


Marble papers are almost off the market, 
and the demand for British printed marbles 
is too big for the makers to meet. Any price 
is asked and obtained for Belgian marble 
papers, and there is no hope of апу better 
conditions for months ahead. Leathers are 
slow to come round,almost every order having 
to wait until it can be made. Prices are 


steady at a high level, and are likely to con- œ 


tinue so for a long time. Buyers would be 
well advised to book requirements ahead, and 
. give the makers ample time for delivery. 


Empioyment, 


Employment with bookbinders shows a 
further slight improvement, and is generally 
good; a little overtime was reported both 
from London and from the provinces. The 
membership of unions reporting as to em- 
ployment is given as 12,236 at the end of 
December last, the percentage unemployed 
being r'1 per cent., as compared with оз per 
cent. at the end of December, 1918, the de- 
crease being 02 per cent. compared with the 
month before and an increase of o'8 per cent. 
compared with the year before. 


Bookbinding in Penzance. 


Our attention is drawn to what appears to 
be a good opening in the town of Penzance, 
Cornwall, for a thoroughly skilled, reliable, 
all-round bookbinder, who is willing to do a 
little " working up” of the business which 
has been lapsing slowly for some five to six 
years solely owing to the chief bookbinder, in 
employ of a printer, being afllicted with” 
paralysis (slowly increasing) in one arm. 
There is a considerable accumulation of 
binding since 1913 waiting to be done from 
two libraries in the town—one a free library 
(11,000 vols.), the other an old.established 
subscription library founded in 1811, of over 
32,000 vols. Besidee these there are an im- 
portant bookselling business, new and anti- 
quarian, and several large banks and mer- 
chants as well as several valuable private 
libraries in the Duchy which require the 
services of a practical bookbinder. 

We are informed that in default of getting 
work done locally, large packages of re- 
binding work are being despatched to Ply- 
mouth and Bath. Local support would, we 
are assured gladly be given to a competent 
man, and even some financial backing might 
be forthcoming to one with good references. 

It is suggested that the binder should be 
prepared to use and perhaps instal some 
modern machinery so as to cope with the 
amount of work waiting to be done. 


Gost of Soup Tichel, 


At the Bristol Gbit Ce Court, last week, His 
Honour, Judge Stanger, K.C., heard an action 
brought by Messrs. A. Jenkins, printers, 
against the Lord Mayor, Aldermen, and Bur- 
gesses of the City of Bristol, for the payment 
of £2 13s. for 10,000 roll tickets supplied to the 
Corporation. Mr. Herbert Coates, represent- 
ing plaintiffs, stated that the tickets were 
ordered for use at the Corporation Soup 
Kitchen and the work carried out accordingly.

The Needs and Difficuities of the Paper 
Trade, 

Inthe January issue of Paper and Progress 
(Messrs. Strong, Hanbury and Co., Ltd.), the 
о; for the paper trade are thus alluded 
0:— 

ltis more than three months ago since we 
were in the grip of the railway strike, but 
there can be no room for doubt that the paper 
trade is still suffering, and will continue for 
many weeks to suffer, if indirectly, from its 
effects. It was about that time that trade 
generally had begun to forge ahead, and the 
demands for paper which had been gradually 
onthe increase had time to swell to larger 
proportions simultaneously as production fell 
behind. Consequently execution of orders 
lellinto arrears. This set-back caused by the 
strike has never been properly made up. 
Orders have been issued much faster than 
there has been any possibility of fulfilling 
Шет, with the resulting scarcity all round 
and a general hardening of prices. 

The difficulty to-day is to supply require- 
ments. To place orders, even with the im- 
Position of all sorts of conditions, is no easy 
matter; to place them at firm prices is out of 
thequestion. Mills are booked up for weeks 
ahead. and, notwithstanding that fact, orders 
continue to pour in, thus causing a greater 


and greater accumulation upon the waiting 
lists Indeed, it would seem that the use of 
paper is almost as wide to-day as before the 
war, and it is still widening on account of the 
many and varied trade developments now in 
progress and the great opportunities for 
British industry appearing in the world's 
markets. 

But if this is true, it is equally true that the 
output is by no means the equivalent of a 
normal pre-war year, notwithstanding the 
improvement shown by the latest trade re- 
turns, nor can it be for many months to come. 
Before such a greatly to be desired result can 
be brought about our industry requires a 
greater supply of skilled labour, more ma- 
chinery, and better means of transportation 
both for supplies of raw material to the mills 
and for the finished product to the consumer. 

Unfortunately the dearth of the right sort 
of learners, the standstill in the engineering 
shops, due to the moulders' strike, with the 
consequent months of accumulated work, and 
the congestion at the docks and in the goods 
yards, all these suffice to show that increased 
output, sufficient to be of any benefit, must of 
necessity be a matter of time. Prices cannot 
come down until it is achieved, and in the 
meantime the hardening tendency of in- 
creased demand over supply is becoming 
aggravated by the new railway rates. In 
view of the foregoing facts, he would indeed 
be a rash man who would predict aught else 
but a serious shortage of supplies for the next 
few months, without hope of reduced prices.

Presentation at 


a Complimentary Dinner. 


A fine tribute was paid to the work and 
character of Mr. Reginald J. Lake, late 
director of the Federation of Master Printers, 
on Monday night, at the Connaught Rooms. 
The occasion was the presentation to him of 
his portrait, painted by the late Mr. Arthur 
Hacker; and Mr. Alfred F. Blades, the President 
of the Federation, generously provided the 
setting for the presentation by inviting Mr. 
Lake’s friends and admirers to dinner. Mr. 
Blades does these things well, and Monday’s 
entertainment was a delightful social func- 
tion. The President himself was in the chair, 
and a representative assembly of the master 
printers of the country included Sir G. Row- 
land Biades, Sir W. A. Waterlow, K.BE., Sir 
Cecil Harrison, Sir A. Spurgeon, General 
Bemrose, and Mr. L. H. Blades. Altogether 
160 guests sat down to dinner. 

Following a sumptuous repast, a pro- 
gramme of toasts and music was entered 
upon. 


Glowlag Tributes. 


Mr. Blades was cordially received on rising 
to pay а tribute to Mr. Lake,.to whom he 
said, that representative assembly must be.a 
great source of gratification. 
record could not be surpassed, and his definite 
courage in all that he had gone through filled 
every one of them with admiration at the way 
he had carried on, even at the expense of his 
health, now happily better than when he bore 
the full stress of battle. Few men could have 
exceeded his courage during the war, sustain- 
ing the loss that he did. On the very day he 
suffered the bereavement, he was found sit- 
ting in committee discharging his duties. Mr. 
Blades glanced at the period of 1911, and to 


‘friend. 


Mr. Lake's past 


Mr. Lake's work which led to the establish- 
ment of the Joint Industrial Council. During 
his time the membership of the London Asso- 
ciation rose from 300 to 850, and that of the 
Federation from 1,380 to 3,800, while the 
number of associations had grown from 55 to 
120. (Applause. After describing Mr. Lake 
as a true English gentleman, the President 
said they were not saying goodbye to their 
honoured guest, who had been elected an 
honorary member of their Council and whose 
advice they would always welcome. Mr. 
Blades mentioned that in addition to the 
portrait which they were presenting to Mr. 
Lake, subscribers throughout the country had 
responded in so gratifying a manner that 
there was also a substantial cheque for their 
(Applause.) . 

Mr. E. G. Arnold, as the last of the line of 

presidents to work his full term of two years 
with Mr. Lake, spoke of Mr. Lake's reforming 
influence. He never thought of himself but 
always of others. After applying a defini- 
tion of the perfect gentleman to Mr. Lake, the 
speaker recalled the testimony of one“ T.E.N.” 
—(Laughter)—on {һе other side to "Our 
Reggie " during the 1911 upheaval. 
: Mr. А. E. Goodwin, on behalf of the Federa- 
tion staff, the 120 association secretaries, and 
the 12 alliance secretaries paid a tribute to 
Mr. Lake, in whom they had all found a real 
friend. To Mr. Lake, the Federation was a 
living organism,and he treated it accordingly. 
It was onlv those who had lived and worked 
side by side and day by day with him who 
could adequately appreciate his unfailing 
courtesy, and his readiness to take the blame 
and tbe responsibility for any shortcoming on 
the part of any member of the staff. 
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The Right Hon. C. W. Bowerman, P.C., 
M.P., speaking for himself and his colleagues 
on the Labour side of the tiade, described it 


as a gracious act on the part ot Mr. Blades апа: 


his friends to invite them to participate in that 
gathering, After remarking that^ Mr. Lake 


had been connected with one of the most 


respected firms of the City of London in its 
day, the speaker said if there was one fhing 
that struck him about Mr. Lake in the fulfil-

ment of his office, it was this, that however 
strong his feeling might have been on behalf 
of master printers when an acutequestion was 
being discussed, he had a very happy knack 
of disguising the strength of his feeling, 
although he always rigidly maintained the 
position of his own association. The fact 
that struck him was Mr. Lake's strong regard 
for the interest of the trade as a trade rather 
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than the mere interest of his own association 
or the attitude of the “comps” or the machine- 
men. His predominant desire was that noth- 
ing should be done to injure what Mr. Lake 
rightly termed the printing interest of London 
and the country, and on behalf of his (Mr. 
Bowerman's) side of the table he would say 
that they also had no desire or intention of 
doing anything that would permanently or 
even temporarily injure the trade. (Applause.) 


Mr. Lake had well earned and well deser ed 
the honour which his colleagues were con- 
ferring upon him that night. ! 


Unveiling the Portrait. 


Mr. Blades then unveiled the portait, 
which is painted in oils on a very large cai}vas 
and handsomely framed. On a tablet 'ap- 
peared the following inscription :—'* Presehta- 
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tion portrait to Reginald J. Lake, subscribed 
by members of the Federation of Master 
Printers’ and Allied Trades of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland. 
Chairman of the Master Printers' Association 
1894, President of the Federation 1904-5, 
Director of the Federation 1910-19. ‘He left 
the craft better than he found it.' " 

The toast of Mr. Lake's health wasendorsed 
with musical honours and cheers, and a 
further ovation was accorded Mr. Lake upon 
rising to respond. 

Speaking with some emotion, Mr. Lake said 
he had no adequate words to express his 
thanks and appreciation of the splendid re- 
ception they had given him and of what had 
been said about him. He went on to thank 
Mr. Blades not only for his reference to him 
that night, but for the many acts of kindness 
in the past, and for organising that function, . 
so gratifying to him. What Mr. Arnold had 


said was a repetition of what he had so kindly - 


uttered before. It was particularly gratifying 
to have Mr. Goodwin voicing the warm feel- 
ings which the members of the staff enter- 
tained for him. It was said that no man was 
a hero to his valet. He felt, at any rate, that 
he was not, and could not be a hero to 
his secretary and those who worked with 
him at 24, Holborn ; but that they thought 
kindly of him was no slight gratification. 
(Applause. Above all, he wished to thank 
Mr. Bowerman, and it wasa real delight to 
him to feel that he and his colleagues har« 
boured only kindly feelings to him now. He, 
had many friends among those whom he had 
faced across the table in trade negotiations, 
and they were not limited to the “ T.E.N.," 
and he hoped to all of them he should be 
"Our Reggie" to the end of the chapter. 
(Hear, hear, and applause) In the bitterness 
of giving up a loved work, he was glad to 
carry into retirement the esteem of those with, 
whom he had been associated and with whom 
he had striven for the benefit and the good of 
the craft. In the changing times through 
which they were passing, it was a great satis- 
faction to him to feel that in those who were 
coming after him at 24, Holborn the new 
scheme which had been inaugurated was 
being operated for the benefit of their trade, 
and that the future of the trade would be 


assured by those to whose hands it was en- ' 


trusted апа through those who, from all parts 
of the country, at the sacrifice of their own 
time and leisure, and also at their own ex- 
pense, worked on behalf of the Federation 
and the trade. (Applause.) 


The Craft of Printing, 


Mr. R. A. Austen-Leigh, submitting the 
toast of the "Craft of Printing," paid a 
tribute to Mr. Lake's work on behalf of the 
London Association. Upto about the year 
916 or 1917 Mr. Lake was the only official 
whom they had working for the London 
Association, and since his retirement they had 
not only to appoint a secretary, but an assist- 
ant secretary, and an organising secretary, 
and they were on the look out for another 
secretary. That would give them some idea 


of the over-work Mr. Lake put in on behalf of . 


master printers. The speaker went on to 
draw a distinction between the craftsmen and 
the manufacturers in the printing trade, to 
strike a serious note in regard to theenormous 
increase in the cost of printing to-day, and 
closed with an eloquent tribute to Dr. J.. 
Maclehose, whom he described as the eminent 
printer of the University of Glasgow. 

Dr. Maclehose, in reply, acknowledged the 
scholarship and learning which character- 
ised the assistance he had received from Mr. 
Lake in a particular piece of printing which 
required to be done many years ago. Dr. 
Maclehose urged that the rush of work which 
had followed the termination of the war 
should not obscure their vision in approach- 
ing the troublous and difficult years which 
were in front of them. 

A Generous Host, 


Mr. Harry Cooke proposed the toast of 
“Our Host,” and acknowledged the gener- 
osity of Mr. Blades, not only on that occasion, 
but during the whole course of his presidency 
of the Federation of Master Printers. Master 
printers throughout the country were in- 
debted to him for all his arduous work. 

Mr. Edgar Waterlow supported the toast, 
which was accorded musical honours. 

Mr. Blades was received with cheers on 


rising to respond, and attributed the position 


he held to-day in the printing world to the 
fact that he had had a good father and a good 
mother. The work he had done for the 
Federation and the Association was prompted 
by a love of the craft. He added that it had 
been the greatest pleasure in his life to engi- 
neer that dinner in honour of Mr. Lake. In 
conclusion, the President offered a cordial 
welcome to Mr. Meredith Whittaker. 

During the evening an excellent musical 
programme was provided under the direction 
of Mr. Lorne Wallet, the artistes being Miss 
Olive Sturgess and Messrs. Robert Ganthony, 
Arthur Helmore and Alan Adair. The sou- 
venir programme was worthy of the occasion. 
The initials of Mr. Lake appeared in colours 
on the front and a half-tone reproduction of 
the portrait adorned the interior. 


\ Limited.

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Notable Example of Book-Production. 


Some years ago—in our issue of June 24th, 
1915, to be precise—we published a rather 
curious little ‘article on “ Тһе Lost Art of 
making Books," by Mr. Dard Hunter, of 
Chillicothe, Ohio, U.S.A. In this article there 
was advanced the startling contention that 
the true book-producer or maker of books, 
was extinct, those who now call themselves 
book-producers being merely book-printers. 
lt was urged that the modern book repre- 
sents a ‘conglomeration of ideas and work- 
manship," and that in order to obtain the 
ideal book— which should be a consistent and 
harmonious unity with à distinct personality 
of its own—its producer must be not only a 
printer but also a typefounder and a paper- 
maker, so that the whole book should be 
ern in every detail by but a single 
hand. 


A Unique Volume. 


That in putting forward these rather original 
views he had the courage of his convictions, 
and also the indefatigable enthusiasm and 
. energy requisite for carrying his theory into 
pracuce, Mr. Hunter has now proved by pro- 
ducing what comes very near to 
fullest sense, a one-man book. It isa pity, 
from one point of view, that the essay chosen 
for printing on this occasion is not of Mr. 
Hunter's own composition (he is quite equal 
to the task of writing something worthy of 
production in book form) — although, of 
course, the question of literary authorship is 
clearly distinct from the matter of book- 
producing craftsmanship, with which latter 
alone Mr. Hunter is here concerned. The text 
. of this unique volume consists of an essay en: 
titled “The Etching of Contemporary Life,” 
written by Mr. Frank Weitenkampf, the 
curator of prints in the New York Public 
Library. This is produced in ten printed 
pages (including an ornamental two-coloured 
title-page and 
word ") twelve leaves being comprised in the 
book, each measuring about 8 inches wide 
by 114 inches deep. The wrapping is in very 
neat brown paper boards with white parch- 
ment back. The paper of which the book is 
composed, is a very handsome cream hand- 
made; though slightly spotty in the look- 
through, it is a pleasure to behold and a joy 
to handle. Thepaper bears Mr. Hunter's own 
watermark and is also watermarked with the 
seal of the Chicago Society of Etchers for 
whom the work was produced--the water- 
marking, by the way, being done in such very 
thorough-going fashion that the marks can 
not only be seen at a glance but also felt. 


The type is of about 18-point body, beautiful + 


in form, somewhat similar to a good old- face 
specimen, but with some slightly fanciful fea- 
tures, bolder, and without the machine-made 
exactitude of regularity to which we аге now-

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adays accustomed—though excellently aligned 
and constituting on the whole a face both 
artistic and distinctive. 


How It was Produced. 


Of this production Mr. Hunter writes : 
“Instead of starting out to print a book with 
type and paper, my materials were linen and 
cotton rags, pig lead, antimony, tin, Copper 
and steel. All of these materials were pur- 
chased in the crude form and from them I 
made the paper by hand, cut the punches for 
the type, struck the matrices and cast the type 
in a mould 1 made myself patterned after one 
of the eighteenth century given me by Mr. 
Caslon, of London. The book was printed 
from my own make of ink, and on my hand 
The time it 
required to make the type was about three 
(two hundred and fifty 
copies) really occupied the greater part of five 
In the paper mill I had no help 
whatever, nor did I in the type or printing. 
The paper was made by using the same appli- 
ances and methods that were used in the six- 
teenth century. As you can readily see, the 
project was not a financial one, and Í did the 
work solely to prove to myself (and others) 
that such a book could be produced. As near 
as can be traced, this is the first book ever 
made in ite entirety by one person, in the his- 
tory of printing."

They 
eventually decided, we understand, that al- 
though the process had certain features of 
value, it was not economically practicable 
under the conditions obtaining here. Alu- 
minotype stereos are used in the United 
States for some kinds of heavy work, such as 
colour-printing on fabric sacks and paper 
bags, also to acertain extent for such letter- 
press work as directory printing in cases where 
the immense runs required demand a printing 
surface of extraordinary durability.

Current Topics. 


The 44-Hours Conference. 


‘THE conference with reference to the re- 
quest for a further reduction of the working 
week from 48 to 44 hours, took place on Tues- 
day last. The chair was occupied by Mr. 
Alfred F. Blades, president of the Master 
Printers’ Federation, and the newspaper pro- 
prietors' organisations for the provinces were 
fully represented. The Right Hon. C. W. 
Bowerman occupied the vice-chair, and pre- 
sented the case for the trade unions, and ex- 
pressed their appreciation of the generous 
character of the agreement arrivedat in March, 
1919, but pointed out that at their adminis- 
trative council it was felt that the hours could 
be still further reduced to eight hours for five 
days in the week and four hours on 
Saturday, and that this would not inflict 
any serious injury on the trade. Mr. 
Blades, in reply, intimated that the 
employers were unanimous in their opinion 
that the reduction in hours and increases in 
wages had made the cost of printing so high 
that they had good evidence that orders had 


been considerably curtailed, and Mr. Good win 
gave instances from all parts of the country. 
A number of speakers took part in the dis- 
cussion, and it was finally decided that the 
views of the einployers should be submitted 
to the Administrative Council of the Printing 
and Kindred Trades Federation which meets 
in April next.

A Customer Critic. 


FacED with notice of increased printers’ 
charges, the Investors' Review asserts that the 
piling up of all advanced costs upon the 
owners of journals cannot proceed much 
further without driving many papers out of 
existence. After complaining of the workers’ 
attitude—even the humble capitalist who 
works that he may live being regarded as an 
enemy to be stripped, not a comrade to be. 
helped--the writer of this lament relents so 
far as to remark that, in view oftheincreasing 
demands which soaring costs of living make 
upon the workmen, " We must not be hard 
upon these men. ‘They are not worse than 
their neighbours, perhaps not so bad as 
many upper strata * profiteers.' They 
are not really to be blaned, are perhaps no 
more selfish than those who employ them. 
Indeed, what most strikes the bystander who 
looks at these movements is the war of selfish- 
ness which they exhibit." When the printer 
told the Investors’ Review that charges were 
to be increased, he considerately suggested 
that the rise in cost should be passed on to 
the journal's clients. " This is all very well," is 
the retort, " but how if it should be unfair to do 
that, as wellas inexpedient? We have already 
raised prices for advertisements about as far 
as we feel it just to do so, and as for the price 
of the paper itself, it is not, in our opinion, 
really worth more to many of its readers than 
the sixpence charged for it. Already sub- 
scribers suffer through curtailments of the 
variety of information formerly given, also 
through the smallness of the type now em- 
ployed on various sections of the paper, or in 
other ways, and why should they be punished 
still further by an addition to the price?” 
The thought which the Review holds in mind 
as it philosophically awaits developments is 
this: * We must accept things as they are and 
do the best we can until the storm blows 
over. If we fail to endure we alone will not 
be the sufferers, and when work is stopped,as 
the Brinsmead firm stopped their piano 
factory, the compositors and machinists, 
binders, folders, and others of the multitude 
of the employees of a printing office, will 
probably have to go ‘back to the land’ or 
starve.”

The world of antiquarian book lovers 1S 
electrified by the report of the discovery at 
Longner Hall, near Shrewsbury, bytheowner, 
Mr. Richard Francis Burton, of a certain 
small vellum-bound volume (5 in. by 3% in.), 
containing five poetical pieces.

edition, 1600, of the " Lucrece," therefore 
again disputing the Bodleian claim to 
possessing the " only one perfect сору " : (4) 
а rival to the Lamport Hall copy of the 1595 
~ Emaricdulfe " sonnets (the anagram on the 
name of the patroness, Marie Cufeld); and 
(5) a completely unknown continuation of 
"Lucrece," written in 1600 by Shakespeare's 
admirer, the versatile Thomas Middleton, 
under the title of the ~ Ghost of Lucrece." 

March 23rd has been fixed as the date when 
this interesting volume will be offered for sale 
at Messrs. Sotheby's, just after the disposal of 
the Yates- Thomson manuscripts.

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Hourly, Cost Rates Explained. 


Federation Experts deal with the Matter 
at L. M. P. A. Monthly Luncheon. 


The main subject for discussion at the 


February luncheon of the London Master . 


Piinters' Association was the just. published 
list of standard hourly cost rates (which we 
print in full on another page). This luncheon, 
which took place on Thursday last at the 
Holborn Restaurant, attracted an excellent 
muster of master printers, the gathering being 
presided over by Mr. R. A. Austen-Leigh, the 
new president of the Association. 

Mr. R. A. Austen-Leigh, speaking first of 
the annual dinner arranged for March 16th, 
mentioned that on account of that dinner 
there would be no monthly lunch in March. 
He said they had engaged for the dinner a 
room that would hold 500-600; the presence 
of ladies was desired, and names should be 
handed in as soon as possible. After briefly 
indicating the present position in regard to 
the 44-hours demand (as reported in our pages 
last week), he read a message of apology for 
absence from Mr. Howard Hazell, who had 
been expected to be the principal speaker on 
the subject of the hourly rates. The message 
intimated that Mr. Hazell was suffering from 
a severe cold and found himself '* as hoarse as 
a crow " and therefore unable to be present 
and speak. Mr Austen-Leigh, in expressing 
regret at Mr. Hazell's absence, remarked upon 
his special qualifications in respect of the sub- 
ject down for discussion. Headded, however, 
that in Mr. A. Williamson, Costing Secretary 
of the Federation, they had found a first- 
class substitute, and he forth with called upon 
Mr. Williamson to address the gathering. 

Mr. Williamson began by congratulating 
Mr. Austen-Leigh upon his appointment to 
the presidency, and predicted that under his 
leadership the Association would have a very 
successful year. Referring to his recent lecture 


before the Central Districts Branch of the 
L.M.P.A., Mr. Williamson said he wished to 
rectify an omission made in that lecture—he 
having omitted to mention, among the names 
of several other gentlemen who had taken the 
lead in the costing movement, the name of 
Mr. Austen-Leigh, who as they all knew had 
played a very active part in that movement 
and was doing so to-day. 

Turning then to the list of standard hourly 


cost rates, Mr. Williamson remarked that . 


"standard" meant "issued by authority,” 
or ' with something behind it." He was pre- 
pared, he said, so far as his position enabled 
him, to back those figures issued by the 
London Costing Committee, figutes which 
were based upon extensive investigation. 


How the New Rates were Reckoned. 


Mr. Williamson claimed and he thought 
every costing authority would support him in 
this—that in reckoning costs, the hour was the 
unit to take; and if the hour, then it must be 
the chargeable hour, the productive hour, not 
the pay-roll hour. If anyone doubted the 
assertion that the average commercial job- 
bing department does not secure more than 
32 hours from its compositor as chargeable 
time—let him put the daily docket into opera- 
tion as soon as possible, and his eyes would be 
opened. If,then, the chargeable hour was the 
right basis, this hour must bear the whole of 
the cost—both labour and expenses. Taking 
2s. 8d. as the wage basis of the chargeable 
hour, adding gd. as the amount of depart- 
mental expenses per chargeable hour, 6d. as 
the cost of overseeing and reading, and 3d. to 
cover appreciation of plant values and pro- 
vide for replacement - the total is 4s. 2d., say 
4s. Adding 25 per cent., the average for over- 
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head expenses, the figure of 5s. is arrived at, 
as printed in the new list. 

Considering next a machine-room example 
—the case being that of a double-demy 
Whafedale—Mr. Williamson reckoned the 
average chargeable hours as 36. Dividing 36 
into wages for minder and feeder, a figure of 
about 3s. 6d. is reached. Adding 2s. 8d. as 
departmental expenses, worked out on the 
unit basis, gives 6s. 2d., or 6s. as printed in the 
list. "I hope you will take my figures," said 
Mr. Williamson, and prove them in your own 
establishments. There is only one way in 
which they can be properly proved—that is 
the way of the Federation Costing System." 


Appreciation and Income-Tax. 


. In concluding his short address, Mr. 
Williamson drew special attention to the 
appreciation of plant values. He said that 
at Tuesday's conference on the 44-hour week 
question they were distinctly told by the 
men's representative that they were working 
under antiquated methods, using machinery 
entirely out of date. That being so, they must 
have the money to replace machinery, and 
to this end 3d. per hour should be definitely 
set apart as replacement fund. 

Mr. Williamson having resumed his seat 
amid hearty applause, 

The President expressed the great interest 
with which Mr. Williamson's address had been 
followed. Hesaid that hehimself was perfectly 
convinced that the figures in the list repre- 
sented, as nearly as was possible, standard 
rates for the present day. | 

Mr. J. Crowle-Smith having raised the sub- 
ject of depreciation, Mr. Williamson pointed 
out that depreciation was included in the 
standard hourly cost rates. 

Mr. H. N. Prentice mentioned that he had 
put depreciation up to double the pre-war 
amount, but that the income-tax surveyor 
would not allow it. It was a scandalous 
thing that depreciation should still be kept at 
the pre- war figure. 

The President asked Mr. Goodwin to speak 
on this point. 


Depreciation and New Conditions. 


Mr. A. E. Goodwin said the income-tax 
authorities had been willing to allow special 
provision for deferred repairs, on the ground 
‘that during the war firms had not been able 
to keep their repairs up to the. former stand- 
ard, and had not received the same value in 
the repairs done. Having secured that point, 
they could put to the surveyor the fact that 
the machines not having been kept in proper 
repair, they must have deteriorated through 
being worked in improper condition. There 
were instances, he said, where surveyors had 
on these grounds granted increased allow- 
ances for depreciation. He believed most of 
the large London newspapers had received 
special provision on account of this depre- 
ciation. 

Mr. Goodwin went on to emphasise the im- 
portance of the principle involved in the 
appreciation of plant values. Printers had 
started with the theory that there were certain 


standard charges for printing, no matter the 
number of hours worked or the quality of 
labour or equipment used. There had been 
printers up and down the country who could 
look at any job and tell you its face value. 
They had had to fight against that be- 
cause those traditional values had disappeared 
during the war. Then they came to the point 
where it was recognised that the value of the 
job depended upon its cost. That was the 
first victory. Going on to speak of the cam- 
paign to establish the principle that paper 
should be charged out at its replacement 
value, Mr. Goodwin said he thought they now 
had the authority of the Central Profiteering 
Committee behind them when they claimed 
that that wasa perfectly legitimate way of 
charging out stock. Now they were asking 
that the same principle should be applied in 
dealing with the value of machinery —that 
they should be allowed to take as the basis of 
the cost of working a machine, not the value 
at which the machine stands in the books, not 
what the machine cost, but what it would 
cost to replace that rhachine to-day. 

After still further urging the importance of 
оо пав an adequate replacement fund, 

r. Goodwin referred to Mr. Crowle-Smith's 
query with regard to depreciation. Depre- 
ciation, he said, was included in depart- 
„mental expenses, which comprise rent, rates 
and taxes, insurance, interest and deprecia- 
'tion, light, heat—all the expenses of the de- 
partment. He admitted that hourly costs 
might vary, but claimed that there was a 
standard figure which could be ascertained. 
The nearest figure they could find for London 
was 5s. per hour for composition. If any one 
doubted this rate as applicable to his own 
establishment, let him go into thefigures him- 
self er take the assistance of the costing staff 
to ascertain the actual cost. Otherwise let 
him use the 5s. until he had proved it to be 
wrong. (Applause.) 

Mr. H. V. Strong asked whether there had 
been a test case in the matter of the depre- 
ciation allowance. 

Mr. Goodwin said he was not aware that 
any test case had been faught. It had been 
suggested many times that they should ap- ' 
proach the Inland Revenue authorities with a 
view to securing a higher rate of deprecia- 
tion. At present, however, there was allowed 
IO per cent. for depreciation of type, or re- 
newals of type could be charged to revenue 
account; there was also an allowance of 71 
per cent. on machinery, and an increased 
allowance could be obtained on delicate ma- 
chinery, there being now many printers 
getting a 10 per cent. allowance in respect of 
linotypes and monotypes ; 5 per cent. was the 
allowance made on engine power, factories, 
fittings, etc. The difficulty had been that 
many printers had not taken advantage of the 
present rates, and until this was done it was 
useless for the association to approach the 
authorities for higher rates. 


Those Chargeable Hours, 


Mr. Crowle-Smith suggested that the ss. 
hourly rate depended largely upon the basis 
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of the chargeable hour, and he confessed to 
some scepticism as to the figure of 16 taken 
as representing non-chargeable hours. 

Mr. Williamson replied that the rate of 5S. 
had not been arrived at on the basis of 32 
chargeable hours, but had been reached after 
examining the actual figures of a number of 
London houses. He said that everyone had 
been surprised at the estimate of 32 as the 
average number of chargeable hours, but he 
went on to state very emphatically that after 
experience of actual conditions he was abso- 
lutely certain that this average figure was the 
correct one. 

Mr. Goodwin put in a reminder that dis- 
tribution is covered by the chargeable hour. 
He said there was still misapprehension on 
the part of many printers with regard to this 
point, and he cited a recent instance of his 
having received estimates in which distribu- 
tion was charged separately at 5s. an hour. 
That was not quite the intention of the Cest- 
ing Committee! Ithad to be continually re- 
peated, he said, that the chargeable hour 
` applies to composition only— with, of course, 
imposition, proofing and first correction. 

Mr. T. J. Hunt having remarked that the 
ye hours worked at present are not 48 but 
46— | 

Mr. Goodwin mentioned that calculation 
showed that to grant the requestfor a 44-hour 
week would mean an increase of at least 25 
per cent. on pre-war costs. : 

Mr. Hartley Straker asked fora clearer ex- 
planation as to how the figure of 3d. for ap- 
preciation had been arrived at. | 

Mr. Williamson said that the simplest thing 
to do was to take plant value and double the 
depreciation— the extra amount being set 
aside as a separate fund for replacement pur- 
poses. The 3d. he had spoken of represented 
the proportion allowed for appreciation in- 
cluded in the 5s. hourly rate. 

The President, in expressing the thanks of 
the gathering to Mr. Williamson and Mr. 
Goodwin, urged every member to install the 
Federation Costing System, or, if they could 
not go as far as that at once, at least to 
adopt the use of daily dockets; these could 
be obtained at 24, Holborn, at reasonable 
prices.

expected them to work on a time rate. 
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Mr. T. E. Naylor and the Advantages of 
Piece Work. 


Mr. T. E. Naylor, secretary of the London 
Society of Compositors, delivered a lecture, 
under the auspices of the Industrial League 
and Council, at Carpenters' Hall, on Wednes- 
day last week, on “ Trade Unionism and Out- 
put." Lord Riddell presided. | 

Mr. Naylor said trade unions did not recog- 
nise restriction of output, if they interpreted 
that expression as meaning a deliberate 
lessening of the product. Couldthey wonder 
that men said, “If we work so much harder, it 
will only be in order to enable shareholders 
or proprietors of the business to make more 
profit than they are now making"? That 
was a question which had to be seriously 
considered. High profits should be brought 
into. the range of supervision to prevent 
dissatisfaction among the men. He would 
not be far out in saying that in some cases 
advances of wages were made the excuse for 
getting more profits out of the industry. 
He had come to the conclusion that piece- 
work was better than time-work, from the 
point of view of the workmen and industry 
generally. If they extended the joint indus- 
trial council principle through the industries 
of the country they would be going a long 
way towards composing many differences 
that had retarded industrial progress. (Hear, 


hear) He thought they were on the eve of a 


better understanding all round, realising that 
no section could work without the co-opera- 
tion of the other. (Hear, hear.) 

Lord Riddell said he was in entire sympathy 
with what Mr. Naylor had said in regard to 
piece-work. [f a man knew that he would 
receive more 1f he worked harder he would 
work harder. He believed that if the indus- 
try of the country was to continue to succeed 
—and he thought it would — they must allow 
all classes who took part in ita proper share 
of the profits. (Hear, hear.) But employers, 
like working men, required an incentive to 
work. If they took from them too large a 
proportion of their profits—if they placed too 
many restrictions upon them, they would dull 
their energies, just in the same way as they 
might dull the energies of the men if they 
There 
was no occasion to lecture anybody on the 
subject of production. It was quite obvious 
that if they did not produce things they could 
not have them. Wealth consisted in goods, 
and the more the country possessed the richer 
the country would be. Hethought all classes 
of the community were beginning to recog- . 
nise that. Trade unions contained some of 
the cleverest and ablest men in the country. 
They had their funny little ways—and he had 
his (laughter) —but he found as a general rule 
that they took a sagacious survey of a situa- 


‚ tion and a moderate view. So far as he was 


concerned, he should not have any fear of a

At a united rally of the West and North- 
West and North London Master Printers' 
Associations, on February 25th, at the Lecture 
Hall of the Welsh Tabernacle, Pentonville- 
road, King's-cross, N., Mr. J. Crowle-Smith, 
J.P., gave an address on “ How to Sell Print." 
The chair was taken by Mr. F. A. Perry (pre- 
sident of the West and North-West Associa- 
tion), who was supported by Mr. D. A. White- 
head (president of the North London Associa- 
tion, Mr. H. C. Hill (vice-president of the 
London Master Printers' Association), Mr.J. R. 
Burt, Mr. A. Langley and other gentlemen. 

Mr. F. A. Perry introduced Mr. J. Crowle- 
Smith to the meeting with an anticipation of 
his subject, pointing out the many advantages 
to be gained by joining the association, not 
the least of which was the obtaining of fair 
prices for work undertaken, an item which 
alone would repay anyone for the small fee 
expected by the association. He further laid 
stress upon the fact that it gave a friendly 
spirit to all, and completed the term “ Brother 
Printer." 

Mr. J. Crowle-Smith prefaced his remarks 
by supporting all that the chairman had said, 
and gave evidence of the success which had 
attended these efforts. He proceeded to state 
that all printers must adapt themselves to the 
new conditions which existed to-day, i.e., 
that prices for printing would not count in 
future so much as service. They had to live 
in the sunlight of to-day and not in the 
shadows of yesterday, and further, they must 
deal fairly and freely with the men who work 
with them. After giving many instances of 
difficulties which befell the printer, and the 
many ways in which they could be overcome, 
Mr. Crowle-Smith's concluding remarks were 
directed to engendering confidence among 
master printers, which would lead to the en- 
joyment of the sunshine and a share in the 
good things of to-day. 

Mr. H. C. Hill, who followed, spoke of the 
work of the association, and the settlement 
of labour problems as convincing proof of 
the help the association gave to the trade 
generally, and further, he provided evidence 
of the difficulties met with owing to the con- 
stantly increased price of printing, which 
made it impossible for the master printer to 
omit the economic aspect, and suggested that 
the best means to effect this was to educate 
the workers by getting into close touch with 
them, and to give them facts from the masters' 
standpoint. 

Mr. D. A. Whitehead spoke of the benefits 
brought about by the holding of district 
meetings. The additional growth of the 
association he traced to this influence, and 
looked forward to the day when every master 
printer was a member of his association. 

Mr. А. Langley gave an account of his 
cecent visit to Cornwall, the establishment of 
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an association for that part of the country, 
and the absurdly *low prices which master 
printers there were obtaining for their work. 

A useful discussion followed upon the re- 
marks of the previous speakers, in which Mr. 
W. J. White, assistant secretary of the London 
Master Printers, Mr. Williams, Mr. Spaul and 
others took part. 

A vote of thanks to the chairman and 
speakers, proposed by Mr. W.J. Mizen, brought 
the meeting to a close.

continued under its old name of “J. Alex- 
ander and Co." Debentures for £2,000, con- 
stituting a floating charge on the company's 
urdertaking, present and future, including its 
uncalled capital, and bearing interest at 7} 


‚рег cent. per annum, free of income-tax, were 


issued on May 27th, 1919, as security for cash 
advanced for a like amount between April 
28th and June 5th, 1019. On October 28th, 
1919, the holder appointed by deed Mr. John 


Sulley, 46. Cannon-street, E.C.. as receiver and 


manager on his behalf. The failure of the 
company is attributed by the directors to the 
inability of the associated companies to pay 
their debts. The receiver for the debenture 
holders has disposed of the machinery and 
assets of the printing business for £1,000.

Newspaper Press Fund 


Lord Burnham and the Price of Paper. 


Speaking at the annual meeting of the 
Newspaper Press Fund on Saturday, Viscount 
Burnham said their trade and profession, like 
every other, had during the past year been in 
a state of fever and ferment, but he was glad 
to think that relations between all classes 
who were joined together in newspaper work 
—mental and manual—had been so far ad- 
justed without serious trouble or dissatisfac- 
tion. This was very largely owing to the 
efforts of Mr. Hillier (chairman of the council), 
who had done tremendous work as chairman 
of the Technical Committee of the News- 
pàper Proprietors' Association. (Hear, hear.) 
They were in a state of great transition, 
which had been hastened tenfold by events of 
thelast five years. Asa newspaper proprietor, 
he felt it was only bare justice that in the un- 
doubted prosperity of their trade during the 
last two or three years the workers of all sorts 
should have a fair share. The price of paper 
was four to five times what it was before the 
war, and was still rising, owing to the world 
shortage. The cost of distribution was rising 
threefold, and the cost of production was at 
least as much, or just below it. Those were 
formidable conditions which would have to 
be considered, and which, he thought, for the 
most part, had come to stay for a long time. 
To attain stability there must be a sense of 
fair play to all alike engaged in an industry

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Current Topics. 


The Cost of Printing. 


MR. К. A. AUSTEN-LEIGH made a happy and 
useful speech at the Lake dinner last week. 
He remarked that the high cost of printing in 
these days was killing a certain amount of 
printing. There had been a great mortality 
among certain  periodicals—for instance, 
parish magazines. On the other hand many 
new papers were issued — Pan and Eve and so 
on. It was not for him, he said, to say for 
how many parish magazines a paper like Eve 
would compensate, the point being highly ap- 
preciated. The President of the London Mas- 
ter Printers’ Association went on to argue 
that something would have to be done to re- 
duce the cost of printing. Not by reducing 
the wages of the employee, but it might be 
that the employing printer would have to 
improve organisation, or it might be that 
they were on the eve of enormous fusions and 
amalgamations, such as had taken place in 
regard to banks and shipping and so on. 


Trade Union Printing Houses. 


THERE is a good deal of loose talk about 
“trade union houses” in the printing indus- 
try, and there seems pretty widespread uncer- 
tainty as to what trade unionists regard as 
strictly a “ fair" house. An interesting debate 
on this point occurred recently at a meeting 
of the Lambeth Borough Council, when it 
was recommended that the Council's printing 
be given only to firms on the "Fair List." The 
house particularly under consideration proved 
to be the Brixton Free Press Printing Co. (a 
member of the London Master Printers' Asso- 
ciation), and the discussion brought into 
prominence the question whether it was sufh- 
cient for a firm to pay trade union rates of 
wages and observe trade union conditions 
although trade unionists were not employed' 
Alderman Davey cited a letter from the secre- 
tary of the Printing Trades Alliance asserting 
the Brixton Free Press Co. to be "a trade 
union house in all departments." He men- 
tioned, too, that this firm was not on the 
"black list" which H.M. Stationery Office 
kept of firms to whom work could not be 
given because they did not meet the require- 
ments of trade unionism. He also said hehad 
seen a notice fzom thesecretary of the London 
Master Printers' Association saying that the 
L.S.C. '* Fair List " had not been submitted to 
the London Master Printers' Association or to 
the Federation of Master Printers, and was not 
endorsed by either of these organisations. 


‘Councillor Bishop said that if any firm was 


теаду to pay trade union wages and observe 
trade union conditions and yet did not, or 
refused to, employ trade unionists, there was 
“ something ulterior in the whole thing." He 
urged thatthe Printing Trades Alliance wasnot 
a trade union registered as a trade union under 
the Trade Union Acts, nor was it recognised 
by any responsible body of trade unionists. 
At the close of the debate, the recommenda- 
tion that the " Fair List" be adhered to was 


put to the vote. А show of hands resulted in 


a vote of 32 for the recommendation and ,24 
against, while as the result of a division the 
voting was 32 for, and 25 against.

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Biographical Sketch of Гг. R. J. Lake. 


Mr. R. J. Lake, who was honoured by mas- 
ter printers of the country at last week's com- 
plimentary dinner, wasborn at Islington in 1850, 
ofold Kentish farmingstock,his father's branch 
having taken to the law. Before his school 
days his father purchased an estate in Hert- 
fordshire, and all Mr. Lake's life since 1862 has 
been passed in that county. He was educated 
at Rugby and at New College, Oxford, and 
during the seven years he was at the former 
school, he has the record of never having been 
late for early school, which was at 7 a.m. 
Enthusiastic in all things, he went in for 
sports, at school and college, cricket, football, 
rowing and hunting, was a member of the 
Rugby Volunteer Corps for several years, and 
as a small boy was a renowned birdnester 
and treeclimber. | 

He entered business life as a barrister, 
taking his degree in law and being “called” 


in 1874. This was the year of the Judicature: : 


Act, when an attempt was made to fuse the 
common law and equity. With the optimism. 
of youth, Mr. Lake and a few of the young, 
counsel of the same age tried to practise on 
"both sides of Westminster Hall" After 
practising conveying and equity in Lincoln's . 
Inn, on the old Home circuit, the County 
Courts, and hisown County Sessions, Mr. Lake 
began his long and useful association with 
the printing industry in 1881, when hebecame 
a director of Messrs. Gilbert and Rivington, 
an old book and oriental house. Mr. Lake, 
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laughed to scorn at the time, and no action 
taken." In 1894, Mr. Lake was elected chair- 
man of the Association. 

* Mr. Lake, in 1900, took a preminent part in 
the organisation of master printers through- 
out the country, being one of the London 
delegates at the meeting which was held in 
Leeds, although the movement started in 
Glasgow. He became vice-president of the 
Federation in 1903, and succeeded to the 
presidency in the following year. 

In 1910 he was appointed secretary of the 
London Master Printers’ Association in suc- 
cession to Major Stow, and joint secretary 
of the Federation with the late Mr. Taylor. 
Mr. Lake's dual position arose from the fact 
that it was part of the province of the London 
Association to provide the staff for the 
Federation. In 1910, also, Mr. Lake became 
manager of the Abbey Club, now the Printers' 
Trade Board, a position which he still holds. 
In 1917 he was given the position of director 
of the Federation, being followed in the office 
of secretary by Mr. А. E. Goodwin. 

When the Costing Committee was first 

formed in 1912, Mr. Lake acted as secretary of 
that body, which sat through all the autumn, 
winter and the following summer. Later, Mr. 
Goodwin became secretary to that committee, 
and his work in connection with the costing 
movement is well known. 
* Mr. Lake has vivid recollections of the hap- 
hazard methods which formerly prevailed in 
printing offices in connection with estimating. 
Matters are now generally conducted on a 
better system, and there are committees all 
over the country working out the hour rates 
in various districts, based on their particular 
wages. i 

Mr. Lake agrees that printing was always 


recalls it as an interesting fact that when he^*too cheap, and the craft, he holds, is still 


entered this business there had just come for- 
ward the Heliotype (suntype) process, which 
he describes as the foundation of all the pro- 
cess work of the present day. Although the 
idea was immensely successful in America, 
such was not the case in this country, for the 
reason that printers generally did not under- 
stand it. It was capable, however, of pro- 
ducing very beautiful engravings, and a fine 
example still hangs in Mr. Lake's old room at 
24, Holborn. While he was directing the 
printing business, Mr. Lake also practised 
law in chambers; but, to use his own 
words, “ print got too exacting after а few 
years," and in 1857 he began to devote him- 
self entirely to printing. His first connection 
with the organisation of master printers began 
with the formation of the old London Asso- 
ciation in 1891, when the compositors put 
forward a new scale. He was a member of 
the committee that was appointed to deal 
with this matter, and on the committee of the 
London Association, which was formed at 
the same time. 

Mr. Lake became vice-chairman of the 
Association in 1893, and in that position he 
conducted the first inquiry into the cost of 
composition, "arriving at the same conclu- 
sions,” he remarks, “as the Costing Com- 
mittee of 10 years later, although they were 


suffering for the old mistakes in that direc- 
tion. | 


A Great Improvement. 


Mr. Lake also notes a great improvement in 
respect of the camaraderie and good fellow- 
ship of master printers, the suspicion of earlier 
days having disappeared. Nowadays there is 
mutual confidence and understanding, which 
make for the stability of the trade, and great 
progress has been made since the time when 
it was the practice of some printers to run 
rbund to customers quoting IOoper cent. below 
a competitor. 

During. his association with the printing 
trade Mr. Lake has seen immense improve- 
ments in other directions as well. Toarepre- 
sentative of the British and Colonial Printer 
and Stationer he remarked upon the great in- 
crease in the number of men who do work for 
the benefit of the industry as a whole, at their 
own expense and in their own time. Не 
points out, for instance, that the Costing 


" Committee is composed of the best brains of 


the printing trade, all devoting their time and 
talents without stint and at their own expense 
to the work of benefiting the trade. They 
have revolutionised the industry, and but for 
the efforts they made, the war would not have 
had the effect which it has had in the way of

revealing weaknesses and compelling master 
printers to look into their affairs. . | 

During the war firms. were obliged to do 
without excessive staffs, and had to look very 
carefully into their costs, with the result that 
some method had to be adopted to make 1n- 
come balance expenditure and at the same 
time leave some profit for the employer. In- 
creased rates of wages aud shorter hours have 
also made greater care necessary, and the 
Federation Costing System has provided the 
means whereby printing works can be directed 
by safer and saner methods. 


Machine Composition. 


The linotype and the monotype have also 
come to the assistance of the printing trade 
during Mr. Lake's time, and he was a member 
of the committee of the London trade, includ- 
ing the newspapers, which settled the terms 
of the lino agreement, which terms, according 
to Mr. Lake, allowed the compositors to 
capture the control in this department. 

In connection with machine composition, 
Mr. Lake recalls that he was interested in 
running the first type-matrix machine 
patented by an American named Dement, 
who made efforts to establish it on the British 
market, but his death intervened, and the 
effort was not successful. 

Mr. Lake points out that all buyers came to 
England in those days, and Dement tried to 
bring his machine on to the English market 
before he had quite finished it. It has since 
gone out of existence, and '' the whole bag of 
tricks" has been relegated to the museum. 
Mr. Lake and his coadjutors were aware that 
the type- matrix machine was what the print- 
ing trade were waiting for, but their own 
particular effort with the Dement machine 
failed. 

The linotype came later, and then the 
monotype, and these completely revolutionisd 
the composing department. 


Other Deveiopments. 


At the same time, there have been big 
strides in printing presses, especially in 
regard to the printing of newspapers, with 
their mammoth productions of 60,000 to 
70,000 complete and folded newspapers per 
hour. 

In regard to commercial printing, there has 
.been a great increase in the adoption of two- 
revolution, perfecting and rotary machines, 
while there have been advances in the art of 
colour printing; "but the old Wharfedale 
still holds its own," says Mr. Lake. 

Among the mechanical improvements 
adopted in printing offices, electrical driving 
is recalled by Mr. Lake. It was first adopted 
by Messrs. Clowes. The change was not made 
without a struggle, and theorists and engi- 
neers had various ideas on the subject. In 
his own case, Mr. Lake recalls the trials and 
troubles of the experimental period, which 
ended with the scrapping of the first plant 
and a new installation, 

Mr. Lake has recollections also of the in- 
stallation of electric light in the place of gas, 
and although his firm, Messrs. Gilbert and 
Rivington, adopted the new method in the 
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early days, they reverted to incandescent gas 
at the request of the compositors. This, of 
course, was a matter of 20 years ago. and illu- 
mination, like'everything else, is now- on a 
different basis. 

Pioneers. 


,JJmong the pioneers in the work of organ- 
Ising the printing trade, the names of Clowes, 
Wateriow, McCorquodale, Hazell and Harri- 
son come readily to Mr. Lake's mind. 

It may be added that during the war Mr. 
Lake lost two of hissons, who gave their lives 
for their country, his third son being a clergy- 
man. Mr. Lake himself, of course, was one of 
the busiest men during the period of hostilities, 
and the amount of detailed work he had to do 
was enormous. There was no question of an 
eight-hour day for him, and even his week- 
ends were occupied in labour on behalf of the

BIRMINGHAM PRINT FOR AMERICA. — The 
catalogue published by a Birmingham book- 
seller has attracted serious attention in New 
York by reason of its speedy production and 
admirable workmanship. One New York 
firm has written offering to place an order 
with Birmingham printers for a large supply 
of catalogues if the quoted price asked for is 
acceptable. It is very satisfactory to know 
that from a typographical standpoint the 
Birmingham work is so much appreciated in 
America. 
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Mr. Н. Gage Spicer speaking at the recent 
annual dinner of the Stationers' Social Society 
said he was surprised that the Society was so 
flourishing as it evidently was. From a little 
booklet he gathered that it had existed for 
over 30 years, and he was inclined to think 
that it must really be one of the oldest insti- 
tutions in the trade. As their president had 
said, anything that made for association and 
co-operation in the trade, anything that con- 
tributed to friendly intercourse, was bound to 
make for its greater well-being. That was 
what they in their society endeavoured to do. 
He remembered himself, when entering the 
trade 25 years ago. that things were very 
different. Competitors, they would agree 
with him, in that day only knew one 
another by name, and they often viewed one 
another with suspicion, while he thought it 
was not untrue to say that there was a great 
deal of what he might term small-minded 
jealousy between them. He did not know 
whether that appeared more on the paper- 
makers’ side, or on the side of the wholesale 
stationers. The agents then were not as 
numerous as they were to-day and they were 
notso prominent. That state of jealousy or 
suspicion which undoubtedly had existed in 
the past was wrong (hear, hear), and he was 
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glad to say that they had journeyed far from 
that state of things even before the war, 
while to-day they looked back upon such a 
condition of things with nothing short of 
positive amazement. (Hear, hear.) Assome 
of them knew, he had in quite a humble way 
been endeavouring to promote association 
and co-operation in their trade. (Hear, hear) 
Not so much perhaps in the ways of that 
society, although they had not altogether for- 
gotten the social side of their affairs, but in 
other ways which he thought must make for 
the benefit of their trade in general. He 
noticed in looking into their rules that the 


Society was confined to papermakers' agents 


and wholesale stationers. These designations, 
he thought, covered the entire trade. He had 
often been asked to define what a wholesale 
stationer was, and he almost defied anyone to 
define it properly. It embraced almost any- 
one in any branch of their trade who was 
handling paper or materials that were 
made from paper in the chief way. It in- 
cluded, as they knew, paper bag.makers, 
paper box makers, and all the various manu- 
factures that were made from paper. So the 
Stationers' Social Society brought all the 
trade together in that room in friendly inter- 
course. But they also performed the work of 
a benevolent society and offered a helping 
hand even toa fallen brother. (Applause.) His 
(Mr. Spicer's) work had been, however, chiefly 
concerned in promoting association, co opera- 
tion and goodwill in the various sections of 
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the trade, but he had never lost sight of the 
fact that the great aim must be to bring the 
two main sections of the trade— makers and 
distributors— together in the very closest asso- 
ciation and co-operation. (Hear, hear.) His 
interest, as they had heard, leaned to both 
sides, and he did not hesitate to say thata 
good deal had been accomplished. The two 
great branches of the trade were closer to-day 
than ever they were. They had recently 
formed one great national association of 
wholesale stationers, covering the whole of 
the country and including Scotland, and there 
was closely intertwined with that associa- 
tion the paper bag-making industry and the 
envelope making industry, and all the general 
" manufacturing stationers of the country. But 
they had done more than that. They had re- 
cently formed a joint committee of paper- 
makers and stationers— representative of both 
of these industries—who were working to- 
gether and endeavouring to co-operate for 
the benefit of all. He felt certain that they 
would be amazed if they realised how ото 
‘they were at that joint committee, with all 
their diverse opinions on both sides. They 
were perfectly frank with one another, to an 


extent which could not have been the case a. 


few years ago. They had confidence in one 
another and exchanged ideas and made 
known their wants. Some people, of course, 


almost wanted the impossible, but they put^| ' # 


forward their views and discussed them in a 
most friendly way. There was no knowing 


where they might get to eventually, but they 
were determined to achieve as much as they 
possibly could for the common good of the 
whole trade. (Applause.) Just fancy, paper- 
makers and stationers who were in pre-war 
days the largest importers of foreign paper 


-sitting down together to try and promote the 


best interest of the home industry and home 
production. It was little short of an amazing 
fact. This co-operation they were trying 10 
carry on, and they of the Stationers’ Social 
Society were doing a complementary work | 
that was bound to assist in such oi erationsas 


-he had mentioned, because they were en- 


deavouring to promote the good will of allin 
the trade. (Cheers). 
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Printers and the Law. 


Some Legal Points upon which 
Printers Need to be Well-informed. 


Mr. C. G. Conolly, M.A., LL.B., lectured at 
St. Bride's Institute on Friday, on “ Printers 
and the Law,” the Rev. Arthur Taylor being 
in the chair. 

Going back to the days of the Tudors, the 
lecturer remarked that the first statutory pro- 
"sions were for the encouragement and pro- 
tection of the new art. Within a very few 
years of Caxton's setting up his press at 
Westminster, namely in 1483, there was in- 
srted in an Act a proviso that nothing in it 
should hinder any person from “ bringing into 
this realm or selling by retail or otherwise any 
books written or printed." Moreover, in 1534 
an Act was passed to give protection or pre- 
lerence to printers in this country by putting 
a tax of 6s. 8d. per volume on imported books. 
And patents “for or concerning printing " 
were expressly excepted from the Statute of 
Monopolies of 1623. 

Monopolies, however, were granted for the 
execution of certain classes of printing. The 
Crown still exercises its common law or pre- 
rogative right of exclusively printing Acts of 
Parliament and other public documents, and, 
as head of the Church, the Bible and the 
Book of Common Prayer. The Controller of 
the Stationery Office is by letters patent 
King’s Printer cf all Acts of Parliament. The 
night of printing the Bible and the Book of 
Common Prayer is granted by letters patent 
to private firms. 


Press Censorship. 


Mr. Conolly went on to speak of the less 
beneficial legislation which imposed licensing 
or censorship upon the printing press. He 
mentioned that Elizabeth's Royal Injunctions 
of 1559 contain a command that no book 
should be printed unless licensed by the 
Queen, or by six of her Privy Council, or by 


the Archbishops or the Bishop of the diocese. 
Later, legislation became still more oppres- 
sive. An ordinance of the Star Chamber of 
1585 provides that “ no person shall erect any 


press until the excessive multitude of printers 


. . be abated or otherwise brought 
to so small a number of masters or owners of 
printing houses being of ability and good 
behaviour as the Archbishop of Canterbury 
and Bishop of London for the time being 
shall thereupon think it requisite and con- 
venient to be erected and set ир." By a later 
decree, issued in 1637, the Star Chamber pro- 
vided that no book shall be printed unless 
first licensed and registered with the Sta- 
tioners' Company; a strict censorship was 
provided; there were to be no more than 
twenty master printers, as well as the King's 
printer and the printers to the two Universi- 
ties; the number of printing presses were 
limited: only four founders of letters were 
allowed; the number of apprentices were 
limited ; the right of search by the wardens 


:of the Stationers’ Company confirmed; one 


copy of every book was to be sent to the 
Stationer Company for the  Bodleian 
Library. 

This system of the control of the Press was 
so much in accord with public opinion that it 
was not affected by any of the multitudinous 
changes of the Long Parliament or the Com- 
monwealth era. One of the Acts establishing 
the Restoration regime was a Licensing Act 


enacting nearly all the provisions of the 1637 


decree. In 1645, this decree was discontinued 
after a dispute between Lords and Commons, 
in which, as Macaulay has pointed out, the 
Licensing Act was not condemned on the 
principle of the liberty of the Press but only 
on the ground of particular incidental griev- 
ances.: Henceforward there was freedom to 
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write and print anything, without previous 


licence, subject to the risk of punishment by 


the ordinary courts—that is, by judgeand jury 
for defamation, sedition, blasphemy, or 
obscenity. 


Taxation and Registration. 


This almost fortuitous disappearance of the 
literary censor was in part the cause of the 


great growth of newspapers and pamphlets in ` 


the eighteenth century. Printed matter being 
seen to offer a fruitful source of revenue, 
the victories of Marlborough and the conquest 
of India and Canada were in part provided 
for by heavy taxation upon the output of the 
printing press. An Act of 1798 required the 
registration of all newspapers and their pro- 
prietors, printers and publishers, and the 
names of the printer and publisher were to be 
printed on every paper. An Act of 1799 ex- 
tended the registration system to all printers 
and to letter founders and makers and sellers 
of printing presses; the name and abode of 
the printer to be printed on every book or 
paper, under a penalty of £20 per copy re- 
coverable by any common informer; and a 
copy of every paper printed was to beretained 
by the printer. hese requirements were con- 
tinued down to 1869, when by the Newspaper 
Printersand Reading Rooms Repeal Act these 
taxation and registration statutes were re- 
pealed with the exception of the requirements 
set out in the second schedule to that Act. 

This schedule comprises nearly all the posi- 
tive law which now specially affects printers 
—іе., nearly all the law requiring printers to 
do something; it preserves the previous 
statutory requirements as to printers imprints 
and as to preservation of copies. 


The impriat. 


The requirement of the imprint of the 


printer's name had, as we have seen, orginally 


been imposed by the Act of 1799. As it stands, 


the requirement is of the printers name and 
usual place of abode or business in legible 
characters “ upon any paper or book «whatso- 
ever, which shall be meant to be published or 
. dispersed "—i.e, on the front of a paper 
printed on one side only or upon the first and 
last leaf of every paper or book of more 
than one leaf; the penalty upon the printer 
and upon *' every person who shall publish or 
disperse, or assist in publishing or dispersing” 
is not more than £5 per copy. Thereisa long 
list of important exceptions (a) engravings; 
45) the printing by letterpress of address head- 
ings, business cards, price lists or catalogues 
of goods dealt in and papers as to sale of 
estates or goods by auction; (c) bank notes, 
bills of exchange or promissory notes, bonds, 
bills of lading, policies of insurance, letters of 
attorney, deeds or agreements, share transfers, 
dividend warrants, receipts, law proceedings, 
papers printed by the authority of any public 
board or public office. 

The printer or publisher in default is no 
longer at the mercy of the common informer, 
as the £5 penalty can only be sued for by the 
Law Otlicers of the Crown. 

It is also probable that the customer could 


not be compelled to pay for a job in which - 
the imprint was wrongly omitted. 

. There is a special statutory requirement in 
respect of “every bill, placard or poster hav- 
ing reference to an election." The penalty for 
the omission of the name and address of the 
printer and publisher is £100 per copy; it 1S 
imposed on the printer, publisher or the bill- 
poster. This applies to practically all public 
elections. 


Preservation of Copies. 


.. The other provision of the 1799 Act which 
yemains in force is that requiring a printer to 
preserve for six months a copy of every paper 
printed by him, and to produce it on demand 
to any justice of the peace requiring to see it 
within that period; the name of the person 
employing him to print it is to be written or 
printed on the copy; the penalty is £20 to be 
sued for by the Law Officers of the Crown 
within three months of the offence. The Act 
does not apply to Parliamentary papers, 
address headings and business cards and 
papers relating to the sale of estates or goods 
by auction. 


Newspaper Registration. 


. Another survival of the Georgian policy of 
registration is contained in the Newspaper 
Libel and Registration Act of 1881. The prin- 
cipal effect of that Act is to give to news- 
paper proprietors a certain relief in respect of 
libel proceedings, but, as a sort of condition, 
it requires the registration of the titles of news- 
papers and the names and addresses of the 
proprietors. "This, as we have seen, was first 
imposed by the Act of 1798. It concerns 
printers because the duty of making the pre- 
scribed annual return in the month of July to 
-the Registrar of Joint Stock Companies at 
Somerset House, is put upon ‘‘the printers 
and publishers for the time being." . The word 
newspaper is defined as ** any paper contain- 
ing public news intelligence or occurrences 
or any remarks or observation thereon printed 
for sale or published periodically or 
in parts or number of intervals not exceeding 
twenty-six days." | 


Advertising and Other Restrictions. 


The lecturer dealt next with some of the 
other risks chiefly affecting printers of news- 
papers. 

(a) It is an offence under the Larceny Act 
of 1861 to advertise publicly a reward for the 
return of any stolen or lost property using 
words ' purporting that no questions will be 
asked' or that thereward will be given * with- 
out seizing or making any inquiry after the 
person producing such property ' or offering 
to return toany pawnbroker the money paid 
or advanced by him thereon. The printer is 
liable, as well as the employer and publisher, 
for the penalty of £ 50. 

(b) Under an Act of 1836 it isan offence to 
print or publish any foreign lottery or any 
lottery not authorised by Act of Parliament or 
the sale of any ticket, chanceor share therein. 
The penalty is £50 for each offence, recover- 
able in the case of newspapers by the Law 
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Officers of the Crown, but otherwise upon the 
suit of a common informer. 

(c) Among the weapons of the law which 
are out of use, although still extant, is one 
making it a misdemeanour to spread any 
false rumour with intent to decry or to en- 
hance the price of any goods or merchandise 
or the price of stocks. 

(d) The newspaper printer is also liable to 
proceedings for Contempt of Court. The pro- 
ceedings are usually taken in respect of im- 
proper comments upon a case which is before 
the Courts and not decided, but the principle 
is wider than this. The criterion of the 
offence is that it must be such that “апу 
ordinary person must have known it to be an 
interference with justice." 


Libel. 


“Of all branches of the general law," said 
Mr. Conolly, " that which, as it seems to me, 
is of most importance to printers is the law 
of Libel. it is that alone which would make 
melie awake o' nights." He remarked that it 
was not possible to enter upon this subject in 
any detail,for its complexity and technicality 
would require more than one paper. It is 
commonly known that a libel may be the 
subject of criminal proceedings or of a civil 
action ; but, as criminal prosecutions for libel 
are comparatively rare and are not likely to 
be instituted against a printer except for 
somewhat gross and obvious transgressions; 
and as in respect of newspaper libels, the 
prosecution can only be instituted by the Law 
Officers of the Crown, he said he would deal 
only with civil actions for libel. A definition 
was desirable :—" A libel is a written state- 
ment, published without lawful justification 
or excuse, calculated to convey to those to 
whom it is published an imputation on the 
plaintiff, injurious to him in his trade or hold- 
ing him up to hatred, contempt or ridicule." 
Scores of cases might be cited in respect of 
each of these phrases establishing principles 
and drawing distinctions. 

The essential feature of a libel is the publi- 
cation—i.e., "the exhibiting it in public or 
causing it to be read or seen ; or showing or 
delivering it or causing it to be shown or de- 
livered with a view to its being seen by some 
person other than the person defamed." 

The printer of a libel is therefore liable to 
an action for libel (indeed, to a prosecution 
also) just as much as the man who is the 
technical “ publisher "; and not the master 
printer alone, but his workmen, who actually 
do the work, equally with him also, provided 
they knew the nature of the matter com- 
plained of, or but for their negligence, might 
have known. That is to say, the compositor 
and the proof. reader, the pressman and the 
overseer are all liable as well as the master 
printer, because, of course, no orders ofa 
master can justify the commission of a. wrong 
to a third person ; but the compositor and the 
pressman would probably plead, with success, 
that their duties being merely mechanical, 
they had no knowledge, nor duty to have 
knowledge, of the nature of what they were 
publishing; and, in fact, actions against 
printers other than the master printer are ex- 


ceedingly rare, for the sufficient reason that 
the recovery of damages and costs would, in 
most cases, be uncertain. 

Itis worth pointing out that the master printer 
cannot avail himself of the fact that he acted 
under the instructions of the publisher ac- 
cording to his contract with him, because 
these instructions cannot justify him to the 
injured party. Further, he cannot claim any 
reimbursement from the publisher of the 
damages which he may be made to pay, tf 
the nature of the case is such that he must be 
presumed to have known that he was doing an 
unlawful act. On the other hand, there is no 
reason why a properly drawn undertaking by 
the publisher to indemnify the printer against 
any damages and costs which he may incur, 
should not be enforced unless the act to be done 
15 manifestly illegal or wrongful, and the 
prudent printer will, therefore, insert such 
a clause in any contract where it is at all 
likely that the work may lead to trouble. 
Before passing from the subject of publica- 
tion, it may be noted that for the purpose of 
determining whether the matter in question 
be a libel or not, the intention of the publisher 
is immaterial. A man may libel another 
quite unwittingly and be held responsible, of 
which a good illustration is the class of case 
where in commercial intelligence publica- 
tions the name of a firm is, by mistake, put 
under “ Bankruptcies " instead of under “ Dis- 
solutions of partnership.” A strong and 
somewhat alarming extension of the principle 
is the decision that you may be held to have 
libelled a man of whose existence you have 
never heard—this was in the case where 
a newspaper referred with some  jocu- 
larity to the way in which his week-ends were 
spent by a certain Artemus Jones,a person 
who, for them, was entirely fictitious, and an 
action was successfully brought by a very re- 
spectable barrister of that name.

clients as well; (f) А kindly critic or a com- 
plimentary friend.

Meeting and Concert. 


The Question of Managers' Wages. 


Consideration was given to several matters 
of business, also to an important suggestion 
regarding the standardising of wages, at the 
March meeting of the Printers' Managers and 
Overseers (the Parent) Association, held at the 
"Old Bell," Holborn, on the and inst. The 
meeting later resolved itself into an enjoyable 
smoking concert, arranged by the Lecture and 
Entertainment Committee. The chair was 
occupied by the president, Mr. A. E. Jarvis. 

After the customary reading and confirma- 
tion of the minutes, the election of new mem- 
bers was proceeded with, the following 
gentlemen being welcomed into the Associa- 
tion :—Mr. R. O. Cook (Messrs. Waterlow and 
Sons, Ltd., Dunstable. Overseer—Compos- 
ing); Mr. D. W. Crighton (Goverment Press, 
United Provinces, Allahabad, India. Deputy 
Superintendent): Mr. Alfred Peacock (Messrs. 
Wilkinson, Haywood Clark, Ltd., Caledonian 
Works, Poplar, E.14. Works Manager); Mr. 
E. Saunders (Messrs. Geo. Pulman and Sons, 
Wealdstone. Overseer—Letterpress Machine- 
Room); Mr. W. J. Todd (Messrs. Waterlow 
and Sons, Ltd., Dunstable. Assistant Works 
Manager); Mr. T. Washington (Messrs. 
Howard and Jones, Ltd. Overseer—Letter- 
press Machine-Room). | 

The next business was the election of an 
auditor to take the place of Mr. G. H. T. 
Freeman. who is now in the council. There 
were only two nominations for the office, Mr. 
J. French and Mr. J. Stevenson. On a show 
of hands being taken, Mr. French was declared 
elected. 

On a suggestion being made that the audi- 
tor's fee should be increased, the President re- 
quested that the proposal be brought up again 
in proper order. 

Consideration was next given to the coun- 
cil's recommendation “ To co-opt Mr. E. H. 
Berryman on the council to fill the vacancy 
caused by the election of Mr. W. H. Gill as 
Financial Secretary." It was pointed out that 
Mr. Berryman, as editor of the Association's 
magazine, is present at council meetings, and 
it was thought onlv right and proper that so 
capable a man as he should be given a voice 
on the council. The adoption of the recom- 
mendationhaving been proposed andseconded, 
the motion was carried without discussion. 


Managers’ and Overseers’ Wages. 


The meeting being thrown open fof general 
business, 

Mr. H. Blackwell raised the question of 
wages. He said members had probably all 
heard with gratification of thesuccess of their 
Scottish centres in securing a 60 per cent. mini- 
mum increase on the pre-war wages of over- 
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seers. He hoped that what their Scottish 
friends had done they would be able to do for 
London members. Не spoke of the substan- 
tial increases granted to piece workers, 'stab 
hands and lino operators, and cited cases of 
machine operators receiving between £12 and 
£18 a week. Contrasting these conditions 
with those in which managers and overseers 
find themselves, hereferred to two cases known 
to himself where men holding responsible 
positions had been flatly refused a propor- 
tionate increase in wages. 

Mr. Blackwell asked leave to move the 
following resolution: “That the council be 
instructed to elect a special committee of six 
of their number, three to visit the Newspaper 
Proprietors' Association and three the London 
Master Printers' Association, to place our case 
before these two bodies, and endeavour to 
obtain a standard rate above the journey- 
men's wages for all overseers and managers." 
The object of the committee would be to 
obtain from the two associations a recommen- 
dation on the lines of that secured at Edin- 
burgh. Не concluded by reading a letter 
written to the Newspaper World, indicating 
the existing need that some action be taken. 

The President said that although he was 
pleased to have the matter raised he could 
not accept such a resolution that evening. It 
concerned every member of the London 
branch, and he thought that to be in order 
Mr. Blackwell would have to give notice of 
the motion. 

The General Secretary and several other 
gentlemen spoke on the subject, universal 
agreement being expressed with the purport 
of Mr. Blackwell's remarks. It was pointed 
out that a standard increase above pre- war 
wages would not meet the case, as there were 
members whose pre-war remuneration was 
quite inadequate. On the other hand, empha- 
sis was laid on the fact that owing to the 
wide differences between the work and the 
working conditions of overseers, it would be 
impracticable to fix a uniform standard rate. 

It was eventually decided that a special 
general meeting be called to consider the 
matter. 


Annual Dinner. 


Referring to arrangements for the annual 
dinner of the association and the Bohemian 
concert, the Secretary mentioned that great 
difficulty had been experienced in regard to 
obtaining suitable accommodation. In the 
circumstances the council thought best to 
book a hall for a date in the autumn for 
both events. 

The President announced that Mr. E. H. 
Berryman was reported to be “ going on very 
nicely indeed." (Applause.) 

Announcement was also made that in the 
pension election of March 13th the associa- 
tion’s candidate was Mr. J. J. Jacobs, for 
whom votes were asked. 

Members were reminded of a concert to be 
held on March 26th at the Bishopsgate Insti- 
tute for the Lowndes Pension Fund. 

At this point the meeting was declared 
special, for the purpose of considering the 
following proposed amendment to Rule 9, 
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Clause (IV): “Any member of the council 
being absent for three consecutive meetings 
without satisfactory explanation shall be 
. deemed to have resigned his seat." 

After a short discussion this amendment 
was agreed to nem con. | 


Smoking Concert. 


The meeting then resolved into an ordinary 
general meeting, taking the form of a mem- 
bers’ smoking concert. Many acceptable 
items were contributed to the concert pro- 
gramme, all the contributors being heartily 
applauded, and being accorded a cordial vote 
of thanks atthe close. Mr. W. H. Gill (son 
of the association's financial secretary), 
opened with a pianoforte selection; he also 
acted as accompanist to the singers. Songs 
were rendered by Miss Curtis (who also contri- 
buted an effective monologue), by Mr. A. T: 
Condliff, Mr. C. R. Earl, Mr. G. F. Roos, and 
Mr. Ralph Pugh (son of the senior trustee). 
Mr. J. J. Smith convulsed the company by a 
series of short stories. Mr. А. H. De la Rue, 
also made a successful appearance as racon- 
teur. The entertainment committee was 
warmly thanked by the Secretary and Mr. 
Bateman for the success of their efforts in 
arranging the concert. 

In the course of the evening it was an- 
nounced that, after consideration of forth- 
coming engagements, ıt had been agreed that 
March 23rd was the most suitable date for the 
proposed special general meeting on the sub- 
ject of salaries. Request was made that 
members who had any suggestions to offer in 
the matter should communicate them to the 
General Secretary before the 16th instant, in 
ач that the council might fully consider 
them. 


-Printing Graiis Guild. 


Printing Machinery from the Engineer’s 
Standpoint. 


Mr. H. Lee, chief draughtsman, Messrs. 
Furnival and Co., lectured in the Municipal 
College of Technology on Saturday, the title 
being "Printing Machinery from the Engi- 
neer's Standpoint." 

During the course of his remarks he stated 
that printers were so exacting as to register 
that they demanded machinery that would 
produce work that would pass a magnifying 
glass test. Briefly, some of the qualifications 
аге: Solid impression for every size of form; 
not faulty impression across the middle of the 
form ; perfect register everywhere, as some 
machines might register at the grip edge and 
not at the tail edge, or vice-versa, and some 
registered in the centre, but not at the gripper 
and tail edges ; good inking power; sensitive 
damping arrangement on the lithographic 
machine; perfect delivery arrangement so 
that the sheet when printed would not be- 
come smeared during delivery ; machine 
should be built for the convenience of the 


machine minder, as some machines on the 
market occupied so much of the minder's 
time that he was unable to pay proper atten- 
tion to the work being produced; in fact, as 
one employer once stated, the accurate ma- 
chine must be fool-proof. In past vears 
American engineers had based the life of a 
machine at ten years, and it should then be 
scrapped. The average British printer ex- 
pected good work off a machine at the end of 
twenty years, and British engineers endea- 
voured to attain that standard. Of course a 
great deal depended on the various machine 
minders who handled the machine.  Litho 
flat-bed machines, owing to the weight of the 
stones, had to sacrifice speed because of the 
strain in the backward and forward motions 
of the bed. 

By numerous diagrams and lantern illus- 
trations, Mr. Lee explained the mechanism of 
the ordinary litho flat-bed and letterpress 
Wharfedale machines and the more modern 
offset and two-colour rotary machines. 

In the discussion which followed, the 
lecturer stated that the remedy when a cylin- 
der jumped out of the pitch was to raise it 
and set it again. The trip on the latest ma- 
chines did not allow it to take place whilst 
the cylinders were in contact.

ings. He agreed with one of the members 
who stated that an offset machine would not 
stand playing with. Register was one of 
those trying things in the life of a machine 
minder, and could only beobtained by experi- 
ence and education, and the more the young 
printer knew about the mechanism of the 
machine under his care the better he would 
be able to execute his work.

One Big Printing Union? 


IN the matter of negotiations between mas- 
ters and men in the printing industry, a 
feature of the case felt by both sides to be very 
unfortunate has been the multiplicity of 
unions comprised in the industry. Though 
attempts have been made at amalgamation 
among the twenty-three or so different unions 
in which the workers are organised, one diffi- 
culty has hitherto proved insuperable, 
namely the difficulty of agreeing the terms 
upon which London, with its unique condi- 
tions, should become a branch of a nationa] 
union. We understand, however, that con. 
ferences are at the present time attacking this 
problem once more, and those taking part in 
the negotiations express themselves opti- 
mistically as to the possibility of a satis- 
factory agreement being reached.

The Central School of Printing. 


We understand the question of a site for a 
Central Printing School on the south side of 
the river is still under consideration by the 


Education Committee of the London Countv 
Council. It was at one time hoped that a 
start could have been made in the new build- 
ing during the present year, but this is now 
thoughttobeoutof thequestion. Wouldit not 
be well if every opportunity were taken by the 
Printing Trades Technical Council and others 
interested to push the matter forward so that 
something may be done to meet the pressing 
need of improved technical facilities for 
those engaged in the printing industry? It is 
ramoured that a small.section of the industry 
does not wish to co-operate in the scheme for 
centralisation. Difference of opinion in the 
printers’ ranks would of course make it im- 
possible forthe industry to put forth its full 
strength to grasp the opportunity which is 
offered to the craft. The importance of this 
opportunity, as well as the high esteem in 
which the craft is held, is indicated in the fol- 
lowing comments which appeared recently in 
the Architect's Journal: " Redemption of the 
southern bank (of the Thames), begun in real 
earnest when St. Thomas's Hospital was 
erected there, and advanced mightily when 
the site of the County Hall was chosen, will 
be brought appreciablv near fruition if a fine 
new central school of printing—London's 
chief industry —is erected on the south side ; 
and the town-planning improvement implied 
must be backed up by a building that should 
be as noble in its dimensions as in its design. 
For it will house a noble craft—which indeed 
the disciples of old Caxton delight to dignify 
as the ‘ art preservative of arts.' " 
* ^" * 
Hope for the Printer. 

BELGIAN papers are coming to hand freely, 
and flints in particular are fairly plentiful. 
Big quantities of marble paper are on order, 
but deliveries are delayed considerably 
through congested shipping. It is said that 
printings and writings are coming through ; 
but if so they are not much in evidence. 
There could be nothing better for the English 
paper trade than a good volume of imported 
paper in view of the inability of our own 
mills to cope with the demand. If there were 
good prospects of getting supplies from either 
Germany or Belgium —though Belgium can 
surely have no writing or printing papers to 
spare—it is quite on the cards that some of the 
paper now being held back in this country 
would emerge for sale, and, generally speak- 
ing, prices would fall a bit.

A scheme for tlie establishment of a State 
Printing Works in this country is at present 
under consideration, and although it has not 
been worked out in all the detail, a decision 
has already been arrived at that a London 
and Country works will be established, says a 
writer in the Civil Service Gazette. During the 
war the Stationery Office took over the follow- 
ing large printing works, and ran them as 
Government concerns: Oldfield Works, 
Camberwell, used for printing confidential 
Admiralty papers; Messrs. Darlings, New 
Broad.street, E.C., used for book work; 
Messrs. David Allen and Sons, Harrow, 
bought by the Government,and equipped with 
special machinery for printing ration books. 

The point at present under discussion, the 
writer continues, is whether one of these firms, 
probably the Oldfield Works, Camberwell, 
should be converted into the London State 
Printing Office, or whether an entirely new 
place should be built. The aim of the officials 
concerned is to make our new State Printing 
House a model factory, with ideal conditions, 
such as canteens, rest rooms, and every com- 
fort for the men and women workers. This 
does not mean that the new factory is to be 
an additional burden to the taxpayer, because 
according to the balance-sheets of the last 
two or three years this can be done without 
any increased cost to the Treasury at all. 

A decision has already been arrived at as 
regards the country works, which will be that 
bought by the Government during the war, at 
Harrow. Atthe present moment H.M. Sta- 
tionery Office is employing a printing staff of 
1.200, both men and women, and they pay 
about (250,000 a year in wages. The print- 


ing bills of this Department before the war . 


amounted to £500,000 a year, but now, owing 
to 120 per cent. increase on wages, and owing 
to the enormous increase in the volume of the 
work they average two millions a year. 

The printing done for the Foreign Office 
and the India Office will also come under this 
scheme. The press in connection with these 
Departments used to be under the control of 
private contractors, but now forms part of the 
printing plant belonging to H.M. Stationery 

ffice. 

The establishment of the printing works and 
the reorganisation of the Stationery Office is 
being carried out under the guidance of a 
committee of five, consisting of two Depart- 
mental men, one technical and the other 
administrative, two outside men expert in the 
management of printing works, and the 
Deputy Controller of the Stationery Office. 
Its decisions are subject to Treasury control, 
and may be altered at will by the new Con- 
troller, Sir R. W. Codling. 

The writer concludes by expressing the 
opinion that such an establishment will be 
an asset to the State, and is long overdue. 
America, he says, has far outstripped us in 
this matter, for she has a magnificent State 
Printing Office, and employs from 4,000 to 
5,000 men and women.

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To the new complete catalogue of the pub- 
lications of the Cambridge University Press, 
there is prefixed an interesting note on Cam- 
bridge printing. The first name mentioned is 
that of John Lair, of Siegburg, the friend of 
Erasmus, who settled in Cambridge in 1521, 
nearly 400 years ago, and is known to history 
as John Siberch, the first Cambridge printer. 
In 1534 Henry VIII. granted to the University 


Letters Patent “to elect three stationers and 


printers or sellers of books residing within the 
University to print books of every kind that 
have been approved by the Chancellor." For 
some 50 years, however, this privilege was not 
used, probably owing to the opposition of the 
Stationers' Company and to the religiouscon- 
troversies of the period. Thomas Thomas, 
however, was appointed printer in 1582, but 
the stationers seized his press; but after a 
conference with Lord Burleigh, the grant 
of 1534 was confirmed, and since that time the 
offüce of University Printer has been filled 
without intermission, and later Charles I. 
confirmed “all privileges and immunities”

granted in 1534. Thomas Back, appointed in , 


1625, was the printer of the first Cambridge’ 


Bible. In 1655 he was succeeded by John 
Field, who built a new printing house in 
Silver-street which remained in use till 1827. 
In 1698, owing to the efforts of Richard Bent- 
ley, great extensions were effected ; a body of 
" Curatores Praeli Typographici," the direct 
predecessors of the present Press Syndics, were 
appointed, and from this time forward the 
University accepted responsibility for each 
book produced. In 1824, as new buildings 
were urgently needed, part of thesurplus fund 
for erecting a statue of William Pitt was de- 
voted to the erection of new Press buildings, 
and the first stone of what is now known 
as the Pitt Press building was laid in 183r. 
Of the nineteenth century University printers 


the best known are perhaps J. W. Parker,- 


1836-54, the first to introduce steam power; 
C. J. Clay, a member of the well-known 
printing family who entered into partnership 
with the University in 1854, in which partner- 
ship his sons, John and C. F. Clay, were after- 
wards associated. When Mr. John Clay died 
in 1916, Mr. J. B. Peace, Fellow of Emmanuel 
College, the present printer, was appointed. 
The systematic publication of educational 
books was commenced in 1875 with the in- 
auguration of the “ Pitt Press Series.” In that 
year the complete catalogue extended to 14 
pages. The present catalogue. covering 210 
Pages, is the best evidence of the remarkable 
development and extension which has taken 
place during the intervening 45 years. 


STANLEY PAUL AND Co,, in their arrange- 
ments for the coming year are making a 
speciality of “first novels.” This should be 
welcome news to the many who have suffered 
the keen disappointment of being " turned 
dewn," simply because an already established 
reputation cannot be brought to the aid of 
the “ first " effort.

Danger of Municipal Printing. 


Kent Education Committee's Scheme 
for Trading in Print and Stationery. 


It has recently been announced in the press 
that the Kent Education Committee proposes 
to establish wholesale and retail stores for 
supplying educational books, stationery, etc. 
It is reported also that a sub-committee has 
been appointed to consider the setting up of 
a complete modern printing and bookbinding 
department in order to effect a saving in the 
education committee's printing and stationery 
bills. In announcing this development, the 
Evening Standard remarks: ' Obviously the 
scheme will entail a capital expenditure of 
thousands of pounds, which must be borrowed 
at an abnormally high rate of interest, and 
even a superficial knowledge of current quo- 
tations for machinery, type, etc., will make it 
patent that a printing works established at 
this juncture will need far more capital than 
one of equal capacity already in existence.” 


A Radical: Departure, 


For many years past the Kent County 
Council have obtained their various classes 
of school requisites, stationery, soft goods, 
etc., from contracting firms who specialise in 
these directions, but recently the Council, 
acting through the Education Committee, 
nave set apart tens of thousands of pounds 
for the financing of a store and trading 
scheme for the supply of school requisites, not 
only to its own schools in its area, but to the 
schools maintained by the 17 areas within the 
County of Kent which are autonomous for 
educational purposes. It is also intended to 
trade with the endowed schools, foundation 
schools, private schools of all kinds, if such 
schools will buy from the county store. 

Among the tens of thousands of pounds 
appropriated for the financing of this trading 
scheme are /17,000 for school books, appar- 


atus and stationery, this amount being drawn 
from the rates or from reserves accumulated 
out of the rates. 


The Basis of Priecs. 


The Store Committee have decided to add 
to the cost price of such goods as they pur- 
chase and keep in stock the amount of 5 per 
cent. by way of gross trading profit, and to 
such goods as have to be ordered up specially 
to suit individal requirements, and are not 
put into stock, the amount of 2} per cent.: 
the wording of the clause governing this 
phase of their trading scheme being “ goods 
supplied to bodies and persons other than the 
committee's schools, institutions and offices." 

The Store Committee do not intend to for- 
ward the goods by rail, but to deliver them 
by motor lorries,the lorries having been either 
transferred trom existing departments of the 
Kent Education Committee or purchased out- 
right, or hired, and it is calculated that, such 
deliveries being without the essential factor 
of a return load, 5 per cent. added on to 
the cost of goods is insufficient to pay for 
motor delivery alone, especially when the 
individual deliveries will, in many cases, 
be small in bulk, and to schools scattered all 
over such a large county. 


Criticisms that are Being Raised. 


In the scheme prepared for the Stores Com- 
mittee, the question of salaries to officials and 
staff, who will administer the store, has been 
dealt within a manner that might appear 
remarkable, in that the bulk of the salaries 
are not debited to the stores account at all, 
but are contained in the general salaries bill 
of the Kent Education Committee ; in conse- 
quence, the trading results of the store might 
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easily show a fallacious profit, on account of 
such an important item as present-day rates 
of salaries being insufficiently debited against 
its account. 

Question has been raised as to the legal 
right of the Kent County Council to trade 
with the small urban areas within the county 
and with private schools of all kinds situate 
therein, and it is suggested that the Local 
Government Board auditor would not pass 
such accounts for that reason alone ; there is 
also considerable doubt as to whether the 
accounts would be approved, because of the 
manner in which the salaries and expenses for 
carrying on the store have not been debited to 
the store, but are contained in the general 
working expenses of the Kent Education 
Committee. 

The housing problem involved is also 
arousing some public apprehension. What of 
accommodation for the workers engaged? It 
is definitely asserted that no suitable houses 
are vacant in Kent. Will a housing scheme 
have to be tacked on to the printing works 
proposal? 

This latest development of municipal, or 
rather, County Council, trading. is a refine- 
ment of any scheme hitherto put into opera- 
tion, and it is for the ratepayers, not only in 
the administrative county of Kent, but in the 
autonomous educational areas contained 
therein, to decide whether the rates are to be 
used in this remarkable manner.

In his lecture on “ Printers and the Law,” 
Mr. C. G. Conolly, M.A., LL.B., began, as re- 
ported in our last issue, by sketching the past 
history of the law as specially applicable to 
the printer's craft, and then proceeded io deal 
with the most important points of the law as 
it now stands, speaking at some length on the 
subject of libel. Не touched next on the 
different forms of defence in libel cases. 


Defence in Case of Libel. 


In regard to the defence that the publica- 
tion of the libel was a privileged communica- 
tion :—(a) The publication in full of Parlia- 


mentary papers is absolutely protected and - 


the publication of extracts from them is pro- 
tected if it be bona fide and without malice; 

(b) reports of Parliamentary debates or of 
public proceedings in courtsof justice are pro- 
tected if they be fair and substantially accur- 
ate; similarly for newspapers (the definition 
of which excludes monthly trade papers and 
magazines) reportsof public meetings are pro- 
tected by the Law of Libel Amendment Act of 
1888, if fair and accurate and if the publica- 
tion be for the public benefit; (c) then there 
are privileged communications in the exercise 
of a private duty (such as the common case of 
giving a character or an answer to confiden- 
tial inquiries) or in pursuance of some special 
duty to give information. These are all 
privileged—that is to say, they will be pro- 
tected even though the statement be inaccur- 
ate, provided that it be made in honest 
belief in its truth and without malice.

‘This is, of course, 
the shield extended by the law to all political 
and literary and artistic criticism. It is worth 
noting that as is, indeed, upon reflection, 
obvious, the honesty of belief of the person 
publishing the libel is no defence if the criti- 
cism pass the limits of fair comment.

Akin to the subject of libel are the criminal 
offences of publishing blasphemy, sedition or 
obscenity. Prosecutions for blasphemous pub- 
lications are out of date; prosecutions for 
seditious publications are rare in England 
and Scotland, the policy being not to attract 
attention or to make martyrs ; but the matter 
of obscene publications may sometimes cause

Nulsance of Machinery. 


Another way in which, from the nature of 
his occupation,a printer is likely to trespass 
against his neighbour so as to be guilty of an 
actionable wrong is by the nuisance of noise 
and vibration caused by his machinery. The 
remedy usually given is not merely the 
ordinary money compensation, which 15 sup- 
posed to represent the damage sustained, but 
an injunction to restrain a continuance of the 
nuisance, failure to comply with such an in- 
juncticn being punished by imprisonment for 
contempt of court. [t is only a serious degree 
of disturbance by noise or vibration which 
will be treated as a nuisance. It is no defence 
that the party seeking damages and injunc- 
tion in respect of the nuisance may have 
come to the nuisance—that is to say, the fact 
that you may for years have carried on a 
printing business with its inevitable noise and 
vibration next to my plot of land will be no 


~- defence if I choose to build upon it and go to 


the Court for the protection of the quietude 
of my solicitor's office against your clamour. 
On the other hand, if I take no step to protect 
my building against your nuisance for many 
years, Ishall be deemed to have acquiesced in 
your conduct of your business and shall have 


lost my remedy. 


The Law of Contracts, 


Proceeding to speak of the contracts which 
the printer has to make 1n the course of his 
work, the lecturer mentioned that the Statute 
of Frauds of Charles 11'5 reign requires 
writing in the case of contracts for the sale of 
here we 
see one practical effect of the distinction be- 
tween the case where the printer provides all 
the material and where the contract, there- 
fore, is for the sale of goods and the case 
where the materials (such as paper) are partlv 
supplied by the customers and where the con- 
tract is, therefore, for work and materials and 
not for the sale of goods and not, therefore, 
required to be in writing even though the 
price be more than £10. The Statute of 
Frauds also requires contracts to be in writing 
which are not to be performed for more than a 


year —e.g., a contract to print a periodical for 


more than a year. 

Then, as to the substance of the contract, 
perhaps the most important point is that, ac- 
cording to a judicially ascertained custom of 
the trade, a printer cannot receive payment 
until he has completed the whole of the job 
which he has contracted to do, which may be 
the printing of a whole edition— that is to 
say.for example, if he has printed and de- 
livered part of the job and a fire should 
destroy his premises before the whole number 
of copies were completed, he will not be able 
to receive payment for any part of the job. 
Of course, that custom, like any other cus- 


tom, may be set aside by the express pro- 


vision of the contract. There is also a 
special custom that where a printer has the 
job of printing a newspaper or magazine he 
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isentitled to a month's notice of intention to 
put an end to the contract, in the absence of 
any express provision for the determination 
of the contract. 

Dealing with the case where the printer 
uses for a job materials supplied by the cus- 
tomer, in which the contract is for work and 
materials, the lecturer pointed out that the 
printer is what is called a “ bailee" of the 
things the possession of which is entrusted to 
him but which remain the property of nis 
customer. His duty is to take what isdefined 
as ordinary care of these things: he will not 
be responsible for their loss by theft or by fire, 
provided he can show that he took ordinary 


care in regard to them. As bailee, and еп-. 


titled to possession, the printer hasa right of 
action against anv third party—e.g., to re- 
cover possession from a sub-contractor. Since 
these articles are entrusted to the printer for 
the purpose of his trade, they are protected 
from distraint levied by the printer's landlord 
upon goods found in the printer's premises. 


Warehousing. 


It often happens that some of the copies of 
abook or other publication remain on the 
printer's premises after the completion of the 
job, and after payment for it. The copies are 
then, of course, the property of the customer, 
and the printer becomes a bailee in respect of 
them, and in effect his position becomes that 
of a warehouseman. If the customer does not 
remove the goods within a reasonable time 
after completion of the contract, the printer 
has a right to claim warehousing charges. 
Hisduty 1s to exercise reasonable care to pro- 
tect the goods from theft and damage, and he 
will not be liable for loss if he can prove 
reasonable care. 


Insurance. 


It follows from the principles indicated 
above that there is no duty cast upon the 
printer of insuring the materials upon which 
he is working (e.g., paper supplied by the cus- 
tomer) against fire and theft, etc., and it was 
held in 1810 that there is no general custom of 
the trade compelling him so to insure. On 
the other hand,as the printer's right to pay- 
ment is dependent upon completion of his job, 
he has what is called an insurable interest in 
the paper, stereo plates, etc., even though they 
be not in his possession, because destruction 
would prevent him from earning his contract 
Price; and that insurable interest is to the 
extent of the value of the work and the mate- 
nals expended on it, and also extends to the 
printers expected profits, which, however, 
must be expressly insured. Similarly, the 
Printer who has become in the position of a 
warehouseman of his customer's goods, having 
only the duty of exercising reasonable care 
to protect them from theft and damage, is 
under no duty to insure. He is, however, re- 
cognised to have an insurable interest, and 
may insure the full value of goods in his 
charge, but he is regarded as a trustee of his 
customer for the amount of the moneys re- 
nada less what is due by the customer to 

im. 


DISCUSSION. 


A question having been asked as to whose 
imprint should go on a job which one printer 
prints for another, the lecturer answered that 
it should be the imprint of the actual printer. 

Mr. Collis, in the course of an interesting 
speech, touched on several points of import- 
ance. With regard to the question of imprint, 
previously raised, he remarked that in London 
the almost universal practice is the reverse of 
what the lecturer had said ; the imprint used 
is that of the printer who is in touch with the 
customer, and not that of the actual printer. 

The lecturer here interjected that he had 
spoken entirely without authority, as he had 
no case in mind ; looking at the plain word- 
ing of the Act, he should have had very little 
doubt that the actual printer was meant. 

Mr. Collis, continuing, emphasised the diffi- 
culty of the question of libel. Не said the 
reader, like the compositor, has the feeling 
that he is indemnified by a sort of understood 
assurance from his employer ; he has also an 
assurance from his trade union that he shall 
not be victimised in the matter. Heremarked 
that a libel was very often contained in a 
form of words which to the ordinary person 
looked quite innocent, and he cited recent 
cases as examples of how a libel could be 
perpetrated without the slightest intention on 
the part of the perpetrator. He concluded 
by proposing a vote of thanks to the lecturer. 

Mr. Geddes briefly seconded. 

The Chairman, in supporting the vote of 
thanks, remarked that in his association with 
the British and Foreign Bible Society he 
found that the society still had to purchase its 
printed sheets for the authorised Bible from 
Oxford and Cambridge and from the King's 
printers. Hesaid that though the law con- 
cerned was at first reasonable, being designed 
to ensure accuracy, yet it was difficult to 
understand how such things should continue 
into the twentieth century. 


The St. Bride Lectures. 


Thanks having been very heartily accorded 
to the lecturer, the chairman mentioned that 
this was the last of the session's lectures at 
St. Bride's, and he thought the audience ought 
not to separate without expressing their in- 
debtedness to the Principal, Mr. J. R. Riddell, 
for providing these opportunities of hearing 
experts speak on various subjects. He ex- 
pressed the hope that such series of lectures 
would be repeated year by year, and with 
equal success. (Applause.)

Municipal Printing. 


THE proposal of the Kent Education Com- 
mittee to set up a printing establishment is a 
suggestion which should receive the serious 
attention of all who are interested in the craft 
and its welfare. It is another threat against 
the private printer, who has enough to do 
already to keep his end up and quite sufficient 
to worry over without an attack from the 
authority towards whose upkeep he pays. 
Who is going to meet the rate demands and 
provide the salaries of officials if trade is taken 
out of the hands of private employers? Muni- 
cipal trading does not usually make for 
economy, and in thinking of establishing “a 
complete modern printing and bookbinding 
department " the Kent Education Committee 
are asking for trouble. It might be the means 
of providing “comfy " jobs for certain people, 
but from the point of view of economy, it 
spells disaster. The business of printing 18 
difficult enough to carry on at the present 
time without the additional uncertainty 
created by fancy schemes of municipal trad-

ing. The facts concerning the Kent experi- 
ments with regard to stationery, set out in 
another column, ought to be a warning 
against theadoption of the printing proposals. 
Since the Committee has to obtain sanction 
before they can enter upon the financial com- 
mitments, the necessary propaganda against 
the scheme should be undertaken at once.

The Amount of Overtime. 


WHAT is said to bea spontaneous movement 
on the part of working compositors has re- 
sulted in a ballot being taken on the question 
of reduction of overtime, and the voting 
shows, we hear, a very pronounced preponder- 
ance in favour of reduction. Those, however, 
who are really willing to give the prosperity 
of the industry precedence over their own per- 
sonal requirements will bear in mind the fact, 
well brought out in Mr. Edgar Waterlow's 
recent speech to master printers, that so great 
is the demand for print at the present time 
that in some branches of the industry skilled 
labour is quite extinct, and semi-skilled 
nearly as bad. With unemployment almost 
non-existent and with big arrears of work to 
be overtaken, surely the time is far from ripe 
for proposals involving any immediate reduc- 
tion of working hours.

How Many Apprentices ? 


IN the recently-issued annual report of the 
London Society of Compositors, Chapel 
officers are asked to take special note of the 
number of apprentices put to case. ''The 
connection between growth in the number of 
apprentices and the unemployment problem 
is a very close опе," says the report, “ апа the 
position in this regard calls for watchfulness. 
While during the progress of the war very few 
boys were introduced to the trade, there is 
now a tendency on the part of some employers 
to make up for lost time by bringing in all 
the lads they can find. It is an old 
question, but the results of overcrowding a 
trade are always the same—a lower standard 
of efficiency, unemployment, and consequent 
depression of working conditions. all round." 
It will be noted that it is only on the part of 
“ some employers ” that the L.s.C. sees cause 
for apprehension, and we believe that the 
houses indulging in hasty multiplication of 
apprentices can be numbered on less than five 
fingers. Nor would there seem te be occasion 
for anxiety in the matter, as the agreement is, 
of course, still in force whereby it is arranged 
that the number of apprentices put to case 
shall not exceed the proportion of one ap- 
prentice to every three journeymen perman- 
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ently — This proportion is not gene” 
rally regarded as unduly high, and we do not 
think the L.S.C. would claim that it is, al- 
though the opinion has been expressed that 
in the case of large employers— with, Sav, 200 
compositors on the pay-roll—there is a danger 
that if the maximum proportion of appren- 
tices be taken on, many of the lads will find 
themselves set to specialised routine work of 
very limited scope, in the doing of which they 
will not gain that varied experience which is 
necessary for.the training of adaptable and 
resourceful journeymen such as are necessary 
to the maintenance of a high standard of 
efficiency in the craft.

Bindings at the British Fair. 


THE recent British Industries Fair at the 
Crystal Palace contained a good number of 
examples of bookbinding shown by home 
firms and of excellent workmanship. Stall 
after stall in the stationery and allied trades 
section displayed samples of commercial bind- 
ing in the form of ledgers and other business 
books that were a delight to look upon for 
the excellence of their production and finish. 
In the matter of fine bindings there was not 
such a great display, but the little that was 
shown was of a high quality and some of it 
unique in design and finish. At the Oxford 
University Press stall was a remarkably fine 
show of high-class bindings, many of the 
covers being of polished ivory with gold or 
silver mounts while others had covers of 
silver with highly embossed and appropriate 
designs on them. Morocco, suede and other 
leathers were also used with good effect. At 
the stall of the Cambridge University Press 
there was also a good display of bindings. 
Messrs. Birdsall and Sons, of Northampton, 
had a wonderful display of leather goods 
among which were several examples of bind- 
ing of a noticeable character executed in fine 
leathers, and Messrs. James Burn and Co., 
Ltd., of Hatton- garden and Esher, hada good 
selection of publishers’ and commercial bind- 
ings. with several examples of higher class 
work. Some most interesting exhibits of fine 
bindings were shown by Messrs. E. W. Savory, 
Ltd., of Bristol, and very artistic and attrac- 
tive in appearance were the bindings of the 
portfolios and autograph books at this stall. 
A series of these were tastefully bound in silk 
with Chinese designs, the material used being 
pieces of the actual silken robes of Chinese 
mandarins. . Some of the bindings were in the 
imperial red silk of China beautifully em- 
broidered with delicate floral designs relieved 
with gold thread. A special line in leather 
bindings was in embossed leather, the designs 


being taken (гот old oak —Ü some bear- 
ing the date of 1615, and the replicas were 
practically duplicates of the old woodwork 
in both colour and appearance. Other bind- 
ings shown had hand-coloured illustrations; 
the key of which was printed on canvas from 
engraved plates, and altogether the exhibit 
of Messrs. Savory was a very fine one so far as 
bookbinding was concerned, and their other 
productions in leather goods, colour printing, 
calendars, etc., were of a high character.

Twenty- 
three thousand pounds a year is now distri- 
buted in pensions and other benefits by the 
corporation. 


A Nole on Printing Howes 


Commenting on the fusion of Waterlow 
and Sons and Waterlow Brothers and Layton, 
the Financial News says, this brings about a 
reunion of old family businesses that it is 
surprising should ever have grown up separ- 
ately. We occasionally, however, see this 
branching out of households following the 
same trade into a number of individual con- 
cerns. ‘There are, for instance, besides the 
Waterlow example, the printing establish- 
ments of Eyre and Spottiswoode and Spottis- 
woode, Ballantyne and Co., and the paper 
firms of Spicer Brothers and James Spicer and 
Sons.

Loose- 
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Paper QUIC. 


Newspaper managers throughout the 
country are much concerned at the serious 
shortage of paper supplies.: The London cor- 
respondent of The Liverpool Post says: “1 
hear to-day that £78 per ton was asked by 
London merchants for Scandinavian news- 
print, which, before the war, couid be pur- 
chased for about £10. It is anticipated that 
the highest peak points have not yet been 
reached, and that prices will steadily advance 
until later in the spring, when the ice breaks 
and pulp comes down the Scandinavian 
rivers more freely. Many reasons are given 
for the prevailing scarcity. Опе is that Cana- 
dian and American consumption is so great 
that instead of exporting their surplus these 
countries are actually importing raw material 
from Scandinavia; then there are also the 
coal and labour troubles. The home producers 
are being pressed to increase output, but, 
despite working three shifts per twenty-four 
hours, the output, I am told, is very little more 
than when working two shifts in pre-war 
days. The demand is far above the supply. 
and a probable contingency of the nearfuture 
is smaller, and probably dearer, newspapers.’ 


The Printing Trades AMiance. 


SIR,— [n your issue of March 4th, under the 
heading of “Trade Union Printing Houses," 
it is stated that Councillor Bishop, of the 
Lambeth Borough Council, in the course of 
his remarks asserted that the Printing Trades 


. Alliance was not a trade union registered as 


a trade union under the Trade Union Acts. 

We wish to deny this through your paper 
and to state that we are registered as a trade 
union under the Trade Union Acts 1871-1913, 
and our Registered No. is 1667T. We are 
also pledged to carry out the true principles 
of trade unionism and opposed to any form of 
coercion. 

Statements such as these made by persons 
holding official positions and whoare opposed 
to the non-militant tradeunion movement are 
likely to have a bad effect on the cause and 
are made with the intention of misleading 
the workers, and at the same time preventing 
employers, who are pledged to the Fair Wages 
Clause as passed by the House of Commons, 
from obtaining work because their names do 
not appear on the so-called “ Fair List" pub- 
lished by certain militant trade unions.

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Binders’ Dockets. 


By the time these notes appear in print, it 
is quite likely that the vexed question of 
binders’ dockets will have been finally settled, 
or at least will be in the final stages of settle- 
ment. The Executives are in conference over 
the particular form of docket to be employed ; 
and with a reasonable appreciation of the 
needs and difficulties on either side, there 
should be no obstacle in the wav of produc- 
ing a usable and workable form. No good 
purpose is served by requiring a worker to 
transform himself into a time-recording clerk ; 
the less a worker handles a pencil, the better 
for the department. Whatever form of docket 
is ultimately decided upon,it will be at its 
best in a very simple form. There is a vast 
amount of work done in a commercial bind- 
ing department which cannot be analysed 
to give minute detail on individual jobs, at 
least, not by the binder himself.. As an 
example, if a man receives a batch of a dozen 
books of varying sizes and styles of binding, 
to be brought forward as one lot, he cannot 
figure out to dead accuracy the time con- 
sumed by each book, not to mention an analy- 
sis of the individual lines. as, e.g., so much, 
cutting, chopping, rounding, covering, etc., 
etc. Far better accept the total time as one 
sum, to be analysed later by a responsible 
overseer or costing clerk. The essential thing 
in the department is output and the less there 
is expected from the workers in the way of 
time analysis, the more will be returned by 
way of production. 


Still Higher Prices. 


Since the last notes on binding materials 
appeared, a few more advances have been re- 
corded. Threads have gone up again, glue 
has continüed its‘upward flight, buckram has 
followed in thé same direction, and straw- 
boards have found a high level at £24 per ton, 
ра the usual extras for 1j lbs. and up. Union 

uckram is obtainable at just under 4s. per 
yard, and cotton buckram at 3s. 6d. The real 
linen buckram is scarce at 5s. per yard, a price 
which will considerably retard its use in the 
bindery. American cloths have advanced 
twice in recent weeks, while bookcloths have 
so far been satisfied with the onejump. Con- 
sidering the rapid rise in textiles, another 
advance in bookcloth is not out of the ques- 
tion. Calicoes reflect the state of the textile 
market very clearly, the grade which before 
the war cost 21d. per yard now selling at Is. 1d. 
per yard. 


Notes and News for 


; [he Bookbinder. 
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Marble Papers. 


Marble papers are becoming simply impos- 
sible, and conditions and prices are now nearly 
as bad as they were during the war. The 
Belgian makers are quite helpless against the 
demand, and they are booked up for months 
and months ahead at prices not named. It 
really makes little difference whether a price 
is named or not, for no sooner is an order 
accepted at one figure than the buyer is ad- 
vised that the quotation is void and another 
price named. Delivery is not taken into 
account, makers contenting themselves with 
the phrase " when possible." This unsatis- 
factory way of doing business is likely to last 
as long as the demand so considerably exceeds 
the supply. No relief can be expected this 
year. Meantime the English imitation marble 
papers do not appear on the open market, and 
inquiries at the source are futile. Some foreign 
imitations of very poor quality are on offer, 
but the price asked is out of all reason and is 
evidently based according to the need of the 
user. 


Demand for Book-Sewing Machines. 


There is a tremendous demand for book- 
sewing machines, and it is unfortunate that 
we have no English factory turning out a 
type suitable for the market.  Martini's, 
Brehmer's and Smyth's are in great favour, 
and all are good reliable machines. At the 
moment the rate of exchange is against buy- 
ing American machines, despite which big 
orders are being placed. Delivery of orders 
placed now is likely to be long dated, as orders 
in hand will take months and months to com- 
plete. So far the German houses have not 
commenced business over here, but, judging 
from the demand, there are plenty of orders 
awaiting them. 


The Decay of Bindings. 


In a recent lecture at Hampstead the Hon. 
J. W. Fortescue, war historian and librarian 
at Windsor Castle, mentioned that one of the 
great trials of his life is the decay of bindings. 
As soon as one lot of books has been freshly 
bound another fails, and, although the King 
is most liberal in making grants to meet the 
need, there is always more to be done, and 
always will be. The great fault of the book- 
binders of the past, Mr. Fortescue says, was 
that they did not allow enough “ square," and 
this causes the volume to drop. But the 
librarian's greatest difficulties arise not from 
this, but from dampness, dust and the perish- 
ing of the leather. ' Never," advises Mr. 
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Fortescue, “ have a book bound in calf—that 
nice, smooth leather which is a snare and a 
delusion. Real calf leather has not been 
made for the last hundred years, and vou had 
much better have art canvas, or, if you want 
a better binding, morocco or pigskin.” 


A Run on Bindings. 


During the winter season there has been 
quite a run on beautiful and expensive bind- 
ings, and one of the leading London book- 
sellers tells of Fitzgerald's "Salaman and 
Absal," bound in real inlaid morocco, beauti- 
fully hand-tooled, finding a number of pur- 
chasers at £56. Another expensive book, Le 
Roux's “ Queen of Sheba,” took 46 weeks to 
bind and cost the purchaser £240, not a bad 
price as books go. A copy of “The Ancient 
Mariner " showed a remarkable fine binding 
in blue levant with a panel on the cover show- 
ing a ship amongst icebergs, and other books 
equally well bound have brought good prices. 
At Sotheby's £136 was obtained for a copy of 
the Kelmscott Press “ Chaucer " in its original 
binding, and the Bible, issued in five volumes 
by the Doves Press, sold for £32, the original 
price of the set being £15 15s. in 1905. Fine 
bindings are still appreciated and bring good 
prices when the right purchasers are found. 


The ‘Kelmscott * Chaucer,’ 


A remarkably fine example of binding was 
shown recently by Messrs. Charles J. Sawyer, 
Ltd., 23, New Oxford-street. It was a copy of 
the Kelmscott “Chaucer” and the binding 
was of brown levant morocco, with green 
levant morocco doublures and end leaves, the 
corner pieces being of silver gilt as were also 
the clasps. At each corner was a large jade 
green avanturine, while the clasps were 
studded with lapis-lazuli. Garnets, moon- 
stones and rubies were lavishly used on the 
covers which were inlaid with coloured 
leathers and mother of pearl, decorated with 
fine gold tooling. Altogether in the decora- 
tion of this fine example of the binder's art 
there were used 700 separate pieces of inlaid 
leather, seven piecés of mother of pearl 109 
garnets,27 rubies, 15 moonstones, 15 amythests, 
eight avanturines, two lapis-lazuli and one 
sapphire. The work was executed by Messrs. 
Sangorski and Sutcliffe, Messrs. Ivo Shaw and 
George Sutcliffe being responsible for the 
design. 


Stationery Bookbinding.

Training the Disabled. 


Commenting on the attitude of the trade 
unions to the training of ex-service men, a 
writer in the Morning Post says: “For the 
printing and bookbinding trade, with a pre- 
war capacity of 40,000, training is limited to 
43. in face of the fact that recently, when a 
great London publishing firm wasapproached 


on the subject of finding employment for ex. 
service men, they replied: ' If you can supply 
us with 500 trained bookbinders we can find 
work for them all. А condition laid down by 
the technical advisory committee that only 
disabled men with a previous knowledge of the 
trade can be put in training seems to be 
directly opposed to the regulations of the 
Labour Ministry."

JAPAN. 


A Japanese firm wishes*to get into touch 
with United Kingdom exporters of paper, 
pulp, etc. (Reference No. 279). 
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Mr. P. J. Renninger, has patented a book- 
binding machine that comprises means for 
«lamping the signatures and feeding them to 
the devices for sawing pairs of inclined kerfs 
and means for passing a binding card through 
the kerfs and round the intervening portions 
of the signatures. The signatures are 
clamped ona rotating feed table, the kerfs 
being formed by saws carried on a recipro- 


fic.23 


cating head, and the table further rotated to 
bring the signatures to the binding me- 
chanism. Fig. 24 shows a form in which 


there are two pairs of inclined kerfs and a. 


straight central kerf, the binding card being 
wrapped as shown in Fig. 23. The signatures 
are clamped on the table 69, provided 
with anti-friction devices 84, by means of 
clamping members 83, which are raised for 
inserting and removing the signatures by a 
cam 88, and are connected by adjustable 
springs 78 to the four arms of a spider 72 
intermittently rotated by a mutilated bevel 
70. The signatures are aligned by means of 
an adjustable gauge 295, Fig. І, and gauges 
108 carried by an adjustable bracket 104 on a

plate 103 seating on a guide plate 99. The 
plate 103 is raised by a pedal 96 through a 
chain connection 97, and can be depressed by 
a cam 92, which engages a lug 93 on a lever 
94, to which the plate is connected by a link 
IOI. The saws 28...32 are fixed іп the holders . 
23 clamped in a head 20 carried in a cross 
head 17 reciprocated by a crank 14. The saws 


.are tapered, and for forming the kerfs 40, 43, 
: Fig. 24, the upper teeth of the appropriate 


saws are offset. The lower ends of the saws 
pass through a stripper bar 45, Fig. 9, the end 
portions 46 of which are carried by spring- 
actuated uprights 47.

The collar 126 is released 
from the lug 127 by partial rotation of the 
shifter rod by the operator; this rotation is 
suitably limited and is effected against spring 
action. The shifter rod is returned and the 
machine stopped by engagement of the lug 
127 with the collar 126 on the rotation of the 
gear wheel 134. The shifter rod is provided 
with a headed pin 122 which can be held by 
a hook 123 for keeping the machine in con- 
tinuous operation. The binding means com- 
prises two sets of spring controlled cam-oper- 
ated pickers 101-163, 179-181 mounted on 
shafts 154, 175, and a needle 253, Fig. 13, ad- 
justably mounted on a cam-operated member 
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255. The shafts 154, 175 carrying the pickers 
are carried by brackets 153, 172 on a shaft 148, 
and are interconnected by a slotted link 185 
and arms 182, 186. The shaft 148 is actuated 
by means of a cam 139 carried by a shaft 137 
which is driven from the shaft 10 by inter- 
mediate gearing. The lower bracket is jour- 
nalled in a shoe 155 mounted in guideways 
156, Fig. 1, and the arm 186 is actuated by a 
slotted link 188 operated by a shaft 193 con- 
trolled by a cam on the shaft 137. The needle 
is carried by an arm 255 provided with studs 
261, 267 adjustably fixed in radial slots in 
discs 258, 265 carried on shafts 239, 214. On 
the shafts 239, 214, pinions are splined and are 
in mesh with an intermediate idler carried on 
a bar 237. The pinions are rotated by a rack 
212 formed on a rod 210, which derives motion 
from a cam on the shaft 137. By these means, 
the needle is moved vertically across the 
thickness of the book, the throw being varied 
by adjusting the positions of the studs 261, 
267 in the slots in the discs 258, 265. The 
needle is moved lengthways of the book by 
means of a segmental rack 233 and weighted 
cable 272. The rack 233 is operated by a cam 
on the shaft 137 and engages a pinion 235 
provided with a gear wheel 236 in mesh with 
rack teeth on the bar 237. This bar is con- 
nected to a cross bar 238 to which the shafts 
214, 239 are connected. The cord passes 
through a guide 245 carried by a supporting 
bar 242 connected with the cross bar 238, toa 
tension device 247, through the end of a 
spring controlled take-up lever 249, to the 
needle, the end of which is suitably tapered. 
The clamping jaws are provided with a 
groove 294 for the binding cord. The feed 
table is aligned by means of a locking device 
consisting of a spring actuated cam - con- 
trolled plunger which engages recesses in the 
underside of the feed table. The cam-oper- 
ated shafts 148, 193, etc., are formed in two 
parts connected by adjustable couplings.

At Newcastle-on Tyne judgment was given 
in respect of an action by Mr. John Bosworth 
Bowes, of Sydney-grove, Newcastle, against 
John B. Bowes, Ltd., printers, etc., and its 
directors, all brothers of the plaintiff, of Low 
Friar-street, Newcastle. He asked for an 
order setting aside the purported sale of his 
9oo shares in the company to its directors, and 
the removal from the register of their names 
as the holders of the shares. 

Upon the plaintiff's claim that the shares 
were sold at much below their real value, 
viz., 155. each, evidence was given by two 
London accountants who produced figures to 
prove that they were worth 35s. each. 

Mr. Tomlin, K.C., for the defendants, put 
it to one of these gentlemen, Mr. J. W. Benett, 
that the spring of 1918 was about the blackest 
time in the history of this country, that there 
seemed no prospect of the war ending except, 
perhaps, disastrously for us. Would it not, 
he asked, have been more difficult at the time 
to find a purchaser for a share in a private 
company in Newcastle than at any time 
during the last ten years ? 

Witness said he was unable to speak as to 
that matter. He did not think the busi- 
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ness position was as bad as represented in 
counsel's alarmist statement. 

Replying to further questions he admitted 
that 1916-17-18 were quite abnormal years in 
relation to the paper trade, and that in 1918 
the value of paper was about twelve times its 
pre-war value. 

And.now it was down to about three to six 
times its pre-war value?—1 haven't got the 
figures, but it is about that. i 

In the course of his evidence the plaintiff 
said the business was founded by his father 
and he was the eldest son. He was employed 
as a traveller at £4 10s. a week. In 1915 he 
held goo fully paid £1 shares im the company, 
his father having taken the other 200. He 
admitted that some five or six years ago he 
was in trouble with his father and brothers 
over his accounts and owed money to the 
company. Arrangements were made as to 
the repayment of the debt, but he denied 
that he agreed that all his shares should be 
charged as security for money he owed. 

Counsel: Then why did you execute a 
blank transfer?—Witness: Because I owed 
the company money. The transfer related to 
800 shares, he said, his father having told him 
that he was never to part with the other 
hundred. 

In the case for the defence Mr. Tomlin, 
K.C., first submitted that the plaintiff knew 
all about the amounts debited to his account 
and that all such matters came under the 
agreement of 1915. With regard to the sale 
of the shares he said the question was 
whether it could be impeached either because 
it was at such a gross under-valuation that it 
could be set aside and that there was some- 
thing in the articles of association which had 
not been complied with or because there was 
something in the position of the purchasers in 
selling to themselves which the court might 
say was not valid in law. 

After some discussion upon the account, 
Mr. Grant, K.C., for the plaintiff, accepted the 
defendants' offer that the amount of the debt 
should be fixed at £512, with interest. 

His Lordship said the transfer of shares 
would be cancelled, and the plaintiff would 
be restored to his position as shareholder. 

No further evidence was called, and his 
Lordship gave judgment. He said that the 
sale of the shares could not be supported on 
the ground that it was a sale by the directors 
of a defendant company to themselves, and 
therefore infringed the settled rule of the 
Court, that under no circumstances could a 
trustee for sale, or a mortgagee, or their 
agent sell to himself. There were reasons of 
high policy why such a sale could not be 
supported under any circumstances. There 
could not be anything like a true bargain 
when the person selling and the person buying 
were one and the same. It was agreed that 
the amount due from the plaintiff to thecom- 
pany should be fixed at £512, with 5 per cent. 
interest. There was not the slightest ground, 
his Lordship added, for questioning the 
entire bona fides and the honour in all the 
transactions that took place of the individual 
defendants.

Organisation for Export. 


From time to time the oe of export 
occupies the attention of master printers, 
wholesale stationers, and papermakers. We 
have heard printers complain of serious hind- 
rances to trading abroad arising from the un- 
settled state of the industry and the rivalry 
from other countries. These phases are pass- 
ing away, however, and we believe that there 
isa considerable demand for that part of the 
work of British printers which finds a market 
abroad, and for the products of printing 
engineers. a 

Wholesale stationers and papermakers are 
paying serious attention to this matter, and 
at the recent meeting of the Papermakers' 
Association in London definite action was 
taken. 

Mr. T. Parker Smith introduced the sub- 
ject of organisation for export trade, and 
moved the following resolution: “ That this 
Association views with favour the formation 
of an association of producers of paper for 
the export of British-made paper." Heapolo- 
gised for pressing this subject forward as he 
had done during the past fiveor six years, but it 
was a matter not oniy of national interest, 
but of trade interest. Ít had been urged over 
and over again that export was the salvation 
of our country, and as one who had travelled 
agreat deal in the British colonies and all over 
Europe, he had been extremely impressed 
with the very small quantity of British paper 
he had met with and at the same time with 
the enormous possibilities of British paper. 
Comparing pre-war prices, he felt there was 
nothing to prevent British papermakers from 
selling their product in all the markets he had 
visited. They had always been told how 
behindband the British manufacturer was, 
but he thought that was put forward by

interested foreigners. He felt that the sales- 
manship of British products had perhaps 
been at fault, and that was why he was press- 
ing the question of an export association, in 
order that they might improve the salesman- 
ship of paper. Salesmanship in foreign busi- 
ness was really the reason for their backward- 
ness in the export trade. There was a 
number of papermakers and agents who 
had a very large export business, es. 
pecially on one side of the trade, and 
thev had really kept the British export 
trade alive. Particularly was that the case 
with esparto papers, which were known and 
valued and bought all over the world. But 
esparto mills were not the only mills in this 
country. Thespeaker wenton to mention the 
practice of foreign papermakers working 
through a central organisation and advocated 
the establishment of a similar scheme for 
British papermakers. By this means they 
would get orders in bulk, and thus know the 
total volume instead of requirements coming 
forward piecemeal. If they had an associa. 
tion covering all the different markets, foreign 
and colonial, the orders could come through 
the one central house, say in London, and 
these could be distributed in bulk to the 
manufacturers. That arrangement would be 
simple compared with the system which рге. 
vailed at the present time. At the same time 
they would be able to make more favourable 
shipping arrangements. The trouble at pre- 
sent was the difficulties which the export 
trade presented to mill staffs, but with a head 
office undertaking all the problems relating to. 
invoicing, shipments, freights and finance, the 
way was made easy for the mill staff. The 
only difficulty, the speaker pointed out, was 
that there were some wholesale stationers and 
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some agents who had viewed this movement as 
antagonistic, or they thought it would be so, 
but he submitted, with a knowledge of the 
markets, that the stimulus which would be 
given to British paper abroad would actually 
increase the turnover of every export merchant 
in London. All that they wanted in this 
sales arrangement was to have their samples 
put before buyers abroad, and the fact that 
the mills were prepared to make to these 
samples or to any suitable variation. If the 
order came from the merchant, all well and 
good. But they did want the sample put on 
the market and the manufacturer told what 
was the variation. The London merchants 
had not donethis trade, at least with England. 
'They had re-shipped from Scandinavia, Ger- 
many, Newfoundland and other countries, 
and the bulk of the export business had really 
been done from Hamburg. As a trade, he 
(elt they needed such a stimulus and help as 
the scheme he had in mind would afford them. 
He would like to see some development which 
would double and treble the manufacture of 
paper in this country. We could put our mills 
down on the best lines so that they could 
compete with any in the world. British paper- 
makers had brains equal to or better than 
those of their competitors. They could bring 
the raw materials to thiscountry and re-export 
cheaper and better than any other country. 

Mr. Birrell seconded the resolution, and 
expressed indebtedness to Mr. Parker Smith 
{ог the trouble he had taken in connection 
with this matter. The speaker suggested the 
formation of a committee to discuss the sub- 
ject with the wholesale stationers, so that the 
new organisation could be founded with 
mutual support, 

Mr. Wathen described it as ridiculous that 


British papermakers had to ship goods to. 


Hamburg in order to get them into the 
markets of the world, by reason of the cheaper 
freights ruling from there. If they had an ex- 
port association, that would not be allowed. 
He thought there was an immense deal to be 
done, especially in regard to the sale of what 
they might call the more heavy, bulky 
papers. South American figures showed that 


4n fine papers, Britain held the whole of' the . 
trade; but that of printings, browns, and ° 


other papers nearly all was in other hands. 

The resolution moved by Mr. Parker Smith 
was then carried unanimously, together with 
the addition: “that the matter be referred to 
the Executive Committee to take appropriate 
action."

Licences not Required for Certain Qoods. 


According to a recent Proclamation of the 
Reichswirtschaftsminister, the importation of 
the following goods in certain categories of 
the German Customs Tariff is permitted 
without import licence :— 

CATEGORY I. B. Forest Propucts.—Wood 
to be used for the manufacture of mechani- 
cally prepared wood pulp (wood paste, etc.), 
or for chemically prepared wood pulp (cellu- 
lose) not more than 1.20 metres long and not 
ое than 24 centimetres thick at the thin 
end. 

CATEGORY II. A.— China clay, even if cal- 
cined, ground or washed. 

CATEGORY XI. PAPER, CARDBOARD AND 
MANUFACTURES THEREOF.—Paper clippings 
(waste from the manufacture of paper), old 
paper, written or printed (waste paper); 
paper, cardboard, paper and cardboard wares, 
only fit for re-manufacturing. 

CaTeGorY XII. Books, PICTURES AND 
PAINTINGS.—Books in all languages, also 
prayer books, printed or written, with or 
without pictures of all kinds, printed, attached 
or inserted therein ; books with characters for 
the blind—all these bound or not; written 
and printed paper, except that mentioned in 
Category ХІ.; music, even if bound. Land, 
marine and other charts for scientific purposes 
on paper or other material, whether bound or 
not, or mounted on cardboard, tissues or the 
like, on rollers and the like or not. 

FREE EXPORT OF CARDS AND CARDBOARD 
Boxes.—The Customs Authorities are em- 
powered by an Order issued by the Commis- 
sioner for Import and Export Licences, and 
publishetl in the Deutscher Reichsanzeiger of 
January 5th, to permit the exportation with- 
out an export licence of cards and boxes of 
paper or cardboard which serve as packing for 
other goods, and are exported at the same 
time. 


Paper ИШИ in India. 


In reporting on the imports into India dur- 
ing the period, April 1st to September 3oth, 
H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner remarks 
that it is noteworthy that the imports of 
printing paper from the United States exceed 
those from the United Kingdom by more than 
four times. 

The total imports of printing paper 
amounted to 3,194,000 Rs. The proportion of 
the United Kingdom was 381,000 Rs. and that 
of the United States 1,618,000 Rs., Japan's 
share being 51,009 Ns. 

The position is somewhat different in regard 
to writing paper and envelopes. Of the total 
imports, which represented a value of 
1,817,000 Rs, the United Kingdom sent 
864,000 Rs.; the United States, 722,000 Rs.; 
and Japan, 47,000 Rs.

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The Requirements of Office Work. 


In the office the metric system comes into its 
own. It is much easier tocompute and reckon 
with decimals than other arithmetical nota- 
tions. In fact it is so convenient to add 
decimals and to multiply decimals that the 
office man plumps. for the Metric system on 
this merit only. Не forgets two things: firstly, 
that the convenience of the practical worker 
must be considered pre-eminently before that 
of the clerk, and secondly, he has not at- 
tempted to set his own house in order by 
decimalising existing units. 

The practical man is the producer—and his 
convenience must be studied as the first 
essential. Itis not his fault, nor is it the fault 
of the Imperial system of weights and 
measures, that the office man persists in dis- 
carding the most facile method of computation 
by the use of decimals. 

Why, says the office man, should we persist 
in using a system which demands us to calcu- 
late such a sum as I2 tons 15 cwts. 2 qrs. 2I 
lbs. at 6id. per Ib. less 73 per cent. discount, 
when the same sum ceuld be stated something 
like, 23,135 kilos at 143.4 francs per 100 kilos 
less 71 per cent? 

He apparently forgets that the same sum 
can be stated as 255.69 cwts. at 60.66 shillings 
per cwt. less 74 per cent.

The real truth of the matter lies in the fact 
that the average office clerk cannot by in- 
spection turn tons., cwts., qrs. and Ibs., into

TE the small mental effort required to 
transform d. per Ib. avoir. into £ per ton 
Imperial, appears to be beyond him and he 
must needs refer to some table or ready- 
reckoner. 

Even if custom demands that weights must 
be invoiced in four units, and values in three 
units, is it necessary that every individual 
calculation involving weights and values 
should be done with these seven units, when 
the work can be done more easily with one 
unit of weight and one unit of value by 
decimal computation ? 

Decimal computation is not the exclusive 
property of the metric system, and there is no 
reason in the world why this notation should 
not be applied with equal facility to English 
units. 

The practical man makes his returns to the 
office in single units, viz., in hundredweights 
orin pounds. The office staff straight away 
make labour for themselves by turning the 
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single unit into four on every possible 
occasion. 

Again, the paper-consumer often sends an 
order to the mill in the following form; 100 
ee D. Demy, .36 lbs., 500 sheets, at 74d. per 
b. 

The order is passed on to the practical 
papermaker who figures out the production 
required at 3600 lbs. plus an allowance for 
broke. This quantity is made and the weight 
returned to the office in lbs. After finishing, 
the final weight is returned frem the salle in 
terms of say, 101} reams of 361 Ibs. It is fairly 
obvious that the simplest method of recording 
the finished production is 101.5 x 36.5 = 3704 75 
lbs., and the simplest method of invoicing the 
paper to the customer is

Calculations of this Кіпа are easily and ac- 
curately performed in a few seconds on an 
ordinary slide-rule, an instrument seldom seen 
in the modern office. 

This sort of thing is rarely, if ever, done in 
the paper trade. he finished weight is al- 
most invariably recorded and invoiced in tons, 
cwts., qrs., lbs. as follows,

The result of this sort of thing is that the 
office worker makes more labour for himself 
and the foreigner gets the impression that in 
England we weigh everything in tons, cwts., 
qrs., lbs., ozs.. drms. and grains. 

It is not our intention here to go into the 
vexed question of the proposed decimal coin- 
age beyond venturing the opinion that what 
we have stated with regard tothe convenience 
of English units, applies to money standards, 
as much as to weights and measures. |t has 
always been a mystery to the writer why the 
average office worker in this country appears 
either unable or unwilling to convert / s. d. 
into £ and decimals by inspection. 

If it is because the average office-hand has 
not an adequate working knowledge of deci- 
mal computation, as an experienced clerical 
chief has assured us, then the exclusive adop- 
tion of the metric system in our offices would 
certainly result in a pitiable chaos! Let us 
compare, by way of example, the application 
of decimal computation to thesimple problem 
of costing the average price per ton of a 
furnish in which the ingredients are 35 per 
cent. at £16 3s. 8d., 20 per cent. at £10 Ios. 3d., 
30 per cent. at £12 18s. 7d., and ›5 per cent. as 
£3 25. 6d. The usual office method would be 
something like this:—

The mental effort required in doing this is 
less than one-half of the former. 

Our office workers have made two mistakes. 
The first mistake 1125 in the persistent use of a 
multiplicity of units whereone only is usually 
sufficient. The second mistake consists in 
neglecting to use the most facile notation for 
computation, viz., the decimal system. Let 
them take as their units pence and pounds, or 
shillings and hundredweights, or sovereigns 
and tons. Let them learn to decimalise these 
units. Office arithmetic will then become less 
laborious and moresimple Theslide-rule and 
the calculating-engine will then become as 
familiar as the duplicator and the typewriter 
in saving labour. 

The office worker must never forget, however, 
that the convenience of the worker and the 
producer must be considered as the prime in- 
terest. The worker's unit must become the 
clerk's unit, not vice versa. If the clerk is 
foolish enough to labour with a multiplicity 
of units then the fault lies with him, for the 
practical worker almost invariably uses one 
unit for one job. 

Herein lies the use of the English system, 
with its multiplicity and variety of units, 
which supplies a convenient unit of proper 
proportion for each class of work. 

The carat for precious stones, the grain for 
poisonous drugs, the ounce for expensive 
commodities, the pound for articles of com- 
mon consumption, the hundredweight for 
common staples, and the ton for grosser sub- 
stances, provide a system of convenient units 
for all purposes. 

They are all properly related to each other 
by a variety of notations—the grain is а 
septenary fraction of the pound, the ounce an 
octaval subdivision of the pound, the pound 
is a septenary fraction of an octaval division 
of the hundredweight, and the hundredweight 
is a binary division of an octaval part of a 
ton. So with lengths; the foot is a ternary 
division of the yard, and the inch a duo- 
decimal division of the foot. 

And so with other English units; variety of 
size in nature and practical affairs demands a 
variety of convenient units. We have them, 
we find them useful and we mean to stick to 
them so long as they are useful. 

For the convenience of the office worker 
these units can all be decimalised on paper, 
but as the clerk is only the smailer partner in 
the symbiotic union of commercial life it is 


not likely that the practical man (who is the, 


senior partner) is going to part with a useful, 
intelligent and experienced servant in ex- 


change for one that isan admirable piece of 
mechanism and nothing more, viz. the Metric 
system. ! 


ШЇЇ and Printing Required. 


Ecuador Offers a Good Market. 


Ecuador publishers are at all times willing 
to buy a year's supply of paper at one time, 
if by so doing money may be saved. Owing 
to difficulties of communication with Europe 
stocks have been greatly reduced, conse- 
quently supplies of writing paper, from the 
common ruled note to expensive linen-faced 
stationery, blank books, letter-copy books, 
memorandum, and also wrapping paper, 
including manilla, tissue, and grease-proof 
paper, will fnd a market if satisfactory terms 
can be secured. The Government printing 
office in Quito, besides purchasing from local 
firms, imports considerable quantities of 
paper; while a certain wholesale house in 
Quayaquil usually stocks some thousands 
of reams of printing, writing, and wrapping 
paper, thus affording an opening to suppliers. 

Paper bags in sizes from one-half pound 
to 12 pounds are imported in bulk by various 
grocery firms in Guayaquil, which supply 
them to business houses in the interior. In 
the past blank books were imported from the 
United States, and also from this country, 
which then maintained a considerable lead 
in the supply on a price basis, and might, if 
so disposed, regain the trade. Paper boxes, 
chiefly used by chemists, were formerly im- 
ported from Germany, none being made in 
Ecuador ; these are now obtainable from the 
United States, but British-mace goods would 
probably be welcomed, although the market 
is limited. ; 

Lithographed and printed matter formerly 
obtainable from Germany, and now from the 
United States, is a line in which British com- 
petition would be welcomed. "There is also 
an increasing demand for wallpaper of good 
quality; this is now imported from the 
United States, which before the war was an 
almost negligible factor in this market, and 
Americans reluctantly admit that the busi- 
ness is likely to be diverted to Europe, where 
longer credit terms, more convenient length 
of rolls, and superior qualities of paper will 
probably be obtainable. United States 
manufacturers and exporters have been in- 
sisting upon a maximum credit term of 60 
days; whereas in the past the customary 
terms of European houses were from 9o to 120 
days, a draft being drawn for the amount of 
the bill and accepted by the purchaser when 
the shipping documents were delivered.— 
The Times (Trade Supplement).

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The Utilisation of Refuse Bagasse. 


In the Hawaiian Islands a paper mill has 
been constructed for the production of papet 
from waste sugar cane, and the output 15 ap- 
plied, with great success it is claimed, for 
killing weeds in the cane fields. 

The mill was built by the Olaa Sugar Co., 
and it has the distinction of being the first 
paper mill in Hawaii. The superintendent is 
Mr. Charles W. Mason, who, before going to 
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cal assistance was rendered by Mr. Arthur D. 
Little, of Cambridge, Mass. 

Under the superintendence of Mr. O. D. 
Glass, the mill was built and equipped. It 
contains one 80-іп. two mould cylinder ma- 
chine, made by the Belvit Iron Works, whilst 
the saturating plant consists of two 40-in. 
Moore and White saturating machines. The 
digesters are of a capacity of 14,000lbs. each, 


and there are four 1,000 Ibs. beaters. 


The bagasse is cooked for twelve hours 
with lime under бо lbs. steam pressure. It is 
then blown off and allowed to remain on the 
floor for three or four days before being used. 
The exposure to the air for this length of time 


LAYING THE PAPER ON THE САМЕ FIELD. 


Canada some fifteen years ago, was engaged 
in papermaking at Cowans and Kinleith. 
Mr. Mason is well satisfied with his surround- 
ings, and describes the climate in the middle 
of the Pacific as ideal. 

The mill, constructed of wood, of the Olaa 
Sugar Co. was brought into existence owing 
to the rapid growth of weeds in rainy dis- 
tricts, and the shortage of labour. Various 
experiments with paper were resorted to by 
Mr. Eckart, the general manager, with en- 
couraging results. It was found however that 
building paper was too strong to allow 
the young cane-sprouts to force their way 
through, and steps were taken to build a mill 
and manufacture from refuse bagasse a paper 
suitable for the special requirements. Techni- 


causes the paper to work better on the ma- 
chine and to saturate more easily. From the 
machine the paper is conveyed to the saturat- 
ing plant where it is run through the asphalt. 
After standing for twenty-four hours the 
paper is run over the winder and put up into 
rolls of convenient size. 

A motor conveys the paper to the cane 
field, where it is transferred to the back of a 
mule for distribution over the plantation after 
the cane has been planted. One of our illus- 
trations shows the process of applying the 
paper, which, being of a low bursting 
strength, although sufficiently streng to with- 
stand the wet, not only checks the growth of 
weeds but allowsthecaneto shoot up through 
the paper, asshown in our second illustration. 
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Уе are indebted to the courtesy of Mr. D. 
Mason, manager of South Tyne Paper Mill, 
Fourstones-on- Tyne (a brother of Mr. Charles 
W. Mason) for the photographs reproduced. 
It is another instance of the value of paper, 
the uses of which are legion. By the appli- 
cation of paper the cost of keeping down the 
weeds is reduced to £5 per acre as against £14 
for hand labour. 


MAPS PRINTED IN LORRIES. — British maps 
were found to be invariably more accurate 
than the German, said Captain William H. 
Tapp, M.C., in a paper read at the Surveyors' 
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Demand for Printing Machines & Ink. 


Although the demand for paper for news- 
paper purposes in Ecuador cannot be large 
for several years to come, it is sufficient to 
create a fair market for printing inks, which 
before the war were imported only from the 
United States and Germany, says The Times 
(Trade Supplement). These inks are now 
obtained wholly from the former country, 
there being, however, no reason why Great 
Britain should not obtain a share of this trade. 


YOUNG SUGAR CANE SPROUTING THROUGH THE PAPER. 


Institution on surveying on the Western 
front. Surveyors had learned that they would 
in future be a necessity in time of war to the 
gunner. All armies would be equipped with 
a field survey, which would have a large 
reproducing staff, as many maps of operations 
or organisations must be printed on the spot. 
The Americans had reproducing presses fitted 
on lorries, and were supposed, under condi- 
tions of movement of the worst kind, to be 
able to produce about 5,000 maps per hour. 


THE Chancellor of the Exchequer states 
that about £45,000,000 worth of notes under 
10s. have been printed, at a cost of £18,820. 
This was a precautionary measure, and he 
trusts it will not be necessary to issue them. 


There is also some demand for composing 
machines, presses, bookbinding equipment, 
and for all kinds of printing machinery. At 
present most of the mechanical appliances 
are old ; even the Government printing office 
is filled with antiquated slow-working presses, 
but various improvements are said to be in 
contemplation. Presses that would almost 
certainly be favourably regarded are those of 
the Duplex eight-page flat.bed type; small 
platens are also likely to be in demand, be- 
cause of their simplicity. Many old job presses 
of the Liberty type are now in use, but will 
certainly be shortly replaced by more modern 
presses, a fact that may possibly be of interest 
to our British suppliers. 
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‘Aago-Norwegan Trade. Newspaper Production Dict. 


There is very little change in the conditions 
of the paper and box-board trade, says the 
Anglo-Norwegian Trade Journal, inasmuch as 


there is still a great demand for all classes of 


paper, etc., and the Scandinavian mills are 
fully engaged with orders for several months 
to come, and are therefore reluctant to accept 
any further business, not knowing what the 
actual cost of production may be in thefuture. 
in the meantime, however, prices have been 


-advancing considerably, and the figures given 


below show a large increase on those existing 
at the time of our last report. Freight charges 
have also increased to Kr. 80 per ton, which 
means about £1 per ton advance on the rates 
current for the past twelve months. Insurance 
rates, however, remain unaltered so far, 
whilst the Norwegian and Swedish rates of 
exchange are both above normal, and in 
favour of the buyer here. The following 
figures indicate approximately the figures 
which Scandinavian mills are quoting to-day, 
but all quotations are without engagement 
and subject to withdrawal without notice. 
M.G. and unglazed kraft in substance d.c. 19 
Ibs., 480s and upwards, £80 to £82 per ton nett, 
f.o.b. Unglazed white news in substance d.c. 
21 to 22 lbs., at £65 to £66 per ton nett, f.o.b. 
Most mills cannot quote for thinner sub- 
stances, being sold out. M.G. pure sulphite 
tissue, substance d.c. 7 lbs, 480s reels and 
sheets is now being quoted at £95 to £100 per 
ton nett, f.o.b., whilst heavier substances d.c. 
16 to 19 165. and upwards fetch £66 to £67 per 
ton, f.o b. M.G. 50 per cent. mechanical hard- 
sized envelope is practically unobtainable, 
and the prices quoted forlimited supplies vary 
considerably. Prices for box-boards have 
also increased, and friction-glazed leather- 
boards are being sold at £33 to £34 per 1,000 
kilos, f.o.b. Scandinavian ports, whilst for 
Dutch strawboards, in the usual substances, 
unlined boards, mills are asking £15 to £16 
per ton, f.o.b. Dutch ports.

Paper Box Makers Supplies. 


At a recent gathering of the Birmingham 
and District Paper Box Makers’ Association, 
Mr.J. H. Crompton, the president, mentioned 
the registration of Paper Boards, Ltd., by the 
association. The company, he said, was in- 
tended for the benefit of the members, and 
would be able to give them the full advan- 
tage which purchases on a large scale must 
bring in their train. They would not confine 
their dealing to board, by any means; they 
hoped to buy, and buy on a large scale, and 
always in the cheapest market, anything and 
everything used in the paper box trade ; and 
starting as they did with such a clientéle, 
they could scarcely fail to make substantial 
profits. The profits would benefit the mem- 
bers of the association again, and he felt that 
they had embarked upon a scheme that could 
not fail to be of signal benefit to them all. 


Serious Position in France. 


. The shortage of paper in France is becom- 
ing acute. According to the Paris correspon- 
dent of the Daily Telegraph the crisis 15 so 
serious that newspapers are menaced with 
the possibility of having to disappear. At the 
present moment no newspaper published in 
Paris has more than four pages, and several 
appear as a single sheet. In 1914 the price of 
paper was 25f. per 100 kilogrammes, but now 
It 15 220f., and the increase has not stopped. 

A decrease in consumption of paper is held to 
be imperative, and so that this may be brought 
about, Paris newspaper proprietors have 
decided that an increase in the price of papers 
is necessary. А few days ago they held a 
meeting, and decided to ask the Government 
to issue a decree fixing the price of four- 
page papers at 2oc., that is, double the 
present price. The paperquestion is managed 
by the National Press Office, to which all 
newspaper proprietors belong, and this body 
has now been informed by the Minister of 
Commerce that the Government refuses to 
issue a decree increasing the price of news- 
papers to 20c. It would seem that the 
Government decision is based on the fact 
that there is not complete unanimity among 
newspaper proprietors as to the increased 
price. Some, in fact, are in favour of the 
price being r5c., and for the last two days 
L'Humanité has been published at this price. 
In consequence of this decision, the committee 
of the national office held a meeting on 
Monday and decided to ask the Government 
to dissolve this body, “ leaving tothe Govern- 
ment as regards the Press and public opinion 


full responsibility for the situation thus 
created." 


[ШШ Paper ЇЙЇ. 


Discussing the question of the freedom of 
the Press in Russia, Mr. W. T. Goode, in the 
Manchester Guardian, mentions that the short- 
ness of paper necessitated strictness in control 
of the press. Formerly the bulk of the paper 
used was imported from Finland ; that source 
is entirely cut off, and as stocks are depleted 
paper cannot be served out to all and sundry, 
and if preference is to be shown it is naturally 
shown to the workers. (This is confirmed by 
the kind of paper and size of sheet of the 
daily newspapers.) 

But yet, even with the shortage of paper. 
the Committee of National Publishing prints 
RIS issues editions of Russian masterpieces 
of literature, and that to a surprising degree. 
Before the October Revolution the largest 
edition published did not exceed 30,000 ; but 
under the Soviet regime editions of half a 
million have been reached, while the issue of 
the Soviet Constitution ran to 3,000,000 copies, 


and was only then stopped by the shortage of 
paper.

Price oF IRISH PROVINCIAL PAPERS.—The 
Irish Master Printers’ Association has recently 
had under consideration the alarming increase 
in the cost of news-print because of the ad- 
mitted world-shortage of wood pulp. In the 
circumstances, it is felt that an all-round in- 
crease in the selling price of papers is de- 
manded, and that no provincial paper should 
now be sold to the public at a less figure than 
2d. per copy. 


THe PRINTING INDUSTRIAL CouNciL.— The 
March issue of the [ndustrial League and 
Council Journal contains an interesting ac- 
count of the work of the Joint Industrial 
Council in the printing industry. Itis pointed 
out that the printing industry is undoubtedly 
as complex as any other industry carried on 
within the United Kingdom. While it is ad- 
mittedly highly organised, the fact must not 
be overlooked that it embraces workers from 
no fewer than 23 trade unions, and if it is 
possible to bring these within the scope of a 
Joint Industrial Council, there is surely no 
logical reason why every trade in the country 
cannot be similarly organised. Very signifi- 
cant, indeed, is the admission that the Joint 
Industrial Council has been instrumental in 


producing not only harmony in the trade, but 
good and beneficial results to all engaged in 
it. To quote one extract: "It is significant 
that throughout the most difficult period of 
the past five years there has been no serious 
disturbance in the printing world such as we 
have witnessed in other industries." 


THE death is announced of Mr. Frederick 
Perrins, aged 66 years, who for 45 years was 
connected with the composing-room of the 
Manchester Guardian. 

Or 8,245 insured members in the printing, 
lithography, etc., trades in Holland, o8 per 
cent. were unemployed in October last, com- 
paring with о per cent. the same month in 
the previous year. 


Out of 2,507 trade unionists in the printing 
trade in Norway the percentage of unem- 
ployed was o4 at December 315, 1919, com- 
paring with a percentage of og out of 2,366 
members at December 31st, 1918.

Unveiling of Tablet at Lloyd Memorial 
(Caxton) Seaside Home. 


А representative party of the Printing Ma- 
chine Managers' Trade Society travelled to 
Deal on Saturday to unveil a tablet to the 
glorious dead in memory of the members of 
the society who made the great sacrifice in 
the late war. 

On arriving at Deal, the party were met by 
Messrs. J. L. Scorgie (chairman of the Finance 
Committee), H. F. Parker (secretary), W. 
Lanham and F. Brinmer, members of the 
Committee, who conducted the visitors to 
Oatridge's Restaurant, where a substantial 
luncheon awaited them. 

The party was received at the Home by 
Miss L. M. Gray (the Matron), who, together 
with Mr. J. L. Scorgie, gave them a hearty 
reception, Mr. H. Wilson Howes (secretary of 
the society) introducing each visitor to 
the worthy hostess. An inspection of the 
Home followed. On arriving at the bedroom 
in which the function was to take place, Mr. 
H. Wilson Howes called upon Mr. Charles 
Carrington (Assistant and Financial Secretary 
tò the P.M.M.T.S), to unveil the tablet. 

Mr. Carrington said it was a sincere plea- 
sure to perform a function of this kind. In 
dedicating a bed in memory of the members 
. of their societv they were also doing some- 
thing for those members who were battling 
with illness and enabling them to return to 
their homes well able to resume their duties 
in the workshop. The wording of the tablet 
read as follows:— 


The Printing Machine Managers Trade 
Society's Bed. 
Named by the Membership, 
To do Honour to the Memory of the Members 
Who Laid Down their Lives in thé Great War. 
Walter E. Baulch, Chairman. 
Life Governor. 
H. Wilson Howes, Secretary. 


In conclusion, Mr. Carrington said that he 
unveiled the tablet in the name and honour 
of the members who, through privation and 
suffering, which only war can produce, finally 
laid down their lives that others might live. 

Mr. H. Wilson Howes said it was a matter 
of deep regret that the chairman of their 
society, through illness, was unable to be 
present. Up to a late hour on Friday even- 
ing Mr. Baulch promised to make an effort to 
attend, but the telegram just received told 
them that, although illness prevented his 
presence, he at least was present with them 
in sympathy and in spirit. Mr. Howes said he 
was present to express appreciation of the 
maintenance, service, and those high prin- 
ciples, charity and benevolence, of the present- 
day membership which have characterised the 
society in all good and laudable undertakings 
since its establishment in 1839. 
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Mr. B. E. Embleton (organiser, P.M.M.T.S.), 
supplemented the previous remarks. Their 
society always took a leading part in all ven- 
tures connected with trade charities. А 
similar function had been performed at the 
Limpsfield Home, Mr. Howes being elected a 
life governor of that excellent institution. The 
Lloyd Home was fortunate in possessing a 
very popular and energetic man as secretary. 
Everyone in the printing and allied trades 
knew and respected him. Mr. Н. F. Parker 
was ably supported by a most capable matron 
in the person of Miss L. M. Gray, and a great 
deal of the success of this Home was due to 
them. The value of the institution was well 
known, and the fact that over 1,200 persons 
had been benefited during the past year was 
sufficient praise as to its usefulness. In addi- 
tion to this, no less than £600 had been spent 
during the year on the free treatment of 
printer-soldier patients. He was, therefore, 
in a position to testify to the value of the in- 
stitution, and to express the desire of the 
membership of his society to see the Home 
extend its usefulness and continue to prosper. 

Mr. T. Timberlake, chairman, L.S.C., in a 
feeling speech, spoke of those who were vic- 
tims of the terrible war. The members of the 
printing and kindred trades volunteered their 
services in large numbers, and, as a conse- 
quence, there were a large number of widows 
and orphans to provide for. They could not 
attend a function of this character without 
being reminded of those whom these gallant 
men had left to their charge, but it was at 
least a satisfaction to know that something 
had been done in this direction by the society 
he had the honour to represent, as well as by 
the Printing Machine Managers’ Trade 
Society. The members of the L.S.C. had also 
named a bed at Limpsfield and Deal. In 
conclusion, he would like to say that it was 
something in the nature of a revelation to find 
such a magnificent home as this at Deal—it 
exceeded all expectation. 

Mr. J. L. Scorgie proposed, and Mr. H. F. 
Parker seconded, a very hearty vote of thanks 
to the Printing Machine Managers' Society 
on behalf of the committee of the Lloyd 
Memorial Home. 

Mr. А. Bispham (N.S.O.P. and А.) paid a 
high tribute to the matron's services, Miss L. 
M. Gray returning her thanks in a touching 
little speech. 

The party then adjourned to view the 
splendid scenery of this noted sea front.

lateresting Speeches at the Eighteenth 
Annual Dinner., 


After the interval imposed by the war, the 
London Master Printers’ Association on Tues- 
day last week resumed their annual dinner, 
the eighteenth gathering taking place at the 
Connaught Rooms under the presidency of 
Mr. R. A. Austen-Leigh. The support given 
to the occasion fully justified the decision to 
resume these agreeable functions, some 250 
ladies and gentlemen being in attendance. 
The proceedings were of an agreeable cha- 
racter throughout, the arrangements leaving 
nothing to be desired. The programme, 
which bore the imprint of Spottiswoode, 
Ballantyne and Co., Ltd., was of an artistic 
character and included an appropriate illus- 


tration from a plate designed by Johannes . 


Stradanus. It represented a printing plant of 
the 16th century in operation. Ladies formed 
a large section of the company. 

Supporting the Chairman at the top table 
were:—Mr. H. W. Keay (President of the 
Associated Booksellers of Great Britain and 
Ireland), Mr. A. Dargavel (Chairman of the 
Federation of Master Process Engravers), Mr.

settled down to the concert and toast list. In ~ 


opening this part of the proceedings, the 
chairman read a message from Mr. A. F. 
Blades (President of the Federation), who had 
been ordered by his doctor to take а rest; and 
from Mr. Reginald J. Lake, who was obliged 
to fulfil a long-standing engagement. 


Literature. 


The toast of " Literature," an appropriate 
feature of the list, was proposed by Mr. Ralph 
C. Hazell. He recalled the intimacy which 
existed in former times between printers and 
authors and the tendency in later days for 
them to be less closely associated. Не re- 
membered that his grandfather described 
how Mr. Ruskin used to enjoy travelling 
down to Aylesbury and spending some days 
discussing with the manager of the printing 
works there matters relating to the production 
ofhis books. Referring to the quality of the 
books published at the present time, Mr. 


STATIONERS 
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Hazell mentioned that a great number of men 
in the army had acquired the habit of reading 
quite good books and one of the outcomes of 
the war had been to develop a taste for read- 
ing in thousands of men who never read be- 
fore. He went on to refer to the mass pro- 
duction of printed matter which enabled 


vastly higher wages to be paid than in the , 


old days. 

Mr. W. Pett Ridge acknowledged the toast 
in a speech full of excellent humour. Hesaid 
he was all the more gratified to enjoy the 
hospitality of master printers, because he 


' knew they could afford it. (Loud laughter.) 


He had received communications occasion- 
ally from publishers having reference to 
printers and their charges. These communi- 
cations were not so much tinged with melan- 
choly as steeped in melancholy ; so much so 
that he often wondered publishers did not 
use black-edged letter paper. (Renewed 


laughter.) He asked master printers, поз 


that they were together, not to drive the 
writing man back to the old procedure of 
illuminating manuscripts of his own. For one 
thing, few novelists he knew were fitted for 
the monastic or celibate life. He just wanted 
to warn them that there might come a time 
when perhaps nobody could afford to buy 
books except the master printers who printed 


- them.  (Laughter.) 


Mr. Pett Ridge went on to speak in his in- 
imitable fashion about the love element in 
fiction, and observed that the prospects of 
literature were excellent, because it might 
even be taught in the elementary schools and 
infant classes. The remarkable case of Daisy 
Ashford would show every child that it was 
never too young to learn. (Laughter. When 
an infant was crying in its cot it was not 
suffering from colic or anything of that kind, 
it was simply wondering whether to take the 
offer of Constable of Co. or whether to 
engage a literary agent in order to get a fair 
price. (Laughter.) In conclusion, Mr. Pett 
Ridge remarked seriously that it was a great 
honour and pleasure to meet on an occasion 
like that their good and esteemed colleagues 
the master printers. (Cheers.) 


The Association. 


Mr. E. W. Humphries proposed the toast of 
“The London Master Printers’ Association," 
and remarked upon the pre-eminent position 
which the Association occupied in the print- 
ing trade of this country. As an active mem- 
ber of the Federation, however, he thought it 
was time that the London organisation was 
more representative than appeared to be the 
case. Не understood that there were some- 
thing like 1,800 to 1,900 printers in London, 
and that the membership of the London Asso- 
ciation was only half that number. Remark- 
ing that questions of wages and hours should 
be settled on a national basis, he said it was 
essential for everv master printer in the 
country to belong to his association. They 
could not afford to allow the trade to be 
governed by a minority. They had to re 
member that trade unionism was now a 
dominating factor in the country, and in meet- 
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ing the various trade unions, 23 ın number, 
they had to be prepared to discuss with them 
as men to men, but with the power of the 
trade behind them. He asked the master 
printers of London to subscribe the farthing 
asked for by the Federation in order to help 
the fjnances of their organisation. The print- 
ing trade was the fifth in 1mportance in the 
country, with roughly 180,000 trade unionist 
employees. Mr. Humphries proceeded to de- 
scribe the headquarters of the trade unions, 
and compared tnem with the less adequate 
accommodation at 24, Holborn, while the staff 
at 24, Holborn was overworked. After stating 
that 100 per cent. of the master printers of 
Scotland were organised, the speaker inti- 
mated that a large number of allied trades 
were anxious to link up with the Master 
Printers’ Federation, such as the paper box 
«makers, the paper bag makers, the envelope 
makers, the wholesale stationers, the tin box 
makers, and the papermakers. If they could 
have all these allied trades associated with 
them as printers, what a strong force they 
would be! On behalf of the master printers 
àn the country, Mr. Humphries said how much 
they appreciated the work the chairman had 
done for the trade throughout the country, 
bis travels even extending to Ireland. In Mr. 
H. C. Hill, the vice-president of the London 
Association, they also had a strong man, who 
could present his case in a very efficient man- 
ner. (Applause.) 


The Presidential Review. 


The President, responding to the toast, ex- 
pressed regret that Mr. Keliher, who had done 
such good work for the Association during 
his two years of office, had not the privilege 
of presiding at an annual dinner. Не re- 
called that the last banquet was held in 
November, 1913, under the presidency of Mr. 
W. А. Waterlow, who had since become a 
Knight of the Order of the British. Empire. 
(Applause.) 

Mr. Austen-Leigh glanced at the important 
work which master printers had performed 
during the war, and mentioned that at the 
previous dinner one ofthe speakers was the 
late Capt. Pulman, than whom no more 
gallant gentleman gave up his life for his 
country. (Applause.) The president went 
on to refer to changes in the title of the 
Association, and the constitution, and alluded 
to the development of district associations, a 
movement led by their friends in the West 
and North West areas. Stating that he did 
not know until Mr. Humphries gave them the 
figures, that there were 1,500 master printers in 
iLondon, the president mentioned that in 1913 
tne Association had only 320 members and 
now about 950 were enrolled, which he 
thought was a very creditable advance. 
(Applause.) He spoke with regret of the 
retirement of Mr. Lake, whom he described 
as a inost self-sacrificing secretary. Remark- 
ing on the change of secretariat as between 
the Federation and the London Association, 
he mentioned that they still lived in the same 
building and their relations were friendly: 
they had not had a divorce, but a sort of 
judicial separation. With regard to the in- 
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trade of printing. 


dustry itself, the president claimed that there 
was none which was so harassing, so com- 
plicated, and so exacting in its nature. То be 
a successful master printer on any consider- 
able scale required much capital, a good deal 
of brains, and close application to the details 
of everyday business. To the man who con- 
fined himself to print there was no short-cut 
to fortune. They were not in the fortunate 
position in which they could turn over their 
capital often in the same year. In fact, they 
were lucky if they turned it over 1} times. 
Again, there was not a great amount of 
foreign work waiting for them to do, the 
nature of printing being such that most of it 
had to be done in its country of origin. 
Master printers were presumed to have some 
conscience, and their charges were expected 
to have some relation to the cost of the work 
involved. In spite of all their difficulties, 
however, master printers belonged to a historic 
industry, and enjoyed a goodly heritage. 
They could look back over five centuries 
and claim craft kinsmanship with men like 
Caxton and Baskerville in this country, and 
other eminent master printers abroad. There 
was surely something fascinating in the art of 
printingandsomethingalluringin a trade that 
attracted Horace Walpole to put up a private 
press in the 18th century, that led William 
Morris to start the Kelmscott Press in the 19th 
century, and that even in these days induced 
H. M. Stationery Office to enter it in the 2oth 
century. (Loud laughter) So much were 
they trusted, that they had not been accused 
of profiteering or marked down by the Labour 
Party as one of the first tradesto be national- 
ised. However, he believed it was true that 
they had not hitherto taken the position in 
the industrial community that they should 
have done, but the printing trade was now 
waking up. They had become tired of being 
the sport of insensate competition. The 
system of costing was going to help them to 
recover a fair price for the product of their 
brains, their capital, and their energy. For 
that reason he asked every master printer to 
assist in promoting the status, the prestige, 
and the credit of the craft, and to help the 
Association in placing it in its proper posl- 
tion. Next to the industries that cater for 
the feeding and the clothing of the human 
body there was nothing so important as the 
(Applause.) 


Utopia. 


Mr. H. C. Hill also responded to the toast, 
and, referring to Mr. Humphries' figures, de- 
clared that the 960 or 970 members of the 
Association represented the bulk of the trade 
in London. (Hear, hear) Не recalled a 
paper read by the late Mr. Theo May before 
the Association some years ago, in which he 
laid down a scheme of organisation which 
was declared to be Utopian. Mr. Hill went 
on to show to what a large extent this scheme 
had already been adopted, and added that if 
they continued the progressthey were making 
they might still attain the home for printer- 
dom in London to which Mr. May had re- 
ferred. In this connection, he expressed the 
hope that something might be done to bring 
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about the establishment of theirown institute, 
where they could have their administration 
offices and everything connected with the 
craft. He claimed that the Association had 
already done a great deal to improve the 
status of the printer. 

Mr. J. J. Keliher proposed the toast of the 
visitors, making special reference to the pre- 
sence of the ladies, and suggesting that it 
might not be long before they had a lady 
president of their Association. He could 
imagine no more popular president than Lady 
Waterlow. (Cheers) А special word of 
welcome was extended to Mr. Codling, and 
Mr. Keliher expressed appreciation of the 
honour the Stationery Office had done them 
in being represented by their Controller. He 
was glad that Mr. Codling was following in 
the footsteps of his predecessor, the late Sir 
Frederick Atterbury, in his relations with the 
printing trade. 


Relations with the S.O. 


Mr. 
honour conferred upon him in asking him to 
respond to that toast on the first occasion that 
they had asked the Controller of H.M. Sta- 
tionery Office to be present at their annual 
dinner. Не regarded the invitation as evid- 
ence that the master printers had repented of 
all that he had suffered at their hands in the 
past, and as an outward and visible sign that 
they wished to bury the hatchet and to use it 
on him no more. (Laughter.) Mr. Codling 
mentioned that hehimself was now a master 
printer and a member of the Association, 
being the proud possessor of the beautiful 
certificate of membership, in virtue of which 
he was “ recommended to the good offices of 
fellow members and pledged to uphold the 
credit of thecraft." (Laughter and applause.) 
Although he was a master printer he was not 
a craftsman in the sense that other members 
of the Association were. He had never served 
an indentured apprenticeship to the craft, but 
he was in rather a unique position, as he was 
the only master printer who was so by virtue 
of the fact that he was created one by letters 
patent issued under the Great Seal. Some of 
them might think he was only a quasi master 
printer, but he hoped to improveas time went 
on, and when he had had more experience in 
the State Printing Office, even if he never 
became expert enough to teach master prin- 
ters anything, he hoped he might be more in 
a position to hold hisown. (Laughter.) Mr. 
Codling added that his only claim to their 
friendship was that he had written occasion- 
allv long letters to the Lords of the Treasury 
asking for money for master printers who 
happened to hold Stationery Office contracts. 
(Laughter.) 

Sir W. A. Waterlow, proposing the health 
of the chairman, remarked that in all that 
had been accomplished by the London Asso- 
ciation and the Federation they owed a great 
deal to Mr. R. A. Austen-Leigh, who was be- 
loved by all of them, and the work that he 
would yet do would be incalculable. The 
president was a worthy successor of the gentle- 
men who had preceded him. Sir William

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concluded by expressing appreciation of the 
arrangements which had been made for the 
evening s entertainment, which were satisfac- 
tory in every respect, the most excellent music 
being thoroughly enjoyed. 

The toast was accorded musical honours, 
and the Chairman, in reply, acknowledged 
the work of Mr. Langley, Major Birch, Mr. 
Whvte, Mr. Wilshaw and the staff generally 
in connection with the successful arrange- 
ments.

Employment in 1e Printing Trade. 


Employment in the paper, printing and 
bookbinding trades is reported as good, being 
slightly better than the previous month, and 
much better than in February of last year. 
With letterpress printers the usual amount of 
overtime was worked in London during Feb- 
ruary, and some overtime was also reported 
from the provinces. In the lithographic 
printing trade employment continued good 
generally, and overtime was occasionally 
worked. 

Employment in the bookbinding trade was 
good, on the whole, and showed a slight im- 
provement compared with the previous 
month. Some overtime was worked. 

According to returns received by the Labour 
Gasette, the number of members of trade 
unions is put at 69,534 in the printing trade, 
the percentage of unemployed at the end of 
February being r7, as against rı in January, 
and r8 in February last year, the decrease 
being 0'4 per cent. compared with a month 
ago, and гі per cent. compared with a year 
before. 

In the bookbinding section, the trade union 
membership is given as 12,071, with a percent- 
age of unemployment of го, as against LI in 
January, and 2 2 in February of last year, the 
respective decreases being 0 1 and r2. 

The returns made by employers show the 
number of workpeople in the printing offices 
concerned to be 10,932, an increase of 1:6 per 
cent. compared with a month before, and an 
increase of 26'4 per cent. as compared with 12 
months previously. The wages paid to all 
workpeople amounted to £35,903, increases of 
37 per cent. and 554 per cent. respectively. 

In the bookbinding trade employers' returns 
showed 5,855 workpeople, increases of 172 per 
cent. and 263 per cent. compared with a 
month and a year ago respectively. The 
£12,860 paid to all workpeople represented 
increases of 0'5 and 55:8 per cent.

Sir Vezey Strong, in moving the adoption 
of the report and audited balance sheets, said 
that the degree of prosperity enjoyed by the 
Corporation not only exceeded all that they 
had experienced in the past, but exceeded 
anything that the most sanguine of them ever 
dreamt of as possible of realisation at the 
present stage of their existence. Mentioning 
&hat this wasthe twenty-first consecutive year 


in which he had presided over the Corpora- |. 
tions annual meeting, Sir Vezey remarked 


that in 1900, when he first presided, the total 
receipts trom all sources amounted to £6,800, 
while the present report stated that total re- 
ceipts last year were nearly £39,000. (Ap- 
plause.) In 1900 the investment fund was 
£36,0co; to-day it was £113,000. Speaking of 
the large increase in the number of benefici- 
aries and of the increased benefits which the 
Council had decided to allow, he pointed out 
that even this added liability did not exhaust 
the * audacious enterprise" of the gentlemen 
о! the Council, as they had taken on a fresh 
liability of nearly £5,000 a year, as donations 
or contributions to war widows for the sup- 
port of orphan children of printers who died 
in the war. (Applause.) 


Viscount Astor and the Prince of Wales. 


Sir Vezey wenton to speak of the import- 
ance, as a source of revenue, of the annual 
festival. In connection with last year's festi- 
val, he said, they had had the help of Major 
Astor, "at that time a member of the House 
of Commons, now, to his regret, a member of 
the House of Lords, but leaving behind him 
in the humbler house his ‘better half?” 
(Laughter. Under his presidency, and aided 
“by his personal generosity, they had had the 
most successful festival ever held in connec- 
tion with this institution, something like 
£25,300 being contributed to the fundson that 
occasion. Sir Vezey mentioned that the 
Prince of Wales had honoured them with his 
presence at that festival, and had at the meet- 
ing undertaken to presideat the next festival. 
{Applause.) The announcement of this had 
aroused so much enthusiasm among the guests 
that many got up immediately and promised 
on the spot donations amounting to many 
thousands of pounds to the Prince's list when 
he takes the chair in October next. “We 
shall all hope," said Sir Vezey, "that the 
Prince of Wales will not only knit afresh the 
kindred spirit of far distant parts of the British 
Empire, but weshall—for our own interests as 
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well as for those of the nation— wish for his 
safe return in good time to discharge that 
obligation." 

Sir Vezey added that the Council, while 
gratified at the receipt of larger sums, were 
not unmindful of the assistance given by the 
regular contributions of employing members 
of the society, and by the efforts of the vari- 
ous Auxiliaries. He also expressed the grati- 
tude of the membership to the Council for 
their work in bringing the society into its 
present remarkable efficiency and sound con- 
dition. He moved the adoption of the report. 


(Applause.) 


The Right Hon. C. W. Bowerman, M.P., 
J.P.; as one of the trade auditors, seconded. 


| He said that *ir G. Rowland Blades and he 


had gone over the accounts and found them 
correct, and they both wished to express ap- 
preciation of the manner in which the accounts 
were presented. Mr. Bowerman proceeded to 
speak of the record of progress which had 
been made, and said he was specially gratified 
that the Almshouse Fund had at last been 
rescued from its state ot indebtedness, and he 
urged that of the large receipts expected from 
the next annual festival a substantial part— 
"say, £10,000"—be allocated to place the 
almshouses on a satisfactory financial basis. 

In the course of a general discussion which 
followed Mr. Alford urged caution in expendi- 
ture.

Waterpro! Adhesive ЇЇ 


Among the many important pieces of in- 
dustrial research work done in the United 
States during the war was an inquiry carried 
out by experts of the U.S. Forest Service, with 
a view to producing labels and shipping tags 
capable of defying damp and wet. The 
operation of shipping equipment and supplies 
to the American Expeditionary Forces in 
Europe had not proceeded very far ere it was 
reported that labels, address bands, and the 
like, when applied in the ordinary manner 
with sodium silicate, had shown a propensity 
to peel off when exposed to moisture, with the 
result that shipments went astray and much 
confusion resulted. In seeking a remedy, the 
object was not merely an adhesive that would 
enable a label to keep its grip when exposed 
to a drenching rain or when the labelled box 
was accidentally dropped into mud or water, 
but an adhesive that would defy the humid 
atmosphere found іп the holds of ships, and . 
known to play havoc with labels affixed with 
ordinary adhesives. 

Writing recently on this subject a contri- 
butor to the American Stationer said that for 


:months on end two of Uncle Sam's best ex- 


perts wrestled with this problem. Test labels 
were prepared from various textures and 
weights of papers, and exhaustiveexperiments 
were conducted with every type of adhesive. 
that seemed to offer any promise of results. 
Among the adhesives thus tried out werehide 
glues, fish glues, casein glues, dextrines, 
starch, derivatives and silicates. Labels 
brushed with therespective kinds of adhesives 
were applied side by side, to one-inch sugar 
pine boards, and these boards were completely 
submerged їп water for twelve hours or 
longer, after which the labels that remained 
in place were carefully examined to ascertain 
how tightly they adhered—that is, how much 
effort was required to detach them from the 
boards. | 

The tests revealed that for clinging qualities 
there was nothing to compare with labels 
which were applied with hide glue, fish glue 
or casein glue, and subsequently brushed over 
with formaldehyde. There was practically 
no difference in the results whether the for- 
maldehyde treatment was given immediately 
following the application of the label or after 
the glue had an opportunity to set. Conse- 
quently the conclusion was reached that glue 
of the class above indicated, treated with 
formaldehyde, is the best adhesive for this 
exacting class of service.

Cinema Newspapers. 


THE relations of the cinema to the news- 
paper were the subject of comment by Lord 
Burnham and others at the annual dinner 
last week of the Cinematograph Exhibitors' 
Association. Master printers are also inter- 
-ested in this matter. Big forces are at work 
in the world to-day, and noonecan tell where 
they will finally land us. Mr. T. P. O'Connor 
suggested on the occasion referred to that he 
believed that in every city in the world which 
had a cinema there would be, before many 
years, an evening illustrated cinema paper. 
There was no reason why a good theatre 
should not have a great corps of photo- 
graphers recording the events of the day, pro- 
ducing them on the screen the same evening, 
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and taking bread out of the mouths of jour- 
nalists. Newspaper proprietors are alive to 
the position, and Lord Northcliffe has sent a 
special commission of investigation to 
America in order to report to him the possi- 
bilities of the development of the craft from 
an educational point of view. In making this 
announcement Lord Burnham remarked that 
Lord Northcliffe had not taken this course 
without the intention of going much further 
than investigation. Of course, there is room 
in modern activity for journalists and printers 
and the cinema pioneers, and Viscount Burn- 
ham took a wise line in suggesting that 
perhaps the best thing was to enter into 
frank co-operation with the cinema as so 
many of his colleagues and competitors were 
now doing. It is interesting to note that Mr. 
E.A. Newbould, M.P., himself a master printer, 
is so closely identified with the cinema indus- 
try in this country.

Control of the Press in йаша, 


Тнв Press Association of India is a body 
which was formed in 1917 for the defence of 
the interests of the Press and for its protec- 
tion againstundue encroachment upon liberty. 
Its status is indicated by the fact that His 
Excellency the Viceroy has himself received 
the Association's deputation with regard to 
the disabilities of the Press in India. This 
Association has issued as а substantial 
pamphlet a "Memorandum" which is of 
great interest to any who are concerned about 
the conditions under which the printer's art is 
practised in our great Dependency. It is ex- 
plained that Lord Morley and others of the 
more liberal-minded in the Indian legislature 
did their utmost, by the insertion of “safe- 
guard” clauses, to prevent the very bureau- 
cratic Press Act of 1910 from becoming an 
instrument of despotic Government censor- 
ship, but evidence is given also of how coer- 
cive the Act has nevertheless been found to be 
in its practical application. The pamphlet 
includes very disquieting facts and figures as 
to the number of publications and private 
printing plants which have been crippled or 
put out of business on account of the very 
heavy burdens which the Press Act has im- 
posed upon the printing industry in India.

The News-Print Consumer. 


JuDGING by the size of the Sunday edition 
of the New York Times for January 18th, one 
would not believe that there was any shortage 
of news-print in America. There are nine 
separate sections of the edition, one of which 
alone runs to 24 pages. Altogether there are 
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148 pages, all for 5 cents in Greater New York, 
elsewhere 10 cents. Each section makes an 
appeal to a particular interest — finance, art, 
sport, and so on. Advertisements take up at 
least half the total space, which confirms the 
statement that this department of activity is 
the principal cause of the large consumption 
of news-print on the other side.

The annual meeting of the Governing Board 
of the Caxton Home, Limpsfield, was held at 
St. Bride's Institute, &.C., on March 2oth, Mr.

Haertling (Koll. Zeits) on the cause and 
method of prevention of the crumbling of old 
documents written in ink, it has been shown 
that paper or parchment may be aged artifi- 
cially by heating at 50 to 60 degs. Cent. in a 
current of dry air for five to six hours. 

When paper with a coating of ink rich in 
ferric oxide is aged it rapidly becomes brittle 
and falls to powder. Colloidal ferric oxide 
placed on paper, or mixed with raw cotton 
and aged as described above,causes the cellu- 
lose to fall to a powder having a microcrystal- 
line structure.

ТТТ? 


The French Journal Officiel for March 2nd 
published a presidential decree dated Feb- 
ruary 26th modifying the co-efficients of in- 
crease applicable to chemical products. In 
the case of printing inks, including inks for 
engraving, typewriter ink, etc.—black for 
newspapers (without drying oil), the rate of 
import duty under the general tariff is shown 
to be 60 francs per 100 kilos and the mini- 
mum tariff 20 francs per 100 kilos, the co- 
efficient of increase being 1:4. Inthe case of 
pastes for printing cylinders with a base of 
gelatine or glycerine with or without the 
addition of sugar, the general tariff is 10 per 
cent. and the minimum is 5 per cent., no co- 
efficient of increase being provided for. 

A note to the announcement in the Board of 
Trade Journal states that articles of gelatine, 
such as spangles, tubes, capsules, visiting 
cards, etc., whether or not typographically 
printed in black or in a single non-metallic 
colour, are assimilated to smallwares of other 
materials (No. 641 bis). Other printings on 


gelatine in leaves pay the duties applicable to - 


designs, chromos, etc., on paper or cardboard, 
according to kind (No. 469). Leaves or plates 
of gelatine sensitised pay the duty applicable 
to photographic paper (No. 461 quater).

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Trade Movements in the Colonies. 


Notes and News from Printing Correspondents. 


AUSTRALIA. 


GENERAL industrial conditions are, at the 
time of writing, far from satisfactory in Aus- 
tralia. The country has not yet recovered 
from the paralysing effects of the fifteen weeks’ 


coal strike; there isa great deal of unemploy- ^ 


ment ; one of the periodical droughts has us 
in its grip; and money everywhere is far from 
being free or plentiful. The printing trade 
shares to some extent in the general tribula- 
tions of our land, and it has, of course, special 
troubles of its own as well. 


Imported Print and Paper. 


THE present very unsettled state of our 
political affairs keeps us waiting in consider- 
able suspense to learn what Governmental 
tariff measures may be in store for us, and 
whether anything will be done to give ade- 
quate help to the Australian printer. To-day, 
although returned soldiers and others clamour 
for employment, and though the trade looks 
eagerly for every opening for expansion there 
are huge importations of books and manu- 
factured stationery of all sorts constantly 
pouring into our country, and unfortunately 
a large part of the imports are from countries 
other than the United Kingdom. 


IMPORTS towards the end of 1919 were large, 
though statistics for the period, July to Octo- 
ber,indicate a decreased value of imports and 
exports of paper and stationery. The figure 
for the four months of this year, £1,329,431, 
compares with £ 1,593,645 in the corresponding 
period of 1918. Exports under the same 
heading declined from £62,832 to £58,549. 


SUPPLIERS in the United Kingdom and 
other British countries are being subjected to 
severe competition from the United States 
and Japan. ‘Taking the figures for the 
quarter ended September, the United King- 
dom sent paper to the value of £59,897 and 
ether British countries £134,733. AS against 
these amounts we have £499,265 representing 
paper from the States and £11,442 from Japan. 
The total from all countries was £767,476. 


STATIONERY is another direction in which 
competition is forthcoming, especially from 
the United States, whence came goods to the 
value of £105,547, as compared with / 167,018 
from the United Kingdom. Japan sent 
£4,180 worth, and other British countries £711, 
the total from all countries being £293,670. 


Masters and Меп, 


THE organisation of master printers is 
gradually proceeding, and there is now wide 
realisation of the fact that the time is ripe for 
inter-state federation, although a conference 
which it was attempted to convene for the 
discussion of this vital topic has not as yet 
been brought together. 


QUEENSLAND State has made a distinct step 
forward in the matter of organisation. After 
some months of strenuous work the recon- 
structed Queensland Master Printers and 
Allied Trades' Association was successfully 


‘launched in December. There was a splendid 


response to the appeal made to the printers of 
Brisbane. Practically every house of any 
standing in the city has joined up. The old 
Stumbling blocks have been removed, and the 
one aim and object of the new association is 
for the education of all members, one by the 
other, in all matters pertaining to the “ up- 
building of our profession." | 


А LARGE number of applications have been 
made on behalf of various unions for new 
awards or variations of awards, in accordance 
with the increase in the cost of living. 


NEGOTIATIONS are proceeding between re- 
presentatives of the Letterpress Machinists' 
Union and the Employers’ Association. The 
employees are asking for an extra 17s. 


AN application was made by the Process 
Engravers' Union for a variation of the Pro- 


. cess Engravers' (Sydney Newspapers) Board's 


award. Ву consent the employees were 
granted an increase of 15s. 6d. per week, 
making the rates of operators and half-tone 
etchers £4 155. od , and line etchers and prin- 
ters £4 105. 6d. 


THE Printing Industry Employees Union 
have applied for an award under the Compo- 
sitors etc, Males (Cumberland and New- 
castle) Board. 


THE Bookbinders, etc., Males’ (Cumberland 
and Newcastle) award has been varied by the 
addition of £1 4s. a week to the wage of 
adult employees in the metropolitan area, and 
I6s. a week to adults in the Newcastle dis- 
trict. 


AN application was made to the Industrial 
Court at Sydney by the Cardboard and Paper 
Box Employees' Association for a variation of 
the Cardboard Box-makers'(State) award. Mr. 
M'Grath (for the applicant union) stated that 
this was an application in accordance with 
the leave reserved by the Court to add 17s. to 
the adult rates, in accordance with the Board 
of Trade's declaration on the living wage. 
The Court varied the award, giving increases 
of 17s. a week to adult males. The junior 
rates are to be arranged. 


IN the following application the wages of 
employees, who are receiving less than the 
Board of Trades' recent declaration as to the 
living wage. were brought up to the board's 
standard :— Paper Milling (State) Award, ap- 
plication by Factory Employees’ Union for 
variation. 
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Tue distinction of intimating the first new 
strike of the new year rests with the litho- 
graphers, who have decided to cease work. 
The men demand the living wage increase of 
17s. a week. The employers have offered 
them ris. 6d. 


THE New South Walés Board of Trade has 
held the public inquiry prescribed by the In- 
dustrial Arbitration Act, 1912 (as amended), 
as to the average cost of living of adult 
female employees in order to declare what 
shall be the living wage to be paid to the said 
employees. The Board finds that £1 19s. a 
week is the cost ef living for adult female 
workers of the humblest class living away 
from home in the metropolitan area, and 
having no other responsibilities. In the 
course of this inquiry, Miss I. Cashman, 
secretary of the Female Workers' Printing 
Union, said that the girls in her union were 
not able to live on 30s. a week, and had to 
take other work. 


Some Commercial Developments. 


Lamson PARAGON, LTD, have decided to 
ancrease the capital of the company from 
£37,000 to £75,000. To shareholders 24,800 £1 
shares are to be distributed pro rata at par, 
and the balance of 13,000 shares to be held in 
reserve. 


A COMPREHENSIVE review of the position of 
Messrs. Edwards, Dunlop and Co., Ltd., paper 
merchants, etc., appears in the Sydney Sun. 
This is oneof the companies which have issued 
bonus shares of late. Recently it capitalised 
£50,000 of its reserves of £132,300, and issued 
to both its preference and its ordinary share- 
holders bonusshares in the proportion of about 
five new shares for 34 existing shares. ‘This 
was a generous distribution ; nevertheless it 
did not seriously reduce the company's re- 
serves, whose balance is over £82,000. Аза 
result of this issue, the ordinary capital has 
been increased from / 254,231 to £ 304,231. 


Тнв company has been doing well, but 
there is nothing to suggest that its profits 
are unduly large. During the April, 1919, 
year its net earnings, £47,028, were only £500 
better than those of 1918. Compared with 
the net profits of £38,800 shown in 1915, the 
improvement was not more than about /8,200. 
The dividends paid have been moderate. The 
86,509 £1 preference shares receive their fixed 
5 per cent., which makes this capital cheap 
money. On the ordinary shares Io per cent. 
per annum has been steadily paid for the past 
five years. The charge involved was nearly 
£ 29.750, leaving about £17,300 for reserve. 


FINANCIALLY the company is strong, though 
its liabilities, exclusively to sundry creditors, 
rose by £70,700 last year to over £148,200. 
Against these obligations, however, there is 
nearly £117,000 in war loans, company shares 
and cash, while the sundry debtors exceed 
£ 185,000, about £3,000 lower on the year. The 
growth in liabilities has presumably been due 
to incidence of trade, for it is entirely repre- 
sented by more stock. The report explains 
that the growth of £77,400 in the stock to 
£250,800 is “ owing to manufacturers on the 


other side of the world hurrying forward all 
orders on hand at the time of the cessation of 
hostilities." In due course the surplus will be 
disposed of, and the stock resume its normal 
proportions. 


Tue general outlook for the company is 
good, and the business should continue to 
earn satisfactory profits. Still, the ordinary 
shares are high at 34s. unless there is a rea- 
sonable prospect of a higher dividend than 10 
per cent. per annum in future. The yield, 
£5 175. 8d. per cent., is certainly a low one for 
a trading company's shares. There is no 
active market in the preference shares. 


INFORMATION is also forthcoming concern- 
ing the accounts of J. Fielding and Co.. Ltd., 
cardboard box-makers and printers, for the 
year ended September 3oth last, which show 
a net profit for the period of £9,760. With £73 
brought forward the sum of £9,833 was avail- 
able, and has been dealt with as follows :— 
Dividend of 10 percent, £4,000; addition to 
reserves (increasing sum to £27,433), £5,500; 
balance carried forward, £ 333. ee 


THE present capital is £40,000 in fully- 
paid £1 shares; but the directors state that 
the growth of the company's business has 
been such that, together with higher values 
of materials, more money is needed. Con- 
sent has been obtained from the Federal 
authorities for power to increase the capital 
to £100,000, for issue and subscription at the 
discretion of the directors. 


THE report of Messrs. W. E. Smith, Ltd., for 
the half-year ended October 31st states that, 
after writing off thesum of £661 for deprecia- 
tion, etc., there is a profit of £4,247, which, 
with £155 brought forward, makes £4,402 
available, from which it 1s proposed to paya 
dividend of gd. per share, absorbing £2,812, 
to transfer forward £1,500 to reserve (making 
it £12,500), and to carry forward £90. These 
figures show substantial progress during the 
past year. 


THE Australasian Publishing Co., Ltd., has 
been formed with a capital of £10,000, in £1 
shares, to carry on the business of publishers, 
booksellers, stationers, etc. First directors, 
George Stewart Harrap and two directors to 
be appointed by Constable and Co., Ltd., and 
George G. Harrap and Co., Ltd., so long as 
they hold 2,000 shares in the original capital. 


ANOTHER new company is that of Easton 
and Co., Ltd., registered with a capital of 
£5,000, in £1 shares, to acquire the business 
of linotype-setting carried on by Alexander 
Easton and James William Gerrard at 234, 
Clarence-street, Sydney, etc. First directors:

Gerrard (also secretary), and George Ernest 
Grabame. |

Books and Magazines, 


А LEADER writer in the Melbourne Age has 
a long dissertation on the decline of the

book-publishing business during the past few 
years. While it has been accentuated by the 
war, the process had begun before that. 
Ephemeral publications such as the magazine 
and the cheap novel class, are taking the place 
of the more permanent literature. It is 
pointed out that the high price of printing, 
paper and all the other accessories of book- 
making, together with increased wages and 
опре of labour, have raised the price of 
ooks. 


Вот the high cost of printing, etc., is not 
the only factor that hinders the development 
of book production in Australia. The copy- 
right laws need radical revision if justice isto 
be done between this country and America. 
Publishers complain that every Australian 


book worth while is promptly pirated in' 


America, though all sorts of American fiction 
that is dumped here is never pirated at all. 


Тнк New South Wales Government has 
formulated a scheme to encourage Australian 
literature by buying the copyright of literary 
work by local writers considered of sufficient 
merit. The decision on this point would rest 
with a committee, which would includerepre- 
sentatives of the Government, the university, 
proprietary and working journalism, science, 
the booksellers of the State, and some author 
of recognised merit. The committee would 
examine each original work of the year, and 
recommend the purchase of the best. 


THE special conditions caused by the war 
period, led to a very material increase in the 
number of American periodicals imported into 
Australia. This development has been so 
marked as to suggest that magazines of Ameri- 
can origin are supplanting those of British 
publishers among Australian readers. The 
management of the largest magazine dis- 
tributing business in the Commonwealth told 
a Press representative recently that whereas 
.the sale of English periodicals was along way 
ahead of the American five years ago, to-day 
it would be approximately truetosay that the 
circulation of American magazines in the 
Commonwealth has increased 100 per cent., 
and that of English has fallen 50 per cent. 


THE Press Congress of the world will meet 
in Sydney during October, 1920, in accordance 
with a long.standing invitation from the 
Government of New South Wales. Member- 
ship is open to all persons engaged in any 
branch of Press work— literary, art, commer- 
cial, mechanical, etc.—and those desirous of 
participating are requested to communicate 
as early as possible with Captain J. W. 
Niesigh, official secretary of the Congress, 
Premier's office, Sydney. Advices received 
from Europe, North, South, and Central 
America, and the Far East in particular, dis- 
close widespread international interest and 
intended participation by foreign countries. 


Tue Sydney Sun advertises itself as the most 
widely circulated paper in Australia. Its sales 
have exceeded the figure of a million per week, 


THE recent delivery of the Sydney Daily 
Telegraph in Bathurst before breakíast, six 
and a quarter hours in advance of the quickest 
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railway time, is an event which heralds the 
coming of new conditions in the settlement of 
this continent. The papers were carried by 
aeroplane and were in the hands of Bathurst 
readers by 6.15 a.m. People of Parkes 276 
miles distant, had their Daily Telegraph at 
g.22 and Condobolin, 338 miles away, was 
served at 11.20. 


Government Printing. 


In his report upon the administation of the 
Public Works Department, the Royal Com- 
missioner refers to the effect of rigid obser- 
vances of hard. and-fast regulations, and sug- 
gests that discretionary power to vary the 
incidence of a regulation in special circum- 
stances should rest with the Public Service 
Board, or even with permanent heads. To 
illustrate the necessity for this, he instances 
a case where the officer in charge of the 
Broken Hill water supply required certain 
ledgers. The officer received a quotation from 
an Adelaide firm for £54 15s., but because of 
an executive minute the ledgers weresupplied 
by the Government Printing Office at a totab 
cost, including freight, of £67 19s. 9d. 


THE controversy over the location of the 
Federal note printing establishment which 
has continued so long, Sydney, Canberra and 
Melbourne all having had their advocates, is 
brought to an end by the recommendation of 
the Works Committee recently tabled in Par- 
liament. The Federal Notes Printing Office, 
the location of which it was recently urged 
should be at the Federal capital, is to be in 
Melbourne unless Parliament decides to the 
contrary. 


Actions at Law. 


GREAT interest attends the case now pro- 
ceeding in the High Court, in which Mr. 
Thomas Joseph Ryan, ex-Premier of Queens- 
land, is bringing an action against the pro- 
proprietors, editor and publisher of the Mel- 
bourne Argus, and the writer of a leading 
article, claiming £10,000 damages ın respect 
to an alleged libellous leading article pub- 
lished in the Argus on November 29th, 1917. 
The alleged libel was published during the 
second conscription campaign. Mr. Ryan 
complains principally that his accusers had 
sought deliberately to injure that which a 
man in his position held most sacred—his 
reputation for loyalty. 


THE Hobart Mercury won its case in the 
recent action for libel, brought against its 
proprietors by Mr. Meagher, Assistant Com- 
missioner of the Public Service (formerly 
Chairman of the Public Service Board. ; 


AT Melbourne a case has just been heard at 
the City Court, in which some remarkable 
statements in advocacy of an Irish republic, 
published in a four-page decument, got up in 
the style of a newspaper and bearing the 
name of The Repubiic, were read. The 
printers of the document, Robert Fraser and 
Frederick W. Jenkinson, were presented on 
charges of printing and publishing a libel. 
Mr. Bryant prosecuted for the Crown. In the 
course of the defence it was claimed that the 
case had been brought by the Commonwealth. 
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Crown Law authorities to aid the Attorney- 
General and the Prime Minister in their elec- 
tion campaign. 


Miscellaneous Jottings. 


INK has been made in Queensland, and the 
conditions of its manufacture give some pro- 
mise of commercial development. А ship 
carrying ink for the Trinity Times (Cairns) 
was declared " black," and it looked as if the 
Paper would have to put up the shutters for a 
time. However, Mr. J. Campbell, who has 
battled hard in the past to find a market for 
Printing paper manufactured from native 


grasses, came to the rescue with ink manufac- ' 


-tured from a local plant, which has every 
appearance of being equal to all demands for 
newspaper printing, and it is suggested if the 
maker can produce it at low cost he should 


be able to command the whole northern 
trade. 


Tug German firm of Steinmesse and Stoll- 
berg, printing machine makers, Nurnberg, 
Bavaria, has sent to printing firms in Sydney 
illustrated catalogues with laudatory notice 
from German users oí their machines. 


А SERIOUS loss of paper occurred in a 
fre at a Port Adelaide store recently. Be- 
tween 2,000 and 3,000 reels of paper belong- 
ing to the Advertiser which had just been 
unloaded from the ships were destroyed. 
Of the total estimated damage of £30,000, 
the more serious part of the loss is that of 
the paper. 

NEW ZBALAND. 


THE Arbitration Court has filed orders 
amending Dominion awards in printing 
trades, all the orders coming into operation 
on January Ist. 


IN the New Zealand typographical award 
the bonus has been increased by 4s. a week to 
Journeymen, except piece- workers. The piece- 
workers are to be paid a bonus of 4s. in addi- 
tion to whatever their earnings may be. Over- 
time rates have been increased to time and a- 
half for the first three hours, and double time 
thereafter. Overtime for piece-workers has 
been increased from time and a-third to time 
and a-half. 


IN a memorandum the Court traverses the 
grounds upon which the application was 
made, and disallows the whole of these with 
the exception of the cost of living. Theunion 
sought in effect to induce the Court to enter- 
tain a variety of circumstances which, al- 
though germain to the making of a new 
award, were beyond the scope of an applica- 
tion under the Act for an amendment of an 
already existing award. "'Itcertainly seems," 
says the judgment, "that the wages of the 
workers in this industry are not commensurate 
with the high degree of skill required of them, 
and that they compare unfavourably in this 
respect with the present wages of workers in 
other skilled trades. This, however, is only a 
matter which can properly be dealt with at 
the making of a new award, and after hearing 
the contentions of al! parties concerned." 


IN the lithographers' and letterpress ma- 
chinists' award, the bonus has been increased 


by 4s. per week, and overtime raised to time 
and a-half for the first three hours and double 
time thereafter. 


IN the New Zealand (except Wellington 
district) bookbinders, paper rulers and cutters' 
award, the bonus to all journeymen, except 


piece- workers, has been increased by 4s. а. 


week.  Piece-workers are to be paid a bonus 
of 4s. a week in addition to their earnings. 
Overtime has been increased to time and a- 
half for the first three hours, and double time 
thereafter, and all work done between mid- 
night and the usual time of commencing 
work shall be paid for at the rate of double 
time. 


THe “ increase in the cost of books, which 
has induced people to borrow rather than to 
buy," is given as one of the reasons for the 
growth in the numbers of books issued from 
the lending department of the Auckland 
libraries —1n a return presented to the Library 
Committee by the chief librarian, Mr. John 
Barr. ‘The total number of books lent in 
October, 1919, was 21,099, as compared with 
14,744 1n 1918, and considerably smaller num- 
bers tor the years preceding. 


Mr.J. D. WICKHAM, who died at his resi- 
dence, Whitaker Place, Auckland, on October 
8th, at the advanced age of 82 years, had 
been associated with journalism in Auckland 
for over 40 years, and was attached to the 
Auckland Weekly News for the greater portion 
of that period. 


INDIA. 


THE development of the printing industry 
in India is һашрегеа by many ot the diffi- 
culties with which tne Home trade also is 
faced. Printing machinery is very scarce, and 
the demand is greater than the supply avail- 
able. Paper prices are going up. Cream 
laid foolscap papers of any standard weights 
are not obtainable. 


LaBour unrest in Bombay, which has 
manilested itself in strikes arnong the mill 
hands and dockers, recently spread to the em - 
ployees of the Times of India job department. 


‘About 800 men suddenly went out and re- 


fused to start again until their demands were 
granted. Two deputations were interviewed 
by the managing director, who informed the 
men that uniess they resumed work their de- 
mands could not be considered. After three 
days the strikers were induced by the com- 
posing room overseer, Mr. E. Cullingham, to 
resume work  unconditionally, and the 
management then posted a notice granting a 
general increase, varying from 10 per cent. for 
the higher paid ranks to 25 per cent. for the 
lower paid workmen. Since 1917 the wages 
of the whole of the Indian employees of the 
firm have been increased by more than 100 
per cent. 


FoR the first time in its history, the Anglo- 
Indian newspaper, the Pioneer of Allahabad, 
has encountered the effects of a strike. The 
paper could not be published for several days. 


Tug Poona Press Owner's Association, 
opened on the 20th January, is an institution 
for training students in composing, printing 
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binding and allied arts. The scarcity of 
skilled labour has brought in the combined 
efforts of all concerned to start this institu- 
tion. A scholarship will be allowed to each 
student frou the start. 


AMONGST the many important resolutions 


passed by the thirty-fourth Indian National ` 


Congress held at Amritsar in Christmas week 
was one unanimously demanding the repeal 
of the Indian Press Act of i1910. The new re- 
forms without the freedom of the Press are, 
said an Indian speaker, "like tea without 
sugar." It was resolved: " That the Press be 
free, and no licence or security be demanded 
on registration of a press or a newspaper." 


THE people of Madras recently celebrated 
the sixtieth birthday ceremony of Mr. S. 
kasturi Ranga lyengar, the talented editor of 
the Hindu. Mr.lyanger had the honour to 
visit England, France and Flanders, at the 
invitation of His Majesty's Imperial Govern- 
ment. During his stay in England, he was 
honoured by the Institute of Journalists, an 
honorary membership being conferred upon 
him. As soon, however, as he returned from 
England, he was asked to pay the security for 
his presson the pretext of change of declara- 
tion from his son's name to his own! . 


ON December 7th, the proprietors of the 
Gujarati type foundry, Bombay, were “ At 
Home" to the members of the Bombay Press 
Owner's Association and brother printers of 
tne town. The questions of higher wages, 
scarcity of skilled labour, cost system, etc., 
were ably discussed by Mr. M. C. Modi, Mr. 
Hasanalli, Mr. Miller and others. 


А NEW evening daily English paper, the 
Democrat, will soon appear at Bombay, and 
the Democratic World at Allahabad, under the 
management of two registered Nationalist 
companies. | 

THE District Magistrate, Rangoon, ordered 
Maung Bah Laing, editor ot the Burma 
Observer, under Section 103 of the Criminal 
Penal Code, to find two securities of Rs.3,000 
each lor his good behaviour for twelve 
montbs, otherwise to undergo one year's 
rigorous imprisonment. The articles com- 
plained of contained a suggestion of im- 
morality in connection with dancing at 
European clubs. The money was subse- 
quently paid into court. 


А DECLARATION has been filed at Delhi 
under the Indian Press Act for a high-class 
Urdu fortnightly entitled the Quam. ‘lhe 
main object ot the journal is to be the 
political education of women, and it is 
launched under the joint editorship of Fadar 
Sajadshaba and Mrs. Abbas Hussain Qar. 


OwiNG to the change of publisher of the 
Congress, an Urdu daily of Delhi, the order of 
the Punjab Government of April last pro- 
hibiting the paper's entry into the Punjab, 
becomes inoperative; therefore a similar 
order has been served on the present pub- 

lisher. * 


Itíis'said that the present board of directors 
of the Bombay Chronicle have cabled to Mr. 
Henry Nevinson offering him the editorship. 


He was in India in 1907 as the correspondent 
of the Manchester Guardian, and made many 
friends among Indian politicians. 


Tue Western India Prospecting Syndicate 
of which Mr. Ambalal Sarabhi, of Ahmeda- 
bad is the managing director, intends estab- 
lishing several industries in the United Pro- 
vinces on modern lines in the near future. 
The Syndicate has secured the services of Mr. 
J. P. Srivastava, formerly industrial chemist 


.to the United Provinces Government, and the 


manufacture of paper is one of the industries 
that are to be established. It is understood 
that the Director of Industries, United Pro- 
vinces, believing local capital to be shy as far 
as new ventures are concerned, has invited 
the Syndicate to operate in these Provinces. 


Mr. J. Gray, late Deputy Superintendent 
and Press and Forms Manager, Ailpore Jail 
Press, Calcutta, has died after an illness of 
only two days' duration. Mr. Gray was well 
known in trade circles in the Calcutta dis- 
trict. 


CANADA. 


WHEN severe paper shortage—amounting 
in the case of news-print to an actual famine 
—is added to the general rising costs of all 
materials and of all labour, the Canadian 
printer, it will be realised, finds himself in no 
enviable position as regards his hope of ex- 
pansion of business. The lengths to which the 
news-print impasse has developed can be 
gathered from the following announcement 
which appeared in a Winnipeg paper on Feb- 
ruary 11th: " To day's issue of the Tribune is 
* adless' for the reason that only enough paper 
for a six-page edition was on hand at press 
time. The Tribune regrets keenlythat it must 
disappoint itsadvertising patrons and its host 
of readers, who shop in the. Tribune before 
they shop in the stores. Only dire necessity 
compels the elimination of advertising." 


OTTAWA has received a new scale for book 
and job work, both handmen and operators 
getting the Toronto scale of $32 for eight 
hours. The contract covers a period of 23 
months, July Ist, 1919, to May 3151, 1921. This 
is an increase of $8 per week. 


А NEW scale has been negotiated in Saska- 
toon, providing for $42 and $45 for day and 
night work respectively, for one year, and 
then $44 and $47 for one year. 


AT a recent meeting of the Employing 
Printers’ and .Bookbinders' Association of 
Winnipeg, the agreement with the Press- 
men's Union was amended by raising all 
wage rates by $6 per week, the new rates to 
remain in forceuntil the agreement expires on 
June 3oth next. The wage rates, based on the 
48-hour week, now are: Gordon pressmen in 
charge of one or two presses, $24.00; Gordon 
pressmen in charge of three or more presses, 
$30.00; experienced cylinder feeders, $24.00; 
Osterlind or Kelly pressmen, $30.00 ; cylinder 
pressmen, $35.00.

Specifications called for a flat rate per page, 
regardless of the size of the type. Five bids 
were put in for the work, with the following 
remarkable results : —A quoted $1.15 per page, 
B $1.70, C $2.98, D $4.20, E $485. Asan in- 
stance of ' guesstimating ' this must surely be 
regarded asa classic. Both jobs were for in- 
stitutions fully prepared to pay a fair price 
for services rendered or work performed." 


IN the eight months ended November last, 
Canada imported from the United States 
paper and manufactures of paper to the value 
of $8,569,217, and books and printed matter 
valued at $6,802,898. 


FOLLOWING his recent visit to Great Britain, 
Mr. H. Sherriff, of the Hodge-Sherriff Paper 
Co., sums up his impressions of Canadian 
paper trade prospects with the Motherland by 
saying that there is a great feeling of friend- 
ship for Canada in Great Britain and that the 
British are prepared to support Canadian 
manufacturers if the Canadian manufacturers 
treat them fairly. 


THE old saying an “ Englishman's word ts 
as good as his bond " still holds good, and as 
long as good treatment is meted out by the 
Canadian paper man there will be a good 
market in Great Britain for the Canadian 
product. The feeling is one of friendship ex- 
tended to every department of business 
activity. 

MR. SHERRIFF sounded a note of warning 
against Canadian manufacturers overbooking 
orders for shipment to Great Britain and 
urged that the papermakers accept no orders 
that they are not sure of fulfilling, in order 
that confidence in the trade relations between 
the two countries might be maintained.

Semi-Official Rationing for Newspapers. 


The Office National de la Presse, an organi- 
sation representative partly of the Govern- 
ment and partly of newspaper proprietors, 
which regulates the supply of paper for the 
French Press, has decided, at a meeting at 
which representatives of more than 300 
journals were present, to prolong its existence 
at least till next June. 


^ It was decided also, says The Times Paris 


correspondent, to ask the Government to fix 
the minimum price of newspapers at 20 cen- 
times, in view of the increasing cost of paper. 
Doubtless this attempt to fix a minimum is 
dictated by a desire for protection against 
mushroom journals. As it is, French news- 
papers find it very difficult to get supplies 
even for the shrunken sheets to which,in com- 
parison with their English contemporaries, 
they have been long reduced. 

It was also resolved to ask the Government 
to make a statutory weekly day of rest for the 
whole of the Press. Monday is generally 
favoured as the day on which newspapers 
should not appear. 


Sır Harry BRITTAIN, M.P., has been unani- 
mously elected president of the British Inter- 
national Association of Journalists, and Mr. 
Leon Gaster has been appointed London 
secretary. 


CoLouRED PRINTING.—Mr. A. A. Govan has 
patented a method whereby books and 
magazines are printed on leaves of coloured 
paper with ink of a colour contrasting with 
that of the paper. For example, a mellow 
green paper is printed on with bright purple 
ink, or vice versa.

Review ot Market Conditions. 


The London and River Plate Bank recently 
published a review of the paper trade in the 
Argentina, says the South American Journal, 
which remarks that the potentialities of that 
country as a paper consumer are now becom- 
ing generally known. . 

The concensus of opinion is that stocks are 
low, and that while news print in bobbins is 
practically monopolised by North American 
interests, including Canadian firms, in other 
lines there are openings for better-class pro- 
ducts. Scandinavian competition is begin- 
ning to make some impression on the news- 
print market, as Finnish and German paper 
is promised, but does not as yet appear to 
have been actually shipped. The following 
figures of Argentine imports will give a rough 
idea of the position in 1913 and 1918 :—

Customs dues at .02 cents (gold) per kilo are 
imposed on news-print, .o8 on wrapping paper, 
and 25 per cent. ad valorem on practically all 
other classes of paper. Printed books and 
maps are free of duty, but account books, 
almanacs, and advertising matter in general 
pay 25 per cent. ad valorem. Оп this account 
the comparatively coarse product of the local 
mills, which work up imported wood pulp, is 
chiefly used for wrapping and bag-making 
papers, while during the war the mills also 
turned out a passable news-print, though it is 
doubtful whether it will pay them to con- 
tinue this line under normal conditions. The 
fact that books and pamphlets are duty free 
has led to the common custom of printing 
in ltaly or Spain matter intended for this 
market, Argentine authors being frequently 
published by Spanish houses prior to the war. 

Again the best indication is obtained from 
a statistical statement taken from official re- 
turns :—

As a general indication, it mav be said that 
on the whole the quality of paper used for 
printing — news-print in rolls excluded — 
is common when cempared with that 
usually employed in Great Britain, and 
books are almost invariably paper-bound. 
During the past five years there has 
been a marked increase in the publica- 
поп of cheap novels and weekly papers of 
a popular class, and the reading public among 
the middle-classes has grown rapidly. Text- 
books are a field for inquiry, those actually in 
use being typographically poor and compara- 
tively costly. 1n writing paper thefine English 
linen holds the market for the highest-priced 
trade, but there is room for medium quality, 
well got up, and fancifully coloured modish 
papers, such as Germany previously supplied 
in very large quantities at very cneap rates. 
Personal inspection is advisable on the part 
of anyone seriously interested in the market, 
and it should not be forgotten that there are 
in Buenos Ayres, first-class printing firms and 
account-book makers turning out work that 
will stand favourable comparison with Euro- 
pean productions, both for quality and price. 
Colour printing has also made marked head- 
way of recent years. The results of the three- 
colour work are good, but not quite equal to 
that turned out in London, Paris or Leipzig.

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The Printing Trade in East Anglia. 


Тһе Past Year's Work and Current 


Topics Discussed at 


That East Anglian master printers are fully 
awake to the affairs of the moment was made 
plain at the well-attended annual meeting of 
the East Anglian Alliance of Master Printers’ 
Associations, which was held at Norwich on 
March 24th, The business process ee took 
place at the offices of the organisation, 
Victoria Chambers, Bank Plain, and the 
luncheon which followed was held at the 


Bell Hotel. Mr. У. Т.Е. Јагго!а, president of 


the Alliance, occupied the chair. 

In the committee'sannual report, which was 
read by the secretary (Mr. George H. Yelf), it 
was remarked that during the past year the 
work of the council had been very ‘heavy, 
owing to the many and quick changes in con- 
nection with the industry, particularly those 
in regard to wages, occasioned through the 
continued rise in the cost of living ; but in 
spite of these increases the committee was 
able to report continued prosperity in all 
branches of the printing and allied trades. 
Whether this would continue, however, the 
report said, was doubtful, and the future was 
looked upon with anxiety. 


Development of Orgenisation. 


It was with pleasure the council had wel- 
comed the return of the Lowestoft Association 
to their Alliance, and the formation of two 
new Associations, viz, Huntingdon and 
Braintree, whilst another was in course of 
formation. This would complete the organi- 
sation of the whole area. The report men- 
tioned that at present the number of firms in- 
cluded in the Alliance is 128, and the number 
of employees (as far as can be ascertained) is 
abouf 2,000. These Associations are said to 
embrace nearly all the firms of any size in the 
area, but it is hoped to be able to enlist into

the society those not yet members, and attach 
those in scattered districts to the present 
nearest Association. Ву the national agree- | 
ment, with the grading of the country into six 
grades, the towns situated in the East Anglian 
Alliance were placed in Grades 5 and 6 
respectively. 

The report also mentioned attempts made by 
the unions to get some towns placed ina 
higher grade; the demand for thé 44-hour 


“week, and the signing of the new holidays 
and hours agreement. 


The chairman, in moving the adoption of 
the report, said the past year had been one of 
the most momentous in the history of the 
printing trade, and had certainly been one of 
great significance for the craft in East Anglia. 
Previous to the war the master printers of this 
part of the country were altogether disunited, 
and were more or less cutting one another's 
throats. Had they continued in that way they 
could not робо have met the great ad- 
vances of wages which had come about dur- 
ing the past twelve months. Аз was men- 
tioned in the report the members of the coun- 
cil had been sometimes engaged two or three 
days a week at Federation meetings in Lon- 
don. Conferences had proceeded between 
themselves and the men with a view to 
resisting excessive demands. 


Prosperity of the Trade. 


He went on to say that.as a result of those 
deliberations the printing trade to-day, both 
from the standpoint of the men as well as the 
masters, was in a really sound condition pro- 
vided а good volume of work was assured. 
The men had obtained such wages as they 
could never have hoped for in times gone by. 
During the past year they had also conceded 
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to their men a 48-hour week, and in addition 
given them two weeks’ holiday —one full week 
and the six bank holidays, all of which had 
been paid for. The East Anglian Alliance 
comprised eleven masters' associations. He 
hoped that every member of the Alliance 
would act as a missionary during the present 
year and do their very best to induce those 
who were outside the Alliance to come in. He 
«egretted to say that intimation had been re- 
ceived of the death of the President of the 
Huntingdon Master Printers' Association, Mr. 
H. I. Hankin. 

After dealing briefly with the 44-hour week 
demand, Mr. Jarrold went on to express the 
great satisfaction felt by the Alliance at the 
appointment of Mr. Geo. H. Yelf as organising 
secretary. Mr. Yelf cauie to them as a master 
printer with a full knowledge of the needs of 
the trade, and had been able to help many 
master printers, especially smaller ones, owing 
to his intimacy with the trade and its diffi- 
culties. ^ 

Mr. Heffer seconded the adoption of the 
ceport, and the motion was agreed to. 

The balance-sheet, presented by Mr. J. R. 
Peat, showed a favourable balance of £282 
49s. гой., and was adopted on the proposition 
of Colonel Fletcher, seconded. by Mr. Н.

action in order to further the interests and 
success of the Force." 


The Loadon Demand. 


Mr. A.F.Blades,the president of the National 
Federation, in a short speech, said it was the 
duty of every master printer in his particular 
district, to support his employers' associa- 
tion. If that support were not forthcoming 
the Federation could not carry on their work 
in the fully effective way they ought. He 
hoped the demand for a 44-hour week was 
settled for a considerable time. But with the 


continued rise of prices, especially with the 
ceming rise in the cost of bread, further in- 
creased wage demands were to be looked for. 
He thought that both the Provincial Alliances 
and the London Alliance were going to be 
hit. Only the previous day the London Alli- 
ance received a request from the London 
Printing and Kindred Trades Federation for 
a further increase of 15s. a week. Their re- 
quest was based on the argument of the in- 
creased cost of living. 

Mr. E. W. Humphries (vice-president of the 
Federation) also spoke. 

At the invitation of the President (Mr. W. 
T. F. Jarrold), a large company was enter- 
tained at luncheon at the Bell Hotel. 

The chairman, after submitting the loyal 
toasts, proposed “ The National Federation," 
to which Mr. A. F. Blades (president of the 
Federation) and Mr. E. W. Humphries (vice- 
president) responded. The latter, in his reply, 
said that, whether they liked it or not, em- 
ployers of labour had got to recognise the 
fact that the old form of treatment of em- 
ployees could no longer be maintained. И 
was the duty of every master to try and stem 
the tide of revolutionary feeling that was so 
prevalent to-day by fostering an amicable 
spirit bétween their employees and them- 
selves. One thing of which all connected 
with the printing trade ought to be specially 
proud was that during this time of industrial 
unrest their trade had remained peaceful and 
reasonably happy, and he hoped that might 
continue. (Applause.) This was largely due 
to the diplomatic methods adopted by the 
President of the Federation (Mr. A. F. Blades.) 
(Cheers.) 

Mr. A. F. Blades submitted “The East 
Anglian Alliance," and spoke cordially of the 
service rendered by Mr. Jarroid. 


The Hope of the Future. 


Mr. Cecil Clay, in responding, said he saw 
the time coming, if it had not very nearly 
come, when every workman and every work- 
ing woman would be in his or her union, and 
every employer in his association, a time 
when price-cutting would have been scotched 
and in its place a healthy competition in 
quality, service, and economic production in- 
troduced, a time when the trade as a whole 
would take care of its unemployed and as a 
consequence labour be freed to give of its best 
and produce its utmost without the haunting 
fear of unemployment for many of its mem- 
bers. As a natural. corollary to all that, and 
in the process of its achievement, he foresaw 
some control, or at any rate regulation, of 
profits. Without that he saw little hope of 
gaining the confidence of labour or inducing 
it to give of its best. He believed intelligent 
labour recognised the necessity and use of 
private capital, and was quite prepared to 
allow it to retain its fair share in the pros- 
perity of industry in the same way that 
labour demanded its own share. It was the 
profits that were unknown and often ex- 
aggerated which aroused the suspicions of 
labour and led to the false policy of ‘ca’ 
canny " for fear of the employer deriving an 
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undue advantage. Perhaps опе of the first 
steps to be taken in carrying out that pro- 
gramme was for all of them to inaugurate an 
accurate costing system and arrive at fair and 
uniform charges for special work.

The Kent County Council Venture, 


In the House of Commons, Mr. Bennett and 

Mr.McNeill, who are members for Kentish con- 
stituencies, have asked several questions re- 
garding the proposals of the Kent Education 
Committee—reported in our issue of March 
I8th —to establish municipal stores and print- 
ing works and to spend considerable sums of 
public money in this form of municipal trad- 
ing. The usual stereotyped reply was made 
by Government officials to the effect that this 
experiment was being made in order to save 
the ratepayers money. Many people, how- 
ever, hold the view that the project is much 
more likely to raise the rates than to lower 
them. It is being remarked that with print- 
ing plant and all accessories at inflated prices 
compared with a few years ago, the moment is 
the most inopportune that could possibly 
have been chosen Їбї such a venture; over- 
capitalisation is, in the circumstances, un- 
avoidable, and any saving which might other- 
wise have been effected will be more than 
swallowed up in excessive loancharges. The 
basic disadvantage of having such an under- 
taking overloaded with capital must be re- 
flected in the price of every single production 
and can never be wiped out. Competition 
with the printing firms of the County will, 
therefore, only be possible under a severe 
handicap,and without making any allowance 
for the relatively higher cost of running offi- 
cial establishments—a fact acknowledged 
generally- this handicap will assuredly banish 
all prospects of lessening the current printing 
charges. 
- Apropos of the Kent Education Committee's 
scheme one facetious newspaper man remarks: 
“There is, by the way, a precedent for the 
educationists. Another County authority in 
the South of England runs a printing depart- 
ment. Some say this small establishment is 
very suitably housed. It is attached to a 
lunatic asylum ! "

` On March 19th, Miss G. E. Etherington and 
Mr. J. R. Riddell gave informative addresses 
entitled, “ Printers’ Costing— the necessity for 
a system—what it means and how it is 
worked." Technical addresses are much 
more valuable when given by those who 
possess a practical experience of their sub- 
ject, and it is questionable if there are many 
whose experience of the subject.engbles them 
to speak with greater authority on the work- 
ing of " The Costing System " than the lec- 
turers mentioned. 

Mr. Riddell, who was one of the first advo- 
cates for the need of a standard system of 
cost-finding for printers, dealt with the work- 
ing of the system from the operatives' stand- 
point, appealing to them to work whole- 
heartedly in furthering a scheme out of which 
their own advancement ought to come. 

Miss Etherington is associated with one of 
the largest and most progressive printing 
firms in London, where she installed the cost- 
ing system. In her characteristic and lucid 
manner she explained tbe workings of the 
system in all its ramifications from the 
accountant's standpoint. That she was 
thoroughly conversant with.her subject was 
soon evident to those present. 

A number of questions put to the lecturers 
clearly indicated the keen interest taken in 
the subject. a 

Other centres might with advantage follow 
the lead given by Norwich, for it is by " in- 
dependent addresses " such as these that the 
general adoption of a costing system by all 
printers, coupled with the co-operation of the 
workers, which is so essential to the successful 
working of any system having for its object 
the ascertainment of cost, will more readily 
materialise. 


THE adaptation of paper for the use of sur- 
gical dressings came largely into use during 
the war, and in the form issued by the Den- 
nison Manufacturing Co. Ltd., Sardinia 
House, 52, Lincoln's Inn Fields, these dress- 
ings have met with much favour in civil 
practice.

I 
suggest that no trade has had a better oppor- 
tunity of passing their increased costs and 
establishment charges on to their customers 
than the paper merchant. Economies of this 
description in the cutting down of their 
printers' bill seem a very poor return for the 
profits the printers have been to a very great 
extent instrumental in piling up for the paper 
merchant during the last few years. 

I do not know of any paper house that has 
had a particularly bad year recently, and if 
printers' customers can still afford to keep the 
printing trade busy, surely the paper merchant 
is deriving direct benefit, and can afford to 
employ a printer and send out decently 
printed samples and price lists. If the paper 
merchant is going to lead the way in finding 
a substitute for printing, it behoves the print- 
ing trade to take "direct action" to safe- 
guard their industry.

Current Topics. 


The New Wage Demand. 


Tue demand from the London Printing 
Trades Federation for a further wages ad- 
vance of 15s. in all departments has been 
received by the London Master Printers’ 
Association and will come before the council 
of that body. Although preliminary intima- 
tion of a memorial had been given, the 


“ request " for this increase has had a disturb- 


ing effect upon master printers, who are 
wondering when the limit will be reached. 
Judging by the public utterances of Mr. T. E. 
Naylor (secretary of the L.S.C.), it seems 
doubtful whether the concession of even 15s. 
would set the period to wage advances. Speak- 
ing at the Memorial Hall on Saturday, ata 
meeting of trade unionists and operatives, Mr. 
Naylor declared that the Prime Minister was 
quite right when he charged them with the 
desire to overthrow the capitalist system. 
This observation would seem to show master 
printers what they are up against. Certainly 
conditions in the printing trade are becoming 


more difficult. In thisissue Mr. Alfred Langley 
calls attention to the practice of printers’ cus- 
tomers themselves adopting the use of dupli- 
cating processes in place of printing for their 
various announcements. This is only one of 
the tendencies which make the position of the 
master printer an exceedingly anxious one, 
especially in view of the fact that more capital 
is required for the development of business and 
the heavier costs of replacing machinery. Any 


. additional charge on the wages account will 


mecessitate still higher prices for printing, 
which is not likely to add to the popularity 
of this method of publicity. With wages and 
prices mounting hand-over-fist, it is difficult 
to see how the mad race will finish, whether 
in a dead heat or the extinction of the com- 


petitors.

Paper Prices, 


THE prices asked for common printings 
writings and banks have advanced again to 
the extent of about 3d. to 1d. per Ib. Notifi- 
cations of higher prices for the better-class : 
papers will not long be delayed, notwith- 
standing the fact that it is barely a month 
since there was an all-round jump. The out- 
standing feature of the situation is that ad- 
vances in price do not serve in any way to 
retard orders. The demand for printed 
matter and stationery is so keen, and the 
necessity of securing supplies so great, that 
price cannot be allowed to stand in the way. 
There is a gigantic volume of business loom- 
ing in view, and so far we have not touched 
the outside fringe. It may almost be said 
that we are concerned with home industry at 
the moment to the exclusion of the export 
trade. The chaotic state of Europe is an 
obstacle to international trade, and until 
order is restored the resumption of business 
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relations is unthinkable. Whenever orderli- 
ness prevails, as it is bound to do eventually, 
the boom will extend its scope. Thus we 
anticipate the continuance of overwhelming 
trade for years to come; and as far as prices 
are concerned there can be no competition 
until the demand is fínally overhauled by 
supply. The return of competition will mark 
the turn in the tide of prices and profits, not 
to mention the possible rejuvenation of what 
was once known as common courtesy and 
stock delivery.

Wholesaie Stationers. 


THE scheme of organising the wholesale 
stationers of the country has been so far com- 
pleted that the establishment of a National 
Association is announced. We understand 
that the movement embraces the whole of 
Great Britain, including Scotland and Ireland. 
For some years, of course, in addition to the 
Association of Wholesale Stationers which 
had its headquarters in London, there have 
been strong bodies in Birmingham and Man- 
chester and other important towns. In these 
days, however, a trading community or an 
industry cannot afford to have sections work- 
ing on different lines. Moreover, the whole- 
sale stationers' associations of the country 
have grown too large and too important for 
independent existence, and their amalgama- 
. uon will naturally concentrate all their in- 
fluence and power. The National Associa- 
tion is fortunate in securing Mr. Harvey 
Greenham as secretary, and he will give his 
whole time to the work. Mr. R. H. Stain- 
forth will continue to act as secretary of the 
London Association, which now embraces the 
South and West of England, with Mr. Rod- 
way Stevens, who has been the acting-secre- 
tary, as his very able lieutenant. When the 
National Association is able to secure its own 
offices, in an appropriate part of London, it 
will be ready to go forward with the work 
which lies before it.

Envelope Makers and Manufacturing 
Stationers

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Swedish Paper ШШ 


Rumours have been current in Sweden, it 
appears, to the effect that restrictions on the 
export of paper might be re-introduced. 
These rumours, however, have been denied by 
the Swedish Minister of Finance in the 
Swedish Press. Hestated that there was no 
foundation at all for the rumours, and, speak- 
ing of the restrictions which had been im- 

osed during the war, he declared that in so 
ar as they had been relaxed, there was no 
question of putting them into force again. 
The Minister intimated that there had been 
no request from any party representing either 
the newspapers or any other interest in favour 
of any restriction on export. 

It would seem that the extent of the exports 
of paper from Sweden during January had 
given rise to some fears that there might be a 
scarcity of paper in Sweden, especially as 
regarded news-print. 

Swedish papermakers, according to Svensk 
Handelstidning, agree that they are at present 
working under favourable market conditions 
in the matter of export, but they point out 
that they had a very hard time during 
1918 and the first half of 1919, when foreign 
shipments were considerably below the nor- 
mal. They contend, therefore, that they are 
entitled to be allowed to catch up a little bit. 
At the same time they state that they have 
contracts running with Swedish consumers 
for a considerable time, and, in addition to 
fulfilling these, they will have a little in hand 
to meet any extraordinary demand which may 
arise at home. Consequently the paper- 
makers deny that there is any necessity for 
any prohibition or restriction of export. It is 
stated that papermakers as well as consu- 
mers consider it would be an injury to the 
paper trade asa whole if there was anything 
of the kind, and according to the statement 
of the Minister of Finance, there is no likeli- 
hood of such a contingency. 

While the exports from Sweden for January 
have been exceptionally large, especially in 
regard to news print, it is not anticipated, 
according to an official of the Swedish Con- 
sulate General in London, that the same pro- 
portion of export will be maintained in later 
months.

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Paper Commission. 


The Result of a Re-Sale. 


In the King's Bench Division, last week, 
before Mr.Justice Darling, Mr. Wilfred I. Fross, 
Alderley Edge, Cheshire, sought to recover 
from Messrs. Relph, Darwen and Pearce, paper 
merchants, of 76, Finsbury-pavement, a sum 
of £108 alleged to be due from the defendants 
by way of commission on goods sold. 

Mr. Morle, who represented the plaintiff, 
intimated that in 1918 the plaintiff was em- 
ployed by the defendants to act as their agent 
for the sale of paper in the Manchester district 
at a commission of 2} per cent. The defen- 
dants' regular agent at this time was in the 
army and the appointment was temporary. It 
was for sales effected by the plaintiff between 
April, 1918, and February, 1919, that he was 
suing. The defendants in their defence now 
said it was a condition that commission was 
not payable until the buyers had paid for the 
goods and this defence related to some £56 
of the amount claimed, they having not yet 
been paid. There was a second defence in 
which it was said that the plaintiff had with- 
out their knowledge or consent in breach of 
his agreement with them entered into an 
arrangement with a Mr. Heywood, under 
which Mr. Heywood was to pay the plaintiff 
part of his profit on the re-sale of certain 
paper bought through plaintiff for defendants. 
Defendants said plaintiff acted fraudulently in 
this respect and counter-claimed damages for 
the loss sustained by them in consequence. It 
appeared, said Mr. Morle, that towards the end 
of April, 1918, there was a great scarcity of 
grease-proof paper. The plaintiff at this time 
obtained an order for 15 tons from Mr. John 
Heywood, Manchester, and another for 25 tons 
from a Messrs. Slater in the same district. 
Defendants could not supply such a large 
quantity, and they agreed to execute the order 
of Mr. Heywood at 15. 11d. per lb. lt appeared 
Messrs. Slater were prepared to give 2s. 1d., 
and the plaintiff saw Mr. Hey wood afterwards 
who agreed to resell his paper to them at this 
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price. This was done through the plaintiff, 
and heshared with Mr. Heywood theprofitover 
the transaction. So far from being a fraud, he 
(Mr. Morle) said it was a commercial transac- 
tion. The plaintiff had no more paper to sell, 
and there was no agreement that the plaintiff 
was to act exclusively for the defendants. The 
plaintiff had previously informed the defen- 
dants he had taken an order for Messrs. Slater 
and Co., but they could notexecute it. There- 
after the plaintiff could act independently. 

The plaintiff bore out counsel's opening, 
and said that he did not go into the trans- 
action with Mr. Heywood as to the re-sale 
until after he knew defendants could not sell 
any more paper. Mr. John Heywood was 
director of Messrs. John Hey wood, Ltd., Deans- 
gate, Manchester. On the re-sale he drew 
about £140 as part of the profit. 

In cross-examination plaintiff said he did 
not specially ask Mr. Heywood to meet him 
at the Midland Hotel, Manchester, and then 
say that he (Heywood) could do him a good 
turn as he could sell some paper at a higher 
price than he was quoting. 

Mr. Woodgate: Why was not this deal car- 
ried out in the name of Messrs. John Hey wood 
and Co. ?—I don't know. | 

Witness said Mr. Heywood received an open 
cheque from Messrs. Slater and Co. and gave 
it to himself. He paid the defendants for the 
paper, and sent Mr. Heywood a cheque for 
half the profit. He was aware Mr. Heywood 
saw the defendants afterwards when buying 
ы paper and told them of this deal with 


im. 
His Lordship said he was satisfied that this 
deal with Mr. Heywood was a fraud of plain- 
tiff's in order to get a double commission. In 
these circumstances the defendants would be 
entitled to the extra profit arising from it, 
£280, under their counterclaim for damages. 
He should give judgment for plaintiff for com- 
mission £108, without costs, and for the de- 
fendants for £280, with costs, on their counter- 
claim. The reason he did not desire to hear 
Mr. John Hey wood on the point was that he 
was satisfied on the documents and answers 
of the plaintiff that the plaintiff didthisthing

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Stop Cylinder Improvement. 


Mr. T. McInroy has patented a method 
whereby the cylinder of a stop cylinder ma- 
chine is driven by a single wheel loose on the 
cylinder shaft and gearing with a rack on the 
bed, the wheel being connected to the cylinder 
during the printing stroke by the usual start- 
ing-pawl and by a locking-device which 
locks the wheel and cylinder firmly together 
so as to prevent slur in the impression. In 
one form, Fig. 1, a double-ended pawl 3, 
pivoted by a pin 4 tothe loose wheel forms at 
one end the driving-pawl 8, and at the other 
enda locking-pawlg. The paw! 3 is mounted 


in a groove 2 in the end of the cylinder 1, and 
during the printing stroke of the bed, the 
ends 8, 9 engage notches 10, 6 in the walls of 
the groove, and the cylinder and loose wheel 
are locked together. Near the end of the 
printing stroke, an incline 13 is raised by a 
cam into the path of a roller 12 carried by the 
pawl so as to move the pawl 9 out of the 
notch 6. The pawl 8 remains in driving en- 
gagement with the notch 10 thsoughout the 
printing stroke ; but, if it is desired to trip the 


— 
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cylinder, the incline is raised farther to dis- 
engage the pawl 8 from the notch 10. During 
the non-printing stroke, the pawls trail idly 
in the groove 2 until the end of the stroke, 
when the fall of the incline 13 permits re- 
engagement of the pawls with the notches. 
In a modification, separate locking and driv- 
ing pawls are provided, the locking-pawl 
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being actuated by a stationary or cam- 
actuated incline. In a further modification, 
Fig. 6, the locking-device comprises a plunger 
11 mounted in a boss 9 in the loose wheel L 
and connected by a double lever 21 to a 
second plunger 14, on which acts a spring 15 
tending to move the plunger 11 into locking 
engagement with a hole 13 in the cylinder 1. 
A stationary or cam-actuated incline 24 
mounted on the frame К acts upon the plun- 
ker 14 at the end of the printing stroke to 
withdraw the plunger 12 from the hole 13. 


Production of Heavy Paper. 

The accompanying drawing illustrates an 

invention by Mr. Fred H. Fuller, having for 
its object the production and handling of 
thick sheets of paper, such as box board,'and 
sheets of cellucotton made from bleached sul- 
phite pulp as a substitute for the ordinary 
cotton commonly used in hospitals, etc. 
, The figure shows a side elevation of the 
machine, partly in section, in which 1o repre- 
sents a flow box, and 11 a head box, having a 
cylinder mould 13 instead of the customary 
solid iron breast roll. 14 is the wire, passing 
around the cylinder mould and over the table 
rolls 15 and suction boxes 21, etc. 

The stock flows to the wire from the head 
box, from the top of the cylinder mould, en- 
abling the placing on the wire of a thick sheet 
and freeing it from water. Asit passes along 
with the wire the suction boxes draw out 
more water, all pressure and couch rollers 
being dispensed with, as the cellucotton must 
not be pressed, but must be kept very porous. 
The wire and partly dried sheet now passes 
through the hot air chamber 22, where it re- 


! ` 


ceives blasts of hot air, through the inlets 23, 
the air passing out at 24. The sheet then 
passes over the roll 17, which, instead 
of being a suction roller, is a blowing roll, the 
air pressure causing the sheet to be blown off 
from the wire to the carrying device 25, to be 
directed to the cutters 30, and thence delivered 
to the table 32 in the form of, sheets.

Results in the Printing and Allied Trades. 


The main factor that lies at the foundation 
of the widespread industrial unrest of the pre- 
sent day is the belief which, rightly ог 
wrongly, is entertained by very many em- 
ployees that the rewards of industry reaped 
by capital and management and those reaped 
by labour are not at present proportioned 
fairly. A belief of injustice, whether well 
grounded or not, is a very unsuitable basis 
upon which to try to build a prosperous and 
stable industry, and this fact is being brought 
home very forcibly to the printing trade just 
now by the startling new demand for a 155. 
advance in wages, a demand thrown in vivid 
relief by the recently reported public state- 
ment of Mr. T. E. Naylor (secretary of the 
L.S.C.), to the effect that the Prime Minister 
was quite right when he charged Labour with 
the desire to overthrow the capitalist system 
'Thus nothing could be more opportune at the 
present moment than whatever practical 
suggestions are available towards the eradi- 
cation of this root of bitterness in industrial 
relationships. It may be that some assist- 
ance in this direction can be gained from a 
report just issued by the Ministry of Labour, 
. namely, the “ Report on Profit-Sharing and 
Labour Co.partnership in the United King- 
dom." (H.M. Stationery Office, price Is. net.) 

This substantial 244-page brochure has been 
prepared by the Intelligence and Statistics 
Department of the Ministry of Labour, and 
contains a large fund of inlormation covering 
the whole subject. It isa very useful contri- 
bution to industrial history, and will, we 
hope, receive careful consideration from both 
masters and men throughout British in- 
dustry. 

The printing trade takes a creditable place 
among the various businesses that can show 


operation for about nine years. 


" something attempted, something done " for 
the promotion of industrial welfare along the 
lines indicated. It figures among the very 
earliest attempts at profit.sharing schemes. 
With the exception of a farming experiment 
in 1839, the year 1865 seems to mark the be- 
ginning, for this country, of schemes of this 
kind ; and in 1866 we find a music printing 
and publishing business, that of John Curwen, 
24, Berners.street, London, listed as having 
started a scheme. The next year saw one 
initiated in connection with the printing and 
stationery business of Fletcher and Son, 
Norwich. 

In the printing, bookbinding, and stationery 
trades 38 schemes of profit-sharing or co- 
partnership are reported as having been 
started—a high figure compared with those of 
most other trades. Of these 38, 13 still sur- 
vive, 25 having been abandoned. Of the 13 
firms whose schemes survive, 12 have em- 
ployees in the various schemes to the total! 
number of 5,583. Among existing schemes 
deseribed somewhat fully in the report are 
those of Messrs. Hazell, Watson, and Viney. 
Ltd., London and Aylesbury, and of Messrs. 
E. S. and A. Robinson, Ltd., of Bristol. 


Hazell, Watson, and Viney Schemes. 


Messrs. Hazell, Watson and Viney com- 
menced in May, 1866, a specially interesting 
profit-sharing scheine, which continued in 
According to 
this scheme, the company allotted by way of 
bonus to all persons who had been employed 
by them for more than three years one-half 
of any profits that might be made over Io per 
cent. Itissaid that this bonus was equiva- 
lent to an average addition to the wages of 
participants of o.8 per cent. The scheme was 
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discontinued in 1895, the company stating that 
the profits had not for some time allowed the 
payment of bonus. The firm has, however, 
another scheme of a similar character, 
whereby the share purchase arrangements 
were continued. Under these share purchase 
schemes provision is made that the shares 
shall be held by those employed in the 
business. 

Not more than five shares are to be allotted 
to any one employee on the special terms 
specified, and in allotting such shares “ pre- 
ference will be given to those who have been 
longest in the company's employ, and to any 
who may have bought shares at a higher 
price" (than £10 each). The total nominal 
value of the shares now held by 345 of the 
company's employees is £17,200. These 
shares, it should be understood, entitle the 
holders to the ordinary voting rights; and 
the proportion borne by the votes of these 
employees to the total of all the votes that 
could be given at a general meeting is ap- 
proximately 6 per cent. | 

The company's employees are allowed to 
deposit their savings with the firm at 4 per 
cent. per annum (free of income-tax), these 
deposits being secured by £17,200 5 per cent. 
first mortgage debentures of the company, the 
market value of which is par, and by other 
Stock Exchange investments whose present 
value is £ 5,171. The present number of de- 
positors is 1,272, and the total amount on 
deposit £ 21,010. 

The provident fund possessed at June 3oth, 
1918, a capital of £18,164, and had a member- 
ship of 69r. This fund is invested mainly 
outside the company ; but there are held on 
its account 237 £10 5 per cent. cumulative 
preference shares of the company, 14 of the 
company's 5 per cent. mortgage debentures, 
aud 33 of its ordinary shares, besides £1,300 
on depostt with the company. Any member 
of the provident fund who is making an effort 
to save, and who sees that a loan of a 
moderate amount will help him in this di- 
rection, is eligible fora loan from the com- 
pany, to be repaid by instalments spread over 
several years, with interest at 4 per cent. per 
annum. Loans are granted upon condition 
that they are used for some purpose of thrift, 
such as buying a house, buying shares in the 
company, or in some way increasing the 
applicant's capital. To qualify for a loan, 
borrowers must be able to produce evidence 
of having already made some savings, and 
they must be able to give reasonable security, 
which, however, involves the borrower in no 
legal costs. By adding to the loan a sum 
equal to the insurance risk the borrower is 
able to secure that, in the event of his death 
while the loan is running, his representatives 
have nothing to pay, and the house, or what- 
ever property the loan has purchased, becomes 
his free of further charge. Eighty-five loans 
have been made, amounting to £18,000, of 
which £15,200 has been repaid. The borrower 
can repay atany time; but the company can- 
not call in the loan before the termination of 
the agreed period, even if the borrower leaves 
the company's service. 
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In addition to the provident fund there is 
also a pension fund, which was established in 
1910 with the view of enabling members of 
the office and administrative staff with earn- 
ings of at least 40s. a week (25s. in the case of 
women) to make substantial savings on their 
own account. The money paid in by the 
members, who were 64 in number at Decein- 
ber 31st, 1918, accumulates at 4 per cent. com- 
pound interest; and each year the company 
pays into the fund a sum sufficient to provide 
а 50 per cent. bonus on the members' savings. 
Of the £8,725 to the credit of this fund on 
December 31st, 1918, the greater part was in- 
vested outside the firm's business. 

The company contribute a large sum 
annually in various other ways for the ad- 
vantage of the whole staff. These contribu- 
tions amount to over £5,000 annually. 

With respect to the results obtained by the 
arrangements above described, the company 
state:—'' We continue to find beneficial re- 
sults from the workers' investments, and it is 
our intentlon on a future occasion to increase 
the amount of workers' shares, which will be 
available at less than the market price." 


B. S. and A, Robinson, Ltd. 


This well-known firm of printers, paper 
bag and cardboard box manufacturers and 
manufacturing stationers, have two schemes 
in operation for the benefit of their work- 
people. Started 75 years ago, the business 
gives employment to upwards of 2,000 persons 
(men and boys, 1,200; women and girls, 1,100). 

The firm introduced a profit-sharing scheme 
in 1912, under which one-third of the net 
profit over.and above a certain fixed mini- 
mum is distributed among those employees 
who have been continuously in the company's 
service for two years preceding February 28th 
(the end of the company's financial year) and 
whose average rates of wages during the 
year, when employed, does not exceed £6 
(formerly £3) a week. Employees receiving 
over £6 a week also participate in the pro- 
fits, under another scheme, by means of a 
bonus varying with the profit of the year. 
The share of profit is paid to the workers in 
proportion to wages actually earned, with an 
addition of Z1 for each year of service. For 
example, if a man's actual earnings were 
£100, but he had been fifteen years in the 
firm's service, his share would be calculated 
on the sum of £115. Men serving in Н.М. 
Forces have received their share of the profits 
as though they were still in employment: 
their share has been calculated on what they 
would probably have earned if their employ- 
ment had not been interrupted. The share of 
profits is paid in cash: it has increased every 
year since the start, and in the last two or 
three years represented а very substantial 
addition to regular wages. 

The firm also have.a system of Work- 
people's Deposit Accounts, in which any 
person who has been in the employment of 
the firm for two years or over may deposit his 
or her savings, provided his or her salary does 
not exceed £300 a year. Employees must not 
deposit more than 25 per cent. of their wages 
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posit. Deposits receive interest at a rate vary- 
ing from a minimum of 5 per cent. to a maxi- 
mum of IO per cent., according to profits. 
When the dividend on ordinary shares ex- 
ceeds the average for the four years ended 
June, 1905, the rate of interest will beincreased 
by the same amount. Supposing, for example, 
the average for the four years mentioned was 
6 per cent, and the rate in one particular 
year was 8} per cent.; then depositors wou!d 
receive an additional 2] per cent., making 74 
per cent. in all. The fixed minimum interest 
is paid quarterly: the additional interest (if 
any), varying with the profits, is paid within 
three months of the close of the financial 
year. 

Savings may usually be drawn at a week's 
notice. In order to encourage permanent 
saving, however, the firm reserve the right, 
by giving notice, to close the account of any 
depositor who makes withdrawals too fre- 
quently. Accounts may also be closed for 
any other reason. Depositors leaving the 
firm's employment receive their deposits, with 
interest at the fixed minimum rate, but do 
not receive any share in theadditional interest 
(varying with profits) for the current financial 
year. 

The number of depositors at the end of 
March, 1919, was 678, who had £ 23,870 to their 
credit, an average of over £35 each. 

The firm have a Welfare Committee, which 
discusses such things as holidays, arrange- 
ment of hours, canteens, working conditions, 
etc. The workpeople's representatives are 
elected by ballot: the men's and the women's 
representatives sit together on the same Com- 
mittee. 

The firm regard the profit-sharing scheme 
‘as satisfactory ; it has strengthened the good 
feeling existing between themselves and their 
workpeople, and has called forth extra zeal on 
the part of the workers.

(Yorkshire Centre). Mr. Chorley, of the well- 
known firm of Messrs. Chorley and Pickers- 
gill, Electric Press, Leeds, presided over a 
crowded gathering of all sections of the craft, 
the hall being taxed to its utmost capacity. 

A magnificent display of colour printing 
from all parts of the world and examples of 
all the chief photo-processes were exhibited 
around the lecture hall forming one of the 
best collections ever shown in Leeds. 

The synopsis of the lecture included relief v. 
planographic methods of lithography, intaglie 
phases of lithography, evolution of the me- 
chanical appliances of the craft, the “АП” 
metal era, ancient and modern rotary litho 
machines, ** one," “two” and “ three "-colour, 
all kinds multicolour methods, etc., the advent 
of the revolutionary rubber offset machine, 
automatic feeders, the conquest of process 
work by the lithographer, high-light half. 
tone lithography and gigantography, screen 
posters, litho camera methods of colour print- 
ing, etc. 

The chairman complimented the lecturer 
upon the exceedingly interesting and instruc- 
tive matter which he had given them, and 
said that he was agreeably surprised at hav- 
ing learnt something that evening. He re- 
marked that he should go away more enthu- 
siastic than ever of the beautitul art-craft of 
lithography. eee. 

The President of the Yorkshire Centre pro- 
posed a hearty vote of thanks to Mr. Good- 
man and said that the lecture had been the 
best they had heard on the subject. He had 
derived the greatest pleasure and benefit from 
it, and hoped they would soon have a repeat 
visit from the lecturer. 

Mr.J. Thackrah seconded, remarking that 
it had been a real treat to him. He had had 
the pleasure of working with the lecturer 
many years ago in that very city and recalled 
many of the incidents of that time when the 
craft could not boast of the triumphs it had 
since made. 

Representatives of the craft from York, 
Huddersfield, Bradford, Wakefield, etc., all 
expressed their appreciation of the evening s 
work; one overseer from York remarking that 
although it would be past midnight before he 
reached York and he would then have nearly 
seven miles to walk home, he considered that 
the value of the lecture would well repay him 
the self-imposed task. 

The vote of thanks was carried with enthu- 
siasm, Mr. Goodman briefly responding.

Swiss Paper Exporis 


A General Export Licence, issued by the 
Swiss Federal Department of Public Econom у, 
and revocable at any time, authorised as from 
October roth last, the exportation of the 
following goods from Switzerland without 
the formality of an individual export licence 
in each case:—Fibrous materials for the 
manufacture of paper; grey pasteboard ; 
Straw and wood pasteboard, leatherboard, 
etc. ; blotting paper and blotting cardboard, 
filter paper, whether folded up for filtering or 
not; tissue paper, weighing 25 grammes or 
less per square metre; printing and writing. 
Paper, letter paper, and drawing paper, of 
one or more colours, not including news-print 
paper ; cardboard weighing over 200 grammes 
per square metre; casts and moulded articles 
of plaster, sulphur, Carton-pierre, papier- 
máché, cement, etc.; china clay (kaolin); 
machines for the manufacture and working of 
paper pulp and paper; for dyeing, for print- 
ing on tissues, for bleaching and dressing; 
manufactured rosins of all kinds, casein, etc.

Advancing Costs of Paper. 


As WAS anticipated there have 
come to hand several notifications of ad- 
vances in price on high-class writing and 
ledger paper. Bond papers, which after the 
armistice had fallen to 11d. per lb., have now 
got up to 15. 8d.,a very much higher price 
than was known at the mills during the war. 
Tinted papers, which were issued at not more 
than gd. per lb. at any time during the war, 
are now within a fraction of Is. per lb. Not- 


- withstanding this, it must be observed that. 


taken’ generally, paper is cheaper than it was 


' two years ago, for the reason that there is 


more of it, and still more to come. There is 


certainly no sign of satisfying the demand for 
a long time ahead, but at least there is no. 
official ration at work to create a separate' 


market of false values wherein the dealer can

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become the trade dictator. Paper may still 
be traversing circui*ous paths in its search for 
the ultimate user, but there is a known limit 
to its sale value which checks the expecta- 
tions of the vendors. Margins of profit are 
smaller than they were, and consignments 
must of necessity pass through a more refined 
circle in consequence. Relative values have 
come into their own, and we are no longer 
experiencing the anomalv of the more costly 
papers selling at a cheaper rate than those 
which were originally produced at half the 
price.

Supplies Difficult. 


THE condition of the mills to-day is that 
those making printiugs and E.S. writings are 
mainly concerned with reducing arrears. The 
bulk of the orders still in hand have been 
accepted only at open price. There are serious 
disadvantages in this mode of trading, but 
the trend of the labour and material markets 
is such that no other course is open to the 
mills. Until something like stability charac- 
terises the wood pulp trade it is impossible to 
conjecture the cost of paper a week ahead 
with anything like confidence or accuracy. 
Considering that some of the orders in hand 
at the mills will not be worked off for two or 
three months, it will be seen that firm prices 
are outside the bounds of business possibility. 
Fresh business is being turned down: every- 
where, and it is next to impossible for any 
new-comer in the trade to secure supplies. 
The fine paper mills are, if anything, in an 
even more congested state than the common 
mills, and stocks which had accumulated 
during the few quiet months early last year 
have long since been cleared. Some of the 
biggest mills are committed on making orders 
alone for the next six months. There is not 
the slightest hope of making for stock any- 
where, every sheet of paper being spoken for 
before it gets anywhere near the machine.

Printing Held Up. 


PRINTERS and other paper users are hold- 
ing up orders, waiting for supplies, and 
placing considerable orders wherever they 
can get them accepted, in the hope that, 
after working off their delayed jobs, they will 
have a surplus for stock. The general experi- 
ence is that immediately consignments arrive, 
they are entirely cleared and urgency sets in 
for new supplies. This sort of thing is likely 
to go on for another year or two considering 
the tremendous demand Tor stationery and 
printed matter.

The conditions in the trade have varied 
very little during the past month, says The 
Anglo-Norwegian Trade Journal, although 
perhaps there is a slight falling off in the de- 
mand for some classes of paper and boards. 
The probable reason for this is that during 
the preceding months orders came pouring in, 
and the mills in Scandinavia were simply 
overwhelmed, and, as a natural consequence, 
prices were pushed upwards, so that buyers, 
having placed all their requirements for some 
months to come, will withhold further orders, 
in the hopes that prices may fall again before 
they are in need of further supplies. Prices 
have been rapidly increasing during the past 
three to four weeks, and the following figures 
indicate, approximately, quotations of Scan- 
dinavian mills to-day. Freights still remain 
at the rate previously indicated, likewise in- 
surance against marine and war risk. The 
Norwegian and Swedish rates of exchange 
are falling, but at the present time are still 
above normal. With regard to the increase 
of prices for various classes of paper, perhaps 
the most marked is the case of M.G. mechani- 
cal cap, in thin substance d.c. 8 lbs., which is 
now quoted at a price almost equivalent to 
that of M.G. pure sulphite tissue. For M.G. 
70 per cent. mechanical cap mills are asking 
up to £100 per ton net. f.o.b., whilst for М.О. 
pure sulphite tissue in d.c. 7 lbs., orders can be 
placed at £110 per ton net. f.o.b. Prices for 
kraft papers have not varied, and orders can 
still be fixed up at £80 to £82 per ton net. 
f.o.b. Scandinavian ports. For unglazed white 
news in substance dc. 21 to 22 lbs. and up- 
wards, the price is now about £38 to £90 per 
ton net. f.o.b. There seems to be a fair de- 
mand for glazed transparent, white shade, and 
we understand that Swedish mills can enter- 
tain orders at price of £150 to £155 per ton 
net. fo.b. Kox-boards also have been ad- 
vanced in price, and the usual friction glazed 
quality leather boards, in ordinary substances, 
are being quoted at £38 to £39 per ton of 
1,000 kilos., whilst white wood pulp boards 
are quoted at £33 to £34 per 1,000 kilos., both © 
prices being net. f.o.b. Norwegian and Swedish 
ports. Dutch strawboards, unlined, based sub-

Messrs. Waite and Saville, of Otley, have 
patented an invention whereby the ink is 
removed from the wiping web 4 of an intaglio 
printing and embossing machine by a seraper 
3 co-acting with a grooved member 8, the 
scraper projecting into the groove 9 so as to 
bend the paper sufficiently to keep close con- 
tact between the web and scraper irrespective 
of the tension of the web. In one construction, 
the brackets 7 carrying the member 8 are 
mounted on a rock-shaft 6 which may be 
rocked by a handle against the action of a 


spring to facilitate the threading ol the paper 
the handle carrying a retaining pawl adapted 
to engage a notch in the frame r. The 
scraper 3 is mounted in slots 15 in end bear- 
ings 2, one of which is provided with a screw 
16 engaging the member 8 to adjust the posi- 
tion of the scraper іп the groove 9. A remov- 
able tray 17 is provided to collect the ink. In 
another construction, the member 8 is sta- 
tionary and the scraper is pivoted. 


Type Composing Machines., 


In an invention patented by Messrs. Roneo, 
Ltd., and W. Chipperfield, а manually- 
operated type-composing machine comprises 
a magazine having type troughs 5, Fig. 1, 
fixed around the periphery of a stationary 
conical or cylindrical frame 4,and a com- 
posing-stick 7 which is angularly adjustable 
to bring it beneath the required trough. The 
troughs 5 may be of the form shown in 
section in Fig. 3, апа the composing-stick 7, 
which is of corresponding form, is detachably 
carried by a radial frame 14 from a rotatable 
shaft 8. The shaft is rotated by means of 
gearing Іо and a notched disk 13, which can 
turn on a pivot 12 and is adapted to be en- 
gaged by pawls 17 on pivoted frames 15, 16. 
Varying degrees of movement are imparted 
to the frames by keys 23. The lowest type is 
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released from a magazine trough by means of 
a lever 25, Fig.2, having a tooth 27 which 
normally extends below the lower end of the 
trough. To each lever 25 is pivoted a lever 28 
having a projection 29 opposite to the lowest 
type but one. The levers 25, 28 are connected 
by a spring 30, and the lever 28 normally 
rests against а stop 31. Release of a type is 
effected by a lever 32 which is carried by the 
radial frame 14 and acts on that one of the 
levers 28 opposite to which it is set. The 


lever 32 is rocked by a collar 33 sliding 
on the shaft 8 and operated by a rod 34 pass- 
ing through the shaft and connected to a 
presser-bar or the like 35. When the bar 35 is 
depressed, the lever 28 is rocked so as to grip 
the lowest type but one, the lever 25 being 
then rocked to remove its tooth 27 from below 
the lowest type. In a modification, the lever 
32 acts on the levers 28 through a sliding 
plunger, and the frame 14 has teeth between 
which the levers 28 pass to hold the frame in 
position.

The labour item in your printing estimate 
may beanuncertain quantity. Theoverhead 
and underíoot cost may be as chaotic as the 
government of Russia, but one thing is or 
should be a certainty: the cost of your stock. 
Adding 25 per cent. to that cost and allowing 
for handling, etc., you should always make 
some money on а job the stock for which you 
supply. 

I have a suggestion to make in this connec- 
tion, accenting the stock item and assuring 
more than usual profit on it at all times. 

Briefly: Add a stock-room properly 
equipped to accommodate all kinds and 
sizes of paper, envelopes and cardboard. 
You may have a dark room being wasted 
now. Put shelves in it separated into com- 
partments for the standard sizes. Number 
and letter them for quick access. Keep a 
card index on a table near the door arranged 
under names and weights of paper, etc. Have 
a good strong light there (even a hand search- 
light) for quickly putting your hand on any- 
. thing. Let all lots be marked plainly with 
date of invoice and cost when put on shelves. 
Stock up fairly with standard makes and 
"Buy Paper of Yourself" for every job! 
Usually you can quote on stock which is 
before you, as a known quantity, thus 
handled. You can in this way "buy" to 
greatest advantage and sell the job by 
sample. The "odd lots" shelf may prove 
the most profitable of all; whereon you 
place leftovers and scraps, which you may 
watch and work off as ‘all velvet." 

The big advantage of this suggestion lies 
in making the stock and its cost actual, 
known items for safe figuring ; and the care 
of such attention as this will prevent an 
immense waste, otherwise due to lack of 
system, more than likely.

Mr. Couper 
dealt with several of the bibliographical and 
printing problems of the city. He showed 
that the late introduction of printing into the 
West was due to the fact that all require- 
ments were for a time met by Edinburgh, 
although some Glasgow authors had their 
works set up in London and on the Conti- 
nent. Mr. Couper also dealt with the origin 
of several early Glasgow issues, as well as 
with the printing press which Prince Charlie 
commandeered when he passed through Glas- 
gow in January 1746. Не indicated that ıt 
might be possible to displace the '' Protesta- 
tion " of 1638 as the first issue from a Glasgow 
press. Mr. Christie also showed a Geneva 
Bible (1580), used in the church at Crail by 
Archbishop Sharp.

STATIONERS. 
The Annual Report. 


The annual general meeting of the Em- 
ployers’ Federation of Envelope Makers and 
Manufacturing Stationers was held on Wed- 
nesday, last week, at the offices, Queen- 
Street-place, London. Mr. Henry Godfrey 
presided over a representative attendance. 
Among those present were—Messrs. James 
Gallie, T. Owen Jacobsen, J.P.; H. A. D. 
Wathen, W. F. Sinclair, H. F. G. Wood, J. 
Leonard Spicer, A. Spottiswoode Ritchie, and 
F. B. Adams. 

The report contained the following para- 
graphs: 

When the first report was issued to the 
members of the Federation in March of last 
year 1t was hoped that, so far as this industry 
was concerned, the war period with all its 
difficulties had ended, and that the expecta- 
tion might reasonably be entertained that 
even if pre-war conditions were not to be 
looked for, peace conditions would bring a 
period of greater stability, greater produc- 
tivity, and a gradual return to the normal. 
These hopes have not been justified. The year 
which has passed has been one of continuous 
difficulty for everyone engaged in the indus- 
try, and the outlook for the immediate future 
appears to justify the prediction that the period 
of reconstruction has not yet ended. In the 1019 
report the statement was made that “ continu- 
ous work had been proceeding upon the estab- 
lishment of the principle that the Federation 
represented an industry not hitherto organ- 
ised, with interests, processes and methods 
peculiar to itself." The year which has 
elapsed has seen that principle definitely ac- 
cepted on every hand, and the claim may 
fairly be made that the work accomplished 
shows that the Federation is now successfullv 
safeguarding the interests of those engaged in 
the industry. 


The Interim Industrial Reconstruction 
Committee has continued to meet at regu- 
lar intervals. The good feeling and desire 
to appreciate the point of view of the other 
side appears to become more marked. A 
schedule of wages appropriate to the various 
operations of the industry has been prepared 
and issued with the authority of the Com- 
mittee, and it has been agreed that all varia- 
tions in the rates of wage or eonditions of em- 
ployment in the industry shall in future be 
dealt with by the Committee on a national 
basis. The Joint Chairmen are giving evi- 
dence before the Merchandise Marks Act Com- 
mittee, and representations have been made to 
the Committee now sitting to consider the 
Workmen's Compensation Act, and to the 
Ministry of Labour on the subject of its pro- 
posed omnibus Trade Board for the Distribu- 
tive Trades. A considerable broadening of 
the base on which the Committee is built has 
recently taken place, and at future meetings 
of the Committee there will be two represen- 
tativesof the National U nion of Bookbinders 
and Machine Rulers, and a representative of 
the Printing and Kindred Trades Federation, 
in addition to the six representatives of the 
National Union of Printing and Paper 
Workers. It is hoped in the very near 
future to secure the assent of the Ministry 
of Labour to the alteration of the status of 
the Committee from that of an Interim 
Industrial Reconstruction Committee to that 
of a Joint Industrial Council. 


Wages and Conditions. 


During the past year there have been fur- 
ther advances in the rate of wage current in 
the industry, but it is hoped that conditions 
are now better stabilised and that the indus- 
try will be able to continue working for some 
time without the disturbance caused by re- 
current wage movements. At the time of the 
last settlement the Interim Industrial Recon- 
struction Committee attacked the problem of 
the contiuuance of pre-war piece work rates 
with percentage and war bonus additions, 
and for each rate current in the industry there 
is now an appropriate piece work basis rate 
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which supplies one of the two essential factors 
_ for the simple calculation of a piece rate for 
any worker engaged in any operation of the 
industry. | 

In April the Council recommended to the 
members the standardisation of existing prac- 
tice in regard to payment for holidays, and it 
may now be said that every worker engaged 
in the industry, including those engaged on 
piece work, receives a week's summer holiday 
on full pay, and payment for six statutory 
holidays in each year. 

A formal demand having recently been 
addressed to the employers in a kindred in- 
dustry fer a 44-hour week,the Council thought 
it advisable to ascertain the opinion of every 
member of this Federation as to his attitude 
towards such a demand were it to be made in 
this industry. The response was striking in 
its unanimity that in the present condition of 
industry any such concession would be fraught 
with disaster, not only to the employers, but 
also to the workers engaged in the industry. 

With regard to the Board of Trade Com- 
mittee of Inquiry into the conditions of the 
paper trade, the report states: There is very 
little need to remind members of the causes 
which led to the appointment of this Com- 
mittee. It should be placed on record that 
Mr. Henry Godfrey and Mr. T. G. Newland 
were appointed by the Board of Trade to 
serve on the Committee as representing the 
two sides of the Interim Industrial Recon- 
struction Committee for the industry. The 
Federation decided to offer evidence to the 
Committee as to the difficulties caused in this 
industry by the state of dislocation which had 
followed upon the removal of the restrictions. 
lt will be remembered that as a result of the 
report of the Committee the Government re- 
considered its decision, and under the modi- 
fied system of control confidence was restored, 
and the industry enabled to proceed uninter- 
ruptedly with the work of reconstruction and 
reconstitution from war conditions. 

The Council and the Interim Industrial Re- 
construction Committee considered the pre- 
paration of a special scheme for the industry 
under the Ministry of Labour's Broken Ap- 
prenticeship scheme. This proved to be 
impracticable, but after consultation with 
the Training Department of the Ministry of 
Labour members were advised that their craft 
apprentices would be dealt with under the 
provisions of schemes which had been ap- 
proved by the Department, and the represen- 
tatives of the workers undertook on their part 
to see that their people were advised to take 
advantage of these schemes for the mitigation 
of the difficulty created by the return to in- 
dustry of apprentices after as much as four or 
even five years absence on war service. 

The proposals affecting the national 
scheme for the employment of disabled 
eX-service men put forward by the Minis- 
try of Labour were dealt with by the 
Interim Industrial Reconstruction Committee, 
and as a result of the representations which 
were made, the Ministry of Labour agreed to 
recognise a special percentage of 2 per cent. of 
the total number of workpeople employed as 


that appropriate to the conditions obtaining 
in this industry. 


Double Day Shifts. 


In view of the need for greater production, 
the Council has been considering the possi- 
bility of double day shifts being worked in the 
industry. So far it has not been found prac- 
ticable to make any recommendation to mem- 
bers. A certain amount of information is 
available as to experimental arrangements of 
this character which are being put into force, 
but, meantime, it seems to the Council to be 
undesirable that individual firms should take 
action in this matter pending the approval of 
a definite scheme which would have regard 
for the interests of the industry as a whole. 

In moving the adoption of the report, the 
Chairman observed that the activities of the 
Federation, as the members were well aware, 
were more extensive than would be gathered 
from the report itself. He emphasised the 
claim made in the report that the Federation 
had been recognised as representing an in- 
dustry which, although but recently organised, 
had interests, processes,and methods peculiar 
to itself. He laid especial stress upon the ex- 
cellent progress made in the short period of 


less than two years during which the Federa- , 


tion had been at work. 

With regard to the Interim Industrial Re- 
construction Committee, he mentioned the 
excellent relationship which existed between 
the two sides of the table, the admirable 
spirit which characterised the discussions, 
and the obvious desire to arrive at decisions 
which should be equitable for everybody en- 
gaged in the industry. 

Speaking of the recent appearance of the 
Joint Chairmen before the Merchandise Marks 
Act Committee, he alluded to the difficulties 
created by the war period in procuring ex- 
hibits to show how foreign manufacturers 
were in the habit of endeavouring to repre- 
sent their productions as of British origin. 
He thought the Committee had been im- 
pressed by the evidence submitted to them 
and particularly by the emphatic endorse- 
ment of the need of the Industry for assistance 
in this matter which came from Mr. Swift as 
representing the organised workers. 

Mr. J. Leonard Spicer seconded the adoption 
of the report, and congratulated the members 
of the Federation on the work which had been 
done. 

The re-election of Mr. Godfrey as President 
was proposed by Mr. J. Leonard Spicer, who 
spoke of Mr. Godfrey's desire to relinquish 
office, and urged strongly that this was not 
desirable as problems were still pending 
which made it undesirable there should be 
any change at the helm of the Federation. 
(Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Jas. Gallie seconded the resolution, and 
also pressed the point that the time had not 
yet arrived for a change in the Presidential 
office. 

The resolution was carried unanimously. 

On the question of appointing a treasurer 
great regret was expressed that Mr. F. B.

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Recent Developments and Prospects. 


In his illuminating report on the trade of 
India, H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner thus 
sets forth the position of the manufacture of 
paper in that country :— 

Before the war there were about half a- 
dozen paper mills in India, the largest being 
near Calcutta. These had been established 
for some years, but, notwithstanding the fact 
that India produces a great variety of suitable 
papermaking materials, the Indian mills were 
consistently undersold before the war in 
many descriptions of finished paper, and, 
further, they made use of a great quantity— 
some 13,000 tons in the year 1913—of im- 
ported wood pulp. At the outbreak of war, 
the grass variously known as sabai, baib 
or bhabar, with a stiffening of imported 
chemical wood pulp, was the staple material 
used for the better class papers in the majority 
of the mills, while the lower grades of paper 
were made from waste paper, grass, jute and 
hemp waste, with liberal quantities of china 
clay. Before the war capital was shy of the 
prospects in the Indian paper trade, and the 
industry was in a very precarious position. 


Local Pulps. 


With the progress of the war the consequent 
difficulties of obtaining wood pulp fiom 
Europe drove the Indian mills to the in- 
creased use of sabai grass, and simultaneously 
directed yet more attention to the other 
available raw materials; whilst the higher 
prices obtained for their products enabled the 
principal Indian companies to make provision 
for extensive refitting of their mills, so that, 
after the war, they might be better qualified 
to meet renewed competition with European 
makers, as well as the competition with 
America and Japan, which has grown since 
the war began. But even when the Indian 
paper mills are equipped with the up-to date 
machinery, economical power, and all avail- 
able means of utilising waste products, much 
will depend upon the extent to which asso- 
ciated industries are developed in India. 

Whatever raw materials may be used— 
whether grass or wood or rags —they all re- 
quire to be chemically treated before they can 
produce paper. Up to now, bleaching 
powder, caustic soda, rosin for sizing, china 
clay and alumino-ferric have all been im- 
ported, as have been also the colours used for 
toning white papers and dyeing coloured 
papers. Oflate years some use has been made 
of the rosin produced at the Government dis- 
tilleries, and there are now prospects of china 
clay being produced on a commercial scalein 
India. The use of the electrolytic method of 
bleaching is also practicable. With a wealth 
of fibres to draw upon, and with an adequate 
local supply of chemicals at a reasonable 
price, India certainly ought to be in a position 
notonly to produce the whole of her require- 
ments of ordinary paper, but also to become 
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one of the great pulp exporters. It will be 
some years, however, before this becomes an 
accomplished fact. In the meantime, it will 
be of interest to note the progress made 
during the war in the manufacture of certain 
descriptions of paper formerly imported. 

Thin bank paper, used for typewriting, is 
now produced in Bengal, so is the soft-sized 
impression paper for use with duplicating 
machines. Toilet paper is now being pro- 
duced in India. Quite satisfactory wax paper 
is also being made by an Indian firm in Cal- 
cutta. So far, satisfactory carbon paper has 
not yet been produced, but it is understood 
that a European firm in Calcutta is proposing 
to make it. Indian mills have now produced 
a suitable board for post cards, and no fewer 
than 63,000,000 cards have been provided for 
out of the indigenous material. 


Imports Still Needed. 


Though an advance has been made in the 
output of manufactured stationery — writing 
paper, envelopes, etc.—it 1s probable that for 
some years to come the finer qualities of 
writing paper and special drawing and print. 
ing papers will continue to be imported. 
Strawboards, used for bookbinding, were 
formerly imported from Holland and other 
European countries, but since the war Japan 
has secured this trade. Anattempt was made 
in Calcutta in 19060 to make these boards, but 
owing to climatic conditions, was not a suc- 
cess. There are, however, prospects of the 
production in India of strawboards and 
machine- made  pasteboaid of European 
quality at a comparatively early date. 

Mention should here be made of a most im- 
portant industrial venture which will pro- 
bably prove to be of the greatest importance 
to India. Messrs Andrew Yule and Co,, of 
Calcutta, in association with a prominent firm 
of British makers, are seeking a largebamboo 
forest concession near Chittagong, and intend 
to manufacture paperpulpandalso paper of all 
kinds on a large scale, with the nost modern 
and economical plant to be obtained. Such 
a scheme should not only be of valueto India, 
but should also be of importance in keeping 
within the Empire a certain amount of trade 
which would otherwise be placed with our 
foreign competitors. 


Opportunity for British Engineers. 


In another section of the report dealing 
with paper mill machinery it is stated that 
the manufacture of paper in India will be 
largely extended in future, Therearealready 
at least half. a- dozen well equipped mechani- 
cally driven plants in the country, mainlv 
situated in Bengal. It isstrongly urged that 
British firms who specialise in complete paper- 
making plants should place themselves 1n 
touch with the London houses of paper mills 
in India, and it would be well worth their 
while to send a representative to watch their 
interests in India and the Far East. 
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IF you are in the trade, why not trade with 
а "real trade newspaper"? ‘Thats the sort 
of reciprocity that-pays all concerned.

Annual Conference Discusses a Variety 


of Important 


The nineteenth administrative council con- 
ference of the Printing and Kindred Trades 
Federation of the United Kingdom was held 
at Edinburgh on Wednesday, Thursday and 
Friday last week, the new offices of the Na- 
tional Union of Printing and Paper Workers 
being placed at the disposal of the conference. 
These offices have recently been acquired by 
the Women's Branch of the Union in Edin- 
burgh, the freehold costing £1,500. The local 
branch of the union is most enthusiastic about 
these new premises, which are situated in 
quite the most select quarter of Edinburgh, 
and provide sufficient accommodation for 
other branches of the union to have offices as 
well. The members levied upon themselves a 
contribution of 2d. per week for the purpose 
of maintaining the offices, which also provide 
facilities for a social club. 

The new offices were formally opened on 
Tuesday by the Rt. Hon. C. W. Bowerman, 
' M.P., president of the Printing and Kindred 
Trades Federation, the ceremony being at- 
tended by members of the Scottish Master 
Printers’ Alliance (Mr. G. D. Stewart and Mr. 
J. Waterston), whilst Scottish papermakers 
were represented by Mr. W. L. Tod, president 
of the Papermakers’ Association. 

With regard to the conference, over which 
Mr. Bowerman presided, there were 54 dele- 
gates present representing a membership of 
1 50,000. 

The 44 Hours. 


On the question of the 44 hours, a great 
deal of consideration was given to the fact 
that the conference with the Federation of 
Master Printers had proved to be barren of 
results, and the Federation was, of course, 
bound to take into consideration the prepon-

derating vote in favour of the demand. The 
delegates were anxious, however, to proceed 
upon lines of friendly negotiation, rather than 
to take extreme action, and it was ultimately 
decided to refer the matter to the federated 
societies for instructions. When these are to 
hand, there will be a special meeting of the 
administrative council to determine what 
steps should be taken in the matter. 


Unemployment Insurance, 


. It was agreed that therepresentativesof the 
societies upon the Joint Industrial Council 
should co-operate with the employers for the 
purpose of endeavouring to formulate a satis- 
factory scheme for contracting out of the Un- 
employment Insurance Bill. It was recog- 
nised that the demands made in the Bill were 
very exacting in this direction, as it will be 
necessary to include practically every worker 
in the printing trade throughout the country. 
The opinion of the council is that if a con- 
tracting out scheme can be drafted, it will be 
possible to give much more benefit than can 
be secured under the Bill now before Parlia- 
ment. 

The question of the amalgamation of the 
various unions was reported upon and a 
scheme which had already been drafted was 
referred back for amendment. When the 
drafting committee has accomplished this it 
will again be referred to a conference of the 
societies which are interested in the matter. 

The officers were all re-elected, and it was 
decided to increase the size of the executive 
committee by two members owing to the fact 
that additional interests are being allied to 
the Federation. lt was decided that the con- 
ference should be held next year in April at 
Brighton. 
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‘On Friday the members of the conference 
were entertained to luncheon in the city 
chambers by the Lord Provost J. W. Chesser. 

Proposing the toast of the Federation, the 
Lord Provost said that the printing trade was 
one of the oldest industries of Edinburgh ; it 
Had brought great renown on the city, and it 
had brought to the city much advantage and 
solid material benefit. (Applause.) There 
were over 100 printing establishments in 
Edinburgh, and these in the aggregate em- 
ployed between 7,000 and 8,000 people. He 
was informed that there were now 150,000 
members in the Federation, and that it em- 
bracéd 23 or 24 trade unions. He wished the 
Federation prosperity and success. (Ap- 
plause.) 

Mr. Bowerman, in reply, said that no other 
city, perhaps except London, could show such 
a long line of men who had devoted them- 
selves to the printing trade. They had made 
the printing industry of Edinburgh in a sense 
an industry of the world. (Applause.) 

Mr. Peter Begg, of Messrs. R. and R. Clark, 
Edinburgh, proposed “ The Lord Provost and 
Corporation of Edinburgh." He said that 
the printing trade in Edinburgh was in as 
prosperous a condition as it had ever been. 
During the war there was not a more dismal 
sight than the interior ef an Edinburgh print- 
ing office. It was very depressing to go 
through the works and find that fully half of 
the machinery was standing idle for the want 
of men. There was, however, the proud feel- 
ing that these men were serving their country. 
It was very dismal to carry on during these 
years, knowing that the outcome would very 
probably be, if not altogether on the wrong 
side, very little on the right side. Printing 
was now costing a very great deal, and the 
question was arising in the mind of many 
publishers whether certain works could be 
published at the price which must now be de- 
manded. Things were bound to right them- 
selves. The great thing was that the people 
who sat on opposite sides of the table in the 
old days were gathered round the table in 
perfect harmony. (Applause.) 


AT the. monthly meeting of the Printing, 
Bookbinding, and Kindred Trades Overseers’ 
Association, on Tuesday evening, Mr. A. W. 
Williamson delivered one of his very instruc- 
tive lectures on “ Costing.” The association 
is holding its annual dinner on Saturday next 
at the Connaught Rooms, when a large 
assembly of ladies and gentlemen is expected. 
Reports of both gatherings will appear in our 
next issue.

rir. D. W. Allport again Entertains the 
Members. 


Mr. А. E. Jarvis presided over another well- 
attended meeting of the Parent Association 
at the "Old Веі," Holborn, on Tuesday, 
April 6th. 

The minutes of the previous monthly meet- 
ing and the special general meeting were 
read by the General Secretary, Mr. E. W. 
Whittle, and adopted. 

The following new members, who had been 
duly nominated, were elected to membership : 
—Mr. William Adams (Messrs. E. Hulton and 
Co. Ltd. Overseer- Composing, Evening 
Standard.) Mr. А.Ј. Golding (Messrs. Percival

The new members who were present were 
given a cordial welcome by the President. 

The President submitted a report on the 
salary question and mentioned that the com- 
mittee which was dealing with this matter 
would be glad of more data to work upon. 

Mr. Whittle read a letter from Mr. Berryman, 
who had recently undergone an operation, 
but is now out of hospital. Mr. Berryman 
remarked that he was making steady progress 
toward complete recovery, and after the 
hustle of business life it was not an unwel- 
come change to take his convalescence in the 
quiet place where he lived. In thanking the 
General Secretary for his letter, the ex- 
president asked to be remembered to all old 
friends. 

А feature of the evening's programme was 
a lecture entitled "Four Typical American 
Poets and Humorists,” by Mr. Denison W. 
Allport, whose re-appearance before the 
members was hailed with pleasure. Mr. All- 
port has a remarkable memory and for an 
hour and a quarter, without a single note, he 
entertained his audience in a most agreeable 
manner. Biographical details and extracts 
from poems were given forth in an uninter- 
rupted flow of oratory and with striking 
dramatic effect. He dealt first with James 
Russell Lowell, and in addition to giving a 
graphic account of the stirring period in 
which he lived, Mr. Allport quoted extensively 
from the poet's works, including the famous 
" Biglow Papers." John Greenleaf Whittier, 
the Quaker poet, was next presented, and the 
recitation of “ John Brown” and “ Barbara 
Freitchie" made a deep impression. Proceed- 
ing with a sketch of Col. John Hay, a real 
American, Mr. Allport recited in his inimitable 
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style the story of “Jem Bludso " and “The 
Enchanted Shirt." Will Carlton was the next 
American poet dealt with, and the recitation 
of the First and Second Settlers' Stories, the 
former of considerable length, emphasised the 
wonderful memory and great dramatic 
powers of the lecturer, whose discourse was 
punctuated with approving applause. 

Mr. J. French, proposing a vote of thanks to 
Mr. Allport, eulogised the efforts of that 
gentleman, particularly in emphasising the 
emotional and exaggerated styles of the 
American poets, and remarked that there 
were many examples of American poetry 
that would last as long as our own. 

Mr. J. A. B. Reed seconded the resolution. 
He observed that while there were elements of 
sadness in many of the recitations given that 
night, as there was, of course, in all good 
things, there was also the moral lesson which 
Will Carlton taught with such effect on the 
fact that words once uttered could never be 
withdrawn. These had a moral for all of 
them, because in their business life there were 
times when a man was inclined to make 
utterances which he would wish to withdraw, 
and the only thing was to try and cure that 
tendency. The lectures which were provided 
for the members were very instructive, and 
they as overseers knew how tactful they had 
to be. 

Mr. G. H. T. Freeman, in supporting the 
resolution, spoke of his leaning towards the 
human side of literature as revealed by Will 
Carlton and Whittier. Не regarded that 
night's lecture as one of the best they had had. 

Mr. W. H. Gill also paid a tribute to the 
lecture and the lecturer, and the resolution 
was carried with acclamation. 

Mr. Allport, in reply, expressed the hope 
that he might on sorne future occasion have 
the large privilege of again looking into the 
te Ment and kindly faces he saw before

He served on 
the Technical Committee of the Newspaper 
Society in 1894 to discuss various questions 
arising out of the daily newspaper scales of 
the L.S.C. Later, with the same committee, 
he helped to arrange the first scale with the 
L.S.C. and the Newspaper Proprietors for 
working the linotype machine, the late Mr. 
Hance, of the Chronicle, and Sir J. Le Sage, of 
the Daily Telegraph, being at various times 
chairmen. He was a member of the council 
and president (1906) of the London Master 
Printers' Association and also member and 
chairman of several committees. He wasalso 
one of the first members of committee, and 
afterwards vice-president of the Linotype 
Users' Association of Great Britain, which 
arranged the scales for working linotypes in 
the provinces, besides adjusting many dis- 
putes in London and various parts of the 
country. 

Co-opted as a member of the Newspaper 
Proprietors’ Association Technical Com- 
mittee from its commencement until 1917, for 
several years he acted as chairman. o this 
committee all labour questions in connection 
with London daily and weekly newspapers 
were referred for settlement. A member of St. 
Bride Technical School Committee, he was 
chairman in 1917 and 1g18. He was also a 
member of the Advisory Committee of the 
School of Arts and Crafts, Southampton-row, 
and of the Borough Polytechnic Printing 
School, besides being lecturer to the various 
technical schools. 

In addition to being a member of the City 
Labour Exchange Committee, Mr. Hart did 
good work as chairman of the National Ad- 
visory Committee for the Printing Trade for 
the employment of wounded soldiers and 
sailors. Then he was chairman of the Lon- 
don Local Advisory Committee for employ- 
ment of wounded soldiers. In conjunction 
with the L.C.C., he established, 15 years ago, 
the first evening classes, specially arranged for 
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printers’ boys, which are still carried on at 
Wild-street School, Drury-lane, and to which 
many boys have reason to be grateful for an 
improved education. 

This is but a brief outline of the public work 
of Mr. George Eaton Hart, whose broad sym- 
pathies and long experience led him to give a 
helping hand in every good cause associated 
with the craft which he loves so well.

The New Wage Demands. 


THe Federation of Master Printers has re- 
ceived from the Lithographers’ Union a 
request for a conference to consider a 
memorial for 20s. a week advance in wages 
for the whole country. The Typographical 
Association and the Rulers and Binders have 
made similar requests with regard to an 
application for 20s a week advance to all 
their members in England and Wales. A 
similar request from the Federated Unions in 
London has reference to an advance of 15s. a 
week. To consider these requests, there is 
being held to-day (Thursday) a special meet- 
ing of the Master Printers’ Labour Committee, 
at which representatives of kindred employers' 
associations are also to be present.

+: Natsopa ” Memorial Ноте. 
MR. A. F. BLAbEs, President of the Federa- 
tion of Master Printers, has issued an appeal 
on behalf of the home which the members of 


the National Society of Operative Printers 
and Assistants are to erect in memory of their 
341 colleagues who gave their lives in the 
Great War. In issuing his appeal, Mr. Blades 
draws attention to the fact that the members 
of the society itself are contributing very 
largely to the project, and by a levy will pro- 
vide something like £20,000 towards the 
scheme in hand. That there is a need for such 
an institution, and for the sanatoria part of 
it as well, is shown by the fact that special 
research by the Insurance Commissioners has 
proved that consumption is responsible for 
one out of every seven deaths in the printing 
industry generally, and one out of three 
deaths among machine room assistants, and it 
is only by prompt treatment, such as is pro- 
posed, that many valuable lives can be saved. 
Mr. Blades has already been promised various 
amounts toward the fund, but. spurred on by 
his own generous disposition, he is anxious 
that employers in the printing trade should 
make worthy contributions towards the 
Natsopa Memorial Home, and master printers 
have never been slow to support benevolent 
movements, especially when connected with 
their own craft. 


A Source of Paper Supplies. 


Tue Belgian papermakers are finding their 
feet wonderfully well and quickly. Orders 
are in hand for marble papers and flints to 
an extent which will count this year out and 
the next one in. Prices are high and going 
higher every week ; and as the demand is far 
and away in excess of the possible supply, 
there is no hope of anything but a constantly 
rising price for at least the next twelve 
months. A vast amount of greaseproof and 
vegetable parchment is being sent out from 
Belgium, and some of the grades which have 
passed under our notice are remarkably fine. 
In particular, we have seen samples of dyed 
vegetable parchments of very thick substance, 
which could hardly be distinguished from 
vellum skin in appearance. Probably no 
other mill in the world could equal the one 
that makes these parchments, for the produc- 
tion of so stout a sheet in varying degrees of 
hardness and perfect in colouring is a per- 
formance demanding an extremely high order 
of scientific skill and long experience.

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Mr. Stanley Cousins Honoured. 


Great Tribute from the Pulp, Paper, Printing 


and Publishing Trades 


Mr. Stanley Cousins enjoyed a unique birth- 
day party at the Connaught Rooms, on 
Thursday, when some 150 friends in the paper, 
pulp, publishing and printing industry enter- 
tained him to a complimentary luncheon at 
the Connaught Rooms. Viscount Burnham, 
who presided, with whom was Mr. Cousins, 
received the visitors on arrival. Among the 
large company supporting Lord Burnham at 
the luncheon, apart from the guest of honour, 
were Lord Riddell, Sir Geo. Newnes, Sir T. 
Vansittart Bowater, Bart. ; Sir Geo. Sutton, 
Sir Campbell Stuart, Sir Andrew Caird, Mr. H. 
A. Vernet, Mr. W. R. Codling, C.B. (Con- 
troller of the Stationery Office), Mr. H. G. 
Spicer, Mr. C. R. Seddon, Col. Sheldon, Mr. R. 
Erikson. Mr. H. Becker, Mr. Wm. C. Corke, 
Mr. T. D. Nuttall, Mr. Stanley J. Galpin, Mr. G. 
Buchanan, Mr. W. C. Powers, Mr. F. L. Cayzer, 
Major Bowater, Mr. S. Nicol, Mr. E. Flygt, Mr. 
Arthur Baker, Mr. Chas. Baker, Mr. C. Green- 
halgh, Mr. H. G. Bradly, Mr. J S. Elias, etc.

Following the toast of " The King," Vis- 
count Burnham read a telegram from Spain 
bv Mr. Howard Corbett of The Times. Mr. 
Corbett regretted that a holiday in Spain 
happened just when he would like to spend 
one day in town to congratulate Mr. Cousins 
on attaining his 5oth birthday. The guest 
would receive the congratulations of many 
good friends, for all in the papermaking in- 
dustry knew of his untiring efforts for the 
industry during the war period. Consumers 
of the precious commodity were equally, if 
not more, grateful and glad to realise they 
had such a man to help them. 


Viscount Burnham's Tribute. 


Viscount BURNHAM was received with 
cheers on rising to propose ‘the health of 
"Our Guest." His lordship described that as 
a notable occasion and a notable gathering 
of a notable trade. (Hear, hear) It was a 
big meeting of those engaged in the paper 
trade and—he would not call them the asso- 
ciated, but the subordinate industries, because, 
of course, they all lived there on paper, and 
other necessities of life did not matter so much 
to them. 

They were there to celebrate the 5oth birth- 
day of the most popular man in the paper 
trade, their friend Mr. Stanley Cousins. 
(Cheers) He (Lord Burnham) had a special 
reason to be glad to have the honour of pre- 
siding on that occasion, because it was from 
the offices of the Daily Telegraph that Mr. 
Stanley Cousins had his first introduction into 
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business life. Some thirty years ago their 
friend had a letter ef introduction from the 
London manager of the Daily Telegraph paper 
mills at that time (Mr. Richard Lloyd), which 
took Mr. Stanley Cousins to the great house 
of Spicer, and once he started he never looked 
back. (Applause.) Their guest was respon- 
sible, he believed, for an output of not less 
than 4,500 tons of paper a week, which meant 
in turn not less than 6,000 tons of raw ma- 
terial, the very call for which was making the 
difficulties of some of them so serious at the 
present moment. Mr. Stanley Cousins was 
connected, and had been for many years con- 
nected, with many of the most important 
papermaking firms and companies of the 
country, Messrs. Albert Reed and Co., Ltd., 
for instance, and latterly especially with the 
Imperial Paper Mills. There were many other 
concerns, of course, which claimed part of his 
allegiance, and he ventured to think that he 
had been equally faithful to all of them. 
(Hear, hear.) They all knew the hearty grasp, 
the honest gaze, the voice that meant all that it 
said. (Applause.) It was just the hearty grasp 
and the honest gaze which had been but the 
reflex of the honest character, which, in spite 
of the keenness of trade competition, had 
made Mr. Stanley Cousins universally re- 
spected and universally popular among his 
colleagues. (Cheers.) Their guest was far 
from being at the end of his career. He had 
many more worlds to conquer. (Hear, hear.) 
lt was a happy thing that they were able to 
wish him well at this mile post in his life, 
when he could glance back with satisfaction 
and look forward with confidence. Mr. 
Stanley Cousins was pre-eminently a popular 
man among them —in the paper trade. 
Whether any papermaker was really popular 
outside the paper trade he (Lord Burnham) 
had his doubts, because the papermaker was 
regarded as being a man who battened on the 
necessities of the community, and he was 
made responsible here in England for all that 
was done in other countries, over which we 
had no control. He had to bear the brunt of 
all the public displeasure aroused by having 
to pay more for paper in whatever form it 
was consumed, whether for intellectual or 
other purposes. (Laughter.) 


The Question of Suppiy. 


His Lordship went on to speak of the ex- 
tended uses of paper, and said the paper trade 
was becoming more and more entitled to 
claim its pride of place amongst the staple 
trades, not only of this country, but of the 
whole Empire. Опе heard strange tales of 
the way in which the publications of this 
country were used in the Far East, and tbe 
speaker instanced a case on the confines of 
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the Chinese Empire where a hut was papered 
with past issues of the Morning Advertiser. 
Proceeding, his Lordship said we were now 
suffering from what was termed a paper 
famine, which was due to what was a real 
world shortage, and what was happening now 
was pregnant with a meaning for all of them 
there who believed that, although they could ^ 
not perhaps ever be self-sufficient to them- 
selves in the British Empire, still they ought 
to be able to draw more largely than they had 
done from the output of the Great Dominions 
beyond the seas. (Hear, hear.) In fact, it was 
difficult to see, with the increasing use of 
paper for every sort of purpose, how the sup- 
ply could be made up unless the resources, 
particularly of the Dominion of Canada, were 
utilised to far greater power and potency than 
they were now. (Hear, hear.) They must 
recollect that even looking at it from the 
" news " point of view, it was certain that as 
new areas of the world were brought more 
and more within the range of knowledge, 
there would be an increasing demand for 
" news" which was to be met from the exist- 
ing supply. They knew that paper was used | 
for many other purposes in a concentrated . 
form, which would increase probably as the 
mechanical appliances and scientific inven- 
tions grew, and for that also they had to de- 
pend upon the present area of supply. In ad- 
dition fo that, for years to come the crippling 
of Eastern and Middle Europe would undoubt- 
edly cut off what papermakers might have 
looked upon as the main reason for cutting 
down the price. There was not likely to be 
for many years any effective competition from, 


Germany in the paper trade, and they knew , 


very well that the mere fact that Italy had had 
to draw upon the West for its paper, instead 
of upon Austria, had contributed to the pre- 
sent scarcity and tended to raise the prices to 
their present level. 


The Resources of the Empire. 


АП these things would throw an additional 
responsibility upon the leaders of the paper- 
making industry, and it wa$ up to them to do 
all they could to interest, not only the users 
of paper on a big scale, but the whole of the 
commercial community in the development 


of their resources in what was the prime . 


necessity of civilised life. Не was quite 
certain there was every disposition in this: 
country to do what they could to develop the 
resources of the Dominions. (Hear, hear.) 
A friend of his who was sometimes thought to 
carry his enthusiasm to the point of eccen- 
tricity believed that we could pay off the 
enormous figures of our debt, not once, but 
twice over, if only the Empire were prepared, . 
оп its common credit, to raisesufficient money 
to develop the latent resources which were 
available оп every hand in many of the 
great lines of industrial and commercial life. 
It would be our duty here soon to set our- 
selves in downright earnest to developing the 
paper resources of the Empire, since for years 
to come there was likely to be a stringency 
which would act most prejudicially upon the 
whole of our national life, and even upon the 
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common life of our community of nations. 
No newspaper man could look without a 
great deal of fear to the coming years, which 
were likely to prove almost too heavy for 
smaller peopleto bear,and which would see the 
end of many publications which had had a 
value as contributing to the efficiency and 
knowledge of the people, and might seriously 
handicap also free access to information and 
to knowledge in all its forms that a costly 
Press-—-and the Press would be costly if paper 
was costly— was bound to entail. Therefore 
they welcomed the fact that they had at the 
head of the industry men of such private 
enterprise and public spirit as Mr. Stanley 
Cousins. (Cheers) Не did not like to call 
him a paper Colossus (laughter), but he was 
quite certain that if a statue was ever put up 
to him, it would not be made of wood, as was 
the case with Hindenburg, but of compressed 
paper. (Laughter and applause.) Although 
they were not there to suggest the erection 
of a statue to Mr. Stanley Cousins, they were 
there to wish him many more years of health 
and happiness and of public and private use- 
fulness, and to tell him that there was nobody 
who by the sincerity and integrity of his life 
had earned more confidence from his fellows 
than he, and that was why they were there to 
do him honour that day, and why he (Lord 
Burnham) was proud to be the spokesman on 
that occasion. (Loud cheers) He asked 
them to drink to the health of their friend and 
wish him many happy returns of the day. 
(Loud cheers.) 

The toast was accorded musical honours 
and cheers. | 

А Presentation. 


Lon» BuRNHAM then presented Mr. Stanley 
Cousins with a silver tea-service as a token of 
their friendship. 

The testimonial, he said, was the result of 
the unsolicited admiration of all those who 
wished to contribute, and in not one single 
case had anything been asked for. The in- 
scription, which had yet to be made, would 
express their feelings towards Mr. Cousins and 
his family, and he (the chairman) hoped their 
guest would accept it as a small token ex- 
pressing their good-will and best wishes. 
(Cheers.) 

Mr. STANLEY Cousins, who on rising to 
respond was accorded a most enthusiastic 
reception, said :—- My Lords and gentlemen, 
firstly, let me thank you for your hospitality 
in entertaining me in this princely fashion. I 
appreciate the honour shown me by Viscount 
Burnham presiding at this luncheon, seeing 
that it is thirty-seven years sincel entered the 
paper trade, as he has already informed you. 
through the aid of the powerful journal which 
his Lordship so ably controls. But my con- 
nection with Fleet-street goes back to 1834, as 
in that year my grandfather was madea part. 
ner in the firm of bank-note engravers, Perkins, 
Bacon and Petch, so you will see that I am 
fully qualified for "paper land." Since the 
time the hon. secretary mooted the idea of a 
small luncheon party on April 8th, I have had 
the misfortune to lose my esteemed co-director, 
Mr. Albert E. Reed, otherwise I know others 
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would have been here to-day. It is twenty- 
five years since Í joined him, and during that 
period we had a most pleasant business rela- 
tionship. He has passed away, and left an 
honoured name behind him, and except for 
his death my other two colleagues, his sons, 
would have been present to-day, but I know 
they are in spirit. (Hear, hear.) 


Future of the Industry. 


Before passing on to the more serious part 
of my reply, I should like to thank the hon. 
secretary and also the committee, all of whom 
are friends of very long standing, for the ex- 
cellent arrangements they have made for us 
allto-day. And now, sir, if you will allow 
me a few minutes I should like to refer to the 
question which is uppermost in all our 
thoughts, :.e., the future of the great industry 
which most of us in this room represent, in 
some shape or other, and one which permeates 
to nearly every being in the land. 

Pre-war, we consumed and exported from 
this country 33,000 tons of paper and boards 
weekly, of which two-thirds were manufac- 
tured in this country. Theremaining tonnage 
wasimported from Scandinavia,Germany,Hol- 
land, Belgium, Austria, and our Colonies, and 
it was largely because paper was dumped here 
by Germany that prices were kept down so low 
that most British makers had not the heart to 
go ahead with new enterprises. Could you 
blame them under the circumstances? ("No.") 
This low price of paper meant very low prices 
for raw materials, and I, personally, do not 
consider that pre-war most of the pulp manu- 
facturers received a satisfactory price for their 
products. Especially do I refer to the mechani- 
cal wood pulp makers. (Hear, hear.) | 

Owing to the war,littleor nothing was being 
done during that period in the pulp and paper 
industry. We now come up against a world 
shortage, which is likely to lastfor some time, 
because, as far as Í can see, as quickly as pulp 
mills are put down, or should be, the world 
demand for paper will be increased. Conse- 
quently unless we go ahead with pulp pro- 
positions speedily the price is bound to keep 
up, and I may say even go higher, but I hope 
not. (Hear, hear.) 


Cost of Raw Materials, 


Taketo-day,forinstance. The present quota- 
tions average just seven times pre-war prices 
for pulps alone (an advance of 600 per cent.), 
leaving out the question of all other extra 
costs in the manufacture of paper, such as 
coal, wages, transport, etc., in fact everything 
we use. Personally, | cannot agree that this 
60e per cent. is justified. (Hear, hear.) But, 
-of course, whilst the demand exceeds the 
supply there is no telling to what height it 
will go, but if suppliers of raw material would 
be satisfied with a very handsome and sub- 
stantial profit per ton they could put their 
goods in at anything between 4-41 times pre- 
war prices, which would then save this 
industry on raw materials alone, exclusive of 
that supplied by our Colonies, a sum of nearly 
12 millions per annum, taking 1913 year as a 
‘basic year for imports, which is a very fair 
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sample. Do werealise what this means when 
capitalised? It approaches 230 millions, and 
this is the difference that is represented by a 
fair price and present day quotations, and 
that is the amount this means when we come 
to present day prices, but what the price of 
paper will be then I tremble to think, yet I do 
not believe it will touch the present foreign 
paper prices, which to-day exceed the British 
prices by £16-20 per ton. 


Competition Needed. 


Surely we cannot, and I question if the 
Government will, allow this state of things 
to continue. We must find further markets 
for raw material, and so reduce the price, 
which extra supplies can alone do, as supply 
and demand rule nearly every market. (Ap- 
plause.) There is plenty of room for all sup- 
pliers of raw material, but healthy competi- 
tion will bring back prices to post-war 
normal. (Hear, hear.) 

In addition to our present importation of 
pulps, amounting to about 720,000 tons dry 
weight per annum, our colonies can supply us 
with a further 1:0/200.600 tons, and it only re- 
quires enterprise to accomplish this at com- 
paratively small cost, and which will give a 
good yield for the investment. 

These high prices are bad for all paper con- 
sumers and still worse for the country in 
general, because as I have before pointed out, 
we shall arrive at a time when we shall be 
paying out annually the enormous sum pre- 
viously mentioned, if high prices are main- 
tained and which extra production of raw 
material can reduce considerably. 

It is in the paper manufacturer's interest to 
supply paper at low prices, because it is out- 
put we look for, but it is impossible for them 
to assist consumers with low prices when the 
raw materials are sky-high as at present. . 
Paper manufacturers alone cannot grapple 
with this raw material question. It is for us, 
one and all, to do so by every means in our 
power. (Applause) Gentlemen, allow me 
to express to you again my thanks. 


Lord Riddeil’s Wit. 


Lorp RIDDELL proposed the toast of " The 
Chairman” with much wit and humour, re- 
marking that he had proposed the health of 
Lord Burnham in many capacities, and now 
as a papermaker. (Hear, hear.) He need 
hardly say that was a most satisfactory posi- 
tion for any man to occupy to-day. (Laugh- 
ter) Both Lord Burnham and Mr. Stanley 
Cousins had a genial disposition. There were 
some people who were able to perform un- 
pleasant tasks in a most pleasant way, and 
the Chairman and their guest were two of 
the mildest-mannered men who cut throats. 
(Loud laughter.) Не (Lord Riddell) was one 
of the victims of both. (Renewed laughter.) 
In this connection the speaker recalled a con- 
tract for a few thousand tons оѓ“ news" paper 
he made with Lord Burnham some years ago 
at id., less 12 per cent. (Laughter.) At the 
time Lord Burnham sait he had not sold 
paper before, and although he did not renew 
the contract, there was по arrière pensée. Pro- 
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ceeding, Lord Riddell said no one could be 
cross with a man who looked like Mr. Cousins. 
(Laughter.) When he rang up on the tele- 
phone and said, “ I am sorry, old man, but the 
price of paper is going up to 531. per lb.," he 
said it in such a nice way that one almost felt 
it was a favour. (Loudlaughter) And when 
he added. “I thought I would like to let you 
know before anybody else," of course, one felt 
that one was a special friend of Mr. Cousins 
— (renewed laughter)—and that, although one, 
in common with others, would have to pay 
52d., it was an intimation of friendship which 
should be treasured. (More laughter.) 
Although the price оѓ“ news" was 52d. per 
lb. they all loved their friend, Mr. Stanley 
Cousins. (Applause.) During the war it was 
his (Lord Riddell's) privilege to meet him for 
the purpose of conferring upon matters of 
joint interest, and during those gloomy days 
he never saw Mr. Cousins without coming 
away cheered. (Hear, hear.) Good brains 
were a great thing in life, but a pleasant 
personality was perhaps one of the greatest 
privileges which could be conferred upon a 
man. 


The Price of ‘'‘ News.” 


Reverting to the price of " news" Lord 
Riddell said the figure of 53d. a 10. aroused а 
good deal of apprehension, especially among 
the consumers. He (the speaker) wondered 
whether he knew anything about the news- 
paper business, whether he was buying paper 
badly or his competitors were buying it very 
well. He would say this that there were 
very few papers with a large circulation at 
the present time which were carrying on 
business at a profit. That was to say, if they 
debited paper at 52d. a lb., which was the cur- 
rent price. That wasa very serious matter. He 
sometimes wondered whether the accounts 
were made up on that basis and whether they 
should give the public the benefit of the 
stocks which they bought at comparatively 
moderate prices. He believed that the 
shortage of paper would last for some con- 
siderable time, and the stocks which they 
were now selling to the public at the cheap 
price would have to be replaced, and they 
would find that a serious day of reckoning 
was coming. Therefore, it behoved the paper 
trade—after all it wasa public necessity — 
carefully to consider its position. 


Conference Suggested. 


Lorp RIDDELL added that he was interested 
in what Mr. Cousins had said about the pro- 
vision of more raw material. If he (the 
speaker) had been fortunate enough to be in 
the paper trade he might be more cheerful 
than he was. (Laughter.) He thought the 
time had come when it was necessary for the 
users of paper to enter into conference with 
the papermaking trade for the purpose of con- 
sidering this question of raw materials. If the 
price of paper was going to rise beyond the 
figure of 52d. per lb. it was obviousthat some- 
thing would have to be done and he (Lord 
Riddell) would respectfully suggest to Lord 
Burnham and the other leaders of their trade 
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that perhaps the time had come when they 
should all meet together and consider that 
matter. The question was whether they were: 
not going forward blindly and whether before 
many months were over they would be faced 
with such a serious position that they would 
wish that they had dealt with the matter be- 
fore. Не believed they had in that room all 
the paper magnates and all the brains of the 
paper and pulp trade, and he ventured to 
place that suggestion before them. _ 

Lord Riddell described Lord Burnham as 
one of the assets of the newspaper trade who 
was at the head of every good work that went 
forward in their trade, and they were in- 
debted to him for presiding on that occasion.. 

The toast was cordially honoured. 

Viscount Burnham, in his reply, humerously 
alluded to the paper transaction mentioned 
by Lord Riddell, remarking that he bore no. 
ill-will, because they all had to buy their ex- 
perience, and he (Lord Burnham) had bought. 
his. (Laughter.) 

The CHAIRMAN went on to express the hope: 
that the suggestions made, both by Mr.. 
Stanley Cousins and by Lord Riddell, might 
be carried into effect, and that some serious 
steps might be taken by all those who were 
interested, as manufacturers or as merchants- 
or as consumers, to see what ought to be done 
—although he did not entertain the extreme 
fears of his friend Lord Riddell—in order that. 
they might meet the present difficulties in the: 
only way that could be done; that was by 
increasing the supply and realising that 
economic laws were justified in the long run, 
and that there was no way of getting round 
them. (Applause.) 


Law Printing. ШШ. 


In the current Circular of the Federation. 
of Master Printers there are published two 
letters received in reply to representations 
recently made pointing out the increase in 
the cost of printing. 

From the House of Lords, Judicial Office, 
the Principal Clerk writes: “| have taken up. 
with the Stationery Office the question of a 
further increase in the allowance on printers’ 
charges. The Clerk of the Parliaments desires 
me to inform you that a further increase of 
ao per cent. on all work done since December 
12th last on the printing of Appeal Cases will 
be sanctioned." 

The Registrar of the Privy Council writes : . 
“ I have received your letter with reference to- 
the amount to be allowed on taxation for the 
printing of Cases and Privy Council Appeals. 
In reply I have to say that I propose in the 
future to allow £4 16s. for printing a Case if it 
runsto eight pages, or at the rate of 12s. per page 
if it is less than eight pages. I may say that 
this scale is slightly in excess of the rate: 
allowed for the printing of Records.” 
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The Time Docket Decision. 


The time docket was turned down by the 
binders after a protracted discussion in Man- 
chester quite recently. Unwise counsels pre- 
vailed, and the men have taken a step which 
might hinder the proper development of the 
trade, but which cannot conceivably help the 
men. The basis of wage is labour and the 
factor is time. The basis of any costing 
organisation must, therefore, be time, and as 
the men have refused to accept time dockets 
there can be no costing or cost-finding except 
on the basis of an overseer's or costing clerk's 
guess. That is the position, simply put, 
despite which, the fact remains that there are 
many establishments throughout the country 
where times are recorded by the men as a 
matter of course. The time docket cannot 
fail to come whatever the men of to-day 
think; there is no other alternative save a 
decline of the industry. We cannot avoid the 
conclusion that the bookbinding trade con- 
sists mainly of men with an obscured vision, 
otherwise they would clearly see that a 
manufacturing industry cannot be conducted 
properly except by an administrative organi- 
sation which controls progress and develop- 
ment on a scientific or at least sound basis of 
data and information. The data requisite to 
the accurate costing out of an individual 
order or the profitable maintenance of a de- 
partment is time, and this the men refuse to 
give in the way it is desired. 


Costs Still Advanciag. 


Costs of bookbinding material are mount- 
ing apace, and there are no signs that they 
have reached the limit. Since our last notes 
appeared there are very few things which 
have not been affected. Glue has advanced 
about 10s. per cwt.; paste has risen another 
25. to 4s. ; thread and tapes have kept track; 
and calico has reached the region of Is. 2d. to 
15. 3d. per yard. Gold leaf is the one thing 
which has kept fairly stable for months, and 
recently a fair quantity of French and 
Japanese gold has been offered at a lower 
E than that ruling for the usual foreign 
leaf. 


Marble Papers Scarce. 


Marble papers are as scarce as ever, if not 
more so, and the price is soaring to a pro- 
hibitive height. Foreign imitation marble 
papers have been in evidence more than the 
real thing, but the quality is poor and the 
price very little below that charged for the 
genuine goods. Our agents are in the hands 
of the foreign mills, whose business methods 
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are in harmony with the times. Orders placed 
at an agreed price are afterwards subject to 
any condition the foreigner wishes to impose. 
Advices of advance in price are issued and the 
option of cancellation of order given as an 
alternative. To confirm the advance is no 
guarantee that within a week or two still 
higher figures will not be demanded. Delivery 
is an incalculable factor, open to any con- 
tingency, and the buyer is not relieved of 
anxiety when his invoice arrives, against 
which he must pay cash and then await de- 
velopments in connection with dock delay 
and railway congestion. Meantime the manu- 
facturers of English imitation marble paper 
find themselves totally unable to cope with 
the demand. The solution is in the hands of 
the bookbinder, who must turn his attention 
to self.coloured printings and fancy covers 
and box papers, which, fortunately, are avail- 
able and, in comparison, cheap, as against 
what he would pay if he could get marble 


paper. 
Leathers. 


Leathers are keeping firm in price and slow 
in delivery, very little stock of any kind being 
in hand. The sale of a huge quantity of hides 
to Germany did not help matters, although it 
might do us much good if it helps to put that 
country in a more normal condition.  Basils 
are being sold at Is. 4d. to Is. 6d. per square 
foot, calfs at 4s. to 4s. 6d., anglosat 3s., skivers 
at 18. to Is. 2d. Rough fleshers are in good 
demand as a substitute for calf, and work out 
at little more than half the price. Moroccos 
and roans are difficult to secure, and prices are 
almost prohibitive, except for best class work. 


Vellum and Substitutes. 


The high price and difficulty in securing 
vellums has led to an increased use of vellum 
substitutes, so much so that the manufac- 
turers of the latter are quite unable to feed the 
demand. Several of the hand-made paper 
mills have turned their attention to thistrade, 
and aré producing a rough-edged sheet of 
natural vellum colour and tremendous 
strength. There will never be any paper made 
to equal the real vellum in tenacity and dura- 
bility, but with ordinary usage and storage 
vellum paper, as made by the hand-made 
mills, will survive centuries of wear, just as 
the hand-made papers of the 13th and earlier 
centuries have survived to the present time. 


Strawboards and the Dutch Strike. 


Strawboards have both risen and receded 
since we last made reference to them. The 
highest point reached was £28 per ton for un 
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lined Dutch boards, 8 oz. to 1$ Ib., since when 
the rate of exchange has moved in our favour, 
and the price has fallen a little to £26 10s. per 
ton. There is likely to be a keen scarcity 
unless the dock trouble in Holland is settled. 
At the present time there are no boards 
coming in, or likely to do so. Meantime the 
ports are becoming so congested that it will 
take months to put things anything like 
straight. Latest advices arethat board prices 
are going up again, hence it is up to the 
binder to secure himself against the contin- 
gency, if he can.

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New Stitching Arrangement. 


In an invention by Mr. Geb. Staubli sheets 
are stitched together by a single thread 
passed through one end hole of three, the 
upper and lower portions having a lock- 
stitch concatenation at the middle hole and 
the ends secured with a reef knot at the third 
hole. Labels are stringed by a thread passed 
round the edge of the label and having its 
ends knottéd in the hole of the label. An 


eyed needle 79, Fig. 12, carries a thread 


through the first hole, and its loop is carried 
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by a looper 29 past the second hole, where one 
arm is drawn downwards by a barbed needle 
80. On the descent of the eyed needle, the 
thread between it and the work is engaged by 
a three-pronged looper 14 and carried through 
the thread loop on the needle 80. Between 
the latter loop and the looper prongs,the loop 
upon the prongs is engaged by the V-shaped 
mouth of a part 122 which forces the two 
arms of the loop together. At the same time 
a pair of shears 16%, acting asa knotting-post, 


New Inventions. 
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passes between the looper 14 and itsloop, and, 
by a rotational movement about their eccen- 
tric support, the shears move the loop 
laterally. A hooked looper 112 then moves 
towards the left, Fig. 12, entering the loop on 
the prongs, passes between the looper 14 and 
the shears 16, and engages the two arms of 
the loop drawn together by the part 122. 
The looper 112 then retreats, drawing a double 
loop. 164, Fig. 14, through the loop on the 
prongs. The looper 14 is then withdrawn, 
Jeaving the thread looped round the shears. 
The second hooked needle 81 passes through 
loop 164 and the sheets and draws down the 
end of the thread from above the work 
through the loop 164, which is at that time 
held upon the underside of the work plate by 
а“ knotter" 102. The shears are withdrawn 
to release the under portion of the thread, 
and a pair of tongs engages the supply arm 
of the under loop to draw the concatenation 
at the last hole into a tight reef knot. The 
shears again rise in open condition and are 
closed upon the supply arm of the thread 
close to the knot. During the stitching, the 
thread loop is held above the work-plate by 
means of slotted tongues which are moved 
across the long slot in the work-plate which 
extend from the first needle position to the 
third. On completion, the tongues are re- 
moved and the thread released. The tongues 
also support the sheets during perforation by 
the needles. When a label is being stringed, 
the eyed needle and the second of the hooked 
needles only are used. The thread is tied 
round the tongues on the work-plate and 
forms a loose loop when the tongues release 
it. Simple cam mechanisms for operating 
the stitching-implements are described. 


Loose-Leaf Binder. 


In loose-leaf binders of the type comprising 
a base.plate a having posts b, and a hollow 
bar d adapted to be locked to the posts by 
spring catches engaging with notches in the 
posts, the catches are arranged for actuation 
by pulling outwards a projection g, instéad of

pressing inwards the projection as hitherto. 
The catches are formed by holes in a plate f 
sliding within the hollow bar d, and having 
the projection g, which is drawn inwards by 


springs h, i. The invention is patented by 
Messrs. De la Rue and Co. and H. W. Scarlett.

What Constitutes Good Printing ? 


The Question Discussed in Interesting 
Fashion by the Royal Society of Arts. 


As a member of the council of the Design 
and Industries’ Association, Mr. Joseph 
Thorpe, in lecturing, on Wednesday, before 
the Royal Society of Arts on “The Funda- 
mental Basis of Good Printing," applied to 
the art of printing the thesis that in all the 
practical or applied arts the zesthetic and the 
practical aspects cannot be separated, that 
the ultimate test of good craftsmanship is 
" fitness-for-purpose."' 

This general principle Mr. Thorpe credited 
to William Morris, to whom, and the band of 
enthusiasts that gathered round him, he attri- 
buted most of the improvement made in 
printing during the last thirty years. Pro- 


fessor Lethaby, he said, is probably the finest, 


spokesman we have in this generation of the 
principles that Morris spoke for, and the lec- 
turer quoted with strong approval Professor 
Lethaby's dictum: “ Art is not a special 
sauce applied to ordinary cooking. It’s the 
cooking itself if it is good." 

The general idea of art in the deplorable 
era which we refer to as the Victorian, said 
Mr. Thorpe, was that art is something you 
stick on to something that is already made 
and does not look pretty enough. The Forth 
Bridge, depending for its appearance on the 
due balance of thrusts and tensions in the 
material chosen (steel) is a truer and therefore 
more beautiful thing than the ‘lower Bridge, 
which was consciously “ decorated " to make 
it “artistic.” Motor cars, battleships, aero- 
planes, weapons, tools, implements of sport— 
these develop their own form of beauty (or, 
not to claim too much, avoid falseness which 
is ugliness) by sticking to the lines of fitness- 
for-purpose. 

Good printing, then, said the lecturer, is 
primarily printing that does its job. Legi- 


bility is its first requirement. Persuasiveness 
one might state is its second—to include 
comeliness and appropriateness. That is to 
say, a printed thing must first be able to be 
read—and read easily, pleasantly ; therefore 
we add the "persuasiveness" of comely, 
appropriate design. Tradesmen selling goods 
by advertisements have realised this truth. 
But if you consider the matter, nearly all 
printing is advertisement in the sense that 
it announces something which the announcer 
wants read. Refusal to understand this abject 
platitude accounts for much squalid and care- 
less printing. If I am told that good printing 
is expensive the general lines of my answer 
are: first, that bad printing that isn't read is 
dear and wasteful at any price; second, that 
a good deal of what goes to make good print- 
ing is not a question of cost at all, but of 
knowledge and care. Legibility, then, is our 
first desideratum. 


Requirements of Type Faces. 


We must begin with a legible letter. We 
want to find the most legible type of letter 
within the limits of the forms of the tradi- 
tional alphabet — in our case the Roman 
capitals and small letters with their Italic. 
And here we must distinguish between the. 
absolutely most legible and the practically 
most legible. It is obvious that it we were 
designing an ideal alphabet to-day — an 
absurd supposition anyway, as all practical 
arts are gradual evolutions in which tradition 
plays a greater part than originality — we 
should avoid such similarities as are involved 
in these groups: cgoqd; PRB; EFB ; eco; 11;. 
mnu; bh. There are too many coincidental 
parts of these letters to ensure perfect legi- 
bility. But the alphabet as we have it is ап, 
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established code. The difficulties of intro- 
ducing an ideal letter are now insuperable— 
though we have got rid of the long s—f. We 
have to keep the essential forms as we now 
have them ; and we don't want “original "or 
“fancy " letters to interfere with the rapid- 
signalling of the sound which is the function 
of a letter. А triumphantly beautiful form of 
Roman capital survives in the incised inscrip- 
tions of the Trajan column. Asto the smaller 
or lowercase letters, the art of printing came 
happily at a time when the art of writing was 
at a noble, not a debased, period, and the 
early printers had the most superb models 
both for their letters and for the arrangement 
of their books. | : 

Displaying a sheet of lettering which, he 
said, was a brush version by Eric Gill, of 
Johnson's pen lettering, the lecturer suggested 
that this was a style ot face that could hardly 
be bettered. | | 

It is extremely comforting, said Mr. Thorpe, 
to those of us who prefer the old-style and 
old-face letter, with its freer drawing, its 
broader forms, and, as we judge, better dis- 
tribution of thick and thin, tothe “ modern” 
face, with its fine hair lines, its too starkly 
contrasted thicks and thins, its tendency to 
compression, its mechanical precision, to 
know that the old style and old face is de- 
monstrably by laboratory tests the more 
legible. A notable gain in legibility, readily 
appreciable by even the uninstructed eye, is 
in the old-face figures, with their ascenders 
and descenders 123456789 as contrasted with 
123456789, where particularly the 3 and 8, and 
often the 3, 8, and 9, are easily misread, espe- 
cially in small sizes, or if at all battered or 
weak in impression. 


Design in Compositors’ Work, 


Going on to speak of the placing of print 
on paper, Mr. Thorpe remarked that a com- 
mon fault of compositors is to think in metal 
instead of in the printed effect. They must 
learn, he said, to think in the printed effect 
entirely. He pointed out that a large initial 
O, if set with its left edge mathematically 
aligned with the edge of the lines of text 
below it, will appear to the eye as if slightly 
indented. For this reason it should be set so 
as to project slightly into the margin. Little 
distinctions of this sort, he said, make fine 
printing as contrasted with good printing. — 

Referring next to the subject of margins, 
the lecturer pointed out that the design of a 
printed pageis in simplest essence the arrang- 
ing of a panel of black (or, in fact, grey) on à 
white (or light) paper. The white spaces left 
—margins, etc.—are an essential factor of 
legibility, as they are an essential part of the 
design. Margins equal and sufficient (that is 
sufficient to rest the eye) all round would 
serve our fitness for.purpose test, but to 
achieve comeliness, we, if we are wise, SO 
arrange our panel that our tail (foot or bot- 
tom) margin is appreciably greater than the 
others. If weare designing a book we assume 
the double opening of two pages to be the 
unit of design, and arrange our double page 
so that the head margin 1s smaller than the 
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middle (or gutter) and two foredge (side) mar- 
gins (these three are equal) ; the tail margin 
we make largest of all. Let us accept this 
standard from the finest practice, and then 
seek practical reasons for it. First, if a panel 
be so put on the page that head and tail mar- 
gins are equal, it does, in fact, by an optical 
illusion, look as if the tail margin were 
smaller. Secondly, the book is held by the 
thumbs, by the tail margin. We need, then, 
thumb-room. There is probably also some 
demand of the eye derived from a common 
principle in architecture that the building 
needs a sufficient "base" to look (and 
generally to be) right. 

Amplitude of margins is a matter for indi- 
vidual decision, depending on sizeand weight 
of type, limitations, etc. The ample wide 
margins of the earlier printed books were 
possibly designed to admit of annotations by 
the reader, according to the practice of the 
period. Ifso, they might reasonably be reduced 
in modern days. In this connection the lecturer 
referred scathingly to books published in two 
editions, ordinary and de luxe, "de luxe" 
merely meaning that the edition has over- 
ample margins surrounding the same-sized 
panel of type. This, hesaid, is not “art " but 
folly or pretentiousness—giving us a small 
oasis of dwarfed type in a waste of white 
paper. 


Columns Generally Too Wide. 


Mr. Thorpe next emphasised the importance 
of rightly determining the length of line in 
proportion to the size of type. Lines, he said, 
must not be so long that the eye needs a de- 
liberate effort to pick up the beginning of each 
line, an effort which is increased as the size of 
type decreases. Another thing that accounts 
for a great deal of eye-strain is the fact that, 
the plane of a page being flat, the eye is 
theoretically in perfect focus (if the reader 
keeps his head steadv) only at one point of the 
line (say the centre), and is at all other points 
of the line out of focus to a greater or less 
degree according as the line is longer or 
shorter. The lecturer thought 41 in. is quite 
long enough for 14-point type ; 43 for 12. point ; 
34 for 11- point; 33 for 10- point; 2} for 8- point. 
‘These measurements, however, he admitted to 
be approximate, empirical, and perhaps a 
little arbitrary, it being a very common thing 
to see them almost doubled. In this connec- 
tion Mr. Thorpe put in a strong plea, on both 
essthetic and practical (including economical) 
grounds, for the revival of the double-column 
page. Almost every other book, he said, has 
its columns too wide. He believed a novel 
could be produced very excellently in small 
quarto instead of octavo, to the benefit of 
everybody. 


White Space and Ornament. 


The use of ornament, said the lecturer, needs 
careful restraint. When in doubt omit. When 
not in doubt try to get in doubt. As a first 
step to right use of ornament cultivate an 
ascetic severity. Some printers, he said, when 
they see a nice white space, seem to think it 
is a sort of allotment into which they must 
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plant some deplorable bits of "ornament," 
rules, etc. He suggested that rules between 
articles in magazines, etc., could often be ad- 
vantageously dispensed with. A clear white 
space, he thought, was more effective as a 
separator than a similar space with a rule in- 
serted in it to make it grey. | 

In conclusion Mr. Thorpe paid a tribute to 
the services to printing of Sir Herbert Morgan 
when with Messrs. W. H. Smith and Son. He 
emphasised the value of the wise entrepreneur 


who, without personal skill in printing, is. 


capable of appreciating and utilising the skill 
of others. He deplored the fact that the 
Morris revival had to come back to us via 
America and Germany before it was taken up 
in this country. He mentioned that a type 
designed by an English master of lettering 
was refused by every typefounder in England, 
was later taken up by a German typefounder 
and then resold to England by the Germans. 
He pleaded for a more progressive spirit 
amongst English printers and typefounders. 
It was net more immoral, he believed, to lie 
or steal than it was to make an unlovely 
thing where it was possible to make a beauti- 
ful one. (Applause.) 


THE DISCUSSION. 


Sir Herbert Morgan, who was in the chair, 
spoke appreciatively of the views set forth by 
Mr. Thorpe, but referred to the difficulties in 
practice of carrying out the ideals indicated. 
Many people, he said, would think that fitness 
for the purpose as regards saleability and 
compelling attention would be best attained 
by departing from some of the principles 
advocated. | 

Mr. J. R. Riddell (Principal, St. Bride Insti- 
tute), expressed regret that the lecturer had 
not confined himself more exclusively to the 
subject of printing. While he approved of 
the lecturer's phrase ''fitness-for-purpose," he 
emphasised the practical difficulty of apply- 
ing the principle. He said, it is the man who 
pays the bill, who calls the tune, and really it 
is the customer who wants educating to the 
" fitness-for-purpose." Whereas Mr. Thorpe 
had humbly suggested that some of Morris's 
printing was open to criticism, Mr. Riddell 
went so far as to say that '" Morris put out 
some work that was an abomination.” He 
ridiculed the claim of certain extreme 
Morrisians that first-class book- work could be 
done only by hand composition and on a 
hand press. He made reference to a book he 
had himself produced by mechanical com- 
position and on a fast press. It had received 
the unstinted praise of one of these Morrisians 
until the fact was learned that the book 
had not been set up by hand! Не strongly 
deprecated the practice of some educational 
institutions which taught that there was one 
particular style that must be followed to the 
exclusion of allothers Referring tothe ques- 
tion of margins, he mentioned that a further 
advantage of large margins was that they 
facilitated cutting down and trimming, so 
that rebinding could be effected without 
losing the pleasing proportions of the page. 

Miss Dean Butcher deplored the fact that 
(as Professor Adamson, she said, has admitted 


in his book on ‘‘ The Practice of Education ") 
the teaching of English reading is not an edu- 
cative process. This, she asserted, ts because 
English is not printed in an educative type. 
She advocated the adoption of " Orthotype " 
print—employing a modified Roman charac- 
ter which, without alteration of current spell- 
ing, indicates correct pronunciation and 
accentuation. 

Mr. Gaster urged the use of matt paper to 
minimise the eyestrain so largely prevalent 
now,owing to the reflective qualities of the 
glazed papers commonly used. He said the 
question of illustration on matt paper was 
not insuperable. 

Mr. Thorpe having briefly replied to some 
of the points raised, the meeting closed with 
a very hearty vote of thanks to the lecturer, 
the vote being carried with acclamation. 


ШЇ ШИ 1 ОЛИВ, 


On Wednesday evening, April 14th, at 
Nottingham, a remarkably successful meet- 
ing of printers was held under the chairman- 
ship of Mr. Е. H. Lee (President of the local 
Master Printers’ Association), whe, in his re- 
marks, deprecated any revival of price- 
cutting, and warned the audience of the 
danger of such a bad practice. Close on 80 
members of the craft were present. 

Mr. R. A. Austen-Leigh (President of the 
London Association) gave an historical ac- 
count and explained the principles of the 
Federation System. 

Mr. A. Williamson, F.C.W.A. (Federation 
Costing Secretary), emphasised the import- 
ance and the need of a clearly defined and 
uniform system, and urged the adoption of 
the Federation System. 

Mr. Medcalf (Assistant Costing Secretary) 
hoped the meeting would result in many 
firms calling for his services. | 

Mr. King (Secretary, Midland Alliance), 
pointed out the seriousness of the present-day 
conditions and the necessity of every printer 
putting his business on a basis that would 
stand examination and produce satisfactory 
results. 

Mr. James Forman (the organiser of the 
meeting, and to whose initiative and energy 
its success was due) said he would not be 
satisfied until Nottingham was Ioo per cent. 
with regard to costing on Federation lines. 
He suggested that an emblem might be de- 
signed for the use of firms who were working 
the system,so that the public might know 
where to find printers who knew their exact 
costs, who were able to deal with the ques- 
tion of profit on equitable lines, and who 
could prove that they were making a square 
deal. 

The results of the meeting were remarkably 
good—thirty firms asked for an installation 
or for the secretary to call and give a fuller 
explanation of the system, and seven gave in 
their names for membership. There were 
printers present from Mansfield, Derby, 
Netherfield, and other adjacent towns. 
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Scottish Bone of Contention. 


A dispute hasarisen among the trade unions 
in the printing industry as a result of the 
decision of the Scottish Typographical Asso- 
ciation to organise a special auxiliary section 
for workers in the trade who are at present 
unorganised - says the Labour correspondent 
of the Manchester Guardian. The National 
Printing and Kindred Trades Federation has 
recorded its objection to this decision, on the 
ground that there are already unions in the 
industry for which all classes of workers are 
eligible. The Scottish Typographical Asso- 
ciation, however, has decided to persist in its 
intention, stating that it has no intention of 
taking members from other unions, but that 
they do not consider that the other unions 
adequately cover the ground. 

This is the second dispute of the kind that 
has occurred in the printing industry during 
the last few years. The previous dispute, 
which arose out of the decision of the National 
Union of Bookbinders to organise a special 
women's section, resulted in the severance of 
the bookbinders from the National Federa- 
tion, owing to the claim of the National 
Union of Printing and Paper Workers and 
the National Society of Printers' Assistants 
that they had been organising women in 
binderies before the bookbinders entered the 
field. This dispute is still unsettled, and it is 
to be feared that the new dispute may re- 
sult in a further division in the ranks of the 
operatives. 

It is true that amalgamation of the unions 
concerned might solve the problem; but, 
although negotiations with this object have 
recently been in progress, there are few signs 
that they are likely to succeed. Sixteen 
unions have declared in favour of the general 
principle of amalgamation ; but out of twelve 
which were represented at a recent conference 
on the question, only two, the Typographical 
Association and the Scottish Typographical 
Association, voted in favour of complete 
amalgamation in preference to the scheme of 
closer federation which 1s being put forward. 


Pig i Fc. 


Following the unfortunate accidental death, 
in January, 1918, of M. Georges Lepreux, 
Edouard Champion, son of the late Honoré 
Champion, Imprimateur du Roi, iscarrying to 
completion Lepreux's “ Gallia l'ypographica," 
a work that when finished will be a complete 
record and chronicle of printing in France, 
from the beginning downtothe French Revo- 
lution. It contains a chrenological record of 
all printers, in whatever city or town, and 
biographies of the greater printers, based on 
the official documents. 


Slotionery Olice Expenses. 


Published figures relating to the expenses 
of the Stationery Office show that there isa 
net decrease of £436,338 on a total expendi- 
ture of £5,280,442. This compares with 
{1,055,708 for 1913-14. 

Printing for Public Departments has in- 
creased from £360,000 to £1,215,000. This is 
partly due to the demands of new depart- 
ments. For example, the Ministry of Muni: 
tions estimates an expenditure on stationery 
and printing nearly double that of the Foreign 
Office although the latter has madean appre- 
ciable advance on the scale thought to be 
adequate before the war. The Ministry of 
Food thinks that ıt will need nearly half as 
much again as the Colonial Office, whilé the 
Ministry of Transport wants nearly double as 
much as the Home Office. The entry which 
in the Estimates for 1914-15 stood as £392,000 
under the heading '* Paper for Public Depart- 
ments" has now become /2,200,000 in spite of 
a reduction on last year of £ 1,000,000. 

During the coming year it is intended to 
establish printing works at an expenditure of 
nearly £500,000. This involves an important 
departure, which has been taken at a time 
when there is a Select Committee devoting 
“ special attention to the question of waste in 
connection with the printing of Parliamen- 
tary and other Government publications," 
who have promised to make a report on the 
subject.

It should be added, how- 
ever, that the volume is not put forward for 
the advanced student, nor for the practitioner 
of the art, but is intended merely to provide 
the general reader with an introduction to 
photography. А useful outline of photo- 
mechanical processes for the production of 
printing surfaces is given in a12-page chapter 
devoted to that special section of photo- 
graphic work.

——Á—— Profits. 


PROBABLY а good deal could be done for 
the allaying of industrial unrest if employers 
would find means for reducing the amount of 
secrecy commonly maintained as to the actual 
costs and profits of their businesses. It came 
as a shock to most, if not all, composing- 
соот proprietors to learn that, out of 48 hours 
of every compositor's time, only about 32 
were productive, ie., represented chargeable 
time. And if the proprietor—to whom,natur- 
ally, costs have a habit of looking big, and 
profits small—is sometimes astonished at the 
proportion of unproductive to productive 
work done on his premises, how much more 
likely is it that incorrect ideas on the subject 
of profits will be held by the employee, who 
very often ignores large and obvious expenses 
in imagining the magnitude of his employer's 
income. The American Printer was telling 
recently of an employing printer who went 
into his press-room, and asked one of the 
pressmen what the press averag d in impres- 
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sions. "Ishould think fully fifteen hundred 
an hour," came the reply with confidence: 
The employer, whose hobby is the compiling 
of statistics, reached in his pocket for his 
record book, and showed the astonished press- 
man that the average number of impressions 
for a year was about eight hundred. This 
workman, like many others, had in mind the 
actual running speed of the press. There i$ 
no doubt that a good deal of the discontent 
gathering round the subject of the unfair dis- 
tribution of the rewards of industry is based 
upon profits that are quite imaginary. Every 
step that is made towards a frank under- 
standing between employer and employed in 
this matter of costs and profits is a step 
towards industrial peace.

Tne Budget. 


PRINTERS, like all other tradesmen—and 
perhaps more than a good many others—will 
find that the new taxation saddles them with 
no light burden, especially in view of the very 
high costs and charges which hamper the 
onward march of the industry to-day. Doubt- 
less those firms to whom the excess profits tax 
applies will complain of the policy which 
seems so lacking in a reasonable and depend- 
able principle that it now reimposes a yoke 
which so lately, with a show of justice, was 
lifted from their shoulders. Several other 
items in the Budget will hit the printer hard, 
though not harder than they will his average 
neighbour. But the postage increases are a 
matter in which the printer will probably find 
himself rather specially victimised, and of 
which the justice and the expediency will 
probably be very severely debated.

DuRiNc the last few days prices of the com- 
moner papers have taken another leap, and 
according to good advice, there is every pros- 
pect of a further advance within the next 
month ог so.

Ir is rumoured that the wholesale paper . 


houses are to make an effort to restrict or 
persuade mills against accepting orders direct 
from users except in the case of extremely big 
buyers. The wholesalers are putting them- 
selves in for something which may come back 
to them. There are very few wholesale sta- 
tioners immune from the habit of selling to 
printers’ customers. Asa matter of fact, it has 
been а common complaint of the printer for 
years that the wholesaler was not above com- 
peting with him for direct sales. Now the 
wholesaler is said to be anxious to put the 
mills right on the same score. What of the 
mills who are also wholesalers on their own 
behalf? What of the agents who can sell 
more cheaply than the wholesaler, where big 
lots are concerned? The function of the 
paper merchant is to distribute paper to users 
whose orders do not run into special makings 
and to secure the Big orders where he can by 
virtue of special terms at the mill, provided 
the volume of business placed warrants con- 
cessions. But to prevent mills from accepting 
orders from users large enough to provide 
special makings is something which might be 
attempted but not done. A better thing 
would be to cut the big profits a little and go 
in for healthy competition—as they will do 
wher more foreign paper becomes available.

Agreement Between Bmployers and 
the Union. 


An agreement has recently been arrived at 
between the British Paper Box Manufacturers' 
Federation and the National Union of Print- 
ing and Paper Workers covering certain in- 
creases in wages and other industrial condi- 
tions. The agreement, except as to the pay- 
ment for holidays, takes effect as from March 
22nd, or at the beginning of the next full pay 
period, but in any case not later than March 
26th. 

The agreement provides that the minimum 
rate of wages to be paid to machine-minders, 
die-makers, forme setters, cutters (including 
shears and guillotine) and head stock-keepers 
shall be as follows :—At 18 and under 19 years 
of age, 911. per hour, 36s. 6d. per week; 19 
and under 20, 103d. per hour, 42s. 6d. per week ; 
29 and under 21, 15. id. per hour, 46s. 6d. per 
week; 21 and under 22, Is. 2id. per hour, 
56s. 6d. per week; 22 and under 23, Is. 43d. 
per hour, 66s. 6d. per week ; 23 vears of age 
and over, ts. 7id. per hour, 76s. 6d. per week. 

In the case of male workers entering the 
trade for the first time at the age of 21 years 
and over as machine minders, die-makers, 
forme setters, cutters (including shears and 
guillotine) or head stock-keepers the mini- 
mum rates of wages are as follows :— During 
the first 12 months of service, 15. 2;d. per 
hour, 56s. ба. per week; second 12 months, 
15. 3$d. per hour, 61s. 6d. per week: third 12 
months, 15. 514. per hour, 68s. od. per week ; 
after three years’ service, is. 71а. per hour, 
76s. 6d. per week. 

The normal hours specified in the agree- 
ment are 48 hours per week, and provision is 
made for payment for all Bank Holidays and 
for Good Friday, and for one week's holiday 
per annum to all workers who have been in 
the employment for a period of six consecu- 
tive months prior to June 3oth in each year. 

The provision relating to wages, working 
hours, and overtime rates are to be submitted 
to the Paper Box Trade Board (Great Britain) 
to be fixed and made effective. This is the 
first time in the history of the Paper Box trade 
that skilled men have had a minimum ar- 
ranged for them, and the national minimum 
of 76s. 6d. for all grades has given consider- 
able satisfaction to theemployees. The agree- 
ment is signed on behalf of the Federation by 
Mr. W. Culross (Chairman), and Mr. C. JJ. 
Healy (Secretary), and on behalf of the. 
National Union of Printing and Paper 
Workers by Mr H. Chalk (President) and Mr. 
T. G. Newland (General Secretary). 


MR. JAMES SMITH, who acted as secretary of 
the Paper Control Department, Board of 
Trade, and Mr. Wilfrid F. Macdonald, chief 
engineer, Messrs. Spicer and Sons, Ltd., have 
been given the honour of Membership of the 
Order of the British Empire. 
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Presentation to Mr. Alec Smith. 


This month Mr. Alec Smith severed his con- 
nection as head engineer of Croxley Mills to 
take up the important position of chief en- 
gineer at Bass's Brewery, Burton. 

Mr. Smith has been a successful paper mill 
engineer, aud is a typical example of those 
Scottish engineers who have been so promi- 
nent as working chiefs in industries. Hecom- 
menced work with the Guardbridge Paper 
Co., and eventually became chief engineer in 
mills in this country and in India.

TRADES OVERSEERS' ASSOCIATION. 


Lecture on the Federation Costing 
System. 


Members turned up in full force at the 
monthly meeting of the Association held on 
Tuesday evening the 13th inst., at St. Bride 
Institute, Mr. A. J. Daines (president) and Mr. 
A. W. Hunt (vice-president) officiating. The 
principal item on the agenda was an address 
on “ Costing " by Mr. A. Williamson, F.C.W.A., 
secretary of the Costing and Charges Com- 
mittee of the Federation of Master Printers. 
In the discussion following the lecture some 
candid criticism of the Costing System was 
offered by several members. 

The general secretary (Mr. Geo. A. Eden) 
read the minutes of the last monthly meeting, 
which were duly confirmed. 

‘A letter was read from the widow of the late 
Mr. F. C. Cordingley, expressing her thanks 
to the association for its interest on her 
behalf. 

A new member, Mr. F. S. Pocock (works 
manager, Messrs. Chas. Letts), received from 
. the Chairman on behalf of the Association а 

warm welcome to membership. 

Mr. Williamson, who was received with very 
cordial applause, said he was delighted at 
having the opportunity of addressing such a 
large gathering, especially when that oppor- 
tunity brought him into contact with men 
who were actually dealing with print from 
its practical and management side. He would 
have failed in his object if he did not elicit 
{гот them a very severe cross-examination. 


Cost and its Estimation. 


" What is cost?" asked Mr. Williamson. 
* Cost is the wages involved in the job pro- 
duced, the value of the material upon which 
the operations are performed, and the equit- 
able proportion of the expenses of the busi- 
ness.” How can anyone, proceeded Mr. 
Williamson, allocate the correct proportion of 
labour and material and expenses without 
some definite system which provides the 
machinery for carrying through the details 
necessary, and which also provides the means 
whereby you can price the work you have 
done? Mr. Williamson claimed that each of 
the three items he had mentioned as coming 
into the cost of a job fell naturally into two 
parts: (a) Labour—productive and non-pro- 
ductive; (b) material—chargeable and non- 
chargeable; (c) expenses—that which canand 
cannot be traced to a department. 

There was no system of arriving at cost that 
answered the requirements as did the Federa- 
tion Costing System, continued the lecturer. 
It proceeds onscientific lines, and every expense 
is dealt with. A business is taken and divided 
into as many parts as necessary, and in some 
cases they departmentalise departments. Mr. 
Williamson next explained how the system 
dealt with rent, rates and taxes lighting, fire 


insurance, workmen's compensation, power, . 
etc. Another item (often overlooked) came 
under the heading of departmental sundries, 
and included oil, waste, cleansers, chemicals, 
proof paper, page cord, etc. The lecturer ex- 
plained in detail how the System arrived at 
the cost of production, and said there must 
also be some machinery to show the propor- 
tion of time taken to produce the work. 


Time Recording. 


It was necessary, continued Mr. William- 
son, there must be some means to record the 
time taken on a job, and that should be done 
by the daily docket. The job cost-sheet 
should not pass round the works with the job. 
It had been proved in numberless cases where 
job cost-sheets accompanied the work that 
the number of hours entered up did not 
tally with the number of hours that had 
been paid for. 

In reference to the introduction of the Cost- . 
ing System the speaker went on to explain 
that he believed it was in the minds of many 
overseers that the System would be the means 
of removing from them some of their responsi- 
bilities. His idea of an overseer was that he 
was not a clerk, but was there to get produc- 
tion. To do that he should understand the 
temperament of every man under his control, 
and know the kinks in every man's disposi- 
tion. There was greater interest being dis- 
played in the System than ever before, and 
Mr. Williamson, in conclusion, thought that 
instead of weakening the overseer's position 
it gave him more strength by the knowledge 
he could secure. The installation of the 
Costing System invariably removes certain 
work from the factory to the clerical side of 
the business. That would be no detriment to 
the overseer, providing he had access to the 
statements entered recording the costs of his 
department. 


DISCUSSION. 


Mr. G. A. Rutherford, in opening the dis- 
cussion, asked whether, in handling paper 
in the machine department the labour in- 
volved would be chargeable to the machine 
department or to the warehouse. 

Mr. Williamson said in a large business 
most decidedly the labour should be under 
the control of the machine manager, and be 
chargeable to the machine department. 

Mr. R. E. Latimer referred to the difficulty 
of the docket system in a foundry where there 
might probably be a dozen men engaged on 
different processes. He contended that you 
could not apply the docket system to get the 
actual cost, but that you could only arrive at 
the average cost and then apply it to the 
hourly rate. 

Mr. Williamson, in reply, said in the case of 
the foundry, where there were seeming diffi- 
culties at arriving at actual cost, he would 
introduce the docket system and depart- 
mentalise the department. He would keep 
certain men on certain operations. To find 
the cost of the job he would get the output of 
the stereos and electros and sell them out to 
the firm by the square inch for new work, and 
charge up as many operations as possible on 
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a time basis. Difficult as this question was 
it could be surmounted. 

Mr. Chris. Atkins remarked that in the 
advocacy of the Costing System it was 
always the habit of applying it to-the easiest 
of departments, i.e., to the compositors and 
machine-room. But in regard to the binding 
department, where there were so many 
different operations in the work, he thought it 
impossible to estimate the cost of jobs on the 
docket system. Again, the men did not like 
the docket, they thought it would be used 
against themselves. 

Mr. Williamson said he was convinced that 
a very different spirit was rapidly coming 
over the employers with regard to the docket. 
When you get the willingness of the men to 
record on the docket the time taken on 
certain operations the difficulties of cost- 
finding would be solved. He gave an outline 
of a method of dealing with the peculiarities 
of the binding department. 


The Men and the Dockets, 


Mr. W. Robinson referred also to the un- 
popularity of the docket system among the 
men. Ina time department the smarter man 
would, he believed, be compelled by his union 
to reduce his speed to the limit of the slower 
man. 

Mr. Williamson replied that he was given 
to understand that the unions were opposed 
to restriction of output. Human nature 
being what it is it will always struggle to be 
superior, and his experience was that where 
the docket system had been introduced, and 
where the employees gave it assistance, out- 
put was increased and not decreased. 

Mr. F. Arnott expressed similar views re- 
garding the docket. 

Mr. A. W. Hunt, in moving a hearty vote of 
thanks to Mr. Williamson for his lecture, said 
he thought by the introduction ofthe Costing 
System the energies of the overseer would be 
more concentrated on the supervision of the 
work under his charge. He thanked the 
lecturer heartily for his elaboration of the 
Scientific Costing System of the master 
printers. 

Mr. Arnott seconded the motion, which was 
carried with acclamation. 

Mr. Williamsen briefly replied, and the 
meeting terminated.

The artistic treatment of book covers dates 
back to the early Middle Age period, even ? 
before Charlemagne. The most magnificent 
and artistically executed bindirgs belong to 
the first Roman epoch. They served above 
all for ecclesiastical matters. The most pre- 
cious of this kind in the churches, convents, 
museums, libraries, and private collections 
are the Roman covers, the cover of the verse 
alone, of the Gospels, or book of Gospels ex- 
hibited as curiosities on little reading desks 
placed on the altars. These covers of the 
Gospels, mostly in small in-folio or in-quarto, 
have in their midst a silver relief, gilded or in 
copper gilt—in the latter case on an enamelled 
cloisonné ground; and at the corners the 
attributes of the Evangelists, part in trans- 


lucid enamel, part in relief on copper gilt on ~, 


a dark blue enamelled ground. The four 
bands are in this case also of cloisonné 
enamel, with Roman designs. 

Some especially rich covers in books of the 

Gospels are ornamented with gold or silver 
threads, as well as cut rock crystal or other 
semi-precious stones. 
art these covers of the Gospel books for the 
altars were ornamented almost exclusively 
with cloisonné enamel or in relief, while at 
the period of Gothic art we find on the middle 
panels, always a little sunk in, much ivory 
carving, especially of the scenes of the Pas- 
sion, quite in the style of the diptychs and 
Vibes of the twelfth and thirteenth cen- 
uries. 
The old Spanish libraries are almost en- 
tirely composed of books bound in smooth 
parchment, quite without gilding, the titles 
being written in large Gothic letters along 
the back. For what concerns the private 
libraries of the King of France, the books 
which belonged te the Valois are much 
esteemed and dearly paid. A Greek or Roman 
clasic from the collection of Diane de 
Poitiers is a precious rarity. Books bearing 
the arms of owners of libraries and biblio- 
philes like Cardinal Richelieu, Archbishop de 
Harley, Cardinal Mazarin, the Minister Col- 
bert, the historian De Thou, etc., down to the 
Marquis de Pompadour and others, are also 
favourites. 
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It is stated by the Washington correspon- 
dent of the Board of Trade Journal, N.Y., that 
if some book paper manufacturers do not soon 
come to the rescue of the Government Print- 
ing Office, it is possible that Congress will be 
asked to put an embargo on the exportation 
of book paper. It is understood that the 
printing office has been refused quotations at 
any price on book paper which is needed by 
the Government.

Canadian News-Prin! Supplies. 


Important Court Decision. 


An important decision was given recently 
in the Supreme Court at Ottawa affecting 
supplies of news-print. It was held by the 
Court that newspapers do not constitute a 
necessity of life, and consequently the 
Dominion Board of Commerce had no. power 
to compel manufacturers of news-print to fur- 
nish supplies to the Canadian Press at fixed 
prices. 

Canadian newspaper proprietors were pay- 
ing $80 per ton for paper, and as a result of 
this judgment they may have to pay from $9o 
to d 100 per ton.

The New Spirit in Business 


The Solicitors' Law Stationery Society, Ltd., Pro- 
vides a Good Example of What Can be Done. 


Visitors—if there were any besides our own 
representative—at the staff meeting of the 
Solicitors' Law Stationery Society, Ltd., held 
last week at the Memorial Hall, must have 
been struck by the many evidences of the 
happy relations existing between the man- 
agement, executives and workpeople in this 
important business concern. Nor were there 
` lacking instructive indications of the causes 
that have contributed to the production of 
this very desirable state of affairs. 

The chair was occupied by the managing 
director of the society, Mr. H. Basil Cahusac, 
and his statement formed the principal item 
on the agenda. The proceedings were in- 
terspersed with concert items contributed by 
members of the staff, the artistes receiving 
hearty applause, and several being enthu- 
siastically encored. 


nr. Cahusac’s Statement 


Mr. Cahusac, in opening the proceedings, 
reminded his audience that this was the 
eighth staff meeting of the society since the 
Profit-Sharihg Scheme was inaugurated, and 
he expressed his pleasure at seeing so many 
present. He also mentioned his gratification 
at the fact that practically all the society's 
employees had returned from the war. 

Speaking of the past year's business, he said 
it had been a difficult year for buying, and 
consequently the sales had been smaller than 
they might have been, particularly in the case 
of parchment. Continued rises in wages and 
salaries had also made things difficult, though 
no doubt appreciated by his audience. On 
the whole, however, a difficult year had been 
successfully negotiated. Не mentioned in 
particular the improvement in the remunera- 
tion of the law-writers, credit for which was 


largely due to the valuable services of the 
House Committee. Mr. Cahusac also referred 
to the inauguration in November last of a 
system of half-pay during sickness to the men 
at the works and full pay less insurance bene- 
fit to the rest of the staff —an innovation 
which he thought would prove a great boon 
to all concerned. 


Results of the Year's Trading. 


The sales during the past year, he said, had 
been very large, notwithstanding the difficul- 
ties encountered. They had, in fact, been 
double the sales that were customary before 
the war, and were soper cent. better even than 
what had been achieved in 1918. The profit 
also had been nearly double that of 1918. He 
emphasised the fact that the society had not 
increased the rate of gross profit on the work 
done or goods sold, as it had no desire to pro- 
fiteer. The good results were almost entirely 
due to their being able to do a larger amount 
of business without increasing the capital, 
this being possible because of the wise pro- 
vision of an ample reserve fund. Не an- 
nounced a dividend of 20 per cent. free of 
income- -tax—(applause) -and said that under 
the bonus scheme this meant a bonus to em- 
ployees of 14 per cent. on the year's earnings, 
free of income-tax—that was to say, those 
who had served a whole year would receive a 
sum about equal to seven times their weekly 
wages or salaries. (Applause.) To put it in 
another way, anyone whose weekly remunera- 
tion averaged £2 10s. would actually have re- 
ceived £2 17s.; anyone getting £3 would 
have received £3 8s. 4d. per week; £4, £4 
IOS. 2d. ; £4 105., £5 25. 7d. ; and those averag- 
ing £5, £5 14s. Hence he was afraid there 
would be some danger of the society being 
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accused iui od other master printers of paying 

* above Union rate" He hoped they would 
not pocket their bonus and think no more 
about it, but would realise that this was a firm 
worth working for, as when it prospered all 
prospered, so that it was upto all to put their 
hearts into their work and encourage others 
to do the same. 

Mr. Cahusac mentioned that the directors 
had increased the rate of interest on money 
deposited with the society to 5 per cent., and 
he hoped that one-half of the bonus received 
would be deposited with the society or in- 
vested in war savings certificates. He in- 
formed his hearers that 1,357 war savings 
certificates had been purchased through the 
Oyez War Savings Association since January, 
1917. 

With regard to the future, he referred to the 
Sports Club that had just been revived, and 
wished it success, mentioning that the direc- 
tors had promised to provide the rent of the 
ground required. Не also expressed the hope 
that soon a dining-room would be fitted up 
for the staff and a library be established. He 
wound up a very interesting statement by an- 
nouncing that a generous pension scheme was 
under the consideration of the directors. 

A Surprise Presentation. 

At this point of the proceedings Мг. J. Е. 
Duly rose to congratulate the chairman upon 
his appointment as the society' s managing 
director, and spoke іп an appreciative manner 
. of the able way in which the affairs of the 
society had been conducted for nearly 30 years 
past, and of the mutual good fellowship and 
esteem which existed between Mr. Cahusac 
and the staff. 

Mr. Clark, the chairman of the House Com- 
mittee, then presented an album donated 
by, and containing the signatures of, the 
entire staff, together with a handsome tea and 
coffee service. The feelings of the audience 
were given expression by the hearty singing of 
©“ For he's a jolly good fellow." Mr. Cahusac, 
who was visibly affected, acknowledged the 
presentation, saying it came as a complete 
surprise to him. 

The chairman, in calling upon Mr. Clark to 
bring forward for discussion the House Com- 
mittee's suggestions as to the beanfeast, the 
erection of a War Memorial to the memory 
of those members of thestaff fallon in the war, 
and the disposal of the balance in hand (£50 
35. 10d.) of the staff service fund, stated that 
Mr. Clark enjoyed the confidence of the whole 
of the staff. Hesaid Mr. Clark spent the whole 
of his time in looking after the canteen, pilot- 
ing charitable appeals through the house, and, 
in tact, being the official conciliator. Hehoped 
that he would long reign in that position. 

After a full discussion of the question of the 
service fund balance, it was finally proposed 
to devote the money in hand first to the erec- 
tion of a War Memorial, the balance remain- 
then to be divided equally between the Sports 
Club and the proposed Library. 

The chairman congratulated Mr. Guy upon 
his appointment as secretary of the society, 
stating that Mr. Guy had been his right-hand- 
man for a number of years.

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LIMITED. 
A Visit to Newton Mill. 


“Fame” is the word placed at the top of the 
crest used by Messrs. Jacobsen, Welsh and 
Co., Ltd., and when ihe members of the 
Printing Crafts Guild, Manchester, visited 
Newton Mill, Hyde, recently they noticed that 
the high ideal was being maintained through- 
out the whole of the establishment. More 
than 200 members presented themselves at the 
appointed hour and were welcomed by Mr. E. 
C. Jones (works manager). Divided into 
small groups, they were taken in charge by 
Messrs. H. W. Wallace, J. Molloy, T. Mellor, 
H. Mason, R. Smith, G. Leech, I. Gracie, A. 
Newton, R. Newton, Mrs. White (Welfare 
Superintendent), Misses Chapman, A. Ardern, 
L. Ardern, O. Craig, J. Craig, B. Young, and 
others. 

The paper stock rooms were the first to re- 
ceive attention, the arrangement of which 
showed much foresight and attention to de- 
tail. ln the ruling department automatic 
feeders were operating the sheets of paper 
with that precision and constant following 
that is not acquired by the human feeder. In 
the pad department each employee has his or 
her particular section allotted, and all opera- 
tions are so planned that the making of the 
pads is on the basis of " forward and onward.” 
The three-sided trimmer called for much 
attention, especially from those who have 
used only the ordinary guillotine. "Three cuts 
at one operation must prove a great saving of 
timeand labour,especially when one considers 
the thousands of pads dealt with each week. 
Warehousing and dispatching are on a 
simple, yet efficient, scale, and the railway 
carrier is able to back into any particular 
section according to the part of thecountry to 
which the goods have to be dispatched. 

To see the strong, artistic effects that are 
obtained under the superintendence of Mr. 
Wallace would surprise many printers. 
Various machines, both cylinder and platen, 
were running ou colour work and afterwards 
embossing the printed sheets. Certain classes 
of work which some imagined belonged to 
the lithographic side have been captured by 
the letterpress section. 

The engineering shop contains one of the 
finest plants, not only for the purpose of the 
firm's own repairing, but for making their 
own particular machines throughout. Box- 
making is so fitted up as to be able to do 
everything in connection with all the 
different kinds of boxes. The envelope 
section includes all shapes and artistic 
colours, and -in the made-up stock and 
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stationery departments it was noticed that 
several of the old standard kinds, such as the 
“Waldorf,” are still popular. The suite of 
offices for the respective departments are 
fitted with all modern requirements. 

From the size of the mill, one can hardly 
believe that such a gigantic stationery firm 
was founded as recently as the year 1893. 
The rapid growth of the business is largely due 
to the fact that Messrs. Jacobsen, Welch and 
Co. have always adopted the policy of putting 
their money into the very best machinery, and 
scrapping at once anything that is obsolete. 
Their productions have a world-wide call, 
and branches can be found in various quarters 
of the globe. 

It took the party close upon three hours to 
pass through the works, and then they found 
a pleasant surprise when invited to partake of 
the hospitality of the firm. A splendid tea 
having satisfied the human wants, several of 
the young ladies, including Miss M. Mac- 
kenzie, Miss E. Wright, Miss L. Hallworth, 
and Miss J. Roebuck, rendered songs, both 
grave and gay. Of course, the firm publishes 
a monthly journal in the interest of the 
workers, and the Newton Mill Journal has 
some very bright and interesting reading 
matter, proving itself a valuable link with the 
employees in various parts of the Empire. 

Whilst we were having tea a wireless came 
that the Newton Mill football team had beaten 
their opponents by 5 to 2 points. The cricket 
team is in full practice and hopes to have a 
successful session. The Newton Mill Fire 
Brigade is thoroughly equipped and ready for 
any emergency, one of the members jocularly 
remarking that they had everything except 
the fire to show their efficiency, yet he hoped 
od would never be required on their own 
mill. 

We learn that the directors have very kindly 
offered to erect a sports pavilion on the new 
sports ground as “а memorial to the boys 
who went out to fight for us in the Great 
War." 

One splendid feature from the workers’ 
standpoint is the Welfare Department, under 
the superintendence of Mrs. White and a staff 
of assistants. We note from last month's re- 
port that the amount paid out in sick benefit 
was nearly £60, and in addition to various 
helps the dining.room supplied close upon 
1,000 cups of milk and soup, over 1,000 cups of 
tea, and about 500 teas with eatables. No 
wonder the workers looked so healthy, happy 
-and contented with their occupations. |f 
there were more of these establishments in 
the printing and kindred trades there would 
be less talk of dissatisfaction. 

Mr. Jobn Taylor (President of the Guild) 
thanked Messrs. Jacobsen, Welch and Co,, 
Ltd.,for their broadminded policy and their 
hospitality, and Mr. Jones, the manager, was 
able to see the hearty support given by the 
members to the words uttered by their presi- 
dent, and many that evening went home 
thinking of the lines of the poet :— 

“ Ah! Who can tell how hard it is to climb 
The steep where -Fame's proud temple shines 
afar." i .

Improving Mhe L.M.P.A. 


Many Suggestions at the April Luncheon 


Àn interesting discussion as to the require- 
ments and possibilities of the London Master 
Printers' Association took place at the April 
luncheon of the Association, held on Wednes- 
day of last week at the Holborn Restaurant. 

The president of the Association, Мг. R. A. 
Austen-Leigh, was in the chair, and began the 
post-prandial proceedings by referring to 
several matters of current interest. With 
regard to the 44-hour week demand, he said 
he understood that the men's executive had 
referred the matter back to the various unions 
and he hoped that no more would be heard of 
it. Не spoke of the new wage demands for 
15s. for London, and 20s. for the country, and 
said the Council had pointed out that the in- 
creased cost of living was a national matter, 
and therefore the question of consequent wage 
increases should be dealt with nationally. It 
had been proposed that the Federation 
Labour Committee should meet the London 
Printing Trades Federation and he hoped this 
meeting would come about before a week 
had passed. 


Mr. Perry Opens the Discussion, 


Mr. Austen-Leigh then called upon Mr.F. A. 
Perry (president of the West and North-West 
Association) to open the discussion on “ How 
the L.M.P.A. Might be Improved." He said 
there were few people better fitted than Mr. 
Perry to play the part of candid critic, Mr. 
Perry's association having been the first of the 
minor associations to be formed, and it being 
to-day, next to the central branch, the largest 
of these associations. 

Mr. Perry, who was cordially received, re- 
ferred to the excellent work accomplished by 
the L.M.P.A., although the Association had 
not, he said, yet reached perfection. lt would 
not be perfect, he added, until every master 
printer in London wasa member. There were 
still a considerable number of printers who felt 
—wrongly he believed—that their interests 
were better served by their remaining outside 
than by their combining with the Association. 
He suggested that the most pressing duty be- 
fore members was to remove this false impres- 
sion by co-operating actively with the com- 
mittees of the district associations ininducing 
every master printer in London to join their 
ranks. He thought the most effective method 
was that each member should see that ffis 
neighbour and competitor had placed before 
him in an informal, friendly, neighbourly 
way, members' opinions and experiences as to 
the advantages derivable from membership of 
the Association. He suggested that every 
member of the Association be definitely 
allotted a certain non- member for.canvassing. 
Two canvassers should be allotted to each 
non-member, and if—in say three months— no 
progress had been made, two other visitors 
should be turned on to the same prospect. 
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Meanwhile the prospective member should be 
bombarded with literature from 24, Holborn, 
for which purpose a series of propaganda 
leaflets should be prepared. He went on to 
indicate many different lines of appeal that 
could be followed in urging the desirability 
of membership of the Association. 

Having secured its members, the Associa- 
tion must make good its promises. As one 
means of improvement he suggested that a 
page should be set aside in the “ Monthly 
Record ” to provide members with an oppor- 
tunity for helpful criticism or suggestion—the 
page to be gone into each month by the 
organisation committee. 


Peril of Rising Costs. 


The criticism heard most frequently, he 
said, was that the Association had repeatedly 
failed, in its encounters with the unions, to 
give adequate protection to the interests ot its 
members. Smaller printers sometimes felt 
they were sacrificed to the interests of the 
bigger houses, who thought they could afford 
a strike, and who could, without difficulty, 
pass on to their clients the increased charges 
involved. He emphasised the serious effect 
to the smaller printers of rising costs: type- 
writing and duplicating processes were 
taking away their work, printing of parish 
magazines and catalogues was being lost, 
and he understood that a new photo-litho 
process was being wedded to the typewriter 
for producing absent voters’ lists, and 
similar work. He suggested that the Asso- 
ciation should collect such data, and should 
show journeymen printers the harmful con- 
sequences of high wages, pointing out also 
the duty of each and all to shoulder the 
burden of the cost of the war, and not expect to 
be financially in a better position than in 
pre-war days. He had formed the opinion, he 
said, that the Association was largely run on 
the lines of least resistance. “he time had 
come when the Association should give evi- 
dence that its policy is not to buy off trouble 
with concessions which do not satisfy and 
are disastrous to the whole trade. Anything 
that increased the cost of production should 
be resisted, and master printers should show 
themselves masters in their own trade, and 
not the servants of the unions. 


Some Further Suggestions. 


He expressed regret at the relinquishment 
of the rule that members must not canvass 
fellow members’ customers. He appealed to 
members not to avail themselves o! the con- 
cession; to poach on each others’ customers 
tended to alienate members and discredit the 
principles of the Association. He urged also 
that no member should engage a man em- 
ployed by another member, without first 
ascertaining whether his fellow member 
desired to part with the man. Something 
should also be done, he said, in the direction 
of influencing suitable lads to enter the 
printing trade as apprentices. He suggested 
that, with this object in view the Association 
should arrange lectures in connection with 
the elementary schools, and also provide 
elementary technical education. 
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Mr. Perry further suggested that the Asso- 
ciation might extend greater services to mem- 
bers in respect of insurance, debt.collecting, 
and purchasing supplies. Every advantage 
offered tended to hasten the day when every 
master printer would, as a matter of course, 
be a member of his Association. Не con- 
cluded by once more urging members to do 
their utmost for the advancement of the Asso- 
ciation, assuring them that the reflex benefits 
they would receive from such efforts would 
far outweigh the little advantages they might 
feel they were surrendering. 


DISCUSSION. 


Mr. Albert Bennett was the next speaker, 
and began by saying that most of the work of 
the Association devolved upon very few; a 
large number of members neither gave their 
support nor their attendance. In the course 
of his remarks he referred incidentally to the 
printing scheme of the Kent County Council. 
He mentioned a meeting of the Kentish 
members of the Federation, who sent a depu- 
tation to the chairman of the Council. he 
deputation was very cordially received by 
Col. Cornwallis, who took a very keen interest. 
in the suggestions put before him. lt trans- 
pired that the printing scheme originated with 
the store-keeper, who thought that with an 
outlay of a few hundred pounds, he could do 
seventeen thousand pounds' worth of work. 
The deputation pointed out that to co this 
work there would be required a plant costing 
something like £30,000 at present prices. Mr. 
Bennett went on to urge the need of combined 
action of master printers in such matters as 
proposals for municipal printing—proposals 
which he thought would multiply. The in- 
auguration of printing plants by munici- 
palities and also by private business firms was 
often done under the delusion— in theabsence 
of an adequate costing system—that they 
were making money, where as a matter of 
fact they were losing. ln conclusion Mr. 
Bennett expressed gratification that the master 
printers had adopted a "black list." This 
should serve to protect printers from the 
danger of working for firms that had no in- 
tention of paying for printing. 

Mr. R. D. Workman, looking ahead to the 
return of pre-war competition, urged the 
necessity that master printers should emulate 
the solidarity of the men's unions. Master 
printers should have similar organisation and 
means of defending themselves against unfair 
buyers of printing. The necessary strength 
could be acquired only by a united effort to 
bring into the Association every printer at 
present outside it. 

Mr. H. R. Danford emphasised the unde- 
sirability of members trying to take other 
members' customers. He thought where a 
customer was in touch with more than one 
master printer members should meet and 
agree upon prices. Then the printer who 
rendered the best service or put the best 
quality into his work would be the one to get 
the business. Speaking of wages paid, he 
said a levelling down of prices gave no incen- 
tive for a man to do his best. He advocated 
the arrangement of minimum and maximum 
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wages, and said it could be agreed amongst 
members that no firm should pay more than 
the maximum. 

Mr. Hunt suggested that those present 
should send upa protest against the Excess 
Profits Tax provisions of the new Budget. 
(The Chairman said later it was hardly prac- 
ticable to send a protest from the luncheon. 
He suggested that the matter should be 
brought up at the next Council meeting.) 
With regard to members taking each other's 
workpeople, Mr. Hunt said that if masters 
would employ more apprentices or learners 
much of this trouble would be overcome. 

The Chairman, in summing up the discus- 
sion, expressed approval of many of the sug- 
gestions made, including that of a definite 
plan for canvassing for new members. He 
passed on to Mr. Whyte the suggestion of the 
" complaints page," though he mentioned 
that advertisements pay better that com- 
plaints. He also endorsed Mr. Hunt's sug- 
gestion of increasing the number of appren- 
tices. Referring to the “black list." he asked 
members to give information which might 
protect their fellow members against unsatis- 
factory customers. Не closed by expressing 
the meeting's pleasure at having Mr. Lake 
with them again, he having sufficiently re- 
covered from his recent motor cycle accident. 

The luncheon came to an end with a hearty 
vote of thanks to the chairman.

. The speech-making was very brief, the even- 
ing being chiefly devoted to a very meri- 
torious musical programme.

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Funds Over-Subscribed at Dinner. 


Triumphant success has crowned the efforts

poration. The dinner held on Friday last at 
the Connaught Rooms more than served the 
purpose for which it was arranged. Not only 
did it provide a brilliant and convincing 
tribute to the very high esteem in which Mr. 
George Eaton Hart is held in the printing in- 
dustry, but it also proved a great financial 
success, the establishment of the George Eaton · 
Hart Pension being assured. 

Those present at the dinner formed a large 
and distinguished company, well representa- 
tive of the printing and allied trades. The 
Right Hon. Viscount Burnham, C.H., was in 
the chair, and, in addition to Mr. and Mrs. 
George Eaton Hart, the gathering included— 
to mention only a few—The Right Hon. C. 
W. Bowerman, P.C., M.P., Mr. W. E. Berry, Mr. 
J. Gomer Berry, Mr. J. S. Elias, Mr. R. A. 
Austen-Leigh, Mr. and Mrs. A. E. Goodwin, 
Mr. E. C. Austen-Leigh, Mr. J. Mortimer, Mr. 
and Mrs. Fred G. Hart, Major and Mrs. H. E. 
Hart, Mr. and Mrs. Sydney Hart, Mr. B. Chap- 
lin, Mr. and Mrs. H. }. Wood, Мг. W. Н. Eyre 
(hon. treasurer) and Mrs. Eyre, Mr. A. Joseph 
(hon. secretary) and Mrs. Joseph, Mr. and Mrs. 
Lane-Baber, Mr. J. O. Hatcher, Mr. G. A. 
Robinson, Mr. H. Roe, Mr. R. Griffin, Mr.

A series of concert items—of excellent 
quality and evoking hearty applause— were 
contributed during the evening by Madame 
Elston, Miss Hilda Randall, Miss Ray Fin- 
bery, Mr. Sydney Hart, Mr. Geo. Bostock and 
Mr. Ben Lawes, Mr. C. H. Hardy being the 
accompanist. 

The chairman read a great many communi- 
cations expressing appreciation of Mr. Hart's 
work, and regret at being unable to be pre- 
sent. Amongthesenders were Lord Riddell, Sir 
Robert Blair (L.C С.), Mr. J. J. Keliher, Мг. G. 
A. Isaacs (N. S. О. P. and O.), and Mr. T. E. 
Naylor (L S.C ). 

Viscount Burnham expressed special plea- 
sure at presiding over a gathering met to do 
honour to one who was not only a good 
citizen, but one who had also proved himself, 
through 50 years, a master craftsman in the 
printing art, an art which forms " one of the 
key trades of the universe." He hoped he 
would not be thought irreverent if— after the 
fashion of the Americans who speak of 
America as “ God's own country "—he spoke 
of the printing industry as "God'sown trade," 
a trade that applied to nearly everything that 
made life worth living. Не referred to the ex- 
cellent record of the printing craft in London, 
but spoke of the lamentable neglect in the 
past to provide adequate technical training 
for youths entering the trade. Не agreed, he 
said, with the trades unions that the only 
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good training of craftsmen must be by 
the double method of technology in the 
school and practice in the workshop. 
Their guest of the evening had devoted 
himself with remarkable  assiduity to 


the promotion of technical education in. 


printing, and with surprisingly good re- 
sults. (Applause.) Referring to Mr. Hart's 


prominent services as a member of the St. 


Bride Technical. School Committee, Lord 
Burnham remarked that there was now a 
prospect that—largely through Mr. Hart's 
efforts—ampler opportunities of technical 
training in printing would be provided in the 
‘south of London; he hoped this would give 
Mr. Hart an opportunity of completing his 
work of organising the technical training of 
printers. Speaking on behalf of the News- 
paper Proprietors’ Association, Lord Burn- 
ham expressed high appreciation of Mr. Hart 
as chairman of the Association's Technical 
Committee, his co-operation and guidance 
being greatly valued. It was under Mr. Hart's 
chairmanship, he said, that there was ar- 
ranged the first scale for working the Lino- 
type machine—which machine, he added, “ re- 
mains now, as it was Claimed to be then, the 
best machine for the ordinary purposes of 
newspaper work that has been invented." Lord 
Burnham went on to refer briefly to Mr. Hart's 
services as a member of the advisory com- 
mittee of the Central School of Arts and 
, Crafts, and of the Borough Printing School, 
and as lecturer to the technical schools. He 
mentioned also his work for the London 
Master -Printers’ Association (of which Mr. 
Hart is a past president and a member of the 
Council), and said. further that as acting 
chairman of the Resettlement Committee of 
the Ministry of Labour he appreciated Mr. 
Hart's work as a member of the City Labour 
Exchange Committee and his services in ob- 
taining employment for men disabled in the 
war. Mr. Hart, he said, had carved out his 
own career; he was а self-made man; all 
honour to him for it! (Applause.) This 
notable occasion—the acme of a worthy life 
and a great career—celebrated the сотріе- 
tion of St. Clement’s Press Pension Fund No. 
2, in connection with the Printers’ Pension 
Corporation. St. Clement's Press— which, he 
said, was perhaps the most adaptable printing 
Organisation in the City—wished to provide 
a pension of £20 a year for some deserving 
printer who had met with misfortune. He 
knew of no trade in whichemployers and em- 
ployees, in real fellowship, co operated to 
better effect than in the printing trade. He 
hoped the second St. Clement's Press pension 
would that evening become an accomplished 
fact. He gave the toast of “Ilhe St Clement's 
Press Pension No. 2," coupling with it the 
health of their guest, Mr. George Eaton Hart, 
also the names of Mr. Joseph Mortimer and 
Mr. W. Lane-Baber. 
. Mr. George Eaton Hart—greeted with loud 
applause, and speaking with | emotion-- 
thanked the gathering for the honour done 
him. He particularly appreciated, he said, 
the kind of gift presented him: they had 
honoured him in а superb мау. апа at the 
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same time had extended an affectionate help- 
ing hand to the man who required it. He 
thanked especially his own fellow workmen 
who had worked strenuously and successfully 
in organising the gathering. He was awar, 
he said, that what he had done was a small 
thing compared with the efforts of others. He 
referred particularly to self-sacrificing work 
on the part of trade unions and the members 
of chapels; much conscientious and good 
work had been done by these men, both for 
the education of boys in the trade and for the 
uplifting of the craft. Looking back over his 
‚озуп efforts, he said it was a proud thing to 
know he had fathered through the printing 
trade something like 250 journeymen. (Ap- 
plause.) He then proceeded to outline the 
thorough course of practical and theoretical 
training received by the lads under his care. 
It was as unreasonable for master printers to 
talk of the “ sacrifices " required of them under 
the Fisher Act as to speak of it as sacrifice 
when an old machine was put on the dust- 
heap and a new machine installed, giving 
double the work of the old and work of much 
better quality. He closed by reiterating his 
thanks for a honour which, he said, would re- 
main in his memory all his days. а 
Mr. Joseph Mortimer briefly responded to 
the same toast, as did also Mr. W. Lane-Baber. 
The latter heartily endorsed Lord Burnham's 
eulogy of the guest of the evening, and was 
able, as one working shoulder to shoulder 
with lads trained under Mr: Hart's super- 
‘vision, to speak proudly of their craftsman- 
‘ship. He told of lads only four years in train- 
ing who produced work of equal éxcellence 
to that of men oldinthe trade. These lads, 
he said, reflected great credit upon their 
managing director, Mr. Hart. | р 
The Right Hon. С. W. Bowerman said it 
was particularly appropriate that Lord Burn- 
ham should be in the chair on this occasion. 
He had followed in the footsteps of his re- 
spected father inelevating journalism in every 
possible sense; while Mr. Hart had not only 
attempted, but had succeeded, in doing his 
best in elevating the art of printing. He re- 
ferred in strong terms to the fine spirit of 
good-fellowship animating every section of 
the printing trade. Speaking as a journey- 
man compositor, he expressed high apprecia- 
tion of "the valuable work, the remarkable 
work," which Mr. Hart had done forthe trade. 


.He recalled the lack of adequate training in 


the past, and said that by his efforts in tech- 
nical education Mr. Hart had contributed 
magnificently to the advancement of the in- 
dustry. He proposed the toast of “The Art of 
Printing," and coupled with it the name of 
Mr. R A. Austen Leigh. 
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Mr. К. А. Austen-Leigh (president of the 
London Master Printers’ Association), who 
began by paying a high tribute to Mr. Hart's 
services as member, committeeman, and past 
president of the L.M.P.A., emphasised the 
critical position in which, with constantly 
advancing costs, the printing industry finds 
itself to-day. | 

Mr. W. H. Eyre (hon. secretary of the St. 
Clement's Press Pension Fund) madea finan-

Employment in March. 


EMPLOYMENT during March in the printing 
and bookbinding trades generally was good, 
and about the same as in the previous tnunth. 
It was better, on the whole, than in March of 
last year. Employment with letterpress 
printers continued good; it was better than 
in February with compositors in London, 
and a considerable amount of overtime was 
worked; there was little change in the pro- 
vinces, overtime being worked. occasionally. 
In the lithographic printing trade employ- 
ment remained good generally, and a little 
overtime was reported, Employment in the 
bookbinding trade was good, and slightly 
better than in the previous month. Some 
overtime was worked both in London and in 
the provinces. According to Trade. Unions 
returns, out of a printing membership of 
64,225 at the end of March, о were unem- 
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ployed, as compared with a percentage of 07 
in February, and 31 in March, 1919. Of a 
bookbinding membership of 12,626, оо were 
unemployed, as compared with ro in Feb- 
suary and 2'9 in March last. Employers’ 
reports for the week ended March 27th, give 
the number of printing employees as 9,886— 
an increase оѓ 5 per cent. over the preced- 
ing month, and an increase of 25:5 per cent. 
over the corresponding week of last year. 
Total wages for these employees were / 32,989 
—an increase of 5'1 per cent. over the preced- 
ing month, and an increase of 568 per cent. 
over a year ago. Bookbinding employees are 
given as 5,795 —an increase of r'o per cent. on 
the preceding week, or of 24:8 per cent. on a 
year ago. Wagestotalled / 12,859, an increase 
of 2.0 per cent. on the preceding month and 
$4'5 per cent. on a year ago. 


Picture Post Cad T. 


Budget Threat to the Trade. 


. Representatives of the picture post card 
industry express surprise and consternation 
at the increased post card postage rate im- 
posed in the new Budget. They regard the 
increased rate as an unfair imposition; asa 
serious —possibly fatal—blow at an important 
section of British trade; and as calculated, 
by crippling picture post card business, both 
bome and export, to defeat the purpose for 
which it is imposed, viz., the producing of 
increased revenue. 

The trade was not slow in making its voice 
heard in protest. On Wednesday and Thurs- 
day of last week the Press gave wide publicity 
to complaints raised. And on Thursday (at 
only a few hours' notice), an influential meet- 
ing of post card pnblishers, printers, and 
traders, with representatives of the general 
and trade Press, met at Raphael House 
(Raphael Tuck and Sons, Ltd.), under the 
chairmanship of. Sir Adolph Tuck, for the 
purpose of taking further steps to make plain 
the serious nature of the Budget threat to the 
post card industry. 


A Meeting of Protest. 


At this meeting Sir Adolph Tuck said he 
was very pessimistic as to the injury which 
would be done to the British picture post card 
industry if the proposed postage increase 
were carried out. Не feared the increase of 
postage from id. to 14d. was likely to prove 
the death-blow of the picture post card. The 
last increase, from jid. to id. had already 


diminished the demand; and if to-day—- 


when soaring costs of printing, materials, 
and.production generally, had made increased 
prices necessary —another jd. were added to 
the postage, he feared the total expense would 
be prohibitive. Sir Adolph said he believed 
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the increased postage, if imposed, would de- 
feat its own end. А reduced demand for 
picture post cards would not only mean a de- 
crease of business all round, but would also 
inevitably cause a deterioration of quality in 
British picture post cards, and a consequent 
reduction of our exports of post cards, and 
an increase of foreign post card imports. He 
added that the new postage proposals 
obviously discriminate against the post card, 
inasmuch as the Government will handle a 
letter weighing 30z. for 2d., while the return 
for handling 18 picture post cards, which 
together weigh 30z., would be 25. 3d. 


Resolution Passed. 


The meeting expressed complete agree- 
ment with Sir Adolph Tuck's views and pro- 
ceeded to appoint a deputation to wait upon 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer. The fol- 
lowing resolution was passed unanimously :— 
“That this meeting of post card publishers, 
printers, and traders, views with alarm the 
proposed increase of postage on post cards to 
1}d., and is of the opinion that if this pro- 
posal is carried out it will have the effect of 
destroying what has become an important 
industry, affecting upwards of 20 thousand 
retailers throughout the United Kingdom— 
apart from process engravers, lithographers, 
papermakers, printers and publishers. The 
object in view—of obtaining increased 
revenue— will. in the opinion of this meeting, 
be defeated. This meeting therefore respect- 
fully requests the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer to receive a deputation at an early 
date to place the views of the trade before 
him." 


Deal 01 MY. Augusta Spicer 


Mr. Augustin Spicer, chairman of Messrs. 
Spicer Bros., died at his residence at Hay- 
ward's Heath, last week, following a 
seizure of paralysis. Hewas in his 75th year. 

Educated privately for some years, Mr. 
Spicer entered Mill Hill School in 1858. He 
first went into the business of the firm in 1870, 
and was made managing director in 1889, 
when the new company was formed.

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Some American Suggestions. 


In America, as here, customary methods of 
indicating paper weights and sizes leave room 
for very extensive reforms. А former director 
of the Pulp and Paper Division of the U.S. 
Industrial Board — Mr. Thomas E. Donnelley, 
of Messrs. R. R. Donnelley andSons, Chicago — 
contributes to the Ben Franhlin Monthly some 
interesting jottings as to the advisability of a 
decimal standard of weights for paper. 

We Americans, says Mr. Donnelley, are ac- 
customed to laugh at our English cousins for 
stubbornly clinging to their cumbersome 
systems of pence, shillings and pounds, and 
yet one can imagine the utter astonishment 
of one of our French allies, should he attempt 
to unravel the much greater complications of 
our system of paper weights and measure- 
ments. 

The paper manufacturers and merchants 
have during the past two years established 
what is known as a system of "substance 
numbers" or weights, i.e., have established 
the weight of a particular stock size as the 
standard for weight for that particular class 
of paper. For example, in book papers, 25 by 
38 has been adopted as the standard or basic 
size, and the weights in this size are known 


as the substance weights for book paper. 
Other stock sizes are made in weights equi- 
valent to the weight of the standard or basic 
size. For instance, basis 25 by 38—50 lb. in 
size 24 by 42 weighs 62 bs.; it was formerly 
stocked 28 by 42—60, without regard to any 
standard. 

This standardisation of weights is. un- 
doubtedly a distinct saving in paper manu- 
facturing, and this saving is indirectly passed 
on to the printer and the public, for under 
this system, if an order does not “fill” the 
paper machine, the side roll can be cut intoa 
stock size, as the thickness is standard. 

But a particular substance number or 
weight is applied to one class of paper only. 
Book papers, writing papers, cover papers, 
etc., all have their special substance numbers 
or weights, and to-day there are the following 
thirteen classes of paper, more or less com- 
monly used by the printer, each with its own 
standard of sizes and substance numbers. 
This list does not include the many classes of 
pulp, binder and other coarse boards, or many 
paper specialties.

Stance in other grades, such as manilla, 
cover, writing, etc. 

The present system is complicated enough 
to the printer, but to the lay buyer it is a 
Chinese puzzle and often leads to serious 
misunderstanding. The basic sizes do not 
readily fix themselves in a layman's mind. 
He cannot understand why a 50-pound or 
No. 50 cover and a 50. pound or No. 50 book 
should mean two different weights; why a 
50-pound, or a No. 50 white wove envelope 
and a 50-pound or No. 50 manilla envelope 
are not the same; or why bonds and fine 
writings should be designated by different 
standards. Even old buyers of printing are 
confused. А publisher using a 31 by 41 paper 
speaks of it as a 60-pound paper, sometimes 
to designate {һе basis of 25 by 38—60-pound, 
and sometimes to designate that the 31 by 
41 sheet itself weighs 60 pounds to a ream. 

The present system is also complicated as 
to the process of figuring ; increases the cost 
of estimating and checking, and greatly in- 
creases the chances of error. То find the 
weight of a sheet 31 by 41 on the basis of 25 
by 38—60, four distinct operations are neces- 
Sary —31 by 41 must be multiplied; 25 by 38 
must be multiplied; the product of 31 by 41 
must be multiplied by 60; and the result 
divided by the product of 25 by 38. 

Under the present system, a purchaser buys 
his paper by the five hundred count and, in 
converting it into books, catalogues, letter- 
heads or business cards, sells it bv the thousand 
count. This causes not only a constant 
clerical effort in translating five hundreds 
into thousands, but there are few printers of 
experience, who have not been embarrassed 
at some time, either by their own or their 
competitors’ errors in figuring half the amount 
of paper necessary. 

he system known as the "American " 
decimal standard of weights for paper is 
the result of a growing conviction that the 
present manner of figuring weights and 
measures in the paper industry is archaic, 
complicated and laborious. This system has 
been developed by receiving the suggestions 


from many different minds that have given- 


thought to this question, and has been sub- 
Jected to criticism from the leading paper 
manufacturers, merchants and users who, from 
time to time, were members of the various 
war service committees of the pulp and paper 
industry. There has developed no valid 


The ream is entirely eliminated, everything 
being figured by the thousand sheets. 

The standard of size is in 1,000 sheets of 
paper 25 by 40 inches; ie, 1,000 sheets of 
paper 1,000 inches square. The substance 
uumber would be the number of pounds these 
1,000 sheets weigh. For example, a paper of 
No. 125 substance would mean that 1,000 
sheets of 25 by 40 inches paper weigh 125 
pounds. If we should desire to find the weight 
of paper per thousand sheets of any given 
size, as 25 by 38, we would simply multiply 25 
by 38, which equals 95o times the decimal ‘125, 
which would be 1184 pounds. Should we 
desire to find the weight of a sheet 42 by 6r, 
we would multiply 42 by 61, which would 
give us 2,562 square inches, multiplied by the 
decimal 125 equals 32025 pounds. 

The same substance number would 
designate the equivalent weight, whether 
it were book paper, cover paper, writing or 
manilla. As stock weights would most pro- 
bably be even substance numbers, such as 70, 
80, 90, 100, 120, 140, etc., the weight of any odd 
size would readily be found by the simplest 
multiplication, and there would be no con- 
fusion in the mind of the customer because : 
First, the system is readily explained and 
easily understood ; second, there is but one 
substance number for the same weight of 
stock for all classes; and third, there would 
be no confusion between the substance num- 


` ber and the actual weight of the stock, as the

substance number is a basis unit and not the 
weight in pounds of some stock size used as a 
standard. uro

2. It makes unnecessary the acquiring of 
technical knowledge of the various sizes by 
men in the business, and is easily understood 
by laymen. |

4. It makes the figuring of special sizes easy 
and less liable to error.

Detterment as an Aid to Production. 


An Interesting Discussion during a Successful 
Conversazione for London Master Printers. 


The first annual conversazione of the Cen- 
tral Districts Branch of the London Master 
Printers' Association, held on Thursday at the 
St. Bride Institute, was a highly successful 
function. Not only was there a wealth of 
musical entertainment, with an interval for 
refreshments, but an interlude in the shape of 
a debate on “ Betterment as an Aid to Pro- 
duction " rendered the evening not only very 
enjoyable but useful, particularly as Mr. 
George А. Isaacs, Mayor of Southwark, ap- 
proached the question from the standpoint of 
the worker, while Sir Wm. Waterlow ex- 
pressed the view of the employer. 

The programme was so attractive that the 
entire seating acccommodation was occupied, 
and thehighest appreciation was shown of the 
fare which Mr. Wm. H. Burchell, the hon. 
sec., placed before the members and visitors, 
among whom was a large proportion of 
ladies. 

Mr. J. D. McAra, F.C.I.S,, the earnest chair- 
man of the Branch, presided, and among those 


present, in addition to Mr. Isaacs and Sir Wm. | 


Waterlow, were Lady Waterlow, Mr. R. A. 
Austen-Leigh (president of the L.M.P.A.), Mr. 
A. E. Holmes (secretary of the Printing and 
Kindred Trades Federation), The Mayor of 
Islington, etc. 

The Chairman, in introducing the speakers 
during an interval in the programme, men- 
tioned the recent increases in wages which 
had taken place. He extended a very cordial 
welcome to master printers and their friends 
present. In view of the many difficulties 
which had crowded. round them as master 
printers during recent years he thought they 
had realised how much collective wisdom and 


experience was necessary to conserve their | 


interests. Those open meetings, therefore, 
had been arranged for a double purpose: 


First to give an opportunity for the friendly . 
exchange and interchange of ideas so that the 
need for an effective co-operative effort might 
become more and more apparent, and 
secondly to induce the missionary spirit to the 
end that every master printer be brought into 
the fold. Their labour, as in other trades, 
speaks with one voice, and at very frequent 
intervals they have felt the full force of its 
gentle cooing. (Laughter.) 

In their own defence, therefore, master 
printers should take a leaf out labour's book 
and combine so harmoniously that their de- 
cisions—having the weight of unanimity— 
became mandatory. There is nothing yet in 
the rules of the alliances to compel a member 
to adhere to the ruling of the majority. That 
was where labour scored Their votes led to 
a definite decision; master printers’ were 
merely the expression of an opinion. To his 
mind this was a fatal weakness in their posi- 
tion. Until the loyalty of all was assured 
their Association lacked stability and could 
not move forward successfully with any 
definite programme. ‘They had now a new 
organisation ; the needs of the moment were 
imperative and he trusted every member 
would be imbued with the spirit of working 
loyally for the team and accept as his privi- 
lege to bring in all who were outside. When 
this was accomplished their Association 
would stand on much firmer ground. (Ap- 
plause.) "Unity is strength " was а common- 
place, but nevertheless it was true that unless 
there was unity of action as well as unity of 
purpose all their efforts would be futile and un- 
availing. 


The Worker's Point of View. 


Mr. Isaacs, who of course is general secre- 
tary of the National Society of Operative 
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Printers and Assistants, spoke of the excellent 
spirit which existed between the employers' 
organisations and the trade unions in the 
printing trade, and showed how much closer 
they had come together since 1911. This was 
particularly emphasised during the negotia- 
tions in respect of a 44-hour week, when one 
of the leaders on his side, after the conference, 
cemarked : “ We have come away with noth- 
ing, yet I feel we have come away with some- 
thing." They had not got a minute knocked 
off the 48 hours. He did not believe his own 
people really expected it at this juncture, but 
they were forced to move. He thought it was 
better to open the safety valve than to sit 


„upon it. The 44 hours conference was the 
finest conference he had attended. It was 
conducted in the best possible spirit. There 


were many opportunities for breaking heads, 
but no one took them. "They cameaway not 
only admiring the spirit in which they had 
been met, but appreciating thearguments put 
forward by the employers. Instead of saying, 
* you cannot have it," the trade unionists were 
told, " Don't you think you had better not ask 
for it because of these reasons?" Mr. Isaacs 
went on to speak of the Industrial Council 
as a new phase of betterment and as some- 
thing which was exceedingly valuable be- 
cause it was getting back to work in the pro- 
per way. 


The Vicious Circle. 


Stating the view of the individual work- 
man, Mr. Isaacs said they looked upon better- 
ment primarily for themselves, and secondly, 
for the craft in which they wereengaged. He 
thought they would not deny the statement 
that working people had a real struggle to 
live on the wages received. He knew there 
4nust come a time when advances must stop. 
He himself urged that the time had arrived ; 
but the vicious circle kept moving, and they 
could not afford to stand outside. He was 
hoping they would find some way to stop the 
circle moving, but people wanted an easier 
working week, a higher standard of living 
and better conditions of work from the health 
and comfort point of view. He hoped there 
was evolving a better relationship between 
employers and their workpeople, and Mr. 
Isaacs mentioned the greater familiarity and 
camaraderie which existed in printingestablish- 
ments in America. He thought it was better 
for the emplovers to know some of the diffi- 
-culties under which the members of their staff 
were living, and it was worth something for 
these men to believe that the employer under- 
stood their point of view, and tried to meet 
them. (Hear, hear.) 


Betterment of Methods. 


Mr Isaacs went on tospeak of the betterment 
of methods, and said quite frankly that even 
master printers had much to learn about the 
management of their business. Speaking of 
the machine room, he said they wanted better 
methods. ‘They wanted machines more up 
to date. A machine at the highest pitch of 
efficiency encouraged a man. It was not fair 
to expect him to fasten on forms with worn- 
out quoins. The waste of time arising from 
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such causes also had an important bearing on 
output. Another method of betterment he 


, advanced was to scrap their old-fashioned 


ideas of apprenticeship, and give it up, re- 
placing it by the American system. On the 
question of preduction, the speaker argued 
that they did not want every man to bea 
sprinter; they wanted him to be a time- 
saver. Do not let them look at production 
from the point of view of speeding up the 
man, but let them look at it from the stand- 
point of speeding up machinery. (Hear, 
hear.) 

Betterment was the cause, production the 
effect. Give the employees the cause, and the 
effect would follow. He believed if they could 
get an unconscious effort towards betterment 
they were going to get vastly improved pro- 
duction. The speaker urged the necessity for 
relieving men of the growing anxiety regard- 
ing the tenure of their occupation. In this 
connection, Mr. Isaacs mentioned that he had 
walked the streets of London for six months, 
and he had been glad to take a broom from 
the Borough Council in order to sweep the 
snow away. Only those who had been 
through it knew the tragedy of such а condi- 
tion. 

His Worship said the Industrial Council 
was honestly and splendidly trying to deal 
with the question of unemployment, and the 
very fact that Mr. Waterston's Committee was 
in existence, and that employers had signed 
such a scheme, by which the industry would 
bear the cost of unemployment, was fine. The 
next step towards betterment was to get rid 
of the habit of seeking for ulterior motives. 
Let them try and see the good that wasin a 
man. 


Increased Output Must Come. А 


In summing up, Мг. Isaacs expressed the 
belief that betterment was bound to be an 
aid to production. He wanted to admit 
frankly that there must be increased produc- 
tion and he himself was working in that 
direction. They must have that increased 
production because of the shortage of ma- 
chinery. They had to compete in the 
world's markets and therefore must improve 
the output of printing. Printing would be 
required in our own country and it could 
only be obtained by getting better work from 
the plant in hand. 1n conclusion he said he 
hoped they would all work together so that 
the workpeople would be so, contented that 
they would give all the trade union secre- 
taries thesack. (Laughter and applause.)

Some important Developments, 


An idea of the progress which is being 
made with the linotype machine was given at 
a luncheon at the Waldorf Hotel, on Monday. 
The function was arranged by the directors of 
Linotype and Machinery, Ltd., in order that 
members of the printing trade Press might 
meet Mr. E. E. Bartlett, of the Bartlett Orr 
Press, New York. Mr. Bartlett, who is at 
present on a visit to this country, is a master 
printer of wide experience, high ideals, and 
practical method. With this combination of 
talents he is helping to render the linotype ma- 
chine increasingly useful, and at Monday's 
luncheon he made some surprising revelations 
as to what extent the linotype may now be 
used in book and jobbing work. 

Mr. Arthur H. Walker, the deputy chairman 
of Linotype and Machinery, Ltd., was to have 
presided at the lüncheon, but illness unfor- 
tunately kept him away. However, his son 
(Mr. Victor Walker) made a very good sub- 
stitute. In introducing Mr. Bartlett, he men- 
tioned that that gentleman was a director of 
Linotype Typography, an institution with 
which he became identified four years ago 
for the Mergenthaler Linotype Co. 

Mr. Bartlett placed before the company a 
very attractive narrative, illustrated from a 
large and voluminous portfolio containing 
specimens of Linotype Typography. He out- 


lined the efforts made to broaden the scopeof ' 


the machine so that it could undertake the 
higher branches of printing, and in this con- 
nection Mr. Bartlett confined his remarks to 
the book and jobbing work. When he was 
first asked to take hold of the work he said he 
was a sceptic, being trained on the one type 
at a time idea. On approaching the task it 
seemed to him that they must begin a com- 
plete reformation of the typography which 
had existed in the linotype of America ever 
since that remarkable and marvellous ma- 
chine was perfected. 

The storv of the first conception of the lino- 
type was then told. Together with the 
Remington typewriter and the dictaphone, 
it arose from the desire of half-a-dozen re- 
porters in the United States Senate who re- 
quired speedier means of transcribing their 
notes. In this way,said Mr. Bartlett, came 
the three greatest inventions of modern times. 
The first Mergenthaler machine was not a 
success, but the great thing Mergenthaler did 
invent was the matrix. Finally, however, they 
got the successful Blower machine. Edison 
had declared to Mr. Bartlett that the linotype 
machine was one of the ten great inventions 
of the world. 

Mr. Bartlett then traced his introduction of 
a greater variety of type faces into the lino- 
type, suitable for high-class book and job- 
bing work. He followed pretty well the lines 
he took 29 years ago with the Bartlett Orr 
Press, when' he selected five faces of type— 


Caslon, Franklin Old Style, a Scotch face, 


--Elzevir, and the old English text of Caslon. 


In all the 29 years they had been conducting 
that extensive business, they had never re- 
quired to add to that selection. The factor 
which had determined them to adopt these 
type faces for the linotype was that the type 
must be based fundamentally on classical 
lines and it must be easily readable. (Hear, 
hear. The most important requisite of type 
was that it should be easily read and the 


. most beautiful type was that which carried 


this attribute. Mr. Bartlett proceeded to pay 
a tribute to William Morris and the mark of 
beauty which he introduced into printing. 
But the speaker asserted that we had missed 
the greatest incentive to modern print which 


Mr. E. E. Bartlett. 


was born in Great Britain and which was the 
work of William Morris. Mr. Bartlett added 
that he had been raised to the seventh heaven 
of delight when he secured a copy of Morris’ 
Reynard the Fox, which had a very great in- 
fluence upon him. 

Mr. Bartlett afterwards reviewed a series of 
pamphlets illustrating the ranges of linotype 
type faces, initials, borders and ornaments, 
and directed attention to a picture of a build- 
ing which when completed will turn out a 
million matrices per day. 

Remarking that the Linotype Co. were 
known for their honourable methods of busi- 
ness and for the assistance they had given to 
printers all over the world, Mr. Bartlett said 
they had not yet been favourably regarded as 
typefounders, but that condition was rapidly 
disappearing. Не ventured to state that in 
another five years instead of going to the so- 
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called typefounder, printers would go to the 
linotype for those things which would be the 
last word in type. In conclusion the speaker 
held that the linotype had done more to spread 
the cause of civilisation throughout the world 
than any other agent, adding that whatever 
money he made out of the later developments 
he had referred to would be devoted to the 
building of a University Printery in America 
for the education of printers. (Applause.) 

Mr. F. Colebrook voiced the thanks of the 
company to Mr. Bartlett for his address, and 
took the opportunity of enlarging upon the 
value of the linotype machine. 

Mr. G. W. Davis, sales manager of Linotype 
and Machinery, Ltd., for the United Kingdom, 
described how Mr. Philip Dodge, President of 
the Mergenthaler Co., induced Mr. Bartlett, a 


lover of art, to take up the work of educating | 


not only the producers of the linotype ma- 
chine, but the people who handled it. Mr. 
Davis proceeded to propose the health of Mr. 
Victor Walker, who he mentioned was asso- 
ciated with the work of Linotype and Ma- 
chinery, Ltd., and who inherited theexcellent 
qualities of his father, their deputy chairman. 
(Applause). 

Mr. Walker, in his reply, expressed the hope 
that they would have Mr. Bartlett with them 
again, when Linotype Typography would 
stand higher with the book and jobbing 
printer than it does to-day. 
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Scientific Management. 


Sir,—I am glad to note the sustained 
interest in the question of scientific manage- 


. ment as evidenced by the prominence given ` 


in the Trade Press. [t is a wide subject de- 
mandinga knowledgeof psychological and phy- 
siological science in its incidence to economic 
work. Given this, the successful application 
of its principles ina particular industry is then 
possible only if theadministration have sound 
practical knowledge of the craft. It is, there- 
fore, primarily a matter for the technician, and 
although the assistance of the accountant is 
very desirable and necessary for the purpose of 
drafting the charts for the better navigation 
of the good ship of industry, it is obvious that 
the setting of the course must lie with the 
technical captains. Costing has its place, but 
in itself it cannot make two blades of grass 
grow where one grew before, nor turn the 
wheels of industry. 

We are to day faced with the fact that a 
narrowing circle of buyers is following upon 
the high cost of both materials and labour, 
and alternative sources of supply are being 
utilised by the consumers of our product. 
Under these circumstances it seems patent 
that the economies afforded by a more 
scientific form of management than that 
normally functioning in our industry, should 
at this juncture be well investigated. [t is a 


problem incapable of solution by any system 
of philosophy or of accountancy, and it can- 
not be dealt with except by men-— practical 
men —men who know the arts of production. 

To those who fear that scientific manage- 
ment is an iconoclastic theory. it may be said 
that its purpose is not to displace existing 
organisations, but to perfect them. It has 
already been established on a considerable 
scale in several factories, though it may not 
bear the name or be willingly admitted for 
various reasons; and by patient study and 
recognition of its incidence to the factors 
underlying existing conditions it is being 
gradually extended. 

From whatever point of view this science of 
management may be considered, we cannot 
dispose of the fact that the law of thesurvival 
of the fittest holds in the economic as in the 
animal world, and it is solely because the 
principles of scientific management are vital 
to our progress as an industrial nation that 
they have come to stay. 

The approach to scientific management lies 
in a changed mentality which mainly con- 
sists of an appreciation of the man element, 
and, like everything else from which we ex- 
pect to secure satisfactory results, this faculty 
requires to be developed. Mental agreement 
between management and men underlies all 
successful industrial management. Lacking 
this, all efficiency plans are foredoomed 
to failure. It is because scientific manage- 
ment is the science of human relationship in 
industry that it is instrumental in securing 


high efficiency and as a corollary —increased 


production. 

The benefits to be secured by the adoption 
of new methods in industrial management— 
red iced cost of the product per unit of capital 
and labour employed, greater earnings by the 
worker and the enjoyment of better condi- 
tions of labour—may not be of immediate 
consummation, for the tree must grow before 
we may gather the fruit. It is, however, a field 
of study full of interest, capable of consider- 

able cultivation, and, what is perhaps the 
more important, it is conducive to the fertili- 
sation of knowing and doing. 

. Betterment schemes, and, as a matter of 
course, all social movements which enhance 
the feeling of security amongst the workersas 
to their future development in their career, 
have a stimulating effect, but the extent to 
which they may be the means of reinforcing 
the normal achievement of the worker will be 
one of considerable variation according to 
individual temperament. The strongest 
factor, and the one capable of exciting a 
general interest in the matter of increased 
production, is that of direct material benefit, 
and this should be added to any other social 
means that may be employed. Whatever 
form of payment by results it may be con- 
sidered most convenient to adopt— piecework, 
bonuses, or premiums—it must be recognised 
that the individual financial situation is to- 
day the favourite topic whenever the question 
of increased production is discussed.

The News-Print Position. 


. Tuere is no change apparent in the outlook 

regarding news-print supplies. In the mean- 
time the minimum price of “ news" for the 
next two months in this country will be 6id. 
perlb. In comparison with the costs of pro- 
duction, however, this is a reasonable figure, 
since on the present market quotations for 
raw materials, it costs 61d. to make news. 
For the moment, it is rather the question of 
price than of supply which is causing anxiety 
among publishers, though the question of 
supplies issufficiently serious to arouse concern 
as to the future. It is not difficult to see where 
the higher costs come from. Although the 
March returns of the Board of Trade show 
that the total pulp received in this country 
was 20 per cent. more than in the correspond- 
ing month of 1913, the price paid is very much 
greater. Thus, whereas in March, 1915, im- 
ported pulp cost £181,000, the figure for last 
March is £1,320,847, or more than seven times 
as much. With a burden like this to bear, 
there is little wonder that prices are high. 
And, of course, it is not only pulp that iscost- 
ing тоге; everything else is dearer, including 
labour.

This section 
includes a brief directory of the Linotype 
Users’ Association and the Monotype Users’ 
Association. The next sixty pages comprise 
a valuable section setting forth the many 
standing agreements between masters and 
men in the industry. Then follow particulars 
of Kindred Associations (including the News- 
paper Proprietors' Association, the Publishers' 
Association, the Stationers' Association, and 
many others), Trade Unions, Foreign Associa- 
tions, and Printers' Pensions, Benevolent 
Funds, and Friendly Societies— addresses of 
these bodies and lists of officers being given. 
This completes the survey of trade organisa- 
tion. Six useful pages on " Printers Law " 
come next. These are followed by a “ Mis- 
cellaneous " section including, among other 
items, a list of “ Words Spelt in Various 
Ways," anda “ Selection of Practical Books 
for Printers." 

Following the selection of books comes a 
‘List of Trade Papers '—a feature of much 
importance, as it is this list that will be con- 
sulted by many an inquirer wishing to know 
what journals there are whose news pages 
chronicle the doings of the trade, or whose 
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advertisement pages provide a means for 
bringing his business announcements to the 
notice of printers. Here we have to point out 
an astonishing omission. The printing trade 
journal which of all, save one, of its fellows in 
thiscountry has been longest established, and 
which is published more frequently than any 
other—the British and Colonial Printer and 
Stationer —is not mentioned. The attention 
of Mr. К. А. Austen-Leigh having been drawn 
to this matter, he has written us expressing 
surprise at what was a quite unintentional 
slight. He writes: “ Please accept my very 
humble apologies, which are all the more sin- 
cere because I am so often indebted for kind 
notices and references in your valuable organ." 

The final section consists of a short “ Who's 
Who in the Printing Trade "—probably the 
germ of a much more extensive list. , Adver- 
tisement pages at the end of the volume are 
interspersed with numerous useful reference 
tables reprinted by permission from Mr. Chas. 
T. Jacobi's “ Printers’ Handbook of Trade 
Recipes." 

Though this annual, in this its first issue, 
confessedly leaves room for amplification and 
improvement, the editors are to be congratu- 
lated on producing, in a fashion worthy of the 
industry, a reference work of unquestionable 
utility to vast numbers of people associated 
with the art of printing. 

We have found some difficulty in turning 
quickly to the particular part of the book re- 
quired ; it would be an improvement if in the 
next issue the unnecessary right-hand page- 
headline were omitted, and a sectional head- 
line substituted.. А general index at the end 
would still further enhance the useflilness of 
this very welcome volume.

The late Mr. Augustin Spicer, to whose 
death we made brief reference in our last 
issue, was widely known in the paper trade 
and was as widely respected. The deceased 
gentleman had been ailing for a considerable 
period, and he passed away peacefully, follow- 
ing a stroke, in his 75th year. 

Mr. Spicer was born on September 7th, 1845, 
and was the son of Mr. Wm. Revell Spicer, 

who was one of the partners in the firm of 
Spicer Brothers. Hehimself entered the busi- 
ness in 1870, and when the company was 
formed in 1889, he was made managing 
director. On the death of Mr. Edward Spicer 
in October, 1912, he became chairman of the 
company, and occupied that position until 
his death. In the early part of his career, Mr. 
Augustin Spicer was closely associated with 
the work of Messrs. Spicer's mill at Alton, 
hand-made paper being his chief interest. As 
managing director, and afterwards chairman 
of the company, he had a great deal to do in 
furthering the later business developments of 
Spicer Brothers. He laid the foundation- 
stone of Blackfriars House on July 20th, 1914, 
but has not lived long enough to see this work 
completed. He was present, however, when 
the last pilein the foundations was driven on 
January 7th, 1916. 

A pleasant, genial personality, Mr. Augustin 
Spicer was held in the greatest affection by 
the staff of Spicer Brothers, and all at New 
Bridge-street and the various branches of the 
company deeply regret his death. 
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The course of lectures оп the Master 
Printers’ Federation Costing System given 
weekly at the Cardiff Technical College since 
January gth, has been successfully completed.

It was soon noticeable 
that quite a number of students enrolled out 
of curiosity, but nevertheless the interest and 
the attendance has been very well maintained 
throughout the lectures, the smallest attend- 
ance registered being 55. The examination 
was held on March 26th, at which 22 students 
sat. The marking of the papers is not yet 
completed, but a number of these show a very 
good grasp of the system, and it is quite evi- 


dent that the work of the lecturers has not 
been in vain. . 

A vote of thanks was proposed, and most 
unanimously carried by the students at the 
last lecture, to the lecturers who had so kindly 
given their time to the work of explaining the 
system to the students, and to the members of 
the Cardiff Master Printers’ Association for 
generously offering the awards for the four 
best papers.

A Glance at the Exhibition of Students’ Work at 
the L.C.C. Central School of Arts and Crafts. 


To the printer who finds his mind barren of 
ideas, who fails of thesinspiration that should 
give the touch of beauty to his work and is 
inclined to become bored in the practice of 
his craft, perhaps nothing can be more confi- 
dently recommended as a reliable restorative 
than that he turn for a while from his efforts 
to produce, and rest mind and heart in enjoy- 
ing the contemplation of examples of typo- 
graphy of true artistic merit. Though the 
recent exhibition of students' work in printing 
and allied crafts at the L.C.C. Central School, 
Southampton-row, was cramped by lack of 
room available, and so was less comprehensive 
than we haye previously known it, there were 
nevertheless some delightful specimens to be 
seen of beautiful workmanship in the printers', 
letterers', illustrators' and binders' arts. Many 
a printer, we fancy, visiting this little exhibi- 
tion, must have come away with a renewed 
and exhilarating realisation of the close rela- 
tionship that is possible between the high 
heaveus of art and the realms—often so drably 
mundane-seeming— of the everyday labours 
of the manager, overseer, "comp." or 
“ minder." 


The Hand-Lettered Page. 


Although not strictly printer's work, a fine 
showing of illuminated manuscripts and 
manuscript books in vellum, which early 
caught the visitor's eye, gave the key to the 
work of the School. From the best manu- 
script books of the past come the traditions 
embodied in the best book-production of to- 


day. Those manuscripts gave us beautiful 


lettering true to the tool producing it, in that 
case the pen; and, though often over- 
elaborated, the best of them indicated that 
the highest art is always marked by restraint, 
and in certain respects by simplicity. It was 


a departure from this trueness to tool (to pen, 
brush or chisel as the case might be) and a 
general throwing off of restraint, that gave 
us the crazy type-faces, heterogeneous assort- 
ment of types, and wild ornamentation of 
Victorian typography. Itisareturntoreason, 
a re emphasis of the artistic essentials, that 
bases the School's ideals of book production. . 
Thus it was fitting that a prominent place in 
the exhibition was given to students' manu- 
scripts. And very beautiful many of them 
were. Resplendent in. gold and the colours 
dear to the scribes of days gone by, they re- 
called the treasured pages that are left to us 
from far-off days and are now so carefully 
preserved in museums and elsewhere, and one 
thought with a smile of the contrast between 
the writers then and now the solemn shaven 
monk of the Middle Ages, and the bright-eyed 
boy or girl of modern London Town. And 
the beauty of the hand-lettered page brought 
home to one how valuable the practice of this 
art must be to the student who aspires to 
become later on a producer of books that are 
beautiful. 


Examples of Printing. 


There were on view also printed books and 
sheets, the work of students, which showed 
that the simply but artistically printed page 
can be most pleasing in its effects. Title- 
pages, relying for their beauty upon the form 
of the single type face used and the careful 
disposition andspacing of the lines, gave com- 
plete satisfaction, as did also the black mass 
of a well-printed page of text, often relieved 
with a large coloured intial, the whole placed 
with careful respect to the size of margins. 

It is interesting to note that the new certi- 
ficate of the L.C.C. evening institutes origi- 
nated at this school. In striking contrast 
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with the heavy, over-elaborated, ornament- 
ridden diploma forms still so often seen, the 
new L.C.C. certificate achieves dignity and 
beauty with the use of the simplest typo- 
graphical devices Careful choice of but a 
few sizes of a single fount of type, with judi- 
cious spacing, gives a pleasing body of text, 
and this is crowned and dignified by a single 
and appropriate ornament, the Council arms 
in proper colours. 

Specimens of posters produced at the school 
showed how effective very simple display work 
can be, especially when helped out by woodcut 
monograms or initials, which can be easily 
produced, even by boys, and can be made to 
give a distinctive and distinguished appear- 
ance to quite unelaborated work. 

The War Memorial Scroll forms a notable 
and very creditable example of woodcut 

printing done by the school. This is the 
` scroll sent by the King to the next. of-kin of 
those who died in the war. The lettering, 
which is simple, but effective—based on pen- 
made forms — is in black, with coloured 
initials, and is surmounted by the Royal 
Arms in four colours. 

Illustration work, of course, is also a strong 
feature of the Central School, and there were 
to be seen some admirable examples in litho- 
graphy, etching, dry-point, mezzotint and 
aquatint. 

| Bookbinding Exhibits. 


Some fine specimens of binders' work were 
also on view. Full leather bindings, half- 
bindings, and quarter - bindings, down to 
cheap cloth covers were shown in variety, 
some of them blind-tooled, some in gold, 
. some inlaid, many being of exquisite design. 
The entire absence in most cases of any 
amateurish touches made it difficult to realise 
that some of these student-binders are not yet 
sixteen. Some also of the tools with which 
the ornamentation was done were shown— 
designed and cut by the students themselves. 

The exhibition included, besides examples 
of the work mentioned above, some beautiful 
painted miniatures, specimens of jeweller's 
and potter's work, etc. This, however, did 
not cover the whole range of the school's 
curriculum, and architecture and fine art are 
to be adequately represented at another exhi- 
bition to be held later. 

Тоо much cannot be said in praise of any 
earnest effort to link up creative art with 
industry, and the work of the Central School 
of Arts and Crafts is undoubtedly an impor- 
tant contribution to such endeavour. To give 
the printer the vision and the executive 
ability that can enable him to transform his 
task. in some measure at least, from the mere 
soul-killing routine which too often it is, into 
the work of anartist creating things of beauty, 
will do much both to allay the prevalent dis- 
content of the workers and to enhance the 
dignity of the printer's craft.

Committee which, at the recent special 
general meeting, was appointed to collect 
evidence. А long and keen discussion fol- 
lowed the report, and the outcome was the 
appointing of two deputations to approach 
the employers in the matter, one deputation 
to wait upon the Master Printers' Association 
and the other to interview the Newspaper 
Proprietors' Association.

“NEWS.” 


Speaking at the eighth annual dinner of the 
ewspaper Society on Wednesday night, 
Lord Riddell declared that the imposts which 
weighed upon journalism and prevented its 
expansion were greater to-day than in 1832. 
The newspaper Press was passing through a 
very serious phase. Whereas before the war 
paper cost 1d. per lb. it was now 6d., a situa- 
‘tion the real gravity of which was not ap- 


preciated by people outside the trade. If the. 


price continued at its current rate the prospect 
certainly was not entrancing. 

Mr. Valentine Knapp, President of the 
Society, said there were rumours of big con- 
tracts for paper at which the price was given 
at ad. per pound more than the 6d. mentioned 
by Lord Riddell, and it might advance to gd. 
before many months were past. This was in- 
deed a serious situation. 1f disaster were to 
happen— he would not say to the great news- 
papers, but to the provincial Press, in conse- 
quence of the high price of paper, it was the 
country itself which would suffer. He sug- 
gested the possible usefulness of conferences 
between the London Press and the “ little 
brothers " of the provinces, and affirmed the 
necessity of arriving at conditions in the in- 
dustry more fixed than those which at present 
prevailed. |

Printing Direct from the Matrix. 


An invention patented by Mr. C. H. Trapp, 
editor of a local newspaper at Topeka, Kan- 
sas, U.S.A., is intended to eliminate stereo- 
typing, and save the time now consumed in 
making stereo plates. By means of depressed 
type, instead of the raised type now in use, it 
would be possible, Mr. Trapp claims, to make 
а matrix directly from the page as it is locked 
in the forms. The matrix would then be 
locked on the cylinder of the cylinder of the 
press, instead of the stereotyped impression of 
the matrix, and the paper printed from it 
instead.

The Employer’s Case. 


At the first annual conversazione of the 
Central Districts Branch of the L.M.P.A.—re- 
ported in part in last week’s issue—Sir William 
Waterlow was the speaker to follow Mr. G. A. 
Isaacs. 

Sir Wm. Waterlow, after expressing ap- 
preciation of the work of Mr. Isaacs, said he 
could not find fault with anything that 
gentleman had said. Sir William observed 
that when the constitution of the Industrial 
Council for the printing trade was drafted 
they thought it was going to get overall their 
difficulties and that no little pin pricks would 
rise so easily. It was a curious coincidence, 
however, that only that morning the machine 
minders in one of their houses said they were 
going out at once unless a certain course was 
adopted. He, Sir William, turned round to 
his manager and said: “ I am going to speak 
of betterment as an aid to production to- 
night." (Laughter. The reply of the mana- 
ger was, " Well, I think you will be in good 
form." (Renewed Laughter.) This little 
trouble was a question as to which of two 
societies should run certain machines. It was 
no matter that.he cared about one way or the 
other. The firm was prepared to accept 
whatever decision the unions came to, but 
they were apparently unable to come to an 


agreement and endeavoured to obtain a de- - 


cision by saying that unless one society 
worked the machine, the other men would 
come out. That, said Sir William, was not 
the spirit in which they entered into better- 
ment. He would be glad if his remarks 
could be conveyed to the larger body of the 
printing trade unions and they might be able 
to settle the trouble. If not, there was the 
Industrial Council. 


District Councils. 


Sir William proceeded to urge the com- 
pletion of the establishment of the District 
Councils under the Industrial Council. Be- 
cause these had not been completed, he 
believed the National Convention would not 
be held this year, and he looked to a great 
deal arising from that Convention. 

The speaker agreed with Mr. Isaacs that in 
order to get greater production, betterment 
must come first, and they must really turn 
round and see in what way they could better 
the conditions of their workers. To improve 
conditions was not only good for the workers, 
but for the benefit of the employers as well. 
In this connection he thought the subject of 
welfare work was worth considering and he 
strongly advised the larger firms to arrange 
for a welfare supervisor. They had tried this 
system in one of their country works with 
excellent results. He suggested that master 
printers should take their wives into their 
confidence and get them to visit the factories 
in order to promote the welfare of the em- 
ployees. (Applause.) The speaker insisted 
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that master printers had to impress their 
mentality upon their workpeople through the 
welfare worker. In the smaller firms, of 
course, the employer could do this for him- 


' self. 


Cost of Unemployment. 


With regard to the question of unemploy- 
ment, Sir William said practically all of thein 
felt that the cost of unemployment that arose 
in the trade should fall on the trade and not 
on thefunds of the unions. Furthermore, the 
seasonal branches of the trade should bear a 
higher proportion of the expense. Не did not 
know whether Mr. Waterston's Committee 
would be dealing with the matter on those 
lines, but it would be a great feather in the 
cap of the Industrial Council if they were able 
tolaunch an unemployment scheme especially 
for their trade. (Applause.) | 

Coming to the question of apprentices, Sir 

William agreed that this was not in a satis- 
factory condition. In several branches of 
their trade, and particularly in the litho- 
graphic branch, they had not had a sufficient 
number of apprenticesand they all were suffer- 
ing very badly from a shortage of labour. 
There was no question at all that there was 
an enormous amount of lithographic work to 
be obtained not only in this country but for 
export, and unless British printers were able 
to do it, that work was going to a foreign 
competitor, which would be an unfortunate 
state of affairs. He hoped in any new arrange- 
ment made with regard to apprenticeship, 
that the rules would not be too hard and fast. 
They did not wantto flood the trade, but they 
wanted a steady supply of competent labour 
so that as their businesses extended there 
would be the labour available and thus 
obviate orders going to America and Ger- 
many, where they never ought to go. 
"The speaker went on to mention certain 
points in the Industrial Council constitution, 
and in a reference to Mr. Isaacs’ scheme for а 
National Sanatorium, he mentioned that his 
own company of Waterlow and Sons, Ltd., 
had, that morning, decided to vote £500 to- 
ward the scheme. Sir William went on to 
advocate the establishment of canteens and 
mentioned the difficulties that voung people 
in printing establishments їп London had in 
obtaining proper facilities for taking their 
meals. He mentioned that during the war 
Dr. Ross, one of the city factory doctors, had 
suggested the use of city company halls in 
this connection. As a concluding word Sir 
William urged the adoption of the costing 
system which had proved so useful to all who 
had installed it. (Applause.) 

Mr. J. Crowle. Smith proposed a vote of 
thanks to the speakers, and Mr. A. Bennett 
seconded, both speakers remarking on the 
value of that evening's discussion. 

Mr. Isaacs, in reply, expressed the hope that 
in the future they would have more confer- 
ences of that public kind. He would even 
like to see the present question of wages dis- 
cussed from the platform with the hall full of 
workpeople and employers. 

Mr. McAra later in the evening asked the 
President of the London Association, Mr. R. 


А. Austen- Leigh, to address the gathering, and 
mentioned the deeper interest which was now 
taken by the members in the work of the Lon- 
don Association. 

Mr. Austen-Leigh spoke of the excellent 
work of Mr. МсАга in connection with the 
Central Districts Branch, and said they were 
also extremely fortunate in having Mr. 
Burchell as a very energetic secretary. He 
went on to say that with the additions which 
were to be made to the Central Districts 
Branch the membership of their London Asso- 
ciation would reach four figures. (Applause.) 
They were sometimes told of the alarming 
number of master printers in London and at 
the recent dinner the figure of 3,000 was men- 
tioned. Although they did not think there 
were quite so many, the membership repre- 
sented about 9o per cent. of the emplovers in 
London (Hear, hear) The speaker con- 
gratulated the Central Districts Branch upon 
the very excellent entertainment they pro- 
vided that night. 

Mr. А. E. Goodwin, Secretary of the Federa- 
tion, in proposing a vote of thanks to the 
chairman, said the gathering had been an 
inspiration to all of them who had been con- 
nected with the work of organisation. He 
mentioned that at the Industrial Council 
meeting that week the question was discussed 
as to why it was so difficult in certain centres 
to get more women to come into the printing 
trade. This led Mr. Goodwin to suggest a 
joint discussion say, by Mrs. Bridges or Mrs. 
Cheshire and Lady Waterlow. (Hear, hear.) 
Then they might have an interesting discus- 
sion on piece-work if they could get Mr. T. E. 
Naylor to give his views from the composing- 
room, and Mr. Hunt to advance arguments 
from the binding department. (Laughter and 
applause.) 

With regard to the District Committee for 
London under the Industrial Council, Mr. 
Goodwin said they had reached a stage when 
this would soon be formed. Both sides had 
agreed upon a number of rules and the next 
stage would be the inaugural meeting, and h- 
thought the President of the Master Printers’ 
Association would have formed some idea, 
from the successful character of that gather- 
ing, of the most successful way to inaugurate 
the District Committee for London. (Hear, 
hear.) 

Mr. Oscar Griffiths seconded the resolution, 
which was cordially carried, and the chair- 
man suitably responded. 

The musical programme presented during 
the evening was of a very uigh order.  Selec- 
tions were performed by an orchestra consist- 
ing of Messrs. J. Lacey, A. E. Cox, W. G. 
Britton, C. Clarke, W. Jarvis and F. C. Ives, 
who also contributed solos. Contributions to 
an excellent entertainment were also provided 
by Mr. William Burt and Misses Dorothy 
Dawe and Marjorie Burt.

Wages! 

ANOTHER crisis is upon the printing trade of 
the country, and once more it arises on the 
question of wages. An offerby the employers 
of 6s. has been rejected by the members of the 
unions. What the outcome will be remains 
to be seen, but a meeting has been called for 
Friday next by the London Master Printers' 
Association in order to deal with the situation, 
and the Federation Council are pressing on 
«he unions the desirability of referring the 
whole question to the Joint Industrial 
Council of the Printing Trade. Apparently 
the Labour Committee has gone as far as 
tt dare with negotiations, and the instruc- 
tions of the general body are now re- 
quired. There are not wanting signs that em- 
ployers are becoming irritated over the inces- 
sant demands which arebeing madeuponthem. 
Although for the time being there is plenty of 
work, much of it is of an abnormal character, 


and in the meantime other means of publicity 
are being adopted for some of the more 
regular classes of printing, the effect of which 
may become apparent only when it is too 
late to adopt remedial measures. The next 
week or two, however, will see some definite 
step taken either for peace or war. May it be 
peace—and with honour. ;

Union Leaders. 


THE lot of the union leaders in these days 
is not a happy one. Little wonder, therefore, 
that there are rumours of a prominent official 
in the printing trade going over to an em- 
ployers' organisation. Of recent years there 
has been a pretty constant stream in this 
direction. It behoves the rank and file, there- 
fore, to cultivate the loyalty of those who 
have served them so well. There are too 
many indications at the present time that the 
rank and file are inclined to kick over the 
traces, a tendency which, if carried out, would 
recoil upon the workpeople themselves. A 
labour leader recently pointed to the danger 
of playing into the hands of the extremists. 
The danger would be to the more moderate 
trade unionists, who are happily in the ma- 
jority and upon whom depends so much the 
economic stability of the country.

The Picture Postcard Тах. 

PUBLISHERS of picture postcards report that 
thethreatened increaseof postageon postcards, 
from 1а. to 14d., has already produced a detri- 
mental effect upon their trade, many orders 
having been cancelled orconsiderably reduced. 
They urge that in the interests of the British 
picture postcard industry this question of the 
change of postage should be considered and 
decided immediately, as the mere threat of an 
increase is a hardship to the multitudes en- 
gaged in the production and sale of picture 
postcards. It is somewhat reassuring to hear 
that the Postmaster General promised the 
influential deputation that waited upon him

last week that the representations made to 
him would receive careful and prompt atten- 
tior. The matter at issue is something very 
much more important than the mere question 
of the balance of loss and gain to the Post 
Office by the proposed revenue from a smaller 
number of postcards at an increased rate. It 
is the prosperity of an important British 
industry that is àt stake; and even from the 
point of view of the Exchequer alone, regarded 
apart from the vast private interests affected, 
the suggestion to gain a comparatively small 
increase of revenue in one section of the 
postal service by seriously damaging— some 
say destroying—a big and important, tax- 
paying industry, is a proposition that should 
be subjected to the most careful scrutiny. 
Moreover, scores of thousands of actual par- 
ticipants in the picture postcard trade, 
together with the many millions of the 
general public, involved as postcard-users, 
represent interests that cannot wisely be 
ignored. We fancy the traders alone— who 
are now being informed of the position as it 
stands at present, and are being invited to 
communicate on the matter with their 
members of Parliament—will raise no negli- 
gible voice of protest against the proposed 
impost.

Restrictions on Paper Buying. 


Тнв scarcity of certain lines of paper is be- 
coming so acute that some of the regulations 
to which we became accustomed during the 
war are being re-introduced by wholesale 
houses. In one case customers are allowed a 
percentage of bank paper on condition that a 
proportion of other makes or grades of paper 
is taken. Evidently the idea is to curtail the 
activities of the buyers who are collecting 
this special line of stock from all sources 
where it is available. Іп all directions there 
is a limit set to the amount of paper which a 
customer may be allowed to order. 
prompt or early cash policy is gaining ground, 
as, indeed, it is bound to do if the mills re- 
quire cash on delivery from their own cus- 
tomers. | 


PoSTCARDS AND PosrTAGE.— Producers and 
sellers of picture postcards should, in the 
interests of their trade, make it known as 
widely as possible that although on June ist 
the postal rate for letters will beraised to 2d., 
no increase in the rate for postcards will take 
place until October 1st. Last week's depu- 
tation of postcard publishers and others were 
assured of this by the Postmaster General 
who said that in any event the proposed 
postage-increase on postcards would have to 
be discussed and confirmed at the Inter- 
national Postal Congress to be held at Madrid 
next October.

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Sentence on London Warehousemen. 


Three warehousemen in the employ of the 
Lindenmeyer and Johnson Paper Co., Ltd... . 
па, Upper Thames-street, London, William 
J. Parmenter (56), Edwin Ward (49), and 
Leonard Price (24), were sentenced to six 
weeks’ imprisonment with hard labour at 
the Tower Bridge Police Court on Friday, on 
a charge of being concerned together in steal- 
ing during the past three months 14 cwts. of 
paper valued at £180, the property of their 
employers. | 

Detective - Inspector Webber, who with 
Detective. Sergeant Barclay investigated the 
case, said when he approached Price on the 
subject, he said there were three of them con- 
cerned, and they had been having some paper 
out of their firm. He sold it to a Mr. king їп 
Essex-road, who paid him £23 for it. ` Price 
said he had given Ward about £15 and Par- 
menter £2 or £3. О. 

Witness said he went to the printing estab- 
lishment occupied by Mr. King in Essex-road, 
and he received about 12 cwt. of paper. 

Prisoners having pleaded guilty, Mr. Edward 
Bristow, manager for Messrs. Lindenmeyer 
and Johnson, said Parmenter had been with 
the firm since August, 1916, Ward since 
August, 1919, and Price since November, 1919. 
There had been small pilferings for some time, 
but they could not fix the guilt on anybody. 

Witness added that the paper was all high 
grade bond printing paper. The ream ex- 
hibited, consisting of 500 sheets, was selling 
now at £5. The value of the 12 cwts. dis- 
posed of to Mr. King was approximately £130 
or £140. 

Mr. King said he bought the paper from 
Price, who was quite a stranger to him. Price 
came to his establishment in February and 
offered the paper in his (witness’) absence at 
is. per lb. The market price at the time was 
Is. 4d. | : 

The Magistrate told King that he had stood 
in great peril. He had fallen into the hands 
of prisoners, and for another transaction he 
might find himself in the dock as a receiver of 
stolen property. He (Mr. Waddy) asked wit- 
ness to be careful about his business trans- 
actions. | 

Sentence was then passed on the prisoners 
as stated. 
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The Health of the Binder. : 


In many binderies there is an absence of 
healthy conditions that is most hurtful to the 
workpeople who are condemned to toil within 
their walls, and are, in fact, hot beds of disease, 
consumption and other troubles being in- 
duced by the conditions under which the 
work is carried out. Some of these places 
are so ill-lit that gas is necessary in summer 
as well as winter, and windows are so placed 
that sunlight never penetrates to the interior 
of the workshops. As a result the germ- 
killing power ofthe sun is lost and the spread 
of disease is facilitated ; the ventilation, too, 
in very many instances is deficient, and the 
air becomes poisonous in a very short time. 
In such sunless workshops the employees are 
generally pale or sallow, and there is an 
absence of that cheerfulnessthat goes so far to 
keep the worker in good health. Recently a 
bookbinding firm removed from a building 
of this kind to new premises specially built 
for them, and the result to the workers has 
been very beneficial. Coughs and colds have 
disappeared, there is less lost time, and a 
marked improvement in the general health 
of the whole staff has taken place. In the 
smaller binderies where work is carried on in 
one or two rooms of what was formerly a 
dwelling house, of which places there are so 
many in the City, it issometimes difficult to 
secure ideal working conditions, but in most 
cases a littlealteration to windows and atten- 
tion to proper methods of ventilation may 
make great improvement on the working 
conditions, and it is incumbent on employers 
to see that their employees carry on their 
daily toil under the best conditions possible. 
It is not only good for the workers but leads 
to increased output. 


A Mammoth Volume, 


The largest examples of bound books that 
we have as yet recorded have hailed from the 
United States, but that country’s record for 
size is run pretty close by the great hand- 
written Bible that is on view at the offices of 
the Oxford University Press. l his mammoth 
volume is five feet two inches in length and 
three feet six inches wide, and the covers are 
a fine example of the bookbinder’s art. A 
rich red morocco leather has been used, no 
fewer than twelve large skins being utilised 
for the work. On the front cover the arms of 
thecounties of England and Scotlandareinlaid

in blue morocco decorated in gold, апа on the 
back cover are thearms of the Welsh counties. 
The centre of the front cover is occupied by 
a fine example of inlaid leather work in the 
form of the Royal Arms, the heraldic colours 
being properly represented. The leaves of 
this great book number 175, and are formed 
of stout boards, the intention being to have 
the whole of thé Scriptures, from Genesis to 
Revelation, hand written by eminent per- 
sonages, each of whom will contribute a por- 
tion, and these include the King, the Queen 
and the Prince of Wales. There is space for 
12,000 “ contributors," to each of whom a cer- 
tain amount of space will be allocated. The 
volume has been prepared with a view to a 
Bible crusade in 1921, and it will be mounted 
on a motor car fitted with a folding pulpit 
and platform. Hopes are entertained gi the 
promoters of the crusade that this great Bible 
may be taken overseas and shown in our 
Colonies. 


Dutch Metal or Gold? 


` Ina recent issue of the Publishers’ Circular 
there appeared a letter in which it was stated 
that bookbinders were using Dutch metal for 
the tooling of their books instead of gold leaf, 
and this has drawn the following reply from 
Mr. W. T. Morrell, of W. T. Morrell and Co., 
Nottingham - court, Endell -street, W.C., in 
which that gentleman disputes the assertion 
made. Mr. Morrell's letter is as follows:— 
" May I encroach on your kindness by insert- 
ing the following reply to your reader who 
seems to think that all bookbinders of any 
repute are using other than gold leaf for their 
work. I write not only as bookbinder of some 
repute, but as a genuine gold leaf beater ; and 
I speak on behalf ofr a number of London 
binders, that all our gilt work is done with 
genuine English gold leaf, and if your reader 
cares to inspect our premises he can see the 
gold being beaten and used. His article is 
extremely detrimental to our trade, and ! 
suggest that if his books are being tooled 
with the Dutch metal he says they are, he 
should immediately go to a bookbinder who 
is only too ready to give. him a guarantee as 
tothe gold leaf they use." It is good to have 
this assurance from an expert that our books 
are not being disfigured by the use of Dutch 
metal, which tarnishes and blackens on ex- 
posure to the air in a very short time, and the 
use of which would certainly discredit any 
firm of bookbinders who attempted to palm 
off the imitation for the-genuine article.

TRADES OVERSEERS' ASSOCIATION. 


The regular monthly meeting of the Asso- 
ciation was held on the 4th inst. at St. Bride 
Institute, the chair being occupied by the pre- 
sident (Mr. A. J. Daines), who was supported 
by the vice-president (Mr. A. W. Hunt). There 
was a large attendance, and members con- 
tinue to manifest an ever- widening interest in 
the affairs of the Association. 

During the evening a very able lecture on 
“Workshop Management " was given by Mr. 
F. Arnott, who succeeded in maintaining the 
attention of his hearers from start to finish. 

After the minutes of the last monthly meet- 
ing had been confirmed, and some corres- 
pondence dealt with, the following new mem- 
bers were formally elected :—Mr. George Day 
(binding), Mr. R. J. Hawton (ruling depart- 
ment), Straker Bros.; Mr. G. R. Benbridye 
(warehouse department), Charles and Son 
The President extended to the new members 
a warm welcome. 

The Secretary announced that owing to 
one or two accounts outstanding the report of 
theannual dinner would have to be deferred 
till the next monthly meeting. 

After some discussion, it was arranged to 
hold a ramble to Virginia Water on June 5th, 
it being unanimously agreed to ask the ladies 
to accompany the party on that occasion. 

On the motion of the Vice - President, 
seconded by Mr. F. Arnott, a hearty vote of 
thanks was accorded the stewards for their 
services at the annual dinner. 

Organisation. 

Mr. Arnott, who was warmly applauded on 
rising to address the meeting, said that work- 
shop management was one of the deciding 
factors of future industrial progress. The time 
had come when only the best organised factory 
would stand the strain of commercialism. 
The worn-out, slipshod methods of organisa- 
tion, proceeded Mr. Arnott, should be cast off. 
In considering matters like labour. saving 
machinery, economy of time and material, it 
is necessary to take into account the question 
of human nature. In this country we have 
some of the cleanest and straightest of busi- 
ness men, but the chief obstacles to further 
progress in workshop organisation are conser- 
vatism in our business methods and defective 
education. As overseers and managers, the 
hindrances due to ignorance and custom must 
be circumvented by equipping themselves 
with that knowledge which will help them to 
consolidate and co ordinate all the various 
departments over which they have control. 

Harmony in the Workshop. 

Mr. Arnott expressed his belief that lack of 
harmony in the workshop was the seat of 
many troubles. It was the duty of overseers 
to try to visualise the views of the men, to 
endeavour to see from their point of view the 
many disputes that take place, and then to 
judge of the dispute without prejudice. It 
was their duty to acquire a definite mind 
picture of all disputes, and this, he contended, 


- 


was one of the underlying characteristics of 
successful management, and more likely to 
bring about efficiency in the workshop. A 
successful foreman should be the worker's 
guide, philosopher and friend, and should not 
appear as his judge or lord high executioner. 
He should maintain discipline with diplo- 
macy. 
Science Necessary. 

Mr. Arnott, in conclusion, pleaded that over- 
seers and managers should embrace the appli- 
cation of practical science and standardised 
methods in the work of their departments. 
To-day science and standardisation point 
like sign-posts along the road of commerce 
and industry, and should be studied in every 
way as much asthe lawyer or doctor studies 
the technicalities of his profession. 

In opening the discussion, Mr. T. Hill said 
he thought that the customer was the biggest 
obstacle to organisation we have to deal with. 

Mr. Arnott said that was true, but the custo- 
mer, too, must be educated to the conditions 
under which his work is executed. 

Mr. W. C. Tyler, in moving a hearty vote of 
thanks to the lecturer, said he agreed with 
Mr. Arnott,that one of the functions of the 
overseer should be as a teacher, but he must 
be careful how he goes about it. In regard to 
the customer, he always laid it down that he 
must have the job from the other departments 
so as to give him sufficient time to finish the 
job ready for delivery to the customer. 

Mr. T. Hunt, in his characteristically 
humorous manner,said his greatest difficulties 
arose with the travellers. He held what he 
might call a morning séance or conversazione 
with these gentlemen, and was nearly always 
successful in finally coming to a mutual 
agreement in regard to the work in hand. He 
had much pleasure in seconding the vote of 
thanks to the lecturer. 

Mr. J. Walker spoke of the inferiority of bind- 
ing to-day as compared with years ago, and 
urged the proper technical training of boys in 
the craft. 

Mr. Arnott briefly acknowledged the vote of 
thanks, which brought the meeting to a close 


ЇЇ Union Amalgamation, 


Bookbinders and Paper Workers. 


Ап important scheme for amalgamation is 
now before the executives of the National 
Union of Printing and Paper Workers and 
the National Union of Bookbinders. Close 
upon twelve months have been occupied in 
drawing up the scheme, which is now com- 
pleted. The proposals provide for the entire 
amalgamation of the two unions under the 
title of the National Union of Printing, Dook- 
binding, Machine Ruling and Paper Workers. 

If the scheme is adopted, it will give a 
membership of over 100,000. At the end of 
last year the membership of the National 
Union of Printing and Paper Workers was 
over 73.000, representing by far the largest 
organisation in the printing and paper trades. 
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Music, etc. Covers. 


Among the recent patents in connection 
with bookbinding is one that.relates to 
covers for music, boeks, pamphlets, etc., and 
which consists in providing the ordinary two- 
back cover a of paper or the like with a 
gummed strip b along the interior of the 
middle fold, the strip being secured to the 
cover by wire staples c having extensions 
adapted to secure the contents to the cover. 


The gummed strip provides a strengthening- 
attachment for the exterior of the contents. 
The invention is patented by Mr. M. J. 
Pienas. 


Ruling Adjustments 


Messrs. А. V. and W. E. Shaw have patented 
an invention in which the cam-heads for 
operating the gate and strikers to control 
the passage of sheets through disk ruling- 
machines are loosely mounted on the shafts 
of the cylinders and are driven independently 
thereof through change-gear, thereby en- 
abling the machine to be adjusted for ruling 
sheets of less length than the maximum with- 
out excessive spaces between successive sheets. 
The sheet-feed is driven from one of the cam- 
heads. The cam-head loose on the back 
cylinder shaft is driven by a chain 26 from the 
cam-head 2 which is loose on the front 
cylinder shaft and driven through change- 
wheels 2!, 17, 16, 14 from the wheel 13 on the 
driving shaft 1. The sheets are fed from a 
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pile 6 by rubber disks 4 carried by a rod 7 
which is reciprocated by a link 10 from a 


rock-lever 11 oscillated from an eccentric 2I 
on the cam-head 2. 


Detachable Covers. 


In an invention patented by Messrs. C. 
Knight and Co. and J. S. King, protective de- 
tachable covers are attached to books by 
straps on the detachable cover passing 
through loops on the book cover. The boards 
А of a detachable cover have straps C, D 
fastened to the inside at the top and bottom. 


Cuts E are made in the book cover B to form 
loops under which the straps are passed. The 
end of thestrap C is cut away to form flaps 
H which pass into slits I in the end of the 
strap D.  Pockets J at the corners of the 
board A receive the corners of the cover B.

Fifty Years a Printer. 


Mr. J. J. Keliher Celebrates his Jubilee with 
a Welcome to Ex-Service Men at Guildford. 


Two proud events were celebrated on 
Saturday by Messrs. J. J. Keliher and Co., 
Ltd. (the Marshalsea Press). While the war 
was in progress Mr. J. J. Keliher completed 
his fifty years as a printer, during which time 
he built up a large and important business, 
but the times were not then propitious for 
celebrating an event of even so interesting a 
character.

At the request of the Chairman the whole 
company rose to their feet, and paid their 
tribute of silence to the glorious dead, eight 
in men whose names Mr. Keliher read 
out. 

Mr. Keliher then went on to offer a hearty 
welcome to those who, happily, had gone 
through the bitter struggle and had returned 
to them. Some were unfortunately maimed, 
but those evidences of battle were badges of 
honour which they all respected.  (Cheers.) 
The firm was very proud of the 80 or 9o men 
who left them in the early days of the war to 
Gght for King and country. Mr. Keliher went 
on to pay a tribute to the great services ren- 
<lered by these employees, and to acknowledge 
the efforts of those who remained at home in 
connection with the important printing con- 
tracts which the firm carried out for the War 
Office and the Admiralty during the war. 


Well-Earned Souvenirs. 


The toast was drunk with enthusiasm, fol- 
lowing which Mrs. Keliher presented souvenirs 
in the form of cigarette cases, pipes, and 
pouches of tobacco to the returned soldiers, 


each one being received with great cheers, | 
with a special ovation for Sergeant-Major . 


Arthur Nevard, M.M., who had lost a leg. 

Mr. E. С. Robbins gave the toast of the firm, 
and on behalf of those present expressed the 
hope that the prosperity of the Marshalsea 
Press would long be maintained. He spoke of 
the cordial relationsexisting between the firm 
and the employees, and ot the establishment 
of a Works Committee, which he believed 
would maintain the good feeling already 
existing. 

The toast was accorded musical honours, 
and Мг. J. W. Grubb, replying on behalf of 
the directors, thanked the employees for their 
loyalty during the four years of war. Many 
of them, he said, would well remember the 
time they spent “within sound of the guns, 
within sound of the Huns," and directly it 
was over the factorv went on with its work

strenuous time was in front of them,a time 
when they would need the co-operation and 
good-will of everybody.

seeing the fine business he had built up, and 
he hoped he might be spared many years to 
give them the benefit of his wide experience, 
knowledge and tact. 

The toast was accorded musical honours, 
followed by loud cheers, which were renewed 
when Mr. Keliher rose to respond. 

The Chairman declared that his interest in 
the firm was no more and ro less than that of 
the friends he saw around him. They all 
depended for their subsistence upon the work 
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they did in the firm, directors and work 
people alike. He had had the good fortune 
to gather round him men conspicuous in 
ability and in the industry, and by working 
together sympathetically they had succeeded 
in building up a firm, he was proud to say, of 
no mean standing. (Cheers) In connection 
with theestablishment of a Works Committee, 
Mr. Keliher mentioned that that was part of 
the scheme of the Joint Industrial Council, of 
which he had the honour to be a member, the 
object of which wasto bring about betterment 
for the printing trade and all connected with 
it. (Hear, hear.) On that Council masters 
and men could see each other's point of view, 
and between them they hoped they would be 
able to arrive at a good understanding and 
work together for their mutual benefit. (Loud 
applause.) Mr. Keliher closed with a kindly 
word for some. of those who had been asso- 
ciated with him since his early days. 

At eight o'clock the party broke up, and the 
return journey was made to London, every- 
body having the most pleasant recollections 
of a red-letter day in the annals of J. J. Keli- 
her and Co., Ltd.

The New Wages Dispute 


London llaster Printers Confirm the ós. 
Offer. 


London master printers again filled Sta- 
tioners' Hall to overflowing on Friday last, a 
special general meeting of the London Master 
Printers’ Association having been called to 
consider the recent demand of the London 
unions for a wages advance of 15s. | 

The meeting was opened by the President, 
Mr. К. А. Austen- Leigh, who was in the chair. 
He began by recapitulating the negotiations 
up to date. The ball was set rolling, he said, 
by a letter written on March 19th by the 
secretary of the London Printing and Kindred 
Trades' Federation, stating that, owing tothe 
continual increase in the cost of the neces- 
saries of life, the Federation was compelled 
by pressure of members to ask for à wage 
increase of 15s. weekly. Similarly the Federa- 
Master Printers received other 
memorials, including one from the Typo- 

raphical Association for 20s., one from the 
Scottish unions for 22s. 6d. and one from the 
Stereotypers for 30s. The L.M.P.A. strongly 
urged that, as the increased cost of living was 
a national matter, the wage negotiations 
should likewise be carried out nationally. It 
was found, however, that there were difficul- 
ties in the way of arranging national negotia- 
tions, and eventually it was agreed that the 
L.M.P.A. meet the London Federation of the 
Printing and Kindred Trades separately. 
Nevertheless the L.M.P.A. and the Federation 
of Master Printers on this occasion agreed on 
a common policy. That, said Mr. Austen- 
Leigh, marked a great advance in the 
solidarity of the Federation. In previous 
negotiations over wage demands, during the 
last three or four years, there had been no 
binding arrangements to adopt a common 
policy. 

lacreased Cost of Living. 

Proceeding to explain that their Council 
felt that it would not be wise to bluntly 
“turn down” the demand—as some L.M.P.A. 
members would have wished them to do, in 
view of the harm done to the trade by rising 
costs—Mr. Austen-Leigh admitted a consider- 
able increase in the cost of living since the 
last settlement in December, 1919, and he also 
referred to the advances made in other trades. 
He said the Council could not but lend a 
sympathetic ear to any demand based on in- 
creased cost of living. What they had to 
arrive at was, what was that increased cost. 
In December last the Board of Trade returns 
gave the increase in the cost of living as 125 
per cent. over July, 1914. The figures for 
April, taking into consideration the with- 
drawal of the bread subsidy, brought the in- 
crease for the present time to about 138 per 
cent, as against 125 per cent. last December. 
This was an increase of 13 percent., and there- 
fore an increase of 13 per cent. on a pre-war 
wage should reimburse the worker forany in- 
creased cost of living since December. Both 
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Some of the Stands at the Business

A few printing firms, particularly those 
engaged in the production of posters and 
loose-leaf books, occupied stands at the 
Business Exhibition, which closed on Saturday 
at the Agricultural Hall, Islington. 


Bemrose and Sons, Ltd. 


Loose-leaf books and calendars were a con- 
spicuous feature of the stand occupied by 
Messrs. Bemrose and Sons, Ltd., Derby, who 
continue to display commendable enterprise 
in the conduct of their business. In addition 
to a variety of printing, they are developing 
the manufacture of loose.leaf ledgers. The 
Myatt loose-leaf ledger seems to have over- 
come the objections which have been made 
against previous productions of this kind, its 
unrestricted binding capacity and perfect 
sheet grip rendering it particularly efficient 
for modern business purposes. А further 
advantage is that there is no projecting 
metal to scratch the desk, there is no gap 
between the clamping bars and the covers, 
and the general appearance is neat and book- 
like. Mr. Myatt, who exhibited the ledgers, 
demonstrated the security of the leaves when 
screwed up in an unmistable fashion, showing 
at the same time that the alignment 15 
perfectly maintained. 

In these days of paper scarcity the“ Esiclip " 
bill-head illustrates how envelopes can be 
saved. Byaseries of incissions in the paper 
the bill-head can be securely folded and 
dispatched through the post, the flap on 
which the address is written being subse- 
quently folded back and held down by 
another postage stamp for the return of the 
receipt. On the same stand were exhibited a 
variety of useful loose-leaf note books, of the 
Myatt pattern, and a selection of attractive 
calendars. 


John Dickinson and Co. 


From their extensive range of manufactures 
Messrs. John Dickinson and Co. confined their 
stand to loose-leaf ledgers and office equip- 
ment. Their card. indexing cabinets are very 
highly finished, and naturally they can pro- 
Macr very suitable cards to complete the 
outht.

Commercial and colour printing were dis- 
played by Mr. A. Chris. Fowler, who had on 
view some very attractive specimens of three- 
colour work. With the aid of competent 
artists he is able to submit a variety of 
designs and lay-outs for advertising purposes. 
His printing works at Shoreditch cover a 
wide range. 


Hill, Siffken and Co. 


One of the most striking stands was that of 
Messrs. Hill, Siffken and Co., where splashes 
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of brillant colour demonstrated the uses of 
effective posters. Both in design and execu- 
tion, the work is excellent and of a forceful 
character. 


Johnson, Riddie and Co. 


A number of beautiful and effective posters, 
show cards, and label colour work were 
shown by this firm, which has established a - 
big reputation in these lines. They also 
exhibited a variety of catalogue printing, 
which they turn out in various languages. 
This class of work is developing well in spite 
of the uncertainty of prices. Cut-out show 
cards are now coming forward, and Messrs. 
Johnson, Riddle and Co. have a considerable 
connection in this class of printing. 


Messrs, Langley and Sons, Ltd. 


From the Euston Press of Messrs. Langley 
and Sons, Ltd., were exhibited an attractive 
selection of letterpress posters, together with 
a variety of stationery. 


Lanston Monotype Corporation, Ltd. 


A safe.guard cheque writer machine was 
exhibited by the Lanston Monotype Corpora- 
tion. The machine not only writes the cheque 
in legible characters, but prevents by a 
system of perforation any possibility of fraud. 
The Corporation are the sole concessionaires 
of this useful safe-guard for Great Britain and 
the colonies. 


F, Sabel. 


Mr. F. Sabel, papermakers’ agent and 
merchant, displayed his note-papers, water- 
proof papers, shop rolls, gummed tapes, and 
boards, this being practically the only stand 
in this line. 


Other stands were occupied by Kelly’s 
Directories, Ltd., Tollit and Harvey (The 
"Just-So" Stationers, Ltd.), who exhibited 
specimens of their rulings; Rogers and Co., 
art posters; and Ludgate, Ltd., who had an 
efiective display of loose-leaf books. 


P. W. Grabee and Sung, Lt 


At the statutory meeting of Messrs. R. W. 
Crabtree and Sons, Ltd., Mr. C. H. Crabtree, 
who was in the chair, remarked that the firm 
had, during the last three months, received 
many thousands of pounds' worth of orders 
from several of the leading newspaper offices 
whose names are household words, and who 
previously had placed all their orders out- 
side this country. Further large orders were 
pending. 

.The erection of printing presses to their 
new design, he said, was now proceeding very 
satisfactorily, after the long delay caused by 
the lack of castings and cther material, and 
in a very short time they would demonstrate 
to the users of this class of machinery that 
they had made the greatest advance in design 
that has been made during the past 20 year* 
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skilled and unskilled workers were applying 
for the same increase, so that if they were to 
be taken together the percentage must be 
based on a pre-war wage intermediate 
between that paid to the compositor and to 
the labourer, the highly skilled and the less 
skilled. Taking an average figure of 35S., 13 
per cent. on that was 4s. 6d. It was difficult 
to reconcile 4s. 6d. with the 15s. demanded. 
Thus in the conference with the London 
unions it was perhaps not surprising that Mr. 
Naylor, whom they all knew as a very able 
and eloquent spokesman, did his best to keep 
off those figures. In offering an advance to 
begin from the first pay-day in June of 6s. to 
journeymen, 2s. 6d. to women and Is. 3d. to 
learners—subject to approval by general 
meeting—they held they had treated the 
memorial not only fairly but generously. Mr. 
Naylor had, however, expressed himself as 
disappointed, and they had subsequently—on 
Friday the 7th -received a letter from the 
secretary of the men's Federation saying that 
the Federation unanimously rejected it and 
adhered to the terms of the original memorial, 
insisting also that the payment of the 15s. be 
made retrospective from and including the 
first pay-day following May ist. The letter 
also mentioned that a joint meeting of the 
men's various union executives had been 
called for the 20th inst. The Federation of 
Master Printers, added Mr. Austen-Leigh, had 
meanwhile been meeting the Typographical 
Association, the Lithographers and the 
Binders and had made them a similar offer. 
The Federation were pressing the point that 
the matter be referred to the Joint Industrial 
Council and were prepared for any court of 
inquiry. They stood firm, however, in assert- 
ing that they could not exceed the present 


offer. 
Masters’ Firm Attitude. 


Mr. Austen-Leigh went on to speak of a 
circular sent out to members asking them to 
undertake to support their Federation in any 
action that might be necessary. Returns 
showed that their membership was practically 
solid in backing the Federation. Out of 
about 360 firms that had already replied,only 
nine had said "No." (Applause) Не urged 
members to give their full support to the firm 
attitude that had been adopted. | 

Referring, lastly, to the Joint Industrial 
Council, Mr. Austen- Leigh said there was а 
clause in the constitution of the Council 
which laid down that no strike, etc., should 
take place until the matter in question had 
been brought before the District Committee. 
As for the London District Committee, he 
said that at the men's request a meeting had 
been held on March 3rd, for the purpose of 
forming that Committee. At that meeting 
arrangements had been completed, with the 
exception of two small points, and, in regard 
to these, agreement had since been reached. 
Thus although this Committee had not met, 
its constitution had been agreed and there- 
fore it could hardly be objected that it was 
not in existence. 

Mr. Austen-Leigh concluded by moving the 
following resolution:—" That this general 
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meeting approves of the action of the 
Council, and is unable to increase the 
amounts offered or to alter the commencing 
date, but is willing that the whole matter be 
referred for decision to the Joint Industrial 
Council. It further instructs the London 
Master Printers' Council to continue to act in 
strict conjunction with the Federation." (Ap- 
plause.) 

The motion was seconded by Mr. H. T. 
Grimsey. | 

Mr. Tee emphasised the firm attitude 
taken on this occasion by the Council, so 
eften criticised hitherto for lack of firmness. 
He pleaded, however, that more considera- 
tton be given to the hard lot of the married 
worker—a vellum binder, for instance, with 
wife and three children— who after the offered 
increase of wages; would be receiving £4 8s. 
6d. a week. | 

In reply to a question the Chairman said 
that, in case of trouble arising, the matter 
would be a national one, London supporting 
the Provinces, and the Provinces supporting 
London. 


Mr. Wheeler spoke in support of the 
resolution. 
Mr. Saunders also supported the reso- 


lution, emphasising the fact that increased 
costs of printing are leading to the wider 
use of duplicating processes. 

Mr. H. Adams called for a united 
fighting front, and expressed thorough agree- 
ment with the resolution. 

Mr. T.J. Hunt supported the resolution, but 
advocated that only 5s. increase be granted 
to the men and nothing at all to the women. 

Mr. King suggested that in addition to 
offering the 6s. increase the Council should 
agree to use the Association's organisation in 
co-operation with the trade unions to fight 
the Government with a view to compelling a 
reduction in the cost of living. 

Mr. Northam referred to the high wages 
being paid in other trades, even to unskilled 
workers, and moved as an amendment that 
the men be offered an advance of 10s., with 
proportionate increases to women апа 
learners. 

Mr. Tee seconded Mr. Northam's amend- 
ment. 

On the amendment being put to the vote, 
only four votes were forthcoming in support, 
an overwhelming majority being against it. 

The Chairman then read the resolution а 
second time and put it to the meeting. It 
was carried nem. con. amid applause. 

Mr. King urged that an addition be made 
promising to fight with the unions to reduce 
the cost of food. 

Mr. A. F. Blades said that such an offer 
had already been made, and was going for- 
ward.

London Printer Summoned. 


At North London Police Court last week 
Ernest Davey, of Livingstone-road, Palmer’s- 
green, was summoned for printing 44,000 
copies of a circular concerning a sweepstake 
on the recent zace for the Grand National, 
and with publishing circulars not bearing the 
name and address of the printer. 

Sir Richard Muir, prosecuting, said that a 
man named Joseph Drake was convicted on 
March 21st tor publishing proposalsconcerning 
a lottery. His proposal was circulated by 
means of printed documents. The police 
called on Davey in consequence of a docu- 
ment found at one of Drake's addresses. . 

The defendant, in evidence, said that he had 
carried on business for 19 years and did much 
work for other printers on which it was not 
customary to print the name in the absence 
of instructions. He took it that the name of 
the Sunday Sportsman which was on these 
circulars took the place of an imprint. 


The defendant was ordered to pay £25 and 
five guineas costs on each of two summonses, 
It was mentioned that Drake was appealing 
against the sentence passed on him.

GERMAN Free Exports.—The Deutscher 
Reichsanzeiger of April 22nd reports a Pro- 
clamation dated April 17th, 1920, announcing 
the removal of " gold leaf, beaten by hand, 
alloyed (so-called book-gold) in the form of 
books ” from the list of free exports. 

TWENTY-THREE tons of printing type were 
exported from this country during April, 
valued at £4,777.

Wages Negotiations. 


AT the time of going to press, the wages 
dispute remains in much the same position as 
was reached on Friday, when the London 
Master Printers—in a meeting fully reported 
on another page—took a strong stand beside 
the Federation of Master Printers in refusing 
to increase the 6s. offered or to vary the date 
from which the higher rate should be effective. 
The air is still full of negotiations. The 
Federation of Master Printers has held further 
conferences this week with the N. S. O. P. and 
A. and the N. U. P. P. W., also with the Man- 
chester Union of Women Workers to consider 
the application for an advance of 12s. 6d. for 
women workers in the printing and binding 
industry. A meeting with the Typographical 
Association has also been arranged, to con- 
sider certain questions of regrading, but no 
(urther conference on the general demand 
has taken place. A joint meeting of the 
executives of the printing trade unions is 
arranged for to-day (Thursday). The state- 


ment in a daily paper that no reply had 
been received from the employers to the 
unions' offer to re-open negotiations is with- 
out foundation and we are authorised to em- 
phatically contradict it.

Outiook Not Without Hope. 


ALTHOUGH the wages negotiations have 
reached a somewhat critical phase, the 
opinion is expressed in best-informed circles 
that the position is by no means desperate, 
and it is confidently anticipated that, with 
the usual good sense that has characterised 
the conduct of negotiations throughout the 
war and in the trying transitional period 
since, some satisfactory way out of the dead- 
lock will be found. While the employers 
hold firm to the offer made, they are still will- 
ing to submit the whole question to the Joint 
Industrial Council for review. So far as the 
Typographical Association is concerned, we 
understand the Federation of Master Printers 
has offered to agree to any one of four forms 
of reference, namely, that the dispute be 
referred to the Joint Industrial Council, to a 
court of enquiry, an arbitration court,or that 
the question be discussed under an indepen- 
dent chairman. Thus the door is by no means 
shut to further discussion in a conciliatory 
spirit, and it is by means of such discussion 
and not by drastic resort to force that critical 
times in the printing industry have been 
happily negotiated in the past, and it is in 
this same direction alone that we must look 
for the hope of the future.

Standardisation. 


FAR from any approach being made toward 
standardisation of paper, we appear to be 
drifting toward even a more hopeless state qf 
affairs than those to which we had become 
accustomed. There is less reliance upon the 
measurement of name sizes than ever. Re- 
peat makings of papers which have been 
turned out for years without variance are now 
being issued with very slight regard to 
dimensions. In regard to the count of reams 
also, there are many complaints which lead 
to the conviction that labour, if better paid, is 
certainly less skilful than it was. Whatever 
may account for it, it is certainly a fact that 
papermaking is in a less efficient state than it 
was in 1914, and fortunately for us the same 
holds good for other countries, except, 
possibly, Canada and U.S.A. An analysis of 
the ruling factors leads to the conviction that 
lack of competition is the real cause of all 
the trouble. lf it were not that consumers 
are so anxious to secure supplies, whatever 
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their nature, there would most certainly be a 
demand for improvement. This may come in 
time, but until then the danger is that the de- 
clined quality and divergence from old cus- 
tom may become firmly estzblished among 
the producers as a fixed standard, in which 
event future attempts at departure from the 
standard will constitute a very difficult task. 
Possibly there is work here for the Technical 
Section of the Papermakers' Association, 
which embodies all that which is most pro- 
gressive in the papermaking industry.

Paper Imports and Exports, 

PACKINGS and wrappings (including tissue 
paper) were largely imported into the United 
Kingdom last month, forming 48 per cent. of 
the total arrivals. The returns show the 
receipts of packings and wrappings to be 
428,019 cwts. as compared with 346 528 cwts. 
in April, 1913, the respective values being 
£1,131,632 and £241,006. Reel paper and 
hangings are not separately shown, and the 
general heading “printing, not coated, and 
writing paper in large sheets,” introduced 
this year does not allow of any useful com- 
parison being made. Quite a slump has 
taken place in the imports of strawboards, 
although much larger imports of mill, leather, 
card and pasteboard are registered. The 
total imports last month were 876,626 cwts. 
of the value of £2,105,120, a decrease of 19.3 
per cent. in quantity and an increase of 230 
per cent. in value, as compared with April, 
1913. As regards the export trade, the press- 
ing claims of home consumers continue to 
handicap any active development. In the 
case of printings, 55.653 cwts. were shipped 
last month as against 158,974 cwts. in April, 
1913; writings are beginning to approximate 
more closely pre-war exports, the April sup- 
plies this year and in 1913 being 15,574 cwts. 
and 16,332 cwts. respectively. Packings and 
wrappings, stationery, paper bags, etc., show 
steadily increasing shipments. The total 
exports last month were 164,440 cwts., of the 
value of £714,130,a decrease in quantity of 
46.2 per cent. and an increase гіп value of 
127.9 per cent. as compared with April, 1913.

THE strike of paper workers at Messrs. W. 
Н. Hilton and Co., Rochdale, is over after 
nearly three weeks duration. There has been 
a general increase in wages granted all round. 
The firm informed our representative that the 
terms accepted by the strikers were offered by 
d soon after the commencement of the 
strike. 
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Messrs. W. F. Whitehead, Ltd., and Mr. D. 
N. Fison-Smith have patented an invention 
whereby a print, etc., faced with a film of 
gelatine, is mounted directly upon a stiff 
backing of millboard, etc., and is finished by 
binding strips of paper or fabric around the 
edges. A film of gelatine is placed on a layer 
of varnish on a flat surface, and a moistened 
print is pressed face downwards upon the 
gelatine. When the gelatine is dry it adheres 
to the print, which is then secured by adhesive 
to the backing, and the strips of paper, etc., 
are fixed around the edges. A hanging-ring 
may be engaged by a loop of tape secured at 
the top edge under a sheet of paper gummed 
to the back, and a light calendar may be 
suspended from the lower edge by strips of 
tape similarly secured. 
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From the commercial point of view, print- 
ing was extremely prosperous in Belgium 
before the war; books, pamphlets, news- 
papers, magazines and periodicals of all kinds 
were printed in large numbers; there were 
no fewer than 1,700 printing establishments, 
employing more than 10,000 workmen, and 
875 lithographers, employing 1,800 workmen, 
without counting numerous book-binderies, 
pasteboard and paper factories, type foun- 
dries, and mechanical engraving plants. 

The German occupation completely para- 
lysed printing and all its related industries; 
few establishments escaped the most outra- 
geous plundering; printing presses were 
carried off (especially rotary presses for the 
printing of newspapers), all kinds of machi- 
nery, type, metal and copper supplies (even 
cuts), paper, roller composition, and ink were 
requisitioned. To-day, printing machinery 
and raw materials being almost unobtainable 
and costing exorbitant prices, the publishing 
business in Belgium is faced with insurmount- 
able difficulties. But the zeal and persever- 
ance of Belgium printers will overcome all 
these obstacles. It is not in vain that their 
great Plantin engraved upon his typo- 
graphical device the proud motto Labore et 
Constantia.—The Times (Belgian Supplement)

The industry's Capacity. 


As a result’of the demands for the printing 
trade unions for advances in wages ranging 
from 15s. to 30s. per week, Mr. E. O. Norton, 
the secretary of the Weekly Newspaper and 
Periodical Proprietors’ Association, has 
written to the London Master Printers’ 
Association suggesting an early conference 
to consider the difficulties in respect to pro- 
duction at the present time. In the course of 
his letter Mr. Norton says: “ My council have 
under consideration the claims of the trade 
unions now the subject of negotiations be- 
tween your association and the men. They 
feel very strongly that both masters and men 
do not fully appreciate what would be the 
effect of these increased charges upon periodi- 
cals, magazines, and trade and technical 
papers. It is obvious that in fixing wages 
due regard must be had to thecapacity of the 
industry. . . . My council would like an 
early opportunity of laying the facts before 
the representatives of both sections of the 
trade, and I am instructed to ask you to be 
good enough to endeavour toarrange an early 
conference for that purpose." | 
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Question of Non-Delivery. 


In the King's Bench Division, on Thursday, 
Mr. Justice Sankey heard an action by Messrs. 
Cardbox, Ltd., Great Arthur-street, London, 
E.C., against Messrs. F. E. Judd and Co,, St. 
Andrew's-hill, Doctor's Commons, to recover 
£300 damages for alleged breach of contract 
in regard to the sale of 30 tons of strawboard 
and for non-delivery. | 

Plaintiffs said that by contract dated 
November 25th, 1919, defendants agreed to 
sell plaintiffs 30 tons of strawboard at /15 5s. 
a ton, delivery within eight weeks. De- 
fendants failed to deliver the strawboard in 
accordance with the contract and plaintiffs 
claimed as damages the difference between 
the contract price (£15 5s. a ton) and the 
market price (£25 5s. a ton) at the date they 
ought to have been delivered. 

Defendants denied the contract. They said 
that if they contracted as alleged it was sub- 
ject to acceptance by the manufacturing mill | 
and subject to revision or cancellation at any 
time should circumstances render such action 
necessary. Defendants gave notice that 
owing to prices being advanced in Holland, 
they could not supply it at less than £17 128. 
6d. a ton. Plaintiffs, they said, would not 
accept delivery at the revised rates. Defen- 
dants counterclaimed against Cardbox, Ltd., 
as acceptors of a bill of exchange for £175. 
Cardbox, Ltd., admitted the counterclaim 
except in so far as it related to the interest 
payable. 

His lordship, in giving judgment, held that 
the contract was пої infact made. The real 
contract was subject to mill's acceptance and 
that condition .had not been fulfilled. 
Judgment must be for the defendants with 


costs on the claim and on the counterclaim. 


Two New Adhesives, 


The third annual report of the Conjoint 
Board of Scientific Societies gives evidence of 
the discharge of much useful work. During 
the year there was a danger that supplies of 
casein and glue would fall short and that 
aeroplane manufacture would suffer thereby. 
The Board came to an arrangement with the 
Air Group of the Ministry of Munitions, and 
carried out a research into the nature, func- 
tions, and manufacture of adhesives. This 
resulted in the discovery of two new ad- 
hesives one possessing very remarkable pro- 
perties, the other prepared from a waste 
product of which there was a large supply in 
the country throughout the war. In addition 
to this Dr. Schryver and his colleagues devised 
improvements in the manufacture of casein 
which effect a considerable saving in material 
and an improvement in its quality.

This recentlv issued volume by the well- 
known author of " The Picture Printer of the 
Nineteenth Century," “The Le Blond Book, 
1930," and other important records and studies 
of the life and work of George Baxter, brings 
up to date the chronicle of extant Baxterian 
information, and of changing values in the 
market for Baxter Prints. The book is 
described by the author as being “largely an 
appendix, and in some degree an epitome " of 
his more comprehensive and more elaborate 
work, “ The Picture Printer." 

Print fanciers will read with pleasure the 
opening chapter entitled “The Charm of 
Baxter Print Collecting on its Intellectual 
Side." Itis“ An Old Collector's" retrospect, 
in which he tells in delightful fashion how he 
was led to adopt his favourite hobby, how he 
successfully prosecuted his research into 
Baxteriana, and how his print collection grew 
to its present status, being “ probably the most 
complete in the world." Though we should 
hazard the guess that this " Old Collector " is 
none other than our worthy author, Chapter 
lI. nevertheless bears the sub- heading “ By the 
Author," thus making a distinction. This 
second chapter, which will doubtless be much 
read and discussed by enthusiasts, provides a 
discourse оп '' Baxter's Art, What it Was, and 
How He Acquired It." Starting by quoting 
from the British and Colonial Printer and 
Stationer of May 28th, 1908, in which editorial 
opinion was expressed that it was possible 
that “in the form of the Baxter process it was 
evolved de novo, without any external aid from 
existing examples or etherwise," he tells how 
since that date his observations, reasonings 
and researches have confirmed his opinion 
that " Baxter was the re-inventor of his early 
method and the inventor of his patent process, 
and that both results were obtained without 

external aid." Chapter 111. records 
information and particulars not contained in 
“The Picture Printer" regarding various 
Baxter prints. Chapter IV. chronicles the 
growth in the general knowledge of, and 
appreciation for, Baxter prints in the period 
1913-1918. Chapter V., which occupies nearly 
half the total number of pages, is a most 
important section, being a ‘‘ Complete Cata- 
logue of All Known Colour Prints by George 
Baxter, with Prices, Sizes, Dates of Publication, 
and Other Particulars.” The volume con- 
cludes with a list of Baxter-illustrated books, 
pocket books and music, and there is added а 
useful alphabetical index to the prints, the 
Print Number being given to every title. 
Sixteen reproductions of Baxter prints are 
included.

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Editoriai Policy versus Trade Unionism. 


Trouble such as has once or twice cropped 
up in this country— when a journal's editorial 
policy has run strongly counter to the prin- 
ciples of the men who set up and print the 
paper—is being experienced in severe form in 
India. The Civil and Military Gazette pub- 
lished a leading article, entitled “Playing 
with Fire," condemning the Caliphate agita- 
tion and the strikes on the North-Western 
Railway as prejudicial to the Press and to the 
interest of the Punjab. The compositors on 
the newspaper's staff objected to the article, 
and struck as a protest against the reference 
to the railway strikers. 

The Master Printers' Association of Lahore, 
consisting of Indian employers, declared the 
strike to be entirely unjustifiable, and an- 
nounced that unless the men returned to work 


immediately they would dismiss all the union 
members in their employment. The strikers 
failing to return, the association carried out 
its threat, and discharged the union members, 
numbering apparently about 2,000. 


SIR CHARLES W. Macara, BART., has for 
many years been carrying оп а vigorous pro- 
paganda on behalf of social and industrial 
reform, and his volume on thissubject has just 
reached its eighth edition, being published by 
Sherratt and Hughes, Manchester, at 8s. 6d. 
net. The volume contains Sir Charles' latest 
contributions to the subject, some of which 
have special relation to the cotton trade 
boom. Few men have worked with such 
assiduity to make the public realise the inter- 
dependence of capital and labour, but the 
tendencies of the times indicate that Sir 
Charles Macara's labours will not be in vain. 
All who are interested in the industrial wel- 
fare of the nation and the empire will find the

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Securing Plates on Cylinders 


Mr. O. Krüger, of Leipzig, has taken out a 
British patent for a method by which printing 
aud embossing plates are secured on cylinders, 
with the meeting edges properly joined or in 
contact, by means of bars secured to the 
cylinder and engaging recesses in the edges. 
As shown, the plates p are held on thecylinder 
w at their side edges by flanged rings, etc. (not 
shown). and the meeting edges of the plates 
are held by barsisecured in the cylinder, each 


bar being formed on one side with a rectangu- 
lar projecting rib or key f and on the other 
side with a splayed or wedge. shaped recess n, 
and the edges of the plates p being corres. 
pondingly formed. The rotation of the cylin- 
der in the direction shown by thearrow tends 
to wedge the rear edge of the plate into the 
splayed recess n, and outward movement of the 
other edge is at the same time prevented by 
the rib f. 


Cardboard Boxes. 


Under an invention patented by Mr J. R. 
Surmann, the lid and body of a knock. down 


тї 
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cardboard box are each formed by placing 
two corrugated rectangular blanks across one 
another, as shown in Fig. rt, and then bend- 
ing the projecting parts over the sides of a 
corrugated cardboard frame or stiffener, d 
Fig.2. A corrugated cardboard lining f, Fig. 
4, is inserted in the body of the box. 


Cigarette Printing. 


A Dresden firm, Universelle Cigaretten- 
machinenfabrik, J. C. Muller and Co., has 
applied for a British patent in a cigarette- 
making machine provided with a roll for 
printing on the web of paper, the roll, along 
with its spindle and driving gear, can be 
shifted by hand to compensate for displace- 
ments of the web. For this purpose, the spindle 
b is carried іп a sleeve f having an external 


screw-thread engaging with a nut g carried 
by the framing of the machine. The sleeve f 
can be rotated by hand by meansof a knurled 
disk m and gearing as shown. The spindle b 
carries a gear wheel c engaging with a 
driving wheel d which ismade broad to allow 
for the motion of the spindle b. To lock the 
sleeve f in position, а saw.cut f is made in 
the nut g so as to leave a resilient projection 
which can be pressed outwards by means of a 
Screw q.

The Printing Trade in the Home Counties. 


Present-day 
Progress Discussed 


Master printers from an area of about 50 
miles radius around London—members of 
the Home Counties Master Printers Alliance 
—gathered in force at the Stationers' Hall on 
Wednesday of last week, on the occasion of 
the first annual general meeting of the Alli- 
ance. It is rather curious, as the chairman 
remarked in opening the meeting, that master 
‘printers should so often congregate in the hal! 
of the Worshipful Company of Stationers, a 
' body originally formed in the interests of such 
folk as scriveners and the monastic illumina- 
tors, who thought the art of printing would 
interfere with their trade and should there- 
fore be repressed. Things have changed since 
those times, however, and now in the list of 
illustrious members of the Stationers’ Com- 
pany there are to be found the names of many 
-a well-known printer. 

The gathering was presided over by Mr. 
Albert Bennett, chairman of the Alliance 
since its inception, who opened the meeting 
by welcoming the members and recalling 
some of the happy associations of the historic 
Stationers' Hall. 


Review of the Past Year. 


The first item on the agenda being the re- 
ceiving of the report of the year's work, Mr. 
Percy D. Michael, the secretary of the Al 
ance, presented an interesting sketch of the 
Alliance's antecedents and history, beginning 
at the Blackpool meeting of June, 1919, when 
the new constitution of the Federation was 
accepted and the decision arrived at to form 
Alliances. Не told how, after preliminary 
meetings at which Mr. Albert Bennett, Mr. R. 


Problems and Past 
at Stationers’ 


Year’s 
Hall. 


A. Austen-Leigh, Mr. A. E. Goodwin, and Mr. 
R. J. Lake took prominent part. the first meet- 
ing of the executive of the Home Counties 
Alliance was held on May Sth, 1919. He spoke 
next of the valuable services rendered by the 
Alliance during the year, especially in connec- 
tion with the Joint Industrial Council and the 
Federation Labour Committee. The Cost and 
Charges Committee of the Alliance, he said, 
had provided material which had assisted the 
Federation Costing Committee in the pre- 
paration of the new hourly rates. It was 
hoped, also, that the Alliance's price list for 
auctioneers’ work would be adopted through- 
out the area. 

Mr. Michael then told the story of the Kent 
County Council Education Committee's un- 
fortunate proposal to purchase and run a 
Council printing plant — as already fully 
reported in these pages. Не thanked the 
Press for the pointed articles that had ap- 
peared exposing the threatened waste of rate- 
payers' money. 

After outlining progress made. in organi- 
sation, including the formation of District 
Committees in connection with the Joint 
Industrial Council at Aldershot, Bedford, 
Reading and Southampton, and the in- 
ception of several new associations, Mr. 
Michael mentioned services rendered by the 
Alliance to its members in supplying infor- 
mation as to the definition of agreements, the 
rates of wages for unclassified operations, in 


" investigating cases of alleged price-cutting, 


and in many other ways. He concluded by 
acknowledging help received from the оћ- 
cials at 24, Holborn, and from certain members 
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of the Alliance, among whom he very appre- 
ciatively mentioned the Alliance's indefatig- 
able chairman, Mr. Albert Bennett. 

The report having been cordially received, 
and appreciation expressed for Mr. Michael's 
services as secretary, 

The financial statement was next presented 
by the hon. treasurer, Mr. T. J. S. Guilford, 
and was unanimously approved. It showeda 
thoroughly healthy state of the Alliance's 
finances, a bank balance of over £360 being 
reported. 


Election of Officers, 


An important part of the agenda was the 
election of officers for the coming year. Mr. 
Albert Bennett, the retiring chairman, was 
unanimously elected president. Mr. D. Green- 
hill was made chairman, with Mr. S. F. Oxley 
as vice-chairman. The retiring hon. treasurer, 
Mr. T. J. S. Guilford, was, with acclamation, 
re-elected to continue in office. The Alliance's 
auditors, Messrs. Roberts, Wright and Co., 
were also re-elected. 


Rate-Aided Printing Works. 


The election of officers having been con- 
cluded, Mr. Albert Bennett urged that some 
drastic action be taken to oppose rate-aided 
printing schemes, such as that of the Kent 
County Council Education Committee. He 
pointed out that what was permissible in war 
time, under stress of “ Dora," in the way of 
Government invasion of the printing trade 
could no longer be defended. He emphasised 
the greater costliness of Government printing 
as compared with the work of private firms 
on contract, and protested in particular that 
H.M. Stationery Office should at the present 
time be proposing to spend £150,000 of public 
money on printing plant. A general discus- 
sion of the subject ensued, members being all 
of one opinion, and expressing themselves 
strongly as to the danger of large extension 
of rate-aided printing, to the deprivation of 
the private printer and the great augmenta- 
tion of the rates. A resolution was eventually 
drafted, and was unanimously passed in the 
following terms :—“ That the members of the 
Home Counties Master Printers' Alliance de- 
sire the Federation Council to giveimmediate 
attention to the whole question of Govern- 
ment, County Council, and municipal print- 
ing works, and to take steps to interview the 
Chaucellor of the Exchequer and Members of 
Parliament. The Alliance executive will give 
to the Federation Council any assistance that 
lies in its power." It was agreed also, on the 
motion of Mr. J. Н. Hobbs, to ask every 
master printers' association to pass a resolu- 
tion on the subject and forward it to their 
own Member of Parliament. 


Printers and Paper Shortage. 


Mr. Albert Bennett referred to the rising 
cost of paper, and expressed dissatisfac- 
tion that printers should be paying 6а. 
per pound for news-print eighteen months 
after the signing of the Armistice. He had 
heard a rumour, he said, of some of the large 
newspapers having already placed orders for 
something like £100,000 worth of "news" at 
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8d. It looked to him as if some of the smaller 
papers would be squeezed out of existence, 
owing to inability to obtain supplies. He 
thought that by the end of June we should be 
right in the thick of a paper famine. He 
therefore warned his printer audience to take 
care of any stocks they had, not to let them 
go too quickly or cheaply, and to make the 
best terms they could for future supplies. 

The meeting adjourned for lunch, at which 
function visitors welcomed included the Presi- 
dent of the Federation of Master Printers, Mr. 
A. F. Blades; the vice-president, Mr. E. W. 


- Humphries, and the secretary, Mr. A. E. 


Goodwin. 

The toast of “The King" having been 
honoured, the Chairman, Mr. Albert Bennett, 
gave that of " The Federation of Master 
Printers," bestowing high praise upon the 
work of Mr. A. F. Blades, Mr. Humphries, Mr. 
Goodwin, Mr. Little, Mr. Williamson, and 
those who labour with them. He expressed 
great regret at the absence, due to illness, of 
Major Fordyce-Birch, secretary of the London 
Master Printers' Association, and referred 


"appreciatively to the services rendered to the 


printing trade by Mr. Austen-Leigh and Mr. 
J. Crowle-Smith. 


New Conditions in industry. 


Mr. А. F. Blades, who was most cordially 
received, responded on behalf of the Federa- 
tion. After congratulating the Alliance on 
the influential gathering they had brought 
together, he first paid grateful tribute to the 
work of Mr. Arnold, which, he said, had borne 
good fruit. Proceeding to refer to the wages 
question, he briefly reported the meeting that 
morning between the Federation Labour 
Committee апа representatives of the 
women's unions. Не said the atmosphere of 
the meeting had been very satisfactory, and 
that the women had put up an excellent case. 
They had emphasised particularly the im- 
proved post-war status of women, claiming 
that 1t should no longer be assumed that a 
woman is partly dependent upon others for 
her support, but that it should be recognised 
that she requires a wage sufficient to enable 
her to support herselt independently, and 
have something to spare for amusements. 
Mr. Blades expressed the hope that further 
negotiations, preferably through the Joint 
Industrial Council, would be arranged and a 
reasonable settlement arrived at. Не con- 
cluded by reminding members of the coming 
cost congress at Cardiff and urging the 
interest and value of a visit there. 

Mr. E. W. Humphries, who also responded, 
corroborated Mr. Blades' report of the very 
strong case presented by the women workers, 
and said the new attitude of women pre- 
sented an economic problem which must be 
taken into consideration. The men too were 
demanding a better status. These demands, 
he felt very strongly, ought not to be con- 
demned in a casual way. Heurged that Eng- 
land ought to be made a better place to live 
in. There was never a time when there was 
more need for sane reasonable judgment, for 
frank friendly conference between employer

and employed, as of men with an ideal in 
life. It therefore behoved every master 
printer to belong to his Association and 
Federation, so that all could work together 
for the benefit of their workers, themselves 
and their industry. (Applause.) 

Mr. А. E. Goodwin, greeted with applause, 
gave the toast of “The Home Counties 
Master Printers’ Alliance.” He spoke of the 
proved vaiue of the Alliances, and said he 
hoped they would continue their usefulness 
despite the tendency to centralisation of 
authority. He urged that as one of their 
activities they should proceed with the setting 
up of the District Committees of the Joint 
Industrial Council. Referring to the pro- 
"posed increase in the postal rates Mr. Good- 
win laid stress upon the harm likely to accrue 
to the printing trade—especially in the field 
of direct advertising—from increased postage 
on printed matter. He concluded by con- 
` gratulating the Alliance on being fortunate 

in the officers it possesses. 

Messrs. Oxley and Dangerfield, in short 
humorous speeches, made fitting response, and 
Mr. Austen-Leigh then gave the toast of 
“The Chairman," speaking of the conspicuous 
tact and bonhomie with which Mr. Bennett 
had presided, and also referring to his services 
to the printing trade generally. 

The chairman's response brought the lunch 
to an end, and shortly afterwards the ad- 
journed meeting was continued. 

_ There ensued a full discussion of the ques- 
tion of the amount of subscription for the 
coming year. It wasdecided that the Federa- 
tion subscription be fixed at Cardiff, and that 
the Alliance subscription for the year ending 
March 25th, 1921, be at therate of one-third of 
a penny in the pound of wages paid, with a 
minimum of 105. od. 

Mr. Goodwin spoke on the importance of 
getting the District Committees of the Joint 
Industrial Council established, and testimony 
was borne by Mr. Palmer (Bedford) to the 
value of Works Advisory Committees. 

Mr. Williamson dealt with the hourly costs 
rates and answered several questions in rela- 
tion thereto. He urged the desirability of as 
many as possible attending the Cardiff Cost 
Congress, and then that those attending it 
should go back to their own districts to tell 
their fellow members what was necessary for 
local application.

SCIENTIFIC 


ЇЇЇШЇ and the Dye Industry 


In support of the appeal which is being 
made on behalf of the University of Liver- 
pool, Messrs. Parsons Fletcher and Co., Ltd., 
printing ink manufacturers, emphasise the 
need of scientific training to help industry, 
and they point especially to the difficulty of 
obtaining British dyes in sufficient quantities. 
In 1914, they point out, 8o per cent. of our 
colours came from Germany, although 50 per 
cent. of the raw materials were obtained from 
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this country. Speaking of the handicap 
which the trade in British printing ink 
labours under at present,it is urged that it is 
the modern university, with its intensive 
scientific learning and its opportunities for 
research that can save the dye industry to 
this country, and the dye industry is but one 
of many. | 


County Gouneil Printing Proposal 


The Kent Scheme Rejected. 


The Kent Education Committee having 
approved of the proposal to inaugurate a 
County Council printing and bookbinding 
works, the proposal was, on Wednesday of 
last week, submitted to the Kent County 
Council at Maidstone. 

Sir Walter Berry moved the adoption of the 
Education Committee's report, in which this 
proposal was embodied. | 

Alderman Lawrence Mitchell moved as an 
amendment: “That there being no facts or 
figures before the Council they decline to ac- 
cept the principle that the Kent Education 
Committee should erect printing plant and 
a bookbinding establishment." He asked 
whether the Committee were willing to 
withdraw their paragraph. 

Sir Walter Berry replied that he would give 
an undertaking that nothing should be done 
with regard to the printing plant without 
coming to the Council again. 

Alderman Mitchell was not satisfied, and 
said that, having adopted the principle of the 
printing plant themselves, the Committee now 
asked the Council to adopt the principle. 
(“ №о, no." Yes. Ifthe Council adopted the 
principle they could not very well refuse the 
necessary money. 

Sir Walter Berry : All we say as an Educa- 
tion Committee is that we think it would be 
wise at some future time to establish a small 
printing press. 

Alderman Mitchell pressed his amendment. 
Why, he asked, were there no facts and figures 
placed before the Council to show them that 
it would be an advantage to set up the pro- 
posed printing press? Was it not a remark- 
able fact that the Committee could not find 
that there was any other authority except 
Newcastle-on- Tyne that had set up a printing 
plant? Government and various municipal 
bodies had tried this experiment and found 
it did not pay, and the same thing would 
happen if the Kent Education Committee 
were given power to set up a printing press 
and bookbinding establishment. 

Mr. Tapp intimated that he was fighting 
for the ratepayers of Kent. He knew that if 
they established this printing press they wouid 
be eliminating the middlemen's profit. Не 
suggested that vested interests were at the 
back of the opposition to this proposal. 

The amendment. on being put, was carried 
by 33 to 32 votes, and the Committee's report 
rejected. 
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‘Lord Melwen and Disabled Men. 


meme 


The National Technical Advisory Com- 
mittee of the Printing and Kindred Trades, 
composed of employers and employees ap- 
pointed to advise the Ministry of Labour on 
the training of disabled men as printers, view 
with concern the statements made in relation 
to the printing trades by Lord Methuen in a 
letter to The Times on April 23rd. 

The chairman of the committee, Mr. Geo. 
Eaton Hart, the Right Hon. C. W. Bowerman, 
M.P., Mr. A. E. Holmes (secretary Printing 
and Kindred Trades Federation), and Mr. J. 
R. Riddell (principal St. Bride Institute) were 
appointed at a meeting held Wednesday, May 
12th, to refute, on behalf of the N.T.A.C., the 
statements made by Lord Methuen as far as 
the printing industry is concerned. 

The committee consider it unfortunate that 
Lord Methuen did not acquaint himself with 
the facts of the case. Had he done so he 
would have found that an excellent scheme 
was in operation by which many men, not 
formerly connected with the industry, were 
receiving an intensive training to enable 
them to earna livelihood. In justice to the 
trade unions, which are whole-hearted in the 
matter, it has to be stated that they have 
frequently abrogated their rules in order to 

rovide for the introduction of disabled men 
into the various trades connected with the 
industry. The statements were unfair to those 
who have been devoting themselves to this 
matter, and the facts given cannot be ac- 
cepted as conveying a correct report of the 
work accomplished. 

The committee desires to state that in no 
instance have applicants been refused admis- 
sion to the benefits of the scheme otherwise 
than on account of their unsuitability to 
become capable workmen.

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Employment during April in the paper, 
printing and bookbinding trades generally 
was good, and showed a slight improvement 
on the previous month. It was much better 
than in April of last year. 

With letterpress printers employment was 
good, especially in London, where a further 
improvement took place and a considerable 
amount of overtime was worked; in the pro- 
vinces there was little change, overtime being 
occasionally worked. 

In the lithographic printing trade employ- 
ment continued good generally, and overtime 
was reported from a few provincial centres, in- 
cluding Glasgow. 

A number of employers in the printing 
trades complained of a shortage of paper. 

Employment in the bookbinding trade was 
good, and showed a further slight improve- 
ment. Some overtime was worked both in 
London and in the provinces. 

According to returns received by the Labour 
Gazette, covering 72,083 members of printing 
trade unions, the percentage of unemployed 
at the end of April was 07 as against 0.9 in 
March and 24 in April of last year; the de- 
crease being 02 compared with a month 
before and 17 compared with last year. 

In the bookbinding trade, returns covered a 
trade union membership of 12,350, and showed 
the percentage of unemployment to be 06, as 
against од in March and 3:6 in April of last 
year, the respective decreases being 0'3 and

The returns made by employers show the 
number of workpeople in the printing otfices 
concerned to Бе 10,443—an increase of 0'2 per 
cent. compared with a month before, but an 
increase of 178 per cent. compared with a 
year before. The wages paid to all work- 
people amounted to /35,115—a decrease of 
o1 per cent. compared with the previous 
month, but an increase of 430 compared with 
a year before. 

In the bookbinding trade, employers’ re- 
turns showed 5,685 workpeople—the same as 
the previous month; but an increase of 18:5 
per cent. ona year before. The £12,629 paid 
to all workpeople represented a decrease of 
02 on the previous month but an increase of 
458 on a year before.

Current Topics. 


No Wages Crisis Yet. 


AT the meeting of representatives of execu- 
tives of printing trade unions on Thursday 
evening it was decided to accept an invitation 
from the executive of the Printing and Kin- 
dred Trades Federation to merge the London 
demand into those of the rest of the printing 
trade unions, and so consolidate the various 
applications, ranging from 15s. to 30s, now 
before the employers. Following this deci- 
sion, the president of the P. and K.T.F. (the 
Right Hon. C. W. Bowerman) and the secre- 
tary (Mr. A. E. Holmes) conferred with the 
president and secretary of the Federation of 
Master Printers, and it wasagreed that a con- 
ference be called at the earliest possible 
moment. Owing to the intervention of the 
Whitsun holidays, this was not an easy matter 
to arrange, but a special meeting of the Coun- 
cil of the Federation of Master Printers was 
called for Wednesday, and efforts were to be 
made to arrange for the conference to be held 
to-day, Thursday. 
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А Forward Move in Organisation. 
THE unions' decision to consolidate the 
demands of the whole country marks an im- 
portant development in the progress of wage 
negotiations in the printing trade. At the 
coming conference, for the first time in the 
history of the industry, a wages question 
affecting the whole of the printing trade 
unions will be negotiated at oneand thesame 
time by the unions' representatives. This de- 
velopment is likely to be a permanent one. 
Although several national unions have yet to 
be consulted, it is anticipated that future 
negotiations will be carried through on a 
national all-in policy by the executive of the 

Printing and Kindred Trades Federation.

The Cardiff Annual Conference. 


INTEREST grows as more details become 
known as to the annual conference and cost 
congress of the Federation of Master Printers, 
to be held at Cardiff from June sth to 9th. 
The cost congress, on the Monday, will be 
addressed by many of the highest authorities, 
and promises to be of great value to printers 
wishing to know more of the very important 
and interesting matter of costing. At the 
annual meeting, on the Tuesday, in addition 
to business of an important character relating 
to internal affairs of the Federation, various 
topics of current interest will be discussed. 
The wage negotiations will be reviewed. Mr, 
Geo. Eaton Hart will open a discussion on 
“The Training of Apprentices,” Mr. A. C. 
Gronow and Mr. J. R. Riddell taking part. 
Several printers who have recently visited 
America—including Capt. Dudley Forman, 
Capt. Wm. Bemrose, and Mr. D. Greenhill— 
will speak on “ American Methods of Produc- 
tion." Other subjects to be dealt with during 
the proceedings will be the new Unemploy- 
ment Bill, technical education, and health 
conditions in printing works. The Federa- 
tion reports that applications for tickets have 
been received from all parts of the country, 
and it is thought that the Cardiff conference 
will prove to be the most representative 
gathering of master printers that has ever 
assembled in the United Kingdom. 

T е e 
Paper Rationing. 

THE rationing system is creeping in again, 
though in a much less offensive and drastic 
shape than we beheld during the war. Whole- 
salers are finding suppliesso difficult to secure 
and their shelves are so depleted that they are 
themselves issuing instructions to their sales- 
men to keep within specified bounds on cer- 
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tain lines. In some cases customers are not 
allowed more than ro reams at a time. In 
others, certain proportions of certain papers 


must be worked in with corresponding pro- 
portions of ethers. The wrapping mills are 


also rationing their customers. White paper 
mills are exercising discretion asto what they 
wili make and how much they will take, and 
only the fortunate ones are able to place orders 
direct at all. Meantime, there is certain to be 
an all-round advance within a very short 
time, and there is no reason to believe it will 
be the last this year. 


Selling Prices. 


Ir is almost hopeless to attempt any classi- 
fication of selling prices in the present phase 
of affairs.

One has only to 
peruse the market price of wood pulp to dis- 
cover whether on to-day's price any mill could 
makepaper atthe figure. Itiscertainly noindex 
to market values; and as we have no very 
reliable evidence of a transaction at the price, 
we can only suggest that the report, though 
common property, may be too good to be 
true. 


Government Stationery. 


THE Stationery Association is still keeping 
its eye on the trading of the Post Office Sta- 
tionery Department, and the annual report 
presented at theannual meeting of the Asso- 
ciation last week, states that the unfair com- 
petition of the Department has again been 
vigorously taken up. The last communica- 
tion received from the Postmaster-General 
stated that “The prices at which embossed 
envelopes are sold are estimated to cover the 
cost of storage and distribution and to afford 
a reasonable profit." The Council of the 
Stationers' Association are not satisfied either 
with this communication or the general atti- 
tude of the P.O. authorities “in underselling 
the legitimate trader," and will continue to 
press for a policy of fair trading. 


THE biggest defence against trouble is to be 
prepared.

Sweden & he NOWS-Print SCarcly 


Mr. Fredrik Jahn, managing director of the 
Swedish Papermills Association and the Swe- 
dish Papermills Trading Co., who has been 
travelling through the United States on a 
commercial mission, and recently passed 
through this country on his way home, 
calls attention to the possibility of re- 
lieving the present news-print situation in 
some degree by turning to Sweden for pur- 
chase. 

“The paper manufacture in Sweden,” Mr. 
Jahn says, ‘‘ has been developing ever since the 
middle of the last century, so that by now the 
production of paper and pulp in our country 
is about 500,000 tonsa year, including different 
kinds Of kraft and sulphite paper, ‘news,’ 
writing and printing paper, nature brown, Cap, 
grease-proof, filtering paper (from Grycksbo), 
etc. A prominent feature of our manufacture 
is high quality, as it has always been in Swe- 
den, and I want especially to point out that 
the Swedish kraft is considered to be the best 
on the world’s market (remember such brands 
as Munksjo, Grycksbo, Fengersfors, Orebro, 
Molnbacka- Trysil, etc.). The capacity of the 
Swedish kraft mills is at present about 60,000 
tons a year.

A CASE of interest to printers was before the 
Sydney (Australia) courts recently in Neils 
Storaker against Southouse and Long, Ltd. 
The plaintiff instituted an action to recover 
£2,676 18s. 1d. for an alleged breach of con- 
tract in connection with the supply of certain 
quantities of paper. It was submittec by the 
defendants that as the plaintiff's printed letter- 
paper set out that he was the representative of 
the Alliance Export and Import Co., Ltd., al- 
though he had signed the letters of accept- 
ance in his own name, the action should have 
been brought in the name of the company 
mentioned. [t was contended for the plaintiff 
that certain letters and documents which 
passed between him and the defendants 
created a contract upon which he was en- 
titled to sue personally. By consent of the 
parties, an order was made by Mr. Justice 
Pring that a special case be stated under the 
Commercial Causes Act of 1903, fortheopinion 
of the Full Court, without any pleadings as 
to whether upon the letters and documents 
there was any contract between the plaintiff 
and the defendants upon which the plaintiff 
was entitled to sue. The Court found in 
favour of the defendants, holding that the 
plaintiff, in the circumstances, was not en- 
titled to sue.

Record Paper ШЙ. 


What is described as the biggest contract 
ever made by a newspaper for its white paper 
supply has been concluded by the New York 
Times, which has contracted through the 
Canadian Export Paper Co. with the Lauren- 
tide Co., of Grand Mere, Quebec, for the 
product of new machines which are to be in- 
stalled by January tst next. This output is 
roughly 40,000 tons of paper a year, and the 
contract holds for five years. 

Mr. Geo. McAneny, manager of The Times, 
who concluded the arrangements with the 
Laurentide Co.,spoke in high terms of that 
organisation and its manager. Regarding 
the Canadian Export Paper Co., he expressed 
confidence in its purpose to do all that it can 
on its part while the publishers were doing all 
they could on their part to better the relations 
existing between the manufacturer and pub- 
lisher, and possibly to offer some example to 
other publishers—aad perhaps to some other 
manufacturers—in the course of the five 
years.

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Notes on the ‘‘ Lithetex’’ Process. 


In these days of unprecedented demand for 
illustrated printed matter, every printer—from 
the producer of the large daily paper to the 
proprietor of the small jobbing office—is 
keenly interested in the present-day achieve- 
ments and the future possibilities of picture 
printing. Rotary photogravure successes, in 
particular, have already vastly increased the 
number and quality of illustrations issued to 
the public by the newspaper Press, and they 
give promise of astonishing advances in the 
ever-widening diffusion of the printed picture.

The 
Corkett art intaglio process has now been 
specially developed in the direction of news- 
paper work, and various tine plants are in 
operation in the states, all printing highclass 
newspaper illustrations by this process, and 
further plants are being laid down in impor- 
tant cities in America. This is being done by 
the American Lithographic Co., in connection 
with the subsidiary company formed to print 
this particular work, namely the Alco Gravure 
Co., of New York City. The plants esta- 
blished by this company are in operation in 
New York, Baltimore and St. Louis, and we 
understand plants are about to be installed in 
Montreal, Galveston, 
cities. 


American intaglio Work. 


The American Lithographic Co. has spe- 
cialised in photogravure and it has invested 
large sums of money in theexploitation of the 
process and it may be said it has the 
finest intaglio machinery running anywhere 
in the world to-day. The machines work at 
high speed and are fitted complete with 
folders and as extraordinarily little time is 
given to the printers to produce the work, 
very often the copy coming in one morning at 
9 o'clock and a large edition having to be dis- 
patched the next day, it will be seen that 
little time has to be given for the selection of 
subject or for any adjustment of same. To 
those printers who are used to printing a few 
impressions in intaglio after much selection 
and after much adjustment, or to our printers 
here who think tney have done something 
wonderful when they produce an edition ot 
30,000 to 40,000 and have had the whole week 
to do it in, these rushed editions of gravure 
with their mass of illustrations and advertise- 
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ments are real wonders of the printing age. 
No one realises the ingenuity and the skill 
required to produce this work whe has not 
had a close insight into the actual process of 
productiou. 

The British company, namely, the Pictorial 
Machinery, Ltd., who term themselves spe- 
cialists in machinery and plant for the 
graphic arts, are owners of another really 


. interesting process with which some of our |

readers will be familiar and which is known 
as the "Lithotex"" process. This process, 
however, is equally applicable to rotarv in- 
taglio work as it is to all other forms of print- 
ing, both lithographic and block printing. 


Multiplying Illustrations. 


The “ Lithotex " plant consists of a special 
multiplying camera known as the “Step and 
Repeat" machine of metal construction, its 
accessories, a lighting system, a series of 
cameras and appliances, and a printing-down 
frame and special lights. ^" Lithotex"' print- 
ing plates are not secondary impressions, as

Rally of Leaders of the Printing 


Trade at Memorable Opening Ceremony. 


Last Friday was a proud and happy day for 
the National Society of Operative Printers 
and Assistants, and particularly for their en- 
thusiastic and energetic secretary, Mr. George 
A. Isaacs, to whose sincere concern and inde- 
fatigable efforts on behalf of the sick and 
needy of the printers’ craft the “ Natsopa " 
Memorial Home and Sanatorium largely 
owes its existence. A very distinguished com- 
pany of employers, employed and friends of 


the printing industry attended the opening of . 
this magnificent war memorial, and the ser- „ 


vice held and the speeches made gave further 
evidence of that big fund of general good 
feeling and companionship which the printing 
trade is happy in possessing. 

The“ Natsopa " Memorial Homeissituatedat, 
Wellsborough, nine miles from Nuneaton 
upon thefamous Gopsall estate of Sir William 
Waring, whose keen interest and assistance 
made the acquisition of the land possible. 
The Temple Hall Farm, of over 300 acres, has 
been taken, the greater part of which is to be 
worked on co-operative principles under a 
bailiff’s superintendence. It is hoped that the 
inmates may have such a share in healthy 
farm work as their physical condition will 
justify. The scheme is a nucleus of a larger 
one. The present temporary buildings will 
be used as a sanatorium, with accommodation 
for twelve male and twelve female patients. 
Later a large modern sanatorium will be 
erected on the estate. Mr. Isaacs has specially 
visited kindred institutions in America in 
order to ensure that the latest advances in 
treatment shall be at the disposal of the in- 
mates. 
and orchards about three acres have been set 
aside. 


For the home of rest and its gardens : 


Viscount Northcliffe opened the memorial 
gates, first unveiling the inscriptions on the 
pylons, which had been covered by the Union 

ack. These recorded that the buildings were 
“In memory of members who fell in the Great 
War. ‘They gave their lives; let us com- 
memorate their sacrifice by saving the lives of 
others,“ the opposite inscription giving the 
names of the home and its founders. Viscount 
Burnham declared the buildings open. 

Viscount Northcliffe, addressing the com- 
pany as “Ladies and gentlemen, fellow prin- 
ters," said this was one of the most memorable 
occasions in the history of their craft. They 
had met as the result of the enthusiasm of one 
of the young trade union leaders (Mr. Isaacs), 
who had shown to all the industries of Great 
Britain what could be done to bring about 
the pleasant and happy regime that existed 
between labour and capital in the printing 
trade, and what could be done in the forma- 
tion of that beautiful home for the benefit of 
those who produced the newspapers and books 
of thiscountry. (Cheers.) He was one of many 
present who, having read of the “ Natsopa " 
Home, had no idea of the extent of the work 
being done and to be done and of the magni- 
ficent site that had been obtained for this 
beneficent object. They owed much to the 
generosity of Sir Samuel Waring, who had 
given Mr. Isaacs and his colleagues carte 
blanche to wander over that wonderful 
Gopsall estate and pick out exactly what 
place they wanted. Referring humorously 
to the hard plight of present-day newspaper 
proprietors, he said he came there with Lord 
Burnham and Lord Riddell, with a double 


. object, to thank Mr. Isaacs and his friends, 


and to look out for a place in the future. 
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(Laughter.) This was a memorable occasion. 
He was sure that everybody in Fleet-street 
would see to it that that home was kept up 
by liberal contributions, and that the news- 
paper owners would willingly contribute their 
quota as long as they were able to do so. 
(Cheers.) 

Mr. Alfred F. Blades (president of the Fed- 
eration of Master Printers) observed that all 
in the printing trade were very proud of what 
their brave ladshad done in the war. (Cheers.) 
Could they come back, they would say with 
one voice that that home was an object that 
they approved, and a fitting memorial of their 
bravery. By great efforts, enthusiasm and in- 
dustry Mr. Isaacs had got all together, and 
they were grateful for the benefit the home 
would give. (Cheers.) 

A '* Curse of the Trade.” 


Viscount Burnham added his sincere gratu- 
lations upon what he might call the blessed 
consummation of the labours and anxieties 
that had brought this great plan into realisa- 
tion. It was wonderful testimony to the good 
feeling and fellowship which animated the 
whole of the printing trade that they were all 
gathered together to forward that object, of 
which they had, and should have, so much 
reason to be proud. He had always con- 
tended that in their profession and business 
there were, on the whole, sweeter relations 
between all interests, all classes concerned, 
than in any other trade that he knew. 
(Cheers) This great place of healing was a 
fitting memorial of those in whose heroism 
they took a common pride. (Hear, hear.) 
Consumption they had called the curse of 
their trade. It was more than that, an in- 
creasing curse throughout the whole of the 
country. (Hear, hear.) Last year 59,000 
people died of phthisis, and there had beenan 
increase of 10,000 since 1913 in the number of 
deaths. What, above all things, was neces- 
sary was to increase resisting power to the 
evil germ, and that was best done by good 
air and early treatment. (Cheers) It wasthe 
duty of all concerned in the printing trade to 
do what they could to remove to some extent 
the stigma and disgrace that lay upon us, so 
that those figures might show a further reduc- 
tion, and he knew ot no way in which that 
could better be done than by allowing men to 
recover their health and regain their strength. 

The Rt. Hon. C. W. Bowerman, P.C., M.P., 
in the course of an interesting speech re- 
marked that not so many years ago the 
society responsible for the opening of that 
magnificent home was not altogether persona 
grata with the employers of London, who did 
not see eye to eye with its methods. With 
good judgment and reasonable conduct, 
what a difference did they find to-day! He 
congratulated the society upon the improved 
relations between the employers and them- 
selves. | (Cheers) There was no more 
glorious work upon which any set of men 
could be engaged than the fight against sick- 
ness. They were doing something which the 
State had not altogether done. (Cheers.) 

Lord Riddell said he had always been a 
trade unionist, believing in trade unions for

employers and for men. It was an jmportant 
occasion, when some of the greatest trade 
unions in the country, representing employers 
and men, came together for a common pur- 
pose. (Cheers) That memorial home owed 
its existence largely to the fixed purpose and 
determination of Mr. Isaacs, the secretary. 
(Hear, hear. The more employers and work- 
men got to know one another, the less they 
heard of labour troubles. He sincerely hoped 
that this might be only the first of many co- 
operative movements in the trade. (Cheers.) 

Sir Samuel Waring thought the printing 
trade was to be congratulated upon its three 
brilliant leaders then present. There were no 
harder workers—they did not enjoy an eight- 
hours day--(laughter)—and their work was 
made additionally weighty by its vast respon- 
sibilities. The civilisation of the world was 
largely owing to the printing press, to which 
we turned for knowledge, current information. 
and pleasure. (Cheers) 

Mr.G. A. Isaacs said that printers had put 
their heart into this project by seeing so many 
comrades fall by the wayside. They were 
going to clear consumption out of the ma- 
chine-room. Everyone in the union had given 
most willing assistance. They had found 
something which had bound all together in a 
common ideal. (Cheers.) 


Service on the Lawn. 


After the speeches, a service was held on 
the lawn, conducted by the Rev. A. Taylor, 
vicar of St. Bride's, Fleet-street, assisted by 
the Rev. T. P. Stevens, succentor of South- 
wark Cathedral. In the brief prayers remem- 
brance was recalled “of those, our brethren, 
who counted not life itself dear unto them for 
Thy righteousness and the victory of Thy 
cause." Hymns were surig, the last being 
Bret Harte's stirring lines dedicated to ‘Our 
Comrades," heard with fine effect in the open 
air. 

Au interesting feature of the occasion was 
the planting of memorial trees along the 
approach that connects the home of the sana- 
torium. ‘Trees were planted by Viscount 
Northcliffe, Viscount Burnham, Lord Riddell, 
Sir Samuel Waring, Mr. Alfred F. Blades, the 
Right Hon. C. W. Bowerman, M.P., Mr. A. E. 
Holmes, Professor B. Moore, Mr. A. W. Tyler, 
Mrs. G. A. Isaacs, Mr. Т. E. Naylor (London 
Society of Compositors), Mr. T. E. Newland 
(National Union of Printing and Paper- 
workers), Mr. H. W. Howes (Machine Man- 
agers’ Trade Society) Mr. A. O'Connor 
(Printers' Medical Aid Society), Mr. H. F. 
Parker (Lloyd Memorial Convalescent Home), 
and Mr. S. J. White (Caxton Convalescent 
Home).

Annual Meeting of the District 
Association. 


The annual meeting of the West and North-" 


West London Master Printers’ Association, 


held at the Westbourne Park Institute on 
Monday, proved to be a very pleasant and in-. 
teresting function. The first part of the 
meeting was of social character, light refresh- 
ments being provided; and after. the formal: 
business agenda had been completed, Mr. A. 
W. Foster, secretary of the Papermakers' Asso- ` 
ciation, gave a very informative address on 
“The "Paper Situation." 
president, was in the chair. 
The annual report was presented by the 
hon. secretary, Mr. J. S. King, who outlined 
the events of the past five months, particu- 


larly as affecting the Association. He reported - 
23 new members enrolled since November last, ` 


and in this connection acknowledged the 
assistance о! Mr. J. Johnson, organiser of the 
London Alliance. Heconcluded by thanking 
the various speakers who had given their ser- 
vices to the West and North-West Associa- 
tion and by speaking appreciatively of the 
good work done by the several officers of the 
Association. 

The chairman then proposed the adop- 
tion of the report, laying special emphasis 
on the valuable services rendered by Mr. Alf. 
Langley and Mr. J. R. Burt. 


Mr. W. J. Pollock —who spoke of the grati- . 


fying growth of the Association, now the 
largest section but one of the London Alli- 
ance, and acknowledged devoted services on 
the part of their secretary, Mr. King--seconded 
the adoption of the report, which was then 
agreed unanimously. 

The balance sheet, presented by the hon. 
treasurer, Mr. S. Sidders, was a satisfactory 
one, showing excess of income over expendi- 
ture to the extent of over £11, making a 
balance in hand of nearly £25. 

The election of officers was next proceeded 
with. 

Mr. W. J. Pollock was unanimously elected 
president in succession to Mr. F. A. Perry. 
Mr. E. W. Wormald was made vice-president. 


Mr. J. S. King was re-elected hon. secretary, > 


and Mr. S. Sidders re-elected hon. trea- 
surer. The election of a representative on 
the Council of the London Master Printers’ 
Association gave rise to a good deal of de- 
bate, members wishing to make the new 
president, Mr. Pollock, a representative, yet 
being loath to allow the Council to lose Mr. 
Perry's valuable services. — Eventually, in 
view of the fact that it is hoped the Associa- 
tion will now be entitled to have four repre- 
sentatives instead of three, Mr. Pollock was 
elected as third representative in place of Mr. 
Perry, and Mr. Perry was elected as fourth. 

Mr. Н. W. Searle was re-elected hon. pub- 
licity secretary. 

To take two places on the Committee 


Mr. F. A. Perry,, 
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vacated by Mr. Pollock and Mr. Philp, 
Messrs. A. E. Rawlinson and F. E. „Philp 
were elected. 

The formal business of the meeting being 
thus concluded, the chairman asked Mr. W. 
Whyte, assistant secretary of the L.M.P.A., to 
report the present position of the wages 
negotiations. Mr. Whyte—after congratulat- 
ing the branch upon its unfailing supply of 
first-rate officers and approving the policy of 
re-electing office-bearers of proved ability— 
gave a lucid and interesting resumé of the 
most recent developments with regard to the 
wages demands, though he pointed out that 
the whole matter was as yet væy much “in 
the air." He emphasised the growing strength 
shown by the Federation of Master Printers іп 
dealing with disputes, and outlined the 
recent negotiations up to the resolutien 
passed at the annual meeting of the 
L. M. P. A. Speaking of the long con- 
ference between the two Federations last 
Thursday, Mr. Whyte said he had never been 
at a conference more seriously regarded by all 
those participating ; he said also that he had 
never met more reasonable, conciliatory and 
sober-minded Union representatives than 
those sent to Stationers' Hall by the Printing 
and Kindred Trades Federation. He thought 
the danger to the trade of rising costs was 
beginning to be adequately appreciated. 

Mr. Perry thanked Mr. Whyte for having 
given a very clear exposition of the subject, 
and after a brief discussion, Mr. A. W. Foster 
was called upon to speak on the subject of 
paper, his address proving an illuminating 
one to many of his hearers. A report of this 
is unavoidably held over until next week.

Polish Paper ШЇЇ. 


Under the new Polish Customs Tariff, which 
became applicable from January roth, “ paper, 
paper wares and typographical products " 
come in Group VIII., tariff number 176-178. 
By an order of November 4th, the following 
goods are, until April roth next, exempted 
from the duty specified in the Customs Tariff. 
This. period may, however, be prolonged by 
the Ministry of Finance and the Ministry for 
Trade and Industry if such prolongation seems 
necessary :— 

Tariff No. 177 (2.b).—Paper not glazed or 
sized, containing not less than 60 per cent. of 
wood pulp, weighing not less than 48 gr. per 
square metre— paper in rolls with a diameter 
not less than 70 c.m., and in sheets.

Results of Costing and Estimatiag 
Examinations.

The study of costing has been an outstand- 
ing feature at Saint Bride Printing School 
since the classes were first formed in 1914.

Some idea of the extent to which paper 
substitutes have been developed in recent 
years, largely as a result of the war, is given 
in the annual report of the Director of the 
Bureau of Standards. The increasing use of 
paper bags as containers for lime and cement 
has made it desirable to investigate the pro- 
perties of paper for this purpose. This work 
was discontinued during the war, but has 
been resumed. Representative samples have 
been obtained, and laboratory tests have been 
made to determine the quality of paper being 
used for this purpose. А test machine isbeing 
used that gives the stress-strain value of the 
paper, as well as the stretch under load. It is 
planned to develop a test that will reproduce 
the strain on the bag when it is dropped. 


Wall and Piaster Board. 


During the war the investigation of wall 
and plaster board was continued from the pre- 
vious year. Three camps visited at the time 
of their erection were visited again to deter- 
mine, if possible, the degree of durability of 
various makes of wall-board. The results of 
the inspection show conclusively that almost 
any wall-board properly erected will give 
satisfaction in cantonment construction when 
the buildings are considered as temporary 
structures. Many of the buildings were in 
poor condition, due almost entirely to the 
poor method of erection. 

In order that further information might be 
obtained as to the behaviour of these boards 
under service conditions, a questionnaire was 
sent to most of the military cantonments. For 
temporary structures fibre wall board was 
preferred, merely because it was considered 
quicker and cheaper to erect, and because of 
its greater salvage possibilities. Plaster 
board was preferred for permanent construction 
—that is, over five years —because it was con- 
sidered less subject to changes in temperature 
and because it makes a warmer building. For 
hospital use plaster board was preferred, due 
to its resistivity to fire and moisture.

Growing Demand and Higher Prices. 

In the last issue of Paper and Progress, the 
house organ of Strong, Hanbury and Co., 
Ltd., reference is made to the advancing prices 
of paper and the difficulty of obtaining sup- 
plies. Higher wages, increased cost of all 
material, advances in railway and cartage 
rates and freights, to name a few, all con- 
tinue steadily to pursue their course in an 
ever upward direction, and these, together 
with the by no means least important factor 
of reduced output, tend substantially to add 
` to the cost of manufacture. In consequence, 
and taken in conjunction with the phenomenal 
demand, we can see nothing to prevent prices 
soaring to yet higher altitudes. But high as 
prices may be to-day, the chief obstacle in the 
way of business is the inadequate supply, for, 
in whichever direction we may turn at home, 
` it is to hear the same story ; and as regards 
overseas, the quantities being imported are 
decidedly disappointing. Much the same con- 
ditions apply everywhere, and, in short, re-

The Wages Questlon. 


THERE is a better feeling abroad over the 
wages question in the printing trade, and 
hopes are entertained that there will be a 
peaceful outcome of the negotiations which 
have taken place between the parties con- 
cerned. Ап offer of ten shillings and 3s. 6d. have 
been made as a result of a lengthy conference 
at Sationers' Hall last Thursday, and the pro- 
visional terms of agreement reached on that 
occasion are to be placed before the Councils 
on both sides. Although the Т.А. have been 
holding out, there are hopesthat they may be 
inducedto come intoline withthe otherunions, 
but up to the time of going to press no definite 
decision isavailable. Theemployerscouncilare 
meeting to-day (Thursday), and the council of 
the Men's Federation on Friday. In view of 
the present “interesting " situation the pro- 
ceedings of the annual conference of the 
Master Printers’ Federation at Cardiff are 
likely to be of an animated description. 


The Post Office Threat to Industry. 

THERE is a growing body of evidence that 
the printing industry in general and the 
picture post card trade in particular are 
seriously perturbed as to the damage likely 
to accrue if the proposed increases in postage 
on cards and printed matter come into force. 
The Postmaster- General, to whom the matter 


 wasreferredbythe Chancellorofthe Exchequer 


has apparently notyet come to any decision 
and the threatened impost is in the 
meantime producing detrimental effects. 
Picture post card publishers, who are accept- 
ing orders now for cards intended for autumn 
and Christmas trade, report a marked falling 
off in the anticipated demand, and some 
dealers have even expressed the fear that for 
them the suggested postage increase would 
spell ruin. It is to be hoped that the Post- 
master-General's delay in settling the ques- 
tion indicates that the facts of the case are 
being given the close consideration they 
deserve ; and if that is so we shall not be sur- 
prised to hear of the postage proposals being 
so modified as to avoid destructive taxation 
of British industry. From the point of view 
merely of Post Office business policy, it may 
be reasonable to conclude (as do the per- 
manent officials of the Post Office, it seems) . 
that if the increased postal rates result on 
the whole in some increase of Post Office 
revenue, then all will be well—even though 
through unfair incidence, the picture post 
card industry be destroyed in the process, and 
further serious losses inflicted on the printing 
craft and on trade in general by the penalising 
of direct advertising. But the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer will doubtless take a broader 
and more statesmanlike view; and give due 
consideration to the fact that if the best is to 
done for the prosperity of the country—and 
for a well-supplied Treasury —the threatened 
postage handicap upon picture post cards 
and printed matter should not be impesed 
until the probable consequent detriment to 
British industry has been very carefully 
balanced against any expected gain to the 
Post Office. That being done, we believe 


this handicap will never be imposed at all.

Straw боагӣз. 

DurcH strawboards are now coming in 
more freely, and a great bulk of the stock 
which was held up in Holland during the in- 
dustrial trouble will come in in the shape of 
a welcome nest-egg to buyers whose contracts 
were placed when strawboards were quoted 
£12 to £18 per ton in English money. The 
average selling price to-day is £26 for light- 
weight boards (unlined), with the usual extras 
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for heavies. There are not wanting agents 
willing to accept orders at £23 10s. per 
ton, and there appears to be no sound reason 
for charging any more than that. The situa- 
tion will undoubtedly develop within a week 
or so, mainly because of the flood of boards 
which have been released after accumulating 
in port. There was every need for a high 
price during the period of severe scarcity, and 
accordingly the limit of £27 was reached.

Unique Watermark. 


MR. Lewis Evans has made a very valu- 
able contribution to the specimens illustrat? 
ing the history of papermaking which Mr. A. 
W. Foster, secretary of the Papermakers’ 
Association, is getting together. lt consists 
of a sheet from a book printed by Wynken 
de Worde in 1495 or 1496, and shows the 
watermark of John Tate, of Sele Mill, Hert- 
ford, " the first English papermaker," in the 
form of an eight-pointed star within a double 
circle. Theexhibit is additionally interesting 
from the fact that the page contains the im- 
pression of Wm. Caxton's device, and, again, 
because it bears the autograph of Wm. Pepys» 
ancestor of Samuel Pepys, the Diarist of the 
Restoration. It is recorded below the page 
that Henry VII. visited Sele on May 25th, 
1498, and again in 1499. This specimen of 
early papermaking and of Tate's watermark 
is of priceless value, and is carefully preserved 
between glass and in a frame. 


Bamboo Pulp. 

CONSIDERABLE interest has been aroused by 
the announcement recently that Mr. W. 
Raitt, cellulose expert to the Government of 
India, is in this country in connection with 
the development of the pulp resources of India. 
If a really sound proposition can be put for- 
ward for supplementing supplies of pulp, it 
ought to be welcomed with open arms. Mr. 
Raitt is an experienced papermaker, and 
the Indian Empire may in time offer relief in 
the only other direction which offers a pros- 
pect of being permanent. It is generally con- 
ceded.that the paper industry must look to 
some tort of annual crop by which to provide 
its rav material in the main. Timber is too 
expenive and too long in its growth to be 
economical for such purposes as news-print 
manuficture. We have advanced this argu- 
ment before, and Lord Atholstan, who knows 
the position in Canada, has voiced the same 
view ldtely. How far India can meet the 
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situation remains to be seen; but the pros- 
pects seem decidedly hopeful, and several im- 
portant projects are on foot to exploit her re- 
sources. For years, the search has been in 
progress for new sources of papermaking 
fibres, and there are signs that something of a 
definite character will be forthcoming.

Ап Uphill Fight. 

Ir may, of course, be an uphill fight to get 
bamboo or any other new pulp on to the 
market. The papermaker is generally cautious 
in his methods. For instance, it is recalled that 
there was some difficulty in getting wood 
pulp into the paper ті! in the first instance, 
and only the enterprise and persistency of such 
men as Lord Doverdale and the late Mr. 
Albert E. Reed succeeded in establishing wood 
pulp as a basic raw material. The task of 
those who are favouring bamboo pulp may be 
faced with similar difficulty. There seems 
little doubt, however, that if this pulp were 
available at the present moment, the position 
both of the papermaker and the paper con- 
sumer would be rather different from what it 
is. So far as cost is concerned, bamboo pulp 
seems to offer a substantial advantage on the 
present prices of wood pulp; and in regard to 
quality Mr. Raitt asserts that the earlier diffi- 
culties have been overcome. However, there 
is no immediate relief in sight ; but the whole 
future of pulp supplies is so uncertain that it 
is highly necessary to exploit resources for the 
time ahead. The paper trade of the warld is 
growing and extending, and it may not be 
many years before the real crisis will be 
reached unless a more accessable and eco- 


nomical source of raw material is available. 
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MR. A. E. Jarvis, president of the Printers’ 
Managers and Overseers Association, is ex- 
pecting to sail for New York on business on 
the gth inst. He carries friendly greetings 
from his own association to а corresponding 
society there, the International Association of 
Printing Crafts, whose first annual conven- 
tion he will probably be attending. 


Mr. W. A. Foster of Messrs. Jarvis and 
Foster, printer, Bangor has again been elected 
hon. treasurer of the Carnarvonshire and 
Anglesey Infirmary. The Governors have

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Calendars. Transferring Printed Designs. 
A perpetual calendar, invented and Mr. A. L. De Rooij, of Walergrafsmeer, 


patented by Mtr. W. Robinson, com- 
prises a chart a of tables showing year letters 
and month numbers for 24 centuries under 
both Julian and Gregorian styles, and an ad- 
justable slide b marked with a month's dates 
(repeated where necessary). This slide is set 
with reference to the day names f by means 
of a scale and finger-piece b? according to the 
month's number as given by the chart ; any 
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unnecessary terminal dates (29, 30, 31) are 
covered by a shutter movable in the thick- 
ness of the slide b by means of a setting-piece 
c'. The name of the month is borne by a 
rotatable disc f, and the number of the year is 
shown by discs g,h. A lettered disc i exhibits 
the year letter. Instructions for setting the 
calendar are printed in the space k. In a 
modification, the chart is printed on the back 
of the calendar, and the various slides are set 
from the back. The year and month are 
shown by slides instead of discs. 


Holland, has applied for a British patent for 
a process by which pictures, photographs, etc., 
printed on paper, are transferred to layers of 
material such as fabric, or to porcelain tiles 
by a process in which the print is coated with 
a solution of collodion, and after this has 
dried, the whole is soaked in warm water, and 
the collodion layer applied to a glass plate or 
tile, the backing being rolled and finally re- 
moved. The design can be transferred from 
the glass plate to the required ground. As 
applied to coloured prints, these are prefer- 
ably brushed with a solution of gelatine con- 
taining formalin before applying the collo- 
dion, or the prints may be given a prelimin- 
ary coating of a solution of para-rubber in 
benzene. One part of collodion is preferably 
dissolved in two parts of alcohol of 96 per 
cent. strength; or if desired, one part by 
weight of castor oil and 5 parts of turpentine 
may be added to 94 partsof collodion to make 
the collodion coating more flexible. The 
collodion may be applied in several layers, 
the first layer being allowed to dry before the 
second is applied. By the process, diaposi- 
tives can be obtained from photographs on 
paper without using a sensitised plate. 


Lithographic Transfers. 


An invention has been patented by Мг. С. 
Ruthven, in which sheets of gutta-percha or 
of thin silk or other fabric coated on one or 
both sides with gutta-percha are employed 
for transferring designs from an original on to 
a lithographic plate or stone. Large sheets 
of gutta-percha may be mounted on gummed 
paper. Specification 5652/84 is referred to 
in connection with the invention. 


Photo-flechanical Printing. 


According to a recent patented invention 
to produce a photo-mechanical design, pic- 
ture, or printing surface, a transparent plate 
coated with a silver gelatine emulsion 1s 
exposed and developed with a develper which 
enables the gelatine at the developed parts 
to be washed away with hot water. The 
gelatine remaining is then coloured with à 
substance which will filter all light that 
affects sensitive bitumen, and the plate 1s 
coated with bitumen and exposed from the 
back. The bitumen picture 1s developed in 
the usual way, and the gelatine and un- 
hardened bitumen removed by a solvent leav- 
ing a positive bitumen picture which can be 
etched. The process is the invention of 
Messrs. Efha Raster- Werk Ges., of Munich.

Mr. A. L. Clapp has invented a process for 
making a hard fibre board adapted for use in 
the manufacture of counters, trunks, suit- 
cases, etc., from so-called soft stock, or fibrous 
cellulose, which has already undergone some 
treatment, such as wood pulp, scrap papers, 
etc. Hitherto this product has been made 
from so-called raw or hard stock, such as 
manilla rope, old hemp rope, jute, raw flax, 
etc., producing a very high grade of fibre 
beard, but requiring a very long treatment to 


effect the necessary beating out of the fibres. - 


One object of the invention is to reduce this 
length of time, to which has been due in part 
the fact that so-called soft stock has not been 
used to make this product ; the fibres of the 
soft stock having already undergone a certain 
amount of treatment, the prolonged beating 
out process breaking up the fibres to such an 
extent that a fibre board possessing the 
necessary hardness and strength could not be 
produced. 

Incarrying out this process, the soft stock is 
treated in water with a suitable alkali, pre- 
ferably caustic soda, the caustic soda being 
thoroughly mixed with the stock and the 
treatment being carried out at a relatively 
low temperature, below 70 deg. Fahr. Under 
these conditions, the caustic soda causes the 
soft stock to swell and thus absorb a greater 
quantity of water than it otherwise would. 
This is an important feature, for when the 
stock has been formed into sheets and is then 
dried, the giving up of the large amount of 
water causes the materialof which the sheet is 
formed to shrink or coalesce into a closely 
knit, compact, homogeneous mass imparting 
to the finished board the required degree of 
hardness. 

One preferred manner of carrying out the 
process would be to introduce a certain 
amount of water into the beating engine; 
and while the water is in circulation add 400 
pounds of kraft pulp, 100 pounds of some 
suitable pigment, such as red pigment, and 
400 pounds of Manilla papers, mixed papers 
or sulphate screenings. When the pulp begins 
to disintegate after some beating, 15 to 20 
pounds of caustic soda is added to cause 
more rapid hydration of thestock. The caus- 
tic soda also causes the pulp to wet up or, as 
paper manufacturers express it, to get the 
greasy feeling. The material is now beaten 
up very hard for two or three hours. 

Some suitable size, a substance containing 
tannin, and a metal salt that will form with 
the tannin an insoluble tannate are then 
added successively. Sulphate of aluminum 
may now be added to cause a precipitate of 
aluminum resinate which acts as a stiffener 
and causes the finished board to be more or 
less water-repellent, and also causes the fibres 
of the mass to adhere. 

The stock is then beaten out to the desired 
degree of fineness, thinned down by the ad- 
dition of water, and formed into sheets, which 
may be dried and calendered as usual.

11d. per lb., and even higher, it was stated 
that a big mill was turning out white print- 
ings at 7d. per lb. Fortunately, thisis not an 
isolated instance. as we have some excellent 
samples of S/C and M/F priatings before us 
sold at a similar figure. | 

The highest price of the firm in question to 
wholesale houses up to May igth was 6jd. net 
and the highest price ruling at the present 
time is 7d. net. According to our information 
the firm are supplying all their regular cus- 
tomers with their full proportion of 1913 and 
1914 orders ; in fact they are supplying in ex- 
cess, and, it is important to note, “ сап still 
manage to make a good profit at this price." 

То be called upon to pay 11d. per !b. instead 
of a fair profit on the mill's price of 7d. per lb. 
is a perplexing problem, and buyers naturally 
feel they are being unduly exploited. The 
-cost of paper to-day is causing publishers to 
consider a drastic cut in consumption by 
issuing smaller newspapers, etc. 
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The new competition which British goods 
are meeting in India from Japan has an 
interest for printers in this country, since 
Mr. Thos. M. Ainscough, H.M. Senior Trade 
Commissioner in India, states that paper and 
stationery are among the leading imports 
received from Japan. |t is certain, how- 
ever, that Japanese shipments during the past 
year declined enormously, and itis hoped that 
as British suppliersare gradually able to make 
deliveries, the use of Japanese substitutes will 
be discontinued. А great portion of Japan's 
increased share of the trade will undoubtedly 
remain in her hands, but this may be that 
which formerly belonged to Germany and 
Austria. Mr. Ainscough is of opinion that 
there is bound to be a considerable decline in 
such articles as paper imported from the East. 
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The Council of Ministers of the Serb-Croat- 
Slovene State decided on March 19th to re- 
strict importations into the Kingdom to the 
"indispensable needs of the country, whether 
for its existence and maintenance or for its 
healthy development." The list of goods the 
importation of which is now prohibited, in- 
cludes the following paper and paper goods: 
Gilt, silvered, metalled, etc., paper and card- 
board; paper ruled for accounts, printed 
forms, etc. ; labels, notices, etc., except papers 
for embroidery (canvas paper) and patterns ; 
paper, envelopes and post cards, with illus- 
trations, monograms, crests, etc. ; paper-hang- 
ings; playing cards; paper bags; paper 
linen; drawing books, paper boxes, wall 
calendars, etc., except office books ; articles 
of paper, cardboard, etc., except Jacquard 
paper and articles for technical purposes; 
flowers, pictures, etc.; lithographed or 
stamped designs, pictures, etc., except pic- 
tures of native landscapes and copies of the 
works of native artists; paintings on paper, 
canvas, wood, common metals, etc.; original 
drawings on paper. 

With the object of restricting the importa- 
tion into Finland of articles of luxury and 
goods which are not regarded as being at the 
present time of paramount importance to the 
country, the Finnish Council of State, by a 
decision of December 11th have declared that 
the importation of the goods enumerated in 
the following list is prohibited, and that no 
new import licences are to be issued in respect 
of such goods, pending further notice. This 
decision does not apply to consignments of 
the goods specified which, on December 2oth, 
were already in transit or in the charge of the 
Finnish Customs Authorities; and goods al- 
ready licensed for importation, if contracted 
for or paid for prior to that date, may also be 
admitted despite the embargo :— 

Pocket books, memorandum books, fitted 
up or not, externally covered with textile 
materials of pure or mixed silk. 

Photograph and post card albums and 
parts thereof; postage stamp albums with 
stamps or not, and parts for same; albums 
for verses and scrap books and other albums, 
not specially mentioned; note books and 
other books with plain or ruled paper, bound, 
not specially mentioned. 

Wall-paper and friezes, all kinds, even if in 
combination with other materials. 

Playing cards. 

Manufactures of paper, cardboard, paste- 
board or pulp not specially mentioned, even 
if combined with other substances. 

Picture post cards and congratulatory 
cards. 

Picture books and painting books for 
children, with or without explanatory text.

Heavy Demand and Shortage of Supplies. 


—— ED 


. The paper market in Germany is experienc- 
ing a crisis. One of the principal causes is 
the insufficient quantity of coal, which has 
had the effect of lowering the production of 
paper in Germany by 58 per cent. during the 
last four months and there naturally follows 
an extremely pressing demand for paper of all 
kinds. 

А large number of paper mills have closed 
on account of the lack of pulp and the absence 
of raw materials. 

In spite of high prices, there is such an 
abundance of orders, that the cellulose works 
are provided with orders until July next, and 
are unable to accept any more. There is 
similar activity among paper mills. 

The consumption of printing paper is ex- 
tremelv large and cannot be satisfied. The 
demand for glazed papers is also very bigu 
Fine papers, especially art printing paper and 
chromos, are very much in demand, particu- 
larly by the foreigner. The demand for wrap- 
Ping paper has increased in a very marked 
manner, and it is not improbable that a large: 
Part of this paper may go to other foreign 
countries. At the same time, there is an in- 
crease in the consumption of pasteboard ; 
this demand only being partially satisfied, the 
production of pasteboard suffering from the 
influence of the dearth in paper pulp.— Der 
Papier Fabrikant. 


Big Demand for Board. 


Advantages of the Container. 


Board manufacturers in America are now 
enjoying the greatest prosperity in the history 
of the industry. The reason for this pros- 
perity, apart from the demand for paper and 
pulp and pulp products of all kinds, is the 
fact that the use of fibre containers and cor- 
rugated shipping containers has grown 
enormously in the last few years. Although 
several new board mills are in the process of 
construction on the North American Conti- 
nent, the new production that these mills will 
bring into the market will not keep pace 
with the demands for board for set up boxes, 
folding boxes, and the rapidly increasing de- 
mand for fibre and corrugated containers. 
While the use of set up and folding boxes 
will undoubtedly continue to be extensive, the 
big growth in the board business in the 
future is likely to be enjoyed because of the 
continual increase in the demand for fibre 
and corrugated containers. 

The reason why these corrugated fibre con- 
tainers are coming into widespread use in 


shipping products of all kinds 1s because of | 


their obvious advantages over wooden boxes. 
At the Forest Products Laboratory several 
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highly important and interesting tests have 
been made to demonstrate the strength of 
corrugated and fibre containers in comparison 
with wooden boxes. ‘Tests and experiments 
by individual corporations who are large 
shippers have corroborated the results dis- 
covered at Madison. ‘These expeiiments 
proved that wooden boxes are only as strong 
as their nail holding power, while the corru- 
gated and fibre boxes have uniform strength. 

The following advantages of fibre and 
corrugated containers over wooden con- 
tainers have been proven beyond argu- 
ment : – 

(1) Corrugated and fibre containers are 
made knocked-down and so require a less 
space when being shipped from the factory to 
the plant of the shipper, and less space in the 
shipper's factory or warehouse, awaiting use. 

(2; It is relatively easy to set up, pack and 
seal the corrugated or fibre box 1n compari- 
son to the wooden box. 

(3) The first cost of corrugated and fibre 
boxes is lower than wooden boxes, especially 
at present because of the shortage of lumber. 

(4) The weight of the corrugated and fibre 
boxes is less than wooden boxes, which means 
a saving for the shipper. At the same time 
the cubical measurement of these boxes is 
less than wooden boxes, thus requiring less 
space in freight cars. 
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German business periodicals have recently 
been urging makers of stationery, etc., to push 
the sale of their wares in Turkey immediately 
the way is open. Before the war the bulk of 
the imports into this country of stationery 
and office supplies came from Germany and 
Austria-Hungary. The Journal of the British 
Chamber of Commerce of Turkey and the Balkan 
States believes that to-day British manufac- 
turers can materially increase their share of 
this trade. 

It is useful to note, therefore, that for the 
year ended March 13th, 1914, Turkey imported 
writing paper and envelopes to the amount 
of £175,388, of which Austria-Hungary sent 
£ T45.357 and Germany £T 16,492, the United 
Kingdom only being credited with /T3,645. 
France headed the list of £147,806 worth of 
books, picture post cards and printing of all 
kinds, with £110,530, Germany following 
with £19,807. The United Kingdom had a 
fair share of the small amount of drawing 
paper imported, being fourth on the list with 
£1533 out of the total of £T3,168. Ger- 
many, £ T821; Austria-Hungary, £ T785. and 
France £1716 were the first three. These 
countries held the same position in regard te 
the £12,187 worth of blotting paper. Playing 
cards imported into Turkev represented a 
total of £T18,562, France leading with 
£18,006, Belgium coming second with 
£14,736, and Austria-Hungary third with 
£12,087. The United Kingdom was last of 
the countries specified with £1184.

His sound 
business acumen has for a number of years 
been placed at the service of the well-known 
firms, the Lamson Paragon Supply Co., where 
he was associated with Mr. Page, Messrs. 
Brown, Brough and Co., and Messrs. E. S. 
and A. Robinson, Bristol. Since his demobi- 
lisation from the army early in 1919, he repre- 
sented the Fife Paper Mills, Ltd., and W. and 
A. Tremlett, Ltd., having his offices at 13, 
Southampton-street, High Holborn. 

Apart from his activities in the paper trade, 
Mr. Livingstone, who is a Scottish High- 
lander, takes a great interest in public affairs 
and is also a prince in Freemasonry. He is 
well known in the higher political circles of 
London, where his resemblance to his kins- 
man, the famous David Livingstone, together 
with his own personal popularity, have earned 
for him the nick-name of David, which was 
conferred upon him by a well-known Cabinet 
Minister. 

At the last General Election, Mr. Living- 
stone unsuccessfully contested the Dover 
Division of Kent as an Independent Liberal, 
and he succeeded in polling over 5,000 
Liberal votes, the record number for that 
division. After the declaration of the poll, 
the Mayor of Dover congratulated Mr. 
Livingstone upon his clean and honourable 
fight. It has been said that Mr. Livingstone 
raised the moral tone of Dover politics, and 
as a result of his candidature “any future 
political contest must be fought on a much 
higher moral plane than in the past." 

he Westminster Gazette recently paid Mr. 
Livingstone a compliment when, in referring 
to his political activities, Mr. Hugh Spender 
expressed the hope that he would soon be in 
Parliament, where he would make “а good 
recruit." 

Having taken a keen interest in public 
education all his life, Mr. Livingstone believes 
that neglect of education, both in commer- 
cial and other pursuits, is treason to civilisa- 
tion itself. He believes that business is the 
greatest game in the world, when played fairly, 
and his presence in the House of Commons, 
it is felt, would be a great gain to the paper 
trade of the country. 

Mr. Livingstone has just been appointed a 
Justice of the Peace for the County of London, 
and he is probably one of the youngest of the 
London magistrates, being still on the right 
side of 40. 

Both partners in the firm of Livingstone, 
Page and Co. held commissions in the army 


during practically the whole period of the 
war, Mr. Page seeing service in Gallipoli, 
Egypt, France, Afghanistan and India. 

The firm of Livingstone, Page and Co. will 
deal in pulp, krafts, parchments, wall-papers, 
browns and other kinds of paper, and have 
pleasant associations in the paper trade. 
Both partners are keen business men, and 
have already made important trade connec- 
tions for the firm. If hard work, industry and 
well directed effort can make success of a 
business, that can be assured for Messrs.

Interesting Proceedings at the Annual Gather- 
ins of the Federation of Master Printers. 


[SPECIALLY CONTRIBUTED.] 


Nearly 400 delegates from all parts of the 
country assembled at Cardiff on Saturday for 
the 20th annual conference of the Federation 
of Master Printers and Allied Trades of the 
United Kingdom. They were given a civic 
reception at the City Hall on Saturday 
. evening by the Lord Mayor and Lady 
Mayoress (Councillor G. F. Forsdike and Mrs. 
Forsdike) and members of the Corporation. 

The conference opened at the Cory Hall on 
Monday morning with the holding of the 
Eighth Cost Congress, Mr. Alfred F. Blades 
(Messrs. Blades, East and Blades, London), the 
president of the Federation, in thechair. Mr. 
Blades expressed deep thanks to the South 
Wales printers for the warmth of their wel- 
come, and said it was quite apparent that 
they were in for a record conference. In a 
brief statement as to the position of the wages 
question the president said ballots were being 
taken returnable this week-end of the union 
memberships concerned, and no advance of 
wages should be paid by any printer until the 
result of these ballots was known. 

Before calling upon Mr. W. Howard Hazell 
(Messrs. Hazell, Watson and Viney, London 
and Aylesbury and chairman of the Federa- 
tion Costing Committee), the great son of a 
great father" to give an address on the new 
problem of plant and machinery in relation 
to costs, Mr. Blades said he looked upon the 
costing system as a health problem. (Hear, 
hear.) e could tell them from his own ex- 
perience that if they took up the costing 
system they would never regret it. If gener- 


ally adopted if would enable them to elimi- 
nate unfair competition from the craft and to 
settle such matters as wages negotiations at 
one conference, instead of having to deal with 
23 trade unions. When, as he hoped to see 
one day, every master printer was in his 
Federation, and every employee in his trade 
union, they would be at a still greater advan- 
tage and beable to unify their costing systems 
very much. (Applause.) 


The New Problem of Plant and Machinery 
in Relation to Costs. 


Mr. W. Howard Hazell, the next speaker, 
said :— The war has brought many changes 
and difficulties to the printing trade, and one 
of the most striking changes is the great ad- 
vance in the cost of all new machinery, and 
as the cost of new machinery has grown, the 
value of machinery in a printer's works has 
increased in a corresponding degree. 

The price of new machinery is now two or 
three times what it was previous to the war, 
and if a printer has depreciated the book 
value of his plant on a proper basis the ma- 
chinerv in his works is now worth at least 
double what it stands at in his books. The 
question, therefore, arises, how is this ex- 
traordinary variation in the value of plant to 
be satisfactorily dealt with by the Costing 
System, so as to enable printers to recover the 
increased expenses? The question is a com- 
plicated and difficult one, and I think it 
would be well if I remind you of the position 
before the war. 
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The Costing Committee recommends that 
depreciation at the rate of 10 per cent. per 
annum be written off the diminishing value 
of a printer's plant. This means that if a 
machine were purchased costing £100, at the 
end of the first year £100 would be written 
down to £90, and the то per cent. or £10 de- 
preciation would be included in the costs of 
production. At the end of the second year, 
IO per cent. on the book value of £90, viz., 
£9 would be treated in the same way, and 
year by year the value of the plant in the 
printer's books would be diminished. The re- 
sult is, at the end of 20 years the machine 
that originally cost £100, would stand in the 
printer's books as worth a little more than 
£12, and during the 20 years he would have 
included the sum of £88 in his costs of pro- 
duction, and, therefore, charged them to the 
customer. He would probably find at the 
end of 20 years that he could obtain about 
£12for the old machine, which, with the £88 
he had accumulated in the form of deprecia- 
tion, would provide the necessary capital to 
ceplace the machine that had worn out. 

The principle of the Costing System is that 
the customer should pay for all the materials 
used and services rendered, and if machines 
are worn out in his service, he should pay 
such a price as will replace that machinery. 
Under pre- war conditions the 10 percent. de- 
preciation carried out this principle. Under 
post-war conditions the situation is very 
different. If a printer wishes now to buy a 
machine which previously would have cost 
him £100, he will have to pay anything be- 
tween £200 and £300, and by the normal de- 
preciation he will only have £100 capital 
with which to purchase it. The Costing 
Committee recommends that on pre-war plant 
double depreciation should be written, in 
order to provide some of the additional capi- 
tal necessary to purchase machines at post- 
war values It would not be satisfactory to 
deduct double depreciation off the book 
value of the plant, as if this were done, the 
plant would in a few years be written off 
altogether, and as plant has appreciated 
considerably in value, the books would not 
show the position of the business. They, 
therefore, recommend the following pro- 
cedure :— 

That normal depreciation should be written 
each year off the book value of the plant, and 
a similar amount of depreciation should be 


deducted from the profits of the business and. 


placed to a " special reserve " for the replace- 
ment of machinery. lt is probable that the 
income-tax surveyors will not permit double 
depreciation to be treated as an expense of 
the business, and they will only allow the 
normal depreciation. 

For example, if the book value of the 
printer's plant at the end of his financial year 
amounts to £1,000, and he has written 10 per 
cent. depreciation, £100 would be deducted 
from the book value of the plant. and written 
as an expense of the business. If that printer 
were making £1,000 profit he might pay, for 
income-tax and excess profits dutv, the sum 
of, say, £400. This would leave £600 net 
profit. He must not distribute the £600 as 


profit for the year, but should write £100 to 
the ‘special reserve" for the replacement of 
plant, leaving £500 net profit for distribution. 
This second / 100 for depreciation must be in- 
cluded in his expenses for the year, and allo- 
cated over the departments, and would thus 
be included in his hourly rates. 

As printers have not been able to buy new 
machinery for a number of years, the book 
value of the plant will be considerably less 
than its original purchase price, and by 
writing double depreciation, as suggested, the 
printer will not have accumulated double the 
original cost of machinery at the time the 
machinery is discarded; but the additional 
depreciation he will write off will go some 
way towards providing the necessary capital, 
and he will be charging to the customer a 
large part of the cost of replacement of ma- 
chinery. If all the plant should be very old 
and need replacement in a few years, the 
amount of depreciation he has written per 
annum will be very small, and in such cases 
it would be worth while considering if it 
would not be well to write more than double 
depreciation. 

So far I have only dealt with pre-war ma- 
chinery. Machinery that has been bought 
since the warat the present high costs, should 
be entered in a separate account in t.e 
private ledger, and the norinal depreciation 
should be written on this post-war plant, and 
included in the expenses of the business be- 
fore arriving at the net profit. As time goes 
on, the pre-war plant will gradually be 
turned out, the account in the ledger will be 
reduced, until it disappears altogether, and 
only post-war plant remains, on which the 
normal depreciation is written. 

May I repeat the method that is suggested 
for dealing with these questions? Keep two 
accounts 1n your ledger— one for the value of 
vour pre-war plant, and a secona account for 
your post-war plant. On your pre-war plant 
continue to write the normal depreciation, 
and include it as an expense in the business 
before arriving at your net profit. Whatever 
the amount of annual depreciation on this 
account may be, a similar amount should be 
posted to a “ special reserve " for the replace- 
ment of machinery, and this second deprecia- 
tion cannot be deducted as an expense before 
arriving at the profit for income-tax charges. 
On the value of post-war machinery, normal 
depreciation should be written and included 
as an expense in the business before arriving 
át the prolit for income-tax charges. For 
costing purposes, however, the three amounts 
of depreciation must all be included in your 
costs and allocated over the departments in 
the proper way, and thus the cost of replace- 
ment will be charged to the customer. 

There is only one other point! have to refer 
to, and that is how to adjust the hourly rate 
on post-war machines. lt a printer bought a 
machine shortly before the war for £100, and 
buys a similar machine now, he would pay 
nearly £300 for that machine, and if he based 
his hourly rates strictly on the original cost 
of the machine, the hourly rate of the post- 
war machine would be considerably higher 
than that of the pre-war machine, and jobs 
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on the new machine would cost a great deal 
more, although there might be no difference 
in the output of the machines. If the pre- 
war machine costing £100 and the post-war 
machine costing £250, are really of the same 
character and capable of giving the same 
output, it is manifest for costing purposes that 
the hourly rates of the two machines would 
be about the same. 

In the costing system we recommend that 
each £50 of the original cost of the machine 
should be treated as one unit, and that these 
units of the machine should be divided into 
the machine-room cost, to find the cost of the 
machine, and if this rule were adhered to, the 
pre-war machine of £100 would be taken as 
representing two units, and the post- war ma- 
chine costing £250 would be taken as worth 
five units. The best method of adjustment 
would be to continue to treat the pre-war 
machine on the £50 basis, and to make the 
unit of the post-war machine £100. If the 
post-war machine cost double the price of the 


pre- war machine, the hourly rate would work. 


out the same, whereas if it cost three timesthe 
pre-war machine, it would work out at a 
higher rate. The present prices of machinery 
are very variable, and in deciding on the units 
for each machine, some judgment must be 
used as to whether it is desirable to strictly 
adhere to the £50 and £100 unit value. 

In some cases it may bedesirable to increase 
or decrease the units of the machine by one 
or even two units, if there besome marked ad- 
vantage or disadvantage in using the machine, 
and this adjustment may be necessary in 
basing the units of post- war machines. What- 
ever slight variation might be made in the 
units of each machine, the total cost of the 
machine-room is always recovered, as by re- 
ducing the number of units, thecost of the unit 
goes up, and, therefore, the double cost of the 
new machines will be always recovered in the 
hourly rates. 

There are other methods of dealing with the 
appreciation in the value of machinery, by 
capitalising the amount of the appreciation. 
This has been done in some cases, and may be 
desirable, but it is not the system that the 
Costing Committee recommends, and a 
printer, if he capitalises the present high value 
of his machinery, might find himself inan un- 
sound financial position in the future, if, 
owing to increased competition and the 
greater production of machinery, the price 
should be reduced in years to come. 

The costing system during the war has 
shown how it can be adjusted to meet the 
great variations caused by reduced staff and 
increased cost of wages and.materials, and this 
question of the appreciation of machinery 
again shows how the system can be adapted 
to meet the difficulties as they arise, and the 
Costing Committee earnestly hopes that all 
printers will adopt this method of dealing 
with the enhanced value of machinery. 


DISCUSSION. 

The discussion was opened by Mr. F. Steel, 
head of Messrs. Fdk. Steel and Co, Ltd., 
Stroud, who said Mr. Howard Hazell had once 
тоге placed the printing trade under an 
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obligation to him by his lucid address. One 
of the most difficult problems in connection 
with costing, said Mr. Steel, was concerned 
with the additional value of the machinery 
they had in their works. Hehad gone care- 
fully into this matter in a personal way, and 
had ascertained from various makers the 
present-day prices of a series of machinery, 
including two-revolution presses, Wharfe- 
dales, platen machines, cutting machines, etc., 
from which it appeared that printers could 
not expect to buy any plant at less than a 200 
per cent. advance on pre-war price. Type 
was not up quite so much —140 per cent.; 
brass rule had advanced 150 per cent., and 
chases 200 percent. If for fire insurance pur- 
poses only, they should remember this in- 
creased cost of plant. 

Mr. R. J. Lake pointed out that it took 35 
years of diminishing value to write a machine 
down to scrap value under the system advo- 
cated by Mr. Howard Hazell. He would like: 
to show Mr. Hazell a memorial that was re- 
posing somewhere in the Federation's 
archives, annotated and corrected by Mr. 
Hazell's father, to the Inland Revenue autho- 
rities, declaring that a flat rate of deprecia- 
tion was the only fair one—(laughter) —and 
to point out that he gave evidence before a 
Royal Commission that a flat rate was the 
only fair rate. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Hazell] remarked that although his 
father might have recommended a flat rate 
system, he never adopted it in his works. 
(Laughter.) 

Mr. Percy said it would be the salvation of 
many printers if the Federation would give 
some guidance as to fire insurance, as with 
present valuations of their plant, if many of 
his friends in that hall had a fire they would 
be ruined. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr Hazell replied that if a printer had not 
at least doubled his fire insurance he was 
riding for ruin, and they were not over in- 
suring if they trebled its value in some in- 
stances. 

Mr. А. E. Goodwin, general secretary of 
the Federation, dealing with the point raised 
by Mr. Lake, said correspondence took place 
with the income-tax authorities some years 
ago, and they were told that they would 
allow 10 per cent. to be taken off as the dim- 
inishing value of type, 74 per cent. off all 
printing machinery, and take into considera- 
t10n any machinery of a particularly delicate 
character. He had heard that if they exhi- 
bired the intricacies of the monotype or lino- 
type to the income-tax surveyor he would 
almost allow them anything —(laughter) - and 
5 per cent. off motive power plant, while re- 
cently 5 per cent. had been granted off fixtures 
andfittings. They were now asking that the 
chief inspector of income-tax should receive 
a deputation putting forward a claim to in- 
creased allowances for depreciation, but their 
main difficulty in making such a claim was 
that their own members were not taking full 
advantage of the allowances already made. 


Hourly Rates. 


Mr. Goodwin was then called on for an ad- 
dress on hourly rates: what they meant and 
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why they should be used. As a Welshman' 
he said, he was proud of that representative 
gathering. Cardiff was a remarkable example 
of the costing system and the carrying out of 
an intensive costing campaign, thanks to the 
enthusiasm of a few energetic workers. The 
result was, he was told—he did not know 
whether it was true—that there were more 
master printers' motor cars in Cardiff than in 
any town in the United Kingdom. (Laughter.) 
Proceeding to hissubject, Mr. Goodwin denied 
that the Federation, as charged in certain 
quarters, had issued instructions to the trade 
what to charge. What they had done was to 
issue standard hourly rates as guides to those 
printers who would not go to the trouble of 
installing the system themselves. The esta- 
blishment of a fair price clause was just as 
necessary to-day as a fair wage clause. (Hear, 
hear.) The existing standard hourly rates 
would be probably out of date next week, if 
the advance of wages came into force, and 
they would be faced with the difficult task of 
drawing up new ones. The hourly rates had 
been built up on scientific lines, were simple 
and more accurate in working than percent- 
ages and would enable a fair average price to 
be set up for all parts of the country. Noone 
could to-day afford to guess what his hourly 
rate was. Ten per cent. on 5s. was a more 
serious matter than 10 per cent. on rs. 6d., 
which was the figure years ago. When all of 
them used these hourly rates it would be a 
happier world for printers. (Hear, hear.) 
Jobbing Price List, 


Mr. W. J. W. Grieve (Messrs. Grieve and 
Son, Dumfries), speaking on the value of a 
jobbing price list from the point of view of 
the printer and the customer, said the latter 
expected the former to be able to give a price 
instantly for a small job, and it was here the 
list came in so useful, saving much valuable 
time in making up estimates, and obviating 
costly errors. In nine cases out of ten it gave 
the customer what he wanted to know. 

Mr. T. J. S. Guilford (Messrs. T. P. Guilford 


and Co., Ltd., Kingston-on- Thames), opening - 


the discussion, said he hoped the next wages 
increase would terminate these things, be- 
cause they wanted to get down to their busi- 
ness betterment schemes, one of which was 
the formation of a minimum price list. (Ap- 
plause. Every association and alliance 
should set about the formation of such a list, 
and he suggested that in accepting member- 
ship of an association a man should be asked 
to agree to charge not less than the minimum 
figure on the price list for the job. (Hear, 
hear) Let them make a stand for fair re- 
munerative prices in future, agreeing among 
themselves what those fair prices were. 

Mr. А. Williamson, secretary of the Cost 
and Charges Committee, in “ A Survey of the 
Past and a Vision of the Future," said no 
observer could be indifferent to the great 
changes which had taken place in the print- 
ing industry. The art had progressed enor- 
mously, the cost of production had greatly 
increased, and he hoped the profits had pro- 
portionately and  legitimately increased. 
Their industry was notable in this respect— 
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no other possessed a cost-finding system which 
enabled them to arrive at uniformity in cost. 
The ghost of “it does not pay,” which used 
to jibber in composing-rooms, had been laid, 
for the printer had been provided with a talis- 
man in the costing system. During the past 
year more installations of the system had been 
made than inany previous years. (Applause.) 
In looking to the future, the speaker said that 
there would flow from the "League of 
Costers," which he hoped to see established, 
similar benefits to those they expected from 
the League of Nations. 

Mr. F. Н. Stevens then spoke on “ Expenses 
Chargeable to Materials," and we shall print 
his excellent address in a subsequent number. 

Mr. Corrigan, of Bristol, who said he spoke 
as a general manager, with a sales force 
of 30 travellers, agreed with Mr. Stevens that 
5 per cent. for selling cost was a ridiculous 
figure. The average cost of selling flat papers, 
bags, wrappings and greaseproofs all over the 


.country was, he found, much more like 10 to 


12] per cent. 

Mr. Hazell explained that it was perfectly 
manifest firms who sent their travellers all 
over the country could not sell on a margin 
such as that allowed, but the Costing Com- 
mittee had to consider those businesses also 
which sold their printing in the city in which 
they did it. 

Costing Classes. 


" Costing Classes: How they can be run by 
a master printers' association," was the sub- 
ject dealt with by Mr. Kirkby, of Messrs. 
McLay and Co., Cardiff. He urged that tech- 
nical education committees should be in- 
duced to include such classes in their sylla- 
buses, and told of the success which followed 
Cardiffs pioneer efforts in this direction. 
They had a short course of 12 lectures, and at 
the second one 100 students were enrolled, 
while the average attendance for the whole 
course was over 50. At theclose of the session 
22 candidates sat for the examination under 
the auspices of the technical committee. Eight 
obtained first.class passes, ten second class 
passes, and only two failed to pass. (Ap- 
plause.) Nothing would so much help to 
bring the general adoption of the costing 
system about as the establishment of such 
classes as these in every area of the country. 

Mr. Montgomery Hennegin made the final 
contribution to the afternoon addresses with. 
one on “ How Costing Helps the Manage- 
ment," a full report of which is held over. 

Mr. Cawley questioned whether the worker 


wanted to know much about costing. The

The Wages Position, 


THE position with regard to the wages nego- 
tiations remains at present undecisive, though 


hopes are widely entertained that another 


week or two will bring an amicable settle- 
mentofthedispute. There wasa well-attended 
meeting of the Council of the Federation of 
Master Printers at Stationers' Hall on the 4th 
inst., when the conference of May 27th between 
the Master Printers' representatives and those 
of the Printing and Kindred Trades Federa- 
ation was fully reported, and the Council 
approved the action of its representatives. At 
а special Administrative Council meeting of 
the Printing and Kindred Trades Federation, 
held also on the 4th, at General Buildings, it 
was decided, after a lengthy discussion, to 
recommend that the unions accept the offers 
of 10s. and 3s. 6d. The recent ballot of the 
Typographical Association, reported as show- 
ing a large majority in favour of insisting on 
the original demands, was taken before the 


present and improved offer was made, and is 
superseded by a new ballot which is now 
being taken of the whole of the unions con- 
cerned. This ballot is being proceeded with 
as quickly as possible, and it is expected that 
returns will be completed so that the decision 
reached may be communicated to the em- 
ployers on the 18th inst. The employers 
havebeennotified bv their Federation to await 
instructions from headquarters before paying 
the offered increases of wages.

(Hogarth Press, Willesden. Overseer—Com- 
posing); Mr. W. Oliver (Ripley and Co., 17, 
Silk-street, E.C. Manager—Litho. Dept.) ; 
Mr. A. V. Ball (Merivale Press, Cowcross- 
street, E.C. Overseer— Litho.) 

The President announced that the member- 
ship for London had now reached 694, and 
expressed the hope that by the next meeting 
it would have been raised beyond 700. 

Mr. E. W. Whittle, secretary, reported the 
present position with regard to the deputa- 
tions on the subject of overseers' salaries 
which it is hoped will be received by the 
Newspaper Proprietors' Association and the 
L.M.P.A. To fill vacancies in the two depu- 
tations, two new deputies were elected. 

Mr. S. M. Bateman mentioned that Mr. A. 
E. Jarvis, the Association's president, is to sail 
for the United States on the gth inst. on busi- 
ness. On behalf of the Association, he 
wished Mr. Jarvis a pleasant voyage and safe 
return. This was heartily endorsed by the 
meeting, and on the suggestion of Mr. E. H. 
Berryman Mr. Jarvis was asked to carry 
friendly greetings to a kindred association in 
New York, the International Association of 
Printing Crafts. 

Mr. Jarvis suitably acknowledged the good 
wishes and the behest. He paid a tribute to 
New Yorkers' cordial hospitality as hosts to 
British visitors. 

The secretary then referred to the good 
time in store for those attending the United 
Gathering in Leeds on the 12th. He asked 
for immediate notification of any further re- 
quests for hotel accommodation. 

The very excellent concert programme 
provided included contributions by the fol- 
lowing:—Miss Maude Catling (song, piano 
solo and accompaniments); The Mayfair 
Singers (songs, male voice quartette); Mr. 
Svdney Ballinger (songs); Misses Connie 
Whittle (14-year-old daughter of the Asso- 
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ciation's secretary), and Gracie Foicik (duets) ’ 
Mr. Harold Freeman (songs); Messrs. Green 
and Ballinger (song by former, with clever 
humming imitation of ‘cello accompaniment 
by latter); and Mr. T. E. Catling (songs). 

On the motion of Mr. Bateman, seconded 
by Mr. Whittle, a very hearty vote of thanks 
was accorded to all the artistes, and to Messrs. 
Jackson and Compling for acting as stewards.

The 
secretary (Mr. Stanley G. C. Jacobs), having 
read the notice convening the meeting, the 
chairman, in moving the adoption of the 
committee's report and audited accounts, 
drew attention to the satisfactory position of 
the Association and pointed out that although 
outgoings had been exceptionally heavy, it 
had not been necessary to draw upon the re- 
serves, which were increased by £953.

Mr. A. W. Foster Explains it to Master 
Printers. 


Mr. A. W. Foster, secretary of the Paper- 
makers' Association, found himself in an 
unaccustomed position on Monday week when 
he addressed a large gathering of master 
printers on the subject of “ The Paper Situa- 
tion." The occasion was the annual general 
meeting of the W. and N.W. London Master 
Printers’ Association, which was held at 
the Westbourne Park Institute. This frank 
coming-together of representatives of interests 
sometimes thought of as antagonistic 
brought none but happy results and forms a 
precedent which might well be followed. 

Mr. Foster began by referring to the Vic- 
torian economic theory that every customer 
is a potential enemy, and said he thought 
that to-day we ought to have progressed far 
beyond that notion. Interdependence of 
different parts of the world, and different parts 
of the same industry and different industries 
upon one another is now being recognised, 
and he was glad to speak of the difficulties 
of the papermaker to master printers, upon 
whom, to so large an extent, the papermak- 
ing industry depended. For he believed that 
a bargain is only a good bargain when it is 
a bargain to both parties. 

Mr. Foster went on to speak of the large 
amount of ignorance of the difficulties of the 
papermaker, both on the part of those who 
sold him his raw material, and those who 
bought his finished product; and as an 
example of the fact that mutual understand- 
ing often destroys mistrust and antagonism, 
the speaker referred to the Sub-Committee 
appointed by the President of the Board of 
Trade to investigate the conditions of the 
papermaking industry. That Committeecon- 
sisted of representatives of the papermakers, 
the papermaking trade union leaders, and 
representatives of consumers of papers of all 
kinds. He thought he had never seen so im- 
pressive an effect of gradual revelation on 
peoples’ minds. When they started the pro- 
ceedings of the Committee, the consuming 
interests felt that the papermaker was their 
enemy: but as the papermaker's difficulties 
were revealed, their attitude became more 
and more sympathetic, and in the end the 
Committee was able to producean absolutely 
unanimous report. 

“ There is no such thing as paper," said Mr. 
Foster; "paper is not one article; it is a 
dozen articles." Illustrating the wide range 
of purposes for which paper is made, he re- 
ferred to the buff form that “ Government 
officials occasionally (!) use," and to a very 
different use of paper to form the operative 
point of a British rifle bullet. | 

Speaking next of supplies of paper, Mr. 
Foster quoted as a rough estimate that before 
the war 20,000 tons of paper of every sort (ex- 
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cluding boards) were made in this country. 
But, making 20,000 tons, we were using 
30,000 tons, and thus we were dependent upon 
outside these islands for one-third of our 
supply. He said that roughly 4.500 tons con- 
sisted of brown wrappings which the ordinary 
Government official did not regard as paper at 
all. Here Mr. Foster told the story of a cer- 
tain official who, in discussing the number of 
men required by papermakers in war time, 
said he did not see why every papermaker 
should not stop 100 or so of his machines and 


keep the other 100 or so going. (Laughter.). 


A further 7 500 tons consisted of ‘ news," and 
here the speaker emphasised the very un- 
economic consumption of wood by the daily 
Pres. Не said that to save the world 
from serious paper shortage, the paper for 
the daily Press should be made from annual 
grasses. Later in the evening, in answer to a 
question, Mr. Foster pointed out the labour 
difficulty which hinders the use of such grasses 
and said he looked rather to bamboo; in this 
connection he referred to the work of Mr. W. 
Raitt, cellulose expert to the Government of 
India. Proceeding, he said that fortunately 
there were still some people in the world 
wanting really good paper that willlast. Thus 
I,500 tons a week consisted of writingsranging 
from hand-made to tub-sized. The remainder 
consisted of about 3,300 tons of esparto and 
4,500 tons of wet printing. 
World Shortage of Paper. 

Before the war, he continued, we made 
20,000 tons and imported 10,000 tons. To-day, 
he supposed, we were making somewhere 
about the same, although we had not been 
doing so for the last twelve months because 
machinery was out of repair and much wast- 
age had been occasioned by the change from 
the two-shift to the three-shift system. Other 
countries, however, were not sending us 10,000 
tons. He referred to the difficult position in 
Scandinavia and to the equally difficult situa- 
tion in the United States and Canada. The 
United States had gone mad in the extrava- 
gant use of paper, as evidenced by the huge 
size of some of the American Sunday journals. 
Almost every ounce that Canada was making 
over and above her own requirements was 
going to the States, and yet the United States 
were experiencing a serious shortage. Thus 
we, in this country, faced with shortage of 
supplies and having to meet also an increased 
demand for paper, found ourselves, as regards 


supplies, in the hands of our Scandinavian 


friends, Norway and Sweden. They,when we 
complained of short supplies and high prices, 
asked how they could possibly make us wood 
pulp when we English were charging them 
£10 а ton for coal. 

After quoting comparative figures showing 
the contrast between prices now ruling for 
Scandinavian pulp and those paid in 1913, Mr. 
Foster summed up by saying we were paying 
somewhere about three times as much for 
pulp under present abnormal conditions as we 
should have to pay if the trade were on a 
proper economic basis. Moreover the mer- 
chant was allowed no credit but had to pay 
cash against shipping documents. То indi- 
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cate further the financial difficulties of the 
papermaker Mr. Foster said that from the 
records of a number of firms it appeared that 
to finance a papermaking business to-day de- 
manded the locking-up of a little more than 
three times the amount of money necessary 
in a similar case in 1913. 

Mr. Foster spoke also of the difficulty 
of wages, and told of recent applica- 
tions of increases of wages, reductions of 
hours and arrangements for holidays. He 
added that labour conditions in Norway were 
in a critical state, and there was some danger 
of a stoppage within the next two months. 


Paper Prices Неге. 


Glancing over the ере шакшЕ resources 
of this country, Mr. ster said we had just 
over 500 paper machines. It was hoped to 
increase our output of paper, and somewhere 
about 60 to 80 additional machines were on 
order, and would begin to work within 
eighteen months. That would ease the situa- 
tion, but so long as present wood pulp con- 
ditions continued, he did not personally see 
much hope of decreasing prices. 

Referring to what he thought might be a 
controversial subject, he said he probably 
had as much experience as most people of the 
inner working of the mind of the British paper- 
maker, and in his viewthe papermaker was not 
out to bleed his customers; as a prudent busi- 
ness man the papermaker had to secure a 
working profit, but in all the instances which 
he (Mr. Foster) was aware of in which prices 
had been inquired into, they had been found 
to be such as would have been approved of by 
any reasonable business man who investigated 
the position. In saying that, he did not hold 
a brief for every agent, merchant or middle- 
man coming between makers and ultimate 
customers. There had been cases of prices 
being unduly enhanced. During the control 
period, one parcel of paper changed hands 
five times between maker and consumer ; and 
while its price at the mill was £750, the con- 
sumer paid £1,750 for it. Business of that class 
did no good to anybody. If distribution of 
paper could be reorganised so that the ille- 
gitimatemiddleman waseliminated, we should 
have done a very great deal towards putting 
the industry on a proper footing. 

Mr. Foster concluded by expressing the hope 
that in the reconstruction period the paper- 
makers, the wholesale stationers, the printers 
and other paper-buyers might be banded 
together to make their industry a model of 
organisation, working for the benefit of every 
unit in it. He could say on behalf of paper- 
makers as a whole that their energies would 
be devoted to arriving at such a consumma- 
tion. He added that a few conferences 
between: the papermaker and his best cus- 
tomer, the printer, might result in something 
being done towards bringing about that very 
desirable state of affairs. 

Mr. Foster's address was followed with 
keen interest by his audience of printers, who, 
after expressing their appreciation and briefly 
discussing some of the points raised, passed a 
very hearty vote of thanks to the speaker. 
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The New F.M.P. President. 


Mr. E. W. HUMPHRIES. 


In these troublous transition days, when 
the new world is coming painfully to the 
birth, our industrial leaders, both on the side 
of Capital and on that of Labour, find them- 
selves in positions of such storm and stress as 
none but men of special strength and wisdom 
can hope to withstand successtully. Though 
the printing industry hasa pre-eminent record 
of orderly and comparatively peaceful pro- 
press during the changing conditions of recent 
years, the office of President of the Federation 
of Master Printers is, nevertheless, one of those 
weather-beaten heights which but few are 
competent to hold; thus the Federation's 
task of choosing a new president was a 
weighty one. In electing Mr. Edward Walter 
Humphries to the post, the Federation has 
chosen a man of wide experience, of proved 
executive ability, and of modern, sane views 
upon the very important subject of industrial 
relationships, and we think it will be gener- 
ally agreed that the Federation has made 
what promises to be a very happy choice. 

Born 56 years ago, in Wootton Bassett, 
Wiltshire, Mr. Humphries belongs, on his 
father’s side, to a yeoman family dating back 
to the fifteenth century, while on his mother's 
side he comes of an old Yorkshire stock. When 
his father died he was but three years old, the 
youngest but one of sixteen children. He was 
educated at Elmfield College, York, and upon 
his mother's removing to Norwich - as she did 
on medical advice, on account of serious ill- 
ness—the boy Edward was apprenticed to 
Messrs. Jarrold and Sons, Ltd., the well-known 
Norwich printers, with whom, after complet- 
ing his apprenticeship, he remained as one of 
the firm's managers for seven years. 


The Land-Humphries Partnership. 


In the year 1884, Mr. Percy Lund became 
proprietor of the Ilkley Free Press and was 
also issuing the Naturalists World. Mr. 
Humphries joined him in 1896, and the firm 
was known thereafter as Percy Lund, 
Humphries and Co., Ltd. The firm started 
a photographic journal, which had a world- 
wide circulation; they also published other 
photographic literature, becoming then, as 
they arestill, closely identified with the photo- 
graphic trade. On the introduction of the 
half-tone block, Messrs. Percy Lund, Hum- 
phries and Co. became associated with Messrs. 
A. W. Penrose and Co. in the production of 
" Penrose's Annual," the famous process year 
book which for 25 years has stood unrivalled 
as the chronicler and demonstrator of the 
various developments that have taken place 
in the realm of photographic reproduction. As 
Messrs. Percy Lund, Humphries апа Co.'s 
business prospered and grew, more extensive 
works had to be found, and the firm adopted 


the method of placing all the departments 
upon one floor, which in itself has an area of 
three-quarters of an acre. 

Besides being engaged in exacting mana- 
gerial work for his firm—the last 25 years 
having been spent in the position of manag- 
ing director— Мг. Humphries has found time 
for a great deal of energetic service in the 
cause of the organisation of master printers. 
His interest and his ability in this direction 
are indicated by his having been for seven 
years chairman of the Bradford Master 
Printers’ Association, also by his having 
been elected chairman of the Yorkshire Alli- 
ance, and vice-president of the Federation of 
Master Printers. 

With various forms of social activity, too, 
Mr. Humphries has been closely identified. 
He has acted as a district chairman of the 
Bradford Guild of Help, and has also shown 
a practical interest in hospital work, being 
chairman of the House Committee of one of 
the Bradford hospitals. 

In the. way of hobbies or recreation, his 
tastes lie chiefly in the direction of music, 
golf, motoring and country life. i 

Of Mr. Humphries’ four children, two 
daughters and two sons, the younger son 
made the supreme sacrifice in the late war, 
being killed in action on the Somme in July, 
1916. The elder has also an heroic war record. 
Being in the Bradford Grammar School Com- 
pany of the 6th Battalion West Yorkshire 
Regiment, he was mobilised on August 4th, 
1914, and on the -conclusion of hostilities re- 
tired from the Army with rank of Captain 
(Flight Commander); he has also received 
the Military Cross and the M.B E. He has 
lately become a director in his father's firm, 
his duties being those of works manager. 


Views on the Industrial Situation, . 


In his speech the other day at the annual 
meeting of the Home Counties Master Prin- 
ters' Alliance (briefly reported in our issue of 
May 27th) Mr. Humphries referred іп 
eminently sane and sympathetic fashion to 
the present-day aspirations of labour, and in 
conversation recently with a representative of 
the British and Colonial Printer and Stationer 
he expressed himselt in similar strain. He 
acknowledged that the relationship between 
capital and labour to-day is in the melting 
pot. “ Labour," he said, “is asking for the 
realisation of a great many ideals. Some of 
the leaders are out for uprooting the tree of 
our present industrial system. While I sym- 
pathise with them in many respects, the object 
I have set before myself for egreat many years 
now is not to uproot the tree, but to co- 
operate with labour in pruning it, cultivating 
the tree in order that it may bring forth better 
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fruit." Mr. nS went on to express the 
opinion that some of labour's aims must be 
contested, but added that he had always 
maintained that the fighting must be done by 
frank and friendly argument, not bv “the 
obsolete methods of strike and lock-out." 
For 32 years, he said, he has had the manage- 
ment of men and women, and during that 
period he has never had friction of any kind. 
He holds that for one party in a labour dis- 
pute to condemn and curse the other as being 
altogether in the wrong leads nowhere; the 
only thing to be done in order to remove 
bitterness and produce the right spirit of co- 
operation is "to sit round a table, and in a 
frank open-hearted way to state difficulties, 
and if one finds oneself in the wrong at any 
point to admit it." 


Mr. E. W. Humphries. 


Mr. Humphries concluded by expressing his 
earnest hope that the way in which the trade 
unions have been dealt with during the war, 
their experience of the negotiations which 
have led to increases of wages, reduction of 
hours, and payment for holidays, may make 
possible the advent of more cordial co-opera- 


tion than has been attainable hitherto. Givén 


the right spirit on both sides, and working in 
accordance with the principles exemplified 
and embodied in the Whitley Councils, the 
printing industry, Mr. Humphries hopes, will 
find working efficiency enhanced, production 
bettered and increased, thus ushering in the 
dawn of a brighter era, for master and man 
alike. 


А VETERAN Of the printing trade in Cardiff 
in the person of Mr. John Owen Phillips, late 
chief overseer of the Western Mail, has passed 
away after a long and painful illness, aged 67. 
He had been a member of the Western Maii 
staff for over 40 years.

TRADES OVERSEERS' ASSOCIATION. 


Salaries Question Discussed at the 


Monthly Meeting. 


There was the customary good attendance 
of members of the Association at the monthly 
meeting held on the ist inst. at the head- 
quarters, St. Bride Institute, Bride-lane, E.C.4, 
Mr. A. J. Daines (President) and Mr. А. W. 
Hunt (Vice) faithfully officiating in their 
respective offices. 

The secretary read the minutes of the last 
monthly meeting, which were formally 
adopted, and afterwards presented one or two 
items of correspondence. 

A new member, Mr. H. Kefford (binding), 
Howard and Jones, received from the presi- 
dent, on behalf of the Association, a very 
hearty welcome. Mr. Kefford suitably replied. 

The balance sheet òf the annual dinner, 
which showed a deficit of £9 Is, was pre- 
sented. On the motion of Mr. T. Hunt, 
seconded by Mr. Ware, it was resolved to take 
from the Entertainment Fund the amount 
necessary to balance the account. 

Several members having expressed the desire 
that the Association should visit a paper mill 
for their annual outing this year, it was left 
to the secretary to make inquiries as to what 
mills would be operation on a Saturday, and 
if conveniently situated for the proposed visit. 

The secretary was asked to report on his 
inquiries at the next monthly meeting. 


Deputation Appointed. 


The next item on the agenda was the 
salaries question, and the president invited 
the members to discuss the matter freely so 
that the executive would have some data 
to guide them in their deliberations. 
Several speakers, in view of the pást history 
of the Association, and its innate desire to 
fulfil its chief functions, that of social inter- 
course and comradeship, found it difficult to 
take up an attitude of collective approach to 
the master printers. The opinion was freely 
expressed that this question was a vital one 
to them as overseers, and something should be 
done in the matter. 

Views were given by many members 
who spoke warmly in favour of finding out 
whether the Association could get into touch 
the Printers' Managers and Overseers Associa- 
tion, and so collaborate with that body in 
voicing their grievances. 

After some further discussion, a deputation 
of six members was elected to deal with the 
matter, and a resolution was unanimously 
adopted instructing the deputation to get 
into touch with the P. M. and O. A. with a 
view to joint action with that body, or fail- 
ing that, to make overtures with the master 
printers themselves. 

After a vote of thanks had been accorded to 
the chairman the meeting closed. 
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Annual General fleeting of the 
Association. 


The annual general meeting of the London 
Master Printers' Association, held at Sta- 
tioners' Hall,onthe 31st ult.,began witha report 
by the president, Mr. R. A. Austen-Leigh, who 
was in the chair, as to the present position of 
the Unions’ memorial for a general wage ad- 
vance. Mr. Austen-Leigh prefaced his re- 
marks by explaining that this annual meeting 
occurred only five months after the last (held 
in December) as a result of the changing of 
the Association's financial year, which had 
been made to accord with the Federation's 
year by ending in March. 

Briefly recapitulating the more recent his- 
tory of the wages demand, Mr. Austen-Leigh 
mentioned the special general meeting of May 
14th (reported in our issue of May 20th) when 
the offer of 6s. to the men and 2s. 6d. to the 
women to take effect from the first pay-day in 
June, was unanimously confirmed, although 
the men's representatives had rejected this 
offer and insisted that any advance granted 
should begin as from the first pay-day in May. 
He went on to say that when this offer was 
emphatically turned down by the unions, and 
it seemed quite possible strike notices might 
be received or locking-out become neces- 
sary, Mr. Blades and Mr. Goodwin (for the 
Federation of Master Printers) met Mr. Bower- 
man and Mr. Holmes (for the Printing and 
Kindred Trades Federation) and put the posi- 
tion before them, suggesting that the dispute 
be referred to the Joint Industrial Council, to 
arbitration, or to some industrial court. The 
men's representatives made the counter sug- 
gestion that the matter should first be con- 
sidered by the two Federations acting nation- 
ally. They had to get their various sections 
to agree to this proposal, but eventually agree- 
ment was reached on the part of all theunions 
with the exception of the l'ypographical Asso- 
ciation. Moreover the binders agreed to take 
part in such a conference. ‘lhe conference 
was due to be held en Thursday, May 2oth, 
and on the previous day the Council of the 
Federation of Master Printers met to decide 
on what action to take. It was clear it was 
impossible to get agreement on the basis of 
the offer previously made, especially as in the 
meantime the Government figure for the in- 
crease in the cost of living had advanced 
from the 138 per cent. to 141 per cent. ; more- 
over fresh increases in costs, as in the case of 
coal and sugar, seemed to indicate that next 
month's figure would be 145 per cent. This 
meant an increase of 2s. a week according to 
the method of estimation used. Then it was 
expected that the Hestriction of Rent Bill 
wou.d come into force in about a month's 
time, and that would mean increased costs 
averaging about 2s. 6d. a week. ‘Taking all 
this into consideration, the Council, after a 
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long sitting, instructed the Labour Committee 
in meeting the men next day that they might 
offer increases of 7s. 6d. for the men and 3s. 6d. 
for the women. At Thursday'sconference the 
matter was most thoroughly debated, the 
meeting lasted from 11 a m. till 7.30 p.m. To- 
wards the end of the conference it seemed im- 
possible that a peaceful settlement could be 
reached even on the basis of this revised offer, 
and as the men's representatives laid special 
stress on the coming increase of rents, it was 
thought that agreement might be possible on 
the basis of a 7s. 6d. advance from the first 
pay-day in June and a further 2s. 6d. if and 
when the Rent Bill should come into force. 
The men'srepresentatives, however, felt them- 
selves unable to agree to this, and the only 
suggestion that seemed to offer any chance of 
settlement was found to bethat of anadvance 
of ros. to come into effect on the second pay- 
day in June. With regard to the women, 
the masters’ representives strongly urged a 
differentiation between the increase to be 
granted to London and to the provinces, an 
advance of 2s. 6d. in London and 3s. 6d. in the 
country being offered. The women's repre- 
sentatives strongly opposed such differentia- 
tion, and pressed for an advance of 4s. instead 
Of 3s. 6d. A 4s. increase was, however, firmly 
refused them, and the position reached was 
that the 3s. 6d. offered should be put to the 
ballot of the unions' members. 

Mr. Austen-Leigh pointed out that those 
recommendations had to be put before the 
Council of the Federation of Master Printers, 
to meet on Friday, June 4th, also before the 
men's executives, and before the T.A. He 
said he did not regard the suggested settle- 
ment as entirely satisfactory, and he admitted 
the detrimental effect of rising costs, felt es- 
pecially by the smaller printers. Taking all 
things into account, however, he advised the 
meeting to approve of the agreement ten- 
tatively arrived at. He concluded by moving 
the following resolution : —'" That this meet- 
ing, having heard the report as to the nego- 
tiations which have taken place between the 
Labour Committee of the Master Printers' 
Federation and the Printing and Kindred 
Trades’ Federation, approves the increases 
tentatively offered, subject to agreement by 
all parties, viz., 105. to adult male members of 
the Printing and Kindred Trades' Federation 
and also 3s. 6d. per week to male juniors. 
and fully aualified women in the printing and 
binding industry, such increases to become 
operative from the pay-day of the week 
ending June 12th. Further, that this meeting 
authorises the L.M.P.A. Council to concede 
the usual proportionate increase to learners." 

Mr. Albert Bennett emphasised the diff- 
culties of the situation, which made conces- 
sion necessary. Не said he hoped every 
member would try to pass the increased cost 
on to his customers. Не seconded the reso- 
lution and urged its unanimous acceptance. 

After a short discussion, in which Mr. 
Harris, Mr. Burt and Mr. Saunders took part, 
the president replying, the resolution was put 
to the vote. It was carried with only two 
dissentients. 
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The Association's hon. treasurer, Mr. Ј. Н. 
Williams, being unavoidably absent, the 
President presented the interim financial 
statement and report for the period Novem- 
ber, 1919, to March, 1920. As the amount 
payable to the Federation had not yet been 
paid, the accounts were only tentative, 
but showed a satisfactory surplus of in- 
come over expenditure. The accounts, he 
said, were not usually printed and circulated, 
but members could inspect a copy at 24, 
Holborn. Mr. Austen- Leigh moved that the 
financial statement and report be approved. 

Mr. Tee seconded the resolution. 

On the suggestion being made that a copy 
of the accounts be sent to the secretary of 
each district association, the president re- 
plied that it was the custom to do so, and it 
would be done. 

The resolution was carried unanimously. 

In the absence of the treasurer, the presi- 
dent then moved a resolution expressing ap- 
proval of a subscription for the year 1920 to 


1921, on the basis of one halfpenny in the £ of 


wages paid, subject to deductions for amounts 
exceeding £ 50,000 and £ 100,000 respectively. 

Mr. Purbrook seconded, and the motion 
was carried unanimously. 

Sir Wm. Waterlow having raised the ques- 
tion of what increase in the cost of printing 
would follow the suggested increases of 
wages— 

Mr. W. Howard Hazell, chairman of the 
Costing Committee was called upon, and re- 
plied that the Costing Committee had investi- 
gatedthematterandfound thatin theordinary 
miscellaneous printing offices of London costs 
would be increased 11 per cent. This esti- 
mate covered increased costs due to the pro- 
posed increase of wages, also increase of 
general expenses due to increased rates, in- 
creased postage and one or two other items. 
Big periodical houses and houses having a 
great deal of overtime or night-work would 
find greater increases of costs. 

Proceeding to the next item on the agenda, 
Mr. W. Howard Hazell moved a resolution 
confirming the Council's resolution ap- 
proving an allocation to the Federation of 
Master Printers of one farthing in the £ of 
wages paid, subject to a rebate of /1,000 in 
respect of special matters dealt with by Lon- 
don. He pointed out the necessity for ade- 
quate funds to be available if the Associa- 
tion was to increase its strength. 


Mr. E. Unwin, sen., hon. treasurer of the 


Federation of Master Printers, seconded. 

Mr. W. H. Burchell wanted to know what 
amount would be payable to the Federation 
and what the Federation was going to do for 
London. 

The President estimated the sum payable 
as £3,500, and explained that London shared 
with the provinces in benefiting from the 
Federation's work. The rebate of £1,000 he 
thought compensated for particular work 
done in London. 

. Mr. Burt said he had at the beginning ob- 
jected very strongly to the way in which the 
subscription of a farthing in the £ had been 
brought forward, but the matter had been 
very thoroughly thrashed out by the Council. 


He was now thoroughly convinced that Lon- 
don was paying only a proper share. He 
urged union in support of the trade as a 
whole. 

On the resolution being put to the meeting 
it was carried unanimously. 

Mr. Alfred F. Blades moved, Mr. E. C. 
Austen-Leigh seconded, and it was agreed, to 
re-elect the Association's auditors, Messrs. 
Roberts, Wright and Co. 

As the meeting came to an end, Mr. Blades 
spoke very appreciatively of the lucid state- 
ment of the wages position made by the chair- 
man (Mr. R. A. Austen-Leigh) and of the 
assistance he had given in the negotiations. 
He called for a vote of thanks, which was 
very heartily accorded.

only subject, in his experience, the worker was 
interested in was what might be termed sub- 
jective costs—the amount of physical effort 
he was called upon to put forth. While on 
the one hand the employer was asking for in- 
creased output the worker was anxious for the 
expenditure of less effort. Very careful records 
were made of spoilt work ; he should be glad 
to see records made of spoilt effort. 

Mr. Bethel (Manchester) suggested greater 
efforts to train cost clerks. A class for teach- 
ing cost clerks had been carried on at the 
Manchester School of Technology for four 
years, but though there were 575 printing firms 
in Manchester that costing class could not pro- 
vide 25 costing clerk candidates for a vacancy. 
Plenty of firms were ready to instal the cost- 
ing system if they could obtain the clerks. 

Mr. Hazell enumerated a number of towns 
where costing classes had been arranged, and 
said that he was looking forward to the time 
when the Federation would have, not three 
whole-time officials, but a dozen in all parts 
of the country to teach costing. 

Mr. R. A. Austen-Leigh, president of the 
L.M.P.A.and vice-chairman of Messrs. Spottis- 
woode, Ballantyne and Co., London and Col- 
chester, spoke on the value of an emblem to 
firms using the Federation cost-finding system. 
He said that printers in this country, unlike 
the printers of America, under-estimated the 
value of using emblems. 

Lt.-Col. H. Rivers Fletcher, head of Messrs. 
Fletcher and Sons, Ltd., Norwich, dealt with 
what an employer should look for in his cost- 
ing figures. He said it was the best day's 
work thev did when they adopted the costing 
systen in his office. Among other things it 
enabled them to find that they had too much 
type locked up, that the departmental charges 
in a branch factory were too high,and to deal 
with the question of non-chargeable hours in 
the composing-room. 

Mr. Geo. Eaton Hart (London), said an im- 
portant thing was that the costing system 
gave them the total amount of spoilage and 
enabled them to locate it down to the depart- 
ment. 

Mr. E. W. Humphries, president-elect of the 
Federation, of Messrs. Percy Lund, Humphries 
and Co., Bradford, paid a warm tribute to 
the work of the Costing Committee, and said 
that printers owed a deep debt especially to 
Mr. Howard Hazell,and Mr. Austen-Leigh for 
their efforts. 

Mr. Hazell, in reply, said he looked forward 
to the time when there would be no printing 
office in the country without its costing sys- 
tem. That would mean increased profits to 
them, lessened worries, and would place the 
trade in a far prouder position than it occu- 
pied to-day. 

The Cost Congress was then declared at an 
end. Next year's meeting will be at Harro- 
gate.

The delegates were entertained to luncheon 
Aat the Park Hotel by Viscountess Rhondda, 
who presided over a gathering which in- 
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cluded, in addition to those already named, 
Sir Cecil and Lady Harrison, London ; Mr.

Paper Bag Manufacturer and Printer. 


This bankrupt, who failed in November 
1899, applied to Mr. Registrar Mellor at the 
London Bankruptcy Court, on June 8th, for 
an order of discharge. Mr. W. Boyle, official 
receiver, reported that the liabilities amounted 
to £742 105. 2d.; the assets had realised £98 
18s. 2d, and a first and final dividend of 
IS. 914. in the £ had been paid. The appli- 
cant's mother died in June, 1895, leaving the 
business to her four children in equal shares. 
He (the bankrupt) continued to manage it, 
and in 1897, disputes having occurred between 
him and his relatives, the business was sold 
at auction for £50net, which he received and 
retained, although part thereof belonged to 
his brothers, because he considered that they 
had had their monev out in living expenses. 
The purchaser allowed him to continue, and 
subsequently to re-purchase the business. He 
then carried it on alone, but was pressed by 
creditors, and upon execution being levied in 
November, 1899, he filed his petition. 

The bankrupt attributed his failure to losses 
in business and to bad debts, but principally 
to loans obtained by him. T 

The application was opposed by the official 
receiver on the grounds of (1) insufficiency of 
assets to equal 105. in the £ on the amount of 
the unsecured liabilities; (2) omission to- 
keep proper books of account; (3) trading 
with knowledge of insolvency ; and (4) mis- 
conduct in concealing a small quantity of 
assets. 

His Honour upheld the report, and imposed 
a further suspension of three years. 
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Mounting Prices. 


Bookbinders, both masters and men, are, of 
course, keenly interested in the present posi- 
tion of the latest wages demand, employers 
and employed in the bookbinding section of 
the printing industry being represented in the 
very comprehensive conferences that have 
taken place between the Federation of Master 
Printers and the Printing and Kindred Trades 
Federation. The final outcome of this demand 
is, as reported on another page, not yet known, 
but as master bookbinders have agreed to the 
offered increases of wages, it may be taken 
that some further increase of charges will be 
made to balance this latest addition to the 
cost of production. Another item in respect 
of which increased charges are anticipated is 
warehousing. The Master Bookbinders' Asso- 
ciation has given the requisite six months' 
notice that the charges for the warehousing of 
quires and bound stock will be increased as 
from September 3oth. Details have not yet 
been decided upon, but it is probable that the 
whole system of charging that has been in 
force during the last few years will be 
modified. | 


Leather Substitutes. 


Leather substitutes are taking the place of 
the real article in bookbinding to a consider- 
able extent, and the same may be said of the 
fancy goods trade in which the great bulk of 
articles that used to be manufactured from 
genuine leather are now made from the ex- 
cellent imitations that are now offered, and 
which, in many cases, can scarcely be dis- 
tinguished from genuine leather even by the 
expert, unless by the application of practical 
tests. The leather substitutes so freely offered 
nowadays compare very favourably with 
genuine leather, and necessity is getting 
people away from the idea that a substitute is 
necessarily something much inferior, some- 
thing to be avoided or derided. Аза matter 
of fact a substitute may bea very useful and 
satisfactory article so long as it is used within 
reasonable limits of its adaptability. 


s: Kowide.'' 


Among the many leather substitutes that 
are offered one of the latest is ‘‘ Kowide;," in 
which a special artificial leather is the base 
material. Book covers made from this are 
specially grained and are supplied in patterns 
and colours that imitate very closely the real 
article, while when used in combinations of 
harmoniously contrasting colours the re- 
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sults are extremely effective. The material 
is handled by the David J. Molloy Co., of 
Chicago, who also turn out a quantity of em- 
bossed work on the material, executed by 
special artists, and giving novel results that 
are said to be very popular, and deservedly so 
in these days when the price of leather makes 
the use of that material almost prohibitive 
for any but the most costly volumes. 


Japanese Leather Paper. 


The Japanese are becoming experts]in the 
manufacture of leather paper, an account of 
the making of which appears in the Journal 
of the Royal Society of Arts. The selected 
paper to be treated is spread out and coated 
with a thin rice paste mixed with lampblack, 
and dried on poles. This is followed by a 
coating of perilla seed oil, after which the 
sheets are again dried in the sun for from ,five 
to twenty days, the time varying with the 
period of the year. A paste-dye solution 
made of iron oxide, indigo and other sub- 
stances is then applied to the paper, and the 
final operation is the impregnation with 
lacquer, which is smeared on by hand. Novel 
effects are sometimes produced on the paper 
by the use of bronze powder and stencils. 


Opening a New Book. 


Careful opening of new books is a matter 
worthy of attention as thereby their life 
will be lengthened. .This is especially true of 
expensively got-up books and books that are 
printed on heavy paper. To open a book 
properly it should be placed on a table, back 
down, and the front cover opened, then the 
back cover, then a few pages at a time from 
the right and from the left alternately, finally 
reaching the middle of the book. This method 
of opening will avoid cracking the glue at 
any place in the back of the book, and the 
trouble expended will be repaid by the longer 
life of the volume thus treated. It may be 
thought by those used to handle books in 
quantities that such precautions are too 
finicky and wasteful of time to be adopted in 
their entirety, but those who take an interest 
in the appearance of the volumes that issue 
from their workshops are glad of any hints 
that may be taken advantage of in their daily 
work. i

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Binding Pamphiets, etc, 


An invention by Mr. A. E. Knoch consists of . 


an improved means for binding, permanently 
or temporarily, leaves, sheets, pamphlets, etc., 
and comprises flexible binding-strips secured 
to one cover and adapted to be threaded 
through slots in lever arms, so that when 
these lever arms are turned over and held in a 
plane parallel to the pile of sheets, the strips 
are tensioned and locked relatively to the 
levers to bind the sheets tegether. The flexible 
tongues І, preferably leather straps, are riveted 
to a bar 7 attached to a cover, and are passed 


through apertures 5 in a cross-bar 4 resting on 
the pile of sheets and through apertures 3 in 
locking levers 2, which are channelled to re- 
ceive the loose ends, and have apertures 3, 3a 
at different distances from the ends to give 
two different leverages. The levers 2 are then 
turned on their flanged heels down into the 
channel of the cross bar 4, which has springy 
side flanges 4a to grip and hold the levers. 


The board 9 is provided with a flexible exten-. 


sion 11 housed in a cover I2. 
Loose»-Lest Binders. 


Mr. J. B. Marsh has patented an invention 
relating toa temporary cover or binder having 
prongs for engagement with the upper and 
lower ends of a book. Clamps 5 are provided 
at the ends of the back of the cover for 
securing the prongs, the upper prongs c being 
free to slide, and the Jower prongs d being 
fixed. The clamps are formed from metal 
strip provided with grooves b! to receive the 
wire of the prongs and doubled over upon the

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wire, and are secured to the cover by bent 
tongue fastenings b?. А cross-bar d! to take 
the weight of the book is provided on the 


lower set of prongs. A spring f may be pro- 
vided for closing the upper prongs. 


s- Loose-Leaf Binders, 


An invention patented by the Sieber Pro- 
ducts Manufacturing Co. of St. Louis, U.S.A., 
provides for means by which the winding- 
shaft D for the tapes C of a loose-leaf binder 


is locked against unauthorised reverse move- 
ment to slacken the tapes, by means ofa 
ratchet-wheel 9 on the shaft D and a pawl 8, 
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which is held in engagement with the ratchet- 
wheel by a spring 10, and bears by means of a 
projection 15 on its hub against a pin 14 оп a 
shaft 11 on which the pawl is loosely 
mounted, so that an arm 12 on this shaft is* 
held in engagement with the key portion 13 
on the winding-shaft D. The pawl 8 is 
tripped by means of the key G, which is- 
formed with a cam surface 16 to displace the 
arm 12. Consequently the key can be used on 
the same end of the shaft to wind up the 
tapes, and, when pressed further on the shaft, 
to release the pawl and slacken the tapes. 
The key portion 13 is preferably made of 
triangular cross-section. To prevent reversal 
of the tapes by overwinding, a stop is pro- 
vided comprising a nut 17 travelling on a 
screw-threaded portion 18 of the winding- 
shaft D, the movement being limited by an 
abutment 20 in the direction corresponding to 
release of the tapes. A sectional back such 
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as is described in specification 139,339 may be 
used. Under another patent by the same firm 
the back of a loose-leaf binder of the flexible 
band type is composed of two or more rigid 
sections E, E! hinged together, so that the 
back has, sufficient flexibility to allow the 
clamping bars A, A! to approach each other, 
when the binder is opened, and thus slacken 
the tapes or bands C enough to permit the 
leaves to spread out flat. The sections E,. 
E! and the covers F, Е! are hinged on pins 4, 
on which also the clamping-bars A, А! are 
mounted so that they can rock relatively to 
the back and thus do not obstruct the leaves 
from opening out flat. The clamping.-bars A, 
A' are angular in cross-section, providing a 
portion to bearagainst the rear edges of some 
of the leaves.

Master Printers and an Emblem. 


An Address Delivered by Mr. R. A. Austen-Leigh at 
the Conference of the Federation of Master Printers. 


In these days when the publicity value of 
“slogans,” mottoes and distinctive typo- 
graphical devices is being exploited to the 
full, it is not surprising to find that the enter- 
prising costing enthusiasts of 24, Holborn, 
should have found room on the programme 
of the cost congress, held at Cardiff on the 
7th inst., for a discussion on the subject of 
“The value of an Emblem to firms using the 
Federation Cost-Finding System." Intro- 
ducing this topic at the congress, Mr. R. A. 
Austen-Leigh, who began by mentioning 
apologetically that he had consented, under 
pressure, to speak once more in spite of having 
“inflicted a speech on six out of the seven 
previous Cost Congresses," said :— 

As regards the value of emblems generally, 
| think I can begin by affirming, with a fair 
amount of certainty, that in this country, as 
far as printing goes, we are very much apt to 
under-estimate their importance. How many 
of us, I ask, make use on our stationery of the 
existing Federation emblem ? 
the firm to which I belong is not among the 
number that do. But as І am never inclined 
to take on myself unnecessary blame, І am 
Boing to assert that one of the reasons why 
more members do not make use of it is that 
the Federation officials themselves keep it 
very dark. For instance, I had considerable 
difficulty in discoving it even in the monthly 
Member's Circular. As to the reason why 24, 
Holborn doesn't make more of it, that may 
Possibly be owing to the fact that it is hardly 
of what you might call a very striking 
character, and I understand, that, as a matter 
of fact, the question of a more eye-hitting 
emblem has been considered by the Federa- 


I am afraid ` 


tion Council—at a meeting at which I do not 
think I can have been present—and has been 
referred, doubtless for the sake of expedition, 
to a committee that hardly ever sits. 

Now, compare for a minute what the 
U.T.A., the kindred body in America, does 
with its emblem. Over there they have cer- 
tainly devised a striking one, the chief feature 
being an eagle, which seems in the act of de- 
livering no silent message to the world. 
Having acquired their emblem, the American 
master printer characteristically proceeds to 
make use of it for all that it is worth, and 1 
was not surprised to read in the last number 
of the Typothetae Bulletin that it was esti- 
mated that upwards of 2,600 members were 
using the U.T.A. trade mark emblem on their 
stationery. Further, as you may know, the 
American organisation have taken up the 
matter of advertising the use of printing, and 
one of the features of their advertising cam- 
paign is to make known their emblem and to 
recommend that the public buy their printing 
from U.T.A. members using the emblem. It 
is obvious what a potent weapon the emblem 
thereby becomes in inducing all master 
printers to join the organisation. Perhaps 
I may just add that far from being hidden 
away in their Bulletin, the emblem appears 
in a censpicuous position on every page of it. 
So much for the power of an emblem, when 
made proper use of. 

Next, as to my particular subject, the value 
of one for firms using the Federation cost- 
finding system. What I am going to suggest 
is that an emblem should be devised which 
would state that the firm using it was certi- 
fied to be in possession of either the Federa- 
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tion costing system or a system so similar 
that its results were equivalent to those of the 
Federation system. Possibly the latter alter- 
native might lead to a good deal of evasion, 
and it would be better to eliminate it. Now 
what would be the effect of such an emblem? 
Of course pessimists and cynics, whether 
printers or buyers of print who consider that 
cost-finding is merely a dodge for increasing 
charges, may assert that such an emblem 
would merely act as a warning to customers 
to avoid that particular house. But others 
who believe that the Federation system is 
based on the theory of a square deal with the 
customer each time, and that what the cus- 
tomer really objects to is the method of the 
printer, ignorant of his cost, who charges 
him, therefore, prices often absurdly low, but 
every now and then fantastically high, will 
contend that such an emblem will be a guar- 
antee that the customer is being fairly dealt 
with and charged a price every time that is 
reasonable and no more than reasonable. 

I am aware of course that there must Бе а 
limit to the number of emblems which master 
printers can find room for, especially in these 
days when paper is So expensive, on their sta- 
tionery. Some of you already employ the 
emblem of the Seal of Honour; if you are 
also expected to use the Federation emblem 
and a cost-finding device, you may complain 
that you will only have one corner left on 
which to place any other emblem that may 
come along— whether it is one to state that 
you are helping your country by paying ex- 
cess profits, or that you belong to some Im- 
print Association, or bookprinters' circle. 

Leaving aside such future emblems, I do 
seriously recommend the idea of acost-tinding 
emblem. Only last week I read in the Ben 
Franklin Monthly, which is the organ of the 
Chicago printers, that at a recent survey of 
New York's printing industry, which included 
797 plants, it was proved that the averagerate 
of profit realised throughout was only 2j per 
cent. Out of these 797 plants, 56 operated the 
Standard Cost System, and these firms showed 
a profit of 114 per cent. Thosenot operating 
the system made a profit of 1 per cent. 

That simple statement shows you the value 
of the cost system in New York, and there is 
no reason to suppose—although it may be 
hoped that members without the system in 
this country are not doing quite so badly on 
the average as those in America—that the 
effect of a cost.system on profits is any 
different on this side of the Atlantic. 
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The Canadian Export Paper Co. announces 
that prices of news paper for export from 
July Ist, will be біс. a pound at mill, or $110 
aton. From October ist, prices will be б/с. 
a pound, or $130 a ton. The total annual 
business of the Export Paper Co. amounts to 
£ 5,000,000, It is expected that other Cana- 
dian paper producers will advance prices to 
the same figures.

Staff Entertained by Mr. Harry Becker, 


The French Paper Stock Co., Ltd., came 
into considerable prominence during the war 
owing to its complete organisation for the 
collection and distribution of waste paper, a 
product then in great demand to supplement 
the meagre supply of papermaking materials 
available for home paper mills. The com- 
pany's works at Bermondsey Wall, London, 
S.E., also pulped up large quantities of waste 
paper, the advantage in this form being very 
apparent, asit saved the papermaker consider- 
able time and labour. 

Since the termination of hostilities the 
activities of the French Paper Stock Co. have 
been very marked, its business connections 
having been greatly extended. Brancheshave 
been opened up in various parts of London 
and the provinces, and an extremely wide 
range of manufactures are handled, including 
“news,” printings, tissues, wrappings, straw- 
boards, bags, etc., etc. 

Quite a unique position is held by the firm 
as importers of strawboards; indeed, it is 
claimed that they are among the largest if 
not the largest importers in this country. They 
have their own representative in Amsterdam, 
who has opened up extensive connections with 
Dutch mills. 

A large staff is now employed at Bermond. 
sey Wall and the various branches, and it was 
a happy idea on the part of Mr. Harry Becker, 
the leading spirit in the undertaking, to 
develop the social side by entertaining the 
staff at dinner, this function, most successful 
in every way, being held at the Cannon 
Street Hotel on Friday last. Mr. and Mrs. 
Becker extended a cordial welcome to their 
guests. Alarge party, including Mr. and Mrs. 
G. Buchanan, Mr. and Mrs. H. Bradly, Mr. 
and Mrs. E. Simmons, Mr. and Mrs. А. Carter, 
Mr. and Mrs. C. Carter, Mr. and Mrs. J. L. 
Greaves, Messrs. Davies, Fredk. Gillis, etc., 
etc., sat down to an excellent menu. The 
floral decorations of the tables (tastefully 
arranged by Mrs. Becker) were greatly ad- 
mired. 

The toast list was subordinated to that of 
the musical programme, the various contribu- 
tions of the artistes being enthusiastically re- 
ceived. А novel turn was that of Mr. Haw- 
kins, a member of the staff, who manipulated 

the marionettes and rendered several songs 
with great efficiency. 

After‘ The King" had been submitted by 
the Chairman (Mr. Harry Becker) and re- 
ceived with musical honours, he gave “Our 
Staff." He said that go per cent. of the men 
employed were discharged soldiers or sailors. 
In answer to the general charge that soldiers 
were lazy, he would say that it was a wonder 
they carried on so well as they did, in view of 
what they had gone through during the war. 
The French Paper Stock Co. had succeeded in 
enlisting in their ranks men with their hearts 
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in their work. The company had de- 
veloped an extensive paper merchant's 
business with a large number of de- 
partments, and each department was con- 
trolled in a most capable manner. They 
were one of the largest importers of straw- 
boards into the United Kingdom, their goods 
arriving constantlv at all the principal ports 
in the countrv. The success of the various 
branches of their business was extremely en- 
couraging, one and all doing their utmost to 
achieve success.  lhey had eight managers 
present with them that evening, and their 
work was warmly appreciated. It was also a 
satisfactory feature to recognise that there 
was no friction in regard to the several de- 
partments. Although the primary object of 
business was to make a profit, yet there was 
something more to consider, and that was to 
study the welfare of all workers and to pro- 
mote the mutual benefit of all concerned. In 
reviewing their past achievements, the chair- 
man considered there was an enormous future 
for the company, and he hoped the present 
would be only the first of many similar happy 
gatherings. (Applause) 

The junior member ot the staff was called 
upon to respond. Up jumped Patrick Barry 
—familiarly known as Pat—with alacrity, 
and although quite a young lad, he spoke 
with the utmost confidence and assurance. 
He at once raised a smile by his opening re- 
mark to the effect that he had in the past done 
some very funny things for Mr. Becker. He 
then emphasised the fact thateveryone has to 
do what he is told, and that was the reason 
why he was speaking at that moment. He 
admitted when he first went to work for the 
company, he was fond of spending his time 
on the barges. Mr. Becker soon stopped that. 
He had now a proper place in the office, earn- 
ing good money, and he guessed all the other 
people were also. “They can't blame the 
'guv'nor' if they don't; and Mr. Becker 
always helps us if we deserve it." Pat re- 
sumed his seat amidst applause. 

Mr. De Lange, the firm's representative at 
Amsterdam, also responded, and after ex- 
pressing his pleasure at being present that 
evening, referred to the very important posi- 
tion of the firm in regard to the importation 
of Dutch strawboards. In visiting the mills 
he was pleased to find the name of their 
esteemed сһаїгтап held in the highest repute. 

The next toast was that of " The Branches,” 
proposed by Mr. Chappell, who referred to 
the invaluable assistance that he had re- 
ceived. 

Responding, Mr. Hobbs paid a warm 
tribute to the chairman in giving so many 
ex-service men a chance to make a fresh start 
in life. The speaker said when he started he 
knew nothing about the French Paper Stock 
Co., but Mr. Becker gave him a helping hand, 
and urged him to do his best; his experience 
was the experience of many others in the 
firm, and he was sure all were anxious to pro- 
mote the prosperity of the business.

Proposal to Vary Genera! Minimum Time 
Rates. 


The Paper Box Trade Board (Great Britain) 
give notice that they propose to vary the 
general minimum time rates at present fixed 
and set out in their notice dated November 


' I3th, 1919, in respect of certain classes of male 


workers, and that they propose to fix overtime 
rates for all male and female workers. 

General minimum time rates for machine- 
minders (as defined) die- makers, forme 
setters, cutters (including shears and guillo- 
tine) and head stock keepers (as defined) range 
from 36s. 6d. for 48-hour week (924. per hour) 
to 76s. 6d. (15. 73d. per hour). Male workers 
entering the trade for the first time at the age 
of 21 years begin at 565. 6d. or 18. 2jd. рег 
hour. 

The Board declare the normal number of 
hours of work in the trade to be 48 hours in 
any week, nine hours on any day (other than 
Saturday) and five hours Saturday, and pro- 
posed overtime rates for male and female 
workers are set out in the notice.

The Fs Poper MI Eng. 


The theory that the first paper mill in 
England was that of John Tate at Hertford 
is contested by the advocates of Kent as the 
fountain-head of papermaking, but it may be 
pointed out that Shakespeare, writing “ King 
Henry VL, Part 2," about 1590, made Jack 
Cade say to Lord Sele,“ whereas, before, our 
forefathers had no other books but the score 
and the tally, thou hast caused printing to be 
used, and, contrary to the King, his crown 
and dienity, thou has built a paper mill,” 

It is only fair to say that, according to Dr. 
Gollancz, printing was not really introduced 
into England until twenty years later, but 
the point which interests the papermaker is 
the suggestion (no doubt current in Shakes- 
peare's day) that Lord Say founded a paper 
mill. Now Lord Say's full title was '' Lord 
Say and Sele," and the name of John Tate's 
mill at Hertlord was " Sele Mill." This co- 
incidence of name is at any rate a substantial 
assistance to the Hertfordshire school of 
papermaking antiquarians.

The 
work had consisted largely of the sowing of 
seed from which the harvest would be reaped 
later. There had beena gratifying growth of 
membership, some interesting and useful 
papers and discussions at the meetings, valu- 
able propaganda work, and activity in such 
matters as elimination of price-cutting.

The Wages Crisis. 


ALTHOUGH in London the position with 
respect to the wages dispute remains as we 
described it last week—work continuing as 
usual while the union members are being 
balloted on the question of accepting the em- 
eloyers' offers of 10s. and 3s. 6d., it being 
expected that the result of the ballot (pro- 
bably in favour of acceptance) will be com- 
municated to the employers on the 18th—a 
critical situation hás been created in the 
provinces by the handing in of strike notices, 
on Friday last, by the members of the Typo- 
graphical Association, who gavea fortnight's 
notice of stoppage unless their demands are 
fully granted. In most English provincial 
towns, also, the men have ceased to work 
overtime. Scotland, like London, is not 
within the jurisdiction of the T.A., nor is 
Ireland with the exception of Belfast, where 
all compositors are T.A. members, and have 
handed in their notices, and stated that during 


the next fortnight no overtime will be worked. 
This precipitate action of the T.A. has been 
taken without the requisite reference to the 
Joint Industrial Council—of which the T.A- 
are members —and quite independently of the 
officials of the various unions affiliated to the 
Printing and Kindred Trades Federation 
who continue to advise that the dispute be 
brought to an end by the acceptance of the 
improved offers obtained. The whole position 
was very thoroughly discussed at a meeting 
of the Joint Industrial Council for the Print- 
ing Trades, at Stationers' Hall, London, on 
Tuesday afternoon. As reported on another 
page, the result of this meeting of the Joint 
Industrial Council gives hope of proving very 
satisfactory, there being a likelihood of the 
T.A. entering into further negotiations on the 
questi n at issue, and of the strike threat and 
cessation of overtime being meantime with- 
drawn.

Printing Design Exhibition. 


THE Printing Exhibition Committee of the 
Design and Industries Association had an 
excellent display of design and workmanship 
in printing at the Central Library, Cardiff, in 
connection with the annual meetings of the 
Federation of Master Printers. The exhibi- 
tion had as its primary aim the securing of 
co-operation between the manufacturer, the 
designer, and the distributor, in the belief 
that by encouraging a more vital zeal for 
design іп its wider sense, the high standard of 
workmanshipcharacteristicof English printers 
would be further enhanced. The exhibition 
showed the man in doubt “ how to do it."

Paper Imports and Exports, 

PAPER imports are now coming forward in 
fairly large quantities. The total receipts last 
month were 1,500,895 cwts., of the value of 
£2,980,645, the principal items being straw- 
board, packing and wrapping paper, and 
printing and writing paper in large sheets. 
Germany figures in the countries of supply, 
but importers find the arrangements entered 
into very unsatisfactory, owing to irregular 
consignments and inferior quality. As com- 
pared with May, 1913, the total imports last 
month show an increase in quantity of 434 
per cent. and in value 376 per cent. Asregards 
paper exports, a steady expansion is notice- 
able, although there is a heavy decline com- 
pared with pre-war trade. For instance, in 
May, 1913, the total shipments stood at 298,648 
cwts, as against 191,166 cwts. last month, 


the respective values being £324,759 and 
£905,732.

New Hopes of a Settlement. 


_A special meeting of the Joint Industrial 

‘Council for the Printing and Allied Trades 
was held at Stationers’ Hall, London, on 
Tuesday, to consider the situation in the 
printing and newspaper trades created by the 
action of the Typographical Association in 
tendering strike notices throughout the pro- 
vinces and in Belfast, but not in Scotland or 
the rest of Ireland. The Typographical Asso- 
ciation hasa working membership of 26,000 
machine-minders and compositors, and the 
strike notices affect newspapers as well as 
general printers in the provinces. 

After a sitting of four and a half hours the 
Industrial Councfl decided to urge upon the 
Typographical Association and the employers 
that they should meet at a further conference 
in a day or two, and the Typographical Asso- 
ciation representatives undertook to recom- 
mend their executive to withdraw the strike 
notices and the embargo upon overtime. The 
prospects for amicable relations being re- 
established are considerably more favourable 
as a result of the meeting, and there is now a 
strong hope that at the resumed conference 
an agreement will be reached. One of the 
workers' delegates, on leaving the conference, 
said he was firmly convinced that there would 
be no strike. 


TESTED! 


At the Mansion House on Friday Sir Chas. 
Hanson committed for trial George Augustus 
Jennings, 30, described as organiser of a pub- 
lishing company, and Austin Henry Dockney, 
25, publisher's agent, on charges of forging 
and uttering orders for the insertion of trade 
announcements in the third series of the 
“ British and Foreign Buyers," and obtaining 
sums of £175, £123, and other amounts by 
false pretences, from Messrs. George Toulmin 
and Sons, Ltd., of Preston. Mr. Wickham de- 
fended Jennings, and Dockney was repre- 
sented by Mr. Martin O'Connor. 

It was mentioned in the course of a previous 
hearing by Mr. Walter Frampton, who with 
Mr. B. A. D. Leverson, appeared for the prose- 
cution, that the loss to the prosecutors ex- 
ceeded £ 20,000. 

The defendants, through their counsel, 
pleaded not guilty, and reserved their de- 
fence. Bail was allowed.

Findings of the U.S. Senate Committee. 


“The present prices of news-print paper are 
excessive and unwarranted,” "This is the con- 
clusion arrived at by the U.S. Senate Com- 
mittee, which has been investigating the 
shortage of news-print. The committee find 
that the conditions which handicapped many 
American newspapers are “ more the result of 
artificial obstructions than natural laws." 
The manufacturers are accused of "unjust 
and illegal discriminatory practices," and the 
committee recommends the Department of 
Justice to institute proceedings under the 
Sherman Anti-Trust Law against the paper 
manufacturers. 

Other recommendations in the committee's 
report are :— 

1. The establishment of a Federal News- 
print Board to supervise manufacture and dis- 
tribution should the Government's efforts to 
maintain a reasonable price fail. 

2. Amendments of the Food Control Act to 
penalise profiteering in news paper. 

3. Imposition of an Excise tax of 5d. on 
Sunday newspapers weighing more than 
1.28 lb. a copy, in order to limit such editions 
to 80 pages until an adequate supply of paper 
can be obtained. 

4. Vote of £20,000 for experiments for sub- 
stitutes of pulp wood. 

5. Reduction of parcels post rate on news 
paper

Casting Printers' Rules. 


Ап invention that relates to matrices for 
casting faces іп. metal strip material for 


printers' rules, and particularly to matrices of 
the kind having exchangeable parts to enable 
different styles of printing face to be cast is 
patented in this country by Mr. W. R. Cozatt, 


of San Francisco. The matrix comprises a 
holder 1, Figs. 1 and 2, provided with a recess 
having under cut ends 3 to receive face liners 
8 and space liners 7, Fig. 4, adapted to form 
the rule face desired, the sides of the matrix 
being formed by packing pieces 4. The pack- 
ing pieces are of such thickness that, when 
assembled with the liners, they project 
slightly beyond the sides of the holder and are 
pressed inwards by the packing pieces of ad- 
jacent matrices so as to fit tightly against the 
liners. One end of the helder is provided 
with a recess I1 to permit the rule face to 
pass, so that a rule of any length can be 
formed by casting successive sections and 
moving them past the end of the holder. The 


‘ holder is formed with a slight taper so that 


the rear portion of the casting is higher than 
the front, the high portion being pressed or 
smoothed down as the casting is moved for- 
wards. The liners may be tapered instead of 
the holder for the same purpose. The space 
liners are provided with inclined casting 
faces so that the rule cast has, as heretofore, a 
backing of greater thickness than the face. 
The packing pieces extend slightly above the 
ends of the holders, so that a small space is 
left for the escape of air between the matrix 
and the mould.

Dritish Export Trade in Printing. 


Mr. Edgar Waterlow Speaks of Difficult Post- 
War Conditions and a Precarious Future. 


After the world-wide upheaval, whose re- 
verberations have even yet by no means died 


away, the picking up of the dropped or. 


broken threads of international trade is 
necessarily no easy matter. With general 
shortness of capital, scarcity and high costs of 
materials and labour, and taxation at unpre- 
cedented heights, one hears from every branch 
of industry the same complaints of the bur- 
dens weighing upon British export trade, the 
building up of which is of vital importance to 
this country at the present time; and the 
printing trade is no exception to the rule. 

In conversation the other day with a repre- 
sentative of the British and Colonial Printer 
and Stationer, Mr. Edgar L. Waterlow, the 
well.known managing director of the house 
of Waterlow and Sons, Ltd , one of the most 
important firms of British export printers, 
gave, іп interesting fashion, some indication 
of his own personal views as to the position 
in which the printing export trade of this 
country finds itself to-day. Referring not 
merely to any particular branch of the trade 
but to the general state of affairs in respect of 
the exportation of printed matter, Mr. Water- 
low expressed himself somewhat as follows. 

Before the war, he said, we in this country, 
did a fairly extensive and very steady export 
trade in printing, but, during the war, this 
was curtailed from various causes, and, 
although there have been some temporary 
compensatory gains, the loss has not by any 
means been made good. 

Taking 'the American Continent, for in- 
stance, we find that Canada, with whom we 
did a large pre-war trade, practically ceased 
altogether to order from us during the war, 
owing to the fact that high production costs 


e 


in this country coupled with heavy insurance 
and tariff rates made the costs of goods even 
higher than those charged by firms in the 
United States. And although, since the war, 
the burden of insurance— war risk insurance 
at any rate—has been eliminated, yet the in- 
crease in the cost of wages and of raw ma- 
terials has been so great that this company 
has probably suffered a permanent loss of 
about £100,000 worth of work per annum in 
respect of Canada alone. 

South American orders during the war were 
fewer in number but greater in value than in 


. previous years, as customers took the pre- 


caution to lav in stocks for perhaps two or 
three years. Now, however, our rising costs 
may deprive us of the advantage we pre- 
viously had. 

Looking to the East—India for instance 
and China— we see that where a very large 
trade was done in pre- war days our customers 
have been driven by the war to find new 
markets in which to buy. In this field our 
principal competitor is Japan, who is now 
well established and is supplying a large 
volume of manufactures which were pre- 
viously purchased from England. 

As for the Colonies, taking them as a whole, 
they are seeking—as one would expect—to 
meet their requirements as far as possible by 
home production. Australia was the first, 
previous to the war, to drop almost entirely 
her trade with the Mother Country. South 
Africa is fast approaching the same position, 
there being very few classes of printing she is 
not now producing for herself. 

Against these permanent losses there can be 
set some temporary gain. The European 
upheaval has no doubt brought us a great 
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deal of ephemeral export trade in printing: 
Some of this may last for three years, or five 
at the outside. But the European countries 
will sooner or later settle down to produce 
for themselves, and then we shall “feel the 
draught." 

Burdens at Home. 


First among the burdens on the British ex- 
porter, Mr. Waterlow mentioned the Excess 
Profits Duty. Опе of the greatest difficulties 
of the export trade, he said, is to find suffi- 
cient capital. Capital is essential if weareto 
give European customers the long credit re- 
quired in the carrying out of the enormous 
individual orders they have to place. The 
Excess Profits Tax absorbs one's liquid assets 
and makes impossible any large extension of 


plant or material to cope witn export possi- , 


bilities. 

. "I do not suppose there was any company 
in the printing trade," said Mr. Waterlow, 
“that had so largean item representing liquid 
assets as we had previous to the increased 
Income Tax and the Excess Profits Duty. But 
now we find ourselves greatly hampered in 
our endeavours to help the country by ob- 
taining as much export work as possible. Іп 
fact, І may say that where a large capital 
outlay has been involved we have, in some 
instances, actually had to turn down the 
work; and to my knowledge orders have, in 
some cases, been given outside this country in 
consequence." 

Another thing, Mr. Waterlow remarked, 
which bears heavily upon the exporter's capi- 
tal is the purchase of paper. Paper buying is 
now almost on a cash basis, payment being 
sometimes required even before delivery. 
And where £100 was spent before the war 
about £350 has to be spent to-day ; nearly all 
European customers are without ready cash 
and desire credit, and it comes very hard on 
the printer. | 

A further point, the importance of which is 
not generally realised, is that the continual 
variation of the costs of materials makes it 
impossible to tell beforehand what the price 
of a job will be. Charging by reference is 
useless; every job when finished has to be 
andividually costed. This means an enormous 
increase of work in getting out one's costs and 
consequent delay in rendering accounts to 
«customers. Credit is also lengthened in this 
way and liquid assets further diminished. 

Thus the export outlook, in Mr. Waterlow's 
view, is not altogether a bright one. The 
busy state of our factories at the present 
moment, he thinks, should not be allowed to 
deceive us into believing that our export 
trade is in a thriving condition. He insists 
that the seeming prosperity of the present is 
mostly but a flash in the pan; the sound 
aegular export printing trade of this country 
will take a long time to recover.

made. 

In the absence of Lord Northcliffe, who 
was detained at Manchester (in connection 
with trade union matters), the guests were re- 
ceived at the mills by Sir Campbell Stuart. 

The many interesting phases of paper- 
making were explained by Mr. W. H. Salmon, 
the managing engineer, and the other mana- 
gers. On behalf of his colleagues, Mr. H. 
Wilson Howes returned thanks to Lord 
Northcliffe for what, he said, was one of the 
most wonderfully interesting afternoons the 
representatives of the newspaper and printing 
trades workmen had ever had.

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A Discussion in S.E. London. 


At last week's general meeting of the 
Association of Master Printers of South-East 
London (partly reported in the preceding 
issue), Mr. A. Langley, of the Euston Press, 
addressed the gathering on the subject of 
paper. 

He began by recapitulating the present 
state of affairs as described recently by Mr. A. 
W. Foster, secretary of the Papermakers' 
Association, and he recommended to all his 
hearers the report of Mr. Foster's address on 
“The Paper Situation," which appeared in the 
British and Colonial Printer and Stationer 
(June roth issue). After recalling Mr. Foster's 
conclusion that there was not much hope for 
an early reduction in the price of paper, Mr. 
Langley mentioned present signs of a break 
in prices, but said that although he expected 
some relief, due to the unloading of stocks 
from some of those who had gambled in paper, 
he was not very optimistic that paper prices 
would be much affected. 

Papermakers, he said, had been doing very 
well, but he thought they must look elsewhere 
than to the mills for the profiteers. He under- 
stood that something like 150 paper agents 
had started business during the war in the 
City of London. When one heard of paper 
being charged out at 6d. a pound at the mill, 
and without leaving the mill being sold toa 
printer at 1s. gd. by a profiteer, they began to 
realise there were more fools in the printing 
industry than they had dreamt of. 

When the slump in the printing industry 
came, said Mr. Langley—and there were many 
signs of its approach—were they to be ina 
panic and follow the lead of “ London's Lead- 
ing Store "—" Lowest prices always—less 10 
per cent.?" Things were already getting very 
serious in a number of houses, and unless 
printers got closer together, closed up their 
ranks, they would see that terrible bane of the 
trade returning— "the fill-up job." Thefill up 
jeb, the taking of unremunerative work, was 
a levy on capital: it left the printer not only 
with stores depleted but with capital value 
of plant depreciated. Не hoped the Costing 
System would do something towards keeping 
prices reasonable. But there were signs that 
the criminal cut-throat competitive printer 
had returned. It was preferable to deal 
with a fool rather than a rogue, but when one 
got a mixture of the two, as they seemed to 
get sometimes in the printing trade—really 
one looked for the time when instead of 
building sanatoria for printers they would 
build a really substantial lethal chamber for 
the price-cutter. (Laughter and applause.) 

The discussion that followed was a very 
general one. 

Mr. C. Northam referred to Mr. Bennett's 
address on co-operative paper-buying, and 
asked whether anything was being done in 
the matter. 
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Mr. Whyte on being called upon, said that 
in the meantime, headquarters was not act- 
ing in the matter, it being thought that this 
was a matter which members should be left 
to arrange themselves. There were prospects 
of a start being made with arrangements ona 
small scale under the auspices of the Central 
Districts Branch. 

Later Mr. Poulton returned to the subject 
of paper-buying, and said co-operative buy- 
ing was a matter that required further con- 
sideration, as there was nothing to prevent 
everything being bought co-operatively, in- 
cluding printing. He spoke also of the diffi- 
culties co-operative paper-buying would 
introduce into competition in printing. Refer- 
ring to the high price of paper, Mr. Poulton 
said that in one of the Jargest paper houses, 
English orders had absolutely ceased. Не 
thought the excessive price of paper was now 
largely a matter of profiteering. 

A member said he had it on good authority 
that there was likely to be a big strike or 
lock-out in the engineering trade. Members 
would be wise to have repairs, etc., done 
without delay. 

Mr. J. W. Carley, in the matter of strikes. 
and rumours of strikes, raised the question of 
whether the consumer was not going on 
strike. Returning from his recent peregrina- 
tions in the land of the Celts, he said, he had 
called at the office of a very large factory not 
a hundred miles from London. He was. 
astonished at the silence of the place, and 
on inquiry found that where once there were 
50 comps, they now had Io, and rows of ma- 
chines stood idle, covered with cloths, like: 
shrouds. This was largely brought about by 
the high costs now prevailing.

Among the several important subjects 
selected for discussion at the recent cost con- 
gress at Cardiff, one of great practical 
interest was that on " The Value of a Jobbing 
Price List from the point of view of the 
Printer and the Customer.” This subject was 
introduced by Mr. W. J. W. Grieve, of Dum- 
fries, who said :— 

From the printer's point of view I should 
say one of the first pointsof valueof a jobbing 
price list is the ability it confersto give a price 
instantly—something that is often attempted 
with disastrous results both to the individual 
printer and to the trade. Second, the careful 
printer is saved much valuable time in mak- 
ing up estimates for, varying quantities of 
small work. "Third, costly errors are avoided. 
Every man is liable to make mistakes, but if 
he has a price list at hand, even though it is 
not used altogether for quoting, a comparison 
of the estimated price with the price list will 
enable the printer to detect any error he has 
made. Fourth, uniformity of prices may be 
obtained through a price list, and not by any 
other means. This, of course, calls fora good 
organisation among the printers of the dis- 
trict. I recall our early efforts in the Border 
Counties of England and Scotland in getting 
a price list adopted by the printers all over 
the district, and in this respect we were fortu- 
nate in getting nearly every printer to adopt 
it. One reason why the price list has been so 
successful with us has been the active and 
hearty co-operation and loyalty of the mem- 
bers to each other in adhering to the prices 
printed on the list and not selling below 
these prices. 


The Customer's Point of View. 


From the customer's point of view, I would 
point out that the buying public expects the 
printer to know what he can do a job for. To 
see a printer take pencil and paper and com- 
mence figuring for a small job of every-day 
occurrence has the tendency to disturb the 
customer's confidence in the printer's ability. 
On the other hand, the printer who fingers the 
paper, holds it up to the light and makes a 
flat guess at the price, does not as a rule fool 
the customer. ‘Any intelligent person can see 
that it is a guess and is more than likely to 
get the price checked by another printer. 

The printed price list gives the customer 
what he wants in nine cases out of ten—first, 
a price immediately (especially on small 
work) and, second, assurance that the price is 
a fair one, based on absolute knowledge. 

There is no doubt that printers themselves 
are the ones who encourage buyers to run 
about looking for prices, by the practices 
which I have just mentioned, and once a man 
has discovered the great variations in prices 
that sometimes are obtained through a num- 
ber of estimates, he is likely to develop into 
what may be called a “ chronic shopper." 
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Printers should bear in mind that in the 
great majority of cases a price is asked merely 
tor the sake of knowing what the price is to 
be, and in these cases the quotations from a 
price list give the customer all the informa- 
tion he wants. There are, however, a few of 
these "chronic shoppers" referred to, who 
raise a hue and cry against a uniform price 
list, but I am safe in saying that, in ninety- 
nine cases out of a hundred, the prices shown 
on the list are accepted: but unfortunately it 
is the hundredth case that creates the trouble, 
and I feel it very strongly that the regular 
customer should be called upon to pay more 
and that any advantage should be given to 
the party who simply runs round trying to 
play off one printer against another. 

On the whole, the price list is the only fair 
means of charging up small jobs, as it ensures 
a fair margin of profit on all work, and does 
away with the necessity of sticking an extra 
profit on the good customer to cover the losses 
on a ditficult one. 

Uniformity of prices is welcomed by every 
branch of the buying public. Suppose you 
bought an article for two guineas and shortly 
afterwards another tradesman offered to 
supply you with the same article for one 
guinea, 1t would never enter into your head 
that the second tradesman was probably 
losing money, either through ignorance or 
intentionally with a view to drawing your 
trade. Your only feeling would be one of in- 
dignation that you had been "had." How 
much happier you would be to be told the 
price was a fair and proper one! 


What the Objectors Say. 


Now for some objections to the price list 
that I have heard from printers. From an 
occasional well-established firm: " We have 
a good factory organisation, employ no 
travellers, and our selling expenses are re- 
duced to a minimum. Why should we under- 
take to charge the same prices as our com- 


x puc who are ina less fortunate position ?" 


rom many small printers, sometimes the 
“less fortunate competitors” that I have just 
mentioned: "We are in business in a small 
way compared to the big firm down the 
street. lf we quote the same prices as they, 
surely the work will all go to the large firm." 

Is not the one an answer to the other? If 
both are determined to quote lower than the 
other, where will it stop? These fallacies 
should be thrust aside, and a minimum price 
list agreed upon without delay. 

Others say: " The price lists I have seen are 
much too high for me; my customers would 
not pay such prices" On looking over 
samples of some of their work, 1 agree. lt 
takes money, and a lot of it these days to re- 
place worn out type and machinery ; on the 
other hand, it is only really good work that 
can command the price. 

Then there is the man who cannot agree to 
uniform prices, as he " specialises" in a certain 
class of work. Say he prints gummed labels 
on the whole sheet, after soliciting orders at 
what some think a low price. Let him 
specialise all he wants, providing he does so 
on the lines laid down by the Federation 
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Costing System. To allow time to co-op. 
sufficient jobs fora sheet he must at least take 
a month to make delivery. The jobbing price 
list still its him when a job comes in to-day, 
and is wanted to-morrow. 


Up-to-Date Price Lists Wanted. 


"While a small jobbing price list is a very 
useful help to the printer, 1 should like, if it 
were possible that sufficient funds should be 
raised to keep a permanent staff of costing 
experts at 24, Holborn, working out a price 
list such as I havein my hands, and published 
by the United Туро! ћеѓах of America. То 
those of us who have done our little bit in 
producing price lists, it has been, to a certain 
extent, a pleasure, but the matter has now 
reached a stage when a staff should be per- 
manently employed working out the details 
for practically every class of work. 

Here we have a price list covering practic- 
ally every operation in the trade: General 
printing, commercial printing, book work, 
pamphlet binding, stationery books, ruling, 
electrotyping, etc. Such a book to the British 
printer would be priceless. Our organisation 
has done valuable work in the past few years, 
but we cannot afford to rest on our oars, and 
what is possible in America is possible here. 
But money is needed to carry on this work 
and it behoves all of us to contribute to this 
great work. 

Lists, in their place are very good, but to 
reap the full knowledge put in the Costing 
System and satisfy yourselves that the hour 
rates are justified. 


Costing System Must be installed. 

I had occasion to be in Glasgow last Tues- 
day, attending a meeting of the Wages Board 
in connection with the Scottish Alliance, and 
whilst seated at lunch overheard a conversa- 
tion between two gentlemen who apparently 
were costing clerks. -I heard one of them say, 
" By the way, the printers have a very fine 
costing system, and 1 have just been reading 
through one of their books." Needless to say 
] was very pleased to hear him say so. but the 
sting was in the tail when he said, " One fool 
of a printer from whom we get estimates can- 
not have the system installed, for he is always 
far cheaper than any other man." So you see 
the buying public don't always appreciate the 
cheapest man. 

In this connection ] am reminded of a 
Scotch story. ‘A little boy was employed as 
a message boy to a grocer in a small country 
town, the grocer being an ardent advocate 
and supporter of the Conservative party. One 
morning the boy wasa little late in turning 
out for duty, and on entering was promptly 
asked by his master as to the cause. “Oor 
cats had kittens this mornin'," replied the 
boy, assuming a look of great earnestness: 
"four o' them, an’ they're a’ Conserva- 
tives.” "Get in-by and tidy up the back 
shop," said the grocer gruffly, not in a mood 
to inquire into the extraordinary feline 
phenomenon. 

А few days afterwards, a commercial 
traveller, who was also a true-blue Tory, 
called at the shop and was discussing with 
the grocer the chances of victory or failure in 


an approaching by-election. Said the grocer’ 
" Our party is gaining strength in the country’ 
of that 1 am convinced, and with reason; 
why, my message boy was telling me recently 
that his mother's cat has had kittens—four of 
them — and they are all Conservatives." 

Shortly afterwards the message boy entered 
the premises with his basket on his arm. 
“ Hello,Johnnie!" exclaimed the commercial, 
* and so yourcat has had kittens, has she? " 
* Aye,” replied Johnnie, " four o' them." “ And 
all Conservatives, too, I believe?” remarked 
the traveller. "Na," said Johnnie, "they're 
Leeberals." ‘Liberals! You told me a fort- 
night ago they were Conservatives," inter- 
posed the master. “Ou, aye, of course,” 
returned Johnnie, with the utmost gravity. 
"They were Conservatives yon time, but 
they're seein’ поо!" 

Gentlemen, the Costing System has opened 
our eyes, and whilst, in the past, many of us 
have sinned in the dark, we are certainly not 
going to sin in the light.

Peace or War? 


We went to press last week with new 
hopes. of a settlement of the wages dispute, 
it being thought likely that after the pro- 
ceedings at the Joint industrial Council meet- 
ing on Tuesday of last week, the Т.А. would 
withdraw their strike notices and the embargo 


on overtime, and that means might then be: 


found for a pacific agreement with them as 
with the other trade unions affiliated with the 
Printing and Kindred Trades Federation, 
who, it was believed, were overwhelmingly 
in favour of accepting the terms offered. On 
Thursday, however, a joint conference held 
at Stationers’ Hall proved abortive, the em- 
ployers deciding to refer the matter again to 
the Joint Industrial Council, and the Typo- 
graphical Association deciding to revert to the 
position that existed immediately following 
the ballot vote for rejection of the offer of 10s. 
advance. The T.A. renewed its strike notices, 
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which it stated had only been suspended, пої 
withdrawn—tke notices to expire on June 
26th—and stoppage of overtime was rein- 
forced. On Monday it was known that the 
offer made to the other unions affiliated 
to the Printing and Kindred Trades Federa- 
tion and the Binders' Union had been ac- 
cepted, namely, 10s. a week increase to all 
male members and 3$. 6d. a week to all quali- 
fied women workers. The ballot resulted in 
a majority of over 48,000, or six to one, being 
recorded in favour of acceptance of the terms. 
Instructions have accordingly been issued by 
the Master Printers’ Federation that the ad- 
vances are to be paid at once, being made 


-retrospective for the past two weeks, to the 


members of all the unions who have accepted 
the offer. There was a meeting of the Master 
Printers’ Federation Labour Committee 
yesterday (Wednesday) morning to review 
the position, and the Joint Industrial Coun- 
cil meets this morning (Thursday) at Sta- 
tioners' Hall. The latest development, as we 
go to press, is that the Ministry of Labour 


after conferring with the T.A. on Tuesday, 


has invited representatives of the Federation 
of Master Printers and the newspaper pro- 
prietors' organisations to a conference.

The receipts of 
boards also show а ‘steady increase. It is to 
be regretted that the official monthly returns 
do not show the arrivals of news-print, hang- 
ings, etc. Under the classification оѓ“ print- 
ing paper not coated, and writing paper in 
large sheets," the imports during the last three 
months were 498,199 cwts., of the value of 
£991,669. The total imports for the quarter 
were 2,735,222 cwts., valued at / 5,570,738. In 
view of the scarcity of papel in the home 
market, the development of our export trade 
isretarded. The total shipments during the 
first three months of the current year amount 
to 437,453 cwts. of the value of £1,975,4i17, а 
considerable improvement on the correspond- 
ing period of 1919, but less than one-half the 
quantity shipped during Jan.-March, 1913. 
Re-exports are steadily expanding.

Canadian farili Changes.

Canadian Customs Memorandum No. 2397-B, 
dated May 19th, 1920, contains the provisions 
of the Customs Tariff Resolutions and the 
Resolutions affecting the Special War Revenue 
Act, 1915, introduced into the Canadian 
Parliament and held to be in effect on and 
after May тоїһ, 1920. 

According to the Tariff Resolutions, all 
duties are removed from Tariff Item, No. 172., 
Books, viz :—Books on the application of 
science to industries of all kinds, including 
books on agriculture, horticulture, forestry, 
fish and fishing, mining, metallurgy, architec- 
ture, electric and other engineering, carpentry, 
ship-building mechanism, dyeing, bleaching, 
tanning, weaving and other mechanic arts, 
and similar industrial books; (also including 
books printed in any language, other than the 
English and French languages, or in any two 
languages not being English or French, or in 
any three or more languages) and bibles, 
prayer-books, psalm and hymn-books, reli- 
gious tractsand Sunday school lesson pictures. 
[NorE.—The words in brackets are now 
omitted from this item]; also for item No. 
483—Stereotypes, electrotypes and celluloids 
(of newspaper columns in any language other 
than French and English, and) of books and 
bases and matrices and copper shells for the 
same, whether composed wholly or in part of 
metal or celluloid. [Nore.— The words in 
brackets are now omitted from this item.] 

According to the War Revenue Resolutions, 
there is to be imposed, levied and collected a 
tax on playing cards: for every fifty-four 
cards or fraction of fifty-four in each package 
—when selling at $25 or less per gross pack- 
ages—25 cents per pack ; when selling in ex- 
со! $25 per gross packages — 50 cents per 
pack.

Under an Austrian Decree of May 18th (in 
force from May 28th), art printing and chromo 
cardboard and art printing and chromo paper 
are admitted into Austria free, previously 
duties of 15 kr. and 27 kr. per 100 kg. having 
been in force. On rags (linen, cotton, silk and 
woollen) the export duty is reduced from 9.60 
to 2 kr. per 100 kg. 

The following goods, which were admitted 
free of import duty under the provisions of a 
Decree of August last are now again subject 
to import duty at the ordinary rates :— Copper 
sulphate; “ war glue," paper size, and similar 
albuminous materials or similar adhesive and 
binding materials, animal glue, resin substi- 
tutes made with the addition of dextrine, 
starch, mineral substances, etc., for sizing 
paper for paper factories.

. Notes and News from Printing Correspondents. 


AUSTRALIA. 


WHILE there have been, since the last time 
of writing, many indications of possibilities 
of an increasing volume of printing trade in 
Australia, yet printers in the Commonwealth 
have found themselves very severely handi- 
capped in several directions, as for instance, 
by the extreme difficulty of satisfactorily 
negotiating paper supplies, and, even more, 
by the labour unrest culminating in the strike 
which has hit Melbourne printing houses very 
hard indeed. 

‘Victorian Printers’ Strike. 


LABOUR generally has been restive of late, 
demands being made in several trades, not 
only for increased wages, but also for a 
shorter working week, a 44-hour week being 
that commonly aimed at. And the printing 
industry is one that has been specially 
affected. 


ABOUT 1,000 members of the Victorian 
Typographical Society employed in job-print- 
ing offices as compositors, letterpress mach- 
inists, stereotypers, readers and linotype 
operators handed in strike notices on Feb- 
ruary 23rd, their demand being for a 44-hour 
week (instead of a 48-hour), and increased 
wages for all grades, with a minimum of £5— 
the stoppage to beginon the 28th. On Feb- 
ruary 25th a further notice was received by 
the employing printers to the effect that the 

rinters’ operatives, consisting of feeders, 

yers, varnishers, stone polishers, etc., would 
cease work on February 28th unless they were 
paid a minimum wage of £4 4s. for a 44-hour 
week. On the 25th, also, the demand of the 
Victorian Typographical Society for a wage 
of £5 a week of 44 hours was adopted by the 
. Australian Bookbinders and Paper Rulers’ 
Union, who also threatened to strike on the 
28th. 


Tue strike began on March Ist, the unions 
concerned having rejected the master printers’ 
offer that the claim for a reduction in the 
hours from 48 to 44 per week be held in abey- 
ance, and that the compositors be given an 
increase to 96s. per week of 48 hours, other 
employees to receive corresponding increases. 
In the case of the Victorian Litho Printers’ 
Union, however, a conference with the em- 
ployers' representatives resulted in an offer of 
increased wages for a 48-hour week. This 
offer was accepted by the members of the 
Lithographers’ Union, who consequently re- 
mained at their work: 


By March gth the strike had spread to the 
women bookbinders, about 100 being thrown 
out immediately, when their union decided 
that the members would not handle work 
performed by persons who had taken the 
places of the strikers in other branches of the 


industry. Seven hundred more women book- 
binders, in accordance with the decision of 
their union, ceased work on March 15th; this 
made a total of 2,000 employees idle in the 
industry. The cessation of the women book- 
binders further curtailed printing operations, 
bringing the work of many houses to a stand- 
Still. 


THE unions imposed a levy on their mem- 
bers of 1s. a week per member, and it was 
claimed that, with the support thus obtained 
and the assistance of unions in the other 
States, the combined unions in the printing 
industry could carry on the fight indefinitely. 


PRINTING trade unions in other States have 
shown much activity of late, and there is 
serious danger. The Sydney printers in par- 
ticular have made definite moves in the direc- 
tion of demanding the 44-hour week. Strike 


‘levies were imposed. 


WHILE other States have benefited to some 
extent by the transfer of printing business 
from Victoria, there has undoubtedly been a 
dead loss of a certain amount of printing. 


Books and Newspapers. 


THE book trade has been busy of late, and 
this is a welcome development, although 
many imported books—particularly Ameri- 
can — are on the market. Undoubtedly 
American book producers are making deter- 
mined and very thoughtfully-planned efforts 
i епке their share of Australia's trade in 

ooks. 


WRITERS in the Press have been paying 
some attention to the character of the litera- 
ture which is now read in big quantities. As 
a contrast to the doubtful productions from 
the press before the war, there is now growing 
upa taste and a demand for books dealing 
with the life, customs, literature and geo- 
graphical environment of the people of other 
lands. This is an outcome of the war and the 
experiences of the Australian soldiers abroad. 


INCREASED prices of American magazines 
are announced, and range from 10d. to 2s. 
The increases are attributed to the American 
exchange showing depreciation of 331 per 
cent., although the whole of the difference is 
not added, as this would “make the prices 


. almost prohibitive.” 


THE cost of paper is causing newspapers to 
put up their selling prices. The West Austra- 
lian has gone from та. to 2d., and the Daily 
News, the only evening newspaper in Perth, 
forecasts the same advance. |n the latter 
case it is announced that the higher figure is 
simply equivalent to the cost of the paper in 
an eight. page edition. It isalso pointed out 
that print paper, which cost £12 12s. 6d. per 
ton before the war, is now £80 a ton. 
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IN announcing an increase of price from 
2d. to 3d., Mr. Joynton Smith, managing 
director of Smith's Weekly, Sydney, says this is 
forced upon them by a series of happenings 
and "squeezings," and adds that the paper 
:' refuses to be squeezed out." 


THE paper situation has caused the Sunday 
Times at Perth to increase its price from 3d. to 
4d., and other newspapers in the country have 
gone from id. to 13d. The Advertiser and 
Register at Adelaide, South Australia, have 
been advanced to 1id., and the weekly papers 
from 4d. to 6d. 


THE net average daily circulation of the 
Age newspaper, Melbourne, is now certified to 
be 156,068. 


COMMENT is made in Smith's Weekly on the 
popularity of newspaper. shares. This is 
attributed to the accumulative earning power 
which an established newspaper possesses. 
The price for shares in either of the Sydney 
companies — Daily Telegraph and Sun—is high, 
due to the market’s great regard for their 
future. The Melbourne Herald is not so highly 
esteemed. Still, it is soundly run, and its 
shares are attractive, says the writer. 


A VERDICT was returned on March 30th in 
the interesting case (referred to in the last 
Colonial issue of the British and Colonial 
Printer and Stationer), in which Robert 
Fraser, printer, was charged before Mr. Justice 
M'Arthur with having published a“ wicked, 
malicious and seditious libel concerning His 
Majesty's Government, the Crown and realm." 
The alleged libel appeared in a four-sheet 
publication called the Republic, 7,000 copies of 
which were printed by the firm of Fraser and 
Jenkinson, printers, of Queen-street, Melbourne. 
The article referred in very strong terms to the 
subject of British misrule in Ireland. After а 
retirement of three-quarters of an hour, the 
jury returned a verdict of not guilty, and 
Fraser was discharged. 


Commercial Developments. 


AMONG the new companies registered at 
Sydney is the following: Davies and Can- 
nington, Ltd., capital £40,000, in shares of £1 
each, to acquire the business of printers, 
bookbinders, paper and stationery merchants, 
now carried on by Davies and Cannington, 
Ltd., as the Federal Printing Works, New- 
castle. Managing directors: H. J. Canning- 
ton (chairman) and А. W. Davies. Office: 
Newcastle. 


THE following companies have decided to 
wind up voluntarily, with a view to recon- 
struction: Clarton, Hodgson and Co., Ltd., 
under the name of Hodgson and Co., Ltd. ;

Sun, Ltd., under the name of Sun Newspapers, 
Ltd. ; Duncan Macpherson, liquidator.

A SPECIAL general meeting of the Sun 
Newspaper, Ltd., has decided upon recon- 
struction. 


THE directors of Australian Paper Mills 
propose the payment of a dividend of rs. per 
share and a bonus of 6d. on the old issue, and 
a dividend of 9d. and a bonus of 6d. per share 
on the new issue. 


THE directors of J. Fielding and Co., Lid., 
cardboard box-makers and printers, are offer- 
ing 20,000 7 per cent. cum. preference shares of 
£1 to shareholders at par, in the proportion of 
one for every two existing shares held, pay- 
able 5s. per share on application, 5s. per share 
on allotment, and the balance of ros. per share 
by a call not later than April Ist. 1920. 


Miscellaneous Jottings. 


THE shortage of paper was the subject of 
an address by Mr. H. P. Williams, at Sydney, 
to a meeting of advertisement agents, to 
whom he emphasised the seriousness of the 
famine. He mentioned the fact that the big 
American journals were curtailing their out- 
put, and went on to emphasise that the time 
had arrived in every country when the pro- 
ducers of newspapers had to facea world's 
shortage of printing paper. 


MR. WiLLIAMS declares that the output of 
paper is a labour problem, and he shows the 
effect of prohibition in this connection ii the 
States. Although an absolute teetotaller 
himself, he says he is bound to admit that 
prohibition is largely responsible for a con- 
stant stream of emigration from America. 
The labour employed in paper production is 
chiefly European, and men are leaving the 
States at the rate of 600,000 per month for 
Europe, because they are denied the light 
wines and beers they have been used to all 
their lives. 


A MYSTERIOUS fire has occurred amongst 
the reels of paper sorted out from those dam- 
aged in the recent fire, in which damage to 
the extent of £30,000 was done at Port Ade- 
laide to printing paper belonging to the 
Advertiser. The paper had been sorted out 
to send to the Melbourne mills for re-treat- 
ment, when the fire broke out. The blaze was 
even more spectacular than the previous out- 
break, huge stacks of drv paper being fanned 
by a strong breeze. 


Fire has damaged three floors of the build- 
ing in Clarence-street, Sydney, in which are 
housed the businesses of Samuel Wood, whole- 
sale stationer, and Messrs. Yates and Mann, 
printer. The quick work of the brigades pre- 
vented the flames from reaching the extensive 
premises of Alex. Cowan and Co., manufac- 
turing stationers, adjoining. 


THE late Mr. Charles Matthews, paper bag 
manufacturer, of Sydney, left an estate valued 
at £78,613. The testator directed his trustees 
to carry on the business of paper bag manu- 
facturers and printing, and to float it into 
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a company of киленен £1 shares, allotted as 
follow :—100 shares to his brother Albert, 100 
to his brother Frederick, 575 to certain em- 
ployees, and the balance to be held in trust 
for testator's daughter Gwendoline Lilian, 
and to be transferred to her upon her attain- 
ing the age of 25 years. 


NEW ZEALAND. 


AS IN Australia, the question of wages is а 
matter very much to the fore at present in the 
printing trade of New Zealand. Unlike 
Australia, however, we have been fortunate 
enough to find working terms of agreement. 


А CONFERENCE between representatives of 
employers and workers in all departments of 
the printing trade in Wellington, except the 
typographical section, was held at the 
beginning of March, and an agreement was 
reached on all points except two minor ones, 
which were referred to a conciliation council, 
the main provisions being :— Hours of work: 
Day shift, 45 hours a week ; night shift, 42. 
Wages: Journeymenbookbinders, paper rulers, 
letterpress machinists, £4 17s. 6d., including 
16s. 6d. bonus in cities and towns with a 
population over 5,000; £4 IOS. 6d. including 
16s. 6d. bonus for workers in towns of 5,000 
population and under. Female workers from 
17s. 6d. in first six months to 45s. after four 
years. Overtime and holiday work from 3s. 
3d. to 6s. 6d. per hour; night workers Io per 
cent.extra. ‘he agreement has a currency of 
two years from April and. 


THE scarcity of paper continues. In New 
Zealand the position is becoming worse, 
causing newspaper proprietors grave concern. 
The only paper procurable, its early delivery 
being problematical, is quoted at £95 a ton, 
compared with £11 10s. before the war. It is 
almost hopeless to expect orders to be filled by 
Canada this year, and Scandinavian supplies 
are exceedingly small and uncertain of de- 
livery. Newspaper proprietors, at a confer- 
ence, decided that the drastic curtailment of 
the size of the papers was imperative. The 
Government was also urged to remove the 
duty from Scandinavian paper until Canadian 
supplies were available in sufficiently reliable 
quantities. 


AT the annual meeting of the News- 
paper Proprietors' Association at Wellington 
it was unanimously decided, in view of the 
ever-increasing cost of news-print paper and 
the cost generally of production, that a 
uniform rate of twopence per copy should be 
charged for all daily newspapers. Moreover,a 
committee has been set up to make exhaustive 
inquiries into the possibilities of making 
news-print paper in the Dominion. 


THE Grey River Argus newspaper office, 
Greymouth, Auckland, New Zealand, a large 
two-storey wooden building. has been gutted 
by fire. Paper, books and movable parts of 
machinery were saved, but great damage was 
done by fire and water. The Argus was re- 
cently purchased by the Labour Party.

Changes in the Trade with India. 


Important Government Report. 


Interesting references to the paper and 
pasteboard trade with India during and 
at the close of the war are contained in 
the report which H.M. Senior Trade Commis- 
sioner in India and Ceylon (Mr. Thomas M. 
Ainscough) has forwarded to the Govern- 
ment. 

The imports into India of paper and paste- 
board are divided into two sections, viz., the 
imports of Government stores and the private 
trade. The imports on Government account 
during the war were :— 1913-14, £53,770; 1914- 
15, £36,090 ; 1915-16, £37,425; 1910-17, £44,082 ; 
1917- 18, 163, 207. Of these amounts the United 

ngdom sent £53,715 in 1913-14, £32,763 in 
1914-15, £36,268 in 1915-16, £41,828 in 1916-17, 
and £54,122 in 1017-18. 

It will be observed, says the report, that the 
United Kingdom has a firm hold of thistrade. 
The purchases are usually made in London, 
and the slight decrease in the British share in 
1917-18 is due to direct purchases from Japan 
and the United States.

Japanese Competition. 


Owing to the exigencies of war, theshare of 
the United Kingdom has declined froni 58 per 
cent. to 27 per cent., while the shares of our 
principal competitors—Japan, Norway, Swe- 
den and the United States—have expanded 
enormously. The most serious competition 
at present 1s that from Japan. "This question 
has already been dealt with, in detail, in a 
private report to the department, and a fairly 
complete range of Japanese samples may be 
seen by those interested at the Department of 
Overseas Trade. 

The principal increases in Japanese imports 
are in packing paper, printing paper and 
writing paper and envelopes. The increase 
in I913-14 in packing paper was one cwt. of 


- 
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the value of £1, and in printing paper of 
5 cwts. (£13), and in writing paper and enve- 
lopes / 356. | 

The corresponding increases for 1917-18 аге 


given thus: Packing paper, 11,168 cwts. 

(£21,408); printing paper, 27,106 cwts. 

(£64,123) ; writing paper and envelopes, 
5,672. 


It is added that Japan is now competing in 
every kind of paper, and it must be admitted 
that many of the qualities supplied appear to 
be suited to the requirements of this market. 


Domestic Production. 


Attention should be given to the increasing 
production of paper in Indian mills. The 
following mills which contain more or less 


modern plant and are run on Western lines 


give the present output per year :—

The Titaghur Paper Mills .. 18,000 
The Bengal Paper Mills .. 7,000

There are also in Bombay one or two mills 
manufacturing wrapping papers. The total 
output of all the mills that can be considered 
seriously aggregates roughly 30,000 tons a 

ear. The total demand for paper in India 
is estimated at 75,000 tons a year, so that two- 
thirds of the pre-war requirements had to be 
imported. 

efore the war, the Indian mills were gener- 
ally in a very unsatisfactory position and 
relied for their raw material to some extent 
on imported wood pulp, of which 13,000 tons 
were used in 1913. The difficulties of obtain- 
ing this raw material during the war, how- 
ever, has driven the mills to the increased use 
of sabai grass, and to the raw materials such 
as bamboo, baib, spruce, bagassa, hemp 
stalks, etc., which are available in consider- 
able quantities in India. The profits made 
during the war have also placed the mills in 
a strong positien and will enable them to refit 
and extend when supplies of machinery are 
available. Many extensions are contem- 
plated, and one of the largest industrial 


houses in Calcutta is proposing to manufac- ` 


ture paper on a very large scale from bamboo 
pulp, an extensive bamboo concession being 
obtained near Chittagong. Many types of 
paper which were formerly imported have 
been made locally during the war, such, for 
instance, as thin bank paper used for type- 
writing, soft-sized impression paper for use 
with duplicating machines, wax paper and 
boards for post cards, И appears likely, 
therefore, that paper manufacture in India 
will extend rapidly after the war, and British 
makers will also have this factor to consider 
in addition to increased competition from 
Japan, Norway, Sweden and the United 
States. 
Competition. 


In the pre-war quinquennium, the United 
Kingdom supplied 58 per cent. of India's im- 
ports of paper, her shipments in 1913-14 
amounting to £595,129, and her principa. 


competitors being Germany and Austria- 
Hungary. In 1917-18 the British share had 
declined to below 27 per cent., or £413,012, 
while Japanese shipments had advanced from 
£11,347 to £392,812, Norwegian imports from 
£53.919 to £ 307,517, and Swedish imports from 
633.919 to £200,727. The competition is so 
serious, and there is such likelihood of its re- 
maining unabated after the war, that special 
steps will need to be taken to meet it. 

The writer adds: One leading British 
manufacturer already possesses branches and 
a selling organisation in the principal ports ; 
others employ mercantile firms as agents and 
despatch a traveller each year, while many 
more confine themselves to selling in London 
to export houses. In view of the serious com- 
petition not only from foreign sources, but 
also from mills in the country, I would 
recommend that British papermakers not 
already represented should send out an ac- 
credited representative to study conditions 
on the spot and to advise them as to whether 
a branch or branches in the country, or an 
agency, would best meet their requirements. 
As regards the leading suppliers to India, it is 
most likely that they may find it essential to 
erect works in the country, either alone or in 
conjunction with one or other of the existing 
firms of managing agents о? paper mills with 
experience of local conditions. One prominent 
local firm is already in negotiation for a large 
bamboo concession near Chittagong for the 
purpose of manufacturing papers of all kinds 
on a large scale, and there are rumours of ex- 
tensions to other mills in the country. The 
British paper trade in India is seriously 
threatened on all sides, and makers would do 
well to investigate conditions on the spot at 
the earliest oossible date.

Statistics concerning the imports into South 
Africa for the period from January ist to Sep-

India Promises to Help the British 
Papermaker. 


As briefly announced in a recent issue, Mr. 
W. Raitt, F.C.S, Cellulose Expert to the 
Government of India, isat present on a visit 
to this country in connection with the devel- 
opment of the pulp resources of India, but 
primarily to obtain pulping plant for the 
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pulp, the last ten years in the service of the 


. Government of India, who have taken a very 


active interest in this matter, and are now 
fully satisfied that all the earlier difficulties 
have been overcome. 

The prospect of obtaining bamboo pulp at 
the present time is particularly attractive, in 
view of the scarcity of wood pulp. But in 
spite of the attempts which have been made 
in the past to arouse interest in bamboo, 
papermakers have shown little concern. It 
can easily beunderstood that Mr. Raitt had 
considerable difficulty in parrying a query 
addressed to him by an eminent member of

object of the plant, which is under order with 
Messrs. James Bertram and Sons, will Бе to 
carry on further experimental work in in- 
vestigating new sources of papermaking ma- 
terial and to give such assistance as may be 
required in the development of bamboo pulp 
enterprises. 

Mr. Raitt has had a wide experience of 
paper manufacture. Before going to India in 
1894 to take charge of the Bengal Paper Mills, 
he was paper mill manager in this country for 
several years. For nine years he had charge 
of the Glory Mill, Wooburn Green, of Messrs. 
Wiggins, Teape and Co., Ltd., and for four 
years held a similar position at Rishton Paper 
Mill for Messrs. A. M. Peebles and Son, Ltd. 
Mr. Raitt directed the Bengal Paper Mills for 
eight years, and in 1910 entered the service of 
the Indian Government as Cellulose Expert. 

For 25 years Mr. Raitt has been doing ex- 
ploration and experimental work in bamboo 


The 


the Indian Government to the effect that the 
only person who did not seem to be interested 
was the British papermaker, especially when 
he went on to point out that the Lancashire 
cotton manufacturer was taking an extremely 
deep interest in the Indian Government's 
efforts to increase the cotton supply. 

During the past five years Mr. Raitt has ex- 
plored the whole of the coastal belt of Burma, 
and at an approximate estimate he asserts 
there is sufficient bamboo in sight with the 
Savannah grasses of Assam (not all of it, of 
course, under the most perfect manufacturing 
conditions) to produce 14,000,000 tons of dry 


,pulp per annum. 


` With regard to the quality of bamboo pulp— 
bamboo, by the way, reproduces itself to full 
maturity in 18 months—Mr. Raitt says: 
“Bamboo being a grass, its pulp has many 
features in common with esparto. It can be 
used for all grades of paper, for some of 
which either esparto or high-class straw 
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would be suitable. Asa result of the Govern- 
ment's experimentation, its bleaching cost 
has been brought down to about 10 per cent. 
of bleaching powder as calculated on the un- 
bleached weight." 

Asked if bamboo pulp would help to ease 
the news-print situation, Mr. Raitt remarked: 
"For news-print, while it does not entirely 
take the place of strong sulphite, bamboo 
pulp can be advantageously used to the ex- 
tent of half the present percentage of sulphite, 
and if mechanical pulp continues to maintain 
anything like its present value, it can be so 
cheaply produced that it can take the place of 
mechanical entirely. 

" Sufficient bamboo to produce a ton of 
chemical pulp," added Mr. Raitt, “сап be 
delivered at factory sites for about £1 IOS.; 
the chemicals required are about two-thirds 
of those necessary for wood, while the labour 
will be cheap coloured labour. In round 
figures, the total cost of production will not 
exceed one-half of that now being experi- 
enced with wood pulp." 

Mr. Raitt reports a considerable market for 
pulp at present existing in the East,represent- 
ing something like 100,000 tons per annum, 
and he points out that, of course, locally- 
produced pulp would have a considerable 
advantage in freight as against European 
supplies. Furthermore, with production costs 
so low, and with freight reductions expected 
soon, it will be easily possible to deliver 
bamboo pulp here in future. | | 

" After 25 years' work on this problem in 
various parts of the world," he says, “1 have 
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come to the conclusion that no permanent 
settlement of the papermaker's oft-recurring 
difficulties of supplies can be found, except in 
the annual waste growths of tropical and sub- 
tropical forests. I have been long enough in 
the trade to remember three distinct crises 
similar to the present. The first was the 
scarcity of straw and the introduction of 
esparto and then wood, all of which, while 
meeting the immediate want, have failed to 


prove a permanent solution. Such a perma-: 


nent solution, I am prepared to say, waste 
tropical growths provide. А factory with 
such an area at its back door as Burma pro- 
vides has itssupplies їп perpetuum, a different 
position from that frequently found where 
wood is the raw material. 

Mr. Raitt speaks of the exceptionally wise 
and generous policy of the Indian Govern- 
ment in granting concessions to pioneer com- 
panies on extremely favourable terms. Areas 
have been granted free of royalty for seven 
years, and thereafter for 14 years at a royalty 
not exceeding I rupee per ton of dry pulp pro- 
duced, which is equal to about 1s. a ton on 
the raw material. 

At present, we understand, schemes are 
being developed which will amount in pro- 
duction to about 70,000 tons per annum of 
bamboo pulp.

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Peace in the Ascendant. 


News and Views of the Position Reached 
in the Printing Trades’ Wages Dispute. 


Although at the time of writing the result 
of the T.A. ballot is still undecided, the air 
has been cleared considerably by the confer- 
ences of Thursday last. On that day at 9.30 
p.m., after over ten hours of negotiations at 
the Ministry of Labour, there was ushered in 
a provisional agreement which bids fair to 
tide the industry smoothly over the stormy 
seas that have been threatening to engulf it. 

As announced last week, the Ministry of 
Labour intervened with a view to helping to 
bring about an understanding between the 
parties to the dispute. The Ministry first con- 
ferred separately with the Typographical 
Association and afterwards with the Federa- 
tion of Master Printers. Then on Thursday 
negotiations under the auspices of the 
Ministry, Sir David Shackleton presiding, 
were sandwiched between meetings of the 
Joint Industrial Council. On that day Sir 
David met about 100 delegates in all, the re- 
presentatives being unusually numerous. He 
met employers and men separately and after- 
wards presided at a joint conference of the 
parties, when the case wassubmitted on behalf 
of the employees by Mr. J. D. French, general 
president of the Typographical Association, 
and Mr. Humphries, president of the Federa- 
tion of Master Printers, presented the case on 
behalf of the employers. Although at this 
conference it was not found possible to reach 
an agreement, and it remained for the Joint 
Industrial Council later to find a basis of 
settlement, yet it was recognised that the 
Ministry’s efforts had done much to make 
possible the decision eventually reached, and 
a hearty vote of thanks was passed to Sir 
David Shackleton for the manner in which he 
had conducted the prolonged negotiations. 

The Joint Industrial Council resumed soon 


after 4 o'clock, and sat until 9:30, when the 
following resolution was accepted by the 
Council :— 

“That the Joint Industrial Council, having 
carefully considered the interests of all occu- 
pied in the printing trade, is of opinion that 
the employers’ representatives should give an 
assurance to the Typographical Association 
that a conference shall be held, on request, 
after the new Rent Restriction Act becomes 
operative, with a view to reconsidering the 
position. With this assurance, the Typo- 
graphical Association shall agree tosubmit to 
their members the offer of 105. increase. The 
Typographical Association shall agree that 
notices be suspended for one week to enable 
the Typographical Association Executive to 
consult their members, and that the embargo 
on overtime shall be immediately raised. ' 

This resolution was unanimously agreed to 
by the Joint Industrial Council. The Execu- 
tive of the Typographical Association ac- 


. cepted the resolution of the Joint Industrial 


Council and promised to take the earliest 
opportunity of placing a full statement of the 
facts before their members. The employers' 
representatives also gave the necessary assur- 
ance referred to in the resolution. The settle- 
ment, if ratified, will date from the pay day 
of the week ending June 12th, as already ar- 
ranged with the other unions. In the mean- 
time the notices are suspended, and the em- 
bargo on overtime has been raised. 

The announcement of the agreement was 
received with loud applause by delegates from 
all parts of the conference-room, showing 
very general satisfaction at the settlement. 

There seems little doubt that the pro- 
visional agreement will be widely supported 
in the ballot of T.A. members now being 
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taken, despite the fact that the Manchester 
and Liverpool branches of the Association 
have combined to oppose acceptance. 

Mr. A. E. Goodwin preferred not to com- 
ment upon the result of the negotiations, con- 
tenting himself with saying that the outcome 
was still doubtful and the position delicate, 
but he was hopeful that the ballot would con- 
firm the provisional settlement. He added 
that work throughout the country was pro- 
ceeding smoothly. 

Mr. А. E. Holmes, secretary of the Printing 
and Kindred Trades' Federation, on being 
asked his view of the outcome of Thursday's 
negotiations, said he looked upon the whole 
matter as being a very great trial of the use- 
fulness of the Joint Industrial Council, which, 
as many had anticipated, had come out very 
successfully. It was possible, he said, that the 
dispute would have served a useful purpose in 
directing the attention of both employers 
and workmen to the desirability of referring 
matters of this kind to their Council before, 
on any future occasion, so acute a situation 
was created. Mr. Holmes remarked that al- 
though the conciliation conference, conducted 
by the Ministry of Labour, with the very valu- 
able services of Sir David Shackleton as con- 
ciliator, failed to bring about the required 
understanding, it did undoubtedly cause many 
important points in connection with the dis- 
pute to be brought into prominence. “1 
should also like to express the opinion," 


added Mr. Holmes, “that the services of Mr. - 


Alfred Blades as chairman of the Joint Indus- 
trial Council were very highly conducive toa 
good understanding being arrived at." As to 
the outcome of the reference now being made 
to the T. A. members, Mr. Holmes said he was 
hopeful that the ballot would be carried. Не 
recognised that in one or two districts the 
settlement would be voted against, but he 
thought this would not cause the majority to 
be an adverse one. 

If the settlement is ratified, there will, of 
course, be no stoppage of the publication of 
newspapers whose suspension was at one time 
threatened. The Yorkshire Newspaper Society 
at York has passed unanimously a resolution 
expressing approval of the settlement pro- 
visionally accepted. 

it is reported that at Beverley when the 
printers who had given in their notices 
arrived at the works of the Beverley Recorder, 
the proprietor, Mr. Walter Watson, informed 
them that if they wished to be re-engaged 
they would have to relinquish membership of 
any trade union, as hecould nolonger tolerate 
the interference and dictation of the union. 
Charges of victimisation in this matter are 
being investigated by the Labour Committee 
of the Federation of Master Printers. 

Scottish Wages. 

Intimation has been made that all the 
unions in Scotland connected with the print- 
ing and kindred trades have accepted the offer 
made to them by the Scottish Alliance of Em- 
ployers. By the terms of the offer, journeymen 
will receive a ros. increase, and journey women 
3s. 6d. This will take effect from the pay day 
of the week commencing June 7th. 
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Current Topics and a Canadian luterlude. 


At the June luncheon of the London Master 
Printers' Association, held on Thursday at the 
Holborn Restaurant, the most interesting 
features were a statement by Mr. E. G. Arnold 
as to the position reached in the wages nego- 
tiations and a speech from a distinguished 
overseas visitor, Mr. W. A. Desbarats —for 
three years president of the Montreal Master 
Printers’ Association. 

The chair was occupied by Mr. J. H. Wil- 
liams, hon. treasurer of the L.M.P.A., who ex- 
pressed regret that Mr. R. A. Austen-Leigh 
was prevented from presiding, he being un- 
able to leave the wages negotiations. As Мг. 
E. G. Arnold (past president of the Federation 
of Master Printers) was present, having come 
from the meeting at the Ministry of Labour, 
Mr. Williams asked him to speak on the sub- 
ject of the negotiations. 

Mr. E. G. Arnold, then gave a full and 
vivacious résumé of the then position. 

Mr. A. E. Goodwin briefly supported Mr. 
Arnold's report. 


Speech by a Canadian Printer. 


The chairman then introduced Mr. Des- 
barats, and called for a toast to his health and 
to all the Canadian printers in his name. 

The toast having been honoured, Mr. Des- 
barats responded and said he felt sure he 
could extend greetings on behalf of his col- 
leagues in Canada as well as of himself. He 
went on to give some account of the growth 
of organisation among Canadian master 
printers. At present, he said, the chief activi- 
ties of their association were in connection 
with cost-finding. А specially interesting 
point he mentioned was that the Montreal 
master printers have arranged a monthly 
meeting at which a report is made of the costs 
in various establishments, not as units but as 
an average, so that printers may know the 
average costs of various processes during the 
previous month. The average costs for six 
months are also reported. It gives members 
backbone, he remarked, to know that not 
only are their own costs so much—they 
always seem higher than they ought to be— 
but their neighbours' costs are equally high. 
Referring next to the subject of paper, he 
said that when he came over here he thought 
their paper dealers in Canada were illtreating 
them. He did not think so any more. 
(Laughter. Over there they were paying 
only 15 to I8 cents a pound for coated paper 
—about half the price ruling here. True, 
their prices were going up; butourshad gone 
up! With regard to wages, Canadian rates 
were higher than ours, and when he left 
Canada the International Typographical 
Union, covering both the United States and 
Canada, had approached the masters for an 
increase of wages on the plea of therise in the 
cost of living. Although the men's last agree- 
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ment had still a year to run, the masters 
agreed to negotiate in the matter as they felt 
the request was reasonable. He said the 
Typographical Union had always been very 
faithful in keeping its agreements, even in the 
face of strong opposition from part of its 
membership. Mr. Desbarats remarked that 
he could not teach us anything in the way of 
printing; we were ahead of Canada in that. 
In conclusion, he spoke of the very cordial 
relations existing between employers and 
French-Canadian employees. 

The chairman thanked Mr. Desbarats for 
his speech, and on behalf of the Association 
wished him a happy and prosperous return to 
his own country. 


Monthly Costing Meetings. 


Sir William Waterlow, after thanking Mr. 
Williams for his services in the chair, said he 
gathered there was one point at least in which 
we were not ahead of Canada. Не referred to 
the monthly meetings for the comparison of 
costs, mentioned by Mr. Desbarats. He 
thought it would be very useful if firms using 
the Federation Costing System would supply 
returns as to the cost of the various processes. 
He suggested that the London costing com- 
mittee—of which Mr. Howard Hazell was the 
very able president—should take the matter 
into consideration. 

Mr. Howard Hazell said he thought the sug- 
gestion of considerable value. A great many 
firms in London had the costing system in- 
stalled. 

The chairman briefly responded to Sir Wm. 
Waterlow's expression of thanks, and the 
meeting came to an end.

Career of Mr. Edgar L. Wateriow. 


Typical in many respects of what is best in 
British business—not only a keen and capable 
man of affairs, but a sportsman, a gentleman 
and a qualified master of his craft —Mr. Edgar 
Lutwyche Waterlow enjoys a very high place 
in the regard both of his colleagues in the 
firm of Waterlow and Sons, Ltd., and also of 
many friends and acquaintances throughout 
the printing industry. In celebrating his 5oth 
birthday, a week or two ago, he was madethe 
recipient of a handsome set of silver table- 
ware presented by the members of the staff of 
his company, as an expression of their high 
esteem and goodwill, and there have not been 
lacking many other indications of the respect 
and affection he has gained from his fellows 
during a long business career of wide interests 
and generous sympathies. 

Now managing director, and entrusted espe- 
cially with the oversight of the export work 
of his company, Mr. Edgar Waterlow has been 
for 27 years in the firm of Waterlow and 
Sons, Ltd. He was born on June 13th, 1870, 
being the elder son of Sir Philip H. Waterlow, 
Bart., and was educated first at Harrow and 
then Heidelberg University and Trinity Hall, 
Cambridge, of which last University he holds 
the degree of M.A. His father apprenticed 
him to Stationers' Hall at the age of 14, and 
some of his holiday time during his course at 
Harrow was spent working in the composi- 
tors' department. Later, coming straight from 
Cambridge into the business of Waterlow and 
Sons, Ltd., he put on workman's overalls, and 
served for a year in the machine-room, then 
worked for a year in the binding department, 
and for a further year in the paper depart- 
ment. Having thus won his spurs in the trade, 
he became manager of the " Parliamentary 
Debates," for which his firm then held the con- 
tract, and this position he occupied for three 
years. Several times in the session his duties 
took him to the House of Commons, where 
Messrs. Waterlow had a private room for their 
editor, Mr. W. T. Perkins. Mr. Waterlow has 
many interesting reminiscences of meeting 
there many prominent people of the time. 
When the celebrated card manipulator, Mr. 
Charles Bertram gave in that room an exhibi- 
tion of his skill, two of the visitors most 
astonished at the cleverness of the perform- 
ance were Dr. Tanner and Mr. J. Henniker- 
Heaton. Mr. Waterlow's recollections are 
eked out by hundreds of letters from members 
of both Houses, serving as interesting sou- 
venirs of his connection with the “ Parlia- 
mentary Debates." 

After travelling for some time as represen- 
tative of Messrs. Waterlow and Sons, Ltd.. 
amongst the railways, and also assisting to 
manage the railway department, Mr. Water- 
low was chosen as manager of the town de- 
partment, and in 1913 was made managing 
director of the company—the duties of which 
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position he is still actively and successfully 
performing to-day. i 

A prominent representative of the London 
Master Printers’ Association, Mr. Waterlow is 
also a member of the Joint Industrial Council 
for the Printing Trade. He isa liveryman of 
the Stationers’ Company and an honorary life 
member of St. Bride Institute. Wider in- 
terests are indicated by the fact that heis a 
P.G.D. in Freemasonry, governor of Christ’s 
Hospital, and director of the French Hospital, 
Victoria Park-road, N.E. He is also Presi- 
dent of the British Old Heidelberger's Asso- 
ciation, and knows something of the printing 
trade in Germany. Some years before the war 
he visited Germany with a party from St. 
Bride, when several German printing estab- 
lishments were inspected ; and in 1910 he was 
chairman of the reception committee on the 
occasion of the German master printers' visit 
to this country. 

In regard to labour matters Mr. Waterlow is 
inclined to look somewhat pessimistically 
upon the present phase. He recalls with some 
regret the past days of more personal contact 
between masters and men, feeling that organı- 
sation of employers and employed into two 
corporate bodies tends to prevent the indi- 
vidual human touch which is of such great 
value in industrial relationships. He has 
some fears that the honest, industrious work- 
ing man of the past is giving place to the 
lazy malcontent,and that labour, byits present 
day aggressive policy, is tending to make im- 
possible that whole-hearted good feeling that 
should exist throughout the trade. 


Mr. Waterlow, however, enjoys the good- 
will of the whole of his cwn employees, in 
whose welfare he takes a close personal in- 
terest. He is frequently to be found giving a 
hand in their sports arrangements, in which 
he still plays his part well. He kicks off at 
football matches, plays in the firm's big 
annual cricket match, and acts as umpire to 
the Grand Boat Race from Putney to Ham- 
mersmith. As a sportsman, he has shown 
prowess in many fields. At Harrow he dis- 
tinguished himself in cricket, football, and 
gymnastics, and later, at Cambridge, his forte 
was rowing. Не rowed two years for his 
college at Henley Regatta, and rowed in the 
Grand Challenge Boat for the London Row- 
ing Club at Henley and elsewhere. His 
special achievement—equalled, we believe, by 
only one other man—was to get head of the 
river both in a boat with sliding seats and in 
one with fixed seats, as he did by rowing in 
both the Lent boat and the May boat of his 
college, Trinity Hall. 


As an old volunteer, Mr. Waterlow offered 


himself for volunteer service during the war, : 


and when he was compelled by neuritis, 
which made the right arm unserviceable, to 
relinquish volunteer duty, he became a mem- 
ber of the Herts Special Constabulary. 

Thus Mr. Edgar Waterlow's first half cen- 
tury has been full of useful activity. And to- 
day, still keen, active, and jovial, he gives 
promise of having many further years of use- 
fulness before him. 
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How Costing Helps Ае Management 


Mr. Montgomery Hennegin Explains. 


It would seem that in this country, as in 
the United States and elsewhere, scientific 
cost-finding is making steady progress among 
printers, in spite of the various objections 
brought by those who do not wish to adopt 
new methods. Certainly printers are always 
ready to listen to a capable speaker on the 
subject of costing—provided he speaks from 
actual experience in present-day business— 
and a large gathering of Master Printers at 
the recent Cardiff Cost Congress followed 
with close attention an interesting address by 
Mr. Montgomery Hennegin, costing secretary 
to the Federation of Master Printers, on the 
subject of ‘How Costing Helps the Manage- 
ment.” Mr. Hennegin began by pointing out 
that he had been allowed but a few minutes, 
and had to limit his remarks to only one of the 
many phases of management. Hecontinued:— 

To my mind the most important and diffi- 
cult problem of management at the present 
time is the one dealing with production. 
Everyone in this room realises the need of 
greater production, and yet I find very few 
managers who have sufficient time to devote 
to the study of this subject. The trouble is 
that the great majority are weighed down 
with other details, such as buying, meeting 
customers, making up estimates, answering 
correspondence, and, probably one of the 
heaviest details, pricing up jobs. 

It is here that the advantages of the Cost 
System will be first felt, by relieving the man- 
ager of much of the detail in connection with 
the pricing of jobs, and at the same time pro- 
viding him with statistics through which hé 
can intelligently study production. I do not 
want to convey the impression that theactual 
pricing can be done by a junior clerk, but the 
costing can be, and it certainly.is much easier 
to price up a job after thecostis known than it 
is to work in the dark. 


Hidden Losses Brought to Light. 


Of these statistics I speak of, perhaps the 
most interesting one is the Weekly Statement 
of Cost and Value, which shows the financial 
position of each department, and whether the 
hourly rates are sufficient or otherwise. But 
what is far more important from a produc- 
tion standpoint is the record of chargeable 
and non-chargeable hcurs as shown by the 
Weekly Statement of Value of Production. 
This 1s the statement that causes the manage- 
ment to face facts and investigate, look for 
the leaks and take measures to stop them. 

I know of one manager who found that he 
was getting less than 27 chargeable hours per 


' week from each compositor, and I see several 


printers in the room to-day who have had 
very similar figures. ‘his led him to have the 
non-chargeable time analysed so that he could 
see what he was paying for. He saw by this 
analysis what percentage of time was spent 
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on actual dissing, what percentage on reading 
and superintendence, and also discovered that 
considerable time was spent in looking for 
sorts and material, hunting foi blocks and 
standing forms, and in making house correc- 
tions, which, up to that time was considered 
non-chargeable and was excessive owing to 
worn types and careless dissing. 

Faced with these facts he was able to under- 
take a systematic improvement of conditions 
in the composing-rooin. One of the oldest 
and most reliable compositors was put in 
charge of dissing, with such assistance as he 
required. This man was responsible that 
broken and worn types did not find their way 
back into the cases and reported to the man- 
agement from time to time what material 
was needed for replenishing. Needless to say, 
the item of picking soon disappeared from the 
time reports, and as clean, new tv pe began to 
take the place of the old that was being dis- 
carded, the general tone of the work improved, 
less time was taken to correct, and ultimately 
less time in the actual setting, as material was 
always handy. The time spent on dissing 
turned out to be much less than previously, 
and by means of a simple record of the loca- 
tion of blocks and standing fornis, somesaving 
was made, so that altogether the chargeable 
time has now been raised to 34 hours per man, 
a saving of seven hours, which, reckoned at 
4S8. per hour, means 28s. per week or £70 per 
year forevery man —certainly sufficient to buy 
allthe material necessary to keep the room 
up-to-date. 

Now, lest anyone get the idea that such im- 
provement is confined altogether to the com- 
posing-room, let me say a word about the 
machine-room. In these days of hard tympans 
every job requires a careful make-ready, and 
this in turn has some effect upon the running- 
on time. With the cost system in operation 
the manager is able to see the amount of 
time spent in make-ready. If he thinks the 
time is excessive it is up to him to investigate 
the reason. I venture to say that in nine 
cases out of ten he сап learn all he wants to 
know from an examination of the overlay 
sheet. In fact [ know it would pay many 
managers to have the make-ready of almost 
every job sent to their office along with the 
sample of the finished job. It would first of 
all show where the management was at fault 
in providing poor material. It would also 
show where the customer was at fault in pro- 
viding poor blocks, and would be of great 
value in making up estimates. 

You will no doubt feel that 1 am laying too 
much stress on material as a means ot getting 
greater production, but I want to impress 
upon you the part the management has to 
play. The hourly rates worked out by the 
cost system provide a very goodly sum for de- 
preciation, repairs and renewals, and if you 
are not using this money for the purposes for 
which it is intended you are not giving your 
workers a square deal, and you are not giving 
yourself a square deal, as the tax collector 
will take it. And believe me, gentlemen, 
whenlsay that in the majority of plants I 
have visited every farthing of the deprecia- 
tion allowance is needed in the works. 


A Help Towards Specialisation. 


I do not overlook the fact that personal 
ability and effort on the part of the workers 
has a lot to do with production, but it must 
be remembered that the tendency of the pre- 
sent age is toward specialisation. If you ex- 
pect all of your workmen to be what 15 termed 
“all-round” men you will find great difh- 
culty in competing against specialists in any 
one class of work. The cost system helps the 
management to specialise within the works 
and within the departments. You will see 
from the job cost sheets which men excel at 
certain classes of work, and steps may be 
taken to give these workers the particular 
class of work for which they are best suited. 
As an example, Í was talking to a compositor 
the other day, who claimed to be one of the 
best men in the United Kingdom on tabular 
matter, but he knows very little about postet 
work. I know other men who are marvel. 
lously expert at poster work, but who would 
prove to be absolute "duds" if given an 
account book heading to set. So it is inevery 
department, and it is up to the management 
to see that work 15 not given out to the wrong 
people. The results are read through the Cost 
System. 

One would expect managers, and particu- 
larly works managers, to be our greatest en- 
thusiasts in the costing movement, but it is a 
lamentable fact that in a great manv estab- 
lishments the works manager looms up as the 
greatest obstacle to a successful installation 
of the Cost System, and I have attempted to 
analyse the main reaso.s for this opposition. 

The first reason I have put down is indo- 
lence, which may be generally characterised 
as an attitude of leaving well enough alone— 
an attitude that has been antagonistic to pro- 
gress throughout the history of mankind. 

A second reason is egotism, or self-esteem, 
generally manifest in the manager who has 
worked out a system of his own, and thinks if 
there was a better system he would have 
thought of it long ago. Such men, I may 
say, when they once grasp the full details of 
the Federation System, generally become our 
most enthusiastic "' costers.” 

The third reason I put down as cowardice, 
which springs from the fear that the Cost 
System will prove so successful that it will be 
a reflection upon the manager's previous 
ability. 

The fourth is ignorance, or misconception, 
either of the principles of costing or the 
results that mav be expected of it. This is 
almost inexcusable in these days of enlighten- 
ment and cost congresses; yet there are men 
who are still in the dark on these matters, and 
a.great deal of propaganda work is still 
needed. 

If there is one of these four reasons that is 
keeping the Cost System out of your works, 
or preventing its successful operation, steps 
should be taken without delay to overcome it, 
as every day that you go оп in the old way 
is costing you money.

THE annual report of the Frome Newspaper 
Printing and Publishing Co. announces a 
substantial increase on last year's results, in 
spite of the very large rise in the cost of paper 
and other materials connected with the busi- 
ness, and the considerable advance in wages 
paid to the company's employees. The direc- 
tors, after serious consideration, have decided 
to instal a monotvpe machine at a cost of 
about £1,100, and hope that this will beavail- 
able for work during the coming autumn. 


NORWEGIAN UNEMPLOYMENT.—Of a total 


membership of 2,521 in the printing trade, the 
percentage of members reported unemployed 
at the end of March, in certain trade unions 
making returns to the Norwegian Central 
Bureau of Statistics, waso'3. This compares 
with a percentage of 04 at the end of Febru- 
ary last, and with o 3 for March of last year. 
Among bookbinders (Christiania), out of a 
total membership of 90I, a percentage of r'o 
were unemployed at the end of March, as com- 
pared with a percentage of 08 at the end of 
February, and with 1'7 at the end of March, 
1919. 

PRINTING APPRENTICES’ EXHIBITION.—In 
connection with the day continuation classes 
for apprentices in the printing and kindred 
trades, an exhibition of work done by stu- 
dents during the first year of the scheme was 
opened in the College of Arts, Edinburgh. 
The exhibits comprised specimens of work 
done in the machine letterpress, photo press 
and lithograph classes conducted at the 
Heriot-Watt College; drawing and colours 
designs for reproduction from the College of 
Art classes; and specimens of bookbinding 
from work done by the classes at Milton 
House School.

Is it Peace? 


AGAIN we have to go to press with an im- 
portant decision pending. By the time these 
pages are in the reader's hands the result of 
the latest ballot of the Typographical Asso- 
ciation will have been announced, and it will 
be known whether or not the printing trade 
ts to have a breathing space from the unrest 
in which memorials, strike notices and con- 
ferences bave lately involved both masters 
and men. But, whichever way the ballot 
goes, the outcome of Thursday's negotiations 
(reported on another page)is a thing to be 
thankful for. That day's proceedings pro- 
vide a happy precedent which should point 
to increased usefulness of the Joint Industrial 
Council, and a greater measure of security in 
the printing industry. | 

- & 
Increased Cost of Printing. | 

THE London Master Printers’ Association 
has lost no time in instructing its members 
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that “The general advance in wages of 10s. 
per week to all men, 3s. 6d. per week to quali- 
fied women workers, and 15. 9d. per week to . 
learners, in the printing trade in London 
makes it necessary for printers to increase 
their present charges.” As was mentioned in 
our issue of June roth, the London Costing 
Committee, after investigating the figures of 
a number of printing offices in London, find 
that this latest wages advance, together with 
increases in the cost of power, rates, and other 
general expenses, that have occurred since 
the Costing Committee issued its last state- 
ment in December, 1919, makes it necessary 
for printers to increase their present charges 
by 11 per cent. to cover these additional costs. 
It is pointed out that this percentage applies 
only to printing, apart from materials, and 
further adjustments must be made to cover 
any increase in the cost of paper, straw- 
boards, and other materials, which are rapidly 
increasing in price. Moreover, this increase 
of 11 per cent. is the average increase in cost 
in a normal jobbing printing office, but in a 
periodical, newspaper, or other house, where 
the proportion of wages to general expenses 
and the amount of overtime is heavier than 
in an ordinary jobbing office, the increase is 
greater than 11 per cent. The London Cost- 
ing Committee will shortly issue revised 
hourly rates for London to cover the recent 
increase in wages. 


Postage and Print. 


THE Joint Industrial Council of the Printing 
and Allied Trades added to its recent services 
on behalf of the industry by sending a depu- 
tation on Tuesday to Mr. Illingworth, the 
Postmaster-General. Mr. E. H. Humphries, 
president of the Federation of Master Printers, 
introduced the deputation, and stated the 
case for full consideration of the propesed 
postal rates for printed matter. He urged 
that the increased rates would curtail direct 
advertising, and would injure the picture post 
card industry. He suggested that the rate for 
printed matter should be ıd. for the first 20z. 
and jd. for every additional 202. The Right 
Hon. C. W. Bowerman, as representing the 
workers' side of the Council, argued that the 
printing industry certainly contributed most 
of the revenue of the Post Office, and urged 
that it would probably lead to considerable 
unemployment if the points suggested by the 
deputation were not fully considered. Colonel 
Rivers Fletcher presented the case for those 
engaged in the mail order trade, and Mr. 
Goodwin, secretary of the Federation of 
Master Printers, read letters from important 
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firms to the effect that their orders for print- 
ing would be considerably curtailed if the 
proposed postal rates were not amended. Mr. 
Illingworth promised to look into the points 
raised, and intimated that no change would 
take place until after the international con- 
ference at Madrid, and in any event there 
would be no change until after November Ist- 
t a а 
The Paper Market. 

THE condition of the paper market remains 
unaltered, the mills being under full pressure, 
while the merchants are finding business on 
the slow side. Attractive offers, however, 
speedily find acceptance, especially in good 
quality printings and E.S. writings. We have 
seen small parcels of very superior printings 
which merchants have disposed of at prices 
far below the average. The obvious reason is 
that the makings had been booked with the 
mills when prices were at their lowest some 
months ago. Even so, the policy of wholesale 
trade is market price at time of sale, and 
nothing but a distasteful quietness could in- 
duce merchants to cut across the customary 
policy. It is not likely that we shall have 
long to wait for the full revival of the “small” 
trade; two to three months should see a 
heavy and continuous demand for stock. 


* * » 

Threat of а Norwegian Strike. 
Just when so many people are hoping for 
easier prices in the paper market comes the 
news of a threatened strike in Norwegian 
pulp and paper mills. If such an interrup- 
tion eventuates, then the prospects of lower 
quotations recede again into the background. 
In “banking” оп a modification of prices— 
anychange couldscarcelyamounttoa slump— 
such unlooked-for incidents asa strike have 
te be reckoned with. It is to be hoped, how- 
ever. that the Norwegian threat will not be 
carried out. In the meantime, wood pulps 
are fetching good prices, although buying 
has been a little quieter of late. In one 
direction quotations have been easier, but 

this is regarded as an intermittent phase. 


J. I. C. AND EMPLOYMENT.— The first witness 
before the Committee appointed by Dr. 
Macnamara to consider the working of the 
Labour Exchanges, which resumed itssittings 
at the Ministry of Labour on Monday, was 
Mr. J. W. Whitley, M.P., the Deputy Chair- 
man of the House of Commons. Speaking of 
the use and possibilities of the Joint Indus- 
trial Councils, he said that if the industries 
were to find themselves able to take charge of 
unemployment and under-employment, they 
would be able to do the work more cheaply 
and more effectually than under a State 
organisation. 
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'THE selection committee of the Penrith and 
Cockermouth Divisional Liberal Association 
have recommended Mr. L. Collison, chairman 
of Messrs. Collison Limited, picture post card 
manufacturers and art printers, as a candi- 
date to oppose General Sir Cecil Lowther, at 
the next vacancy.

Employment inthe Printing Trade. 


Employment in the paper, printing and 
bookbinding trades generally during May 
continued good, being about the same as in 
the previous month, and rather better than in 
May of last year. With letterpress printers 
employment was good on the whole. Over- 
time was worked to the usual considerable 
extent in London and occasionally in the 
provinces. There was, however, a slight 
slackening in certain towns in Yorkshire and 
the continued shortage of paper was said to 
be adversely affecting employment. In the 
lithographic printing trade employment con- 
tinued to be good generally. 

There was a slight improvement in the 
bookbinding trade compared with last month, 
overtime being occasionally worked in both 
London and the provinces. 

According to returns published by the 
Labour Gazette the number of trade unionists 
in the printing trade is given at 75.317, the 
percentage of unemployed at the end of May 
being 077, as against 1'8 for the corresponding 
month for iast year. 

In the bookbinding section the trade union 
membership is given as 12,840, with a per- 
centage of unemployment of 0'5 at the end of 
May as compared with 3 6 for the correspond- 
ing month of last year. 

The returns made by employers show the 
members of workpeople employed in the print- 
ing and bookbinding trades to be 31.411. The 
wages paid to all workpeop!e amounted to 
£94.391, being an increase of 6'4 over a month 
ago and 707 over a year ago in the paper 
trade, and г'І over a month ago and 423 over 
a year ago in the printing and bookbinding 
trades. 

AFTER а strike lasting eight weeks, the 
printing staff of the Lahore Civil and Military 
Gazette have returned to work uncondition- 
ally, admitting that their action, taken in 
protest against the publication of an article, 
was unjustified.

“Revitalising” the Stationers’ 


COMPANY. 


For some time past, a few progressive 
Liverymen of the Worshipful Company of 
Stationers have been quietly but persistently 
working to link up the Company and its work 
with the requirements of the twentieth cen- 
tury. If the gathering of some 130 Liverymen 
and their guests who met for luncheon in the 
Stationers' Hall on June 16th, is indicative of 
the "new spirit," there is little doubt that 
years of useful work lie before the Company. 

Sir William А. Waterlow, K.B.E., who 
occupied the chair, briefly described the 
origin of the meeting—which he hoped was 
the forerunner of many more. Не further 
stated that it might be interesting for them 
to know that the Court of the Company had 
agreed to recognise an annually elected Coin- 
mittee from the Livery for the purpose of con- 
ferring with them, as to how the interests of 
the Livery could best be conserved. 

At one time it had been suggested that 
arrangements should be made to form a club 
amongst the Liverv with accommodation in 
the Hall. Atthe moment the Court could not 
agree to this proposition, but he, the chair- 
man, was sure that the Livery Committee, of 
which Mr. К. А. Austen-Leigh is chairman, 
would lose no opportunity of bringing this 
matter up again for consideration. 

There is also in contemplation the renew- 
ing of one of the Company's earlv functions, 
i.e., " The Training of the Craftsman." The 
Company along with representatives of the 
various printing and kindred trades organisa- 
tions, will at an early date be considering a 
scheme whereby it is hoped the technical 
training and education of those in the trades 
associated with the Company, will be such 
that it will leave its mark on the craft. It is 
also anticipated that a series of technical 
lectures appertaining to the printing indus- 
try, will be beld in the Hall. 

Mr. R. A. Austen-Leigh (Chairman of the 
Livery Committee) in a felicitous speech, pro- 
posed the toast of "The Company," which 
was responded to by the Master, Mr. E.J. Lay- 
ton,whoreferred to one of the difficulties which 
must be overcome before the Livery could get 
all that they desired. 

The Chairman called upon Mr. Stanley 
Machin, President of the London Chamber of 
Commerce to reply on behalf of the visitors. 
Mr. Machin mentioned that the stationers were 
making history ; the occasion under which 
they met that day, was an historic one; so 
far as he was aware, this was the first time 
that the Livery of a City Company, had 
arranged amongst themselves a lunch, which 
was an admirable way of getting to know 
each other. Mr. Machin advocated election 
to the Courts of the various Livery Com- 
panies by ballot and not by seniority, claim- 
ing that then they would be kept in closer 
touch with the needs of the times. 


In the absence of Mr. Geo. W. Jones, Mr. J. 
L. Greaves proposed a vote of thanks to the 
Chairman for the admirable manner in which 
he had occupied the chair at the first Livery 
Luncheon of the Stationers’ Company in their 
own Hall. 

It is proposed that a monthly luncheon 
should be arranged, when it is hoped that a 
distinguished guest should be in attendance 
and give a short address on some subject of 
interest. The lunches are to terminate not 
later than 2.30, thereby not unduly interfering 
with business demands. 

A feature was the excellent and tasteful 
menu- card printed by disabled men being 
trained as printers at St. Bride Foundation 
Printing School. The caterers, Messrs. Ring 
and Brvmer, by their excellent service, en- 
abled the gathering to be carried through 
with promptitude.

These 
four royal cards are reproduced in a pleasing 
variety of styles and sizes, at prices ranging 
from Ios. 6d. to Is. 

Among other striking items included in

(Ap- 
plause) He expressed the pleasure of the 
gathering at seeing present Sir T. Van- 
sittart Bowater, also “our gallant Major," 
whom they hoped shortly to see made Sir 
Frank H. Bowater (hear, hear and applause), 
and other members of the Bowater family. 
He detailed the eminent war services which 


the family had rendered both on active ser- - 


vice and at home, and assured Sir Frederick 
and the other directors of the loyalty of their 
staffs (hear, hear.) 

Then, on behalf of the staffs of Messrs. W. 
V. Bowater and Sons and of the Thames Ex- 
port Packing Co., the chairman presented Sir 
Frederick with a handsome gold fountain pen 
bearing a congratulatory inscription, and 
made a similar presentation to Lady Bowater, 
saying that although these presents were 
humbler than ethers they might receive, none 


could be given with greater sincerity (ap- 


plause.) 

Mr. J. Barnes followed with an excellent 
speech on behalf of the firm's travelling staff, 
expressing congratulation and loyalty to Sir 
Frederick, whom, he said, he regarded as one 
of the keenest business men in the trade, and, 
indeed, in the City of London. As one who 
had himself fought, suffered and bled in the 
war, Mr. Barnes paid a tribute to the men 
from their firm who had given everything, 
even to their lives, in defence of their country, 
and but for whose self-sacrifice that evening's 
function would have been impossible (hear, 
hear) Heconcluded by calling for a toast to 
Sir Frederick and Lady Bowater—a toast very 
heartily accorded, and endorsed with musical 
honours. 

Mr. J. J. Stock briefly but humorously 
added congratulations on behalf of the ship- 
ping department. 


Mr. W. J. Lomax, speaking for the counting 

house, wished health and happiness to Sir 
Frederick and Lady Bowater, and added a 
word of appreciation of the other directors. 
. Mr. R. Lane, manager of the transport de- 
partment, after making many humorous re- 
ferences to the inner working of different sec- 
tions of the firm, said that nothing was too 
good for the house of Bowater, and he felt His 
Majesty's Ministers could not have made a 
better choice than to include Sir Frederick 
Bowater in the list of honours. 

Mr. P. R. J. Fitt, of the travelling staff 
—called upon to speak entirely without notice 
—gave his hearty endorsement of what had 
been said of Sir Frederick, as did also Miss 
Hase, of the export department. 
` Mr. F.J. Duck, the firm's accountant, added 
à brief tribute of congratulation, and Mr. 
Smith, of the Greenwich department, in a 
speech frequently punctuated by laughter, 
referred especially to the war record of Sir 
Frederick, whom ps regarded as one of those 
who, though unable to fight, had rendered im- 
portant service in helping to “ keep our end 
up" at home. 

Sir Fredk. Bowater, responding, said that 
although he had been the recipient of many 
letters and telegrams of congratulation, he 
could assure them with the greatest sincerity 
that there was nota single one of these—even 
though from some of the highest in the land— 
that he appreciated half so much as the kind 
expression of congratulation they had made 
‘to him that evening. (Applause.) After 
individual references of appreciation to 
many members of the staffs, and to Major 
Frank Bowater, Mr. Rainald Bowater, and 
Captain Noel Bowater, Sir Frederick 
thanked the company on behalf of Lady 
Bowater as well as himself for the many kind 


expressions received, and for the presentation 


pens, which he said were very much appre- 
ciated and would be treasured in the family. 

Lady Bowater, in response to a call fora 
speech, also expressed her thanks, adding that 
no one knew better than she how well Sir 
Frederick had deserved the honour conferred 
upon him. 

Sir T. Vansittart Bowater endorsed all that 
Sir Frederick had said with regard to the ser- 
vices of the staff, and emphasised the wish of 
the directors for the welfare and advance- 
ment of their emplovees. 

Major Frank H. Bowater, after referring to 
the hard work some of them had done in the 
early days, madespecial mention of the firm's 
commissionaire, а gallant soldier, and of 
Mr. Ogle. He called for a quiet standing 
toast to those who had suffered and died for 
their country. 

Mr. Eric V. Bowater and Captain Noel 
Bowater also spoke. 

Mr. Howard, in bringing the proceedings to 
a close, paid a tribute to Mr. Coles for his 
assistance in keeping things going at home 
during the war. 

Mr. Lomax thanked the chairman for his 
very able services in the chair, and, on the 
call of Sir Frederick Bowater,a hearty toast 
was drunk to the health of Mr. Howard.

А rotary printing press, patented by the 
Miehle Printing Press Co., of Chicago, U.S.A , 
and adapted to be used as a single colour, 
two-colour, or perfecting press, is provided 
with two plate surfaces co-operating with 
two impression surfaces, and adapted to be 
moved individually, as desired, into an in- 
operative position, so that one surface may be 
plated and prepared for printing a new job 


while single-colour work is being printed from | 


the other surface. The press shown in Figs. 1 
and 3 comprises an impression cylinder 13 
with two impression surfaces 26, 27 co-act- 
ing respectively with plates 30, 31 on plate 
cylinders 14, 15. The cylinders 14, 15 are 
mounted in sliding bearings 17. operable by 
toggles 19 and hand levers 20, so that either

cylinder тау be moved into ап inoperative 
position for replating while sheets are being 
printed in a single colour by the other cylin- 
der. А transfer cylinder 33 co-acts with the 
cylinder 13, and is mounted to slide in an 
arcuate guide 23 by hand-operated screw and 
bevel gears 24, so that it may be moved into 
contact with the cylinder 15 while remaining 
in contact with cylinder 13. For two-colour 
work, the cylinders are arranged as shown. 
The sheet is taken from the feed-board 11 b 

the grippers 28 of the impression surface 26, 
and printed by the cylinder 14. It is then 
taken by the cylinder 33 and transferred to 
the grippers 29 of the surface 27 to receive the 
second impression from the cylinder 15. The 

sheet is delivered by a delivery apparatus 12. 
For single-colour work, one of the cylinders 
14, 15 is moved out of contact with the cylin- 
der 13, the passage of the sheet being the 
same as before. For perfecting, the cylinder 
33 is moved into contact with the cylinder 15, 
which is moved out of contact with the im- 
pression cylinder 13. By this arrangement, 
the cylinder 33 acts as an impression cylinder 


.while the sheet is being perfected by the 


cylinder 15. Fig. 6 shows diagrammatically 
a combination of two presses such as de- 
scribed above with a transfer cylinder between 
them. With such a press, sheets may be 
printed in four colours on one side, or three 
colours onone side and one on the other, ortwo 
colours on each side.

Lively Discussion on the Costing System. 


Central Districts Branch of the London Master Printers 
Association Debates the Question of Free Installation. 


Although the turn-out of members was not 
commensurate with the importance and 
interest of the occasion, much keen discussion 
was forthcoming at the annual general meet- 
ing of the Central Districts Branch of the 
London Master Printers' Association on Wed- 
nesday of last week, when the formal busi- 
ness was followed by a discussion inaugurated 
by the hon. secretary, Mr. W. H. Burchell, on 
the subject о?“ Why Charge for the Federa- 
сов Costing System ? A Protest and а Way 

ut." 


Mr. Burchell began by recalling that at the 
annual general meeting of the London Master 
Printers’ Association on May 31st last mem- 
bers were asked to approve a subscription for 
the year on the basis of id. in the £ of wages 
paid, subject to deduction for amounts ex- 
ceeding £50,000 and £100,000, also to approve 
the allocation to the Federation of Master 
Printers of 2а. in the £ subject to a rebate in 
respect of certain special costs incurred by the 
L.M.P.A. Feeling that this meant handing 
over a very E sum of money tothe Federa- 
tion, he (Mr. Burchell) had asked at that 
meeting what London was going to get for 
it, and had suggested the installation of the 
costing system free of charge to members of 
the Association. He said he now wished to 
open a frank discussion as to the desirability 
of members being entitled to costing instruc- 
tion and installation of the costing system 
free of charge. It was a splendid goal that 
the costing committee had set before them— 
that every printer should have the Federation 
Costing System in use —but that object would 
not be achieved in the lifetime of present 
members by continuing the present practice of 


charging for installing the system. He would 
liketo know how many membersof the Federa- 
tion had installed it? He estimated that but 
a small proportion had done so, although the 
system had been in existence about seven 
years. He suggested tbat the remedy was 
that the installing of the system be free to 
every member of the Federation, and that 
meetings be held periodically for the purpose 
of improving the working of the system. He 
believed that by this method the goal would 
be reached in less than a quarter of the time 
that would otherwise be required, and the 
result would not only benefit the individual 
member, but benefit the trade as а ‘whole, 
stopping the suicidal cutting of prices. 

Continuing, Mr. Burchell quoted, from the 
discussions at the recent Cardiff Conference, 
remarks indicating that some delegates 
thought that the present subscription should 
confer further advantages upon membership 
in order to facilitate the obtaining of new 
members. Mr. Keliher had suggested that the 
costing committee should no longer be carried 
on on such distinct lines; it would be better 
merged in the work of the Federation. He 
had also suggested free expert advice to mem- 
bers on setting up the costing system. Mr. J. 
C. Coppock (Warrington) had urged that the 
fee for installing the system be merged in 
some way into the subscription of the Federa- 
tion, and had remarked that some reference 
should be included in the statement of ac- 
countsas to what it cost the Costing Committee 
to carry on their work. 

Mr. Burchell suggested that the extra cost 
of installing the system free to memberscould 
be spread over three years, also that members. 
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who had paid for installation could have a 
rebate in their subscriptions for a period of 
three years. He concluded by reading the 
following resolution, which, he said, he pro- 
posed to put at the end of the meeting :— 
“That this meeting of members of the Central 
Districts Branch of the London Master 
Printers' Association calls upon the Executive 
of the Parent Association and Federation, now 
the subscription is 4d. in the £ of Wages paid, 
to consider the desirability of members being 
entitled to instruction and help in the installa- 
tion of the costing system free of charge." 
(Applause.) 

The Chairman then threw the meeting open 
for general discussion. 

Mr. Wass commented on the point that in- 
creases of wages meant an automatic increase 
їп the subscriptions paid by members. Не 
thought free installation of thecosting system 
should becovered by these automaticincreases. 

Mr. А. Bennett, who said he had listened 
with great interest to Mr. Burchell's remarks, 
thought that for 24 Holborn to find officials 
to go round to individual offices and install 
the system free of charge looked rather like 
something dropping from Heaven—which 
did not usually come the way of master 
printers. The ‚Costing Committee staff was 
always most ready and willing to answer 
queries, but they did the same for every mem- 
ber in the country. 

Mr. C. H. Lea thought members did not 
quite realise that the Costing Committee was 
not a money-making concern. It was stated 
at Cardiff that they bad budgeted for an in- 
come of £8,000 and an expenditure of £8,000. 
Critics asked how that expenditure was made 
up. He thought Mr. Unwin had given a 
satisfactory account of past expenditure, and 
members might wait twelve months and see 
what was done with the money before criti- 
cising. He did not think any one in the 
Association would seriously suggest the offi- 
cials were not giving the meubers their very 
best services and fully justifying any expendi- 
ture the Federation had agreed to, іп the way 
of salaries, etc. 

The Chairman asked whether one of the 
representatives of the Costing Committee 
would state what their expenses were, and 
also say whether there was any possibility of 
giving general information that might en- 
able a small man to install the system with- 
out personal supervision. 

Mr. A. E. Goodwin said that the officials at 
24 Holborn always welcomed criticism. He 
went on to tell how from the inception of the 
Federation of Master Printers London had 
shouldered the larger proportion of the finan- 
cial responsibilities of carrying it on—as was 
fitting to London's status. The Federation 
should not be regarded as a foreign body; 
London was the largest part of it; the sub- 
scription was a contribution towards keeping 
in existence an efficient organisation for the 
whole of the printing industry throughout 
the country. He gave examples of the 
Federation’s services in the country (in re- 
lation to labour troubles, hours and prices) 
being of great importance to London 


printers. Although London's contribution 
was large, London was paying no more 
proportionately than other parts of the 
United Kingdom. In Scotland printers were 
paying 124. in the £ and іп Cardiff 14d. for 
organisation work as compared with London's 
id. in the £ subscription. Referring to the 
finances of the Costing Committee, Mr. 
Goodwin recalled that a Committee was 
started in 1912 on the basis of a guarantee 
fund. А few months later he was appointed 
secretary, and since then, apart from £200 to 
£300 per annum in subscriptions, the whole 
of the cost of the Costing Campaign had 
been paid out of fees earned by installing the 
system and the sale of books written by Mr. 
Hazell; it had not been a burden on the Lon- 
don Association or the Federation. Everyone 
agreed that the receipts and expenses of the 
Costing Committee should be published, but 
asa matter of fact, this always had been done 
year after year. The figures appeared in the 
reports of the Costing Committee published 
for the last eight years; only henceforth the 
accounts were to be published at the same 
time as those of the Federation, and on the 
same balance.sheet. Coming to the proposal 
that the costing system should be installed 
free of charge, Mr. Goodwin remarked there 
was certainly something to be said for so 
startling a suggestion, but in the first place 
they had not at present the money necessary 
to meet the increased expenditure that such a 
scheme would involve. Then they had not 
the staff, and moreover, competent men were 
hot at the moment available for engagement. 
And how would it work? When a large 
firm offered 400 to 500 guineas for the services 
of one or two members of their staff for two 
or three months, were they to give these 
services for nothing? Would they not be 
called “ black-leg" accountants if they did? 
Considering that there had been a war on, 
and taking all the circumstances into con- 
sideration, he thought the Costing Com- 
mittee had made the best use they could of 
the funds and men at their disposal. There 
were still some printers, owing possibly to 
prejudice and conservatism, who would not 
have the system installed even if it were free. 
Education, through costing classes and meet- 
ings, would alter that. Не hoped he had re- 
lieved some of their minds of the impression 
that so much money was being contributed 
that the Committee did not know what to do 
with it, or that London had no control over 
the expenditure. London always had exer- 
cised, and he thought always would exercise, 
considerable influence on the policy and the 
management of the Federation. There was 
a deep-seated prejudice in the provinces that 
the Federation belonged to London. The 
fact had to be made plain to London and the 
country that the Federation was a national 
organisation. He hoped that would be the 
point of view from which in future those 
present would regard the Federation. (Ap- 
plause.) 

The Chairman said the meeting was very 
much obliged to Mr. Goodwin for his illumi- 
nating remarks, which had certainly brought 
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out some points not known before. He sug- 
gested Mr. Williamson might have something 
to add. 

Mr. Burchell objected that Mr. Goodwin 
had overlooked answering some of the ques- 
tions raised. How many firms had installed 
the system ? 

Mr. Williamson said he thought no printer 
who was prepared to install the system had 
the slightest idea of having the work done for 
his subscription. One of the chief hindrances 
to the increased use of the system was the fact 
that to the average small printer figures and 
accounts are a bogey. After installing the 
system, however, he becomes interested in 
figures, and, as a rule, is a much more success- 
ful business man than before the installation. 
Only that morning he (Mr. Williamson) had 
received a letter from a man who would have 
been called a small printer in 1915, now in- 
vited to join the board of directors of a very 
large firm in his district. This man said he 
owed entirely his success in life to a visit that 
Mr. Goodwin paid to his office for the purpose 
of installing the system—a visit which cost 
the printer perhaps three guineas. If they 
were going to install the system free they 
would have to insist on every printer putting 
it in. Referring to the finances of the Costing 
Committee, Mr. Williamson pointed out that 
the fees now being earned did not cover the 
expenses. This was because of the very large 
amount of time that was being spent on pro- 
paganda work. Moreover, the working out 
of the standard hourly rates entailed a very 
great deal of labour and expense. As to the 
question of staff, expert costing assistants 
were very difficult to obtain. He was at pre- 
sent advertising for such men in vain. In 
assisting the small printer to install the 
system for himself, they were endeavouring 
to do as much as possible by printing and 
supplying at special prices the whole of the 
few forms and docket cost sheets required to 
work the system successfully. 

The Chairman interposed a request for 
some indication of the number of firms who 
had installed the system. 

Mr. Williamson replied that there were 
difficulties in the giving of accurate figures. 
Firms in all parts were independently putting 
the system into use, and working it satisfac- 
torily. Asto the total number of firms work- 
ing it in London and the provinces, he could 
give no definite figure. They had been too 
busy so far, but as soon as they had more 
staff the committee would no doubt have a 
census taken. In obtaining the returns upon 
which the hourly rates were based, circulars 
were sent to 50 firmsin London. A very large 
proportion of these supplied theevidence, and 
there was evidence that the resultant figures 
were very satisfactory. 

The Chairman said it had been put to them 
that there were not five printers in London 
using the costing system, also that the stan- 
dard hourly rates were arrived at by exami- 
nation in one house only. 

Mr. Goodwin retorted, “ You can give that 
the lie direct." He went on to say that if 
figures of installations were given they could 


not be a safe guide because of the large num- 
ber of firms installing the system without 
the assistance of the committee. But their 
work had a great indirect influence on stand- 
ardising prices through firms accepting the 
hourly rates without installing the system. 
But hundreds of firms of all sizes were using 
the system in its entirety. i 

Mr. Burchell asked for more explicit in- 
structions in the application of the costing 
system. It seemed to him, he said, that there 
was a missing link somewhere. There was. 
too much of the book, several books .indeed, 
and he wanted the key which would make it 
all simple. 

Mr. Williamson did not think the formsand 
explanations in the hand-book could be 
simplified. The only difficulty arose at the 
outset in allocating expenses to departments, 
and there professional assistance was helpful. 

Further discussion ensued at this juncture, 
in the course of which several points were 
brought out, including the suggestion that in 


: September or October there should be an in- 


structive Cost Congress for London, arranged 
on similar lines to those of the first Cost Con- 
gress. 

Mr. Bennett expressed the opinion that it 
would not be wise to put the resolution when 
so many had left, and as Mr. Williamson had 
promised them further opportunities of ob- 
taining information about the system. If 
they did their best to apply it, and found they 
could not do so without assistance from the 
Costing Committee, then would be the time 
for Mr. Burchell to bring forward his resolu- 
tion again. 

On the Chairman's proposal, a hearty vote 
of thanks was passed to Mr. Burchell for his 
address and to Mr. Goodwin and Mr. William- 
son for their contribution to the discussion. 

The meeting concluded with a vote of 
thanks, called for by Mr. Bennett, to Mr. 
McAra for his conduct in the chair. 


IK Makers WOO. 


In accordance with a recent agreement be- 
tween the Society of British Printing Ink 
Makers and the National Society of Operative 
Printers and Assistants, the following changes, 
retrospective from the week ending April 
24th, have been arranged in the wages of 
printing ink and roller makers in England 
and Wales. Adult workers: increases of 10s. 
per week in minimum rate in London and gs. 
per week in the provinces. Minimum Lon- 
don rates after change: GradeI men, 87s. 6d. ; 
Grade II men, 77s. 6d.; Grade ШІ men, 70s. ; 
Grade IV men, 67s.6d.; women 21 years and 
over, 50s. Rates in provinces, IO per cent. less - 
than above. Workers of 16 and under 21 
years of age: increases, varying with age and 
experience, from 5s. to gs. 6d. per week in 
London, and of Io per cent. less than these 
amounts in the provinces.

Cardiff and Current Topics Discussed. 


_The North London Master Printers’ Asso- 
ciation held a general meeting on Tuesday 
last, June 28th, at Finsbury Park, under the 
chairmanship of the president, Mr. D. A. 
Whitehead. The agenda was somewhat 
lengthy, and included a number of items of 
interest to the printer generally, amongst 
which were “The wages award," and " The 


percentage chargeable upon work to meet it.’ 


The chairman explained how difficult it 
was for the small printer to cope with these 
constant demands. Special reference was 
made to the necessity of keeping one’s staff 
no larger than met the needs of the work in 
hand, and it was pointed out that many of the 
smaller firms would have to reduce staffs im- 


mediately there was a falling off ot work. 


This would handicap them more than the 
larger firms, it being more difficult to add one 
man in five than, say, two where fifty were 
employed. 

Further, it was pointed out that the public 
were objecting to pay these high prices, in- 
stances being given; also there were exhi- 
bited specimens of work produced by the 
various processes that are being employed to 
take the place of printing. After a good deal 
of discussion upon rising costs it was agreed 
that an increase of 11 per cent. in charges 
would meet the extra cost of production. The 
increased National Insurance due on July 5th 
was mentioned. The Debt Recovery Depart- 
ment of the L.M.P.A. was introduced, and 
approved as a further means of adding to the 
usefulness of the association. Increasing in- 
Surances and the need for insurance against 
loss of profit was advocated. 

Mention was made of the recent case at 
Edmonton County Court, in which one of 
the North London members was sued for 
wages, and with the help of Mr. W. J. Mizen, 
the hon. secretary, was successful in fighting, 


aided by evidence the association was able to 


furnish. 
An Echo of Cardiff. 


. Mr. W. R. Cummins next gave an interest- 
4ng account of his visit to Cardiff. Hisnarra- 
tive gave evidence of the keen interest which 
the various topics aroused. He recalled Mr. 
Howard Hazell's remarks with regard to the 
problem of plant and machinery in relation 
to costs, and the special reserve for the re- 
placement of machinery it was necessary to 
retain. Speaking of the difficulties of arriving 
at the value of existing machinery and its 
relation to fire insurance, he quoted a reply 
of Mr. H. Hazell's that double or treble in- 
surance was needed to meet this danger. He 
told how Mr. Goodwin, in his address on de- 
preciation of plant, urged the adoption of 
the standard hourly rates as guides for 
printers who would not take the trouble to 
install the system themselves, and spoke also 
of the necessity for a fair-price clause. 
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He told also how Scotland, through Mr. 
Grieve, advocated the minimum price list as 
facilitating estimating and obviating costly 
errors. 

Mr. Cummins was much impressed by Mr. 
Williamson's “ Survey of the Past and Vision 
of the Future," and his hope that the League 
of “Costers” would beget similar benefits 
that were expected from the League of 
Nations. His drastic remarks upon some 
printers who had the “brand of Cain" were 
greatly appreciated. 

Mr. Cummins reported that Mr. Humphries, 
the new president, gave promise in his speech 
of being one of the best the Federation had 
had. 

The new Education Act and the appeal that 
apprentices should not run errands were sub- 
jects commented upon. . 

In conclusion, Mr. Cummins stated that the 
lessons learnt at Cardiff proved to him that 
the subservient spirit of the printer to his 
customer must pass away. That does not 
mean that he must be discourteous or uncivil, 
but it means that the printer must throw off 
the haunting fear of losing an account, large 
or small, whether or not he is receiving a 
proper recompense for work well done. That, 
he said, is the test which we should apply to 
our business; those who continue through 
fear or subservience to work at underpaid 
rates, when the way is shown and made easy 
to receive fairer terms, are indeed slaves.

Second Annual General Meeting of 
the Branch. 


The Central Districts Branch of the London 
Master Printers’ Association held its second 
annual meeting at the St. Bride Institute on 
Wednesday of last week. Thechair wastaken 
by Mr. J. D. McAra, F.C.I.S., Chairman of the 
Branch. 

‘The meeting opened with the reading by 
the hon. secretary, Mr. W. H. Burchell, of the 
minutes of the last general meeting, viz., the 
first annual general meeting, held on January 
22nd last. Mr. Burchell quoted in extenso, with 
acknowledgment, the full report of that meet- 
ing which appeared in the British апа Colonial 


. Printer and Stationer of January 29th. 


Mr. McAra then presented the interim re- 
port and accounts for the period from Novem- 
ber ist, 1919, to March 25th, 1920, explaining 
that "the financial year of the Association 
had been altered to end on March 25th, so as 
to synchronise with that of the Federation of 
Master Printers." The report stated that since 
the end of October about 100 names had been 
added to the roll of membership, making a 
total to date of 510 members of the Central 
Districts Branch. 

Mention was made of Mr. A. Williamson's 
excellent address on costing which followed 
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the January General Meeting, also of the am- 
bitious conversazione which the branch held 
very successfully in April, when a discussion 
on the question of betterment was opened by 
Мг. С. A. Isaacs and Sir William Waterlow. 
The report concluded with some interesting 
remarks on the present labour situation and 
the need for increasingly thorough organisa- 
tion. Mr.McAra moved the adoption of the 
report, which after slight modification was 
unanimously carried. The accounts proved 
to be very satisfactory, showing substantial 
amounts to the credit of the Campaign Fund 
and the ordinary revenue account. In the 
absence of the treasurer, Mr. McAra moved 
their adoption, which was agreed nem. con. 

The draft rules, previously submitted in 
print to members, next came up for considera- 
tion, and after discussion, a few modifications 
were made. An interesting point raised was 
' whether any liability in the matter of libel 
was incurred by the keeping of a register of 
undesirable customers. It was decided to 
allow the rule in question to stand. On the 
motion of Mr. Albert Bennett, the new rules, 
as modified, were unanimously adopted. 

The election of officers was then proceeded 
with expeditiously. Mr. J. D. McAra was 
elected president, Mr. R. A. Austen-Leigh, 
vice-president; Mr. W. H. Burchell, hon. 
secretary; and Mr. J. Crowle-Smith, hon. 
treasurer. Messrs. Hays, Roughton and Dunn 
were re-elected honorary solicitors, and Mr. C. 
Clifford Bliss, A.C.A., honorary auditor. The 
twenty-two gentlemen constituting the Exe- 
cutive Committee were re-elected en bloc, and 
as the rules allowed of eight members being 
added, the following additional members were 
elected: C. H. Lea (Williams, Lea and Co.); 
J. S. Elias (Odhams, Ltd); B. L. Hooper 
(Suffolk and Watts); Charles Palmer (Eyre 
and Spottiswoode); Ernest H. Diprose 
(Diprose, Bateman and Co.); W. Charles 
(Charles and Son); H. J. Goss (H. J. Goss 
and Co.); D. G. Milne (Cassell and Co ).

been set aside by the result of the T.A. ballot, 
which was announced last Thursday. The 
exact figures of the ballot were not disclosed.

Asshowing the change of opinion 
revealed by the ballot, the members in one 
lacge district which unanimously turned down 
the employers' offer on the first occasion, voted 
for its acceptance by a majority of three to 
one. On the whole, the majority in favour of 
acceptingtheofferof the employers is described 
as '"' fairly large." Accordingly master printers 
throughout the country have been advised to 
pay the advance of 10s. as in the case of all 
members of other unions as and from the pay

The Turn of the Tide. 


A factor which emphasises the need for 
cordial relations between employers and 
employed and for steadinessin industry gener- 
ally is the economic position which has now 
been reached. Generally speaking, it may be 
said that we have reached the height both of 
demand and of prices and that henceforth we 
shall pass to a more normal condition of 
affairs. This will be a period little less diffi- 
cult than that of a rising market. It will 
provide another occasion for the exercise of 
British grit and caution, and the steering of 
the industrial ship will need all the care that 
it is possibleto exercise. Organisations on all 
sides will be severely tested, but we have no 


fear that the good sense which has charac- 


terised the employers and the working people 
in this country during the last few years will 
see them safely through any troubles which 
may lie in front of us, troubles which at any 
rate canscarcely be so trying as those which 
have already been safely overcome.

Messrs. Petty and Sons and F. Petty have 
been granted a patent for an invention 
whereby in post files adapted for threading 
the papers with tape, etc., for permanent 
binding, comprising two or more posts 4, 5 
attached to one flap 1 of the cover and 
having perforations 3 or otherwise con- 
structed to receive the tape, etc., one or more 
loose posts 8 attached to a plate 9 perforated 
tofit over the fixed posts are provided to serve 


for threading the tape, etc., through ad- 
ditional holes in the papers, and also for 
transferring the papers temporarily. The 
posts 8 are provided at the free end with a 
notch 12 to receive the tape, etc., and fit into 
corresponding recesses 13 in the cover. The 
ends of the fixed posts may engage catches 7 
on the other flap 2 of the cover, or the plate 9 
may be provided with knobs or notched pro- 
jections to engage the catches 7. 


Post Files. 


Mr. C. J. Dunbar has patented an invention 
relating to post files in which the detachable 
cover section is locked on the posts by means 
of clutches, means for actuating the clutches 
is arranged so as to avoid projecting parts. 
Fig. 3 shows a rocking rod K provided with 
arms N for actuating levers I of the ball 
clutches H. The rod K is mounted in grooves 
in the clutch blocks D within the casing E 
enclosing the blocks, and is furnished with a 
handle M located in a cut. away end portion 
of the casing.

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THE leather markets are reported to be ina ` 


very quiet condition, and prices for the raw 
material have dropped as a consequence. 
There is, however, no apparent reduction in 
the price of bookbinders' leathers, and, ac- 
cording to the tanneries, none can be looked 
for this year. Ofthe higher grade pelts there 
is still a scarcity, and the demand is very 
goód. During the last three or four months 
the situation has improved wonderfully, and 
many kinds of leather which were so difficult 
to secure have become readily available. 
Except in an odd case or two prices have 
hardened owing to increased costs of pro- 
duction, which bookbinders themselves can 
appreciate. Anglos and calfs are now on the 
market in sufficient quantity to make buying 
easy, but at the moment users are more con- 
cerned with filling immediate requirements 
than buying ahead. There is a very big de- 
mand for basils, and tanners have plenty of 


orders on their books awaiting ехесибіоп. .: 


Delivery is good under the circumstances, and 
buyers are not kept waiting more thana week 
or two, except for special shades.  For- 
tunately, customets have grown less exacting 
in their requirements as to colour, and it is 
not at all difficult in most cases to accept the 
nearest shade that can be offered. 


PRICES still vary considerably according to 
source of origin, and there are always some 
cheap parcels to be picked up from the leather 
agents. Taking the average, the run of mar- 
ket prices at the moment may be listed as 
follows: Anglo-russias are freely available in 
good quality and quantity at 3s. per square 
foot. At the commencement of the year they

calfs of second grade are on offer at 2s. 9d. to 
3s. per foot, while smooth calfs for full bind- 
ing are still keeping to their top value, viz., 

4s. per square foot. Basils run from Is. 3d. 
to Is. 6d. per square foot, good stout large 
skins for full binding reaching Is. 8d. Skivers 
are firm at 1s. 1d. to Is. 3d., with no apparent 
prospect of a fall. Morrocos and goats are 
firm, and not at all plentiful, although inferior 
goats and small sheep-skins are plentiful 
enough at a relatively high price. 


Book CLOTH is in danger of a further ad- 
vance, according to the manufacturers, 
though we can hardly reconcile this view with 
the fall in cotton prices and the huge profits 
made by cotton people generally. "To-day's

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price of book cloth is more than four times 
that of 1914, and compared with other heavily 
consumable commodities is already far too 
high. There are some outside producers of 
book cloth whose prices are a copper or two 
cheaper per yard than the standard grades, 
and as users have gradually become aware of 
this the source is threatened with overload. 
In general, the demand for book cloth still 
exceeds the supply, and deliveries are pain- 
fully slow. The commitments of one manu- 
facturer are as much assix months ahead, апа 
bookbinders are going to meet with continual 
difficulty in executing their contracts. Orders 
held up through lack of material incur in- 
creased costs of production, which have not 
always been taken into account when quot- 
ing. The need for a safeguarding clause in 
the contract has been in evidence for six 
years, but was never greater than now. De- 
spite this fact, there are still many houses 
whose business acumen is insufficiently strong 
to make the provision. 


BuckRAMs have advanced since our last 
notes and to-day's prices are from 4s. to 5s. 
per yard, the former for union material and 
fhe latter for linen stock inferior in grade to 
that which was served out in pre-war days. 
High price has driven the large user to the 
cotton and union buckrams, which, for big 
contract work, serve the purpose equally as 
well as the high-priced genuine linen stuff. 


LINEN tapes and threads are likely to make 
another advance very shortly and binders will

The price is terribly high and the only thing 


: to ease itis trade with Russia, the biggest flax- 


producing country in the world. At present 
the supply of linen is far below requirements, 
while the quality is simply bad. It does not 


` appear to be realised by manufacturers that 


uneven and flawed thread plays havoc with 
machine book.sewing, the time lost on stop- 
pages and mending often equalling the hours 
spent on actual production. The constitution 
of the Master Printers’ Federation does not 
appear to be built on sectional plans which 
would enable sectional grievances to be voiced 
and dealt with separately. If there was a 
bookbinders’ section with special committee 
and adequate representation, it would be pos- 
sible to devote consideration to special pro- 
blems and difficulties and bring pressure of a 


` responsible and weighty kind to bear on the

manufacturers' associations, as in the case of 


the faulty thread now being supplied. 

DurchH strawboards have come in very freely 
since the settlement of the industrial trouble 
in Holland. Storages at the docks are well 
stocked with boards, and agents are anxious 
to unload as soon as possible. Prices are not 
easier in any way and quotations are mainly 
based on about £23 to £26 per ton for unlined 
boards up to 18 oz. The Dutch mills are very 
well booked and prices are fixed up to 1921 on 
to-day's basis. There is small hope of any 


reduction this year and agents do not hesitate 


to speak of probable advances. Wherever 


possible, large users should buy direct, effect. , 
ing thereby a saving of several pounds per 


ton. Several Dutch agents have been over to 
this country and the figures they are prepared 
to book small orders at are well below those 
quoted by our own importers.

Master Printers and Their Costs. 


Expenses Chargeable to Materials. — 
By Mr. F, H. Stevens. 


At the recent conference of the Federation 
of Master Printers at Cardiff, Mr. F. H. 
Stevens (Messrs. A. W. Ford and Co., Bristol) 
made a very useful contribution to the costing 
discussion in the paper printed below. 

I feel that this subject requires a great deal 
more ventilation than has yet been given to 
it, and my excuse for again hammering it is 
that I have not yet seen any satisfactory ex- 
planation of the little problem dealing with 
this item of the master printers costing 
system. 

Ffteen per cent. has for some time been 
generally mentioned as the correct charge in 
respect of materials, and I note that it has 
lately been increased to 163 per cent., with a 
suggestion that when the cost of selling ex- 
ceeds 5 per cent. such excess should be added 
to the rate, but I am convinced that if this is 
done it will be found necessary in the case of 
the majority of jobbing printing houses to 
make a charge of at least 20 per cent.or more, 
probably 25 per cent., in relation to materials, 
rather than the original 15 or 164 per cent. 

Dealing with the revised rate of 16$ per cent. 

just mentioned, and assuming that a printer 
is so fortunate as to get his selling done at the 
cost of only 5 per cent., there remains 11$ per 
cent. with which to cover the following ex- 
penses in relation to materials :— 


I. Warehouse rent, taxes, light and labour. 


2. Interest and insurance of stock. 

3. Cost of warehouse plant, lifts, trucks, 
scales, etc. 

4- Buying expenses. 

5. Paper spoilt in warehouse, and other in- 
cidental expenses. 


It is extremely difficult to analyse these 
items and to arrive at an exact percentage 
cost, owing to the natural fluctuations of 
stock, but with the Bank rate at 71 per cent. 
and likely to go higher, the present high rate 
of warehouse labour, heavy and increasing 
cost of insurance, the increase of rates and 
taxes, and the many other incidental charges 
in relation to materials, it is difficult to see 
how all these can be covered by a charge of 
11$ per cent. 

My own calculations show me that about 
14 per cent. is a safer figure, especially in cases 
where a varied stock is held, including many 
small items. 


Jobbing Printer's Selling Costs. 


As to a jobbing printing office getting its 
selling done at a cost of 5 per cent., I do not 
think it requires much reflection to see that 
that is impossible, and if the Master Printers' 
Federation can provide me with salesmen to 
do a moderate turnover of, say, 6,000 per 
annum at 5 per cent. i.e., 300 per annum, 
upon which they will have to live and pay all 
travelling expenses, I would be prepared to 
engage a dozen of them forthwith, if consider- 
ations of humanity did not prohibit such a 
course. 

It is, of course, possible that some firms 
having a very large and well-established con- 
nection, possibly amongst publishers, require 
very little selling effort, and consequently 
their sales expenses may come within the 
scope of 5 per cent., but I venture to think 
that such firms represent a very small 
minority, and need not be considered when 
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calculating the average cost of selling as it 
exists among jobbing printers. 

Personally I am convinced that the average 
is not less than 10 per cent., and this opinion 
is based upon an experience with a large 
variety of printers' salesmen spread over the 
fast twenty years or more, and in a very large 
as well as a medium-sized concern. 

Further, I believe it is honestly worth IO 
per cent. in salary, expenses and commission, 
. or however it may be arranged, to sell an 
average grade of jobbing printing, requiring 
a great deal of running about, calling and re- 
calling with proofs and revised proofs, and 
the other services which must be rendered in 
connection with selling work of thisclass. 

'T here is also the subject of discount to be 
considered, and while I note that it has been 
said that discount should be treated as a 
separate charge, it is pretty well known that 
in practice this is not done, but the discount 
. comes out of eitherthe profit or the rate of ex- 
pense charged, whichever way you like to look 
at it. 

It follows, therefore, that if you allow the 
customer 2} per cent., and the selling costs 
amount to Io per cent. upon returns, that 15, 
124 per cent. over-riding, the materials must 
bear the sum of those two percentages for sell- 
ang expenses alone, calculated upon cost as 
distinct from returns, plus a further percentage 
to cover the indoor costs of materials. 


Proper Allocation of Expenses. 


I do not wish to suggest any undue forcing 
up of prices, but I do wish to see established 
the first principle underlyingthesystem, which 
is, that all expenses shall be charged to the 
items to which they are incidental, labour ex- 
penses against labour, and material expenses 
against material. 

If it should be found by some printers that 
their local hourly rates are in some depart- 
ments a little too high, and if this fact has 
been established by striking an average over 
a long period, say, not less than six months, 
to cover slack as well as busy periods, then 
surely it is better to discuss with one's local 
costing committee theadvisability of a reduc- 
tion, and to charge the correct percentage 
«upon materials which figures and experience 
show are chargeable against them. 

Unfortunately the figures of many firms are 
witiated by the fact that their salesmen are 
plain paper sellers, as well as printers’ sales- 
wnen, and their expenses are spread over a 
great deal other than printed matter. 

The difficultv can, however, be got over by 
establishing a proper rate to be charged 
against factored materials, which materials, 
such as packing paper, etc., should bear their 
proper proportion of selling and warehouse 
charges, and such percentage would doubt- 
less be lower than that applicable to paper 
which is printed and manufactured, as the 
time taken in selling it is obviously less. This 
course has long been adopted by my own firm 


IF yeu are in the trade, why not trade with 
a "real trade newspaper "? That's the sort 
of reciprocity that pays all concerned. 


Printing Machinery Prices 


At Hazell, Watson and Viney’s Sale. 


At the sale of printing machinery held at 
Messrs. Hazell, Watson and Viney's Kirby- 
street premises, last week, some excellent 
plant was sold by Messrs. Walter Phelps and 
Son, the auctioneers who conducted the sale. 
The following are a few of the prices ob- 
tained :—Quad-crown power litho press, by 
Furnival, bed 52 by 35 in., £35; double-royal 
power litho press, 48 by 32 in. bed, £32 105. ; 
eight-crown power litho press, by the Alu- 
minium Press Co. £72 105.; quad-demy 
power litho press, by Greig, £40; nearly new 
quad-crown power litho press, by Furnival, 
£75; nearly new double-demy flat-bed offset 
litho machine, by Ratcliffe, £400; an L. and 
M. quad-demy rotary litho machine, £350; 
another nearly new quad. demy rotary litho 
machine, £950; L. and M. quad-demy rotary 
litho macnine, £425; quad-crown litho ma- 
chine, by Furnival, £130;  demy-quarto 
" Halligan " litho machine, £20; three eight- 
crown rotary litho machines brought respec- 
tively £450, £225 and £225: and a quad-demy 
litho machine, by Schmeirs, Werner and 
Stein, was knocked down for £380. 

Among the letterpress machinery a quad- 
super-royal four-roller two-revolution press, 
by Cottrell, went for £300; another similar 
machine brought the same price. A Triplex 
Linotype machine went for £450; a Duplex 
Linotype for £300, and another Duplex Lino- 
type brought £430. À number of founts of 
Linotype matrices offered went at rather low 
prices, as also did a quantity of Linotype 
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Suits of paper made in Germany, are being 
received in London, and retailed at prices 
ranging from 2s. 6d. to 10s. 6d. each. Last 
month 40,000 of these suits were imported, 
and a further batch of 5,000 are expected next 
week. 

Of the suits so far imported the majority 
have been sent abroad—to India and South 
Africa; but there are enterprising merchants 
in London who entertain the opinion that 
with clothing at its present price, paper-made 
suits might gain some popularity in this 
country, particularly in industrial districts, if 
a little of the imagination of the English 
cutter could be used in their make-up. There 
is now a suggestion to import quantities of 
the paper fabric in order that suits may be 
made in accordance with English styles. It is 
also suggested that a new industry for the 
production of this material for clothing might, 
in the interests of economy, be started in this 
country, and that a member of Parliament 
might assist the enterprise by appearing in 
the House of Commons in a suit of paper.

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Ie Hell Uses 


By A. W. FooTE, of Stanley Process Metals. 


This title involves a large army of masters 
and workers, all men of experience, and each 
with his own particular way of carrying out 
his job; and yet the writer is aghast at the 
huge waste that is going on all over the 
country among type metal users: 

There are two general classes of type metals. 
One is of a high standard, containing the 
proper percentages of tin, antimony, and 
lead; the other usually is made only of anti- 
monial lead, entirely eliminating tin, or is 
reclaimed from type metal dross. 

To aid in understanding the nature, the 
action and the care of type metals, we will 
explain the functions of each of the several 
ingredients. 

Lead, 


Lead is used as the base metal. It is highly 
malleable, and is sufficiently soft and of a low 
enough melting point for the purpose. 


Antimony. 


Antimony is a hard brittle metal. It im- 
parts hardness to the alloy, aids in preventing 
shrinkage. At the same time it lowers the 
melting point, although an excess of anti- 
mony causes more heat to be required for 
casting purposes, and consequently occasions 
excessive waste through oxidation. 


Tin. 


Tin isa safe, but tough, element. It has 
free flowing qualities and a low melting point. 
It imparts both the latter qualities to type 
metal alloys, causing the metal to flow freely 
in the various casting equipments. Another 
very important function is its ability to 
cast a smooth type face on plates, slug 
or type, and with the proper percentage 
of tin in the alloy these type faces are enabled 
to withstand the constant wear on long runs, 
maintaining a smooth, sharp-cut impression. 


Raw Materials. 


There are, of course, various grades of lead, 
antimony and tin. The manufacturer of 
cheap metals must use the cheapest. Fre- 
quently he does not use raw metals at all, but 
purchases scrap metal from junk dealers and 
dross accumulations from printers. These 
are put through a so-called refining process, 
and the resultant mixture is generally sold for 
considerably less than the cost of the raw 
materials that the maker of pure type metal 
alloy uses. 

Antimonial Lead. 

There is also what is known as antimonial 
lead. This is an impure form of lead, which 
contains, in its ore form, a varying percentage 
of antimony, which is present as an impurity. 
Besides antimony it also carries arsenic. 
Arsenic is about the worst possible element 
which can get into type metal, for its chemi- 
cal action produces hard spots in the mixture, 
which occasions serious trouble in the casting 


mechanism. It is frequently responsible for 
blow-holes in the slugs, type;or plates, and 
adds considerably to the melting point of the 
mixture, which occasions over-heating and 
consequently loss through burning or oxiding 
the metal. 

The only interesting feature about anti- 
monial lead is its cheapness. Because it is an 
impure form of lead, it is frequently sold for 
less than the cost of pure lead. Thus, the 
manufacturer is able to turn out a type metal 
made of antimonial lead, containing no tin, 
and for this low grade, impure metal he 
secures what appears to be a low price, but 
which is in reality, a high price for the class 
of materials he is selling. 


Oxidation, | 


All metals in molten form are subject to 
oxidation. Oxidation is the combining of the 
oxygen in the atmosphere with the molecules : 
of the metal. This, united, causes an oxida- 
tion or drossage on the surface of the metal, 
which resembles a thick crust, and is known 
to most users of type metal as dross. 

Stanley Process Type Metal, being made of 
prime, virgin ingredients of pioper formula, 
percentage, and thoroughly united into an 
alloy, is not subject to oxidation to the same 
extent as cheap manufactured mixtures. Im- 
pure metals oxidise in greater proportion 
than pure metal alloy. 

The average type metal mixture, being 
a composition of antimony and lead or 
made from an impure antimonial lead, has 
a higher melting point than a properly made 
tin, antimony and lead type metal. The 
higher the melting point the greater the heat 
which must be employed in melting the metal. 
The more the metal is heated the greater is 
the accumulation of oxidation or dross. Thus, 
a metal sold at a cheap price invariably costs 
the user more in the long run by reason of 
this excessive waste or oxidation. 


The Temperature. 


The temperature of the three metals used in 
Stanley Process type metal alloys are as fol- 
lows: Tin, melting at 449 degrees F.; lead, 
melting at 62 degrees F.; antimony, melting 
at 1,106 degrees F. 

The above figures substantiate what wesay 
about excessive oxidation. Acombination of 
lead and antimony requires greater heat, be- 
cause the combined melting point of the two 
ingredients is greater. The presence of tin, 
which melts at 449 D. F., substantially reduces 
the melting point of the alloy when used in 
percentage. There is no exact melting point 
to be specified for the varioustype metal alloys. 
The proper heat to be used is that at which 
best results are obtained. This varies accord- 
ing to the formula of the metal in use. It 
does not stay at one percentage, because the 
formula is constantly changing by reason of 
the Stanley Process linotype metal (also inter- 
type and liongraph metal) melting at around 
575 D. F. Stanley Process stereotype metal 
melts at around 625 D. F. Stanley Process 
monotype metal melts at around 650 D. F. 

When you find it impossible to get good 
castings at melting points of about the same 
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A Novel Form Letter. 


Soon after the New York Herald installed its 
Model 20 display linotype, inquiries from out-of- 
town publishers concerning the work of the machine 
began to arrive These inquiries were referred to 
the Herald superintendent, Frank J. Smith, and 
Mr. Smith did not answer a great many of them 
betore deciding that to answer each individually was 
going to take up too much of his time. He then 
wrote a general reply covering succinctly the ad- 
vantages the //era/d was deriving as a result of this 
equipment, which enabled the paper to set its display 
direct from the keyboard. Copy for the form letter 
he turned over to the Model 20 operator for setting, 
partly in eighteen point and partly in twenty-four 
point Bodoni Bold. While the operator was at 
work on the setting, Mr. Smith quietly timed the job. 
The letter fills a page 11 X 17. In small type at 
the extreme left-hand side of the page is the closing 
** kick "—Aand perhaps the heartiest. This postscript 
reads: ““' The proof of the pudding is in the eating.’ 
This letter was set in twenty minutes on the Herald's

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figures as given above it indicates that your 
metal is in need of tempering. When you run 
considerably above these percentages you are 
wasting your metal because of excessive 
oxidation. In addition, the higher the melt- 
ing point it is necessary for you to use, the 
Poorer will be the castings, in either body or 
ace. 

It is advisable for every user of type metals 
to use a metal worker's thermometer daily, so 
as to get his temperature at the proper range, 
and avoid over-heating. When he finds that 
it is impossible to get results at a medium 
heat, it is advisable for him to send in a 
sample for analysis for our suggestions as to 
what should be done to lower the melting 
point. Large users of type metals, such as 
newspaper offices in fair-sized cities, should 
have their stereotyping pots equipped with a 
pyrometer, which shows them at all times 
while the metal is molten just what its tem- 
perature is. 

Cleaning Type Metal. 

From continued usage impurities will ac- 
cumulate in any grade of type metal. These 
are caused by printing ink, dust and dirt from 
the metal sweepings on the floor, dirt and 
grit in the atmosphere, and from other mis- 
cellaneous causes. The presence of a con- 
siderable quantity of such foreign matter is 
indicated by the sluggishness of the metal in 
the pot, or while being cast. It isadvisable 
to keep the metal as clean as possible, but 
this can be overdone and a great deal of good 
metal wasted in the process. 

Direction for Cleaning. 

A flux to be mixed consisting of the follow- 
ing ingredients:—2 parts of granulated sal 
ammoniac, 2 parts of powdered rosin, 3 parts 
of beef tallow. 

The above formula will answer the purpose, 
and should be used in the proportion of 
approximately one pound of flux to one ton 
of metal. Another formula which can be 
used which is more difficult to make up is as 
follows :—3 parts of beeswax, 2 parts of granu- 
lated sal ammoniac, 2 parts of tanner's hard 
grease or tallow, 2 parts of powdered sulphur, 
1 part of borax, 1 part of plumbago.

Printers and Postage. 

Sir ApoLPH Tuck deserves the thanks of 
those printers who are particularly interested 
in the production of picture post cards for the 
strong opposition he is taking against the 
proposed increase in the postage rates. He 


returns to the attack this week with a vigorous . 


letter in the Daily Telegraph. Не points out 
that in the opinion of the trade the increased 
postage from Id. to 13d. will have the follow- 
ing effects:—1. A surrender of an industry 
largely built up during the war into German 
hands. 2. Loss of employment to upwards of 
70,000 traders and workmen, many of them 
ex-Service men, at present engaged in the 
trade. 3. No increase in revenue as a set-off 
to these drawbacks, but, on the contrary, a 
positive diminution. He asserts that unless 
the Post Office officials can be brought to 
realise that a mistake has been made the 
British picture post card is to be taxed twice 
as heavily as a letter, i.e., by an increase of 
200 per cent. as against an increase of 100 per 
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cent. The serious effect which the increased 
postage will have upon printers of this class 
of work is indicated by the fact that already 
the cost of production means that a picture 
post card cannot be offered for sale for less 
than 14d. The addition of another 13. for 
postage would bring the total outlay to 3d., 
which is a consideration which will have 
great weight with those people who indulge 
in the post card habit so freely now. Sir 
Adolph raises many other points in his very 
forceful argument against the proposed in- 
crease in postal rates.

The master printers complain that this action 
was taken without due notice being given. 
No overtime has been worked in the area 
during this week. The situation is con- 
sidered serious, and unless the embargo on 
overtime is raised during the week-end it will 
prevent the publication of certain newspapers 
in the area affected. 

Conferences of master printers and news- 
paper organisations have been held this week 
on the subject, and on Tuesday it was de- 
cided to send a telegram to the executive of 
the Typographical Association informing. 
them that unless an assurance were received 
that steps would be taken to prevent a 
stoppage of work occasioned by the embargo 
on óvertime, it might be necessary to give 
notice to all the members of the Typo- 
graphical Association throughout the country. 
The master printers pointed out that this 
might involve a stoppage of all newspapers 
in the provinces next week. 

TheJoint Industrial Council of the printing 
industry met on Wednesday to review the 
whole situation.

PARBNT ASSOCIATION. 


In the absence of the president, Mr. A. E. 
Jarvis, who has been on a visit to America, 
the vice-president, Mr. S. M. Bateman, occu- 
pied the chair at the monthly meeting ‘of the 
Parent Association at the "Old Bell,” 
Holborn, on July 6th. The minutes of the 
previous meeting having been read and 
adopted, the following new members were 
elected : —Mr. J. H. Banks (H.M.S.O., Harrow, 
Overseer—Letterpress Machine.) Mr. G. T. 
Ledger (Messrs. Drake, Driver and Leaver, 
Rosebery-avenue, Е.С. Overseer — Letter- 
press Machine. Mr. C. S. Todd (H.M.S.O., 
Harrow, Overseer — Letterpress Machine. ) 
Mr. C. H. Watts (Messrs. Eden Fisher and Co. 
Overseer—Letterpress Machine.) Mr. J. 
Williams (Government Printing Office, 
Nigeria—Works Manager.) 

The Chairman extended a welcome to the 
new members who were in attendance. 

Councli’s Report. 

The report of the Parent Council, which 
was taken as read, referred to the changes in 
personnel which had taken place during the 
past year. The Council were pleased to re- 
port a large increase in membership through- 
out the whole Association, which they attri- 
buted to the lessons daily shown of the 
benefit to be obtained by combination. Lon- 
don had added 5o to its total, and Edinburgh, 
25. Anew centre, the West of England, had 
been formed during the year with a member- 
ship of 44. The total membership of the 
Association was now 1,221. Ап increase of 
£68 odd in the balance of the General Fund 
was noted, and the Death Benefit Fund 
showed a balance of £1,648, as against 
£1,195 last year, to which may be added ap- 
proximately £200 due to accrue on the levies 
called immediately at the close of the 
financial year. With regard to the capital 
account, the total value of the finances is 
£3,016, an increase of £508 odd. 

the Chairman referred to the deaths of Mr. 
Chas. Morley and Mr. Moyce. Their late 
general secretary, he said, had worked too 
hard in his earlier days which undermined 
his strength; he had worked much harder 
than he should have done; and again he had 
lost two of his sons in the war. 

Mr. Bateman also referred to the satisfac- 
tory increase in membership, which showed 
an addition of 150 members. Не congratu- 
lated Edinburgh on the large increase during 
the year. Altogether the provincial centres 
had added 100 new members, but he thought 
they would do even better this year. (Hear, 
hear.) 

The adoption of the report was formally 
moved and carried. 

Mr. Barker referred to the new branch at 
Bristol, and stated that 11 of the members 
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appeared to belong to one firm, which was 
twice the number of any other house in the 
country. He asked if they might not have 11 
Overseers in some of the London offices. 

Mr. Whittle replied that Messrs. Mardon, 
Son and Hall represented not one factory but 
about 14 and the 11 overseers were in different 
factories. 

The Balance. Sheet. 

The general secretary, Mr. Whittle, stated 
stated that in the absence of a conference, 
the accounts had been duly sent to the 
different centres, from whom he read acknow- 
ledgments. Edinburgh sent congratulations 
on the satisfactory and gratifying position of 
the Association ; nothing but praise could be 
given to a document which was all that could 
be desired. The Yorkshire Centre, in sub- 
mitting a minor suggestion, described the ac- 
counts as very satisfactory. Nottingham 
forwarded heartiest congratulations on the 
excellent report. Glasgow and Leicester also 
replied in complimentary terms. 

Mr. H. J. Forder, senior auditor, paid a 
tribute to the manner in which the accounts 
were kept. All the information he had re- 
quired had been readily forthcoming and he 
congratulated the secretary on what he had 
achieved in so short a time. 

Mr. J. French, auditor, fully agreed with 
Mr. Forder, stating that everything was per- 
fectly clear and satisfactory. The general 
secretary proved himself thoroughly au fait 
with everything. He had every confidence in 
the way the books were kept and he did not 
see how the procedure could be improved. 

Auditors' Fees, 

Mr. Blackwell complained that the audi- 
tors did not receive sufficient remuneration for 
their services, and asked how it was that they 
only received a guinea between them. 

‘lhe general secretary pointed out that 
there were really two audits and the auditors- 
received a guinea between them for each one. 

The chairman pointed out that according 
to the rule the auditors were to receive a 
guinea for each audit, though the rule could 
be read both ways. 

Mr. Blackwell pointed out that he spent 
eleven hours on one occasion in conducting 
an audit, and he did not consider half.a- 
guinea was sufficient for that length of time. 

Mr. Pugh maintained that both auditors 
should receive a guinea for each audit, and 
it as resolved that this amount should be 
paid. 

Mr. French pointed out that grants had 
been given to members in the past year 
amounting to 15 guineas, while the amount 
allocated to the Benevolent Fund was /36. 
Since grants were only applied for in cases of 
dire necessity, he thought the Association. 
met be a little more generous to such mem- 

ers. 

Mr. Whittle explained that the council had 
always acted generously with any applica- 
tion, but they could only grant up to five 
guineas. 

The chairman added that at a general. 
meeting the option could be taken of making. 
a grant of 10 guineas. 
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Mr. Freeman asked whether the members 
had ever considered the question of having 
the accounts audited by a chartered account- 
ant, but the chairman thought as Mr. Free- 
man was a member of the council he could 
bring the point before that body. 

Mr. Pugh recalled that this suggestion had 
been mentioned before, but it was estimated 
that the cost would be too great, and it would 
mean an entirely new method of keeping the 
books, which would involve the appointment 
of a whole-time secretary. The suggestion, 
which had come from the Yorkshire council 
at the last conference in 1919, had been well 
discussed and rejected. 

The balance sheet was thereupon adopted 
unanimously. 


The Leeds United Gathering. 


The chairman mentioned the united gather- 
ing which was recently held in Leeds, and 
called upon the general secretary to report 
upon the subject. 

Mr. Whittle said the gathering had been a 
complete success, and he thoroughly enjoyed 
it. He thought the inore they saw of their 
provincial members the more they appre- 
ciated one another. ‘Their colleagues in the 
provinces were up against difficulties which 
they in London had not to face. 

The chairman added a few racy observa- 
tions on the gathering at Leeds and endorsed 
what the secretary had said regarding the 
very hearty welcome extended to the visitors. 
He particularly remarked on the splendid 
promptitude maintained throughout the 
gathering. Although he was not particu- 
larly in favour of these large deputations, 
realising that it was the members' money they 
were spending, he thought such conferences 
should be held at a central point in order to 
reduce railway expenses. 

Mr. Blackwell described the gathering asa 
most remarkable one from start to finish. 
They came to know the provincial members 
better than they did before. From the moment 
they started from King’s-cross to the time 
they got back again there was not a second 
wasted. They were enjoying themselves all 
the time and they were helping the Associa- 
tion right through. 

Mr. Davenport also added his eulogy and 
remarked that the general secretary had dis- 
posed once and for all of the question of 
seniority. The arrangements which Mr. 
Whittle had made for their comfort were all 
that could be desired. 

Mr. Gill, in a characteristic speech, 
emphasised the fact that he went to 
Leeds on business. He observed that the 
wit and humour of their vice-president had 
been greatly appreciated, while he had left 
his sarcasm at the “Old Bell." (Laughter.) 

Mr. Dawson described it as about the most 
successful gathering the Association had held. 
He was sorry the Parent Association had not 
been better represented, and he would also 
have liked to have seen some of the younger 
members present, so that they might get to 
know them better. 

Mr. J. К. Riddell felt that the more the 
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members of the Parent Association got into 
touch with provincial members, the better 
they would understand their peculiar position. 
The Yorkshire members were always keen to 
makeanyone feelthat they werereally brothers 
in the Association work. He hoped future 
gatherings of the kind would be more largely 
attended because they were very helpful all 
round. 

Mr. Burton added a tribute to the arrange- 
ments made by the Yorkshire centre. 


Bohemian Concert. 


Mr. Whittle raised the question of the 
annual Bohemian concert, and mentioned 
that the only accommodation they could 
obtain was the Great Hall at the Cannon- 
street Hotel for Wednesday, November roth. 
This hall, he added, would accommodate 800 
people. 

On the motion of Mr. Pugh, it was decided 
to engage the hall for the date mentioned. 


` The Salaries Question. 
The Vice-President, Mr. Whittle, and Mr. 
Blackwell submitted a satisfactory report on 


the salaries question, and the proceedings 
then terminated. 


AT a session of the annual conference of the 
United Vehicle Workers' Union at Notting- 
ham the representative of a local newspaper 
was ordered, by a vote of the conference, to 
withdraw from the meeting, it being alleged 
that his paper published a misleading report 
of the previous day's debate. The reporter 
states that he was refused an opportunity of 
making an explanation.

one or more yieldingly raised driving-bars or 
stops which may be readily depressed flush.

ments. The bar or stop 2is flanged to engage 
an undercut recess in the cylinder ї and is 
normally projected therefrom by a spring 3, 
but is depressed flush with the surface of the 
cylinder when the plate, owing to its length 
or arrangement, must extend over it. The bar 
is held against such movement by a block 4 
held by a screw 5. The side edges of the plate 
are held as usual between an undercut ring 8 
on the cylinder and spring-pressed dogs en- 
gaging recesses in the sides of the cylinder. 


Web Coating Machine. 


In a machine for applying adhesives, etc., 
patented in this country by Mr. K. Laube, the 
trough roller ї and the applying roller 2, 
which is in contact with a conveying apron 
running on a work table underneath, are 
mounted in fixed bearings, and the position 
of the distributing roller 3 is controlled by 
links 5 pivoted at 4 to an eccentric which may 
be set by means of a handle 6 to disengage the 


roller 3 from the other rollers or vary its pres- 
sure thereon in order to vary the thickness of 
the coating Thetrough 7 in which the roller 
I dips is supported by arms 13 mounted on a 
shaft 14 conhected to the usual device for 
starting and stopping the machine and oper- 
ated by a hand-lever 9, and the edge of the 
trough lifts a scraper 12 carried by pivoted 
arms II out of contact with the roller 2 when 
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the machine is running. Depression of the 
lever 9 to stop the machine lowers the trough 7 
and allows the scraper to engage the roller 2, 
as shown in Fig. 2, the roller 3 being raised at 
the same time by the handle 6. The impetus 
of the machine moves the roller 2 against the 
scraper, thereby clearing it of adhering liquid 
and preventing dropping of liquid on the 
work-table while the machine is at rest. 


Folding Boxes. 


A British patent has been granted to Kunst- 
druckund Verlagsanst a 1.t Wezel and Nau- 
mann Akt. Ges. and Mr. H. Pabst, whereby in 
a box having the sides hinged to the bottom 
and secured in the set-up condition by a sur- 
rounding strap fastened to the rear side of the 
box, the strap 3, Fig 1, and front 5 are formed 
with flaps 6, 7, respectively, which engage one 
another and prevent withdrawal of the inner 


part of the box from the strap. Small cheeks 
7! may be formed on the strap to prevent the 
cover from closing when the box is epen for 
inspection purposes. In the polygonal form 
shown in Fig. 2, the flaps 6, 7 are alternately 

rovided on the strap 3 and sides 4, and the 
lid has tongues 8, which can be inserted be- 
tween the sides 4 and strap 3.

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А Critical Phase in the Labour Situation. 


The Fundamental Trade-Union Principle 


of Collective Bargaining 


Whatever may be the outcome of the nego- 
tiations which at the time of writing are pro- 
ceeding with a view to carrying the printing 
industry safely past the crisis produced by the 
action of the Manchester and Liverpool 
branches of the Typographical Association, 
the issue that has been raised should be recog- 
nised as one of quite fundamental import- 
ance. The attitude of the T. A. members in 
the two Lancashire cities is perhaps under- 
standable, especially in view of the way in 
which certain employers in that part of the 
country have played false to the principle of 
collective bargaining, but it cannot be too 
strongly urged that this principle is of vital 
consequence to the stability and progress of 
the printing industry, and that if it is to be 
ignorned by any organised section of the 
trade, the whole organisation of the industry 
is imperilled. 

The new crisis in the trade began when the 
settlement that was agreed to by the Execu- 
tive of the Typographical Association was 
repudiated by the Manchester and Liverpool 
branches, who asked for a bonus of 10s. a 
week over and above the terms accepted by 
the Association, and further gave notice that 
they would cease to work overtime last week- 
end if their demand was not granted. 

Mention was made in our last issue of the 
fact that on Tuesday of last week the master 
printers and representatives of newspaper 
organisations despatched a telegram to the 
Executive of the Typographical Association 
informing them that unless an assurance were 
recei ved that steps would be taken to prevent 
stoppage of work occasioned by an embargo 
on overtime, it might be necessary to give 
notice to all the members of the Typographi- 


ıs at Stake, 


cal Association throughout the country. Thus 
the position reached was a most serious one, 
and stoppage of provincial newspapers was 
threatened. The crisis was emphasised by 
the fact that the ballot of the Liverpool and 
Manchester members of the Typographical 
Association showed a majority in favour of 
insisting upon the payment of the bonus. 

The Joint Industrial Council met at Sta- 
tioners’ Hall on Wednesday last week, but 
adjourned without any agreement being 
reached. The Joint Labour Committee, 
through which employers and the T.A. nego- 
tiate wages matters, also put forth its efforts 
in vain. 

Negotiations were continued on the Thurs- 
day. The Joint Labour Committee, after a 
two hours' sitting, was unable to reach an 
agreement. The Typographical Association 
put forward a proposal which was not accept- 
able to the employers, and the whole matter 
had to be referred to the Joint Industrial 
Council, which met at 7.30 in the evening. 

On Friday there was a further meeting of 
the Joint Industrial Council, and this meeting 
produced very satisfactory results. The fol- 
lowing resolution was unanimously adopted : 
—"'This Joint Industrial Council welcomes 
the decision of the Typographical Association 
Executive that they will issue direct instruc- 
tions to the fathers of chapels in Manchester 
and Liverpool to withdraw the embargo on 
overtime, and resume normal conditions at 
once, and of the employers' organisations to 
issue instructions to their members to hold 
over the tendering of notices." 

Telegrams were at once despatched in the 
names of Messrs. French, President of the 
Typographical Association, and Skinner, Sec- 
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retary, to the fathers of chapels, in the follow- 
ing terms:—" Executive Council of Typo- 
graphical Association have withdrawn em- 
bargo on overtime, and instruct members to 
resume normal working conditions at once. 
Members are expected loyally to adhere to 
Executive's instruction." 

A telegram was also sent to the various 
secretaries of the Master Printers' Federation 
as follows:—" Executive Council of Typo- 
graphical Association have instructed Man- 
chester and Liverpool members to lift over- 
time embargo. Therefore hold over lock-out 
notices until further instructions." 

This action of the Т.А. Executive, however, 
was not effective in removing the trouble. 
The agreement having been announced, a 
statement was issued by the committees of 
the Liverpool and Manchester branches in the 
following terms: —" It was agreed by the 
Industrial Council and the T.A. Executive 
that lock-out notices should be withdrawn on 
the T.A. representatives agreeing to advise 
their members concerned to withdraw the 
overtime ban. Аз far as the two branches 
affected are concerned there has been no 
change in the attitude assumed by their Joint 
Committee, and the embargo on overtime 
decided upon by the membership remains un- 
altered." This was signed by Messrs. Н. B. 
Marsh, President, Manchester branch; W. 
Hunt, Secretary ; А. A. Lincoln, President, 
Liverpool branch ; and G. Nelson, Secretary. 

Theembargo on overtime thus remained in 
force, and, as a consequence, there were no 
evening papers in Manchester and Liverpool 
on Saturday. Certain of the Sunday papers 
had to be content with editions sent to press 
before Saturday afternoon's news was avail- 
able. 

The Labour Committee of the Master Prin- 
ter's Federation met in London on Tuesday 
to consider the position. It appears that the 
view taken by the employers' organisations 
is that they can only act constitutionally, and 
that in view of the agreement in London the 
responsibility rests on the Executive of the 
Typographical Association to bring their 
members into line. 

Speaking to a representative of the British 
апа Colonial Printer, Mr. А. E. Holmes, secre- 
tary of the Printing and Kindred 'Trades 
Federation, said he found it difficult to realise 
that T.A. branches in Manchester and Liver- 
spool—strongholds of trades unionism —should 
have so failed to take into consideration the 
interests of the rest of their fellows, both in 
the Т.А. and in the kindred trades. He felt 
they had not yet realised the national im- 
portance attaching to the attitude they were 
persisting in. Asked for an expression of 
opinion as to whether the principle of fidelity 
to agreement was clearly involved, Мг. 
Holmes replied that by whatever name the 
extra Ios. demanded was called—‘ bonus” or 
“increase of wages’’—the demand was un- 
-questionably an attempt to break away from 
an agreement which had been accepted by an 
organised body by a large majority. 

The great mass of trades union opinion 
anust surely identify itself with this view. It 


is by painful and costly efforts that the present 
highly organised state of the printing indus- 
try has been achieved, thereby making pos- 
sible that collective bargaining which has 
been so effective in improving the workers' 
conditions. To seek to gain a local advan- 
tage by defying—or even prevaricating with 
—this vital principle of collective bargaining, 
with its corollary of the binding force of 
agreements collectively entered upon, is to 
strike a blow at the very foundation-stone of 
the strength of trades unionism. 


ШАЛ Stags 


The issue by the Inland Revenue authori- 
tiesof newstamps for any purposeis an event of 
more than philatelic interest. During the past 
few months the authorities have been busily 
engaged in preparing the new stamps required 
for payment of National Health Insurance 
contributions at the new increased rates which 
came into force on Monday, July 5th. No 
fewer than twelve new denominations of 
stamps have had to be issued. 

Great labour and care areinvolved in stamp 
production. The Royal Mint undertakes the 
earlier processes, some five or six of which are 
needed before a working plate can be made 
from which to print. First the design is cut 
on steel by hand with very minute care. À 
die is then cast and lead blocks are struck 
from it to form a large master plate contain- 
ing 240 blocks, each block representing a 
stamp. Extreme accuracy is required in the 
master plate and if there 1s only a small frac- 
tion of an inch of error the plate is rejected. 
From the master plate, representing 240 
stamps in one sheet, moulds in wax are ob- 
tained on which nickel is deposited to form 
the working plates from which to print, Every 
working plate must be carefully tested to 
assure that it gives a uniform impression so 
that there shall be absolute uniformity 
between all the printed stamps. 

The plates are then handed over to the In- 
land Revenue authorities whocontrol the pro- 
duction of such stamps as are printed by the 
Government contractors. The stamps needed 
in largest quantities are printed by the con- 
tractors in the Stamp and Note Works at 
Watford, the smaller quantities of stamps of 
the higher values being printed in the Stamp- 
ing Department at Somerset House. 

Advantage has been taken of the need to 
prepare new stamps to alter the existing de- 
signs with a view to getting a greater dis- 
tinction between stamps of different values.

The Printing Trade's Tributes,

who for many years was associated with the 
literary staff of the Daily News and the Star, 
and was chairman of the Technical Com- 
mittee of the Newspaper Proprietors’ Associa- 
tion. Mr. Hillier was one of the best-known 
figures in the newspaper world, widely 
respected by both masters and men. He had 
latterly rendered valuable services to the 
trade in connection with labour negotiations. 

The family mourners were three sons, 
Captain Lawrence Hillier, R.A.F., Captain 
Frank Hillier, R.F.A., and Mr. Spencer Hillier. 
Others at the graveside were :—Lord Riddell 
(chairman, Newspaper Proprietors’ Associa- 
tion), Mr. G. Springfield (president, Institute 
of Journalists), Mr. A. Moreland and Mr. C. R. 
Symes (Press Club), Mr. Tom Foster (National 
Union of Journalists), Mr. Robert Keir (News- 
paper Federation), Mr. P. B. M. Roberts, Mr. 
S. G. Smeed, Mr. C. Stewart Caine and Mr. T. 
W. McAra (Newspaper Press Fund), Mr. T. 
Naylor (secretary, London Society of Com- 
positors), Messrs. Newcombe, Pointing, and 
Evans (London Society of Compositors), Mr. 
Shortell (chairman, Correctors of the Press), 
Mr. Warren (secretary, Electrotypers' Union), 
Mr. J. Hall Richardson (acting chairman of 
the Technical Committee of the Newspaper 
Proprietors' Association), and representatives 
of many prominent newspapers. 

A large number of beautiful wreaths were 
forthcoming from all branches of the news- 
paper industry. Among them were many 
from the Daily News and Star, representing 
the editorial, advertising and printing depart- 
ments of the two journals. 

Among the many personal friends who sent 
wreaths were Lord Northcliffe, Lord and Lady 
Riddell, Sir Edward Hulton, Bart., Messrs. W.

chapels of Messrs. E. Hulton and Co.; 
Printers’ Managers and Overseers’ Associa- 
tion; National Society of Electrotypers and 
Stereotypers; Mr. Hugh Macgregor, president 
of the Council of the Newspaper Press Fund; 
his friends on the Daily Chronicle; Directors 
of the Associated Newspapers; friends and 
colleagues of the Newspaper Proprietors’ 
Association; Morning Post; News of ihe 
World; "Natsopa"; Technical Committee 
of the Newspaper Proprietors’ Association ;

IS address the vicar referred to the splendid 
solidarity of the Press, as a whole, notwith- 
standing differences of opinion. Не also 
alluded to Mr. Hillier’s rich activities, his 
lofty ideas, and his wholesome influence.

Mr. R. J. Elliston, J.P., Retires. 


A very interesting and enjoyable evening 
was spent on Monday, July 12th, at the 
George Hotel, Aylesbury, when the Directors 
of Messrs. Hazell, Watson and Viney, Ltd., 
invited the heads of the departments of the 
Aylesbury Printing Works to dine with Mr. 
and Mrs. R. J. Elliston. The object of the 
gathering was to wish God-speed to Mr. R. J. 
Elliston, J P., who is retiring from the respon- 
sible and onerous position as Manager of the 
firm's Aylesbury Works, after having been 
actively engaged in the printing indcstry for 
Over 50 years, thirty-one of which have been 
spent with the company. 

Mr. W. Howard Hazell, J.P., chairman of 
the company, presided. The principal guests 
of the evening were of course Mr. and Mrs. 
Elliston, who were accompanied by their two 
sons and two daughters. There were also 
present Mrs. W. Howard Hazell, Mr. and Mrs. 
Ralph Hazell, Mr. J. Crowle-Smith, J.P., Mr. 
H. B. Viney, Captain and Mrs. O. V. Viney, 
Mr. and Mrs. W. Jowett, and the heads of the 
various departments and their wives. The 
Rev. Victor L. Whitechurch, Mr. and Mrs. 
Thrasher, Mr. and Mrs. T. Collings, and Mr. E. 
Ryder also attended. 

After the toast of the King had been duly 
honoured, the chairman, in proposing the 
health of Mr. Elliston, said the firm wished, 
before Mr. Elliston retired from the responsible 
position of manager of the Aylesbury works, 
to give the heads of the departments an 
opportunity of meeting him and Mrs. Elliston 
in a friendly way, and the directors took the 
occasion of presenting Mr. Elliston with a 
token of their appreciation of his services 
during the many years he had been with the 
company. Mr. Elliston had passed his jubilee 
in the printing trade, as he began 514 years 
ago. The chairman continued: In 1870 he 
was apprenticed to Unwin Bros., in London; 
in 1886 he went as manager to Hutchings and 
Crozley, and stayed with them until their 
directories were transferred to Kelly’s. Fora 
short time he acted as manager to Cooks and 
Halstead, and in November, 1889, he entered 
the service of the company, and took charge 
of the Long Acre composing room, and a few 
years later assisted Mr. Watson in the man- 
agement of that branch. In 1895, on the 
death of Mr. Jowett, he was appointed 
manager of Aylesbury,and went to the United 
States to investigate the methods of pro- 
duction. During Mr. Elliston's long connec- 
tion with the printing trade, he has seen 
great changes in respect of hours, wages and 
machinery. The directors desire to record 
their great appreciation of the devoted and 
unswerving loyalty he has shown to the com- 
pany, and atall times and in all places he has 
always done everything he could to promote 
the prosperity of the concern. Mr. Elliston 
has always shown a great and sympathetic 


interest in the staff, and all that concerns 
them. In spite of fifty years of strenuous 
work, he is leaving with good health, and I 
hope that for many years yet he may enjoy 
the leisure he has so well earned. 

The speaker went on to refer to Mr. Ellis- 
ton's public services, mentioning that in 1905 
Mr. Elliston was elected on the Urban District 
Council, and has been chairman of the 
Market, Allotments, Cemetery, Electricity, 
Finance and General Purposes, and Salaries 
and Wages Committees, and in 1910 and 1911 
he was Chairman of the Council. In 1917 he 
had the honour of being appointed a J.P. for 
Bucks. In addition he has been a Governor 
of the Aylesbury Grammar School; on the 
Board of Management of the Royal Bucks 
Hospital; on the County War Pensions and 
Disablement Committee, and after the war 
on the Unemployment Committee for Ayles- 
bury and Wycombe, and during the war had 
occupied the difficult position of a member of 
the Military Appeal Tribunal. 

Thechairman concluded: We are glad to see 
here to-night his two sons and his daugh- 
ters, and we hope that in the future the silver 
salver which the directors are presenting to 
Mr. Elliston may serve to remind future 
generations of Ellistons of the responsible 
and important position he successfully occu- 
pied for so many years in the printing trade. 

Mr. Elliston then made suitable response, 
recalling pleasant recollections of his asso- 
ciation with the firm of Hazell, Watson and 
Viney. 

The Rev. Victor L. Whitechurch proposed 
the toast, '* Success to the Printing Trade in 
Aylesbury,” in a humorous speech, and Mr. 
Ralph Hazell responded. 

The speeches were interspersed with songs 
by Miss Etta Crossman and Mr. J. E. Jarvis, 
and the proceedings concluded with the sing- 
ing оѓ“ Auld Lang Syne.”

postage Rules and Farin Trae 


Speaking at a complimentary luncheon 
given in his honour last week, in connection 
with his retirement from the office of High 
Commissioner of New Zealand, Sir Thomas 
Mackenzie referred to the keen trade compe- 
tition which the British Empire was meeting 
from America, and in this connection criti- 
cised the high postal rates prevailing in this 
country. 

He could not understand, he said, why the 
postalrates from thiscountry to places abroad 
remained sohigh. lf he wanted to send a news- 
paperabroad he had to tear out the adver- 
tisements in order to save the postage. 
(Laughter.) It costs 21d. to send a newspaper 
abroad, but if the advertisements were torn 
out it could be sent for 1d. Would not the 
Americans distribute all the literature abroad 
that they could? The circulation of our 
literature, therefore, should be encouraged as 
much as possible, so that people abroad might

give them. If we were going to use our Post 
Office only for revenue purposes we were not 
making the best use of it. If there was a loss 
on the foreign postage, let the Board of Trade 
make up the difference, for it was very essen- 
tial that the advertisements in newspapers 
should be forwarded as well as the reading.

Mr. John Murray, M.P. for West Leeds, 
Director of the ex-Service Student Branch of 
the Board of Education, distributed prizes 
and medals to the successful students of De 
La Rue's School, at 50, Bunhill-row, E.C., on 
Thursday last. 

Messrs. Thomas De La Rue and Co, 
Ltd. (printers of postage stamps and bank- 
notes, and manufacturers of the Onoto pen) 
were the first firm in London to institute 
obligatory educational classes for their 
juvenile employees.

Seven morning newspapers and eight 
evening newspapers will be affected by the 
new prices. 


Tue Daily Express is running the Daily 
Mail very close in competing for the “largest 
sale” figures of any London daily. 


ARTICLES of paper and printing were im- 
ported into South Africa to the value of 
£63,602 in 1920,a decrease of £184,593 com- 
pared with the previous year. 


THE market for " news" in Norway is firm. 
In the other sections of the paper market it 
seems that the quietness generally ruling at 
this time of the year is making itself felt in.

Ir is intimated that some publishers are 
contemplating the disuse of pictorial paper 
covers for books owing to the increased cost, 
which is now 2d. to 3d. each, compared with 
the pre- war id. 


IN memory of over 70 employees of Messrs. 
Eyre and Spottiswoode, a brass tablet was 
unveiled on Saturday at the Lloyd Memorial 
Home, Deal, recording the endowment and 
gift by the workers in all departments, of an 
additional bed in the Home, with a promise 
to provide for another before long. 


THE Globe has returned to its old home at 
367, Strand, after a sojourn of nine months in 
Tudor-street, near the Thames Embankment, 
where it has been published since last summer, 
when the paper passed into the possession of 
Mr. Robert Donald, late editor of the Daily 
Chronicle. The Globe has now passed under 


the control of an entirely new syndicate. 


SPEAKING on Friday at the annual 
meeting of the Edinbuigk Evening News, 
Mr. George Wilson, who presided, said 
the position at present with regard to the 
price of paper was extremely difficult 
and unsatisfactory.

2s. post 
free), with a sub-title, “Points for Employers," 
deals clearly with the practical initial work- 
ing of tbe Education Act of 1918, as it will 
affect employers of labour through the Con- 
tinuative Education Clauses.

The Maachester-Liverpool Crisis. 


THERE is little to add, as we go to press, to 
the summing up of the labour situation which 
appears on our first literary page. Оп Tues- 
day the Labour Committee of the Master 
Printers' Federation met in the morning, and 
later there was a joint conference with em- 
ployers representing the newspaper organi- 
sations from Manchester and other areas. 
The employers' Labour Committee discussed 
certain plans and suggestions, and were in 
consultation with Mr. C. W. Bowerman, M.P., 
and Mr. Holmes (Printing and Kindred Trades 
Federation.) At the conclusion of the meet- 
ing an official statement was issued to the 
effect that as meetings of the men were being 
held in Manchester that day, the whole matter 
should again be placed before the Joint In- 
dustrial Council at a meeting convened for 
to-day (Thursday). We understand that the 
Printing and Kindred Trades Federation and 
the T. A. Executive are both using every 


effort to confine the trouble to the districts at 
present concérned, and if possible to bring 
about complete loyalty to the national 
agreement. 
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Government Printing Office. 


THE subject of State printing plants was 
raised again in the House of Commons on 
Monday, when Mr. Lambert (L., South Moul- 
ton) asked the Prime Minister if the Govern- 
ment had decided to start a State- managed 
establishment for printing; and whether, 
before such decision was acted on, the House 
might have an occasion to express an opinion 
on the merits of State management. Mr. Bonar 
Law replied: А good deal of Government 
printing has for the past 25 or 30 years been 
done by Government presses, and during the 
war the Stationery Office were obliged to ac- 
quire certain printing offices to cope with 


Government requirements. Probably the 
right hon. gentleman has in mind the 
works at Harrow. Those were acquired 


during the war, and it is proposed to con- 
tinue their use as Government printing 
works for a period of three years, when the 
matter will be reconsidered in the light of the 
experiences gained and the then existing 
conditions.

Imperiali Press Conference, 


Tue Imperial Press Conference, some par- 
ticulars of the personnel of which are given 
on another page, will open on August 5th in 
the Parliament Buildings, Ottawa, with short 
addresses of welcome by the Governor- 
General, the Prime Minister, and the Leader 
of theOpposition. The subject for the morn- 
ing session will be the cable service, wireless 


telegraphy and telephony, introduced by 


Lord Burnham. The afternoon session will 
be devoted to " news" paper supply, followed 
at night by a banquet given by the Govern- 
ment. August 6th will be devoted to the sub- 
ject of Imperial Partnership, and August 7th 
to the discussion of Empire Trade and the 
problem of " news" paper supply. The same 
day the Governor-General will entertain the 
delegates at a garden party, and in the 
evening the delegates leave for the West.

The Paper Market. 


THERE is still no appreciable change to re- 
port in the condition of the paper market. 
Printers, generally, are quiet and all are re- 
fraining from spending money except where 
absolutely necessary. Consequently the paper 
merchants are experiencing a very dull time 
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and there is ample evidence by now that some 
reductions in prices have been made in the 
endeavour to induce business. Let it be 
clearly understood that any easing in selling 
prices which may have been made has been 
solely promoted at the distributing end. 
There has been plenty of scope for this sort of 
thing, as back orders are constantly coming 
along at prices ruling at the timeof placing 
the order. As far as the mills are concerned, 
there is no sign or prospect of any decline in 
price. Cost of production is the dominant 
factor, and the tendency of manufacturing 
costs is to go ир still higher. If wood pulp 
came down with a thud, there would be 
reason to expect cheaper paper, but there is 
nothing in the conditions abroad to justify 
any hope of this yet. It will be a healthy 
thing for business generally if the present lull 
lasts long enough to reduce the margin of 
profit to reasonable proportions. Both 
wholesale stationers and merchants are well 
able to sell somewhat more cheaply and still 
make a reasonably good dividend. Possibly 
there are also some papermakers whose 
margin is preserved at a very high level. 
When the margin becomes normal there will 
be no need to discuss the excess profits duty, 
because that is entirely dependent upon excess 
money-making, and when profits are not 
made excessively there will be no excess 
profits duty. What there will be in its place 
will be a bigger purchasing power of the 
pound. 


Paper imports. 


PAPER imports into the United Kingdom 
are beginning to soar abeve the pre-war 
quantity. The arrivals during the last six 
months amount to 6,953,154 €wts. It is of 
interest to note the large arrivals of packings 
and wrappings and also strawboards ; for 
instance, packings and wrappings account for 
342 per cent. of the total imports, straw- 
boards 304 per cent, and printings and 
writing paper in large sheets 18 per cent. 
Sweden holds the premier position in the 
supply of packings and wrappings, and Nor- 
way, Sweden and Newfoundland, in the 
order named, figure prominently in the ship- 
ment of printing and writing paper. As 
compared with the first half of 1913, the im- 
ports of paper during the last six months 
show an increase of 754,450 cwts., or 12:1 per 
cent., the average price, per cwt.,in 1913 being 
nearly 125. as compared with 415. in 1920. 
The total value (c.i.f.) of paper imports 
amounts to £14.243,487—closely approximat- 
ing to that relating to papermaking materials 


—an increase of £ 10,548,775, or 285°5 per cent., 
compared with the corresponding half-year of

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Piaten Inking Apparatus. 


A patent has been granted to Mr. C. F. 
Robbins and the Markenn Machine Co. for 
an invention by which a platen press, with a 
printing-head movable parallel to itself be- 
tween a platen andan inking-pad, is con- 
structed with printing-characters 7 on adjust- 
able disks mounted in a head § on an arm 
pivotally supported on parallel bent links 9, 
10 which are rocked on intermediate pivots 
13, 14 by linkage 15, 19 from acrank 21 on a 
shaft 22 driven through a clutch operating to 


bring the head to rest before it is in its most 

rearward position. When started up, the 
head is first carried slightly rearwardly and 
downwardly against an ink-pad 23 carried in 

arms 24 pivoted at 43 and yieldingly and 

adjustably controlled by a rod 45 extending 
through a lug 46 on the machine casing 1 

and carrying an adjusting-nut 49 and spring 
47. The further movement carries the head 
against the platen, in which position the 
pivots 13, 14 and pivotal connections 11, 12 
are in one plane. The platen 2 is supported 
ona stem 3 pressed upwardly by a spring 4, 
but is locked against upward movement, ех- 
cept during the impression, by a roll 34 carried 
by a pivoted arm 32 on the frame jamming 
against the curved end 31 of a lever 28 con- 
nected by a link 27 to a collar 26 at the 
bottom of the stem 3a. The stem is released, 
during impression, by an adjusting-screw 36 
carried by the link 15 of the head mechanism 
coming against and rocking the lever 32 so as 
to lift the roll 34 clear of the part 3t. 


Varnishing and Gumming Paper. 
Messrs. E. and H. Bush have patented a 
machine for drying varnished or gummed 
sheets of paper, etc., in which the sheets are 
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carried on endless tapes through a longi- 
tudinal шушаш having a continuous 
circulation of hot air maintained by a fan; 
the outlet of the fan casing is connected to 
the external heater through which the air is 
forced to the chamber through a series of 
pipes to hoods or canopies forming the roof 


8 · of the chamber, the top of which is wholly 


covered by a perforated plate. The pipes 
may be controlled by dampers, and the plate 
divided into sections corresponding with the 
canopies. As shown,the sheetsare carried on 
endless tapes supported by rollers over the 
bed 1 of a drying-chamber, which is mounted 
on side frames 4 supported on standards 5, 
and the air is exhausted through perforated 
lateral pipes 6 coupled by pipes 7 to the inlet 
of a fan casing 9. The fan forces the air 
through a heater 12 and a pipe 16 to dam- 
pered branch pipes 15 which lead to canopies 
14 forming the roof of the chamber, from 
which it is diffused downwards on ѓо the 
sheets through perforated or slotted plates 13. 


By closing one of the dampers, the air supply 
may be cut off from the corresponding section 
to modify the drying effect. A central air 
return pipe 6, shown in dotted lines, may 
replace the lateral pipes 6. 


Hand Inking Apparatus. 


Mr. J. Dorel has applied fora British patent 
concerning a hand inking apparatus for gela- 
tine printing surfaces which comprises an 
inking-roller and an ink-supply roller nor- 
mally in contact with each other and carried 
by a frame provided with a handle for re- 
ciprocating it over the printing surface, means 
being piovided for holding the rollers out of 
contact with each other when desired. The 
ink-supply roller 20 comprises a tube 6 of 
brass or aluminium closed by end disks 7

The rollers may be cleaned by 
means of a scraper I9, Fig. 5, mounted in the 
arms 4 aud adapted to be pressed by the 
operator against the roller 20 while rolling 
the apparatus over a flat surface. 


Delivering Paper Tapes. 

An invention that relates to machines for 
delivering predetermined lengths of paper, 
tape, etc., is patented by Mr. E. S. Jones, and 
consists in so mounting and constructing one 
of the guide-rollers that the rotation of the 
same produces an end movement thereof, 
means being provided to arrest such end 


movement at a predetermined point. The 
roller а has screw-threaded trunnions c work- 
ing in screw-threaded apertures or nuts in 
standards b. Stops d, e to check the end 
movement are provided on a disk f on a 
spindle g, the disk being turned to bring one 
of the stops in line with the trunnion accord- 
ing to the length to be unwound. A ratchet 
and pawl hold the disk f. A spring h acts to 
return the roller after each operation. An 


arm on the roller trunnion may contact with 
a projection on the disk to rotate the disk 
during the return movement of the roller. In 
a modification, the nuts may be rotated by 
worm gearing to obtain the end movement.

А Сегтап CEN writes to the 
Manchester Guardian from Cologne anent the 
relative increases in wages and the cost of 
living in Germany. “In view of the grotesque 
misrepresentations of the present economic 
position of Germany," he says, "I think it 
may perhaps interest your readers to have a 
note of the actual situation, and I give 
statistics showing the wages earned by certain 
trades in 1913 and in 1920, together with a 
comparison of prices, 1914 and 1920. The 
statistics were compiled by the American 
Association of Commerce and Trade in 
Berlin." 

The figures cited indicate that whilst the 
cost of living has increased by about 1,620 per 
cent., wages and incomes have only increased 
by about soo per cent. In the printing indus- 
try a typesetter who in 1913, with a nine-hour 
day, was paid 37 marks per week, is now re- 
ceiving, with an eight-hour day, 230 marks 
per week. The corresponding figures for 
bookbinders are 28.50 marks and 200 marks, 
and for female assistants 18 marks and 155 
marks. 

The writer concludes :— The terrific struggle 
which the working-class or middle-class 
householder has got in order to make ends 
meet and to keep the wolf from the door need 
hardly be pointed out."

Mrs. John Fry, who also acted as judge for 
the ladies’ walking race, graciously gave 
away the prizes to the successful competitors, 
and Mr. Fry in a felicitous speech emphasised 
the practical value of trade sports. He said 
that such sports bridged many gulfs,e g, that 
between health and ill-health, that between 
good humour and ill.humour, also that 
between employers and employed.

At the twenty-fourth annual general meet- 
ing of C. Arthur Pearson, Ltd., Sir Arthur 
Pearson, Bart..G.B.E. (chairman of the com- 
pany), said in the course of his speech :— 

"Last year this company purchased, in 
conjunction with Messrs. George Newnes, 
Ltd., the old-established printing business of 
the London Colour Printing Co., and a few 
weeks ago an issue was made of £150,000 de- 
bentures to enable these works to be enlarged 
and fitted up with machinery and plant in 
such a manner as to produce the publications 
of Messrs. George Newnes, Ltd., and our- 
selves. That issue of £150,000 worth of de- 
bentures was applied for about three and a- 
half times over—curiously enough, almost 
exactly the same thing as happened when 
this company issued £250,000 of preference 
shares 24 years аро. A still more gratifying 
fact was that the existing shareholders in the 
two companies applied tor practically the 
whole of the issue. The necessary work at 
the London Colour Printing Co. is now pro- 
ceeding—not as rapidly as one would wish, 
but as rapidly as could be expected in the ex- 
isting difficulties with regard to thesupply of 
material and of labour—and we hope that by 
the end of this year we shall be in a position 
to produce, at all events, a considerable num- 
ber of our publications in the printing works 
which we own jointly with Messrs. George 
Newnes, Ltd." 

He pointed out that there appears in the 
accounts this year, for the first time, an 
amount of £1,500 for sick and pension fund. 
“This,” he said," is a step which I think I 
may say is very much appreciated by the 
members of the staff, and every year in future 
there will be mention made of it." 

After providing for the preference dividend 
and paving IO per cent. to the ordinary shares, 
the company is able to carry forward a sum 
of something over £40,000, which is sufficient 
to pay the preference dividend for the next 
three years.

Attributed to High Production Costs. 


Under a compulsory winding-up order 
made against the Blighty Publishing Co., 
Ltd., of 40, Fleet.street, E.C., the official re- 
ceiver has issued a summary of the companv's 
statement of affairs, showing liabilities of 
£ 5.339, and a deficiency in assets of £2,648, 
and as regards shareholders, an additional 
deficiency of 419.030. 

Blighty was arranged during the war by a 
committee of twelve journalists, and was for 
over three years circulated free among the 
troops on active service. Nearly 10,000,000 
copies of the paper had been distributed. 
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Abnormal increase in thecost of production 
and the loss of advertising revenue are the 
causes attributed for the failure of the com-

An interesting journalistic achievement is 
reported in connection with the voyage of 
the s.s.“ Victorian," now carrying some 130 
members of the Imperial Press Conference to 
Canada, where they are to take part in a 
three-day conference at Ottawa, and also 
tour the whole of the great Dominion.

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 Finland's Possibiilties in ** News.” 


At the invitation of the Finnish Paper 
Union, a number of journalists and gentle- 
men associated with the paper trade of this 
country paid a visit to Finland, Mr. H. 
Reeve Angel having charge of the arrange- 
ments from this side. The visitors were enter- 
tained on a very generous scale, the resources 
of the whole State almost being placed at 
their disposal. 

Associated with the invitation and subse- 
quent receptions of the party in Finland were 
the following gentlemen :— Colonel Gosta Ser- 
lachius, Baron Gustaf Laginskiold, and Dr. 
Leo Ehrnrooth, of the Amalgamated Finnish 
Paper Industry; Mr. Walter Ramsay and 
Colonel V. Favre, of the Boardmill Union; 
Mr. Jacob de Julin Апа Mr. Walter Grasbeck, 
of the Cellulose Union; General Rudolf Wal- 
den and Mr. Hjalmar Gronvik, of the Paper 
Mill Association; Mr. H. M. Bell (Messrs. 
Price and Pierce), etc. 

The immediate object of the visit was that 
the party, by a personal inspection of the 
waterways, forestry, and pulp and paper 
mills, might be enabled to form an estimate 
of the part Finland can play in making good 
the great shortage of news-paper, from which 
the world generally, but Great Britain and 
Ireland in particular, has been suffering. The 
occasion was further utilised to give the 
visitors a view of the various phases of their 
great timber industries, glass works, and 
cotton, linen, and tweed mills. Theestablish- 
ments over which the party were conducted 
included the paper and pulp mills at Voikka, 
Kymmene, Enso, Varkaus, and Kajana. 

Outstanding features were the enormous 
water power in use and in reserve, the com- 
modious character of all factories to which 
in the case of the paper industry many huge 
additions are in course of construction ; 
the cleanliness, cheerfulness, and healthy ap- 
pearance of male and female operatives, and 
the wonderful adaptation of electricity, 
almost every house, even in the country dis- 
tricts, having telephonic convenience and 
electric light. 

It is almost incredible that little more than 
two years ago this country was rent by civil 
war and Bolshevism raged in its capital. 
Going through paper mills at midnight (for at 
present they work three eight-hour shifts per 
day, less unnatural in F:nland's nightless 
summer than in our sombre cities) one gener- 
ally found somewhere a memorial tablet 
commemorating managers and foremen mur- 
dered by the “ Reds” in 1918, and it was odd 
to think that the workmen themselves were 
" Reds " restored to sanity and the confidence 
of their employers. 

Nature has lavished gifts on Finland which 
even the most strenuous efforts of modern in- 
dustrialism seem unlikely to abuse. Vast as 


the forests are, there is no tree in them that is 
not within three or four miles of a stream or 
lake that will sweep it down unaided to the 
mills. The tremendous costs of lumber haul- 
age necessary in British Columbia and even in 
other parts of Scandinavia are not called for - 
here. And the waters that gratuitously carry 
the cut timber where it is wanted, conve- 
niently boil up near the coast into terrific 
cascades capable of running far more mills 
and factories than Finland at the moment has 
the capital to establish. Millions of natural 
horse-power are concentrated in the fury of 
the falls that are nearest the coast on the 


- Torne and Kemi Rivers; on the Kymmene 


river, and a few other watersexploited by the 
Finnish Paper Mill Association, 74,000-h.p. of 
waterfall is drawn upon—a mere fraction ot 
the force that nature spills across the country 
from Uleaborg to the majestic world-famous 
flood of Imatra. 

To the casual eye, at all events, the condi- 
tions of labour approach the most exigent 
democratic ideal. A rigid eight hours' day ; 
a wage at least trebled since pre-war times; 
the great paper and pulp mills of the Kymmene 
and Tammeríois districts, carried on under 
such men as Colonel Gosta Serlachius 
and Mr. Jacob de Julin—far-travelled Finns of 
immense ability and prescience—are run on 
model lines, with delightful houses for the 
workers ; free schools of the highest class, re- 
creation halls and many other amenities. 

The party's stay in Finland covered eleven 
days, and was characterised by such hospi- 
tality and welcome as could only be inter- 
preted as an intense desire to establish the 
most friendly commercial and social relations 
with the United Kingdom. 

The return journey was made via Sweden 
and Norway. In Christiania the journalists 
of the city entertained the party at the cele- 
brated Trognersaterem (ski-ing station), in the 
Holmenkollen Hills. From the capital of 
Norway a special train, placed at their dis- 
posal by the courtesy of the State Railways, 
carried the visitors through the magnificent 
mountain tracts in theregions of eternal snow 
to Bergen, a distance of 306 miles. The last 
stage of this remarkable tour was the voyage 
across the North Sea from Bergen to New- 
castle, where the party ceased to bethe guests 
of the Finnish Paper Union.

University. 

Tue Governor of the Province of Cordoba 
(Argentine) has addressed to Congress a 
message proposing the granting of pensions 
to journalists after 25 years' work. 


Mr. Isaac HALL, a retired printer, aged 76, 
of Station-road, Pitsea, was killed near Tin- 
tern-avenue, Southend, last Thursday, being 
knocked down by a motor-car whileattempt- 
ing to recover a runaway hat. 

THE Daily News offices in both London and 
Manchester, have installed the Cox air-gas 
plant, which provides light and heat from 
petrol gas in the place of coal gas. The Daily 
News has been using this system for heating 
linotype machines and hot presses. 


IN 1919, the United States exported nearly a 
million dollars worth of carbon paper. France 
was the largest customer, taking $102,000. 
The paper sent to England amounted to 
$75,000; Japan took nearly as much ; Can- 
ada, $66,000; Argentina, $58.000; and Brazil, 
$ 55,000. 

Tue Press Association, with the co-opera- 
tion of Marconi's Wireless Telegraph Co., 
Ltd., continued daily during last week the 
experiments sanctioned by the Postmaster- 
General in the distribution of news by wire- 
less telephony through the Marconi Co.'s great 
transmitting station at Chelmsford. Gener- 
ally speaking, the experiments have been 
successful. 

DEATH OF PRINTERS’ DeLEGATE.—While in 
Manchester engaged in negotiations con- 
nected with the printers’ dispute, Mr. John 
Clarke, secretary of the Belfast branch of the 
Typographical Association, and a member of 
the Executive Council of the T.A., was seized 
with sudden illness. He was taken to Man- 
chester Infirmary, where, following an opera- 
tion, he died. | 

Mrs. ErizA MircHENER, of Redbourne- 
avenue, Church End, Finchley, carrying on 
the business of a printer and. stationer, at 
Eversholt-street, Camden Town, who died on 
April 2oth, has left property of the value of 
£17,786. She gave / 300 to the Printers' Pen- 
sions Almshouses and Orphan Asylum for the 
endowment of one of their homes at the Alms- 
houses. 

VisiTIiNG. Chicago recently, Mr. J. Groves. 
manager of the bookbindery of Messrs. Hazell, 
Watson and Viney, Ltd., said that the firm he 
represents had turned out during the past 
year, under post- war conditions, 2,000,000 half- 
stiff books and 5,000,000 magazines, and that 
an effort is being made to increase this pro- 
duction by one-half during the coming year. 
Mr. Groves went to America to buy the addi- 
tional machinery which will be required.

Current Topics. 


No Settlement in Wages Dispute. 


THOUGH the past week has seen much 
sincere endeavour put forward with a view 
to ending the Manchester-Liverpool dispute, 
little definite advance towards a satisfactory 
settlement seems to have been achieved. The 
chief development to report is the fact that, 
after a long sitting of the Joint Industrial 
Council on Thursday, the Council recom- 
mended the forwarding of a letter by the 
Typographical Association Executive to 
every member of the Typographical Associa- 
tion in Liverpool and Manchester, stating the 
position, and asserting that their authority 
must be upheld, and directing attention to 
Rules 50 and 55, under which disciplinary 
power would be exercised if their instructions 
were not carried out ; that every effort would 
be made to secure the publication of all 
newspapers in the affected area, and, further, 
that all national unions undertook to assist 
the employers to produce their work. This 
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resolution was accepted by the Executive of 
the Typographical Association, and a cir- 
cular as recommended was dispatched. The 
recalcitrant branches meanwhile maintained 
the embargo on overtime, with the result 
that no evening newspapers were published in 
Manchester on Saturday, and Sunday papers 
could give no late Saturday news ; Liverpool 
and other places in Lancashire and Cheshire 
were similarly affected. As we go to press we 
learn that at crowded meetings of day and 
night men held in Manchester on Tuesday, 
resolutions were passed requesting the Joint 
Committee of the Manchester and Liverpool 
branch of the Typographical Association to 
adhere firmly to the previous policy of not 
lifting the embargo on overtime until local 
employers concede the full bonus, and de- 
clining to carry out the Executive Com- 
mittee's instructions as expressed in the 
circular of July 23rd.

Industrial Court and Wages. 


IN the matter of wages, an important de- 
cision has been reached by the Industrial 
Court, which declares that “industry cannot 
afford a further increase in wages." This de- 
cision was arrived at as the result of an ap- 
plication of the engineering and allied trade 
unions for a general advance in the rates of 
pay. The verdict is an important one, as in- 
dicating the stage which has been reached in 
wage advances. It may be assumed that the 
engineering trade is as likely to reflect the 
general state of trade as any other. Їп 
arriving at its verdict the Industrial Court 
took as its main consideration the somewhat 
high test of “the value of the work done in its 
relation to the state of trade." This aspect 
of the economic problem has rather been 
neglected, but it is bound to arise when in- 
dustry finds that costs of production begin to 
interfere with the marketing of goods. There 
is a general understanding that the height of 
wages and of prices has been reached. The 
index figure of the cost of living, however, 
shows a still further rise in June, and until 
this cost begins to decline, and the working 
people feel the effects in their own homes 
there is not likely to be that state of content- 
ment which is so desirable. 
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Employment in June. 


EMPLOYMENT in the printing and book- 
binding trades generallv was good during 
June, but there was a slight decline as com- 
pared with the previous month. It wasbetter 
on the whole than in June of last year. With 
letterpress printers the state of employment 
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showed a slight slackening during the month 
in London and various provincial centres, 
and a little short time was occasionally re- 
ported. In the lithographic printing trade 
employment was good generally, and con- 
tinued about the same as during the previous 
month. Employment in the bookbinding 
trade was generally good. Overtime was 
occasionally worked. According to Trade 
Union returns, out of a printing membership 
of 80,991 at the end of June, 0'9 were unem- 
ployed, as compared with a percentage of 
0'7 in May, and r3 in June, 1919. Of a book- 
binding membership of 13,202, 06 were un- 
employed, as compared with 05 in May and 
28inJune last. Employers’ reports for the 
week ended June 26th give the number of 
printing employees as 8,923— a decrease of o'1 
per cent. on the preceding month, and an in- 
crease of 153 per cent. over the corresponding 
week of last year. Total wages for these 
employees were £33,308—an increase of 12:6 
per cent. over the preceding month, and an 
increase of 48°5 per cent. over a year ago. 
Bookbinding employees are given as 4,986— 
an increase of 07 per cent. on the preceding 
month, or of 181 per cent. on a year ago. 
Wages totalled £91,860, an increase of 7'0 per 
cent. on the preceding month and 621 per 
cent. on a year ago.

Diminished Paper Buying. 


THERE is still no appreciable sign of in- 
creased activity in the paper market, but 
there is also no sign as yet that the dulness 
has spread its effect to the mills. It must be 
noted that the quietness in the distributing 
end of theindustry began towards the end of 
April, just prior to the Budget as a matter of 
fact. It has lasted, therefore, for nearly three 
months, and were it not for the abnormal 
conditions under which post-war trade 15 
being conducted, it would be a logical con- 
dition to arrive at that the quietness was the 
natural accompaniment of the summer 
period. As it is, we know that the holiday 
season has nothing to do with prevailing 
trade conditions. Practically everything that 
has happened recently has conduced to un- 
certainty. We are all feeling that prices can- 
not go appreciably higher, even if they do 
not go lower. Actual manufacturers know 
that costs of production are still ascending, 
and in the order of things must reach a higher 
level before they become stable. Thus we 
have the general public anticipating a fall in 
prices, while in each particular sphere of 
manufacture (not distribution) we have the 
cepresentatives anticipating increased costs of 
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production. Paradoxical though this appears 
at first sight, it still remains a feasible pro- 
position that both outlooks may prove to be 
correct.

Paper Costs and Profits. 


FROM ourexperience of mill prices of paper, 
we know that there isa too great margin of 
difference between mill costs and ultimate 
distribution rates. No doubt the upkeep of 
wholesale houses adds considerably to cost, 
but the temptation is strong to refer to the 
profits now accruing to the wholesale paper 
dealer. A proportion of these may-be due to 
the safe and easy process of money-making 
on a rising market, but the greater part is 
created by high selling prices. The labour 
end of industry is continually being subjected 
to press castigation for its everlasting pursuit 
after wealth. The other side of the picture is 
that for every rise in cost production there is 
a corresponding or even greater rise in profits. 
If the calculated percentage for profit always 
remains the same—and we do not think any 
manufacturer or distributor can take credit for 
any curtailment—and the cost of a thing 
doubles, the profit doubles also. It is ap- 
parently overlooked by those whose grievances 
are reserved against the wage earner that the 


basis of the struggle between labour and 


capital is a more even distribution of the 
wealth. With each succeeding trial, the ratio 
of distance between the two parties remains 
the same ; and as labour becomes apparently 
more wealthy, capital also apparently re- 
mains wealthy in the same old proportión. 
The great reality is left for those who cannot 
claim to belong to either party, and here we 
find that the middle-class man is infinitely 
worse off than before the war.

Or the cards or sheets may be provided with 
an indication, such as a printed line or line of 
perforations, for the cut, and instructions for 
cutting and bending. ln the case of a post 
card, the feet are provided on the edge 
adjacent to the printed heading, so that this 
is not seen when the card is stood upright. A 
sheet of letter paper may be combined with 
a detachable portion of post card size marked 
for cutting to form feet. 


Ink Distribution. 


An ink distributing roll or drum 1 for 
printing presses is provided with an internal 
sleeve 6 formed with a duplex thread 7 in 
which engages a crescent shaped switch 22 
mounted on a pivot 23, Fig. 2, which is en- 
gaged in a radial hole through a fixed shaft 
2 about which the drum І rotates. The drum 
t is formed with bearings 3, 4, adjacent to 
the latter of which is arranged a chamber 5 in 
which the sleeve 6 is mounted. The sleeve is 
arranged between washers 8,9, and is held by 
a nut 16 and an axial locking.screw 17. The 


sleeve 6 and washers 8, 9 are locked to the roll] 
2 by a pin 14, engaging grooves II, 12, 13, and. 
the pin 14 preferably extends into the bearing 
4. The nut 16 is formed with a lubricating 


passage 20 normally closed by a spring valve 
21. The switch 22 is preferably formed as 
shown with rounded ends, and the washers 8, 
9 are formed with recesses 10 shaped so as to 
assist in reversing the switch. The invention 
is by Mr. W. J. Ramsaier. 


Priating Plates. 

Under an invention patented by Addresso- 
graph, Ltd., addressing machines are fitted 
with metal frames for receiving the address 
plates, each frame being constructed so as to 
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carry a separate plate on each face, so that 
twice the number of addresses can be printed 
from a given number of frames. A frame l 
is shown having bent-up parts 4, 5, 4°, 5* bent 
upwardly or downwardly from the outside 
edges or centres of the frames in such a way 
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as to form a securing-means for one plate 6 
on one face of the frame, and for a similar 
plate on the reverse face. The frames are 


formed with protecting side projections Q9 
formed by bending the metal. 


Stationery Embossing. 


A device for embossing monograms, etc., on 
stationery, of the kind comprising two strips 
of thin sheet material embossed to produce a 
die and counterpart on the respective pieces 
and secured in superposed relation, is formed 
with two strips a, b of aluminium alloy 
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celluloid, etc., having embossed parts at each 
end and secured intermediately, so that an 
envelope flap may be inserted between the 
strips at one end and the notepaper at the 
other. Each strip can be wholly embossed 
and punched at one operation and subse- 
quently connected аз by eyelets c, or the 
superposed strips may be embossed at one 
operation. The invention has been patented 
by Mr. F. W. Mody. 


Artificial Leather. 


Under a patent granted to Mr. G. Miller 
artificial leather is made from paper, alone or 
combined with a textile fabric, by treating 
with a vegetable glue such as is obtained 
from bananas, or from the farina of colocasia 
esculadium, mixed with water containing 2-5 
per cent. of glycerine, with or without the 
addition of isinglass, casein, gum damar, or 
other agglutinant. The material is then 
air-dried and may be dyed The material 
so treated тау be waterproofed with a mix- 
ture containing a vegetable wax such as 
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carnauba, mixed, for example, with paraffin 
wax and turpentine. А number of sheets 
may be superposed, and the material may be 
finished to give it theappearance of ordinary 
leather.

Won the War. 


What Can the Printing Industry Do 


for the Disabled 


The Great War could never have been won 
if the British printer had refused to put his 
technical capabilities at his country's ser- 
vice in her hour of need. Moreover, the in- 
dustry which produced such torrents of indis- 
pensable war material in the form of war 
posters, Army and food-control forms, military 
and charitable propaganda pamphlets, and a 
profusion of other printed matter of every 
kind—this industry also vied with the best of 
the rest of the country's industries in payinga 
very heavy tribute both of masters and men, 
to take a still more active part in bringing 
victory to the Allies in the most tremendous 
conflict of history. 

More than one prominent individual—from 
military commander to politician, and even 
sensational journalist !—has been credited, 
either by himself or others, with having “ won 
the war." But, of course, the war was won by 
no individual; it was won by the co-opera- 
tive effort of millions of people, every one of 
whom did his or her part in the discharge of 
duty. Those who can best lay claim to having 
won the war are those who have suffered most 
—in mind, body or estate—in the faithful 
carrying out of that particular bit of service 
which their country claimed of therm. And 
there is no class of the community which can 
better make good this claim than the disabled 
ex-service men. 

Now, the war is over; the work of the 
appeals which the printers printed is com- 
pleted ; and to-day we have with us as one 
outcome of the war many men who, on ac- 
count of their self-sacrificing war-services, 
find themselves launched upon a struggle for 
existence which, hard enough for the able- 
bodied, is doubly hard for the disabled. 


Ex-Service Men? 


When a noble lord, a few months ago, ac- 
cused the printing trade of indifference to the 
fate of the disabled ex-service men, it was 
possible to point, in reply, to the excellent 
services rendered by the Printing and Kindred 
Trades National Technical Advisory Com- 
mittee in training disabled men forsuch work 
as they can perform in connection with the 
printing and allied trades; and it was pos- 
sible to point to the printing trade unions 
as being whole-heartedly in sympathy, and 
having frequently abrogated their rules in 
giving that sympathy practical expression. . 
The time has come, however, when something 
more should be done in this matter. The in- 
dustry has provided opportunities for the pre- 
liminary training of the disabled ; many men 
have received such training; many have 
already been absorbed into the industry, but 
now an appeal is being made for more offers 
of employment for these partially trained men. 

The training of these men has been carried 
on not only in London, but also in Bristol, 
Cardiff, Edinburgh, Leeds, Leicester and Man- 
chester, and it is estimated that over 350 men 
have been, or are in process of being, thus 
trained. London's share of this total is over 
200. 

The scheme of the Printing and Kindred 
Trades National Technical Advisory Com- 
mittee (full particulars of which are to be 
found in Report M.5.XVI. of the “ Openings 
in Industry Suitable for Disabled Sailors and 
Soldiers ” issued by the Ministry of Labour—a 
copy of which should be in the hands of every 
employing printer), provides that men under 
training, and their dependents, receive mone- 
tary allowances from the State. Candidates 
for training have, before acceptance, to 
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undergo a thorough examination, not only 
in respect of physical fitness, but also in 
respect of natural and educational qualifica- 
tion for the work which it is desired to take 
up. The classes of work included under the 
scheme are the following: Composing —hand 
and mechanical (Lino and Mono); letterpress 
printing— cylinder and platen; lithographic 
printing—transferring and machining ; book- 
binding — forwarding, finishing and ruling; 
photo-engraving — operating and etching; 
stereotvping and electrotyping — moulding 
and finishing; warehouse work; Monotype 
casting; laying-on; copy-holding; proof- 
pulling. The men spend a preliminary period 
in a technical institute, and soenter the work- 
shop with some knowledge to help them in 
making а start. The exhibition at the Cen- 


tral Hall, Westminster, of the work of dis-` 


abled ex.service men- to which we drew 
attention in our last issue—showed that some 
excellent work is produced by the trainees 
while yet in the first stage of their training. 
- The printing exhibits at that exhibition were 
from the London training centre, established 
at the St. Bride Institute, under the direction 
of Mr. J. R. Riddell, where as many as 30 to 50 
ex-service men are in training at a time. Mr. 
Riddell, by the way, in personally supervis- 
ing the training and placing in employment 
of 200 disabled ex-service men, has been per- 
forming a piece ofservice which, while attract- 
ing little attention, merits the thanks and 
support of the trade. And in carrying out 
this work, Mr. Riddell is the right man in the 
cight place, as he is wellable to give not only 
the technical instruction and guidance re- 
quired. but also that understanding encour- 
agement and practical sympathy which, in 
dealing with the disabled man, are no less 
mecessary than are technical knowledge and 
ability. 

Here isa point that employers of ex-service 
men should note. To give the disabled ex- 
service man a job is to render a much. needed 
service, but a little morethan thisis required: 
in view of the disabilities he has suffered, and 
the break in his life caused by the war, the 
disabled man should be allowed a little 
special latitude and consideration until, he 
has had time to “ made good." An endeavour 
should be made to give him an easy start and 
to offer him every encouragement to settle 
down with the determination that in spite of 
special difficulties he will become a skilled 
craftsman and a worthy member of the great 
industry he has entered. 

Here 1s a service of true reconstruction and 
brotherhood ready to the employers hand, 
and the call goes forth that every printer who 
finds it possible, should include a reasonable 
proportion of disabled ex-service men among 
his employees. ‘lhe matter is one that must 
be left to the individual, and it would be well 
if every employer in the printing and allied 
trades would consider seriously his own posi- 
tion in respect of the disabled ex-service man, 
and ask himself whether he is yet doing all 
that it is his privilege and duty to do in 
giving the possibility of a livelihood to those 
who have given so much for the general 
good. 


Dc! Action aps! НО. 


There has been issued an appeal to British 
trade unionists’ signed by five members of the 
recent Labour delegation to Russia— of which 
Mr. H. Skinner, the general secretary of the 
Typographical Association, is a member, to- 
gether with Mr. A. Purcell, Mr. Ben Turner, 
Mr. R. C. Wallhead and Mr. Robert Williams. 
The appeal is published by the National 
" Hands Off Russia" Committee. The sig- 
natories, after a reference to the resolution of 
the special Trade Unions Congress, on “ the 
production of war material to be used against 
Ireland and Russia," say : " We have visited 
Russia and have been compelled to realise 
that no form of Parliamentary action will in- 
duce the British Government to give up its 
policy of trying tostrangle the Soviet regime.’ 
They conclude : “ We appeal. therefore, to the 
men and women who make up and determine 
the policy of the trade union movement, that 
they should at branch and lodge meetings, 
and by such means as are available to them, 
decide in favour of direct action as the only 
way out of the impasse into which we have 
been forced by theChurchills, Milners, Curzons 
Golovins, and Pilsudskis." 


ШӨ and Production Difficulties 


At the twenty.second annual ordinarv 
general meeting of Weldons, Ltd., held on 
Thursday last at the Savoy Hotel, Mr. A. T. 
Hollingsworth (the chairman), presiding, had 
a good deal to say about increasing costs. 

"The present inflated price of paper," he 
said," is a great source of difficulty, nor do 
we see much prospect at present of a reduc- 
tion in that direction. The same remark 
applies to printing, which has not only enor- 
mously increased in cost, but is not now by 
any means as satisfactory as formerly." 

Mr. Hollingsworth mentioned that in 1918 
Weldons were forced to eliminate nearly all 
advertisements from their publications, in 
order to conserve paper to maintain their cir- 
culation—a very drastic step at the time— but 
their policy proved correct. 


IN announcing an increase in its advertise- 
ment rates, the Western Gazette states that it 
is losing 4d. on every copy sold. 


WITH rapidly-rising costs of book- produc- 
tion, printed prices give trouble. The plan 
of printing book prices on the inside corner 
of the jacket has been adopted by several 
American publishers, and is proving satisfac- 
tory to all parties. Ifa later printing has an 
increased price, the figures can be clipped 
from the corner without d:sftigurement to the 
jacket.

Alleged Victimisatioa of Typographical 
Union, 


Mr. G. Alexinsky. a former Socialist mem- 
ber of the Duma, and the founder of one of 
the sections of the Russian Typographical 
Union, has addressed an open letter to the 
British Labour Delegation to Russia. It 
appeared in La Cause Commune on Saturday. 
The letter reads :— 

“I should like to bring to your notice the 
following facts. During your journey in 
Russia you were received by the Typo- 
graphical Union, whose members explained 
to you the actual situation of the working 
masses їп our country, without attenuation 
or concealment. Immediately your delega- 
tion had left, the active members of the 
Typographical Union were subjected by the 
Bolshevist Government to the most odious 
persecution. The latest issues of the official 
Soviet Press announce the dissolution of the 
union by a Government decision. 1 have 
received news also of the arrest of the general 
secretary of the union, Comrade Kefali, a 
well-known Social-Democrat and head of 
all the professional organisations of the prin- 
ters in Russia. Не has been arrested and the 
union dissolved for the crime of telling you 
frankly about the Communist régime." 

The letter concludes by calling upon the 
British. Delegation to protest against this 
action of Lenin's government. 


Paper Bog Trade Wages. 


The Paper Bag Trade Board give notice in 
the London Gazette, of July 30th—as required 
by Section 3 (5) of the Trade Boards Act, 
1918—that they propose to vary the general 
minimum time rates, piece work basis time 
rates and overtime rates for male and female 
workers set out in the Schedules of their 
Notices dated November 22nd, 1019, and 
March 12th, 1920, the variations proposed be- 
ing shown 1п a schedule. 

In respect of general minimum time rates 
for male workers, wages of machine tacklers 
are to vary from 1124. per hour at 18 years of 
age to 15. 8id. at 23 and over. Paper bag 
cutters are awarded wages ranging from тоа. 
‚ per hour at 18 to 15. 6jd. at 23 and over. 
Reduced rates are specified for men entering 
the trade for the first time at 21 years and 
over. Hydraulic pressers, slitters, stock- 
keepers, packers and despatchers of 21 years 
of age and over receive from 15. 41d. to Is. 54d. 
per nour. Other male workers receive: (a) 
workers other than learners: from 15. 13d. to 
IS. 44d. per hour, (b) learners receive from 
44d. to 1s. 21d. per hour. Piece work rates for 
temale workers range from 8jd. to gjd. per 
hour. 


The Imperial Press ШШШ 


Printing Trade Union Leaders Speak. 


The British delegates to the Imperial Press 
Conference at Ottawa are being lavishly 
entertained as they journey through Canada, 
and some important speeches have been made 
by the delegates. One of the most striking 
was that by Mr. T. E. Naylor, representing the 
Printing and Kindred Trades Federation, de- 
livered at St. John on Friday, at an official 
luncheon to the members of the British dele- 
gation. 

Mr. Naylor is said to have made one of the 
best impressions of any speaker so far heard. 
He said that he was not there to apologise for 
possibly looking on all Imperial questions 
from a slightly different angle than his col- 
leagues. The time was approaching when 
Labour would be called upon to govern 
Britain, but that would not make the slightest 
difference in the attitude of the Motherland 
to the Overseas Dominions. Nothing that 
the representatives of Labour would do 
would affect the desire of those who led to 
make the policy of the Empire great and 
successful and to restrain those forces which 
tended to disintegration and revolution. He 
added that while the Labour members of the 
delegation rejoiced in the general prosperity 
of the Empire, they were looking closely into 
the conditions of the existence of working 
men in this country, and they hoped that the 
result would be calculated to promote the 
best feelings between the industrial elements 
of the newspaper profession at home and in 
the Dominions. 

Mr. George Isaacs, speaking at a civic 
luncheon on Saturday, at Fredericton (New 
Brunswick), strongly confirmed the high 
opinion of the calibre of the Labour dele- 
gates created by Mr. T. E. Naylor's speech 
the previous day. Не made a powerful 
address, in which he emphasised the lesson in 
democracy presented by the presence of Mr. 
Naylor and himself with proprietors, pub- 
lishers, and editors in this great council of the 
Empire's Press, and declared that the elements 
here represented would work harmoniously 
to maintain the highest traditions and ideals 
of the British Empire and further to cement 
the bond of union between the Motherland 
and the Colonies.

Minimum Rate Agreement. 


An agreement has been signed between the 
Federation of Master Printers and the National 
Union of Bookbinders and Machine Rulers. 
Under this agreement :— 

(1) The London branch of that Union will 

‘be included in the National Wage 
Agreement as Grade т (a) and the mini- 
mum rate paid to members of that 
Union will be 95s., such minimum to 
come into force on and from the pav 
day in the week ending August 7th, 
1920; (2) There is to be no claim, in 
consequence of the agreement, for an 
increase in the rate of pay by the mem- 
bers of the National Union of Book- 
binders and Machine Rulers who are 
already being paid 95s. or more per 
week ; and (3) Piece work rates are not 
affected by the agreement. 


This agreement follows naturally upon the 
negotiations of a few months ago, as the 
National Union of Bookbinders and Machine 
Rulers made it a condition, when they agreed 
that their demand in April, 1920, for an all- 
round increase should be treated asa national 
matter and be dealt with by the Federation 
of Master Printers, that a conference should 
be held with a view to the same minimum 
rate as that of the compositors being granted 
to their members (thus bringing London into 
line with the Provinces, where the book- 
binders and machine rulers receive the sanie 
rate as the compositors). This request was 
acceded to and the agreement in question 
has been entered into with the approval of 
the Trade Rulers and Vellum Binders' Sec- 
tion and the Bookbinding Section of the 
Chamber of Commerce.

Summer-Term Costing Class. 


The results of the examination held on 
Wednesday, June 3oth, 1920, are now issued 
by the examiners, Mr. W. Howard Hazell and 
Mr. Harold Curwen.

Interesting Facts Concerning Kelviadale 
апа Bollington Paper Milis. 


In connection with the formation of the 
Amalgamated Paper Mills, Ltd., with a 
capital of £900,000, which is to acquire the 
businesses of Edward Collins and Sons, Kel- 
vindale, Maryhill, Glasgow, and Henry and 
Leigh Slater, Harter-street, Manchester, and 
Lower Mills, Bollington, near Macclesfield, as 
going concerns, some interesting facts con- 
cerning the paper mills are available. The 
Kelvindale Mills are amongst the oldest paper- 
making concerns in the United Kingdom, 
the business having been established in 1746. 
The Kelvindale works cover an area of up- 
wards of 12 acres. They were practically re- 
designed and rebuilt—consequent upon a fire 
which occurred in 1912— with modern and 
substantial fireproof buildings. Four paper- 
making machines of the following dimen- 
Sions, viZ., I06-ins., 94-ins., 811 ins. and 71.ins., 
are in regular operation. fhe 1v6 in. ma- 
chine, which was installed in 1914, effected an 
increase in the capacity of the plant to the 
extent of nearly 50 per cent. The machinery 
includes the auxiliary plant essential for the 
manufacture, finishing, cutting, and packing 
of paper. 

The business of Henry and Leigh Slater, 
Ltd., was established in 1865. The company's 
works at Bollington, near Macclesfield, cover 
31 acres and consist of several large and well- 
constructed buildings, the largest of which 
was built in 1911. The plant and machinery 
consist of 15 coating machines, together with 
the necessary auxiliary plant and engines, 
boilers, and electric equipment. The com- 
pany owns a five-storey warehouse in Man- 
chester. Henry and Leigh Slater, Ltd., in 
association with Mons. A. Bergés, of the 
well-known paper manufacturers, Papeteries 
Bergés (Lancy, Persan, Alfortville, and Paris), 
have formed a new company - Société Franco- 
Anglaise de PapiersSpéciaux, which is build- 
ing new works at Eragny, near Paris, for the 
purpose of coating the papers manufactured 
by the Bergés Company on the same lines as 
at Bollington. 

The products of the Kelvindale Mills in- 
clude fine and super-calendered printings in 
sheets and reels, lithographic, banks, chart, 
music, enamelling papers, E.S. writings, en- 
velopes, blottings, pulp boards, and transfer 
papers. Theproducts of the Bollington Mills 
include chromo enamels, white and tinted 
enamels and surface coloured papers, box 
enamels, gummed papers, tinfoil and goldfoil 
papers, pasteboards, plain and enamelled. 
Henry and Leigh Slater, Ltd., require for their 
specialities large quantities of paper of the 
kind manufactured at the Kelvindale Mills. 

The average output from the two mills 
during the current year amounts approxi- 
mately to 190 tons per week, and it is antici- 
pated that this rate of production will be in- 
creased shortly when skilled labour becomes 
more plentiful. 


A valuation of the Kelvindale works by 
Messrs. Thomas Young, Son and Miller, and 
Messrs. Bertrams, Ltd., Sciennes, Edinburgh 
(Mr. Samuel Milne, director), puts the value 
at £494.7°0 as a going concern. The value of 
the Bollington plant is placed by Messrs. E. 
Rushton, Son and Kenyon at £170,374 The 
total assets of the new company are / 900,575, 
after providing for liabilities. 

The directors of the new company are Mr. 
Charles H. Waller (Messrs. Waller Bros., Hali- 
fax, and a director of the Bank of Liver- 
pool and Martins, Ltd); Mr. Alexander W. 
Allan (director and manager of Edward 
Collins and Sons), who has a high reputation 
as a papermaker in Scotland ; Mr. Harold S. 
L. Slater (chairman and managing director of 
Henry and Leigh Slater, Ltd.) ; Mr. Cuthbert 
F. L. Slater (director and works manager of 
Henry and Leigh Slater, Ltd.). 


Achion Over News” Supplies. 


In the King's Bench Division, last week, 
Mr. Justice Roche had before him an action 
by Dobson, Molle and Co., Ltd., paper mer- 
chants, of St. Clair Works, Edinburgh, against 
M. Levy and С. Isaacs, trading as Geo. 
Harrison, of Eastcheap, London, claiming 
damages for breach of contract. Defendants 
denied the contract and breach. 

Mr. Disturnal, K.C , and Mr. St. John Field 
appeared tor plaintiffs, and Mr. D. Hogg. 
K.C., Mr. Barrington Ward, K.C., and Mr. H. 
Du Parcq for the defendants. 

Mr. Disturnal said the action was brought 
by the plaintiffs in regard to the non-delivery 
of paper. The contract was for 2,000 tons 
"news" paper from Sweden, 1,000 tons in 
reels and 1,000 tons in sheets, to be delivered 
during the months March to September. The 
defendants set up that the contract was nota 
definitely concluded one, that defendants 
never agreed to sell the goods, and further 
that the sale was to be subject to certain con- 
ditions which were never approved of. 
Counsel said the contract was contained in : 
the correspondence that had passed between 
the parties. 

The further hearing was adjourned. 

On Wednesday when the hearing of this 
action was resumed, Mr. Disturnal said since 
the adjournment of the Court the parties had 
arrived at a settlement, which plaintiffs 
thought was a very good business settlement 
of the action. The action would be stayed on 
terms endorsed upon counsels' briefs and 
signed by them.

Demonstrators entered the building where the 
Rome edition of the Socialist journal Avanti 
was being printed, and smashed the printing 
machines. They carried away bundles of the 
newspapers and burned them in the street. 


THURSDAY last saw a sudden end in the 
King's Bench Division, before the Lord Chief 
Justice, to the libel action against the pro- 
prietors and printers of John Bull, brought by 
Lieut. J. P. F. Turner, R.N. The defendants 
unreservedly withdrew all  imputations 
against the plaintiff and his mother, and paid 
a substantial sum as compensation. 


THE death is announced at Bispham of Mr. 
John Ogden, aged 69. For many years he 
was secretary for Messrs. Jas. Wrigley and 
Son, Bridge Hall Paper Mills, Bury, and 
married a sister of Lord Doverdale. His 
Lordship and Mr. Walter Maden (representing 
the firm) attended the funeral, The deceased 
gentleman is survived by his widow, three 
sons and two daughters.

Manchester-Liverpool Lock-Out 
Threatened. 


ALTHOUGH the Executive Council of the 
Typographical Association forwarded to 
every member of the T.A. in Liverpool and 
Manchester a letter asserting that their 
authority must be upheld and directing 
attention to Rules 50 and 55 of the Associa- 
tion, under which disciplinary action would, 
if necessary, be taken, and although the 
Executive appealed to the affected branches, 
for the good of the Association as a whole, to 
withdraw their sectional demand and the 
embargo on overtime in order “to enable the 
Council to use its efforts to secure improved 
conditions for all members, as provided for in 
the recent national settlement of wages, which 
provides for a conference being now arranged 
consequent upon the passing of the Rent 
Restrictions Act "—yet the T.A. branches in 
Liverpool and Manchester refused to modify 
their attitude. Consequently the employers 
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on Friday tendered a fortnight's notice to all 
members of the Association in the affected 
area. We understand the Federation Labour 
Committee is meeting this week in Manches- 
ter to review the present position.

Mr. Goodwin Sums Up the Situation. 


THE situation is explained in a statement 
issued by Mr. А. E. Goodwin, secretary of the 
Federation of Master Printers, and one of the 
joint secretaries of the Joint Industrial 
Council for the Printing and Allied Trades. 
In this it is stated that everything possible 
has been done to prevent the dislocation of 
the printing industry and the stoppage of any 
of the provincial newspapers, and it is only 
in the last resort that the employers in Liver- 
pool and Manchester have been instructed to 
tender notices to all members of the 
branches of the ‘Typographical Associa- 
tion in Liverpool and Manchester, be- 
cause these two branches still decline 
to comply with the definite instructions 
of their National Executive. It is also 
pointed out that the national agreement lays 
it down that wages shall be settled on a na- 
tional basis, and one of its provisions is that 
if the wages rates or other conditions of the 
agreement are to be reconsidered, the request 
must be made by the National Executive, and 
that any branch of the Typographical Asso- 
ciation or local employers' organisation 
desiring reclassification shall make applica- 
tion to their respective executives. The at- 
tempt by the Liverpool and Manchester 
branches of the Т.А. to coerce local employers 
would, if successful, continues the statement, 
nullify the national agreements, because it 
would create anomalies, which it was the 
object of the agreement to remove. The em- 
ployers' organisations regard this matter as 
extremely serious, and consider that in resist- 
ing the demands of these two branches they 
are striving to maintain the sanctity ofagree- 
ments and the principle of collective bar- 
gaining.

Profit-Shariag in the Paper Trade. 


ACCORDING to a report on profit-sharing 
and labour co-partnership in the United 
Kingdom prepared by the Ministry of Labour, 
schemes have not been widely adopted in the 
paper trade. There are, in fact, only three. 
Printing and allied trades, including the 
manufacture of stationery, have adopted the 
practice to a larger extent, there being twelve 
schemes in operation. Of the total of 116 
schemes, gas companies take the leading 
place with 3o. In the three profit-sharing 
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schemes under the heading of papermaking, 
374 employees participated or were entitled 
to participate, the average amount of bonus 
per head being £14 7s. 10d. (calculated on the 
number of employees participating or entitled 
to participate), the average ratio of bonus to 
earnings being 12'9 per cent. In the twelve 
schemes for printing, bookbinding and manu- 
facture of stationery, 3,726 employees partici- 
pate, or are entitled to; the average amount 
of bonus per head is £17 155. 1d., and the 
average ratio of bonus to earnings 22:7. These 
bonus figures are the highest in the whole 
list. Since the table in the report was made 
up, notification of 37 new schemes has been 
received, and others are in process of forma- 
поп. The 42 which were inaugurated in 1919 
represent the largest number hitherto started 
in any one year. Up to June 3oth this year 1g 
schemes had beenstarted. Differing opinions 
are held as to the virtue of profit-sharing or 
co-partnership schemes, and trade unionists 
are inclined to look upon them with sus- 
picion. In time, however, the benefits ought 
to be recognised, for “ where your treasure is 
there will your heart be also."

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Costing in the Bindery. 


Binders are feeling the effect of the new 
wages on the ultimate cost of production. It 
seems distinctly unfair that thev should be 
debarred from providing for the safety of the 
department by the agressive attitude adopted 
by the men on the subject of time dockets. 
The industry has long since reached the stage 
when accurate cost-finding becomes a vital 
necessity. Under the conditions now prevail- 
ing, many jobs must be executed at a loss, 
while others yield a big profit. From the 
ignorant point of view, theresult intheaggre- 
gate may be deemed satisfactory, but if the 
person with this point of view happened to be 
the one who had to bear the burden of the 
abnormal price, he would very probably 
change his opinion. The time has arrived 
when the administrative side of the industry 
should resolutely tackle the problem of cost- 
finding and recording. It is an open secret 
that for the all-round establishment the 
official costing system is more or less reduced 
to a farce by the exclusion of binding depart- 
ment records. 


Quieter Trade. 


Trade has quietened down considerably 
during the last few weeks, and as a conse- 
quence the binders’ demands for material 
have become much less keen. Possibly this 
fact may account for an absence of advices of 
rising prices. For the first time in several 
months we have nothing to record in the way 
of increasing costs of material. On the con- 
trary, leather merchants, particularly, seem 
to have suddenly become more active in 
Offering attractive parcels at lower prices 
than those ruling hitherto. Stock-taking 
may have had something to do with this, but 
the greatest factor is a low demand and a 
greater abundance of material. There is not 
much difficulty at the moment in picking up 
basils at 3d. or 4d. per square foot less than 
was paid a few weeksago. Atthesame time, 
it must be clearly understood that the cost of 
production at the tanneries is on the increase. 
The market for raw materials is not so firm 
as it was, however, owing to the great slump 
in the boot trade. Аз a consequence of the 
reticence of these people at the auctions, the 
prices realised for pelts is less artificial and 
the bookbinding and fancy leather trades 
are reaping a slight advantage. 


Leather Prices. 
Calfs, moroccos, goats, basils and splits are 


plentiful, and some cheap parcels are on offer. 


Rough calf has been sold at 25. 9d. per square 
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foot, rough sheep at 15. 5}а., basils at 1s. 13d. 
to 15. за. per foot, anglos at 3s., skivers at 1od. 
to 15., and pigskin at 2s. gd. Moroccos of the 
better grade, however, keep steady at the 
higher price, and are rather difficult to secure. 


Marbie Papers. 


Marble papers have come forward in good 
quantity during the last week or two, and 
many long-overdue orders with the Belgian 
makers have at last been executed. Prices 
vary ; the buyer who placed his order some 
time ago with the direct importer, saving as 
much as 105. per ream on the basis of medium. 
Far too high are some of the prices now being 
asked by certain wholesale houses, and users 
will be well advised to refrain from buying 
until a more reasonable level is descended to. 


Strawboards. 


Dutch strawboards are plentiful again, but . 
the tendency of the price is to harden. No 
sooner had the transport trouble in Holland 
been settled than fresh difficulties arose at the 
mills, and at the present time some of the 
most important strawboard mills are shut 
down. The probability is that future prices 
for strawboards will be higher, but at the 
present time there are some tempting offers 
being made, mainly by importers who are 
feeling the need of ready money. The com- 
mitments and running expenses of the straw- 
board merchant are very heavy, and mill 
terms are for cash against documents. Until 
now the demand for strawboards has always 
been much greater than the supply, and there 
was very little storage by the importer, as the 
whole of his consignment was usually sold 
before it arrived in port. The position is 
changing, hence the anxiety of some agents 
to force business, even at the cost of a reduced 
price. To-day's basis for unlined strawboard 
is £26, but it is not by any means difficult to 
find supplies at £22, and even less, especially 
for spot cash. 


THE Sydney Morning Herald and the Sydney 
Daily Telegraph announce an increase of 
price to ad. In making the announcement 
the Daily Telegraph says:—Prior to the war 
the landed cost of news-print paper in 
Sydney was £10 10s. 6d. per ton. It is now 
between £80 and £go per ton, with a rising 
market. It will be seen, therefore, that the 
increase in the price of the Daily Telegraph 
bears a very small proportion to the enormous 
increase in the price of the raw material. 
The duty alone is nearly equal to the whole 
original cost.

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Imitation Leather. 


Mr. M. Zignone has patented an invention 
by which in the manufacture of imitation 
leather, bundles or laps of fibres are led on to 
an endless conveyer band, and binding, soften- 
ing, and hygroscopic substances are applied 
to the fibres which are simultaneously acted 
upon by a blower to produce a “ felting " of 
the fibres. As shown,fibres 1 from a carding- 
machine pass over a conveyer 3 to a conveyer 
2 and are subjected at 6 to the action of a 
blower, treated with binding, fatty, and 
hygroscopic substances at 7, 8, and 9 respec- 


tively, then subjected again to the action of a 
blower at 10, and pass between pressing- 
rollers 11 and calender rollers 14 to a roll 15. 
For producing thicker fabric, the material is 
passed a number of times round the conveyer 
2. ог а drum, while fresh fibres are fed from 
the carding-machine. In another form of 
apparatus, a number of layers of fibres are 
fed simultaneously from rolls on to successive 
parts of an endless conveyer, the fibres of 
each layer being subjected to the action of a 
blower and treated with binding and soften- 
ing or hygroscopic substances. The binding 
substance may be a solution of cellulose, 
cuprammonium oxide, glue, etc. 


Embossing Presses. 


In a press for embossing fabrics, skins, or 
other material by means of an engraved or 
etched plate, the embossing is effected by 
water or other fluid pressure acting through a 
thin steel or other metal diaphragm m of 
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dished form secured to the press follower e by 
a frame n which confines the flange of the 
diaphragm while leaving it free to expand. 
Blotting-paper may be interposed between 
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the diaphragm and the material to protect 
the engraved, etc., plates. The invention is 
patented by Mr. C. A. Harnden. 


A Kinematograph Effect. 


In an invention by Mr. A. T. Mason flaps 
are provided integral with or attached to, the 
pages of a book to bear illustrations, and 
arranged for the purpose of obtaining a kine- 
matograph effect. The flaps a, which have 
their top edges а! bevelled in two directions, 


are provided at each side with illustrations 
indicative of the text а> on the leaves a‘, 
which may also be illustrated. The two-way 
bevelling allows the flaps to be slipped past 
the thumb in either direction to obtain the 
effect desired. The flaps may be of any shape 
and may be arranged at the top, bottom, or 
side of the leaves, and the book cover may be 
of such size as to protect them. 


Solid Ink. 


Mr. M. Tsutsumi, a Japanese gentleman has 
patented a solid ink completely soluble in 
water, which consists of dried extracts of log- 
wood and galls and potassium ferrous tartrate 
to make an iron black, a suitable dye to 
modify the shade of black, sodium salicylate 
as an antiseptic and also to deepen the colour, 
and gum arabic as the binding-agent. The 
ink may be used in powdered condition, or 
may be pressed into cakes. 


A New Device, 


An invention by Mr.J. Rowley relates to 
devices of the kind described in Specification 
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920, 1914, having perforated flexible bands c 
attached to one cover and engaging-pins at- 
tached to the other cover. According to the 
invention, the pins e! and the turned-over 
parts of the bands are arranged to lie beneath 
the top cover when the binder is closed, so as 
to become protected thereby. The top cover 
comprises front, intermediate апа rear 
portions d!, d?, d* hinged together as shown

in Figs. 1 and з. The pins е! are carried by 
the rear portion. After the bands have been 
secured bv the pins, the intermediate portion 
of the cover is folded down to lie over the 
bands and is fastened by a catch f. The 
inner faces of the portions d*, d? may be re- 
cessed as shown at d*, d* to accommodate the 
bands and pins.

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Printers’ Costing Up-to-Date. 


An Indication of What the Scientific 
“Coster” of To-day Needs to Know. 


It is said that there still exist some printers 
who, in estimating the cost of a job, simply 
jot down the obvious outlay it entails in 
wages and materials, and then just throw in 
an additional 33: per cent., or “ as much more 
as the job willstand.” Although this allega- 
tion may be correct, certain it is that the 
number of such rough-and-ready estimators 
is a rapidly diminishing quantity. Fortu- 
nately for the printing industry as a whole, 
the day of the scientific “ coster " has dawned, 
and it is being recognised that, in fairness to 
printer and customer alike, the printing office 
estimator must do something more than 
wildly guess at the proportion of profit and of 
establishment and other costs which can be 
equitably debited to each piece of printing 
work produced. This awakening is mani- 
fested by the ever-increasing interest that is 
being taken throughout the country in the 
subject of the Federation Costing System, 
and by the large number of applicants who 
present themselves whenever properly organ- 
ised costing classes are arranged. 

The papers set for the recent examination 
of the St. Bride Foundation Printing School 
summer-term costing class—the results of 
which appeared in our last week's issue— 
show the very thorough and up-to-date cha- 
racter of the accountancy methods which the 
costing student of to day has to master. The 
examiners in this case were Mr. W. Howard 
Hazell, whose expert knowledge of costing 
has made him chairman of the Federation 
and the London Master Printers' Costing 
Committees, and Mr. Harold S. Curwen, the 
very-much-alive managing director of the 
Curwen Press, and member of the London 
Costing Committee. 


The first and principal question of the six 
questions set—all of which had to be 
answered by the examinee— was a very com- 
prehensive one. Details were given of the 
floor space and value of plant or stock in the 
composing, machine, binding and paper de- 
partments and in the office of a business with 
a capital of £20,000. The examinee was 
instructed to allow for interest on capital at 
6 per cent., for depreciation on plant 10 per 
cent. per annum, and for a specified value of 
paper purchases and of wages in the several 
departments of the works; he was given also 
figures—" adjusted to meet the expected 
alterations in the current year "—representing 
the respective amounts of the following 
items of general expenditure:— Rent, rates 
and taxes, heating, etc.; insurance on plant 
and stock ; insurance on premises; deprecia- 
tion on plant; power; interest at 6 per cent. 
on £20,000; plant repairs; direct depart- 
mental expenses; office salaries; travellers' 
salaries, expenses and commission; stationery 
and stamps; and sundry expenses. The stu- 
dent had then, using Form ri, to find the 
weekly departmental expenses, the annual 
cost of handling and overhead expenses on 
material, and the balance of overhead ex- 
penses in the business. 

Question 2 required the student to "Show 
what percentage, in the business in question I, 
must be added to paper cost to cover all ex- 
penses, and also the percentage to be added to 
direct departmental cost (7.e., wages plus de- 
partmental expenses) to recover the balance 
of overhead expenses, and show that all the 
expenses are recovered." 

In question 3 the examinee was asked to 


‘show the total cost of production fora certain 
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week in three departments—composing, ma- 
chine and binding—wages figures being given 
for each. 

Question 4 tested the student's ability to 
“find the net cost for machines per chargeable 
hour in the binding-room," particulars being 
given of cest of plant, and floor space occu- 
pied by the several machines concerned, given 
also theoverhead expenses, etc., to bereckoned 


in, and the average number of chargeable 


hours per week for each machine. 

The last two questions were specially up- 
to-date, and as they admit of being answered 
without the use of a mass of figures, we ap- 
pend to each question a model answer. 

Question 5: “A printer's plant consists of 
75 per cent. pre-war machinery and 25 per 
cent. post- war machinery. State briefly how 
he would deal with this in his depreciation 
account. Give your reasons for his doing so." 

Model answer to question 5: The printer 
should keep two plant accounts in his ledger 
—one for the written-down book value of his 
pre-war plant, the second account for his 
post-war plant. ‘On his pre-war plant he 
should write the normal depreciation, and in- 
clude an additional sum equal to the normal 


depreciation as an expense of the business. — 


Тһе second sum for depreciation should be 
posted to a " Replacement of Plant Account." 
On his post-war plant he should write normal 
depreciation only. These three amounts for 
depreciation should be included in Form 1, 
when allocating the various expenses of the 
business. The principle of costing is that 


consumers shauld pay the cost of production : 


and replacement of plant worn out in their 
service; and as the cost of machinery has 
greatly increased, additional charges for 
renewal of .plant must be made in order to 
provide for new machinery. 

Question 6: “ What expenses are included in 
the printing machine hour unit, and what 
must be added to the machine hourly unit 
«cost to find.the machine hourly rate? " 

Model answer to question 6: The unit hour 
includes the total cost of production, with the 
exception of the minders' and feeders' wages. 
To find the machine hourly rate, the wages 


per chargeable hour of the minder and feeder : 


must be added to the machine hourly unit 
cost.

A Startling Suggestion. 


"['ve been much struck with the difficulty 
of unfolding a newspaper and getting at the 
bit you want in a crowded railway carriage. 
Some men seem to have more gift for it than 
others, but nobody is perfect. Your news- 
paper runs into the other man's or the other 
man's runs into yours, and in both cases you 
glare savagely at each other. Cases have 
been known in the suburbs where a man has 
instructed his wife not to call on the wife of a 
new resident simply and solely because the 
new resident handled his newspaper in a way 


. which seemed to show a selfish and callous 


disregard for the comfort of others. Now 
how could that be prevented? " 

Thus said a talkative old man in a railway 
carriage—according to a humorous little 
narrative which Mr. Barry Pain contributes 
to the Liverpool Daily Post. 

The old traveller went on to answer his 
own question by suggesting a reversion to a 
very ancient practice. “ Тһе trouble," he 
said, "is entirely with the form in which 
newspapers are issued. They are issued in 
large folded sheets, whereas they ought to be 
issued in neat, compact rolls. Any man could 
manipulate the two rollers in any carriage, 
however crowded, and get at any part of the 
paper that he wanted without causing the 
slightest inconvenience to others. It would 
entirely do away with theunpleasant feeling 
we so often have—that while we are reading 
one side of our own private paper the man 
opposite is deliberately and dishonestly read- 
ing the other. If the ancient Egyptians 
issued their books in the form of rolls, can't 
we do the same?” 


Шү Newspaper ШЇЇ. 
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The Tata Publicity Corporation, Ltd., of 
Bombay —a wealthy syndicate, which has 
identified itself with many progressive 
schemes in India—with Mr. T. H. Campbell- 
Howes as managing director, has been 
established with a capital of half-a- million 
sterling. 

The headquarters of the new press will be 
in Bombay, where six journals have already 
been taken over—Indian Business, Indian 
Motorist. Indian Ink, Praga Mitra (printed in 
the vernacular) Looker-On, and Eastand West. 
To this group will be added eight other 
papers. The promoters are at present en- 
gaged in recruiting for their staffs writers 
from the leading countries of Europe, and 
from India. 

It is said that special attention will be paid 
to the publicity side of the various journals 
published. 
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Imperial Conference Discusses News 
Transmission. 
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One of the most important subjects dis- 
cussed last week at the Imperial Press Confer- 
ence at Ottawa was the future of news trans- 
mission. 

Mr. Burroughs (manager of the news de- 
partment of the Marconi Company), in the 
course of discussion, told the conference that 
a new system of transmission which would 
revolutionise the wireless service and permit 
transmission to greater distances, was in 
operation despite adverse weather conditions. 
He asserted he was able to give a practical 
assurance that there was no risk of news 
messages sent at high speed being picked up 
by a newspaper for whom they were not in- 
tended. Slow speed transmission would per- 
mit of the distribution of news to numerous 
newspapers. He explained his company's 
proposals for the establishment of an Imperial 
wireless system. 

The conference carried unanimously a re- 
solution presented by Mr. Crosbie Roles, of 
Ceylon (chairman of the Asia delegation), 
declaring that the Empire and world should 
. be provided with the advantages of wireless, 
telegraphic and telephonic communication. 

A resolution moved by Mr. Robert Donald 
was carried strongly recommending the 
Government of Great Britain, the self-govern- 
ing Dominions and India to increase cable 
communications and reduce the rates of news 
messages, and so ensure the fullest inter- 
change of news and opinion within the Em- 
pire. Theresolution also recommended that 
these Governments should make increased 
grants to the cable companies and to the 
Pacific Cable Board to enable them to reduce 
tolls without operating at a loss, and also 
that these Governments should lay down new 
cables or enter into arrangements with cable 
companies to do so under conditions which 
safeguard the public interest. The resolution 
further stated that the conference considered 
it essential that where any Government as- 
sistance is given to the Press by way of cable 
Or other services, such state assistance shall 
appear specifically in the estimates of public 
expenditure, and that the selection and edit- 
ing of news and other matter circulated 
within the Empire should be in the control of 
newspapers and news agencies, and should 
not in any way be subject to official influence. 


Mr. Naylor on Union Representation. 


Mr. T. E. Naylor asked the delegates to con- 
sider the question of the representation in the 
imperial Press Union of the mechanical de- 
partments concerned in newspaper produc- 
tion. In view of the existing relations be- 
tween employersand employed inthis country, 
he thought some form of close co-operation 
should be brought about by providing for the 


representation of trade unions in the Imperial 
Press Union. 
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Bookbinders and Printing and Paper. 
Workers. 


Negotiations that have been proceeding 
for about fifteen months would seem to be on 
the point of completion, from the news that a 
special meeting of the General Council of 
the National Union of Bookbinders and 
Machine Rulers, held in London, has accepted 
the scheme and rules for the proposed amal- 
gamation with the National Union of Print- 
ing and Paper Workers. 

The Council agreed to submit the proposals 
for amalgamation to the members of the 
union and to recommend them to vote for 
the proposals. It instructed the Joint Amal- 
gamation Committee to take steps, by organ- 
ising branch or district meetings, to explain 
the scheme to members. 

In the opinion of the Council, the position 
of the union would be strengthened, both 
from a trade protective and a financial point 
of view, by amalgamation. 

The Councils of both unions concerned 
have now given support to the scheme, and it 
remains for the members to vote on it. 


W. H. Smith and Son's (ШШШ. 


Some 400 to 500 leaders of English litera- 
ture are to be present at a dinner to be given 
in the early autumn at the Savoy to com- 
memorate the centenary of the foundation of 
the firm of W. H. Smith and Son, printers, 
manufacturing and wholesale stationers, 
booksellers and pioneer wholesale newsagents. 
Many members of the House of Lords, Lon- 
don newspaper proprietors, and proniinent 
authors have already agreed to be present. 
W. H. Smith and Son have sold more 
books, it is estimated, than all the other firms 
in Europe put together. 

It is exactly 100 years since the firm made 
the Strand their headquarters, and Londoners 
have become familiar with the daily sight of 
thousands of magazines and papers being 
loaded into red vans and lorries for despatch 
to the numerous branches throughout the 
country and different parts of the world. The 
business, which was founded before 1820 by 
by the grandfather of Viscount Hambledon, in 
Duke-street, developed with remarkable 
rapidity. The present premises were taken, 
and they in turn had to be supplemented by 
taking over other buildings. | 

Within the next few weeks Messrs. УУ. Н. 
Smith and Son will vacate their present pre- 
mises, 1^6, Strand, and move into new build- 
ing-, which have been erected in Portugal- 
street, off Kingsway, W.C. By the erection 
of the new premises all these departments 
will be gathered under one roof, but the exist- 
ing premises in kingsway will continue to be 
utilised. 
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Variations of Estimates and Actual 
Expenditure. 


The second report of the Select Committee 
on Publications and Debates Reports is issued 
as a White Paper [No. 165]. The estimates for 
stationery amount this year to a gross total 
of £5,769,104, aS against £1,237,708 in 1913. Of 
thissum / 1,100,000 represents the cost of print- 
ing in connection with the registration of 
voters. The expenditure on stationery by 
many of the Departments, states the report, 
considerably exceeded the estimates in degrees 
varying from 100 or 200 per cent. to some 600 
per cent. in the case of the Ministry of Food. 
On the other hand, in the case of the Army 
: Estimates there wasanexpenditure of £965,400, 
whereas the amount estimated amounted to 
£2,016,150 in the Estimates for 1919-1920. 

“While it is true," adds the report, “that 
the period under review was an abnormal 
year, owing to the demobilisation of the armed 
forces, the general shifting of the population 
back into peace time pursuits, and the vast 
amount of abnormal activity due to disposal 
of war stores, the winding-up of Departments, 
and general reconstruction, yet at the same 
time we consider that the estimates could 
have, and should have, borne a closer relation- 
ship to the actual expenditure." 


Estimates Unrevised. 


In spite of the fact that certain Ministries 
enormously exceeded their estimated expendi- 
ture upon stationery, in many cases either the 
old or a very slightly larger figure was again 
placed on the Estimates for 1920-21, though 
there would appear to be little, if any, hope 


that the figure suggested can even approxi- 


mately be adhered to. The Ministries of 
Food, Labour, Munitions, and Pensions are 
given as examples. It will be seen from the 
table given below that the Ministry of Food 
last year put down an estimate of £25,000, but 
actually spent £168,200; the estimate for this 
year is again £25,000. 

It would also appear, add the Committee, 
that in the majority of cases, although there 
was an official charged with a general control 
of stationery indents, there did not appear to 
have been-any departmental committee sit- 
ting periodically to revise and check the ex- 
penditure on stationery, and in certain cases 
the official concerned knew nothing about the 
value of the stationery indented for. 

The Committee recommend that estimates 
for stationery should be more carefully framed, 
that inevery departmenta small departmental 
committee should be set up which should meet 
periodically to revise publications and to re- 
view expenditure on stationery ; that there 
should be a closer liaison between the Sta- 
tionery Office and the departments, which 
would probably take the form of a S.O. оћ- 
cial giving evidence before each departmental 
committee as to the cost of various items 
already indented for and estimated cost of 
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future requirements; and that every effort 
should be made to curtail still further the ex- 
penditure on stationerv, which in some de- 
partments is very high. |

Herr Hugo Stinnes, the German coal king 
and newspaper magnate, is the subject of an 
interesting interview reported by the Geneva 
correspondent of the Birmingham Post. 
Speaking to a confidential agent of Herr 
Stinnes, the pressman elicited the fact that 
this newspaper king “ has hisown paper mills, 
celluloid factories, and motor works, and thus 
of course is in a better position to undertake 
the business management of newspapers than 
he would otherwise be." The exact number 
of journals he controls was not ascertained, 
but it was said that "sixty or seventy is 
too high a figure." 

It was admitted that Herr Stinnes has 
bought up in Berlin a kind of central tele- 
graphic agency, supplying news to all his 
newspapers. “ln Germany at present," the 
agent remarked, “ not a single newspaper can 
afford to send a correspondent to London or 
New York owing to the low value of the Ger- 
man mark. A hundred German marks will 
not even now buy three American dollars, nor 
more than about 13s. 6d. of English money, 
and the cost of keeping a man in London or 
New York, not to say of receiving cables from 
either of these places, 15 fabulous at present. 
But if you distribute his cables and news 
among, let us say, sixty papers, the cost to 
each one is not very heavy." 

It was denied that Herr Stinnes is thinking 
of buying up papers in Switzerland. 
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oamp Printing. 


The twopenny postage stamp which has 
come into general use in place of the three- 
halfpenny, has hitherto been issued only in 
very small numbers. Since the introduction 
of the Budget large quantities have been 
printed by Messrs. Harrison and Sons at 
Hayes, in Middlesex, in readiness for the new 
demand. Orange in colour, the twopenny 
stamp has a richer floral embellishment and 
a larger crown over the King’s head than the 
penny, but is without the dolphins which dis- 
tinguish the halfpenny and threehalfpenny 
stamps. 

Six thousand million stamps a year of all 
values are printed at Hayes, and are sent to 
Somerset House to be distributed. Those 
which are most in use are printed in sheets of 
480 at a time, and cut into 240's. Messrs. 
Harrison receive from the Government the 
special paper that is used, and after the print- 
ing has been completed they hand over the 
pope stamps, gummed and perforated. 

hirty-five or forty years ago stamps were 
printed by the recess method. The surface 
process is now in use, is quicker and more 
economical. One of the requirements of the 
Government is that the colours shall be free 
from any lead or other poisonous matter 
which is often used in ordinary printing inks. 
Forgeries of stamps are almost, if not entirely 
unknown. There are not more than three or 
four printers in London who are able to print 
stamps. The very highest form of surface 
printing is employed in their production. The 
French, Japanese and other Governments 
have sent representatives to Hayes to study 
the methods, for the faetory there is recog- 
nised universally as the most modern and the 
best equipped in the world.— London Typo- 
graphical Journal.

Further Taxation of Print. 


Still further threats of damage to trade are 
arising out of the view apparently held by 
G.P.O. officialdom that this country's postal 
and telegraph services should be regarded not 
as essential adjuncts to industry—upon the 
cheapness of which much of the prosperity of 
British trade depends—but as profit-making 
enterprises. The Post Office and Telegraph 
Bill came before standing Committe A last 
week, апа in the discussion on its proposals 
to repeal the statutory limits of postage rates 
for inland postcards and printed packets, and 
to vary the statutory limits on rates for tele- 
grams and inland registered newspapers, 
there was evidence of a good deal of dis- 
approval of the measure. 

In the course of the discussion, Lieutenant- 
Colonel Jackson, M.P. (Howdenshire), ex- 
pressed regret that the Postmaster-General 
proposed the raising of newspaper postage 
‘from one halfpenny to one penny, which he 
said would be a direct tax upon rural districts, 
in some of which there were no newspaper 
shops, and where, owing to the increased 
price of newspapers, a hardship would be im- 
posed on poor people, besides taking from 
: them the educational effect of newspapers at 
a cheap rate. He feared the Post Office 
suffered from a want of information, and he 
hoped that in the report stage this point 
would not be lost sight of. Mr. Myers, a 
‘Labour member, also protested against the 
proposed increase in the telegraph charges, 
and said the remedy required could be better 
met by altering the business methods of the 
Department. The bill was ordered to be re- 
ported to the House.

Muller. Paris: A Muller, 79, Rue Dareau.

This useful annual of the French printing 

trade is now in its thirtietb year, it having 
been published annually— with the exception 
of the years of the Great War-—since 1890. 
M. Muller, well known as French technical 
author, journalist and publisher, has suc- 
ceeded in producing, with the aid of several 
expert contributors, a little book which will 
be of general interest to the French reading 
printer, as it contains not only reference mat- 
ter very valuable to anyone having trade re- 
lations with the Continent, but also technical 
and other matter of wide practical utility. 

In the two-thirds or so of the volume which 
is devoted to matters that concern more espe- 
cially the French printing trade, there are to 
be found extensive directories of those en- 
gaged in the printing and allied trades in 
France, Alsace-Lorraine, the French colonies, 
Luxembourg, Belgium, and Switzerland. 
There is given also a mass of important infor- 
mationregarding laws and regulations affect- 
ing the French printing trade; a list of print- 
ing trade journals of France, Belgium and 
Switzerland; a list of the trade societies, 
associations, and unions in France, Belgium, 
Switzerland and Luxembourg; and a list of 
technical schools and classes. 

M. Muller contributes a review of the year 
I919, chronicling briefly the many events of 
printing interest which occurred in what he 
designates " the year of social disturbances." 

Among several technical articles included 


may be mentioned an interesting account of. 


Japanese woodcutting and printing, by 
Georges Degaast, with illustrations of tools, 
etc. Ап engineer, Em. Devaux, reviews pre- 
sent-day achievements in the application of 
electricitv to the printing trade; and E.

The Canadian Export Paper Co., has an- 
nounced its schedule of export news-print 
paper prices for the third and fourth quarters 
of the current year, the new prices showing 
very large advances over those prices at 
present prevailing on their export paper 
prices. For the third quarter of 1920, which 
commenced July Ist, the new prices will 
be 51 cents a pound, mill, which is equivalent 
to $110 per ton. For the fourth quarter of 
1920, Which commences October Ist next, the 
new price will be 6} cents a pound, mill, 
which is equivalent to $130 a ton. 


From the above it will be seen that the ad- 
vance in the price of export paper handled by 
the Export Paper Co. will show sharp ad- 
vances over current prices, the second quarter 
schedule which now prevails being 43 cents a 
pound, mill, which is equivalent to $90 a ton. 

The International Paper Co. in the United 
States announced their new prices on news- 
print paper at $115 a ton. 

The Canadian Export Paper Co., Ltd., con- 
trols the export paper output of five of the 
leading Canadian news-print producers, in- 
cluding Laurentide, Ltd.; Price Bros. and 
Co.. Ltd. ; Belgo- Canadian Paper Co., Ltd. ; 
St. Maurice Paper Co., Ltd. ; and the Bromp- 
ton Pulp and Paper Co. 

It is generally expected that the other 
Canadian producers of news-print paper in 
Canada will advance their prices in line with 
those adopted by the Export Paper Co., as is 
usually the case, and that for the last six 
months of this year the highest prices yet paid 
for export news-print from Canada will be 
netted by the companies. 


Continental Paper Markel 


Uncertainty of Price Makes Business 
Difficult. 


Weakness in the paper market, which exists 
to some extent in this country, appears to be 
particularly emphasised on the European con- 
tinent. The high cost of raw materials, in 
addition to the uncertainty of prices and 
variations in the rates of exchange, contri- 
bute to render business extremely difficult. 
But for these facts orders might readily be 
placed. The Central Powers are especially 
afflicted. A little while ago coal supplies 
were the great source of trouble in Germany. 
Now we hear that she is rather better off in 
this respect, and most of the paper mills have 
been able to start up. The source of trouble 
now, however, is not so much coal as the 
fluctuations in the rate of exchange and the 
high cost of production generally. It is hoped 
that the export duties on paper will shortly 
be reduced. 

In Austria the conditions are even more 
critical, and Vienna is faced with a crisis in 
the paper trade. As is generally the case all 
over the Continent, paper merchants appear 
to be over-stocked and they are unable to get 
rid of their supplies. It is stated that in order 
to try and move business, merchants are sell- 
ing below the cost of production, and no im- 
provement is expected in the condition of 
trade before the autumn. Under pressure of 
circumstances, it is stated that prices for ex- 
port have been brought down by 15 per cent. 

In Czecho-Slovakia we hear costs of pro- 
duction are rising on account of coal, higher 
wages and increased freights. As a conse- 
quence, prices have risen about 40 per cent. 
within three weeks. Although there is a big 
demand for paper at home, export licences 
are being granted with greater freedom. 
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Trade Notes. 


THE Society for the paper supply of the 
French Press has started the publication of a 
monthly bulletin for the information of its 
paper-buying members. 

EDITOR for 57 years of the “ A.B.C. Railway 
Guide," Mr. James Burn, of Acton, has died 
at the age of 87. Under his editorship the 
" A.B.C.” grew from a flimsy pamphlet to а 
volume of 600 pages. 


THE vote of £35,000 for advertising South 
Africa has now been passed by the Union 
Parliament. It is hoped that this amount 
will be supplemented by a further £15,000 to 
be contributed by municipalities. 


À NUMBER of boy scouts taking part in the 
Jamboree at Olympia, visited the Daily News 
and the Daily Telegraph offices last week, and 
took the greatest interest in the process of 
producing the great London newspapers. 


THE death is announced of Mr. William 
Ewing, who for 46 years lived and worked in 
Ramsbottom. He was employed by Messrs. 
W. Rumney and Co. and T. Robinson and 
Co, Ltd., retiring from the position of fore- 
man printer of the latter firm about nine 
years ago. 


IN the course of tramwaymen's strike riots 
at Denver (Colorado) last week, five tramcars 
were wrecked and the buildings of the Denver 
Post, which had opposed the strike were 
raided by strikers. Windows were smashed, 
hammers were thrown in the linotype ma- 
chines, and water poured into the printing 
presses, which were also damaged by hammers. 


ONE issue alone of a certain popular Ameri- 
can journal, it isstated, would supply enough 
paper for all the books bought by all the 
United States public libraries in a year, two or 
three times over, says the Publisher's Circular. 
T hree of the periodicals combined use enough 
paper in a year to girdle the earth with a 
page-wide strip 148 times, and the ink used 
amounts to 3,600,000 pounds. 


AFTER five months in Pentonville Prison, 
Mr. Charles Diamond, editor of the Catholic 
Herald, was released on Monday. Sentenced 
to six months in the second division in con- 
nection with his " Killing No Murder " article, 
Mr. Diamond was granted a month's remis- 
sion for good conduct. "I regret nothing that 
1 have done,” һе says,“ апа should write the 
same article to-morrow without hesitation.” 


AN exhibition, which has a great deal of 
interest, opened in the Bury Art Gallery, on 
Saturday. A large number of lithographs 
by members of the Senefelder Club, will be 
view and will remain in the Gallery and open 
to the public during the present month and 
September. An excellent catalogue has been 
printed showing what lithographs are on 
view and the prices at which these are offered 
for sale.

The Generai Strike Threat. 

EvEN the threatening outlook in the print- 
ing industry is overshadowed by the still 
bigger storm-clouds that hang above the 
international horizon. The Labour forces of 
this country are massing themselves in protest 
against the possibility of another war, and 
they threaten, if occasion should arise, to use 
their whole influence to compel a cessation 
of British anti-Russian tactics by calling a 
lightening general strike. It is to the Trade 
Union Congress that the unions of the print- 
ing trade would look for leadership in such a 
crisis, and we gather that the printing and 
allied trade unions would act in accordance 
with the decisions of the Congress. The 
Parliamentary Committee of the Trade Union 
Congress—together with the Parliamentary 
Labour Party and the Executive Committee 
of the Labour Party—in joint conference at 
the House of Commons, passed the following 


resolution :—“ That this Joint Conference 


. feels certain that a war is being engineered 


between the Allied Powers and Soviet Russia 
on the issue of Poland, and declares that such 
a war would be an intolerable crime against 
humanity. It therefore warns the Govern- 
ment that the whole industrial power of the 
organised workers will be used to defeat this 
war. That the Executive Committees of 
affiliated organisations throughout the 
country be summoned to hold themselves 
ready to proceed immediately to London for 
a national conference; that they be advised 
to instruct their members to down tools on 
instructions from the National Conference." 
Mr. Lloyd George has since given the House 
the assurance that in any case the warlike 
operations contemplated will not extend to 
the sending of troops. The Labour represen- 
tatives, however, have made it clear that the 
Joint Conference was not merely in opposi- 
tion to direct military action by the use of 
soldiers and sailors in actual fighting, but 
was in opposition to indirect war, either by 
blockade or by the supply of munitions, or by 
assisting the forces that are now at war 
against Russia. It is announced that while 
danger of war with Russia, direct or indirect, 
remains, the development of the Labeur 
plans will be continued. A national con- 


. ference of the executives of trade unions has 


been called for Friday morning in the Central 
Hall, Westminster.

The llanchester-Liverpoo! Dispute. 


FoR another week the very strained condi- 
tions at the Lancashire storm-centre have 
persisted. Points of detail have been very 
vigorously thrashed out in the Press— not, we 
regret to note, without some admixture of 
bitterness. It cannot be too often repeated 


, that it is just the introduction of bitterness 
: into a dispute that should, above all else, be 
most carefully guarded against, as its admis- 


sion can have no other effect than to close 
doors of opportunity which could otherwise 
remain open to the benefit of all cencerned. 
As we go to press, however, a reassuring 
whisper reaches us to the effect that negotia- 
tions are being initiated from a new point of 
view, giving some hope of an arrangement 
being arrived at whereby, while negotiations 
are carried further, there shall be a cessation 
of the belligerent attitude on both sides—a 
withdrawal of the lock-out notices by the 
Federation of Master Printers, and of the over- 
time embargo and the strike notices to non- 
federated firms by the Manchester and Liver- 
pool T.A. branches. This would certainly 
clear the air, and be a step in the right direc- 
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tion. The difficulty, no doubt, will be to put 
a sound basis to further negotiations by 
establishing the principle of collective bar- 
gaining, which has become somewhat dis- 
located in the present struggle. Collective 
bargaining is possible only between parties 
adequately organised and responding to 
authorised representatives. The men’s organi- 
sation would seem to be in need of some 
repair, and any conciliatory services that can 
be rendered in oiling the machinery and 
getting all the parts into gear for smooth 
running will be to the good of the whole in- 
dustry. Negotiations are proceeding as we 
write, and every effort will no doubt continue 
to be made by all parties concerned to provide 
a happy issue out of the seeming impasse. 
@ 
Paper Market More Stable. 

IT is a long time since we went into detail 
on market prices, principally because com- 
paratively few changes have been recorded 
for the last three months. There are signs 
now of slightly more favourable quotations 
at the wholesale end of the trade, but there is 
still evidence of variation in selling figures 
according to whether the source be mill, 
agent, or merchant. To a large extent the 
continued lull has driven the temporary dealer 
out of the picture; and unless there is an un- 
expected development during the autumn 
season, it is unlikely that he will re-enter the 
lists. The rising market is his playground, 
and without this factor he has no opportunity 
to exercise his native talent.

REMARKABLY cheap offers of paper arebeing 
made in certain quarters, mainly for foreign 
stuff, although parcels of our own make are 
to be met with. This is the sort of thing that 
helps paper consumers to believe that prices 
are coming down. In the course of a week 
we have met with Scandinavian kraft at £90, 
£82 10s., £72 10s. and £62 per ton. Customers 
are not likely to appreciate the fact that it is 
all a matter of securing ready money some- 
how, and consequently draw their own con- 
clusions as to the state of the market. The 
real fact of the matter is that some importers 
of foreign paper have committed themselves 
so heavily and are now facing sucha slump in 
trade that they are financially tight. 1t must 
be remembered that the imported paper has 
now to be paid for against documents and 
immensely heavy bills have to be met.

BANKRUPTCIES, eto. 


WELLINGTON BOOKBINDING Co.—The first 
meeting of creditors was held at the London 
Bankruptcy Court on August 4th, under the 
failure of Enos Wm. Howes, trading under 
the above style at 108, Wellington. road, 
Forest Gate, and residing at Fairmead- 
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avenue, Westcliff - on - Sea. Mr. Vyvyan 
official receiver, reported that the debtor 
roughly estimated his liabilities at £1,100, 
and valued his assets at £224. Не had stated 
that he was apprenticed to the bookbinding 
trade in 1906, and soon after he had served his 
time the war started. He joined up in Sep- 
tember, 1914, and was discharged, severely 
wounded, in November, 1917, with a weekly 
pension of 12s. In February, 1919, he joined 
in partnership with Mr. W. A. Parker, and 
they purchased the business of the Wellington 
Bookbinding Co. for £200. Mr. Parker with- 
drew from the firm in June, 1919, as the busi- 
ness was nota success, and the debtor paid 
him £80, which he had introduced as capital. 
He (debtor) continued the business alone until 
a month or so ago, when, having been pressed 
by the Winterbottom Book Cloth Co., Ltd., 
who obtained judgment fora debt of £49, he 
closed down the business and filed his peti- 
tion. The failure was attributed to lack of 
capital, and to loss on the first six months of 
the trading, through, as the debtor alleged, 
misrepresentation of the value of the business. 
In the absence of any offer, a resolution was 
passed by which Mr. Oscar Berry, C.A., Monu- 
ment House, E.C., was elected as trustee to 
wind up the estate in bankruptcy, assisted by 
the following cemmittee of inspection, viz., 
Mr. C. Andrews, Mr. Coon (Jas. Spicer and 
Sons, Ltd), and Mr. Bell (Winterbottom 
Book Cloth Co., Ltd.). 


J. W. MiLWARD AND Co.—The first meet- 
ing of creditors was held last week at the 
London Bankruptcy Court, under the failure 
of John Walter Milward, printer, 368, Strand, 
W.C. Mr. F. Vyvyan, official receiver, re- 
ported that the debtor commenced the above 
business in October, 1914. He had no printing 
plant of his own, but gave the orders he ob- 
tained to other printers to be executed. The 
business was fairly successful until two years 
ago, when he was called upon to pay cash for 
paper at the time of purchase. eing with- 
out capital, he and a Mr. Gabb gave accom- 
modation bills to the amount of £1,000 which 
were discounted, but not met. Both the 
debtor and Gabb were sued on the bills and 
the latter was made bankrupt upon them. 
The debtor had a petition filed against him 
ten months ago but settled the claim by pay- 
ing instalments from time to time. Owing 
to the drain on his capital, he was unable to 
meet the claims of trade creditors and 
eventually Messrs. Knapp, Drewett and Son, 
Ltd., filed a petition and obtained a receiving 
order against him. The business had been 
closed down by the official receiver. No 
statement of affairs had been lodged but the 
debtor estimated his liabilities and assets at 
{2,464 and £35 10s. respectively. He attri- 
buted his failure to loss on accommodation 
bills for which he received no consideration ; 
to having to pay cash for paper instead of 
getting credit in the usual way, and to heavy 
household expenses through family illness. 
The meeting was adjourned for three weeks 
to enable the debtor to submit a proposal for 
the consideration of the creditors. 
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Ampie Supplies for British Consumers. 


The recent visit of representatives of the 
British paper and newspaper trades to Fin- 
land provided an admirable opportunity for 
studying first hand the economic and indus- 
trial conditions of that country. The visitors 
returned from Finland greatly impressed with 
the resources of the country for the supply of 
news-print, printing, writing and wrapping 
papers suitable for the British market. More- 
over, they were able to glean much useful in- 
formation as to the potentialities of Finland 
from the commercial point of view generally, 
and also to make a study of the geographical 
conditions of the country, of its people, their 
customs, enterprises, and political and social 
conditions. 

The reception accorded the visitors in every 
part of the country to which they went was 
extremely hospitable, and their reception at 
many places, with bands and choirs partici- 
pating in their welcome, was quite in keep- 
ing witha royal progress. 

The two largest exporting industries of 
Finland are the sawing and the paper indus- 
tries. About half a century ago the timber 
industry of Finland received fresh impetus, 
when the great importance of carrying to a 
further point the working of the forest re- 
sources was realised, and it was seen that in 
doing so use could also be made of the small 
timber. It was then that the paper industry 
began to work its way forward to a position 
of ever increasing importance. Papermaking 
has also ancient traditions in this country, in 
that the first mill recorded was already in 
existence in the middle of the seventeenth 
century. Butit was not till about 1860 that 
paper mills were established that were driven 
by machine power and used wood as their 
raw material. Now paper in its different 
forms is the second largest export trade of 
Finland. In the year 1913 the export of me- 
chanical pulp, chemical pulp, cardboard and 
paper amounted to about 300,000 tons. 

The world war gave Finland the oppor- 
tunity of breaking fresh ground, and new 
markets for its products were found in Western 
Europe. Now that the Finnish paper industry 
has won for itself a place in the English and 
other markets of Western Europe, it will try 
to establish the reputation it has succeeded in 
gaining in these markets by fulfilling its 
obligations with correctness, and by offering 
wares which are able to satisfy even exacting 
demands. New chemical pulp and paper 
mills are now in course of completion, so that 


shortly these should increase substantially the 


quantities to be offered. 

Ninety per cent. of the paper made in Fin- 
land prior to 1918 was purchased in Russia, 
but British buyers are now getting their share 
of the product. Finnish papers are all of 
high quality, and the mills, speaking 
generally, are large and up-to-date in the 
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matter of machinery. Тһе Americans. are, 
however, on the look-out for paper and pulp, 
and when the British party were at Kotko 
they observed two huge tramp steamers, flying 
the flag of the U.S.A., being loaded with pulp 
and paper for that market. They also noticed 
U.S.A. tramps being unloaded of coal at 
Scandinavian ports. 

Finnish pulp is also being exported freely 
to this country, and the forests are being well 
looked after to ensure futuresupplies. During 
the first quarter of the current year, Finland 
imported paper pulp, cardboard, paper and 
manufactures to the value of 1 ,006,922 Finnish 
marks, exports under the same heading repre- 
senting 133,311,068 Finnish marks. 

The Central Association of the Finnish 
Paper Industry at a conference just held at 
Helsingfors put forward an estimate concern- 
ing the country's material resources. The 
value of the woods (forests) was computed at 
21,000,000,000 Finnish marks. It was also 
mentioned that the value of the exports of 
wood products and paper in 1919 amounted to 
692,000,000 marks, while the similar exports in 
the present year are expected to reach 
2,500,000,000 marks.

Orton tor Export, 


Mr. T. Parker Smith Preparing the 
Ground for Papermakers. 


The present position of the paper trade at 
home and abroad emphasises the necessity for 
preparing a sound organisation scheme for 
export. It will be remembered that at the 
annual meeting of the Papermakers' Associa- 
tion on February sth last, Mr. T. Parker 
Smith (Smith, Stone and Knight, Ltd.), 
brought up the question of forming “ап 
association of producers of paper for the ex- 
port of British-made paper," the question 
being referred to the Executive Committee to 
take appropriate action. 

A representative of the World's Paper 
Trade Review called upon Mr. Parker Smith 
last week for the purpose of learning how the 
matter stood, and of discussing export and 
paper generally. 

Mr. Parker Smith observed that the position 
of export is,roughly,that British commerce has 
held its own in esparto papers, and some lines 
of printings in certain markets, while other 
grades are nowhere. The returns from the 
last American report. which was the best on 
the subject pre-war, show this absolutely. 

The question of foreign competition being 
raised, Mr. Parker Smith said: “My answer 
to that is that foreign competition is keener 
in England, a free trade country, with a big 
demand at our doors and assured payment, 
than anywhere else in the world. If English 
papermakers have been able to meet the com- 
petition at home, it only requires them to 
open their eyes to the possibilities of meeting 
and beating the competition abroad." 

On it being suggested that there was all the 
more need for export organisation now in 
view of the activity of other countries, Mr. 
Parker Smith remarked: '"We can really 
meet any competition if we will only rise to 
it. There is no more reason to fear a com- 
mercial enemy than there was a military 
enemy if we take steps to meet it in the same 
spirit. But we must get on to it quickly. I 
want to have this scheme ship-shape by the 
next annual meeting." 

Best Foreign Markets. 

The big markets for British paper overseas, 
we were informed, are the Near East, India, 
the Far East, and South America. Of course, 
there are enormous possibilities in Australia, 
New Zealand, South Africa, and, for some 
lines, Canada. In Mr. Parker Smith's view, 
the largest potential markets now are those 
first mentioned, because the Colonies already 
buy a considerable amount of paper from 
England. 

“How do you propose that these markets 
should be developed?” asked our represen- 
tative. 

" By improved selling facilities," Mr. Parker 
Smith answered, “ both to secure orders and to 
safeguard due payments. This can really only 
best be done by co-operative association and 
by providing the funds to secure first-class 
men in charge of a number of markets, all 
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corresponding with а central office, say, іп 
London, whence the orders are bulked and 
distributed to theassociated firms by arrange- 
ment as between those firms. The problems 
of invoicing, freight, translations, and pay- 
ments would all be handled by the central 
office, thus eliminating many of the difficul- 
ties of the past which have vexed the local 
managers at the various factories, to whom 
the intricacies of export have been a night- 
mare, but who will value very much a good 
succession of orders for any one or more classes 
of their manufacture." 

As to whether the scheme would help or in- 
jure those already engaged in export, Mr. 
Parker Smith said: "While there has been 
and still is in some quarters a fear lest this 
development should injure the already estab- 


lished export business of individual firms, 


there is thestrongest reason for feeling that in 
no case would this be the effect. The whole 
idea of such an association is to increase ex- 
port trade and to safeguard by all means the 
present flow of business and the channels 
through which it is going and to use those 
channels for very greatly increased sales." 

" Would you regard the present as a par- 
ticularly favourable moment for pressing the 
scheme forward?" was the next question 

“Yes. If this proposal comes into force, it 
will greatly facilitate the avoidance of severe 
terms of depression and of periodical lulls 
which occur when the trade of a country is 
not spread over a broad enough basis. Such 
an experience is now being felt in some 
markets to-day. On the other hand, certain 
markets are not dull at all. 

"Another point is that the scheme will 
benefit not only papermakers, but envelope- 
makers and all the allied trades. Whether the 
other trades will take it up at the beginning 
I do not know, but I should like to see the 
allied trades brought in, because it would help 
all of them—the bag- ‘maker, the box-maker, 
the printer and so on. 

Mr. Parker Smith finally called attention 
to the exhibition which the Department of 
Overseas Trade are proposing to hold in all 
the British Dominions, and he regards this as 
an excellent opportunity to display English 
paper manufactures at a very reasonable cost. 
He will be pleased to explain the proposal to 
anyone interested, as will Mr. E. W. Webster 
Jones, of the Department of Overseas Trade.

Metal Melting Pots. 


Under an invention by the Fortified Manu- 
facturing Co. metal is supplied to the metal 
pots of type-bar-making machines from an 
auxiliary melting-device which is electrically 
heated and is controlled by a float so as to 
mgintain a constant level in the metal pot. 


14 is pivotally 


metal pot 
mounted on the machine frame 1 by means of 
a clamp 12 and a standard 13, and comprises 
a cylindrical container 18 to receive the ends 
of metal pigs 19. The container is surrounded 
by heating-coils 23 enclosed in a non.con- 
ducting casing 28, and is surmounted by a 


The auxiliary 
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casing 34, having a hinged section by which 
the pigs are supported. The container has a 
sloping base 20 and a spout 22 delivering to 
the main metal pot 2. Current is supplied to 
the heating-coils 23 from circuit wires 45, 46 
through wires 43, 44, the wire 44 being con- 
nected to a solenoid 61, the core of which is 
carried by a pivoted contact-lever 70. The 
current is automatically controlled by a float 
47 carried by a rod 48 having adjustable 
collars 50, 50‘ which are adapted to rock a 
pivoted contact-lever 54 moving between 
contacts 58, 59. As the level in the pot 2 falls, 
the lever 54 engages the contact 55 and a 
current passes through the heating coils. 
The solenoid 61 then attracts its core so as to 
rock the contact-lever 70, whereby the current 
is shunted past the lever 54 and caused to 
pass through the lever 70. As fresh metal is 
supplied, the float rises until the lever 54 
meets the contact 59. The solenoid 61 is 
thereby short-circuited and the lever 70 1s 
raised by a spring and the circuit broken. An 
additional heating-coil may be located below 
the container 18, or the container may be of 
tapered form. 


Coating Paper. 

An invention has been patented by Mr. C. 
W. Mayer which relates to machines for im- 
pregnating paper, etc., with wax, etc., of the 
kind comprising an adjustable supply reel, a 


drum for preheating the paper, and a cooling 
drum, the impregnating material being forced 
into the paper by the combined action of heat 
and wiping-in mechanism. The web is 
drawn from the supply roll 1 over a preheat- 


NU 
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ing drum 2, then round a heated drum 3 
against which it is coated with wax by a roll 
4, thence around a heated or cooled drum 14 
and a cooled drum 15 to the winding-on roll 
16. The applying roll 4 is driven from the 
power shaft 17 by means of change-speed 
gearing 25 at a peripheral speed four to six 
times that of the drums 2, 3, so that it wipes 
the wax, ete., well into the paper, and it is 
supplied with wax by contact with a roll 5, 
which rotates in a heated pan and is driven 
in a reverse direction to the applying roll 4 
by change-speed gearing 29. The applying 
roll 4 is adjustable both as regards the drum 
3 and the supplying roll 5, its bearing carry- 
ing racks 7 engaging gears 24 operable by a 
handle 2% providing the latter adjustment, 
other gears 8 operated by a handle 13 and en- 
gaging gear segments 26 mounted on pivoted 
yokes 6, in which the bearings are mounted, 
providing for adjustment towards the drum 3. 
The felt covered applying roll 4 is kept warm 
by means of piping 9 and a deflector 10. An 
adjustable belt tightener 20 regulates the pull 
of the winding-on roller 16.

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Wages Dispute Enters a New Phase. 


Normal Working Conditions Resumed and Fresh 
Negotiations Opened—on a Constitutional Basis. 


While the vexed question of wages is not 
at present even temporarily settled, and the 
position remains a very difficult one, there 
has nevertheless been a general feeling of re- 
lief throughout the printing industry that it 
has been found possible during the past week 
to obviate the paralysis which so seriously 
threatened the Lancashire district and which 
held ominous possibilities for the trade asa 
whole. News became public soon after our 
last issue that the eleventh-hour negotiations 
in Liverpool had proved successful in at any 
rate preventing immediate cessation of work 
in the district affected. The possible re- 
moval of the overtime embargo and with- 
drawal of the local memorials was indicated 
by the National Executive of the Typo- 
graphical Association, who forwarded to the 
employers' representatives the following re- 
solution :— 

* On the request of the Joint Committee of 
Liverpool and Manchester, the Executive 
Council make application for re-classification 
of Grade I branches; that the proposed rate 
for Grade I under the above application shall 
be £5 2s 6d.; that a conference be held not 
later than Thursday, August 12th, 1920, and 
that immediately such conference has been 
definitely arranged the lock-out notices 
tendered by the employers and the overtime 
ban instituted by Manchester and Liverpool 
shall be suspended." 

In reply to this resolution, the employers’ 
Joint Labour Committee adopted the follow- 
ing:— 

E When the local memorials have been 
withdrawn, and a guarantee given that 
regular overtime shall not be stopped without 

а fortnight's notice, then the lock-out notices 
will be withdrawn, and on an application 


then being made by the Т.А. Executive the 
employers will then be prepared to arrange 
for a conference at the earliest opportunity as 
provided for in the National Agreement."-—- 

The Typographical Association Executive 
soon afterwards notified the employers that 
the Liverpool and Manchester members had 
agreed to adopt the employers' resolution. 
It was found impracticable to arrange for the 
conference to take place on August 12th, as 
first suggested by the T.A., and the 24th was 
proposed instead; but on the men's asking 
that an earlier date be chosen it was agreed 
that the conference be held to-day, the 1gth. 
This conference is therefore being held, the 
venue being Stationers' Hall, London, and the 
employers being represented by the Joint 
Labour Committee of the Master Printers' 
and Newspaper Owners' Federation, while 
the Manchester and Liverpool Master Printers' 
Associations and the Northern Newspaper 
Federation send local representatives ; re- 
presentatives of the Manchester and Liver- 
pool branches accompany the Executive of 
the Typographical Association to submit the 
case for the branches. 

The events leading up to the present con- 
ference have been a welcome development. 
Immediate strife is avoided; normal work- 
ing conditions are restored, so that ordinary 
publication of evening newspaper editions 
has been resumed; National Executive 
authority receives full recognition, the un- 
fortunate departure, on the men's side, from 
the principle of collective bargaining being 
thus rectified, and the dangerous incipient 
cleavage in the organisation of printing trades 
unionism being happily repaired. Now, 
with the air cleared, and the proceedings 
placed on a constitutional footing, the whole 
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question of improved wage conditions— 
primarily for the Lancashire district— has to 
to be taken upafresh. The issue having been 
made to involve “ re-classification " of grades, 
the position is a complicated one. Revision 
of the framework of the Т.А. grading system 
would seem to be necessarily a matter of 
national consequence, as so many other 
ratings in the industry are moulded upon the 
six grades of the Typographical Association. 
Just what can be done at to-day's conference 
it is impossible to foresee. One can only 
hope that any kind of dislocation of the 
normal working of the printing industry will, 
at all reasonable cost to any party, be avoided, 
and that all interests concerned will recog- 
nise that any sectional desiderata should be 
considered with full regard to their national 
import, and that no step should be taken that 
is not consistent with the permanent welfare 
of the whole industry. 


Pape Box Trude Wages. 


The Paper Box Trade Board give notice in 
the London Gazette, of August roth, that they 
propose to vary the general minimum time 
rates and piece-work basis time rates for 
female workers set out in the Schedule of their 
Notice dated November 13th, 1919, and that 
they propose to fix overtime rates for female 
workers and to declare the normal number of 
hours a week in the trade for the purpose of 
the application of the overtime rates. 

In respect of general minimum time rates 
for female workers, wages of workers (1) other 
than home-workers and (2) homeworkers are 
to vary from 8d. to gid. per hour in both cases. 
Wages of learners range from 244. per hour at 
14 years of age to öid. per hour at 20 years 
aud over. The general minimum time-rate 
for learners under 14 years of age is to be 
115. 6d. per week of 48 hours ог 2£d. per hour, 
and on reaching the age of 14 they shall be 
entitled to be paid as it they had commenced 
at 14. Statement is made of the conditions 
under which a learner shall cease to be a 
learner and become entitled to the full general 
minimum time rate for a worker. 

Piece-work basis time rates for all femaie 
workers (1) other than home- workers and (2) 
home workers are to vary between 81d. and 
gid. per hour in both cases. 

Гһе Trade Board proposes to declare the 
normal number of hours of work in the trade 
to be: in any week, 48; on any day (other 
than Saturday), 9; on Saturday, 5. Provided 
that all hours worked on Sundavs and on 
customary public and statutory holidays shall 
be regarded as overtime to which the over- 
time rates shall apply. 

Particulars are set forth of proposed mini- 
mum rates for overtime for the several classes 
of workers engaged in the box-making in- 
dustry.

Points from the Year's Trading. 


Several points of general trade interest 
were touched upon at the ordinary general 
meeting of Raphael Tuck and Sons, Ltd., 
which was held last week at Winchester 
House, E.C., Sir Adolph Tuck, Bt. (the chair- 
man), presiding. 

The chairman, who remarked that this was 
the nineteenth annual meeting of the com- 
pany, and that this year was the fifty-fourth 
year since the founding of the business, re- 
ported that the company's actual sales 
during the past financial year were the largest 
on record, while their profits were also the 
largest in the history of the company. 


Picture Post Cards and Postage. 


Pointing out the fairly uniform progress of 
the various departments of the business, Sir 
Adolph stressed the fact that the picture 
post card department was an exception. Не 
attributed this not so much to the unavoid- 
able 50 per cent. rise in price of art post cards 
as to the threatened increase in the postage 
on picture post cards from id. to 1jd. He 
said this " prohibitive rate" would be de- 
plorable as ıt was bound to lessen the demand 
for picture post cards, and thus assuredly 
have the opposite effect intended by the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, who would 
have to reckon witha decreased revenue from 
this quarter amounting, they calculated, to 
not less than half a million sterling, instead 
of the expected million increase. "here was, 
however, this ray of hope—that the Inter- 
national Postal Congress, which meets in 
Madrid in October and whose sanction to the 
change is necessary, might veto the increase 
and adopt in its place the sensible proposal of 
the French postal authorities, who, with some 
consideration for the interests of the public, 
the post card industry, and the revenue 
derivable from it, proposed a common-sense 
distinction between the ordinary corre- 
spondence post card and the picture post card 
when containing only a few complimentary 


words, by charging the latter at a lower rate 


of postage. 
The Paper Difficulty. 


In dealing with the balance-sheet, Sir 
Adoloph disclosed a decrease in cash and in- 
vestments, buta more than equivalent increase 
of stock. He remarked that a reduction in 
liquid assets with a corresponding increase in 
stock is, as matters stand to-day, of consider- 
able advantage to the company, the greater 
part of this increase being held in “а com- 
modity which is really the raw material of 
the publisher, without which he cannot exist 
—I refer to to- day's priceless article, ' Paper.’ " 
He added that "in order to secure their trade 
for the coming year, and anticipating the 
difficulty of procuring this essential com- 
modity in anything like reasonable time, they 
had provided for a large proportion of their 
next year's paper requirements thus early."

The secretary read the minutes of the pre- 
vious meeting, which were duly confirmed. 


Correspondence. 


The general secretary (Mr. Geo. A. Eden) 
announced the loss the Association had sus- 
tained in the death of Mr. F. Catharine, and 
said he had tendered condolences to Mrs. 
Catharine. 

In regard to the proposed visit to a paper 
mill, a letter had been received from the paper 
mill of Albert E. Reed and Co., Ltd., at Hor- 
ton Kirby, but owing to that mill closing 
down on a Saturday afternoon it was not pos- 
sible for them to make the visit. 

The Imperial Paper Mills at Gravesend was 
suggested as an alternative, and the secretary 
said he would make inquiries in that quarter 
to see if a visit could be arranged for about 
the middle of September. 

In regard to the salaries' question another 
letter had been received from the Master 
Printers' Association and the London Cham- 
ber of Commerce, but the position remains 
exactly as it was at thelast monthly meeting. 

A letter was received from Mr. J. R. Riddell 
inviting a representative of the Association 
to attend a meeting at St. Bride Institute on 
September 17th to further the cause of tech- 
nical education. ЧИ 

On the motion of Mr. T. Hunt, seconded by 
Mr. J. Lee, the secretary was elected as the 
Association's representative.

Vital statistics can be compiled only 
by the unselfish co-operation of every mem- 
ber of the craft. What is needed is time 
charged by every worker of hand processes, 
and of every machine by name or size. 


Centenary 01 the Envelope, 


This year marks the centenary of the in- 
vention of the envelope, which is said to have 
been first introduced in 1820 by a Birming- 
ham stationer, Mr. Brewer. Certain it is that 
envelopes were used in England and France 
only to a limited extent prior to 1839. By an 
Act of Parliament passed in that year in Great 
Britain an end was made of the practice of 
charging double rates when a letter was com- 
posed of two pieces of paper, and the practice 
of charging by weight was introduced. The 
use of the envelope then quickly superseded 
the custom of sealing with wafer or wax. Ап 
envelope-making machine was patented in 
England as early as 1845, the patentees being 
Warren de la Rue and Edwin Hill. The 
earliest American patent on the subject is 
that of Ezra Coleman, of 1853.

The reason why loft.dried papers are 
stronger and snappier than machine- dried is 
that loft papers are dried very slowly (24 to 
36 hours) and the fibre formation of the sheet, 
sizing, etc., are thus unimpaired. The drying 
of machine-dried papers, on the other hand, 
is completed in almost as many seconds. 
This intense heat is probably the cause of the 
difference in quality, the coating of glue being 
probably affected more adversely by the 
sudden heat of the dryers than the other 
factors. 
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Lithographs Exhibited 01 BUTY. 


The lithograph exhibition of the Senefelder 
Club at Bury Art Gallery (mentioned in our 
last issue) contains some very interesting 
specimens of lithographic work. One example 
is included of the work of Aloys Senefelder, a 
native of Prague, who founded the art of 
lithography in the closing years of the 
eighteenth century. The example exhibited 
is a print of a Girl with Parrot (No. 58 in the 
catalogue). There are some very choice prints, 
too, by J. M. Whistler, to whom we owe in 
such great measure the modern revival of 
lithography. These include the beautiful 
Early Morning, Battersea (77) and La Robe 
Rouge (80). Other notable prints are those of 
Joseph Pennell (author of the standard work 
on lithography), these being the Re-building 
of Campanile, Venice (53), Old and New Rome 
(51), and New York from Bedloes Island (52) ;. 
the William Rothenstein portraits of Robert 
Bridges (55) and Max Beerbolm (56); two- 
vigorous prints by Frank Brangwyn, The 
Drayman (10) and " They Cry Peace when 
there is no Peace" (11); an exquisite study 
by Daniel A. Veresmith, entitled the Old 
Sheikh (76); as well as choice prints of the 
work of H. G. E. Degas, Emile Claus, Charles 
Conder, John Copley, Elsie Henderson, T. 
A. Steinlein, J. L. Forain, and many others. 

The visitors to the Bury Art Gallery during 
the week ended Thursday last numbered 937, 
making a total since the opening of 1,124,009. 


Finnish Paper MUS]. 


In the course of a tour of inspection of the 
Finnish timber and papermaking industries, 
made in company with the representatives of 
United Kingdom newspapers, a visit to the 
town of Enso was paid. Here a new mill is 
expected to start work in September next. 
It will commence with a production of 40,000 
tons per annum, but plans have already been 
drawn up for considerable extension, which 
will increase the entire output of the estab- 
lishment to 90,000 tons. Some of the machinery 
has been supplied by a British firm. 

It should be stated that most of the machi- 
nery installed in the country's mills is of Ger- 
man, Swedish, or United States origin, very 
little having come from the United Kingdom. 
This was not, however, the case with boilers, 
which were mostly of British make. 

According to the latest available 5tatistics,. 
there are in all 26 paper mills in Finland, 
with 71 papermaking machines and 7 card- 
board mills with 12 machines. The water- 
power utilised for working these mills is- 
73,390 horse-power, and steam 13,820 horse- 
power. The number of hands employed ex- 
clusively at the paper mills is 6,096, and the: 
yearly output is 230.000 tons. The capital in- 
volved is 261,998,000 Finnish marks. 
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Opening of Trade with Russia. 


What was originally arranged as the 
"Brito-Latvian Trade Fair," to open on 
the 22nd of this month, has been given a 
more international character and postponed 
until the last week of September. The Fair 
will be held at Riga, in a building said to be 
ideal from an exhibitor's point of view— 
the premises of the former boot and leather 
factory, “ Buffalo," Ltd., П Weidendamm 30, 
Riga. [t will have a duration of five weeks. 

An abbreviated list of 23classes of exhibits 
shows that provision is made (class 8) for 
exhibiting products relating to "printing, 
printing ink manufacturers, type founders, 
process workers and allied trades," while 
other sections cover “ pulp-wood and pulp for 
paper and cardboard” (class 15), and “ paper 
manufacturing " (class 16). 

Before the war Great Britain possessed 
immense commercial interests in Russia, and 
as recent events show is about to resume 
trading relations with that country. The 
organisers of this fair claim that it will en- 
able the buyer to accomplish, in the space of 
two or three weeks, work which normally 
would occupy months of travel, and which in 
many instances would bring in but imperfect 
results; it will put the visitor in touch not 
only with Russian buyers, but with buyers 
and exhibitors from other countries, which 
will include Belgium, Finland, France, and 
Scandinavia, as well as Great Britain. In- 
quiries are invited by the British and Russian 
Transport Co., Ltd., 6, Lloyds-avenue, E.C.3

Importance of the Time Factor. 


The checking of a number of estimates has 
disclosed the fact that greater attention 1s 
necessary to operation times, i.e., the length of 
time required to complete a job in all its 
details, says the Circular of the Federation of 
Master Printers. There is a deplorable lack 
of knowledge as to actual facts, and this is a 
vital matter to the financial success of a busi- 
ness. Every estimating and costing clerk— 
or the principal, if he does this work himself 
—should compile records of work done, tabu- 
lating these under various headings, so that 
comparisons may be made when an estimate 
is required. lt would be a matter of time, but 
later on, would save not only time, but safe- 
guard the firm from loss. А further point, 
too, is the omission of any margin of safety. 
A reduction of profit cannot be carried fer- 
ward as an expense to the following year, and 
care should be taken that the whole expenses 
are covered by the costing figures. Anent the 
above we have received the following note 
from a well-informed works manager: “ We 
venture to suggest one cause of the variation 
in estimates as between one firm and another. 
We think that a large number of firms esti- 
mate on whattimethe estimating clerks think 
should be taken on a job, whereas other firms 
estimate on what they know to be the actual 
time taken on various processes, the result 
being that in the old days the work would 
probably be done at the estimated time, in 
these days it actually takes very much longer, 
and the estimate of the firm who knows will, 
therefore, be higher than the firm who does 
not know." 
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Advertising, which was of great national

The forthcoming British Industries Fair 
of 1921 isexpected to be the largest of its kind 
in the world. It will be held at the White 
City from February 21st to March 4th. As in 
the previous five exhibitions run by the 
Department of Overseas Trade, paper, print- 
ing and stationery will figure prominently 
among the exhibits. АП applications for 
space must be received by September 4th. In 
Birmingham and Glasgow other similar fairs 
will be held simultaneously. The organising 
secretary is Mr. Claud Taylor. 


The Board of Trade has appointed a com- 
mittee to consider the whole question of 
British Industries Fairs. The Fairs were 
initiated with the London Fair in 1915, and 
they have also been held in Glasgow and 
Birmingham. The points which the com- 
mittee are considering and upon which the 
views of British traders are desired are 
whether exhibits should be concentrated in 
one centre, such as London, or distributed 
between a few selected centres; the trades 
that should be included; whether the fair 
should take place inthe spring or autumn, or 
at both seasons; and whether participation 
should be limited to manufacturers, or that 
factors and merchants should be included. 
A point that printers should note is that 
hitherto only the London Fair has included 
paper, stationerv and printing. The Federa- 
tion of Master Printers has taken the matter 
up in the interests of the printing industry, 
and any suggestions should be forwarded at 
once to 24, Holborn. 


Christopher КЇЇ. 


Antwerp has been publicly celebrating the 
fourth centenary of the birth of Christopher 
Plantin, the famous French printer of the six- 
teenth century. The ceremonies were jointly 
conducted by the Belgian Government and 
the authorities of Antwerp. In 1575 Plantin's 
establishment contained more than twenty 
printing presses and employed 73 master 
workmen. Plantin delighted in perfect work- 
manship and his shop became famous in his 
century, throughout the civilised world. He 
is generally considered the most successful 
typographer of the sixteenth century. His 
chef d'œuvre was the famous “ Biblia Poly- 
glotta "—published in 1569-73—an attempt at 
a scientific revision of the texts of the Old and 
New Testaments. It was published in Greek, 
Hebrew, Syrian and Chaldasan. Only about 
500 copies were printed, and a large portion of 
the edition was lost in a wreck at sea. Asa 
result of this monumental work Plantin re- 
ceived from King Philip of Spain the title 
" Prototypographus Regius,; and the right to 
print all the liturgical books for the Statesem- 
braced in King Philip's far-flung empire. 


ШЇ Fire 01 Darwen 


Works of the Wall-Paper l'anufac- 
turers, Ltd., Destroyed. 


A most disastrous fire occurred at Darwen 
in the early hours of Tuesday last week, when 
enormous damage was done to one of the 
largest centres of industry in the district. 

It is estimated that more than £500,000 will 
be required to cover the loss. 

At about 5.30 flames were noticed issuing 


‘from the large mills of the Wall-paper Manu- 


facturers, Ltd., and although the firm'sbrigade 
was quickly in action the fire spread with 
amazing rapidity. 

The services of the Darwen Fire Brigade 
were requisitioned, but realising the serious 
nature of the outbreak the Blackburn Brigade 
was also telephoned for. Despite the energies 
of the brigades, later strengthened by those 
from Church and Oswaldthwistle, the fire con- 
tinued to rage. 

Before the brigades had got thoroughly to 
work the flames had spread through the paper 
staining branch, an extensive five. storey build- 
ing, 100 yards by 30 yards, while the old Bel- 
grave Mill of about equal size was also well 
alight. 

It was seen that these two buildings were 
doomed, and the firemen concentrated their 
attention to saving the new portion of the 
works, the Almond's branch, together with 
the valuable plant and stock. 

Their efforts in this direction were fairly 
successful. The new Belgrave Mill cotton 
plant, D. P. S. colour works, surface mill de- 
signing room, and glazing, engraving, and 
cutting departments figured amongst the sal- 
vage. whilst the bulk of the £60,000 worth of 
aniline dyes were also saved. 

The D. P. S. branch was, however, prac- 
tically razed to the ground. Some of the ma- 
chinery destroyed is said to be difficult to 


replace. As a matter of fact, only the bare 
outside walls of the building were left 
standing. 


A large number of men were engaged at the 
works, who will be thrown out of employment. 
The cause of the outbreak is unknown.

The Imperial Press Conference and 
Paper Supplies. 


THE supplies of news-print was a prominent 
subject discussed at the Imperial Press 
Conference at Ottawa. The situation was 
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thoroughly canvassed, a representative of the 
paper manufacturers addressing the Confer- 
ence as well as delegates, and the suggestion 
of the Australian representatives that Canada 
as the largest potential source of pulp- wood 
and “ news " paper should give a preference to 
British countries was endorsed. Sir George 
Foster, Minister of Trade and Commerce, 
strongly urged the policy of a preferential 
tariff within the Empire, pointing out that 
Canada was the pioneer in this respect and 
had first given preference to the Mother 
Country which later had been extended to the 
West Indies and then to Australia and New 
Zealand. If this Imperial Press Conference 
(he said) could unitedly put itself behind the 
idea of Imperial trade development and pursue 
it to the farthest constituency, 25 years of such 
a programme would see an advance in the 
Empire which would have eclipsed all other 
advances made in any similar period of years.

Rather More Paper-Buying. 


THERE are signs of slight improvement in 
the paper trade, due possibly to the absolute 
need of customers. Certainly there is no 
buying for stock or speculation at the moment 
and any inquiries that crop up are for im- 
mediate requirement. As time goes on users 
will find themselves forced to seek the market 
owing to the depletion of stocks, but in our 
own opinion the buying of the future will be 
on a more cautious scale. In an ascending 
market, and in face of a largely artificial de- 
mand such as was the general condition in 
the trade a few months ago, a few tons more 
or less was almost a negligible consideration 
and moderation was not practised. Similar 
conditions are not likely to recur in face of 
a stable market such as is likely to rule now 
and onward. There is no advantage in big 
buying and there is no opportunity for specu- 
lation; but on the other hand there is a dis- 
tinct shortage of money and a great difficulty 
in keeping accounts square. As a conse- 
quence we look to à return to the more 
mederate, but much steadier trend of trade 
which was characteristic of the paper market 
before the war came in to upset everything. 

= * * 
No Slump in Paper. 

HAVING had a few weeks in which to dissi- 
pate the expectancy engendered by hopeful 
newspaper reports, the commonsense men is 
now becoming the possessor of a strengthened 
conviction that there is not going to be a de- 
bacle in paper prices. The general opinion 
to-day is that prices will stay where they are 
or in such near vicinity as to be a matter of 
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small moment. Given another week or two 
to take deep root, there will be nothing in the 
way of a revival of trade, and, as we said be- 
fore. a steadier type of trade. Ву the time 
this comes along some of the mills are likely 
to be actually looking for orders, for the first 
time in five years. There are in fact signs 
already of a slackening down in some 
quarters (especially where cheap writings and 
printings are concerned). А circular before 
us advises an offer of delivery in two to three 
weeks at a very favourable price.

Extra Allowances for Depreciation. 


In response to a request by the Federation 
of Master Printers that the Chief Inspector of 
Taxes should receive a deputation on the 
subject of depreciation allowances, the 
following important letter has been received 
from the Chief Inspector, dated July 17th, 
1920 :— 

“In reply to your letter of rath inst., I have 
to inform you that the Board of Inland 
Revenue have approved of extra allowances 
for depreciation of 50 per cent. above the 
normal rates to meet abnormal conditions 
due to the war. 

“These extra allowances are to take effect 
(a) For Income Tax for the years 1918-19 and 
1919-20; (b) For Excess Profits Duty for all 
accounting periods, beginning with the first 
at 60 per cent. and subsequently until the last 
period ended on or before April 5th, 1920, and 
may be carried forward to future assessments 
in cases where duty has been paid. 

“Inspectors of Taxes have been instructed 
accordingly, and in the circumstances Í think 
you will agree that there is no need for me to 
receive a deputation.” 

The normal allowances referred to above 
are: IO per cent. off type; 74 per cent. off 
printing machinery ; 5 per cent. off fixtures, 
fittings and motive power.

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Cylinder Delivery Apparatus. 


Under an invention by Mr. R. C. Annand 
cylinder machines of the type in which the 
cylinder reciprocates over the type bed are 
fitted with a reciprocating delivery apparatus 
adapted to deliver the sheet with the printed 
side either up or down on a table which is 
also arranged to serve as the table of a fold- 
1ng apparatus and is fitted with adjustable 


gauges and joggers for centring the sheet and. 


a tucking blade for folding the sheet into the 


nip of rollers arranged below. The arrange- 
ment is applicable to the machine described 
in Specification 19160/14. The frame 20 of the 
delivery apparatus is adjustable telescopically 
to suit sheets of various lengths, and is fixed 
to the reciprocating carriage 4 in which the 
‘cylinder 3 is mounted. The frame 20 carries 
rollers 35, 43 and 35, 44 supporting the elastic 
delivery tapes 21: the rollers 35, 36 are geared 
together at one end, and each carries at the 
-other end a wheel 39, 40, Fig. 3. which gears 
with a wide wheel 37 on the cylinder shaft

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roller 36 is moved laterally out of gear with 
the cylinder wheel, so that the tapes are 
driven only on the printing stroke, and com- 
plete delivery of a sheet is not effected until 
the next sheet is being printed. The delivery 
table is provided with upstanding guides 46 
mounted on rods 51, some of which are 
adjustably fixed, and others réciprocated by 
arms 52 on shafts 47 geared together and 
rocked through an arm 49 and a link 50froma 
cam so as to jog the sheet into position for 
folding by a pair of rollers £3 arranged below 
the table, and between which the sheet is 
centrally tucked by a blade 54 on a pivoted 
arm 55 oscillated from a cam. 

Tripping arrangements.—The eccentric bear- 
ings 5, Fig. т, of the cylinder have arm 5^ in 
swivel connection with bars 22 movable in 
guides on the reciprocating carriage 4 and 
fitted with bowls 26 movable in tracks 25 in 
bars supported on pivoted arm 24, 24°, which 
are rocked to untrip and trip the cylinder by 
a spring 31 and a cam 27acting through a 
link 29. Untripping can be controlled by a 
hand lever 330perating a pivoted catch 34 to 
engage lugs 23 on the track bars or to release 
it therefrom when the cam 27 has compressed 
the spring 31 fully.

Collapsible Boxes.

Coomer, comprises a bottom a, Fig. 1, creased 
longitudinally at b, sides c, and ends e, hinged 
to the corresponding edges of the bottom, 
the ends having bends g, and supplementary 
ends k secured to the sides by wire-stitching

Finishing Paper. 


А patent application in this country by the 
Eastern Manufacturing Co. (assignees of H. J. 
Guild) refers to a linen or fabric.like finish on 
the surface of paper, which is produced by 
passing it between continuously travelling 
embossing webs of linen, etc., pressure being 
applied in such a way as to effect a slight 
relative motion between the paper and the 
webs while under pressure, thus producing a 
polish on the surface of the paper. This is 
preferably done by passing the paper and 
webs between rollers, of which one is of a 
more yielding material than the others. Ver- 
tical frames 2 have slots 3 in which are 
mounted the bearing boxes 4, 5, 6 for rollers 
IO, 1 I, I2, pressure-applying screws I4 engaging 
the uppermost boxes6. Arms 17 are connected 
to the frames 2 by pins 18, and are supported 
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by stays 37 and adjustable screws 19. Between 
the arms 17 are mounted guiding rollers 21,22, 
23, for an endless embossing web 24, to the 
part 24* of which the paper P in the form of 
sheets or web is fed, endless cords 32 retaining 
the paper on the belt. The roller 23 iS 
mounted in a slide 25 on the arm 17, which 
has a rack 29 engaging a pinion 27 on a shaft 
26 carried by the slide 25. A pulley 28, from 
which a weight 31 is suspended by a cord 3o, 
is carried by the shaft 26, so as to move the 
slide 35 in the direction to apply tension to 
the web 24. An embossing web 60 for the 
other side of the paper passes over the rollers 
50, 51, 52, 53 in arms 49 pivoted at 47 to the 
frames 2 and stayed by bars 48, a tensioning 
device similar to that already described being 
applied to the roller 53. The web 60 also

passes around the rollers 10 . . 


Fig. 2, the paper being carried between the 
webs 24 and 60, around the roller 11 and de- 
livered by a belt 65 toa table 64. The roller 
11 is made of a more yielding material, such 
as compressed paper fibre, than the rollers 10 
I2, which may be of cast iron, so that as the 
paper passes between the embossing webs 
under pressure, there is a slight slip between 
the paper and the webs, owing to the com- 
pression of the roller 11, which produces a 
superficial polish or finish on the paper. А 
driving pulley 66 is secured to the shaft of the 
roller 10 from which the other rollers are 
driven by friction. One of the rollers 10, 12 
may be omitted so that the paper is subject to 
only one impression, or further sets of rollers 
may be provided to apply more than two irp- 

pressions.

Quaint Methods. 


The Times of India recently gave an inter- 
esting description of papermaking in Hydera- 
bad. In spite of the modern methods of paper 
manufacture both in foreign countries and 
some parts of India, there isa distinct demand 
[orte class of paper that is made in Hydera- 

ad. 

Several descriptions of native paper are 
made at Qagaspura, a small village near 
Daulatabad, and elsewhere in the Nizam's 
dominions. The work is principally carried 
on during the cold weather, and the materials 
used consist of remnants of tat fatti and 
gunny bags, which are cut into pieces about 
an inch square and subjected to a pounding 
under a deikli (a pound made from the trunk 
of a tree hollowed out) fora whole night. In 
the morning the beaten shreds are carried to 
the tank, and all dirt and dust removed by 
washing. This is performed by placing the 
Pulp in a long cloth, which has two ends 
made fast round the loins of two men who 
enter the tank and commence stirring the 
shreds about in the cloth. The pulp is then 
returned to the deikli, where а таипа (80 Ibs.) 
of lime is added to every three maunds of 
shred, and the whole is again pounded for 
eight days, and then left to settle for a week. 

After repeating this alternate operation of 
pounding and settling, the mass isthoroughly 
washed to detach every particle of lime, and 
three-fourths of a maund each of soda and 
soap is next added to every three maunds of 
pulp. Another pounding is given, and the 
pulp is spread out to dry for several days, 
after which it is reduced to powder and mixed 
with an equal quantity of sap. It has to 
undergo a further process of pounding and 
drying which extends over a fortnight, and is 
then thrown into small cisterns, 5 ft. square 
and 3 ft. deep, filled with water, and kept 
there until sufficiently softened. It is now 
ready for conversion into paper, and the 
Workman sits alongside the cistern provided 
With a square frame, across which is stretched 
a finely constructed bamboo chick. The frame 


is dipped vertically into the cistern contain- 
ing the water which holds the pulp in solu- 
tion, and the lower part is gradually inclined 
upwards until the surface is reached, when the 
pulp to form the sheet of paper is carefully ad- 
justed, strained and removed, and the same 
process is repeated. 

The sheets are hung along the walls of the 
work-room to dry, and are then taken down 
and glazed, by rubbing a polished stone 
across the surface of each sheet. А quick 
workman will turn out from 200 to 300 sheets 
of coarse paper a day. Some of the different 
kinds of paper made are Nizam Shahi, made 
from pieces of old gunny and tat, Mohredar, 
Shahishta Khani, Bahadur Khani, and Shar- 
bati Abhan Shahi, and the dimensions of each 
are as follows:—2 spans square; 2 spans, | 
2 fingers by 13 spans; 3 spans by 2 spans and 
8 fingers; 3 spans by 2 spans and 4 fingers; 
and 23 spans by 24 spans. The prices of these 
qualities vary from Rs. 2 to Rs. 14 for lo quires 
in the case of superior kinds and from R. 1 to 
Rs. 4 for inferior makes. 

Nine men are employed on each variety, 
and the quality of the paper depends on the 
length of time and the care bestowed in the 
preparation of the materials.

Echoes of the Imperial Press Conference. 


Hopes of a Parliament of the English- 


Language Press 

А11 those connected in any way with news- 
paper production have doubtless joined with 
the journalists of this country in following 
with special interest such news as has been 
forthcoming of the recent Imperial Press Con- 
ference held at Ottawa. The fuller reports 
now coming to hand bring additional interest- 
ing details of this Empire- wide conference, an 
event which, as H.M. the King remarked in a 
message of good wishes cabled to the confer- 
ence," marks a fresh epoch in the history of 
journalism, and is a most important develop- 
ment of the first conference of 1909. 

A very marked and most satistactory feature 
of the conference was the genuinely hearty 
welcome given both by the Canadian and the 
United States press to the delegates from this 
country and from other parts of the British 
Empire. Expressed very forcibly by Lord 
Burnham and endorsed by many other pro- 
minent newspaper men present—including 
more than one United States visitor— was the 
wish that, in the next big conference of the 
press, the U.S.A. might be fully represented. 
It would be difficult to over-estimate the pos- 
sibilities which would be laid open by such a 
rapprochement. “ With such a League ot the 
Press," as Lord Burnham truly remarked,“ the 
League of Nations would find many of its 
difficulties cleared away." ln the course of 
the conference there occurred many incidents 
indicating and tending to strengthen the 
good feeling existing between this country 
and the United States. This sentiment could 
hardly have been more happily expressed than 
by the chairman of theconference at the dinner 
given by Lord Atholstan in Montreal just 
before the conference opened. Lord Burnham 
said: “ When I hear the alarmists talk about 
the feeling of the United States toward us, I 


of the Whole World. 


try to forget the froth of the public platform 
and think of the Americans I have known and 
know to-day, and I know them one and all to 
be men of strong sense and high principle, who 
are united with usheart and soul in maintain- 
ing British ideals of liberty and justice. When 
the poison gas is about, I trust to such men as 
Melville E. Stone and Cyrus H. K. Curtis, both 
for the cure and the prevention, and | know 
very well that they would not be here this 
evening unless they wished to extend to usthe 
right hand of friendship, which I readily and 
greedily grasp." 

Great interest attached, of course, to the 
ergs of the British Labour delegates, Mr. 

E. Naylor and Mr. G. A. Isaacs. A striking 
speech by Mr. Naylor at St. John, N.B., has 
previously been mentionedin our pages. Mr. 
Naylor insisted that in all matters affecting 
the betterment of the trade there should be 
“the fullest expression of the opinions of the 
rising democracy of the West.” 

“We rejoice to know” said Mr. Naylor, 
“that it is to the commoners of Great Britain 
that we sometimes have to look for that reali- 
sation of democratic institutions which, with 
all the progress which the old country has 
made, yet still fallsshort of what we of the 
labour movement would like to see. As опе 
of the representatives, with Mr. Isaacs, of the 
Labour Party, I want to tell you that we yield 
no place to any editorial or other section of 
journalism at any time. The men who wield 
the pen, who frame the policies, and who 
shape the destinies of countries at different 
periods of their history, are now realising that 
there is also a power that wields the nien who 
wield the pen. When we get together in that 
realisation, then we are likely to get together 
on other matters. When it ,comes to the 
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development of our interests, as countries 
governed under one system, and with the sole 
desire of increasing the prosperity ot every 
unit of the Empire, then we are one.’ 

Like Mr. Naylor, Mr. Isaacs made a very 
£ood impression as a spokesman of Labour. 
He wasabletopgint outthat the union of which 
he is general secretary, the National Society 
of Operative Printers and Assistants, has con- 
tractual relationship with the International 
Printing Pressmen and Assistants' Union of 
North America, a union of good standing and 
sound principles. He emphasised the har- 
monious character of his society's recent 
negotiations with employers in this country. 
In the course of a short article which he con- 
tributed, by request, to that go-ahead New 
York weekly, Editor and Publisher, he wrote: 
* The relationship enjoyed between my society 
and the newspaper press of our country, is of 
the most cordial character. We have for some 
years past entirely forgotten the old method 
of wage negotiations when it was a question 
of demand and counter-demand. To-dayour 
conferences take the form of suggestions from 
both sides and practically the whole of our 
settlements have been mutual decisions 
arrived at in amicable fashion. Аз em- 
ployers of labour, we find that the newspaper 
managements are among the mostenlightened 
in the country. There is an old saying ' Prac- 
tise What you preach,' but one might safely 
reverse that phrase in connection with news- 
paper proprietors to ' Preach what you prac- 
tise.’ If every newspaper of this country gave 
publicity to views relating to labour on 
exactly the same basis as that recognised in 
their own office, I am confident there would 
be far less industrial trouble." 


The Conference generally is regarded as a 


great success, and the delegates enthusias- 
tically believe that the outcome of the de- 
liberations will be of vital importance. 
improved facilities for the transmission of 
news, cheaper cable rates, the possibilities of 
wireless telephony and telegraphy as a news 
carrier, the independence of the Press, in- 
creased interchange of Empire news between 
the British nations, and cheaper postal rates 
both for letters and publications were the 
chief subjects discussed, and resolutions were 
adopted. by the Conference which will serve 
as a basis for appropriate action in the near 
future. 
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The head of the central office of the Paper- 
makers’ Associations of Finland, Colonel 
Serlachius, estimates that before the close of 
thecurrent year the export thence of paper will 
have totalled over 170,000 tons, plus 60,000 tons 
- of mechanical pulp, 130,000 tons of chemical 
pulp and 70,000 tons of cardboard, or in the 
neighbourhood of 440,000 tons, or nearly two 
and a-half times the quantity exported in 1919 
and over six times the value in Finnish marks.

Meeting of Industrial Court. 


Conferences have lately taken place with- 
out effecting a settlement between the Em- 
ployers' Federation of Papermakers and the 
National Union of Printing and Paper 
Workers and the Amalgamated Society of 
Papermakers on the claims made by the em- 
ployees in their terms of reference dated May 
Еһ, 1920.

The Cardboard Box Trade, 


A Slump Reported. 


Birmingham is an important centre of the 
cardboard box trade, and according to a cor- 
respondent of the Birmingham Post, a slump 
is being experienced. It is pointed out that 
the products of the cardboard box manufac- 
turer are extensive and varied. They include, 
besides cardboard boxes, canisters for tea, 
coffee, and sugar, fancy boxes required in 
shops, ordinary mercantile boxes, jewellers’ 
boxes, boxes to contain boots and shoes, 
boxes for filing papers, letter files, light travel- 
ling equipment, and so on. Quite recently 
considerable attention has been paid to the 
production of the composite canister for con- 
taining jams and other articles of food. The 
composite canister has a base and lid of tin, 
and the walls or body consist of papier mache 
or Canadian pulp. There was a large demand 
for this class of container during the war, and 
now the high price to which tinplate has 
soared is causing manufacturers to continue 
their use. They are proving most serviceable, 
particularly to manufacturers of jam, and be- 
cause they are used only once find favour in 
the eyes of many from a hygienic point of 
view. Birmingham has about one hundred 
firms of varying sizes engaged in theindustry, 
and there are, roughly, 5,000 hands employed. 
These figures may convey a misleading im- 
pression as to the trade's contribution to the 
output of the district if it is not remembered 
in conjunction with them that no industry 
has made a more extensive use of the labour- 
saving devices put upon the market in recent 
years.

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Under the Unemployment Insurance Act, 
which will come into operation on November 
8th, the general scheme provides for a weekly 
contribution at the following rates : — Меп of 
18 and over, employer 4d. and employee, 4d. ; 
women of 18 and over, employer 33d. and em- 
pleyee 3d.; boys of 16 and under 18, employer 
ad. and employee ad. ; girls of 16 and under 18, 
employer 2d. and employee 144. For every 
contribution paid in respect of men and women 
the State will contribute 2d. and 13d. respec- 
tively, and proportionate amounts in the case 
of boys and girls. 

Unemployment Benefit will be at the rate 
of 15s. per week for men and 12s. per week for 
women. Contributors under 18 are entitled to 
half the full rate. No benefit is payable for 
the first three days of unemployment, which 
constitutes a ' waiting period." Thereafter it 
is payable for a maximum of 15 weeks in any 
insurance year, subject to the limitation that 
the amount of benefit drawn must not exceed 
the proportion of one week for every six con- 
tributions. During the first year benefit up to 
eight weeks may be claimed as soon as four 
contributions have been paid. 

Insured contributors who have made 500 
contributions (or a smaller number if over the 
age of 55 on entry into insurance) will, on 
reaching the age of 60, beentitled to a refund 
of the amount of their own contribution less 
any benefit paid, together with interest.

The revised goods rates and charges, which 
will come into operation on September 15%, 
show an increase of 100 per cent. as compared 
with per-war charges, with flat rateadditions, 
on the lines which were adopted on the re- 
vision in January last ; but the rise of 100 per 
cent. all round is an alteration in policy from 
that which was adopted at the last revision 
when different classes of traffic were dealt 
with by varying percentage increases. Mer- 
chandise in what is called Class A traffic, 
which includes coal, was then increased from 
25 to 30 per cent., with a flat-rate addition 
not exceeding 2s. per ton. That flat-rate 
addition is now increased by a maximum 
addition of 4s. per ton, including the 100 per 
cent. flat rate. Merchandise in Class B, which 
was increased 40 per cent. in January, is lifted 
to 100 per cent., plus 6d. per ton flat rate in 
lieu of 3d. per ton. Merchandise in Class C, 
which was increased 50 per cent. with a 6d. flat 
rate, is increased now to 100 per cent., plus gd. 
perton. Merchandise in Classes 1 to 5, which 
was increased by 60 per cent. and a flat rate 
of 15. in January, are now increased to 100 
per cent, the flat rate remaining the same.

The purchases and contracts given extend 
over a period which more than covers the 
dates mentioned in the alleged wireless com- 
munications, points out the Daily Herald. 

Referring to the matter of the Daily Herald 
paper, Mr. G. Terrell, M.P., addressing his 
constituents, said it was shown that 3,000 tons 
had been obtained from a Swedish firm. Now 
3,000 tons at 8d. a lb. came to about £200,000. 
We had been told that the capital of the 
Daily Herald was £85,000. Had the paper 
been paid for? If not, had credit been given 
or had payment been guaranteed ? Mr. Lans- 
bury went to Russia because the Daily Herald 
was short of money. It was now known that 
they had received subscriptions from trade 
unions. The Miners’ Union had supplied 
£50.000, the Railwaymens' Union £20,000, but 
at that time the subscriptions had not been 
paid. 

On the same subject a representative of the 
Daily Mail had an interview with Mr. George 
Lansbury, the editor of the Daily Herald. 
According to the information supplied by 
Mr. Lansbury, the Daily Herald was becom- 
ing anxious about its future supplies of paper, 
and invited the Russian Government to place 
at its disposal a large forest in Russia; to 
establish there, at the expense of the Russian 
Government, a large pulp and papermaking 
factory, equipped with ample machinery in 
order to supply the Daily Herald with cheap 
paper. | 

It was not suggested, says the Daily Herald, 
that the Russian Government should supply 
this paper at less than the cost of production, 
but simply that it should supply it at a less 
rate of profitthan that charged by paper firms 
already existing in order that in the future 
the Daily Herald might rely on the Russian 
Government for an ample and cheap supply. 

lt may interest Mr. Lansbury and the 
Bolsheviks to know, adds the Daily Mail 
naively, that a pulp and paper mill could be 
erected and the needful forest secured for a 
sum between two and three millions sterling. 

The Daily News of the 20th had a piquant 
editorial article touching the Governments 
methods of issuing news to the Press. It 
pointed out that the alleged wireless messages 
relating to the Daily Herald had been “cir- 
culated to most of the London Press through 
channels both diverse and singular. We did 
not publish the messages because we did not 
receive them. The omission to include the 
Daily News in the list offavoured recipients 
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leaves us undisturbed, for we have as little 
space to spare for British Government propa- 
ganda as for Soviet propaganda. In any case 
the allegations against our Labour contem- 


porary are so thin that therepudiations issued 
by Mr. Lansbury are almost superfluous."

It is interesting to note that the 
most important daily in China has recently 
installed in its new plant a modern American 
press, so arranged as to beeasily seen from the 
street.

A settlement was reached last week in a 
strike of about 100 women and girls—mem- 
bers of the National Society of Operative 
Printers and Assistants—employed by Messrs.

Demanding an increase in wages of 
25 per cent, they were offered, before they 
came out on strike, an advance of 10 per cent. 
The women finally agreed upon the accept- 
ance of the 10 per cent. retrospective to July 
Ist, with the assurance that the wages will be 
revised not later than September next. The 
women are said to have been influenced in 
their agreement by the fact that the men were 
on short time as a result of the strike. 


Papermaking Dictionary 


Suggestions are being made that a dic- 
tionary or manual of terms used in the paper 
and‘pulp industry should be compiled. Dr. 
H. P. Baker, a new secretary of the American 
Paper and Pulp Association, has mentioned 
the need of such a work in America, and 
Prof. Schwalbe, Germany's leading pulp and 
paper expert, has written a book on termi- 
nology in the paper and pulp industry, this 
book being endorsed by the trade associa- 
tions of Germany. It has been suggested that 
such a terminology should exist in all the prin- 
cipal languages spoken in papermaking 
countries. А combination of them would be 
a valuable technical dictionary facilitating 
international intercourse among the scientists 
as wellas the practical papermaking experts 
of the world.

H.M. AMBassADOR at Tokio reports, by 
telegraph, that the Japanese diet has passed 
Bills (which, however, had not received Im- 
perial sanction up to the date of cabling, viz., 
August 6th), by virtue of which certain goods 
from Corea are to be free of customs duty on 
importation into Japan. Among these goods 
are type, books, newspapers, maps and charts, 
show cards, also packing material of various 
kinds. 


Tue Daily Mirror claims as “ the first photo- 
graphic portrait cabled across the Atlantic" a 
photograph of Sir Thomas Lipton cabled to 
the Mirror from New York. A recent issue of 
this popular picture paper reproduced, by a 
small block, the rough but quite recognisable 
cable photograph exactly as received, with 
errors uncorrected, and beside it a block of a 
worked-up enlargement, making a very pre- 
sentable portrait of the famous yachtsman. 


NORWEGIAN UNEMPOYMENT.—Of a tota) 
membership of 2,532 in the printing trade, in 
certain trade unions making returns to the 
Norwegian Central Bureau of Statistics, the 
percentage of members reported unemployed 
at the end of May was o2.

The Wages Dispute. 


FOLLOWING upon the conference of Thurs- 
day last, at which it was not found possible 
to come to any agreement, there was held on 
Tuesday an adjourned conference at Sta- 
tioners’ Hall, the proceedings lasting the 
whole day and part of the evening. It was 
officially announced that the application of 
the Manchester and Liverpool branches for 
re-classification in the National Wages 
Agreement was considered, and that the Joint 
Committee failed to reach agreement. It 
was, however, agreed that a conference 
should be held in London on September i4th, 
at which the position of the members of the 
Typographical Association throughout the 
country will be reviewed. The points to be 
considered are the effect of the Rents Re- 
striction Act, the increased cost of living, and 
thestatus oftheprinter. It was also agreed that 
any increase in wages which might be de- 
cided upon at the coming conference should 
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take effect from the payday in the week 
beginning September 20th, providing the 
settlement is mutually ratified by October 
2nd. A separate statement by Messrs. W. 
Hunt, secretary of the Manchester Typo- 
graphical Association, and George Nelson, 
secretary of the Liverpool Typographical 
Association, says :—‘‘ So far as the Liverpool 
and Manchester branches are concerned, the 
local representatives of those branches do not 
agree with the decision of the Joint Labour 
Committee as a settlement of the Manchester 
and Liverpool claims." Whatever may be 
the meaning of this resolution of the Lanca- 
shire branches, we take it that no immediate 
break of any kind in the norma! working of 
the industry can be anticipated—in view of 
the guarantee, given on behalf of the Liver- 
pool and Manchester T.A. members, that 
" regular overtime shall not be stopped with- 
out a fortnight's notice."

increasing Unempioyment. 


UNEMPLOYMENT in the printing industry is a 
factor of growing importance, and one which 
already demands to be considered in all 
attempts at the betterment of the trade. The 
condition in this respect of the London 
Society of Compositors—a union of more than 
ordinary stability in the matter of employ- 
ment—indicates a retrograde movement 
which other unions are experiencing in more 
acute form. By “retrograde” is meant, of 
course, that the proportion of unemployment 
is greater than has been experienced in the 
abnormally healthy state of the labour 
market in recent years; the amount of un- 
employment is nevertheless much less than in 
pre-war times. In July, 1914 (August would 
not be a fair comparison as the outbreak of 
war had immediate effect), there were 500 un- 
employed with an L.S.C. membership of a 
little over 12,000; to-day, with a membership 
of over 15,000, the unemployed number avout 
200. C

EMPLOYMENT in the printing and bookbind- 
ing trades generally continued good during 
July. There was a slight decline as com- 
pared with the previous month, but, on the 
whole, employment was better than in July of 
last year. Employment with letterpress 
printers in the provinces showed a further de- 
line as compared with June, especially at 
Edinburgh and Leeds. In London a good 
deal of overtime was worked, but employment 
generally was not quite so good as in the 
previousmonth. Inthe lithographic printing 
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trade employment was fairly good, but a 
slight falling off was evident in certain dis- 
tricts. Employment in the bookbinding 
trade was good, generally about the same 
as in the previous month. Overtime was 
occasionally worked. According to Trade 
Union returns, out of a printing membership 
of 81,218 at the end of July, r'2 were unem- 
ployed, as compared with a peragntage of 
9'9 in June, and 1'2 in July, 1919. Of a book- 
binding membership of 13,259, 06 were un- 
employed, as compared with об in June and 
30 іп July last. Employers’ reports for the 
week ended July 24th give the number of 
printing employees as 9,654—a decrease of 0:8 
per cent. on the preceding month, but an in- 
crease of 9'2 per cent. over the corresponding 
week of last year. Total wages for these 
employees were £35,727—a decrease of 3:7 
per cent. on the preceding month, and an 
increase of 338 per cent. over a year ago. 
Bookbinding employees are given as 5,060— 
a decrease of 1'8 per cent. on the preceding 
month, but an increase of 163 per cent. ona 
a year ago. Wages totalled £11,533, a de- 
crease of 68 per cent. on the preceding 
month but an increase of 475 percent. ona

Vogue of the Picture Post Card. 

THE holiday months are, of course, a busy 
season for the vendors of picture post cards. 
The holiday-maker can often spare but little 
time for writing, and what could be more ap- 
propriate for the carrying of the brief 
message which he has to send than a card 
bearing an artistic picture of the scenes he is 
visiting? The publicity man is not failing to 
take advantage of the opportunity this offers 
him, and the advertising schemes of various 
go-ahead holiday resorts include the pro- 
vision of picture post cards calculated to 
popularise their respective neighbourhoods. 
А Yorkshire manufacturer of these cards told 
a representative of the Yorkshire Observer 
recently that he had an order for a quarter of 
a million from Blackpool alone. Halifax 
postal officials calculate that during a recent 
week they handled about 125,000 picture post- 
cards from Halifax people on holiday who 
chose the popular ''p.p.c." as a medium for 
communicating with the folks at home.

THE first signs of quietness in the paper 
trade began with the advent of the Budget 
proposals, and by the beginning of May the 
wholesale houses were reporting a very 


decided scarcity of good orders. We have 
had, therefore, nearly four months of quiet 
trade and it is no cause for surprise that at 
last the mills are beginning to feel the effect. 
It was confidently expected that when the 
home demand slackened, there would be 
ample opportunity to devote attention to the 
export trade. Аз it happens, there is very 
little inquiry from abroad for paper, and it is 
even а fact that some of our Colonies have 
found better markets nearer home. Small 
wonder then that there are now a number of 
mills anxious to entertain inquiries and

tending the Imperial Press Conference at 
Ottawa, arrived in London on Wednesday 
night.

Plight of the Vienna Printer, 


The condition of the printer in Vienna is no 
enviable one. The ominous outlook is em- 
phasised by a writer in the Manchester Guar- 
dian (Commercial), who states that the 
general economic situation is serious to a 
degree. “The key industries," he says, “аге 
at a standstill; the textile mills are closed 
down. One of Vienna's best known industries 
used to be the printing trade, whose coloured 
reproductions were justly famed. Many 
British and even American publishers used to 
order their coloured prints in Vienna. Now 
this trade, too, appears to be doomed. The 


price of paper, ink, dyes and other materials · 


has reached a prohibitive limit and publishers 
are compelled to close down their works. 
Austria may well dread the winter that is 
ahead, with lack of fuel, employment and 
food. The problem has outgrown the re- 
sources of the country. It cannot be solved 
from within. The solution must come from 
without, and it must come at once."

Educational Classes for Grimsby. 


Papermakers throughout the country are 
taking up thequestion of technical education 
with enthusiasm. This is a development of 
the work of the Technical Section of the 
Papermakers' Association which is likely to 
bear substantial fruit. In this connection an 
important step has been taken at Grimsby, 
where the. local Education Committee has 
sanctioned the establishment of a class in 
papermaking at the Technical School on the 
lines adopted by the City and Guilds ot 
London. The matter has gone so far that a 
papermaking chemist of high qualifications 
has already been appointed as the lecturer. 

We understand that the directors of Messrs. 
Peter Dixon and Son, Ltd., are giving warm 
approval to the scheme and have offered to 
present a medal each session to the most 
proficient student, as well as a book or books 
of a technical character to the next best. 

The Grimsby Education Committee and 
the papermakers in that area are to be con- 
gratulated upon the enlightened policy they 
are pursuing, and it is to be hoped that the 
classes, when started, will be well supported. 
Papermaking is an outstanding industry of the 
district, and it is destined to grow in im- 
portance both there and throughout the 
country. И will only be by efficiency, how- 
ever, that the industry can hope to withstand 
the competition from abroad; the work of 
the Technical Section and of such local efforts 
as that at Grimsby, therefore, will enable the 
workers in the mills to equip themselves fo 
the coming struggle. | 


Reclaiming Willy] Poper, 


Mr. Heinrich Gothe, of Duesseldorf, has 
obtained a patent on reclaiming writing 
paper after it has been used. The patent ison 
four baths, through which the paper, fastened 


. оп strings or bands, has to pass. The first bath 


contains 2'5 kilograms of oxalic acid to 25 
kilograms of water, to which 2 5 kilograms of 
glycerine are added. This bath dissolves the 
ink. The next bath is composed of 25 kilo- 
grams of water and į kilogram of hyperman- 
ganate of soda, to be gradually dissolved. 
The second bath removes all traces of ink. 
The third bath holds 2'5 kilograms of acetic 
lead, gradually dissolved in 25 kilograms of 
water. The fourth bath contains aluminium 
sulphate instead of acetic lead. The last two 
baths are for the purpose of restoring the paper 
to its former quality. After being dried and 
pressed, it may be used over again. It is 
claimed it is then as good as new.

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Printing Machine Grippers. 


The American Typefounders Company 
has patented an invention whereby the facial 
portion of the gripping movement of the 
grippers on the impression cylinder is effected 
by co-operating parts on the cylinder and 
frame respectively independently of the con- 
tinuously moving member for operating and 
controlling the grippers generally, in order to 
ensure accurate register and avoid effects of 
lost motion or back-lash in the general oper- 
ating gear. Asshown in Figs 1 and 4applied 
toa t wo-revolution press, the gripper fingers 
30 are adjustably clamped on a shaft 29 which 


is rocked through bevel gear 23, 27 and a 
pinion 25 engaging a rack 25 on a rod 15 
moving longitudinally against a spring 16 in 
a central bore in the shaft 11 of the impression 
cylinder 10 by means of a lever 21 operated by 
a face cam 24. The operative face of this 
rotating cam for closing the grippers is shown 
in Fig. 4, and the part 36 acting on the bowl 
23 on the lever 21 effects the first part of the 
closing. Atthe position shown, an arm 38 on 
the gripper shaft comes against a bowl 39 
carried by a part 40 on the cap r4 of the 
cylinder bearing, and is rocked thereby їо 7 
effect the final closing of the grippers, after 
which the cam 24 again assumes control. 


Envelope and Bag Making. 

This invention patented by Mr. T. Umeda, 
of Osaka, Japan, relates to apparatus of the 
kind described in Specification 18833/12 for 
making seamless envelopes and bags by de- 
positing paper pulp by suction on wire gauze 
or like patterns. According to the invention, 
the liquid pulp is contained in a vat ! 
through which extends an air inlet pipe 3, 
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New Inventions. 
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controlled by a valve 2 and provided with 
branches 5, one of which opens into each 
pattern 4, its upper end being at a higher 
level than that of the suction pipe 11. The 
pulp is introduced through a pipe 6 provided 
with a valve 7. The suction pipes 11 are 1n- 
serted in the bottom of the vat incommunica- 
tion with the discharge chamber 10 and pipe 
8. Horizontal partitions 12 having per- 
forations out of register with each other are 
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placed in the lower part of the vat, and baffles 
17 are arranged on the bottom of the vat and 
lower partition to lengthen the path and re- 
duce the speed of the flow. The lower end 16 
of the pattern 4 is fitted air-tight on a cover 
13, which is mounted on the plate .2. To 
facilitate the removal of the patterns, a 
carrier 15 is attached to the supporting plate, 
while the air-inlet pipe 3 serves to break the 
high vacuum inside them. 


New Coating Machine. 
A British patent has been granted to Mr. 
Charles Wm. Mayer covering improvements 
to machines for impregnating paper and the 
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like. The object of the invention is to effect 
economies in the substance used and to satu- 
rate webs of the lightest tissue with the mini- 
mum amount of saturating material. It is 
claimed that the machine fully saturates and 
renders waterproof a paper web weighing 
11 lbs. to the ream (24 by 36 in.), using only 


1 lb. of wax to the ream, and that it perfectly 
saturates a web weighing 201 lbs. to the ream, 
of the same size, using only 11 lbs. of wax to 
the ream. It is sought by the invention to 
provide full control at all times with reference 
to speed, pressure and amount of saturating 
material employed.

The Lancashire Lightning Strike. 


The Two Recalcitrant T.A. Branches 
Precipitate a Very Serious Crisis. 


In the hope of restoring peace in the Lan- 
cashire storm-centre every effort consistent 
with the preservation of the principle of 
collective bargaining and the upholding of 
the authority of the Typographical Associa- 
tion Executive has been made—both by the 
master printers and by constitutional trade 
unionism. The Manchester and Liverpool 
branches of the T.A. have, however, cast 
pacific negotiations and constitutional 
methods to the winds by declaring a light- 
ning strike. Up to Thursday, it seemed that 
matters in dispute might be dealt with reason- 
ably and satisfactorily by negotiation; but 

hursday evening the Manchester branch 
of the T.A. decided to strike without notice 
on Saturday, and the Liverpool branch 
reached the same drastic decision on Friday. 
No approach was made to the newspapers, no 
warning or explanation given, no conference 
asked. And this step was taken in spite of the 
fact that, as we announced last week, it had 
been agreed by the Joint Labour Committee 
to hold a conference between the national 
organisations on both sides on September 
I4th, to consider "the position of the mem- 
bers of the  Typographical Association 
throughout the country," taking into con- 
sideration “the effect of the Rent Restriction 
Act, the increased cost of living, and the 
status of the printer," while it was arranged 
also that any increase of wages that might 
then be agreed upon was to take effect on the 
pay-day in the week commencing September 
20th, providing the settlement was mutually 
ratified by October 2nd. Not only are the 
national negotiations thus disregarded, but 
the strike has been declared without any 
notice at all to the employers, whereas 14 


days' notice is required by standing agree- 
ment in the trade, and such notice was 
in this case doubly obligatory in view of the 
specific guarantee given on behalf of the 
Manchester and Liverpool branches of the 
T.A. that a fortnight's notice would be given 
before drastic action was taken even in re- 
spect of the minor matter of overtime. 

The injury inflicted upon the local news- 
papers —not to speak of the less direct injury 
to the community deprived of vital news—is, 
of course, very serious. Evening newspapers 
ceased publication on Friday night, there was 
no Sunday paper issued from the local offices, 
and this week there are— with one exception 
—no daily papers in Manchester and Liver- 
pool. The exception is the Daily Mail which, 
having granted the extra 10s. demanded, is 
not affected by the strike and gvhich seems in- 
clined to boast rather than blush at its 
unique position in the organised printing in- 
dustry. In the case of Liverpool, this is the 
first occasion in 112 years that the city has 
been without a morning newspaper of its 
own. Apart from newspapers, there are few 
enterprises in which a stoppage of this kind is 
so serious from a commercial point of view. 
That the newspapers are determinedly facing 
it is striking proof, if proof be needed, of the 
importance of the issue in dispute. 

In the view of the employers, it is impos- 
sible to give way to a sectional and uncon- 
stitutional movement of this kind. То do 
so would be to wreck the present machinery 
for the adjustment of differences, and to 
strike a blow at the whole system of collec- 
tive bargaining, which would be felt far out- 
side the trade immediately concerned. 

Outside of Manchester and Liverpool there 
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would seem to be a pretty general opinion in 
the trade that the strike 1s an inconsiderate 
and selfish appeal to force, in contravention of 
the lawful and agreed methods of action, the 
recognition of which is essential to a stable 
industry. 

Speaking just before the strike to a press 
representative, Mr. C. W. Bowerman, presi- 
dent of the National Printing and Kindred 
Trades Federation, and chairman of the Joint 
Industrial Council for the Printing Trade, 
said: "If the men concerned take the course 
of action proposed they will be entering upon 
it with their eyes open, and it will create a 
very serious position. The matter of the dis- 
pute has been constitutionally dealt with as 
between the respective societies and the men's 
own organisation, the Typographical Asso- 
ciation. The result of the conference at 
Stationers' Hall some few weeks ago has been 
accepted by every society and every branch 
with the exception of the Manchester and 
Liverpool branches of the Typographical 
Association. As I understand, these branches 
have practically defied their own executive 
and taken their own course. When one re- 
members that there is a body in existence, the 
Joint Industrial Council, which has rendered 
good service to the trade, it makes it all the 
more regrettable that action of this kind 
should be taken." 

Mr. A. E. Holmes, general secretary of the 
Printing and Kindred Trades Association, 
and, on the side of the employers, Mr. A. E. 
Goodwin, secretary to the Federation of Mas- 
ter Printers, have expressed themselves in very 
similar terms. 

It seems clear that theemployers enter upon 
what may be a very serious conflict in the 
knowledge that they have left no stone un- 
turned in seeking a peaceful solution. Indeed, 
one cannot but reflect that, in view of the 
outcome, the employers might have better 
served their own interests by forcing a settle- 
ment when the notices were expiring rather 
than exhaust conciliatory possibilities only 
to be faced, after all, with an accomplished 
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The strike at Messrs. Dyson Bros., Peter- 
borough, in which 16 men are involved, has 
now entered upon its sixth week. The 
strikers are appealing for funds to other 
“Т.А.” branches. Мг. Thos. Roberts, of 
Liverpool, the new organiser, is conducting 
the negotiations. 

The causes of the strike are the rates of pay 
for the two colour machines, the question of 
female labour on the monotype, and a non- 
union worker in the machine-room. 


Mr. C. W. BowERMAN, Mr. W. Adamson, 
Mr. J. H. Thomas, and Mr. H. S. Lindsay have 
wired the Prime Minister asking, in the name 
of organised Labour, that the Government's 
decision to allow the Lord Mayor of Cork to 
die in Brixton prison be reconsidered.

" Few of the many thousands who pass up 
the Borough High-street daily on their way 
to the City realise that they go within a few 
yards of the old Marshalsea Prison," says a 
writer in Messrs. Keliher's well- produced 
house organ, “ Kelnotes." 

" Portions of the original building still 
remain, and on the very flagstones on which 
we are told that Mr. Dorrit was wont to take 
his exercise are established the modern print- 
ing machines of the Marshalsea Press. 

" Except that it is roofed over with glass, 
the exercise yard remains the same as it was 
at the period of Dickens' immortal story. 

" Little Dorrit's garret is easily identified. 
The squalid room, 'reached by scores of 
stairs, is uncompromisingly a garret, and 
looking through the window at which Little 
Dorrit told Maggie the ‘Story of the Princess,’ 
one can see the original spikes on the wall of 
the prison. ‘Many combinations did those 
spikes on the wall assume, many light shapes 
did the strong iron weave itself into, many 
golden touches fell upon the rust while Little 
Dorrit sat there musing,' says Dickens. 

"Strange indeed is the change that has 
come over this building. Once a stagnant 
backwater, choked with the flotsam of life's 
failures—full of despair and hopelessness— it 
is now humming with the ceaseless activity 
and continuous effort inseparable from the

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Sir дп Benn on Printers” Prices, 


Benn Brothers’ Annual Meeting. 


Presiding at the twenty-fourth annual 
general meeting of Benn Brothers, Ltd., held 
on Friday, Sir John Benn, Bt., D.L., J.P., 
L.C.C., reported that the company’s revenues 
from advertisements and subscriptions had 
risen during the year by some £70,000, but 
that almost the whole of this large sum had 
been absorbed in increased expenditure, the 


greater part of it going directly to “our 


friends, the printers and papermakers.” 

“ Personally,” said Sir John, “ I do not com- 
plain of the increases which have taken place 
in the wages of printers’ operatives. Having 
regard to the exceptional skill necessitated in 
the art and practice of printing, I still think 
that many members of that craft cannot be 
regarded as overpaid. Indeed, if the present 
level of wages for unskilled labour is to be re- 
garded as permanent, there will, in my judg- 
ment, be a need for a further advance in the 
rates paid to several classes of our workers. 
But I do confess to a feeling of alarm at the 
growing disregard of the need of increased 
production. Any failure to maintain a repu- 
tation for the highest rate of production 
attainable is a definite disservice to the com- 
munity as a whole, and a damaging blow to 
the industry upon which both printers and 
publishers so largely depend. Our organisa- 
tion, which I venture to think is no exception 
among publishing enterprises, has for the 
past few years been carried on very largely 
for the benefit of the printers rather than the 
publishers. Since war began our printing 
charges have increased nearly two-and-a-half 
times, while payments to our shareholders 
have remained stationary. 

“ Neither do I complain of the prosperity 
which has been so apparent among our 
friends the master printers. Printing wages 
have leapt ahead, and so have printers' prices, 
and printers' profits have kept well up in the 
race. I think that master printers should 
now reconsider their position, with a view to 
seeing how far they can secure the profits 
they desire out of increased turnover rather 
than out of higher prices. The well-being of 
this country depends upon cheap printing, 
and there is a vast mass of new thought and 
information which is now, alas! denied to 
the public by reason of the prohibitive level 
of printing prices." 

Sir John, however, wasable tostate that his 
company is paying a dividend which is twice 
as large as the return obtainable from British 
Government stock, and he intimated that the 
company's business to-day is four times as 
large as it was before the war. 

An interesting point in Sir John Benn's 
speech was a reference to a scheme whereby 
employees of the company areable to become 
shareholders of the company on level terms 
with other shareholders. “ We do not create 
special classes of shares or impose special con- 


ditions," said Sir John, *as in our view such 
arrangements merely tend to accentuate in 
stead of removing those distinctions be- 
tween employers and employed which the 
new order in industry will eventually efface." 
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Rolary Duplicating and Me Prine 


During recent experiences of diminishing 
printing orders the rotary duplicator has often 
been referred to by the printer in no very 
friendly fashion. He has regarded this useful 
machine as a trespasser upon his special do- 
main, threatening to take out of his hands a 
large class of work which he has been accus- 
tomed to regard as properly his own. One 
enterprising firm of London printers tackles 
this matter in interesting fashion, taking the 
bull by the horns by means of a plan thus 
announced : “ Acknowledging the demand for 
a rapid facsimile letter service by our clients, 
a rotary duplicating plant has been laid down 
at our Kingsway branch for the rapid repro- 
duction of form-letters, internal forms and 
the like. These letters which are printed 
from tvpewriter type through a ribbon, are 
produced very quickly, and can be matched to 
any style of type for filling in. Signatures 
can also be printed in, but the blocks take a 
little time to prepare, so it is as well to have 
these made in advance of actual require- 
ments. Three hours is sufficient to produce 
1,000 average letters on customers’ headed 
paper, and the process is largely in favour 
among merchants who have lines to offer at 
spot prices."

The Twelfth Annual Meeting. 


Mr. C. W. Bowerman, M.P., presided at the 
twelfth annual meeting of the Printers’ 
Medical Aid Association on Wednesday of 
last week at the offices of the London Society 
of Compositors, St. Bride-street, when there 
was a representative attendance. 

The secretary, Mr. Arthur O’Connor, pre- 
sented a most satisfactory report, the receipts 
totalling £5,873 19s. 5id. an increase of 
£2,789 18s. 8d. on the income of the previous 
year. The expenditure amounted to £4,555 
185. IOd., while at the end of the year a 
balance remained of £1,898 6s. sid. The 
thanks of the Association were tendered to 
Viscount Northcliffe in respect of the appeal 
he has made on behalf ef the Association. 
The secretary remarked that the Association's 
growing popularity was largely due to the 
publicity given by that appeal—a publicity 
that was the means of bringing along many 
new and regular subscribers. 

The report stated that during the year 
under review no fewer than 10,296 Letters 
were issued, representing a weekly issue of 
over 200 per week, and showing a total 
issue since the inception of the Association 
Of 50,219. Letters to the number of 261 were 
issued for convalescent homes and sanatoria ; 
for surgical appliances, 2,862; for spectacles, 
5,221 ; and for patients to special hospitals, 
1,952. The custodians of the 183 first aid 
equipments attended to 5,723 accident cases, 
the equipments being maintained by the 
Association. Massage treatment had now 
been introduced, the Association having 
secured the services of a skilled masseur, 
under medical supervision. A feature of the 
report was the small cost of administering 
the benefits, the management cost being £874 
2s. Id. à sum which works out at less than 
one-fifth of a penny per pound of expendi- 
ture. The report was unanimously adopted. 

. The balance-sheet having been well con- 
sidered, Mr. B. Stafford, auditor. expressed the 
satisfaction he and his colleagues felt regard- 
ing the accounts. Mr. Arthur O'Connor was 
then re-elected secretary. and Mr. Deuvall 
(composing department, Messrs. W. H. Smith 
and Son), was elected auditor in place of Mr. 
A. P. Payne. 

The Committee were re-elected, vacancies 
caused by the demise of Mr. H. J. Chadband 
and the retirement of Mr. Chittenden were 
filled by Mr. S. W. Perry (composing depart- 
ment, Westminster Gazette), Mr. E. Griffin 
(composing department, Messrs. W. H. Smith 
and Son), and Mr. E. J. Flowerday (machine 
manager, Messrs. Odhams). The secretary 
was instructed to communicate with the 
Electrotypers’ Society regarding repre- 
sentation. 

The next item, to reconsider the wages of 
the secretary and his assistant—was produc- 
tive of considerable discussion, in which 
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Messrs. Fish, Cross, Deuvall, Bonner, Flower- 
day, Catford, Woodcock, Joseph and Collis 
took part. It was ultimately agreed, with 
but four dissentients, that the salary of the 
secretary be £8 8s. and the assistant, £4 155. 
per week. 

Mr. W. H. Christopher (Printers' Pension 
Corporation), having expressed his satisfac- 
tion, as senior trustee of the Association, with 
the work of the secretary and his assistant, it 
was agreed that extra assistance be engaged 
for the office work. 

Mr. Edgell requested that a periodical in- 
spection of the first aid equipments be 
arranged for, and this was supported by Mr. 
G. T. Richards, and agreed to. 

Mr. Reeve having raised the question as to 
the guarantee of collectors, 

Mr. Catford asked what would be the ulti- 
mate end of the Association when the Minis- 
try of Health carry out their full programme. 
It was then explained that if the Ministry of 
Health did no better than the National 
Health Insurance Commissioners there was 
nothing to bother about. 

The 47th quarterly report was then pre- 
sented and it was agreed that a sum of £600 
be placed upon deposit in the Co-operative 
Wholesale Bank. 

A vote of thanks to Mr. Bowerman for pre- 
siding concluded a most successful meeting.

Advertising іп local papers by members of 
local master printers’ associations is being 
practised by more than one branch of the big 
U.S. master printers’ organisation, the United 
Typothetz of America. The aim of the ad- 
vertisements is, of course, to increase printing 
orders in the locality, enabling every mem- 
ber to indulge in local newspaper advertising 
at a cost far less than would ordinarily be 
possible, and the advertisements are adapted 
to draw special attention to those printing 
firms who are Typothetae members. Members 
are urged by their Association to use the 
emblem of the United Typothetae of America, 
and in the advertisements this emblem is 
prominently figured. The public is informed 
as to the meaning of theemblem,and mention 
is made that printers using it are governed by 
the standard code of ethics of the United 
Typothetz of America to which members are 
pledged. Among such advertisements issued 
by the Houston-Galveston (Texas) master 
printers, the following are the titles of several: 
" Printing that Hits the Mark," “The Master

ing by Trademark," “How to Choose Your 
Printer," “ Profit and Printing," “ Fine Print- 
ing is an Art."

Alaska Seal is cowhide ; has a seal or rough 
grain, and wears very well. 

Persian Morocco is a fine-grain goat skin of 
very good wearing qualities. 

Real Morocco is a high grade goat skin, and 
is a Strong, durable leather that can be relied 
upon to give:complete satisfaction. Bibles 
bound in this leather may be used for years 
without showing any sign of wear. 

Levant Morocco 15 also of goat skin, made 
into leather by processes for which France 
enjoys a high reputation. 

Sealskin is both handsome and durable. 
Only the finest grade Bibles are bound in it. 
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An effort is on foot to form a national asso- 
ciation of the master bookbinders of America. 
Mr. Alfred E. Ommen, who has for some years 
been counsel for the Employing Bookbinders' 
Association of New York, 15 taking a lead in 
the formation of the proposed new organisa- 
tion. In a circular issued to the trade he 
emphasises the value of a national organisa- 
tion. “It affords opportunity," he says,“ to 
bookbinders of the country to mix freely with 
each other; to establish a spirit of fraternal 
respect and mutual helpfulness; to have 
uniform trade customs, which in time become 
the law of the industry ; to establish uniform 
cost systems; to have an estimate blank with 
identical items applicable to the whole 
country ; to provide a forum for the discussion 
of trade matters generally; to nationally 
handle the problem of waste disposal; to 
collect and tabulate data concerning labour 
conditions throughout the country ; to estab- 
lish arbitration boards; watch legislation 
affecting the industry ; provide entertainment 
that friendships may be made; to exchange 
reliable information relative to the best 
methods of conducting business from the 
standpoint of practical experience ; to build 
up better trade relations between individual 
bookbinders, and between bookbinders and 
others engaged in the allied trade; and to 
co-operate in all affairs of the industry for the 
general welfare of those engaged therein." 

With the object of founding the proposed 
national association, a convention is to be 
held at St. Louis on September 13th, 14th, and 
15th. 
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The Commonwealth Gazette of June8th, 1920, 
contains a Proclamation, dated June gth, 
1920, prohibiting the importation of adver- 
tising matter for use in connection with the 
exhibition of cinematograph films unless (a) 
one specimen of each piece of advertising 
matter is deposited with the Commonwealth 
Film Censorship, and is passed by them for 
importation, and (b) the importer gives 
security (for such amount as the Collector of 
Customs for the State in which the advertis- 
ing matter is imported deems necessary), that 
it shall not be used otherwise than in the 
form in which it was passed for importation.

The Unauthorised Strike. 


As THE days pass, the effect of the cessation 
of newspaper publication in Manchester and 
Liverpool proves cumulative. Business men 
are perhaps the hardest hit, the deprivation 
of local commercial news being a very serious 
handicap. The stoppage is bringing home 
vividly to the general public the vital function 
performed by the newspaper in modern life. 
There is no indication, at the time of going to 


press, of any approach towards a settlement, 


At the conclusion of a large and representa- 
tive meeting held in Manchester on Tuesday 
of the Federation of Master Printers of Great 
Britain, jointly with the newspaper organisa- 
tions, the following official statement was 
issued: “ Тһе whole of the employers were 
very firm in their determination to resist the 
action of the recalcitrant branches of Man- 
chester and Liverpool, and a communication 
on these lines was despatched to the Typo- 
graphical Association Executive." On the 


men's side, the branches on strike maintain 
their determined attitude, while the National 
Executive of the Typographical Association 
stands aloof for the time being.

Payment for Holidays. 


Tue Labour Gazette draws attention to the 
extent to which holidays with pay have been 
granted since the armistice. A list of some 50 
industries or occupations are set out where 
the principle has been acceded to, the periods 
varying from 3 to 14 days. А number of the 
trades which have made the concession are 
closely allied to the paper industry. Among 
these are printing and bookbinding, paper- 
bag making and heavy chemical manufacture. 
In these cases the principle is provided for 
under general agreements, and in addition 
district agreements apply it in London to 
copperplate engraving, typefounding and 
newspaper printing. With regard to piece- 
workers in the printing and bag-making 
trades, they receive amounts calculated on 
their average earnings for the previous six 
months. In some of the agreements provision 
is made that additional payments are to be 
made to workers who leave employment be- 
fore they have taken their holiday. In the 
printing, paper-bag making and copperplate 
engraving (London) trades an employee who 
leaves after six months’ service without having 
had his holiday receives one day's pay for each 
two months' service. Newspaper printers in 
London who leave employment before March 
31st receive one-twelfth of two weeks' wages 
for each month's seivice since the previous 
October. The improvements which have 
taken place in working conditions since the 
armistice are considerable, but everybody 
seems too busy in chasing other desires to 
mark the strides that have been made. It is 
well sometimes to stop and note the mile- 
stones of advancement.

Values of Exports and Imports. 


Exports from this country of printed books 
during the first seven months of this year 
amounted to 164,390 cwts., showing a slight 
improvement upon the corresponding period 
of last year (the figures for which were 125,959 
cwts.), but being much below the standard of 
1913, in the first seven months of which these 
exports amounted to 252,279 cwts. Changed 
values, however, are made plain by the fact 
that while the 1913 exports of 252,279 cwts. 
were priced at £1,458,795, the 1920 exports of 
164,390 cwts. are valued at £2,038,472. A 
similar anomaly is noticeable in the case of 
printing type. Exports for the first seven 
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months of this year totalled 148 tons, priced 
at £39.438, as compared with a total for the 
corresponding period of 1919 of 105 tons, 
priced at £24,692, and with a 1913 figure of 
343 tons, with a value of £58,979. Imports of 
printing type into this country amounted 
during the first seven months of this year to 19 
tons, valued at £6,888, comparative figures 
being—1919, 17 tons at £5,597, and 1913, 35 
tons at £6,463. 


Paper imports. 


THERE was an increase of 217,398 cwts., or 
Over 17 per cent. in the total imports of paper 
last month as compared with July, 1913, the 
respective totals being 1,424,768 cwts. and 
1,207,370 cwts. The receipts of “ printing and 
writing paper in large sheets" were on an 
extensive scale last month, amounting to 29.7 
per cent. of the total imports; the actual 
quantity was. 424,089 cwts., which, however, 
included 164,780 cwts. from Newfoundland 
and 122,830 cwts. from other countries, chiefly 
Canada. It is surprising to find that the 
arrivals of strawboard were so heavy last 
month, in view of the dislocation to Dutch 
mills caused by the protracted strike; the 
quantity was 401,087 cwts., representing over 
28 per cent. of our total imports. Packings 
and wrappings find a big market in the 
United Kingdom, last month's supplies 
amounting to 375,987 cwts., or 26:3 per cent. of 
the total. The value (c.i.f.) of the im- 
ports during July of this year amounts to 
£ 3,452,614, as compared with only £706,912 in 
July, 1913, the increase being 3883 per cent. 
The average price per cwt. of the paper im- 
ported in July, 1913, was 117s., and for last 
month 48 4s. 


CoMPosiTORS' Russia BaLLor.—The result 


of the ballot of the London Society of Com- 
positors on thequestion of direct action to pre- 
vent the threatened war with Russia, resulted 
in majorities being recorded in favour of a 
strike, and also of a levy. Thetwo questions 
put to the members were:—(1) Are you in 
favour of giving the Executive power to call 
upon the members to cease work should that 
course be deemed necessary by the Council of 
Action? (2) Are you in favour of a sum equal 
to id. per member being contributed to the 
fund to be raised by the Trade Union Council 
Parliamentary Committee? The majorities 
were but small, as shown by the voting 
figures, which were:—(1) Yes, 4,638; no, 
3,970; majority in favour, 668. (2) Yes, 4,748; 
no, 3,801; majority in favour, 947.

Ajelli and 
Co. (Ltd.), of which he became managing 
director, to acquire his business. He recently 
resigned his directorship because of these 
bankruptcy proceedings and was now em- 
ployed as traveller on commission. His 
failure was entirely due to the result of an 
action brought against him for goods sup- 
plied to the company in Milan while he was 
in the army. He defended the action on the 
ground that the company was a properly 
registered limited company and that he could 
not be held responsible, especially seeing that 
he received no benefit whatever from the 
goods. The judge decided against him, how- 
ever, and judgment was entered for £17u and 
costs (about £50). The debtor estimated his 
liabilities at £ 300 and the assets consisted of 
book debts, the relisable value of which was 
uncertain. The case was left in the hands of 
the official receiver, who said that he would 
delay his application for an adjudication in 
bankruptcy for eight days in order to give 
the debtor an opportunity of submitting a 
proposal. 
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Prices of Materiats. 


BooKBINDERS’ leathers and other require- 
ments still have a tendency to rise in price. 
With bookbinding increases added to the in- 
crease in the cost of production in all other 
branches of the trade, it is readily seen how 
the price of the finished book has reached its 
present high figure. Basils run about Is. 4d. 
per square foot; pigskins 3s. 6d. to 4s. per 
square foot, compared with Is. per square foot 
pre-war; cloth anything from Is. 2d. to Is. rod. 
per square yard, compared with 5d. pre-war ; 
coloured calf is very difficult to obtain and 
is almost out of the question; linen buckram 
is 6s. a yard, before the war it was Is. 5d.; 
strawboards are a little easier, averaging 
about 33s. a cwt.; glue, 135s. a cwt., witha 
tendency to rise, compared with 35s. a cwt. 
pre-war ; hand-sewn threads, with a tendency 
to rise, are about £6 10s. per dozen pounds, 
pre-war price 2s. 10d. per pound; stitching 
wire, 26s. per cwt., pre-war 125. per cwt.; 
spools which used to cost 4s. 3d. are now 18s. 
Ad. (5,000 yards) ; vellum covers 15s., compared 
with 3s. 6d. pre-war. 


To Bind or Not to Bind? 


IN the pages of several journals discussion 
has lately been occupied with the question of 
the soaring prices of books, and in this con- 
nection the increased cost of bookbinding has 
perhaps received more than its deserts in the 
matter of accountability for the higher rates. 


Faper Covers Suggested. 


MR. PuiLIP GiIBBS, in taking up the serious 
question of the unfortunate effect of the cost 
of book production in handicapping the new 
author, suggests the use of paper covers in the 
French and American style. А similar sug- 
gestion that has been madé, is that new 
novels should, to reduce their cost, be pub- 
lished in periodical parts, as was very suc- 
cessfully done in the case of the works of 
Dickens and Thackeray. Another proposal 
is that we revert to the old“ yellow-back " 
novel so popular 30 years ago. Such a rever- 
sion, it is claimed, would halve the cost of 
binding, and thus reduce the price, while for 
durability “paper boards" are not much 
below the flimsy " cloth " of to-day. 


Demand for Bound Books. 


FoR books of any permanent value boards 
of some kind will always be insisted upon by 
the book-lover. There is much weight in the 
contention of a correspondent of the Daily 
Chronicle, who writes: "Even with the pre- 
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sent heavy cost of binding. a novel which is 
sold now for 7s. 6d. would have to be sold for 
6s. in paper covers, and, in my opinion, a book 
buyer who is willing to pay 7s. 6d. for a novel 
would rather pay that price for a decently 
cloth-bound copy, which would last for 
months or vears, rather than a paper-covered 
book, which would only save him rs. 6d., and 
become а dog-eared, disreputable article 
within a fortnight.” 
Bookbinding Machinery. 


Of late years much of the bookbinders 
labour-saving machinery has come from 
abroad, the greater part of it from 
the United States (and, before the war, 
Germany), and marvellous indeed is the 
capacity of some of these appliances in 
the shape of folding machines, wire and 
thread stitchers, casing-in machines, col- 
lating machines and others. The introduc- 
tion of such machinery in the large binding 
establishments has practically revolutionised 
their working methods, and instead of the 
old-time folders, sewers, forwarders and 
finishers, the bindery now employs highly- 
skilled men and women to attend to the 
appliances that have so greatly increased the 
output. This modern division of labour has 
become so specialised that a worker often has 


. no idea of the processes leading up to his or 


her particular job, and beyond hisown special 
section has no desire to master the whole 
mystery of the binding art. This, however, 
is the case in most trades, and we must ac- 
cept the specialist instead of the old-time 
all-round man. 


“Tack” IN GoLD LEAF Wonk. — The dis- 
couraging and undesirable adhering of gold 
leaf in book cover work where it shouldn't, 
attributable to various causes, climatic con- 
ditions, excessive strength or dampness of 


' size, etc., commonly termed “ tack," the result 


of which is a waste of time, gold and ma- 
terial, may be prevented to a very great ex- 
tent when the following is observed :— Іп the 
event of gold leaf adhering thus (particularly 
when stamping same on top of ink and on 
certain grades of imitation leather), before 
applying oil or grease which is to hold the 
gold, cover space taken up by gold with buta 
trace of powdered magnesia, in the same 
manner as if using gilding powder. This 
will absorb the “ tack."

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Mr. W. Willmott, of Toronto, has patented 
a method by which book covers and the like 
are stamped with gilt or like impressions bv 
coating the cover with size, resin, or other 
adhesive and then stamping it between a die 
and a counter-die, the die being previously 
coated with a metallic powder, such as 
bronze, by first greasing the die slightly and 


then bringing the die into contact with a 
plane sheet or surface on which the powder is 
thinly spread. The cover C is registered on a 
plate 4 provided at its edge with anabsorbent 
pad 8 saturated with oil or grease, the pad 
being, in the first place, moved over the dies 
3.7. The plate 4 is then registered against 
stops 6, and the platen т raised to stamp the 
cover against the dies 5, 7, which are carried 
by a fixed bed 2. 


Printers' Blankets. 


A patent has been granted to Mr. F. E. Ellis, 
of Massachusetts, U.S.A., for a printers' blan- 
ket, which comprises a body of soft flexible 
compressible material and a flexible facing 
layer consisting of nitro-cellulose and a non- 
drying vegetable oil, preferably castor oil. 
The body is preferably a woollen fabric with 
a felted face, and the facing layer is preferably 
composed of 50 per cent. of castor oil, 35 per 
cent. of nitro-cellulose, and the remainder 
colouring matter. The nitro-cellulose is dis- 
solved in a volatile solvent such as acetone 
and amyl acetate. The facing material is 
spread over the felted face of the body by 
hand or machine, dried by hot air, and pol- 
ished by rotary brushes. Several coatings 
may be applied according to the desired thick- 
ness of the facing. 


Printing Surfaces. 


Aspatented bY Messrs. D. Motta, E. Ruginand 
A. Villain, of Genoa, a sheet or plate for use 
as a printing surface or stereotype matrix 
consists Of a paper or other support coated 
with a composition consisting of carbonate of 
lime and silicate of magnesia in equal parts 
and an agglutinant of organic nature such as 
gum. When such a sheet isto be used instead 


New Inventions. 
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of an engraved metal plate, the surface of 
the composition may be smooth, and is lightly 
engraved with a hard metal or other point, 
and treated with spirit varnish. When used 
for typographic printing, the surface may be 
reticulated, grained or smooth, and to facili- 
tate engraving, the composition may have a 
network of grain of a height greater thanthe 
depth to which the composition is to be en- 
graved. The sheet thus prepared may be em- 
ployed directly in a rotary machine, but for 
platen machines the sheet is used as a matrix 
for the production of a stereotype plate. For 
use in lithographic printing, the coated sheet 
is treated with formalin or other substance to 
render it insoluble, and is prepared for print- 
ing in the ordinary way. 


Feeding Sheets. 


Under an invention by Mr. G. Speiss the 
rollers which advance paper sheets, etc. to 
machines are arranged to be retarded or 
reversed slightly so as to cause the sheets to 
be retarded prior to reaching the registering 
devices. For this purpose the feed roller D’, 
Fig. І, is driven by direct gearing, or as shown 
by a sprocket chain M; from a shaft О 
driven by an epicyclic train from a main 
driving wheel H. This train comprises an 
idler wheel G geared to a pinion E on the 
shaft O and carried by a pivot which con- 
nects links L, K mounted respectively on the 


shaft O, and on the pivot of a spur wheel Z 
which is fixed eccentrically to the wheel H. 
The wheel Z is clamped in such a manner 
that it does not rotate on its pivot, and its 
pivot can be adjusted in a slot in the wheel 
H, so asto permit the motion transmitted to 
the feed wheels to be varied as desired. The 
feed roller D! as shown co-operates with an 
upper drop roller E® mounted in an oscillat- 
ing arm F'. Theapplication of the invention 
to sheet feed devices in which the sheets are 
fed in a banked condition from an upper feed 
table between a roller and a curved guide to 
a lower feed table is described.

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Оп the Verge of a National Stoppage. 


Threatened Lock-out of All “T. A.” Members: 
General Censure of the Branches on Strike. 


The events of the past week—during some 
days of which the likelihood of complete 
paralysis of the provincial printing trade 
seemed to be trembling in the balance—have 
made startlingly plain how dark a menace to 
the whole industry the unauthorised Man- 
chester- Liverpool strike contains. 


The stoppage in the Lancashire district has 


continued with devastating effect, providing 
a striking object lesson of the fact that the 
strike as a means of negotiation is necessarily 
costly if not ruinous, to all parties concerned. 
A side.light upon the question of what the 
Manchester-Liverpool stoppage is costing is 
provided by the amount of the loss incurred 
by the newsagents in Lancashire and 
Cheshire. Leaving aside the vast losses 
suffered by the newspaper proprietors and 
employing printers, and the cutting off of the 
wages of the many employees affected, the 
absence of newspapers for sale is estimated as 
depriving local newsagents alone of about 
£20,000 а week. 

Thursday of last week brought news of a 
startling development of the dispute. The 
National Executive of the T.A. received from 
the employers' organisations an ultimatum 
that unless the members of the Manchester 
and Liverpool branches returned to work by 
Friday (last week) a fortnight's notice would 
be tendered on Saturday to all members of the 
Typographical Association outside London. 
This course was precipitated by the fact that 
the local T.A. branches threatened to victimise 
members who, in accordance with the rulings 
of the National Executive, remained at work. 
The Executive responded by issuing a notice 
which " instructed their members (in Man- 
chester and Liverpool) to return to work on 


or before Monday next under a penalty of 
being deprived of all benefits except funeral 
and superannuation benefits"—a threat involv- 
ing refusal of strike pay. Officials of the two 
branches, however, retorted that the Execu- 
tive's position would have no effect on the 


. inen. 


After an eight-hour sitting of the Joint 
Industrial Council in London on Friday, the 
employers agreed that the issue of their lock- 
out notices should be postponed until after a 
further conference on Monday. At the re- 
commendation of the Council, the T.A. 
agreed to consider carefully the questions 
submitted by the employers, and to give a 
definite reply with regard to disciplinary 
measures to be taken to deal with the Liver- 
pool and Manchester branches, also with re- 
gard to work being performed in other areas 
than those now affected. 

It was reported on Saturday that, as the re- 
sult of recent events, two out of the three of 
Manchester members of the Typographical 
Association's National Executive had re- 
signed in sympathy with the strikers. 

As the men did not return to werk on Mon- 
day, as ordered by the Executive Council on 
Thursday, they are now deprived of all union 
benefits except funeral and superannuation. 
This means that they receive no strike pav 
from the general T.A. funds, though payment 
is being made from the local funds of the 
Manchester and Liverpool branches. 

The Joint Industrial Council for the print- 
ing industry was in session again for over 
seven hours on Monday. When the Coun- 
cil rose late in the evening the following 
official statement was issued :— 

“That this Joint Industrial Council regret 
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that the Typographical Association is unable 
to give adequate assurance that their Asso- 
ciation will take satisfactory steps to termi- 
nate the dispute at Manchester and Liverpool. 
This creates grave difficulties for both sides 
of the Council. This Council urges the re- 
presentatives of the trade union to take im- 
mediate and effective steps to bring the dis- 
pute to an end and also to help in producing 
work for Manchester and Liverpool." С 

Late the same evening the Kindred Trades' 
Federation issued a manifesto, which was 
afterwards approved by the Joint Industrial 
Council. This manifesto was drawn up by 
the Workers' Panel of the Council, and it ex- 
pressed regret at the difficulties that had been 
created “ owing to the disloyal action of the 
Manchester and Liverpool branches.” 

" Whatever may be said in justification of 
the strike," the manifesto proceeded, “ it can- 
not be denied that they are refusing to carry 
out the instruction of their Association, and 
are doing much to discredit the authority of 
that body. The ballot in favour of 
the acceptance of the terms should un- 
doubtedly be binding as an agreement until 
such time as occasion arises to rhake a fresh 
national demand. 

“The Manchester and Liverpool branches 
have declined to accept the decision of their 
own Association, although they participated 
in the ballot. The efforts which have been 
made by the Executive Council of the Typo- 
graphical Association both in the direction of 
securing further conferences with the em- 
ployers and to induce the branches to remain 
loyal to the decision of the ballot must have 
the approval of all impartial trade unionists. 

“The result of the last conference between 
the Typographical Association and the 
Federation of Employers was an understand- 
ing that owing to the increasing cost of living 
and the operation of the Rent Restriction 
Act and the status of the printer, a further 
conference should be held on September 14th 
to revise the agreement above referred to. 
With this conference in view, Manchester and 
Liverpool, nevertheless, determined to en- 
deavour to force preferential treatment with- 
out waiting for two weeks for the conference 
at which their interests would be represented 
as part of the Typographical Association. 

“This attitude is not approved by the 
Executive Council of the Typographical 
Association or by any other of the unions 
catering for other sections of the trade, who 
view the strike as being an action of peculiar 
indifference to the interests of others. 

“ Being firmly convinced of the advantages 
of collective bargaining and of the great im- 
portance of honourably abiding by whatever 
decisions are arrived at through the demo- 
cratic method of balloting, the members of 
the workers' panel feel compelled to protest 
against the action of the branches referred to, 
and to accord to the Typographical Associa- 
tion whatever assistance can be given towards 
re-establishing its control in the interests of 
the membership."

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ШЇЇ and The Coal Crisis. 


A Serious Outlook. 


While it appears possible that a coal strike 
may be avoided, the general unrest in indus- 
trial circles is having a bad effect upon busi- 
ness. Enterprises which are in hand are being 
held up owing to the uncertainty of the out- 
look. There is not only the fear of disruption 
arising from trouble in the coalfields; a hun- 
dred and one changes are being made in costs 
of production which hamper the easy flow of 
commerce. Engineers are restive in spite of 
the decision of the Industrial Court, and paper- 
makers have their own special difficulties aris- 
ing from this cause. Again, new goods rates, 
higher charges for coal and petrol, and cost of 
labour, render the fixing of prices a matter of 
extreme complexity. 

The chief concern of the manufacturer at 
the moment is the position of coal, and the 
effect of a coal strike upon the paper and sta- 
tionery trades has been emphasised by Mr. 
Percy Barringer, the President of the Sta- 
tioners' Association of the United Kingdom, 
who rightly declares that a strike among the 
miners would have a very grave effect. Mr. 
Barringer puts the consumption of coal upon 
every ton of paper at from two and a-half to 
three tons. The consumption in the case of 
“news” is something like :8 cwt. per ton, 
while it runs up to five tons in the case of 
esparto papers. 

These figures give some idea of the extent 
to which the paper trade is dependent upon 
coal for its existence, and any interruption of 
supplies would be felt immediately and ex- 
tensively. At the same time, as Mr. Barringer 
points out, the stoppage of transport, which a 
cessation of the production of coal would in- 
volve, would deprive the papermaking and 
stationery trades of raw material, producing 
a stoppage of work with unemployment for 
thousands of skilled workers. Moreover, the 
effect would be felt in the future more than in 
the present. In most cases he assumes that 
there is a sufficiency of fuel to enable the 
works to carry on through the period of a 
strike, but there would come a deficiency in 
the coal supply later, so that in the winter 
months, when the workers in the industry 
would be most hardly hit by unemployment, 
production would be stopped. 

That is a prospect which the country can- 
not view with equanimity. And even the 
miners themselves, in spite of the lead which 
they were given, are not so blind to the 
country's welfare as some of their leaders 
imagined. The substantial minority against 
the strike is a significant fact and should 
steady the activity of labour leaders who 
suffer from vaulting ambition. 


О wiNG to the Vienna booksellers ‘assistants’ 
strike, it is impossible in all Vienna to pur- 
chase a book, new or old, or a piece of music. 
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Continental Firms Quote Competitively. 


There have for some time been rumours in 
Paris to the effect that certain Parisian pub- 
lishers were arranging—on account of high 
loeal costs of production—to have books 
printed in Vienna, in Amsterdam, and in 
Rumania. Now similar reports are obtaining 
currency in London. | 

"A Man of Kent" (Sir W. Robertson Nicoll), 
writing in the British Weekly, says:—" Eng- 
lish publishers are seriously considering the 
possibilities of printing and binding some of 
their books in Holland. The experiment was 
tried many years ago, and several important 
Dutch firms are again quoting for the produc- 
tion of English books. Publishers have also 
lately received similar inquiries from Ger. 
many, but it hardly seems likely that any- 
thing will materialise in that direction." 

The Times, picking up the scent, has been 
making inquiries in London, and reports that 
some interesting figures were given by the 
manager of a well-known firm in Covent 
Garden. It seems that an anonymous Dutch 
firm about to build large printing works in 
Holland, the exact site of which is not men- 
tioned, has been seeking orders through an 
agentin London. A quotation was asked for 
printing and binding certain books, and the 
estimate showed that, while paper appeared 
to cost the same, printing and machining was 
quoted at 20 percent. less than in thiscountry, 
but binding was 25 per cent^dearer. 

Mr. John Murray said that he had not done 
anything yet in taking estimates from Dutch 
firms, but unless printing charges eased some- 
thing would have to be done. “ During the 
past year,” he said, “the high costs of pro- 
duction have caused me to refuse books which 
were valuable educationally. A great many 
books are refused because I cannot take the 
risk of small sales, and it is literature that is 
suffering, as these works might be of per- 
manent value." 

Mr. Apted of Messrs. Hodder and Stoughton, 
said that offers to quote had been received 
from two Dutch firms, but so far nothing had 
been done in the matter. “ The high cost of 
production," he added, “ has stopped the pro- 
duction of new art books and novels that 
might not prove immediately popular." 

Mr. Herbert Jenkins said that all publishers 
were “up against" the high costs. “ It is 
true," he continued, “that foreign (including 
American) printers and binders are en- 
deavouring tocapture the British market. It 
is the public that eventually fixes the price of 
luxuries (books rank as such, I regret to say), 
and there are indications that the book-buy- 
ing public has reached the limit of its en- 
durance. The next phase, as I see things, 
will be alimited production and consequently 
a lessened amount of printing and binding. 
To me it seems inevitable that a portion even 
of this lessened production will go out of the 
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country. Ishall fight to thelast against such 
foreign competition ; but as I say, it is the 
public that will decide." 

Edinburgh publishers, like those of London, 
are suffering seriously owing to the increasing 
cost of printing, paper, etc., and are being ap- 
proached by Dutch firms eager to do the 
work at cheaper rates. Edinburgh is the 
centre of the Scottish book trade, and a lead- © 
ing publisher in the city describes the situa- 
tion as serious, particularly in regard to the 
publication of educational and technical 
books. 


A Union ot Pris” Gleis. 


New Section of **Natsopa." 


The recently formed Clerical Section of the 
National Society of Operative Printers and 
Assistants, which caters for all clerks and ad- 
ministrative workers in the printing and 
allied industries, has opened an office in Lon- 
don. Its address is Room 42, Memorial Hall, 
Farringdon-street, and the branch secretary is 
Mr. Allan McLean, for 23 years on the Daily 
News clerical staff, while the chairman is Mr. 
J. A. Harrop, of the Daily Herald. The pri- 
mary aim of the new section is to link up 
with the '* Natsopa " organisation the clerical 
workers employed in the various newspaper, 
general printing, box-making and other 
establishments whose mechanical employees 
are already "Natsopa" members. This 
Clerical Section of “ Natsopa’’—mainly a 
London organisation, but having branches in 
various parts of the country—has already in- 
formed London employers’ associations of its 
existence and functions. It claims to have a 
membership numbering at present nearly 
2,000 and is out to impreve the status of the 
clerical workers, male and female, in the 
printing and allied trades, whose working 
conditions, it points out, have not improved 
in equalratio with the betterment achieved 
by the mechanical staffs. "The Clerical Sec- 
tion intends, we understand, upon the return 
to this country of Mr. G. A. Isaacs, the “ Nat- 
sopa " general secretary, to present memorials 
to the various employers' organisations, 
urging the adoption of standing rates for 
clerks in the printing and allied trades.

The Genedl Gymreig, the North Wales Ob- 
server, the Werin a'r Eco and the Wyntyli, the 
newspapers of the Welsh National Press Co., 
Ltd., have been acquired by a number of 
prominent Welsh Liberals, mostly from South 
Wales. Allthe papers are published at Car- 
narvon, in the Prime Minister's constituency, 
and are strong supporters of the Asquithian 
Liberals. 
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The annual swimming gala, held at Shore- 
ditch public Baths on Saturday night, under 
the auspicesof the Printing and Allied Trades 
Charity Sports Association, was a huge suc- 
cess. The principal event was the Borthwick 
Challenge Cup race, competed for by teams 
representing the London daily newspapers, 
each team having six swimmers, who swam a 
total distance of 400 yards.

At a meeting held in Manchester last week, 
addressed by several members of the Labour 
delegation who recently visited Russia, Mr. 
H. Skinner, general secretary of the Typo- 
graphical Association, insisted that Russia 
must be allowed freedom to develop her own 
resources. The Russian people, he said, were 
willing and anxious to develop the resources 
oftheir country. They were hampered by the 
effects of foreign interference. There was 
plenty of food in the country, but town popu- 
lations could not get supplies owing to the 
difficulties of transport, which, Mr. Skinner 
said, were largely due to Russia's lack of 
freedom to develop the system. From the 
same cause people in the country could not 
get manufactured goods. 


ht vit Proin Be 


Pyroxylin plastic, sold under various trade 
names such as pyralin, celluloid, fibreloid, 
and French ivory, is becoming very popular 
as a material to be used in place of cardboard 
for business cards, vest pocket schedules and 
calendars, interest and discount tables. Ordin- 
ary printers ink does not adhere to the 
polished surface of this material. It requires 
a special printers' ink to give satisfaction. 
This special ink is made of a pyroxylin base 
of about the consistency of thick mucilage, 
combined with the desired aniline colour. 

It is not desirable to try printing on the 
polished stock, even with this special ink, 
Manufacturers of printed pyroxylin plastic 
novelties buy their sheeting unglazed. The 
printing is done on these unpolished sheets, 
which are then thoroughly dried and after- 
wards polished by placing them between 
highly polished nickeled plates and subjected 
to pressure in a hydraulic press equipped with 
a heating unit. The heat must not exceed 
190 degs. F. The cutting or shaping is done 
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after the printing and polishing have been 
completed. | 

Many printers will wonder why this special 
ink serves the purpose better than ordinary 
printers’ ink. It is because the pyroxylin base 
and “ivory " cards are made of the same basic 
substance—soluble cotton. This ink does not 
merely adhere to the surface of the card; it 
combines with it; sinks into it; becomes an 
integral part of it.—Ben Franklin Monthly.

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Newsagens & Newspaper Prices, 


Mr. A. G. Suily at Bristol. 


Ata meeting of the Bristol branch of the 
Western District Council of the National 
Federation of Retail Newsagents. Booksellers 
and Stationers, held at Bristol on the 26th 
ult., Mr. A. G. Sully (ex-general secretary of 
the Newsagents’ Association, London), gave 
an address, in the course of which he urged 
the advantages of organisation. Even the 
boy newsagents employed in London, he said, 
were now organised, and had a " Father of 
the Chapel." The wholesalers and publishers 
in London knew those who were organised 
and those who were not. Without organisa- 
tion a man here and there might get prefer- 
ential treatment in regard to an extensive 
account, but what they wanted was not pre- 
ferential treatment, but one price for one 
article, and fair treatment all round. In 
regard to one firm in London he knew there 
were no fewer than 17 different rates of 
charges. It was obvious that 16 of these 
were wrong. [t was necessary for them to 
get together, and know the rock-bottom price 
for a newspaper, magazine, or whatever it was, 
for upon that they depended for their liveli- 
hood. He understood that a charge for 
delivery was already an accomplished fact in 
most parts of Bristol, and it had proved that 
custom was not lost by it. In oneinstance he 
knew that ina few monthsthe boys were bring- 
ing in by this means more than their wages. 
In London also the “district limit" was an 
accomplished fact, and added to the value of 
a business. Another advantage in organisa- 
tion was that in branch meetings a man 
stated in what periodical he was overstocked, 
and the aggregate value of the exchanges 
made was very considerable. Collective buy- 
ing was another matter in which branches 
had made considerable gain, particularly in 
regard to Christmas cards, diaries and 
monthlies. 

In concluding his address, Mr. Sully moved 
a resolution—afterwards carried unanimously 
—protesting ‘most emphatically against the 
Post Office authorities issuing stamped wrap- 
pers at the rate of 22 for 2d., and parcels of 
440 for 3s. 4d., this being much less than the 
cost of material," also calling upon the 
National Federation to seek a deputation to 
wait upon the Postmaster-General. Also to 
raise the question through their Parlia- 
mentary representatives in the House of Com- 
mons. 


IN conversation with a Press representative, 
Mr. George Nelson, the Liverpool Typo- 
graphical Association secretary, said that the 
idea had occurred to him that unless the strike 
was settled very quickly they would have to 
enter into negotiations for the purchase of a 
printing establishment which had been offered 
them, to undertake jobbing work and a small 
newspaper.

Although at this time it is rather uncertain 
just which one of two well-known printers 
will be chosen to sit at the keyboard of this 
big Government of ours, says our American 
contemporary, the Ben Franklin Monthly, 
there can be no doubt that Senator Warren G. 
Harding, owner and publisher of the Marion 
(Ohio) Daily Star, still knows how to caress 
the keys of a linotype. Not long ago, when a 
representative number of American citizens 
were poised on tip-toe awaiting the publica- 
tion of the Republican nominee's speech of 
acceptance, and a few linotype corrections 
were wanted in a hurry, the senator-operator 


peeled off his coat and got immensely busy 


with the key buttons of one of his eight Mer- 
genthaiers. 

Incidentally, it is reported that the owner 
of the Daily Star strolled into a small town 
print shop a year or so ago, and asked for a 
job as a keyboard man. After having demon- 
strated his ability as a manipulator of the 
linotype, and being assured of steady employ- 
ment, the senator handed the proprietor of 
the shop one of his professional cards, and 
both men had a good laugh over the matter. 

Harding still is a member in good standing 
of his local typographical union.

Monthly Meeting. 


The usual monthly meeting of the Associa- 
tion was heid on Tuesday evening at St. Bride 
Institute, Bride-lane, E.C.4. There was a 
good attendance of members, the chair being 
occupied by Mr. A. J. Daines (president), sup- 
ported by Mr. A. W. Hunt (vice-president). 

The minutes of the last monthly meeting 
were duly disposed of, and the secretary sub- 
mitted several items of correspondence. 


Correspondence. 


From Mr. F. C. Peacock a letter was read 
reminding the Association of the “Only a 
Penny " collection on behalf of the aged book- 
binder pensioners. 

On the motion of Mr. S. J. Wills, seconded 
by Mr. J. Walker, it was agreed to grant three 
guineas to help the work carried on in con- 
nection with the  Bookbinders' Pension 
Society. Mr. F. C. Peacock tendered thanks 
on behalf of the pensioners to the Association 
for the donation. | 

In regard to the proposal to visit the Im- 
perial Paper Mills, the secretary read a letter 
stating that owing to some building opera- 
tions that were proceeding at the mills it 
would not be possible to undertake the pro- 
posed visit. 

The outing which had been suggested as 
an alternative was discussed, and on the pro- 
position of Mr. J. Walker, seconded by Mr. 
W. T. Lingham, it was agreed that owing to 
the time of year and insufficient support it 
should be dropped this year. 

The correspondence included the report 
from the secretary (the Association's represen- 
tative) of the London Technical Board formed 
by the Worshipful Company of Stationers 
and the London printing and kindred trades. 
The scheme as outlined at a meeting of that 
body held at Stationers’ Hall on June 12th 
met with the warm approval of the members, 
and it was unanimously agreed that the sum 
of five guineas be granted as an annual sub- 
scription for the advancement of technical 
education in London. 


Salaries. 


Letters on this question were submitted 
extending over a protracted period The 
secretary announced that members would be 
pleased to learn that they had had a meeting 
with the Bookbinding Section of the London 
Chamber of Commerce. The deputation 
from their Association had been very amicably 
received, and in reference to the salaries ques- 
tion a quite satisfactory agreement had been 
reached, which not only affected the present, 
but covered any subsequent eventuality that 
might arise. 

The report of the efforts of the deputation 
was received with applause. 

The remainder of the evening was spent on 
a discussion, “ Will the League of Nations be 


a Success? " and the following contributed to 
what proved to be an interesting debate: 
Messrs. А. J. Daines, С. A. Rutherford, J. 
Walker, J. Lee, A. W. Hunt, F. J. Ibbott. The 
general opinion of the speakers, while sympa- 
thising with the high ideals recommended by 
the Covenant of the League of Nations, was 
contrary to the belief that the League held 
within its power the possibility of ending 
war. 

A vote of thanks to the chairman closed the 
proceedings.

SCOTLAND YARD is investigating a case in

A FOREMAN of a printing works at Valencia 
was shot last week on his way to work by 
Syndicalists for having separated from the 
Syndicalist party in order to resume work. 


FLEET-STREET loses one of its best-known 
figures by the death of Mr. Horace Lennard, 
who was for some time on the staff of the 
Daily Mail, was for many years a prominent 
member of the staff of the Sporting Times, and 
afterwards was one of the founders of Town 
Topics. 

THE Newspaper World points out that the 
London Gazette is now really published at a 
loss, as copies to the value of £17,417 supplied 
to public departments were not included in 
the accounts, meaning a net loss—equivalent 
to a public subsidy—of £17,144 for the year 
1918-19. 

TRAVELLERS, inspectors, and branch news- 
paper office managers іп South Wales who аге 
members of the National Union of Printing 
and Paper Workers are demanding a mini- 
mum wage of £6 per week. That amount is 
already paid to the South Wales representa- 
tives of London newspapers.

Many subjects of interest to book-lovers 
are under discussion at the Annual Conference 
of the Library Association, which is being 
held in Norwich from September 6th-roth. 


Tue 35th annual conference of the Institute 
of Journalists is now proceeding, the venue 
being Newcastle-on-Tyne, where the meet- 
ings are being held in Armstrong College. 


Tue superannuation allowance of the Typo- 
graphical Association has been raised by 2s. 6d. 
a week. This, with the half-a-crown added 
some time ago, raises the sum paid in Grade 
I. to 15s. a week. 


IT is pointed out that British exports of 
stationery for the first seven months of this 
year have far exceeded in quantity the 
amount exported in the same period of 1913, 
the figure of 119,154 cwts. comparing with 
21,804 cwts. in the last completed pre-war 
peace period. 


THE Palestine Weekly (published in Jeru- 
salem) suggests that the Holy Land may 
become a valuable new source of supply for 
the paper industry. Papyrus grass grows 
luxuriantly in the country, and there are vast 
quantities of peat in the swampy districts of 
Northern Palestine. 


BRANCH secretaries of the Typographical 
Association are being circularised to obtain 
exact information as to the percentage of in- 
crease of house rents and rates in each district 
since 1914. Theinformation is sought for the 
meeting of the Industrial Council on Septem- 
ber 14th, when wages in relation to rents and 
costs of living will be discussed.

Why Not a Truce? 


REVIEWING the whole of the wages dispute 
in its developments up to the time of going 
{о press, we conclude that the time has come 
when it should be possible to call another 
truce, and proceed with negotiations of more 
comprehensive character than those of the 
past. The Manchester and Liverpool branches 
must surely have realised ere this that it is 
worse than useless to continue to demand, at 
the bayonet's point, preferential treatment for 
themselves regardless of the accepted prin- 
ciples of procedure and of the claims of the 
other workers in the industry Such con- 
tinuance can but further stiffen the backs of 
the employers (with the risk of extending the 
trouble to the rest of the country) and also 
alienate from the Lancashire branches the 
sympathies of the great mass of trades 
unionists—and incidentally administer a 
set-back to the whole cause of printing 
trades' unionism, while diminishing the pro- 


sperity of the craft at large. It seems clear 
that the masters' Federation and the Man- 
chester and Liverpool branches are alike pre- 
pared for a frank discussion on the position. 
Speaking to a Press representative on Tues- 
day, Mr. Hunt, secretary of the Manchester 
branch of the T.A., is reported. as saying: 
“ We feel at present that the Joint Industrial 
Council does not understand our position, 
and that its meetings are not helping in the 
least towards a settlemenf." But he also 
said: “If Mr. Holmes, or members of the 
Kindred Trades Federation, or members of 
the Joint Industrial Council would like to 
meet the members of the Manchester branch 
and endeavour to convince them that they 
are wrong, we shall be very pleased to arrange 
meetings for that purpose." Then, too, Mr. 
Nelson, secretary of the Liverpool branch, 
expressed himself thus: “ The master printers 
profess to want todoright. If so,let them de- 
monstrate the fact by actions as well as words. 
Surely some master printers have self-respect 
and must be ashamed of the niggardliness of 
pay to printers. Why not meet the represen- 
tatives of the various kindred trades and 
draw up a complete scheme of periodical ad- 
vances until the craft is put at the least ona 
level with other trades—say, the building 
trades? lf only conferences were fixed with 
this object in view, and definite promise given 
that such a scheme would be agreed to, I for 
one would do my utmost to secure peace until 
the deliberations came to an end." The 
masters hold that the conference already 
arranged for the 14th adequately meets the 
case. If the terms of reference suggested do 
not satisfy all parties cannot they be made to 
do so—and meanwhile an end be made of 
the gratuitous slow suicide of the Lancashire 
section of the printing industry ?

Lancashire and its News. 


ATTENTION is drawn, on our first literary 
page, to the serious consequences of the 
Manchester- Liverpool strike. The papers 
stopped are the Manchester Guardian, the 
Daily Dispatch, the Daily News (northern 
edition), the Liverpool Daily Post and Mercury, 
the Liverpool Courier, the Manchester Evening 
News, the Manchester Evening Chronicle, the 
Liverpool Echo, and the Liverpool Express. 
The strike also involves the whole of the 
jobbing printers of the two cities. Some of 
the papers affected have adopted temporary 
expedients for supplying the most important 
news to their customers. Notable among 
these is the miniature bulletin issued by the 
Manchester Guardian. This consists of six 


, 
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quarto pages of typed matter copied by the 
Roneo process and clipped together at the top 
left-hand corner. It is sold at 2d., and, 
though not much to look at, constitutes an 
admirable example of good journalism 
under difficulties. One London newspaper 
erroneously stated that this bulletin was 
being printed in London. The mistake was 
perhaps due to the fact that the proprietors 
have contrived to get the weekly edition of 
the Manchester Guardian printed by a London 
firm. The two Liverpool evening newspapers 
in co-operation produced on Tuesday evening 
.a single-sheet, full-sized newspaper, contain- 
ing à 5,000 words résumé of the day's news, by 
means of photozincography, without the use 
of printers' type and without involving any 
work ordinarily falling on compositors. The 
issue was stereotyped and printed in both 
offices in the ordinary way. 


© * * 
Paper Prices. 


PRICES show no sign of anything but a 


steady level or a very slight advance, so far 
as mill figures are concerned. There has 
certainly been a considerable decline in some 
of the prices asked by the wholesale trade, 
though taken altogether the selling figures 
are a very mixed lot. Whenever we are 
going to get on to steady levels and relative 
values it is impossible to say. Even to-day, 
according to the source from which one buys 
the paper, the price of the identical making 
may vary from 25 per cent. to 50 percent. Al- 
though this sort of thing may have worked out 
all right two yearsago when the price was ad- 
justed according to the anxious needs of the 
buyer. itis now time that paper was sold 
according to its cost and value. We are in- 
clined to think that some houses (speaking 
generally) have yet to forget some of the 
lessons learned during the war.

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Poper Workers Wages. 


Decision of industrial Court, 


The long.expected decision of the Indus- 
trial Court in regard to the application for 
increased wages and improved working con- 
ditions in the paper trade was issued 
last week. It will be remembered that 
Mr. D. C. Cummings heard the arguments on 
August 18th of the parties concerned—the 
National Union of Printing and Paper 
Workers and the Amalgamated Society of 
Papermakers on the one hand and the Em- 
ployers' Federation of Papermakers on the 
other. 

In July, 1919, the parties mentioned, after a 
conference under a neutral chairman ap- 
pointed by the Ministry of Labour, signed an 
agreement as to minimum rates and working 
conditions in the industry. This agreement 
was ratified on July 29th, 1919. In March, 
1920, certain questions as to its interpretation 
were the subject of a reference to the Indus- 
trial Court, and the decision of the Court 
upon that occasion was dated April 12th, 
1920. The agreement terminated on July 
28th, 1920. The reference of August 18th fol- 
lowed a series of conferences at which the 
parties endeavoured without success to arrive 
at a new agreement. The Court understand 
that their decision upon the present terms of 
reference will be embodied in any new agree- 
ment which may be negotiated. 

It is noted at the outset of the award that 
the claim for a regrading of the workers was 
withdrawn. 


The Argument. 


Coming to the points raised by the parties, 
the award states: “The unions base their 
claim for the most part upon the increase in 
the cost of living, and to some extent upon 
the argument that the adoption of the three- 
shift system has increased the opportunities 
for production at some expense to the com- 
fort of the worker. They urge also that the 
industry is in а prosperous condition, and 
that the workers as a body have loyally 
striven to keep up the output of the mills. 

“The employers submit that the amount of 
the advances claimed cannot be justified by 
the increase which has taken place in the cost 
of living since minimum rates were agreed to 
in July, 1919, and point out that the industry 
is already feeling the effects of foreign com- 
petition and that the volume of orders has 
recently seriously diminished. They urge 
strongly that any reduction of the number of 
hours worked would handicap them severely 
as against the foreign manufacturer." 


The Decision. 


The decision of the Court is as follows :— 

9. The claim for a reduction of the working 
hours per week has not been established, 
either for shift workers or day workers. With 
the proviso agreed to by the parties, and set 
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out in paragraph 3 hereof, the working week 
remains as laid down in the agreement of 
July, 1919. 

10. The minimum rates per hour shall be 
as follows:— 

A. ADULT MALE WOoRKERs.—Class I, 2s. ; 
class 2, shift workers, 15. 9d., day workers, 
1s. 71d. ; class 3, shift workers, 15. 7id., day- 
workers, Is. 53d. 

B. Boys AND YOUTHS.—14 years of age, 
5d.; 15,6d.; 16,73d.; 17, 9d.; 18, 1s. old.; 19, 
Is. 2d. ; 20, 18. 3d. 

C. GIRLS AND WOMEN.— 14 years of age, 
4id.; 15, sid.; 16, 7d.; 17, 8id.; 18 and 
over, Ioid. 

Juniors entering the tradeat 15 years or over 
must serve a probationary period of six 
months. The rates for probationers shall be 
one penny per hour less than the above rates 
for the first three months of their proba- 
tionary period, and one halfpenny per hour 
less for the second three months. At the end 
of six months they shall be placed on the rate 
laid down for their age. 

The rates for mills in Scotland, the West of 
England, and Ireland shall be, in the case of 
adult male workers, one penny per hour less, 


and in the case of juniors and women, one 


halfpenny per hour less than the rates set out 
above. 

The rate for adult male workers of class 1 
in coating mills shall be ad. per hour less than 
the rate laid down for that class. 

The above rates shall be substituted for the 
rates established by the agreement of July, 
1919, and any general advances obtained since 
July 29th, 1919, shall be merged in the new 
rates. 

Where a worker is paid a rate higher than 
the minimum rate for his class or age, he (or 
she) shall receive an advance equivalent to. 
the increase now made in the minimum rate 
for that class or age. 

II. Аз agreed between the parties, the new 
rates shall be paid for and from the first pay 
period beginning after July 28th, 1920. 

I2. Piecework prices shall be so fixed as to. 
yield to a worker of ordinary ability, working 
with reasonable diligence, not less than 20 
per cent. above the rate for a time worker of 
the same grade or age. Infixing thisrelation 
between the piece prices and the time rates, 
the Court have had regard to the fact that 
the time rates are consolidated rates, inclusive 
of all war advances. 

13. For all time worked between midnight 
Saturday and midnight Sunday double time 
shall be paid. For other oyertime the rates 
paid sball be those prescribed in the agree- 
ment of July, 1919. 

Pieceworkers working overtime or working 
on Sunday shall, in addition to their piece- 
work earnings, be paid the same extra pay- 
ment over the ordinary time rates as is re- 
ceived by time workers of the same grade for 
such work. 

I4. After twelve months' continuous service 
each worker shall receive one day's holiday 
per annum with pay for each two months of 
service thereafter in the year concerned, time- 
workers being paid at ordinary time rates 
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and pieceworkers on the basis of the average 
weekly piecework earnings, exclusive of over- 
time payments, of all workers of the same 
grade in the mill concerned. The period for 
which the average isto be calculated shall be 
such twelve consecutive weeks as may be 
agreed between the parties. 

These holidays тау be statutory holidays, 
local holidays, or such other days as may be 
determined by agreement between the 
workers and the employer or employers con- 
cerned. 

Nothing in this decision shall be allowed to 
affect adversely the position of any worker 
who is already enjoying, in the matter of 
holidays, more favourable conditions than 
are here laid down. 

15. A worker temporarily employed upon 
work in a higher grade than his assigned 
grade shall be paid while so employed 
at the rate for the higher grade, except 
where the higher grade concerned is Class I. 
of adult male workers, in which case he shall 
be paid at the rates recognised for workers 
serving their probationary period in that 
class; and a worker temporarily employed 
` upon work in a lower grade than his assigned 
grade shall continue to be paid the rate for 
his assigned grade while so employed. 

16. This decision applies to employees who 
are members of the Unionsconcerned in paper 
mills and coating mills, hand-made mills and 
board mills not being concerned. 

i7. Except as provided in paragraph 1I 
hereof, the Court's decision shall take effect 
from the date hereof. 


Existing Rates. 


In clause 6 the award sets out the 
existing position with regard to minimum 
rates of wages, the claim by the unions hav- 
ing been for an increase of 6d. per hour to all 
grades of male workers, with a specified 
minimum. Insetting out the present position, 
it is stated that the agreement of July, 1919, 
laid down that the working week should be, 
for shift- workers 132 hours for three shifts, and 
for day-workers 48 hours, and established 
minimum hourly rates for all classes of 
workers. In March and May, 1920,the workers 
obtained certain advances to cover the in- 
creased cost of living. 

The figures in thefollowing paragraph refer 
respectively (1) to the agreement of July, 1919, 
(2) since May, 1920, and (3) the present claim :

Norwegiun Poper Markl. 


A Quiet Demand and Firm Prices. 


, Mr. F. A. Marsden, Anglo-Norse Paper 
Agencies, Ltd., recently returned from a trip 
to Norway, where he visited a number of 
paper mills. Generally he found that while 
demand for paper was not very great from 
the United Kingdom, there were signs that 
the overseas market was reviving. here is, 
however, no prospect of any weakening of 
prices. A number of slight reductions have 
been made in certain papers which could well 
stand such treatment. Kraft mills, on the 
other hand, are all firm, while board mills 
continue in an even stronger position. With 
regard to mills making fine qualities, Mr. 
Marsden thinks there is a chance of even 
higher prices coming along than those now 
ruling. It is to be remembered that mills 
have all bought raw material at the present 
high prices for delivery into next year, some 
of them even to the end of that year. Even 
should demand, contrary to expectations, 
continue quiet or slump further, manufac- 
turers state that they would have to close 
down their machines, as they would not be 
able to make paper at lower figures than they 
are now asking, the cost of production being 
affected, not only by the price of pulp, but by 
the rates demanded for coal, chemicals, 
labour, and everything that goes to the 
making of paper. Coal, by the way, is being 
imported from Australia and China, while 
the amount from this country 15 inadequate, 
the quality also being a matter for criticism. 

So far as the labour position is concerned, 
employees are asking for an additional 4 kr. 
per day and negotiations in regard to this 
matter are now ata critical stage. Some of 
the mills are inclined to accede to the de- 
mand, but others are firm for refusal. | 

Mr. Marsden reports that the extensions 
and improvements which are being made at 
the Rena mill are progressing very satisfac- 
torily, and these will be completed in a few 
months, when the mill will be able to deliver, 
in addition to their usual qualities, higher 
grade boards. Jarlsberg are reported very 
busy and are now making banks of very high 
quality. Although well supplied with orders, 
these mills, like many others, are running on 
orders for the Norwegian Government. 

In view of the greater demand for Nor- 
wegian paper goods from other countries as 
compared with that from the United King- 
dom, the fear is expressed that there may bea 
repetition of what happened last autumn.

It is announced by the Joint Congressional 
Committee on Printing that the United States 
Government Printing Office will continue to 
purchase paper on the open market. ' The 
annual paper contracts are made on March 
ist by the Printing Office, but this year, 
owing to the high price of paper, the Joint 
Committee made contracts for six months 
only. The contract period is up on September 
ist, when all of the paper used by the 
Printing Office will be purchased on the open 
market. 

Because of the trouble that the Government 
Printing office is having in securing news- 
print and other paper, the committee has 
issued an order that limits to 25,000 copies 
any 16-page campaign speech which mem- 
bers of Congress desire to use in their political 
work this fall. 


THE CALENDAR.—Printers who produce 
calendars or almanacs will probably find 
some points of special interest in a pamphlet 
* The Calendar: Past, Present and Future," 
which has been compiled bv Mr. Abel Hey- 
wood, of the Manchester printing firm of Abel 
Heywood and Son, Ltd. This little book— 
published at half.a-crown— contains much 
interesting, useful and curious information 
appertaining to the calculation of dates and 
the construction of calendars. 


REVOLUTIONARY IMPOSITION SCHEME.—An 
American patentee, Mr. D. I. Winslow, of 
Boston, asks: “ Why not print all books in 
such a way that every page is a right-hand 
page?" He holds that if one has to read 
pages on one side of a book only, the read- 
ing, especially of big, heavy volumes, will be 
less fatiguing, not only to the eyes, head, and 
neck, but also to the arms and hands. Mr. 
Winslow's idea is to print a book so that you 
read straight ahead from right-hand page to 
right-hand page, these being numbered conse- 
cutively ; then, when you have read through 
to the lastright-hand page, you turn thebook 
upside down and continue reading as before 
— what in ordinary books are left-hand pages 
now being right-hand pages. 

Соме Tuse MAKERS' WaAGES.- In connec- 
tion with the strike of cone tube makers in 
the Oldham and Rochdale districts, which 
continued in operation 13 weeks, a conference 
has been held at the Ministry of Labour be- 
tween representatives of the Employers’ 
Federation and the General Workers' Union. 
As a result, an agreement has been reached 
which provides for the payment of the fol- 
lowing wages:— Skilled workers, 905. per 
week ; semi-skilled, 77s. 6d.; labourers, 73s. 
6d.; female machine workers, 57s.; other 
female workers over 18 years of age, 475.; and 
boys and girls to receive proportionate ad- 
vances. These rates are to come into force on 
October ist. The Printing and Paper Workers’ 
Union, many of whose members are on strike, 
have not, it is stated, accepted the terms.

Type Composing Machines. 

Mr. J. T. Gibbons has patented an inven- 
tion whereby a line of separate types is pro- 
duced from a composed line of matrices at 
one operation of the meta! pump by means of 
division pieces which form partitions in the 
mould and are released automatically by the 
depression of the character and space keys 
so as to be assembled alternately with the 
matrices and spacers Division pieces of the 
form shown in Fig. 2 are contained in a box 
at the rear of the assembler and are released 
by a reciprocating tongue or eccentric actu- 
ated by a bar 2, Fig. 8, resting in slots in the 
escapement rods 1. Alternatively, the bar 2 
may rest on pins projecting from the rods 1 


or may be operated by the key-rods Io, the 
keyboard cams 12, 12¢, the sparrows 11, 11^, or 
the key.levers. To allow for the varying 
number of matrices and division pieces in the 
line, the assembler slide bar is constructed in 
two relatively sliding sections 5, 6, Fig. 4, 
which are connected by escapement or like 
mechanism 4 operated by the bar 2, so that 
the front section 5 of theslide bar is advanced 
a step at each release of a division piece. The 
added width of the division pieces is also cen- 
veyed to the vice jaws and to the mould by 
gearing or escapement mechanism. The 
mould consists of top, bottom, and end pieces 
which open to admit the projecting parts of 
the division pieces, and also to permit of 
ejection of thetype. The division pieces are 
provided with distributing teeth similar to 
those of thé matrices, but at a lower level, so 
that they are left behind by the second eleva- 
tor and are engaged by a special carrier bar 


which conveys them to their magazine. The 
Provisional Specifications state also that, as 
the width of the mould will be much greater 
than usual in type-casting machines, a metal 
pump with a plunger of elliptical form is 
used, or a number of plungers geared together 
or operated independently may be employed. 
Provisional Specification 6153/19 states that 
the metal pot mouthpiece is provided with 
holes of extended form to prevent their being 
eovered by the ends of the division pieces. 


Making Paper Boxes. 

Mr. A. E. Shill has patented an invention 
whereby collapsible paper, cardboard, leather, 
and like light boxes adapted for carrying by 
means of a cord er loop are provided with a 
reinforced bottom, and with aprons or brac- 
ing members around the mouth, one of which 
is springy and serves for the attachment of 

"the lid. A double blank, connected at its side 
edges, is creased as shown in Fig. 1, and is slit 
along the lines 8, з. The blank is folded back 
on the line т, t, and the parts a opened out- 
wards, the parts a!, a* at the same time turn- 
ing inwards and being locked together by 


inter-engagement of the slits 9, as shown in 
Fig. 5, so as to form the inner portion of the 
bottom of the box. A blank of cardboard, 
etc. is then affixed to the parts a!, as, and the 
flaps a are folded over on to it and secured by 
adhesive. The blank is then reversed and 
opened out into a box-like form, Fig. 8,and the 
top corners are bent inwards on the lines 4, 6, 
5, 6 and secured by adhesive so as to form an 
apron or bracing structure a’, а*, а°. The lid 
b is attached to the part a? by means of slits 
12 near its ends and is fixed by adhesive. The 
lid is held raised by the action of the parts 
а”. А сога 14 having a handle 15 is passed 
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through holes то in the part a* and engaged 
in slits 11 in the lid. The box is closed x 
pulling on the cord so that the upper edge b 
of the lid and the part a* are brought into 
contact as shown in Fig.9. The box is col- 
lapsed by pushing in the ends, the lid at the 
same time turning back. 


Sizing Paper. 

An invention dealing with the sizing of 
paper by means of mixtures of colloid sub- 
stances with sodium silicate and precipitation 
of the mixture by acid reagents, forms the 


subject of a German patent granted to Dr. 


Max Muller, of Finkenstein. 

The invention consists in the precipitation 
of the sizing substances of the mixture of 
solution of colloic matter with water glass 
solutions, by the addition of acids or acid 
salts, especially of alumina combinations or 
mixtures of the same, partially or entirely 
beforeadditiontothestuff. Thereby the glue— 
silica—aluminacombination, even before being 
stirred into the paper-stuff, is formed and im- 
parts specially valuable character to the 
paper. Brilliancy, handle and fullness are 
increased, probably due to the coating of the 
paper fibres with the silicon sizing. The 
noticeable binding of the loading substances 
is another favourable. condition that dis- 
tinguishes the process. In addition to this 
the screen water losses are considerably 
reduced. The process is particularly adapted 
for the production of valuable papers. 


In carrying out the process, a solution of 
animal glue in the proportion of about 1 part 
glue to 6 parts water, is made in the customary 
manner, and the solution, while still warm, 
mixed with a specially made solution of 
water glass composed of | part water glass, of 
about 38 degs. Be. and 8 parts of water. 
When cooled, to the still luid mixture, for 
instance, a solution of sulphate of alumina is 
added, stirring vigorously until a considerable 
portion or the whole of the glue silicon com- 
bination has been precipitated. It is better 
not to effect the complete precipitation. At 
any rate care must be taken to avoid the use 
of an excess of precipitant. 

[n corresponding manner, with mixtures of 
starch, casein, rosin, wax, humus acids, etc., 
practical preparations can be made, or such 
colloid sizing materials used alone. The 
special production of the size, before the addi- 
tion of the paper mass, must always be the 
most important. 


After the mixing of the sizing кийаш 
with the beating engine stuff, the latter 
with the addition of alumina salt solu- 
tion, etc., in the ordinary manner, is brought 
to a weak acid reaction, provided an acid 
reaction does not exist on introduction and 
after subsequent mixing. 

In the production of durable paper size, it 
is advisable to`add the anti-putrefactive sub- 
stances to the paper size water glass mixture, 
and not till after that to proceed to the pre- 
cipitation. 
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Charge of “Constitutional Blacklegging."' 


Some Considerations in regard to Lancashire 
Work being Done Outside the Strike Area. 


The term “ Blackleg "— primarily indicating 
a very objectionable form of disease in cattle, 
and, secondly, meaning a swindler or cad— 
came naturally enough to be used by strikers 
as an opprobrious term designating a work- 
man who allowed himself to be used as a 
strike-breaker by accepting work against the 
conditions of which his fellow workers had 
protested by downing tools. Blackleg labour 
has, of course, constituted one of the chief 
difficulties in the way of the progress of trade 
unionism, its presence tending to render in- 
nocuous the unionists' principal weapon, the 
strike. Thus it is not surprising that trades 
unionists should be highly sensitive on the 
subject of substituted labour, and should be 
quick to resent anything that seems to 
be a violation of the important principle 
involved. 

A somewhat ticklish case in point is pre- 
sented in connection with the current strike 
of the Manchester and Liverpool branches of 
the T.A. It will beremembered that the chief 
difficulty comprised in the latest phase of the 
Lancashire dispute is the breach between the 
local branches and the T.A. Executive, the 
strike having been declared in defiance of the 
instructions of the Executive. This led the 
Printing and Kindred Trades Federation, 
after the important meeting of the Joint In- 
dustrial Council reported last week, to issue a 
manifesto, which said of the Manchester and 
Liverpool branches of the T.A. that, “ what- 
ever may be said in justification of the strike, 
it cannot be denied that they are refusing to 
carry out the instructions of their Association, 
and are doing much to discredit the authority 
of that body.” The manifesto went on to 
say that although it had been arranged that 


a conference should be held on September 
14th, “Manchester and Liverpool, neverthe- 
less, determined to endeavour to force prefer- 
ential treatment without waiting for two 
weeks for the conference at which their in- 
terests would be represented as part of the 

“Typographical Association. This attitude is 
not approved by the Executive Council of the 
Typographical Association or by any other 
of the unions catering for other sections of 
the trade, who view the strike as being an 
action of peculiar indifference to the interests 
of others." 

Such being the position, it is easy to under- 
stand how the Workers' Panel of the J.I.C. 
was able to concur in the Council's issuing 
the following resolution :— 

“That this Joint Industrial Council regret 
that the Typographical Association is unable 
to give adequate assurance that their Associa- 
tion will take satisfactory steps to terminate 
the dispute at Manchester and Liverpool. 
This creates grave difficulties for both sides 
of the Council. This Council urges the re- 
presentatives of the trade union to take im- 

: mediate and effective steps to bring the dis- 
pute to an end, and also to help in producing 
work for Manchester and Liverpool." 

It is the final clause of this resolution that 
raises a " blacklegging" charge. Mr. Hunt, 
the secretary of the Manchester branch of the 
T.A. is reported as having issued an official 
pronouncement, in which he permits himself 
the use of very vigorous language. On the 
strength of this final clause Mr. Hunt callsthe 
Joint Industrial Council “а danger and a dis- 
ruptive influence, not only to the printing 
trade, but to trade unionism generally," and 
he further appeals to all trades unionists to 


о 


«esist what he calls " constitutional black- 
legging.” 

it is much to be regretted that anyone 
should attempt to cast discredit on the Joint 
Industrial Council. Those who know best 
the difficulty and complexity of present-day 
negotiations between masters and men in the 
printing industry, know that the J. I. C. has 
already rendered invaluable service in the 
interests of the trade as a whole, and they 
look to still greater future usefulness before 
this Council. We think that Mr. Hunt, when 
he gets time for cool reflection, will regret 
havingevermadetheseun warranted assertions. 

Where is the “disruptive influence " to be 
found? The tactics of the Manchester and 
Liverpool branches have certainly threatened 
disruption in the T. A. On the other hand, 
the thanks of trade unionists are due to the 
J. I. C. for much successful effort in the direc- 
tion of countering the disruptive tendencies 
in the union ranks. 

Before the war the advocates of “free 
labour " did much to hinder trades unionism, 
claiming that the man clever enough to 
obtain better than average terms for his 
labour had a right to stand alone, refusing to 
be governed by the decisions of the majority, 
and letting the workmen of merely average 
ability shift for themselves. Who, then, was 
the disruptive influence—the "free labour " 
exponent or the trades unionist ? Obviously 
the former. And the Lancashire T.A. branches, 
in striking to obtain for themselves separate 
and preferential treatment, regardless of 
agreeinents, and in opposition to the decisions 
ot the majority of their fellow unionists—is it 


not they that are the present-day disrup- 
| 


ionists ? 

Trade unionists throughout the country 
who are being asked to support the strikers 
by refusing to touch Lancashire work should 
think twice about the matter. Seen by our 
representative the other day, Mr. A. E. Holmes, 
secretary of the Printing and Kindred Trades 
Federation, expressed some surprise at the 
attitude adopted towards the dispute by cer- 
tain chapels and local federations. ‘ There is 
‚а natural tendency,” he said, “for our socie- 
ties, aS organisations, to do nothing that 
would interfere with the opportunities of any 
local section to improve its position. But 
what some of them seem to be losing sight of 
is the fact that Manchester and Liverpool are 
endeavouring to superimpose conditions upon 
а recent national agreement. Were this en- 
.deavour to be successful, he added, "two 
effects would be likely to follow: those 
branches would be less keen to fight side by 
side with their fellows throughout the coun- 
try, and so the negotiating influence on the 
men's side would be decreased, and the voice 
of the.employers from that district would, on 
account-of the comparatively high rates they 
would be paying, nave a restraining influence 
upon the rest of the country in respect of con- 
ceding adequate advances to Labour." 

Thisis morethanastrike forincreased wages; 
it is a strike to obtain for local branches of a 
trade union the licence, in vital matters of 
wages and conditions, to take drastic action 
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independently of their national executive, 
without regard to the interests of their fellows 
in the rest of the country. It is for thisreason 
that it isa “danger and a disruptive influence" 
in the organisation of the industry. It is in 
fact a menace to collective bargaining. 

The strength of a trade union depends upon 
its solidarity. It must say of all its branches, 
as of its individual membership, " united we 
stand; divided we fall." To allow local 
sections to defy the delared will of the union 
as a whole is to invite disintegration. There- 
fore to obey the injunction of the Joint Indus- 
trial Council in regard to the doing of work 
sent out of the strike area cannot in this case 
rightly be called blacklegging. То do such 
work is not to steal the jobs of those on strike, 
and it is not to contribute towards the break- 
ing of a trade union ; on the contrary it is to 
assist in maintaining the unity of a union 
threatened with disruption from within, and 
thus is entirely consistent with loyal trades 
unionism. 
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Canadian railway conditions can be 
glimpsed by means of a tale that is worth 
telling, says the representative of the Finan- 
cial News at the Imperial Press Conference in 
Canada. We have been frequently and 
sternly warned that our special trains must 
depart to the minute at their scheduled time, 
and that there can be ne waiting foranybody. 
While we paused at Woodstock for half an 
hour, to exchange handgrips and good wishes 
with the good folks of the town, the two 
Labour delegates (Mr. T. E. Naylor and Mr. 
G. A. Isaacs) strolled up the street on explora- 
tion bent. During their absence the train 
pulled out, and they were left behind. The 
report of their misfortune found the resource- 
ful Canadians undismayed. They were ad- 
vised to take a motor and race the train till 
they caught it. This they did, winning the 
contest, I believe, after a run of about fifteen 
miles. The motor driver, learning the iden- 
tity of his clients, declined to accept any fare. 
Messrs. Naylor and Isaacs are fain to admit 
that they never knew what fast motoring was 
until they put a Canadian chauffeur en his 
mettle in a tussle with the locomotive. The 
rest of us knowing the condition of the aver- 
age Canadian road, are in no way anxious to 
share their experience. We desire to return 
horne as entities, not as fragments.

The Secretary reported that at the January 
meeting the Dublin Centre had been given 
six months in which to bring their member- 
ship upto the required number. In view of 
the prevailing conditions in Ireland, the 
council recommended that in the circum- 
stances at present existing in Dublin a fur- 
ther six months grace be allowed, and this 
was unanimously agreed to. 


Visit to Lanston Monotype Works. 


The General Secretary, Mr. Whittle, an- 
nounced the arrangement which had been 
made by the Lecture and Entertainment 
Committee for a visit to the Lanston Mono- 
type Corporation works at Redhill on Satur- 
day, September 25th. As mentioned in our 
last issue, motor coaches will leave at 9 a.m. 
from De Keyser's Hotel, Victoria Embank- 
ment, and after an inspection of the mach- 
inery and workshops at Redhill, the party | 
will be entertained to luncheon on the estate 
by the Lanston Monotype Corporation, with 
Lord Askwith in the chair. 


Salaries and Notices. 


Mr. Whittle reported what had transpired 
with regard to the conference with the 
Federation of Master Printers in reference to 
salaries and notices. Не said it was a 
pleasure to report that the interview for which 
they had been waiting had at last taken 
place. He had spoken to Mr. Goodwin 
several times last week and requested him to | 
arrange for the interview so that he (Mr. 
Whittie) might be able to announce some- 
thing that evening. Accordingly, that 
morning a deputation, consisting ot Mr. S. M. 
Bateman, Mr. G. H. T. Freeman, Mr. H. R. 
Whipps, Mr. J. N. Poole, Mr. F. Seeley and 
himself, met for the first time on record the 
National Federation of Master Printers, and 
he might say that they received them very 
well. They listened to all the arguments put 
forward, first in regard to the notice question, 
and then in reference to salaries. After de- 
liberating fortwo hours the employers con- 
sidered the position in private and then. 
announced their decisions. With regard to 
the salaries question, they stated that if there 
was any member of the Association who was 
not being treated fairly according to present- 
day conditions he should let the general 
secretary know and he would communicate 
with Mr. Goodwin in confidence, and the 
matter would be taken up with the employer 
in question. Mr. Whittle thought they could 
not hope for anything better than that. There 
was a direct promise that if any member of 
the Association was not receiving a sufficient 
salary he was to mention the fact to the 
general secretary, and the employers under- 
took to have it remedied. In the matter of 
notices, the Federation of Master Printers 
had given them a promise that at the first real 
opportunity they would take up the question. 

Mr. Poole, who was introduced by the 
president as the “ so-called Senior Officer ” of 
the Association, intimated that it was claimed 
that the president of the Parent Association 
was the Senior Officer. Proceeding to deal 
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with the matter of the deputation, he said 
they were very strong in Liverpool on the 
notice question. They had thrashed the 
matter out for three hours on the previous 
Friday night, when one of their members 
insisted that the overseers should not be 
brought into strikes or lock-outs. They 
were there to preserve the balance. He knew 
in Liverpool they were not going to come out 
under the month. They were not out to 
fight. There was nothing yet which could 
not be settled by negotiation. With regard 
to their own Association, they were bent upon 
making it a force that would be felt, and they 
were not going to be misled either by their 
own members or by the employers. They 
were a class by themselves. In conclusion, 
Mr. Poole expressed appreciation of the at- 
tention and kindness which had been shown 
to him while he had been in London, and in 
eulogising the work of Mr. Whittle he de- 
scribed that gentleman as a noble successor 
of Mr. Moyce. 


Recognition. 

. Mr. Seeley, who thought it was like old 
times being in that room again, pointed out 
that while the employers had offered to assist 
them, they made it quite clear that the over- 
seers and managers must also do some work. 
They intimated clearly that it was their duty 
once again to approach the two societies (the 
lithographers and the T.A.) in reference to 
the notice question, in order to get them to 
fall into line. Mr. Seeley commented upon 
the fact that the Association had been recog- 
nised by the employers, and they had gone 
that day tothe highest tribunal. He wished 
to propose a resolution that the council make 
overtures to the two societies with the object 
of pointing out to them the error of their 
ways, and submitting the views of the P. M. 
and O.A. On the question of salaries, the 
speaker asked what was to be the position in 
the event of further increases being made. It 
had been pointed out to the masters that 
whatever rate was granted to the men, 50 per 
cent. over that flat rate should be given to all 
overseers, so that instead of going cap in 
hand to their employers, they should in future 
receive as a right that 50 per cent. on top of 
any increase. If the employers would agree 
to that pro rata grant to overseers, then, he 
thought, their work that day would bear good 
fruit. (Applause). 

Mr. Bateman thought the members of the 
Association ought to be extremely obliged to 
some the members of the deputation for the 
way they had put the case forward. Mr. 
Whipps had read a brilliant essay, in which 
he put forward the views of the committee, 
and Mr. Freeman presented a very telling case 
in point. Their gratitude was also due to 
Mr. Poole and Mr. Seeley for the way in which 
they had dealt with the notice question. 
which affected the provincial centres most. 
The employers had treated them in a most 
gentlemanly manner, and their chairman inti- 


mated how much they valued the services of - 


their overseers and managers. 
Mr. Whipps agreed that the deputation had 
accomplished a good deal, and it remained 


with their members to do the rest. It came to 
this, that if an individual member had any 
cause of complaint whatever, he had to write 
to the secretary, who, in turn, would commu- 
nicate with the secretary of the masters' Fed- 
eration, and the question would be dealt 
with. 

Mr. Freeman was convinced they had made 
a step in the right direction, having now got 
some tangible recognition of their Associa- 
tion from the employers' side. They had 
discussed the matter as man to man, and per- 
sonally he came away very gratified with the 
result of the conference. Nothing but good 
could be the outcome of such a round table 
talk, both to the employers and to the over- 
seers. 

The President remarked upon the splendid 
character of the report presented, and a reso- 
lution on the lines indicated by Mr. Seeley 
was seconded by Mr. Gray, and adopted 
unanimously. 

Mr. Pugh thought the members should ex- 
press their deep gratitude and thanks to the 
deputation for the splendid efforts they had 
made, and he moved a resolution accord- 
ingly. 

Mr. Phillips seconded, and it was carried 
unanimously. 

The rest of the evening was devoted to a 
vocal and instrumental concert arranged by 
the Lecture and Entertainment Committee. 
In addition to the rendering of a number of 
part songs by the Mayfair Singers, the efforts 
of the following gentlemen were thoroughly 
appreciated: — Messrs. Sydney Ballinger, 
Bertram Taylor, Harold Freeman and Thomas 
Catling. 

Messrs. Burton, Forder and Seeley returned 
thanks to the stewards and artistes, and a very 
good meeting was brought to a close by the 
company joining hands and singing “ Auld 
Lang Syne."

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Points from Newcastie Proceedings. 


Delegates to the 35th annual conference of 
the Institute of Journalists—opened in the 
King's Hall, Armstong College, Newcastle- 
on-Tyne, on Wednesday of last week—num- 
bered 65; they came trom all the principal 
centres of the British Isles, and represented a 
total membership of 2,119. . 

The conference commenced with a civic 
welcome by the Lord Mayor of Newcastle 
(Councillor Walter Lee), who afterwards 
entertained the members of the Institute at 
luncheon at the County Hotel. 


Newcastie Newspapers. 


Speaking at the luncheon, Mr. F. Hinde, a 
vice-president of the [nstitute, made some in- 
teresting references to Newcastle journalism. 
In the course of his remarks he recalled that 
it was in Newcastle that a paper, which was 
very dear to some of them as boys, was pub- 
lished—the old Weekly Chronicle—a paper 
that wasrun upon lines of the greatest interest 
to the young and studiously inclined man. It 
published from week to week columns of 
questions that were put by readers and an- 
swered by other readers. А more interesting 
and a more profitable feature from the 
reader's standpoint never existed in any paper. 
He had in his store at home column upon 
column, pasted up and indexed, of extracts 
from the old Weekly Chronicle—extracts which 
in interest had never been exceeded from that 
time to the present. A newspaper published 
on those lines to-day would not be a finan- 
cial success, but it would confer a great benefit 
upon the readers. 

Sir Arthur Sutherland—now the proprietor 
of all save one of the newspapers published 
in Newcastle—supplemented the Lord Mayor's 
welcome to the city. “ Му business has been 
shipowning," observed Sir Arthur. “Iam 
new to the business of journalism, but I am 
led to believe," he added amid laugnter, “ that 
shipowning is a much more profitable busi- 
ness than I anticipate journalism to be.” He 
thanked the vice-president for his kindly re- 
ference to the Newcastle newspapers, and 
stated that the Newcastle Weekly Chronicle 
was, like "Johnnie Walker," still running. 
(Laughter.) 

At the afternoon session, Mr. J. Horton, 
Birmingham, moved that the Conference re- 
affirm the Birmingham resolution of last year, 
claiming double pre-war remuneration for 
journalists, and double pre- war lineage 
rates. 

'The resolution was adopted. 


Whitley Council for Journalists. 
The possible formation of a Whitley Coun- 
cil for the journalistic profession is presaged 
in the following resolution, which was 
carried :— 
“That the Executive have agreed with the 
Ministry of Labour to the following condi- 


tions as to the formation of a Joint Industrial 
Council: That any organisation of journal- 
ists’ representation in the constitution of a 
Joint Council shall provide that no member— 
whether or not he be a fully-qualified pro- 
fessional journalist— who for the time being 
is an employer of journalists or has control 
of the appointment or dismissal of journal- 
ists, shall be qualified to represent it on such 
council or to take part in any proceedings 
relating to the representation on such council 
or to the instruction of its representatives as 
to their action regarding questions affecting 
the remuneration of employee journalists and 
the conditions of their employment Re- 
solved: That the decision on the question 
whether proprietors, being owners, partners in 
firms, or directors of companies owning news- 
papers, shall be transferred to a special class 
or grade, be deferred until the receipt by the 
Institute of the result of the negotiations." 


Care of Historic Documents. 


An interesting discussion on the need for 
greater care in the official treatment of public 
records was introduced by Mr. Henry R. 
Tedder, secretary and librarian of the London 
Athenaeum, in a paper on the report of the 
Public Records Commission. Many charges 
were made alleging gross negligence in the 
matter, and wholesale destruction of historic 
documents by their official custodians.

The Daily Herald hasbeen asking readersif it 
should accept £75,000 of Russian money, 
which has been collected by “The Third Inter- 
national," and placed at the disposal of Mr. 
F. Meynell for acceptance by his paper if it 
cared to accept the money as an uncondi- 
tional gift. The Herald declares that the 
financial position which this money was in- 
tended to meet has arisen, and adds: “The 
ever-increasing costs of production, and the 
political shyness of advertisers, despite our: 
370,000 circulation, make it necessary for us 
at once to double the price of the paper with- 
out this help." 

On Wednesday the Herald published the 
following resolution, passed by the board of 
directors :—“ We, the directors of the Daily 
Herald, Ltd., declare that we had no know- 
ledge of any money offered to the Daily 
Herald from the Third International; but 
now that the fact is brought to our know- 
ledge we decide not to accept the offer. We 
hold the strong faith that the British Labour 
Movement and all loyal readers of the Daily 
Herald recognise the ever.increasing value 
of the Daily Herald to the movement, and will 
support the paper to the full extent of its 
financial requirements."

The advertising is being done in substantial 
fashion, big  full- page advertisements 
having appeared in several of the most 
important newspapers of the United States.

"Your printer is the one best qualified to 
select the right paper for the particular job. 
He is in a position to help you effect real 
economies—improve quality —bring results.” 

" Note.—In general where the term ' printer 
is used in this announcement, it refers not 
only to the printer who does flat bed and 
rotary work, but also to the offset printer, the 
lithographer, the engraver,and the stationer.

Current Topics. 


To-day's Hopes for Lancashire. - 

Now In itsthird week, the disputeintheLan- 
cashire district causes the printing industry to 
present a sorry spectacle, despite our boasted 
organisational pre-eminence. As we go to 
press, however, there are welcome signs of a 
possible return to more normal conditions, 
and we have hopes that, ere to-day (Thursday) 
is over the trade union ranks may have been 
restored to something like unity, and the way 
cleared for the intended national conference. 
After the meeting of representatives of the 
Printing and Kindred Trades Federation, the 
Executive of the Typographical Association, 
and representatives of the Workers’ Panel of 
the Joint Industrial Council for the Printing 
Trades held at Portsmouth last Thursday, the 
following statement was issued : " The Execu- 
tive Committee of the Typographical Asso- 
ciation is agreed that, as the Manchester and 
Liverpool branches have refused to work, and 
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having regard to the repeated instructions of 
the Executive Committee to resume normal 
conditions, the Executive Committee raises 
no objection to members of other branches 
doing work in Manchester and Liverpool. It 
is also agreed that . . the Parliamentary 
Committee of the Trades Union Congress be 
requested to preside over a conference be- 
tween the Committee of Manchester and 
Liverpool, and the representatives of the 
Executive Committee of the Association, in 
the hope that branches will recede from their 
position and accept the authority of the T.A. 
Executive Committee." Accordingly, a de- 
putation from the Parliamentary Committee 
of the Trades Union Congress, composed of 
Mr. A. А. Purcell and Mr. E. Poulton, con- 
ferred at Manchester on Monday with the 
Executive Council of the Typographical 
Association and Liverpool branches. Aftera 
Sitting of three hours the conference ad- 
journed until to-day (Thursday), when the 
full Executive of the Typographical Associa- 
tion are to be present. 


A New Development, 


THE Council of the Federation of Master 
Printers met in London yesterday to 
consider the position in regard to the Man- 
chester and Liverpool dispute and also an 
application which has been received for an 
advance in wages from the Printing and 
Kindred Trades Federation. In this applica- 
tion the newspaper employers are asked to 
consider a settlement, apart from the general 
printing trade employers, by granting to their 
staffs an advance of 10s. per week dating from 
August 28th. The matter is being conducted 
formally through the brarfch committee, upen 
whose advice no move is to be made until 
after the conclusion of to-day's conference 
arranged by the T.U.C. 


The Emergency News-Sheets. 


“ A ciTY afflicted by a sort of social and 
communal deafriess and dumbness," is one of 
last week's descriptions of newspaperless 
Manchester. But the deafness and dumbness 
that at first afflicted both Manchester and 
Liverpool are now much mitigated, the most 
important items of every day’s news being 
conveyed to the public by means of news- 
sheets produced without the aid of composi- 
tors. The indispensable Manchester Guardian 
was early in the field with duplicated type- 
written sheets produced by Roneo and Ges- 
tetner processes. Then came the notable step 
of the Liverpool evening papers who, as we 
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briefly chronicled last week, called in the aid 
the process engraver. We have since seena 
copy of the Liverpool Echo and Express, the 
single-sheet newspaper, printed without the 
aid of compositors, which, as indicated in our 
last issue, was produced by the two Liverpool 
evening papers, the Liverpool Echo and the 
Liverpool Evening Express as a strike ex- 
pedient. The matter was typed on ordinary 


typewriters, then photographed, and zinc pro- А 


cess blocks made. Stereotyping followed as 
usual, and the edition was run off on the 
rotary machines without diminution of speed. 
The chief drawback is the very shallow relief 
obtained in the stereo by this method, shal- 
lowness which results in slight printing of the 
edge of the plate in places. On the whole, 
however, the resultant news-sheet is a 
very respectable-looking production. Of full 
newspaper size, with a suitable artist-drawn 
title at head, a neat make-up, and type which 
for the most part is cleanly reproduced, this 
historic makeshift is a very creditable piece of 
work. The editors present її аз“ ап interesting 
achievement— the first utilisation of this com- 
bination of typewriting, engraving and print- 
ing applied to the production of a daily paper."

German Supplies. 


GERMANY figures as supplying the British 
market during July with 17,288 cwts. of 
“ printing and writing paper in large sheets," 
31,102 cwts. of packings and wrappings, in- 
cluding tissue paper, and 4,068 cwts. of coated 
papers, the respective values being / 44,336, 
£106,715 and £19,967. For the seven months 
ended July the receipts of paper from Ger- 
many included: Printing and writing paper, 
59,198 cwts. (valued at /163,939); packings 
and wrappings, 132,711 cwts. (£395,434); and 
coated papers, 19,248 cwts. (£90,446). Un- 
doubtedly the German trade campaign in this 
country is showing signs of greater activity 
The competition is not so pronounced in the 
paper trade as some other industries, where 
prices are reported considerably below those 
of the British manufacturer. The quality of 
German paper that has come on the market 
has not been altogether satisfactory, but we 
know that numerous selling agents of German 
paper and paper goods have tried to secure 
the assistance of the principal trade journals, 
but so far none of these papers has removed 
the ban on advertisements for German goods. 
This is a big handicap to the German cam- 


paign.

In the absence of Sir Frank Newnes, who is 
in Canada attending the Imperial Press Con- 
ference, the Right Hon. Lord Riddell, who is 
vice-chairman of the company, presided at 
the twenty-third annual ordinary general 
meeting of Geo. Newnes, Ltd., last week, and 
reported a very successful year's working. 

Referring to the paper difficulty, he said 
that happily the firm started the year with 
large stocks of paper bought at comparatively 
low prices, but had found it necessary, in com- 
mon with other publishers, to increase the 
selling price of several of their publications. 
He mentioned that a site for new works had 
been acquired in Hatfield-street, Stamford- 
street, but before building operations had 
been commenced an opportunity occurred to 
purchase the business of an established con- 
cern known as the London Colour Printing 
Co., Ltd., with works at Exmoor-street, 
Notting Hill. Messrs. C. Arthur Pearsen, 
Ltd., with whom Messrs. Newnes work in 
close alliance, had also found it necessary to 
make fresh arrangements in connection with 
their printing, and it was therefore arranged 
that the two companies should jointly acquire 
the undertaking of the London Colour. The 
purchase was completed in December, 1919. 
In June last the assets of the London Colour 
were transferred to a new company known as 
the Newnes and Pearson Printing Co., Ltd. 
That company, for the purpose of develop- 
ment, in June last made an issue of £150,000 
debentures, secured upon its assets and upon 
the joint guarantee of George Newnes, Ltd., 
and C. Arthur Pearson, Ltd. The issue was 
largely over-subscribed. Additional build- 
ings were now in course of construction.

As previously mentioned in these pages, 
linotype machines have from time to time 
been installed in liners and battleships. An 
indication of the satisfactory results of this 
special application of printing machinery is 
to be found in the fact that an unusually 
large order for installations of this description 
has just been placed by the Navy Department 
of the United States, which has ordered eleven 
multiple-magazine linotypes to be installed 
in variousships now in commission. In com- 
mon with similar installations, these ma- 
chines will be employed on the composition 
of Orders of the Day, Manuals of Gunnery 
and Seamanship, Records, etc. 

Linotypes are satisfactorily operated on 
board ship during all kinds of weather, and 
it is said that even the vibration caused by 
firing broadsides, volleys, and salvos during 
target practice in no way interferes with the 
satisfactory operations of these machines. 

It is interesting to recall that when linotypes 
were first installed on board ship it was con- 
sidered desirable to swing them in a cradle. 
Nowadays, however, all the machines in- 
stalled are bolted to thefloor. Itis not neces- 
sary to arrange any guy ropes to hold the 
machines steady, as the bolts have proved 
quite satisfactory in holding machines firm 
at all times. These linotypes are equipped 
with electric pots and are driven by individual 
electric motors.

Feeding Sheets. 


An invention by Mr. L. Martin consisting of 
a device for automatically separating sheets 
from a pile, and depositing them on an in- 
clined feed board of a printing, etc., machine, 
comprises a pair of arms carrying suction de- 
vices which separate the sheets and feed them 
to grippers on chains which are driven by 
bevel gearing from the shaft which actuates 
the suction arms. The sheets are separated 
from a pile a!, Fig. 1, on a table a by means of 
suction nozzles s?°, Fig. 7, carried in arms s? of 
members s pivoted to the outer bars e of two 


sets of bars which are freely mounted on 
the main shaft d and are connected by mem- 
bers f, f* which form supports for shafts h of 
bevel gearing which transmits motion from 
the shaft d to the sprockets o, a, 0?, 0°, Fig. 2, 
of gripper chains п, n', which forward the 
separated sheets over the table b which directs 
the sheets to the printing machine. The sup- 
ports f, f are extended to form guides for the 
spindles k, k' of the sprockets о, o? and to re- 
ceive bars l, l! which support inclined spindles 
m. m! of the sprockets o! o? respectively. The 
nozzles 51° are connected to pumps s*, Fig. 7, 
the pistons of which are actuated by connect- 
ing-rods 5%, and cranks s? and the whole 
suction devices are oscillated by cams s? 
which are adjustable on the shafts k so as to 
permit the time of action to be varied. They 
are set so that the suction occurs just as the 
nozzles are raised, and so as to free the sheets

as soon as these are taken by grippers f, pı on 
the chains n, n. The grippers are constructed 
as shown in Fig. 4, and comprise plates f?, р? 
connected to the chains, spring-controlled 
rods p°? which normally press the rounded 
ends p° of the grippers on to the plates p*, and 
rounded upper arms p*° which are actuated 
by fixed abutments n, r?, 7°, * to open the 
grippers momentarily to receive and release 
the sheets at the correct times. The sheets 
are registered against a straight edge t! on the 
table b by means of a movable registering de- 
vice t? carried by links t3, tt from an adjust- 
able plate. The device t? isfitted with a pro- 
jection t® operated by a projection on the 
chain n! to effect the registering of the sheets. 
The arms e, h can be adjusted laterally on the 
shaft d to permit sheets of different widths to 
be dealt with. The arms e, h, and f can also 
be lifted and held in a raised position in 
which the operative parts of the feed are out 
of action. 


Two Surface Labels. 

Mr. E. G. Garstang has patented a label 
having two surfaces, one of which is normally 
exposed to view and bears information such 
as the address to which the goods labelled are

turning back the first surface, which is made of 
a slip of paper folded and attached to the

Making Twine from Paper. 


By an invention patented by Messrs. J. 
Spicer and Sons and J. S. Harley, yarn, twine, 
cord, etc., is formed from flat strips of ma- 
terial, for instance paper, by drawing the 
strips from a reel or bobbin mounted on a 
flyer, which is rotated about an axis at right 
angles to that of the bobbin, and through a 
stationary or rotary die бо! less diameter than 


that of the finished yarn, etc. The material is 
drawn by a drum 10, and may be passed 
through a guide 13 prior to passing through 
the die. The die and the guide may be sta- 
tionary, or rotated in the opposite direction 
from that of the rotation of the flyer, or at a 
different speed.

Great Britain and The Canadian Market. 


Diminished Trade, but Opportunities for Increasing 
the Exports of Some Classes of Printers’ Supplies. 


While it is true, of course, that the United 
States does a very large trade—immensely 
increased during the last few years—in sup- 
plying the needs of Canadian printers, it 
should not be taken for granted that the 
British manufacturer or merchant is hope- 
lessly out of the running and cannot extend 
his present Canadian sales. There is a good 
deal to be said on the other side, and suitable 
efforts by British traders able to export the 
right thing incertain classes of goods might 
meet with very gratifying results. 

" Several years ago," says a Canadian cor- 
respondent of the Times (Commercial), “ print- 
ing presses, type, etc., of British manufacture 
had quite a vogue in the Dominion. Of late 
years, however, the trade has receded to such 
an extent that it has almost reached vanish- 
ing point, although during the fiscal year 
1919-20 there was a slight recovery in certain 
lines. 

“There appears to be a promising market 
in Canada for such dyes as are used by manu- 
facturers of printing inks. The complaint is 
that at present British manufacturers of these 
dyes are only able to fill a small proportion 
of theorders being placed with them by Cana- 
dian ink manufacturers. As far as printing 
ink of British manufacture is concerned, 
printers report that it would be more popu- 
lar in Canada if it dried more rapidly than 
is usually the case." —. | | 

Printing ink is the item of printers’ sup- 
plies in which the largest volume of British 
export trade is done with the Dominion. Qur 
exports for the fiscal year 1919-20 amounted 
to $15,734, showing a marked improvement 
upon the $13,658 total of the preceding year, 
but leaving plenty of room for development 
in view of the fact that Canada's sum total of 


imports of printing ink for the latter period 
amounted to no less than $197,752—and that, 
doubtless, far below the maximum possible. 

In electrotypes and stereotypes, much the 
same state of affairs exists, though on a 
smaller scale. The 1920 total, $6,682, is an 
improvement on the previous year's figure of 
only $8.47, but is a small proportion of the 
$183,900 which represents the total оѓ. фе 
Dominion's 1920 imports from all countries. 

Of other minor supplies, including type, 
British exports іп 1919 amounted to only 
$1,225. This increased by 1920 to $11,665, 
out of a total from all countries of $291,676. 

In the way of machinery, machines for 
bookbinders seem to be the most hopeful line. 
The fiscal year 1919-20 saw our exports for the 
previous year, $213, increased to $1,320, the 
total imports for 1920 being $521,595. 

It is in typesetting and typecasting ma- 
chines that the position of this country's 
export trade yields most to American com- 
petition. Canada in the fiscal year 1919-20 
imported from Great Britain practically 
nothing in this line, although in the pre- 
vious year the trade amounted to $2,265, out 
of total imports valued at $900,039. 

In printing and lithographic presses the 
state of affairs is a little better, British ex- 
ports for 1919-20 amounting to $525 as com- 
pared with $275 for the previous fiscal year. 
Imports from all countries totalled $582,628. 

It is obvious, of course, that in some of these 
linesdisadvantages of transit,etc., place British 
exporters out of the running with competitors 
more favourably situated in relation to the 
Canadian market. But where supplies show 
any shortage, or where British producers have 
any advantages in improved processes of pro- 
duction, there are opportunities of great im- 
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provement upon the present unsatisfactory 
state of affairs. The effort to increase this 
trade can be made with the more confidence 
in view of the very cordial relations—happily 
enhanced by the recent Imperial Press Con- 
ference —existing between Canada and the 
Motherland. 


Empire КОНЗУЛАТ 


fir. A. L. Dawe Addresses the Press 
Delegates. 


Mr. А. L. Dawe, secretary of the Canadian 
Pulp and Paper Association, delivered an in 
teresting address at the Imperial Press Con- 
ference in Ottawa, discussing the relationship 
between the newspapers of the Empire and 
the Canadian paper industry. Mr. Dawe, in 
his illuminating and clear exposition, began 
with a few facts concerning the extent of the 
paper industry in the Dominion. Following 
are some of the points made by the speaker:— 

Paper has been made in Canada for more 
than a century, but the development of paper- 
making into one of the country's greatest 
industries is of comparatively recent origin. 
There are close on a hundred establishments 
in Canada now engaged in producing pulp 
and paper or both ; together they represent a 
capital investment of about $30%,000,000 at 
the present time, theirannualoutput is valued 
at about $150 000,000 and they contribute to 
Canada'sexternal trade well over $100,000,000 
a year. Canada's present annual production 
of news-print paper is approximately 870,000 
tons, of which not more than 120,000 tons are 
needed for domestic consumption and the 
remainder is exported, in greater part to the 
United States and in a smaller proportion to 
the United Kingdom and to other British 
oversea dominions. Prospective new estab- 
lishments and additions to those now in ex- 
istence, some of which are now well under 
way, promise a large increase of output in 
the immediate future. Some of the more 
optimistically inclined go so far as to predict 
that within the space of three or four years 
from now Canada will be producing more 
than double its present output of news print 
paper. While I ат not prepared to endorse, 
without reserve, this somewhat sanguine 
forecast, there is no gainsaying the fact that 
the industry is going ahead very fast and that 
it would increase still more rapidly were the 
British paper machine manufacturers able to 
meet expeditiously all the demands now being 
made upon them from this side of the water. 


The Empire's Share. 


I have already been asked why, with the 
demand in the United Kingdom so great as it 
is today. and with every incentive, from both 
a business and sentimental point of view 
favourable towards better trade relationships 
within the Empire, so large a proportion of 
our pulp and paper products finds a market 
in non-British countries and so small a pro- 
portion, comparatively speaking, within the 
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Empire. А comprehensive and satisfying 
answer is not easy to formulate. Before the 
war, of course, the United Kingdom's reliance 
for imports of this character was largely cen- 
tred on Northern Europe. Canada found her 
distance from the British market an almost 
insuperable barrier, while at her door there 
existed an available market made easy of 
access through the passage of tariff laws 
especially designed to favour that market. 
'T hen, too, there comes in the question of the 
source of the capital employed in the develop- 
ment of the industry, Canada still having to 
look beyond her own borders for much of the 
wherewithal with which to develop her 
resources. А financial authority estimates 
that between three quarters and four-fifths 
of the total amount of capital employed in 
the building of pulp and paper mills in 
Canada has been derived from the United 
States. Production naturally, other things 
being equal, favours the source of the 
capital required to produce. 

Shipping difficulties, for a time, tended to 
restrict trans-Atlantic exports of pulp and 
paper. but these have now been sweptaway. 
Shipments of Canadian pulp and paper to the 
United Kingdom are assuming larger pro- 
portions, although thev are by no means as 
large as they should be. Exports of paper 
and paper products from Canada to the 
United. Kingdom increased in value from 
$2,675,412 in 1915, to $4,813,577 in 1920, a gain 
of $2,138,165, our fiscal year ending March 
31st each year. Exports of pulp increased in 
value from $1,498,415 in 1915 to $5,014.400 in 
1920, a gain of $3,515.985. Included in these 
exports were 467,372 cwt.(23,368tons) of news- 
print valued at $1,700,905. Before the war 
Canada exported somewhere around 100,000 
cwts. (5,000 tons) of news-print to the United 
Kingdom yearly. The amount varied greatly 
during the war years, and in 1918-19 reached 
the low figure of 9,310cwts. valued at $38,434. 
This was due chietly to shipping conditions. 
The notable increase in 1919-20 is looked 
upon by the manufacturers as the beginning 
of a large and continuous expansion of their 
United Kingdom trade, but until British 
capital interests itself more extensively in the 
development of this industry, trade between 
the United Kingdom and the Dominion will 
never reach the extent it should nor be of the 
maximum benefit to those whom it chiefly 
concerns. 


DELEGATES to the Imperial Press Con- 
ference in Canada visited the Laurentide 
Company's paper mill at Grand Mere, 
and were hospitably entertained by the Pre- 
sident, Mr. Geo. Chahoon. The visitors made 
a thorough inspection of the plant, and were 
greatly interested in all they saw. Other 
paper and pulp mills have also been visited, 
including the Booth and Eddy plants at 
Ottawa and Hull. Viscount Burnham an- 
nounced that he intended to devote a week 
to an investigation of the forest resources of 
Quebec, and it was understood that he would 
inspect the Chicoutimi Pulp Company's pro- 
perty at Chicoutimi.

A Proposal to Revolutionise the Affairs of Master Printers 


on the 


Mr. B. E. Pike, of Messrs. Besley and Pike, of 
Brisbane, who as the accredited representative 
of advertising men in Australia attended the 
World's Advertising Men's Convention in the 
States, has returned to the Commonwealth 
with very enthusiastic reports of what great 
things have been accomplished by what he 
calls “the worthy and wonderful energies 
and activities of the United Typothetz of 
America." Mr. Pike, moreover, brings home 
with him a proposal whereby U.T.A. methods 
may be applied in Australia, and the affairs 
of Australian master printers thereby revo- 
lutionised. 

The Need for Reorganisation. 


It would seem that there is much room for 
the application in the Commonwealth print- 
ing industry, of more up-to-date andscientific 
business methods, and of more efficient organi- 
sation among master printers. It has to be 
admitted by Australian master printers that 
although a large number of their offices have 
installed a uniform costing system, yet many 
remain without it, and that, even where it has 
been adopted, the system is utilised as little 
else than a means of obtaining the average 
hourly rates, being for the most part only 
played with in its larger applications. Again, 
in the matter of fraternal co-operation— while 
it can reasonably be urged that Australia pre- 
sents even more difficulties than most coun- 
tries in the matter of the close linking up of 
different districts and the application of uni- 
form methods to the widely separated 
offices—it cannot be gainsaid that the rela- 
tions between master printers leave a great 
deal to be desired, and much has to be learned 
as to the advantages derivable from the 
adoption of a higher standard of trade 
morality and a fuller measure of collaboration 


. in matters of common interest to printers. 


Knowing the unsatisfactory state of the 
organisation of printers in Australia, Mr. Pike 
was much impressed by the very high effici- 
ency attained in the organisation of the 
United States printing trade. During his 
stay in America, Mr. Pike was able to make a 
thorough inspection of the headquarters of the 
United Typothete, and was received in 
friendly fashion by Mr. Borden, secretary of 
the U.T.A., Mr. Roesch, assistant secretary, 
and Mr. Estey, director of the U.T.A. Adver- 
tising Bureau, and with their assistance was 
enabled to obtain a comprehensive insight 
into the purposes, methods and achievements 
of this remarkable organisation. 

Returning to Australia, he not only brings 
first-hand information about the many acti- 
vities of the U.T.A.—in connection with its 
cost-finding system, the provision of technical

educational facilities, the carrying out of re- 
search and the collecting of technical infor- 
mation, the provision of advertising service 
for members, etc.—but he brings also a prac- 
tical proposition for an attempt to provide a 
similar organisation for Australia. 


The Scheme Proposed. 


Mr. Pike had much conversation, in Chicago 
and New York, with Mr. Eugene Roesch, 
assistant U.T.A. secretary, who is the director 
and organiser of the field work of the United 
Typothetz of America. The very interesting 
outcome of this was that Mr. Roesch expressed 
willingness to go to Australia and help in 
doing for Australian printers what the U.T.A. 
is doing for its members in America. And Mr. 
Pike, on behalf of Australian printers, took 
particulars of a definite offer from Mr. Roesch, 
specifying the terms on which he would un- 
dertake the work. This offer Mr. Pike has 
now put before the master printers of Aus- 
tralia, and he strongly recommends its ac- 
ceptance. 

riefly, Mr. Roesch's terms are the provision 
of return transportation between New York 
and Australia for himself and family—a 
matter of about $2,500 each way—and six 
months' salary during preliminary work, at 
the end of which period he promises to have 
formed an organisation which will take care 
of his salary and expenses while in Australia 
at the rate of $10,000 а vear. He is confident 
that such an organisation as would result 
from his efforts would bring Australian 
printers an increase of profits averaging 10 
per cent. 

Master printers in the Commonwealth, 
realising the advantages which improved 
organisation has to offer them, are now 
strenuously bethinking themselves as to 
whether better results are likely to accrue 
from a supreme organisational effort on their 
own account, or from the acceptance of this 
offer of expert assistance from overseas. 


DAMAGE estimated at well over / 50,000 has 
been caused by a fire which broke out in a 
paper bag factory in Alexandria, Sydney, 
occupied by the Continental Bag Co. of Aus- 
tralia, Ltd. Large stocks of paper had just 
been delivered, and these, in addition to a 
quantity of manufactured bags, caused a 
blaze which took over an hour to extinguish, 
and involved the entire building. In addition 
to a serious loss of paper, valuable machinery 
recently imported from America was damaged. 
Certain portions of the machinery cannot be 


replaced in Australia. 
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Paper and Print — Export Figures. 


Shipments of British Manufactures during January- 


August, 


The values of the exports represent the cost 
and the charges of delivering the goods on 
board the ship, and are known as the “ free on 
board " values. 


Printing Type. 

The exports of printing type fall consider- 
ably below the pre-warstandard. During the 
eight months ended August last the ship- 
ments amounted to 168 tons of the value of 
£46,672; for the corresponding period of the 
year 1913 the quantity exported was 377 tons 
valued at £63,744. This year's value shows 
an average of £2778 per ton as against £169 
per ton in 1913. 

Paper Bags. 

Shipments of paper bags during January- 
August show a decrease of 39 per cent. com- 
pared with corresponding period of 1913, the 
respective quantities being 21,220 cwts. and 
34,812 cwts. The value of the exports, how- 
ever, shows an increase in favour of the 
present year of over 129 per cent., viz., £87,272 
as against / 37.995. 

Printed Books. 


For the first eight months of 1920 the ex- 
ports of printed books amounted to 187,465 
cwts. of the value of £2,349,608. The quan- 
tity falls considerably short of that for the 
corresponding period of 1913, when the ship- 
ments were 294,544 cwts., valued at £ 1,729,225. 


Boxes and Cartons. 


Under the heading of. boxes and cartons of 
paper and cardboard. including folding boxes, 
the exports this year(January-August) amount 
to 15,744 cwts., a decrease of 51 per cent. com- 
pared with the corresponding period of 1913. 
This year's value, which stands at £112,548, 
shows a comparative increase of 105 per cent. 


Boards, 

Millboard, strawboard, cardboard, etc., were 
exported during the first eight months of this 
year to the extent of 52.393 cwts., of the value 
ef £194,092. These figures compare with 
76,394 cwts., valued at £72,159, for the corre- 
sponding period of 1913. 

Playing Cards. 


Diminished exports appear to be general, 
and, therefore, it is impossible to draw the 
conclusion that the shrinkage in the overseas' 
demand for playing cards denotes a growing 
aversion to card-playing. Only 45.153 dozen 
packs were supplied during the eight months 
ended August of this year, as against 81,023 
dozen packs during the corresponding period 
of 1913, the respective values being £23,902 
and £18,060.

Envelopes. 


Envelopes (not including boxed stationery) 
enjoy the unique position of showing an in- 
creased export business as compared with the 
year 1913. The shipments during the eight 
months ended August last amounted to 35,172 
cwts. of the value of £245,707; for the corre- 
sponding period of 1913 24,420 cwts. were ex- 
ported, valued at / 57,076. | 

Other sorts of stationery, including account, 
note and exercise books, etc., were exported 
during January-August last to the extent of 
101,870 cwts. of the value of £1,224,335. No 
returns are available for 1913. 

Paper Hangings. 

British manufacturers of printed and em- 
bossed paper hangings have met with a good 
foreign and colonial demand for their pro- 
ducts, and, fortunately, they have been in a 
position to meet requirements to a large ex- 
tent. This year's exports (January-August) 
amount to 102,205 cwts., an increase of 8,599 
cwts. compared with the corresponding 
period of the year 1913, the respective 
values being £564,047 and £229,592. 

Other sorts exported during the last eight 
months were 22,810 cwts. of the value of 
£265,833 as compared with 19,949 cwts., valued 
£89,390, for the corresponding period of 1913. 


Sensitised Photographic Paper. 


Under the heading of photographic plates 
and films and sensitised photographic paper 
the export value during the eight months 
ended August amounts to £784,795, no returns 
being available for 1913. 


Typewriters. 


Complete typewriters to the number of 3,700 
(17 tons) were exported to the value of £48,396 
during Janu&ry-August last, as compared 
with 2,883 (12 tons), valued at £20,905 during 
the corresponding period of 1913. Parts of 
typewriters were shipped during the last eight 
months to the extent of 24 tons (£ 49,031 value) 
as against only 4 tons (£3,643 value) during 
January-August, 1913. 

Printing Paper. 


It is very disappointing to find the exports 
of printing paper so much behind the pre- 
war period. There is no reason to believe 
that the demand for overseas markets has 
been seriously curtailed, and it is obvious, 
therefore, that newspaper publishers and 
printers generally are drawing supplies from 
other sources than the British manufacturer. 
The question is, will foreign competition in 
the future prove too strong to allow exporters 
in this country to regain their former premier 
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position? British printings were exported 
during the eight months ended August last to 
the extent of 568,030 cwts., of the value of 
£2,305,720; for the corresponding period of 
1913 the shipments amounted to 1,338,084 
cwts., valued at £1,269,030. The decline on 
this year's shipments amounts to 57:5 per cent. 
in quantity, with an increase in value of 81:6 
per cent. 

Of the total exports of printings during the 
eight months ended August last 233,965 cwts., 
of the value of £1,039,275 went to foreign 
countries and 334,067 cwts., valued at 
£1,266,445 to British Possessions. 

India is by far the most important market 
for British printings. During the eight 
months of the present year the shipments 
amounted to 154,824 cwts., of the value of 
£570,042. These figures compare with 
194,122 cwts., valued at £182,836 for the cor- 
responding period of 1913. 

The Australian market appears to have 
been neglected by the British exporter, and 
consequently other sources of supply must of 
necessity have been drawn upon. For the 
eight months ended August, 1913, the ship- 
ments of British printings amounted to 
446,763 cwts., whereas for the corresponding 
period of the present year the insignificant 
quantity of 60,331 cwts. is registered. The 
respective values stand at £325,061 and 
£217,110. 

South Africa bought 40,550 cwts. of print- 
ings during January - August, the value 
amounting to £174,513. The shipments for 
the corresponding period of 1913 were 73,275 
cwts., valued at £77,365. 

New Zealand is another of our colonies 
that has received small paper supplies from 
the United Kingdom. Printings shipped this 
year (January-August) amount to 19,212 cwts., 
as against 79,041 cwts. during the correspond- 
ing period of 1913, the respective values being 
£75,578 and £64,812. 

Supplies to Canada also show a heavy 
shrinkage—1,119 cwts. (£6,665), against 88,204 
cwts. (£64,812), comparing the first eight 
months of this year with the corresponding 
period of 1913. 


Writing Paper. 


Manufacturers of British writings seem to 
have been able to cope more satisfactorily 
with export business than has been the 
case in other grades of paper. The total ship- 
ments during the eight months ended August 
last were 136,358 cwts., a decline of only 4,249 
cwts. compared with the corresponding period 
of 1913. The value—{£794,190—shows an in- 
crease of £488,176. 

Of the shipments during this year (Jan.- 
August) Foreign Countries received 44,426 
cwts. of the value of £275,727 and British 
Possessions 91,932 cwts. valued at £518,463. 

India has been well supplied with British 
writings, the E far exceeding that of 
the pre-war period. During the eight months 
ended August last the shipments comprised 
40,194 cwts. of the value of £213,573, as com- 

ared with only 17,339 cwts. valued at £38,231 
or the corresponding period of 1913. 


Australia is the next market of importance, 
but instead of any increase the supplies, 
amounting to 25,476 cwts. during January- 
August last, show a decrease of nearly 50 per 
cent. as compared with the corresponding 
eight months of 1913. The value stands at 
£135,386, a comparative increase of nearly 50 
per cent. 

New Zealand imported 7,330 cwts. of the 
value £42,327 during the last eight months, as 
against 13,935 cwts., valued at £23,312 during 
the corresponding period of 1913. 

South Africa received 4,909 cwts. (£32,401) 
as against 11,563 cwts. (£ 22,862). 

The small quantity of 411 cwts. (£3,148) went 
to Canada, as against 4,355 cwts. (£10,314). 

Shipments to Straits Settlements and Ceylon 
show very little variation. 


Te Rent i hl. 


Important Developments Intended. 


А good deal of organisation and re-organi- 
sation is proceeding in India with respect to 
the better management of the country's im- 
ports and exports and the further develop- 
ment of India's industrial resources. Details 
are just to hand of an important conference 
held in April at Simla, at which directors of 
industries from many different parts of India 
met together and discussed subjects which 
closely concern British exporters who look to 
India as a market for their goods. 


Commercial information. 


The various papers, discussions and de- 
cisions at this conference made it plain that 
the Government of India is now laying itself 
out to provide improved means for the circu- 
lation of information respecting the country's 
industries, so as to facilitate the better regu- 
lation of supply and demand in the principal 
raw materials and finished products. The 
porc departments of industries are being 

inked up both to one another and to the Im- 
perial Department. 

Consideration was given to a suggestion of 
publishing a Government journal for the re- 
cording and distributing of industrial infor- 
mation. It was decided that two journals 
would be necessary—one in four parts annu- 
ally for general publication, and a second a 
montly report for private circulation among 
directors of industries. 


Government Assistance of Industry. 


It appears, from the proceedings of the con- 
ference, that it is the intention of the Govern- 
ment of India to foster local industries in every 
possible way, and the granting of financial 
assistance in the form of a guarantee of divi- 
dends, contributions to share capital, loans of 
money, and agreements to purchase output, 
are amongst the proposals in aid of new 
undertakings.

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Public [Meeting and Prize Presentation. 


The St. Bride Foundation Printing School 
opened its current session very auspiciously 
on Friday last with a big public meeting held 
at the school, the large hall being filled to 
overflowing. The chair was taken by Mr. T. 
W. McAra, J.P., chairman St. Bride Founda- 
tion Printing School Committee, and member 
of governing body, and on the platform were 
many prominent personalities of the printing 
world, including the Right Hon. C. W. 
Bowerman, M.P., Mr. W. Will (Newspaper 
Proprietors’ Association), Messrs. Н. W. Howes 
and W. G. Quantrill (London Printing and 
Kindred Trades Federation), Mr. Edward 
Unwin (Master of the Worshipful Company of 
Stationers), Mr. E. H. Berryman (Printers' 
Managers’ and Overseers’ Association), Mr. Е. 
Gillett (chairman St. Bride Governors), Mr. 
C. J. Drummond, M.B.E., J.P., and Rev. A. 
Taylor, M.A. (vicar St. Bride Church). 

The Chairman read apologies for absence 
from Mr. R. A. Austen-Leigh (president, Len- 
don Master Printers’ Association)—who tele- 
graphed that he was in Manchester, detained 
in connection with the strike—and from Lord 
Riddell. Lord Riddell wrote a letter, in the 
course of which he congratulated the school 
upon the excellent work that had been done 
during the past year, and expressed profound 
regret that the arrangements in connection 
with the new printing school for London were 
not maturing as quickly as they should. It 
was really a scandal that the greatest printing 
centre in the world should be without a 
spacious and well-equipped school for prin- 
ters and others engaged in this great and im- 
portant trade. 

During the evening prizes and certificates 
gained by St. Bride students last session were 
presented by Mr. F. Gillett, chairman of St. 
Bride Governing Body. 


Last Session’s Work. 


Mr. J. R. Riddell, the principal of the school, 
submitting his report on the work of the past 
session, said that for some years it had been 
his privilege to publish from that platform 
new records set up by St. Bride Foundation 
Printing School. The session 1919-20 had 
been no exception, the enrolments having 
surpassed the previous year by close on 100 
per cent., and totalling no less a figure than 
1,272. Recalling the time when 400 students 
were considered an unmanageable number, 
one could form some idea of the difficulties 
encountered in catering for those who were 
accepted for enrolment. Unfortunately, the 
inability to obtain additional accommoda- 
tion necessitated turning hundreds of appli- 
cants away, although the school is now open 
from 9 a.m. until 10 p.m. 

Mr. Riddell referred next to the attendance 
at the school of some fifty disabled men 
undergoing a full-time course of instruction to 
enable them to take up work in the printing 


office, and he appealed for more assistance in 
placing these men in the workshop. He was 
able to report that the day classes, so success- 
ful for the past three years, still receive the 
whole-hearted support of the progressive 
master printers of London, who send their 
apprentices during working hours—171 firms 
sent 714 apprentices, paying school fees and 
wages whilst in attendance. 


Students' Successes. 


The examination results, said Mr. Riddell, 
are considered highly creditable. Seven 
students received the City and Guilds of Lon- 
don Institutes' medals, also the special prizes 
given by the Printers Managers and Over- 
seers' Association, and St. Bride students were 
fortunate in getting all the valuable medals 
and prizes awarded by the Worshipful Com- 
pany of Stationers, six obtaining these coveted 
awards. 

Mention was made of that very interesting 
class in which sons of employing printers 
obtain a general knowledge—both theoretical 
and practical—of the various sections of the 
printing industry. This class has for months 
past been filled up for the ensuing session, 
and a waiting list for session 1921-22 is near- 
ing completion. Arrangements have been 
made whereby those enrolling in this course 
will make a study of Economics and Modern 
Business Methods at the London School of 
Economics and Political Science. 


The New Session. 


As to the new session's work, Mr. Riddell 
said the school was going ahead with 
a full programme, giving further attention to 
the development of photo-lithography ; and, 
in addition, a course of printers' salesmanship 
had been arranged. Already there had been 
over 700 individual enrolments, a number of 
the classes being over-enrolled. - 

During the session they intended putting 
forth a great effort to raise £609 for the pur- 
pose of founding a St. Bride Students' Pen- 
sion to commemorate the supreme sacrifice 
made bY many St. Bride students in the Great 
War. There was in course of preparation a 
volume containing examples of various re- 

roductive processes and short articles of 
interest. This work would be ready some time 
in the spring of next year. Everyone contri- 
buting not less than ten shillings would re- 
ceive a copy of “Saint Bride Students’ Cake,” 
which would be well worth the money. 

Mr. Riddell went on to say that lack of 
accommodation alone hindered them from 
arranging a programme which would include 
instruction for every section of the great 
printing industry—which is the staple indus- 
try of London — providing an educational 
centre which could justly claim to be “ The 
University of the Printing and Kindred 
Trades” —a centre from which scientific 
teachings would spread throughout the world. 
In thisconnection he suggested—half jokingly, 
we fancy—the usé for this purpose of one of 
the threatened City churches. 

He concluded by urging that the providing 
of proper facilities for the technical training 
of those in the printing industry was long 
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overdue. It was to be hoped that at an early 
date something would be done to remove the 
stumbling block to the plans approved bv an 
influential committee of London printers, 
with Lord Riddell as its chairman, and help 
to sweep away the reproach that the printing 
industry of London had no complete tech- 
nical institute worthy of the art which has 
educated the world. 

Some account of the remarks of the other 
speakers will be given next week. 


Lectures On Advertising. 


The London County Council is again ex- 
tending the scope of its evening lectures in 
advertising and salesmanship. Among the 
schools which are including these two sub- 
jects for the session commencing September 
20th is the Hugh Myddleton Institute, Clerken- 
well-road. The lectures take place on Tues- 
day evenings, and a nominal fee of 5s. covers 
both courses. Mr. H. E. Hobbs, of the Adelphi 
Press, is the lecturer. 

A special series of lectures on Advertising 
has been arranged by the London Polytechnic 
educational authorities. The lecturer is Mr. C. 
C. Freer, and the lectures now commencing 
will be given weekly until April 4th. 


The Advertising Exhibition 


Growing interest is being shown in the big 
advertising exhibition to be held atthe White 
City, London, in three months’ time for the 
purpose of booming Britain and the British 
Empire. 

At a luncheon given to Colonial Trade 
Commissioners at the Savoy Hotel recently 
by the organising committee, Mr. C. F. 
Higham, M.P., who presided, said that after 
the war it was suggested that there was need 
for a great imperial peace propaganda, and 
the question was asked, '" Why not an exhibi- 
tion? "—a live imperial international exhibi- 
tion, to show what the British Empire had to 
sell. That is what theforthcoming show pur- 
ports to be. 

Some unique features are to be included. 
One is to be a great parade through London 
of famous trade mark figures and brands, 
which will wind up at the exhibition itself. 
А fancy dress ball, too, is being planned, at 
which everyone must represent some well- 
known article, newspaper, or cause. 

It will be interesting during the next few 
months to watch the advertising men adver- 
tising the advertising exhibition. “The men 
who are organising the exhibition," says Mr. 
Higham, ~“ propose by theirskill to prove their 
ability to make things known by making the 
exhibition during the week it runs the talk of 
the town, and British goods the talk of the 
world.” 
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Technical School Opens. 


The winter session of the Department of 
Printing in connection with the Leeds Tech- 
nical School was opened on Monday evening. 
The syllabus includes courses in lette press 
printing for compositors and machinemen, 
Linotype and Monotype instruction, three- 
colour printing, lithography, lithographic 
artists' work, offset printing, photo-mechani- 
cal processes, photography, photogravure, 
commercial bookbinding, costing, estimating, 
and scientific works management. In several 
of the courses students may, with the consent 
of their employers, arrange to take their classes 
on one or more afternoons instead of in the 
evenings. 

The case-room provided for instruction pur- 
poses is equipped with oak cabinets and frames 
with accommodation for 18compositorsat one 
time, and there is a full assortment of modern 
types, rules, borders and metal furniture, all on 
the point system, with various accessories of 
the best modern labour-saving devices. The 
equipment of the letterpress machine-room 
includes a No. 4 Miehle Two-Revolution 
Press, a Caxtonette Platen, a Bremner 
Wharfedale, a Rotary Photogravure and 
other machines. 

The instruction in the different courses is 
planned to meet the requirements of students 
who already possess practical shop experience, 
and only students are admitted who are sufh- 
ciently qualified to benefit by the instruction 
without hindrance to the class as a whole. 

During the session lectures will be given on 
intaglio printing processes, collotype, stereo- 
typing, and cost-finding and estimating ; and, 
Mr. H. E. Simpson,of the Leeds School of Art, 
will give several lectures on the art side of 
printing. The fees range from 5s. for the letter- 
press course to 20s. for the cost finding course. 


THE Camberwell School of Arts and Crafts 
(L.C.C.), whose "Artistic Typography Classes" 
—under the conductorship of Messis. W. H. 
Amery, J. Acton and P. J. Smith start on the 
27th inst., can show good evidence of the 
high-class character of the typographical 
work done by its students. Specimens of 
plain set pages, title pages, and jobbing dis- 
play work done in last year's classes reach a 
high artistic standard. 


INIndiatechnical and industrial educational 
facilities are to be increased, and steps are 
being taken to encourage the manufacture 
of machinery and other articles which are 
now being imported, and preference in the 
placing of orders for Government require- 
ments will, where possible, probably be given 
tolocal manufactures. In order to facilitate 


' the initiation of local machinery manufacture 


the conference decided to study the demand 
for machinery with a view to standardisation 
and ultimate manufacture in India. 
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Men Return to Work After Three Weeks' 
Idieness. 


Terms of Settlement. 


After a strike extending over a period of 
three weeks, an agreement was reached last 
week-end between the employers and the 
Manchester and Liverpool branches of the 
Typographical Association. The settlement, 
however, was only attained after long and 
anxious conterences between the parties. One 
of the meetings, in fact, which began in Man- 
chester at 2 p.n. on Thursday afternoon, did 
not terminate until 4 a.m. on Friday morning. 
Resuming again at 10 a.m., the conference 
finally concluded at 6 p.m. Messrs. A. A. 
Purcell and E. L. Poulton, two members of 
the Parliamentary Committee of the Trades 
Union Congress, acted as intermediaries 
between the Г.А. Executive Committee, the 
Branch Committee and the employers, 

The terms of settlement are as follows:— 

Work to be resumed on the following con- 
ditions :— 

1.—(a) The question of wages and status to 
be relegated to the Executive Council of the 
Typographical Association, on the under- 
standing that they put up the strongest case 
in support of varying the grades on a more 
favourable basis. 

(b) The employers, on their part, to under- 
take to give sympathetic consideration to the 
T.A. application at a meeting to be held on 
Wednesday, September 29th. 

(c) It is definitely understood that though 
ceference has been made to varying the grades 
in the foregoing paragraphs, this point must 
be regarded as one which can only be con- 
sidered when the whole position is reviewed 
at the forthcoming conference with the Na- 
tional Executive of the T.A. 

2. —Reinstatement in all pre-stoppage posi- 
tions in the order of urgency and without pre- 
judice. 

3.—No victimisation on eithei side. 

4. — All summonses to be withdrawn. 

5.--Should any question arise out of clauses 
2 and 3, and fail to be settled, it shall be re- 
ferred to one of the members of the Parlia- 
mentary Committee of the Trades Union 
Congress, either Mr. Purcell or Mr. Poulton, 
^v hose decision shall be final. 

Mr. Purcell explained the terms to the Man- 
chester men on Sunday, and as a result of the 
ballot the terms were agreed to, 714 voting 
{ог acceptance and 571 against, majority 143. 
in Liverpool the terms were accepted by 
a large majority. 

Accordingly the newspaper men returned 
to work on Sunday, and the daily papers, 
which had, since August 28th, ceased publica- 
tion except in the way of rough make-shifts 
produced by typewriter-duplicating methods 
and photozincography resumed their normal 
service to the public on Monday, after three 
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weeks of unprecedented silence. At the be- 
ginning of the week the printers in the 
general offices also resumed work. 


Іа Defence of National Agreements. 


_ Following the settlement a statement was 
issued by the Employers Joint Committee 
with reference to “ the unauthorised strike of 
compositors in Manchester and Liverpool,” 
signed by Mr. E. W. Humphries (president of 
the Federation of Master Printers) and Mr. J. 
R. Scott (president of the Newspaper Federa- 
tion), the statement says: “The employers 
have felt compelled to make a stand in de- 
fence of national agreements, and in doing so 
thev have had the loyal support, not only 
of the other newspapers and general printing 
employers, but of the whole of the other 
unions in the printing trade, as well as of the 
National Executive of the union of the men 
on strike. Now that the strike is over the 
newspaper proprietors wish to thank the pub- 
lic for the sympathy and support they have 
given, in spite of the great inconvenience to 
which both readers and advertisers have been 
put. It is hoped that both readers and adver- 
tisers will at once renew their support to the 
papers on which they have been accustomed 
to rely, and so enable them to recover as 
speedily as possible from the losses they have 
necessarily incurred." 
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Tne 106 Lord Faber 


Lord Faber, whose death took place on 
Friday, in his 74th year, was, next to banking 
and finance, most keenly interested in journal- 
ism. In 1880 he became a director of the 
Yorkshire Conservative Newspaper Co., and 
IO years later he succeeded Mr. William 
Beckett as chairman of the company, a 
position which he only relinquished owing to 
failing health in 1920. Following the family 
tradition, he concerned himself intimately 
with the fortunes of the Yorkshire Pest and 
the associated evening and weekly papers. 
During his period of chairmanship, in par- 
ticular, he took an active and paternal part 
in the management of the newspapers, and he 
was never happier than when presiding at 
some office dinner or other reunion—he was a 
delightful after-dinner speaker—or when 
entertaining the staffs at his home in Harro- 
gate. 


MEMBERS of the North London Master 
Printers Association, at the invitation of 
Messrs. J. Dickinson and Co., Ltd.. paid a 
visit of inspection to Croxley Mills, Watford. 
A very instructive afternoon was spent, the 
processes from rag-sorting to the finished 
paper being seen in operation and ablv ex- 
plained by Mr. Webb, on behalf of the firm. 
The arrangements for the visit were in the 
hands of the Hon. Sec., Mr. W. J. Mizen, and 
the knowledge gained should be of great ser- 
vice to the visitors in the handling of paper.

Current Topics. 
The Empire’s Printing. 


A GLANCE around the Colonies at the pre- 
sent time reveals the fact that a somewhat 
similar state of affairs prevails in all the far- 
flung sections of the Empire's printerdom. 
Everywhere one sees the same struggle to 
overcome the set-back which the years of war 
inflicted on the printing industry, and every- 
where the effort towards a larger trade is 
hampered by the rising costs of production 
and by the world-wide shortage of paper. 
Like the Old Country, the Colonies are look- 
ing longingly to the vast paper-producing re- 
sources of Canada, and they are hoping, as we 
are, that the resolutions of the recent Press 
Conference may eventuate in some better- 
ment of Imperial supplies from that source. 


Like us, too, some of them are endeavouring 
to improve their home production of paper. 
However, even where new manufacturing 
plants can be put down, the relief that can be 
expected must necessarily be looked for in the 
rather distant future. 
ч e ы 
Imperial Trade and the U.S.A. 


Ir anything tangible should indeed result 
from the invocation of Imperial sentiments 
in connection with the disposal of Canada's 
paper exports, consumers in the United States 
will, we hope, contrive to judge not too 
harshly a little family feeling between Canada 
and her kin across the seas. The States 
already enjoy a very substantial share of the 
Empires patronage in the purchasing of 
printers' supplies, and they are at present 
bidding fora still larger slice of this as of 
other trade. And it is perhaps not an alto- 
gether illogical association of ideas, if one 
should find the subject of these trade relation- 
ships making its presence felt at the back of 
the mind while one considers the question 
of Australia's contemplated link with the 
United Typhothete of America. Much 
interest attaches to the proposal—dealt with 
at some length on another page—that one 
of the U.T.A. officials should settle in Aus- 
tralia for the purpose of reorganising the 
Commonwealth's printing industry. If the 
master printers of Australia should elect to 
sit at the feet of the U.T.A., they would 
certainly have chosen an accomplished tutor, 
And of course it is understood that while one 
defers to a tutor's judgment in the selection 
of text books, one does not expect him to 
choose, say, one's tailor.

The Concluded Strike. 


WITH the hard-won conclusion of the Man- 
chester-Liverpool sectional dispute, interest 
now focuses upon theconferences to beheld next 
week for the reconsideration of present agree- 
ments. In additionto the wages and status 
conference with the Typographical Associa- 
tion, which theemployers have agreed to hold 
on the 29th inst., all the printing and kindred 
trades outside the T. A. have presented a 
joint memorial to the employers for a revision 
of the general agreement, and this memorial 
is to. be considered on the 28th. The ordinary 
person cannot but be surprised at this lack of 
unity on the men's side, and must be wonder- 
ing why it is not possible for the T. A., which 
is such an important part of the men's federa- 
tion, to identify itself with the joint confer- 
ence instead of insisting upon a separate con- 
ference and agreement.

Some Consideratious for Trade Unionists, 


THE history of the dispute in the Lanca- 
shire district gives much food for thought to 
trade unionists. Speaking to our representa- 
tive on Tuesday, Mr. A. E. Holmes, secretary 
of the Printing and Kindred Trades Federa- 
tion, expressed regret that the representations 
made earlier by members of the trade were 
disregarded by the Manchester and Liverpool 
branches, and that it was only under suasion 
from two gentlemen outside the trade alto- 
gether—representing the Trades Union Con- 
gress—that they descended from their inde- 
pendent attitude, and accepted a position 
which necessitated their returning to work, 
and awaiting a conference which though 
previously arranged for the 14th, is by their 
action postponed until the 29th. Evidently 
if any increases in wages are given as a result 
of the conference, the trade throughout the 
country will thus have been deprived of two 
weeks' enjoyment of such increases. Mr. 
Holmes was anxious to emphasise the fact 
that he had nothing but approval for the 
work of Messrs. Purcell and Poulton on be- 
half of the Parliamentary Committee of the 
Trades Union Congress, but he felt that with 
the National Federation in existence and the 
Joint Industrial Council as well, it was 
lamentable to be compelled, for the settle- 
ment of a matter of this sort, to have 
recourse to people outside our own industry. 
Mr. Holmes regards the conduct of the em- 
ployers throughout the dispute as having 
shown a commendable desire to support the 


authority of the Joint Industrial Council, 


Had the employers not made themselves 
amenable to the representations of the J.I.C. 
we might certainly have now found ourselves 
in the midst of a national stoppage instead of 
at the end of a comparatively small local 
dispute.

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Suggestion of Graded Wagee for Greater 
London. 


At the September meeting of the Associa- 
tion of Master Printers of South-East London, 
held at the Bridge House Hotel, London- 
bridge, on Tuesday of last week, several in- 
teresting topics came up for discussion, and 
the meeting proved to be a useful one, despite 
the regrettable absence of Mr. Poulton, who 
was to have given an address on “ Countering 
Militancy in Trade Unions." | 

Mr. J. W. Carley was in the chair, Mr. Clay 
being absent from town. 

The minutes of the previous meeting having 
been read and confirmed, Mr. F. Mason, joint 
hon. secretary, brought several matters to the 
notice of the meeting. He informed members 
that he had received a letter of thanks from 
24, Holborn, in acknowledgement of the ser- 
vices of the branch in collecting certain data 
for the use of headquarters. Another matter 
to which master printers were asked to give 
attention was the recruiting for their staffs of 
boys and girls leaving school. It was urged 
that arrangements should be made to make 
such recruiting synchronise as far as possible 
with the school-leaving times as arranged by 
the schools. Mr. Mason also raised the ques- 
tion of the proposed meeting at Woolwich to 
be convened by the branch, and it was de- 
cided to press forward the arrangements as 
quickly as possible. 


Organiser's Report. 


The Chairman next called for a report from 
Mr. J. Johnson, organiser to the L.M.P.A. 

Mr. Johnson explained that Creydon master 
printers had, until a few years ago, been out- 
side the London area, but when the London 
Society of Compositors extended their area to 
include Croydon, thus displacing the pre- 
viously existing Croydon Society of Compo- 
sit the master printers later formed the 
наф Counties Alliance, including a Croydon 
and Mid-Surrey Branch. When the unions 
represented to the Croydon master printers, 
for whom Mr. Ward was chairman, that the 
men having joined the’London Union were 
entitled to London wages, special arrange- 
ments were made by which the London rate 
of wages was to be reached by certain stages, 
the last of these being attained in July last. 
When the London unions received the recent 
105. advance the Croydon men asked to be 
given this advance immediately, but Mr. 
Ward and his colleagues resisted this demand, 
and it was decided that the 10s. advance be 
given in two payments, one of 7s. 6d. in Octo- 
ber and another 2s. 6d. in January next. With 
the improvement in the master printers' 
organisation it was found necessary for the 
Croydon master printers to become members 
of the L.M.P.A attached to the S.E. district, 
and arrangements were made for the transfer 
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to date from March last. It necessitated for- 
mer members of the Croydon and Mid-Surrey 
branch joining up individually with the 
L.M.P.A. 

Mr. Johnson went on to report his recent 
organising work in the Croydon district, and 
mentioned the names of new candidates for 
membership. 


Wages in the Suburbs. 


In conclusion, Mr. Johnson referred to the 
feeling of printers in the outer suburbs that 
they should not be required to pay the London 
rate, but should be graded, as the various big 
towns of the provinces are graded. He re- 
called that Mr. Keliher had on several occa- 
sions expressed the opinion that with the 
conditions enjoyed by the men residing in the 
outer suburbs they should be content to be 
E at something below the London rate. 

his was more accentuated’than ever by the 
recent increase in train fares. One proprietor 
who talked with his men on the subject found 
that they all considered they were 105. better 
off by working in Croydon than the men who 
were working in London. 

Mr. Ward, on being called upon to speak, 
said he thought that the present was the 
opportune time for establishing grading. He 
emphasised the SIDE in time and money 
made by the men who lived near their work. 
In the new demand for an increase of wages 
the higher travelling expenses would no 
doubt be stated as one ground for the increase. 
That was a point upon which the printers in 
the outer suburbs could take a very strong 
line. He suggested that a meeting be called 
to consider the matter. 


Meeting to Discuss Grading, 


There next ensued a discussion as to the 
calling of a meeting on the línes indicated by 
Mr. Ward, in the course of. which a member 
mentioned that he had good authority for 
thinking that his men at Norwood were 155. 
a week better off than the men who worked 
in the City. 

In further discussion mention was made of 
several points of difficulty with regard to the 
grading suggested. One was the question of 
men living in London and working in the 
country—what rate should they be paid? 
The point of the smaller increase of rent in | 
the suburbs as compared with London was 
also mentioned. Finally it was suggested 
that an inquiry be made as to what propor- 
tion of employees lived near their work. 

Mr. Ward said the Thames Valley master 
printers were takíng up the subject at a meet- 
ing on October 4th. 

At this point the Chairman proposed for 
election the new members whose names had 
been given him by Mr. Johnson. The pro- 
posal was seconded, and eventually carried 
nem con. 

Some further discussion on the grading 
question having ensued, the Chairman read a 
resolution, which was afterwards carried, to 
the effect that the L.M.P.A. should consider 
the desirability of grading the outer suburbs. 
· The meeting concluded in sociable fashion, 
all those present sitting down together to tea.

Paul F. Cox, of Chicago, has patented ап. 


addressing device known as the “ Press Ad- 
dress Mailer," which can be attached to 
ordinary web or flat-bed printing presses. It 
is Operated by and. from the mechanism. of 
the printing press in unison therewith, and is 
located adjacent to the former of the press. 
It applies successive addresses to successive 
sheets descending the former; and the 
‘mechanism is not in the way nor interferes 
with the threading of the press or the control 
Of the press by the pressman, who can run the 
press regardless of the addressing attachment, 
the latter being under the control of the ad- 
dressing operator, regardless of the operation 
of the press itself. The addresser can be put 
into and out of effective operation at the will 
ОЁ the addressing operator without stopping 
or slowing down or otherwise affecting the 
operation of the printing press proper. 

The addresses consist of a series of slug 
galleys, which are automatically handled by 
the machine, being ejected from the feed 
galley into the addresser, there inked, and the

An invention by Mr. F.J. Parks relates to 
the manufacture of that type of envelope in 
which a pocket g, Fig. 17, is formed along 
one edge of the mouth for the reception of 
the closing-flaps in order that the envelope 
may be readily opened for the examination of 
the contents.

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of two rollers 17, 18 which grip the flexure 
thus forming the first transverse fold b, Fig. 
II. The rollers 17, 18 then feed the blank 


between guide strips 28, 29 where it is again 


arrested by a stop 31, so that it buckles in 
between a pair of rollers 18, 32, thus forming 
the fold e, Fig. 13. The fold f, Fig. 16, is 
formed in the same way by rollers 32, 36 and 
the blank, now having the closing flap and 
the pocket g formed and folded, is fed into a 
shoot 41, Fig. 1, where it is arrested and 
straightened by stops 45. Ап endless band 
43, provided with grippers 44, passes around a 
drum 42 adjacent to the shoot, and a gripper 
enters and engages the folded flap, as shown 
in Fig. 8. At the same time, the stops 45 are 
removed from the shoot and the gripper 
carries the blank past scoring or creasing 
rolls 70, 71, Fig. 2, which forms the side flaps 
1, gumming-rolls 72, 76, and twisted rail 
folders 80 which fold over the side flaps j, as 
shown in Fig. 17, thus completing the en- 
velope. The various feed rollers may be 
grooved or roughened toensure feeding of the 
blank, and the grippers 44 may be roughened 
as shown at 9o, Fig. 8, in order to withdraw 
the closing flap from the pocket g ready for 
the insertion of the contents. If desired the 
machine may be fitted with a device for feed- 
ing a web of paper from which the blanks are 
cut, and the folding-rollers may be replaced 
by the known folding-devices or used in con- 
junction with a starting-blade. 


Bnvelopes. 


In a patent by Mr. R. F. Hislop, an enve- 
lope is provided with a number of perfora- 
tions distributed over the whole face or faces, 
preferably in register on the two faces, for 
facilitating inspection of the contents. 


Bag Making. 


Messrs. Smith Bros. and C. J. Smith, White- 
haven, are the inventors of a bag-making 
machine which is combined with a continuous 
rotary printing machine of known type, but 
fitted with a pair of draw rollers, by which 
the length of printed paper in the web sup- 
plied to the bag-making machine is regulated 
so as to cause the two machines to run in 
unison. Thedraw rollers are driven from the 
shaft of the printing machine at the same 
surface speed as the impression and printing 
cylinders, the speed being such as to time in 
with the intermittent forward travel imparted 
to the web by the bag-making machine. 
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(From Printing Trade Correspondents.) 


THE last few months have brought many a 
day of despondency to Australian printers, 
some of whom have been hard put to it to 
keep going at all, squeezed as they have been 
between labour troubles and rising wages on 
the one hand and acute shortage and high 
prices ef paper on the other. 


WHATEVER discomfort may have been suffered 
from the recent strike— which happily came to 
an end on Mav Igth—it is some consolation to 
remember that it is 30 years since a serious 
stoppage occurred in the Australian printing 
trade. The labour atmosphere is now fairly 
quiet on the whole. The men have succeeded 
in gaining considerably improved wages, 
while hours have been reduced, and in one 
district—that of Freemantle — the masters 
have conceded a 5-day week of 44 hours. 


Wages Movements. 


THE latest wage-increase is that granted 
under the terms of an agreement just signed 
(July) by the Master Printers’ Association and 
the Westralian branch of the Printing Indus- 
try Employees’ Union of Australia. It is 
agreed that linotype operators in job printing 
establishments receive £6 per week for day 
werk and £6 Ios. for night work, the same as 
paid on newspapers, the hours being 42 and 
40 respectively. These rates represent an in- 
crease of 30s. per week on the previous mini- 
mum and £2 per week above the wages 
awarded by the Arbitration Court in 1914. 
The piece rate has been increased by 25 per 
cent. 


MEMBERS of the ынкы branch were, 
at the Arbitration Court recently, awarded a 
weekly wage of £5 3s. 4d. for compositors on 
day work and £5 10s. 8d. for compositors ori 
night work. An all-round increase of 115. 6d. 
was granted for other workers. 


THE award for male compositors in the 
Cumberland and Newcastle areas has been 
varied, fixing the time work rate at 2s. 31d. an 
hour. For keyboard operators the rate 15 
fixed at 43d. per " thousand" for day work, 
and 5d. per " thousand” for night work. 


THE Printing Industry Employees' Union 
have secured a variation of the award of the 
cardboard. making section of the union. The 
arbitrator granted £4 4s. 6d. a week, for all 
machinists employed on double-faced cor- 
rugating machines, all other machinists £4 
3s. 6d., and general workers and assistants 
£3 195. ба. The rate for females was fixed at 
£2 18. ба. a week. 

The Paper Shortage. 

PAPER is still scarce and high in cost in 
Australia, and there is no lack of evidence on 
the subject. Owing to the shortage and high 
price of paper in South Australia the Govern- 
ment Gazette 15 being increased to sixpence a 
сору.

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А BIG falling off in the imports of paper: 
stationery, etc., into the Commonwealth is 
shown by the Customs figures for the period 
July-March, 1920. The value of the imports 
uuder this heading was £2,942,940. In the 
corresponding period last year, however, the 
figure was £ 3,638,672. 


ExPoRTS of paper and stationery, on the 
other hand, apparently have increased, the 
figure of £161,570 comparing with £124,913 in 
the period ending March, 1919. The difference, 
however, may be due to the change in values. 


TH& Sydmey Daily Telegraph is rather 
envious of the price of 4d. a lb. which is 
estimated as being the price of certain news- 
print imported into the United States. Four- 
pence a lb., it points out, is the equivalent of 
£37 6s. 8d. per ton, and it adds this gloomy 
note: “ Неге in Australia, where news-print 
paper is costing over £80 a ton, the Govern- 
ment offers no relief from taxation. The full 
duty of ro per cent. has to be paid, and the 
difficulty of the position is aggravated ac- 
cordingly." 


А REGULATION of the Customs converts 
values in Finnish currency into English cur- 
rency at the Mint par rate of 25.225 Finnish 
marks to the English pound, instead of at the 
market rate of the day. A protest has been 
made to the Prime Minister by the Consul for 
Finland, who points out that the effect of the 
regulation is to stop completely the direct 
trade which was being opened between 
Australia and Finland. 


WITH duty on news-print at то per cent., on 
paper from Norway the duty worksout at £11 
a ton. On the same class of paper from Fin- 
land, because the Customs Department values 
the pound sterling as being worth 25.225 Fin- 
nish marks, instead of at the current market 
rate, the value of the paper is so inflated that 
IO per cent. duty is assessed at £42 a ton. 
Thus it is that a Norwegian merchant can buy 
Finnish news-print, import it into Norway, 
re-export it to Australia, and considerably 
underquote offers direct from Finland. 


IN the course of a discussion with Mr. F. T. 
Brennan, M.L.A., the Government Printer (Mr. 
Cumming) advanced the view that there was 
no reason why the Barron Falls, near Cairns, 
should not be the centre of paper mills, as the 
Queensland climate permitted of the growing 
Of esparto grass. The grass could be easily 
cultivated in the north under the climatic 
conditions and rainfall. If the industrv was 
established a number of farms would be cul- 
tivating this grass at profitable returns. 


Books and Newspapers. 


THE huge stacks of British and American 
novels at the Australian book shops, with their 
bright hued covers, have led to the belief that 
since the war the average reader was be- 
coming more flippant in his tastes, but the 
experience of the librarians at the Melbourne 
Public Library goesto show that the tendency 
is rather in the other direction, and that the 
number of “ serious readers " and students has 
greatly increased of recent years. 


HS : 
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However, although "serious" as well as 
lighter reading is booming, the high prices 
now ruling prevent a corresponding boom in 
book buying. Enhanced prices: militate 
against tne sale even of popular novels, in 
respect of which the Australian market has 
always been largely supplied from England 
at what are called ‘Colonial library " prices, 
which used to be 35. 6d., with an increase to 
4S. 6d. in small towns. These same books are 
now priced at from 5s. to 6s., and there is 
great instability as to prices in different 
sections. 


By proclamation published in the Common- 
wealth Gazette, the Minister for Trade and 
Customs prohibits the importation into Aus- 
tralia of Bibles, prayer books or hymn books 
printed in the German language, and intended 
for use in the Lutheran Church unless written 
consent is secured. 


Тнк latest advances in the price of news- 
papers is in connection with the week-end 
publications, of which one of the most popu- 
laris the Adelaide Saturday Journal. This 
weekly has announced that the extreme dear- 
ness and scarcity of news-print unfortunately 
make it impossible to continue the issue at 
the price of one penny,and the public are 
now asked to pay twopence. 


Мк. 'GgonGE BELL, the printer and pub- 
lisher of the Melbourne Argus, was prosecuted 
at theinstanceof the Registrarof the Common- 
wealth Court of Conciliation and Arbitration 
with respect to the publication of a sub-lead- 
ing article in the Argus, and it was alleged 
that the article, in dealing with the case of 
the timber workers, being heard in the Arbi- 
tration Court, tended to bring the Court into 
contempt. The defendant was fined £ 12 10s. 
on each of two separate charges, and ordered 
to pay £10 105. costs in each of those two 
informations. 


C@LONEL OSBORNE, printing secretary of the 
Salvation Army, recently visited Sydney to 
arrange for the printing of the Eastern Aus- 
tralian War Cry. Hitherto the War Cry has 
been printed and published from Melbourne. 
Under the new territorial arrangement 
separate editions of the paper will now be 
printed in Melbourne and Sydney. 


IT is notified by proclamation in the Com- 
monwealth Gazette that the Minister of Cus- 
stoms, acting under the provisions of the 
Customs Act, has prohibited the importation 
into the Commonwealth of a pamphlet en- 
titled, "Bond Certificate Campaign-— First 
Loan of the Elected Government of the Re- 
public of Ireland," issued by the American 
Commission on Irish Independence, New 
York. 


Miscellaneous Paragraphs. 


ALD. AIKMAN, Lord Mayor of Melbourne, 
and M.L.C. of Victoria, one of the party that 
accompanied the Prince of Wales to Canberra, 
is another of the good men in the public life 
of Australia who have started out of a printing 
house. He was ап apprentice compositor at 
12 years old, but broke away early, and in- 
dentured himself to a draper. His pay at the 


start was 6s. a week. He saved enough to 
take him into the country, and set up in busi- 
ness. He made money by establishing stores 
and selling them at а profit, and finally had 
his headquarters in the suburbs of Melbourne, 
where he built up a big business with many 
branches. 


А SUGGESTION is made that stamps should 
be made the vehicle for advertising Australia 
by means of illustrations which would 
attract the man-power so much needed. 


SAMPLES of tea received from India during 
the war have been found to be enclosed in 
wrappers made of paper which evidently 
formed German propaganda posters. “Ап 
unlooked for feature of the 'scrap of paper, 
which has been so strangely conveyed to a 
place for which it was never intended, is, says 
the Adelaide Observer, the imprint,‘ J. Weiner, 
London.’ It is difficult to believe that this 
document could have been printed in London 
during the war, and one may be pardoned for 
supposing that the imprint is as much a 
forgery as the subject matter of the document 
is absurd.” 


THE decision of the North Sydney Council 
to abolish all hoardings within the munici- 
pality has not been well received by the 
printing industry of the State. A deputation 
has recently waited upon the council to urge 
the reconsideration of the decision. On this 
occasion a representative of the Printing In- 
dustry Employees' Union pointed out that if 
the decision were adhered to a large number 
of men would be thrown out of employment, 
bet ween боо and 700 members, who would find 
it difficult to procure jobs in other directions. 
Mr. C. Mather, secretary of the Master Printers' 
Association, said that the lead given by North 
Sydney would no doubt be followed by other 
councils, and if that happened the loss to the 
industry would be enormous. A plea for re- 
consideration was also made by the secretary 
of the Licensed Billposters Union and the 
secretary of the Artists and Engravers. The 
Mayor said that the views expressed by the 
deputation would receive every considera- 
tion at the hands of the council. 


Tuae death has taken place of Mr. Sidney J. 
Webb, whose entire business career was con- 
nected with the newspaper world of Welling- 
ton, N.Z. For 18 years he was publisher of 
the Age and the Leader. Не was one of the 
founders of the Victorian Authorised News 
Agents' Association, and its first treasurer. 


MR. J. T. PRICHARD, for the past 27 years 
editor of the Launceston Examiner, has died 
suddenly in Sydney. He was born in Eng- 
land in 1851, and had been associated with 
the Tasmanian press since 1884. 


IN stamp duty received in Sydney recently 
in respect of probate and letters of adminis- 
tration £2,925 7s. 3d. was paid by the estate 
of the late Joseph Worthington Simmons, 
master printer, of Vaucluse, which was sworn 
at £36,567.

AN Advertisement is always working. 
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THE most absorbing consideration for the 
printers of New Zealand has for some time 
been the question of where to get the paper 
with which to execute orders received. The 
shortage has reached a very serious phase, in- 
volving hardship not only to the printing 
trade but to the commercial community and 
to the public at large. 


ACCORDINGLY the Westland Chamber 
of Commerce has invited the Govern- 
ment to disclose its policy in regard to the 
establishment of paper manufacture, in view 
of the present serious shortage, or to indicate 
what subsidy and facilities will be given to 
private enterprise. It is pointed out that 
large areas of timber said to be suitable for 
papermaking exist on the west coast, and 
there is plenty of water-power handy for the 
working of the mills. 


Тнк Government of New Zealand has been 
compelled to recognise the shortage of paper 
to the extent of suspending the publication 
of the Post and Telegraph Guide. Most 
people believe that a few pages could be 
saved on Hansard if members of Parliament 
would condense their speeches. If they have 
no regard for the state of the paper markets 
perhaps the experience of the member for 
Parnell might be an inducement to economy. 
Mr. Dickson was challenged at election time 
on the ground that he filled the least space in 
Hansard of all members of the House. He 
was returned with the biggest majority of the 
election.

As WAS only to be expected in view of the 
paper shortage, the mills have advanced their 
prices. Paper bags are also advancing, and 
supplies are quite insufficient for requirements. 
Some sizes are unobtainable at present. 


THE necessity for a stricter censorship of 
picture posters and programmes was recently 
brought before the Minister for Internal 
Affairs by the Auckland Education Board as 
a result of many complaints having been 
made to the board by householders and school 
committees. Inquiries are being made to 
ascertain whether there is power under the 
existing law to censor handbills, posters, etc. 
If not, the Minister intends to bring the matter 
under the notice of the Cabinet with a view to 
having legislation introduced at an early 
date. 


Tue death has occurred in Christchurch in 
his eightieth year of Mr. John Gideon Fraser, 
who was a well.known figure in the printing 
trade in the early days. At different times 
Mr. Fraser was managing-editor of the Otago 
Daily Times and the New Zealand Christian 
Record. Later he was editor of the Southern 
Standard, Gore. He settled in Christchurch 


30 years ago, and became a director of 
Frasers, Ltd. In 1889 Mr. Fraser unsuccess- 
fully contested the Mataura seat at the general 
election. 


THosE who take an interest in books are re- 
garding with great satisfaction the opening 
to the public of the splendid library at 
Wellington bequeathed to the nation by the 
late Mr. R. H. Turnbull. So far it is known 
that there are over 40,000 bound volumes, in- 
cluding some rare and valuable first editions. 
besides a great number of parcels of unbound 
books, pamphlets, maps, charts, original his- 
torical drawings, and etchings, and autograph 
letters by eminent men.

The war, of course, favoured the United 
States and Japan, most of the newspapers in 
the Far East having to draw upon these coun- 
tries for their supplies of " news" paper, and 
it will be interesting to learn from last year's 
statistics whether the United Kingdom and 
Europe have been able to recapture their lost 
trade. Italy's increase іп 1918 is noteworthy. 
How much of this represents purely Italian 
trade and how much may have its origin in 
Austria or Hungary or some other country it 
is impossible to trace in the Straits Settle- 
ments’ statistics, which show merely the 
country from which shipment was made. 
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The National Paper and Type Co., of New 
York, have built up a splendid organisation 
for the supply of paper and paper ооб», etc., 
to South American countries. hey have 
branches and agencies in Argentina, Brazil, 
Colombia, Costa Rica, Cuba, Gautemala, 
Mexico, Peru, Puerto Rico, Uruguay and 
Venezuela, and their aim is to supply the 
various consumers with manufactures from 
the United Kingdom, Scandinavia, the Euro- 
pean Continent and other countries. Mr. 
Harry H. Meyer, the manager of the paper 
department of the National Paper and Type 
Co., has just concluded a visit extending over 
several months to this country and the Con- 
tinent. When more normal conditions pre- 
vail he hopes to handle large quantities of 
British-made paper. Formerly Germany 
made extensive shipments of paper, drawn 
from various quarters, from Hamburg, and 
the country of origin not being shown, quite 
a monopoly was created.. The National 
Paper and Type Co. represent many import- 
ant lines associated with the paper and print- 
ing trades, and publish, in the Spanish lan- 
guage, house organs, which keep prospective 
buyers, also their own connections, well in- 
formed as ѓо latest developments and im- 
provements. The paper interests of the firm 
in the United Kingdom are in the hands of 
Messrs. Johnston, Horsburgh and Co., 20 and 
21, Queenhithe, London, E.C.

Principles and Practice of Correct Costing. 


Lecture at the Birmingham Business Efficiency Exhibition, 
on September 17th, by Mr. A. Williamson, F.C.W.A., 
Costing Secretary to the Master Printers’ Federation. 


The, subject of costing is to-day probably 
the most-discussed question outside national 
and domestic politics. The exigencies of 
manufacturing industries, due to war con- 
ditions, made it imperative that a readier if 
not easier method of keeping track of costs 
must be used if proper prices were to be 
charged to the consumer. The Government 
gave a strong lead in connection with muni- 
tion contracts, and now manufacturers all 
over the country are awaking to the immense 
value of correct costing. 

There is, however, a large number of people 
who look upon these methods with a great 
deal of suspicion or prejudice. These mis- 
givings are the offspring of fear or pride— 
fear that something distasteful will be dis- 
closed, or pride in an old-established or old- 
fashioned business, but conducted on lines not 
quite suitable (о to- day's needs. 

The conditions affecting present- day manu- 
facturing problems are of so serious a charac- 
ter that the methods of pre-war days do not 
indicate quickly enough what is happening 
to the costs of production. Hence the 
awakened interest in costing. Private firms, 
public companies, federations of employers, 
accountants, and promoters of efficiency are 
every where seeking to elucidate the problems 
of scientific production costs. 

The science has already developed to such 
an extent that an Institute of Cost апа Works 
Accountants has been founded and has for its 
presidents and vice. presidents such captains of 
industry as The Right Honourable Lord Lever- 
hulme, Sir Robert Hadfield, Bart., D.Sc., F. R.S., 
Sir Charles Wright Macara, Bart., Sir Gerard 
A. Muntz, Bart., Sir Herbert Austin, K.B.E., 


М.Р., W.Howard Hazell, Esq.,J P., and others 


The objects of this Institute are chiefly to 
encourage and develop the study of scientific 
costing, to standardise the nomenclature, and 
by directing studies and examining candi- 
dates, to prepare a body of efficient cost ex- 
perts for every industry. 

The underlying principles of correct costing 
must be capable of demonstration. In addi- 
tion they must be applicable to all industries 
—they must be universal; and, further, they 
must be adaptable to all sizes of businesses— 
they must be elastic. I hope later onto prove 
these statements. 

It must not be thought that any system can 
be introduced without expense, but if that - 
system provides a means of checking errors, 
discovering leakages, and eliminating guess- 
work, it is not wasted expenditure. 

The elements of cost аге — Labour, Material 
and Expenses. ‘These principal items are 
capable of sub-division: Labour, produc- 
tive and non-productive; Material, directly 
chargeable and indirectly chargeable; Ex- 
penses, departmentaland administrative. How 
to deal with these divisions and sub-divisions 
is the special province of the cost expert. 

A correct system of costing is in reality a 
profit and loss account of each department at 
short periods, either weekly, fortnightly, or 
monthly, and these vital records indicate the 
state of health of each department as well as 
of the factory as a whole. 

There are few industries where a flat per- 
centage of wages to recover expenses works 
out equitably, and it is almost an impossi- 
bility to distribute expenses by this means 
where hand labour and machine work both 
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bear a share, often variable, in the production 
of an article. Mass production simplifies cost- 
ing, but the avenues for work of thischaracter 
arenot numerous, but even here a proper cost- 
ing system will bea valuable aid to efficiency. 
Quite recently I visited an establishment turn- 
ing out a special product in various forms. 
By segregating the product they had suc- 
ceeded in dealing with the costsin bulk form, 
but they were also able at short notice tostate 
the cost of each component part. This is the 
essence of correct costing. 

Without proper costing methods it is almost 
impossible to secure the efficiency necessary 
to high production. The ability to compare 
results can only come along the lines of uni- 
formity of method in each industry, and 
economy in production and elimination of 
waste will only besecured when manufacturers 
are able to meet and compare results that have 
been gotten by using a similar measure. This 
fact is recognised by the principals of firms in 
several industries, and small committees are 
working out schemes, gradually feeling their 
way to the promulgation of a system capable 
of general adoption. 

T wo vital principles that must be recognised 
are those of depreciation of plant value and 
interest on capital invested. The first of these 
items has in some firms been dependent on the 
amount of profit earned by the concern, but 
both are vital to the successful carrying on of 
a business. Another principle is that expenses 
should be departmentalised as far as possible 
so as to reduce the overhead expenses to a 
minimum. 

The installation of a proper system of cost- 
ing beyond a knowledge of accountancy needs 
a knowledge of the processes to which it is to 
be applied, as there are many practical diffi- 
culties which must be overcome when apply- 
ing the principles. 

The advantages of a correct system of cost- 
ing are numerous, but only two or three need 
be mentioned: 1. The departmentalisation 
of expenses ensures an equitable load on the 
work passing through a department. 2. The 
periodic statement of comparative details of 
cost and value enable the management to 
detect quicklv any error in rates used for work 
produced. 3. The returns show which de- 
partment is producing up to its equipment 
possibilities, and whether the value of the 
work produced iscovering the cost. 4. Actual 
cost figures enable the manufacturer to control 
his selling prices with a certainty not other- 
wise to be effected. 

Scientific cost-finding is an essential where 
work is done to order, and the Master Printers' 
federation has devised a system which gives 
splendid results. 

Here followed an outline of the main 
features of the Master Printers' Cost-Finding 
System. 

The audience followed the lecture with keen 
interest, and at the close recorded their appre- 
ciation by hearty applause.

L.S.C.'s Strong Resolution. 


Te STATIONER S 


Although with the resumption of work in 
the Manchester-Liverpool distriet, less imme- 
diate practical consequence attaches to the 
question of whether or not trade unionists in 
London and elsewhere should consent to do 
work sent out from a strike area, nevertheless 
the principle involved isa very important one, 


'so that note must be taken of the move just 


made by the London Society of Compositors, 

On Wednesday of last week the L.S.C. held 
a special delegate meeting (called by requisi- 
tion, in accordance with the terms of L.S.C. 
Rule XXXII.), and on this occasion a resolu- 
tion submitted by those who requisitioned the 
meeting was passed, running as follows :— 

“That under no circumstances shall the 
L.S.C. Executive give effect to any agreement 
by the Joint Industrial Council which in- 
volves the L.S.C. executing work in any house 
or district where a dispute or lock-out is in 
progress. 

“That in the opinion of this meeting the 
production of work usually done in Liverpool 
and Manchester while the present dispute is 
in progress is not in accordance with the 
principle of Trade Unionism and should be 
immediately discontinued.” 

A prominent member of the L.S.C. remarked 
the other day that he thought the L.S.C. was 
the only union that had disagreed with the 
attitude of its executive on the matter, and 
this might be accounted for by the fact that 
the other societies were more vitally affected ; 
they being national in scope,any extension of 
the dispute would have meant that their mem- 
bership would be involved earlier and more 
extensively than that of the L.S.C. He thought 
that the majority of the members attending 
the delegate meeting had come with their 
minds already made up, on insufficient data, 
and had agreed to the resolution the more 
readily in that, the strike having already 
come to an end, immediate application of 
the principle involved was not anticipated. 
Adequate consideration had not been given 
to certain points, one being the fact that the 
Manchester and Liverpool branches of the 
T.A. had taken their extreme action upon a 
proposed alteration of agreement that had 
never been submitted to the employers— 
namely the proposal of а 10. advance for 
Liverpool and Manchester alone, apart from 
the rest of the membership ; another point was 
the discrepancy of rates which such a preferen- 
tialaward wouldhaveproduced; had Manches- 
ter secured the additional 10s., and had the 
L.S.C. also secured it to bring them level, cer- 
tain towns in question would then have found 
themselves no less than 27s. 6d. below London ; 
and this—even apart from the question of the 
illegitimacy of the strike bringing it about— 
would have been an awkward state of affairs 
for both men and employers.

is Made. 


Printers’ Managers and Overseers Association 
Pays a Visit to the Lanston Works at Redhill. 


Of a model factory situated amid beautiful 
rural scenery, with workshops up-to-date 
and spick-and-span, scientifically planned 
throughout, and provided with a profusion 
of interesting and admirable machinery — 
such must be the memory carried away by 
every member of the Printers' Managers and 
Overseers Association who took part in Satur- 
day's visit to the works of the Lanston Mono- 
type Corporation, Ltd., Redhill. Yes, and in 
the background—or is it the foreground?—the 
recollection of a generous luncheon, the more 
appreciated after a long motor drive since an 
early breakfast, and enhanced by its being 
served by no ordinary waiters or waitresses, 
but by pretty and beribboned young ladies 
from the Lanston Monotype staffs. 

At 9 a.m. some go odd members of the P. M. 
and O. A. met as arranged at Blackfriars, and 
Mr. E. W. Whittle, the genial secretary, was 
to be seen marshalling his men for their 


bestowal in the four comfortable motor char- . 


a-bancs which were to convey them right to 
the doors of the works. Within a quarter-of- 
an-hour or so all were on the move, and in 
the best of spirits. Although the first part of 
the journey was made under dull skies and 
with a little light rain falling, the weather 
fortunately brightened later to permit enjoy- 
ment of the drive over the North Downs. 


The Survey of the Works. 


Reaching the worksafter a journey of about 
21 hours, the party were cordially received 
by the directors of the company, the works 
manager and staff, and were at once divided 
into nine groups which were separately 
conducted through the different depart- 
ments under the very capable guidance of 
Messrs. F. Demming, E. Silcock, E. H. Webb, 
J. E. Tipton, E. A. Golding, E. H. Montagnon, 
S. Whyte, P. Kingsley, and R. Hall. Acompre- 
hensive survey was made of the whole estab- 
lishment, and the various operations and 
apparatus explained. One of the first points 
noted by the visitors was the excellent lay-out 
of the works, most of the shops being situated 
in a well-lighted single-storey building. In 
this building were seen many machining 
operations in progress — milling, planing, 
turning, pressing, drilling, etc.—and it was 
noticed how much ingenuity had been dis- 
played in ensuring accurate workmanship 
and making the processes as nearlv as pos- 
sible automatic and fool-proof. Here, too, 
were the fitters’ bench, the tool-room, the 
inspection-room, and stores. An interesting 
exhibit on one of the side benches indicated 
the large amount of work put into some of the 
parts; this was a type-carrier in itssuccessive 
stages of manufacture, through a series of 50 


different operations. After the main shops 
the moulding, lapping, and assembling de- 
partments were visited; then the hardening, 
house with its furnaces and its up to-date in- 
stallation of pyrometers; also a department 
in which 2-cwt. rolls of paper were seen in 
course of being slit into narrow measure and 
perforated. Another interesting department 
was the power house, providing electricity 
for all the light, power, and heat required— 
including, it was interesting to learn, the 
electricity supply for electric cooking of all 
food prepared on the premises. Here were 
seen several dynamos driven by gas engines, 
one of the latter being a 300-h.p. Westing- 
house. Great interest attached also to the 
department in which punches are cut and 
matrices made, and the visitors were much 
impressed by the elaborate apparatus em- 
ployed, such, for instance, as the projection 
lanterns exhibiting a highly magnified reflec- 
tion of a type-face or matrix, so as to guard 
against the sending out of any but matrices 
of perfect formation. Further elaborate con- 
trivances were found in the office building, 
where was seen optical metallurgical appara- 
tus used for testing the quality of steel; also 
delicate apparatus for testing the strength of 
paper. А noticeable feature throughout the 
works was the large amount of precision ap- 
paratus employed, use being made, for in- 
stance, of numerous highly sensitive gauges, 
microscope sightings, and so on. 

Thesurvey having been completed, luncheon 
followed, a substantial repast being served in 
the fine large mess-room used daily by the 
employees. Lord Askwith presided, and after 
the toast of “ The King " had been honoured, 
he briefly addressed the gathering. 


The Speeches. 


His Lordship remarked that there were no 
speeches down on the programme, but that as. 
vice-chairman of the Lanston Monotype Cor- 
poration he could not refrain from expressing 
the Corporation's pleasure at seeing them 
there that day, and thanking them for coming. 
He welcomed them in the name of the di- 


. rectors, the manager, the foremen, and the 


whole of the works, including, he said, the 
young ladies who had so kindly volunteered 
to wait upon them at table, and who, it would 
be felt, had performed their domestic duties 
as well as they did their technical or clerical 
duties at other times. (Loud applause.) 
Commenting upon what the visitors had seen, 
His Lordship referred in particular to the 
matrix-testing apparatus, which gave evi- 
dence of the great care taken to avoid sending 
out “dud” matrices. That apparatus, he 
said, was the invention of Mr. Pierpont, the 
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works manager, whose present state of health 
he regretted to say was such that he was un- 
able to stay to the luncheon. Lord Askwith 
went on to speak of the difficult war-time 
period, when the Corporation's resources for 
accurate and minute machine. making were 
turned to the producing and using of ma- 
chines for making delicate parts for rifles and 
guns, and particularly for machine guns 
which were of such value to our armies in 
France. At the end of the war, he said, the 
Corporation returned to Monotype work, and 
they trusted that this work would now con- 
tinue, and that the value of the machine to 
the printing world, demonstrated in the past, 
would be of good use in the future to every 


printing trade—although that award had 
diminished into puny contrast with some of 
the alterations of recent years. In the first 
weeks of the war, His Lordship continued, 
trouble threatened in Scotland. Both parties 
came to him to discuss methods or means for 
putting off that dispute, and after hearing 
both sides he was glad to be able to make 
some suggestions which led to a cessation of 
a bitter dispute which both parties wished to 
end in view of the national danger. In con- 
clusion, His Lordship referred to the im- 
portance of the work of printers' managers, 
and wished the P. M. and O. A. as much co- 
operation as possible with their employers 
and workpeople. He thanked members for

nation of the world. (Hear, hear.) It was by 
printing that education had come to the 
world ; it was by printing alone that further 
education would come, and on that depended 
largely the progress of the world. It was at 
one time said that the development of print- 
ing was at a standstill ; he thought the Mono- 
type machine was a proof that that was not 
the case. The printing industry was going 
ahead and would go ahead, although it might 
have its difficulties and troubles from time to 
time. He himself had been connected with 
some of these. (Laughter.) Long years since 
he had had to deal with the London com- 
positors, and a great deal of criticism had 
been forthcoming about the award made, an 
award that was going to upset the whole 


their attendance, bade them welcome to the 
works, and expressed the hope that that 
would not be the last time on which they all 
might meet together. (Applause.) 

Mr. Jarvis, president of the P. M. and О. A., 
replied ina short speech thanking the Lanston 
Monotype Corporation on behalf of the 
P. M. and O. A, for their invitation, and for 
the manner in which they had carried out the 
arrangements for the visitors’ comfort and 
benefit. Everything possible had been done, 
he said, for their convenience, and they had 
not only had a very enjoyable visit, but a very 
instructive one. He concluded by thanking 
especially the young ladies who had so kindly 
volunteered their services at the luncheon 
(Applause.) 
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Mr. Whittle also expressed the thanks of the 
Association, and proposed the toast of the 
directors of the Lanston Monotype Corpora- 
tion, coupling with it the names of Lord 
Askwith (managing director, Mr. Burch 
(director) and Mr. Pierpont (works manager). 
The Association, he said, could not have had 
a more enjoyable treat witb which to wind 
up their session. It had been an eye-opener 
to some of them to see the up-to-date and 
efficient character of the works, and the 
numerous operations through which some of 
the parts had to goin manufacture. Referring 
humorously to the attractions of the young 
ladies who had volunteered as waitresses, he 
said it was many a long day since the mem- 
bers of the P. M. and O. A. had had such a 
bevy of beauty surrounding them. (Applause 
and laughter.) He referred briefly to the wel- 
fare arrangements made by the Corporation 
for its workpeople, to the excellent condition 
of the whole works, and to the beautiful sur- 
roundings in which they were situated. He 
called for a bumper toast, and this was 
heartily accorded. 

Mr. Burch (director)—in the absence of Mr. 
Pierpont—replied to the toast. He said it was 
always a great pleasure to the directors and 
staff of the Lanston Monotype Corporation to 
do anything that might be of benefit to the 
printing industry, an industry so important to 
the progress of the world. It was upon the 
men who, like the members of the P. M. and 
О. A., were in executive positions that the 
trade must rely for the maintaining of the 
traditions of the pes and for the giving to 
the rising generation such betterment as it 
was possible to provide. He thanked them 
for the very hearty toast that had been pro- 
posed, and assured them that it was very 
cordially appreciated. (Applause.) =

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Need of Larger Premises Emphasised. 


As limitations of space last week prevented 
our reporting all the speakers at the public 
meeting with which the St. Bride Foundation 
Printing School opened its current session, a 
few further notes now follow. 

Mr. T. W. McAra, in the course of an inter- 
esting speech as chairman, strongly empha- 
sised the ever-increasing need for more ac- 
commodation for the growing activitiesof the 
School. He told of Lord Riddell’s effort to 
find more adequate premises, and the finding 
of a suitable building in Stamford-street, but 
said that difficulties had cropped up since the 
sympathetic reception by the L.C.C. of the 
very representative and influential deputation 
from the printing industry. He hoped that, 
with the promised further help of Lord 
Riddell in stirring up those responsible for 
the delay, these difficulties might be overcome 
and the desired premises acquired. He con- 
cluded by mentioning that Mr. Riddell, the 
principal, was not in fit health to be present 
that evening but had insisted upon coming ; 
he hoped he would get away for “а jolly 
good holiday " and build himself up for the 
work of the opening session. 

Mr. C. W. Bowerman, M.P., laid stress on 
the importance of students' love for their art, 
and pointed out the value to the wholeindus- 
try of the high effort of even a single student. 
He had himself loved his work as a composi- 
tor, he said, and he looked back upon his 
nineteen years' work under the shadow of St. 
Bride Church as the happiest nineteen years 
of hislife. He referred to the very crowded 
state of the hall that evening as evidence of 
the need for larger accommodation, and con- 
cluded by wishing the School a speedy ac- 
quisition of more suitable premises and ever- 
increasing success in its future work. 

Mr. H. W. Howes (Printing and Kindred 
Trades' Federation) said the Federation re- 
presented by himself and Mr. Quantrill would 
be very gratified to hear of the splendid pro- 
gress made by St. Bride's. He expressed the 
sympathy of the Federation in the matter of 
the need for larger premises, and wished suc- 
cess to the efforts to be made to raise £600 to 
found a St. Bride Students’ Pension to com- 
memorate students fallen in the war.

At 
а lengthy conference on Tuesday, the Labour 
Committee ofthe Federation of Master Printers 
met representatives of the Printing and Kin- 
dred Trades Federation to discuss the de- 
mand for an increase of 15s. per week for men 
and 7s. 6d. per week for women upon the rates 
arranged in June last.: It was not to be ex- 
pected, of course, that any immediate agree- 
ment could be arrived at, and the next step is 
to bea special general meeting of the mem- 
bers of the London Master Printers' Associa- 
tion to be held on Monday, October 4th, to 
ceceive a report of the conference, and to pass 
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any necessary resolution or resolutions arising 
out of such report. Yesterday (Wednesday) 
the national conference opened between repre- 


. sentatives of the Federation of Master Printers 


and the Typographical Association. It is 
being held at Stationers’ Hall. The general 
grounds to be considered are: first, the differ- 
ence brought about by the passing of the 1920 
Rent Restriction Act; second, the increased 
cost of food ; third, the status of the printer. 
Difficult enough in any circumstances, the 
work of this conference is made specially 
complicated by the demand of the Manchester 
and Liverpool T.A. branches for preferential 
treatment. After a long sitting the conference 
was adjourned until Wednesday, the 6th inst. 
Members of the London Society of Composi- 
tors were to meet yesterday evening to con- 
sider a resolution put forward by the L.S.C. 
Betterment Committee dealing with the 
raising of the status of the compositor and the 
securing of an enhanced minimum wage.

education, and of the excellent work done at 
St. Bride.

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.Will Trade Revive? 


The slump in general trade has spread its 
influence over the printing and allied indus- 
tries with the result that bookbinders are ex- 
periencing a somewhat quiet time throughout 
the country. In Lancashire the effect of the 
printers' strike was beginning to be very 
keenly felt by stationery binders, as a great 
bulk of the work must of necessity pass 
through the printing departments on its way 
to the bindery. With the return of the 
printers, trade has livened up a little in that 
particular locality. The great rush of con- 
tract work which characterised the opening 
months of the year has worn itself out, and 
the reluctance of many big houses to spend 
money at this period of financial tightness is 
causing some anxiety in the outlook. Nor- 
mally, October should maik the commence- 
ment of the busiest period of the year, but 
there will have to be a very considerable 
change in the situation if the tradition is to 
be maintained. 


Need for Cost-Finding. 


The new hourly rates for the bindery will 
give food for thought and once again will 
drive home the sheer necessity of the time 
docket. It is not enough to simply take the 
figures issued by the Costing Committee and 
apply them to any particular business. Every 
bookbinder should be in a position to ascer- 
tain, control and check his rates per hour. The 
factor throughout is time and if time dockets 
are not employed there is no satisfactory sub- 
stitute which will enable the management to 
know exactly what each job is costing him. 
Very probably many houses would find it 
necessary to work at slightly higher rates in 
order to secure a balance on the departmental 
working. Others, with a better organisation 
might find the figures high. But the essence 
of the whole thing is alwaysthe same, namely 
to ascertain one's own exact cost of working, 
not only on the whole department but also 
on individual operations and machines. 


The Teaching of Bookbinding. 


Ву the time the present issue of this journal 
appears in print there will be many technical 
classes in full swing. Unfortunately very few 
centres provide education in bookbinding of 
the right sort. "here is too much pandering 
to the artistic amateur who dabbles in literary 
binding and not enough attention devoted to 
the apprentice whose day isspent on commer- 
cial work. Perhaps the best classes in the 
whole country are those held at the Manches- 
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The Bookbinder. 
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ter College of Technology where machine 
ruling and stationery binding are treated 
seriously and thoroughly, and both theoretic- 
ally and practically. The innovation is com- 
paratively a new one, dating from about two 
to three years ago. Prior to this the main 
attraction of the bookbinding classes was for 
the letterpress binder, and the big commercial 
binders of the district saw no advantage to 
be derived by allowing their apprentices to 
attend. Now that tne success of ruling and 
account book binding classes are assured in 
this foremost centre of the technological 
world it is up to other centres to follow suit. 


Bookbinders' Materials. 


The market for bookbinding materials is in 
a very quiet state, and leather merchants 
particularly are becoming extremely anxious 
for orders. Some low prices have been 
quoted for light and fancy leathers, but the 
buyer needs to use caution in his selections. 
There is a big amount of very inferior stuff to 
be disposed of and the real good skins are 
correspondingly scarce. Large consignments 
of Indian goatskins of very low grade have 
been bought at the auctions and worked up 
into finished leather for the bookbinder. 
These skins can be sold cheaply, but they are 
only suitable for the commoner class of work. 
For full-binding of good quality perfect skins 
are almost as difficult to secure as they were 
some months ago and the price certainly can- 
not be much reduced for a long time to come. 
Average prices ruling to-day are somewhat 
as follows :— Anglos, 3s. per square foot (with 
attractive offers at 2s. 9d.); moroccos, 4s. to 
4s. 6d. per foot; fair calfs, 3s. 9d. to 4s. ; rough 
goats, 25. 3d. to 2s. 6d. ; stout basils, 15. 6d. ; 
thin basils, 1s. 3d.; roller basils, 15. 1d. to 15. 
3d.; skivers, 1s. to Is. 1d. per foot. These 
prices may vary with different makers aad 
there are many agents who are anxious to 
сат their stocks at very low prices for prompt 
cash. 


Parchment Market Dull, 


The parchment makers are at last becoming 
so quiet as to go seeking orders; a quite un- 
usual proceeding for them. Government 
contracts are, however, very low in bulk just 
now and the substitution of other materials 
for parchment and foril by the bookbinders 
has an effect which is now being realised for 
the first time. The legal profession has for a 
long time looked askance at the price of 
parchment, especially as the hand-made paper 
mills have succeeded in producing a wonder- 
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fully strong and tough sheet of rag-paper 
which serves the purpose fairly well at less 
than one-twelfth the price. Doubtless parch- 
ment and foril will be reverted to now that it 
is procurable, for after all there is nothing 
quite like it and it has proved its value 
through centuries of endurance whereas the 
modern substitutes have yet to prove their 
claim to extreme durability. 


Giut of Strawboards, 


Strawboards are a drug on the market just 
now and the stocks held in the country are 
enormous. The basis price is £22 per ton 
with about £3 extra for heavy weights. 
Many agents would be glad to accept even 
less if prompt cash could be secured. The 
probabılity is that the price will advance 
when business becomes more brisk, for the 
Dutch mills are working at full pressure under 
very heavy costs. Now is the best time to buy 
if people have the capital to expend. Mill- 
boards are steady, with low offers of grey 
boards at £32 to £35 per ton. Hand-made 
black boards are quoted at £55 per ton, but 
the demand is very small, even though there 
is no hope of lower price. 


Threads, Tapes and Cloths. 


With threads and tapes there is every pro- 
bability of a reduced price, as also with 
bookcloths, calicos, and fabrics generally. 
Buyers will be well advised to just keep pace 
with requirements and leave stock at a low 
ebb. The price has long been too high, but 
the slump in shipping and the fall in cotton 
are having an effect which should bring the 
manufacturers to a different turn of mind. 
Resumed trade with Russia will allow the 
importation of flax at a much lower level 
than has obtained lately. Already there are 


signs of uneasiness in the market and by. 


withholding their orders users of bookcloths, 
threads, tapes, etc., will play their part in 
creating more reasonable quotations.

Mr. H. J. Valentine has patented a child's 
spelling book which has its pages marked out 
or perforated in suitable sizes, as shown in 
Fig. t, the parts bearing either a picture or a 
letter of the alphabet. The cover a, Fig. 2, 
has metal frames f, g attached thereto by 
tongues and open аї one end. A part bearing 
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a picture is removed from a page and in- 
serted in the frame g, and then parts bearing 
letters forming the name or description of the 


object of the picture are removed from the . 


pages and inserted in the frame f. An en- 
velope 15 provided within the cover for the 
parts after removal. 


Loose-Leaf Binder. 


[n a binder of the type having telescopic 
posts on clamping. members controlled by a 
slotted plate travelling lengthways of the 
back of the binder and automatically locked 
in position by ratchet mechanism releasable 
by a key or otherwise, the opening movement 
being effected by means of springs located in 
the telescopic posts, an auxiliary spring 27 is 


provided for assisting the opening movement. 
This spring is arranged on the rotary ratchet 
rod 17 co-operating with the spring pawl 14 
on the slotted controlling-plate D, and bears 
against a lug 200n the plate serving as an 
intermediate support for the rod 17. The in- 
vention is patented-by Mr. W.J. McCarthy. 


New Inventions. 
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Reinforced Fibrous Board. 


An invention by Mr. Treadway B. Munroe 
covers a novel structure of fibre board and a 
method of producing such board. The 
apparatus is shown in the figure in a dia- 
grammatic sectional view, together with a 
section of the finished board. The tank or 
container I receives the board making ma- 
terial suspended in water from the well 30, 
under a sufficient head to force the particles 
up through the wire mesh 5,and force some 
of the water through the foraminous surface 
4 of the drum 3. The travelling belt 2 passes 
around the drums g and 1o, and exerts a pres- 
sure on the board before it leaves the tank at 
the point 20. The wire cloth 5, unwinding 
from the reel 6, passes through the tank in the 
direction shown by the arrow 16, and par- 
ticles of the pulp or board making material 
become interwoven or caught in the openings 
of the wire. More of the. material forms on 
the under side of the belt 2, travelling in the 


direction of the arrow 11, and other material. 
forms on the face of the drum 3; and as the 
wire 5 passes between the drums 3 and 9, the 
material on the drum 3 and the under side of 
the belt 2 becomes firmly compressed and 
compacted with that on the wire 5. 
The board emerging at 20 contains from 50 
per cent. to 75 per cent. water. 

The cellulose fibre material, out of which 
the board is made, is composed of three or 
four different classes of fibres. One class con- 
sists of abnormally large fibres or slivers 13, 
frequently 4 inch wide and 1 inch long or 
longer. Mixed with these are thread like 
fibres 14, say 1-32 inch to 1-64 inch diameter 
and 4 inch to one inch long. А third class is 
the hair like fibres t5, of diameter, say frem 
I-100 inch to 1-200 inch, and from 4 inch to 
one or two inches long. A fourth class may 
be the fine fibres used in papermaking. The 
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fibres are mixed in water in the proportions 


of from less than one to 5 parts of fibre to 99 
or more to 95 parts of water.

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The L.S.C. “Welcome Home." 


Victory Celebration at Crystal Palace: 
Compositors Honour Ex-Service Craftsmen. 


The London Society of Compositors paid 
fitting tribute to their ex-service members by 
organising the biggest gathering ever held in 
the history of the society—the “Welcome 
Ноте” festival held at the Crystal Palace on 
Saturday. On this occasion there were present 
some five thousand personsconnected with the 
printing and allied trades. The earlier part 
of the afternoon was devoted to an interest- 
ing sports programme carried through on the 
football ground (particulars are given below), 
and at five o'clock the “ Welcome Home ” was 
voiced at a mass meeting held in the Palace 
Orchestra. 

The meeting opened with a tribute of 
respect to the memory of men who fell in the 
war. All present stood during a minute's 
impressive silence, after which two buglers 
sounded the “ Last Post." | 

Mr. T. Timberlake, who presided, said that 
as a member of the L.S.C., and as chairman 
of the society, he felt proud to belong to such 
an organisation. The history of the society 
compared most favourably with that of any 
other organisation which had as its object the 
uplifting of fellow-craftsmen. Proof of the 
spirit of brotherhood was provided by the 
splendid efforts which had been put forward 
on behalf of the Printers' Pension Corpora- 
tion and other charities. In welcoming home 
their friends who had fought on their behalf, 
they did so with hearts full of gratitude. 

Mr. C. W. Bowerman, M.P., referring to the 
‘* remarkable engines of destruction" to be 
seen on every hand in the Crystal Palace,said 
that he, like his hearers, had known men who 
had been behind some of those guns, men who 

had left their ordinary avocations in order to 
fight for that liberty which Englishmen hold 


so dear. They knew the number of men, not 
only in the ranks of the L.S.C., but also in 
other branches of the printing trade, who had 
laid down their lives to maintain that liberty. 
All gathered there would remember those 
men, not as a mere passing thought, but as 
long as the Almighty gave them breath and 
intellect to think of their deeds. Going on to 
speak of the Printers’ Pension Corporation, 
Mr. Bowerman expressed admiration for the 
work which the trade had done in raising 
money for the support of orphans, and men- 
tioned that the Pensions Corporation was 
supplementing the work of the L.S.C. and 
had decided to help to maintain the boys and 
girls of men of every branch of the trade who 
had fallen in the war. Owing to the absence 
of “that popular young fellow, the Prince of 
Wales," theannual festival had been postponed 
to the autumn, but one of the first, if not the 
first, of the Prince's duties when he got into 
harness again would be to preside over the 
annual festival. The funds at that dinner 
would be aided by the sale of photographs of 
Mr. George Robey, and he hoped that mem- 
bers would assist insuch sales. Fourthousand 
of their members— the majority without wait- 
ing to be asked—had left their frames, donned 
khaki, and fought the good fight. Gallant as 
had been the deeds of the men who sacrificed 
their lives, it should not be forgotten that a 
paramount duty rested on the shoulders of 
those who were left to see that their children 
were looked after until they were able to go 
into the world for themselves. Не would be 
disappointed if the Printers' Pension Corpora- 
tion dinner did not realise at least / 30,coo. 
The chairman next called upon Mr. T. E. 
Naylor, the general secretary of the L.S.C., 
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than whom no one, he said, had had more 
to do with the inception of that “ Welcome 
Home." 

Mr. T. B. Naylor's Speech. 

Mr. Naylor expressed his pleasure in wel- 
coming home the ex-service members of the 
society, and remarked that the 4,000 who 
joined up were not all young men ; there were 
among them men over 40, yes, and men over 
бо, who volunteered. He said the first member 
of the L.S.C. to lay down his life in the Great 
War was a man of 54 years of age. After his 
death his son joined the service, as soon as he 
was old enough," to make good against 
those who had caused his father's death." 
The L S.C. men who had served in the Army 
and in the Navy, no matter what hardships 
and sufferings they had endured in the name 
of country,— he was confident that if danger 
threatened aud it all had to be done over 
again, they would willingly, cheeifully, man- 
fully be prepared to do their bit once more. 
Mr. Naylor went on to remind them that it 
was not the Labour movement that wanted 
the war, and those of them who had fought 
and those who had not were determined that 
if it could possibly be resisted there should 
never be in their lifetime, or in the lifetime of 
their children. another war. (Loud applause.) 
If the League of Nations meant anything at 
all, he said, and if our statesmen were in 
earnest in saying that they did not want 
another war, then let the League of Nations 
do its work. let reason take the place of force, 
and if statesmen of the world were honest 
and determined in the matter, they would 
have the people of the whole civilised world 
behind them in resisting any attempt to im- 
pose war again on suffering humanity. They 
had done their best during the war to keep 
the flag flying over the L.S.C. andotherunions, 
and he thought they had succeeded. In the 
name of the L.S.C. he thanked those who had 
served, and assured them that the society was 
anxious that they should not suffer in any 
way for what they had done " The country 
expects," he said, “that every statesman this 
day will do his duty, and see to it that men 
who have fought and bled, men who are dis- 
abled because of the part they took in the 
war, shall not be out on the streets seeking 
charity.” (Applause.) Their services should 
be valued at least at such a rate as would 
enable them to live without want or anxiety. 
(Applause.) 

Mi. Ralph Baker, replying on behalf of the 
L.S.C. ex service men, said the efforts of those 
who fought in the war were worth while only 
if it were true that they had been fighting for 
civilisation against barbarism. The war for 
civilisation would not have been won 
so long as there were any ex-service men 
walking the streets unable to find employ- 
ment, so long as slums existed, and rack- 
renting landlords. and so long asit was neces- 
sary to cadge for pensions for the old-age of 
men who.had given their services in work- 
shop, field or factory. Не urged that this 
war be carried into the polling booth, and 
the right men be elected for Borough Coun- 
cil, County Council and Parliament.

SAMPLE BOOKS ON APPLICATION. 
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Messrs, Vickers' New Lines. 


Previous to the war most of the machines 
and appliances for the making of cardboard 
boxes were the production of American and 
German firms, the British manufacturers being 
few, and severely handicapped by the enter- 
prise of their foreign competitors. To alter 
this state of things, and to provide British- 
made machinery for the boxmaker 15 
the aim of Messrs. Vickers, Ltd., the well- 
known engineering firm ot Erith, which is 
putting on the market a complete range of 
appliances for the trade. The firm have ac- 
quired the patent rights of Mr. J. W. Nasmith, 
of Stockport, in this class of machinery, and 
are embodying improvements that will place 
the machines in the front rank, while the per- 
fectly standardised methods of production 
will enable them to offer their products at a 
reasonable price. The machines are so de- 
signed that combinations of them may be 
employed for the production of any particular 
kind of box in large quantities, while other 
combinations can be arranged for the pro- 
duction of boxes in a variety of styles and 
sizes. The range of machines embraces hand 
shears, rotary cutting machines, rotary cut- 
ting and scoring machines, rotary cutting 
and bending machines, single and double 
corner cutting and slotting machines, vertical 
bending machines, wire and corner stitchers, 
cleat stitchers, nailing stitchers, banding ma- 
chines, circular package appliances, and other 
machinery. 

The Rotary Cutting Machine is made in six 
sizes, ranging from 30 inches to 60 inches; it 
has two rollers and five pairs of cutting discs, 
feed rollers, planed iron feed table, hand feed 
bar, with receiving box. This machine may 
also be had without cutters, arranged as a 
plain scorer, groover or bender. 

Rotary Cutting and scoring machines for 
cutting boards into box blanks are noticeable 
for their accuracy and handiness of working. 
They are fitted with a pair of front feed rollers 
‘and have a double grooved beam, so that 
scoring tools can be put on either side of the 
beam, and /&in.apart "There are shear rollers 
for adjustable cutters, delivery rollers and 
planed feed table with hand feeding bar. 
The board is fed twice through the machine, 
the second cuts and grooves being made at 
right angles to the first, and a Double Ma- 
chine will shortly be ready capable of per- 
forming both operations automatically and 
in succession. Four sizes of these machines 
are made at present, ranging from 30 inches 
to 46 inches. 

In the Vertical Bending machines there is 
a range of six sizes, from 30 inches to 60 
inches; the design of the machine is much 
improved so as to secure perfect bending on 
all classes of straw, mill or leather board. 
They are instantly adjustable for all weights 
and consistencies, and have a large range of 
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usefulness in the box factory. An important 
feature of these machines is the guard to pro- 
tect the operator from injury while working. 

The “Асте” Rapid Banding Machine is an 
appliance of entirely new design embodving 
important features. It is intended for glueing 
a paper band round the box, leaving a margin 
for turning overattop and bottom. Both 
single and double machines are made, and 
each will deal with boxes from two to thirty 
inches square. The double machine auto- 
matically feeds in and glues together two 
strips and a band, or strip, band and lace- 
work, subsequently glueing the whole to the 
box їп one operation. Theglueing operation 
is so arranged that only the exact quantity of 
adhesive is deposited on the band, and a con- 
siderable saving of material is thus effected. 
By this sparing distribution of adhesive on 
the band the latter requires less time to dry 
and thus enables a shorter travel to be given 
with the result that the machine is of a com- 
pact form that effects a saving of 60 per cent. 
in floor space. 

Forcutting and slotting the corners of card- 
board boxes there is the Single Corner Cutting 
and Slotting Machine (for power) which deals 
with one corner at a time and will take a pile 
of blanks up to 2 inch thick at one stroke. 
This appliance is very strongly constructed 
and is designed for efficient and lasting use. 
Two sizes are made with tables respectively 
21 by 27 inches and 36 by 30 inches. 

A Double Corner Cutting and Slotting 
Machine is also made for dealing with 
smaller blanks than the single machine; it 
cuts and slotstwo corners simultaneously and 
with special dies it can be used for punching 
work and will also deal with any cutting 
operations along the edge of aboard. The 
heads are adjustable and are carried on a 
strong transverse beam, while each head is 
self-contained and can be moved to any point 
on the bed without disturbing the relation 
between top and bottom knives. А large 
multiple 72-inch machine is also made which 
does similar work but for large leatherboard 
boxes and fibre containers. 

Complete plants for circular package ma- 
chinery are supplied comprising sheet glueing 
machines, tube rollers and cutters, slitters and 
winders and machines for making tubes from 
the reel of paper for mailing and other pur- 
poses. There is also a spiral tube winding 
machine to wind tubes from one to six inches 
in diameter, with adjustable automatic cut- 
off arrangement, that can produce tubes at 
the rate of over 1,000 ft. per hour. 

Among the stitching appliances is an ex- 
cellent corner stitcher, a straight or cross wire 
stitching machine for power, a cleat stitching 
machine that can be used on any substance 
from tissue paper to -inch wood, and a nail- 
ing stitching machine for light wooden cases. 
There is also an excellent folding box stitch- 
ing machine with adjustable teed and cut-off 
and rising and falling table. 

Other machines are made by Messrs. Vickers 
but limited space prevents our noticing them 
in this brief review. Needless to say that the 
construction and finish of this boxmaking 
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machinery is of the best, as would be ex- 
pected from a firm with such a high reputa- 
tion, and those in want of boxmaking plant 
should investigate its advantages for them- 
selves. 

Several of the machines are now on viewat 
the industrial exhibition at the Crystal 
Palace, where they may be seen at work, and 
all particulars may be had from the offices of 
the firm, Vickers House, Broadway, West- 


sing Exhibition.

Local Association for Walthamstow, 
Leyton and Leytonstone, 


Under the auspices of the East and North- 
East London Master Printers’ Association, a 
well-attended meeting of master printers was 
held at Walthamstow on Thursday last week, 
and a variety of important matters came 
under consideration.

will support the council of the London Master 
Printers' Association in any action they may 
take to avoid any advance whatever."

Whilst 
1 admit that we have no ruling machine, it 
may surprise you to know that account-book 
binding has been taught at the Merchant 
Venturers’ Technical College, Bristol, since 
1908, and that in conjunction with our letter- 
press binding, we have on four occasions ob- 
tained the first prize in the City and Guilds of 
London Institute examinations. 

What we have to deplore here, is the lack of 
interest taken by the workpeople, who refuse 
to accept-the opportunities afforded them to 
improve their knowledge, and as a conse- 
quence our class has been closed during the 
past three years. |

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Current Topics. 
The Wages Demands. 

THE wages negotiations are proceeding as 
capidly as could be expected, and on Tuesday 
in London the Executive of the Printing and 
Kindred Trades Federation resumed the ad- 
journed conference with the Master Printers 
and Newspaper Proprietors’ Association. 
Master printers are thus once more “up 
against it," and the new demand of 15s. for 
men and 7s. 6d. for women was considered 
by a general meeting at Stationers’ Hall 
of the London Master Printers’ Association on 
Monday. While the extent of the increase 
asked is regarded as quite unreasonable, there 
is a disposition to meet the employees on the 
rise in the cost of living. As long as this rate 
goes up, masters will be faced again and again 
with the same proposition. It is to the interests 


of everybody that prices should go down, 
but there is little prospect of that at present. 
People are not inclined to forego the larger 
profits. From this burden the printing trade 
as a whole is suffering, with the result that 
orders are falling away and unemployment is 
on the increase. Industry needs more settled 


conditions, but how these are to be obtained 


is scarcely clear. An effort is being made to 
secure wages agreements which will hold for 
at least twelve months, and the fact that one 
such has been entered into is an earnest of 
good intentions. 
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Paper Mills Out for Orders. 


THE writing and ledger paper mills are at 
last showing signs of gaining on their wait- 
ing list, and deliveries are being made more 
quickly. Representatives are becoming very 
keen to secure orders, but there is no talk or 
hope of lower prices. In many cases the price 
for repeat orders is up on last time and in no 
cases do we hear of concessions so far as the 
mills are concerned.

German Paper. 


GERMAN paper is coming to hand but 
slowly. There are severe financial handicaps 
which limit development in that direction. 
Payment, it seems, has to be made before- 
hand, and the goods arrive When they may. 
This does not engender trading relations, be- 
sides which, of course, our late enemies have 
their own industrial difficulties to contend 
with. Interesting figures were recently given 
of the paper and manufactures thereof im- 
ported into this country from Germany be- 
tween November i1th, 1918, the date of the 
Armistice, and May 3ist last. During those 
eighteen months, there was imported 159,751 
cwts. under the heading mentioned, repre- 
senting a value of £458,884. This amount 15 
quite negligible when compared with what 
Germany sent us before the war. For the 
year 1913, for example, we received 1,746,522 
cwts. of paper and boards, a figure with which 
the amount received since the Armistice can- 
not bear comparison. It does not follow, how- 
ever, that those responsible for the paper trade 
in the United Kingdom can afford to relax 
their efforts. Far otherwise. Scandinavian 
competition isa thing to be seriously reckoned 
with, whilethe gigantic efforts being made to 
foster the industry in the United States and 
Canada are patent to everybody.

A long and active career, both in the 
paper trade and the public life of Lon- 
don has come to an end with the death 
of Alderman the Right Hon. Sir Thomas 


Vezey Strong, K.B.E., K.C.V.O., principal 
in the firm of Strong, Hanbury and 
Co.. Ltd., wholesale paper merchants, Upper 
Thames-street, London. The deceased knight 
had been ailing for some time, and he passed 
away early on Sunday morning at his resi- 
dence in Barnet, within two days of his 63rd 
birthday. He was born in the parish of St. 
Bride's, Fleet.street, and entered the paper 
trade at the age of 14. In 1886 he started in 
business for himself in Upper Thames-street, 
ultimately becoming principal of the firm of 
Strong, Hanbury and Co. Sir Vezey Strong 
had a long and useful record of public service 
to hiscredit. Entering the City Corporation 
as Alderman of the Ward of Queenhithe in 
December, 1897, he subsequently occupied 
many important offices. He was elected one 
of the sheriffs in 1904, and was Lord Mayor 
of London in 1910-11, the year of the King's 
Coronation. Sir Vezey Strong had the gifts 
and the graces to fulfil these distinguished 
posts with honour. His business training, his 
energy, his earnestness, and his eloquence 
alike helped him in the discharge of his duties. 
Benevolent institutions always aroused his 
sympathy and interest. All the charities con- 
nected with the paper trade received his help. 
and in the Printers’ Pension Corporation he 
took an active interest. To the affairs of the 
Corporation he devoted special attention, and 
he was regularly to be found in the chair at 
the annual meetings of that body. He occu- 
pied this position at the annual meeting in 
March last, when his wit and wisdon were 
again a conspicuous feature of the gathering. 

Among wholesale stationers he occupied a 
prominent place. [n the same year as he was 
elected Sheriff of London, he held the office of 
Master of the Stationers’ Company, a year 
memorable from the fact that it witnessed the 
5ooth anniversary of the incorporation of the 
Guild. Sir Vezey was also at one time chair- 
man of McMurray's Royal Paper Mills, 
Wandsworth. The deceased knight's activi- 
ties included membership of the Stationers’ 
Social. Society, and in 189o he occupied the 
position of President. He married in 1900 
Lillie, daughter of the late Mr. James Hart- 
noll, who was a pioneer in the erection of 
model dwellings in London. They had no 
children. | 

The funeral took place on Wednesday, а 
service in the private chapel. Wrotham Park, 
Bentley Heath, near Potter's Bar, being fol- 
lowed by the interment at Potters Bar. A 
memorial service was arranged for Thursday 
at St. Lawrence Jewry, next Guildhall.

How. the “ Liverpool Echo” Applied the 
Process. 


Though reference has been made more than 
once in these pages to the expedient which, 
durihg the recent Lancashire strike, was 
adopted by the Liverpool Echo for producing a 
news-sheet without the aid of compositors, 
the interest attaching to the innovation justi- 
fies a return to the subject now that the news- 
papers management have divulged more 
fully their experiences in this connection. 

Having succeeded in producing a full-sized 
seven-column sheet of the kind which is now 
familiar to the local public, a difficulty arose. 
The usual locking-up in the form is done, of 
course, by the compositors, and it was pointed 
out that, unless the new style "page" was 
"locked up ” in trade union fashion, it could 
not be handled by other departments. The 
difficulty of putting in the "page" when 
NE was no Typographical Association man 
to lóck it up was eventuallv overcome by the 
Echo's chief engraver, who demonstrated that 
only trade union work had been done up to 
the time of handing over the finished product 
for stereotyping. 


The leans Employed, 


The news which the strike sheet was to con- 
tain was first sub edited in the ordinary way, 
except that condensation was more severe. 
It was then copied by type writer in 5-inch 
single columns. which were photographically 
reduced to the exact size required for the 
"page." The engiaving staff next etched 
from the negative in the usual way, each 
negative being made up of items pasted toge- 
ther to form, roughly a quarter of a page. 
When the engraving was finished the various 
news items were separated for “ making-up "— 
the best features and most important being 
given pride of place—and the metal plates 
were pasted down upon a sheet the exact size 
of a seven.column page. The joint issue 
ended after the first week, and both papers 
then produced their sheets separately. 

The stop- press arrangement, which enabled 
a race result, for instance, to be fixed upon the 
" mat '' within three minutes of its receipt, was 
devised for the original trial sheet. “he stop- 
press panels were made by preparing a stiple 
screen zinc plate on which the news was 
drawn, 1n reversed letters, in an acid-resisting 
varnish, and the plate was then etched. This 
etching occupied about half a minute in the 
acid bath. The stop-press item was then 
ready tor insertion in the page three minutes 
after its receipt. The Echo management 
believe this process had never before been 
utilised in this way. 

Several minor difficulties were satisfactorily 
overcome (including the finding of a substi- 
tute for column rules), and the paper even- 
tually included a leading article, commercial 
and sporting news, and even the illustrated 
Paris fashion article. |

Printing Crafts Quiid Concert. 


The annual concert was held in the College 
of Technology, Manchester, on Saturday 
week, when Mr. John Taylor (president) had 
the support of Mr. R. B. Fishenden, M.Sc. Tech. 
(director of the Printing Department), Mr. 
John Sever (president, Manchester and Salford 
Master Printers' Association), Mr. F. Water- 
house (general manager, Messrs. Tillotson and 
Sons, Bolton), ex-Councillor H. Ross Clyne, 
and about 700 members and friends. 

During a few remarks Mr. John Sever stated 
that the employers' association was in entire 
sympathy with the Guild, and always had 
been interested in the College of Technology. 
lf there was required anything that would 
help the craftsman to make himself efficient, 
his association would be willing to do all 
possible to keep Manchester ata high standard. 
The College accommodation was too limited 
for the needs of Manchester, and in the near 


‘future it was hoped the necessary require- 


ments would be forthcoming. 

Mr. R. B. Fishenden informed the company 
that the College could be classed as the finest 
equipped institution in the country, and the 
staff of teachers was specially selected from 
craftsmen who were acknowledged leaders in 
their own particular branches. The evening 
classes were well attended, and when it be- 
came generally known that there were day 
classes for apprentices of all grades, and for 
the sons of employers, he hoped that the num- 
ber of students would surpass those of the 
evening classes. Employers would be con- 
ferring a benefit upon the craft 1f they would 
send their apprentices each week for a certain 
number of hours during the ordinary times 
for working; also they would find the young 
craftsmen making greater headway and sooner 


‘becoming qualified in their various callings. 


There was a scheme in operation whereby a 
youth could attend day classes at the College 
for a period of two years, and the time would 
be added to his apprenticeship. The College 
was constantly at work on new problems, and 
had been exceptionally fortunate in some of 
the processes. 

Mr. F. Waterhouse said that London was 
the first city in the country, and it was im 
possible to say definitely whether Manchester 
or Liverpool secured second place, but if 
found not exactly second, Manchester was 
very close to the position. He had recently 
been to America, and the friends across the 
"Herring Pond" acknowledged that the 
College of Technology, Manchester, was the 
finest institution of its kind in Europe. During 
that evening he had been pleased to see many 
friends whom he knew some thirty years ago 
in the trade in Manchester. He also was de- 
lighted to find a late Bolton apprentice on 
the teaching staff of the College. 

Ex-Councillor Н. Ross Clyne also added а 
few complimentary remarks. 
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The concert was arranged by Madam Anita 
Pashley, the artistes being Madam Loui 
Strange, Miss Margaret Shepherd, Mr. Walter 
Leah, Mr. A. Robinson, Mr. Harry Pashley, 
Miss Ethel Richmond (violinist), and Mr. E. 
Cookson (accompanist). 

A very pleasant evening closed with the 
singing of “ Auld Lang Syne.”

Employment in the paper, printing and 
bookbinding trades generally was good 
during August, but there was a slight decline 
on the whole, compared with last month. 
With letterpress printers in London employ- 
ment was not so good as during the previous 
month, and was rather worse than in August 
of last year, but a considerable amount of 
overtime was worked by compositors and 
readers. In the provinces a slight slackening 
was reported from some centres, but employ- 
ment was good generally. Inthelithographic 
printing trade employment was generally fair, 
and not quite so good as during the previous 
month. In some districts, however, it was 
reported to be good. Employment in the 
bookbinding trade was generally good during 
August, and some overtime was occasionally 
worked. It remained about the same as during 
last month, but showed an improvement as 
compared with a year ago. According to 
returns received by the Labour Gazette, the 
number of members of trade unions is put at 
79,439 in the printing trade, the percentage of 
unemployed at the end of August being 1'5, 
as against 1'2 in July and r1 in August last 
year, the increase being 0'3 per cent. compared 
with a month ago, and o'4 per cent. compared 
with a year before. In the bookbinding sec- 
tion, the trade union membership is given as 
14,020, with a percentage of unemployment of 
о 6, the same as in July, and 277 in August of 
last year, a decrease of 2:1 on a year ago. 

The returns made by employers show the 

number of workpeople in the printing offices 
concerned to be 9,770, a decrease of r'4 per 
cent. compared with a month before, and an 
increase of 9'1 per cent. as compared with I2 
months previously. The wages paid to all 
workpeople amounted to £35,492, a decrease 
of 2.9 рег cent. on the preceding month, but 
an increase of 32:5 as compared with a year 
ago. 
In the bookbinding trade, employers’ returns 
showed 5,633 workpeople, increases of 2:2 per 
cent. and 16:0 per cent. compared with a 
month and a year ago respectively. The 
£13,957 paid to all workpeople represented 
increases of 5/7 and 4577 per cent.

The Slump 


in Printing. 


Mr. Howard Hazell’s Alarming Report as to the 
Extent to which High Costs are Curtailing Trade. 


The important statement which Mr. Howard 
Hazell has drawn up to show the danger of 
still further raising the costs of printing, ap- 
pears in thecurrent Circular of the Federation 
of Master Printers, and is, we understand, to 
be given wide separate circulation in the 
trade. The following excerpts indicate Mr. 
Hazell's conclusions as to the slump in trade 
directly traceable to the increased costs of 
production. 

The trade, says Mr. Hazell, is slacker than 
it has been for many years, and there is a very 
great probability of still further reduction in 
ordersand an increase in unemployment. The 
latest advance of wages of 10s. per week to 
adult males and 3s. 6d. to adult women took 
place only in June last, and the full effect of 
this increase on the demand for printing has 
not yet been felt. A great amount of book 
and other kinds of printing had been ordered 
or arranged for before the increased wages 
took effect, and this work is still being pro- 
duced, but owing to the increased cost, work 
which would have been ordered since June 
has been abandoned or reduced in quantity. 


Job Printing.. 


A very large proportion of the men and 
women in the printing trade are occupied in 
job printing, and-a serious slump has occurred 
in this class of work. As the cost has in- 
creased, the customers have reduced the size 
and restricted the numbers of, or totally 
abandoned, the work they formerly ordered 
when prices were lower. The cumulative 
effect of the many increases in cost of wages 
and materials is now being felt, and reports 
from a very large number of printers through- 
out the country prove that work is being 
drastically cut down. [The statement then 


proceeds to detail many striking instances of 
reduced and cancelled orders for job printing.] 


Colour Printing. 


Owing to the delay in amending the Mer- 
handise Marks Act, notwithstanding the 
efforts of all concerned, a considerable quan- 
tity of picture post cards and colour printing 
is being imported from Germany, and isbeing 
offered at prices at which the present high 
costs in this country render it impossible to 
compete. The effect of this competition will 


not, of course, be felt for some months to 


come, but already orders are falling off from 
retailers and wholesale dealers in this class 
of printing. | 

| Book Work. 


In consequence of the abnormal cost a 
large reduction has taken place in the num- 
ber of books that are being ordered by pub- 
lishers. The publishers find that the public 
will not pay the price it is now necessary to 
charge in order to cover the cost of pro- 


: ducing books, and they have therefore re- 


duced the number of books and the number of 
pages in the books they do publish. 
[Again numerous striking instances are 


. given of big curtailments of printing orders.] 


The Publishers’ Circular, January 3rd, 1920, 
stated that in 1912 the number of new books 
and new editions published was 12.067, and 
in 1913 the number published was 12,397. In 
1919 the number had dropped to 8,622, and 
the books now in the composing-rooms are 
40 per cent. less than in September, 1919. 

This decrease in orders will gradually reach 
the machine and binding departments, and 
the creeping paralysis which has already 
affected the composing-room will spread 
through all departments. 
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Newspapers. 


It is common knowledge that owing to the 
increased cost of production many news- 
papers are being carried on ata loss and a 
very great number are working at a very 
narrow margin of net profit. 

There are a very large number of weekly 
newspapers of a technical and trade character, 
and small country newspapers which have 
small circulations, but are of very great value 
to the industries of this country, and employ 
a large amount of labour in their production. 
It has been suggested that the price should be 
increased, but this would have been done if 
the proprietors thought it could be carried 
out without damaging their property. It was 
stated at one of our conferences by pro- 
prietors of a Liverpool paper that they had a 
paper which was making a loss when sold at 
a penny, and when they raised the price to 
twopence the loss was greater, and they there- 
fore had to revert to the former price of a 
penny. Proprietors of newspapers are not 
anxious to disclose the fact that they are 
making losses or very little profit, but it is 
evident that such losses connot be continued 
indefinitely, and must ultimately lead : — 

(a) To the amalgamation of newspapers 
in order to save expense in wages and dis- 
tribution. 

(b To a considerable reduction in size 
and smaller wages bill. 

(c) Or to the total suppression of the 
papers with the lowest financial resources. 
In any case the result would be disastrous 

to the printing trade. 


Merchandise Moris Acl 


The Government Committee appointed to 
consider whether the Merchandise Marks Act 
needed strengthening or amending has pre- 
sented a valuable report. 

Evidence was submitted by the Federation 
and the Joint [Industrial Council of the Print- 
ing Industry, says the Circular of the Federa- 
tion of Master Printers, showing the urgent 
necessity for action to prevent this country 
from being flooded with cheap colour printing 
bearing no indication, when it reached the 
public, of its foreign origin. 

The Committee reports in favour of the 
amendment of the Act, but suggests that the 
Board of Trade should be empowered to 
make inquiries and draft rules to suit the 
requirements of the particular industry af- 
fected. 

Unfortunately, it appears impossible for any 
legislation in this direction to be undertaken 
in the immediate future, unless energetic 
action is taken by those concerned. There 
are already indications that we have to meet 
Continental competition of a serious character. 

Steps are being taken to bring the question 
again before the authorities to see if anything 
can possibly be done pending the legislation 
which the report recommends to be carried 
through.

Note the School-Leaving Dates. 


Reference was made recently in our report 
of a master printers’ meeting, to the need that 
employers should, in making arrangements 
for engaging juvenile employees, take the 
new school-leaving dates into consideration. 
The current Monthly Record of the L.M.P.A. 
emphasises this matter, pointing out that 
Clause g of the Education Act, 1918. came 
into operation over a year ago, but, according 
to the Ministry of Labour, employers, as a 
whole, have not realised the necessity of 
organising their staffs so that their young 
learners can be taken on at definite periods 
of the year instead of week by week, with the 
result that they are subject to inconvenience 
through having to wait an unexpected length 
of time for learners, while there is difficulty 
in satisfactorily settling in industry the manv 
thousands of young people who are available 
only at these periods, and who, if suitable 
openings are not immediately forthcoming. 
are apt to take up work offering little pros- 
pect of training. 

The clause in question makes it obligatory 
for boys and girls to remain at school until 
the end of the term in which they reach four- 
teen years of age. 

Members of the L.M.P.A. are advised to co- 
operate with the local Juvenile Advisory 
Committees attached to each Employment 
Exchange in the London County Council area 
by recording the following "school-leaving " 
dates, and by drawing the attention of all 
staff managers and foremen responsible for 
the engagement of juvenile staff to the advis- 
ability of recruiting at these times. 

School-Leaving Dates.—1920— Friday, Octo- 
ber 22nd; Thursday, December 23га.  1921— 
Wednesday, March 23rd; Wedne-day, July 
20th ; Friday, October 28th ; Thursday, De- 
cember 22nd. 

As the next term ends on October 22nd, 
employers should, as soon as possible, furnish 
the Juvenile Advisory Committee of their 
Local Employment Exchange with full par- 
ticulars as to the number of boys and girls 
they are prepared to employ and train. 


The Poor ШЇ Printer 


According to the African World, strictures 
were recently passed by the Legislative 
Assembly at Accra, Gold Coast, in regard 
to the salary’ of the Government printer. 
Whilst an official in a department other than 
the printing who was started on £250 or £300 
could retire on £950 or £920 at least, it trans- 
pired that the Government printer, even after 
30 years' service, must retire on £720! The 
salary of the official in question starts at / боо, 
and his assistants at £450.

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What London Master Printers Think. 


. Exclusive Report of Last Week’s Special Meeting 
. of the L.M.P.A. Discussing Wage Demands, 


There was a crowded attendance at Sta- 
tioners' Hall on Monday, October 4th, when the 
London Master Printers held a special general 
meeting to discuss the demand of the Print- 
ing and Kindred Trades' Federation for an 
increase of 15s. per week for men and 7s. 6d. 
for women. 

Mr. R. A. Austen-Leigh, the president, was 
in the chair, and opened the proceedings by 
briefly reporting the conference of the 28th 
ult. between the Labour Committee of the 
Federation of Master Printers and representa- 
tives of the Printing and Kindred Trades' 
Federation. Hefirst recalled the fact that, up 
to the demand of April-May last, claims for 
increases of wages had been put in separately 
by each of the different unions, but that on 
that occasion the masters had succeeded in 
arranging that the demands should be unified 
and presented at the national conference 
through the Printing and Kindred Trades' 
Federation. He reminded members also that 
of the 10s. then granted 2s. 6d. was ear- 
marked to meet certain imminent increases of 
expenditure, especially rent. This time, he 
said, all unions were making a single demand 
through the Printing and Kindred Trades' 
Federation with the exception of the T.A. 
which was acting separately. The previous 
week a preliminary conference had been held 
but no offer of any kind had been made on the 
employers’ side. Ihe president of the Federa- 
tion of Master Printers, Mr. Humphreys, de- 
cided merely to hear the views of the men, to 
find out exactly what the demand was and 
how it was substantiated,so that the matter 
could be put before the Alliances. He (Mr. 
Austen-Leigh) was there that afternoon, he 
said, to tell them about that conference and 
to putcertain views beforethem. When they 
had asked the men how they substantiated 
the amounts of 15s. and 7s. 6d. they had re- 
tired, and, coming back, showed the 15s. split 
up as follows: All items irrespective of rents 
and rates, 7s. 6d. ; rents and rates, 45. 6d. ; in- 
creased travelling expenses, 2s.; increases 
estimated for September, 1s. gd. Although 
the sum of these items came to 15s. gd. he 
supposed that, to show their extreme modera- 
tion, the men had knocked off the gd. The 
masters, he continued, had been unable to see 
any rhyme or reason in these figures. The 
attitude they had taken up—more especially 
at the subsequent conference with the T.A. 
—was that the only figure for the cost of 
living they could possibly accept was the 
othcial figure, standing to-day at 161. This 
figure was obtained bv dividing the working 
man's budget into the items of food, rent, 
clothing, fuel and light, and miscellaneous. 
laking the respective figures of percentage 
increase at pre-war values—íood, 167 per 


cent.; rent, 35 per cent.; clothing, 330 per 
cent.; fue! and light, 135 per cent.; miscel- 
laneous, 130 per ceut.—then combining these 
percentage increases in accordance with the 
relative increase in the pre-war working class 
family budget, the results showed that for 
maintaining unchanged the average pre-war 
standard of working class living the in- 
creased cost worked out at 161 per cent. above 
the pre-war figure. That included rents and 
rates. It was true the men did not accept tbat 
figure, thinking it too low, while a good 
many employers thought it should be lower. 
However, it was worked out by statisticians 
better than either employers or employed 
could possibly work it out. Mr. Austen- 
Leigh went on to quote the percentage figures 
for each month of the present year, admitting 
that thee had been a steady increase cul- 
minating in the figure of 161 per cent. fo: 
September. Не said that at the last confer- 
ence it was explained by the employers 
sid» that the 105. grant was considered to 
cover a percentage figure of 1533. Suppos- 
ing it were possible to give any increase 
now, оп account of that figure having gone 
up, it could only be an increase corresponding 
to the difference between 1534 and 161, namely 
7i points. He recalled that when a sliding 
scale was under discussion about a year ago, 
the sum was mentioned of 3s. for every 10 
points difference; subsequently the masters 
had talked of 3s. 6d. Taking the more favour- 
able figure, and putting 7j points into money 
at the 3s. 6d. rate, you get 2s. 8d. or 2s. 74d. A 
certain number of employers felt it was desir- 
able, perhaps fair, to give the working mana 
sum representing the increased cost of living, 
namely 25. 8d. ihe masters, he said did not 
feel that the present was any time for 
generosity; the state of the trade did not 
warrant it. He referred to figures compiled 
by Mr. Howard Hazell showing the present 
shrinkage of trade, showing that enormous 
numbers of public authorities, etc., were using 
duplicating processes for the production of 
work previously printed, that orders had been 
cut down to half or cancelled, that members 
of the Publishers' Association were hardly 
putting any books in hand at all, that work 
was going to Holland, indirectly to Germany, 
to India, Japan and elsewhere. There was 
also the difficulty of finding capital to meet 
any new advances. Thusthe present was no 
time for generosity; the trade could not afford 
it. Mr. Austeu- Leigh concluded by saying 
that he thought it advisable to offer the 2s. 5d. 
И that offer were rejected and negotiations 
broke down, the Joint Industrial Council 
would be summoned, and after that, if neces- 
sary, they could offer the men an Industrial 
Court. They would then be on very strong 
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ground if a struggle came. The Federation 
was organised on democratic principles, and 
they wanted to hear the views of members 
present. The alternatives appeared to be (1) 
that they should instruct their representatives 
to tell the men that owing to the present con- 
dition of the industry no advance could be 
made; or (2) that they should instruct them 
to make the best terms they could in order to 
avoid a conflict at any cost ; or (3) that they 
should authorise their representatives to offer 
the men an amount corresponding to the in- 
creased cost of living figure, roughly as. 8d., 
and tell them that that was the limit of the 
offer they were to make. He proposed that 
the third alternative, representing the middle 
course, should be adopted, and to put the 
matter in order he put forward his suggestion 
in the form of a resolution: “ That this meet- 
ing of representatives of the London Alliance 
instructs 115 representatives on the Federation 
Council to impress upon the Labour Commit- 
tee the seriouscondition of the printing indus- 
uy, and the grave danger of raising the pre- 
sent high costs of production, and that no 
further advances of wages be conceded beyond 
what can be proved necessary to meet the in- 
creased cost of living since the last settle- 
ment." (Applause.) 
Mr. А. F. Blades seconded the resolution. 


Discussion on the Resolution. 


In answer to inquiries, the Chairman ex- 
plained that the 2s. 8d. proposed represented 
a flat rate for all adult male employees. 

Mr. Saunders strongly urged that a limit 
had been reached at which concessions must 
cease. They did net know where they were ; 
contracts were no good because of the many 
conditional clauses that had to be inserted. 
As an old trade unionist he had always been 
in favour of a grading system whereby the 
conscientious worker was paid in accordance 
with his work. Employers refused to pay 
more to good workmen because they had to 
pay inferior workers just as much. 

Mr. T. J. Hunt said there was going to bea 
strike in any case and everybody in the room 
knew it. Had not the time come for them to 
put their foot down, and say they would pay 
no тоге? 

Mr. Tee pointed out the discrepancy be- 
tween Mr. Hunt's attitude and the chairman's 
admission that wages had lagged behind the 
increased cost of living. Hesaid they wanted 
to come out of the fight with clean hands. It 
was not the men's fault that they had to ask 
for increased wages as the cost of living went 
up He proposed as an amendment that 7s. 
6d. be granted to the men and 3s. 6d. to the 
women, with an understanding that no 
further increase should take place for twelve 
months. 

No seconder could be found for this amend- 
ment, which was therefore dropped. 

Mr. Hayward suggested that there was a 
want of sincerity in those masters who pro- 
tested they could not afford to pay more and 
then offered wages in advance of trade union 
rates, and so took away employees from 
smaller printers. 


Mr. W. H. Burchell adduced statistics show- 
ing the large total increases in wages and 
the considerable monetary equivalent of the 
holiday concessions granted. 

Mr. Bond having asked for information re- 
garding the Manchester- Liverpool demand, 

The chairman briefly outlined the present 
position, remarking that hecould not imagine 
that the employers should make an agree- 
ment with the Printing and Kindred Trades 
Federation and not at the same time with 
the T.A. 

Mr. A. Willmott proposed an amendment 
to the effect that the present demand should 
be refused and that no increase should be 
granted for the next six months. 

Mr. S. Tinsley seconded, suggesting that 
the chairman's resolution could stand as it 
was save for an alteration to state that in 
view of the present state of the trade no 
advances could be given. 

Mr. Geo. Reynolds laid emphasis on the de- 
cline in printing orders owing to prohibitive 
prices. He thought. the smaller work would 
be non.existent before long. He said this 
point should be put strongly to the men. The 
whole crux of the matter was that the men 
were not working enough hours. and not turn- 
ing out the output they should. 

Mr. Willmott's amendment being put to the 
meeting it failed to obtain a majority of 
hands in support. 

The chairman therefore read again his own 
resolution, which was put to the meeting and 
carried. : 

Mr. Harris having further emphasised the 
loss of smaller work owing to the use of sub- 
titutes for printing, 

The chairman assured him that the im- 
portance of this point was fully realised. 
Pamphlets had been prepared and would be 
circulated showing the present condition of 
the trade. 

Mr. J. J. Keliher suggested that members 
should send in all available data as to shrink- 
age of trade. К 

Mr. Howard Hazell, who said an appeal for 
such information had already been made. re- 
proved those printers who had failed to re- 
spond to this appeal, but stated that adequate 
data had been forthcoming to show the 
alarming state of the trade with regard to 
job work, which was reduced to a little over 
half the pre-war volume. 

Mr. Jones, who began by drawing attention 
to work coming into this country from Ger- 
many through Holland, raised emphatic 
objection to flat-rate increases. If highly 
skilled men were to receive only 21 per cent. 
or 5 per cent. better than labourers, what in- 
centive was there for ladsto serve seven years' 
apprenticeship ? 

The Chairman said that all were in agree- 
ment with Mr. Jones on this point. In con- 
cluding the proceedings, he intimated that 
further meetings would be necessary, and 
members might have to be told to prepare 
for trouble. He thanked those present for the 
large and helpful attendance. 
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48 Hours, but 
52 Weeks Paid For. 


51к,— Тһе following will be of interest to ' 
your readers showing how the last 10s. ad- 
vance works out for compositors getting £4 
15s. per week and working 48 hours, 

In 1914 they worked 50 hours at 39s. per 
week and were paid for Good Friday and 
Christmas Day only, for which they received 
£99 19s. 6d. (they losing pay for all the other 
holidays). In 1915 they received 3s. advance; 
October, 1916, 3s. ; June, 1917, 4s. ; November, 
1917, 4S. ; January, 1918, 2s.; April, 1918, 75. 
6d.; September, 1918, 10s.; (March, 1919, 
hours reduced to 48, and payment granted 
for one week's holiday and for all public 
holidays); June, 1919, 5s.; December, 1919, 
7s. 6d.; June, 1920, tos., making £4 15s. per week. 
They now receive at the rate of £247 in cash 
per annum, which works out at £5 2s. 11d. per 
week, taking into consideration that only 48 
weeks are actually worked— made up as fol- 
lows:—2 hours less per week equals 2 weeks 
in the year, one week's holiday and one week 
for all other holidays, making 4 weeks in all. 

Here is an example of how the 105. ad- 
vance, granted in June last, affects the em- 
ployer. In the case of a firm with 100 em- 
ployees, 60 men at 10s. per week extra equals 
£1,560; 40 women and young persons at 3s. 
ба. per week extra equals /364--making a 
total of £1,924 per annum extra to the pay 
roll. This is not allowing for the 5d. per week 
for the National Insurance or the extra 4d. in 
November for the National Unemployment 
Insurance.

Wages Negotiations Continue. 


NEGOTIATIONS are still proceeding upon the 
whole question of wages and status of the 
greater part of the printing industry, and at 
the time of going to press there 15 no indica- 
tion-of any settlement being in sight. It will 
be understood that the new demands are two 
and distinct. On the one hand, the Typo- 
graphical Association is negotiating separ- 
ately from the other unions its claim fer 
weekly increases to all its members ranging 
from 20s. to 18s. according to the district. On 
the other hand, the Printing and Kindred 
Trades Federation of the United Kingdom— 
representing all other sections of the printing 
trade in the U.K., with the exception only of 
the employees of the London newspapers—is 
claiming a flat-rate increase for its members 


throughout the country of 15s. a week for 
men and 7s. 6d. for women. Last week's 
negotiations in connection with both de- 
mands are recorded below. The negotiations 
are being continued this week.

Conferences with the Т.А. 


REPRESENTATIVES of the Federation of 
Master Printers and the provincial newspaper 
organisations on the one side and the Execu- 
tive of the Typographical Association on the 
other, resumed conference last Thursday. The 
chairman was Dr. Macklehose (in the absence 
of Mr. E. W. Humphries); Mr. J. D. French 
was in the vice chair. Various proposals 
were discussed, and the conference sat for 
seven hours, eventually adjourning in order 
that the proposals should be submitted to a 
special meeting of the Federation's Council. 
This Council meeting was held yesterday 
(Wednesday), and the conference is to be re- 
sumed to-day.

Printing and Kindred Trades' Conference. 


THERE were five hours' further discussion 
on the wages question on Wednésday of last 
week at the resumed conference between re- 
presentatives of the Federation of Master 
Printers and the newspaper organisations and 
the Printing and Kindred Trades Federation. 
Dr. J. Maclehose presided, and Mr. C. W. 
Bowerman, M.P., occupied the vice chair. 
At the close of the conference the following 
official joint statement was issued by Mr. 
Goodwin, for the Master Printers, and Messrs. 
Bowerman and Holmes for the Printing 
Trades Federation :—‘ An offer was made of 
5s. per week for men in London and gradeone 
towns, graduating to 2s. 6d. for men in grade 
six towns, or alternatively to take into con- 
sideration the Ministry of Labour's index 
figures of the cost of living to the extent of an 
increase of 4d. per point for every point in- 
crease in the cost of living index figure for all 
items above 153 per cent. as shown in the 
Goverament returns for October, such sum to 
be given as a flat rate throughout the country. 
A graduated offer was made to qualified 
women workers of 1s. 6d. increase in grade one 
and two towns, 15. 3d. in grade three and four 
towns, and i1s. in grade five and six towns, or 
alternatively a flat rate of 1s. 6d., the case of. 
London to be specially considered, no imme- 
diate offer being made. The employers' offer 
was considered by the men's representatives, 
who felt themselves entirely unable to 
recommend them. It was intimated to 


the employers that a meeting of the 
Administrative Council of the Printing 
Trades Federation would be convened 
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for Tuesday in next week, the men's re- 
presentatives holding themselves in readi- 
ness meanwhile to meet the employers should 
they be prepared to submit a revised or 
amended offer." The Council of the Print- 
ing and Kindred Trades Federation accord- 
ingly met on Tuesday to consider the offer of 
the master printers and newspaper organisa- 
tions. At the close of a two hours' session 
Mr. Holmes announced :—" The Council have 
decided to reject the employers' offer. 
does not mean that drastic action will be 
taken. We shall continue to negotiate'on our 
original claim, and probably steps will be 
taken to meet the employers again in confer- 
ence." Another conference was to be held in 
London yesterday (Wednesday) afternoon. 
€ E Ф 
Paper Wages Award Accepted. 

PAPER workers have given another indica- 
tion of their peaceable disposition in their 
acceptance of the recent award of the Arbitra- 
tion Court with reference to wages. It would 
be a blessing to the country if the employees 
in all our industries would exhibit "sweet 
reasonableness” to the same extent. The 
voting shows practical unanimity. Although 
a new agreement has not yet been drafted, 
owing to divergent views as to the interpre-

tation of certain clauses of the award. there | 


is harmony and settlement once more in the 
ranks of the paper trade. As to these inter- 
pretations, application has been made to the 
Court, and no doubt the questions which have 
been raised will be disposed of with compara- 
tive ease. The agreement so far has, of course 
not been reached withouta hard fight on both 
sides; but now that the decision of the Arbi- 
trator has been accepted, work in the paper 
mills will proceed harmoniously. Unfor- 
tunately, the same happy prospect does not 
apply to other sections of labour. Examples 
like that of the paper workers, however, are 
bound in time to make an impression upon 
even the more recalcitrant members, who, 
after all, are in the minority, for there is a 
wealth of common sense which is the back- 
bone of industrial Britain. And as time goes 
on the unrest which has been apparent of late 
must die down, and after the “ fitful fever " 
which is the natural consequence of the war, 


British industry will again fully assert itself.

Lecture on the Evólution of London. 


There was a goodattendance of members at 
the October meeting of the Parent Associa- 
tion, P.M. апа О. A., at the “Old Bell," Hol- 
born, on the 5th inst., when several important 
matters of business came up for discussion, 
after which members listened with apprecia- 
to Mr. William Steer, whose lecture under the 
equivocal title of “My Kind of History” 
turned out to be a chatty and anecdotal 
sketch of London as seen during the ages of 
evolution from pre-historic times to the pre- 
sent day. The president, Mr. A. E. Jarvis, 
was in the chair. 

The minutes of the September meeting 
having been read and confirmed, 

The general secretary, Mr. E. W. Whittle, 
referred to the resolution passed at the Sep- 
tember meeting with regard to approaching 
the T.A. and the Lithographers' Association. 
He said a conference had been arranged with 
the latter for October 13th, but that it had 
not yet been possible to make an appoint- 
ment with the T.A., who were at present very 
busily engaged on other matters. 

[We since learn that the T.A. are to be 
interviewed on November 27th.] 

Mr. Whittle also spoke of the recent deputa- 
tion to the Federation of Master Printers on 
the question of salaries and notices, and read 
a letter in which Mr. А. E. Goodwin, on be- 
half of the Federation, confirmed the under- 
standing that had been come to, and ex- 
pressed appreciation of the manner in which 
the case of the P. M. and О. А. had been pre- 
sented. | 

Asked whether any complaints had been 
raised with a view to claiming the assistance 
offered by the Federation of Master Printers, 
Mr. Whittle said that two cases were under 
consideration.

The Coming Bohemlan Concert. 


A recommendation by the council was next 
moved by the general secretary :—“ That the 
Lecture and Entertainment Committee act as 
stewards for the Bohemian Concert on Novem- 
ber roth next." Mr. Whittle explained that 
the Great Hall of the Cannon-street Hotel 


had been booked, and the council thought it 
best that the arrangements for the concert be 
left to the Lecture and Entertainment Com- 
mittee. After a brief discussion the motion 
was seconded and carried. 

Consideration was given also to the ques- 
tion of whether talent for the concert should 
be recruited from the Association. On the 
motion of Mr. Blackwell it was decided to 
leave the matter to the discretion of the 
Entertainment Committee. 


Printers’ Pension Corporation Festival. 


The meeting being open to discuss any 
other business, 

Mr. Freeman asked what attitude the 
Printers’ Managers and Overseers Association 
would take with regard to the Festival Dinner 
of the Printers’ Pension Corporation on 
November 11th, when the Prince of Wales is 
to take the chair. He urged that the Asso- 
ciation should act in accordance with its 
dignity, and make a bumper list for the plate 
on that occasion. After paying a tribute to 
the memory of the late Ald. Sir T. Vezey 
Strong—in whom, he said, the printing craft 
had lost a friend— Mr. Freeman proposed that 
the Association open a list of subscriptions 
and lead off by subscribing £10. 

Mr. Hughes seconded the motion. 

Mr. Jarvis said he welcomed Mr. Freeman's 
remarks. He on his part had anticipated the 
matter and was happy to announce that he 
had a cheque in the post that morning from 
Messrs. Mann and Co. for 10 guineas ; Messrs. 
Winstone had handed him a cheque for five 
guineas; and a subscription of three guineas 
was on its way from Messrs. Lorilleux and 
Bolton. He promised a guinea on his own 
behalf, and suggested also that in sending out 
the cards for the Bohemian Concert a reminder 
about the Fensions subscription list be in- 
cluded. He urged members to get busy col- 
lecting and subscribing, so as to make the list 
а success. 

Mr. Blackwell suggested that members 
should guarantee a minimum subscription 
of 25. 6d. each He asserted that the Printers 
Pension Corporation was one of the best 
managed charities he knew, and one of the 
most useful. 

On this point some discussion arose. It was 
proposed and seconded that the minimum be 
made 5s. Another suggestion was that a levy 
be imposed, but the chairman ruled this pro- 
posal out of order. lt was eventually agreed 
that a general appeal be made to the known 
generosity of members to give to the utmost 
of their means. | 

The president remarked that this would be 
the foundation of the Association's third 
pension. | | 

On the suggestion of the president it was 
formally proposed, seconded and carried, that 
this appeal be sent out with the concert 
tickets. | o 

Mr. Freeman’s motion that the Association 
should head the list with £10 was also put 
formally to the meeting and carried. | 

The president remarked that about thirty 
guineas had already been assured. 
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“My Kind of History.” 


Mr. William Steer was then called upon to 
deliver his lecture entitled " My Kind of His- 
tory." His comprehensive résumé of the 
evolution of London cannot be more than 
brielly indicated here, but it provided his 
printer hearers with an interesting interlude 
and enlightened them with regard to many 
little-known points in the history of this 
ancient centre of printerdom. 

Mr. Steer began by speaking of the lack of 
human interest in history as commonly taught 
in schools; this led to hisearly determination 
that his kind of history should be as free as 
possible from dates and lifeless facts, and as 
fullas possible of incidents of human interest. 

He then took his audience back to a period 
some 50 million years ago, and told how by 
volcanic action the huge soft vegetable 
growths of that period had been buried, and 
had become, later on, the coal-beds of to-day. 
He dwelt somewhat distressingly upon gnats 
and mosquitoes of the period—" 18 inches 
across the body, and their bite in proportion." 
He went on to trace very briefly the advent 
of animal lifeandtold of theimmense creatures 
such as the gigantosaurus, a hundred feet in 
length and ferocious in aspect, and that ter- 
rible 18-foot-high tyrannosaurus with 40-foot 
trunk and 18-foot tail. He spoke of the long 
ages of climatic changes, and told how, at one 
time, the waters came over the country and 
the site of London was entirely submerged, 
and how, later, volcanic upheavals lifted the 
country once more out of the sea. Takinga 
big jump to the period of about 2,500 years 
ago, he referred to the wild tribes celebrating 
heathen rites on the hill-top where St, Paul's 
now stands, hunting in the Middlesex forests 
and venturing out in their frail coracles on 
the Thames. Hetold of the Roman invasions, 
with the building of the wall of London, and 
the making of the famous Roman roads 

Time permitted of but a very rapid survey 
of later history, but Mr. Steer managed to 
crowd many interesting particulars and 
amusing stories into his lightning sketch. 
He spoke of the upspringing of the principal 
London landmarks — London Bridge. the 
Tower, and the rest—and had some striking 
facts to mention with regard to the crude 
laws and cus: oms of the times, which in 1787, 
for instance, permitted the selling of wives. 

His lecture certainlyenabled membersbetter 
to know and understand the London of to- 
day, but probably left them feeling very 
thankful that the days of slavery. the pillory, 
and the like, had been superseded. 

At the close of the lecture a very hearty vote 
of thanks to the lecturer was proposed bv Mr. 
French, seconded by Mr. Gill, and cordially 
carried.

-Press Lock-Out in Berlin, 


Serious Plight of Newspapers. 


Something like the fate of Manchester and 
Liverpool in the recent stoppage has fallen 
upon Berlin, which now has its newspaper 
service very seriously curtailed. 

It appears that the employees in the adver- 
tising departments of all the leading Berlin 
papers went on strike for higher wages some 
time ago. Certain Socialist papers granted 
the demand, but, in the case of the other 
journals оп Wednesday of last week the 
compositors refused to set certain advertise- 
ments, and proclaimed their solidarity with 
the strikers from the non-technical depart- 
ments. The directors at once declared a 
lock-out. With the exception of the Rote 
Fahne, Freiheit, Vorwarts, and the Deutsche 
Allgemeine Zeitung, all Berlin newspapers 
have ceased publication. 

The lock-out is being strictly enforced by 
the newspaper proprietors’ society, and it is 
reported that by Saturday no less than 16,000 
hands were out of work. The Kreuz Zeitung, 
one of the last to lock out its employees, an- 
nounced that it had granted the 15 per cent. 
to its employees, but had been compelled to 
lock them out, in order that the owners’ 
society might present a united front. 

Attempts to produce a composite paper re- 
presenting the journals which have shut down 
has not so far succeeded. The printing firm 
“Neue Zeit” was on Saturday approached for 
this purpose, but the compositors proclaimed 
solidarity with the newspaper employees and 
refused to work on the proposed news-sheet. 
The firm thereupon proclaimed a lock-out. 
Provincial firms will probably be approached 
in the same manner, and Berlin unions are 
appealing to the provincial compositors not 
to act as strike-breakers. 


Paper Workers Wages 80110. 


The result of the ballot among paper 
workers with reference to the recent wages 
award shows a substantial majority in favour 
of acceptance. [n the case of the National 
Union of Printing and Paper Workers, the 
majority for is 11,810. The number of ballot 
papers returned was 17,084, eight being 
spoiled. Of the correct papers, 14,743 were in 
favour of acceptance and 2.933 against. 

Along with five representatives of the 
Amalgamated Society of Papermakers, re- 
presentatives of the National Union met the 
Executive of the Employers’ Federation in 
Manchester to draft the terms of the new 
Agreement. After exhaustive debate the 
parties failed to agree as to the interpretation 
of clauses O to 10 of the Award, particularly 
as to date when it became operative, and it 
was arranged to jointly apply at once to the 
Arbitrator for another hearing in order to find 
out the exact meaning of the various clauses.

Camden Town Auxiliary Concert. 


Much useful work on behalf of the Printers’

J. Sampson, Septimus Hunt, Godfrey Cons, 
Arthur Cavalier, E. Sparrow, Ernie Bradsell, 
Will E. Sparkes, and Harry Thomas. 

Unfortunately, Mr. H. C. Bolton (who had 
recently accepted the presidency) was unable 
to attend owing to illness, and his place in the 
chair was taken by Mr. W. A. Perkins, a 
member of the council of the Printers' Pension 
Corporation (who had been president for the 
previous four years). Mr. Bolton had been 
very successful in gathering donations to the 
“ plate” from his friends, with the result that, 
together with the sum obtained in a similar 
manner by Mr. Perkins, the total realised from 
the concert was considerably over fifty 
guineas—a record for the Auxiliary. 

Among those supporting the chairman were 
Mr. F. P. Lewingdon (member of council, 
Printers’ Pension Corporation), Mr. L. P. 
Lewingdon, and Mr. F. Bartle (Tottenham). 

Mr. Walton, in announcing the “plate,” 
expressed regret for the absence of their new 
president, and also for the cause of hisabsence.

They 
were too well acquainted with the main work 
of the Corporation to make it necessary for 
bim (the chairman) to make many remarks 
about that, but he did wish to call their atten- 
tion to' the extra burden assumed by the in- 
stitution in providing assistance for the 
education and maintenance of children of 
printers killed in the war. "There were people 
who when appealed to for such a fund as that 
established by their Corporation, declined to 
subscribe, because they said that should bea 
matter for the State. That kind of reasoning 
made him sick at heart. Whatever State pro- 
vision might be made must always be upon 
hard-and-fast lines, and there would always 
be room for the beneficent operations of the 
charitably disposed. It was because their 
great Corporation existed in all its operations 
to provide that which meant the difference 
between a bare existence. and a fair amount of 
comfort that it made its appeal to many of 
them, and it was on that account that they 
were ready, to the utmost of their ability, to 
work on its behalf.

In a rotary photogravure printing machine 
of the kind in which the printing-cylinder is 
moved by cam-and-link mechanism out of 
contact with the impression cylinder through- 
out every alternate revolution, the sheets are 
fed between the printing and impression 
cylinders by a horizontally reciprocating 
feed-table and, after being printed, pass be- 
tween a pair of guides to a pair of delivery 
tapes. The printing-cylinder a is mounted in 
vertically slidable bearings b to which are 
pivoted vertical links o engaging two cams m 
on a driving shaft » which makes one revolu- 
tion for every two revolutions of the cylinder 
a, so that the cylinder a is slightly out of cen- 
tact with theimpression cylinder e throughout 
every alternate revolution, providing time for 


the insertion of the sheet between the cylin- 
ders a, e and dispensing with the use of 
grippers. The sheet is laid against guides l 
on a table h which is reciprocated on rails k 
by a link y and bell crank x operated by a 
cam u on the shaft n, carrying the sheet for- 
ward till its front end is just beyond the line 
of contact of the cylindersa, e. The cylinder 
a is then raised by the cams m, and the sheet 
is printed and carried forward between steel 
guides z, 2 to tapes 3 which deposit the sheet 
printed-side-up on a delivery board 4. The 
machine is particularly applicable for print- 
ing sheets several times in different colours, 
the several impressions registering accurately 
with each other. The patentee is Mr. W. 
Pickup. 


Web Folding Mechanism. 


Under an invention by the Goss Printing 
Press Co. web printing presses are provided 
with a folding mechanism whereby a plurality 
of magazine insets printed by the press are 
automatically associated and folded with the 
main product, e.g. a newspaper. For this 
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purpose, two longitudinal folders facing one 


„another each receive and fold a web for an - 


insert, which may be printed in multicolour, 
and these are associated side by side, with 
their folded edges adjacent, on or between 
one or moreunfolded printed web constituting 
the main product and pass together over a 
longitudinal folder, or are divided and pass 
over two superposed folders, to produce the 
result shown in Fig. 5 The folded product 
passes between cutting or cutting and folding 
cylinders delivering by tapes and a fly on to 
a travelling band, on which the edges of the 
product may be made flush by joggers acting 
on the edges. Fig. т? shows a folder arranged 
between two printing sets and receiving (1)a 
web 20 perfected in colours, slit by rolls 50, 
and the two parts directed by turning bars, 
and rolls to two facing folders 55, 59 respec- 
tively, (2) two perforated webs 70, 86, one 
tinted on one side to provide outer sheets for 


‘insets which are slit by rolls 78, 96 and the 


halves directed to the folders 55, 59 respec- 
tively to be folded with the halves of the web 
20 to form two magazine insets which pass 


along side by side, with the folded edges 
adjacent, to an associating roll 13, (3) a per- 
fected web 3 which is slit by rolls 10, super- 
posed by bars 11, 12, and passes to the rolls 
13, and (4) a perforated web 129 which is slit 
by rolls 121, superposed by bars 131, 132, and 
passes to the roll 13. The associated webs 
then pass over a single longitudinal folder 14, 
or the outer slit and associated web 128 may 
be passed over a folder arranged immediately 
above the folder 14 and delivering at thesame 
point to form a better fold, and all pass 
between folding rolls to cutting and trans- 
verse folding rolls delivering through tapes 
and an 8 fly toa travelling horizontal belt. 
The folded edge is delivered on to the belt, 
and the product is knocked up by joggers 
comprising pivoted boards 187, 188, Fig. 14, 
extending along each side of the belt 185 and 
converging to the width of the product at 
their free ends. The jogging is effected 
through pivoted levers 193 supporting the 


boards, linked together by bar 197, and oper- 
ated by a bar 198. 


Printing Plates. 


Mr. I. W. Litchfield has invented a method 
whereby a printing plate is constructed by 
joining together lines of type to form a rigid 
integral plate. Lines of type 1, Fig. 3, as 
produced by a type-bar casting machine or 
built up from single type, of the height of the 
usual electrotype are united by сао OR IDE 
members such as 19, Fig. 6, preferably of steel, 
placed or pressed into transverse grooves 17 
‘which are then filled with a plastic substance 
.such as lead or solder. The members 19 and 
grooves 17. may be of any suitable size and 
'shape. If the cambered member 19 is used, 
the edges may be serrated to increase the grip. 
A galley 7 having a fixed end and side 8 and 
a. adjustable end and side g operated by a 
screw 11 and secured in adjusted position by 
‘a Screw 12, may be used for clamping the lines 
of type 1, which may be constructed with 
shoulders 6, during the removal of the backs 
of the type and the cutting of the grooves 17. 
Grooves 5 may be cast or cut in the type and 
reinforcing rods may be secured in the parts 
of the grooves 5 remaining after the type is 
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reduced, ог the grooves may have undercut 
recesses to receive the rods. The reinforcing- 
members mav be omitted and the lines of 
type secured together by the plastic material 
alone, or the backs of the type may be fused 
to form a single plate. The back of the plate 
is finished to a plane surface and ‘the plate is 
secured to a backing member which may be 
of a special form when the shoulders 6 are 
provided or bevelled so that the blocks 
usually used for retaining electrotypes may 
be used. In the construction shown in Fig. 
15, the finished plate 23 is secured to a back- 
ing-member 35 by flanged members 36 pro- 
-vided with projections 37 engaging grooves 
26 formed in the sides of the plate. The lines 
of type may be originally cast or built up of 
type of reduced thickness, formed or cast with 
transverse grooves and joined together in any 
of the methods described. А modified form 
of clamping-galley is shown consisting of a 
lower part and an upper part, the latter hav- 
ing projections to engage grooves in the ends 
of the lines of type so that on securing the 
upper part the lower part may be removed to 
expose the backs of the lines of type for cut- 
ting the grooves; or, the galley may have 
recesses to expose only those parts which are 
to be grooved. The lines of type may be 
formed with reduced backs 41, Fig. 16, the re- 
maining parts 42 being of the required final 
thickness, and grooves 43 may be cast initially 
or formed after the backs 4: are removed. 
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Fiexibie Paper Tubes. 


An application has been made by Mr. E. 
Keller for a patent covering flexible paper 


tubes. In corrugated paper tubes the grooves 


are arranged with the sides which are perpen- 
dicular to the axis of the tube closely abut- 
ting, as shown in Fig.1. To increase flexi- 
bility each layer is glued only at certain 


places, and these places are distributed uni- 
formly along the circumference of the tube. 
Asshown in Fig. 2, two superposed layers are 
glued preferably along helical strips, as at 2, 
and these places are staggered in successive 
layers. The inner and outer margins of each 
layer are likewise glued to the adjoining 
layer. To render it impermeable to liquids 
the paper may be impregnated with paraffin, 
oil varnish, or the like. Or a parchment 
paper or one rendered insoluble by treatment 
with chromic salts may be used. The tube 
may be provided with a lining of wire gauze 
or a thin seamless metal tube grooved toge- 
ther with the paper tube, or may be made of 
linen paper or coated on its inner or outer 
sides, or both, with such fabric. If used to 
contain fluids it is enclosed within a strong 
flexible fabric, which is fastened at the ends 
of the tube. 
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Some Notes on Paper Testing. 


Technical Points in Laboratory Work of Import- 
ance to Printers Explained by Mr. J. Strachan. . 


The chief object of these notes is to point 
out the source of certain discrepancies in 
paper testing, and to make some suggestions 
towards the eliminating of "personal 
equation " errors arising from methods and 
instruments. 


1. —BEstimation of Fibrous Constituents 
of Paper under the Microscope. 


(2) A common error arises in the micro- 
scopical situation of lignified fibres such as 
mechanical wood when the fibres are stained 
with Hertzberg's modification of Schultze's 
solution (chlor.—zinc—iodine). This is most 
marked with beginners and with those who 
use the microscope infrequently and consists 
in over-estimation of the lignified fibres. This 
is caused by the fact that most microscopists 
use the "mental impression" method of 
estimation, and that the eye is much more 
sensitive to yellow than blue. 

The remedy for this is the use of a blue 
coleur screen used in the usual fashion. 
Either glass or liquid fllter may be used. 
A suitable liquid fllter is a layer 1 in. thick 
ef a one-half per cent. ammoniacal copper 
sulphate solution. This will be found in- 
valuable in teaching beginners to form true 
mental impressions. 

(b) Quantitative errors also arise in using 
an objective of too high a power. It is 
suggested that the most reasonable power to 
use is that which gives sufficient definition to 
identify (with practice) similar fibres con- 
sistent with the largest possible field of view. 
The average eye will find that a 4 in. objective 
(16 m.m.) and a X10 eyepiece most useful for 
general work. This does not preclude

changing to lower and higher powers with 
the revolving nosepiece for confirmation of 
particular observations. 

(c) It should be noted that in using the 
I6 m.m. objective, the draw-tube should be 
set to give a field of view exactly two milli- 
metres in diameter. Micrometric observations 
as to the average length of beaten fibres can" 
then be made during the examination, and 
after some practice, the method of mental 
impressions 15 applicable in this department. 

(d) In making accurate micrometric ob- 
servations of the diameter of fibres and central 
canals it should be noted that chlor. zinc- 
iedine should not be used as a stain, as it 
distorts the structure. An aqueous solution 
of an aniline dye is most suitable for this 
work and also for observation of fine detail 
under the highest powers. 

(e) When it is desired to keep a mount of 
paper fibre stained with any solution, 
particularly those containing iodine, for a 
few days without evaporation or fading, the 
old fashioned accessory known as a “live 
box" will be found most useful in the mill 
laboratory. 


2.—[leasuring Bursting Strain or 
Strength. 


The universal use of the bursting-strength: 
type of instrument has given rise to dis- 
cussions as to the relative merits of various. 
types of machines. In this connection, suffi- 
cient attention is not always paid in com- 
parative tests to methods of testing and the 
consequent occurrence of " personal equation" 
discrepancies. 

(a) In testing the bursting-strength, at 
least 10 tests should be taken at regular 
intervals across the sheet, as іп many papers 
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there are zones of relative weakness and 
strength parallel to the machine direction, 
the origin of which is quite evident. 

(b) The paper must be clamped as tightly 
as possible. In the type of machine where 
‘the paper is clamped by a screw, the strength 
may be anything from 5 to 15 per cent. too 
high through insufficient clamping. 

(c) Sindall and others have already pointed 
out that erroneous results are obtained by 
bursting two or more sheers at once “ to get 
an average."  Sindall states the average 
resulting from this erroneous procedure is 
generally higher than with a single sneet. 
This may hold good with one particular type 
of machine, but from numerous tests I find 
that with two types of machines this average 
is generally lower. 

(d) Although regarded as erroneous for 
standard testing purposes, this method of 
testing I, 2, 3, 4, etc., sheets is worth further 
investigation, in view of the fact that the 


exact nature of the components of the burst- . 


ing-strength are not exactly known. Ву 

plotting out the strength and substance graph 

in such tests I get four types of graphs. 

No. t. Straight line (strength proportional to 
substance). 

No. 2. Rising curve (strength increasing with 
substance). 

No. 3. Falling curve (strength decreasin 
with substance). 


No. 4. Falling curve which rises after reach- 


ing a minimum. 

No.4 I find to be the commonest type of 
curve. , 

The question arises as to whether the 
dowest point of such a curve is not.a truer 
- measurement of theultimatebursting-strength 

than the highest. Certain connections be- 
tween types of curves and types of paper 
have been observed. . 

(d) Arising from this question comes 
Mr. Sindall’s recent attempt to correlate 
average bursting-strength with average ten- 
sile-strength. As onemight expect, he fails to 
find any regular relationship between the two 
їп a variety of papers. If paper were an 
absolutely homogeneous substance, it should 
be quite easy to establish relationship, but 
the heterogeneous structure of paper forbids 
this. The stretch and the tear of paper are 
certainly two factors which influence the 
bursting-strength as usually carried out. 
These components would be reduced to 
uniformity of behaviour—at least, I suggest, 
in a machine designed to test the:shearing- 
strength of a definite thickness of paper 
obtained by firmly clamping the necessary 
number of sheets to give, say 1 inch measured 
thickness under a definite measured pressure. 
In such a case, any departure from the 
theoretical shearing-stress (calculated from 
the tensile strength) would be found to arise 
from peculiarities in the structure of the 
paper and thus indicate faults or special 
qualities. 


g.—leasuring the thickness of Paper. 


(a) The principal discrepancy in measuring 
the bulk or thickness of paper arises from two 
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facts: (1) paper not being a homogeneous 
substance is compressible and (2) the pressure 
applied by the micrometer may vary and does 
vary in practice with personal equation and 
type of instrument. Details are submitted 
showing tests made with 7 different micro- 
meters опа variety of papers. Thedifferences 
vary from nothing at all on a homogeneous 
compressed paper (friction-glazed) to over 20 
per cent. on a machine finished paper, viz. a 
board measuring 12 to 15.5 thousandths of an 
inch according to the instrument used and 
the method of its use. 

Ninety per cent. of the complaints in the 
trade concerning “caliper” arise from this 
fact. When paper is ordrred to bulk either 
the micrometer used should be specified or the 
thickness of a definite number of sheets under 
a definite pressure should be stated. It should 
be noted in this connection that there is an 
instrument for this purpose on the market but 
it is not absolutely necessary. 

(b) Minor discrepancies in the measurement 
of the thickness may arise from the condition 
of the paper. А sheet of very dry paper is 
appreciably thinner than the same sheet con- 
taining its full content of natural moisture. 
Details are given showing that on a variety 
of papers tested an error of 5 per cent. on the 
average may arise from this source. 
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In regard to the proposal to shareholders of 
Cassell and Co., Ltd., the number of accept- 
ances is in excess of the requisite 75 per cent. ; 
consequently, the offer of Messrs. W. E. and 
J. Gomer Berry comes into effect. 


Poslage on Technical ШШ 


The Federation of British Industries is to be 
commended for its efforts in regard to the new 
rates of postage for technical journals. Re- 
plying to representations by the Federation, 
the Postmaster-General has written a letter 
which states that " the British delegates to 
the forthcoming Postal Union Congress will 
bear in mind your desire that the inter- 
national rate of postage on printed matter 
should not be increased in such a way as to 
affect British journals disadvantageously as 
compared with those of other countries. 

“ Any arrangement arrived at in the course 
of the Conference will affect all countries 
which are parties to the Postal Union, but 
will be without prejudice to arrangements 
such as the Magazine Post at present in force 
between the United Kingdom and Canada 
and Newfoundland." 

The British Association of Trade and 
Technical Journals have expressed their very 
great appreciation of the valuable support of 
the F.B.I. in the matter. 
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Mosler Printersin Woolwich Distric! 


Some Live Topics Discussed and a Local 
Association Projected. 


Instead of the usual monthly meeting of 
the Association of Master Printers of South- 
East London, the October gathering took the 
form of a missionary expedition into the 
Woolwich district, an enjoyable and success- 
ful tea-table conference being held on the 11th 
inst. at the Shakespeare Hotel, Powis-street, 
Woolwich. The expected attendance was 
exceeded, about 40 printers sitting down to 
tea. Keen interest was shown in the speeches 
and discussion, and the cause of organisation 
received a definite lift forward by the acces- 
sion of many new members and the inception 
of a movement to form a local association. 

Mr. Cecil Clay (of Messrs. Richard Clay and 
Sons, Ltd.), was in the chair, and in a short 
speech expressed indebtedness to Mr. G. 
Neves, to whose earnest efforts the present 
special meeting was largely due. He also re- 
ferred with regret to the resignation of Mr. 
C. А. Bates, who had been very active in the 
work of organising the South-Eastern Associa- 
tion. In the name of the Association he 
wished Mr. Bates a rapid and permanent re- 
covery. He then called upon Mr. J. J. Keliher 
(late president, L.M.P.A.) 


Mr. J. J. Keliher on Organisation. 


Mr. Keliher, in chatty informal fashion, 
spoke of his own long association with the 
trade, and emphasised the advantages to be 
gained by membership in the L.M.P.A. He 
mentioned that it was at Eltham (now in the 
Woolwich borough) that he was born. An 
interesting reminiscence of his early days in 
the district had relation to the Kentish 
Mercury, now a great power and apparently 
a valuable property. He remembered, he 
said, a time some 40 or 50 years ago, when the 
paper was sold lock, stock and barrel (includ- 
ing plant) for a few hundred pounds. 

Reviewing his long experience as a printer, 
Mr. Keliher said hethought the phase threugh 
which the industry was now passing was a 
more troublesome one than any he remem- 
bered in the past. Speaking from what he 
knew of the trade as a whole, and of that 
locality in particular, he said he felt very 
strongly that every printer in the district 
ought to be a member of the Master Printers' 
Association. As опе who had himself been a 
very small printer, he did not know how some 
small printers were managing to exist under 
present-day conditions. Hethought the only 
possible means by which they could continue 
to exist was by combining. How could the 
small printer go repeatedly to his customers 
with notices of increased prices unless he 
knew the printer round the corner was doing 
the same? Another difficulty was that of 
finding the increased capital required to-day. 
At the headquarters of the Association there 
were experts—financial experts, technical ex- 


perts, experts in every phase of the business— 
whose assistance was available to every mem- 
ber of the Association, and they had extensive 
sources of information to draw upon, for the 
old secretive spirit of 10 or20 years ago had 
given place to an entirely different spirit to- 
day, the present tendency being to give pub- 
licity to the facts concerning production. In 
this connection the Federation Costing Sys- 
tem had been a godsend. He told of the 
great skill, experience and research that had 
been utilised to make the system what it is, 
and pointed out that bv joining the organisa- 
tion the fruits of all this became readily 
available to the small printer, who would find 
his subscription a mere fractional part of the . 
extra profit he would be enabled to make. 

In conclusion, Mr. Keliher said he wished he 
could tell them they had got to the end ofthe 
demands likely to be made by the men. But 
although the official leaders of the trades 
union movement had acquired common sense 
and wisdom, the real leaders were not always 
the known leaders, and some of the former 
were taking the trade into most wild and un- 
known roads, being apparently determined to 
go forward without considering the results. 


A Vital Point re Wages. 
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Mr. A. D. Phelp (hon. treasurer, E. and N.-E. 
Association) in calling for united action, em- 
phasised the dignity of the profession of the 
printer, who, by an unrepealed law, had the 
right to carry a sword and wear buckles on 
his shoes. Going on to refer to the repeated 
wages demands, Mr. Phelp said it should be 
remembered that a large proportion of the 
men who made these demands were men who 
had fought for their country. In view of the 
improved standard of living now obtaining, 
he said it was good for the dignity of the 
craft that the men should live up to £5 rather 
than live down to 39s. But the empleyer 
ought to be able to go to the employee and 
say " Brown wants this job for so much. Iam 
prepared to do my share of the work, so as to 
retain the customer; are you prepared to do 
yours?" So far as he knew, said Mr. Phelp, 
inthe negotiations between the menandtheem- 
ployers the men had never said “ We will pro- 
duce youtheequivalentora littlemorethanthe 
equivalent of what you pay us.” That was 
only a fair thing to ask of a man. Hethought 
this was what the trade ought to come to. 
Employer and employee should unite to meet 
the customer. And he thought that, gener- 
ally speaking, the customer would not seek 
to pare down the price when he was shown 
that the men who were pressing for increased 
wages had worked to secure them. 

Mr. Phelp went on to urge the advantages 
of joining the Association and told how mem- 
bership helped to protect the small printer 
against poaching by others upon work which 
he had come to regard as his freehold. He 
concluded by emphasising the advantages to 
be gained by printers in a locality getting to 
know each other, exchanging news of local 
trade and uniting for the success of all. 

In the absence of Mr. F. A. Perry, who was 
to have spoken, the meeting wasthrown open 
for discussion. 


At the request of a member, the chairman 
explained in some detail the practice of the 
Association in the matter of preventing un- 
fair price-cutting by upholding respect for 
members' imprints. 

Mr. G. Neves then spoke briefly of the con- 
ditions locally in the printing trade. He bore 
testimony to the advantages of membership 
of the Association, and emphasised the unen- 
viable position of the small printer when con- 
fronted with rising costs. 

Mr. H. N. Prentice, from personal experi- 
ence, told of the value of the Federation 
Costing System, which he said would be the 
salvation of any business. 


Increased Production. 


Mr. J. W. Carley, who spoke at consider- 
able length, said the present time was one of 
greater difficulty than had betore been ex- 
perienced in the whole history of the printing 
world or even the industrial world. He urged 
the need for greater co-operation not only 
between individual employers, but also 
between masters and men, and deprecated the 
fighting spirit shown not by the rank and file 
of the men but by extremists among them. 
After strongly advocating the adoption of the 
Costing System, he drew attention to the 
fact that the men's present demands were of an 


hyphenatedcharacter—status-wagesdemands. 


He said demands for improved status were 
inconsistent with increasing costs and a 
narrowing circle of buyers: status depended 
upon the prosperity of the trade. Speaking 
appreciatively of the work by headquarters in 
the matter of investigation of technical and 
managerial problems, he said he understood 
the subject of operational times was now 
being considered. He laid stress on the im- 
portance of this study and of the advantage 
of having available accurately ascertained 
and tabulated operational times for use in 
connection with the Costing System. In- 
creased production, rather than lower wages, 
was what was wanted. If they could find a 
“datum line" for every one of their opera- 
tions, then they would be able to afford .to 
pay enough to offer that incentive which is 
always necessary to increased production. 

The chairman paid a further tribute to the 
value of the Costing Svstem, and to the ad- 
vantages of membership in the Association. 
In proposing a vote of thanks to Mr. G. Neves 
and Mr. J. Johnson, who, he said, had been 
instrumental in calling together that very 
successful gathering, he suggested the form- 
ing of a local committee to arrange meetings 
in the district. 

Mr. J. Johnson (organiser, L.M.P.A.), said it 
had been in his mind for more than a year 
past that such a committee for the far South- 
Eastern District should be formed, and he had 
suggested Woolwich as a convenient centre. 
He told how successful local meetings had 
already been proved to be in the formation of 
friendshipsbetweenformerrivalsoropponents, 
and the promotion of the interests of mem- 
bers generally. He showed that the small 
Printer, for a much smaller fee, got the same 
advice and assistance from headquarters as 
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the larger printer, and said that after previous 
experience of a similar trade association with 
which he had been connected, he thought 
members of the L.M.P.A. got for a guinea in- 
formation which in the other association mem- 
bers did not get for five guineas. Surveying 
the resources of the Woolwich district, he said 
he thought they should be able there to build 
a very strong local association. They could 
appoint their own officers, subject to being a 
branch of the South-Eastern Association. He 
urged all those present who had not joined to 
become members before leaving. Mr. Johnson 
referred, in conclusion, to the special terms 
obtainable by L.M.P.A. members from firms 
that were members of the Federation of 
Master Process Engravers and to other ad- 
vantages which accrued. 

Mr. Johnson having put forward a list of the 
names of a number of candidates for member- 
ship, the election of these was next proceeded 
with, all being duly nominated, seconded and 
elected. 

Councillor Winkley then proposed a vote of 
thanks to Mr. Clay for his conduct in the 
chair, and to Messrs. Keliher and Phelp, the 
principal speakers. He remarked that in his 
opinion the men were justified in asking for 
£5 a weeek. He cited cases of Borough 
Councils paying men £4 a week to sweep the 
roads. "Surely," he said, “if а mere broom- 
pusher is entitled to £4, a man with brains 
and intelligence, in a skilled trade like the 
printer's, is entitled to £5." He then called 
for separate votes of thanks to the three 
gentlemen named, very cordial response 
being made in each case. 

Mr. E. B. Smith (joint hon. sec., South- 
Eastern Association), proposed that Mr. G. 
Neves be appointed to act as convener of the 
local committee. 

Mr. Neves briefly expressed consent te do so, 
and the meeting came to an end.

Lithographers’ Auxiliary holds Successful 
Bohemian Concert. 


A bohemian concert, held on behalf of the 
Lithographers’ Auxiliary to the Printers’ Pen- 
sion, Almshouse and Orphan Asylum Cor- 
poration, took place on Monday evening, the 
11th inst., when the Grand Hall of the Cannon- 
street Hotel was filled to its utmost capacity. 
An excellent programme was provided and 
the chair was occupied by Mr. J. R. Reeve 
(Geo. Mann and Co.), who was supported in 
his endeavour to raise money for this deserv- 
ing object by a number of influential gentle- 
men connected with the trade, including his 
co-directors and many lady and gentlemen 
friends. This was the first concert of the 
season held by the Auxiliary, and it gave 
every promise of even better things in the 
future. The lithographic section of the trade 
has not in the past supported this charity as 
well as it might, and it is earnestly hoped by 
the executive that when its aims are more 
generally known, all those associated with 
lithographic work will give this cause their 
hearty support. 

The president, Mr. Sydney Cumbers (John- 
son and Cumbers), during the interval ex- 
pressed in a witty and breezy little speech his 
pleasure at seeing such a large gathering.

‘The Nation’s Coal. 


COMPARATIVELY few printers nowadays 
burn coal themselves to get light and 
power for printing purposes. Thus in a 
coal strike the printing industry does not 
feel the immediate full effect of the stoppage 
in the same way as, for instance, the paper 
trade. Printing offices, however, do use coal 
in greater or less degree, and will feel the 50 
per cent. reduction now in force; and all 
Printers must find themselves directly hit by 
the strike when the coal shortage leadstoa 
curtailment of gas or electricity—on one or 
both of which they rely in the main for their 
light, power and heat. But even apart from 
such direct effects, the printing trade cannot 
but suffer early and severe indirect detriment 
as a result of the serious set-back which acoal 
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strike inevitably inflicts upon the whole cem- 
mercial prosperity of the country. Not the 
least of the indirect effects will be that the 
paper difficulty which was becoming easier, 
will be made acute again. Both from the 
point of view of private interest and of public 
need, printers will deplore as much as any 
section of the community the desperate turn 
taken in the present coal dispute. There isa 
certain amount of sympathy, we gather, in 
the printing trade— particularly on the trade 
union side—with the miners' rejection of the 
Government's datum proposals. In view of 
the fact that there is someroom for legitimate 
difference of opinion upon that point, and in 
view of the extent to which the miners have 
already shown themselves amenable to reason, 
it should surely be possible for the Govern- 
ment to accept from the miners something less 
than complete capitulation in the matter of 
output as a means of ending what, if allowed 
to continue, must necessarily become a public 
calamity. It is to be fervently hoped that the 
present rumours of movements towards coal 
peace may prove justified and an early end be 
made to the sufferings and losses which even 
the commencement of the strike has entailed.

Employers’ Offer of Wage Increases. 


LasT week's conferences on the wages de- 
mands do not appear to have brought any 
very definite promise of an early settlement. 
After the adjourned conference between the 
Federation of Master Printers and provincial 
newspaper proprietors and the Printing and 
Kindred Trades Federation on Wednesday 
of last week Messrs. A. E. Goodwin and A. E. 
Holmes issued the following agreed state- 
ment :—" The Conference was attended by the 
whole of the Administrative Council of the 
workers' Federation, and as a result of the 
discussion the employers made an offer of an 
increase in wages of 5s. per week to all male 
adult workers, and 2s. to all qualified adult 
women workers, with proportionate increases 
to learners. This offer, the unions' represen- 
tatives felt themselves unable to accept, and 
they made counter.proposals which the em- 
ployers were unable to entertain. The 
employers thereupon suggested that the 
matter should be referred to some form of 
mediation which would be mutually accept- 
able."

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Unemployment insurance Discussed. 


At the quarterly meeting of the Joint Indus- 
trial Council ofthe Printingand Allied Trades, 
Mr. Waterston presented the report of the Un- 
employment Committee, in which it was sug- 
gested that further efforts should be made to 
secure the co-operation of the employers' 
organisations in the newspaper and other 
kindred industries in order that a special 
scheme might be evolved, and it was also 
recommended that the trade unions should be 
asked to give further details as to unemploy- 
ment in their respective unions, when the 
whole question would be reviewed in the light 
of this information.

E.C., having purchased the London business 
of Messrs. Love and Malcolmson, Ltd., Dane- 
street, Holborn, disposed of their Salisbury- 
court plant by auction, the sale being carried 
out by Mr. R. H. Ruddock, of 71, Fleet-street, 
E.C., on Tuesday and Wednesday of last 
week. The extensive stock of type and mate- 
rial was sold without reserve, and purchasers 
secured some good bargains. 

At the second day's sale, when the machines 
were offered, there was a large attendance of 
buyers, and among the prices realised were 
the following:—4A nearly new half super royal 
" Laureate” tine art platen printing machine, 
fitted for power, brought £500, and a demy 
folio" Golding Jobber" platen press was 
sold for £150; a similar machine brought 
£135, while £32 10s. was the successful bid for 
a foolscap folio * Minerva " platen. Another 
half super royal “ Laureate” platen went for 
£500, a half medium Colt's Armory platen 
for £250, and a nearly new No. 1 Smythe case- 
making machine brought £680. Two No.4 
Smythe book-sewing machines went for £450 
and £425 respectively; a thread book-sewing 
machine, by Aug. Brehmer, was knocked 
down for £10,and a No. 4А self-feed reel wire 
stitcher, by the same maker, was sold for £82 
10s., two similar machines being disposed of 
for £80 and £72 10s. respectively. A quad 
royal four-fold folding machine, by Cundall 
and Sons, fetched £110, a 48-inch " New Con- 
queror" self- clamp diagonal  guillotine 
brought £350, and two 42-inch similar ma- 
chines £300 and £310. | 

Among the cylinder machines a quad дету 
" Perceler," by Dawson and Sons, was sold for 
£500; a quad дету "Augsburg" fine art 
stop cylinder press was knocked down for 
£70; an eight.crown ‘ Miehle" two-revolu- 
tion press, by Linotype and Machinery, Ltd., 
brought £1,425; aquad demy two-revolution, 
by Cottrell, went for £125; and a quad royal 
perfector, by Middleton, for £90. 

А monotype casting machine, with low 
quad attachment and all accessories, and a 
model C keyboard, went for £600, and another 
similar set brought the same amount. A fine 
Marinoni all-size rotary web printing and 
perfecting machine, with rotary casting box, 
boring machine, finishing saddle and electric 
motor was offered, but as the bids received 
were much under the value of the press it was 
withdrawn from the sale, and Mr. Ruddock 1s 
now open to negotiate privately with pro- 
spective purchasers. 
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Relation of Consumption to '* List.” 

Researches have for some time been in pro- 
gress in the matter of the peculiarly heavy 
incidence of tuberculosis upon various 
sections of the printing industry. Suspicion 
—not hitherto clearly justified —has naturally 
been directed to that unwelceme invader of 
the printing office, printer's “list,” as being 
actively connected with the unhappy pre- 
valence of consumption in the craft. Granted 
hereditary predisposition, and granted special 
liability to infection, it was still necessary to 
find what factor it was, existing in the print- 
ing office, that tended to rouse into activity, 
or,as the medicos call it, to “light up” the 
otherwise dormant disease. 

Dr. E. Halford Ross, whose interest in the 
subject has previously been referred to in 
these pages, has written to The Times to say 
that he thinks he has discovered what this 
third factor is. 
“my Suspicions fell on printers' ‘list’ as being 
this third partner. It is a black, grumous, 
woolly, fluffy substance, which collects in 
compositors' boxes, trays, cases, and ' chases.' 
It had already been examined by certain 
bacteriologists for the presence of the tubercle 
bacillus ; their examination was sterile, and 
their quest abandoned.” He tells, however, 
how he came to think this examination in- 
conclusive, and “realised that there was no 
object in looking for the tubercle bacillus in 
the ‘list’; the bacillus is already within the 
human subject.” A chemical analysis was, 
therefore, under his direction, carried out by 
unbiassed persons upon samples of “ list " ob- 
tained from various works. The analysts’ 
reports showed, he says, that " list " obtained 
from composing-rooms contains both silica 
and iron in appreciable quantities ; while that 
obtained from printers' machine-rooms con- 
tains less—results which have since been con- 
firmed, with fresh samples. in other labora- 
tories. 

" Silica and the oxides of iron," writes Dr. 
Ross, “ are known by the medical profession 
to light up phthisis when inhaled continually 
by those predisposed to the disease. . . . 
It would seem likely, then, that silica and 
iron inhaled by printers' operatives is the 
third factor in the production of their 
phthisis. | 

" [ believe that the prevention of pulmonary 
tuberculosis occurring in printers' works is 
now within sight. Messrs. Waterlow have, 
for some time past, used suction bellows on 
their compositors' trays, cases, and ‘chases,’ 
to remove the ‘list’; the Law Stationery 
Society and some other firms have employed 
similar methods. By some such contrivance 
regularly applied throughout the industry 
collections of ‘list’ should become impos- 
sible; and in this way the active factor would 
be removed from among those who spend a 
portion of their lives poring over compositors' 
boxes, tapping the type into place. 


“ About a year ago," he says, ` 


“The matter will be reported in detail to 
the Joint Industrial Council, because, as Sir 
Robert Horne said at a dinner to Mr. Whitley 
at the Connaught Rooms in July, 1919, these 
are organisations eminently suited to encom- 
pass health in industry." 


Paper Workers Wages АМО 


Result of the Amalgamated Ballot. 


The following is the result of the ballot 
taken by the Amalgamated Society of Paper- 
makers on the Industrial Court Award :— 
For acceptance, 1,128 ; against, 426. Majority 
for, 702. 

Many members refrained from voting, whilst 
others voting for acceptance protested against 
the smallness of the award, particularly class 
I men, many of whom are working for wages 
less than 100 per cent. more than they were in 
1914, although they are faced with the cost of 
living amounting to 165 per cent. increase. 

A prominent trade union official in the 
paper trade writes: “ І deeply appreciate the 
tribute to paper workers in the last issue of 
your paper and only wish more employers 
would realise what you term the 'sweet 
reasonableness ' of the men, and, having done 
so, let their appreciation take a more tangible 
form. I make bold to say no body of workers 
responded better to the call for increased pro- 
duction than paper workers, and on that 
account are worthy of better consideration. 
In many districts highly-skilled men, with 10 
Or 20 and even more years of experience, are 
granted under the wages award a rate less 
than is paid to unskilled labour in their 
respective districts."

The New Wages Demand Discussed. 


At a recent meeting of the North London 
Branch of the L.M.P.A., held at Finsbury 
Park, members gave serious consideration to 
the present position in the industry. 

Mr. D. A. Whitehead was in the chair. 

After the reading by the secretary of the 
minutes of the previous meeting and corre- 
spondence, the chairman called upon Mr. H. 
C. Hill to address the meeting upon the de- 
mand for further increases now before the 
trade. Mr. Hill gave an interesting account 
of the proceedings at the London Master 
Printers Association meeting at Stationers’ 
Hall (fully reported in our last issue). He said 
he felt that the resolution then passed gave a 
fair indication of the feeling of the trade upon 
this question. A very important point, ap- 
parent to all employing printers, was that 
each demand was followed by a fresh demand 
so that unless saner methods prevailed there 
was not likely to come a stop, either till we 
reached a breaking point beyond which em- 
ployers refused to go, or entered upon a period 
of unemployment due to prohibitive costs. 
The condition of the trade in this country, 
taking count of all classes of work, both in 
London and the provinces, and the growth of 
the use of mechanical devices usurping the 
place of printing, pointed plainly to a hasten- 
ing of the end of the goose laying the golden 
egg. In this connection he advocated the 
giving of wide circulation to the Federation's 
statement showing the disastrous results of 
the high cost of printing. Mr. Hill concluded 
by urging that nothing could be achieved 
without combined effort; and said that it 
should be the desire of every printer to become 
identified with the Association. 

Mr. A. Langley asked why the Association 
was always giving way. He said a consider- 
able feeling existed that nothing more should 
be conceded. He emphasised the need that 
every member should fill in the questionnaire 
recently circulated, as only by this means 
could adequate guidance be given to the spe- 
cial committee appointed. 

Mr. Whitehead further appealed for their 
immediate support and invited expressions of 
opinion upon these points, so that their dele- 
gates might have something tangible to 
work on. 

After a good deal of discussion, thefollowing 
resolution wascarried unanimously: "Thatthis 
meeting of North London Master Printers ap- 
proves the action taken by the Council of the 
London Master Printers’ Association in con- 
nection with the demand for increased wages, 
that it has absolute faith in any furtheraction 
the Council may deem necessary, and pledges 
the support of its members as a means to this 
end, and will urge all its members who have 
not already done so to fill in the questionnaire 
form at once."

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Mr. .Cecil Hayes appealed on Monday on 
behalf of Mr. George Dew against a convic- 
tion for publication of a lottery. The matter 
arose out of the United Services Sweepstake, 
when 37,000 circulars were seized at the post 
office by the police. He submitted that there 
was no evidence of publication, as no circular 
had ever reached its destination. 

The Lord Chief Justice held that the state- 
ments in the case regarding the printing were 
sufficient. Once it was established, as it was 
by the finding of the magistrate, that the 
appellant was responsible for sending the 
circulars to the printers, and that the cir- 
culars were printed, there was an end of 
the appeal. Therefore the appeal was dis- 
missed.

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inking Mechanism. 


In a patent by the Goss Printing Press Co., 
an inking mechanism for the form cylinder of 
a printing press is arranged so that the 
greater part of the fresh ink is applied by the 
form roller first contacting the cylinder in its 
rotation after impression, successively dimin- 
ishing quantities being applied by the follow- 
ing form rollers in order of succession, the 
arrangement also providing for dust, etc. 
taken from the form by the form rollers being 
returned to the form instead of working back 
to the ink fountain. As shown, the ink is 
supplied from a fountain roll 25 by a mes- 
senger roll 26 and rolls 27, 28, 29 to a distri- 
buting rol] 23 which rotates in the direction 
shown and consequently delivers the greater 
Part of the fresh ink to a roll 22 and the re- 
mainder toa roll зо. The roll 22 delivers the 


ink to a roll 20, rotated as shown, from which 
the greater part is transferred by an inter- 
mediate roll 16 to the first form roll 11 and 
the remainder by an intermediate roll 17 to 
the second form roll 12. "The small quantity 
of ink taken by the roll 30 from the roll 22 15 
transferred by rolls 31, 32, 33, 34 to a roll 21 
rotated as shown so that the greater part of 
this ink is transferred by an intermediate roll 
18 to the third form roll 13, the remainder 
being transferred by an intermediate roll 19 
to the fourth form roll 14. If further form 
rolls 36, 37 are provided these are supplied 
with the remaining ink from the roll 33 
through a train of contacting rolls 41 . .

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covered with composition and the rolls 16, 22, 
29, 27 with metal. The rolls are driven from 
the form cylinder то through a gear 35 and 
gears on the roll shafts of the same diameter as 
the rolls, so that alternate rolls in a train are 
driven in opposite directions. Dust, etc.from 
the web taken up by the form roll 11 and 
transferred to the roli 20 is largely delivered 
therefrom to the more sticky roll 17, and so 
returned through the form roll 12 to the form. 
The remaining dirt, etc. not so returned 
is carried back to the roll 23 and delivered to 
the sticky roll 30 from which it is returned to 
the form cylinder through the form rolls 13, 
14. Several of the rolls in the trains are 
vibrated as usual. 


Photo-fMechanical Printing. 


An invention by Mr. L. Bassani provides for 
chrome-lithography and similar printing 
processes, in which two printing surfaces are 
employed for each colour and prepared from 
screen negatives. In making one of the 
negatives, the screen is shifted along the lens 
axis, and in making the second negative the 
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screen is displaced both axially апа trans- 
versely, the two movements being preferably 
made simultaneously. In the camera illus- 
trated, the movements of the screen 4 are 
obtained by micrometer adjusting screws 6, 7. 


Composing Machines. 


An invention relating to means for facili. 
tating the composition of tabular matter on 
record strip composing machines such as that 
described in Specification 17199/08 is recorded 
by the Soc. Anon de Publications Periodiques. 
The justifying mechanism is set for the 
column containing the longest line, and the 
differences between this and the shorter lines 
are noted. [n composing-each of the columns 
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containing shorter lines, the difference in 
length between it and the longest line is 
transferred to the unit wheel by repeated 
depression of the ems-key and depression of 
. the appropriate justification. key, the paper- 
feed mechanism being meanwhile held out of 


action. This is effected by means of a piston 
D which acts through a lever B on the rod A 
of the paper-feed mechanism and is con- 
trolled by a valve operated by a finger piece 
E. French Specification 452,598 is referred to. 


Waterproofing Paper. 


According to an invention by Mr. L. Heil- 
bronner, of Stuttgart, Germany, a patent 
application for which has been made in this 
country, paper is waterproofed and rendered 
impervious to air so that it may be used asa 
substitute for rubber or leather for making 
diaphragms for gas meters and gas-lighters, 
or for the manufacture of purses, etc., by im- 
pregnation with a warm solution of animal 
and vegetable glutinous substances, followed, 
after drying, by rubbing in fat, whale oil, etc. 
Long-fibred paper, such as Japan paper, is 
preferably employed. А suitable impreg- 
nating solution consists of gelatine 2 parts, 
agar-agar or arrowroot I part, potassium bi- 
chromate 0.5 part, calcium chloride or gly- 
cerine 3 parts, and ammonium carbonate for 
reducing inflammability 3 parts, all dissolved

Loose-Leaf Binders. 


Under an invention by Mr. J. W. Myatt an 
inextensible flexible binding-member, such as 
a cord having a free end which can be mani- 
pulated for securing the covers and leaves 
together, is provided as an alternative to an 
elastic band in loose-leaf binders of the kind 


described in Specification 12,709/15. The 
cord c has a knot or stop d at one end, and is 
passed upwards through a central hole 6! in 
the front cover, downwards through one pair 
of opposite holes b in the two covers, round 
the edges of the covers to the other pair of 
holes b, and then down through the central 
hole, leaving the end lying freely on the 
inside of the front cover.

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Printing Trade s Unemployment Insurance. 


No ''Contractin$ Out" Scheme for the Industry yet Avail- 
able ; Individual Trade Unions Arrange to Administer the Act. 


The new Unemployment Insurance Act 
comes into force on November 8th, aud the 
insurance books are now being distributed. 


The subject of unemployment insurance is, ` 


therefore, one of urgency, and the various 
unions in the printing industry have their 
plans well in hand for co-operating in the 
administration of the Act. 

Briefly, the effect of the Act is to compel 
adult workers to pay 4d. per week towards a 
State scheme providing unemployment bene- 
fit of 15s. per week for 15 weeks in the year. 
This 4d. centribution, which is to be supple- 
mented by 4d. from the employer and 2d. by 
the State, is to be deducted from the wages 
each week. 


"Contracting Out.” 


Section 18 of the Act allows of a whole in- 
dustry “contracting out " of the provisions of 
the Act, by providing a separate scheme, 
which must offer insured persons advantages 
at least as great as those they would obtain 
under the State scheme. Such special 
schemes are difficult to work out; they must 
cover the whole industry, including even un- 
organised employers and employed. and they 
must satisfy severe Government requirements, 
great stress being laid upon accurate demar- 
cation of industries and a sound actuarial 
basis for every scheme. 

Although efforts have been made to arrange 
that the whole printing industry should 
" contract out " of the provisions of the Act, 
as provided for in Section 18, it has been found 
impossible to make the necessary arrange- 
ments for a special scheme so as to nave one 
in working order by November 8th. How- 


ever, the collecting of data, and other pre- 
liminaries necessary to the adoption of a spe- 
cial scheme, are being continued, the inau- . 
guration of a “contracting out’ ‘scheme being 
postponed for four months. If a satisfactory 
scheme is then available and can be put into 
actual operation before July 4th, 1921, any 
funds in the pool will accrue to the industry. 
After July 4th, it will still be possible to 
arrange to “contract out," but at the later 
date the funds pooled will be lost to the 
industry. 


Unions to Administer the Act. 


Section 17 makes it possible for a trade 
union to administer the State scheme, the 
union paying out benefit money on behalf of 
the State and a refund being afterwards. 
granted in respect of such payments. АП the 
unions in the printing and kindred trades are, 
without exception, making arrangements 
under this section. 

With regard to the initial filling in of 
forms, and obtaining books, some of the Lon- 
don unions have made arrangements to pro- 
cure forms on behalf of their members from. 
the Labou: Exchanges, and to return them to: 
the Exchanges in bulk, after signature by 
members ; the books also to be procured and 
issued by the unions. Other unions, how- 
ever, take the view that all this handling of 
forms and books is not worth while to the 
union, and they will probably instruct their 
members to apply direct to the Labour Ex- 
changes for forms and books. 

A point of special interest to those unions 
which cover a good deal of "grass" labour 
was raised at the recent quarterlv meeting of 
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the Joint Industrial Council when a Govern- 
ment representative, Mr. Monroe, was present 
to explain the Act and answer questions. Mr. 
W. C. Warren, secretary to the National 
Society of Electrotypers and Stereotypers, 
submitted that his members—like those of 
several other unions—had often, under the 
O.W.D. procedure, lost their chances of ob- 
taining jobs through having to go to the Ex- 
changes to get their books before applying 
for the jobs; it was often found that the queue 
of applicants for books was so great that a 
delay of two or three hours was involved. 
Mr. Warren urged that societies making ar- 
rangements under Section 17 should be 
allowedtoretainthebooksand give theirmem- 
bers certificates of lodging for transmission to 
the Exchange, thus reversing the present pro- 
cedure. Mr. Monroe undertook to submit 
&his proposal to the Employment Department 
of the Board of Trade. 


A Severe Restriction. 


Referring to the decision by the Ministry of 
Labour that the hundreds of thousands of 
men and women who will be out of work on 
and after December 6th, when the first pay- 
ment of the State benefit is due under the 
terms of the new Unemployment Insurance 
Act, are not to receive benefit unless they have 
been in work during each of the previous four 
weeks, Mr. T. E. Naylor (secretary, London 
Society of Compositors) writes to the Press 
calling this a most unjust decision and urging 
that immediate reconsideration be given to 
the matter. "Surely," he says, “it should be 
. sufficient if the card of the unemployed per- 
son is duly stamped during the qualifying 
period, without making actual employmenta 
vondition, which, in these days, it may beim- 
possible to fulfil for a very long period." 
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Dr. Macnamara told Mr. Clough in the 
Commons last week, that the latest index 
figure of the increase in the cost of living was 
404 per cent. on October 151. Answering Mr. 
Thomas, he said this included the price of 
food and certain commodities and increased 
Tents. 

Later, Mr. Austen Chamberlain. replying to 
a question by Mr. Purchase, said he wasafraid 
that one effect of the miners’ strike might be 
an increase in the cost of living owing to the 
decline in the value of sterling and the in- 
‘creased cost of inward freight caused by the 
diminution of exports. 


Se ee eR 


Messrs. TuLLIs AND Co., Ltp., Edinburgh, 
have addressed to the Press a spirited attack 
upon the new Unemployment Insurance 
Scheme. They state that it has always been 
their policy to find work for their full staff 
through slack times, and to pay full salaries 
during illness. It may be added that this firm 
for many years has had in operation a modi- 
fied scheme of co-partnership.

In his voung days he was a prominent Free. 
mason, and founded the Caxton Lodge, so we 
believe, but whatever he did, he was one of 
those who did not let his left hand know 
what his right hand (and a jolly good right 
hand) ever did. He was a friend of all the 
charities connected with the trade, and was a 
landmark and relic of the olden days in Fleet- 
street. 

At the funeral at Ilford, on Monday the 25th. 
after the usual funeral service, a friend, who 
prefers to be anonymous, asked permission to 
say а few words. Не said: " Thomas Gilbert 
—otherwise known to his friends in the City 
as ‘Tommy '—professed nothing, but he went 
about doing good. Many an old and en- 
feebled printer was his pensioner, and waited 
on Fridays for the dole that kept him out of 
the workhouse. He said little, but did more." 

At the funeral there were very few of 
those standing by but had been befriended 
in some way and at some time or other by 
"Tommy." As Kingsley says, he loved to 
help “lame dogs over stiles” and he never 
talked about it. We all miss him, tight 
breeches and all, and his memory will long 
be with us. We echo the prayer of Dickens, 
" Lord keep my memory green." Many old 
friends were around his grave and will think 
of him and his cheery ways for many a long 
year to come.

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Dr. Ross’s Theory Combated. 


Those who remember the comparative 
figures for the incidence of consumption in 
the different sections of the printing industry 
would doubtless wonder how ‘Dr. Ross's 
" Jist " theory (explained in these pages last 
week) accords with the marked special inci- 
dence of the disease in the machine-rooms. 
Mr. Leonard Hill, taking up this point, writes 
to The Times as follows :— 

" Tuberculosisattacks the operative printers’ 
assistants more severely than the compositors, 
and they do not handle the boxes of type. 
The air of printing shops is not particularly 
dusty, and it seems most improbable that the 
inhalation of silica dust therein has anything 
to do with the problem of tuberculosis. If 
the printing shops were removed to garden 
cities, where the work in the stagnant air of 
the shop could be balanced by exercise in the 
playing field and the garden, and fresh young 
green food, eggs, etc., could be had from the 
garden, and if medical inspection could pick 
out and send to the sanatorium early cases of 
consumption, there would, I believe, be an 
end to the present high rate of tuberculosis 
among printers. Apart from the garden city, 
something may be done by improved ventila- 
tion of the shops, and by teaching, through 
their trade union journals and lectures, the 
need of all for open air exercise and green 
food, the danger to others of active cases of 
consumption continuing at work, and the 
need for their segregation at sanatoria."

At the annual convention of the United 
Typothetz of America, held last month, a 


. resolution was passed calling upon ‘national 


organisations of paper merchants, paper 
manufacturers and printing machinery manu- 
facturers to severally approve committees to 
join with a special committee representing 
the United Typothetze of America, the 
appointment of which by the incoming ad- 
ministration is recommended and encouraged, 
in an effort to analyse the needs, reduce the 
number of sizes, weights, colours and grades 
of paper, standardise machinery sizes, inves- 
tigate methods of increasing paper production 
and determine a reduction to the minimum 
of the number of watermarks in commercial 


paper." 


MANCHESTER Press Club, the oldest Press 
club in Europe, will celebrate its jubilee on 
November 12th. А reception of the leading 
citizens will be held on the club premises on 
that day, and members and ex-members will 
dine together the following evening. 
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Employment in the paper, printing and 
 bookbinding trades was fairly good on the 
whole during September, but showed a further 
slight decline as compared with the previous 
month. 

With letterpress printers employment was 
not quite so good as in August, and a little 
short time was reported from certain pro- 
vincial centres, including Newcastle, Leeds, 
Sheffield, Nottingham and Edinburgh. In 
London, although a considerable amount of 
overtime was worked by compositors, em- 
ployment showed, in most cases, a decline as 
compared with the previous month. . With 
electrotypers in London, however, employ- 
ment was reported to be good. In the litho- 
graphic printing trade, employment was on 
the whole, fair, although not quite so good as 
during August. A little short time was re- 
ported from some districts. 

Employment in the bookbinding trade in 
London was good during September, but 
showed a slight decline as compared with 
the previous month, especially among ma- 
chine rulers, and some short time was worked. 
In the provinces employment was generally 
fair and rather worse than for August. On 
the whole, employment in the bookbinding 
trade was somewhat better than in September 
of last year. 

According to returns received by the Labour 
Gazette, the number of members of trade unions 
is put at 81,546 in the printing trade, the per- 
centage of unemployed at the end ef Septem- 
ber being 16, as against 1°5 in August and 172 
in September of last year, the increase being 
0`1 per cent. compared with a month ago, and 
0'4 per cent. compared with a year before. In 
the bookbinding section, the trade union mem- 
bership is given as 14,038, with a percentage of 
unemployed of 088, an increase of 02 per cent. 
on a month ago, but a decrease of 1'5 per cent. 
on a year before. 

Returns made by employers show the num- 
ber of workpeople in the printing offices con- 
cerned to be 10,595, an increase of r'o per cent. 
compared with the previous month and an 
increase of 8'o per cent. compared with a year 
ago. The total wages paid amounted to 
£38,174, an increase of 20 per cent. over the 
previous month and an increase of 277 over a 
year ago. In the bookbinding trade, em- 
ployers' returns showed 5.312 workpeople, a 
decrease of 0'5 on the previous month, but an 
increase of 11'9 on a year ago. The £13,067 
paid to all workpeople represented a decrease 
of r's on the previous month and an increase 
of 39:5 on a year ago.

Effects of the Coal Shortage. 


THE printing industry had not long to wait 
before the importance of the miners' strike 
was brought home to its members. The 5o 
per cent. reduction in coal, gas and electricity 
at once made itself seriously felt in some 
directions, and the Master Printers’ organisa- 
tion promptly took the matte: up, and on 
Friday circulated the proposal of reducing 
working hours in certain departments of 
printing houses affected by the shortage. 
Some firms, it is reported, have given em- 
ployees provisional notice of discharge, but 
most employers are making arrangements 
with their staffs to carry on as long as pos- 
sible with such supplies as are available— a 
reduction of hours being arranged where 
necessary. The printing trade unions have 
approved the general principle of reduction of 
hours where the need arises, but individual 
employers and workers’ chapels are appar- 
ently left free to make what arrangements 
they can in view of greatly varying local 
conditions.

The Compositor's Wages. 

SiR,—I have noticed the correspondence in 
your paper as to the present rate of wages 
paid to compositors in London. There are 
various ways in which the question may be 
examined. 

The minimum rate for the compositor in 
London is £4 155. per week, and as he is paid 
for public holidays as well as a week's holi- 
day, he receives 52 times £4 155., or £247 in 
cash per annum. 

А master printer, however, looks at it in 
rather a different light, as he pays 52 weeks’ 
wages for 50 weeks of work (owing to the 
two weeks' holidays), and therefore the cost 
to him is £4 18s. 94. per week when the com- 
positor is at work. 

lf the wages cost per hour be compared 
with the pre-war wages cost, the difference is 
that under pre-war conditions the holidays 
(with only a very few exceptions) were not 
usually paid for, and therefore the master 
printer paid 39s. for so hoursof work, or 9 36d. 
per hour. Now he pays £4 185. 9d. per week 
of 48 hours, or 2s. 054. per hour. 

This is a correct statement of the position, 
and one that will be agreed by both the em- 
ployers and the men, and in times of difficulty 
it is always desirable to avoid any miscon- 
ception of the facts.

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More Bindery Apprentices. 


The chief feature of the month is the issue 
of an official scale of apprentices' wages. The 
new rates will no doubt increase the wage 
bill in many establishments, but the increased 
proportion of apprentices to journeymen will 
more than counter-balance any slight addi- 
tion to the pay-roll. In the long run there 
will accrue a very lasting benefit to both sides 
by the influx of more labour of a better quality. 
A low apprenticeship wage cannot attract the 
right type of boy, and for a long time past the 
printing trades generally have stood at a dis- 
advantage from this very reason. There was 
a time, not long back, when in the choice of 
trade or occupation the office held much 
greater attraction than the bench. Long 
hours, low remuneration, monotony of 
routine and no outlet for ambition, all 
seemed linked up with trades. Since the 
war, the progress of the tradesman has far 
surpassed. that of the office or counterman 
and there is a good enough opening for the 
apprentice in any of the allied trades. The 
last obstacle was the tardiness associated 
with the change of apprenticeship conditions, 
but this is partly removed by the new ar- 
rangement. 


Some Slackness of Trade. 


The demand in the bookbinding industry 
has declined very perceptibly of late, but so 
far not to the same extent as in the printing 
side. Letterpress binding is slower than sta- 
tionery and thereis as yet comparatively little 
unemployment in the latter section. At the 
moment the coal strike bids fair to disorganise 
all trades, and already many houses have 
adopted short time in order to conserve light 
and energy. A further result of the strike isto 
put a ban on buying, not a bad thing in its 
way, because of the permanent effect which a 
lessened demand will have on prices. Manu- 
facturers are at last thoroughly alarmed at 
the lapse of requirements, and there is little 
doubt that future business will be conducted 
by them on a smaller margin of profit. That 
is one of the essential and inevitable steps 
towards stable post- war conditions. 


Prices of Materiais Decline. 


In the market for materials. there are signs 
of an appreciable decline in price. Good class 
basils are offered at 15. per foot, rough calfsat 
2s. 9d. per foot, anglo-russias at 2s. gd. to 3s. 
per foot, and fair calfs at as. to 35. 6d. Moroccos 
of the best grade are still rather difficult to 
secure and are bringing a good price. The 
leather agents are gradually accumulating 
stocks and customers are receiving circulars

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advising them of parcels on offer. After a 
long spell, the parchment manufacturers are 
in need of orders. For the last few years it 
has been difficult for the ordinary user to 
secure supplies of parchment and foril, the 
bulk of the skins produced being taken up by 
the Government. Official requirements are 
now at a low ebb, and as a consequence the 
trade is approaching the ordinary user. Prices 
are down about 15 to 20 per cent. at the 
moment, but there is room for a further 
decline which will be hastened by the absence 
of orders. 
Glues and Metai Leafs. 


The glue merchants are loth to admit a fall 
in price, but the dearth of orders is forcing 
them to make attractive offers, which point 
the way to a general fall to a new level of 
prices. Scotch glue, which had over-reached 
the £9 limit, is back to £8 per cwt.,and Town 
glue has fallen from £6 10s. to £5 15s. per 
cwt. Further reduction may be anticipated. 
In the gold and metal leaf line, German com- 
petition has commenced in earnest, and 
favourable quotations are to hand. Ourown 
manufacturers and agents are slightly re- 
ducing their prices in accordance. The latest 
price for 1 in. by 31 in. gold leaf is 925. per 
1,000, as against 93s. 9d., German price. We 
note that an English house has amalgamated 
with a well-known Belgian manufacturer of 
leaf and powder for the bookbinding and 
allied traders. 


Book Cloth, Tapes and Threads. 


Book cloths have not yet declined in price 
but cotton values must work their influence 
through eventually. There is still a shortage 
and a heavy demand for book cloths, which 
enables the maker to keep his prices firm. 
Real linen buckrams are on offer in increasing 
quantity at ss. sd. per yard, a price which is 
still open to improvement from the users. 
point of view. Tapes and threads are com- 
mencing on the downward path, but we shall 
have to wait some time for developments. 


Strawboards. 


Strawboards are too plentiful, and despite 
occasional exceptional offers, users cannot be 
induced to buy. Most binders are adequately 
stocked as the result of earlier buying, and in 
view of the financial situation do riot wish to 
commit themselves further. The price for 
unlined Dutch boards (lightweight) is £21 
ре ton, with £3 extra for heavy weights. 

his price may remain firm for some time. 
but there are many merchants willing to re- 
lease stocks at £ 1 below the official figure for 
the sake of doing business.

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Cutting Machines for Paper. 

A machine for cutting out the corners of 
cardboard and like blanks, as patented by 
the Stokes and Smith Co., is provided with 
means for simultaneously adjusting the 
cutters and blank-feed mechanism to provide 
for cutting blanks of varying sizes, registering 
devices for locating the blank in the cutting 
position, a blank-feed stopping device oper- 
ated from a registering device when the 
movement of the latter is fouled by a blank 
incorrectly positioned under the cutter, and a 
device for collecting the cut blanks in piled 
formation and with their flaps bent. The 
blanks are fed from the bottom of a pile on a 
table 53 by a reciprccating table 55, an adjust- 
able gate 63 controlling the number of blanks 
simultaneously fed. Driven rolls 41 then 
feed the blanks into the cutting position, 
gauges 67, 68, and a stop 69 serving to position 
the same. An oscillating finger 73, raised 
into the path of feed by the weight of its 
connected parts and lowered therefrom by 
cam action, normally engages the rear of a 
blank to ensure the engagement of the blank 
with the stop 69. Should the finger 73 be un- 


able to rise through a jamming of a blank 
above it, cam mechanism, normally inopera- 
tive, on a shaft 32 is brought into action to 
raise a stop 83 to prevent further feed of the 
blank until the obstruction has been removed, 
whereupon the stop 83 is lowered again by 
the release by the operator of a spring bolt 91 
or thelike. А pair of vertical plates serve to 
counteract any raising of the blank by the 
finger 73. The cutting apparatus comprises 
four rectangular knives 31 and their coacting 
bars 25, these knives being mounted in pairs 
on carriages 11 adapted to be adjusted simul- 
taneously to or from each other for blanks of 
varying lengths. The pairs of cutters on each 
carriage are likewise mounted for simul- 
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taneous adjustment for blanks of varying 
widths. The knives 31 are each mounted ina 
head for vertical reciprocation from the shaft 
32 carried by, and below, its respective car- 
riage 11, and each head is also provided with 
a bevelled finger 70, which engages the blank 
in advance of the cutter to ensure perfect 
lateral registration of the blank. The feed 
table 53 and its associated feed mechanism 
are all carried by the adjacent carriage 11 so 
that the desired relationship of parts is not 


affected by, adjustment of the latter. The 
blanks are supported in their cutting position 
by a plate 92 which is adapted to raise the 
cut blanks into engagement with vertical 
walls 98, adjustably carried by the cutter 
heads, to bend downwardly the flaps of the 
blank. These walls are flared upwardly to 
allow the flaps to extend somewhat and be 
frictionally retained by the walls in a nested 
relationship with adjacent blanks. 


Scrap Books. 

Mr. V. C. Grant has patented an invention 
by which the pages of scrap and similar 
books are provided with continuous gummed 
lines of any required breadth running hori- 
zontally and parallel to each other from edge 
to edge across the pages and at any desired 
distance apart, and also with corners covered 
with gum for affixing newspaper cuttings, etc. 


Device for Marbling Paper. 

А process and machine for marbling paper 
is the subject of a recent French patent. Gumi 
is poured continuously on the upper side of 
an endless belt provided with a border and 
running on rolls. | Patcnes of colour are 
dropped mechanically on the surface of the 
gum, whilst the paper runs on a reel so as to 
come into contact with the gum and receive 
the required impression.

British Board Manufacturers Meeting 
Growing Demand. 

Although there has been a quiet period in 
the market for various classes of boards, there 
are signs now of a revival of trade. In- 
quiries are coming forward, and if only there 
was a more settled industrial state, it is 
believed that business would revive very con- 
siderably. In the matter of prices one par- 
ticular mill has been able to effect some slight 
reductions, but in this case it was due to the 
fact that certain economies had been effected 
in the purchase of raw material. The opinion 
prevailing, however, is that prices generally 
are likely to rule high, because of the high 
cost not only of raw material, but of labour, 
coal,and other charges. In the absence of 
a weakening of prices in these directions, 
any lowering of prices of boards can scarcely 
take place. Producers of pulp give no indi- 
cation of lower quotations for their output, 
and the fact that £90 per ton has been paid 
for bleached sulphite goes to indicate that 
prices for board must necessarily be on a high 
level. Among board manufacturers it is held 
that the heavy demand which falls upon pulp 
for the production of news-print accounts in 
no small degree for the strength of quotations. 


Increased Output. 

In spite of this handicap British board 
manufacturers are developing the output 
. with big strides. Indeed, as compared with 
the pre-war production the figure has been 
doubled, and with new machines coming into 
operation, as in the case of the Thames Paper 
Co.s new mill at Bromborough Port, the 
amount of board produced in this country is 
bound to make a big jump forward to meet 
the ever increasing demands of this article of 
commerce. 
reference to this new mill in our issue of 
October 31st, 1919, it was mentioned that the 
Thames Paper Co. in conjunction with 
Messrs. Lever Brothers, were establishing a 
large mill at Bromborough Port near Liver- 
pool, which would be equipped on a scale 
similar to the extensive plant at Purfleet, 
where the capacity reaches 1,000 tons a week. 
We understand that the machines have been 
on order some time, the production of ma- 
chinery of this type involving time, but it is 
expected that they will be running next year. 


Extended Uses. 


In recent years the uses to which boards of 
all kinds have been put have extended 
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Paper Bags. 
Envelopes, Etc. 
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enormously, with the result that the material 
IS required in ever increasing quantities. 
Fibre board packing cases have already taken 
the place of wooden boxes to a very largeex- 
tent in some trades, being not only cheaper. 
but lighter, and thus saving freight and 
storage space. Now that the war is over 
traders are gradually getting back to their 
pre-war standards of packing various pro- 
ducts, the neat and ornate appearance of the 
modern cartons forming a means of display- 
ing goods which catches the eye of the cus- 
tomer, and acts asa very excellent advertising 
medium. The board industry is an accessory 
to most of the industries of the country of 
the first importance. In the food trade alone 
the employment of cartons of every descrip- 
tion is very general. For tobacco, con- 
fectionery and a hundred and one other 
articles cardboard is a necessity, and although 
the war gave it a special impetus, the adapt- 
ability of the material for the purposes indi- 
cated will cause the demand for boards to 
increase. 


Strawboard Substitute. 


We understand that the British strawboard 
substitute is making great headway and has 
met with much favour owing to the fact that 
it is generally found to bulk better than the 
Dutch product. During the war this substi- 
tute was employed very extensively for war 
purposes, and although that phase of activity 
has ceased, there is still an increasing demand 
and there is likely to be good business done 
in it for the future. 


The Scottish Box-Making Industry. 


Scottish box-making is in а healthy 
condition, although a trifle perturbed about 
the new wage demand. Supplies of raw 
material are freely available. Most firms con- 
sider that the immediate prospects are suffi- 
ciently good,but hereand there firmsare found 
to be working short time. This mostly applies, 
however, to those whose activities during the 
war period were chiefly confined to the 
making of various specialities, the demand 
for which is now falling off. At the moment 
of writing the coal strike is having a restrain- 
ing effect on enterprise. The lowering of the 
sugar ration is the means of inducing con- 
fectioners to hold their hands. But box- 
makers who go in for every class of box have 
not at present any particular cause to 
grumble.

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lowards Peace in Industry. 


Co-partnership as a Means of Countering Indus- 


trial Unrest and Getting Increased Production. 


The past week has brought remarkable 
indications of the widespread interest now 
taken in the question of possible solutions of 
the country's grave industrial problems. This 
interest was hardly surprising, with the nation 
in the grip of a destructive and ominous coal 
strike, in the shadow also of a threatened 
railway stoppage—coupled, perhaps, in some 
apprehensive people's minds with fears of a 
conceivable connection between the calling of 
the special session of the Trades Union Con- 
gress and the approach of that terrible na- 
tional calamity, a general strike. 

Printers—suffering from the curtailment of 
supplies of power. light and heat, faced with 
the likelihood of consequent shortage and 
heightened prices of paper and other supplies, 
and with printing trade unions officially 
promising support to the miners— were not a 
little concerned about the unsettled and 


threatening state of the industrial] situation. 


While the immediate crisis has eased con- 
siderably, nevertheless the outlook remains, in 
some respects at least, very dark indeed. 


Co-Operation or Revolution ? 


It was a printer—Mr. E. W. Humphries, 
president of the Federation of Master Printers 
—who said not long ago that he recognised 
that the relationship between Capital and 
Labour was in the melting pot, but that while 
some of the Labour leaders were out for up- 
rooting the tree of our present industrial 
system, his own object was to co-operate with 
Labour in pruning it, cultivating the tree in 
order that it might bring forth better fruit. 
That was a wise saying, and is one the truth 
of which the great sane majority of both em- 


ployers and employed are increasingly real- 
ising. The dangerousrefusal to meet to-day's 
demands for concession and co-operation on 
the part of both parties comes from the two 
widely separated extremes— from the revolu- 
tionary "left" wing of Labour, which is out 
to smash the present system regardless of any 
preparedness to substitute a better, and from 
the extreme "right" of Capital, the super- 
conservative employers who like so well the 
industrial tree as it is, or as it has been, that 
they are determined to resist any and every 
attempt to apply the pruning knife. 
Speaking at the opening of the Labour Co- 


' partnership Congress last week, an ex-secre- 


tary of the Board of Trade, Mr. G. J. Wardle, 
went so far as to say that the workers were in 
a state of revolt against the present system, 
which must end; either there would be a 
change improving the status of the worker,or 
there would be a revolution, which would 
upset the whole state of society. Just what 
the desired "change" should involve, how- 
ever, is a highly debatable point. While the 
general principle of the need for pruning the 
industrial tree is agreed by the majority, what 
is needed is a clear and convincing indication 
of the nature of the pruning proposed and the 
extent to which, it can and ought to be 
applied. 


Applying the Co-Partnership Principle. 
At the Co-partnership Congress Lord Rebert 
Cecil gave a strong lead in the direction of 
applying co-partnership as a solution of the 
industrial problem. At the root of the trouble, 
he said, was a fundamental misconception, 
namely, that the business of a great under- 
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taking belonged to the owner of the capital 
The business, however, consisted of the whole 
undertaking—labour as well as capital. In- 
dustry could not be carried on without the 
full co-operation and goodwill of Labour. 

‘The real truth of the matter is," he said, 
" that the essential of business is formed by 
an agreement of partnership between the two. 
We, in this movement, do not desire to pro- 
duce an artificial state of things. We are 
anxious to see the plain actual facts recog- 
nised in the industrial situation." At Lord 
Robert Cecil's suggestion a practical turn 
was given to the views of the Congress, by 
formulating the following resolution :—That 
in the opinion of this Congress all possible 
means should be taken to advance the adop- 
tion of co-partnership in industry, and in par- 
ticular it recommends :— 

I. That legislation should be immediately 
passed removing from all statutory and other 
companies anv legal obstacles that may exist 
in the way of its adoption. 

2. That a special department of the Board 
of Trade, the Ministry of Agriculture, or the 
Ministry of Labour should be constituted to 
study the practical aspects of the question in 
connection with the various industries of the 
country so that where opportunity offers re- 
commendations can be made for the best 
scheme of co-partnership to be adopted in 
Any particular case. 

3. That a committee consisting of persons 
conversant with the trade union movement be 
appointed by the Labour Co-Partnership 
Association to consider what steps should be 
taken in the adoption of any co-partnership 
scheme to secure the hearty co-operation of 
trade unionists. 

At a later stage of the Congress, under the 
strong advocacy of Lord Emmott, this resolu- 
tion was carried, and appears to contain 
possibilities of practical developments to be 
heard of later. 


WELFARE EXPENDITURE.—The J.I.C. of the 
pottery district suggests that buildings and 
plants used for welfare work should be charged 
against revenue, and not regarded as a capital 
expenditure. 

THE Paper Box Trade Board (Ireland) has 
given notice of a proposal to vary the general 
minimum time-rates and Piece- work basis 
time-rates for female workers to 83d. and 92а. 
per hour respectively. Learners’ time rates vary 
from 10s. 6d. to 31s. 6d. 


SEVEN YEARS’ APPRENTICESHIP. — The 
Stafford Board of Guardians had before them 
recently the case of a boy from the workhouse 
whom it was proposed to indenture as a 
member of the Typographical Association for 
seven years to a local printing house. Several 
members of the Board at first objected to the 
seven years’ term as unreasonably long. On 
its being explained, however, that the T.A. 
rules required an apprenticeship of this 
length, and the self-protective reason of the 
Association's attitude on the matter being 
indicated, the signing of the indenture was 
agreed to. 
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inauguration of the Monthly Luach. 


The Livery Committee of the Worshipful 
Company of Stationers seem to be an ex- 
tremely progressive body. This is no doubt 
due to the composition of that Committee 
who are representative of the leading firms in 
the publishing, printing, paper and stationery 
world, with Mr. R. A. Austen-Leigh, of Ballan- 
tyne, Spottiswoode and Co., Ltd., as chair- 
man, and Mr. J. R. Riddell acting as hon. 
secretary. 

The Committee have arranged for a series 
of monthly lunches in the historic hall (with 
the use of the Company's plate kindly granted 
by the Master Warden and Courts of Assis- 
tants), when a distinguished speaker isinvited 
to give a short after-lunch address on some 
topic of general interest. 

On Wednesday, October 20th, a company of 
a hundred sat down for lunch, when Sir 
Frederick Macmillan gave an interesting ten 
minutes address on " The Struggle for Life 
and the Art of Living." Everyone present felt 
that Sir Frederick had taken the stipulated 
time too literally, but, although brief, his 
speech commanded the closest attention. 

The meeting ended with votes of thanks to 
the speaker, proposed by Mr. J. L. Greaves. 
seconded by Sir W. A. Waterlow, and Mr.

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Agreement Signed with L.[1.P.A. 


What is, we believe, the first monotype 
workers’ agreement has just been signed 
between the London Master Printers’ Associa- 
tion and the Amalgamated Typefounders' 
Trade Society whereby, on and after the first 
pay-day in November. the following rateS 
and conditions shall apply to members of the 
Typefounders' Society employed by L.M.P.A 
members within the recognised London 
area :— 

1. The minimum rate for a journeyman 
caster minder working one machine with 
charge responsibility, or two machines with- 
out charge responsibility, shall be £4 12s. 6d. 
И working two machines with charge 
responsibility the rate shall be £4 17s. 6d. 

2. À minder in charge of more than two 
machines shall receive 5s. extra for every ma- 
chine over two, and up to eight. Over that 
number by arrangement with the employer ; 
but in this case he shall have a second hand 
to assist who shall receive 5s. over and above 
the rate of a caster minder. 

3. All apprentices or learners toservea term 
of five years, after which they shall receive the 
full journeyman's rate. After a date to be 
agreed upon, only indentured apprentices 
shall be allowed to work upon the caster. 
Any lad at present engaged on the machine 
shall receive full rate after serving five years 
in no matter what office. 

4. In plants of not over four machines one 
apprentice shall be allowed in addition to the 
charge hand and a caster minder. In no case 
shall this ratio be exceeded. 

5. An apprentice shall be allowed to work 
one or two machines, but no apprentice or 
minder shall be called upon to do any other 
work than that appertaining to the depart- 
ment. 

б. Гће ordinary overtime shall be limited to 
40 hours per month. 

7. Conditions as to overtime and regular 
night shifts as at present in force and in ac- 
cordance with the L.M.P.A. agreements but 
overtime op night shifts shall be limited to 20 
hours a month. 

8. Meta] makers and mixers to receive the 
Same rate as caster minders, viz., £4 12s. 6d. 

9. This agreement to be subject to any 
general alteration in wages or conditions 
agreed upon between the Printing Trades 
Federation and the L.M.P.A. 

10. No new female labour to be allowed 
upon the machine, but where now employed, 
1t shall continue until discharged, or resign- 
ing, when its place shall be filled by male 

abour. 

11. Adult workers if retained beyond a fort- 
night to receive and give a fortnight's notice 
prior to their engagements being terminated.

Coal and the Printer. 


Tue week has brought a more hopeful out- 
look in regard tocoal. The printing industry 
has suffered, and must suffer further, from the 
general commercial depression following the 
strike—even more than by the curtailment of 
working time which the strike has already 
inflicted on some houses. However, a quick 
return to normal coal conditions would pro- 
bably render unnecessary the carrying into 
effect of the arrangements that have had to be 
made for the general introduction of short 
time in printing offices. At the time of going 
to press the result of the miners' ballot is 
eagerly awaited, and there is ground for hope 
that though the pro-strike vote may be a 
strong one, it will not be strong enough to 
prevent the resumption of work at the mines 
and a return to less destructive methods of 
negotiating the points in dispute.

A Big Union, 


AMALGAMATION of the National Union of 
Printing and Paper Workers with the 
National Union of Bookbinders and Ma- 
chine Rulers is almost an accomplished fact. 
А new set of rules, which is now complete 
and which, if approved by the ballot which is 
now taking place, will come into force at the 
beginning of next year, provides for three 
distinct sections in the new union, which will 
bear the title of National Union of Print- 
ing, Bookbinding, Machine Ruling and Paper 
Workers. Thethree sections, which will com- 
prise printing, papermaking and bookbind- 
ing, will exercise complete autonomy for five 
years, at the end of which a limited autonomy 
will be preserved. Ranking as the largest 
society in the printing and kindred trades, 
the new union will have a membership of 
about 100,000. Provision has been made for 
the subsequent admission to the amalgama- 
tion of other unions in the printing industry.

Paper Quotations. 


A CORRESPONDENT, evidently the direct 
representative of some mill or other, criti- 
cises the market prices which we figured in 
these columns last week, and furnishes us 
with the prices which he adjudges to be 
more correct. His schedule confirms our own 
exactly, inasmuch as he quotes mill prices to 
the wholesaler, while our figures were speci- 
fically set forth as selling prices. However, 
the criticism is useful, as some readers might 
construe the market prices we named as being 
at the source instead of the distributing end. 
There are very obvious objections against 
making mill prices too public, especially from 
the merchant's point of view. Occasionally 
it may be necessary or advisable to refer to 
first cost, but in this event the source would 
be specially referred to. 


| ' oTTISH és (- ЛО; ON 
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News-Print Prices. 


IN connection with foreign imports of 
news-print, some misapprehension exists as to 
what is the average price of thisarticle. Prices 
vary so much in the case of foreign " news " 
that an average price is scarcely a safe factor 
10 go upon,and in any event averages are 
often misleading. It may serve one purpose 
to take German news-print at 4d.a lb., British 
at 53d , and Scandinavian at 7d. If the quan- 
tities were on an equality, then an average 
price, say, of 54d. might be allowed. But, as 
a matter of fact, during the month of Septem- 
ber only 400 tons of German “ news" came 
into this country, whereas the Scandinavians 
sent us 2,800 tons. With such variations in 
quantities, therefore, an average price of 5id. 
is misleading. The British figure of 53d. is, 
in fact, a generous one, in view of the costs of 
production. Whether it can stand at that 
figure as a result of the coal crisis will be a 
question for future consideration.

The debtor attributed 
her failure to the falling away of trade, diffi- 
culty in obtaining bottles, and lack of capital. 
The case was left with the official receiver, 
to be wound up in bankruptcy. 


THE WELLINGTON BOOKBINDING Co. — A

Owing to 
disagreements the partnership was then 
severed, witness paying his partner £80, and 
he had since continued the business under the 
same style. It had never been successful; 
creditors began to press for payment in June; 
an execution was levied soon afterwards, in 
consequence of which he closed the business 
and filed his petition. Witness attributed his 
insolvency to lack of capital, loss in trading, 
and to the value of the business being mis- 
represented when they purchased it. The 
examination was concluded. 


Re J. W. MiL WARD AND Co —The public 
examination was held on October 22nd, be- 
fore Mr. Registrar Francke at the London 
Bankruptcy Court, of J. W. Milward, who 
carried on the business of a printing con- 
tractor at 368, Strand, W.C., and failed last 
July with total liabilities, £2.604 os. 4d. (un- 
secured £1,544 16s. 8d.) and assets valued at 
£89 os. 6d. Questioned by the official re- 
ceiver, debtor stated that after being em- 
ployed as a clerk and traveller in the printing 
trade, he, in October, 1914, commenced busi- 
ness, using the style of J. W. Milward and 
Co. He started with a capital of £50. He 
also between January, 1918, and the end of 
1019 had premises at 8, Poland-street, W., 
where he made linen banners for theadvertise- 
ment of films, but owing to the increase in 
the price of material he closed that branch at 
a loss of £125. Witness attributed his in- 
solvency to liability on accommodation bills, 
of which he was drawer, and in respect of 
which he received no consideration. He had 
paid about £3oo to the holders, and there 
was a balance of £1,059 still unsatisfied ; his 
failure was also due to his having to pay cash 
for paper, and to heavy household and 
personal expenses in consequence of his son's 
illness. The examination was concluded.

7 Under an invention by Mr. Е. Daegel a 
loose-leaf binder of thetypehaving clamping- 
levers of wire adapted to be swung away 
from the sheets, has the clamping-levers b 
journaled in lugs b! stamped up from the 
base-plate a, their free ends being angularly 
directed to clamp the sheets. The wire 


operating levers e are similarly mounted at 
e' and have cranked portions for elevating 
the clamping wires against the action of a 
double leaf springc. The movement of the 
operating.levers is independent of the clamp- 
ing levers. 


Paper Boxes. 


In an invention by Mr. E. A. Locke for a 
paper box provided with a device for sup- 
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porting the box in an inclined position, the 
bottom of the box is formed with a slot c. Fig. 
3, and the supporting-device 23, 25 is so 
arranged that it can be folded flat against 
the bottom of the box, the part 25 projecting 
through theslot c into the interior of the box. 
The supporting device isadapted to be secured 
in its erect condition by bending down one 
or more lateral projections 40 of the part 23, 
withdrawal of the part 25 from the slot c being 
prevented by one or more lateral extensions 
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on a prolongation 26 of thesupporting device. 
The box may be made with double walls, in 
which case the supporting device may be 
strengthened by a tab 28 cut from the outer 
ply 12 of the bottom of the box. А double- 
walled collapsible box embodying the im- 
provements may be made from a scored and 
slotted blank shapedas shown in Fig. r. The 
lateral extensions 40, 47 of a part 25 are first 
folded over, and the part 25 is then caused to 
enter a slot c, after which the extensions 47 
are again opened out flat. The blank is then 
doubled over longitudina'ly about the lines 
b, a, and the double sides 14, 15 are bent up at 
right angles to the base portions 11, 12. After 
turning in flaps 32, 33, an inner end portion 
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17 with an attached display sheet 13 is bent 
up at right angles to the base, and an outer 
end portion 18 is bent over the part 17,an 
extension 19 being tucked between the parts 
14,15. The other end of the box is formed by 
turning in flaps 30, 31 and folding over them 
outer and inner end portions 20,21. The sup- 
porting device 23, 25 is reinforced by a part 
28 struck out from the bottom member 12. 


Envelopes. 

Messrs. E. H. Hoock and W. H. Gregg have 
patented an invention in which the lower flap 
3 of an envelope has an outlined space 8 for 
receiving the address of the sender and the 
closing flap 4 has the part 5 covering the 
space 8 surrounded by a line of perforation, 
etc. 6 so as to be readily detachable. The 
sender's address is thus ordinarily concealed, 
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but may be discovered, say by the postmaster, 
on tearing off the part 5. The end flaps 2 of 
the envelope have their upper parts formed 


square and the free end of the bottom flap is 
also square, so that when the envelope is 
folded these parts will lie in a straight line.

Stationery is among the goods in which 
the United Kingdom maintains her place as 
the largest exporter to Turkey. In the course 
of an article in the Board of Trade Journal, 
some useful hints are given to exporters to 
that country. In a general way there is no 
question of continental nations being able to 
oust Great Britain from a very large share in 
the trade of Turkey. British commerce, it is 
generally admitted, stands high, and although 
the United Kingdom does not seem to care to 
adopt her competitor's methods, she can more 
than hold her own, despite the disadvantages 
resulting from her geographical position, 
from which, amongst her competitors, 
America and Japan alone are likely to 
suffer. 

After such a protracted period of repression 
as has been caused by the war, the resump- 
tion of trade, encouraged by the feeling of 
security that will follow upon peace, will in 
all probability result in a business revival 
that wil! mark high flood, and it is just at 
this present period that British manufacturers 
and traders should utilise all possible oppor- 
tunities. 

It has been found that the Britisb manu- 
facturer places himself at a disadvantage by 
quoting in most cases f.o.b. United Kingdom 
port. Theadvantage to all communities of 
c.i.f. over f.o.b. prices is apparent, the more so 
in places like Turkey with a big native popu- 
lation, where, through fierce competition 
among native dealers, the margin of profit 
in normal times can only be narrow. The 
local consumer is always anxious to know 
how much the goods delivered at his shop 
will cost. He is disinclined to trouble him- 
self with freights and insurance rates. 

After referring to the long credit terms 
allowed by.German and Austrian firms, it is 
stated that British manufacturers were in the 
past rather reluctant to appoint agents abroad 
lest they might compete with the home ex- 
port and commission firms. They are now 


becoming alive to the necessity of being repre- . 


sented on the spot, a need to which continen- 
tal exporters have been paying so much 
attention. The question of -a competent 
agent is, all-important, and in this, to a 
very great extent, lies the secret of success. 


THE recent annual convention of the United 
Typotheta of America condemned the pre- 
sent U.S. income-tax system, and passed a 
resolution including the following : —'' The 
Congress.of the United States is hereby peti- 
tioned to give this matter its early attention, 
to the end that a simple, definite, inexpensive 
and understandable tax system may super- 
sede the present law ; we believe the plan of 
a gross sales tax offers to Congress a basis 
for an equitable readjustment of the present 
income-tax law." ``

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At the recent 34th annual convention of the 
United Typothetze of America a resolution 
was adopted disapproving any but the 48- 
hour week and recommending that members 
resist any attempt to enforce a reduction, ex- 
cept in cases where shorter hours have already 
been agreed to by contract. Аї a meeting 
last autumn in New York of the closed shop 
branch of the Association (which, it is alleged, 
only a small number of delegates attended), 
an agreement was made between closed shop 
members and officials of the printers' union 
whereby printers would work on a 44-hour 
basis beginning in May, 1921. This latest 
resolution, however, holds that those who 
entered into the contract may be bound as 


individuals but that the agreement should — 


not reflect on the Association as a waole, 
which maintains that it has nothing to do 
with labour questions. | 

It was maintained that the 44-hour week 
basis was agreed upon in New York because

L. M. P. A. Ratify New Wages Increase. 


Special General Meeting at Stationers’ Hall 
Discusses the Provisional Agreement.

Mr. Austen-Leigh went оп to report briefly 


London Master Printers’ Association there +> tbe negotiations since the last general meet- 


was a large attendance of members, and an 
hour was spent upon the exposition and dis- 
cussion of the provisional agreement arrived 
at on Wednesday of last week between the 
Federation of Master Printers and the Print- 
ing and Kindred Trades' Federation. Eventu- 
ally the meeting decided, almost unanimously, 
to ratify the provisional agreement. 

The president, Mr. R. A. Austen-Leigh, in 
his opening speech, recalled the general meet- 
ing of just five weeks previously, when con- 
sideration had been given to the demand of 
the P. K. T. F. for an increase in weekly wages 
of 15s. to men and 7s. 6d. to women in view of 
the higher cost of living, particularly the in- 
crease in rents and in the cost of travelling. 
He read again the resolution then carried in- 
structing the Labour Committee to agree to 
no further advances beyond what was proved 
necessary owing to the increased cost of 
living. He went on to explain that the pass- 
ing of the London resolution did not neces- 
sarily mean that it would be put into effect, as 
London was only one, although the most im- 
portant, of twelve Alliancesrepresented on the 
Federation Labour Committee. Moreover, 
although the sum of 2s. 8d. had been men- 
tioned, the resolution had referred in general 
terms to a sum justified by “ the increased cost 
of living." At the last settlement the per- 
centage figure had been taken by the em- 
ployers at 153. The 2s. 8d. mentioned at the 
previous meeting had been reckoned on the 
basis of the September figure of 161. The 
October figure, however, had proved to be 
higher, namely, 164. 


ing. Не said the suggestion of a graded scale 
had been rejected by the men's representatives, 
and an offer had then been made of an in- 
crease of 4d. per point above 153, based upon 
the October figure. The Printing and Kindred 
Trades' Federation had refused to recommend 
this offer, but had agreed to submit it to their 
full council. 

Mr. Austen-Leigh at this point explained 
the principle of the grading system upon 
which national agreements are now based, 
and he said that when the Federation Labour 
Committee had fully debated the matter they 
had voted against pressing a graded offer, 
London opinion being the decided factor in 
the opposition. Against the offer of 4d. per 
point the men's representatives had objected, 
on the ground of the difficulty of explaining 
it to their constituents; they pressed for a 
round sum. The October figure for the in- 
crease in the cost of living was not then out, 
but private information put it at a probable 
166. Estimating 13 points above 153, at 4d. 
per point, they got an increase of 4s. 4d. 
Finally, after much debate, the employers' re- 
presentatives, in order to find some basis of 
settlement, agreed that the offer be brought up 
to 5s. (which in their opinion would cover a 
Board of Trade figure of 168), with 2s. to the 
women. The mens' representatives said they 
were unable to recommend the acceptance of 
this offer, but undertook to refer it to the 
executives of the various unions. The coal 
strike had then intervened, with detrimental 
effect upon employment, and when the confer- 
ence with the men was resumed the union re- 
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presentatives expressed themselves prepared 
to recommend this provisional agreement to 
€heir constituents. 

Mr. Austen-Leigh concluded by remarking 
that the agreement was not likely to com- 
«end itself to any of them; these continual 
increases were doing very great harm to the 
trade. In the circumstances, however, he 
thought the best thing they could do was to 
Agree to this settlement. He therefore moved, 
“That this general meeting of the London 
Master Printers' Association agrees to accept, 
as the best solution possible, the provisional 
agreement arrived at on November 3rd be- 
tween the Labour Committee of the Federa- 
tion of Master Printers and the Printing and 
Kindred Trades Federation." 

Mr, Teeseconded,indicating that he thought 
master printers in agreeing to the proposed in- 
creases would be doing theright thing in view 
of the increased cost of living. 

Mr. Tinsley expressed great regret that no 
distinction was made between skilled or in- 
dentured workers and the unskilled or non- 
indentured. Не proposed the following 
amendment, “That the matter be referred 
back to the Federation Council, and fresh 
negotiations with the unions be entered into, 
agreeing to the suggested increase to men in 
skilled —i.e.,.indentured—branchesof the trade, 
but no increase being given to the unskilled or 
other branches." 

Mr. Hanhart (Messrs. Novello and Co.), se- 
conded the amendment. The president re- 
marked that this question of differentiation 
between skilled and unskilled had already 
been very fully fought out, without agreement 
being reached under present conditions. 

Mr. A. F. Blades pointed out that the con- 
cession was based -upon the increased cost of 
living, which was claimed to be the same for 
both skilled and unskilled. 

Several speakers urged that some arrange- 
ments should be made insuring stability of 
wages for twelve months. 

Mr. Croft strongly opposed the amendment, 
which he suggested was almost tantamount 
to a vote of censure on the council—although 
personally he entirely disagreed with the pro- 
posed increase to the women. 

Mr. A. F. Blades explained the difficulties of 
reaching an agreement that would be satis- 
factory in regard to the points raised. 

As Mr. Tinsley pressed his amendment, the 
president put it to the meeting. It was de- 
feated by a large majority. 

The president then put the resolution, which 
was carried almost unanimously. 

The question being raised of the increased 
«ost of printing consequent upon the new 
rates of wages, 

Mr. Howard Hazell (chairman ofthe Federa- 
tion and L. M. P. A. Costing Committees), said 
the London Costing Cemmittee had not yet 
been able to make an extensive examination, 
but certain figures had been investigated 
and showed that, excluding chargeable ma- 
terials, paper, ink, strawboards, etc., the cost 
of general printing will be increased, owing 
to the proposed wage advances, by at least 5 
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per cent. Headded that the London Costing 
Committee is carefully investigating the ques- 
tion and will shortly issue a full statement 


giving revised hourly rates for London.

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Viscountess Rhondda Presides over a 
Large Gathering at the Holborn 
Restaurant. 


The 26th annual dinner of the Readers' 
Pensions Committee, held in the Royal Vene- 
tian Chamber on Saturday last, was marked 
_ by a large and distinguished gathering. The 
toasts were proposed and responded to by 
many ladies and gentlemen well known inthe 
realms of authorship, journalism and pub- 
lishing, and were in every way successful. On 
the financial side the Pensions Committee are 
to be congratulated on their efforts on behalf 
of the printer’s reader who should become in- 
capacitated from work by either age or ill- 
ness. Thesum collected during the year and 
on the night of the dinner amounted to £422, 
which included, among others, second dona- 
tions from Viscountess Rhondda, Right Hon. 
Viscount Burnham, Sir Arthur Spurgeon, Mr. 
W.E. Berry, and Mr. George Eaton Hart. The 
chair was occupied by Viscountess Rhondda,

canny.” (Laughter. He confessed he would 
sooner peruse an unexpurgated edition of the 
" " Decameron” than a diary of Mrs. Asquith. 
(Laughter. In reference to the Press, he 
would describe it asa sort of raw material, 


. was honeycombed with affection. 


upon which the historian works, and he was 
not sure that future histories would be as 
accurate as those which had hitherto been 
produced. The Press of the present day was 
propagandist, and although it played a very 
conspicuous part in propaganda, it did not 
make many conquests. Speaking of the 
editorial chair, his Honour said they used to 
look upon it with reverence. It was now 
looked upon asa settee. (Laughter.) 

Mrs. С. S. Peel, O.B.E , in responding, paid 
a tribute to the work of the printer's reader. 

Sir Emsley Carr, who also responded, said 
they were greatly indebted to the printer's 
reader, whom he might call their last line of 
defence, and he considered it a positive 
scandal that they sometimes have to work 
in a confined and vitiated atmosphere.

Viscountess Rhondda, in proposing this 
toast, said that the printer's reader often 
saved them from the vivid imagination of 
the compositor. Her ladyship once knew a 
young author who wrote an article and in it 
invented a new piece of grammar. When he 
came to read it in the paper the grammar had 
changed. The author had a talk with the 
printer's reader, who said he preferred con- 
ventionality to imagination. (Laughter.) 
After speaking appreciatively of the work of 
the Readers' Pensions Committee, the Vis- 
countess said she had very great pleasure in 
proposing thetoast. 

The Rt. Hon. Viscount Burnham, who 
responded, said it gave him great pleasure 
to welcome the noble Viscountess, and to 
thank her for her sympathetic interest in the 
work of the Readers' Pensions Committee. He 
especially welcomed Lady Rhondda because 
they who were connected with the newspaper 
Press felt a peculiar debt of gratitude to her 
father, who during his last days, when he 
was suffering from illness, devoted himself in 
a spirit of self sacrifice of the rarest kind to 
promote the success of another of their great 
charities, the Newspaper Press Fund. That 
evening Lady Rhondda was doing the same 
for the correctors of the Press. Their trade

The first of the new session's series of trade 
lectures arranged by St. Bride Foundation 
Printing School took place on Friday evening 
last, when Мг. J. F. Butterworth addressed a 
large gathering on the subject of scientific 
time and motion studies, having for their 
object “ Increased Production with Lessened 
Fatigue," a subject of which heisa recognised 
authority in this country. Mr. Butterworth's 
address was of a highly interesting and sug- 
gestive character, and was followed with close 
attention by those present.

The matters dealt with included the fol- 
lowing :—Scientific management as based 
upon actual and accurate measurement; its 
skilful application an art; nothing secret or 
hidden about it; motion, fatigue and time 
study to determine capabilities of workers;

their bearing upon reduced cost of living ; 
"standards"; benefits of increased produc- 
tion; where unnecessary fatigue exists ; 
supreme importance of motion and fatigue 
us demonstrated by exhibition of lantern 
slides. | 

The chairman, Mr. T. W.McAra, J.P., called 
upon Mr. R. A. Austen-Leigh to propose a 
vote of thanks to the lecturer, which he did in 
his usual happy manner, being seconded by 
Mr. J. W. Carley. The audience responded 
with enthusiasm.

PRINTERS will be interested to learn 
that the Revenue authorities have allowed 
certain cotton mills, where companies have 
been refloated, five or six times as much relief 
in respect of depreciation as they got before 
the war.

Rates for Juniors Doing the Work of 
Adults. 


The decision of the Industrial Court in 
reference to the rates of pay for juniors doing 
the work of adults graded as semi-skilled in 
the paper industry is now issued. Under a 
decision of the Court (No. 473) the minimum 
rates for adult male workers in this class were 
IS. 9d. per hour for shift workers and 15. 7id. 
per hour for day workers. The same decision 
lays down minimum rates for youths as fol- 
lows :—At 18 years, 1s. ojd. per hour; at 19, 
IS. 2d. ; at 20, 15. 3d. 

Juniors doing the work of adults in the 
class concerned were paid, at 18 years, a rate 
midway between the age rate under the scale 
for juniors and the rate for the adult male 
worker, shift or day, as the case may be. At 
19 years this rate was increased by 14d. per 
hour, and at 20 years by a further 1d. per hour. 
Under this arrangement, which has hitherto 
been accepted by the unions, the juniors con- 
cerned were entitled to the following rates:— 
Shift workers: At 18 years, 15. 43d. per hour ; 
at 19, 1s. 62d. ; at 20, Is. 71d. Day workers: 
At 18 years, 15. 35d. per hour; at 19, Is. §3d.; 
at 20, 15. 64d. The rates for mills in Scotland, 
West of England, Wales and Ireland are les 
than those specified above. 

At the Industrial Court held in London on 
October 18th the unions claimed that a junior 
called upon to do the work of an adult shall 
be paid the rate for an adult after the com- 
pletion of a probationary or training period 
of twelve months, whether he has or has not 
by that time reached the ageof 2r. Thev ad- 
vanced the argument that a junior capable of 
performing the work of an adult was entitled 
to the rate of the adult worker, but agreed 
that a probationary period of twelve months 
might be necessary to enable the junior to 
become familiar with his duties and acquire 
some degree of dexterity. The employers 
contended that a junior in the grade in ques- 
tion cannot become an efficient worker in the 
space of twelve months, and that it would be 
against the best interests of the industry that 
youths should be given a title to the same 
rate of wages as an experienced adult worker. 

The decision of the Court, as now an- 
nounced, is that the juniors concerned, that is 
to say, juniors doing the work of adults in 
Class 2 of occupations as graded by agree- 
ment between the parties, shall be paid the 
following minimum rates:—Shift workers: 
At 18 years, Is. 5d. per hour; at f9, 15. 6jd. ; 
at 20, Is. 8d. Day workers: At 18 years, Is. 
4d. per hour; at I9, 15. 51d. ; at 20, 1s. 64d. 

The rates for mills in Scotland, West of 
England, Wales and Ireland’ shall be three- 
farthings an hour less tham the above rates. 

This decision has effect from the beginning 
of the first pay period following October 25th 
1920. | ]

The November Meeting. 


A very full attendance of members marked 
last week's meeting of the P. M. and O.A., 
when important business was transacted and 
an instructive technical lecture on ‘ Cylinder 
Embossing " was delivered by Mr. John Acton 
(Assistant Works Manager, National Institute 
for the Blind; and Machine Teacher (Typo.) 
Camberwell School of Arts and Crafts— 
formerly of the Aldenham Institute). Mr. A. 
E. Jarvis, president, was in the chair. 

The meeting began with the usual reading 

and confirmation of the minutes, followed by 
the election of candidates nominated for 
membership. The following new members 
were elected, the president welcoming several 
of them who were present and presenting them 
with certificates of membership:—Mr. A. E. 
Brades (Bank of England. Overseer—Letter- 
press, etc.); Mr. C. W. Brown (Saunders and 
Cullingham, Ltd. Overseer — Letterpress) ; 
Mr. E. Budgen (Bank of England. Overseer— 
Letterpress); Mr. H. J. Crowder (Blades, East 
and Blades, Finsbury. Overseer—Litho) ; Mr. 
]. W. Everard (Drake, Driver and Leaver, 
Rosebery-avenue, E.C.1. Overseer—Compos- 
ing); Mr. H. F. Hendon (Drake, Driver and 
Lea ver, Ltd., Rosebery-avenue, E.C.1.

The president expressed the meeting's plea- 
sure at having present as a visitor Mr. Н. К. 
Caldwell, president of the Liverpool Centre 
of the Association. Mr. Caldwell briefly 
responded. 


Officers and Council Nominated. 


Mr. S. M. Bateman next introduced the 
business of the nomination of candidates for 
offices and council, and called for nominations. 
Of the eight present office-holders, the first 
seven were all nominated for a further term 
of office without the putting forward of alter- 
native names. Theyare: President, Mr. A. E. 
Jarvis; vice-president, Mr. S. M. Bateman; 
trustees, Mr. J. C. Pugh and Mr. G. Phillips; 
treasurer, Mr. C. Durston; general secretary, 
Mr. E- W.Whittle; financialsecretary, Mr. W. 
H. Gill. Мг. G. S. Waller, the technical secre- 
tary, declined to stand for another period, 
and Мг. Н. К. Whipps was nominated as his 
Successor. 

Nominations were next requested for the 
council, to fill the places of the retiring mem- 
bers, namely, Messrs. W. C. Davenport, T. 
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Dixon, T. Elwood, W. Jack, Н. W. Jackson, J 
A. B. Reed, and H. T. Potter. (Mr. V. Pitman 
resigned earlier in the year). The resulting 
nominations were: Messrs. R. H. Berry, H. A. 
Burton, F. W. Martin, G. H. Fillmer, R. B. 
Hart, W. H. Wicken, J. Lowe, A. Scott, T. C. 
Bell, and G. B. Moore. 
` The meeting being thrown open for general 
business, Mr. Pugh gave notice in view of what 
transpired that evening during nomination, 
that at the next general meeting he would 
move an alteration of the rule of the Associa- 
tion dealing with the number of councillors. 

The general secretary reported the visit ofa 
deputation from the P. M. and O. A. to the 
Amalgamated Society of Lithographers. He 
szid that after 13 hours' conference, the Lon- 
don branch of the Society was convinced of 
the justice of the P. M.and O. A. case, and had 
decided, in accordance with the usual pro- 
cedure, to pass the matter on to their quarterly 
meeting. 

Mr. Whittle mentioned also that, at the re- 
quest of the secretary of the Typographical 
Association, the intended conference with the 
representatives of the Т.А. would take place 
on November 13th—a fortnight earlier than 
had previously been arranged. 

At Mr. G. H. Freeman's suggestion it was 
agreed that at the Association's bohemian 
concert on the 10th subscriptions be received

A Presentation. 


Before commencing his lecture, Mr. Acton 
presented to the president and general secre- 
tary of the P. M. and O. A., on behalf of the 
Council of [the National Institute for the 
Blind, a copy each of the first and only 
1,000 copies of a “ Picture Book for the Blind," 
believed to be the first book of its kind yet 
produced. А suitable expression of thanks 
was made on the part of the receipients of 
this uncommon gift. The copies were after- 
wards on view to members. Their remark- 
able feature was, of course, the " illustra- 
tions," which were seen to be formed of em- 
bossed dots, lines, etc., put together so as to 
indicate the main lines, and to some slight 
extent the depth or perspective, of the objects 
represented. These objects were miscellaneous 
in character, the “illustrations " comprising, 
among many others, "The Great Wall of 
China," “ The Leaning Tower of Pisa," and 
“The Bison." 


Lecture and Discussion. 


. Mr. Acton then delivered his lecture on 
“Cylinder Embossing "—a résumé of which 
appears on another page of this number. 
The lecturer's succinct and informative treat- 
ment of his subject was followed with keen 
interest, especially by those members whose 
daily work includes embossing. 

When question time came, the first query 
related to the nature of the composition used 
to make the matrix. The lecturer replied 
that he had at first used the materials com- 
monly sold, but, finding them unsatisfactory, 
had by experiment evolved an improved ma- 
terial which, he said, was now on the market. 

Questioned as to a German method of em- 
bossing from lithographic stones without 
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dies, Mr. Acton answered that the method re- 
ferred to involved etching the stones, and was 
unsatisfactory, because the etched stone was 
not strong enough to withstand the necessary 
impression. He admitted, however, that it 
was possible to get shapeliness and "bent 
paper " effects. 

The questioner pointed out that although 
sharpness of detail could not be got from a 
stone, he had proved in practice that it was 
possible to obtain sufficient detail for “ brush 
marks ” and “ canvas backing." 

In reply to a question from the Liverpool 
visitor, Mr. Acton said that he had produced 
much successful multiplication work, up to 
commercial standards, from nickelled stereos, 
also from the Albert Galvano process, but 
that for fine finish nothing, apart from steel, 
could hold its own with phosphor-bronze or 
gunmetal dies. Mr. Acton went on to re- 
mark that his keen interest in the cylinder 
method of embossing was not due to com- 
mercial considerations, but to the fact that 
he believed that great advances could be 
made in education if means were found for 
giving instruction through the touch as well 
as through the eye. Cylinder embossing, he 
thought, held within it possibilities of a for- 
ward step in civilisation. 

Mr. S. M. Bateman, in proposing a hearty 
vote of thanks to the lecturer, touched on 
some humorous recollections of his appren- 
tice days, when the overseer, to “ get his own 
back" on some troublesome apprentice, 
would save up for the delinquent an emboss- 
ing job involving, say, 50,000 pulls on a hand- 
press. "I believe I have some of the corns on 
my hands now," hesaid. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Н. A. Burton, who said he had had 40 
years' experience of lithographic embossing, 
cordially seconded the vote of thanks for 
what he had found to be a most informative 
lecture. 

The vote was carried with acclamation, 
and Mr. Acton responded, remarking on the 
very close attention with which he had been 
favoured. 


London Pres Goling 048]. 


Mr. Robert Donald presided at the annual 
meeting of the London Press Golfing Society, 
which was held on Thursday last at the office 
of The Times. 

Lord Riddell was elected president, and 
Lord Northcliffe, Sir George Sutton and Sir 
Edward Hulton were elected vice-presidents, 
the other vice-presidents being Lord Burn- 
ham, Mr. T. J. Macnamara, M.P., Mr. J. E. 
Fowler-Dixon, Mr. E. Hudson and Mr. G. 
Hutchinson. Mr. Robert Donald, theretiring 
captain, was accorded a seat on the commit- 
tee, to which Mr. B. Darwin, who retired by 
rota, was re-elected, Mr. G. L'Estrange was 
elected captain, Mr. Frank Wadsworth wasre- 
elected honorary treasurer. and Mr. S. W. 
Fowler-Dixon, honorary secretary. Twenty 
candidates have recently been elected, which 
brings the total membership up to 145. 
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Much has been heard of Paper Standardisa- 
tion during the past few years, a golden op- 
portunity being lost when the introduction of 
standards did not materialise at the titne 
mills were first getting on to post-war trade. 

It may interest printers, papermakers, agents 
and stationers to learn that the British rail- 
way authorities realising the advantages of 
the adoption of standard papers for generat 
use appointed a committee consisting of sta- 
tionery purchasing officers to consider the 
various papers used on railways and to pre- 
pare standards. 

The committee after giving the papers in 
general use by each of the various railway 
companies consideration have issued a set of 
standards consisting of 40 papers, ranging 
from light weight buffs and common print- 
ings to tub-sized ledgers and first-classbanks. 

When one considers the multitude of 
varieties used by the railway companies in 
pre-war days it is realised what a laborious 
task the committee have accomplished. 

A step in the right direction has been made 
by standardising the ream of 500 sheets and 
it is to be hoped that this will be insisted 
upon by the companies concerned and that 
other paper consumers will follow the 
example.

THERE are indications of a coming large 
German export of small printed and litho- 
graphed matter, picture post cards, cheap 
pictures, and paper fancy goods. Export 
operations by the smaller German firms are 
somewhat hampered by shortage of capital, 
but they will be assisted by a new scheme for 
the State organisation of credit. 


THE state of things in some parts of Ireland 
is brought forcibly home to printers by the 
news that on Wednesday of last week the 
Athlone Printing Works, which were attacked 
a fortnight previously, were completely 
burned out by the use of incendiary bombs, 
tar, and petrol. The buildings are now in 
ruins. Printing is one of the principal indus- 
tries of the town, and this firm was operating 
large public contracts from all parts of Ire- 
land and England. The damage is estimated 
at £100,000.

the printing trade in North Wales by the 


amalgamation of the two important and old- 
established firms of Messrs. Woodall, Min- 
shall, and Thomas. of Wrexham and Oswes- 
try, and Messrs. Hughes and Son, of Wrexham.

On arrival, the brigade found 
the flooring of the second storey of the works 
well alight, and the superintendent, in order 
to prevent extensive damage by water, gave 
instructions that only chemical extinguishers 
should be used. In less than twenty minutes 
the flames had been put out, with practically 
no damage to the valuable printing ma- 
chinery. The total damage is estimated at 
about £100.

Current Topics. 


Wages Dispute Provisionally Settled. 


PROVISIONAL agreements were arrived at on 
Wednesday and Thursday of last week be- 
tween the Federation of Master Printers on 
the one hand and the Printing and Kindred 
Trades Federation and T.A. respectively on 
the other. It isagreed—subject to ratification 
bv all parties—that a wage increase of 5s. 
a week be granted to all adult male members 
of the unions in all grades of towns, the in- 
crease to come into force on the first pay-day 
following Monday, November 1<sth, provided 
ratification has then been completed. In 
cespect of the P.K.T.F. all qualified women 
workers are to receive an increase of 2s., while 
the remuneration of male and female learners 
is to be adjusted as in previous settlements 
The same arrangement as in the last settle- 
ment with regard to theregular night workers 
in London is to apply on this occasion. The 
London Master Printers’ Association—as re- 


ported in detail on another page—has already 
agreed to the provisional settlement; and 
although returns have not yet come fully to 
hand,there seems every likelihood that all the 


other necessary ratifications will be duly 
forthcoming.

Coal Shortage Emergency Ends. 

The mining crisis having been passed, and 
an end having been declared to the “ state of 
emergency" under which power, fuel and 
light were restricted by 50 per cent, the 
L.M.P.A. is circularising its members to the 
effect that the conditions of work obtaining 
in printing offices where short time has been 
worked by agreement with the chapels auto- 
matically revert, from the last day of the cur- 
rent wages week, to those in force prior to 
the declaration of the “ state of emergency."

Costs Mount Again. 


WITH printing costs already nearing — where 
not actually up to— the prohibitive point, 
grave importance attaches to the estimate of 
the London Costing Committee that the new 
wages advance will mean an addition of at 
least another 5 per cent.to the costs of general 
printing. We note that at a meeting this 
week of the County Finance Committee at 
Aberdeen, the Convener of Aberdeenshire 
strongly protested against the increased cost 
involved in printing the county valuation roll, 
and to the increased wages paid to printers, 
describing the position as the outcome of the 
tyranny of the trade unions. He suggested, 
apparently, that a way out of the difficulty 
could be found by the inauguration of a 
County Council printing scheme. Those, 
however, who have investigated County 
Council printing schemes give little hope of 
economy being reached in that direction, 
unless it be a fictitious economy shown by 
means of balance sheets in which part of the 
printing costs are entered to departments 
other than that rightly responsible. As for 
the trade union “tyranny,” is not the best 
way out to be found in closer co-operation, 
whereby responsibilities, profits, and losses 
shall be more equitably shared between em- 
ployers and employed ?

IT is generally believed by printers and 
paper users that the price of paper is on the 
wane and that it only requires another slack 
month or two to bring prices down to their 
lowest level. This condition of thought has 
been largely created by the policy adopted by 
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certain dealers whose commitments and lia” 
bilities involved them in temporary difficulty, 
impelling them to sacrifice profit for the pur- 
pose of securing cash. Many instances have 
been brought to our notice of dealers and 
agents offering goods in payment of accounts, 
and in other cases requesting to be allowed to 
return the paper which constituted the basis 
of the account. Small wonder, then, that 
prices have been cut in the anxiety to induce 
business, although the policy is one that can- 
not be condoned and is, in fact, one that ulti- 
mately retards the resumption of sound trad- 
ing by undermining confidence and creating 
faise impressions. To illustrate the point, 
take the case of kraft wrappings; for these 
the recognised selling price is £90 per ton 
and no party can sell for less without 
violating the principles of agreement 
Outside the circle, however, there is not the 
slightest difficulty for any user to fill his re- 
quirements to any extent at about £65 per 
ton. We have even heard of kraft being 
offered for ready money at £45 and £62 1os- 
per ton..

The annual report of the Printing and Sta- 
tionery Department of New Zealand, shows 
that 1,750 Gazettes were printed, that there 
were 190 subscribers, and that the amount re- 
ceived was £307. The number of Hansards 
printed for last session was 7,450. The num- 
ber of subscribers was 117, and the amount 
received £28 15s. There were 1,181,248 sheets 
of stamps, containing 159,630,000 stamps, of 
the value of £7,404,000 printed. The report 
emphasises the scarcity and dearness of paper 
and the need for strict economy. 


-British ЇЇ Import ЇЇ. 


Notification No. 5753, dated September 4th, 
1920, issued by the Department of Commerce, 
India, states that the import duty leviable on 
the following articles used for printing and 
lithographic purposes, has been fixed at the 
rate of 2] per cent. ad valorem, viz.:—Galley 
presses, proof presses, arming presses, copper- 
plate printing presses, ruling machines, ruling 
peumaking machines, lead and rule cutters, 
type-casting machines, type-setting and cast- 
ing machines, rule-bending machines, rule- 
mitreing machines, bronzing machines, leads, 
wooden and metal quoins, shooting sticks, 
galleys.

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Summary of a Lecture by Mr. Joha Acton 
before the P. П. and О. A. 


While embossing in its larger sense covers 
any method of producing in relief, for our 
present purpose it means the raising of a 
pattern or design, reproduced from a die by 
means of a force. [he material to be em- 
bossed is interposed between ''male" and 
"female" dies, which we shall term " die" 
and “force” respectively, pressure being ap- 
plied to obtain results. This branch of the 
printing industry has been largely used for the 
production of box tops, fancy stationery, 
Christmas cards, menus, children's picture 
painting books, and a host of other produc- 
tions. [t is quite possible that the uses to 
which this process may be applied will be 
considerably augmented in this country in the 
future, thus overcoming that flatness of effect 
which often grieves artist and craftsman 
alike. 

It is surprising to find the extent to which 
the art of die-sinking has developed. for it is 
quite a usual thing to find a die to emboss, 
plate-ink, and sand-grain or repp at one time, 
or cushion and emboss simultaneously, and so 
9n; and so much has it developed, that 
speaking personally I believe that the time is 
not far distant when this branch will be 
brought more generally into the forefront of 
the trade, for often do we find colour work 
which has been mounted on cards embossed 
at the edges to represent the frame; and, 
further, we find colour printing mounted on 
canvas, with imitation brush marks embossed 
on to it after mounting, so as to give a better 
finish and to look more like the original 
painting. 

(The lecturer next described in some detail 
the platen method of embossing, then passed 
on to cylinder embossing, as follows.) 

First, mount the dies and impose in the 
ordinary way, as for colour printing, taking 
care not to allow any rock on any of them or 
the result will suffer. Dressthe cylinderto the 
Correct circumferential travel, i.e., exact to the 
bearer face, but without linen or press 
boards; any medium packing will do. Obtain 
register by slightly inking the surface of the 
dies, taking care that the guides are set into 
position on your sheet, as in the previous 
workings, to ensure register being maintained. 

Satisfied as to your machine being up to the 
mark and the register complete, you then 
make a miss on the top of the sheet, to show 
the position of the dies as the paste method 
of making forces is the one recommended at 
present. Cut away all the sheets (under the 
miss) to the iron surface, cutting about a 
Quarter of an inch wider than the dies, secur- 
ing the remaining part of the sheets to the 
cylinder to control the travel, and thoroughly 
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clean the surface of iron with benzolene to 
prevent any grease or foreign residue being 
left there; then turn to your dies and clean 
thoroughly. 

(Before proceeding with these practical in- 
structions, the lecturer discussed the principles 
involved in embossing by means of an en- 
graved cvlinder impressed upon papier maché. 
Emphasising the importance of an under- 
standing of the circumferential travel and 
frictional contact employed, he explained 
these factors fully, with reference to diagrams, 
then reverted to the printing machine to be 
used for cylinder embossing.) 

We must now examine the deepest depths 
in the dies and the cut of the cylinders, as 
these two are the determining factors as to 
whether it is possible to produce a goodresult 
on the job undertaken. Should the die be 
deeper than the cut of the cylinder, you are 
better advised not to proceed unless you 
understand the work well, and the material 
to be embossed is exceptionally good. 

Now raise the dies (by inserting cards 
underneath) slightly less than the cut of the 
cylinder, and see that the dies are thoroughly 
clean, also the portions of the cylinder sur- 
face. Then proceed to make the forces. 

Having obtained a quantity of tissue 
paper and French chalk, whilst our paste is 
also being prepared, we now supply a uni- 
form film of the paste on the surface of the 
cylinder, to correspond to the size of the die, 
over which a sheet of tissue is placed, this 
being well chalked and another sheet of tissue 
placed over it to prevent any of the paste 
coming into contact with the die; an im- 
pression is thentaken. On examining the re- 
sult, the superfluous paste will be found to 
have been squeezed outside the edges of the 
force, the whole pasty mass being quite soft 
and just showing a slight sign of moulding to 
the die. The loose tissue having been re- 
moved and a fresh supply of chalk and tissue 
supplied, another pull may be taken; the 
operation should be repeated until the force 
ceases to show any signs of sticking to the 
added tissue, after which the force should be 
allowed to set hard. A few pulls should be 
taken meanwhile, and the superfluous paste 
trimmed away and replaced in the tin, which 
should always be kept as air-tight as possible. 
When the forces have been trimmed and are 
being allowed to dry, it will be noticed that 
all drying is from evaporation, and as there 
can be no evaporation through the iron sur- 
face of the cylinder, this process must neces- 
sarily set on the surface first ; but at the same 
Jime, as the whole of the evaporation can 
only be through the surface, the latter is kept 
in a pliable state until the whole of the force 
is dried. 

у The surface of our die being in contact 
with the lower or thinner part of our force, 
would be causing friction to occur over the 
greater part of our material to be embossed, 
if we attempted to proceed ; also we should 
be taking up the contact pressure of the ma- 
chine to do work which was only detracting 
from the value of the production, so that we 
now reduce the contact by taking away from 
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behind the dies a sheet slightly thicker than 
the stock to be embossed. We shall now find 
that we have taken away all our embossing 
result, but we have got a foundation, and we 
are now able to build our contact or force on 
definite lines, as we have taken control of our 
cylindrical travel. We now take a pull on a 
stout sheet of blotting paper and cut our 
pieces where we require the pressure to be ap- 
plied, fixing the pieces on the force with the 
aid of a little seccotine, and applying a little 
chalk to the surface (over which we again in- 
troduce a little tissue), then take a few im- 
pressions, being careful that there is no stick- 
ing to the dies. 

When you are satisfied that this is quite 
dry, apply a thin film of embossing composi- 
tion, and beat up as you did when obtaining 
your foundation; but a little reflection will 
show that whilst you had to wait for the dry- 
ing of the deepest depths in the first case, 
these are the only parts which are now in 
contact, so that the forces may be trimmed in 
a few minutes, the blotting paper which we 
added making a definable edge for our final 
trimming before proceeding to run. 


Glowing Papers 


A French process to prepare glacé paper, 
baryta paper, artistic printing paper, paper 
hangings and other coloured papers is an 
essentially new one, according to the inventor, 
Mr. H. B. Halls, and consists in blowing the 
colour in form of spray on to the paper by 
means of a blowing machine. The advan- 
tages claimed are: cheapness of the plant, 
facility in blowing the colour on to the paper 
in the proper thickness, and thinner and less 
expensive paper can be utilised.

The manufacture of one sided 
coated papers, imitation arts, super-calenders, 
friction-glazed papers and M.G. manilla

papers, were each clearly explained, and a 
large number of interesting slides showed the 
various kinds of machines used in their pro- 
duction. Mr. Whalley next put on the screen 
several interesting views of the interiors of 
hand-made paper mills showing the vatman 
and potcher at work, and described in detail 
the many operations performed in the manu- 
facture of hand-made paper. A number of 
well-known paper mills were shown, includ- 
ing Rishton Paper Mills, Thomas and Green's, 
Horton Kirby, Empire and others, and then 
the lecturer, after dealing with the various 
fibres used in the manufacture of paper, re- 
ferred to the collecting of cotton rags and 
their treatment by the rag-cutting machine. 
A view illustrating esparto grass being con- 
veyed on the backs of camels in North Africa 
was next shown, and it was explained that 
these animals carry as much as 5 cwt. of raw 
esparto to the coast packed in bales ready to 
be sent to the mills. Log.cutting with a 
number of interesting views was next por- 
trayed, and Mr. Whalley said that many mills 
have as much as one years or eighteen 
months' supply of logs always ready for use. 
Bamboo fibres, bleaching materials, ash in 
paper, and china clay mines were each in turn 
illustrated, and the lecturer then gave some 
interesting examples of old watermarks, sur- 
veying rapidly the history and signification of 
the designs. In concluding, Mr. Whalley drew 
the attention of his hearers to the wet.end of 
the papermaking machine, on to the felts, and 
then to the super-calendering rollers, and 
finally gave views showing how the paper is 
cut by the lay-boy into the different sizes re- 
quired. 

Mr. W. A. Hunt proposed a hearty vote of 
thanks to Mr. Whalley for hislecture, and said 
that after realising the great expense tha 
must be involved in papermaking machinery 
and the cost in labour they should not in the 
future grumble about the high cost of paper. 

Mr. Whalley expressed appreciation of the 
vote of thanks, and said that if it was not for 
the great endeavours that are being made to 
utilise waste products the cost of paper would 
be very much higher. 

The meeting then terminated.

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Output Being Increased to Meet 
Demand. 


The use of paper fabrics is growing apace, 
and there is some difficulty in keeping up with 
the demand for the various articles into which 
they are made. String, carpets, matting, dress- 
ing cases and bags are pretty well known. 
Among later developments are slippers, shoes 
and leggings. 

А collection of the goods produced has just 
been got together at the offices of the Celltex 
Manufacturing Co. in Regent-square, London, 
W.C., where the company have extensive pre- 
mises fitted up with a complete weaving plant 
and other machinery for manufacturing their 
various wares. When work is in full swing, 
the atmosphere is reminiscent of the hum and 
bustle of a Lancashire textile mill. The present 
output in Regent-squareamountsto four tons 
a week, but in a year's time, when certain 
arrangements have been completed, it is esti- 
mated that production will reach 40 tons a 
week. The whole of the plant, by the way, is 
of English manufacture, and the raw material 
for the most part is Wayagamack kraft paper. 
Thus the Celltex manufactures are all British. 

The principal material emanating from 
Regent-square is yarn for carpets, for which 
there has been a considerable sale. As the 
material becomes better known, a wider 
vogue is anticipated for it. The popular view 
of paper is very limited, and the fact has not 
yet been realised that it can be manufactured 
into very durable stuff. Paper carpets wear 
exceedingly well, and while the patterns are 
attractive, they are most hygienic. At the 
Celltex offices the floor has been covered for 
about two years with some of the firm's own 
products, and even where it is subjected to 
greatest use it shows no sign of wearing. Mr. 
R. C. Fenton, the manager and secretary, 
exhibits his faith in the material by having 
his flat laid with it. 

A popular paper textile line are the market- 
ing bags, which. are turned out in great 
variety and have a large sale in the North of 
England. The trouble is to produce them fast 
enough. 

The shoes and slippers made from the spun 
paper are well formed and very neat in appear- 
ance, while leggings made from the same 
material have been found to withstand for 
months the rough wear of horse-riding. 

On a recent occasion a lounge chair was 
covered with the paper textileand it attracted 
a lot of interested attention from friends of the 
owner. 

Very little idea is yet grasped by the general 
public of the extensive use to which spun paper 
is put. It has been largely employed for 
beading work in motor cars and carriages, 
and for a great variety of other purposes. For 
certain classes of work it is declared to be 
superior to jute; it resists rot longer; and it 
compares well in the matters of evenness and 
strength. 
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The Celltex Manufacturing Co. have no in- 
tention at present of manufacturing paper 
suits. А great deal has been done by the Ger- 
mans in this direction, but of a large consign- 
ment which reached this country recently the 
greater part was shipped to South Africa. The 
specimen seen by a representative of the 
British and Colonial Printer was of very 
harsh material and appeared to be only 
suitable for overalls. The durability and 
the cheapness of the paper clothes are not 
contested. Mr. Fenton's brother, who was a 
prisoner of war in Germany worea pair of 
paper trousers for eighteen months, and 
when the newness wore off they were fairly 
comfortable. In time improvements may 
be effected in the matter of paper clothes. 
One fact, however, is clear, and that is that 
the uses of paper are for ever extending, and 
the idea that paper can only be used for 
articles of a cheap and flimsy order will 
gradually be worn down. Although the Ger- 
mans devoted a great deal of attention 
to the production of paper textiles, British 
manufacturers are not alarmed at the pros- 
pect of competition from that source, in spite 
of the fact that the rate of exchange gives the 
products an advantage in the matter of price. 
They are indeed prepared to meet the German 
on his own ground.

British Manufacturers and Foreign 
B Competition. 


Some striking observations were made at a 
recent dinner given in Birmingham by the 
Midland Branch of the Stationers' Association 
of the United Kingdom, Mr. Conbridge, pre- 
sident, beirg in the chair. 

Mr. H. O. Worrall (president of the Midland 
Branch of the Leather Goods Association), 
proposing the toast of “The Stationers,” 
made a trenchant speech on the subject of 
future trade, especially as it concerned enemy 
countries. He said he thought the critical 
period of the wholesaler had come. What 
was going to be the attitude of the whole- 
saler towards enemy products? Was the 
British manufacturer to regard the wholesaler 
as a possible channel through which the 
German might re-establish himself in this 
country? If that should be the case the 
‘wholesaler could not expect the manufacturer 
of to-day to regard him with theconsideration 
which had been given him in the past. 
British manufacturers to-day were put up 
against a competition which was most unfair, 
to put it mildly. If the British manufacturers 
wished to export goods to Germany thev 
were prohibited, but there was no embargo 
upon the importation of German goods. He 
invited them to consider what was happening 
in the toy trade which had been encouraged 
financially in this country and provided a 
suitable occupation for our disabled heroes. 
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The picture post card industry in Italy is in 
an extremely critical condition—in fact is 
dying — according to the Giornale della 
Libreria, della Tipografia. In the Con- 
tinental trade orders grow scarcer and 
scarcer, and retail sales are insignificant. 
Asked to give an explanation of this state of 
affairs, the head of one of the leading Paris 
houses attributed the decline to the high cost 
of living. The great cost of raw materials 
and labour, he said, struck the first blow. 
Whereas they were formerly able to sell a 
thousand cards for 50 francs, so that retailers 
could sell at 10 centimes per card, they are 
now unable to do so for less than тоо francs, 
sometimes even 120 francs per 1,0co. This in 
itself was bad enough, but the increase in 
postage has given the finishing stroke. It is 
now a luxury to send a card to a friend, as it 
costs in all 40 to 50 centimes. Consequently 
people do not send away dozens of cards as 
they once did.

A “Record” Pensions Festival. 


H.R.H. The Prince of Wales Presides at the 
Annual Dinner of Printers’ Pension Corporation. 


It is no new thing for the Printers’ Pension 
Corporation to receive Royal patronage, but 
in presiding at the Corporation's festival 
dinner held at the Connaught Rooms on 
Thursday last, H.R.H. The Prince of Wales 
was successful in drawing nearly 700 guests— 
a larger number than ever before attended— 
and in raising in subscriptions the sum of over 
£50,000, which is more than double the amount 
subscribed at any previous festival. 

Viscount Burnham proposed the loyal toast, 
remarking upon the honour done him in his 
being entrusted with it: “l owe it," he said, 
“to the fact that I am a printer and a trades- 
man, one of those whom this famous and 
trusted institution is meant to satisfy and 
support in their declining days." (Laughter.) 
After referring to the Prince's war-time ser- 
vices and to his recent Canadian tour, Lord 
Burnham said that they of the printers' trade 
were truly grateful to him for coming to their 
aid and showing by his preference and favour 
this year that he regarded them as worthy of 
his countenance and confidence. (Cheers.) 
He reminded them that his Majesty the King 
presided at one of the Corporation's celebra- 
tions a little more than a decade ago, and his 
late Majesty King Edward did them a like 
honour a quarter of a century ago. (Cheers.) 


The Prince's Speech. 


The Prince of Wales who was enthusiastic- 
ally received, proposed “ Prosperity to the 
Printers Pension Corporation," and touched 
on the great work done by the Corporation as 
exemplified in its distribution in benefits since 
it was started of no less than £350,000. His 
Royal Highness also referred to the research 
work being carried on in respect of printers' 
phthisis, expressing his confidence that master 


printers will further any preventive measures 
deemed necessary. He said he regretted he 
had not found it possible to do as the King 
did, to visit any of the important printing 
establishments or newspaper offices before 
addressing them that evening, but he hoped 
that he might be able to do so in the near 
future so as to learn at first hand the condi- 
tions under which the men work. (Cheers.) 
The Prince made special reference to the 
work of Mr. George Robey and of Mr. J. 
Mortimer, secretary of the Corporation for 
over twenty years, and announced that Sir 
William Waterlow would be chairman next 
ear. 

An oil painting of his Majesty's ship 
" Renown," which had been purchased by 
Mr. Ruddock for the benefit of the Corpora- 
tion, was presented to his Royal Highness. 

Mr. George Robey responded to the Prince's 
invitation to address the gathering and— less 
by what he said than by the way he said it— 
kept his audience in laughter. After referring 
to the £7,000 he had been able to raise for the 
Corporation, he remarked that as to the print- 
ing trade, he had nothing to do with it, but 
having got money for them, perhaps he might 
be called a “ printer's devil." (Laughter and 
cheers.) 

Mr. James Thompson, chairman of the 
council, replied to the toast, thanking the 
Prince for his sympathetic reference to the 
Corporation. 

The Prince later announced, amid great 
cheering, that the total amount subscribed 
up to that moment was £ 49,999 8s. 

Mr. Mortimer, the secretary, read the list of 
subscriptions, which included the following 
individual amounts, in addition to the 
stewards' lists: The King, 5ogs; the Prince 
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of Wales, roogs ; Mr. George Robey'sconcert, 
£7,000; Mr. Frank Lloyd, £4.000; Mr. Robert 
Н. Ruddock's special donation, £1,000; Sir 
William Petersen's special fund in memory of 
relatives fallen in the war, £1,c00; Mr. F.F. 
W. Oldfield, £1,228; Lord Riddell, £500; Sir 
Francis Trippel, sco; the Printing Machine 
Managers’ Trade Society, £321; Sir Herbert 
Morgan, £250; Sir Samuel Waring, 250gs.; 
Sunday Times, per Mr J. Gomer, 250gs; Mr.C.

Big Response to Pensions Appeal. 


Mr. Jarvis went on to speak of the good 
work of the Printers' Pension Corporation, 
and mentioned the festival dinner to be held 
the following evening, when the Prince of 
Wales was to take the chair. He said mem- 
bers of the P.M. and O.A. had tried among 
themselves to raise something towards making 
the plate on that occasion a “record” one. 
He was “not going to ask any ladv or gentle- 
man to give a cent "—but they would be given 
an opportunity. 

Mr. E. W. Whittle, general secretary, an- 
nounced that the sum raised by members 
within the last three weeks amounted to 100 
guineas. He emphasised the value to the 
trade of the Printers' Pension Corporation, 
referring specially to the important service of 
supporting the orphans of printers killed in 
the war. He was not " cadging," he said, but 
their list of 100 guineas was open to be 
doubled. 

Mr. S. M. Bateman. vice-president, also 
spoke, briefly but humorously seconding Mr.

Then the money began to roll in- notes, 
cheques, and promises-- and it continued 
during the rest of the evening, with the 
vigorous support (in the intervals between 
concert items) of the president, who, in his 
geuerous enthusiasm, certainly ventured very 
near the border line which separates “ giving 
an opportunity " from “asking.” 

A notable lift to the subscription list was 
given by Messrs. Mann and Co, it being 
announced that they would double any sum 
collected that evening up to £50. Later in 
the evening Mr. G. H. T. Freeman, at whose 
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suggestion this collection originated, putina 
further plea for generous support of the Prin- 
ters Pension Corporation, and before the 
gathering dispersed it was announced, amid 
applause, that subscriptions and promises had 
over-run the £50 mark, so that full advantage 
had been taken of Messrs. Mann's generous 
offer. 
The Concert Artistes. 


A very strong programme of music and 
song had been arranged by Mr. W. Wright, 
who himself acted very acceptably as 
pianoforte soloist and accompanist.

The Standing 
Committee on Prices of the Central Com- 
mittee established under the Profiteering Acts 
have alreadv under consideration the question 
of instituting an inquiry into prices, costs, 
and profits in connection with printing paper.

* Welfare Work iu the Printing Office." 


The November lunch of the London Master 
Printers' Association drew a goodly number 
of members to the Holborn Restaurant on 
Wednesday of last week. The subject chosen 
for discussion was " Welfare Work in the 
Printing Office," and a speaker particularly 
well qualified to broach this topic was found 
in Mr. R. R. Hyde. 

Mr. R. A. Austen-Leigh, the president, in 
introducing Mr. Hyde as the director of the 
Industrial Welfare Society, briefly explained 
the meaning of the welfare movement, and 
called at once upon Mr. Hyde to address the 
gathering. 

Mr. Hyde prefaced his address with the re- 
mark that in speaking to master printers he 
felt himself somewhat in the position of a 
young deacon conducting a quiet day for 
bishops. (Laughter.) But he hoped to give 
them a little general information about the 
welfare movement, and perhaps just makea 
suggestion as to its application to the printing 
industry. 


Purpose and Growth of the Movement. 


Those in the welfare movement, said Mr. 
Hyde, believed it was possible to rehumanise 
the industrial machine by re-establishing the 
man-to-man relationship now so largely 
eliminated. Welfare work could be regarded 
under four heads—employment, working con- 
ditions, education, and recreation. Employers 
had been finding during the last four years 
that it was beneficial to have the duty of 
engaging workers—with respect to their 
health, character,etc., as apart frorn technical 
qualifications—in the hands of one responsible 
person. Working conditions, too, as they 
affected workers' health and well-being, had 
claimed attention. Much had been said lately 
about the health of the men engaged in the 
printing trade. It was better that an industrv 
should attend to these matters itself, rather 
than allow outside bodies to interfere. Either 
these questions had to be tackled by the 
employersthemselves, or they would be tackled 
for them. Employers and the trade unions 
could work together in constructive effort in 
this direction. Firms allover the country had 
found that the appointment of a welfare 
worker had effected lasting benefit to health 
and efficiency. It had also provided means 
for the rectification of small grievances which, 
if ignored, tended to grow and produce in- 
dustrial unrest. In education, too, employers 
were finding they could make a contribution. 
When the new Education Act became opera- 
tive it would be necessary for employers to 
co-operate with the local education authority. 
This was a matter that could not well be 
attended to by the head of the firm, but could 
suitably be left tothe welfare worker or com- 
mittee—as could also questions of food, mess- 
rooms, etc. 


The speaker made amusing reference to the 
excuses put forward all over the country for 
not adopting any definite welfare scheme. He 
told how small firms referred the matter to 
large firms, large to small, citv firms to coun- 
try firms, and vice versa. Miners, too, had 
approved the proposals, but said “ You will 
never get round the owners," while the 
owners had said they had for years been wish- 
ing to inaugurate such schemes, but “You 
will never get round the miners." Where the 
proposals had been put into practice, how- 
ever, surprisingly good results had been 
obtained. 


Welfare Work Among Printers. 


In conclusion, Mr. Hyde said that in the 
printing industry he thought they as a federa- 
tion could tackle the matter. Perhaps just as 
a beginning they could appoint a qualified 
person to make a survey of the industry's 
special problems. Such a survey in another— 
the cement— industry, had led to rapid de- 
velepments. Weltare work brought into 
action human forces which could play a 
tremendously important part in industry. If 
a start were made through the Federation of 
Master Printers he thought the movement 
would do for printers wnat it was already 
doing for some of the other trades. 

The president, in opening the discussion. 
referred to the rudiments of welfare work— 
the wayzgoose, the house journal,etc.—already 
existing in the printing industry ; he thought 
there was hardly a firm in the trade that was 
not doing something in this direction. He put 
forward the suggestion that information 
should be collected as to what welfare work 
was being done by various firms. 


Dr. Ross and Silica. 


Dr. E. H. Ross, who spoke particularly of 
the prevention of phthisis or pulmonary tuber- 
culosis among printers, suggested that silica 
or sand— which, as mentioned in his letters to 
The Times, he had found in printers’ © list," 
and believed to be the agent responsible for 
lighting up the latent disease—came into the 
printing office with the cast-iron chases, etc., 
used. Tiny fibres of paper, caught upon the 
type in printing, were thrown into the air, 
carrying with them particles of silica present 
in the dust of the room, the silica being thus 
continually inhaled. Objection had been 
raised, said Dr. Ross, that he had not shown 
that printers suffered from silicosis; this, how- 
ever, was merely playing with words, as sili- 
cosis was nothing more nor less than pulmon- 
ary tuberculosis or consumption. He com- 
mended the aims of the Industrial Welfare 
Society, mentioning H.R.H the Duke of York 
as being among those working for the Society, 
and urged printers to get in touch with that 
organisation with a view to improving the 
health of the industry. 

Sir William Wateriow, in the course of an 
interesting speech, mentioned welfare work 
done by the firm with which he is connected, 
at one of whose factories they have a female 
welfare worker, a hospital nurse by training. 
The results, so far as he was able to judge, 
were eminently satisfactory, being not only

beneficial to the health of the workers, but 
also advantageous to the employers. They 
could not get into touch with Mr. Hyde with- 
out being impressed with the enormous possi- 
bilities of this movement. After referring with 
approval to the work of Dr. Ross among City 
pns he proposed a vote of thanks to Mr. 
yde for his address, also to Dr. Ross. 

Mr. Howard Hazell seconded the motion in 
а short speech in which he referred to the 
welfare work carried out by the firm which he 
represents. He emphasised the necessity that 
the workers should feel that a welfare scheme 
was their own concern, and not something 
thrust upon them by their employers, and he 
commended to master printers the satisfaction 
to be obtained—apart from monetary con- 
siderations —by the promotion of closer rela- 
tions between employer and employed, and 
the brightening of employees' lives. 

The vote of thanks having been carried 
with acclamation, the proceedings ended with 
a brief response from Mr. Hyde.

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The Gilbretn Methods. 


The latest developments in scientific man- 
agement are in the direction of very elaborate 
studies of the motions of workers and the time 
occupied in their motions, with a view to the 
elimination of useless or inefficient effort 
and a consequent saving of time and reduc- 
tion of fatigue. Mr.J.F. Butterworth, in his 
recent lecture at St. Bride’s gave some interest- 
ing particulars, with illustrations, of the 
" micro-motion" studies now being carried 
out in America by Major Frank B. Gilbreth, 
who uses the cinematograph ın his investiga- 
tions. Among the interesting devices em- 
ployed by Major Gilbreth may be mentioned 
special clocks which are put into the picture 
along with the worker or machine to be cine- 
matographed. The time of occurrence and 
the duration of every motion is thus accu- 
rately noted and made available for future 
study. To facilitate the observation of the 
extent and direction of motions, there is 
placed behind the worker or machine under 
observation a background (often the wall of 
the work-room) marked out in 4-in. squares; 
use is also made, on occasion, of a coarse- 
mesh screen placed between the worker and 
the cinematographic camera. It is claimed 
that such minute studies of motion have re- 
sulted in immense reductions in costs of pro- 
duction in certain industrial processes. Not 
very much was said by Mr. Butterworth about 
the application of time and motion studiesto 
the printing industry, but some references 
were made. He emphasised the importance 
of proper sitting facilities. Any standing job, 
said Mr. Butterworth, that will not permit 
arrangements for sitting twenty minutes of 
most of the working hours needs investigating 
by methods of motion study. And the height 
of seats is very important. The teacher of a 
monotype department discovered by experi- 
ment the correct height for each operator's 
seat. It was found that all the women opera- 
tors were seated too low. No orders were 
given and no immediate alterations were 
made, but every night after the workers left 
the seats were raised a trifle. In a few dayshe 
had the correct elevation at every machine, 
with the result that there was much greater 
efficiency and output. Mr. Butterworth said 
he understood one or two printing works in 
America were being thoroughly re- organised 
on lines indicated by Major Gilbreth after 
micro-motion studies of the processes in- 
volved. Printers in this country will doubt- 
less await with interest further information 
as to results achieved.

At the recent monthly lunch of the W. and 
N.W. Master Printers’ Association at Pagani's 
Restaurant, the president (Mr. W. J. Pollock) 
occupied the chair, and an interesting address 
was given by Mr. W. Howard Hazell on the 
" Federation of All the Printing Alliances and 
Associations and its Work." Mr. Hazell said 
that he hoped the Federation might, in the 
near future, be able to move into offices suit- 
able for the seventh most important industry 
in the country. No Federation could have 
more enthusiastic and hard-working officials 
than they had, but with increased income and 
added responsibilities he hoped that they 
might be able to increase the staff and thereby 
increase their activities and usefulness in 
every part of the country. 

Mr. Howard Hazell further remarked that 
he had long been interested in the training of 
the employers and of the workers. For some 
years there had been technical classes for the 
emplovees, and the new Education Act, which 
gives continuous education until 18, would 
give to workers further training, both scholas- 
tic and technical, which would be of great 
advantage to them and the industry in which 
they work. No industry, however, could be 
in a satisfactory position unless its leaders 
were fully trained for their responsible posi- 
tion, and he looked forward to the time when 
there would be master printers' colleges in 
various parts of the country, supported and 
. possibly subsidised by their Federation, where 
their leaders might be trained in finance, office 
organisation, and thebest methods of produc- 
tion. А very successful start had been made, 
with this idea, at the St. Bride School, wherea 
whole-time course for master printers had 
recently commenced.

We regret to record the death of Mr. Thomas 
Henry Fry, of Blackheath and Winscombe, 
Somersetshire, who passed away on Novem- 
ber 1oth, aged 75. 

For nearly 50 years he was a partner of 
Messrs. Hallett and Fry, the oldest antimony 


refiners in the British Isles. In 1910 he retired 
from the firm, the name of which then changed 
to Hallett and Son. In the early ‘sixties 
Messrs. Hallett and Son weresupplying stereo- 
type metal to many of the leading London 
and provincial newspapers and printers, long 
before typesetting machines were invented. 
Antimony and type metal were also supplied 
to the typefounders. 

At the time Mr. Thomas Fry retired, his son, 
Mr. John Fry, who had been with his father's 
firm for 18 years, founded Fry's Metal Foundry 
at Holland-street, Blackfriars, afterwards ex- 
tending to Manchester, Bristol, Dublin and 
Glasgow.

Ratifying the Provisional Settlement. 


THE provisional agreement arrived at with 
regard to wages in the printing trade has been 
submitted for ratification to all the Alliances 
of the Federation of Master Printers and to 
the various trade unions concerned, and the 
result is awaited with general interest. At the 
time of going to press the returns have not 
been completed, but reports received, up to 
the present, both from the employers and the 
unions, show a preponderance of opinion in 
favour of accepting the settlement provision- 
ally agreed to. There is every ground for 
hoping that this agreement, which is gener- 
ally admitted to be the fairest that could be 
reached under present conditions, will be duly 
ratified.

Arbitration in the Printing Trade. 


As THE result of an application from the 
Conciliation Committee of the Printing 


Trades Alliance, an arbitration was held on 
the 5th inst. at the London Chamber of Com- 
merce. The terms of reference were: to settle 
what increase of wages should be paid to all 


. classes of workers in the trade, having regard 


to increases of wages granted since Ig14, and 
also to the increased cost of living and to the 
conditions at present obtaining in the trade. 
The arbitrator was Mr. J. G. Jenkins, whose 
decision has not yet come to hand. 


Plenty of Paper for Printers. 


JUDGING from agents’ lists, the amount of 
stock held in the country must be sufficient to 
meet the needs of consumers for a consider- 
able time ahead. Krafts,sulphites and grease- 


proofs preponderate, but there are also big 


stocks of M.F. and S.C. printings. The last 
phase of the market prior to the depression 
was a brisk time at the mills and less activity 
at the distributing side of the business. Very 
probably, the revival of demand will see a 
reversal of conditions for a time, owing to the 
accumulation of stocks in the warehouses, and 
the anxiety of merchants to promote business 
even at a sacrifice of some profit. Future 
business will most certainly be conducted on 
a closer margin, both at the mills and in the 
warehouse. In addition, we are likely to once 
again become accustomed to a set level of 
values, graded strictly according to quality 
and cost of production. Excess of demand 
over supply was always the factor which 
created opportunities for getting off the basis 
of relative value, a process calculated to 
undermine confidence to an extent which has 
been revealed in recent months.

Paper Imports Exceed Pre-War Quantity. 


WITH such a pronounced dullness in the 
home paper trade, and offers of foreign sup- 
plies freely reported, the import figures are of 
more than usual interest. The receipts of 
paper, etc., at British ports during the ten 
months ended October amount to 11,448,764 
cwts.,an increase of 5:8 per cent. compared 
with the corresponding period of 1913. The 
value of the total imports for the last ten 
months amounts to £ 26,395,383, an increase of 
310 per cent. compared with the pre-war 
period. Taking last month’s arrivals, the 
shrinkage in the imports of boards affected 
the total, which stands at 839,252 cwts., valued 
at £2,380,308, as compared with 1,192,655 
cwts., of the value of £722,150, received in 
October, 1913. Under the heading of printing 
paper and writing paper in large sheets the 
receipts last month were 292,256 cwts., of 
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which 40 per cent. emanated from Newfound- 
land and 18 per cent. from Sweden, whilst the 


receipts from Norway (30,121 cwts.) were 


below those credited to Germany (32,051 
cwts). In packings and wrappings Sweden 
enjoysquite a monopoly in the British market, 
the supplies last month accounting for 113,656 
€wts. out of a total of 235,607 cwts. The 
imports of packings and wrappings last 
month from Germany were 15,813 cwts., and 
coated papers 1,457 cwts.

Imported Paper Prices. 


THERE have been some amazing drops in 
the prices of imported paper of certain kinds. 
A few months ago such grades as glazed 
transparent and vegetable parchment had 
reached an almost prohibitive height. Glazed 
transparents, which, even at the tightest period 
of the war did not exceed 16s. per ream in 
20 in. by 30 in., had risen to 26s. and 30s. per 
ream. With the decline, or rather suspension 
of demand, offers are now being made at 135. 
to 16s. per ream. [n other words there has 
been a fall in price from about 2s. 3d. to 18. 3d. 
per lb. and it is quite possible to buy at ts. 1d, 
per lb. Vegetable parchments have come 
down to the tune of quite 25 per cent., but 
despite the fall in price no demand can be 
created, as users are amply stocked and will 
not risk buying against forward requirements.

Extended Credit. 


GRADUALLY, the more extended terms of 
credit are creeping round the various sections 
of the trade, and the principle which is receiv- 
ing general acceptance is that of payment in 
the month following. The merchants' and 
agents’ terms have been officially placed on 
the basis that goods invoiced this month must 
be paid for in the next. Many mills have 
followed suit, and we also hear of raw 
materials (including wood pulp) being sold 
under similar conditions. As one step in the 
return to normal conditions of trading, the 
concession is very welcome, and were it not 
for other dislocating conditions in the world 
of industry, there is no doubt the confidence 
of paper buyers would more speedily return, 
The extreme tightness of money all round 
and the knowledge that purchase meant an 
immediate pressure for payment was a situa- 
tion calculated to put the brake on any paper 
user, especially in view of the state of trade. 
The unfortunate thing is that just as hopeful 
signs begin to appear, the entire trade and 
manufacture of the country are thrown back 
by the coalstrike.

Re HAERINGTON Press, Ltp. — Under a 
compulsory winding-up order made against 
Harrington Press, Ltd., 18, Bride.lane, E.C., 
the report of Mr. H. E. Burgess, official re-

Early in 1920 Drake was arrested for offences 
in connection with his various businesses, and 
as a consequence, and owing to want of 
further capital, the company could not con- 
tinue publication, and the copyright was sold 
for £200, which is said to be the best sum 
obtainable in the circumstances. The ac- 
counts filed under the liquidation show 
liabilities for £15,898 (unsecured) £14,556, 
assets valued at £1,339; and a deficiency of 
£14,317 as regards contributories. 


Joun RASMUSSEN, printer, 3, Southwark-

brought bv one of his workmen; and execu- 
tions were levied by creditors. In February, 
1912, the bankrupt turned his business into a 
limited company, registered as “J. Ras- 
mussen, Ltd.," with a capital of £1,000, and 
received as consideration for the sale of the 
business debentures for {£2,000 which he 
handed over to a trustee for the benefit of the 
creditors whose claims amounted to about 
£1,700. The trustee circularised the creditors 
inviting them to accept payment of their 
debts by instalments extending over two 
years, secured by the said debenture bond, 
but certain of the number rejected the offer 
and these bankruptcy proceedings were insti- 
tuted by Messrs. Harrild and Sons, Ltd. As 
offences the official receiver reported (1) in- 
sufficiency of assets to equal 105. іп the £ on 
the amount of the unsecured liabilities ; (2) 
omission to keep proper books of account, 
and (3) misconduct in having transferred the 
business to a company without the consent 
or knowledge of the creditors. His Honour 
upheld the report of the official receiver and 
imposed a further suspension of two years 
and six months. Order entered accordingly. 


AT the Bankruptcy Court last week, the 
public examination was held of William 
Lupton, printer and stationer, of 156, Sand- 
pits, Birmingham, and carrying on business 
under the style of “ The Ruskin Press." Defi- 
ciency estimated at £764; assets estimated 
£593. Failure attributed to bad debts, want 
of capital and heavy expenses of removing 
business from Stafford-street and fitting up 
the new premises. Debtor stated that he 
commenced business іп 1885 at Lincoln’s-inn, 
and in 1894 got into difficulties and made a 
deed of assignment to a trustee. His liabili- 
ties amounted to £1,000 and a dividend of 
3s. 13d. in the pound was paid. In 1903 he 
again commenced business at Stafford.street 
as “ Тће Ruskin Press." He had no capital but 
a friend advanced him £800. The property 
in which he carried on the business belonged 
to his wife, and on her death debtor became 
entitled to a life interest, subject to existing 
mortgages amounting to £1,350. These mort- 
gages were paid for and a new one given to 
cover others, and the £800 lent; to do this, it 


was necessary for his son to join in thecharge, . 


and the debtor'gave hisson a promissory note 
for £450 at 5 per cent. interest. The son was 
now a creditor for £782 for principal and 
interest. The charges on the property came 
to £2,150, but when it was realised it brought 
in only £1,455. The case was adjourned for 
the production of certain books and docu- 
ments.

the Board and dated July 24th, 1920. 

Application has accordingly been made to 
the Minister of Labour to confirm the mini- 
mum rates as varied and suggesting that such 
minimum rates should become effective as 
from the earliest practical date, not later 
than November 15th, 1920.

Monthly Meeting.

The usual monthly meeting of the Associa- 
tion was held on Tuesday evening at the St. 
Bride Institute, Bride.lane, E.C.4. There was 
a good attendance and Mr. A. Chad well (pre- 
sident) was in the chair. 

The minutes of the previous meeting were 
read and confirmed, and the president in 
the name of the Association welcomed a new 
member. Mr. Harry E. Evans, who had applied 
for membership, was on the. proposition of the 
president, seconded by the secretary, unani- 
mously accepted. 

In a discussion on the salaries question it 
was proposed that a small deputation of 
newspaper hands should be appointed to 
meet the Newspaper Proprietors' Association, 
and it was agreed to add another name tothe 
deputation already in existence to meet the 
employers. 

The Challenge Cup. 


A letter was read from Mr. W. Warren, 
general secretary, Electrotypers' and Stereo- 
typers' Society, от. behalf of his executive, 
thanking the Association for their gift. 

The president announced that he expected 
every penny of the cost of the cup would be 
collected voluntarilv from the members, and 
was sure that it would not be necessary to go 
to the funds for any part of it. 

The secretary announced that the cup had 
already been fought for by teams representing 
the Electrotypers’ Society and Fry's Metal 
Foundry, and had resulted in the Society 
winning by six goals to two, who will thus 
hold the cup for twelve months. 

A member suggested that the Association 
should offer a medal to the members of the 
winning team; the president thought it was 
not necessary as Mr. Fry was already doing 
that. 

The emblem the Association uses on its 
literature had not met with the general ap- 
proval of the members and it was decided to 
ask Mr. Filkins to submit a new design at the 
next monthly meeting. 

The secretary stated that the next monthly 
meeting would be held on December 14th. 

Routine business having been concluded, 
the members engaged, in conversational 
fashion, in the discussion of several topics of 
trade interest, chief of which were gas versus 
coal in the heating of metal, and the docket 
system in relation to foundry work. 

Messrs. Parker, Longley, Clark and Black 
spoke strongly in favour of the use of gas in 
preference to coal for heating purposes. Not 
only was gas the better method of melting the 
metal, they thought, but there was not the 
necessity of providing storage accommoda- 
tion as when coal was used. 


In regard to the docket system in foundries, - 
Mr. A. Latimer expressed the opinion that the. 


Federation of Master Printers’ costing and 
docket system was impracticable in foundry 
work. He thought that the best system that 
could be adopted was by getting at the aver- 
age cost of all work done, and by charging it 
up by theinch and hour rate. Otherspeakers 
expressed similar views. 

A vote of thanks to the chairman closed 
the proceedings. 


Paper Merchant and MONUIOCIUTET. 


“The protection of the paper dealer by the 
manufacturer" is a subject upon which the 
Canadian Paper Trade Association has been 
eliciting the views of its members. Com- 
plaint is made that many large corporations 
buy their bond papers with private water- 
marks direct from the mills. This practice, 
it is urged, is as great an injustice to the job 
printer as it is to the merchant. The view 
has been:expressed that the proper place for 
the large corporation to buy its paper is from 
the printing house which does its work, ex- 
cept, indeed, in cases where the corporation 
has a printing plant of its own, in which case 
it might properly be conceded that the trade 
in such case should naturally fall into the 
hands of the paper merchant. 

On the general question, itis urged that the 
paper merchant, with his large investment, 
his selling organisation and his financial bur- 
den, isentitled to the recognition and respect 
of the paper manufacturer. Не should get a 
deferential discount as against all other 
buyers of the product of the mill, no matter 
how small that discount on certain lines or 
certain quantities may be. The situation 
must be looked at by manufacturers and 
dealers without thinking solely of their own 
immediate interests. 

The merchant is frequently faced with the 
necessity of quoting dangerously close figures 
in certain orders because of the fear that 
manufacturers will consider the buyer or the 
business to be of sufficient importance to 
justify direct quotation at practically the 
same price as 15 quoted to the dealer, or that 
some agent will be able to buy as cheaply 
and, having little or no expense to pay, will 
take the business on the barest possible mar- 
gin. lf some recognised list of those houses 
which the mills consider as“ mill accounts” 
could be prepared and placed in the hands of 
the merchants this would at least be a step in 
the right direction.

Messrs. Newton and Co. conducted a sale of 
paper at the auction rooms, 34, Chancery-lane, 
London, the sale having been ordered as 
the result of an action in the High Court. 
There were only 48 lots altogether, and de- 
livery of the stock was to be obtained from a 
stores and a wharf in the East End. 

The first lot consisted of ten bundles of 
brown kraft, 29}-in. by 45-in., weight per 
bundle 2 qrs. 21 Ibs. This was sold for £11, 
and eight similar lots realised variously £9 
108., £ 10 and £10 105. 

Four bales of white tissue, each containing 
40 reams, 20-in. by 3o-in. weight per bale 
21-cwts., brought £17 at the first offer, £22 at 
the second ; and £20 at the last three. Thirty 
loose reams of the same paper, weighing 
7 lbs. per ream, went for 5+. per ream. 

Ten and a-half guineas each were obtained 
for three lots of white glazed paper. Each let 
represented three bales, containing five reams, 
40-in. by 30. in., weight 2 cwt. I qr. 1 lb. 

There were 21 lots of white printing paper, 
35-in. by 45-in., weight per bale 3 qrs. 18 lbs., 
each lot being made up of ten bales. Five 
lots were knocked down for 11 guineas each, 
I4 at 114 guineas each, and two at 12 guineas 
each. lot of three bales of the same sort of 
paper was sold for £3. 

Lots of three bales white glazed paper, each 
bale containing six reams, 40- in. by 25-in. and 
weighing 2 cwt. 13 lbs., realised £8 10s. each 

ot. 

Some difficulty was experienced in dispos- 
ing of three lots of M.G. printing paper lying 
atthe docks. It was 16-in. wide, the average 
weight per roll being 2 qrs. 20 lbs. Each lot 
represented ten rolls. Six guineas were bid 
for the first lot, but the auctioneer said he could 
not accept less than £8, while a printer put 
the value at £15. It looked as though the 
paper would be withdrawn, but in the end an 
offer of £25 for the three lots and an addi- 
tional seven rolls was taken. 
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THE ‘Monthly Statement " — smart little 
house organ of Messrs. Wm. Strain and Sons, 
Ltd., Belfast - remarks : “Weare hearing quite 
a lot these days about trade depression, but 
we haven't actually seen it yet at 60, Great 
Vietoria.street." It concludes: " The result 
of work well done is more work. We are ex- 
tremely busy at present.”

Effect of Export in Foreign Countries. 


A good deal is being said just now about a 
boom in German trade. Apparently the low 
rate of exchange is assisting export, and the 
eflect is being felt abroad, creating no little 
concern in competing markets. Among the 
branches of industry which are said to have 
been making unexampled profits is included 
that of paper. | 

A telegram from Berlin states that the paper 
industries are getting large foreign orders. The 
home shortage of news-print paper has en- 
tirely ceased. Most newspapers are taking 
less than the Government's ration, and there 
is an agitation in favour of abolishing State 
control and rationing. A plan to make a 
осоро и of the paper export is being dis- 
cussed. Meantime, the Germany Ministry of 
Industry is negotiating with the interests in 
order to increase the ration of news-print that 
may be exported. 

he Frankfort International Fair Bureau 
has recently received inquiries from English 
firms, and among the requirements of these 
firms are paper of all kinds and colour- 
printing. | 

In connection with the reduced activities of 
the Svelvik Paper Factory, near Drammen, 
Norway, the manager of the factory has 
stated that German competition completely 
ousts Norwegian products. 

German news-print amounting to some 
1,50» tons is known to have been received in 
New York. While the German sheet is said 
to be of excellent. percentage sulphite grade, 
being even better than the Swedish sample 
received, and comparing favourably with the 
Americam product, local manufacturers say 
there is nothing to be feared from the inva- 
sion of the United States market by German 
manufacturers, and they express the feeling 
that the purpose of sending German news: 
print samples to the States is purely senti- 
mental and not an economic success. The 
possibility of German manufacturers deliver- 
ing much paper in America until they are 
able to make their cost of delivery less than 
the cost of production is not considered 
feasible. 

Prior to the war, German mills had a capa- 
city of 2,000 tons a day and now the output is 
1,200 a day. In 1913 the total exports of news- 
print from Germany were 76,000 tons. 


THE Department of Justice at Washington 
has again begun an inquiry which it is hoped 
will in some measure alleviate the oppression 
in the news-print market. For some time the 
Attornev-General has seen the necessity of 
these measures, and facts are now being 
gathered with a view to drastic action, if it is 
found to be necessary. There have, however, 
-as yet been no prosecutions, says the Paper 
Trade Journal, N.Y. 
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Reported English Enterprise in Canada. 


Considerable prominence has been given in 
the Montreal press to reports that plans are 
rapidly nearing completion for the definite 
launching of a large pulp and paper project 
which will concentrate largely upon the 
region surrounding the Saguenay River. The 
project also involves the building of a new 
railread system and the ultimate development 
of certain iron ore bodies reported to have 
been discovered in the vicinity of Chicoutimi. 
Certain influential English interests have been 
in Canada during the past few months and 
have carefully looked into the proposition, 
to their complete satisfaction, according to 
rumours. It is stated that the two principal 
figures in the enterprise are Lord Burnham 
and Lord Desborough. The latter is still in 
Canada. 

As outlined, the plans of these interests in- 
clude the construction of a railway from 
Hudson's Bay to Seven Islands, passing by 
Lake Mistassini, Lake St. John, and Chicou- 
timi, to enter Quebec by the Montmorency 
Valley, which will shorten the route from 
Chicoutimi to Quebec iby one hundred 
miles. The group will also establish pulp 
and paper mills at Seven Islands and develop 
water-powers along the line of the railway. 
Steel works will also be created at Chicoutimi 
and at Quebec. 

It is stated that the port of Seven Islands 
will be developed and devoted solely to the 
export of pulp and paper to Europe, where

State Research for Printers and Binders. 


What the U.S. Government is Doing in the 
Investigation and Standardisation of Materials. 


That the State should undertake the neces- 
sary but costly work of investigating and 
standardising the materials used in printing 
and bookbinding is a proposition that will be 
of interest to many printersin thiscountry. It 
would appear that the printing industry of 
the States is already benefiting by valuable 
technical research conducted by the National 
Bureau of Standards, a branch of the U.S. 
Department of Commerce, which is gathering 
first-hand technical information that may 
prove of value to the printer and the manufac- 
turer of papers, inks, adhesives of all kinds, 
leather and the textiles that have use in book 
binding. These essentials of production are be- 
ing studied with respect to composition,char- 
acteristics and performance under varying 
conditions. The information gleaned, even 
when not in the shape for dissemination to the 
general public, is usually available to any 
producer or consumer of commodities whose 
interest is established. 


Research in Paper. 


Writing on this in the Publishers’ Weekly 
(New York). Mr. Waldon Fawcett says that 
in the case of paper, as in other lines, testing 
and research are proceeding together at the 
Bureau of Standards. The Bureau tests all 
the papers used in the publications and print- 
ing of the national government, but obviously, 
the information obtained is equally applic- 
able to privateconsumption of paper. Acting 
in an advisory capacity on paper purchase, 
the experts at the Bureau now undertake to 
furnish the data necessary to eliminate unde- 
sirable papers, quality being determined by 
scientific tests rather than by the judgment of 
inspectors. As a result of the movement for 
more intelligent buying on the part of the 


Government, print papers are bought on speci- 
fications and samples of all deliveries are 
analysed and tested at the Bureau. 

For purposes of paper appraisal, the Bureau 
determines the fibre composition by the micro- 
scope, the folding endurance by the Schopper 
folder, the weight by special balances, the 
bursting strength on standard paper testers 
carefully calibrated in advance, and the tensile 
strength and thickness by special devices. 
After several years of such work the ground is 
prepared for a thorough examination into the 
factors which affect the qualities of paper. 
The analyses of the Bureau are such as to en- 
able the Government experts to reproduce the 
formula by which the paper was made. 

Of manifest significance is the research that 
has been undertaken at the Bureau of Stan- 
dards with respect to the "life" and endur- 
ance of paper. This investigation in so far as 
it has progressed, includes the effects of 
humidity upon the properties of paper such as 
strength, weight and thickness ; the deteriora- 
tion of paper by colouring matter, loading, 
sizing, etc. ; and the study of the durability of 
wood cellulose as compared with cotton and 
linen. Іп operation at the Bureau is a paper- 
making machine and all the appointments of 
a full-fledged paper mill on a small scale. 
This equipment permits the production of ex- 
permental papers under predetermined con- 
ditions and of definite composition. 

Effort is being madeatthe Bureau to devise 
papers for permanent records, the Standards 
institution having undertaken to investigate 
the conditionsthat cause paperto turn yellow 
and become brittle. When the Bureau in- 
augurated its project a few years ago there 
were no known tests that could be depended 
upon to furnish a reliable-information in re- 
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gard to the possible life of a paper in actual 
use. Such tests are, however, being developed 
and will permit the securing of permanent 
papers when needed. 

There has also been under way for years 
past, experimental work calculated to con- 
trrbute papers and paper containers that may 
prove of real value to all interests that are 
called upon to ship books or wrap books for 
direct delivery. Under the spur of the needs 
of the recent war, this effort resulted in the 
production at the Bureau of an extra strong 
paper, having tensile and bursting strength 
greatly in excess of any papers on the market. 
The new paper can be produced commercially 
and has wide possibilities. Special studies 
have been made in this same quarter, of 
waterproof papers for use in shipping goods 
and lately there has been interesting exempli- 
fication of the value of créped or coriugated 
paper as a medium for protecting the contents 
of a package against damage. 

Bookbinders' Materials, 


Leather and all the other materials that 
enter into book binding are within the in- 
vestigative province of the Bureau of Stan- 
dards. Leather, for example, has been tested 
as to its adaptability for special usage by 
means of measurement of strength, stretch, 
durability, weight, etc. Increased use in 
recent years of so-called artificial leathers 
and the absence of any satisfactory tests for 
measuring the quality of such materials has 
led the Standards Bureau to start an investi- 
gation designed to develop standard methods 
of determining the quality and durability of 
these materials. Having contact with book- 
bindery interests and likewise, indirectly, with 
paper-producing interests is the work that the 
Bureau of Standards has been doing in en- 
couragement of the establishment of an 
American dyestuffs industry and the produc- 
tion of dependable dyes and colours. The 
day would seem to be at hand when a pub- 
lisher who receives protests from readers that 
the colours on his covers * come off" will 
carry his troubles to the institution at Wash- 
ington which has been specialising intensively 
upon “ fastness of colour ' and where the con- 
clusion has been reached that deficiencies in 
fastness of colour are in many cases due to 
faulty mechanical processes rather than to 
dyes of poor quality. . 

Printers' Inks. 

Following its probe of the influence of 
atmospheric moisture on paper during the 
process of colour printing, the Bureau of Stan- 
dards has made technical expioration of the 
whole subject of inks with a thoroughness 
that bids fair to be of great value in paint 
making. The Bureau has, as a basis for its 
work upon inks, years of experience in the 
analysis of the printing inks used at the U.S. 
Government Priuting Office, the largest print- 
ing plant in the world. In prosecution of its 
studies, the scope of investigation has ex- 
tended from printing ink pigments to printers' 
rollers and related materials. Officials at the 
Bureau are confident that their efforts will 
point the way to an improvement in the 
quality of printing and record inks just as 


there is expectation that the attribute of per- 
manency will be won for paper. 
Chemistry of Electrotyping. 


Some six years ago, the Bureau of Standards 
entered upon an ambitiousstudy of the chem- 
istry of electrotyping, some of the beneficial 
results of which have already been translated 
to book publishing, with a prospect of more 
to follow. Electrotypers have been given 


‘much needed information for the control of 


their solutions, and other technical problems 
that had long baffled the industry have been 
attacked with gratifying results. 

The aim of the Bureau, in all its investiga- 
tions and experiments that tend to the better- 
ment of American printing and book manu- 
facture has been to attain practical objectives 
rather than to make quest solely for the sake 
of science. Thusin the case of printers’ rollers 
the Bureau devised a method of using specially 
prepared beet molasses instead of cane 
molasses as the principal ingredient, with the 
result that not only do the rollers of the new 
type give longer service without hardening 
than could be obtained from those on the old 
specification but the roller made by the new 
formula can be remelted and recast — an 
economy not possible with the old style roller. 
Similarly, the Bureau has obtained an inti- 
mate knowledge of glue, mucilage and paste 

, that should be drawn upon by any firm whose 
problems encompass the use of adhesives. 
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importance of Getting at the Facts. 


Printers who hear sorry tales about the 
-methods of their competitors would do well 
to avoid hasty judgment. They might bear 
in mind a case recently investigated by the 
Council of the Federation of Master Process 
Engravers. 

A complaint was laid, says the Process 
Monthly, that a given house had secured the 
appointment of one of their principals as 
director of a group of papers, and so secured 
the block work of the firm, part of which had 
been previously done by the house making 
the complaint, and as a consequence they had 
been deprived of that work, and, further, that 
in another case the firm complained against 
had offered to put money intu another venture 
provided the block work was given them. 

These matters were thoroughly suited, and 
the whole of the parties were brought toge- 
ther at the council meeting, when it was 
clearly shown that there was not the slightest 
ground for the statements made, that the 
house complained against was not doing the 
work in question, in fact, had no knowledge 
of the people referred to, and had no connec- 
tion, either direct or indirect, with either of 
them. 

This having been made quite clear, it was, 
of course, easy for the complainant to makea 
handsome apology and withdraw the charge 
made, and so the incident concluded verv 


happily. 
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The LOW as (0 Summary Dismissal 


Smith v. Burrup, Mathieson and Sprague, 
Limited. 


Some interesting points of law, important 
to printers and others, are involved in a judg- 
ment given last week, in the Divisional Court 
of the King's Bench Division of the High Court 
of Justice. This case—Smith v. Burrup, Ma- 
thieson and Sprague, Ltd.—was one in which 
Messrs. Burrup, Mathieson and Sprague, 
Ltd., printers апа stationers, of 31, 
Throgmorton-street, and 114, Southwark- 
street, London, appealed against a judgment 
given in the City of London Court on July 
16th last. 

In the original action, Mr. T. E. Smith, pre- 
viously works manager to Messrs. Burrup, 
Mathieson and Sprague had claimed £83 
6s. 8d., one month's salary, in respect of his 
having been dismissed without notice, while 
the firm made a counter claim of £295 145. 7d. 
as overpaid commission. Plaintiff represented 
that, entering defendants’ service in 1911 as 
letterpress overseer at a salary of £4 a week, 
he had in 1915 been promoted to be works 
manager at £ 300 a year plus a commission of 
24 per cent. on the net profits of the business 
up to £2,000 a year, and 5 per cent. on the ex- 
cess. {п 19:6 he was invited to obtain print- 
ing contracts for the firm, and was offered 5 
per cent. on all orders accepted. In 1917 
plaintiff's commission came to £517; in 1918, 
to £1,000. In 1918, under a new agreement, 
he was allowed £ 1.000 a year salary and the 
original 23 per cent. on the net profits up to 
£2,000 a year, and 5 per cent. beyond—drop- 
ping the 5 per cent. on ordersobtained. Plain- 
tiff resigned when Mr. Mathieson became man- 
aging director. He was told he could leave 
at once, and his month's salary was not paid. 

For the defenceit was claimed that the dis- 
missal was justified, that no salarv was due, 
and it was alleged that in consequence of 
grave irregul rities in the way in which plain- 
tiff conducted his business the firm had been 
losers of large amounts. 

Assistant Judge Jackson gave judgment for 
the plaintiff on his claim, with costs, holding 
that the aspersions cast on him were un- 
grounded. On the counter-claim, however, 
he found for the defendants for £295, but with- 
out costs. 


The High Court Judgment. 


Messrs. Burrup, Mathieson and Sprague 
appealed against this judgment, and the case 
last week came before Mr. Justice Rowlatt 
and Mr. Justice McCardie. 

In giving judgment, Mr. Justice Rowlatt 
said the question was whether the defendants 
could justify the summary dismissal of plain- 
tiff. He emphasised the fact that plaintiff 
had been works manager, and was under 
agreement to give his whole time to the busi- 
ness. Hethen went on to considerthe alleged 
irregularities in plaintiff s conduct. He laid 


stress on the fact that according to plaintiff's 
own evidence he had received £20 from a 
gentleman who had been employed for a 
remuneration of £50 to sell a machine for the 
defendants. It seemed to him, he said, that 
when that state of affairs was disclosed, 
a breach of contract of service on the 
part of the servant was disclosed which went 
to the very root of the relationship, and that 
it was not a question—as the learned County 
Court Judge had treated it in this case—of 
any tribunal asking itself whether it was ex- 
cusable or whether it was not important 
enough to justify dismissal. It was the 
master's right to say that that was a ground 
for dismissal if he thought fit. 

Mr. Justice Rowlatt went on to citeauthority 
in support of his view that if an act of a ser- 
vant is beyond all dispute a violation of the 
confidential relation, and a breach of faith 
towards the master, then the rights of the 
master to determine the contract follow as 
matter of law ; also that an agent employed 
by a principal to do business with another, 
who, unknown to that principal, takes from 
that other person a proflt arising out of the 
business which he is employed to transact, is 
doing a wrongful act inconsistent with his 
duty towards his master, and the continuance 
of confidence between them. 

On the question of the counter-claim, Mr. 
Justice Rowlatt supported the seemingly re- 
markable judgment of the County Court 
Judge in allowing defendants’ counter-claim 
but without giving costs for it. He pointed 
out that, the plaintiff being entitled to com- 
mission upon profits, a large cheque was paid 
him in anticipation of the auditors’ certificate, 
upon an understanding that there might have 
to be an adjustment when the exact profits 
came to be ascertained by the auditors. It had 
turned out that he had been overpaid several 
hundreds of pounds. But he could not be 
called upon to refund anything until he had 
notice of the auditors' certificate— or until he 
was told something about it at any rate. Such 
notice had not been given to plaintiff before 
the counter-claim was filed; therefore al- 
though the overpaid commission had to be 
repaid, costs ought not to be allowed for the 
counter claim. 

Mr. Justice McCardie expressed the opinion 
that the County Court Judge had failed to 
appreciate the true rules of law applicable in 
thecase. He concurred in the view that the 
receipt of the secret commission amply justi- 
fied the dismissal. He referred to other irre- 
gularities that had been mentioned, and said 
that to his mind upon the undisputed facts of 
this case the plaintiff was guilty of unexcus- 
able negligence. He was the works manager, 
and it was emphatically his duty to check the 
costing svstem and to supervise the work 
tickets. Errors of incredible magnitude crept 
into those documents. The whole system 
apparentlv fell into the gravest disorder. Не 
himself would have felt that the learned 
County Court Judge ought upon the ques- 
tion of the work tickets alone to have come 
to the conclusion that the defendants had 
ample reason for dismissing the plaintiff. He 
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therefore came to the conclusion that as a 
matter of law on the undisputed facts of this 
case the contention of the defendants should 
be upheld. 

In regard to the counter-claim, Mr. Justice 
McCardie discussed the law relating to costs, 
and—in spite of precedent which would have 
Justified the giving of costs to defendants—he 
agreed that the appeal must be allowed on 
the first point, the right of dismissal, but dis- 
allowed on the question of the costs of the 
counter-claim.

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From an Old ‘Hand's Viewpoint. 


[COMMUNICATED.] 


I happen to be one of those unfortunates 
who has spent a long life at the case, picking 
up stamps on piecework most of the time, 
and in my old age have, naturally, lost the 
ability to set type as quickly as I could in 
my earlier years. [n my best days I was con- 
sidered a “whip,” but now any one could 
easily whip me. Still, I must not complain, 
for, although now a slow worker, by the 
kindness of the firm with whom I have been 
for a long period. I have the privilege of 
working on as many days in the week as the 
drawbacks of what is known as “anno 
domini" will allow me. Sometimes I can 
put in a full week sometimes only a few days, 
апа, аѕ І ат a pieceworker still, I of course 
put in as much time as possible, and here is 
where, of late, I have come in for a decent 
piece of fat. 

We all know how wages have risen to a 
high level by the numerous increases and 
bonuses that have been obtained since pre- 
war days, and the recent pieceworkers' bonus 
of £2 13s. per week has been quite a godsend 
to me, then there is the 5 per cent. en pro- 
duction on top of that. Well, although I am 
a back number and only turn out a small 
string during the week, these latter bonuses 
allow me to be considerably better paid for 
my work than the swiftest piecehand in the 
office. 

Let us see how this works out; say the 
average pieceworker turns out his 60,000 ens 
per week at gd. per 1,000, that gives him £2 55., 
plus 5 per cent. plus £2 13s.. which brings his 
total to about £5 os. 3d. This works out—as 
near as possible and disregarding fractions— 
at 15. 8d. per 1,000 ens. Now, I work as much 
of the week as I am able to, sometimes every 
day in the week, but my output for six days 
only averages 35,000. Well, that amounts to 
£1 6s. 3d., plus 5 per cent. plus Z2 13s., a total 
of £4 0s. 6d. and a few odd pence, which works 
out at a rate of 2s. 3d. per 1,000; so that really 
І am paid 7d. per 1,000 more for my work 
than the "swift," who does his 60,000. On 
the face of it this looks like putting a pre- 
mium on inefficiency, and, although it suits 
me all right, І am anxious about the future 
and how the boss will look at the matter 
when he realises that the work of his most 
inefficient man is costing him more than that 
of his best men. How he will act then I don't 
know, but it will probably lead to my getting 
the sack, and another unit will thus be added 
‘to the increasing army of unemployed printe,s. 
Of course this will be hard lines for me, but 
I cannot in fairness blame the employer, who, 
in order to compete with his brother printers, 
has to see that he gets his work done at the 
lowest cost. My position is a common one in 
many offices, and, if my forebodings are cor- 
rect, there are going to bea good many work- 
Jess old men this coming winter who will 
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have nothing to support them but the unem- 
ployed pittance. Well. if that does not 
suffice there is always the workhouse, for we 
cannot all be provided for by the Printers’ 
Pension Corporation, and once we are out of 
work no one will care to employ us again 
when younger men are to be had. 

Is it not time that the system of bonus pay- 
ing was stopped and a definite rate paid to 
pieceworkers? Then both employer and 
workman would know exactly where they 
stand, and their friendly relations would not 
be so likely to be disturbed.

A new cold liquid waterproof glue con- 
stitutes an important invention. Asa result 
of two years’ experimental study, a Midland 
firm has succeeded in placing upon the mar- 
ket a new glue called “ 5.0.0." It is interest- 
ing to know that it can be sold at a consider- 
ably lower price than that which is usually 
being asked at the present time; other advan- 
tages are that “ S.D.Q." is sold in liquid form 
and can be used when cold, thus doing away 
with any unnecessary preparation, such as 
mixing, boiling or steaming before it can be 
used. A representative ef the British and 
Colonial Printer and Stationer recently called 
upon Mr. John Bradley, 37, Queen Victoria- 
street, London, E.C.4, a well-known paper 
agent, who is the London representative for 
this new product, and is also a director of the 
company making the glue. He said that it 
should prove a great boon to all those whose 
productions necessitated the use of an adhe- 
sive, and stated that they have a factory in 
the Midlands and, with one shift, are produc- 
ing 100 tons a week. It isalsotheirintention, 
he said, to increase their production to 300 
tons per week at a later date. Continuing, 
Mr. Bradley said that at present there was a 
great demand for “ S.D.Q'," and all that they 
were producing was practically already sola. 
This bore eloquent testimony as to its quali- 
ties, and those who had already tried it were 
loud in their praises. Among many mills in- 
terested in it were the Dutch strawboard 
mills, and they were already testing it with 
a view to replacing the German water-glass 
glue which they were using at present.

Settlement of Wages Dispute. 


RATIFICATION has now been completed of 
the provisional settlement which, as stated 
last week, the executives both of the em- 
ployers and the unions had submitted to their 
respective constituents. It was first known 
that the terms had been ratified on behalf of 
all the employers' organisations concerned, 
then that the Printing and Kindred Trades 
Federation had followedsuit, and finally—on 
Monday evening—that the ballot of the Typo- 
graphical Association showed a majority in 
favour of ratification. The voting figures are 
not made public. Thissettlement means that 
to the members of theunions participating in 
the negotiations there is due, as from the first 
pay-day following Monday, November 15th, 
increases of 5s. to all adult male workers in 
all grades of towns, 2s. to qualified adult 
women; juniors' and learners' wages also to 
be adjusted, and women and junior members 


engaged on agreed men's work to receive the 
same advance as men. In accordance with 
standing agreements, the new settlement 
applies also to the National Society of 
Operative Printers and Assistants, and the 
National Society of  Electrotypers and 
Stereotypers. 
= * * 
Unemploy ment and Overtime. 


WITH the serious increase of unemployment, 
the question of the reduction of overtime has 
come to the fore. Anagreement has just been 
made between the London Master Printers' 
Association and the London Society of Com- 
positors whereby it is agreed that the present 
overtime limit of 40 hours per calendar month 
shall be reduced to 32 hours per calendar 
month; and that the maximum in any one 
week shall be reduced from 12 to 10 hours— 
this reduction to take effect from and includ- 
ing January, 1921. There are said to be 650 
London compositors out of work. Оп Mon- 
day, at a meeting attended by over 500 unem- 
ployed L.S.C. members, a resolution was 
passed calling for the abolition of all over- 
time while unemployment exists in the trade. 
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Piece Comps' Wages. 

WE do not suppose that the matter of a 
fluctuating rate of wages paid to piece comps 
raised by a correspondent in this issue has 
been lost sight of by employers, and, there- 
fore, in ventilating the subject “ Old Hand” is 
emphasising a weakness in the present 
arrangements which should be remedied 
without delay by the powers concerned. It 
must be admitted that the present rate per 
1,000, with a percentage on production, plus 
bonus, is neither one thing nor the other, that 
is, the comp cannot be described as either 
piece or'stab. In these competitive times an 
employer, however much he would like to 
find a place for “old hands,” would be too 
greatly handicapped if production was not 
on normal lines, that is, a fair average output 
per man. No employer could afford to pay 
6d. or 7d. extra per 1,000 to an indifferent 
worker as compared with the rate that falls 
due to the average compositor,as it is obvious 
that with a large staff a dozen such men 
would involve an unnecessary expenditure of 
over £10 IOS. per week, or about £550 per 
annum. Again, a rate of output below the 
normal involves inconvenience in many ways, 
and the question of light, heating, etc., has 
also to beconsidered. There is one point that 
our correspondent brings out, and that is 
the bonus is not quite fair in operation, and 
should be eliminated, with a percentage on 


production on such a basis as to bring the 
resultant wages into line with the present-day 
standard. Itis to be hoped that the Society 
of Compositors will use their best efforts to 
bring the rate for piece-workrs on a definite 
scale without any further delay. 
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Paper Exports Expanding. 


А NOTEWORTHY feature in connection with 
the exports of British paper last month was 
an excess in shipments of printings and 
writings as compared with the pre- war period 
Printings were exported last month to the 
extent of 128,933 cwts., exceeding slightly the 
quantity in October, 1913. <A larger propor- 
поп of printings is now going to British 
Possessions, for instance last month the quan- 
tity was 96,755 cwts., against 32,178 cwts. to 
Foreign Countries; in October, 1913, 82,804 
cwts. went to British Possessions and 45,652 
cwts. went to Foreign Countries. Writing 
papers were shipped last month to British 
Possessions to the extent of 23,412 cwts., as 
compared with 16,739 cwts. in October, 1913, 
whilst Foreign Countries took 5,969 cwts., as 
against 4,557 cwts. The exports of packings 
and wrappings were extremely dull last 
month, the quantity being 18,729 cwts., as 
against 102,650 cwts. in October, 1913. Coated 
papers, including hangings, were in improved 
demand. The total exports of paper last 
month were 241,407 cwts., of the value of 
£1,471,954, aS compared with 291,645 cwts. 
valued at £300,802, for October, 1913, for the 
ten months ended October of this year 
1,531,688 cwts., of the value of £9,616,208, as 
compared with 2,971,228 cwts., valued at 
£ 3,099,250 for the corresponding period of 
1913. 
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Prices More Stable. 


WE have all along insisted that one of the 
great factors toward the return of brisk busi- 
ness is the new level of price, not only in 
respect to paper, but all other necessary com- 
modities. The cotton and woollen industries 
have made big strides towards a stable market 
in the lower level, and manufacturers' prices 
are down 25 per cent. to 33 per cent. So far, 
the reduction has not worked through to the 
consuming public, and until this process is 
complete, the public will not open its purse. 
Coal prices are now on the way to settlement, 
and in consequence manufacturers of all pro- 
ducts will know their position. The paper 
mills are fast settling on the new standards of 
selling price, and if some wholesalers areslow 
to follow suit, it is to their own detriment. 
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A COMMITTEE representing the Newspaper 
Proprietors' Association and the Empire Press 
Union, presided over by Sir Frank Newnes, 
arranging a dinner in honour of Sir Campbell 
Stuart, K.B.E., on his appointment as manag- 
ing director of The Times. The chair is to be 
taken by Viscount Burnham, and the dinner 
will be held in the Connaught Rooms on 
Monday, the 29th inst.

When the money 
came to an end he turned that business into 
" Corby (1920) Ltd.,” and acted as managing 
director of the concern until June last, when 
he resigned because the company could not 
afford to pay his salary of £6 a week. The 
petitioning creditors' claim was in respect of 
sanitary work executed at Carter-lane.

Harding, accountant, 28, Budge-row, E.C., 
was elected trustee to wind up the estate in 
bankruptcy.

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WE received recently some specimens of the 
boards turned out by The Cone Tube Co., 
Ltd., of Timperley, ranging from 4 oz. to 12 oz.

The quality is quite up to the English 
standard and is in good favour with the box- 
making trades. 
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Those Time Dockets. 


The time docket is rapidly coming to the 
front as the great bone of contention between 
masters and men. Despite the claims made 
at congresses and costing meetings that the 
Costing System is the main factor in the de- 
velopment of the printing trade and the up- 
lifting of its status, the fact remains that a 
large proportion of our offices are all-round, 
i.e., they include bookbinding departments, 
and in these offices the Costing System is 
reduced to a farce. This must be so, because 
the Costing System is based on times, recorded 
by the only person who can know the time 
taken, and as the ruling and binding depart- 
ments refuse to accept the time basis, the in- 
auguration of cost finding is a sheer impossi- 
bility. To get times recorded in three de- 
partments and guess at it in two others is a 
futile waste of labour, administrative talent, 
and good paper and ink. Incidentally, it may 
be observed that the bookbinder has a pro- 
found reverence for time as the basis when it 
affects his own wage. When it affects 
administrative salary and returns on invest- 
ment which make employment possible, that 
is another matter. 


The Danger to the Trade. 


Things cannot proceed as they have done 
so far. We have reached the period of de- 
pression long threatened. Business is hard to 
get and profits are becoming increasingly 
hard to make. Many bookbinders and rulers 
are adding their names to the unemployed 
list. And this is where the cut will come to 
the men as well asthe masters. Slack trade 
means severe competition, and this in turn 
means cut prices. It is the easiest thing in 
the world to cut a price on an article if you 
aren't sure of its cost. That is the position in 
the bookbindirg trade. With no check and 
control over actual records, the incentive in 
estimating is to keep low, and in a great 
number of cases that sort of “low " means 
below actual cost. Printers know their times 
and costs, and when they lose money they do 
it with a clear and open eye. The book. 
binding trade is less fortunate, and, owing to 
ignorance wrought through lack of organisa- 
tion, can lose money when it thinks there is 
a tangible profit. Well m:ght the binder be 
below the printer in status. The result will 
be that the trade will become incapable of 
maintaining as high a minimum wage as the 
printing side. 

Divided Opinions. 


The Liverpool binders are shortly to be 
given an opportunity of expressing their pre- 
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sent views оп the time docket. Manchester, 
the most backward city in the countrv in 
some respects, saw fit to condemn dockets, 
despite the fact that the more intelligent type 
of bookbinder realised the necessity of aiding 
the management to run its business on a sound 
and profitable system as much for his own 
sake as theirs. Sheffield binders approved of 
the use of time dockets. The Binders' Execu- 
tive is agreeable to their use. In every city 
in the country there are at least a few offices 
in which times have been recorded by the 
теп for years. Yet we have local executives 
barring the way to sound progress and busi- 
ness accuracy by impeding the use of dockets 
and thwarting the use of any decent cost- 
finding system. Prejudice dies hard— but it 
has to die; and old steck arguments are 
bereft of the force they once held. Pleas oí 
victimisation and task work go to the wall in 
the face of experience accumulated in com- 
posing, machinery and lithographing depart- 
ments, where time dockets have served the 
purpose of strengthening the organisation, 
achieving uniformity, and preventing cut- 
throat competition without reaction of any 
sort on the individuul worker. 


Scientific Costing Impeded. 


Finally. on this subject, it isa fact that a 
large number of establishments are definitely 
against any attempt to get at the time costs 
of manufacture until the binding time docket 
can be applied. The reasoning is simple, but 
absolutely true, that the absence of records 
from any one department breaks down the 
system, or nullifies its value in every other 
department. If the local unions are against 
the Federation docket, let them improvise a 
simpler form, which will yield at least aggre- 
gate times without any attempt at analysis. 
There is room for reasonable argument on the 
type of form to be employed, and rather than 
risk the continued negation of a finely con- 
sidered and universally approved scheme of 
ascertaining costsof production, some con- 
cession might be made in the amount of data 
required which would at least satisfy the men 
that dockets were a safeguard and not a 
menace. 


Falling Prices of Materials. 


The market for bookbinding materials is in 
a moribund condition. Prices are falling fast 
in some directions, chiefly affecting leathers, 
gold leaf, glue and boards, paper, etc. Fabrics, 
including calicoes, book cloths, buckrams, etc., 
have not yet been affected, although there are 
sure signs of an immediate fall in calico 
prices. Foreign gold leaf is coming in abun- 
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dantly, and latest quotations show a big de- 
cline, 34 in. square being offered at 56s. per 
1.000 leaves, while 4 in. by 3} in. is quoted 
69s. 6d. per 1,000. Scotch glue, which had 
reached 190s. per cwt., is now procurable at 
115s., and there will be a further downward 
track before it reaches a level patch. Buyers 
are well advised to leave book cloths and 
hollands alone until prices are lowered. The 
process may be slow,because the makers have 
been well booked, and have a lot of back 
orders to be worked off, nevertheless, it must 
be sure, since cotton lists now issued show a 
decline of 25 per cent. to 334 per cent. in the 
price of raw and manufactured product. 


Basilis Low. 


Basils are obtainable at 15. per foot, not- 
withstanding the efforts of some manufac- 
turers to keep pricesas firm as possible. There 
15 no demand worth speaking of, and with the 
near approach of the stock-taking season we 
may assume that trade for 1920 is already at 
at an end. Prices in 1921 will be on a lower 
level despite the arguments about cost of 
production. The next thing is that books 
will have to cost less unless the binder wishes 
to see the trade of the future season pass more 
and more into the hands of the loose.leaf and 
mechanical binder specialist. 


Other Materials Cheaper. 


Anglo-russias are quoted 2s. gd. per square 
foot; rough calfs, 25. 64. to 2s gd.; coloured 
and fair calfs, 3s. to 3s. 6d.; skivers 10}а. ; 
paste-grains, Is.; goats, 4S.; fleshers, 1s. 2d. 
to 15. 4d. Foils and parchinents are freely 
obtainable, and prices have now reached a 
reasonable level. Imitation leathers are de- 
hnitely replacing the commoner sorts of 
leather, and the demand for such materials as 
rexine and pluvinsin is as great as ever. ‘The 
policy of the manufacturers has been to keep 
prices low all the time, and users cannot 
complain of any trace of exploitation. With 
the slump in the cotton trade and the long- 
expected tumble in market prices, it may soon 
be possible to secure fabric leathers at a lower 
price. 

Repairs to Machinery. 


Users of American and Continental book- 
binding machinery are constantly in trouble 
through lack of skilled labour for the execu- 
tion of repair. Even when a fitter or repairer 
is secured from headquarters the expense in- 
curred in travelling, etc., goes to make up a 
bill often out of all proportion to the service 
rendered. ‘The difficulty is primarily due to 
the lack of British machinery and the inex 
perience of the ordinary priuter's engineer in 
the class of machinery which is associated 
with book sewing, etc. 


New Book Covering. 


Messrs. Schofield and Sims, Ltd., of Hud- 
dersfield, have introduced a new material for 
book covering which is stated to be only one- 
third the price of cloth. It has been named 
" Duxeen" and is supplied in a number of 
different colours, fourteen shades in all, with 
а promise of more as the manufacturers 
extend their range. ‘The material is well

Feeding Sheets. 


A device for reducing the speed of sheets of 
paper or other materials before they are fed to 
the working positions in printing, folding, 
and like machines is arranged as an indepen- 
dent speed reducing gear unit on a separate 
base- plate and in aseparate casing, and forms 
an intermediate gearing of the parts of the 
machine. In the folding machine shown in 
Fig. 1, a speed reducing device enclosed in a 
casing B and mounted on a base. plate A is 
inserted between the driving shaft E of the 
folding machine and the driving shaft F of 
the feeding tapes. The drive is transmitted 
by sprocket wheels G, H on the shafts E, F 
respectively, connected to sprocket wheels C, 


F E, 
= E 
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D between which the speed reducing device 
operates. Fig. 3 shows the invention applied 
to a sheet feeding machine in which a speed 
reducing device enclosed in a casing B and 
mounted on a base-plate A is inserted be- 
tween the main driving shaft E driving the 
combing-rollers, etc., and the shaft F driving 
the conveying tapes U. In a modification, the 
conveying tapes may be in two sets driven at 
different speeds, one set direct from the main 
drive and the other at a reduced speed 
through the speed reducing device. The in- 
ventor is Mr. e Spiess. 


New Inventions. 
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Gripper Mechanism. 

Mr. S. Bernard has patented an invention 
whereby sheets are delivered from a printing 
machine by a drop-sheet delivery device com- 
prising a reciprocating carrier C to which 
the sheets are delivered from the impression 
cylinder І. The carrier is moved towards а 
set of fixed grippers A which are opened by 
the action of the carrier C on an arm E on 
the gripper shaft, and close ou the sheet by 


spring action as the carrier returns. The 
grippers are finally opened, after the rear 
edge of the sheet has dropped on to a table 
D, by means of an incline G on the carrier 
acting on a lever H connected by a rod F to 
the lever arm E. "The carrier is reciprocated 


-by adjustable crank mechanism from the im- 


pression cylinder 1, so as to be capable of 
dealing with sheets of different sizes. The 
carrier is formed with tapes or slats which 
are withdrawn from under the sheet as the 
carrier returns. 


Offset Printing. 


For reproducing a number of copies of 
typescripts, manuscripts, or drawings, under 
an invention by Mr. P. Focke, the designs, 
etc., are drawn on thin flexible zinc plates free 
from lead, or on sheets of metallised paper, by 
hand in lithographic ink, or are printed in a 
typewriter with an ink ribbon inked by trans- 
fer ink. After the designs are produced on the 
metal surfaces, these are dusted with talc, 
etched with phosphoric acid and gum arabic, 
dried, washed, and rolled up with Indian ink. 
The metal plates are then mounted on print- 
ing rollers fitted with inking and damping 
rollers, and the designs are transferred to an 
offset roller which co-acts also with an im- 
pression roller to which paper sheets are fed 
from an inclined feed board. The offset 
cylinder is of the same size as the printing 
cylinder, but the printing plates occupy only 
a half of the circumference of the printing 
cylinders. 
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Inking Apparatus. 


Mr. А. Terry has patented an invention by

Securing Colonial Business. 


The Market for British Exports and 
How to Meet Buyers’ Requirements. 


The Great War played havoc with our 
Colonial trade, and practically brought it to 
a standstill, and even now, over two years 
since the cessation of hostilities, its recovery 
has been so slow that the volume of business 
done with our Home firms is far below what 
one would have expected. During the war 
the energies of our manufacturers were 
directed to the producing of material to assist 
in carrying on hostilities, and although 
British factories and workshops are free now 
from that work, the cost and scarcity of mate- 
rial, and its high prices, have in many cases 
prevented business from progressing as it 
should have done. Іп the trades with which 
we are concerned the set-back caused by the 
war seriously hampered the development of 
new business, and afterwards the energies of 
business men had to be directed to supplying 
our home wants before trying for fresh orders 
from abroad. Now, however, the situation is 
considerably easier, and the neglected Colo- 
nial and foreign trade is having greater atten- 


tion paid to it—and not before it was time, 


for our great competitor, the United States, 
whose industries did not suffer as ours did 
during the war, is already making bold 
attempts to capture the business that was for- 
merly in British hands, and this endeavour of 
our American friends is especially active just 
now in our Australian Colonies, where Uncle 
Sam's representatives are making strenuous 
efforts to capture orders for printing machi- 
nery, manufactured stationery, and the better 
grades of paper in writings and printings. 
Efforts are also being made by transatlantic 
houses to secure the monopoly of the South 
American trade, a section in which a con- 
siderable amount of business is done, and it is 
quite evident that that branch of endeavour, 


which offers scope for much trade, has been 
almost captured by American manufacturing 
houses. 

It is to our own Colonies that we must look 
for an outlet for our manufactures, and efforts 
should be strenuously made to prevent our 
competitors from securing a footing in a field 
of enterprise that we should consider as our 
own. One would think that sentiment would 
lead to tbe placing of orders with British 
houses, and that Colonial buyers would favour 
the Mother Country ; and so they will if the 
terms be as favourable as those of our oppo- 
nents, but there is little sentiment in business, 
and orders are almost certain to go to those 
who offer the best article on the best terms. 
The matter of quick delivery, too, is often 
taken into consideration, and the firm that 
can guarantee the date of delivery, say, of a 
printing machine or a censignment of enve- 
lopes or paper, may often book an order, even 
in the face of a lower quotation with an un- 
certain delivery. 

In most of the larger cities and towns of our 
Colonies there are supply firms from which 
anything wanted in the allied trades may be 
had, and where stock of the commoner 
machinery and materials is kept, and these 
firms also act as agents for many of our home 
manufacturers, but curiously enough even 
buyers in the same towns sometimes prefer to 
deal direct with the British house, while in 
the up-country towns and smaller places the 
tendency is, generally, to deal with а Home 
fiim. How to reach these buyers is often the 
problem that offers itself for solution to the 
manufacturer that desires to do business. 
The houses that deal in the bigger class of 
goods may afford to send out a traveller to 
push their wares, but the firms handling the

smaller class of goods, such as platen machines. 
types, and printing material of a general 
character, would find that method too expen- 
sive to be profitable, and they must fall back 
on the trade circular or an advertisement in 
a good trade journal, the latter being a very 
effective medium for reaching the Colonial 
country buyer. 

We have already mentioned that a guaran- 
teed time of delivery goes a long way in 
securing the placing of an order, and this isa 
matter that, unfortunately, is much neglected 
by some of our Home firms. We have known 
cases where from one to two years elapsed 
from the placing of an order to its delivery, 
greatly to the disappointment of the pur- 
chaser and the detriment of the supplier's 
reputation. Doing business in this way has 
had its day, and in the future those who wish 
for Colonial orders must be prepared to sup- 
ply with promptitude, or the business will 
undoubtedly pass to American firms. San 
Francisco is but a short distance from Mel- 
bourne or Sydney, and goods can be quickly 
shipped by American firms that know the 
value of promptitude in filling orders. Their 
nearness to our Australian Colonies gives 
them an advantageous position from which 
to capture that market. 

The South African Colonies offer a field for 
business, and Home products are favoured in 
that quarter, the British manufacturer,at pre- 
sent, has the best chance of securing indents. 
Here, too, in the larger towns we find general 
supply houses, but, as in Australia, a good 
deal of business is done direct with Home 
firms. These Colonies are growing and are 
progressive, and in the near future a fair 
volume of trade ought to be done with them. 

Canada is so near to the United States, and, 
besides, has of late years become so self-sup- 
plying that probably the Home manufacturer 
would think it scarcely worth his while to 
try for business, but there is still something 
со be done in the way of machine supplies ; 
though to try and sell paper or its manufac- 
tures there would be like taking coals to New- 
castle, still even that may sometimes be done, 
and the pushing seller may find buyers in the 
most unlikely places. Inthesmaller Colonies, 
scattered all over the world, there is also 
trade to be secured by pushing houses, and 
we know of one British firm that in pre- war 
days did a considerable business among the 
British Colonists in the South Seas. 

Those who desire to secure Colonial trade 
—and to keep it, which is a different thing 
(rom securing a first order—must lay them- 
selves out to supply a good reliable article at 
a moderate price, whether it be a printing 
machine or a small consignment of manufac- 
tured stationery. In all cases the stock must 


be up to sample or specification, or further, 


orders will not be secured. Too often in the 
past have shoddy machines, shoddy type, and 
shoddy material been shipped abroad under 
the impression that anything was good enough 
for a new country, and this has led to great 
loss of business and to a certain distrust of 
our British methods of business. Straight 
dealing and honest execution of orders is the 
the only way to keep a Colonial business, and 


it is those methods that have led to the exten- 
sive connections that several eminent firms in 
the trade have secured— whose names are as 
well-known to-day in Colonial trade circles 
as in this country. Sell an efficient article, 
supply it promptly, and remember that good 
service is a builder of good will, an inspirer 
of confidence, a developer of business; it is an 
expression of modern businessethics and leads 
eventually to the capture of a wide market 
for one's goods.

(Australia) Ltd. have been pursuing a forward 
policy in Australia, having acquired the im- 
portant stationery factory of Messrs. Snashalls, 
Ltd., and put down large assorted local stocks 
of paper and boards. А new warehouse will 
soon be erected in Melbourne, which will be 
in charge of the new manager, Mr. Warren. 
The new general manager, Mr. Wingrove, has 
reconstructed the whole organisation on up- 
to-date progressive lines, and with the back- 
ing of their large mills in England manufac- 
turing all kinds of paper and stationery, and 
with the greatly augmented local stocks and 
and new Sydney stationery factory, Dickin- 
son's seems to be on the way to becoming the 
premier house of its kind in Australia. 


Ihe Cleveland Forder, 


TheCanadian-American Machinery Co.,Ltd., 
report that little business is being done with 
the Colonies except Canada, where the firm 
are making extensive shipments. In the near 
future, however, a large sale is expected for 
the Cleveland Folder, for which this firm are 
the sole patentees. They arelooking forward 
to shipping the machine largely to Australia 
and South Africa. It has a capacity of 191 
different folds up to 32 pages, and has met 
with general approval wherever it has been 
installed.

An Enterprising Policy to Fully Ca:er for the Require- 
ments of Overseas Printers and Paper and Board Users. 


FROM personal inquiries we have made with 
some of the principal firms connected with 
paper and print, we gather that great efforts 
are being made to place before Colonial 
buyers the productions of the home country. 
There are signson almost every hand of 
vigorous attempts being made to increase 
business overseas, notwithstanding the handi- 
caps in the difference of the rate of exchange 
and the difficulties of securing credit. These 
financial hindrances are thought in most 
cases to be only temporary, and it is generally 
anticipated that erstwhile trading conditions 
will become normal in the near future. Ap- 
pended is a brief review of some of the firms 
represented by this journal who are endeav- 
ouring to increase their overseas trade who 
are determined to secure a firm footing for 
their productions against the time when the 
Colonial markets may be harder to secure 
because Continental competition and enter- 
prise has got there first. 


Linotype and Machinery Ltd. 


THE well-known productions emanating 
from thiscompany are securing general favour 
in Australia, Canada, India, South Africa and 
Singapore. Not only are their orders coming 
from Colonial newspapers, but a very large 
business is being done in supplying the needs 
of general printing establishments. Colonial 
buyers are placing their orders for a similar 
class of goods asthe home buyer.. The firm 
have agents in all parts of the Colonies. 


Samuei Jones, Ltd. 


Tus firm are in every way quite satisfied 
with the impression their principal produc- 
tions are making on Colonial markets, especi- 
ally with regard to their gummed paper 
line.

Shipments of British Manufactures during January-

The values of the exports represent the cost 
and the charges of delivering the goods on 
board the ship, and are known as the “ free on 
board " values. 


Boards. 


During the ten months ended October 15 
exports of millboard, strawboard, cardboard, 
etc., were 70,588 cwts., of the value of £267,838. 
For the corresponding period of 1913, 101,226 
cwts., valued at £95,071, were exported. 


Boxes and Cartons. 


Shipments of boxes and cartons of paper 
and cardboard (including folding boxes) fall 
considerably behind the pre-war quantity. 
Only 19,748 cwts. were exported during the 
ten months ended October, as against 40,104 
cwts. for the corresponding period of 1913, the 
respective values being £140,507 and £68,681. 


Coated Papers 


Exports of printed and embossed paper- 
hangings compare very favourably with the 
pre-war period. The ten months' shipments 
amount to 124.334 cwts., as against 107,137 
cwts, the values being £715, 577 and £261,292. 

Other sorts also show increased exports, 
29,575 Cwts.,as against 24,355 cwts , and values 
£348,698, as against £110,738. 


Packings and Wrappings. 


The exports for the ten months ended Octo- 
ber last were 298,227 cwts., of the value of 
£671,896, a decrease in quantity of 60 per cent., 
and in value an increase of 114 per cent., com- 
pared with January-October, 1913. 


Paper Bags. 


There is room for improvement in the ex- 
ports of paper bags, as only 26,844 cwts. (of 
the value of £116,936) were shipped during 
January -October last, as compared with 
42,548 cwts. (£47,142) during the correspond- 
ing period of 1913. 


Playing Cards. 

Even playing cards show less handling, the 
shrinkage in exports during January-October 
last, as compared with the corresponding 
period of 1913, amounting to 53 per cent., the 
quantities being 1,497 cwts. (63,404 dozen 
packs) as against 3,035 cwts. (103,256 dozen 
packs), valued respectively £34,932 and 
£ 23,399. 

Printed Books. 


An important item in the British export 
list is that of printed books. The trade falls 
considerably below the pre-war level, as the 
quantity for January-October last amounts 
to only 238,216 cwts., a decrease of 38 per cent

compared with the corresponding period of 
1913. The value at / 3,076,045, however, shows 
ar. increase of 35 per cent. 


Printing Paper. 


Our colonies are beginning to import British 
printings more extensively, the home demand 
having lately relaxed, thus giving manufac- 
turers and shippers more freedom in develop- 
ing overseas trade. As a matter of fact the 
exports in October last were slightly above 
the quantity for the pre-war month of 1913. 
The figures for the ten months of this year 
(January-October) show, however, that con- 
siderable leeway has to be made up before 
shipmentsreach normallines. For the period 
mentioned 808,774 cwts. were exported, as 
compared with 1,618,193 cwts. in the corres- 
ponding period of 1913, the respective values 
being Є3,429.431 and £ 1,549,950. 

During the ten months ended October last, 
$14,189 cwts. went to British Possessions, the 
shortage as compared with the corresponding 
period of 1913 being 609,665 cwts. Foreign 
Countries took 294,585 cwts. during January- 
October of this year as against 494,339 cwls. 
for the corresponding period of 1913. 

India is the most important market for 
British printings. The shipments during the 
ten months ended October last were 223,107 
cwts. of the value of £895,647, as against 
238,065 cwts. valued at £224,389 for the cor- 
responding period of 1913. 

Exports to Australia cannot be considered 
satisfactory. The ten months' figures for this 
year show 119,759 cwts. as against 518,051 
cwts. in 1013, the respective values being 
£448,575 and £380,433. — 

Trade with South Africa is by no means 
active. This year (ten months) 57,397 cwts. 
were shipped and the value of £257,298, as 
compared with go,150cwts., valued at £96,033. 
for the corresponding period of 1913. 

The decline in trade with Canada is very 
marked— 1,943 cwts., as against 104,787 cwts., 
the respective values being £10,396 and 
£128,992. 

Supplies to New Zealand remain small, the 
quantity for the ten months ended October 
last amounting to only 35,370 cwts. of the 
value of £150,170. For the corresponding 
period of 1913 the shipments amounted to 
100,952 c wts. valued at £33,454. 


Printing Type. 


During the ten months ended October last 
214 tons of printing type were exported, a de- 
cline of 58 per cent. compared with the pre- 
war period, January-October, 1913. The value 
stands at £64,004, a decrease of 18 per cent. 
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Stationery—Enveiopes, etc, 


Envelopes (not including boxed stationery) 
enjoy a good export demand, the shipments 
during the ten monthsended October amount- 
ing to 46,626 cw:s. of the value of £343,413. 
For the corresponding period of 1013 the 
returns show 30,482 cwts. valued at /73.102. 

Other sorts, including account, note and 
exercise books, etc., were shipped during the 
last ten months to the amount of 132.808 cwts. 
of the value of £1,653,556. No comparative 
figures are available for 1913. 


Typewriters. 


Complete typewriters to the number of 3,291 
(22 tons) were exported during January- 
October last, as compared with 3,656 (16 tons) 
during the corresponding period of 1913, the 
respective values being £59,417 and £26,241. 

There were also 33 tons of parts of type- 
writers, valued at £58,706 exported during the 
present year (January-October}, as against 
only 6 tons of the value of £5,204, during the 
corresponding period of 1913. 


Writing Paper. 


Manufacturers of “ writing paper in large 
sheets " enjoy a good export trade. The ship- 
ments during the ten months ended October 
last amount to 190,574 cwts., an increase of 
9,374 Cwts. compared with the corresponding 
period of 1913, the respective values being 
£1,148,802 and £392,324. 

British Possessions received 134,457 cwts. 
during the last ten months as compared with 
141,438 cwts. during the corresponding period 
of 1913, whilst Foreign Countries took 56,117 
cwts. as against 39,762 cwts. 

India has been well supplied. by exporters 
of writings, the quantity shipped during 
January- October of this year amounting to 
56,415 cwts. of the value of £318,829. For the 
corresponding period of 1913 only 22,642 cwts., 
valued at £49,182 were exported. 

The Australian market shows a shortage of 
supplies, as exports from the United Kingdom 
during January-October amounted to only 
37.729 cwts. as compared with 64,020 cwts. for 
the corresponding period of 1913, the respec- 
tive values being £208.106 and £113,245. 

Shipments during the ten months ended 
October last to South Africa were 6,875 
cwts. (£46,657); to New Zealand, 12,416 cwts. 
(£71,939); and to Canada, 452 cwts. (£3.747). 
In each instance, the quantity falls consider- 
ably below that for the corresponding period 
Of 1913. 


PRESS CONFERENCE FILM.—The official film 
of the Imperial Press Conference tour through 
Canada was shown recently for the first time 
at the London Opera House, Kingsway, 
W.C. The film illustrates present-day life 
and conditions in Canada from many points 
of view, and records the experiences of the 
party during their tour from Sydney (Nova 
Scotia) to Vancouver Island, and the return 
journey to Quebec. Lord Burnham, President 
of the [Imperial Press Conference, and other 
members of the Imperial Press delegation, and 
of the Empire Press Union were present.

S.E. Printers and En-, 
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In the paper, nine and bookbinding 
trades generally employment during October 
showed a marked decline as compared with 
the previous month, being only fair in the 
case of the printing and paper trades, but 
fairly good with bookbinders. The recent 
coal strike was responsible to some extent for 
a number of workers in these trades being on 
short time. With letterpress printers in Lon- 
don employment was not so good as compared 
with last month; and although a good deal 
of overtime was worked in some instances, 
several offices were working short time. In 
the provinces employment was slack and 
short time was worked at most centres. A 
shortage of coal was reported by a number of 
employers to be having an adverse effect upon 
employment. In the lithographic printing 
trade employment was generally much quieter, 
although at Birmingham and Glasgow it was 
described as being about the same as last 
month. Short time was reported from various 
centres, including London. Employment in 
the bookbinding trade was fairly good in 
London, but quieter in the provinces. It was 
generally worse than during September, and 
many workers were on short time. According 
to returns received by the Labour Gazette, the 
number of members of trade unions was 79,892 
in the printing trade, the percentage of un- 
employment at the end of October being 28, 
as against 1 6 in September, and 1'5 in August 
last year. |n the bookbinding section the 
trade union membership is given as 14.544, 
with a percentage of unemployment of 1:1 in 
October, as compared with 1'8 in September. 
and 2*0 in October last year. 

The returns made by employers show the 
number of workpeople in the printing offices 
concerned to be 10,845, an increase of 2:3 as 
compared with a month ago, and an increase 
of 89 with a year ago. The wages paid to 
workpeople amounted to £38,843, an increase 
of 277 compared with last month, and an in-

crease of 276 twelve months previously. 


In the bookbinding trade the employers’ 


returns give the number of workpeople em- 


ployed last month as 5,688, being an increase 
of 2:9 as compared with preceding month, and 
an increase of 14/3 with twelve months ago. the 
wages paid being £12,922, a decrease of 2:8 
compared with a month ago, and an increase 
of 296 compared with the corresponding 
month of last year.

Large Gathering at Stationers’ Hall. 


On Wednesday last the historic hall of the 
Stationers’ Company was the venue of a suc- 
cessful Bohemian concert held under the 
auspices of the Association of Master Printers 
of the London Central Districts. The high 
quality of the musical items and the few brief 
helpful speeches were much appreciated by 
the large audience, which included a large 
proportion of ladies. Mr.J. D. McAra, F.C.I.S., 
occupied the chair, and was supported by Mr. 
R. A. Austen-Leigh. Mr. William H. Burchell, 
hon. sec., who was responsible for the arrange- 
ments of the evening, carried out his duties 
with complete success. 

Mr. McAra expressed regret at the absence 
of Mr. Albert Bennett, who was kept away by 
indisposition, and said he would like to say 
in the name of the committee how glad they 
were at seeing so large a gathering,especially 
at such an historical place as the Stationers' 
Hall. They were there by the courtesy 
of Mr. Edward Unwin, Master, and the 
Wardens, and he thought he was correct 
in saying that the present was the first 
time a gathering of that nature had been 
held in that hall under the auspices of 
the L.M.P.A., and he hoped it would not be 
the last, at any rate, until they had a home of 
their own. This was the first of a series of 
winter meetings, and he was looking forward 
in subsequent ones to some red-hot debates 
on matters of deep and vital interest to the 
members. In appealing to members for their 
co-operation, Mr. McAra remarked that a 
chain has no great pulling power if it has any 
weak links, and he hoped soon to see every 
printer in the ranks of the Federation. 
(Cheers.) 

Mr. Edward Unwin, Master of the Stationers’ 
Company, in a few words, welcomed those 
present in the name of the Wardens and Court 
of the Company, and expressed the wish that 
they had come to Stay. 

F.M.P, and its Aims. 


Mr. W. Howard Hazell, J.P., addressed the 
meeting on the ' Federation: What It Has 
Doneand What It Can Do." Whenhe spoke of 
the Federation, he said, he included the asso- 
ciation and all alliances that came under the 
jurisdiction of 24, Holborn. He said that the 
functions of the Federation were not only the 
dealing with labour and labour disputes; 
there was work to be done in other directions 
for the benefit of the members of the Federa- 
tion. He took their minds back to their first 
annual meeting when there were only 3o 
people present, and then reminded them 
of the large annual gathering when there 
were hundreds present to discuss matters 
of importance. Those two meetings would 
help them to realise how far they had 
advanced. There were now about 5,000 
printers who belonged to the Federation and 
there were about eight or nine thousand 
printers in the country, and he would never 
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rest until every one of them was a member. 
Speaking of the work of the Costing Com- 
mittee, Mr. Hazell said their efforts had been 
of great assistance to printers. To-day printers 
based their costs upon facts, not upon ignor- 
ance as they did ten or twelve years ago. The 
Stationery Office had now installed the cost- 
ing system, and it was the only means of 
arriving at costs when dealing with the im- 
perious demands of the customer. During 
the war they were assailed by difficulties on 
every side, and it was due to the Federation 
that many of their interests were safeguarded. 
Referring to the Joint Industrial Council, Mr. 
Hazell said that first he was sceptical of it, 
but he now regarded it as an instrument for 
good and for the betterment and advance- 
ment of all concerned. He eulogised their 
president, Mr. Humphries, for the way he 
conducted the proceedings during those three 
months when strong feelings prevailed on 
both sides of the table, and with opinions 
that were diametrically opposed during those 
long and tedious negotiations, and he thought 
that the good feelings expressed on both sides 
augured well for the future. Dealing with the 
question of the standardisation of paper, Mr. 
Hazell said the Federation was convinced of 
theludicrousanomalies of the present methods 
of buying andselling and dealing with paper ; 
he also briefly suggested the advisability of 
the collective buying of paper in bulk and 
distributing it among their members to pre- 
vent the practice of customers supplying their 
own paper. (Applause.) 

Mr. Austen-Leigh, who spoke on the 
"L.M.P.A. and Its Aims," reviewed in an 
interesting manner the vicissitudes of the 
Association. He went back to the first meet- 
ing 135 years ago, then on to 1836 when there 
were only 100 printers in London. ln 1849 
subscriptions were not considered necessary 
as the Association wasso prosperous—(laugh- 
ter)—but the subscription wasagain instituted 
in 1855, being the enormous one of one guinea. 
(Laughter.) In 1870 the Association was dis- 
solved, but was re-formed in 189v. The exe- 
cutive of the L.M.P.A. endeavoured to be the 
authoritative voice of its members. It sent 
deputations to ministers, and sometimes it 
inspired questions in the House of Commons. 

The Artistes. 


A lengthy programme was submitted, and 
the splendid quality of the items, both humor- 
ous and sentimental, were greatly appreciated, 
numerous encores being requested. Miss Mavis 
Clare (soprano) pleased the audience with the 
fine execution of her songs, her mature voice 
meeting with well-deserved praise; Miss May 
Phillips (humour at the piano, etc.), sang and 
played with excellent effect; Messrs. Fred 
Willis, C. E. Browne, Frank Bartman, C. A. 
Harrington (humorists), all tip-top artistes, 
kept the audience in sustained laughter by 
their clever and original characterisations ; 
excellent, too, were impersonations by Mr. 
Brete Payne. Mr. Chas. Wigg, who sang 
some old favourites with pleasing effect, was 
responsible for the arranging of the pro- 
gramme. 

The evening's proceedings terminated with 
the singing of the National Anthem.

Presentation to Mr. H. F. Parker. 


The first reunion dinner of the Printing and 
Allied Trades Charity Sports’ Association, 
which proved a most enjovable function, was 
held at Molinari's Restaurant last Saturday, 
when the president (мг: John Fry, of " Fryo- 
type " fame) occupied the chair, the company 
being graced by many ladies, including Mrs. 
John Fry. 

The occasion was the first reunion of all 
sections comprising this old-established trade 
athletic association, and if one could judge 
by the enthusiasm of the gathering it augurs 
well for the continued success of this im- 
portant auxiliary of our charities. During its 
existence over £6,000 has been distributed 
among the trade charitable institutions, and 
for the second time in its career £ 1,000 has 
been earned in one year. During the present 

rear £577 105. was given to the Printers’ 

ension Corporation ; £71 to the Bookbinders' 
Pension Asylum; £70 to the Vellum Binders' 
Pension Society, and £176 to the Con- 
valescent Homes and other institutions, thus 
justifying the continuation of their energies 
if only for the good they were doing for their 
lessfortunate comrades. Theforce animating 
the committee has been of that sportsman- 
like character that learns to give and take in 
business matters and everyday transactions. 
it led them to promote only clean and healthy 
forms of athletic pursuits. This in turn re- 
sulted in a natural freemasonry that showed 
itself in social functions and the earnest de- 
sire to be of practical assistance to the sick or 
aged printer. The abiding friendship thus 
formed is amply demonstrated by the state- 
ment that the originators are still at the head 
of affairs, and that they and their wives were 
present at the dinner, thus proving that the 
wives have adopted the work of charity as 
their hobby also. No wonder that the func- 
tion drifted from a set concert into a homely 
gathering. It was just a huge happy family 
wherein all present, men and women alike, 
found friendship and interesting conversation 
more enjoyable than toasts and songs. It was 
a unique gathering, and one that will long be 
remembered. 

A Deserved Eulogy. 

The president, Mr.John Fry, said that it was 
evident that they must cut out the various 
toasts down for proposal, but there was an 
item which did not appear that he would 
have to add. Although they were gathered 
that evening as a re union, they were also 
there to present their esteemed general 
honorary secretary with a token of apprecia- 
tion of his long years of service to the cause 
of charitv, in addition to his services to the 
Printing and Allied Trades Charity Sports' 
Association. Mr. H. F. Parker was a man of 
energy, for he had not only been a printer, but 
he had been a sprinter too, as indeed he had 
in his day been а performer in most athletic 
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pursuits, and what he did not know about 
athletics was not worth knowing. He was 
an active worker on some four auxiliary 
committees, as well as a musical director on 
another. He had been a technicai instructor at 
the Reading University College for four or 
five years. His present occupation must be a 
congenial one for a man such as their general 
honorary secretary was known to be. As the 
secretary of the Lloyd Memorial (Caxton) 
Seaside Home he had proved himself to bea 
great asset to the institution at Deal. It was 
a matter of common knowledge that when 
Mr. Parker took up the position a big debt 
was as a millstone round the necks of the 
committee ; to-day some £8,000 was standing 
to the credit of this popular Seaside Home. 
The large circle of friends around his person- 
ality had been most helpful to every cause in 
which Mr. H. F. Parker had interested him- 
self; indeed not one solitary venture had 
proved a failure. They were all pleased to 
see Mrs. H. F. Parker present to share the 
honour shown to her husband that evening, 
and he wasquite sure he expressed everyone's 
wish that she would long be spared to enjoy 
life апа happiness. Mr. Fry read the follow- 
ing words which appeared on the portfolio of 
this handsome testimonial:—" The Printing 
and Allied Trades Charity Sports’ Association. 
The presidents, vice-presidents (past and 
present), officers,committee and friends of the 
Association ask your acceptance of the ac- 
companying cheque as a token of their esteem 
and regard for the many valuable services 
rendered by you in the cause of charity. 
That you may be spared to act as general 
honorary secretary is our earnest and most 
sincere wish." Не then, on behalf of the 
Association, asked Mr. H. F. Parker to be 
good enough to accept this cheque for £120 
together with the testimonial. 

The secret had been so well kept that it 
came as a surprise, and Mr. Parker, under 
great emotion, replied :——' Mr. Fry, ladies, 
and friends, my heart is too full to speak. It 
is an impossibility to adequately express my- 
self. Pray kindly accept the deepest thanks 
that my grateful heart can give." 

Mr. А. Oddy, the treasurer, thanked Mr. 
John Fry for his kindness in making the pre- 
sentation on their behalf. It was only right 
to say that Mr. Fry, as the president of the 
Association, had given them the full benefit 
of the experience that had placed his business 
on the highest pinnacle of metallurgical trade. 
His enthusiasm had infected the committee, 
and the printing trade in general, the full 
result of which would not be apparent for 
some years to come. In addition to his gift 
of a 50-guinea shield and £210 in cash, Mr. 
Fry was still appealing for funds to complete 
a pension of £20 with the Printers' Pension 
Corporation during his year of office. It would 
be a well-earned compliment if they namedit 
the Mrs. John Fry Pension, not only in recog- 
nition of the whole-hearted support that this 
lady gavetoevery cause her husband espoused, 
but as a tribute to ladies generally that their 
assistance was gratefully appreciated. 

Mr. John Fry, in response, said it was à 
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genuine piede to help so "e a work he 
found them engaged in. It was worthy of 
everyone's assistance, and if he had in any 
way contributed to the success of their 
athletic meeting, he felt amply repaid in the 
knowledge that they had again, for thesecond 
time in their career, been able to disburse 
£1,000 to the various charities concerned, 
during the year in which he had been in 
office. On behalf of his wife and friends he 
thanked them one and all for the kind senti- 
ments expressed. 

Mr. УУ. Н. Fricker, one of the earliest men 
to join the committee, wished to endorse 
what had been said. They were proud of 
their general hon. secretary, and he was 
quite sure that they were equally proud of 
their president. He should like also to thank 
the musical directors and the artistes who had 
contributed to their enjoyment.

duet “ Watchman, what of the Night” with 
Mr. F. M. Vincent evoked loud applause, the 
latter's rendering of“ Nirvana” was a most 
valuable item to the programme.

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Mr. C. J. Drummond, J.P J.P., presided on Mon- 
day evening last at the St. Bride Foundation 
Institute, over а very representative gather- 
ing of the Printing Trades Committee who 
are promoting the above memorial, and was 
supported by the Right Hon. C. W. Bower- 
man, M.P., Messrs. H. C. Bolton, T. E. Naylor, 
W.F. France, J. P., and Messrs. E. Briscoe and 
J.J. Deasy, trustees. 

The hon. secretary (Mr. S. J. White) pre- 
sented the Building Committees report, show- 
ing the progress that was being made with 
the erection of the memorial wing to the Cax- 
ton Home. Building conditions had consider- 
ably delayed the work, but it was hoped it 
would be completed early in the new year. 

The financial statement showed further 
donations up to £400, bringing the total to- 
date to £5,200. Building costs have consider- 
ably exceeded the original estimate, and it is 
estimated that another £2,500 will be required 
to complete the scheme. 

Consideration was given to the form the 
Roll of Honour should take. The assistant 
hon. secretary (Mr. G. C. Josland) had brought 
the returns up-to-date, and it is estimated 
that nearly 2,500 names will have to be pro- 
vided for.

by the Duke of York in industrial matters was 
well known and it was not desirable he 
should be misinformed as to the earnings of 
those employed in the printing industry. The 
Federation secretary was invited to call at 
Buckingham Palace, and it was soon ascer- 
tained that a mistake had occurred, the bud- 
get quoted being not that of a printer's ware- 
houseman (whose budget had also been con- 
sidered) but of another case.

It has now been 
revived and re-organised, and promises well 
for the future. There are to be monthly corn- 
petitions, and a prize will be awarded at the 
end of the school session. 
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In response to an application from the Con- 
ciliation Committee ef the Printing Trades 
Alliance an arbitration was held at the offices 
of the London Chamber of Commerce on Fri- 
day, 5th November. the Hon. J. G. Jenkins, 
nominated by the president, acting as arbi- 
trator. 

The terms of reference put forward were: 
“ What should be an increase of wages for all 
classes of labour in the printing trade since 
I914, having regard to the increased cost of 
living and the present condition of the trade. 

The arbitrator's award, dated 18th Novem- | 
ber, is as follows: “ Iadjudgeand award that 
an increase of 18 per cent. on the pre-war 
wages be granted in addition to whatever 
had been granted up to the end of June, such 


increase not necessarily to apply to each class 


of workman, but to be apportioned in such 
manner as the Committee of Management 
may consider fair and equitable. This award 
shall be binding upon the parties and shall 
come into operation on and from 13th 
November, 1920." | 

The effect of this award is that compositors 
who are members of the Alliance are entitled 
to an increase of 7s. per week upon their 
wages of £4 155. prior to the arbitration, 
while those whose wages were less than 
those of compositors before the war are 
entitled to a less increase. The increase to 
be paid in respect of the week ending 15th 
November.

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Current Topics. 


Export and the Exchange Problem, 


From such information as is available it 
seems. clear that in the field of printers' 
Tequisites the export trade of this country has 
of late been experiencing very welcome de- 
velopment. In common with other indus- 
tries, however, our own is now finding con- 
siderable difficulty in respect of the financial 
tangle in which international trade has 
become involved. Export business in general 
—and especially with Australia, South Africa 
and India—is being gravely menaced by the 
present unbalanced condition of international 
credit. While trade with Australia has led to 
big exports from this country to Australia, 
with a piling up of British credits, Australia's 
exports to us, and consequently her credits, 
have been hindered from reaching adequate 
proportions—chiefly it would seem by her 
Government's holding back commodities in 
the anticipation of obtaining more than mar- 
ket prices. Criticism is also being made of 
the embargo en theexport of Australian gold, 
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and of the manner in which credits have 
been handled by the Commonwealth Bank 
With other overseas markets, also, our ex- 
change relations seem badly out of gear. It 
is satisfactory to notice that the Association 
of British Chambers of Commerce at itsrecent 
quarterly meeting brought these matters into 
the limelight. Government departments con- 
cerned, here and overseas, are said to be de- 
voting earnest attention to the problems in- 
volved, and there is reason to hope that not 
many months will have passed before big 
improvements are effected in the existing con- 
ditions so that no unnecessary check may be 
placed.upon the free exchange of exports and 
imports, which is, to the whole world, a vital 
desideratum at the present time.

The Printing Outlook. 

THERE is a little obscurity about the out- 
look in the printing trade. Whether the 
bottom of the slump has been reached is still 
uncertain. Business has been bad, it is true, 
and unemployment has reached a high figure. 
Printing, like some other trades, depends 
largely for its welfare upon activity in other 
industries. These other branches of com- 
merce being quiet, the reaction is felt in the 
printing shops. There are, however, causes. 

e within the craft which have helped to restrict 
orders. Constantly increasing costs following 
upon wage advances and other charges have 
had a rather serious effect, especially in the 
direction of driving customers to seek the aid 
of duplicating machines. Then the un- 
certainty as to costs and charges has been a 
deterring influence on its own account. What 
is wanted is stability of prices and conditions.. 
It is thought that if an agreement could be 
reached between the organisations of the 
employers and the workpeople to observe a 
truce for a definite period, say twelve months, 
during which there should be no alteration 
in wages either way, this might go a long 
way towards providing that condition of 
stability which begets confidence and induces. 
trading. Unless some steps are taken to help 
industry generally as well as printing in par- 
ticular, recoverv from the existing depression 
is likely to be slow and difficult. But with 
co-operation of all the interests concerned 
and some action by the Government as well, 
the wheels of industry and commerce might 
more quickly be set in full motion.

Looking After Industry. 


THE attention which is being given to vari- 
ous trading interests will,it is to be hoped, 
lead to some definite policy which will place 
the industries of this country on a safe and 
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sound basis. At the moment isolated efforts 
are being made to obtain exceptional treat- 
ment, asin the case of dyes and toys. But 
other sections of commerce are also affected 
by the conditions which prevail to-day, and 
It is necessary, therefore, that they should 
have dueregard for theirown interests. Those 
who are responsible for the general direction 
of the British printing industry are, we are glad 
to know, fully alive to the necessities of the 
situation. There are two directions from 
which the printing trade isbeing menaced. In 
the first place, we havethe general depression 
which affects all commerce alike; and in the 


second, there is the danger arising from foreign . 


competition. Both evils require to be warded 
off. They will inflict injury not upon one 
class only, but upon every section. Unless 
remedies are forthcoming, they spell still 
further increases of unemployment. We 
shall, of course, weather this storm, as we 
have others. Periods of depression come and 
go. But in the meantime we are losing 
ground, and before greater injury is inflicted 
it is necessary that a united effort should be 
made to get trade on the move again. To 
this end some step is needed by the Govern- 
ment to show that they have the commercial 
welfare of the country at heart. True, the 
hands of authority are pretty full with pro- 
Dlems of their own. But in the absence of 
any sign from headquarters, business becomes 
ever more stagnant. [t is confidence which 
is so much in demand at the moment, and an 
authoritative assurance that British industry 
can rely upon some backing would help to 
afford that essential attribute. It is the over- 
hanging uncertainty that is stifling trade 


and emphasises the black outlook.

Bigges! Printing Trades Unio,

The amalgamation will come into force as 
from January 151, 1921, and the new organisa- 
tion will be known as the National Union of 
Printing, Boekbinding, Machine Rulers and 
Paper Workers.

The «¢ Vitseatone " Colour Process. 


Great improvement has taken place in the 
colour printing trade recently, and perhaps 
the most interesting process oí recent times 
is the “ Vitseatone" which we comment upon 
in this article. 

At the works of Vitty and Seaborne, Ltd., 
our representative saw some examples of the 
firm's achievements. First came a long series 
of reproductions in four-colour work, this 
being a speciality of the firm, which resemble 
in every way facsimiles of the original. As 
pictures these specimens strongly attract and 
as illustrations of the actual articles they 
must undoubtedly act as silent salesmen for 
the advertiser. Scientific work and natural 
history subjects were shown in great variety. 
These again offer difficult subjects to repro- 
‘duce as nature is prodigal of greys, harmoni- 
ous shades and tones. However reproduction 
by the “ Vitseatone”’ process has overcome 
all these difficulties, and the result is a finished 
picture, with all the details of faithful photo- 
graphy, accurate and even etching and dead 
true register all the time. A series of repro- 
ductions taken from Art Gallery subjects were 
also submitted, and these also were in great 
evidence. Cover designs, fashions, furniture 
and medallion catalogue illustrations gene- 
rally, as also the general run of colour work 
are represented in the firm's output. 

The most interesting feature was the indoor 
and outdoor subjects the firm specialise in— 
the views of famous old churches and places 
of interest, the detailsof carving and beauties 
of architecture, as well as the more prosaic 
photographs of machinery and plant taken in 
factories. An example which bears out the 
statement ''something attempted something 
done" isa photograph of the clock at the top 
of the Times building. This photograph was 
taken from the street level and shows every 
detail of the scroll work, notwithstanding 
that to an ordinary passer. by the work looks 
blurred, and the lettering only fairly clear to 
a person with good visionary powers. 

The heads of the business are long experi- 
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enced in the work they have thus specialised. 
Гһе firm was initiated some eighteen months 
ago, and was incorporated June, 1919. Mr.C.P. 
Vitty told our representative that he had 
pretty well gone right through the printing 
trade. After a long connection with a well. 
known lithographic house in Lancashire, he 
spent the greater part of 18 years with the De 
Montfort Press, Leicester. Hethen joined the 
board of the late Menpes Press, Watford, and 
after eight years of the closest touch with fine 
illustration work he joined Mr. Seaborne in 
business. 

The latter is a thorough practical man in 
photo-engraving from A to Z. Forsome years 
with Mr. Mortimar Menpes ın the early days 
of collodion emulsion, he has many memories 
of expermental work and the coming of new 
materials апа improvements. Joining the 
firm of Mr. С. W. Jones in London he migrated 
to Watford, where he was in charge of the 
Menpes Press Studios until entering into busi- 
ness with Mr. Vitty. 

The two partners of the concern thoroughly 
know their work, and for any sort of colour 
reproduction or photography, the firm of 
Vitty and Seaborne, Ltd., 3, Crane-court, 
London, E.C 4., is one to be borne in mind.

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Rotary Press Mechanism. 


Under an invention by Messrs. A. Terry and 
J. H. Butler a rotary press having a plurality 
of sets of printing mechanism is driven by a 
number of transmission shafts each driving a 
number of sets by a worm or worms engaging 
one or more of therotary elements in each set, 
the transmission shafts being separately 
driven by motors a and geared together to 
rotate uniformly, or one of these shafts being 
driven by a motor and the others driven by 
gearing from it. Fig.1 shows a multi-deck 
machine in which the printing and impression 
cylinders e, f, ink-distributing drum g and 


fountain roll h of the two sets on each deck 
are driven by worms с on a transmission shaft 
b driven by a separate motor, and the shafts 
b are geared together by a vertical shaft and 
bevel gear. One only of the shafts b may be 
driven by a motor and the others driven from 
it bya chain. The machine may be arranged 
with the decks other than superposed, and the 
transmission shafts may bearranged vertically 
between the sets, a worm thereon driving a 
rotary element in each of two sets. The worm 
drives a worm-wheel or a helical toothed 
wheel, and motion may be transmitted from 
the worm-driven wheel to other rotary ele- 
ments in a set by spur, helical, or other gear. 


Oscillating Printing Cylinders. 


In an invention by Mr. M. H. Bernaudin, an 
oscillating cylinder printing machine is pro- 
vided with means by which the sheets are 
printed on one side during the forward move- 
ment of the cylinder and on the other side 
during the backward movement. The sheet 
is taken from the feed board b by grippers f on 
the cylinder a and after being printed on one 
side is taken by a gripper cylinder d and de- 
posited printed side up on asecond feed board 
c. On thereturn movement of the cylinder a 
the sheet is taken by grippers g and itsreverse 
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side printed, after which the sheet is delivered 
by a stripper i!, guide i*, roller i’, guide i* and 
band °. The grippers g are mounted on а 
block g! adjustable circumferentially of the 
cylinder to suit sheets of different size. The 
block g' also carries the winding roller g? of 
the impression blanket. The grippers g and 
f and the grippers d' of the cylinder d аге 
actuated in the usual manner. Rollers d? co- 
act with the cylinder d to forward the sheet 


after the grippers d! are opened and the sheet 
is stripped from the cylinder d by a flyer d* 
and fed down the feed board c by bands сї 
driven intermittingly by rollers d* carried by 
a leve: d* operated by a cam d* on the cylin. 
der а. The feed board c is curved to provide 
space beneath for inking apparatus for inking 
the form on its return stroke. The deliverv 
stripper i! is actuated by a lever i* operated 
by a cam groove g’ in the gripper block g`. 


Making Envelopes. 


An invention by Messrs. M. Dunnebier and 
A. Winkler relates to machines for making 
envelopes from previously cut planks and 
consists in combining with a roller folding 
machine a mechanism for laying-out and 
gumming the closing flaps of the envelope 
The invention also includes a device 
for straightening the curled edges of the dried 


-flaps before the blanks enter the folding de- 


vices. The blanks are stacked on a table 1 
and are fed into the machine by an oscillating 
suction picker 8 which seizes the point of the 
flap of the blank at the bottom of the pile. 
The blank is carried by the picker in between 
a pair of rollers 3, 4, of which the upper one. 
3, is made in two parts to permit the passage 
of the picker and each part is segmenta! so 
that it feedsthe blanks forward intermittently. 
The lower roller 4 is intermittently rotated 
by a pawl and ratchet. The blanks are fed to 
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the rollers 3, 4 at such a speed that as they 
leave the rollers, they overlap one another, 
the edge of each plank being separated from 
the edge of the preceding one by a space 
which is to be coated with gum. The blanks 
thus laid out in a long train are fed by rollers 
17, 18 to a third pair of rollers 20, 21 rotated 


continuously, around which pass feed bands 
27,28. The train of blanks is carried by these 
bands past a gumming device 29 and fed en 
to a second pair of bands 30, 31 which run at 
a higher speed. The blanks are thus spread 
out slightly to prevent them from sticking at 
the edges, and while being carried by these 


bands 30, 31 have the gummed flaps dried by 
any suitabledrying apparatus. After leaving 
the bands 30, 31 the blanks are carried forward 
by a band 50 running at a higher speed in 
order to increase the separation of consecutive 
blanks. A roller 47 co-operates with the band 
50 and has a circumferential recess 51, Fig. 3, 
which is bridged for a short distance 52. The 
part of the flap of a blank fed by the bands 
30, 31 enters the recess 51 and is arrested until 
gripped and fed forwards by the part 52. 

hus the blanks are fed forwards only at pre- 
determined intervals and the spacing is regu- 
lated. The band 5o feeds the blank against 
straightening figures 56, which are removed 
when the blank is to be gripped by the first 
feed-roll 43 of the folding mechanism. In 
front of the fingers 56 is a gum-breaking de- 
vice for straightening the curled edges of the 
flaps. This consists of an horizontal rail 62, 
Fig. 9, having a curved upper edge and a 
grooved rail 63 journaled in oscillating cranks 
64. The rail 63 bends the blank over the rail 
62 so that as the blank is drawn by the roll 43, 
the gummed edges are straightened.

The death of the late Mr. Frederick Thomas 
Jefferson, J.P., of the well-known firm of Ken- 
rick and Jefferson, who died on the 15th ult., 
has removed from the town of West Bromwich 
one of its outstanding figures. The deceased 
gentleman, who was 66 years of age, had been 
in failing health for some time, and although 
frequently urged by his friends to relinquish 
activities, he remained in harness right up to 
the end. 

A biographical sketch, with a special 
memoir, has been printed by the Free Press, 
of West Bromwich, accompanied by a hand- 
somely-printed portrait. 

The record of the career of Mr. Jefferson is 
described as being more like a romance than 
a narration of sober fact. He was educated 
at the Blue Coat Schools, fron whence he 
passed into the office of a solicitor. At this 
time he entered with enthusiasm into all the 
political controversies of the day, being 
brought into close touch with Mr. John Arthur 
Kenrick. When tne latter gentleman pur- 
chased the Free Press he secured the services 
of Mr. Jefferson, and thus began a business 
association which was destined to produce 
great results. lt was not long before Mr. 
Jefferson was appointed manager of the busi- 
ness, and he paid special attention to the 
printing side. The business then began to 
expand, and reached such proportions that 
the premises in which it was carried on were 
too cramped and inadequate. 

Mr. Jefferson became a partner in the busi- 
ness, while, later, the concern was converted 
into a private limited company. Still con- 
tinuing to prosper, other branches were estab- 
lished, until to-day the firm have 22 branches 
spread over the principal cities and towns of 
Great Britain and lreland, doing a large trade 
as envelope makers and general manufactur- 
ing stationers. So successful has the business 
become that it is considered to be one of the 
largest of its kind in the country to-day. 
Although assisted in the transaction of the 
business by his sons, Mr. Jefferson continued 
to take the keenest interest in the undertaking 
which had been built up by his energy. 

Besides being instrumental in building up 
the business with which his name is more 
particularly identified Mr. Jefferson also threw 
his whole energy into another undertaking, 
the Brittanic Assurance Co., Ltd. When the 
National Health Insurance Act was being 
drafted Mr. Jefferson, who had become a re- 
-cognised authority on industrial insurance 
matters, was frequently sought after by Mr. 
Lloyd George for advice. 

Apart from the enormous amount of energv 
displayed in his business affairs, Mr. Jefferson 
found time to take a very active interest in 
the public life of West Bromwich. In politics 
he was a Liberal Unionist, and his svmpathies, 
which were many, were more particularly 
identified with the local hospital, of which he 
Was treasurer. 
being Master of the Dartmouth Lodge in 
1895, and receiving provincial honours in 
1901, with the rank of A.G.D.C.

This to 
several annuitants will be a very welcome 
benefit, some having no income beyond that 
received from the Society. The Committee 
would be glad if further members of the trade 
could make it possible to support the Society 
by becoming members or subscribers. 
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Mr. Henry Godfrey on ап Embarrassing 
Feature. 


The annual meeting of the Paper Trade 
section of the London Chamber of Commerce 
was characterised by an interesting review of 
the paper position in this country by thechair- 
man. Mr. Henry Godfrey, while other import- 
ant matters came up for discussion and 
decision. 

A Dramatic Change. 


In a general review of the trade and the 
present labour position, Mr. Godfrey said that 
during the last month or six weeks an almost 
dramatic change had occurred in the paper 
trade. From September of last year until 
nearly the end of July the position was that 
the demand had been far in excess of the sup- 
ply, and the difficulties with which they had 
tocontend were not those of securing business, 
but of carrying out the businessthat had been 
entrusted to them. Of late, however, the de- 
mand had been curtailed, and they had been 
receiving vastly increased supplies which 
they would have welcomed six months before. 
The sudden execution of these belated orders 
had been, he considered, one of the most em- 
barrassing features of the trade. Reflecting 
on the cause of the present position, Mr. God- 
frey expressed the opinion that the labour 
unrest and the general condition of labour 
had been most detrimental, but he hoped that 
with the settlement of the coal strike there 
would, to someextent, bea restoration of con- 
fidence and a renewal of trade. 

The chairman alsoreferred to the difficulties 
in the printing industry, which was very closely 
ailied to the paper trade, and considered that 
one of the most important features to dav in 
every industry was the financial stringency. 
When they saw the inflation of value in their 
industry alone— prices being from four to five 
times those prevailing in pre-war days—they 
would realise the extraordinary situation 
being created. For the immediate future, he 
thought, it was very important in all indus- 
tries that prices should be reduced in order 
that the trade outlook might improve, but it 
was more important that the process should 
be a gradual one. 

Dumping of Foreign Paper 


At the same meeting reference was made by 
Mr. F. Johnson to the unfavourable position 
created in this country by the dumping of a 
large amount of foreign controlled paper, and 
in view of the announcement in the House of 
Commons on the previous day that it would 
be impossible to introduce the Anti- Dumping 
Bill this year, the following resolution was 
carried: " That representations be made to 
the President of the Board of ‘Trade protesting 
against the delay in re-introducing the anti- 
dumping proposals." 

Other matters referred to comprised the 
meaning of the term "ex.store"; the Mer- 
chandise Marks Act (as to which it had been 


suggested that all foreign paper should be 
water-marked “Foreign Make”); passport 
visas; and British Industries Fairs (in which 
connection the Chamber is submitting evi- 
dence to the Board of Trade Committee).

ACCORDING to a recent report in The Times 
(Trade Supplement) Australian traders assert 
that they aie being left in the lurch by British 
firms, and regard with amazement the im- 
patience of many sections of the community 
in this country to resume trading relations 
with Russia. Letters have frequently appeared 
in the Australian Press asking if British 
manufacturers really desire to do business 
with Australia, and one journal, the Industrial 
Australian, which has hitherto consistently 
advocated preference to British goods, speaks 
very strongly on the outcome of the present 
condition of affairs, remarking: "' Innumer- 
able Australian firms were willing to put up 
with every inconvenience provided they got 
a little consideration from Britian, but with 
an almost inexplicable indifference to the 
future of her trade Britain declined to study 
their interests—thereby driving them to the 
foreigner." 


WHILE the present condition of things con- 
tinues it is allowing a free hand to the 
foreigner to place his goods on the Australian 
market, and so obtain what might result in a 
strong footing to the exclusion of British 
goods for many years to come. Already it is 
stated the Americans are taking full advan- 
tage of the shortage of British goods on the 
Australian market, and the American Govern- 
ment is staffing its Commercial Agency with 
men of the hustling tvpe, whose trading pro- 
paganda is making itself felt. 


THE correspondent referred to also makes a 
reference to the methods adopted bv the 
British and American Trade Commissioners, 
and in a comparison says the Americans avail 
themselves of every opportunity of securing 
publicity for American methods. Оп the 
other hand, the British Trade Commissioner, 
while performing useful service, in the matter 
of advertising British goods was dumb and 
nactive. The general feeling among Austra- 


lian importers is that the British authorities 
should be given greater latitude and especially 
instructed to keep Australians abreast of trade 
conditions by making’ greater use of the trade 
journals and newspapers. It must be pointed 
out, however, that the Australian, whose 
loyalty and patriotism cannot be doubted. 
would prefer to trade within the Empire, but. 
the preferential tariff notwithstanding, he will 
perforce look elsewhere if he cannot get the 
goods he requires from Britain. 


THE whole position of the Commonwealth 
and its trading relations with this country 
are engaging the serious attention of a num- 
ber of prominent business men, and although 
they view the existing condition of things as 
serious, the opinion is generally held that 
things will right themselves in a few months. 
On behalf of the London Chamber of Com- 
merce, Mr. Stanley Machin, in supporting a 
resolution that representations be made to 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer on the ques- 
tion, mentioned that he had recently intro- 
duced an influential deputation to Mr. Cham- 
berlain on this subject. One of the members 
of the deputation, Mr. R. W. Jeans, of the 
Bank of Australasia, was able to show it was 
the embargo of the Australian Government 
which prevented the exportation of gold to 
right the exchange on this side that was the 
cause of the difficulty. It isimperative that 
some solution should be found to ease the 
present situation, and it is undoubtedly a 
question that must receive the closest atten- 
tion from both the British and Australian 
Governments. 


Australian Business Houses. 


Tue new factory of Marchant and Co , Ltd.. 
printers and proprietors of the Farmer ana 
Settler newspaper is in Moorgate street, Black- 
friars, Sydney. The excellent new premises 
are equipped with plant for printing in the 
three.colour process, in which the бги pro- 
duct rivals the best of the world's colour- 
printing work. 


AMONG the new companies registered in 
Melbourne is that of Findlay, Stephenson 
Prop, Ltd., for the purpose of carrying out an 
agreement entered into for the purchase of 
the business carried on under the name ot 
Thomas Saw and Co. and Sherwood and 
Stephenson, as manufacturing  stationers. 
paper merchants, paper bag manufacturers 
and printers, The capital is £5,000, in 5,000 
shares of £1 each. 


DuRiNG the year ended April 30th, Edwards. 
Dunlop and Co. records a net profit of £54,707. 
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to which is added £14,389 brought forward. 
The company made a bonus distribution of 
£50,000 to ordinary shares from the reserve 
account accumulated before July Ist, 1914. At 
the same time the share capital was increased 
by the issue of 50,000 fresh ordinary shares. 
These alterations in the capital are reflected 
іп the latest statement of accounts. The divi- 
dend on the ordinary shares is maintained at 
Io per cent. ; but it absorbs £2,500 more than 
formerly. The return to preference share- 
holders remains as last year, both in ratio 
and in amount. On this occasion the board 
allocates £1,000 to the bonus and provident 
account, which received no addition last 
year. 


A CLAIM for £5,000 damages for a breach of 
contract to supply 60 tons of news-print 
paper has occupied the Jury Court at Sydney 
for ten days. Messrs. Graham Bros, Ltd., 
paper merchants, of Brisbane and New South 
Wales, were the plaintiffs, and the New South 
Wales Country Press Co-operative Co., Ltd., 
were the defendants. In the end, a verdict 
was returned for plaintiffs, with general 
damages £912 105., a stay of proceedings 
being granted. А 


IN the course of his summing ир, the judge 
mentiened that the defendants admitted that 
they did not deliver, and were ready to pay 
damages arising out of the non-delivery. But 
they said that this damage did not amount to 
more than Is., which they paid into court. 
After a lengthy hearing, the case ended as 
stated above. 


Paper ia Australia, 


ANXIETY concerning supplies of paper con- 
tinues among consumers and various sugges- 
tions are being put forward in the hope of 
relieving the situation sooner or later and 
more or less permanently. 


IN view of the shortage and the excessive 
cost the Federal Government is again giving 
attention to the question of encouraging 
further experiments in the local manufac- 
ture of paper pulp and news-print paper. 
The proposal is to encourage local manufac- 
ture by the provision of substantial bonuses. 


OPENING the Country Press Conference at 


Brisbane, Mr. W. N. Gillies, Minister for Agri- 


culture, ‘stated that the Government was 
making inquiries into the question of acquir- 
ing a pulping plant, or erecting a pulping 


plant, with a view to meeting the paper 


shortage. 

DuRING the year ended June 30th the Com- 
monwealth imported paper to the value of 
£805,261 and stationery worth £378,103. The 
United Kingdom’s contribution of paper re- 
presented £212,708; other British countries, 
£178,883; United States, £118,532, and Japan, 
£ 22,005. 


HIGH prices of news-print paper were 
among the chief arguments put before Mr. 
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Massy Greene, Minister for Trade and Cus- 
toms, by a deputation of newspaper proprie- 
tors, who sought to obtain some relief so far 
as the Customs duty on news-print is con- 
cerned. Rising costs of paper, wages, etc., 
have been recently felt by the provincial and 
country press in Australia, and since the war 
began between 35 and 40 newspapers have 
ceased publication, while some others have 
amalgamated. 


SoME interesting figures relating to the 
price of news-print were given by Mr. J. 
Ryan, N.S.W., who stated that before the war 
the price of paper in Australia was between 
£11 and £14 Ios. a ton. Last year the con- 
tract price was £39 13s. 4d. To-day it had 
reached £72, and the estimated price six 
months hence was £95. One recent quota- 
tion was for £120a ton. The Customs duty 
imposed at the rate of то per cent. was no 
longer a tax; it was a positive penalty. In 
1014 the duty on Scandinavian paper was 
18s. 6d. a ton; on Canadian £1 7s. ad. a ton. 
This year, on Scandinavian sheet news-print, 
the duty was £8 10s. a ton, and that on the 
Canadian product £1 18s. 6d. 


о 
NEW ZEALAND. 


THE present customs tariff is an important 
factor in hindering the development of trade 
with British exporters, despite an earnest 
desire among New Zealand business men to 
give more encouragement to British traders. 
The New Zealand Government has indicated 
that it will not be able to undertake revision 
of the customs tariff until next year. It is 
pretty certain that the import duties on a 
considerable number of articles will then be 
substantially increased, when it is to be hoped 
the tariff may be revised in such a way that a 
more substantial preference will be given to 
British goods. | 


THE annual report of the Printing and 
Stationery Department of the New Zealand 
Government emphasies the scarcity and dear- 
ness of paper, and the need for strict economy. 
As an example of waste of paper, attention is 
called by the Auckland Weekly News to the 
form issued by the Commission of Taxes for 
returns of income. It is designed to meet the 
requirements of every class of taxpayer, with 
the result that its dimensions are swollen far 
beyond the requirements of the great majority 
—those persons whose income is derived 
wholly, or almost so, from salary or wages. 


PRINTING and writing paper and stationery 
are among the items in which the United 
States has increased its imports into New 
Zealand. The United Kingdom's share of tlie 
total imports was 37:5 per cent., as against 
35'9 per cent. in the previous year, and 515 per 
cent.in 1914 The shrinkage of British goods 
since 1914 is therefore 16 per cent. The United 
States has increased its exports to New Zea- 
land from 11:6 per cent. in 1914 to 263 per 
cent. іп 1919, and Japan from гі per cent. in 
1914 to 4'3 per cent. in 1919. 
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SOUTH AFRICA. 


WHILE trade as a whole is inclined to be 
slack throughout the country, some printers 
appear to have plenty of work in hand, the 
paper box trade being a line in which special 
activity has been noticeable of late. 


WE have received a communication from 
the British Manufacturers! Representatives’ 
Association of South Africa (Incorporated), 
whose membership, it is stated, includes re- 
presentatives from almost every branch of 
trade. At the present time it has nearly 400 
members, all of whom have an adequate 
knowledge of their business and are fully con- 
versant with the requirements and conditions 
obtaining in South Africa. 


Tuis Association claims to be the original 
British Manufacturers’ Association of South 
Africa, and state that they have noconnection 
with the newer organisation bearing the simi- 
lar title, "South African Association of British 
Manufacturers and their Agents,” nor with 
any Government body, and that they are not 
in any way under Government control. 


ONE of the objects the Association has in the 
forefront of its work is the rendering of assist- 
ance and giving advice to British manufac- 
turers and their representatives. In regard to 
the activities of foreign firms in the South 
African market, the Association is doing com- 
mendable service in helping the British manu- 
facturer to regain his former prominent posi- 
tion in that market. British traders who have 
dealings in South Africa are invited to get 
into touch with the Association, whose Lon- 
don corresponding secretary is Mr. H. Day, 
22, St. Paul's-churchyard, London, E.C. 


UNDER an award just issued, the minimum 
wages paid to women and young persons 
(fernales)in the Transvaal printing trade have 
been varied by a decision made by the 
Wages Board. The following are now to be 
the minima: First year, £1 5s. per week; 
second year, £1 125. 6d.; third year, 
£2 2s. 6d.; fourth year, £2 12s. 6d.; fifth 
year, £3 10s.; and after five years, £3 
15s. For apprentices and young persons 
(male) the minimum will start at £1 per week 
in the first year to £2 10s. in the fourth, and 
£5inthe seventh. Objections must be lodged 
within two months. 


о 
INDIA, 


Bomsay, Calcutta, and other large indus- 
trial centres in India appear, according to re- 
ports to be suffering as we are in this country 
from the occasional menace of thestrike fever. 
For the most part trade unions in India are 
ill-organised, and are often without rules and 
a recognised constitution. Doubtless the 
reading of the strikes in England ishelping to 
suggest to the Indian worker that he can also 
get his grievances adjusted by the weapon of 
the strike. The fact that so many men were 


brought over here during the war and have 
imbibed our customs and habits has also been 
instrumental in creating a different outlook— 
perhaps somewhat confused—on trade union 
questions generally. 


So FAR the strikes that have taken place in 
the Government printing establishments have 
not been very successful from the point of 
view of the men. A study of the strike which 
occurred in the printing trade during July and 
August revealed clearly how an unthinking 
body of men could be worked up almost un- 
consciously into a strike habit of mind. The 
Government, who had made every endeavour 
to deal fairly with the men, after making de- 
tailed inquiries and numerous calculations, 
published a new scale of wages. During the 
war increases had been granted on the ac- 
cepted pre-war rates of wages. After the 
armistice a methodical revision of rates was 
undertaken for the purpose of bringing the 
wages more nearly into relation to the cost of 
living. 

Tuis effort on the part of the Government 
did not pacify the men. Among their de- 
mands in the recent strike wasa change of the 
piece-rate system into one of regular salaries. 
The principle of the piece-rate system which 
finds almost universal acceptance in England 
did not appeal to the Indian printer, and it 
was one of his constant demands that it 
should be abolished. The Government were 
quite willing at the same time to revise the 
piece rates so as to allow a man to earn a 
decent income, with a margin for holidavs, 
but would not give up the principle which 
rewarded a man according to his output. 


THE Government held firm to its attitude, 
with the result that the press workers at Cal- 
cutta and Delhi struck work at short notice. 
The piece-workers at Simla, on the other 
hand, stuck to their work for nearly a month, 
but eventually gave way to the efforts of the 
agitators from Calcutta and Delhi. The 
Government still refused to surrender to the 
demands for the abolition of piece rates, and 
their workers were distinctly better paid 1han 
the presses owned bv private individuals. 


AFTER two months' idleness the men re- 
turned to work on the understanding that they 
would only be restored to the pensionable list 
after satisfactory probation for another twelve 
months. Regarded from every aspect, the 
strike was a tailure, especially to the printers 
who had lost one to two months wages with- 
out gaining a single concession. 


WirH the hope of obviating future troubles 
several of the local Governments are establish- 
ing organisations to deal with labour ques- 
tions as they arise, notably in Madras and 
Bombay, and in several factories works com- 
mittees have been formed, following the plan 
of the Whitley Council as we have it in 
England. 
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Ole Gost ot Book Production 


Serious Curtailment of Business in U.S. 


That book-production in America is—as in 
this country—suffering a very severe set-back 
owing to the costs being in many cases pro- 
hibitive, is to be gathered from the replies 
which American publishers have given to an 
inquiry made by the American Publishers' 
Association as to the extent to which the 
present high prices of printing are hindering 
and curtailing book production :—Forty pub- 
lishers answered that present prices were cur- 
tailing new enterprises ; 28 of the above gave 
estimates that 408 books had remained un- 
published this year on that account ; 2,500,000 
volumes was the estimate of the books thus 
cut off ; 2,000,000 volumes of the above would 
have been the binding orders; there would 
have been in the printing involved of those 28 
publishers about 30,000,000 forms; 1,213 old 
titles had been dropped from the lists of 26 
publishers since January Ist ; 2,000,000 volumes 
were thus left unprinted, or about 20,000,000 
forms; 3,700 was the average estimate of the 
size of the edition needed to warrant publish- 
ing a new book, whereas 1,250 would have 
been the average in former years; 1,250 was 
shown to be the average needed to warrant 
going to press again with an old title, whereas 
450 was the average in former years; 7,500 
was shown to be the average on new titles in 
competitive lines, whereas 3,300 was the

average under former conditions; 3,500 the 
average figure which justified re-printing 
competitive titles, whereas 1,200 was the 
average formerly. 

Of the New York publishers, 25 out of 34 
answering the question are placing work out- 
side the city. Almost every publisher agreed 
the export opportunities were being cur- 
tailed, Canadian business being lost, Aus- 
tralian being cancelled, and that English 
Dues again had the advantage of New 

ork. 
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Owing to the latest advance in printers' 
wages, the Cost and Charges Committee of the 
Federation of Master Printers have examined 
the costing figures of a large number of print- 
ing firms in London and the provinces. The 
Committee find that owing to the increase in 
wages, the rise in rates and other general ex- 
penses, the cost of general printing, apart 
from materials, has increased by at least 5 per 
cent. This increase applies only to the costs 
of production on the labour side. Paper and 
other materials are subject to market fluctu- 
ations. In periodical, newspaper, and similar 
work the proportion of wages to the total 
cost is higher than in general printing, and 
the increase in this case is about 6} per cent., 
and more in certain cases where special work 
is carried out.

paper Conditions i ED 


Mr. W. G. Marshall, representative of the 
Canadian Export Paper Co., after an inves- 
tigation of the European situation, states that 
heis convinced that whilea slump is predicted 
in many lines of export trade, the Canadian 
pulp and paper industry is on an absolutely 
rock-bottom foundation for many years to 
come. 

Mr. Marshall recently concluded a year's 
study of conditions in nearly every country in 
Europe. He looked over the ground in Ger- 
many and Austria, which were pre-war pro- 
ducers of finer graded paper, and Scandinavia, 
which supplies pulp, news-print, etc. То 
judge from the results of his investigation, 
there is no prospect of the European demand 
for news-print being over-supplied, no matter 
how far one looks into the future, barring 
some new discovery in the papermaking art. 

German and Austrian conditions are so un- 
settled that these countries are not serious 
competitors in any lines at present, and will 
probably never be as regards news-print. 
America and Scandinavia are practically the 
world's only sources of news-print, although 
Russia may ultimately again furnish pulp 
wood for German mills. So great has been 
the growth of Europe's consumption of news- 
print, as compared with the supply, although 
less striking than that of the United States, 
that indications point to a permanent market 
for Canadian mills.

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Mr. W. C. Powers’ Im impressions of a 
Recent Visit. 


Be ERA. 


Mr. W. C. Powers (Messrs. W. C. Powers 
and Co., Ltd.) formed some interesting im- 
pressions of his recent visit to Canada, and 
these he furnished to a representative of the 
British and Colonial Printer and Stationer. 

“The market in Canada for contract 

'news'" he observed, “as distinct from spot 
lots, is 64 cents United States currency f.o.b. 
mill, and this price is likely to continue 
throughout the first quarter of 1921. There 
has been considerable talk of an advance to 
7 or 7] cents, but in view of the likelihood of 
Scandinavian competition and also the pos- 
sible effect on the consumption of paper, it is 
thought by the wisest concerns that 6} cents 
should continue and not be increased. At the 
present freight and exchange, this price works 
out close to £60 an English ton delivered in 
Great Britain, and it would seem to be as 
high as any other quotations at present. It 
is not thought likely that there will be much, 
if any, Canadian paper shipped to Great 
Britain during 1921, as most of the tonnage 
in Canada isalready under contract to present 
buyers. Approximately, 12 per cent. is taken 
by Canadian publishers, I1 per cent. is 
exported to overseas markets, principally the 
British colonies, and the balance, 77 per cent., 
is sold in the United States market." 


ГИН Extensions. 


During his stay in Canada Mr. Powers 
gleaned information concerning mill de- 
velopments. Two new machines for the 
Laurentide Co. will be running by the 
end of the present year. The product from 
these has already been sold for a long time 
ahead. The new machine at Price Brothers 
will be running in April and the product of 
this also has been booked. The new mill of 
Price Brothers on the Saguenay River has 
been delayed owing to the difficulty of ob- 
taining material and equipment, but it will 
be proceeded with as soon as conditions in 
regard to these matters improve. 

In regard to the controversy which is pro- 
ceeding between the United States and Can- 
ada in relation to pulp-wood from Crown 
Lands, Mr. Powers observes: “There is no 
immediate prospect of an increase in produc- 
tion in the United States owing tothe anxietv 
about the supply of wood in that couutry and 
owing to the refusal of the Canadian Pro- 
vincial Governments to allow any of their 
Crown Land wood to be exported to the 
United States in an unmanufactured form. 
' his will probably force the American manu- 
facturers who hold Canadian leases to build 
their additional mills in Canada. The Inter- 
national Paper Co. has already taken this 
step and will have two machines making 


news-print in their new mill at Three Rivers, 


Quebec. These machines are expected to start 
up in November, 1921." 
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U.S. Paper Lull. 


The paper market for all grades in the 
United States shows considerable slowing up. 
Mr. Powers informs us, having commenced in 
September. This is particularly noticeable in 
box-boards, which are experiencing quite a 
lull. The finer grades of paperare less affected 
Printing papers are still in good demand and 
news-print, while not in any panic condition, 
is still in heavy demand and all available 
quantities are taken up as soon as the buyers 
can get hold of them. 

Mr. Powers states that any modification of 
the Excess Profits Law would result in some 
reduction in general advertising, and the 
depression in the motor car industry is also 
affecting that portion of newspaper and maga- 
zine advertising. The extent of advertising 
in America is the closest barometer of the 
consumption of print paper and in a large 
degree it affects the consumption of higher 
grade papers such as are used in catalogues 
and other printed matter for mail use. 

Asked as to whether the same conditions 
prevailed in Canada, Mr. Powers said: “ Busi- 
ness conditions in Canada follow very closely 
those in the United States, and there is, in 
addition, a determined effort to reduce luxury 
spending, so as to redress, if possible, the ad- 
verse trade balance which now exists in 
Canada. This adverse trade balance creates 
a premium on the United States currency and 
increases the cost in Canada of anything im- 
ported from U.S." 


The Outlook. 


Referring to the future of the paper trade 
in Canada, Mr. Powers says: “ Paper and pulp 
securities have enjoyed an unprecedented 
boom in Canada and seem to be in high 
favour with the investing public both in 
Canada and the United States. The mills 
have had a very profitable year, and with 
easier fuel conditions in sight and the healthier 
labour outlook, the future seems very bright 
for most of the Canadian mills.” 

Canada is suffering in nothing like the same 
degree from labour unrest as we are in this 
country. ‘In Quebec the labour conditions 
are particularly .favourable,” Mr. Powers 
states, “апа they are to be congratulated 
upon comparative freedom from strikes. 
socialistic movementsand'ca'canny ' theories. 
Their labour is well paid, contented, and hard- 
working and the combination is shown in the 
good results from manufacturing operations."

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The New Lathography. 


By William Gamble, F.R.P.S., F.O.S. 


Lithography is entering on a new lease of 
life. Before the war there were gloomy 
prophets who believed the art was doomed 
owing to the growing preference for letter- 
press printing and the encroachments of the 
photo-process men on what had been regarded 
as the legitimate and unassailable field of the 
lithographer. Опе cause, and, perhaps, the 
main cause for this was that the lithographic 
industry had not kept pace with the trend of 
the times; it ignored the advantages which 
photo-lithography could confer, and for the 
most part was reluctant to depart from stone 
printing on slow-running and ponderous ma- 
chines. A few of the more enterprising took 
up direct plate printing and offset machines, 
but the majority clung to the old methods 
arguing from wrong premises that stone work 
was more adaptable and yielded better results, 
whilst direct rotary or offset rotary machines 
were only adaptable for long runs for which 
it was difficult to get orders. It wasadmitted 
that offset printing was making wonderful 
progress in America, but there, it was con- 
tended, big editions were readily obtainable, 
" Look at the expense of transferring, in pre- 
paring large plates for the offset press," they 
said, “ how can it pay with the average run of 
jobs?" So these wise-heads, they went on 
with their old methods, and only began to do 
some hard thinking when they saw work they 
had hitherto done passing into the hands of 
the typographic printer, and large litho- 


graphic firms either shutting down or some 
of the more enterprising ones scrapping flat- 
bed machines wholesale and replacing them 
with offset or direct rotary machines. 


Returning to Lithography. 


The problems created by the war and the 
period of reconstruction seem to have com- 
pleted the enlightenment, and now there isa 
real eagerness to take up offset coupled with 
photo-process methods. The result is that, to 
use a popular expression, lithography is “ get- 
ting some of its own back" from the typo- 
graphic printer and the process trade. 

One reason for the change is no doubt the 
high cost of typographic printing and process 
blocks. The business man has been looking 
about for cheaper methods of printing, and 
having seen the improved accomplishments 
of lithography, has been induced to place 
orders which formerly went to the letterpress 
printer and Ыоск-такег We wish to 
emphasise that this result is not wholly 
on the ground of cheapness, but because of 
a quality which can be attained by the litho- 
grapher which is not possible by other means. 
To begin with, offset lithography can achieve 
good results on paper orother material which 
simply cannot be handled by the letterpress 
printer. We have seen specimens of work 
done on an offset hand press, showing the 
same job printed on plate paper, common 
tissue, blotting, rough art cover paper, book- 
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cloth, book cases, calico, silk, satin, celluloid, 
wood veneer, metal, and even glass plates. 
Obviously letterpress printing could not touch 
most of such work. 
An Exploded Fallacy, 
What is possible in this way for single 
printing in black is equally possible incolours, 
for the fallacy that it is difficult to get register 
on offset presses is exploded. Excellent work 
їп three, four, five and more colours is being 
done on offset presses, and the plates are being 
produced from half-tone negatives just as 
readily as from work drawn by lithographic 
artists. The lithographer has mastered the 
difficulty of printing half-tone, and though 
some may think the result is not so good as 
that achieved by printing on art paper from 
a fine half-tone block, there are others who 
prefer the soft and high light effect of offset 
printed half-tone. 


Offset Advantages. 


Another important departure by the litho- 
&rapher is the successful printing of text 
matter. Formerly if a lithographer was given 
a type transfer he most likely made a smudge 
of it. 

That was partly because few letterpress 
printers knew how to pull a type transfer 
properly, whilst the lithographer's methods 
made matters worse. Now a good black 
proof of the type is pulled on transparent 
paper, and usedas if it was a photographic 
positive for exposing direct on to the sensi- 
tised metal plate. 

This is much quicker than the old method 
of re-transfer, and the result is far better; 
indeed, the best of such work is in no way 
inferior to good letterpress printing. The 
lithographer has the advantage that he can 
put down a number of repeats at one photo- 
graphic exposure, and thus reduce the cost of 
machining. Moreover, offset rotary presses 
with automatic feeders can be run at a higher 
speed than letterpress machines. 

Again, there is a great gain in producing 
‘colour plates by photo-lithographic methods. 
Register is more easily obtained by the mech- 
anical devices employed than by the old 
methods, and of coursea great deal of artists’ 
work is saved by making the reproductions in 
the camera through colour filters. 


New Developments Indicated. 


The limits of this article do not permit of 
our dealing with the numerous new methods 
of lithography brought about by the applica- 
tion of photo processes, but we may revert to 
this side of the subject in a future article. 
Suffice it to say that such processes as the 
Huebner-Bleistein, the Boedecker, and the 
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Lithotex, with their ingenious ‘“step-and- 
repeat "apparatus, are fast revolutionising the 
old lithography. But there is more to come. 
“Dry” lithography is heralded, and is already 
working successfully in America for certain 
Classes of work. It may result in letterpress 
machines being applied to litho printing, 
which was the dream of Mr. G. H. Hildyard 
Many years ago when he invented and 
demonstrated “ Wharf Litho.” This was a 
method of printing a litho plate on a Wharfe- 
dale machine, but he was “before his time," 
and his invention was never developed com- 
mercially. We also hear of a more recent 
English inventor of a "dry" lithographic 
process, whose method is already running 
successfullv in a London lithographic estab-

It includes not only several 
excellent illustrations but also some 20 pages 
of letterpress. А two. colour illustration 
showing a dark-room interior with operator 
and machinery, is very effective— more effec- 
tive, we judge, for thisparticular subject than 
the best half-tone work would have been: 
and the plates, we are told, cost only one- 
third the current price of corresponding half- 
tone blocks. The letterpress— reproduced the 
same size as the original—is commendably 
sharp and clean, and could betaken as printed 
from type.

Tue latest term to find practical use in the 
paper trade is the centum. We have met 
the mille, known to standardisers as the 
thousand-sheet ream, but here we have the 
centum in actual use, applied to the package 
of 100 sheets or boards. When the centum re- 
places the gross, we shall be a step nearer 
uniformity and simplicity in onesection of the 
trade. 
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Printers Strongly in Evidence. 


The Advertising Exhibition at Shepherd's 
Bush last week was a distinct tribute to the 
value of advertising. Printers and block- 
makers-were everywhere in evidence, and 
their effective displays illustrated the im- 
portance of the craft. 


Some of the Stands. 


Visitors found at the White City a wide 
representation of "news" and technical 
papers, which, of course, have their basis in 
print and paper. Ап interesting feature of 
the Daily Telegraph stand was a Hoe heavy 
type two-speed matrix rolling machine, an 
important contribution to the speedier output 
of daily newspapers. 

Of recent years there has been a large de- 
velopment of process work for advertisement 
illustration, and this was evidenced on several 
stalls. Carl Hentschel, Ltd., have made a 
special study of this useful art, and the visitor 
saw specimens of work from the first process 
block produced by Hentschel's photo-zinco- 
graph to the latest samples of line and half- 
tone, electros, stereos, etc. A striking exhibit 
was the first photo-process work produced by 
Carl Hentschel in 1880, as well as framed 
copies of the Daily Chronicle containing full- 
page illustrations in connection with the 
death of W. E. Gladstone in 1898. Particular 
interest was attached to these specimens, for 
the large-page illustrations were all printed 
direct from the original zinc blocks, being 
curved direct on to. the cylinder of the 
machines. 

John Swain and Co. also exhibited 
examples of the art of illustration as de- 
veloped by them during more than 40 years. 
Specimens of everyday work were shown from 
each department, including half-tonein mono- 
chrome and colour, line etching (zinco) both 
hand and "blast" etched, three and four- 
colour process, rotary gravure (Swaingravure), 
wood-engraving, copper plate engraving and 
chromo-lithography. А very fine piece of 
work was illustrated in a half-tone reproduc- 
tion of cloth, which was most realistic and 
effective. 

The well-known firm of Cooper and Budd, 
Ltd., were represented by quality printing, in 
black and colour, demonstrating the efficiency 
of modern methods. The specimens of folder, 
booklet and catalogue advertising are de- 
signed to meet the present need for commer- 
cial work of a high standard, for which the 
company has acquired а world - wide 
reputation. 

Haycock, Cadle and Graham, Ltd., printers 
and lithographers, were represented by letter- 
press and colour work of great variety and 
uniform excellence. Their range extends from 
pictorial posters to labels. There was on view 
a printing machine. with automatic feeder, 
engaged in producing for Messrs. G. and F. 
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Pears, Ltd., 250,000 picture post cards of the 
famous painting “ Bubbles." 

Avery's stand contained, as near as pos- 
sible, a complete working block-making plant 
in actual operation. It must have been a 
revelation to the uninitiated to see the 
elaborate process and the amount of skill 
involved in producing quick-service blocks. 

An interesting feature of Spottiswoode, 
Ballantyne and Co.'s exhibit of high-class 
printing was an old hand press of 1796, which 
was used by Ballantyne in the printing of the 
Waverley novels. 

St. Clements Press, Odhams, Ltd., and a 
host of other printing firms displayed in- 
genuity and taste in the schemes carried out 
for displaying their services to the press and 
the advertiser. 

Of special interest to printers was the com- 
petition for the G.E. Whitehouse Cup, pre- 
sented by the editor of Impressions for the best 
full-page display newspaper advertisement 
featuring the advantages of a town either for 
industrial or pleasure purposes, or both. The 
cup was awarded to Mr. Charles T. Spanton, 
for an excellent display of the Port of Imming- 
ham. In the poster competition the submis- 
sion of nearly 3,000 original sketches, suitable 
for use as posters, indicates the great present- 
day interest in commercial art. 


Miller ЇЙ ЇЇ Polen. 


After litigation extending over a period of 
six years, the Court of Appeals of the District 
of Columbia, on October 4th denied a petition 
for a rehearing in connection with its decision 
handed down June 2nd, 1920, in favour of the 
Miller Saw-Trimmer Co. 

This definitely confirms the decision that 
Hans Honigmann is not the original inventor 
of certain mechanical features pertaining to 
automatic feeding devices for printing presses, 
named in his patent No. 1,074,720, and that 
the Miller Saw- Trimmer Co.'s inventors are 
legally entitled to the patent covering the 
points contested. 


THE NEWSPAPER CONFERENCE, formed at 
the outbreak of war to deal with questions 
affecting the interests of the Press has been 
dissolved, and a new conference, representing 
the Press of the United Kingdom outside 
London, has been constituted. The title of 
the Newspaper Conference has been retained 
by the new body, which will meet weekly as 
representative of the Press of the three King- 
doms, outside London, which has its own 
organisation.

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What Printers Should Know About Metals. 


Mr. A. H. Mundey, .London Manager of Fry's 
Metal Foundry, Lectures on an Important Subject. 


It would seem to a good many people that 
metallurgy, although of undoubted practical 
importance, is hardly a subject that anyone 
could "enthuse" about. In the case of 
studies, however, asof persons, knowledgeand 
understanding are apt to beget interest and 
affection, and Mr. A. H. Mundey, delivering 
"A Talk on Metals" at St. Bride on Friday, 
not only showed himself thoroughly in love 
with his subject, but managed to convey some 
of his enthusiasm to his audience, who fol- 
lowed him with close attention throughout, 
and manifested their appreciation by most 
hearty applause. 

Avoiding a technical style, and talking on 
homely and engaging fashion about the little 
personal characteristics and the "likes" and 
‘dislikes " of the various metals, Mr. Mundey 
first introduced to his audience, seriatim, the 
metals of chief interest to printers—lead, anti- 
mony, tin, copper, zinc and aluminium— 
touching brietly on their history, occurrence, 
production and physical properties. Regard- 
ing tin, hestressed the important point that 
this metal has the striking property of harden- 
ing other metals, particularly copper; and in 
respect of zinc he mentioned a fact of which 
the mechanical typesetter cannot be too often 
reminded—that zinc does not alloy with lead 
to any practical extent, and to this we owe 
the ruin of much type-metal by theaccidental 
introduction of zinc or by insufficientrefining. 
It would seem that even metals are not alto- 
gether and in all circumstances lovable— even 
to the metallurgist; as in speaking of the 
latter metal and its troublesome behaviour in 
combination, Mr. Mundey referred to it as 
" the horror, in fact, the absolute nightmare, 
of the type-metal mixer." 


Printers’ lletais. 


Going on to speak of the alloys in conmon 
use by printers—type-me1al, linotype, mono- 
lype, stereotype and reviving metals—Mr. 
Mundey explained the important matter of 
the temperature as affecting the solution of 
one metal in another. Imagine, he said, a 
vessel of water; we add salt and it is dissolved, 
we continue to add until and it will dissolve 
no more; it is said to be saturated. Now we 
warm our strong solution and we find that it 
will dissolve more salt, and so on within cer- 
tain limits we can vary the power of solu- 
bility by varying the temperature. Now allow 
this extra strong solution to cool to the 
original temperature much of the salt will 
crystallise out. "This is just the sort of thing 
which happens when we make some of our 
printing alloys. If wetake87 per cent. of lead 
and r3 per cent. of antimony, we make a solu- 
tion which will not of necessity deposit any 


antimony when the alloy cools; but when we 
add any further quantity of antimony, or of 
tin which behaves in the same way as anti- 
mony to a great extent in such a case, then the 
excess of antimony or of antimony and tin 
crystallises out on cooling, greatly increasing 
the hardness, the brittleness and the power of 
expansion of the alloy, thus giving a good 
type of whatever kind is required—sharp, 
strong, clearly defined. The function of the 
tin acting with the antimony is to refine the 
structure making the crystals finer, tougher, 
and finally the alloy is more fluid as well as 
more easily melted, so that the molten metal 
is a clear running, mobile, clean liquid, which 
does not stop up the small apertures in the 
the valves through which it must pass, and 
when it reaches the mould and matrix, takes 
up a sharp impression of every detail, expand- 
ing ever so slightly, but just sufficiently to 
effect its purpose. 


Mechanical Typesetting Troubles. 


Speaking of the use of metal in mechanical 
typesetting machines, Mr. Mundey remarked 
that the presence of foreign metals such as 
zinc is most harmful, as it is not soluble in the 
lead ; it comes gradually to the top, but it 
gathers to it quite a large proportion of rich 
tin, antimony crystals, which, being rapidlv 
oxidised on their surface, collect other crystals, 
refusing to remelt unless great trouble and 
pains be taken by the operator, and finally 
thesemi-solid metal has to be removed from the 
pot, thus impoverishing the pot charge most 
seriously of its proportion of tin and anti- 
mony. 

A similar trouble, he remarked, is noticeable 
when the metal is worked at too low a tem- 
perature, crystals tend to fall out, particularly 
when cold ingots of metal are added, they 
stick together, come to the top, get oxidised, 
and presently get skimmed off and wasted. 

Another phase of the same trouble must be 
known to many operators. The metal is just 
hot enough to keep all its crystals in solution 
in the mass, but when it passes through the 
small apertures of the valves it is momentarily 
cooled and deposits tiny crystals in that very 
passage which is so urgently required to be. 
kept clean and free, and we have at once 
trouble of stopped up valves. The higher 
class metal, with high antimony and tin con- 
tent, is even more likely to give trouble to the 
operator than the poor qualities, for the latter 
cannot deposit the extra tin and antimony if 
they are not there, but, of course, the presence 
of the extra amount of these metals is neces- 
sary for good type, and the production of 
good type is the aim, not mere easy produc- 
tion of weak, soft and ill-formed type. 
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The speed of working is also a very im- 
portant point: if large or moderate-sized type 
be produced at the same speed as small type, 
obviously the metal cannot completely fill 
and chill in the fine lines, etc., of the type 
before it is ejected, and inferior work results. 
No rules can be made up for such cases ; it is 
indeed a case for common sense and experi- 
ence. 

Correct Working Temperatures. 

As to the important question of the tem- 
peratures at which printers' metals should be 
used, Mr. Mundey said his colleague, Mr. 
Bissett, had made a very careful determina- 
tion of the melting points of a long series of 
the alloys of lead, antimony and tin, and he 
had, in company with him and several other 
colleagues, who are most skilful and experi- 
enced printers, notably Mr. Bell and Mr. 
Maddams, arranged a set of figures for the 
guidance of the users of metals as to the best 
temperatures for working. The figures— 
representing in each case the approximate 
range of working temperature, in degrees 
Fahrenheit—are: Mono, from 560 to 610; 
lino, from 525 to 570; rot. stereo, 545 to 590; 
flat stereo, 540 to 580. 

In conclusion, Mr. Mundey urged that 
printers should insist upon having their metals 
not only in the right proportion for their 
particular work, but clean. He pointed out 
that o.1 per cent. of zinc or even o.2 of 
copper may cause such delay and loss that the 
printer will wish that he had reliable metal, 
even if it had cost him much more money, and 
the difference in the first cost of good metal 
and that of casual stuff, sometimes good, 
sometimes bad, is probably made up in loss 
of time in the first day's working. 

The lecture was illustrated with some 
excellent lantern slides showing metallurgical 
apparatus, the micro-structure of metals, etc., 
and interesting specimens of metals were 
exhibited for inspection. 


Questions. 


Mr. T. W. McAra, J.P., who performed the 
duties of chairman in his customary breezy 
style, complimented the lecturer upon having 
succeeded, despite extensive expert knowledge 
of hissubject, in expressing himself in popular 
language which his hearers could understand. 

Mr. J. R. Riddell, who spoke of the lecture 
as most, helpful to printers, broke the ice at 
question time by raising the question of the 
properties of metals concerned in lithe 
printing from zinc or aluminium making the 
work produced inferior to that from the 
stone. 

Replying later, Mr. Mundey said he thought 
this was mostly a question of the power 
of absorption of the surface. The litho- 
£grapher's stone, of beautifully prepared 
and selected sandstone, had a certain amount 
of absorptive power by virtue of which the 
parts of the surface not covered with the 
greasy ink would retain sufficient moisture to 
enable them to repel the ink from the roller. 
It was difficult as yet to get aluminium or 
zinc—particularly the latter—to keep suffi- 
ciently moist, this being largely a question of 
capillarity. 
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Asked whether when a metal on fracture 
showed very large crystals, this indicated the 
presence of a certain amount of zinc, the 
lecturer replied that this was not so. The 
amount of antimony influenced the size of 
crystals, but the chief factors were the tem- 
perature of the molten metal and the speed 
of its cooling. 

In reply to a question as to the use of 
chemical cleaners of type metal, Mr. Mundey 
explained the purpose of chemical cleaners 
and said they could be used, but that it was 
preferable to have clean metal that did not 
require physicking. However, the best of 
metal sometimes oxidised and required 
" washing out," and that was a process best left 
to the metallurgist. 

Mr. Fenton having drawn attention to the 
discrepancies between different works of re- 
ference in the matter of the melting points 
of metals—the melting points of antimony, 
for instance, being given variously as 1161 F., 
1166 F., 810 F., and 806 F.—the lecturer said 
that some latitude should be allowed, in view 
of the difficulty of pyrometrical investiga- 
tions, but that the wide difference mentioned 
was quite unpardonable, being based upon 
an error in one book which had been copied 
and recopied. The correct melting point of 
antimony was 600 C.: the value 426 C. some- 
times given was due to accidental transposi- 
tion of the figure 6. 

Asked by Mr. Colebrook what was a reason- 
able amount of loss of metal to be expected 
in ordinary re-melting, Mr. Mundey replied 
that the loss would depend upon the skill of 
the melter, but should be very small—perhaps 
2 Or 3 per cent. in straightforward melting. 

Questioned as to the action of type metal 
on steel, the lecturer pointed out that good 
mild steel was much more apt to alloy with 
tin, etc, than cast iron. For this reason, 
where it could properly be used, cast iron was 
more suitablethan steel for coming into con- 
tact with hot type metal, although of course 
steel had great mechanical advantages. 

As time did not allow of further questions 
or discussion, the chairman brought the meet- 
ing to an end by proposing a very hearty vote 
of thanks to thelecturer. This was seconded 
by Mr. Sayers, and was carried amid very 
cordial and prolonged applause, after which 
Mr. Mundey briefly returned thanks.

AN Advertisement is always working. 
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Royal Photographic Society Lecture. 


At the technical meeting of the Royal 
Photographic Society on November 23га, a 
demonstration of the wet collodion process, 
with an incursion into litho-photography, 
was given by Mr. W. T. Wilkinson. The lec- 
turer gave an historical account of wet col- 
lodion, which, hesaid, in ordinary photography 
had been more or less obsolete since 1880, 
though he did not consider that in its results 
it had been surpassed by the gelatine dry- 
plate method. The only respect in which it 
had been surpassed was that of speed, and 
even here it was not so impossible as might 
be supposed. He had himself secured in- 
stantaneous pictures with wet collodion. But, 
of course, the weight of the kit necessary to be 
carried was a drawback, for the dark room 
had to be transported to wherever the photo- 
grapher wanted to make his exposure. 

Wet collodion, however, if a back number 
in photography, was by no means a back 
number in printing and lithography. Litho- 
graphers at first lookedaskance at litho-photo- 
graphic transfers, and it was not until the 
thin litho plates were put on the market that 
they would consider the proposition. Even 
then they had to overcome their prejudice 
against metal as a surface instead of stone, 
but once that was got over, and they found 
that they could have the printing picture 
direct on to the metal, progress in litho- 
photography had been made by leaps and 
bounds. 

One of the greatest of recent improvements 
in litho. photography was the introduction of 
a machine which enabled the photographer 
to put on his negative a multiple of the 
original. Most work that was done by litho- 
photography nowadays had to be done in 
great quantity and, with the offset machines 
especially, there was only one size of plate 
which could be used. He did not think a 6oby 
40 machine could be used with a smaller plate 
than бо by 40. When a lithographer got an 
order for a million copies of a small original, 
he could not do them singly, and the old 
method of making a number of litho- photo- 
graphic transfers and re transferring down 
had been found in most cases to be very un- 
satisfactory. This machine— which,from the 
description and from illustrations shown, was 
recognisable as the "Lithotex" Step-and- 
Repeat Machine, by Pictorial Machinery, 
Ltd.—enabled a small. original to be taken, 
say the size of a postage stamp, and, by a 
multiple method, to be reproduced on to a 
plate 30 by 20 in. to 400 or §00 repeats on the 
same surface and all alike. He described with 
a lantern view the mechanism whereby, by 
means of finely.cut screws, the plate was 
moved as required.’ He showed also a пит- 
ber of negatives which had been “ stepped 
up“ in this way, and he said that his audience 
would agree that there was no other method 


whereby all these could be done so evenly 
and uniformly. 

The printing down on the metal was a 
great difficulty at first. The ordinary screw- 
down frames were quite inadmissible, and 
there was always a difficulty in getting con- 
tact all over such small units. But the intro- 
duction of a vacuum frame had got over the 
trouble. He showed a printing frame which 
would take a plate of бо by 40in., it wasseven 
feet long and five feet wide. The source of 
light could be either one or two arc lamps or 
a set of six or eight mercury vapour tubes. 
The exposure was very short. For an ordin- 
ary line negative the exposure at 18 in. 
would be about four minutes, and a perfectly 
exposed result was always obtained. 

Mr. Wilkinson also showed the application 
of a wet collodion printing process to textiles, 
in which the patterning was roller-printed 
from originals in the making of which photo- 
graphy had been concerned.

Christmas Holiday Wages. 


Ам important decision has been reached by 
the Hours and Holidays Joint Sub- Committee 
whereby it is made clear that a full week's 
pay will be paid to all employees in the 
Printing trade who are not working short 
time during Christmas week. This decision 
‘disposes of the question as to whether Christ- 
mas Day (a Saturday) is to be paid аза half 
orafullday. In a statement on the subject 
the Sub-Committee einphasise that this de- 
cision is in accordance with the principle em- 
bodied in the agreement that the statutory 
holidays are to be taken by the employees 
‘without entailing loss of earnings. In the 
case of any employees working short time 
Christmas week payment for Christmas Day 
45 to be one-sixth of the weekly wages nor- 
anally earned at present rates.

Non-Payment of Wages Advance. 


Yr is reported that a few of the newspaper 
proprietors in the South-West of England 
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have declined to carry out the recent agree- 
ment by which increased wages became due 
last month, and are offering reduced terms, 
which the men refuse to accept. We under- 
stand that very few establishments are con- 
cerned, Plymouth and Exeter being the 
principal districts affected. The men are, of 
course, supported by their Executive in their 
demand for “the 5s. and no reduction," and 
as the firms’ revenue from public authorities’ 
advertisements and from public contracts is 
likely to be endangered by their refusing to 
honour the settlement which has been ratified 
by all the organisations concerned, it is un- 
likely that this unsatisfactory state of affairs 
can long continue.

Tercentenary of the Newspaper. 


Тнк Times madea “scoop” on Thursday 
last by being alone in the field to announce 
the day as the tercentenary of the newspaper 
in this country. Said its first leading article: 
“To the surprise, perhaps, but we doubt not 
to the interest, of all our readers, we are able 
to proclaim to-day as the three - hundreth 
anniversary of the birth of the first 
English newspaper.” То us, personally: 
the only surprising thing about this pro- 
clamation was the confidence with which 
the Times assumed that there had been 
no predecessor to what it calls "the 
slight and fugitive sheet issued at Amstercam 
on December 2nd, 1620, to which Mr. Muddi- 
man is for the first time enabled to refer a 
posterity so varied and ubiquitous." That 
the British newspaper could trace its history 
back for at least 300 years was not surprising ; 
indeed, the existence of the Amsterdam sheets 
of 1620 was mentioned in our issue of Novem- 
ber 13th, 1919, and had then been known for 
years. Is 1t not somewhat daring to pin 
down to a single day an origin which is 
necessarily somewhat doubtful, and which 
was probably rather gradual, there being по? 
necessarily an abrupt transition from the 
earlier spasmodic news sheets to the regularly 
issued publications which may be more pro- 
perly regarded as “newspapers "?

The Price of Paper. 


SURVEYING the immediate position and 
future prospects, it would appear that the 
mills have now got down to rock-bottom 
prices. It is unlikely that there will be any 
reaction for some time, if at all. The only 
thing that could create the necessity oroppor- 
tunity for inereasing the prices would be an 
industrial or political upheaval or the devel- 
opment of an overwhelming demand. The 
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former is unlikely and the latter we frankly . 


regard as impossible. Imported paper will 
henceforth correct any tendency toward home 
shortage, a very improbable proposition. 
Granted that the mills are down to a low level 
of prices, it yet remains for some wholesale 
houses to revert to a competitive ratio of 
profit. This process has begun and will be 
bastened and completed by the activities of 
agents and individual merchants whose level 
of prices is already in consonance with mill 


costs.

Paper Shortage Possibllities. 


A RESPECTED member of the paper trade 
expresses his views with regard to future 
paper prices in the form of a circular letter to 
his customers. The following resumé reflects 
these views. During the period of heavy 
demand foreign mills were handicapped 
chiefly by lack of water power. A lowerrain- 
fal! in the autumn of 1920 presages a repeti- 
tion of the difficulty, on. the basis of which 
reduced manufacture and increased prices are 
predicted. Mill prices have not dropped 
much, and the bulk of reduction has taken 
place at the distributing end of the business, 
partly through the necessity to realise on 
stocks held. It is certain that present stocks 
in this country will not be sufficient to meet 
the demand until spring, hence the inference 
that prices will ultimately rise in keeping 
with the costs of production in the foreign 
mills. For our own part, we think much more 
might be said, but we are concerned to give 
the views of one who must be rated as an 
authority on paper imports. | 


Big Strawboards Stocks. 


Stocks of strawboard held in the country 
must be reaching tremendous proportions. 
Very few back orders have now to come in 
and the Dutch mills will not have to depend 
on English requirements for keeping machines 
going in the early months of 1921. The stan- 
dard selling price in this country is supposed 
to be £21, plus £3 per ton for heavy weights 
of unlined board. The trade is not confined 
to associated agents, however, and there are 
many firms handling strawboards whose com- 
mitments are so heavy that they would dis- 
pose of their stock for ready money at any 
decent price. Users are not taking advantage, 
however, as there is no such thingasa bargain 
in the present condition of the market. 
Within the last few days we have seen un- 
lined boards quoted at £19 10s., £18 10s. and 
£17 108. per ton (basis) for immediate delivery 
from stock.

Parchment Making. 


Parchment making is a fast disappearing 
art; the only users of parchment to-day are 
the Government and the Law, and the former, 
owing to the necessity for economy, are 
diminishing their demands each succeeding 
year. The processes involved in the manu- 
facture of this product are simple, as after 
splitting, washing, etc., whiting isrubbed into 
the "lining," and it is then stretched on a 
frame to dry. lt is now about as uneven to 
the touch as possible, and seems about the last 
thing in the world that could be written on. 
Skilled work with a special knife, however, 
pares the substance down, and eventually a 
smooth surface is obtained — in reality a piece 
of parchment. The margins left after cutting 
out the frame go to make labels, covers for 
jars, etc., whilst the refuse bits are sent to 
Luton to be boiled down for a size to glaze 
straw hats 

Parchment has handed down to us most of 
our knowledge of the centuries that are past. 
Old diaries have recorded how our great- 
great-grandfathers lived, and died, the writing 
still clear and legible. The manufacture of 
parchment was a trade in itself, a small sine- 
cure. It is so stil] to-day, but the demands 
for it, whilst they will never cease altogether, 
are being steadily lessened with each succeed- 
ing year.— Leather Worid.

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А New Bed for Litho Plates. 


lt is now generally acknowledged that 
lithographic printing from metal plates is 
superseding that from stone, owing to the 
many advantages derived from the use of the 
former, i.e., smaller cost, less storage room re- 
quired, easy handling, etc., and whilst there 
are some who maintain that the quality of 
work that can be produced from stone is 
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leased; in fact, it is found in actual practice 
that only one minute is needed to change 
from one plate to another in exact position 
for register. 

But this is not by any means the only ad- 
vantage of this “ Allen Patent Bedplate." 
For instance, the clamp is so designed that 
the bend of the plate is at the very obtuse 
angle of 20 degs., thus eliminating entirely 
the danger of breaking the clamping edge 
when straightened out for re- graining. 

In addition to this, it accomplishes what 
has not been possible hitherto (except under 
great difficulty), viz., it enables a flatbed litho 
machine to print from plate the maximum

superior to that from plate, the number of 
such advocates are very much in the minority. 

Owing to the apathetic state the litho- 
graphic trade drifted into after the tri-colour 
letterpress process had dealt the litho colour 
industry what appeared to be a mortal blow, 
it is a matter for little wonder that there are 
to-day many lithographers, master printers, 
as well as craftsmen, who would jog along in 
the old-fashioned, conservative way, in other 
words, who still live in the “ Stone Age.” 

Ви “ Needs must," etc., and this class of 
lithographer is slowly but surely realising 
that his only salvation lies in up-to-date 
organisation, and one of the first things he 
has to do is to learn to print from metal 
plates. 

Those who hesitate to take the full plunge 
of installing rotary machines can travel by 
easy stages, the first being to get a supply of 
zinc plates and a bedplate to go into his flat- 
bed machine, which has a clamp on it to hold 
the plate in position. 

In the past, the design of these clamps has 
been somewhat cumbersome and unwieldy, 
often as many as a dozen screws being used 
to operate same, making the time taken in 
changing a tedious operation, but there is

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Туре Metals—Aa Explanation 
Drar SiR,—In his letter which appears 
under the above heading in the issue of your 
journal dated November 25th, 1920, Mr. C. W. 
Shortt refers to a circular which we sent out 
to our trade friends on October 26th, 1920. 

We stated that the arrangement we had 
with Messrs. C. W. Shortt and Co., Ltd., for 
the supply of the L. & M. brand of Linotype, 
Stereotype, Autoplate and Regenerative 
Metals exclusively through them, had lapsed, 
and that in future we should be supplying our 
metal direct to printers. 

We had no intention of conveying the idea 
that Messrs. Shortt and Co. had given up the 
sale of printers’ metals, and do not think our 
oe can fairly be held to have suggested 
this. 

We note from Mr. Shortt's letter that, since 
the termination of the arrangement for the 
sale through him of the L. & M. brand of 
metals, he is continuing the sale of metals for 
printers. He has, however, not made it clear 
that these metals are the product of some 
other foundry. Ourobject in writing you is 
to set out quite clearly that the L. and M. 
brands of metal (and no other) have been 
manufactured in one foundry for thiscompany 
for the last seventeen yearsin accordance with 
our own formule, and that only selected ma- 
terials are used, as the quality of the metals 
made is of the greatest importance. Messrs. 
Shortt had a licence for the supply of this 
L. and M. metal during the period from April, 
1916, to September Ist, 1920, but any metal 
that they furnish hereafter must be made up 
by other foundries, and upon other formulze 
than those that we have proved to meet most 
perfectly the requirements of our machines.

‚ An envelope in which provision is made for 
inspecting the contents without withdrawal. 
as invented by Mr. A. Deutschmeister, is made 
from a blank shown in Fig. 1. The flap 16 on 
the back portion i1 lies inside the envelope 
when sealed by the gummed flaps 12, 13, 140n 
the front portion, and serves to retain the 
contents. By pressing on the longitudinal 
edges of the closed envelope, the slot 15 is 
opened so that the contents may be inspected,

If desired, the flap 16 may be passed from the 
inside of the envelope through the slot 15 to 
hold the contents better in place. In the 
modification shown in Fig 7, the slot 15° is 
` formed in the back 11, the gummed flap 
12? being provided with extensions 12‘ to rein- 
force the ends of the slot. The slots 15, 
15> may be made straight instead of in the 
form shown. 


Paper Bags. 


In an invention by Mr. C. P. Kleebauer a 
carrier bag has a supporting-loop, by which 
it is carried on a finger, and a securing tongue, 
both formed from the material of the bag by 
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cutting through the bag near the mouth, ге- 
inforcing strips being stuck to those parts of 
the bag which are cut to form the loop and 
tab. The bag is formed from a blank,shaped 
as shown in Fig. 1, which when folded along 
the dotted lines formsa flat bag with a clos- 
ing flap 28. Reinforcing strips or patches 29, 
30 are stuck to the blank, and these patches 
are punched to form a carrying loop 31, ап 
opening 33, and a securing barb 32. ln use, 
the closing flap is secured by drawing the 
barb 33 through the opening 36, Fig. 3, left in 
the flap 28 by the formation of the loop 31.

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In a modification, shown in Fig. 7 the carry- 
ing-loop 37 is circular, and the securing 
tongue 39 is elongated and with wide barbs. 
The closing flap 28 is tucked in between the 
body ofthe bag and the tongue 39, and the 
barbs of the tongue are then passed through 
theloop 37. A second carrying-loop 49 may 
be formed on the front of the envelope or on 
the securing tongue, Fig. 12, and a barb 46 is 
formed on the main carrying-loop 48.

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The Chargeable Hour’ and the New Rates. 


Mr. A. Williamson and Mr. A. E. Goodwin in an 
Interesting Discussion at Central Districts L.M.P.A. 


The Association of Master Printers of the 
London Central Districts at the December 
meeting on Friday last at the Stationers' 
Hall, was addressed by Mr. A. Williamson, 
F.C.W.A (secretary of the Costs and Charges 
Committee of the Federation of Master 
Printers), who spoke on “The Chargeable 
Hour: What It Is, What It Costs, and Why " 
—with special reference to the new issue of the 
Standard Hourly Rates. 

In the absence from town of Mr. J. D. 
McAra, Mr. Albert Bennett was elected to the 
chair, and opened the proceedings with a short 
speech in which he recalled some of the asso- 
ciations of the historic hallin which they were 
met, and after indicating the importance of 
the chargeable hour, introduced the principal 
speaker of the evening. 

Mr. Williamson began by deploring the fact 
that London, the most important printing 
centre of the world, was the most backward in 
scientific costing. He urged that the “centre 
of the universe " should take its proper place 
in the van of progress in this matter, and he 
announced the proposed inauguration of a 
costing class in connection with the Central 
Districts Association. Thisclass, he pointed 
out, would be in no way in opposition to the 
St. Bride Institute, as its purpose was not so 
much the study of the theory of costing as the 
practice of it, the idea being to run the class 
in conjunction with a costing campaign. 


The Chargeable Hour, 


Mr. Williamson defined the chargeable hour 
as “that proportion of the time taken to per- 
form any particular operation belonging to 
any particular job, that can be directly 


charged to the customer." This, he said, re- 
ferred to all departments of a printing office. 
The chargeable hour alone provided a basis 
for a satisfactory method of costing. Dis- 
tinguishing between chargeable and non- 
chargeable time, he took the composing-room 
as an example and pointed out that compos- 
ing, imposing, author's corrections, house cor- 
rections, machine revises and pulling proofs 
were chargeable operations, while the non- 
chargeable were distribution and clearing, 
picking for sorts and awaiting instructions. 
He went on to indicate the same distinction 
in regard to other departments, and advised 
members to write to 24, Holborn, for a speci- 
men set of forms on which the various opera- 
tions were enumerated. 

After insisting that wide investigation 
showed that the new Standard Hourly Rates 
could not be lowered under present conditions, 
Mr. Williamson urged that what the printing 
industry has to do now is to find out how 
much more output can be obtained in the 
chargeable hour. He said he had examined 
the output of a monotype installation—not a 
small one—and found that in the chargeable 
hour only 4,000 ens were being obtained 
instead of a possible 6,000 or 8,000. Did mem- 
bers know what they were getting from their 
monotype, from their linotype, quad-demy 
Wharfedale, quad crown two-revolution, flat- 
bed litho, rotary litho or offset litho? 


What the Chargeable Hour Costs. 


Proceeding to deal with the cost of the 
chargeable hour, Mr. Williamson re-affirmed 
his opinion that in the hand-composing de- 
partment of the BEGINS jobbing office only 
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32 out of the 48 are chargeable hours. He in- 
vited confirmation or criticism on the point. 
Taking 32 hours as an average, he pointed out 
that in the hand composing room these 32 
hours must carry the expenses of 48. Dividing 
£5 by 32 gave 3s. 14d. as the cost per charge- 
able hour for wages alone, and this did not 
leave much out of 5s. 8d. foroverhead expenses. 
To the wages figure of 3s. 11d. must be added 
rent, rates, taxes, insurance, lighting, heating, 
interest on capital, depreciation, and the holi- 
day payments, making gd. to Is. per charge: 
able hour. For selling expenses, proportion 
of management costs, postages, carriage, bad 
debts and other incidentals there must further 
be added anything from 25 to 60 per cent. At 
33% per cent. on 4s. this gave 5s. 4d. as the 
hourly rate for hand composition. Nothing 
had been allowed, however, for oversight or 
reading, which cost at least 4d. per charge- 
able hour. Thus the figure of 5s. 8d. was 
ceached by a rough process of checking. 

Mr. Williamson took next a machine-room 
example, and showed how when proper 
appreciation allowance had been made, and 
account taken of the non-chargeable time, it 
would be found that, at present wages rates, 
the hourly rate would work out at quite the 
figure given in the new list. The new rates 
could be roughly checked in similar fashion 
in respect of any other department. 

Emphasising the distinction between charge- 
able and non.chargeable time, Mr. William- 
son said that even a “never stop" machine 
did not give 48 chargeable hours. The only 
establishment in which he had found as many 
as 46 being obtained was one where a special 
staff came in in the morning to oil round the 
machines, and a special staff in the evening 
to clean up where required. He insisted that 
printers could not lower the standard hourly 
rates. He was seriously concerned for the 
industry when he saw the undercutting that 
was going on. Their whole energies and 
attention ought to be devoted to getting 
more production out of the chargeable hour. 
One of the ways to greater efficiency was the 
Federation Costing System. Any employer 
to-day not using this svstem or something 
approaching it was in a very serious position. 
An accurate check upon costs in every depart- 
ment was essential to the elimination of 
weaknesses of organisation. Не therefore 
urged those not yet using the Federation 
system to give it their serious consideration 
and decide as quickly as possible to adopt it. 
(Applause.) 

The chairman, who endorsed Mr. William- 
son's distinction between the number of hours 
paid for and the number of hours of produc- 
tion, deprecated the tendency to “go slow” 
as being unfair to the customer. He then in- 
vited questions on the subject of Mr. William- 
son's remarks. 


Country Competition. 


Mr. Burchell expressed himself unconvinced 
as to the data on which the figure of 5s. 8d. 
for hand composition had been arrived at. 
Although he had not installed the official 
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system, he had given much time to the subject 
of cost-finding, and had been able always to 
show a handsome dividend. He went on to 
stress the amount of competition London had 
to meetfrom country printers. London printers 
charging the standard hourly rates had ‘ по 
earthly chance” against country competitors. 
He wanted to know how the hourly 
rates were graded for the country. He cited 
many examples showing that the wages paid 
in the country varied greatly without any sort 
of regard to the facilities for competing with 
London. 

Mr. Goodwin, who was greeted with ap- 
plause, said Mr. Burchell’s theory that country 
towns should be graded on the basis of Brad- 
shaw, according to the number of miles from 
London, was quite a new idea, and was 
certainly not in the minds of those who fixed 
the gradings. Не would see it was brought 
before the Labour Committee at its next 
meeting. Thesubject wasinteresting, though 
it had nothing to do with hourly rates. In 
grading, three factors were taken into con- 
sideration: Population (as the size and im- 
portance of a town affected the cost of 
living); proximity to large industrial centres ; 
and the importance of the town as a printing 
centre. If they were going to have a ring 
fence round London, they must see to it that 
they did not send any travellers into any part 
of the country to secure orders. That was 
not a practical proposition. 

Answering Mr. Burchell's objection to the 
rate of 5s. 8d., Mr. Goodwin pointed out that 
to be able to show respectable dividends was 
no indication of efficient costing ; composi- 
tion, for instance, could be sold at what it 
cost if enough profit were put upon paper to 
cover the resulting deficit. He emphasised 
the importance of firms knowing what the 
hourly rates are in their own offices, and said 
that there are quite a large number who now 
accept the recommendations of the Costing 
Committee without question because they 
have found from experience if they used the 
rates recommended in estimating and charg- 
ing for work that at the end of their financial 
year their accounts showed only a reasonable 
margin of profit after providing proper 
allowances for depreciation and proper re- 
muneration for the administrative and sell- 
ing staff whether these are members of the 
firm or not. The importance of building up 
a depreciation fund to replace worn-out ma- 
chinery and type should be evident from the 
fact that whereas wages have advanced in 
some London works by an average of 190 per 
cent., plant and machinery cost quite 200 per 
cent. more. And the difficulty of securing 
fresh capital ought to be more apparent to 
printers who are printing such prospectuses 
as we see nowadays in the 8 per cent. notes 
issued at 95 by well-established industrial 
concerns. Finishing on a more cheery note, 
he remarked that although they had to facea 
time of depression, yet the Prime Minister 
had told them it need not be a lengthy 
period. More printing was one remedy—not 
cheap printing, but more printing at proper 
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prices; and these could be determined on the 
basis of the Federation Costing System. (Ap- 
plause.) 

A general discussion ensued, in the course 
of which Mr. Harris raised several queries, 
which were answered by Mr. Goodwin and 
Mr. Williamson. 

The. chairman emphasised anomalies of 
railway rates, the postage difficulty, and the 
use of newspaper advertisements instead of 
direct advertising. 

Mr. Griffiths suggested that the whole trade 
was under obligation to the Federation of 
Master Printers for bringing out the little 
book known as the“ Standard Hourly Rates." 
It was exceedingly useful as a check upon 
firms' own figures. 

Mr. Lea spoke in interesting fashion of his 
own conversion to the use of the Federation 
Costing System and the benefit derived there- 
from. Greater production was now the chief 
requirement, and he suggested co-operating 
with the trade unions in finding out how it 
could be obtained. 

Mr. White spoke to the helpfulness of the 
sheets issued from 24, Holborn, in connection 
with the Costing System. 

Pressed by Mr. Burchell for information as 
to the hourly rates of centres outside Lon- 
don, 

Mr. Williamson replied that members could 
only be given the hourly rates of the district 
to which they belonged. 

The chairman proposed a very hearty vote 
of thanks to Mr. Williamson for his very 
lucid explanation of the Costing System. 

Mr. Charles seconded, and Mr. Burchell 
supported the motion, which was then carried 
unanimously amidapplause. Mr. Williamson 
responded. and a vote of thanks to the chair- 
man brought the meeting to an end. 


ТҮЛИ? 


Recent additions to the exhibition in the 
Gallery of Prints and Drawings at the British 
Museum include a set of exceedingly rare, if 
not unique, colour prints from wood blocks 
by John Baptist Jackson (1701-1780). Jackson 
describes in his essay on the“ Invention of 
Chiaroscuro " his proposals for printing wall 
hangings from wood blocks at his factory at 
Battersea, but he never made a success of the 
invention, and specimens of wall-papers by 
his hand are now very scarce. ‘These are 
proofs, in perfect preservation, of large orna- 
mental frames of flowers and fruit in bright 
colours, intended to contain woodcuts repre- 
senting statues, together with oblong friezes, 
also of fruit and flowers. They come from 
the Bright sale (1918), and are derived from a 
considerable collection of Jackson's work 
which was formed by his patron, Joseph 
Smith, British Consul at Venice. 
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The second of the seriesof lectures arranged 
by the Master Printers’ Association in con- 
junction with the Derby Technical College 
was held on Friday evening, December roth, 
Mr. W. Curtis presiding. 

Mr. H. D. Keats, letterpress machine in- 
structor at St. Bride Foundation Printing 
School, gave an address on " Machine Room 
Difficulties." The lecturer demonstrated by 
the aid of original diagrams and sketches the 
cause of many of the difficulties a machine 
minder encounters in his daily work, explain- 
ing the various points in a manner which 
appealed to those present, and which showed 
his wide practical knowledge of his subject. 

The interest of those present was well main- 
tained, and the discussion which followed 
clearly proved the keenness with which the 
lecture was followed. A helpful and profit- 
able evening was brought toa close by the 
usual votes of thanks to the lecturer and 
chairman. The hope was expressed that Mr. 
Keats would again be able to visit Derby at 
some future date. 

These trade lectures are creating a good 
deal of interest in the locality and ought to 
strengthen the hands of the education autho- 
rities 1n bringing Derby into line with other 
progressive towns by providing suitable facili- 
ties for the technical training of the printers 
in Derbyshire.

Annual General Meeting. 


The December gathering of the P. M. and 
O. A., held on Tuesday of last week at the 
“ Old Bell," Holborn, was the annual general 
meeting of the Association. Important busi- 
ness was down on the agenda, but the pro- 
ceedings proved to belesseventful than might 
have been expected, and the meeting came 
early to an end. 

The president, Mr. A. E. Jarvis, was in the 
chair, and business began, as usual, with the 
reading and confirmation of the minutes of the 
preceding meeting. 

Mr. E. W. Whittle, general secretary, then 
referred to the conference with the Typo- 
graphical Association, which was duly held 
on the rith ult. Not having received any re- 
port, he had written to the T.A. secretary on 
the subject, and had received a reply— which 
he read —explaining that the council had 
been hindered from dealing with the matter 
at their last meeting and had therefore had to 
hold it over to their next meeting, which 
would take place on December Irth. 


New Members Elected. 


Candidates for membership were next 
elected members of the Association, and those 
of them present were personally welcomed by 
Mr. Jarvis and presented with certificates of 
membership. Their names were: Messrs. E. 
A. Aylard (A. Page and Co., Oxford-circus, 
overseer—letterpress machine); С. A. Biddle- 
combe (Illustrated London News, overseer— 
machine) ; W. S. Forrester (Henry Good and 
Son, Ltd., Moor-lane, overseer machine); S. 
P. Jay (Bank of England Printing Dept., over- 
seer— letterpress); R. Pugh (Broadway Press, 
Dartford—works manager); C. К. Wright 
(Geo. Reynolds, Ltd., Stepney-green, overseer 
—letterpress machine); A. T. Walters (The 
School Press, Rupert.street, E.1, overseer— 
composing). 

Annual Report and Balance Sheet. 


Next the 27th annual report and balance 
sheet were presented. As these had already 
been printed and distributed, it was moved. 
seconded and agreed that they be taken as 
read. 

The president appealed for criticism or com- 
ment upon this item, but little was forth- 
coming. 

Mr. Stevenson and Mr. Burton both inti- 
mated that the balance sheet was beyond 
criticism. 

Mr. H. J. Forder, at the suggestion of the 
president, spoke on behalf of theauditors. He 
said they had found everything quite in order. 
Anything asked for had been put before them 
immediately and everything had been found 
satisfactory. 


The president commented rather tartly upon 
the absence of criticism or discussion in regard 
to the report and balance sheet. “I sincerely 
trust," he said, “ it is as straight as you appear 
to think it is" (laughter); "I believe it is." 
He added that no one seemed to realise the 
great amount of werk which the council had 
done during the year. Some of them might 
have expected a little recognition from that 
meeting. 

Mr. Whittle reminded members that their 
president, vice- president and other members 
had attended some 60 odd meetings, and the 
council had held a special meeting to prepare 
the report and balance sheet. If all the thanks 
they were going to get was the motion that 
the report and balance sheet be taken asread, 
then they were not giving their new council 
much encourgement. Personally, he was not 
going to take this as any mark of apprecia- 
tion 

It was then proposed, seconded and put to 
the meeting that the report and balance- 
sheet be passed. This was carried unani- 
mously. 

Consideration was given next to the ques- 
tion of prizes for technical students. 

Mr. Whittle drew attention to the item on 
the balance-sheet covering prizes, also that 
showing a grant of five guineas to the London 
Printing Industry Technical Board. 

(At this point Mr. C. Hubling, from Liver- 
pool, who had just arrived, was introduced 
to the meeting and was given a hearty 
welcome.) 

On the motion of Mr. Phillips it was unani- 
mously agreed that authority be given to the 
council to act in the matter according to their 
discretion. 


Election of Council and Officers. 


The next item on the agenda being the 
election of council and officers, arrangements 
were being made for the voting when Mr. T. C. 
Bell informed the president that he withdrew 
his name. This brought the names to the re- 
quired number, and the president therefore 
declared the nominees to have been elected, 
namely : Messrs. R. H. Berry, J. H. Burton, 
G. H. Filmer, A. W. Hart, J. Lowe, W. F. 
Moore, A. Scott, and W. H. Wicken. 

On the motion of Mr. Bateman it was 
unanimously agreed that the officers, all of 
whom had been nominated without opposi- 
tion, be elected. They are: President, Mr. 
A. E. Jarvis; vice-president, Mr. S. M. Bate- 
man; treasurer, Mr. C. Durston; trustees, 
Messrs. J. C. Pugh and G. Phillips; general 
secretary, Mr E. W. Whittle; financial secre- 
tary, Mr. W. Н. Gill; hon. technical sceretary, 
Mr. H. R. Whipps. 

Brief expressions of thanks for election were 
made by each—with the exception of Mr. 
Whipps, who was not present, and of Mr. 
Pugh, on whose behalf Mr. Phillips spoke. 
Mr. Gill added a few words of warm appre- 
ciation for the cordial assistance he had re- 
ceived from his predecessor in office, Mr. 
Whittle. 

The president next put before the meeting 
two recommendations by the council :—(a) 
That P. M. and O. A. Pension No. 2 be in-

creased to the value of £25; (b) that P. M. 
and O. A. Pension No. 3 be of the value 
of £25. 

The general secretary mentioned that in 
order to establish a new pension of £25, £485 
had to be paid to the Printers’ Pension Cor- 
poration, while to increase Pension No. 2 to 
the value of £25 would cost £121 5s.—making 
a total of £606. There being about £200 in 
hand, this left roughly £400 to be raised. He 
said the president had undertaken, in con- 
junction with Mr. Freeman, to raise that 
amount during his term of office. He 
formally moved that the two recommenda- 
tions be accepted. 

The motion was duly seconded, and, after 
a brief discussion—in the course of which 
Mr. Freeman urged the desirability of com- 
pleting the third pension as quickly as pos- 
sible—was carried unanimously. 

The meeting being open for the discussion 
of general business, Mr. Whittle referred to 
Mr. Pugh's having given notice that he would 
move an alteration of the rule dealing with 
the election of the council. That, he said, 
would not now be necessary as the council at 
its last meeting appointed a committee to 
revise the rules. 

The president pointed out that any altera- 
tions proposed would be brought before a 
general meeting. 

Mr. Bateman said the revision intended was 
simply a matter of improving the wording of 
one or two rules that had been found to be 
rather vague and perhaps open to miscon- 
struction. 


Quality of Concerts. 


A member having complained that the 
quality of recent concerts had not been up 
to the standard of the past, 

The president said he was afraid that while 
they all realised the decreased value of the 
sovereign in regard to salaries, it was not so 
in regard to the paying out of money. 

Some discussion ensued as to the amounts 
paid for concerts recently and in the past. 

There were a few criticisms of the Bohemian 
concert at the Cannon-street Hotel, though 
other members said they thought that concert 
entirely satisfactory in quality. 

Mr. Whittle reviewed expenditure on recent 
concerts and lectures, pointing out the moder- 
ate cost in comparison with the past—taking 
into consideration the decreased value of 
money. He thought, however, that the 
difference of opinion was chiefly a matter 
of taste, as the quality of performance bore 
no relation to the payment made. 

There being no other business, the meeting 
then came to an end.

Printing and Advertising. 


Their Value Emphasised at the 
Exhibition, 


The Advertising Exhibition at the White 
City testified especially to the value of paper, 
cardboard, and print for advertisement pur- 
poses, and to the combined importance of the 
first and last of these in the Press, general and 
technical. Indeed,the success which attended 
the Shepherd's Bush display must be attri- 
buted in a great measure to the publicity 
afforded through the Press, though the lucky 
dip and the poster parade also, no doubt, 
helped, while, of course, few would have 
known of the parade or the lucky dip but for 
the announcements made in the papers. 

So we see the very foundation of effective 
advertising are essentially paper and print. 
Although other means are being employed 
for window display, they are negligible com- 
pared with the medium provided by the 
materials mentioned. Almost every stand at 
the exhibition, whatever the goods offered, 
made use of paper or cardboard and print for 
advertising purposes, whether in catalogues, 
leaflets or boxes, and this form of urging 
customers must always make the widest ap- 
peal, either to the general public through the 
daily Press or to specific interests as by the 
British and Colonial Printer and. Stationer. 


Value of the Trade Paper. 


A great deal is being said just now about 
net sales, but more important still is the ulti- 
mate appeal of the newspaper itself. The 
value of a trade paper, for instance, lies in 
the fact that it goes direct to those interested ; 
its pages are scanned, not for amusement, 
but for serious information both as to the 
events passing in trade circles and the facts 
disclosed in the advertisements. А trade 
medium such as this journal offers is in- 
valuable and it thus renders а double service. 
Where, as in ourcase,thereis a steady and reli- 
able subscription sale, the value of the publica- 
tion is enhanced, because those who pay for the 
journal do so because they are seeking advice 
on the matters which vitally concern them. 
It has been forced on us again and again that 
letterpress and advertisements alike attract 
attention and arouse interest— and produce 
results. 

These general observations were forced 
upon us by an inspection of the stands at the 
Advertising Exhibition. But in detail the 
value of paper and print was patent at every 
turn. Poster Street itself, one of the most 
effective devices, was all paper and colour 
printing. lt went to emphasise the real 
beautv and skill which find such lavish dis- 
play on our hoardings.

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Charges and the Hourly Cost Rates, 


At the December meeting of the S.E. 
Alliance of the London Master Printers’ 
Association, on Tuesday of last week (held 
this month on the first instead of the second 
Tuesday, on account of the proximity of 
Christmas), the principal speaker was Mr. А. 
Williamson, secretary of the Cost and Charges 
Committee, who opened a discussion on 
charges with special reference to the hourly 
cost rates in view of the latest wages advance. 

Mr. E. B. Smith, joint hon. secretary, read a 
letter of apology for absence from Mr. Cecil 
Clay, the president. Mr. Poulton was then 
elected to the chair. 

After the reading and confirmation of the 
minutes of the previous meeting, Mr. Brigin- 
shaw asked— in respect of the Alliance's repre- 
sentation on the L.M.P.A. council —what was 
the present membership of the Alliance. 

. The secretary replied that the latest returns 

showed a membership of 135. Another 15 
members would entitle them to nominate 
three members to the council. 

With regard to the resolutionon the subject 
of increased wages passed at the previous 
meeting, the secretary read a letter from 24, 
Holborn, stating that the resolution and ac- 
companying letter had been submitted to the 
council but that it was decided to take no 
action in view of the resolution of the mem- 
bers at the special general meeting of the 
members of the L.M.P.A. on November 8th. 

The secretaries' accounts were presented to 
the meeting and approved. 


Recognition of Mr. Bates' Services. 


Mr. E. B. Smith then proposed a resolution 
putting on record the S.E. District Associa- 
tion's great sympathy for Mr. C. W. Bates in 
his continued ill-health, acknowledging his 
splendid services to the Parent Association 
and to the S.E. district, and expressing the 
hope that early signs of his complete recovery 
would be seen in his renewed activities in 
connection with the craft. Mr. Smith added 
that he thought it very doubtful if their 
association would be in existence but for 
Mr. Bates, who had stuck to the association 
through thick and thin and helped in every 
possible way. 

Mr. Wright seconded, and the resolution 
was passed unanimously. 

After some discussion as to the arrange- 
ments for the next meeting, it was decided 
to hold it at the " White Swan," Crystal 
Palace, on January 11th. Mr. Johnson and 
Mr. Carley volunteered to assist in arranging 
a successful meeting, and the matter was then 
left in the hands of the secretaries. At the 
proposal of Mr. Smith it was agreed that the 
next meeting be not a business meeting, the 
next business meeting to be held in two 
months' time. 
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One new member was elected, and another 
firm was nominated for membership, election 
being postponed. 

The chairman then introduced Mr. A. 
Williamson, secretary of the Cost and 
Charges Committee. 


Mr. A. Williamson on Printers' Charges. 


Mr. Williamson began by referring to the 
unsatisfactory condition of London in respect 
of printers' costing, and by remarking that he 
thought this was partly responsible for the 
undesirable position in which the London 
printing trade finds itself to day. Не said 
the Cost and Charges Committee had sug- 
gested that everv association connected with 
No. 1 Alliance should be met and be urged to 
undertake a costing campaign. In connection 
with such campaigns it was customary to hold 
a costing class to which master printerscould 
send their costing clerks, estimating clerks, 
foremen, or could come themselves. The 
classes were held during the day, in the em- 
ployers' time, and at the employers’ expense. 
He told how at the last meeting of the North 
and North-West Association the names of 16 
costing clerks or assistants were handed in to 
form such a class. and possibly another 14-20 
would be forthcoming. 

Mr. Williamson went on to give a very clear 
and practical address on the subject of printers’ 
charges, with special reference to the new 
Standard Hourly Rates, which he explained 
and justified, urging their adoption as the 
only satisfactory basis of sound business. 

In the interesting discussion that followed 
—over the teacups — Mr. J. W. Carley stressed 
the importance of getting greater output in 
the chargeable hour. 

The chairman spoke somewhat critically of 
the Costing System as being elaborate. - 

Mr. Williamson, in replving, claimed that it 
was the simplest system in existence, and 
urged the necessity of accurate cost-finding. 

Mr. Dingle, in seconding a vote of thanks to 
Mr. Williamson, moved by the chairman. 
testified to the benefit he had derived from 
the installation of the Costing System. 

The motion was unanimously supported, 
and the meeting came to an end with a vote 
of thanks to the chairman. 
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Next to agricultural machinery, paper is the 
largest article of export into Soviet Russia.

The Cost of Printing. 


WITH the cost of the printer's “ chargeable 
hour " up at a dangerously high figure, it is 
not surprising that our costing experts are 
throwing great emphasis upon the necessity 
of finding means to increase efficiency of 
working so that the unit of time shall bring 
forth a greater measure of production, More 
efficient methods and closer co-operation of 
all in the industry can alone put a check 
upon the tendency of printers’ charges to 
become prohibitive. This tendency was 
brought forcibly before the shareholders of 
the Lady's Pictorial and Sporting and 
Dramatic Publishing Co., Ltd., last week, 
when the chairman, in moving the adoption 
of the report and accounts, said he was sorry 
that the result of the year's trading did not 
warrant the directors in paying, or enable 
them to pay, a dividend. His disappoint- 
ment, he said, must be far keener than that of 
the shareholders, because he had from week 
to week seen the steady and large increase in 
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the revenue from the two papers, and they 
could well imagine his annoyance when he 
knew that the increases they had earned in 
the office had been more than swallowed up 
by the evei-increasing demands from labour. 
Last year he commented upon the increased 
cost of production of papers of every descrip- 
tion, and since that period printing had in- 
creased no less than 46 per cent. andengraving 
had increased something like 30 per cent. 
Those two items alone would have been 
sufficient to pay the preference dividend, and 
would have left something substantial to 
carry forward. In regard to the future, he 
said paper was coming down in price, but, on 
the other hand, the printing bill was going up: 
and it was difficult to prophesy what would 
happen.

Some Important Topics Discussed. 

AT a very important special meeting of the 
Council of the Federation of Master Printers 
held on Tuesday, there was presented the re- 
port of the Labour Committee dealing with 
the non-compliance of certain areas with the 
recent national wage settlement. It was de- 
cided to have special meetings in these 
localities in order that the position might be 
fully explained. The Committee also re- 
ported regarding conferences with the litho 
artists and litho printers on the question of 
apprentices. Proposals were put ferward for 
the re-organisation of the Labour Committee 
and these were remitted to a special com- 
mittee consisting of representatives from each 
of the alliances. A statement was made re- 
garding the serious competition from Ger- 
many in colour printing, due, it was said, 
entirely to the peculiar exchange position, 
and instructions were given that representa- 
tions should be made to the Government. 
An important note on the question of unem- 
ployment, written by Mr. Waterston, was 
circulated to members of the Council. 

+ * * 
A Real Decline. 

THE price of paper has undergone a greater 
and more real decline than that of almost 
any other important commodity. It may be 
said that the process of reduction has been 
going on since June, and within the last two 
months the pace has been accelerated from 
various causes. We have not yet reached the 
equilibrium stage, for while in some quarters 
the course has been overrun, the full journev 
has not yet been traversed in others. Cutting 
losses is a hard and anxious procedure, and 
houses find it difficult to reconcile themselves 
tothe process. However, the conditions are 
forcing even the most reluctant mills and 
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merchants to range themselves in line with 
the rest of the trade, and it may be claimed 
that there is a nearer approximation to aver-. 
age price than we have known fora few years

The greatest hope 
of improved business lies in the fact that users' 
stocks are dwindling and stocktaking is at 
hand for most firms. Replenishment will 
have to follow, and, granted a consistent price 
level, there is every probability that a steady 
market will become an early feature in the 
trade.

BANKRUPTCIES, ete. 


Re Davip Epwarp Jones (tracing as S.G. 
Barnes), printer, etc., 11, Hand-court, High 
Holborn, W.C.—The first meeting of creditors 
under this failure was held at the London 
Bankruptcy Court on December 9th, before 
Mr. F. T. Garton, official receiver. The 
debtor, who filed his own petition on Novem- 
ber 26th, states that early in 1915 heentered 
into a verbal partnership with Mr. G. 
Barnes, and they started as printers and 
stationers at the above address. They hadno 
plant, but obtained orders and placed them 
with trade firms to be executed. The busi- 
ness gradually grew, and was successful until 
Mr. Barnes was taken ill some two years 
ago, and was unable to give attention to it. 
Creditors began to press last August, and 
Messrs. Spicer Bros. recently levied execution 
for a judgment debt of £53. A private meet- 
ing of the creditors was held on November 
24th, when a resolution was passed for Mr. W. 
J. Bennett, accountant, 173, Fleet.street, E.C., 
to act as trustee under a deed of assignment, 
but Messrs. Spicer Bros. dissented from that 
arrangement, and, in consequence, the debtor 
filed his petition. The statement of affairs 
presented at the private meeting showed 
liabilities £885, against assets £790. The 
debtor adds that he has not included Mr. 
Barnes in these proceedings for the reason 
that that gentleman has been ill for the past 
two years, and has taken no part in carrying 
on the business; further, that he (debtor) 
regards himself as morally responsible for the 
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liabilities, as the business was solvent when 
Mr. Darnes was taken ill. He attributes the 
failure to bad debts, slackness of trade, and 
loss of business through Mr. Barnes' illness. А 
resolution was passed for Mr. Bennett to act 
as trustee and wind up the estate in bank- 
ruptcy. The following proofs of debt were 
tendered: Spalding and Hodge, Ltd., £70; 
Sanders, Phillips and Co., Ltd., £71; Fleet- 
way Press, Ltd., £373; Percy Н. Royle, £81; 
Spicer Bros., Ltd., ; бо; Samuel Jones and Co., 
£43; Herring, Dewick and Cripps, £44. 


Re T. R. HEARNE.—The first meeting of the 
creditors of Mr. T. R. Hearne, printer, sta- 
tioner and bookseller, also proprietor of the 
Wells Journal, of Wells, Somerset, has taken 
place at Wells. The official receiver said he 
hoped that if the estate were well managed 
and realised, a good and substantial dividend 
would be paid. The debtor was at present in 
prison at Shepton Mallet awaiting trial on a 
charge of bigamy, which would come on early 
in the New Year. When he came to Wells 
the only capital he appeared to possess was a 
sum of about /.oo, probably less. He pur- 
chased the four businesses at Wells, which he 
had carried on since February last, acquiring 
them from the late proprietor for £5,000; but 
he paid only £5o, leaving a balance of £4,950 
still outstanding, payable ona promissory note 
by instalments of £1,000 a year. The balance 
of the first instalment, £950, would become 
due on January Ist. A proof of debt had been 
lodged by the vendor for £4,950, the unpaid 
balance of the purchase money. The state- 
ment of affairs showed that the liabilities ex- 
pected to rank for dividend amounted to 
£ 10,371 65. 2d., and the assets were said to be 
likely to realise £5,828 10s. 6d. Of that, £315 
12s. 2d. preferential claims would have to be 
deducted, leaving the estimated assets at 
£5,512 18s. 4d., which showed a deficiency of 
£5.358 7s. 10d. Particulars of that deficiency 
were at present very incomplete, but they 
would appear to consist chiefly of the differ- 
ence between the value of the business to-day 
and when it was acquired by Hearne. The 
latter estimated the depreciation at £891. The 
bankrupt also estimated he had lost in betting 
since February 28th £100, in stocks and shares 
£ 1,500, and onthe Mendip Motor Works £600. 
There was also interest on a loan of £350 
from a money lender as recently as October in 
respect of which a promissory note for £500 
was given. It would appear that about 
£1,400 had gone in personal and household 
expenses during the nine or ten months he was 
in Wells. He thought the interests of the 
creditors would be best served by continuing 
the business; though he recognised he was 
placing himself in a somewhat onerous posi- 
tion, especially as the business embraced the 
publication of a newspaper. He had, how- 
ever, received the greatest assistance from the 
staff. Mr. James P. Emmett, of Bristol, was 
appointed trustee. 


MR. G. К. HarL Caine. who was Deputy 
Controller of Paper under Mr. H. A. Vernet, 
has been appointed a Commander of the Order 
of the British Empire.

Some Impressions by Гг. T. Parker Smith. 


Mr. T. Parker Smith (Messrs. Smith, Stone 
and Knight, Ltd.), has returned from a brief 
visit to Germany, and at our request has sent 
us the following account of hisimpressions :— 

Undoubtedly the Germans are now realising 
the fact of deleat, while they are not prepared 
to admit it. The most important problem for 
the country at the present time isundoubtediy 
coal. As soon as this factor is improved, 
their next difficulty will be purchase of raw 
materials from abroad, and this will bring up 
the rate of exchange, which must inevitably 
fall considerably. 

It isinconceivable to any financier to think 
that whereas before the war the Germans were 
practically unable to meet their current ex- 
penditure nationally, they are in a better 
position to do so now, plus the interest on 
their war loan, with the loss of a large amount 
of territory and their merchant navy and two 
million dead in the prime of life and a dis- 
organised government. The only policy for 
rehabilitation is for them to cancel all their 
national debt and 95 per cent. of their paper 
money held in the country. If their capital 
which has been lost is treated as an ordinary 
business concern would treat it, they could 
then face the liabilities of payment for repara- 
tion and enter the world's markets, though, of 
course, with reduced possibilities. 

Their great national assets are coal, wood 
and potash, and if they turn their attention to 
trebling their pre- war output of coal, as they 
can easily do, increasing their output of wood, 
and the same applies to potash, they would be 
able to pay for their imported goods in cash 
direct and not through some neutral country 
as at present, and there is hope that Germany 
may again take some place amongst honest 
traders, if they can shake off the base practice 
of stealing trade marks and sending out in- 
ferior goods for the benefit of their own ends.

" Bolshevik Russia," written by Messrs. 
G. E. Raine and E. Luboff, and published bv 
Nisbet and Co., Ltd., which seeks to present 
to the British people a truthful representation 
of the present position in Russia, contains one 
or two interesting references to the paper 
trade. To illustrate the sad condition to 
which industry has been brought, there is 
quoted the official report to the Congress of 
National Economic Councils in Moscow at 
the beginning of this year. According to this 
the blockade compelled the authorities, “in 
order to avoid a complete standstill in the 
paper, textile and other industries to produce 
articles which were always imported from 
abroad. In this we have been very successful." 

Then there is a reference to the Petrograd 
inquiry into unemployment. The investiga- 
tion showed that on January Ist, 1917, there 
were 10,056 workpeople engaged in the paper 
making industry, and on April ist, 1918, 11,609, 
while there were discharged in 1918 1,062 
workpeople. In trades subsidiary to paper- 
making there were 7,951 employed on Janu- 
агу 151, 1917, 6,191 on April ist, 1918, while 
1,243 were discharged in 1918. 

Vast quantities of paper are used in Russia 
for the printing of millions of bank notes by 
the Government Securities Printing Office.

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A New Printing Surface. 


Mr. J. Lutz has invented a printing surface, 
adapted to be used for reproducing designs, 
letterpress, etc., in the same manner as in 
lithographic printing by moistening before 
inking so that the ink is repelled from the 
moistened background, consists of a suitable 
flexible water-absorbent material, such as 
paper, parchment, prepared linen, shirting, 
etc., on which the original to be reproduced 
is printed in printing ink. The material may 
be wetted from the back so as to dispense 
with the moistening of the surface before each 
printing operation. In the machine shown,

the absorbent material, with the original 
printed thereon, is applied to a jacket of felt, 
etc, on a perforated cylinder А, the end 
flanges of which are bent over towards the 
axis to retain water for soaking the felt. The 
background of the printing surface is thus 
kept moist so that ink is taken up by the 
design only. When reproducing letterpress, a 
transfer cylinder B is provided between the 
A cylinder and the impression cylin- 
der C. 


Shooting Sticks. 


An invention patented by Messrs. W. Ver- 
non and W. Oliver relates to a shooting stick 
by means of which quoins may be either

pulled or driven. This has a tapered body 


portion 1 having at one end an upturned part 
6 provided with surfaces 7, 8 for striking with 
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a hammer, and at the other end a down- 
turned part 2 provided with surfaces 3, 4 for 
pulling and driving a quoin respectively. 
The surface 4 has a groove 5 to engage the 
corner of the quoin. 


Rotary Offset Inking. 


By an invention by Mr. V. E. L. Chauvette 
wooden panels, or the like, are printed by 
means of a rotary lithographic offset machine, 
the printing surface of which occupies about 
a third of the periphery of the printing 
cylinder, the remainder of this cylinder being 
formed as an ink table to permit a strong 
inking of the form. The panels аге registered 
against stops on a reciprocating bed D which 
is formed with holes connected by a 
flexible tube Y to a vacuum chamber X so as 
to hold the panel securely to the bed during 
the printing operation. On the forward 


movement of the bed, it is printed by a rubber 
offset surface B on a cylinder C which is 
geared to the plate cylinder A. The cylinder 
A is fitted with a lithographic printing plate 
P which occupies a third of its periphery, and 
is acted on by damping rollers M and inking 
rollers E which receive ink from the table on 
the cylinder A. The cylinders A, C are driven 
by reduction gearing froma shaft driven by 
a pulley, and the cylinder C is fitted with two 
sets of sector gear-wheels which are each 
equal to a third of the circumference of the 
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wheel C and are arranged in different planes. 
One set gears directly with the bed to move 
it forwards, and after these come out of action 
and the movement of the bed is damped by 
springs, the other set returns the bed, to which 
they are geared by means of an intermediate 
gear shaft. The bed then remains idle for a 
third of the revolution of shaft C to permit of 
delivery of the printed panel, and the feeding 
of another panel. The connection of the 
holes in the bed D to the chamber X is auto- 
matically made and broken, and the printed 
panel is delivered down an inclined plane. 


A Sheet-Feeding Appliance. 


An invention has been patented by Mr. J. 
S. Holmes and Messrs. Spicer and Sons for a 
sheet-feeding arrangement which is applic- 
able to machines for cutting strips from sheets, 
or for cutting strips and forwarding them to 
a paper winding machine comprises a feed- 
roller as 11 with which coacts a series of upper 
disks mounted on lever arms 14 which are 
spring mounted and independently ad- 
justable. The invention is shown in con- 
nection with a forming mandrel 26 and 
associated feeding and guiding rollers and 
strips, which are substantially -the same as 
has been described in Specification 123,117 and 
123,120, in connection with the formation о! 


tubes by spiral winding. The sheets are 
registered by pivoted front stops 1 ona shaft 
2 which is rocked by a cam 5 acting on a 
lever 3 to free the sheet. This is then for- 
warded by a segmental roll 8 and a coacting 
: roll то, and the sheet is fed over a roller 11 
with which coacts a series of serrated disks 12 
mounted in levers 14 adjustably connected by 
nuts 19 to screwed hooks 15 acted on by 
springs 17. The sheet then passes to cutting 
disks 20, 21, and under guide fingers 25 carried 
by rods 24 from a shaft 23, and then passes 
between a mandrel 26 and feed-roller 27. The 
passage around the mandrel is controlled by 
guide fingers 30 secured to adjustable rods 31, 
and controlled by screws 32 acting on the 
ends of the fingers which pass through a 
groove 29 in a guide roller 28. The sheets 
then pass under pivoted guides 33, which can 
be raised to facilitate removal of the finished 
tubes, and the formation of the tubes is com- 
pleted by a groove drawing roller 36 driven 
at a greater speed than the mandrel, guide 
fingers 35 being arranged to pass through 
grooves in the roller 36. 


Composing Machine [latrices. 


According to an invention by Mr. P. H. Hill, 
matrices for type-bar making machines are 
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provided with indicating characters in a 
light colour on a dark ground The surface 
containing the intaglio indicating character 
may be coloured black, and the character 
filled in with a light coloured filling of white 
paint, etc. 


Folding Paper. 

The folding cylinder of a rotary printing 
machine, patented by Messrs. T. J. Mills and 
E. T. Morris, is provided with a longitudinal 
recess in which are mounted a rod and cranks 
for actuating the impaling pin holders, and 
the cylinder is strengthened by a longitudinal 
rib. The folding cylinder 1, Fig. 2, strength- 
ened by ribs 2 extending from the gutter bar 3 


to a central tube 4, has trough. shaped recesses 
5 in which are mounted rods 6 carrying cranks 
9 and 11, Fig. 3, for actuating the pin holders 
7. The crank g is fixed to the rod 6 by a 
screw 10, and the crank 11 is detachably 
secured by a screw 12. A crank.pin 8 is fixed 
to the crank 11 and slidable in the crank 10, 
or vice versa. The pin-holder 7 may be re- 
moved by slackening the screw 12 and sliding 
the crank 11 along the rod 6.

An Up-to-date London Bindery. 


A Peep into the Well-Equipped Factory of 
Messrs. Key & Whiting, Ltd., at Canonbury. 


An old-time hand-worker at the book- 
binder's craft would receive many a shock of 
surprise if shown through the various depart- 
ments of a modern factory provided with 
present-day machinery. Whilehand-binding 
still survives, of course, and for some classes 
of work continues to hold its own, the book- 
binder's machinery of to-day is turning out 
work with such rapidity, such accuracy, and 
such excellence of finish as the binder of a 
generation ago probably believed to be for 
ever impossible. 

By the courtesy of Messrs. Key and Whiting, 
Ltd., a representative of the British and 
Colonial Printer and Stationer was allowed to 
make a short tour of inspection of the firm's 
bindery known as Harecourt Bookbinding 
Works, at Canonbury, London, N. A few 
jottings as to the development and equip- 
ment of this well-appointed factory will 
probably be of general interest. 

Although the firm was established in War- 
wick-lanein 1799, the present name of the Hare- 
court Bookbinding Works is due to the fact 
that about 1850 the business was moved to 
Harecourt Chapel, Aldersgate street, a build- 
ing famous for its association with the 
preaching of Spurgeon. Moving to Canon- 
bury in 1904, the business continued to grow. 
The premises were extended in 1906, and the 
development of the business necessitated 
further additions in 1909 and 1913, while ad- 
ditional warehouses were occupied during 
1915, 1917 and 1:920. 

The original Mr. Thomas Whiting retired 
from the business about 1851, when his son 
Thomas Whiting carried on the business and 
was managing director at the time of his 
death in 1917. Mr. Percy Howard Whiting 
now represents the third generation, and has 


been occupied in the business for over 27 
years. 

Messrs. Key and Whiting's factory at 
Canonbury,a large and substantial modern 
structure, was built specifically as a bindery 
and is found to be excellently adapted for its 
purpose. All the lighting and power is 
electric, and the departments are well planned 
and organised for the convenient passage of 
work from one to another of them through 
the series of processes necessary in the trans- 
formation of the large printed sheets into the 
finished book. 

After glancing into the extensive stock- 
rooms and warehouses the visitor finds on a 
single ground floor the processes of folding, 
collating and sewing in consecutive operation. 
Chamber's folding machines with King con- 
tinuous feeders fold and refold the sheets with 
great rapidity and accuracy, delivering the 
sections ready for the work of collating and 
sewing-together into bookform. The gather- 
ing and collating of the sections are doneon a 
Juengst gathering machine, which deals with 
24 volumes simultaneously, the respective 
sections being fed out in the right order at 
24 different points and deposited in correct 
position for building up the volumes in course 
of construction. The ingenuity of this as of 
many of the other machines employed is evi- 
denced by the fact that in case any one of the 
deliveries is missed, or two sections delivered 
instead of one, a lever promptly comes out of 
action and breaks the electric circuit so that 
the machine waits for the rectification of the 
mistake before continuing its work. 

Passing to the cloth and boards department, 
one notices an interesting machine used for 
the cutting of the cloth ; this is the Smyth 
cloth cutting machine, in which a wide length 
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of cloth is fed in and is cut in one operation 
into the required rectangular pieces, roller 
cutters cutting the material into longitudinal 
strips anda guillotine effecting the latitudinal 
cutting. Another machine, quite fascinating 
in its dexterity, is the Smyth case-making 
machine, of which Messrs. Key and Whiting 
have several. Boards and back lining are fed 
regularly and rapidly into the correct position, 
the cloth pieces are glued and placed accu- 
rately upon the boards and strips, the edges 
of the cloth are folded neatly over, and the 


cases are brought together and are given the 
touches which complete the finished volumes. 
A notable machine in this department is the 
Smyth three-knife trimmer, which cuts head, 
tail and foredge of the books in a single 
operation. The books are then first lined 
after which process they are rounded and 
backed by  specially-designed machines. 
Messrs. Key and Whiting have also a number 
of Smyth casing in machines, which accurately 
paste and insert the books into their cases, 
after which operation the volumes go into hy-

whole then subjected to pressure and delivered 
ready foruse. ‘ Beatrice" blocking machines 
then perform any blocking required, and 
these machines— with the aid of various other 
presses as needed—also do what printing is 
desired upon the covers. 

On a separate floor is the hand workers 
department, where more sewing machines are 
to be seen as well as wire-stitching machines 
and Marresford endpapering machines which 
dispense with hand pasting for the attach- 
ment of first and last sheets. 

Of great interest, too, is the forwarding and 
finishing department, in which the books and 


draulic presses and then— on being opened, 
examined and found satisfactory—are passed 
on to be packed for dispatch to customers. 

Not much comparison is required between 
the methods of the old-time hand-worker 
and those of a large machine bindery of to- 
day to make plain how many advantages 
have been brought to the trade by the de- 
velopment of machinery, by which time 
labour and expense are saved and rates of 
output enormously increased. Further de- 
velopment of mechanical invention in this 
sphere of industry will no doubt be forth. 
coming, but in the wider adoption of the 
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many wonderful machines already available 
to the bookbinder there lie possibilities of 
revolutionary developments in the binding 
craft.

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MANAGERS & OVERSEERS' ASSOCIATION 


Monthly Meeting. 


The monthly meeting of the Association— 
held a week earlier in view of the nearness tO 
Christmas —took place at St. Bride Institute, 
Bride-lane, E.C.4, on the 14th inst. The presi- 
dent (Mr. A. Chadwell) was in the chair, and 
there was а good muster of members. 

Thesecretary (Mr. W.Bullett) having readthe 
minutes of the previous meeting, which were 
duly confirmed, Mr. W. H. Longley expressed 
his regret at able to obtain the 
services of Mr. Brookes, of the Gas Light and 
Coke Co., for а lecture that night on the 
subject of coal versus gas. 

A new design for the Association's book 
of rules and other literature, executed by Mr. 
H.Filkins received the members’ approval and 
thanks. 

Messrs. W. Brookes and W. Crossby were 
unanimously elected auditors for the ensuing

И Тһе president said that owing to the 
absence of a lecturer for the evening there 
was plenty of time at their disposal in which 
matters of trade interest could be profitably 
discussed, and he was sure there were many 
present who were capable of dealing with 
many matters of interest 
He therefore invited Mr. S. Huggins to ad- 
dress the meeting on the subject of gas versus 
coal. 

Qas versus Coal. 


Mr. Huggins said he would with pleasure 
give them some of his own experiences in the 
use of gas in connection with the Junior 
Autoplate. Mi. Huggins went back to the in- 
troduction of the machine. Coal was used 
then, and as time went on thev discovered 
that coke was much cheaper. When his firm 
introduced the machine the question was put 
to him as to the advantages of coal, coke and 
gas. He held out for gas; it was cleaner, and 
to his mind had the advantage that you could 
regulate the temperature better than with the 
other two fuels. They found out that, 
running three nights in the week, gas was 
more expensive, although there was the dis- 
advantage of the space required for storing 
coal and coke, and also the inconvenience 
that would accrue should a coal strike occur, 
and there happened not to be a very large 
amount of coal or coke in stock. He 
eventually got sanction to use раз. and they 
used what they called a blower to blow the 
gas. They had in their firm a very ingenious 
electrician who began to experiment in con- 
junction with himself, and they managed to 
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fix up a burner so as to use a light-pressure 
gas. The number of the burners under the 
machine as it was originally fitted was 48, and 
they put in burners of which only 12 were re 
quired. he burner itself was simply а 
nozzle on the top of the ordinary gas pipe 
with a worm inside. The length of time 
needed to reduce seven tons of metal under 
the gas yielding system prescribed bv the 
original fitters was something like 3$ hours. 
With the new burner they were able to melt 


sumption of gas was much less. 
next explained the method adopted by an ad- 
justment on the burner of a disc placed inside 
the jet which is pushed forward or pulled 
back so as to regulate i 
Mr. Huggins in conclusion remarked that the 
burner was meeting with very great success. 

Mr. R. E. Latimer briefly remarked on 
liability of gas to cause the pots to crack. 

Mr. Huggins, in reply, told of the success he 
had had in preventing pots from cracking by 
the use of a huge cone, about 2 ft. 6 in. long, 
coated with graphite, which had a windlass 
attached, and which was dropped into the 
metal and left there. 

Mr. J. 9. Sunderland said his experience was 
a pretty wide one, and he thought the cone 
system as applied to the expansion of metal 
an excellent and good one. He also thought

Mr. W.H. Longley said he very much re- 
gretted that there wasno authoritative history 


compilation of a trade history he thought the 
Association should take the matter in hand. 

The matter was put in the form of a motion 
and was carried unanimously. 

Mr. R. E. Latimer brought the question of 
the difficulty the overseer experienced in 
keeping skilled men in printing houses. There 
was held out to them the better pay to be 
obtained in newspaper offices and trade shops. 
He thought they should push the matter for- 
ward so as to bring their workers to one level 
of remuneration. 

The president expressed the hope that the 
masters would realise that the practice of 
men leaving printing houses to go into news- 
paper offices was against the masters’ own 
interests. They were losing the services of 
the skilled men by not paying them the same 
as the newpaper workers. 

Before the meeting closed the president re- 
ferred to an appeal on behalf of Dr. Bar- 
nardo's Home being undertaken by Mr. H. 
Williams (Williams Engineering Co.) and 
offered to double any amount which would 
be secured from а “whip " round from the 
members present. 

A vote of thanks to the chairman — who, in 
a reply, tendered seasonable greetings in the 
name of the Association—brought the meet- 
ing to a close.

Reduction in Price of Book Cloth. 


Once more the chairman and directors of 
the Winterbottom Book Cloth Co. enter- 
tained their friends on Monday evening to 
dinner at the Savoy Hotel. As onthe previous 
occasion the affair was excellently arranged. 
No detail was omitted to complete the com- 
fort and entertainment of the guests. In an 
artistically decorated hall, appropriately 
illuminated, the company sat down under the 
presidency of Mr. H. G. Winterbottom, the 
chairman of the company, who had pre- 
viously received the guests on arrival. Music 
accompanied the dinner, which was in the 
best of taste, and selections were performed 
throughout the evening. Altogether it was 
an exceedingly enjoyable gathering. More- 
over, the opportunity was taken of conferring 
upon the problems which beset the book- 
binding trade to-day, with beneficial results 
to all concerned. Perhaps the most im- 
portant announcement was that of Mr. 
Brickhill, director and secretary, that the 
price of book cloth was to be reduced by ad. 
per yard. 

After the toast of " The King" had been 
leyally honoured, Mr. F. Grey (President of 
the Master Bookbinders' Association) pro- 
posed that of " The Chairman and Directors 
of the Winterbottom Book Cloth Co.,” a pro- 
position which was cordially received. He 
referred in affectionate terms to Mr. Harold 
Winterbottom, Lieut.-Colonel Bentley, Mr. 
Brickhill, and Captain Oscar Winterbottom. 
He recalled that as a boy he used to visit the 
old firm of Wilson and Bentley and carry off 
rolls of cloth. With much excellent humour 
Mr. Grey proceeded to refer to the trials and 
troubles of business in these days. Не ex- 
pressed the hope that the price of book cloth 
was going down. Unless that occurred, their 
customers told them that binding and print- 
ing and publishing would diappear. Still he 
supposed they would carry on as usual (cheers.) 

The Chairman, in reply, expressed the real 
pleasure that it gave him and his co-directors 
to entertain their friends that evening. An 
oppertunity of that kind enabled them to 
exchange confidences and to help one another. 
‘They wanted to exchange views and receive 
suggestions which would assist each other. 
It was no good bewailing the fact that the 
trade of the country was going through a 
period of depression. That condition of 
affairs had come with great suddenness, with 
the result that there was a great fall in prices. 
The Winterbottom Book Cloth Co. had to 
buy a long way ahead. Doing their own 
weaving in this country, they employed a 
great number of mills in Lancashire and they 
had to keep those looms engaged. Accord- 
ingly they had contracted for a long way 
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ahead at high prices. During the slump, 
however, they had gone into the market, and 
those contracts had brought the average 
down, so that they were able to supply the 
trade and reduce the price to a certain ex- 
tent. But there could not be a big reduction 
in book cloth at the moment because their 
filing materials were practically unaltered. 
Mr. Winterbottom mentioned the Dye-stuffs 
Bill and the probability of paying more 
for dyes. Speaking of the troubles they had 
had to face during the past year, he mentioned 
that of paper, which needed tender handling. 


The First Bookbinder. 


Mr. M. Brickhill, who was received with 
cheers, proposed the toast of the “ Bookbind- 
ing Trade," and showed that his company 
had a special reason for being grateful to a 
London bookbinder. Prior to 1825, he 
pointed out, in this country books were 
largely bound in millboard covered with a 
kind of drab paper and a little white label. 
In that year, however, Archibald Leighton 
conceived the idea of improving upon that 
method by using а coloured, stiffened and 
glazed cloth for the binding of books, and he 
bound the first edition of books in this 
country in book cloth in the form of seven- 
teen volumes of Lord Byron's works. Archi- 
bald Leighton created for England a great 
new indnstry—the industry of book cloth. 
(Cheers ) 

Mr. Brickhill proceeded to criticise some 
books which were put on the market to-day 
and wh.ch did not give any scope to the 
craftsman. These books were no credit to 
the binder or to the allied trades, and they 
did not play any part in the life of the nation. 
The Winterbotton Book Cloth Co. looked 
forward to a revival of the trade of bookbind- 
ing, because it was an art practised by crafts 
men. There was no doubt about it if they 
produced things which people valued, they 
created a demand for them (hear, hear), and 
they gave scope to the craftsmen and the 
skiiled trades. (Applause.) 

Mr. A. S. Colley (Bain and Co), whose 
father and grandfather had been in the trade, 
responded to the toast. He said he was proud 
to be a member of the bookbinding trade, 
which was a great industry. He was told 
that their organisation was superior to that 
of many larger trades. He believed that was 
due to the fact that they had many members 
who had a thorough grasp of the economic 
and labour problems which concerned them. 
He knew they were all face to face with a 
very severe crisis. But they were not down- 
hearted. (Cheers. Their individual energy 


was going to bring them through. In the 
words of the old hunting song, ‘Our heads 
and hearts are going to be kept high” (hear, 


hear. Mr. Colley added a word of apprecia- 
tion of the work which Mr. Grey performed 
for the whole of the trade. In urging that 
prices should be reduced, he declared that 
they as business men wanted their trade to 
prosper and they wanted the trade of the 
country to prosper. They did not desire it to 
get on a "dead centre.” The publishers

Newspaper Clerks' Bonus. 


AS A result of negotiations between the 
Newspaper Proprietors’ Association and the 
National Society of Operative Printers and 
Assistants—whose clerical section, recently 
formed. has been showing itself a vigorous 
youngster—an interim arrangement has been 
made whereby all adult clerical workers in 
London newspaper offices will receive an 
increase of 15s. per week as a bonus, to operate 
from the first pay day in November. Juniors 
below the age of 21 will receive an increase of 
20 per cent. on current rates. The new rates 
will be: Age 16, 30s.; age 17, 36s.; age 18, 
455.; age 19, boys 545., girls 515.; age 20, boys 
66s., girls 60s. Adults, men gos., women 805. : 
shorthand typists, Age 18, 60s. ; age 19, 66s. ; 
age 20, 72s. Adults, теп gos., women 855. ; 
This award is a temporary expedient to meet 
the increased cost of living, and the general 
conditions of the existing agreement (which 
remains in force till March 31st) are not 
altered. 
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Over £31,000,000 for Paper imports. 


THIRTY-ONE million pounds will not suffice 
tocover the value of the imports of paper. 
etc., into the United Kingdom during 1920. 
For the period January-November the total 
stands at £28,562,066, which gives a monthly 
average of £2,596,551. The total quantity 
imported during the eleven months amounts 
to 12,270,366 cwts., or an average of 1,115,487 
cwts. per month. The receipts during No- 
vember were below the average quantity, 
amounting to 821,602 cwts., or 160,297 cwts 
under the quantity received during the cor- 
responding month of last year, and a decrease 
of 155,584 cwts. compared with November, 
1913. The total values for November of the 
following years  were:—1920, £2,166,083 ; 
1910, £1.580,244 ; 1913, £615,828. "Taking the 
imports for last month, Newfoundland figures 
prominently under the classification of 
" printing, not coated, and writing paper in 
large sheets" ; the supplies from the country 
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mentioned were 166,037 cwts., or over 54 per 
cent. of the total (302,394 cwts.), whereas only 
14 per cent. came from Norway, to per cent. 
from Sweden, and 6:5 per cent. from Germany. 
Of the 173,949 cwts. of packings and wrapp- 
ings, including tissue paper, received last 
month, Sweden provided 379 per cent., Nor- 
way 22:6 per cent., Finland 12 per cent, and 
Germany 938 per cent. Belgium and Germany 
take the lead in supplying coated paper to 
this market, the former country being respon- 
sible for 32:2 per cent. and the latter 20'5 per 
cent. of last month's total receipts, viz., 6,490 
ewts. November's imports of strawboards 
were 221,566 cwts., and other boards to 85,237 
€wts.

November's Paper Exports Expand. 


Tue dullness of the home paper market 
has evidently prompted more attention to the 
export trade, but even in this direction manu- 
facturers are faced with many difficulties, and 
consequently big developments are impossible, 
as various markets are reducing their pur- 
chases to small limits owing to financial con- 
siderations. И is encouraging to find, how- 
ever, that the exports of British paper during 
November were far above those for the corre- 
sponding month of last year, and also higher 
than the pre-war month of November, 1913, 
the respective quantities being 279,516 cwts. 
110,807 cwts, and 269,854 cwts. Тһе total 
values of the exports for November of the 
years mentioned were: 1920, £1.710,189; 
1919, £407,143; :913, £291,834. The principal 
exports fall under the heading of ‘ printing 
paper, not coated," the shipments last month 
amounting to 101,299 cwts., of which 120,611 
cwts. went to British possessions and 40,688 
cwts. to Foreign Countries. Notwithstanding 
the drawbacks in export business to Australia, 
the supplies to that country amounted to 
26 6 per cent. of the total shipments of print- 
ings last month, to India 24'4 per cent., to 
South Africa 12:9 per cent., and New Zealand 
44percent. The exports of writing paper in 
large sheets last month were 34,384 cwts, 
27,800 cwt. going to the British Possessions 
and 6,584 cwts. to Foreign Countries. The 
chief outlet was found in Australia, the sup- 
plies amounting to 36 per cent. of the total 
shipments of writings, the next principal 
market being India with 24°3 per cent., fol- 
lowed by South Africa with 8:5 per cent., and 
New Zealand with 3:6 per cent. Paper hang- 
ings, stationery, bags, etc., show a good ex- 
portation last month, theonly weakness being 
in regard to packings and wrappings. The 
total exports for the eleven months ended 
November stand at 2,111,204 cwts., of the 
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value of £11,326,397, as compared with 793,845 
cwts. and £3,753,765 for the corresponding 
month of last year, and 3,241,082 cwts., valued 
at £3.391,084 for November, 1913.

It is pointed out that the high price of all 
materials—especially paper—required in the 
Production of periodicals and magazines has 
continued during the year, and there is at 
present no sign of any relief. The heavy cost 
of production and increasing wages of all 
kinds render the task of starting new journals 
at a popular price more and more difficult.

A vERY elaborate calendar for the coming 
year has been issued by Messrs. Suckling and 
Co., the well-known firm of papermakers' 
agents and merchants, of Royal London 
House, Finsbury-square, London, E.C.2. A 
small hanging calendar—a month to a sheet 
—is appended to a large imitation-oil pro- 
duction of the celebrated painting, '' The 
Laughing Cavalier," by Frans Hals. The 
reproduction is an admirable piece of work, 
and the picture, if heavily framed in gilt and 
suitably hung, would pass for an oil painting. 
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Binders' Time Dockets. 
There is no further news regarding the 


binders' time docket, but evidence is accu- 

mulating which points to the fact that there 
are few towns in which at least a few houses 
are not actually receiving dockets from their 
men. These more fortunate ones are reaping 
the advantage of foresight, for the system 
of charging out according to time consumed 
was instituted by them before the minor offi- 
cials of certain towns had managed to make 
a bogey of the docket. Now that the binders 
are back in the kindred trades, they may be 

persuaded to see that there is nothing sinister 
in the motive of the docket. The experience 
of members of theletterpress and lithographic 
side should remove any lingering doubts on 
the matter. 


Cost-Finding. 


The average binder or ruler seems never to 
have had an opportunity of becoming ac- 
quainted with the principles and routine of 
cost. finding in thesame way that it had been 
presented to printers. At almost every tech- 
nical institute in which printing forms one of 
the subjects of study, cost. finding and esti- 
mating are an important section of the train- 
ing. Every apprentice has an almost equal 
opportunity of making himself thoroughly 
acquainted with costing methods. Perhaps 
it is a result of the better facilities for getting 
in touch with administrative matters that so 
many printers rise in the industry compared 
with bookbinders. The binder has always 
been at a disadvantage, through no fault of 
his own, owing to the lack of provision for 
technical training. Partly the masters are to 
blame for this. Ап immense amount of good 
might be done by the arrangement of special 
classes in bookbinding, including cost-finding 
and management. We would like to see 
the matter taken up by the various binding 
sections up and down the country. 


Trade Quietude. 


The trade has been very quiet this last 
month or two. It seems but a very short 
time ago that many offices wanting men for 
the bench were unable to secure them either 
byadvertisement or application totheSociety. 
Now that there are men to be had, there are 
very few advertisements and a very small 
demand for help. A few houses are fortunate 
enough to have big arrears of contract work, 
and some of them are taking on new men. А 
noticeable feature is that many of the men 
now out are quite young, most of them having 
served the balance of their apprenticeship 
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under the "Interrupted" scheme. It is dis- 
tinctly hard on these men that their lapse, 
due to service in the army,should, by robbing 
them of the maturity which would have been 
theirs, but for the call to arms, cause them to 
be the first on whom the burden of unemploy- 
ment should fall. 


Cancellation of Machinery Orders. 


We hear that cancellation of orders for 
bookbinding machinery have been plentiful 
of late. Many orders were placed in the early 
part of the year when prospects were so allur- 
ing, especially for book-sewing machines. In 
most cases the orders were hedged with con- 
ditions, sometimes placed by the buyer and 
frequently by the maker. The fact of the 
orders being conditional has left a loophole 
through which some binders have escaped 
their liability. The slump in trade is not cal- 
culated to impress users with the necessity of 
installing new plant. The makers' terms are 
onerous, in most cases cash on delivery. The 
tightness financially has gripped the book- 
binders quite as firmly as other industries, and 
cash on delivery for machinery costing any- 
thing between £750 and £2,000 15 not a pro- 
position to be lightly entertained. The pro- 
bability is that machiney prices will come 
down with a bump before long. Already 
many engineers are on short time, while others 
are finding their repair section the busiest 
part of the establishment. 


Slump in Materials. 


In the materials market there is an absolute 
slump. It is difficult to record prices because 
we have heard of so little business being done. 
One thing iscertain, there are no rising prices. 
Leathers have got down to a fairly low level, 
and there is not much prospect of further re- 
duction so far as the manufacturer is con- 
cerned. Agents are offering attractive parcels 
at prices which will not be repeated when 
business becomes more brisk. Wehave heard 
of supplies being offered to the trade by 
manufacturing stationers who have over- 


bought. Average prices appear to be now as 
follows: Glazed skivers, 10d. per square foot ; 
thin basils, 1s. ; stout basils, Is. 3d.; fleshers, 
IS. 2d.; rough goats, 25. 6d.; anglos, 2s 94. ; 


calfs (rough), 2s. 6d. to 2s. gd.; calfs (smooth), 
3s. to 3s. 6d.; hand-grained goats, 45. ; pig- 
skin 35. 

The Unconvincing Argument. 


Glue has declined rapidly, and pure Scotch 
glue is now obtainable at 1105. per cwt. Cer- 
tain agents are endeavouring to keep to price 
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on the ground of quality, but the argument is 
not convincing. Paste is lower than it has 
been for months, but the dry form is coming 
into favour owing to the cost of railway 
carriage. Gold leaf is also much lower in 
price than at any time since the war, but 
there is a very poor demand, and stocks must 
be accumulating. It is time that book.cloths 
and threads and tapes showed signs of a 
downward trend. Smallware dealers have 
allowed their stocks to run down completely 
rather than replenish at existing figures. The 
bookcloth manufacturers are still busy wiping 
off arrears of back orders. Until their order 
books are clear, they will not feel the force of 
compulsion. Meantime the cost of their raw 
materials has declined very considerably and 
users reap no benefit.

Much regret will be felt by his many friends 
in the trade at the news of *he death of Mr. 
A. Christopher Fowler, at the early age of 56 
years, which occurred at a nursing home at 
Chiswick, on the 16th inst. Mr. Fowler was 
taken with a paralytic seizure in August last, 
from which he never thoroughly recovered. 

The firm with which Mr. Fowler’s name 
was identified started in a small way, and it 
was due to his abounding enterprise that it 
has risen to its present eminence as one of the 
leading firms in three.colour printing. Mr. 
Fowler commenced business as a compositor 
and was manager to J. Williams Cook. 
Twenty-five years ago he started in a modest 
way on his own account at 28, Tempest-street, 
City. This business quickly extended, and 
Mr. Fowler took larger premises at Shore- 
ditch, and eventually, in order to cope with 
an increase of business, opened the City 
show-rooms at 6. New Union.street, Moor- 
fields. The activities of the firm have been 
very successful all along, more especially in 
connection with three colour printing, sta- 
tionery and bookbinding. 

In connection with the late Mr. Fowler's 
associations outside his business, it may be 
mentioned that he was a vice-president of the 
defunct Institute of Printers, was interested 
in the L.S.C. Jobbing Guild, and a warm 
supporter of the War Memorial to the Caxton 
Convalescent Home. His services, too, were 
often sought after in connection with various 
printers’ charities and concerts. He was a 
member of the P. M. and O. A., and held an 
L.S.C. card right up the time of his death. 

An interesting event in the life of Mr. 
Fowler was the occasion of his silver wedding 
on September 18th, 1909, when the employees 
from botn departments presented him with a 
handsome tantalus and an illuminated ad- 
dress. 

We understand that the business of A. 
Chris. Fowler is to be carried on in the mean- 
time by Mr. Arthur G. Fowler, Mr. H. Pap- 
worth and Мг. Ј. Webb. Mr. Fowler leaves а 
widow, two sons and five daughters. 

'The funeral took place at St. Mary's (R.C.) 
Cemetery, Kensal-rise, on Monday. There 
were numerous floral tributes sent by the two 
establishments of the firm, and a very large 
representation of personal and business 
friends were present.

THe Thames Paper Co. are pushing the 
Fiberite packing caseextensively, and in view 
of the heavy cost of timber cases, along with 
the burden of return railway charges. users of 
packing cases all over the country are looking 
for a way out of the difficulty. The strange 
thing is that, although pulp and paper are 
dear, they are being adopted in many cases to 
reduce costs. Thus wood pulp toys and doll 
bodies, wood pulp silk for dolls’ hair and 
ladies’ hosiery, pulp string and pulp packing 
cases, pulp textiles and imitation leather, 
wood pulp jam pots and containers. The 
economy of wood pulp packing cases is a 
striking commentary on the efficiency of an 
industry which commences with timber and 
finishes by converting itinto packing cases to 
reduce the costs of using timber.

Printing from Engraved Cyiinders. 


А machine for printing from an engraved 
cylinder, invented by Mr. C. Kempe, is so 
arranged that the drive of the cylinders is 
automatically adjusted to suit slight varia- 
tions in thesize of theprinting cylinder which 
at the commencement is made slightly larger 
than its normal size, so that it can be ground 
down successively to receive fresh designs, 
and be again used without loss of register. 
As shown, the printing cylinder 2 is of slightly 
greater diameter than half the diameter of 
the impression cylinder r, and the cylinder a 
is geared to a spur-wheel 6 geared to a wheel 
gon a driving shaft 7, which also drives a 
wheel 10 freely mounted on a shaft of the im- 
pression cylinder 1. This wheel то is formed 


with slots 13, 14 which engage pins 11, 12 on 
the cylinder 1 and drive this cylinder during 
the non-printing portion of each revolution. 
During the printing portion af the revolution 
the cylinder 1 is driven frictionally from the 
cylinder 2, and the cylinder can move more 
quickly than the wheel 10 and the pins 11,12 
move forwards іп the slots 13,14. This rela- 
tive movement of the cylinder 1 and wheel 10 
causes an arm 18 on a shaft 16 geared to a 
wheel 15 on the cylinder 1 to move outwards, 
and when a roller 20 on this arm engages a 
fixed cam 19, the arm 18 is moved inwards, 
and the cylinder 1 is retarded and the drive is 
again taken up by the wheel то. The sheets 
are fed from a board 27, and are delivered by 
a drum 21 to bands 23, 24, the drum 21 being 
perforated around its periphery and formed 
with a fan 31 which produces an air current 
to assist in the drying of the sheets as they are 
delivered face upwards. 


Tubular Paper Bags. 


Under a patent by Messrs. G. F. and J. F. 
Willetts tubular paper and like bags are 
formed by pasting, glueing, or otherwise 
fastening together the sides of a sheet of 
paper, etc., to form the body І of the bag,

and turning down the end 2 of the body and 
pasting it to an oval or circular disk 3 of 
paper, etc. Another disk may be pasted over 
the joints to hide them and strengthen the 
bag. The base disk may be pasted on to the 
previously turned down part of the body 


The Provisienal Specification states also that 
the base of the bag may be secured to the 
body by placing a piece of paper, etc., over 
the end of the body and pasting or otherwise 
fastening it to the inside or eutside of the body. 


Loose Sheets for Ledgers. 


A device for securing and storing loose 
sheets or cards in ledgers or the like, as in- 
vented by Mr. L. W. Ferres, consists in pro- 
viding the cards with a laterally extending

pin at each top corner to fit into sockets on 
the face of a sheet, so that each card projects 
slightly beyond the-one above it. Two strips 
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F, Fig. 2, of corrugated metal are soldered or 
otherwise fastened to the face of a sheet C of 
metal or other stiff material, one near and 
parallel to each long edge. A strip of metal 
B of the shape shown in Fig. 4, or a short 
length of wire, is attached to each top corner 
of a card and engages with the sockets E 
formed between the sheet C and the top of 
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the corrugations in the strips F, the card being 
bent for insertion or removal. A wire may 
be attached to the top of the corrugations and 
the spaces thus formed may be used, or the 
sockets may be formed by slots in a strip of 
metal bent at right-angles, so that the slots 
extend across the bend into each portien of 
the strip.

A BRIEF RETROSPECT OF 1920. 


Although the year just ended opened with 
fair prospects, and expectations of prosperity 
in the allied trades, yet, during its course 
these anticipations were—except in a few 
instances—scarcely realised; and as month 
followed month, each brought with it new 
troubles and worries for the employing 
printer. Increased wages demands, piece 
bonuses, high prices of paper and other 
materials have had to be contended with. 
One wages settlement was scarcely satisfac- 
torily concluded before another demand was 
issued and fresh negotiations had to be 
entered into. АП this had a detrimental 
effect on the trade as a whole, while the in- 
creased charges rendered necessary to the 
consumer for his work have led to a consider- 
able falling off in orders. Users of printed 
matter have cut down their consumption, 
while in many cases where thousands of 
printed circulars or prospectuses would have 
formerly been freely ordered, insurance com- 
panies, shipping offices, banks and other 
establishments have installed one or more 
of the many “ graph" copying machines that 
are now on the market, and have turned out 
their out publicity literature in typescript by 
the aid of an office boy or by girllabour. In 
the newspaper section of the trade the high 
cost of labour and material has led to an 
increase in the price of many hundreds of 
periodicals and newspapers throughout the 
country. 


The Master Printers, 


The London Master Printers’ Association 
and the Federation of Master Printers have 
continued the good work of organising and 


consolidating the master printers of the 
country, and the district alliances have 
aided much in bringing employers together 
and binding them in a brotherhood for the 
furtherance of the best interests of the craft. 
The London Master Printers have been for- 
tunate in their choice of Mr. R. A. Austen- 
Leigh as president, while the Federation has 
been equally fortunate in its presidential 
choice, Mr. E. W. Humphries being a man 
of wide experience, and holding modern, 
sane views upon industrial relations and 
other matters. The annual conference at 
Cardiff, in June, was a successful function, 
nearly 400 delegates from all parts of the 
country taking part in the proceedings. 
Many problems affecting the craft were dis- 
cussed, and considerable attention was given 
to the matter of costing and pricing, Mr. R. A. 
Austen-Leigh opening a discussion on the 
value of an emblem to firms using the 
Federation’s Costing System. The Trade 
Lithographers’ section of the L.M.P.A, 
formed a year ago, has made substantial 
progress and celebrated its anniversary, last 
month, with a luncheon at the Holborn 
Restaurant. 

In May, the Kent Education Committee 
approved of a proposal to inaugurate a 
County Council printing and bookbinding 
works, and, when it is considered that the 
committee’s estimates average over £317,000 
for the year, it will be seen that such an estab- 
lishment would have meant a heavy loss to 
local printers. So much opposition was shown 
to the scheme that on the final vote the motion 
was defeated, but only by a majority of one 
vote. 
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Management Affairs. 


The Printers’ Managers and Overseers’ 
Association has not been neglecting its duties 
during the past twelve months. Its usual 
monthly meetings have been regularly held, 
and lectures and addresses on trade matters of 
an interesting and practical character have 
been given, while the membership has in- 
creased, not only ın London, but in the pro- 
vinces. Negotiations have been carried on 
with the employersin reference to salariesand 
notices, and an endeavour has been made to 
obtain conditions that will raise managers 
and overseers to a level somewhat above that 
of the ordinary employee. The united gather- 
ing at Leeds was a successful affair, and the 
members of the London Centre enjoyed a 
visit to the works of the Lanston Monotype 
Corporation at Redhill, where they were 
shown the manufacture of the machines aud 
entertained to luncheon by the Corporation. 

The Printing, Bookbinding and Kindred 
Trades Overseers' Association has also been 
working hard for the benefit of its members, 
` and the monthly nieetings have proved both 
profitable and enjoyable, discussions of trade 
difficulties and problems being interspersed 
with lighter entertainment. Enjoyable 
rambles have also taken place, and social in- 
tercourse and comradeship have been deve- 
loped. 

The Electrotypers and Stereotypers Mana- 
gers and Overseers' Association has also been 
active, and the membership has improved. 


Labour's Demands. 


There has been considerable unrest in the 
labour world during the past year, and the 
allied trades have not escaped from the de- 
mands for higher wages that have been uni- 
versal in all iudustries where labour is organ- 
ised. The year opened with a demand for a 
forty.four hour week, with forty hours for 
night workers, and this, coming so close after 
several advances in wages, caused consider- 
able feeling in the ranks of the master printers, 
who, at a meeting at Stationers Hall in 
January, passed resolutions against the de- 
mand, which, after a time, was not pressed. 

While the shorter week negotiations were 
in abeyance a demand was made for a sub- 
stantial increase in wages, and after many 
conferences an advance was given in June of 
ten shillings рег week to men and three. and- 
sixpence to women. In October another 
demand was made for an increase of fifteen 
shillings per week to men and seven-and six- 
pence to women; and in November, after 
several meetings of masters and men, an ad- 
vance of five shillings was given to men and 
two shillings to women workers. Piece 
workers have also been placed in a better 
position by the grant of a substantial bonus. 
Wages have also been increased in the book- 
binders and machine rulers' section of the 
trade; the paper box makers, printing ink 
makers, stereotypers and other allied workers 
have also had advances that bring them up to 
the average remuneration given in other 
branches. 

A curious feature of the year was the strike 
of the Manchester and Liverpool branches of 
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the Typographical! Association, which repudi- 
ated the settlement of the wages question by 
that body and struck work without its sanc- 
tion, thereby greatly disorganising the news- 
paper offices of these districts and in some 
cases Causing the entire suspension of publi- 
cation. This strike lasted some weeks and 
resulted in a considerable loss to all concerned, 
the recalcitrant branches making a depletion 
of their funds to a considerable extent. 


Educating the Printer. 


The importance of technical training for the 
printer is being more and more recognised by - 
both employers and workers, and the intro- 
duction of new methods and new machines 
that have, in many instances, revolutionised 
the work of certain departments, makes it 
imperative that the working printer perfects 
himself in the particular section of the trade 
to which he is attached. 

In London the St. Bride Foundation Insti- 
tute, under the supervision of the Principal, 
Mr. J. R. Riddeil, has continued its good 
work; although the pressure on its classes 
has been great every effort has been made to 
give the fullest instruction, and the school is 
now open from 9 a.m. till 10 p.m. Even with 
this the applications for admittance to the 
classes have been so numerous that hundreds 
of applicants have had to be turned away. 
The apprentice students alone number 714, 
from 171 different firms. For the current ses- 
sion the school has a very full programme, 
and has additional classes for photo-litho- 
graphy, and printers' salesmanship, while the 
class for sons of employing printers promises 
to be most successful. Lack of sufficient ac- 
commodation is hampering the good work of 
this training centre, and a larger building is 
urgently required. Among the additions to 
the teaching staff we notice Mr. W. H. Slater. 
so long known in connection with the Borough 
Printing classes, and Mr. H. N. Croxall, whose 
interests lie in the machine department. The 
experience and knowledge of these gentlemen 
will be an asset to St. Bride School. 

The London County Council School of Arts 
and Crafts, in Southampton Row, has also 
been doing good work in its '" Book Produc- 
tion" classes, in which composing and ma- 
chine printing, bookbinding, lettering and 
illumination, book illustration, wood engrav- 
ing, type-punch cutting, metal block making 
and other sections of the craft are taught. 
'The lads receive a thorough training and the 
artistic side of the craft is given attention. 

The Camberwell School of Arts and Crafts 
is also giving excellent training for composi- 
tors, machine minders, lithographers, and 
bookbinders, in both day and evening classes. 

Provincial cities, notably, Manchester, Leeds, 
Birmingham and Leicester, and in Scotland 
Edinburgh and Glasgow, are carrying on suc- 
cessful training schools for the young printer. 
The various printing trades guilds through- 
out the country are also doing a good work 
in their endeavour to raise the status and 
technical ability of the journeyman printer. 


A Helping Hand. 


In the matter of helping those whoare down 
or out the printing-trade takes a high place, 
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and many are the institutions that have been 
provided for the help and relief of mem- 
bers of the craft who by reason of illness 
or old age require assistance. At the head of 
these organisations stands the Printers’ Pen- 
sion, Almshouse and Orphan Asylum Cor- 
poration, which has, since its establishment, 
distributed in benefits over £350,000. ‘The 
past year’s work of the Corporation isa record 
one, several new pensions have been insti- 
tuted, and at the annual dinner, at which the 
Prince of Wales took the chair, а total of 
50,000 guineas was announced as having been 
contributed to the funds. As usual, the various 
local auxiliaries of the Pension have been 
hard at work, and by means of concerts, col- 
lections, etc., have raised considerable sums 
which have been added to the revenue of the 
Corporation. 

The Bookbinders' Pension and Asylum 
Corporation has also been doing good work 
among the needy members of that section of 
the trade. Mr. G. Ralph Hall Caine presided 
at a dinner on behalf of the Corporation, the 
success of which was such that contributions 
to the amount of £5,400 were added to its 
funds. The Vellum Binders and Machine 
Rulers' Pension Society have not been behind 
in their exertions to meet the wants of their 
members in their declining years. It is satis- 
factory to note that a considerable number of 
new members have joined this Society lately. 

The various convalescent homes connected 
with the craft have carried on and assisted in 
restoring to fitness many who otherwise 
might have gone from bad to worse in the 
matter of health. And the Printers’ Medical 
Aid Association has widened and increased 
its field of work. 


Business Changes. 


During the past twelve months we have 
recorded a number of business and other 
changes in our pagcs, among them being the 
following :— The businesses of Messrs. Water- 
low and Sons, Ltd., and Messrs. Waterlow 
Brothers and Layton, have been amal- 
gamated ; both are London firms of very old 
standing and originally sprang from the same 
source, James Waterlow being the common 
head of the Waterlow family. Messrs. 
Odhams, Ltd., have acquired the Sporting 
Life, an old-established weekly with a record 
of over sixty years, and the same firm has also 
taken over the business of the Borough Bill- 
posting Co., Ltd. Stratford, the purchase 
price of the latter being over ; 200,000. Mr. 
Arthur Munro Sutherland has acquired the 
interest of the Cowen family in the Newcastle 
Chronicle, the management of the newspaper 
being continued by Colonel Joseph Reed. 
Mr. H. Langley Jones has joined the direc- 
torate of the Cornwall Press, which has lately 
been registered with a capital of £250,000, to 
take over the business of Messrs. Iliffe and 
Sons, Ltd. Early in the year an extensive 
addition to Fry's Metal Foundry was opened, 
this being the most recent of a series of exten- 
sions that has been going on since the firm's 
inauguration in 1912. Messrs. A. M. Peebles 
and Son, Ltd., have secured extensive ware- 
house accommodation in St. John's-lane and 
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St. John's-street, Clerkenwell, E.C. Messrs. J. 
J. Keliher and Co., Ltd., have entered into 
possession of new premises in the Borough, 
which are interesting, as having at one time 
formed part of the cld Marshalsea Prison. 
Sir Isaac Pitman and Sons, Ltd., have re 
moved their offices from Amen-corner to 
Parker. street, Kingsway, W.C. Mr. George 
Harrison, paper agent and merchant, has re- 
moved from Eastcheap to 32, Queen Victoria 
street. Messrs. laylor and Watkinson, the 
printers’ leads manufacturers, of Leeds, are 
transferring their business to York-road in 
that city, and Messrs. Birdsall and Son, of 
Northampton, the well-known bookbinders, 
have removed their London offices from New 
Bond-street to Regent-street. 


Business Longevity. 


Among the firms that celebrated their busi- 
ness centenaries were Messrs. W. H. Smith and 
Son, the well-known printers, publishers and 
newsagents, the occasion being celebrated by 
a dinner at the Savoy Hotel. Messrs. Charles 
Griffin and Co, Ltd., publishers, also com- 
pleted their hundred years of a business 
career, and marked the occasion by publish- 
ing a "centenary volume," profusely illus- 
trated and descriptive of the house of Griffin. 
Two pencil-making firms, Messrs. E. Wolff 
and Son and Messrs. Arthur Johnson, Ltd., 
have been established for over a hundred 
vears, and in the past year amalgamated their 
businesses under the stvle of The Sovereign 
Pencil Co., Ltd. Messrs. Wm. Thynne, of 
Edinburgh, have attained to their jubilee. 
They claim to be the first firm in Scotland to 
engage in the manufacture of paper bags. 

Although the outlook for 1921 is not very 
bright at present, and it would take a clever 
prophet to foretell what it will bring to the 
printing craft, yet we may express the hope 
that the dark clouds that cover the future 
may show a silver lining, and that the coming 
twelve months may have good business in 
store for the trade. In this hope we wish all 
our readers

Sentences in the second of the courts-martial 
against Freeman's Journal, the editor and two 
directors, were promulgated on Christmas 
Eve. A fine of £3,000 has been imposed on 
the newspaper, and Mr. P. J. Hooper and 
Messrs. Hamilton Edwards and Martin Fitz- 
gerald have each been sentenced to twelve 
months' imprisonment. 

On Christmas morning incendiaries niade a 
second attempt to destroy the Freeman's 
Journal offices. 

On Christinas Eve the offices of the Cork 
Examiner were entered by men with bombs, 
who caused considerable damage to the 
machinery.

The Paper Stump. 


Special Committee Appointed to 
Investigate. 


Those responsible for guiding the destinies 
of the British paper trade are setting the ma- 
chinery to work to find out the real position 
of the industry. Accordingly the Interim 
Industrial Reconstruction Committee fully 
considered the serious position arising from 
the shortage of orders and the consequent un- 
employment, with the result that a joint com- 
mittee of inquiry was appointed to investi- 
gate and report to the trade and to make re- 
presentations to the Government. It is im- 
portant to remember that the Interim Com- 
mittee is composed jointly of employers and 
trade union representatives, and the unanimity 
among them indicates the grave position 
which has been reached. The members of 
the special committee are: Employers—wslr. 
C.R.Seddon (chairman), Mr. W. L. Tod, Mr. 
Arthur Baker, and Captain W. E. Nuttall; 
Union Representatives: Messrs. T. G. New- 
land, A. Fowler, H. Brownsey, and W. Ross. 
The first meeting of the Committee is to be 
held on December 29th. 

The whole trade, masters and men alike, 
are concerned about the future of business. 
Employers are anxious about orders, which 
have fallen away badly, and the union repre- 
sentatives are alarmed at the extent of un- 
employment. Few, if any, new orders are 
forthcoming, with the result that mills are 
running on short time, and the position 1s 
growing steadily worse as the old orders are 
completed. Both in regard to the drop in 
output and the increase in unemployment, 
fresh records of an unenviable character are 
being made. It is probable, however, that 
the worst of the phase has been reached. All 
the same, it is advisable to take steps which 
will speed up the resumption of trade. 


Qovernment and the Exchanges. 


While the paper trade is making its investi- 
gation, there are signs that the Government 
is awakening to the seriousness of the posi- 
tion. Admittedly the problem is a difficult 
one. Now that the effect of the exchanges 
has been realised by the authorities, some 
definite remedial measure may be expected ; 
and Sir Robert Horne stated in the House of 
Commons last week that it was hoped, in a 
bill which would be introduced at the begin- 
ning of the next session, to devise a remedy. 

The President of the Board of Trade ad- 
mitted that the exchange position at the 
present time was one of the causes which en- 
abled Germany to export to this country at 
cheaper prices than those at which we could 
manufacture the articles in question. There 
was nothing, however, which they could do 
to improve the rate of exchange, but they 
might devise means to overcome the diffi- 
culties caused by it. 

In a further answer, Sir Robert said he was 
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aware that in Germany men were working for 
longer hours and for less wages than they did 
here, but the rate of exchange was to a certain 
extent responsible for the latter. They could 
not take artificial means to deal with these 
matters without exercising very great care. 


Course of Prices. 


It is felt in some quarters that uncertainty 
as to the future trend of prices is helping to 
retard a resumption of buying. If it were 
understood that these had reached rock 
bottom, it is believed it would go a long 
way to restoring confidence and reviving 
business. Perhaps some authoritative infor- 
mation will be forthcoming on this point. In 
the meantime it is difficult to see how prices 
can go lower. Quotatior.s are generally 
guided by thelaw of supply and demand. At 
the present time, while there are sufficient 
supplies, it is a certain fact that demand has 
been and is as weak as it could possibly be. 
In these circumstances prices should be at 
their lowest level. 

Another factor which must weigh, of course, 
is the question of cost of production. Paper- 
makers are well stocked with raw materials, 
bought at high prices. There has been no 
buying lately, and it may be some time before 
much is done in this direction. If new sup- 
plies of raw material are taken in at lower 
quotations, there would be some reduction in 
the cost of producing the finished paper. But 
prices of pulp have receded very little, and 
averaging up would leave small variation. 

But the problem which faces the paper- 
maker is the economic level at which he can 
afford to sell his product. There is a point 
below which it would be found cheaper to 
close down a mill and bear the overhead ex- 
penses than to continue to run the machines. 
That position is very nearly reached now. 
Such a course would not be adopted unless 
there was absolute compulsion, and it is to be 
hoped that it will not be found necessary. 


Gieams of H ope. 


But the outlook is not without gleams of 
hope. Reports coming to hand seem to indi- 
cate a movement, slight it is true. Whether 
this is the turn of the tide or only a tem- 
porary flicker has yet to be seen. There are 
strong hopes that the turn of the year will 
witness a lightening of depression. If so, the 
direction of business will still require to be 
handled with care. Without doubt any re- 
vival will have the effect of stiffening prices. 
It is to be hoped that those who are respon- 
sible for fixing these will be guided by wis- 
dom, else the stateof things which now causes 
so much apprehension will be re-created. 


A Wholesale Stationer’s Views. 


A wholesale stationer writes with regard to 
the present position of the paper trade: I 
think we in the paper trade are suffering in 
common with other trades from the inevitable 
reaction which follows a "boom." And I 
think this reaction was hastened by the de- 
cision of the Government to retain the E.P.D. 
during the present financial year.

A Reprehensible Practice. 


The question of customers and advertisers 
supplying their own paper to the printer is 
constantly before the trade, and it is now high 
time that master printers gave this important 
question closer and more earnest considera- 
tion. 

Definite action was taken in London during 
the early part of 1919 with a view to abolish- 
ing this practice, and almost without excep- 
tion the chief houses in the trade signed an 
agreement binding themselves to refuse to 
print on paper supplied by customers. There 
are still, however, a few houses who continue 
this policy of business, but it is hoped before 
long that these houses will also sign the 
agreement. 

There is no reason why any printer, or other 
manufacturer, should sacrifice legitimate 
profits upon the raw materials used in his 
trade, but unless concerted action is agreed 
upon, printers must sooner or later realise 
that the practice of customers supplying their 
own paper is a serious menace to the general 
well-being of the trade. 

Provincial printers still continue to conduct 
business on these lines, but certain municipal 
bodies are inviting printersto tender for their 
printing supplies, on the condition that the 
paper is supplied to the printer by the public 
bodies concerned. 

One recent case clearly shows the danger of 
this practice spreading. А certain important 
loral authority invited printers to tender for 
their contracts on condition that the paper was 
supplied by them. Printers of that district 
who usually tendered declined to compete 
upon such terms, and for a time the Council 
concerned found themselves in a very awk- 
ward position, they having already purchased 
the paper required for the work in prospect. 

Finally, however, the Council secured the 
services of a few small houses, who consented 
to accept the work on the Council's condi- 
tions, and subsequently the general body of 
printers in this area found that owing to the 
action of a few firms they were forced to come 
into line with the Council's policy, and accept 
the obnoxious conditions. 

The selling of paper is without doubt an 
integral part of the printer's business. and it 
must be admitted that it would be difficult to 
name any other industry that would submit 
to such procedure on the part of the customer. 
These facts should impress upon the trade the 
vital importance of this question. 

But the practice grows apace, and it is 
quietly and steadily creeping into our trade— 
it is but “а small cloud,” yet it is capable of 
growing to such unmanageable dimensions as 
will seriously damage a great industry. 

Now is the time to improve the conditions 
of the printing trade, but concerted action 
must be taken, not only to prevent the spread, 
but to altogether stop this most undesirable 
system of trading. 
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The agreement referred to сап be seen at 
24, Holborn, or copies of it can be obtained 
from that address, and it ishoped that printers 
will come forward with enthusiasm to sup- 
port this movement. 

Support from the trade is necessary, is vital 
to the trade's best interest, and of the utmost 
urgency.— Federation Members' Circular.

Committee's Censure for Waste. 


Serious criticisms of Government waste- 
fulness are contained in the fourth report of 
the Committee of Public Accounts, which is 
A rta as a White Paper [No. 231, price 3d. 
net . 

The Committee state that at the time of 
the formation of the Air Force the Air Minis- 
try wished to have a muster roll printed of all 
ranks serving at the time in the Коуа1 Naval 
Air Service and the Royal Flying Corps, which 
together included about 200,000 men. The list 
was wanted within a month, but the Station- 
ery Office stated that it could not be produced 
within this time. Although the Stationery 
Office at the time were practically controlling 
the printing resources of London, the order 
was placed witha certain private firm. The 
firm in question actually took six months 
to complete two volumes of the roll, and the 
work had to be completed under the super- 
vision of the Stationery Office, and was only 
available when too late to be of full use. The 
firm's charge was £5,252, while the Stationery 
Office could have done the work for £2,991. 
No writtencontract was entered into. 

In another case the same firm wasemployed 
to print pamphlets with regard to recruitment 
of the Women's Royal Air Force, the amount 
which would have been saved on an account 
for £509 115. 8d. by using the ordinary mode 
of performing the work (through the Station- 
ery Office) being £426 2s. 5d., this being partly 
accounted for by the fact that the Stationery 
Office would have employed a cheaper style 
of printing. 

The Committee endorse the comment in the 
Treasury letter of April 3oth, 1919, on "the 
failure of the officers responsible for employ- 
ing this firm, not merely to realise the desir- 
ability on grounds of principle of placing 
orders through thecentral Goverement organi- 
sation for such work. but to take ordinary 
businesslike precautions for safeguarding the 
public purse." ^" The circumstances are so 
serious," add the Committee, “that it is not 
without hesitation that we refrain from 
recommending disallowance." 

Lord Rothermere writes to the Press 
strongly protesting against the charge that 
he was responsible for the printing order for 
the list of names referred to above. He de- 
nounced the conduct of the Committee in 
censuring him without hearing his evidence. 
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Federation President's Message 


Co-operation in the New Year. 


The President of the Federation ef Master 
Printers has issued the following message to 
the trade indicating the direction in which 
progress should be looked for in the year 
about to open :— 

"The message I should like to give to 
master printers, is that there never was such 
a time when it was necessary to associate 
ourselves one with another in order that the 
decisions which we may arrive at may be just 
both to ourselves and to the people with 
whom we work. Ithink that we as a trade 
should at least endeavour to put into practice 
some of the ideals that are essential, in order 
that this world may be put straighter. 

“It is only by each one of us doing our 
share and trying to intelligently understand 
the problems by which we are faced, that this 
object will be attained. 

"Co-operation is more necessary to-day 
than ever before, the well-being of each, 
whether he be a large or small employer, is 
the well-being of all, and the broader our 
outlook and the greater the interest we take 
the sooner will the difficulties that face us be 
put en one side. 

" [t was by unity that we won the war, it is 
by unity in our own trade that we shall ob- 
tain peaceful and ordered settlements of our 
difficulties." 


printers Medica Aid Association 


An excellent report was presented at the 
48th quarterly meeting of the above-mentioned 
association on Wednesday, December 22nd, 
by the secretary, Mr. Arthur O Connor, the 
principal items being: Income, £1,803 7s. 11d. ; 
expenditure, £1,590 105. 1d.; funds of the 
association at end of quarter, £2,114 4s. 3d., 
an increase upon last quarter of £262 17s. 10d., 
and upon the corresponding quarter of last 
year of over £1,000. The quarter's issue of 
letters was 3,347, under the following heads: 
Glasses, 2,250; appliances, 501 ; sanatoria, 8: 
convalescent homes, 70; and special hospitals 
and institutions, 518. The total number of 
letters issued since inception is now 56,197. 
The membership is largely increasing both in 
London and the provinces. Good reports are 
made of the trained masseur, and an addi- 
tional masseur 1s to be appointed in South 
London in the new year. 

Capital progress was reported with the new 
P.M.A. Pension Fund, an auxiliary to the 
Printers’ Pension Corporation, some 350 mem- 
bers having joined. Membership forms may 
be had at the P.M.A. offices, 30, Fleet-street, 
the hon. secretaries being Mr. W. S. Lintern 
and Mr. E. J. Wickens; Arthur O'Connor is 
the hon. treasurer. Thereport as a whole was 
unanimously adopted. 
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The New Education Act. 


The Liverymen and their friends who met 
at Stationers’ Hall on Wednesday, December 
ISth, were fortunate in having the Fisher 
Education Act explained to them asitapplies 
to London by Sir Robert Blair, M.A., LL.D., 
Education Officer of the London County 
Council. 

Sir Robert submitted a number of interest- 
ing and illuminating figures, showing that the 
cost of education under the requirements of 
the new Act will not be so great in propor- 
tion as the general increase of wages and cost 
of production prevailing throughout the 
country. Не stated that whilst there had 
been an average increase of 150 per cent. in 
wages, the cost of education would approxi- 
mate 126 per cent. Sir Robert referred to a 
statement made in the daily press that the 
Act had been abandoned. He stated that he 
could find no one who had made that state- 
ment, and that the new continuation schools 
in London would commence on January roth, 
1921. He also made it clear that the Act did 
not affect those in the works, unless they were 
14 years of age after October 27th, 1920. It 
only applied to those boys and girls who were 
born after October 27th, 1906. 

Sir William A. Waterlow, who proposed a 
vote of thanks to Sir Robert Blair, compli- 
mented him on his lucidity in presenting the 
illuminating figures which had been sub- 
mitted,stating that the information would 
do much to remove many erroneous impres- 
sions which were in the public mind in rela- 
tion to the cost of education. 

Mr. George W. Jones, in seconding the vote 
of thanks, stated that after Sir Robert's ad- 
dress he was sure they would all go away 
more inclined to cheerfully shoulder the addi- 
tional cost of education which the new Act 
might place upon them, mentioning that 
technical education was more than ever neces- 
sary if we were to prepare our young crafts- 
men to hold their own. 

Mr. R. A. Austen-Leigh presided over the 
function. 
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On behalf of the Technical Association of 
the Pulp and Paper Industry (Ohio, U.S A.), 
Mr. Dard Hunter informs us that the associa- 
tion is compiling a list of books and maga- 
zine articles touching the subject of marbled 
or surface. coloured papers. Such alist would 
have reference value for the trade as a whole, 
and we shall, therefore, be glad to hear from 
anyone who is specially interested in “end- 
papers," or to receive items of information, 
however small, which may help towards 


making the proposed bibliography as nearly a 


complete as possible.

Swiss PRINTERS’ STRIKE.—A partial strike 
of compositors has broken out at Berne, and 
at St. Gall, Geneva, and other centres, owing 
to a dispute over wages. 


ALL - EMPIRE PATENT. — The Inventors 
Union, established in April, 1918, has issued 
its first annual review. The union is fighting 
for an amendment to the Patent Law where- 
by an all-Empire patent shall be created 
available at fixed fees. 


THE Federation of Master Process En- 
gravers is actively interesting itself in the 
question of the large quantities of process 
blocks said to be coming into this country 
from the Continent. It has been suggested 
that in future a mark be placed upon all 
British-made process blocks.

a military tribunal. Mr. Kohan, in moving for 
the rule, said the alleged contempt arose out 
of a report which appeared in the Daily Mail 
on December 14th of a general court-martial 
held in the Tower of London on December 
8th on a man named James Richard Farns- 
worth. Counsel added that the confirming 
authority did not alwavs confirm a sentence, 
and had the right to send the matter back to 
the court for re-trial.

Our Unemployed. 

THOUGH here and there in the printing in- 
dustry one may find business fairly brisk, the 
general experience seems to indicate that the 
regrettable depression of trade is not yet 
lifting. Perhaps the most serious aspect of 
the present situation is the continued high 
level of the unemployment figures. The 
hundreds of unemployed in the printing and 
allied trades are not merely a sign of tem- 
porary depression of trade, a thing which will 
certainly be tided over ere long; they area 
sign also of a weakness in the very constitu- 
tion of the industry, a weakness which be- 
sides resulting in periodical distress to those 
members who are particularly affected, results 
also in permanently holding down the whole 
industry to something below what should be 
the normal healthy level of productive 
activity. Perhaps the seriou-ness of this 
weakness, and the great possibilities of all- 
round betterment which the cure of it would 


open up, are as yet hardly adequately appre- 
ciated by the craft. There are, however 
signs that an awakening is beginning, and 
certainly an omen of the highest promise is 
the good will—indeed the generosity—with 
which the employers are considering the pro- 
vision of a " contracting-out" scheme for the 
unemployment insurance of the whole of the 
printing industry, a scheme in which the em- 
ployers would have to share with the trade 
unions the maintenance of all the industry's 
unemployed.

What Process Engravers Are Doing. 


PROMPTED by its energetic vice-president, 
Mr. D. Greenhill, the Federation of Master 
Process Engravers has decided to form a re- 
presentative committee to prepare a scheme 
for dealing with the question of unemploy- 
ment among process workers. In urging the 
importance of the matter, Mr. Greenhill laid 
stress upon the part played by the natural and 
real fear of unemployment in defeating 
schemes for increasing output, and in com- 
pelling the trade unions to press for regula- 
tions reducing working hours, restricting 
overtime, and so on. He showed that the 
Government unemployment allowance could 
be quadrupled, and many men, women and 
children saved from periodical starvation and 
distress by employers’ contributions repre- 
senting "perhaps 2 per cent. on wages," 
which contributions could be reduced if it 
were arranged to co-operate with the Joint 
Industrial Council of the Printing and Allied 
Trades in a special scheme. It is gratifying 
to learn that master engravers have responded 
generously to the representations made to 
them, and that there is every prospect that 
the problem of unemployment among en- 
gravers is to be tackled with a determined 
good will which promises to bring many 
blessings to the engraving industry.

British Imports of German Paper. 


IN view of the present condition of the 
British paper trade, it is important to get at 
the true facts concerning the exportation of 
German paper to this country. There are 
many people who are really alarmed at what 
they believe to be the extent of foreign com- 
petition in paper, and this feeling and appre- 
hension has extended to printers. Official 
statistics, however, seem to show that the im- 
ports of German paper are very far short of 
what they were before the war. Indeed, 
November figures are in almost every case 
even considerably below those of October. In 
the case of " news," printings, and writings 
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32.051 cwts. were imported in October, while 
the figure for November dropped to 19,938 
cwts. The chief decline in these three cate- 
gories concerns printings and writings, since 
the 15,615 cwts. of German “ news" imported 
in November is only 1,000 tons short of the 
October figure. Packing and coated papers 
remain at about the same level. Unglazed 
packings made a comparatively slight ad- 
vance from 10,983 cwts. in October to 12,095 in 
November. Butthis is the only item in which 
German imports are higher for November, 
with the exception of roofing paper and mill- 
boards. Comparing the November figures 
with those for the corresponding month of 
1913, it is seen that German imports of paper 
are very far behind their pre-war trading with 
this country. In November, 1913, packings 
and wrappings were imported from Germany 
to the extent of 74,758 cwts., as against 17,090 
in November last. Printings and writings in 
the November preceding the war were 34.594 
cwts. comparing with 19,938 cwts. last month. 
The figures for coated papers are respectively 
7,802 and 1,333 cwts. 
= Ll » 
British Paper Exports Increase. 


Exports of British paper continue to make 
records in comparison with pre-war trade 
overseas. In the case of printing paper, the 
November, 1913, figure of 134,000 cwts. is ex- 
ceeded by 26,000 cwts. Writing paper, of 
which 18,000 cwts. were exported in Novem- 
ber, 1913, was sent abroad to the extent of 
34.000 cwts. last month. While it is encour- 
aging to be able to note this important in- 
crease in our overseas paper trade, a different 
story has to be told with regard to packings 
and wrappings, which are very seriously 
down. The figure of 78,000 cwts. in Novem- 
ber, 1913, was replaced last month by 17,000. 
It is interesting to note, however, that the ex- 
port of envelopes has more than doubled, 5,144 
cwts. being exported in November last, as 
against 2,433 cwts. in the corresponding 
month of 1913. 


Brussels Commercial FUIT.

As 
the Department have decided that all rulings 
made under the National Health Insurance 
Act will be followed in the case of the Un- 
employment Insurance Act, those workers, 
therefore, who earn more than £250 per 
annum will not be covered by the Unemploy- 
ment Insurance Act.

A Plea for British Strawboards. 


A correspondent writes:—"' Referring to 
the interesting notes in your valuable 
journal on the supply and low price of 
strawboards, attention of users should be 
directed to some of the inferior qualities 
which are being imported and hawked about. 
These are often of an alkaline nature through 
containing large residues of lime. Cases 
have been known where this has seriously 
affected commodities placed in the boxes. It 
is also a fruitful source of complaint and loss 
to box. makers and papermakers through the 
coloured linings being affected by the pre- 
sence of lime and pasting methods. 

"We submit that these drawbacks and losses 
could be avoided by the substitution and use 
of British paper and pulp boards which are 
non-acid or alkaline in character, and also 
free from odour and taste. These possess 
other advantages over the inferior imported 
stuff, besides finding more employment for 
British labour and material." 


Corrugatod Paper. 


Messrs. D. Freeder and Co., paper mer-

When 50 rolls were 
subsequently sent, they were returned without 
examination on the ground that the previous 
lot was too light in weight. The rolls 
weighed from 44 Ib. to 46 lb., compared with 
a weight of 56 Ib. on a previous occa- 
sion. In plaintiffs view, corrugated paper 
was tested, not by uniformity of weight, but 
by the hardness of the fluting. The second 
lot was quite equal to the first. Defendants’ 
manager said that the second lot was by no 
means equal to the first. That could be seen 
by anybody. Other evidence was given to 
the same effect. ^ The assistant judge said he 
was not satisfied that the second lot was as 
good as the first. lt was a sale by descrip- 
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tion, and the second lot did not come up to 
the quality of the first. Judgment was entered 
for the defendants, with costs. 


A New Fibre Board. 


We have received from the Patent Imper- 
meable Millboard Co., Ltd., Sunbury Com- 
mon, a sample of a very light waterproofed 
fibrous board which the firm consider is a 
great improvement on any boards at present 
produced. This board is manufactured from 
wood pulp, and is very light in weight, homo- 
geneous, and will not split; it is thoroughly 
waterproofed, and if immersed in water for 
twenty-four hours will only take up about 
10 —12 per cent. of moisture by weight. As 
the board is very light in weight, the amount 
of water absorbed is very, very small. It is 
so waterproof thatit can stand a test of being 
boiled in water, and will, after drying off, be 
quite hard again, and equal to new. The 
company propose to introduce the board for 
panelling work, both for interior and exterior 
panelling.

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Securing Plates to Cylinders. 


In an invention patented by Messrs. A. 
Terry and J. H. Butler printing plates are 
secured to the cylinders of printing presses by 
clamping devices held in position by electro- 
magnetic action. As shown, the clamping- 
means comprise segmental fastening-rings, as 
c, Fig. 1, connected to end segmental plates e 
by means of bars d moving in dovetail grooves 
in the ends of the cylinder a. The plates e 
can be moved axially of the cylinder a by 
hand, being guided in this movement by the 
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bars d engaging the dovetail grooves. The 
plates e are locked in position shown with 
the bevelled edge of the plate c in engage- 
ment with the plate b by means of pivoted 
catches ], which are held by springs against 
pins of the cylinder а. The catches j operate 
as switches to energize solenoids g, the cores 
of which attract iron disks f let into the rings 
e, and thus form an additional locking-means 
for the rings. The leads for the solenoids g 
pass through axial holes o leading to radial 
holes in the cylinder. On releasing the 
catches j, the solenoids are de-energised, and 
the plates e are moved outwards to free the 
printing plates by means of spiral springs 
arranged in axial holesin the cylinder a. Dogs 
or clips may replace the segmental clamping 
rings. 


Loose-Leaf Binders. 


An invention patented by Messrs. T. C. 
Corell and W. E. McLean relates to loose-leaf 
binders of the type comprising three or more 
spring-actuated arch.ended posts engaging 
fixed posts including a central notched post 
and tubular outside posts adapted for thread- 
ing a binding cord through the papers. (1) 
Means is provided for locking oneof the arch-

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ended posts to the corresponding fixed post. 
In the example shown in Fig. 4, the end 29 of 
the arch 11 is provided with a recess for co- 
operation with a tumbler 32, which is pivoted 
in the recess 31 in the notched post 14, and is 
turned by means of a key 35. (2) Temporary 
covers for the bound papers comprise a side 
16, Fig. 2 having a bendable end portion 
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formed by a groove 17 and covered on both 
sides by a sheet of material 18 secured by ad- 
hesive. One cover of each pair has the 
material 18 doubled back as shown at 21 and 
extended at 22 to form an expanding back, 
which is finally folded over and secured by 
adhesive to the other cover, and so hides the 
binding cord.
